GENESIS, 
CHAPTER I. 


I N the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, and 
void; and darkness was upon the face 
of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters. 

S And God said, Let there be light: 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided the light from 
the darkness. 

6 And God called the light Day, and 
the darkness he called Night And the 
evening and the morning were the first 
day. 

G t And God said, Let thore be a fir- 
mament in the midst of the waters, and 
let it divide the waters from the waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under 
the firmament from the waters which 
were above the firmament: and it was so 

8 And God called the firmament Hea- 
ven. And the evening and the morning 
were the second day. 

9 1 And God said, Let the waters 
under the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry land 
appear: and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry land Earth; 
and the gathering together of the wa- 
ters called he Seas: and God saw that 
it teas good. 

11 And God said, Let the earth bring 
forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit tree yielding fruit after his 
kind, whose seed is in itself, upon the 
earth: and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth grass, 
tme? herb yielding seed after his kind, 
and the tree yielding fruit, whose seed 
was in itself, after his kind: and God 
saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morning 
were the third day. 

14 f And God said, Let there be lights 
in the firmament of the heaven to di- 
vide the day from the night; and let 
them be for signs, and for seasons, and 
for days, and years; 
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15 And let them be for lights in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth: and it was so. 

16 And**God made two great lights: 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light* to rule the night: he 
made the stars also. 

17. And God set them in the firmament 
of the heaven to give light upon the 
‘earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and over 
the night, and to divide the light from 
the darkness : and God saw that it was 
good. 

19 And the evening and the morning 
were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving creature 
that hath life, and fowl that may fly 
above the earth in the open firmament 
of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, and 
every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, after their kind, and every 
wingea fowl after his kind: and God 
saw that it was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and fill the wa- 
ters in the seas, ana let fowl multiply 
in the earth. 

2fl And the evening and the morning 
were the fifth day. 

24 If And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after his 

-kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and 
beast of the earth after his kind: and 
it was so. 

25 And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth after his kind: and 
God saw that it was good. 

26 T And God said, Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and 
let them have dominion over the fish 
of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all 
the earth, and over every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he 
him ; male and female created he them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and sub- 
due it: and have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 

29 H And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the earth, 
and every tree, in the which is the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed; to you it 
shall be for meat 

30 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
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every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, -wherein there is life, I nave given 
every green herb for meat : and it was so. 

31 And God saw every thiiig that he 
had made, and, behold, it was very 
good. And the evening and the morning 
were the sixth day. 


CHAPTER II. 

rFHITS the heavens and the earth 
A were finished, and all the host of 
them. 

2 And on the seventh day God ended 
his work which he had made; and he 
rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctified it: because that in it he 
had rested from all his work which 
God created and made. 

4 f These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the Lord 
God made the earth and the heavens, 

5 And every plant of the field before 
it was in the earth, and every herb of 
the field bofore it grew: for the Lord 
God had not caused it to rain upon the 
earth, and there was not a man to till 
the ground. 

6 But there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole face of 
the ground. 

7 And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a living souL 

8 f And the Lord God planted a gar- 
den eastward in Eden; and there he 
put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and good for 
food ; the tree of life also in the midst 
of the garden, and the tree of know- 
ledge of good and evil. 

10 And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden; and from thence it 
was parted, and became into four heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pison : that 
is it which compasseth the whole land 
of Havilali, where there is gold; 

12 And the gold of that land is good: 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

13 And the name of the second river 
is Gihon: the same is it that compass- 
eth the whole land of Ethiopia. 

14 And the name of the third river is 
Hiddekel : that is it which goeth toward 
the east of Assyria. And the fourth 
river is Euphrates. 

15 And the Lord God took the man, 
and put him into the garden of Eden 
to dress it and to keep it 
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16 And the Loan God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the gar- 
den thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou si 1 alt not eat of 
it: for in the day that thou eatest there- 
of thou shalt surely die. 

18 f And the Lord God Baid, It is not 
good that the man should be alone; I 
will make him an help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground the Lord 
God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he would 
call them: and whatsoever Adam called 
every living creature, that was the name 
thereof. 

20 And Adam gave names to all cattle, 
and to the fowl of the air, and to every 
beast of the field; but for Adam there 
was not found an help meet for him. 

21 And the Loan God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam ; and he slept: 
and lie took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof; 

22 And the rib, which the Lonn God 
had taken from man, made be a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. 

23 And Adam said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my flesh : she 
shall be called Woman, because she was 
taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his father 
and his motherland shall cleave unto 
his wife: and they shall ho one flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, the man 
and Ills wife, and were not ashamed. 


CHAPTER III. 

N OW the serpent was more subtil 
than any beast of the field which 
the Lord God had made. And he said 
unto the woman, Yea, hath God said, 
\"e shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden V 

2 And the woman said unto the serpent, 
We may eat of the fruit of the trees 
of the garden: 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which is 
in the midst of the garden , God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall 
ye touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the wo- 
man, Ye shall not surely die: 

5 For God doth know that in the day 
ye eat thereof, then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil. 

6 And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good lor food, and that it was 

S leasant to the eyes, and a tree to be 
esired to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave 
also unto her husband with her; and 
he did eat 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
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naked; and they sewed tig leaves toge- 
ther, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the Loan 
God walking in the garden in the, cool 
of the day: and Adam and his wife 
hid themselves from the presence of the 
Loud God amongst the trees of the 
garden. 

8 And the Loan God called unto Adam, 
and said unto him, Where art thou? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice in 
the garden, and I was afraid, because 
I was naked; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said; Who told thee that 
thou wast naked? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof 1 commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not oat? 

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat 

1)1 And the Loud God said unto the 
woman, What is this that thou hast 
done? And the woman said, The serpent 
beguiled me, and 1 did cat 

14 And the Loan God said unto the 
serpent, Because thou hast done this, 
thou art cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the held; upbn 
thy belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt 
thou eat all the days of thy life: 

15 And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed 
and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, 
and thou shalt bruise his heeL 

10 Hnto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring 
forth children ; and thv desire shall be to 
thy husband, and he shall rule over thee. 

17 And unto Adam he said, Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice of 
thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, Thou 
shalt not eat of it: cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt tnou eat 
of it all the days of thy life; 

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee ; and thou shalt eat 
the herb of the held; 

ID I 11 the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou taken: 
for dust thou art , and unto dust shalt 
thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of 
all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to Jiis wife 
did the Lord God make coats of skins, 
and clothed them. 

22 If And the Lord God said, Behold, 
the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil: and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of 
the tree of life, and eat, and live for 
ever: 

25 Therefore the Lord God sent him 
forth from the garden of Eden, to till 
the ground from whence he was taken 

24 So he drove out the man ; and he 
placed at the east of the garden of Eden 
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Cherubinis, and a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of 
the tree of life. 

CHAPTER IV. 

A N D Adam knew Eve his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Cain, and 
said, I have gotten a man from the Lord. 
2 And she again bare his brother Abel. 
And Abel was a keeper of sheep, but 
Cain was a tiller of tne ground. 

3 And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fruit of 
the ground an offering unto the Lord. 
4 And Abel, he also brought of the 
firstlings of nis flock and of the fat 
thereof. And the Lord had respect unto 
Abel and to his offering: 

5 But unto Cain and to his offering 
he had not respect. And Cain was very 
wroth, and his countenance fell. 

6 And the Lord said unto Cain, Why 
art thou wroth? and why is thy coun- 
tenance fallen? 

7 If thou doest well, shalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doest not well, 
sin lieth at the door. And unto thee 
shall be his desire, and thou shalt rule 
over him. 

8 And Cain talked with Abel his bro- 
ther: and it came to pass, when they 
were in the field, that Cain rose up 
against Abel his brother, and slew him. 
9 f And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother? And lie 
said, I know not: Am I my brother’s 
keeper? 

10 And he said, What hast thou done l 
the voice of thy brother’s blood crieth 
unto me from the ground. 

11 And now art thou cursed from the 
earth, which hath opened her mouth 
to receive thy brother’s blood from thy 
hand: 

12 When thou tillest the ground, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee her 
strength; a fugitive and a vagabond 
shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, My 
punishment is greater than I can bear. 
14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the earth: 
and from thy face shall I be hid; and 
I shall be a fugitive and a vagabond in 
the earth; and it shall come to pass, 
that every one that findeth me shall 
slay me. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, There- 
fore whosoever slayeth Cain, vengeance 
shall be taken on him sevenfold. And 
the Lord set a mark upon Cain, lest 
any finding him should kill him. 

16 f And Cain went out from the pre- 
sence of the Lord, and dwelt in the land 
of Nod, on the east of Eden. 

17 Ana Cain knew his wife; and she 
conceived, and bare Enoch: and lm 
budded a city, and called the name of 
the city, after the name of his son, 
Enoch. 

18 And unto Enoch was born Irad: and 
Irad begat Mehujacl : and Mehulael be- 
gat Methusael: and Methusael begat 
Lamech. 

19 t And Lamech took unto him two 
wives; the name of the one was Adah, 
and tne name of the other Zillah. 
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20 And Adah bare Jabal: he was the 
father of such as dwell in tents , and 
of such as have cattle. 

21 And his brother’s name was Jubal: 
he was the father of all such as handle 
the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal-cain, 
an instructer of every artificer in brass 
and iron : and the sister of Tubal-cain 
was Naamah. 

28 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech: for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold. 

25 H And Adam knew his wife again ; 
and she bare a son, and called his name 
Seth: For God, said she t hath appointed 
me another seed instead of Abel, whom 
Cain slew. 

26 And to Seth, to him also there was 
born a son; and ho trailed his name 
Enos: then began men to call upon the 
name of the Lord. 


CHAPTER V. 


ri^HIS is the book of the generations 
X of Adam. In the day that God created 
man, in the likeness of God made he 
him; 

2 Male and female created he them; 
and blessed them, and called their name 
Adam, in the day when they were 
created. 

3 If And Adam lived an hundred and 
thirty years, and bepat a sou iu his 
own likeness, after his image; and called 
his name Seth: 

4 And the days of Adam after he had 
begotten Seth were eight hundred years : 
and he begat sons and daughters: 

5 And till the days that Adam lived 
were nine hundred and thirty years: 
and he died. 

6 And Seth lived an hundred and five 
years, and begat Enos: 

7 And Seth lived after he begat Enos 
eight hundred and seven years, and 
begat sons and daughters: 

8 And all the days of Seth were nine 
hundred and twelve years: and he died. 

1) t And Enos lived ninety years, and 
begat Cainan: 

10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 

11 And all the days of Enos were nine 
hundred and rive years: and he died. 

12 1 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel: 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
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Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

14 And all the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years: and he 
died. 

15 J And Mahalaleel lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Jared: 

16 And Mahalaleel lived after he begat 
Jared eight hundred and thirty years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel wero 
eight hundred ninety and five years: 
and he died. 

18 5 And Jared lived an hundred sixty 
and two years, and he begat Enoch: 

19 And Jared lived after ho begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters: 

20 And all the days of Jared wore nine 
hundred sixty and two years: and he 
died. 

21 If And Enoch lived sixty and live 
years, and begat Methusolah: 

22 And Enoch walked with God after 
he begat Methuselah three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked with God : and 
he was not; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived an hundred 
eighty and seven years, and begat 
Lamech : 

26 And Methuselah lived after he begat 
Lamech seven hundred eighty and two 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

27 And all the days of Methuselah were 
nine hundred sixty and nine years : and 
he died. 

28 t And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years^ and begat a son : 

29 And he called his name Noah, saying, 
This same shall comfort us concerning 
our work and toil of our hands, because of 
the ground which the Lord hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

31 And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven years : 
and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred years 
old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth. 
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CHAPTER VL 

A N D it came to pass, when men began 
to multiply on the face of the earth, 
and daughters were born unto them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the daughters 
of men that they were fair ; and they 
took them wives of all which they chose. 

8 And the Lord said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, tor that he 
also is flesh: yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years. 

4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days; ana also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men, and they bare children 
to them, the same became mighty men 
which were of old, men of renown. 

5 f And God saw that the wickedness 
of man was great in the earth, and thcit 
every imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually. 

G And it repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart 

7 And the Loan said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth ; both man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; for it roponteth me that I 
have made them. 

8 But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord. 

9 ^ These are the generations of Noah: 
Noah was a, just man and perfect in his 
generations , and Noah walked with God. 

10 And Noali begat three sons, Shem, 
11am, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt before 
God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. 

T2 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt; for all flesh 
had corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The end 
of all flesh is come before me; for the 
earth is tilled with violence through them ; 
and, behold, 1 will destroy them with 
the earth. 

14 If Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and with- 
out with pitch. 

lf> And this is the fashion which thou 
shalt make it of; The length of the ark 
shall be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirty cubits. 

1G A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof; with lower, 
second, and third stoiies shalt thou 
make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a 
flood of waters upon the earth, to de- 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of 
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life, from under heaven; and every thing 
that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But >yith thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shalt come into the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee ; they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every swt shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all food 
that is eaten, and thou shalt gather it 
to thee; and it shall be for food for 
thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 


CHAPTER VIL 

A ND the Loan said unto Noah, Como 
thou and all thy house into the ark ; 
for thee have I seen righteous before 
mo in this generation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shalt take 
to thee by sevens, the male and his 
female : and of beasts that are not clean 
by two, the male and his female. 

3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female ; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will cause 
it to rain upon the earth forty days 
and forty nights ; and every living sub- 
stance that I have made will I destroy 
from off the face of the earth. 

5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lord commanded him. 

6 Aud Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 

7 t And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the wa- 
ters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of every 
thing that ereepeth upon the earth, 

9 There went in* two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. 

11 H In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the same 
day were all the fountains of the great 
deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened. 
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12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

IS In the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth. the 
sons of Noah, and Noah's wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, into 
the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his 

kind, ana all the cattle after their kind, 
and every creeping thing that ereepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, and every 
fowl after his kind, every bird of every 
sort. s 

15 And they went in unto* Noah into 
the ark. two and two of all flesh, wherein 
is the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in male 
and female of all flesh, as God had com- 
manded him : and the Lord shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth; and the waters increased, and 
bare up the ark, and it was lift up above 
the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and were 
increased greatly upon the earth; and 
the ark went upon the face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed exceed- 
ingly upon the earth; and all the high 
hills, that were under the whole heaven, 
were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the waters 
prevail; and the mountains were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved upon 
the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, 
and of beast, and of every creeping thing 
that ereepeth upon the earth, and every 
man : 

22 All in whose nostrils was the breath 
of life , of all that was in the dry land, 
died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and 
the creeping things, and the fowl of the 
heaven; and they were destroyed from 
the earth : and N oah onlv remained alive, 
and they that were with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon the 
earth an hundred and fifty days. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A ND God remembered Noah, and 
every living thing, and all the cattle 
that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, 
and the waters asswaged; 

2 The fountains also of the deep and 
the windows of heaven were stopped, 
and the rain from heaven was re- 
strained; 

3 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually : and after the end 
ot the hundred and fifty days the waters 
were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat 
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5 And the waters decreased continually 
until the tenth month: in the tenth 
month , on the drat day of the month, 
wore the tops of the mountains seen. 

6 IT And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that N oah opened the window 
of the ark which he had made : 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from oft* the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, 
to see if the waters were abated from 
off the face of the ground; 

D But the dove found no rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she returned unto 
him into the ark, for the waters were 
on the face of the whole earth : then he 
put forth his hand, and took her, and 
pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven days ; 
and again ho sent forth the dove out of 
the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth was 
an olive leafpluckt off: so Noah knew 
that the waters were abated from off 
the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven days ; 
and sent forth the dove; which returned 
not again unto him any more. 

13 t And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the lirst 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the earth : 
and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, behold, the face 
of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

15 ! And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy 
wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives 
with thee. 

17 Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all Uesh, both 
of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth; that they may breed abundantly 
in the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply 
upon the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him : 

, ID Every beast, every creeping thing, 
aud every fowl, and whatsoever creepeth 
upon the earth, after their kinds, went 
forth out of the ark. 

20 t And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lord ; and took of every clean beast, 
and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Loan smelled a sweet savour ; 
and the Loan said in his heart, I will 
not again curse the ground any more 
for man’s sake; for the imagination of 
man’s heart is evil from his youth ; neither 
will I again smite any more every tiling 
living, as I have done. 

22 While the ^earth remaineth , seed 
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time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day ana 
night shall not cease. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A N D God blessed Noah and his sons, 
and said unto them, Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread 
of you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the earth, 
and upon all the fishes of the sea; into 
your hand are they delivered 

3 Every moving thing that liveth shall 
be meat for you; even as the green herb 
have I given you all things. 

4 But fiesh with the life thereof, which 
is the blood thereof, shall ye not eat 

5 And surely your blood of your lives 
will I require; at the hand of every 
beast will I require it, and at the hand 
of man; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of man. 
6 Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed: for in the image 
of God made he man. 

7 And you, be ye fruitful, and multiply: 
bring forth abundantly in the earth, and 
multiply therein. 

8 f And God spake unto Noah, and to 
his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, behold^ I establish my covenant 
with you, and with your seed after you ; 

10 And with every living creature that 
is with you, of the fowl, of the cattle, 
and of every beast of the earth with 
you; from all that go out of the ark, 
to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off any more by the waters of a flood: 
neither shall there any more be a flood 
to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said. This is the token of 
the covenant which I make between me 
and you and every living creature that 
is with you, for perpetual generations: 

13 I do set my bow in the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant 
between mo and the earth. 

1 4 And it shall come to pass, when I 
bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the cloud: 

15 And 1 will remember my covenant, 
which is between me and you and every 
living creature of all flesh; and the 
waters shall no more become a flood to 
destroy all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the cloud; 
and I will look upon it, that I may re- 
member the everlasting covenant be- 
tween God and every living creature of 
all flesh that is upon the earth. 

17 And God. said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I have 
established between me and all flesh 
that is upon the earth. 
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IS t And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth: and Ham is the father of 
Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah: 
and of them was the whole earth over- 
spread. 

20 And Noah began to be an hus- 
bandman, and he planted a vineyard: 

21 And he drank of the wine, and was 
drunken; and he was uncovered within 
his tent 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without 

28 And Shem and Japheth took a gar- 
ment , * and laid it upon both tneir 
shoulders, and yre nt backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their father; 
and their faces were backward, and they 
saw not their father’s nakedness. 

24 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and knew what his younger son haa 
done unto him. 

25 And he said, Cursed be Canaan; a 
servant of servants shall he be unto 
his brethren. 

26 And he said, Blessed be the Loan 
God of Shem; and Canaan shall be his 
servant 

27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and he 
shall dwell in the tents of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant 

28 1 And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years: and he 
died. 

CHAPTER X. 

N OW these are the generations of 
the sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth: and unto them were sons born 
after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth: Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech. and Tiras. 

3 And the sons of Gomer: Ashkenaz, 
and Riphath, and Togarmah. 

4 Ana the sons of Javan: Elishah, and 
Tarshish, Kittim, and Doaanim. 

5 By these were the isles of the Gen- 
tiles divided in their lands; every one 
after his tongue, after their families, in 
their nations. 

6 t And the sons of Ham; Cush, and 
Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Cush: Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, and 
Sabtechah: and the sons of Raamah; 
Sheba, and Dedan. 

8 And Cush begat Nimrod: he began 
to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before the 
Lord: wherefore it is said. Even as 
Nimrod the mighty hunter before the 
Loan. 

10 And the beginning of his kingdom 
was Babel, and Erech, and Accaa, and 
Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 

11 Out of that land went forth Asshur, 
and builded Nineveh, and the city Re- 
hoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh and 
Calah: the same is a great city. 

13 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim.and Lehabim,and Naphtuhim, 
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14 And Pathmsim, and Caslnbim, (out 
of whom came Philistim,) and Caphtorim. 

15 If And Canaan begat Sidon his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jebusite, and the Amorite, 
and the Girgasite, 

17 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, and 
the Sinite, 

18 And the Arvadite, and the Zemar- 
ite, and the Hamathite: and afterward 
were the families of the Canaanites 
spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaanites 
was from Sidon, as thou comest to 
Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest, unto 
Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, 
and Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 

21 f Unto Shem also, the father of all 
the children of Eber, the brother of 
Japheth the elder, even to him were 
children born. 

22 The children of Shem ; Elam , and 
Asshur, and Arphaxad, and Lud, and 
Aram. 

23 And the children of Aram; Uz, and 
Ilul, and Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salah; and 
Salah begat Eber. 

25 And unto Eber were born two sons: 
the name of one was Peleg; for in his 
days was the earth divided; and his 
brother’s name was Joktan. 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Ilazarmaveth, and Jerah, 

27 AndHadoram. and Uzaland Diklah, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba, 

29 And Ophir, and Havilah, and Jobab : 
all these were the sons of Joktan. 

30 And their dwelling was from Mesha, 
as thou goest unto Sephar a mount of 
the east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, after 
their families, after their tongues, in their 
lands, after their nations. 

32 These are the families of the sons 
of N oah, after their generations, in their 
nations: and by these were the nations 
divided in the earth after the flood. 


CHAPTER XI. 

A ND the whole earth was of one 
language, and of one speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jour- 
neyed from the east, that they found 
a plain in the land of Shinar; and they 
dwelt there. 

3 And they said one to another, Go 
to, let us make brick, and burn them 
throughly. And they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for morter. 
4 And they said, Go to, let us build 
us a city and a tower, whose top may 
reach unto heaven: and let us make us 
a name, lest we be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. 

5 And the Lord came down to see the 
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city and the fcawer, which the children 
of men builded. 

6 And the Lord said. Behold, the peo- 
ple ia one, and they have all one lan- 
guage; and this they begin to do: and 
now nothing will be restrained from 
them, which they have imagined to do. 

7 Go to, let ns go down, and there 
confound their language, that they may 
not understand one another’s speech. 

8 So the Loan scattered them abroad 
from thence upon the face of all the 
earth: and they left off to build the city. 

9 Therefore is the name of it called 
Babel; because the Lord did there con- 
found the language of all the earth: 
and from thence did the Lord scatter 
them abroad upon the face of all the 
earth. 

10 f These are the generations of 
Shem: Shem was an hundred years old, 
and begat Arphaxad two years after 
the flood: 

11 And Shem lived after he begat Ar- 
phaxad flve hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

12 And ArDhaxad lived five and thirty 
years, and Degat Salah : 

13 And Arphaxad lived after he begat 
Salah four hundred and^fehree years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber: 

15 And Salah lived after he begat Eber 
four hundred and three years, and begat 
sous and daughters. 

16 And Eber lived four and thirty years, 
and begat Peleg: 

17 And Eber lived after he begat Pe- 
leg four hundred and thirty years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Reu: 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat Reu 
two hundred and nine years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu lived two and thirty years, 
and begat Serug: 

21 And Reu lived after he begat Serug 
two hundred and seven years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years, and 
begat Mali or: 

23 And Serug lived after he begat 
Nahor two hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty 
years, and begat Terali: 

25 And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 
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26 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Harai). 

27 T Now these are the generations 
of Terah j Terah begat Abrato, Nahor, 
and Haran; and Haran begat Lot 

28 And Haran died before his father 
Terah in the land of his nativity, in Ur 
of the Chaldees. 

29 And Abram and Nahor took them 
wives: the name of Abram's wife was 
Sarai: and the name of Nahor ’a wife, 
Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the 
father of Milcah, and the father of Isoah. 

80 But Sarai was barren ; she had no 
child. 

81 And Terah took Abram his son, and 
Lot the son of Haran his son’s son, 
and Sarai his daughter in law, his son 
Abram’s wife; and they went forth with 
them from Ur of the Chaldees, to go 
into the land of Canaan; and they came 
unto Haran, and dwelt there. 

82 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five yeafs : and Terah died 
in Haran. 


CHATTER XII. 

N OW the Lord had said unto Abram, 
Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will shew 
thee : 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and thou slialt be a 
blessing: 

8 And I will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse him that curseth thee: and 
in thee shall all families of the earth be 
blessed. 

d So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him; and Lot went 
with him : and Abram was seventy and 
five years old when he departed out of 
Haran. 

5 Ami Abram took Sarai his wife, and 
Lot his brother’s son, and all their sub- 
stance that they had gathered, and the 
souls that they had gotten in Haran: 
and they went forth to go into the land 
of Canaan ; and into the land of Canaan 
they came. 

6 f And Abram passed through the land 
unto the place of Sichem, unto the plain 
of Moreh. And the Canaanite was then 
in the land. 

7 And the Loud appeared unto Abram, 
and said, IJnto thy seed will I give this 
land: and there builded he an altar unto 
the Lord, who appeared unto him. 

8 And he removed from thence unto 
a mountain on the east of Beth-el, and 
pitched his tent, having Beth-el oil the 
west, and Hai on the east: and there 
he builded an altar unto the Lord, and 
called upon the name of the Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on still 
toward the south. 
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' ) t And there was a famine in the 
d : and Abram went down into Egypt 
sojourn there; for the famine was 
a^ievous in the land. 

11 And it came to pass, when he was 
come neat to enter into Egypt, that he 
said unto Sarai his wife, Behold now, 
I know that thou art a fair woman to 
look upon: 

12 Therefore it shall come to pass, when 
the Egyptians shall see thee, that they 
shall say, This is his wife: and they will 

| kill me, but they will save thee alive. 

18 Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister: 
uiat it may be well with me for thy 
sake; and my soul shall live because of 
thee. 

14 f And it came to pass, that, when 
Abram was come into Egypt, the Egyp- 
tians beheld the woman that she ims 
very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and commended her before Pharaoli : 
and the woman was taken into Pharaoh’R 
house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well for 
her sake: and he had sheep , and oxen, 
and he asses, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and she asses, and camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh and 
■his house with great plagues because of 
Sarai Abram’s wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said, What is this that thou hast done 
unto me? why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife? 

19 Why saidst thou, She is my sister? 
so I might have taken her to me to 
wife: now therefore behold thy wife, 
take her, and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his men 
concerning him: and they sent him 
away, and his wife, and all that he had. 
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CHAPTER XIII 

A ND Abram went up out of Egypt, he, 
and diis wife, ana all that he had, 
and Lot with him, into the south. 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold. 

8 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Beth-el, unto "the 
place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, between Beth-el and Hai; 
4 Unto the place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first: and there 
Abram called on the name of the Lord. 
5 H And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and tents. 
6 And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together: 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. 

7 And there was a strife between the 
herdmen of Abram’s cattle and the 
herdmen of Lot’s cattle : and the Canaan- 
ite and the Perizzite dwelled then in 
the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let there 
be no strife, I pray thee, between me 
and thee, and between my herdmen and 
thy herdmen; for we be brethren. 

9 Is not the whole land before thee? 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from me: 
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if thou wilt take the left hand, thef- i 
will §fo to the right; or if thou depart o 
the nght hand, then I will go to the W*. 

10 And Lot lifted up iiis eyes, aKd 
beheld all the plain or Jordan, that it 
was well watered every where, before 
theLoao destroyed Sodom andGomorrah, 
even as the garden of the Lord, like the 
land of Egypt, as thou comest untoZoar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain of 

Jordan; and Lot journeyed east: and j 
they separated themselves the one from 1 
the other. T * 

12 Abram dwelled in the landofCanaa^ , 
and Lot dwelled in the cities of the 
plain, and pitched his tent toward Sodom. 

IB But the men of Sodom were wicked 
and sinners before the Loan exceedingly. 
Id ^ And the Lord said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and westward : 

If) For all the land which thou seest, 
to thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
tor ever. 

1(> And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man can 
number the dust of the earth, then shall 
thy seed also he numbered 

17 Arise, walk through the land in the 
length of it and in the breadth of it; for 
I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, and 
came and dwelt in the plain of Manure, 
which is in Hebron, and built there an 
altar unto the Loan. 



CHAPTER XIV. 


A N 11 it came to pjiss in tho days of 
Amraphel king of Shinar, Arioch 
king of Ellasar, Cnedorlaomer king of 
Elam, and Tidal king of nations; 

2 That these, made war with Bera king 
of Sodom, and with Birs ha king of Go- 
morrah, Shinab king of Admah, and 
Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and the king 
of Bela, which is Zoar. 

3 All these were joined together in the 
vale of Siddim, which is the salt sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Che- 
dorlaomer, and in the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chedorlaomer, and the kings that toere 
with him, and smote the Kephaims in 
Ashteroth Karnaim, and the Zuzims in 
Ham, and the Emims in Shaveh Kiriath- 
aim, 

6 And the Horites in their mount 
Seir, unto El-paran, which is by the 
wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
En-mishpat, which is Kadesh, and smote 
all the country of the Amalekites, and 
also the Amorites, that dwelt in Hazezon- 
tamai.

8 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, and 
the king of Admah, and the king of 
Zeboiira, and the king of Bela (the same 
U Zoar;) and they Joined battle with 
them in the vale of Siddim; 

9 With Chedorlaomer the king of Elam, 
and with Tidal king of nations, and 
Amraphel king of Shinar, and Arioch 
king of Ellasar; four kings with live, 

10 And the vale of Siddim was full of 
slimepits: and the kings of Sodom and 
Gomorrah fled, and fell there; and they 
that remained fled to the mountain. 

11 And they took all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all then- 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 Andthey took Lot, Abram’s brother’s 
son, who dwelt in Soaom, and his goods, 
and departed, 

IB t And there came one that had 
escaped, find told Abram the Hebrew; 
for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the 
Amorite, brother of Eslicol, and brother 
of Aner: and these were confederate 
with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that his 
brother was taken captive, he armed 
his trained servants , born in his own 
house, three hundred and eighteen, and 
pursued them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and .pursued tnem 
unto Hobah, which is on the left hand 
of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the goods, 
and also brought again his brother Lot, 
and his goods, and the women also, and 
the people. 

17 f And the king of Sodom went 
out to meet him after his return from 
the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of 
the kings that were with him, at the 
valley of Shaveh, which is the king’s dale. 

18 And Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine: and he 
was the priest of the most high God, 

19 And he blessed him, and said, Bless- 
ed be Abram of the most high God, 
possessor of heaven and earth : 

20 And blessed be the most high God, 
which hath delivered thine enemies into 
thy hand. And he gave him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sodom said unto 
Abram, Give me the persons, and take 
the goods to thyself. 

22 And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom , I have lift up mine hand 
unto the Lord, the most high God, the 
possessor of heaven and earth, 

28 That I will not take from a thread 
even to a shoelatchet, and that I will 
not take auy thing that is thine, lest 
thou shouldest say, I have made Abram 
rich: 

24 Save only that which the young 
liven have eaten, and the portion of the 
men which went with me, Aner, Esh- 
col, and Mamre; let them take their 
portion. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

A FTER these things the word of the 
Lord came unto Abram in a vision, 
saying, Fear not, Abram: I am thy 
shield, and thy exceeding great reward 
2 And Abram said, Lord God, what 
wilt thou give me, seeing I go childless, 
and the steward of my house is this 
Eiiezer of Damascus? 

3 And Abram said, Behold, to me thou 
hast given no seed: and, lo, one born 
in my house is mine heir. 

4 And, behold, the word of the Lord 
came unto him. saying. This shall not 
be thine hen-; but lie tliat shall come 
forth out of thine own bowels shall be 
thine heir. 

5 And he brought him forth abroad, 
and said, Look now toward heaven, 
and tell the stars, if thou be able to 
number them: and he said unto him, 
So shall thy seed be. 

G And he believed in the Loan; and 
he counted it to him for righteousness. 
7 And he said unto him, 1 am the 
Lord that brought thee out of Ur of 
the Chaldees, to give thee this land to 
inherit it. 

X And he said, Lord God, whereby 
shall I know that I shall inherit it? 
y And he said unto him, Take me an 
heifer of three years old, and a she 
goat of three years old , and a ram of 
three years old, and a turtledove, and 
a young pigeon. 

10 And he took unto him all these, 
and divided them in the midst, and laid 
each piece one against another: but the 
birds divided he not. 

11 And when the fowls came down 
upon the carcases, Abram drove them 
away. 

12 And when the sun was going down, 
a deep sleep fell upon Abram; and, lo, 
an horror of great darkness fell upon him. 
13 And he said unto Abram, Know of 
a surety that thy seed shall be a stran- 
ger in a land that is not their’s, and 
shall serve them; and they shall afflict 
them four hundred years; 

14 And also that nation, whom they 
shall serve, will 1 judge: and afterward 
shall they come out with great sub- 
stance. 

15 And thou Hhalt go to thy fathers 
in peace; thou shalt be buried in a good 
old age. 

JG But in the fourth generation they 
shall come hither again : for the iniquity 
of the Amorites is not yet full 
17 And it came to pass, that, when 
the sun went down, and it was dark, 
behold a smoking furnace, and a burn- 
ing lamp that passed between those 
pieces. 

18 In the same day the Lord made a 
covenant with Abram, saying, Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from 
the river of Egypt unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates: 

19 The KeniteSj and the Kenizzites, 
and the Kadmonites, 

20 And the Hittites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Rephaims, 
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21 And the Amorites, and the 'Canaan- 
ites , and the Girgashites, and the Je- 
busites. 


CHAPTER XVL 
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N OW Sarai Abram’s wife bare him 
no childrens and she had an hand- 
maid, an Egyptian, whose name was 
Hagar. 

2 And Sarai said unto Abram, Behold 
now l the Lord hath restrained me from 
bearing: I pray thee, go in unto my 
maid; ft may be that I may obtain 
children by her. And Abram hearkened 
to the voice of Sarai. 

3 And Sarai Abram’s wife took Hagar 
her maid the Egyptian, after Abram had 
dwelt ten years in the land of Canaan, 
and pave her to her husband Abram to 
be his wife. 

4 1 And he went in unto Hagar, and 
she conceived: and when she saw that 
she had conceived, her mistress was 
despised in her eyes. 

5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My 
wrong be upon thee: 1 have given my 
maid into thy bosom; and when she 
saw that she had conceived, I was 
despised in her eves: the Lord judge 
between me and thee. 

6 But Abram said unto Sarai, Behold, 
thy maid is in thv hand; do to her as 
it pleaseth thee. And when Sarai dealt 
hardly with her, she lied from her face. 
7 f „ And the angel of the Lord found 
her by a fountain of water in the wil- 
derness, by the fountain in the way to 
Shur. 

8 And he said, Ha^ar, Sarai’s maid, 
whence earnest thou { and whither wilt 
thou goV And she said, I flee from the 
face of my mistress Sarai. 

0 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her, Return to thy mistress, and submit 
thyself under her hands. 

10 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, l will multiply thy seed exceed- 
ingly, that it shall not be numbered 
lor multitude. 

11 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Behold, thou art with child, 
and shalt bear a son, and shalt call his 
name Ishmael; because the Lord hath 
heard thy affliction. 

12 And he will be a wild man; his 
hand will be against every man, and 
every man’s hand against him; and he 
shall dwell in the presence of all his 
brethren. 

13 And she called the name of the 
Lord that spake unto her, Thou God 
seest me : for she said, Have I also here 
looked after him that seeth me V 
14 Wherefore the well was called Beer- 
laliai-roi; behold, it is between Kadesh 
and Bered. 

15 t And Hagar bare Abram a son: 
atid Abram called his son’s name, which 
Hagar bare, Ishmael. 
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16 And Abram was fourscore and six 
years old, when Hagar bare Ishmael to 
Abram. 


CHAPTER XVIL 

A N D when Abram was ninety years 
. old and nine, the Lord appeared to 
Abram, and said unto him, I am the 
Almighty God; walk before me, and be 
thou perfect 

2 And 1 will make my covenant be- 
tween me and thee, and will multiply 
thee exceedingly. 

3 And Abram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, mv covenant is 
with thee , and thou shalt be a father 
of many nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more be 
called Abram, but thy name shall be 
Abraham; fqr a father of many nations 
have 1 made thee. 

6 And I will i^ake thee exceeding 
fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, 
and kings shall come out of thee. 

7 And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed after 
thee in tlioir generations for an ever- 
lasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, 
and to thy seed after thee. 

H And 1 will give unto thee, and to 
thy seed after thee, the land wherein 
thou art a stranger, all the land of Ca- 
naan, for an everlasting possession ; and 
1 will be their God. 

9 I And God said unto Abraham, Thou 
shalt keep my covenant therefore, thou, 
and thy seed after thee in their genera- 
tions. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye shall 
keep, between me aiid you and thy seed 
after thee^ Every man child among you 
shall be circumcised. 

11 And ye shall circumcise the flesh 
of your foreskin; and it shall be a to- 
ken of the covenant betwixt me and you. 

12 And lie that is eight days old shall 
be circumcised among you, every man 
child in your generations, he that *is 
born in the house, or bought with mo- 
ney of any stranger, which is not ol 
tliy seed. 

13 He that is born in thy house, and 
he that is bought with thy money, must 
needs be circumcised : and my covenant 
shall be in your flesh for an everlast- 
ing covenant. 

14. And the uncircumcised man child 
whose flesh of his foreskin is not cir- 
cumcised , that soul shall be cut off 
from his people; he hath broken my 
covenant. 

15 f And God said unto Abraham, Asg^ 
lor Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not calWP 
her name Sarai, but Sarah shall her 
name be, 

16 And I will bless her, and give thee 
a son also of her: yea, I will bless her, 
and she shall be a mother of nations; 
kings of people shall be of her. 

17 'Then Abraham fell upon his face, 
and laughed, and said m his heart, 
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Shall a child be bom unto him that is 
an hundred years old? and shall Sarah, 
that is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto God, 0 that 
Ishmael might live before thee! 

19 And God said, Sarah thy wife shall 
bear thee a son indeed; ana thou slialt 
call his name Isaac : ana I will establish 
my covenant with him for an everlasting 
covenant, and with his seed after him. 

20 And as for Ishmael, I have heard 
thee*. Behold, I have blessed him. and 
will make him fruitful, and will multiply 
him exceedingly; twelve princes shall 
he beget, and I will make him a great 
nation. 

21 But my covenant will 1 establish 
with Isaac, which Sarah shall bear unto 
thee at this set time in the next year. 

22 And he left oft’ talking with him, 
and God went up from Abraham. 

28 t And Abraham* took Ishmael his 
son, and all that were born in his house, 
and all that were bought with his money, 
every male among the men of Abraham's 
house; and circumcised the flesh of their 
foreskin in the selfsame day, as God had 
said unto him. 

24 -And Abraham was ninety years old 
and nine, when he was circumcised in 
the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And Islnnael his son was tliirtoon 
years old, when he was circumcised in 
the flesh of his foreskin. 

28 In the selfsame day was Abraham 
circumcised, and Ishmael his son. 

27 And all the men of his house, born 
in the house, and bought with money 
of the stranger, were .circumcised with 
him. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

A N D the Loan appeared unto him in 
the plains of Mamre: and he sat in 
the tent door in the heat of the day; 
2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, 
and, lo, three men stood by him: and 
when he saw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent door, and bowed himself 
toward the ground, 

3 And said, My Lord, if now I have 
found favour in thy sight, pass not away, 
1 pray thee, from thy servant: 

4 Let a little water, I pray you, be 
fetched, and wash your t'oet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree : 

y 5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, 
and comfort ye your hearts; after that 
ye shall pass on: for therefore are ye 
come to your servant And they said, 
So do, as thou hast said. 

6 And Abraham hastened into the tent 
unto Sarah, and said, Make ready quickly 
three measures of fine meal, knead it, 
and make cakes upon the hearth. 
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7 And Abraham ran unto the herd, 
and fetoht a calf tender and good, and 
gave it unto a young man ; and he hasted 
to dress it 

8 Aud he took butter, and milk, and 
the calf which he had dressed, and set 
it before them; and he stood by them 
under the tree, and they did eat 

9 T And they said unto him, Where 
is Sarah thy wife? And he said, Behold, 
in the tent 

10 And he said, I will certainly return 
unto thee according to the time of life; 
and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall have a 
son. And Sarah heard it in the tent 
door, which tons behind him. 

11 Now Abraham and Sarah were old 
and well stricken in age; atul it ceased 
to be with Sarah after .the manner of 
women. 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed within her- 
selt, saying, After! am waxed old shall 1 
have pleasure, my lord being old also? 

IB And the Lord said unto Abraham, 
Wherefore did Sarah laugh, saying, 
Shall I of a surety bear a child, whicli 
am old ? 

14. Is any thing too hard for the Lord? 
At the time appointed I will return 
unto thee, according to the time of life, 
and Sarali shall have a soil 

15 Then Sarah denied, saying, I laughed 
not; for she was afraid. And he said, 
Nay; but thou didst laugh. 

16 If And the men rose up from thence, 
and looked toward Sodom : and Abraham 
Avent with them to bring them on the way. 

17 And the Lord said, Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which I do; 

18 Seeing that Abraham shall surely 
become a great and mighty nation, and 
all the nations of the earth shall be 
blessed in him? 

19 For I know him, that he will com- 
mand his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep the way 
of the Lord, to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abraham 
that which he hath spoken of him. 

20 And the Lord said, Because the cry 
of Sodom and Gomorrah is great, and 
because their sin is very grievous; 

21 I will go down now, and see whether 
they have done altogether according to 
the cry of it, which is come unto me; 
and if not, I will know. 

22 And the ’men turned their faces 
from thence, and went toward Sodom: 
but Abraham stood yet before the Lord. 

28f And Abraham drew near, and said, 
Wilt thou also destroy the righteous with 
the wicked? 

24 Peradventure there be lifty righteous 
within the city; wilt thou also destroy 
and not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? 

25 That be far from thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the righteous with 
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the wicked : And that the righteoup should 
be as the wicked, that be far from thee : 
Shall not the Judge of all the earth do 
right? 

26 And the Lord said, If I find in So- 
dom fifty righteous within the city, then 
I will spare all the place for their sakes. 

27 And Abraham answered and said, 
Behold now, I have taken upon me to 
speak unto the Lord, which am but dust 
and ashes : 

28 Peradventure there shall lack live 
of the fifty righteous : wilt thou destroy 
all the city lor lack of five? And he 
said, If I find there forty and five, I will 
not destroy it. 

29 And he spake unto him yet again, 
and said, Peradventure there shall be 
forty found, there. And he said, I will 
not do it for forty’s sake. 

30 And he said unto him. Oli let not 
the Lord be angry, and 1 will speak: 
Peradventure there shall thirty be found 
there. And he said, I will not do it, if 
I find thirty there. 

31 And he said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lord : 
Peradventure there shall be twenty 
found there. And he said, I will not 
destroy it for twenty’s sake. 

32 And he said, Oh let not the Lord 
be angry, and I will speak yet but this 
once: Peradventure ten shall be found 
there. And he said, I will not destroy 
it for ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way. as’soon 
as he had left communing with Abraham : 
and Abraham returned unto his place. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A N I) there came two angels to Sodom 
at even; and Lot sat m the gate of 
Sodom : and Lot seeing them rose up to 
meet them; and he bowed himself with 
his face toward the ground; 

2 And he said, Behold now, my lords, 
turn in, I pray you, into your servant’s 
house ! and tarry all night, and wash 
your leet, and ye shall rise up early, 
and go on your ways. And they said, 
Nay: but we will abide in the street 
all night. 

3 And he pressed upon them greatly: 
and they turned in unto him, and entered 
into his house; and he made them a feast, 
and did bake unleavened bread, and they 
did eat. 

4 t But before they lay down, the men 
of the city, even the men of Sodom, com- 
passed tne house round, both old and 
young, all the people from every quarter: 
5 And they called unto Lot, and said 
unto him, Where art the men which 
came in to thee this night? bring them 
out unto us, that we may know them. 
6 And Lot went out at the door unto 
them, and shut the door after him, 
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7 And said, I pray you, brethren, do 
not so wickedly. 

8 Behold now, I have two daughters 
which have not known man; let me, I 
pray you, bring them out unto you, 
and do ye to them as is good in your 
eyes: only unto these men do nothing; 
for therefore came they under the sha- 
dow of my roof. 

9 And they said, Stand back. And they 
said again , This one fellow came, in to 
sojourn, and he will needs be a judge: 
now will we deal worse with thee, than 
with them. And they pressed sore upon 
the man, even Lot, and came near to 
break the door. 

10 But the men put forth their hand, 
and pulled Lot into the house to them, 
and shut to the door. 

11 And they smote the men that were 
at the door of the house with blindness, 
both small and great: so that they 
wearied themselves to find the door. 

12 ^ And the men said unto Lot, Hast 
thou here any besides V son in law, and 
thy sous, and thy daughters, and what- 
soever thou hast in the city, bring them 
out of this place : 

IB For we will destroy this place, be- 
cause the cry of them is waxen great 
before the face of the Lord; ana the 
Lord hath sent us to destroy it 

14 And Lot went out, and spake unto 
his sons inlaw, which married his daugh- 
ters, and said, Up, get you out of this 
place; for the Loud will destroy this 
city. But he seemed as one that mocked 
unto his sons in law. 

15 t And when the morning arose, 
then the angels hastened Lot, saying, 
Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daugh- 
ters, which are here; lest thou be con- 
sumed in the iniquity of the city. 

16 And while he lingered, the men laid 
hold upon his hand, and upon the hand 
of his wife, and upon the hand of his 
two daughters ; the Loan being merciful 
unto him : and they brought him forth, 
and set him without the city. 

17 And it came to pass, when they 
had brought them forth abroad, that he 
said, Escape for thy life; look not behind 
thee, neither stay thou in all the plain; 
escape to the mountain, lest thou be 
consumed. 

18 And Lot said unto them. Oh, not 
so, my Lord: 

19 Behold now, thy servant hath found 
grace in thy sight, and thou hast magni- 
fied thy mercy, which thou hast shewed 
unto me in saving iny life; and I cannot 
escape to the mountain, lest some evil 
take me, and 1 die: 

20 Behold now, this city is near to flee 
unto, and it is a little one : Qh, let me 
escape thither, {is it not a little one?) 
and my soul shall live. 

21 And he. said unto him, See, I have 
accepted thee concerning this thing also, 
that I will not overthrow this city, for 
the which thou hast spoken. 
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22 Haste thee, escape thither; for I 
cannot do any thing till thou be come 
thither. Therefore the name of the city 
was called Zoar. 

23 f The sun was risen upon the earth 
when Lot entered into Zoar. 

24 Then the Loan rained upon Sodom 
and upon Gomorrah brimstone and fire 
from the Loan out of heaven ; 

25 And he overthrew those cities, and 
all the plain, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which grew upon the 
ground. 

26 f But his wife looked back from 
behind him, and she became a pillar 
of salt 

27 1 And Abraham gat up early in 
the morning to the place where lie stood 
before the Loan: 

28 And he looked toward Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and toward all the land of 
the plain, and beheld, and, lo, the smoke 
of the country went up as the smoke 
of' a furnace. 

29 H And it came to pass , when God 
destroyed the cities of the plain, that 
God remembered Abraham, and sent 
Lot out of the midst of the overthrow, 
when he overthrew the cities in the 
which Lot dwelt 

80 f And Lot went up out of Zoar, 
and dwelt in the mountain, and his 
two daughters with him; for he feared 
to dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in it 
cave, he and his two daughters. 

81 And the firstborn said unto- the 
younger, Our father is old, and there is 
not a man in the earth to come in unto 
us after the manner of all the earth: 

32 Come, let us make our father drink 
wine, and we will lie with him. that 
we may preserve seed of our father. 

33 And they made their father drink 
wine that night: and the lirstborn went 
in, and lay with her father; and lie 
perceived not when she lay down, nor 
when she arose. 

34 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the firstborn said unto the younger, 
Behold, I lay yesternight with my father : 
let us make him drink wine this night 
also; and go thou in, and lie with him, 
that we may preserve seed of our lather. 

35 And they made their father drink 
wine that night also : and the younger 
arose, and lay with him; and he per- 
ceived not when she lay down, nor 
when she arose. 

36 Thus were both the daughters of 
Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, and 
called his name Moab : the same is the 
father of the Moabites unto this day. 

38 And the younger, she also bare a 
son, and called his name Ben-ammi : the 
same is the father of the children of 
Ammon unto this day. 
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CHAPTER XX. ' 

A N D Abraham journeyed from thence 
toward the south country, and 
dwelled between Kadesh and Slmr, and 
sojourned in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said of Sarah his wife, 
She is my sister: and Abimelech king 
of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. 

3 But God came to Abimelech in a 
dream by night, and said to him, Behold, 
thou art but a dead man, for the woman 
which thou hast taken; for she is a 
man’s wife. 

4 But Abimelech had not come near 
her: and he said, Lord, wilt thou alay 
also a righteous nation? 

6 Said he not unto me, She is my 
sister? and she, even she herself said, 
He is my brother: in the integrity of 
my heart and innocency of my hands 
have I done this. 

6 And God said unto him in a dream, 
Yea, I know that thou didst this in the 
integrity of thy heart; for I also with- 
held thee from sinning against me: 
therefore suffered I thee not to touch her. 
7 Now therefore restore the man Jus 
wife; for he is a prophet, and he shall 
pray for thee, and thou slialt live: and 
if thou restore her not, know thou that 
thou, shalt surely die, thou, and all that 
are thine. 

8 Therefore Abimelech rose early in 
the morning, and called all his servants, 
and told all these things in their ears: 
and the men were sore afraid. 

9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, 
and said unto him, What hast thou 
done unto us? and what have I offend- 
ed thee, that thou hast brought on me 
and on my kingdom a great sin? thou 
hast done deeds unto me that ought 
not to be done. 

10 And Abimelech said unto Abraham, 
What sawest thou, that thou hast done 
this thing? 

11 And Abraham said , Because I 
thought, Suroly the fear of God is not 
in this place: and they will slay me for 
my wife’s sake. 

12 And yet indeed she is my sister; 
she is the daughter of my father, but 
not the daughter of my mother; and 
she became my wife. 

13 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander from my father’s 
house, that I said unto her, This is thy 
kindness which thou shalt shew unto 
me; at every place whither we shall 
come, say of me, He is my brother. 

14 And Abimelech took sheep, and 
oxen, arid menservants, and women- 
servants, and gave them unto Abraham, 
and restored hipi Sarah his wife. 

16 And Abimelech said, Behold, my 
land is before thee: dwell where it plea- 
seth thee. 

16 And unto' Sarah he said,. Behold, I 
have given thy brother a thousand 
pieces of silver: behold, he is to thee 
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a covering. of the eye*, unto all that 
are with thee, and with all other : thus 
She was reproved. 

17 H So Abraham grayed unto God: 
and God healed Abimelech, and his 
wife, and his maidservants; and they 
bare children* 

18 For the Lord had fast closed up all 
the wombs of the house of Abimelech, 
because of Sarah Abraham’s wife. 


CHAPTER XXT. 

A ND the Lord visited Sarah as he 
had said, and the Lord did unto 
Sarah as he had spoken. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare Abra- 
ham a son in his old age , at the set 
time of which God had spoken to him. 
8 And Abraham called the name of his 
son that was born unto him, whom Sa- 
rah bare to him, Isaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his soil 
Isaac being eight days old, as God had 
commanded him. 

f> And Abraham was an hundred years 
old, when his son Isaac was born unto 
him. 

6 f And Sarah said, God hath made 
me to laugh, so that all that hear will 
laugh with me. 

7 And she said, Who would have said 
unto Abraham, that Sarah should have 
given children suck? for I have born 
him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was weaned : 
and Abraham made a great feast the 
same day that Isaac was weaned. 

9 t And Sarah saw the son of Hagar 
the Egyptian, which she had born unto 
Abraham, mocking. 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abraham, 
Cast out this bondwoman and her son : 
for the son of this bondwoman shall not 
be heir with my son, even with Isaac. 
11 And the thing was very grievous 
in Abraham’s sight because of his son. 
12 ! And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight be- 
cause of the lad, and because of thy 
bondwoman; in all that Sarah hath 
said unto thee, hearken unto her voice; 
for in Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

18 And also of the son of the bond- 
woman will I make a nation, because 
he is thy seed. 

14 And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and took bread, and a bottle 
of water, and gave it unto Hagar. putting 
it on her shoulder, and the child, and 
sent her away: and she departed, and 
wandered in the wilderness of Beer- 
sheba. 

16 And the water was spent in the 
bottle, and she cast the child under one 
of the shrubs. 

10 And she went, and sat her down 
over against him a good way off, as it 
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wore a bowshot: for she said, Let me 
not see the death of the ohiid. And she 
sat over against km, and lift up her 
voice, and wept. 

17 And God heard the voice of the 
lad; and the angel of God called to 
Hiigar out of heaven, and said unto her, 
What aileththee, Ilagar? fear not; for 
God hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he w. 

18 Arise, lift up the lad ; and hold him 
in thine hand; for I will make him a 
great nation. 

19 And God opened her eyes, and she 
saw a well of water; and she went, and 
filled the bottle with water, and gave 
the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad; and he 
grew, and dwelt in the wilderness, and 
became an archer. 

21 And he dwelt in the wilderness of 
Paran : and his mother took him a wife 
out of the land of Egypt. 

22 f And it came to pass at that time, 
that Abimolech and Phichol the chief 
captain of his host spake unto Abra- 
ham, saying, God is with thee in all 
that thou doost: 

23 Now therefore swear unto me here 
by God that thou wilt not deal falsely 
with me, nor with my son, nor with my 
son’s son: but according to the kindness 
that I have done unto thee, thou shalt 
do unto mo, and to the land wherein 
thou hast sojourned 

24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 


25 And Abraham reproved Abimelech 
because of a well of water, which Abi- 
melech’s servants had violently taken 
away. 

20 And Abimolech said, I wot not who 
hath done this thiug: neither didst thou 
tell me, neither yet heard I of it, but 
to day. 


27 And Abraham took shoep and oxen, 
and gave them unto Abimelech; and 
both of them made a covenant. 


28 And Abraham set seven owe lambs 
of the flock by themselves. 

29 And Abimelech said unto Abraham, 
What mean these even ewe lambs which 
thou hast set by themselves? 

80 And he said, For these seven ewe 
lambs shalt thou take of my hand, that 
they may be a witness unto me, that 
I have digged this well. 

81 Wherefore he called that place Beer- 
sheba; because there they sware both of 
them. 

32 Thus they made a covenant at Beer- 
sheba: then Abimelech rose up, and 
Phichol the chief captain of his host, 
and they returned into the land of the 
Philistines. 


38 J And Abrakmn planted a grove in 
Beer-sheba, and called there on the 
name of the Lord, the everlasting God* 

34 And Abraham sojourned in the 
Philistines’ land many days. 
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CHAPTER xxii 

A ND it came to pass after these 
things, that God did tempt Abra- 
ham, and. said unto him, Abraham: and 
he said, Behold, hen I am, 

2 And he said, Take now thy son, thine 
only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and 
get thee into the land of Moriah: and 
offer him there for a burnt offering 
upon one of the mountains which I 
will tell thee of. 

3 f And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and took 
two of his young men with him, and 
Isaac his son, and clave the wood for 
the burnt offering, and rose up, and 
went unto the place of which God had 
told him. 

4 Then on the third day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the place 
afar off. 

6 And Abraham said unto his young 
men. Abide ye here with the ass; and 
I and the lad will go yonder and worship, 
and come again to you. 

6 And Abraham took the wood of the 
burnt offering, and laid it upon Isaac 
his son; and he took the fire in his 
hand, and a knife ; and they went both 
of them together. 

7 And Isaac spake unto Abraham his 
father, and said, My father: and he 
said, Here am I, my son. And he said, 
Behold the lire and the wood: but where- 
is the lamb for a burnt offering? 

8 And Abraham said. My soil, God 
will provide himself a lamb for a burnt 
offering: so they went both of them to- 
gether. 

9 And they came to the place which 
God had told hint of; and Abraham 
built an altar there, and laid the wood 
in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
laid him on the altar upon the wood. 

10 And Abraham stretched forth his 
hand, and took the knife to slay his son. 

11 And the angel of the Loud called 
unto him out of heaven, and said, 
Abraham, Abraham : and he said, Here 
am I. 

12 And he said, Lay not thine hand 
upon the lad, neither do thou any thing 
unto him: for now I know that thou 
fearest God, seeing thou hast not with- 
held thy son, thine only son from me. 

IB And Abraham lifted up his eyes, 
and looked , and behold behind him a 
ram caught in a thicket by his horns: 
and Abraham went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt offering 
in the stead of his son. 

14 And Abraham called the name of 
that place Jehovah-jireh: as it is said 
to this day, In the mount of the Loan 
it shall be seen. 
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15 *1 And the angel of the Lord called 
unto Abraham out of heaven the eecond 
time, 

16 And said, By myself have I sworn, 
saith the Lord, for because thou hast 
done this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son: 

17 That in blessing I will bless thee, 
and in multiplying 1 will multiply thy 
seed as the stars of the heaven, and as 
the sand which is upon the sea shore., 
and thy seed shall possesB the gate o’ 
liis enemies; 

18 And in thy seed shall all the na- 
tions of the earth be blessed; because 
thou hast obeyed my voice. 

19 So Abraham returned unto his 
young men, and they rose up and went 
together to Beer-sheba; and Abraham 
dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

20 f And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Abraham, saying, 
Behold, Milcah, she hath also born chil- 
dren unto thy brother Nahor; 

21 Huz his firstborn, and Buz his bro- 
ther, and Kemuel the father of Aram, 

22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, 
and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 

23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these 
eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, Abra- 
ham’s brother. 

24 And his concubihe, whose name 
was Reumah, she bare also Tebah, and 
Galiam, and Thahash, and Maachah. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

A N D Sarah was an hundred and se- 
ven and twenty years old: these 
were the years of the life of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kirjath-arba; the 
same is Hebron in the land of Canaan : 
and Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, 
and to weep for her. 

3 f And Abraham stood up from be- 
fore his dead, and spake unto the sons 
of Heth, saying, 

4 1 am a stranger and a scjourner 
with you: give me a possession of a 
buryingplace witli you, tliat I may bury 
my dead out of my sight 

5 And the children of Heth answered 
Abraham, saying unto him, 

6 Hear us, my lord: thou art a mighty 
prince among us: in the choice of our 
sepulchres bury thy dead; none of us 
shall withhold from thee his sepulchre, 
hut that thou mayest bury thy dead. 
7 And Abraham stood up, and bowed 
himself to the people of the land, even 
to the children of Heth. 

8 And he communed with them, saying, 
If it be your mind that I should bury 
my dead out of my sight; hear me, and 
in treat for me to Ephron the son of 
Zohur, 
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9 That he may give me the cave of 
Machpelfth, which he hath, which is in 
the end of his field: for as much money 
as it is worth he shall give it me for a 
possession of a buryingplace amongst 
yOU. 

10 And Epliron dwelt among the chil- 
dren of Heth: and Ephron the Hittite 
answered Abraham in the audience of 
the children of Heth , even of all that 
went in at the gate of liis city, saying, 

11 Nay, my lord, hear me: the lield 

f ive I thee, and the cave that is therein, 
give it thee; in the presence of the 
sons of my people give I it thee : bury 
thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed down himself 
before the people of the land. 

19 And he spake unto Ephron in the 
audience of the people of the land, 
saying, But if thou wilt give it, I pray 
thee, hear me: I will give thee money 
for the lield; take it of me, and I will 
bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying unto him, 

Jo My lord, hearken unto me: the land 
is worth four hundred shekels of silver; 
what is that betwixt m& and thee? bury 
therefore thy dead. 

16 And Abraham hearkened unto E- 
phron; and Abraham weighed to Ephron 
the silver, which he had named in the 
audience of the sons of Ileth, four hun- 
dred shekels of silver, current money with 
the merchant 

17 f And the field of Ephron, which 
was in Machpelali, which was before 
Mamre, the held, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the borders 
round about, were made sure 
18 Unto Abraham for a possession in 
the presence of the children of lleth, 
before all that went in at the gate of 
his city. 

19 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the lield 
of Machpelah before Mamre : the same 
is Hebron in the land of Canaan. 

20 And the held, and the cave that is 
therein, were made sure unto Abraham 
lor a possession of* a buryingplace by 
the sons of Heth. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A ND Abraham was old, and well 
stricken in age: and the Loro had 
blessed Abraham in all things. 

2 And Abraham said unto his eldest 
servant of his house, that ruled over 
all that he had, Put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my thigh: 

8 And I will make thee swear by the 
Lord, the God of heaven, and the God 
of the earth, that thou shalt not take 
a wife unto ray son of the daughters of 
the Cauaanites, among whom I dwell: 
4 But thou shalt go unto my country, 
and to my kindred, and take a wife 
unto my son Isaac. 

5 And the servant said unto him, Perad- 
venture the woman will not be willing to 
follow me unto this land: must I needs 
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bring thy son again unto the land from 
whence thou earnest? 

6 And Abraham said unto hitn, Beware 
thou that thou bring not my son thither 
again. 

7 t The Loan God of heaven, which 
took me from my father’s house, and 
from the land of my kindred, and which 
spake unto me, and that sware unto me, 
saying, Unto thy seed will I give this 
land; he shall send his angel before 
thee, and thou shalt take a wife unto 
my son from thence. 

8 And if the woman will not be willing 
to follow thee, then tiiou shalt be clear 
from this my oath: only bring not my 
son thither again. 

9 And the servant put his hand under 
the thigh of Abraham his master, and 
sware to him, concerning that matter. 

10 ^ And the servant took ten camels 
of the camels of his master, and departed ; 
for all the goods of his master ?cerc in 
his hand: and he arose, and wont to 
Mesopotamia, unto the city of Nahor. 

11 And he made his camels to kneel 
down without the city by a well of water 
at the time* of the evening, even the 
time that women go out to draw watei'. 

12 And he said, O Lord God of my 
master Abraham, 1 pray thee, send me 
good speed this day. and shew kindness 
unto my master Abraham. 

13 Behold. I stand hereby the well of 
water; and the daughters of the men 
of the city come out to draw water: 

14 And let it come to pass, that the 
damsel to whom I shall say, Let down 
thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may 
drink \ and she shall say, Drink, and I 
will give thy camels drink also: let the 
same be she that thou hast appointed for 
thy servant I snac; and thereby shall I 
know that thou hast shewed kindness 
unto my master. 

15 t And it came to pass, before he 
had (lone speaking, that, behold, Uebekah 
came out, who was bom to Bethuel, son 
of Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham’s 
brother, with her pitcher upon her 
shoulder. 

16 And the damsel was veiy fair to 
look upon, a virgin, neither had any 
man known her: and she went down 
to the well, and filled her pitcher, and 
came up. 

17 And the servant ran to meet her, 
and said, Let me, I pray thee, drink a 
little water of thy pitcher. 

18 And she said, Drink, my lord: and 
she hasted, and let down her pitcher 
upon her hand, and gave him drink. 

19 And when she had done giving him 
drink, she said, I will draw water for 
thy camels also, until they have done 
drinking. 

20 And she hasted, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran again 
unto the well to draw water , and drew 
for all his camels. 

21 And the man wondering at her heltL 
his peace, to wit whether the Lord had 
made his journey prosperous or not 
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22 And it came to pass, as the camels 
had done drinking, that the man took 
a golden, earring of half a shekel weight, 
and two bracelets for her hands of ten 
shekel* weight of gold; 

28 And said, Whose daughter art thou? 
tell me. I pray thee : is there room in 
thy hither s house for us to lodge in? 
24 And she said unto him, I am the 
daughter of Bethuel the son of Milcah, 
which she bare unto Nahor. 

26 She said moreover unto him, We 
have both straw and provender enough, 
and room to lodge in. 

26 And the man bowed down his head, 
and worshipped the Loan. 

27 And he said, Blessed be the Loan 
God of my master Abraham, who hath 
not left destitute my .master of his 
mercy and his truth: I beinq in the 
way, the Lord led me to the nou&e of 
my master’s brethren. 

28 And the damsel ran, and told them 
of her mother’s house these things. 

29 f And Iiebekah had a brother, and 
his name was Laban: and Laban ran 
out unto the man, unto the welL 

30 And it came to pass, when he saw 
the earring and bracelets upon his sister’s 
hands, and when he heard the words of 
Rebekah his sister, saying, Thus spake 
the man unto me; that he came unto 
the man; and, behold, he stood by the 
camels at the well. 

31 And he said, Come in, thou blessed 
of the Loan; wherefore standest thou 
without? for I have prepared the house, 
and room for the camels. 

32 T And the man came into the house : 
and he ungirded his camels, and gave 
straw and provender for the camels, and 
water to wash his feet, and the men’s 
feet that were with him. 

33 And there was set meat before him 
to eat: but he said, I will not eat, until 
I have told mine errand. And he said, 
Speak on. 

34 And he said, I am Abraham’s servant. 
36 And the Loud hath blessed my master 

greatly; and he is become great: and 
he hath given him flocks, and herds, 
and silver, and gold, and menservants, 
and maidservants, and camels, and asses. 
36 And Sarah my master’s wife bare 
a son to my master when she was old : 
and unto him hath he given all that he 
hath. 


37 And my master made me swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the Canaan- 
ites, in whose land I dwell: 

38 But thou shalt 90 unto my father’s 
house, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son. 

39 And 1 said unto my master. Per ad- 
venture the woman will not follow me. 


40 And lie said unto me, The Loan, 
before whom I walk, will send his angel 
with thee, and prosper thy way; and 
thou shalt take a wife for my son of 
my kindred, and of my father’s house : 
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41 Then shalt thou be clear from this 
my oath, when thou comest to my 
kindred; and if they give not thee one , 
thou shalt be clear from my oath. 

42 And I came this day unto the well, 
and said, Q Loan Gou of my master 
Abraham , if now thou do prosper my 
way which 1 go: 

4B Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, that 
when the virgin cometh forth to draw 
water, and I say to her, Give me, I 

a thee, a little water of thy pitcher 
rink: 

44 And she say to me, Both drink 
thou, and 1 will also draw for thy camels : 
lei, the' same be the woman whom the 
Loan hath appointed out for my master’s 
son. 

45 And before I had done speaking in 
mine heart, behold, Rebekah came forth* 
with her pitcher on her shoulder; and 
she went down unto the well, and drew 
water: and I said unto her, Let me 
drink, I pray thee. 

40 And she made haste, and let down 
her pitcher from her xhoukler, and said, 
Drink, and 1 will give thy camels drink 
also: so I drank, and she made the 
camels drink also. 

47 And I asked her, and said. Whose 
daughter art thou? And she said, The 
daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s son, whom 
Mileah bare unto him: and I put the 
carring upon her face, and the bracelets 
upon her hands. 

48 And I bowed down my head, and 
worshipped the Lord, and blessed the 
Lord God of my master Abraham, whieh 
had led me in the right way to take 
my master’s brother's daughter unto 
his son. 

41) And now if ye will deal kindly and 
truly with my master, tell me: and if 
not, tell me; that I may turn to the 
right hand, or to the left. 

50 Then Laban and Bethuel answered 
and said, The thing proeeedeth from 
the Lord: we cannot speak unto thee 
bad or good. 

51 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, take. 
her, and go, and let her be thy master’s 
son’s wile, as the Lord hath spoken. 

52 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard their words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing himself 
to the eartn. 

53 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
raiment, and gave them to Rebekah: 
he gave also to her brother and to her 
mother precious things. 

54 And they did eat and drink, he 
and the men that were with him, and 
tarried all night; and they rose up in 
the morning, and he said, Send me away 
unto my master. 

55 And her brother and her mother 
said, Let the damsel abide with us a 
Jew days, at the least ten; after that 
she shall go. 

56 And he said unto them, Hinder 
me not, seeing the Lord hath prospered 
my way; send me away that I may go 
to my master. 
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57 And they said, We Will call the 
damsel, and enquire at her mouth. 

58 Aud they called Rebekah, and said 
unto her, Wilt thou go with this man V 
And she said, I will go. 

59 And they sent away Rebekah their 
sister, and her nurse, and Abraham’s 
servant, and his men. 

60 And they blessed Rebekah, and 
said unto her, Thou art our sister, be 
thou the mother of thousands of millions, 
and let thy seed possess the gate of 
those which hate them. 

61 t And Rebekah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the camels, 
and followed the man: and the servant 
took Rebekah, and went his way. 

62 And Isaac came from the way of 
the well Lahai-roi; for he dwelt in the 
south country. 

63 And Isaac went out to meditate in 
the tick! at the eventide: aud lie lifted 
up his eyes, and saw, and, behold, the 
camels were coming. 

64 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, 
and when she saw Isaac, she lighted 
off the camel 

65 For she had said unto the servant, 
Wliat man it this that walketh in the 
field to meet us? And the servant had 
said, It it my master: therefore she 
took a vail, and covered herself. 

66 And the servant told Isaac all things 
that lie had done. 

67 An«l Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Rebekah, 
and she became his wife ; and he loved 
her: and Isaac was comforted after his 
mother’s death . 


CHAPTER XXV. 

rpHEN again Abraham took a wife, 
X and her name was ICeturah. 

2 And she hare him Zimran, and Jok- 
shan, and Medan, and Midian, and lsh- 
bak, and Shuah. 

3 And Jokslian begat Sheba, andDe- 
dan. And the sons of Dedtin were As- 
shurim, and Ectusliim, and Leummim. 

4 And the sons of Midian: Ephah 
and Enher, and Ilanoch, and Abidah 
and Eldaah. All these were the chil- 
dren of Keturah. 

• 5 If And Abraham gave all that he 
had unto Isaac. 

6 Rut unto the sons of the concubines, 
which Abraham had, Abraham gave 
gifts, and sent them away from Isaac 
his son, while lie yet lived, eastward, 
unto the east country. 

7 And these are the days of the years 
of Abraham’s life which he lived, an 
hundred threescore and fifteen years. 

8 Then Abraham gave up the ghost, 
and died,in a good old age, an old man, 
and full of yeai's; aud was gathered to 
his people. 
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9 Aud his sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him iu the cave of Machpelah, 
in the held of Ephron the son ofZohar 
the Iiittite, which is before Mamre; 

10 The field, which Abraham purcha- 
sed of the sons of Heth: there was 
Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 ^ And it came to pass after the 
death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac j and Isaac dwelt by the 
well Lahai-roi. 

12 IT Now these are the generations of 
Ishmael, Abraham’s son, whom H&gar 
the Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare 
unto Abraham: 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, accord- 
ing to their generations: the tirstborn 
of Ishmael, Nebajoth; and Kedar, and 
Adbeel, and Mibsam, 

14 And Mishina, and Dumah, and 
Massa, 

15 Iladar, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, 
and Kedomah: 

16 These are the sons of Isnmael, and 
these are their names, by their towns, 
and by their castles; twelve princes 
according to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the life 
of Islnnacl, an hundred and thirty and 
seven years : and he gave up the ghost 
and died; and was gathered unto his 
people. 

18 And they dwelt from Ilavilah unto 
Sliur, that is before Egypt, os thou 
goest toward Assyria: and ho died in 
the presence of all his brethren. 

19 And these are the generations of 
Isaac, Abraham’s sou: Abraham begat 
Isaac : 

20 And Isaac was forty years old when 
he took Rebekah to wife, the daughter 
of Bethuel the Syrian of Padan-aram, 
the sister to Laban the Syrian. 

21 And Isaac intreated the Loup for 
his wife, because she was barren: and 
the Lord was intreated of him, and Ke- 
bckali his wife conceived. 

22 And the children struggled together 
within her; and she said, If it be so, 
why am I thus? And she went to en- 
quire of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her, Two 
nations are in thy womb, and two man- 
ner of people shall be separated from 
thy bowels; and the one people shall be 
stronger than the other people ; and the 
elder shall serve the younger. 

24 ^ And when her days to be deli- 
vered were fulfilled, behold, there were 
twins in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, all over 
like an hairy garment; and they called 
his nume Esau. 

26 And after that came his brother 
out. and his hand took hold on Esau’s 
heel: and his name was called Jacob: 
and Isaac teas threescore years old when 
she bare them. 

27 And the boys grew : and Esau was 
a cunning hunter, a man of the field; 
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And Jacob was a plain man , dwelling 
in tent*. 

28 And Isaac loved Esau, because he 
did eat of his venison: but Rebekah 
loved Jacob. 

29 ? And Jacob sod pottage: and Esau 
came from the field, aud he was faint : 

80 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, 
I pray thee, with that same red pottage ; 
for I am faint: therefore was his name 
called Edom. 

81 And Jacob said, Sell me this day 
thy birthright 

82 And Esau said, Behold, I am at the 
point to die : and what profit shall this 
birthright do to me? 

33 And Jacob skid, Swear to me this 
day; and he sware unto him: and he 
sold his birthright unto Jacob. 

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread and 
pottage of lentiles; and he did eat and 
drink, and rose up. and went his way : 
thus Esau jlespised his birthright. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 


A N D there was a famine in the land, 
beside the first famine that was in 
the days of Abraham. And Isaac went 
unto Abimelech king of the Philistines 
unto Gerar. 

2 And the Loan appeared unto him, 
and said, Go not down into Egypt; 
dwell in the land which 1 shall tell 
thee of: 

8 Sojourn in this land, aud I will be 
with thee, and will bless thee; for unto 
thee, and unto thy seedj 1 will give all 
these countries, -and I will perform the 
oath which I sware unto Abraham thy 
lather; 

4 And I will make thy seed to multiply 
as the stars of heaven, and will give 
unto thy seed all these countries; and 
in thy seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed; 

5 Because that Abraham obeyed my 
voice , and kept my charge , my com- 
mandments, ray statutes, and my laws. 

6 f And Isaac dwelt in Gerar: 

7 And the men of the place asked him 
of his wife; aud ho said, She is my sister: 
for he feared to say, She is my wife: 
lest, said he, the men of the place should 
kill me for Rebekah; because she was 
fair to look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time, that Abimelech 
king of the Philistines looked out at a 
window, and saw, and, behold, Isaac 
was sporting with Rebekah his wife. 

9 And Abimelech calledlsaac, and said, 
Behold, of a surety she is thy wife: and 
how saidst thou, She is my sister? And 
Isaac said unto him, Because 1 said, 
Lest I die for her. 
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10 And Abimelech said, What is this 
thou hast done unto us? one of the* 
people might lightly have lien with thy 
wife, and thou shouldest have brought 
guiltiness upon us. 

11 And Abimelech charged all his 
people, saying, He that toucheth this 
man or his wife shall surely be put to 
death. 

12 Then Isaac sowed in that land, 
and received in the same year an hun- 
dredfold: and the Loan blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, and 
went forward, and grew untilne became 
very great: 

14 For he had possession of flocks, and 
possession of herds, and great store of 
servants : and the Philistines envied him, 

15 For all the wells which his father’s 
seyvants had digged in the days of A- 
braham his father, the Philistines had 
stopped them, and tilled them with earth. 

16 And Abimelech said unto Isaac, 
Go from us; for thou art much mightier 
than we. 

17 1 And Isaac departed tlionce, and 
pitched his tent in the valley of Uerar, 
and dwelt there. 

18 And Isaac digged again the wells 
of water, which they had digged in the 
days of Abraham his father; for the 
Philistines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham: and he called their 
names after the names by which his 
father had called them. 

18 And Isaac’s servants digged in the 
valley, and found there a well of spring- 
ing water. 

20 And the herdmen pf Gerar did strive 
with Isaac’s herdmen, saying, The water 
is our’s: and ho called the name of the 
well Esek; because they strove with him. 

21 Ami they digged another well, and 
strove for that mao: and he called the 
name of it Sitnah. 

22 And he removed from thence, and 
digged another well; ami for that they 
strove not: ami he called the name of 
it Pelioboth; and he said, For now the 
Loro hath made room lor us, and we 
shall he fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Beer-sheba. 

24 And the Lord appeared unto him 
the same night, and said, I urn the God 
of Abraham thy father: fear not, for I 
out with thee, and will bless thee, and 
multiply thy seed for my servant Abra- 
ham’s sake. 

25 And he builded an altar there, and 
called upon the name of the Lord, and 
pitched his tent there: and there Isaac’s 
servants digged, a well 

26 f Then Abimelech went to him from 
Gerar, and Akuazath one of his friends, 
andPhicbol the chief captain of his army. 

27 And Isaac said unto them, Wherefore 
come ye to me, seeing ye hate me, and 
have sent me away from you? 

28 And they said, We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee: and we 
said, Let there be now an oath betwixt 
us, even betwixt us and thee, and let 
us make a covenant with thee; 
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29 That thou wilt do us no hurt, a a 
we have not touched thee, and as We 
have done unto thee nothing but good, 
and have sent thee away in peace; thou 
art now the blessed of the Loan. 

80 And he made them a feast , and 
they did eat and drink. 

' 81 And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another; 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peace. 

82 And it came to pass the same day, 
that Isaac's servants came, and told 
him concerning the Well which they 
had digged, and said unto him, We have 
found water. 

88 And he called it Shebah : therefore 
the name of the city is Beer-sheba unto 
this day. 

84 T And Esau was forty years old 
when he took to wife Judith tne daughter 
of Beeri the Hittite, and Bashemath the 
daughter of Elon the Hittite; 

35 Which were a grief of mind unto 
Isaac and to Rebekah. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

A N D it came to pass , that when Isaac 
was old, and his eyes were dim, so 
that he could not see, he called Esau 
his eldest son, and said unto him, My 
son: and he said unto him, Behold, here 
am L 

2 And lie said, Behold now, I am old, 
I know not the day of my death ; 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, thy 
weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, and 
go out to the held, and take me some 
venison; 

4 And make me savoury meat, such 
as I love, and bring it to me, that I may 
eat: that my soul may bless thee before 
I die. 

5 And Rebekah heard when Isaac 
spake to Esau his soil And Esau went 
to the field to hunt for venison', and 
to bring it, 

8 <|[ And Rebekah spake unto Jacob her 
son, saying, Behold, I heard thy father 
speak unto Esau thy brother, saying, 
7 Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and bless 
thee before the Lord before my death. 
8 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice according to that which I com- 
mand thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch me 
from thence two good kids of the goats; 
and I will make them savoury meat for 
thy father, such as he loveth: 

10 And thou shalt bring it to thy father, 
that he may eat, and that he may bless 
thee before his death. 

11 And Jacob said to Rebekah his 
mother, Behold, Esau my brother is a 
hairy man, and I am a smooth man: 
12 My father peradventure will feel 
me, and I shall seetn to him as a deceiver, 
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and I ahull bring a curse upon me, and 
not a blessing. 

18 And his mother said unto him. Upon 
me be thy curse, my sbn: only obey 
my voice, and go fetch me them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother; and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as 
his father loved. 

15 And Kebekah took goodly raiment 
of her eldest son Esau, which were with 
her in the house, and put them upon 
Jacob her younger son: t 

1G And she put the skins of the kids 
of the goats upon his hands and upon 
the smooth of his neck: 

17 And she gave the savoury meat and 
the bread, which she had prepared, into 
the hand of her son Jacoo. 

18 f And he came unto his father, and 
said, My father : and lie said, Here am 
I; who art thou, my sou? 

19 And Jacob said unto his father, I 
am Esau thy firstborn; I have done 
according as thou badest me: arise, I 
pray thee , sit and eat of my venison, 
that thy soul may bless me. 

20 And Isaac said unto his son, How 
iff it that thou hast found it so quickly, 
my son? And he said, Because the Lord 
thy God brought it to me. 

21 And Isaac said unto Jacob, Come 
near, I pray thee, that I may feel thee, 
my son, whether thou be my very sou 
Esau or not. 

22 And .Jacob went near unto Isaac 
his father; and he felt him, and said, 
The voice is Jacob’s voice, hut the 
hands are the hands of Esau. 

28 And he discerned him not, because 
his hands were hairy, as his brother 
Esau’s hands: so he blessed him. 

24 And he said, Art thou my very son 
Esau? And he said, I am. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to me, 
and I will eat of my son’s venison, that 
my soul may bless thee. And he brought 
it near to him, and he did eat: and he 
brought him wine, and he drank. 

20 And his father Isaac said unto him, 
Come near now, and kiss me, my soil 

27 And ho came near, and kissed him: 
and lie smelled the smell of his raiment, 
and blessed him, and said, See, the 
smell of my son is as the smell of a 
field which the Lord hath blessed: 

28 Therefore God give thee of the dew 
of heaven, and the fatness of the earth, 
and plenty of corn and wine: 

21) Let people servfe thee, and nations 
bow down to thee: be lord over thy 
brethren, and let thy mother’s sons bow 
down to thee: cursed be every one that 
curseth thee, and blessed be he that 
blesseth thee. 

30 H And it came to pass, as soon as 
Isaac had made an end of blessing 
Jacob, and Jacob was yet scarce gone 
out from the presence of Isaac his father, 
that Esau his brother came in from his 
hunting. 

31 And he also had made savoury meat, 
and brought it unto his father, and said 
unto his father, Let my father arise, 
and oat. of his sou’s venison, that thy 
soul may bless me.

Who? where is he that 
hath taken venison, and brought it me, 
and 1 have eaten of all before thou 
earnest, and have blessed him? yea, and 
he shall be blessed. 

84 And when Esau heard the words 
of his father, he cried with a great and 
exceeding bitter cry, and said unto his 
father, Bless me, even me also, O my 
father. 

36 And he said, Thy brother came 
with subtilty, and hath taken away thy 
blessing. 

86 And he said, Is not he rightly named 
Jacob? for he hath supplanted uie these 
two times: he took away my birthright; 
and, behold, now he hath taken away my 
blessing. And he said, Hast thou not 
reserved a blessing for me? 

37 And Isaac answered and said unto 
Esau, Behold, I have made him thy 
lordj and all his brethren have I given 
to him for servants; and with corn and 
wine have I sustained him: and what 
shall I do now unto thee, my son? 

38 And. Esau said unto his father, Hast 
thou but one blessing, my father? bless 
me, even me also, 0 my father. And 
Esau lifted up his voice, and wept. 

39 And Isaac his father answered and 
said unto him, Behold, thy dwelling shall 
be the fatness of the earth, and of the 
dew of heaven from above; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou live, 
and shalt serve thy brother; and it shall 
come to pass when thou shalt have the 
dominion, that thou shalt break liis yoke 
from off thy neck. 

41 H And Esau hated Jacob because 
of the blessing wherewith liis father 
blessed him: and Esau said in his heart, 
The days of mourning for my father are 
at hand; then will I slay iny brother 
Jacob. 

42 And these words of Esau her elder 
son were told to Kebekah: and she sent 
and called Jacob her younger son, and 
said unto him, Behold, thy brother Esau, 
as touching thee, doth comfort himself, 
purposing to kill thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice ; and arise, flee thou to Laban my 
brother to Haran; * 

44 And tarrv with him a few days, 
until thy brother’s fury turn away ; 

45 Until thy brother’s anger turn away 
from thee, and lie forget that which thou 
hast done to him: then 1 will send, and 
fetch thee from thence: why should I 
be deprived also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I am 
weary of my life because of the daugh- 
ters of Hetn: if Jacob take a wife of 
tiie daughters of Heth, such as these 
which are of the daughters of the land, 
what good shall my life do me? 
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CHAPTER XXVIIL 

A N D Isaac called Jacob, and blessed 
him, and charged him, -and.said unto 
him, Thou shalt not take a wife of the 
daughters of Canaan. 

2 Arise, go to Padan-aram, to the house 
of Bethuel thy mother’s father; and take 
thee a wife from thence of the daugh- 
ters of Laban thy mother’s brother. 

3 And God Almighty bless thee, and 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
that thou mayest be a multitude of 
people;

5 And Isaac sent away Jacob: and he 
went to Padan-aram unto Laban, son 
of Bethuel the Syrian , the brother of 
Rebekah, Jacob’s and Esau’s mother. 

6 f When Esau saw that Isaac had 
blessed .lacob, and sent him away to 
Padan-aram , to take him a wife from 
thence; and that 'as he blessed him he 
gave him a charge, saying, Thou shalt 
not take a wife of the daughters of Ca- 
naan ; 

7 And that Jacob obeyed his father 
and his mother, and was gone to Padan- 
aram; 

8 And Esau seeing that the daughters 
of Canaan pleased not Isaac his father; 
9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael. and 
took unto the wives which he had Ma- 
halath the daughter of Ishmael Abra- 
ham’s son, the sister of Nebajoth, to be 
his wife. 

10 t And Jacob went out from Beer- 
sheba, and went toward Haran. 

1 1 And he lighted upon a certain place, 
and tarried there all night, because the 
sun was set; and he took of the stones 
of that place; and put them for his pillows, 
and lay down in that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreamed, and behold a ladder 
set up on the earth, and the top of it 
reached to heaven : and behold the an- 
gels of God ascending and descending 
on it 

13 And, behold, the Loan stood above 
it, and said, 1 am the Lord God of 
Abraham thy father, and the God of 
Isaac: the land whereon thou best, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the dust 
of the eartn, and thou shalt spread 
abroad to the west, and to the east, 
and to the north, and to the south: ana 
in thee and iu thy seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed. 

15 And, behold, I am with thee, and 
will keep thee in all place * whither 
thou goesfc, and will bring thee again 
into this land; for I will not leave thee, 
until I have done that which I have 
spoken to thee of. 

16 H And Jacob awaked out of his 
sleep t and he said, Surely the Loan is 
in this place; and I knew it not 
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17 And he was afraid, and said, How 
dreadful i* this place! this is none other 
but the house of God, and this is the 
gate of heaven. 

18 And Jacob rose up early in the 
morning, and took the stone that he 
had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the 
top of it 

19 And he called the name of that 
place Beth-el : but the name of that city 
was called Luz at the first 

20 And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, 
If God will be with me, and will keep

1G And Laban had two daughters: the 
name of the elder was Leah, and the 
name of the younger was Rachel 

17 Leah was tender eyed; but Rachel 
was beautiful and well favoured. 

18 And Jacob loved Rachel; and said, 
I will serve thee seven years for Rachel 
thy youngerjdaughter. 

19 And Laban said, It is better that 
I give her to thee, than that 1 should 
give her to another man : abide with me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years for 
Rachel: and they seemed unto him but 
a few days, for the love he had to her. 

21 1 And Jacob said unto Laban, Give 
me my wife, for my days are fulfilled, 
that 1 may go in unto her. 

22 And Laoan gathered together all 
the men of the place, and made a feast 

23 And it came to pass in the evening, 
that he took Leah his daughter, and 
brought her to him; and he went in 
unto her. 

24 And Laban gave unto his daughter 
Leah Xilpah his maid far an handmaid. 

25 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning, behold, it was Leah: and he 
said to Laban, What is this thou hast 
done unto me? did not I serve with 
thee for Rachel? wherefore then hast 
thou beguiled me? 

26 And Laban said, It must not be so 
done in our country, to give the younger 
before the firstborn.

28 And Jacob did so, and fulfilled her 
week: and he gave him Rachel his 
daughter to wife also. 

29 And Laban gave to Rachel his 
daughter Bilhah his handmaid to be 
her maid. 

80 And he went in also unto Rachel, 
and he loved also Rachel more than 
Leah, and served with him yet seven 
other years. 

31 T And when the Loro saw that 
Leah was hated, he opened her womb : 
but Rachel was barren. 

32 And Leah conceived, and bare a 
son, and she called his name Reuben :

9 When Leah saw that she had left 
bearing, she took Zilpah her maid, and 
gave her Jacob to wife. 

10 And Zilpah Leah’s maid bare Jacob 
a soil 

11 And Leah said, A troop comoth: 
and she called his name Gad. 

12 And Zilpah Leah’s maid bare Jacob 
a second son. 

13 And Leah said, Happy am I, for the 
daughters will call me blessed: and she 
called his name Asher. 

14 5 And Reuben went in the days 
of wheat harvest, and found mandrakes 
in the field, and brought them unto his 
mother Leah. Then Rachel said to Leah, 
Give me, I pray thee, of thy son’s man- 
drakes. 

15 And she said unto her, Is it a small 
matter that thou hast taken my husband V 
and wouldest thou take away my son’s 
mandrakes also? And Rachel said, 
Therefore he shall lie with thee to night 
for thy son’s mandrakes. 
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16 And Jacob came out of the field in 
the evening^ and Leah went out to meet 
him, and said.

22 ! And God remembered Rachel, 
and God hearkened to her, and opened 
her womb. 

23 And she conceived, and bare a son ; 
and said, God hath taken away my 
reproach : 

24 And she called his name Joseph; 
and said, The Lord shall add to me 
another son. 

25 1 And it came to pass, when Ra- 
chel had born Joseph, that Jacob said 
unto Laban, Send me away, that I may 
go unto mine own place, and to my 
country. 

20 Give me my wives and my children, 
for whom 1 have served thee, and let 
me go: for thou knowest my service 
which 1 have done tbec. 

27 And Laban said unto him } I pray 
thee, il l have found favour in thine eyes, 
t<vrru: for 1 have learned by experience 
that the Lord hath blessed me for thy 
sake. 

28 And he said, Appoint me thy wages, 
and I will give it. 

29 And he said unto him, Thou knowest 
how I have served thee, and how thy 
cattle was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou hadst 
before I came, and it is now increased 
unto a multitude; and the Lord hath 
blessed thee since my coming: and now 
when shall 1 provide for mine own 
house also? 

31 And he said, What shall I give 
thee? And .Jacob said, Thou shalt not 
give me any thing: if thou wilt do 
this thing forme, I will agaiirfeed and 
keep thy Hock. 

32 I will pass through all thy flock to 
day, removing from thence all the 
speckled and spotted cattle, and all the 
brown cattle among the sheep, and the 
spotted and speckled among the goats : 
and of such shall be my hire. 

33 So shall my righteousness answer 
for me" in time to come, when it shall 
come for my hire before thy face: every ‘ 
one that is not speckled and spotted 
among the goats, and brown among the 
sheep, that shall be counted stolen with 
me.

36 And he set three days* journey be- 
twixt himself and Jacob: and Jacob fed 
the rest of Laban’s Hocks. 

37 ? And Jacob took him rods of green 
poplar,’ and of the hazel and chesnut 
tree; and pilled white strakes in them, 
and made the white appear which was 
in the rods. 

38 And he set the rods which he had 
pilled before the flocks in the gutters 
m the watering troughs when the flocks 
caine to drink, that they should conceive 
when they came to drink. 

33 And the flocks conceived before the 
rods, and brought forth cattle ring- 
straked, speckled, and spotted. 

40 And Jacob did separate the lambs, 
and set the faces of the flocks toward 
the ringstraked, and all the brown in 
the flock of Laban ; and he put his own 
flocks by themselves, and put them not 
unto Laban’s cattle. 

41 And it came to pass , whensoever 
the stronger cattle did conceive, that 
Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of 
the cattle in the gutters, that they might 
conceive among the rods. 

42 But when the cattle were feeble, 
he put them not in : so the feebler were 
Laban’s, and the stronger Jacob’s. 

43 And the man increased exceed- 
ingly, and had much cattle, and maid- 
servants, and menservants, and camels, 
and asses.

10 And it came to pass at the time 
that the cattle conceived, that I lifted 
up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, and, 
behold, the rams which leaped upon the 
cattle were ringstraked, speckled, and 
grisled. 

11 And the angel of God spake unto 
me in a dream, saying , Jacob: And I 
said, Here am I. 

12 And he said, Lift up now thine eyes, 
and see. all the rains which leap upon 
the cattle are ringstraked, speckled, and 
grislecl: for I have seen all that Laban 
aoeth unto thee. 

IB I am the God of Beth-el. where 
thou onointedst the pillar, ana where 
thou vowedst a vow unto me: now. 
arise, get thee out from this land, and 
return unto the land of thy kindred. 

14 And Kachel and Leah answered 
and said unto him, Is there yet any 
portion or inheritance for us in our 
father’s house?

1G For all the riches which God hath 
taken from our father, that is ours, and 
our children’s: now then, whatsoever 
God hath said unto thee, do. 

17 h Then Jacob rose up, and set his 
sons and his wives upon camels;

24 And God came to Laban the Syrian 
in a dream by night, and said unto 
him, ’l ake heed that thou speak not to 
Jacob either good or bad 

25 T Then Laban overtook Jacob. Now 
Jacob had pitched his tent in the mount: 
and Laban with his brethren pitched 
in the mount of Gilead 

26 And Laban said to Jacob, What 
hast thou done, that thou hast stolen 
away unawares to me, and carried awav 
my daughters, as captives taken with 
the sword? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away se- 
cretly, and steal away from me and 
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didst not tell me, that I might have 
sent thee away with mirth, and with 
songs, with t&bret, and with harp? 

28 And hast not suffered me to kiss 
my sons and my daughters ? thou hast 
now done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of my hand to 
do you hurt: but the God of your la- 
ther spake unto me yesternight, saying, 
Take thou heed that thou speak not to 
Jacob either good or bad. 

80 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs he gone, because thou sore long- 
edst after thy father’s house, yet where- 
fore hast thou stolen my gous? 

31 And Jacob answered and said to 
Laban, Because I whs afraid: for I said, 
Peradventure thou wouldest take by 
force thy daughters from me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest thy 
gods, let him not live: before our bre- 
thren discern thou what is thine with me, 
and take it to thee. For Jacob knew 
not that Rachel had stolen them, 

33 And Laban went into Jacob’s tent, 
and into Leah’s tent, and into the two 
maidservants’ tents; but he found than 
not. Then went he out of Leah’s tent, 
and entered into Rachel’s tent. 

3T Now Rachel had taken the images, 
and put them in the camel’s furniture, 
and sat upon them. And Laban search- 
ed all the tent, but found them not. 

35 And she said to her father, Let it 
not displease my lord that I cannot rise 
up before thee ; for the custom of women 
is upon me.

37 Whereas thou hast searched all my 
stuff, what hast thou found of all thy 
household stuff? set it here before my 
brethren ami thy brethren , that they 
may judge betwixt us both. 

3S This twenty years hare 1 been with 
thee; thy ewes and thy she goats have 
not cast their young, and the rams of 
thy flock have 1 not eaten. 

39 That which was torn of beasts I 
brought not unto thee; I bare the loss 
of it; of my hand didst thou require it, 
whether stolen by day, or stolen by night. 

40 Thus I was; in the day the drought 
consumed me, and the frost by night; 
and my sleep departed from mine eyes. 

41 Thus have T been twenty years in 
thy house ; 1 served thee fourteen years 
for thy two daughters, and six years 
for thy cattle: and thou hast changed 
my wages ten times. 

42 Except the God of my father, the 
God of Aoralmm, and the fear of Isaac, 
had been with me, surely thou hadst 
sent me away now empty. God hath 
seen mine affliction and the labour of 
my hands, and rebuked thee yesternight. 

43 1 And Laban answered and said 
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unto Jacob, These daughters are my 
daughters , and these children ore my 
children, and these cattle are my cattle, 
and all that thou seest is mine: and 
what can I do this day untp these my 
daughters, or unto their .children which 
they have bora?

53 The God of Abraham, and the God 
of Nahor, the God of their father, judge 
betwixt us.

9 t And Jacob said, 0 God of my fa- 
ther Abraham, ami God of my father 
Isaac, the Lord which saidst unto me, 
Return unto thy country, and to thy 
kindred, and I will deal well with thee : 

10 I am not worthy of the least of all 
the mercies, and of all the truth, which 
thou hast shewed unto thy servant; for 
with my staff I passed over this Jordan ; 
and now I am become two bands. 

11 Deliver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, from the hand of 
Ksau: for I fear him, lest he will come 
and smite me, and the mother with the 
children. 

12 And thou saidst, 1 will surely do 
thee good, and make thy seed as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be num- 
bered for multitude. 

18 IT And he lodged there that same 
night; and took of that which came to 
his hand a present for Ksau his brother; 

14. Two hundred she goats, and twenty 
he goats, two hundred ewes, and twenty 
rams, 

15 Thirty milch camels with their colts, 
forty kine, and ten bulls , twenty she 
asses and ten foals. 

lb And he delivered then i into the hand 
of his servants, every drove by them- 
selves; and said unto his servants, l’ass 
over before me, and put a space betwixt 
drove and drove. 

17 And he commanded the foremost, 
saying, When Ksau my brother meeteth 
thee, and asketh thee, saying, Whose 
art thou? and whither goest thou V and 
whose are these before thee? 

18 Then thou shalt say, They be thy 
servant Jacob’s; it is a present sent 
unto my lord Ksau: and, behold, also 
he is behind us. 

19 And so commanded he the second, 
and the third, and all that followed the 
droves, saying, On this manner shall ye 
speak unto Ksau, when ye tind him. 

20 And say ye moreover, Behold, thy 
servant Jacob is behind us. For he said, 
I will appease him with the present that 
goeth before me, and afterward I will 
see his face ; peradventure he will accept 
of me. 
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21 So went the present over before 
him: and himself lodged that night in 
the company. 

22 And he rose up that night, and took 
his two wives, and his two womeu- 
servants, and his eleven sons, and pass- 
ed over the ford Jabbok. 

23 And he took them, and sent them 
over the brook, and sent over that he had. 

24 t And Jacob was left alone; and 
there wrestled a man with him until the 
breaking of the day. 

25 And when he saw that he prevailed 
not against him, he touched the hollow 
of his thigh; and the hollow of Jacob’s 
thigh was out of joint, as he wrestled 
with him. 

26 And he said, Let me go, for the day 
breakoth. And he said, I will not let 
thee go, except thou bless me. 

27 And he said unto him. What is thy 
name? And he said, Jacob. 

28 And he said, Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel: for 
as a prince hast thou power with God 
and with men, and hast prevailed. 

29 And Jacob asked him, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, thy name. And 
he said, Wherefore is it that thou dost 
ask after my name? And he blessed 
him there. 

30 And Jacob called the name of the 
place Peniel: for I have seen God face 
to face, and my life is preserved. 

3J And as he passed over Penuel the 
sun rose upon him, and he halted upon 
liis thigh. 

32 Therefore the children of Israel eat 
not of the sinew which shrank, which 
is upon the hollow of the thigh, unto 
this day: because he touched the hollow 
of .Jacob’s thigh in the sinew that shrank. 


CHAPTER XXXIII. 


A ND Jacob lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, Esau came, 
and with him four hundred men. And 
he divided the children unto Leah, and 
unto Rachel, and unto the two hand- 
maids. 

2 And he put the handmaids and their 
children foremost, ami Leah and her 
children after, and Rachel and Joseph 
hindermoBt. 


3 And he passed over before them, 
and bowed himself to the ground seven 
times, until he came near to his brother. 

4 And Esau ran to meet him, and 
embraced him, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him: and they wept. 

5 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
the women and the children; and said, 
Who are those with thee ? And he said, 
The children which God hath graciously 
given thy servant 

6 Then the handmaidens came near, 
they and their children, and they bowed 
themselves. 
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7 And Leah also with her children 
came near, and bowed themselves: and 
after came Joseph near and Rachel, and 
they bowed themselves. 

8 And he said, What meanest thou by 
all this drove which I met? And he said, 
These are to find grace in the sight of 
iny lord. 

9 And Esau said, I have enough, my 
brother: keep that thou hast unto thyself 

10 And Jacob ssid, Nay, I pray thee, 
if now I have found grace in thy sight, 
then receive my present at my hand: 
for therefore I have seen thy face , as 
though I had seen the face of God, and 
thou wast pleased with me. 

11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing that 
is brought to thee} because God hath 
dealt graciously with me, and because 
t have enough. And he urged him, and 
he took it, 

12 And he said, Let us take our journey, 
and let us go, and I will go before thee. 

13 And he said unto him, My lord 
knoweth that the children are tender, 
and the flocks and herds with young 
are with me: aud if men should over- 
drive them one day, all the flock will die. 

14 Let my lord, I pray thee, nass over 
before his servant: and I will lead on 
softly, according as the cattle that 
goetn before me and the children be 
able to endure, until 1 come unto my 
lord unto Seir. 

15 And Esau said, Let me now leave 
with thee some of the folk that are with 
me. And he said, What needethit? let 
me find grace in the sight of my lord, 

lb 1 So Esau returned that day on his 
way unto Seir. 

17 Arid .Jacob journeyed to Succoth, 
and built him an house, andmade booths 
for his cattle: therefore the name of the 
place is called Succoth. 

18 t And Jacob came to Shalem, a city 
of Sliochom, which is in the laud of Ca- 
naan, when he came from I’adan-aram; 
and pitched his tent before the city. 

19 And he bought a parcel of a lield, 
where he had spread his tent, at the 
hand ofthe children of Ilamor, Shoehorn's 
father, for an hundred pieces of money. 

20 And he erected there an altar, and 
called it El-elohe-Israel. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A ND Dinah the daughter of Leah, 
which she bare unto Jacob, went 
out to see the daughters of the land. 
2 And when Shoehorn the son of Harnor 
the Hivite, prince of the country, saw 
her. he took her, and lay with her, and 
defiled her. 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah the 
daughter of Jacob, and he loved the dam- 
sel, and spake kindly unto the damsel. 
4 And Shecdiem spake unto his father 
Ilamor, saying, Get me this damsel to 
wife. 

5 And Jacob heard that he had defiled 
Dinah his daughter: now his sons were 
with his cattle in the lield: and Jacob 
held his peace until they were conic. 
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6 f And Hamor the father of Sheohem 
went out unto Jacob to commune with 
him. 

7 And the sons of Jacob came out of 
the lield when they heard it: and the 
men were grieved, and they were very 
wroth, because he had wrought folly in 
Israel in lying with Jacob’s daughter; 
which thing ought not to be done. 

8 And Hamor communed with them, 
saying, The soul of iny son Shechem 
longeth for your daughter: I pray you 
give her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriages with us, and 
give your daughters unto us, and take 
our daughters imto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us: and tho 
land shall be before you ; dwell and trade 
ye therein, and get you possessions 
therein. 

11 And Shechem said unto her father 
and unto her brethren, Let mo find grace 
in your eves, and what ye shall say unto 
me I will give. 

1*2 Ask mo never so much dowry and 
gift, and I will give according as ve 
shall say unto me: but give me the 
damsel to wife. 

13 And the sons of Jacob answered 
Shechem and Hamor his father deceit- 
fully, and said, because he had defiled 
Dinah their sister: 

14 And they said unto them, We cannot 
do this thing, to give our sister to one 
that is uncircumcised; for that were a 
reproach unto us: 

15 Hut in this will we consent unto 
you : If ye will be as we be, that every 
male of you be circumcised; 

10 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your daugh- 
ters to us, and we will dwell with you, 
and we will become one people. 

17 But if ye will not hearken unto us, 
to be circumcised; then will we take our 
daughter, and we will be gone. 

18 And their words pleased Hamor, 
and Shechem Humor’s son. 

11) And tho young man deferred not 
to do the thing, because he had delight 
in Jacob's daughter: and he was more 
honourable than all the house of his 
father. 

20 If And Hamor and Shechem his son 
came unto the gate of their city, and 
communed with the men of their city, 
saying, 

21 These men are peaceable with us; 
therefore let them dwell in the land, 
and trade therein; for tho land, behold, 
it is large enough for them; let us take 
their daughters to us for wives, and 
let us give them our daughters. 

22 Only herein will the men consent 
unto us for to dwell with us, to be one 
people, if every male among us be cir- 
cumcised, as they are circumcised. 

23 Shall not their cattle and their sub- 
stance and every beast of their’s be 
our sV only let us consent unto them, 
and they will dwell with us. 
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24 And unto Humor and unto Sbechem 
hi» son hearkened all that went out of 
the gate of his city; and every male 
was circumcised, all that went out of 
the gate of his city. 

25 l And it came to pass on the third 
day, when they were sore, that two of 
the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, 
Dinah’s brethren, took each man his 
sword, and came upon the city boldly, 
and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Hamor and Shechem 
his son with the edge of the sword, and 
took Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and 
went out- 

27 The sons of Jacob came upon the 
slain, and spoiled the city, because they 
had detiled their sister. 

28 They took their sheep, and their 
oxen, and their asses, and that which 
was in the city, and that which was in 
the held, 

29 And all their wealth, and all their 
little ones, and their wives took they 
captive, and spoiled even all that was 
in the house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and Levi, 
Ye have troubled me to make me to stink 
among the inhabitants of the land, among 
the Canaanites and the Perizzites : and 
I being few in number, they shall gather 
themselves together against me, and 
slay me; and I shall be destroyed, I 
and my house. 

31 And they said, Should he deal with 
our sister as with an harlot? 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

A N D God said unto Jacob, Arise, go 
up to Ileth-el, and dwell there: and 
make there an altar unto God, that 
appeared unto thee when thou tieddest 
from the face of Esau thy brother. 

2 Then Jacob said unto his household, 
and to all that were with him, Put away 
the strange gods that are among you, 
and be clean, and change your garments : 

3 And let us arise, and go up to llctli- 
©1; and I will make there an altar unto 
God, who answered me in the day of my 
distress, and was with me iu the way 
which I went 

4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their hand, 
and all their earrings which were in their 
ears; and Jacob hid them under the oak 
which was by Shechem. 

5 And they journeyed: and the terror 
of God was upon the cities that were 
round about them, and they did not 
pursue after the sons of Jacob. 

6 If So Jacob came to Luz, which is in 
the land of Canaan, that is, Beth-el, he 
and all the people that were with him. 

7 And he built there an altar, and called 
the place El-beth-el: because there God 
appeared unto him, when he tied from 
the face of his brother. 
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8 But Deborah liebekah’s nurse died, 
and she was buried beneath Beth-el 
under an oak: and the name of it was 
called Allon-bachuth. 

9 If And God appeared unto Jacob again, 
when he came out of Padan-aram, and 
blessed him. 

10 And God said unto him, Thy name 
i x Jacob: thy name shall not be called 
any more Jacob, but Israel shall be thy 
name: and he called his name Israel. 

11 And God said unto him, I am God 

Almighty: be fruitful and multiply; a 
nation and a company of nations shall 
be of thee , and kings shall come out 
of thy loins; j 

12 And the land which I gave Abraham 
and Isaac, to thee I will give it, and to 
thy seed after thee will I give the land. 

13 And God went up from him in the 
place where he talked with him. 

11 And Jacob set up a pillar in the 
iplace where he talked with him, even a 
pillar of stone: and he poured a drink 
offering thereon, and lie poured oil 
thereon. 

15 And Jacob called the name of the 
place where God spake with him, Beth-el. 
10 1 And they journeyed from Beth-el; 
and there was but a little way to come 
to Enhrath; and Kachel travailed, and 
she hail hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when she was 
in hard labour, that the midwife said 
unto her, Fear not; thou shall have this 
son also. 

18 And it came to pass, as her soul 
was in departing, (for she died) that-slie 
called his name Ben-oni: but his father 
ctdled him Benjamin. 

19 And llachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Epliratli, which is Beth- 
lehem. 

20 And Jacob set a pillar upon her 
grave : that is the pillar of Rachel’s grave 
unto this day. 

21 f And Israel journeyed, and spread 
his tent beyond the tower of Edar. 

22 And it came to pass, when Israel 
dwelt in that land, that Reuben went 
and lay with Bilhah his father’s con- 
cubine: and Israel heard it. Now the 
sons of Jacob were twelve: 

23 The sons of Leah; Reuben, Jacob’s 
firstborn, and Simeon, and Levi, and 
Judah, and Issachar, and Zebulun: 

24. The sons of Rachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin: 

25 And the sons of Bilhah. Rachel’s 
handmaid; Dan, and Naphtali: 

20 And the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s hand- 
maid; Gad, and Asher: these are the 
sons of Jacob, which were born to him 
in Padan-aram. 

27 ^ And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
father, unto Mamre, unto the city of 
Arbah, which is Hebron, where Abra- 
ham and Isaac sojourned. 
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‘28 And the days of Isaac were an 
hundred and fourscore years. 

29 And Isaac gave up the ghost, and 
died, and was gathered unto his people, 
being old and full of days: and his sons 
Esau and Jacob buried him. 


CHAPTER XXX Y I. 

N OW these are the generations of 
Esau, who is Edom.

G And Esau took his wives, and his 
sons, and his daughters, and all the 
persons of his house, and his cattle, 
and all his beasts, and all his substance, 
which he had got in the land of Ca- 
naan; and went into the country from 
the face of his brother Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than that 
they might dwell together; and the 
land wherein they were strangers could 
not bear them because of their cattle. 
8 Tlius dwelt Esau in mount Seir: 
Esau is Edom. 

9 t And these are the generations of 
Esau the lather of the Edomites in 
mount teeir: 

10 These are the names of Esau’s 
sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the wife 
oi Esau, Reuel the sou of Ihishemath 
the wife of Esau. 

11 And the sons of Eliphaz were To- 
man, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, and 
Kenaz. 

12 And Timua was concubine to Eli- 
phaz Esau’s son; and she bare to Eli- 
phaz Amalek: these were the sons of 
Adah Esau s wife. 

lo And these are the sons of Reuel; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and Miz- 
zah: these were the sons of Rashemath 
Esau’s wife. 

14 H And these were the sons of Alio- 
libamah , the daughter of Anali the 
daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife: and 
she bare to Esau Jeush, and Jaalam, 
and Korah. 

15 t These were dukes of the sons of 
Esau : the sons of Eliphaz the lirsthorn 
son of Esau ; duke Toman, duke Omar, 
duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and duke 
Amalek : these are the dukes that came 
of Eliphaz in the land of Edom ; these 
were the sous of Adah. 

17 ^ And these are the sons of 
Reuel Esau’s son; duke Mahatli, duke 
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Zerah, duk« Shammah, duke Mizzah: 
these are the dukes that came of Reuel 
in the land of Edom; these are the 
sons of Bashemath Esau’s wife. 

18 t And these are the sons of Aho- 
libamali Esau’s wife: duke .Teush, duke 
Jaalam, duke Koran: these were the 
dukes that came of Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 

19 These are the sous of Esau, who is 
Edom, and these are their dukes. 

20 t T hese are the sons of Seir the 
llorite, who inhabited the land; Lotan, 
and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, 

21 And Dishon, and Ezer, and Dishan: 
these are the dukes of the Horites, the 
children of Scir in the land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were 
Ilori and llemam; and Lotan’s sister 
was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these; Alv r an, and Manahath, and Ebal, 
Shepho, and Onain. 

21 And these are the chihlren of Zi- 
beon; both A jab, and Anah: this vhis 
that Anah that found the mules in the 
wilderness, as he fed the asses of Zi- 
beon bis father. 

25 And the children of Anah were 
these ; Dishon , and Aholibamah the 
< laughter of A nali. 

20 And these are the children of Di- 
shon; llemdan, and Eshban,and Ithran, 
ami Ohcran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
liilhun, and Zaavan, and Akan. 

28 The diildreu of Dishan are these; 
Hz, and Aran. 

29 'l hose are the dukes that came of 
the Ilorites; duke Lotan, duke Shobal, 
duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 

90 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke Di- 
shau: these are the dukes that came of 
llori, among their dukes in the land 
of Seir. 

91 % And these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom , before 
there reigned any king over the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

32 And llela the son of licor reigned 
in Edom : and the name of his city was 
Dinhabah. 

39 And llela died, and .lohab the son 
of Zerah of Bozrah reigned in hifj stead. 

94 And .lohah died, and Husham of 
the land of Temani reigned in his stead. 

95 And Jlusham died, and Hadad the 
son of lleihui, who smote Midian in the 
Held ol'Moab, reigned in his stead: and 
the name of his city was Avith. 

90 And Iludud (lied, ami Samlah of 
Masrckah reigneil in his stead. 

97 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
Rchoboth la/ the river reigned in his 
stead. 

98 And Saul died, and Baal-liauan the 
son of Achbor reigned in his stead 

99 And llaal-hannn the soil of Aehhor 
died, ami Hadar reigned in his stead: 
and the name of his city was Pau; and 
his wife’s name was Mehetabel, the 
daughter of Matred, the ilaughter of 
Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of Esau, according to 
their families, after their places, by their 
names; duke 'J inuiah, duke Alvali, duke 
Jetheth, 
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41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, duke 
Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenoz, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, 

4B Duke Magdiel, duke Iram: these 
be the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession : he is Esau the father of the 
Edomites, 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

A N D Jacob dwelt in the land where- 
in his father was a stranger, in 
the land of Canaan. 

2 These are the generations of Jacob. 
Joseph, beina seventeen years old, was 
feeding the. nock with his brethren; and 
the lad was with the sons of Ihlhah, 
and with the sons of Zilpah, his father’s 
wives: and Joseph brought unto his 
father their evil report. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than 
all his children, because he was the 
son of his old age: and he made him 
a coat of many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all his 
brethren, they hated him. and could 
not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 H And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren: and they 
hated him yet the more. 

6 And he said unto them, Hear, I pray 
you, this dream which I have dreamed : 

7 For, behold, we were binding sheaves 
in the held, mid, lo, my sheaf arose, 
and also stood upright; and, behold, 
your sheaves stood round about, and 
made obeisance to my sheaf. 

8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt 
thou indeed reign over us? or shalt 
thou indeed have dominion over us? 
And they hated him yet the more for 
his dreams, and for his words. 

9 T And he dreamed yet another 
dream, and told it his brethren, and 
said, Behold, I have dreamed a dream 
more; and, behold, the sun and the 
moon and the eleven stars made obei- 
sance to me. 

10 And he told it to his father, and to 
his brethren: and his father rebuked 
him, and said unto him, What is this 
dreapi that thou hast dreamed? Shall 
I and thy mother and thy brethren 
indeed come to bow down ourselves to 
thee to the earth? 

11 And his brethren envied him; but 
his father observed the saying. 

12 ^ And his brethren went to feed 
their father’s Hock in Shechem. 

13 And Israel said unto Joseph, Do 
not thy brethren feed th le Jiock in She- 
chem V come, and I will send thee unto 
them. And he said to him, Here am 1. 

14 And he said to him, Go, I pray 
thee, see whether it be well with thy 
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brethren, and well with the hooks; and 
bring me word again. So he sent him 
ont of the vale of Hebron, and he came 
to Shechem. 

15 1 And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he was wandering in the 
field. : and the man asked him, saying, 
What seekest thou? 

16 And he said, I seek my brethren: 
tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their locks, 

17 And the man said, They are de- 
parted hence: for I heard tnem say, 
Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph went 
after his brethren, and found them in 
Dothan. 

18 And when they saw him afar off, 
even before he came near unto them, 
they conspired against him to slay him. 

19 And they said one to another, Be- 
hold, this dreamer oometh. 

20 Come now therefore, and let us 
slay him, and cast him into some pit, 
and we will say, Some evil beast hath 
devoured him: and we shall see what 
will become of his dreams. 

21 And Reuben heard it, and he deli- 
vered him out of their hands; and said, 
Let us not kill him. 

22 And Rouben said unto them, Shed 
no blood, but cast him into this pit that 
is in the wilderness, and lay no hand 
upon him; that he might rid him out 
of their hands, to deliver him to his 
father again. 

29 1 And it came to pass, when Joseph 
was come unto liis brethren, that they 
stript Joseph out of his coat, his coat 
of man;/ colours that was on him; 

24 And they took him, and oast him 
into a pit: and the pit was empty, there 
was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat bread: 
and they lifted up their eyes and looked, 
and, behold, a company of Ishmeelites 
came from Gilead with their camels 
bearing spicery and balm and myrrh, 
going to carry it down to Egypt 

26 Ami Judah said unto his brethren, 
What prolit is it if we slay our brother, 
and conceal his blood? 

27 Come, and let us sell him to the 
Ishmeelites, and let not our hand be 
upon him; for he is our brother and 
ourfiesh. And his brethren were content 

28 Then there passed by Midianites 
merchantmen; and they drew and lifted 
up J oseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph 
to the Ishmeelites for twenty pieces of 
silver: and they brought Joseph into 
Egypt 

29 H And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not in the 
pit; and ho rent his clothes. 

30 And he returned unto his brethren, 
and said, The child is not; and I, whither 
shall I go? 

31 And they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and dipped the 
coat in the blood; 

32 And they sent the coat of many 
colours, and they brought it to their 
father; and said, This have we found; 
knmg non whether it be thy son’s coat 
or no. 
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33 And he knew it, and said, It is my 
son’s coat; an evil beast hath devoured 
him; Joseph is without doubt rent in 
pieoes. 

84 And Jacob rent his clothes, and put 
sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned 
for his son many days. *- 

85 And all his sons and all his daugh- 
ters rose up to comfort him; hut he 
refused to be comforted; and he said, 
For I will go down into the grave unto 
my son mourning. Thus his father wept 
for him. 

86 And the Midianites sold him into 
Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh’s, and captain of the guard. 


CHAPTER XXXVITI. 

A ND it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down from his 
brethren, and turned in to a certain 
Adullamite, whose name was Hindi. 

2 And Judah saw there a (laughter of 
a certain Canaanite, whose name was 
Shuah; and he took her, and went in 
unto her. 

8 And she conceived, and hare a son; 
and he called his name Er. 

4 And she conceived again, and bare 
a son; and she called his name Onan. 
5 And she yet again conceived, and 
bare a son; and called his name Shclah: 
and he was at Chezib, when she bare 
him. 

0 And Judah took a wife for Er his 
firstborn, whose name was Tamar. 

7 And Er, Judah’s firstborn, was wicked 
in the sight of the Loan; and the Loan 
slew him. 

8 And Judah said unto Onan, Clo in 
unto thy brother’s wife, and marry her, 
and raise up seed to thy brother. 

9 And Onan knew that the seed should 
not lie his; and it came to pass, when 
ho went in unto his brother’s wife, that 
he spilled it on the ground, lest that he 
should give seed to his brother. 

10 And the thing which he did displeased 
the Lord: wherefore he slew him also. 
11 Then said Judah to Tamar his daugh- 
ter in law, Remain a widow at thy la- 
ther’s house, till Shelali my son be grown : 
for he said, Lest peradventure he die 
also, as his brethren did. And Tamar 
went and dwelt in her father’s house. 
12 f And in process of time the daugh- 
ter of Shuah Judah’s wife died; and 
Judah was comforted, and went up unto 
his sheepshearers to Timnath, he and 
his friend llirah the Adullamite. 

13 And it was told Tamar, saying, Re- 
hold thy father in law goeth up to 
Timnath to shear his sheep. 

14 And she put her widow’s garments 
off from her, and covered her with a 
vail, and wrapped herself, and sat in 
an open place, which is by the way to 
Timnath; for she saw that Shelah was 
grown, and she was not given unto 
him to wife. 

15 ’When Judah saw her, lie thought 
her to be an harlot; because she had 
covered her face. 
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16 And he turned unto her by the 
way, And said, Go to, I pray thee, let 
me come in unto thee; (for he knew 
not that she was his daughter in law. ) 
And she said, What wilt thou give me, 
that thou mayest come in unto me? 

17 And«he said, I will send thee a kid 
from the flock. And she said, Wilt thou 
give me a pledge, till thou send itf 

18 And he said, What pledge shall I 
give thee? And she said, Thy signet, 
and thy bracelets, and thy staff that is 
in thine hand. And he gave it her, and 
came in unto her, and she conceived by 
him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, and 
laid by her vail from her, and put on 
the garments of her widowhood. 

20 And Judah sent the kid by the 
hand of his friend the Adullamite, to 
receive his pledge from the woman's 
hand: but he fouud her not 

21 Then he asked the men of that place, 
saying, Where is the harlot, that was 
openly by the way side? And they said, 
There was no harlot in this place, 

22 And lie returned to Judah, and said, 
1 cannot lind her; and also the men ot 
the place said, that there was no harlot 
in this place, 

2J And Judah said, Let her take it to 
her, lest we be shamed: behold, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her. 

24 t And it came to pass about three 
months after, that it was told Judah, 
saying, Tamar thy daughter in law hath 
played the harlot; and also, behold, she 
is with child by whoredom. And Judah 
said, liring her forth, and let her be 
burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, she 
Rent'to her father in law, saying, By 
the man, whose these are, am t with 
child: and she said, Discern, I pray thee, 
whose are these, the signet, and brace- 
lets, and staff 

26 And Judah acknowledged them, and 
said, She hath been more righteous than 
1; because that 1 gave her not to Shelah 
my son. And he knew her again no more. 

2/ If And it came to pass in the time 
of her travail, that, behold, twins were 
in her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she tra- 
vailed, that the one put out his hand: 
and the midwife took and bound upon 
his hand a scarlet thread, saying. This 
came out first 

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his brother 
came out: and she said. How hast thou 
broken forth? this breach be upon thee: 
therefore his name was called Pharesc. 

30 And afterward came out liis brother, 
that had the scarlet thread upon his 
hand: and his name was called Zarah. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 

A ND Joseph was brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an Egyp- 
tian. bought him of the hands of the Ish- 
meelites, which had brought him down 
thither.

6 And he left all that he had in Joseph’s 
hand; and he knew not ought he had, 
save the bread which lie did eat.

7 1 And it came to pass after these 
things, that his master’s wife cast her 
eyes upon Joseph; and she said, Lie 
with me. 

8 But he refused, and said unto his 
master’s wife, Behold, my m aster wotteth 
not what is with me in the house, and 
lie hath committed all that he hath to 
my hand; 

9 Thei'e is none greater in this house 
than I; neither hath he kept back any 
thing from me but thee, because thou 
art his wife: how then can I do this 
great wickedness, and sin against God? 

10 And it, came to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day by day, that he hearkened 
not unto her, to lie by her, or to lie 
with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this time, 
that Joseph went into the house to do 
his business: and there was none of the 
men of the house there within. 

12 And she caught him by his garment, 
saying, Lie with me: and he left his 
garment in her liand, and ded, and got

13 And it came to pass, when she saw 
that he had left his garment in her hand, 
and was tied forth, 

14 That she called unto the men of 
her house, and spake unto them, saying, 
See, he hath brought in an Hebrew unto 
us to mock us; he came in unto me to lie 
with me, and 1 cried with a loud voice: 

15 And it came to pass, when he heard 
that I lifted up my voice and cried, that 
he left his garment with me, and fled, 
and got him out. 

10 And she laid up his garment by her, 
until liis lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him according 
to these words, saying, The Hebrew ser- 
vant, which thou hast brought unto us, 
came in unto me to mock me: 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted up 
my voice and cried, that he left his 
garment with me, and fled out 

19 And it came to pass, when his master 
heard the words of his wife, which she 
spake unto him, saying, After this 
manner did thy servant to me; that his 
wrath was kindled. 

20 And Joseph’s piaster took him, and 
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put him into the prison, a place where 
the king's prisoners were bound: and 
he was there in the prison. 

21 If But the Loan was with Joseph, 
and shewed him mercy, and gave him 
favour in |Jie sight of the keeper of the 
prison. 

22 And the keeper of the prison com- 
mitted to Joseph's hand all the prisoners 
that were in the prison ; and whatsoever 
they did there, he was the doer of it 

2B The keeper of the prison looked not 
to any thing that was under his hand: 
because the Lord was with him, and 
that which he did, the Lord made it to 
prosper. 


CHAPTER XL. 

A N D it came to pass after these 
things, that the butler of the king 
of Egypt and his baker had offended 
their lord the king of Egypt 
2 And Pharaoh was wroth against two 
of his officers, against the chief of the 
butlers, and against the chief of the 
bakers.

8 And they said unto him, We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no inter- 
preter of it And Joseph said unto them, 
J)o not interpretations belong to God? 
tell me them, 1 pray you. 

0 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him, In my dream, 
behold, a vine was before me; 

10 And in the vine were three branches: 
and it was as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth; and the clusters 
thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 

11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my hand: 
and 1 took the grapes, and pressed them 
into Pharaoh’s cup, and I gave the cup 
into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This is 
the interpretation of it: The three 
branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh 
lift up .thine head, and restore thee unto 
thy place: and thou shalt deliver Pha- 
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raoh’s cup into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou waat his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall be 
well with thee, and shew kindness, I 
pnay thee, unto me, and make mention 
of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out 
of this house: 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out 
of the land of the Hebrews: and here 
also have I done nothing that they should 
put me into the dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that the 
interpretation was good, he said unto 
Joseph, 1 also was in my dream, and, 
behold, I had three white baskets on 
my head: 

17 And in the uppermost basket there 
was of all manner of bakemeats for Pha- 
raoh; and the birds did eat them out of 
the basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said, This 
is the interpretation thereof: The three 
baskets are three days:

28 This is the thing which I have spo- 
ken unto Pharaoh: What God is about 
to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh.

80 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land of 
Egypt; and the famine shall consume 
the land; 

111 And the plenty shall not be known 
in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it shall he very grievous. 

92 And for that the dream was dou- 
bled unto Pharaoh twice: it is because 
the thing is established by God, and 
God will shortly bring it to pass.

41) And Joseph gathered coni' us the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he 
left numbering; for it was without 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were born two 
sons before the years of famine came, 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Joseph called the name of the 
lirstborn Manasseh: Eor (iod, said he, 
hath made me forget all my toil, ami 
all my father’s house. 

Wl And the name of the second called 
hi; Ephraim: For (iod hath caused me 
to he fruitful in the land of my affliction. 
5J 1 And the seven years of phm- 
teousuess, that was in the land of Egypt, 
were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth be- 
gan to come, according as Joseph had 
said : and the dearth was in all lands; 
but in all the land of Egypt there was 
bread. 

55 And when all the land of Egypt 
was famished, the people cried to Pha- 
raoh for bread: and Pharaoh said unto 
all the Egyptians, (io unto Joseph; what 
he saith to you, do.

9 And Joseph remembered the dreams 
which he dreamed of them, and said 
unto them, Ye are spies; to see the na- 
kedness of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, my 
lord, but to buy food are thy servants 
come. 

11 We are all one man’s sons; wc are 
true men, thy servants arc no spies, 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, but 
to see the nakedness of the land ye are 
come. 

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man 
in the land of Canaan; and, behold, the 
youngest is this day with our lather, 
and one is not. 

14 And Joseph said unto them. That 
at it that I spake unto you, saying, Ye 
are spies: 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved: By the 
life of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth 
hence, except your youngest brother 
come hither. 

16 Send one of you, and let him fetch 
your brother, and ye shall be kept in 
prison, that your words may be proved, 
whether there be any truth in you: or 
else by the life of Pharaoh surely ye 
are spies. 

17 And he put them all together into 
ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the 
third day, This do, and live; for I fear 
(iod: 

19 If ye be true men , let one of your 
brethren be bound in the house of your 
prison: go ye, carry corn for the famine 
of your houses : 

20 But bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be veri- 
lied, and ye shall not die. And they 
did so. 

21 5 And they said one to another, 
We are verily guilty concerning our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish of 
his soul, when he besought us, and wc 
would not hear; therefore is this distress 
come upon us. 
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22 And Reuben answered them , sav- 
ing, Spake I not unto you, saying, J)o 
not sin against the child; and ye would 
not hear? therefore, behold, also his 
blood is required.

3(1 And Jacob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved, of mv/ 
children: Joseph is not, and Simeon is 
not, and ye will take Benjamin away: 
all these things are against me. 

37 And Ileuben spake unto his father, 
saying, Slay my two sons, if I bring 
him not to thee: deliver him into my 
hand, and 1 will bring him to thee again. 

38 And he said. My son shall not go 
down with you; for his brother is dead, 
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and he is left alone : if mischief befall 
him by the way in the which ye 90, 
then snail ye bring down my gray hairs 
with sorrow to the grave.

16 Aud when Joseph saw Benjamin 
with them, he said to the ruler of his 
house, Bring these men home, and slay, 
and make ready; for these men shall 
dine with me at noon. 

17 And the man did as Joseph bade; 
and the man brought the men into Jo- 
seph's house. 

18 And the men were afraid, because 
they were brought into Joseph s house; 
uii(f they said, Because of the money 
that was returned in our sacks at the 
lirst time are we brought in; that he 
may seek occasion against us, aud fall 
upon us, aud take us for bondmen, and 


19 And they came near to the steward 
of Joseph’s house, and they communed 
with him at the door of the house, 

26 And said. O sir, we came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food: 

21 And it came to pass, when we came 
to the inn, tiiat we opened our sacks, 
ami, behold, every man’s money was in 
the mouth of his sack, our money in 
full weight: and we have brought it 
again in our hand. 

22 And other money have wc brought 
down in our hands to buy food: we 
cannot tell who put our money in our 
sacks. 

23 And li<t said, l*«aec be to you, fear 
not: your God, and the God of your 
father, hath given you treasure in your 
sacks: I had your money. And he brought 
Simeon out unto them. 

24 And the man brought the men into 
Joseph’s house, and gave them water, 
and they washed their feet; and he gave 
their asses provender. 

25 And they made ready the present 
against Joseph came at noon: for they 
heard that they should eat bread there. 

20 1 And when Joseph came home, 
they brought him the present which was 
in their hand into the house, aud bowed 
themselves to him to the earth. 

27 And he asked them of their welfare, 
and said, Is your father well, the old 
man of whom ye spake? Is he yet alive ? 

28 And they answered, Thy servant 
our father is in good health, he is yet 
alive. And they bowed down their heads, 
and made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
his brother Benjamin, his mother’s son, 
and said, Is this your younger brother, 
of whom ye spake unto me? And he 
said, God be gracious unto thee, my son. 

30 And Joseph made haste; for his 
bowels did yearn upon his brother: and 
he sought where to weep; and he entered 
into his chamber, and wept there. 
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31 And he washed his face, and went 
out, and refrained himself, and said, Set 
on bread. 

32 And they set on for him by himself, 
and for them by themselves, and for 
the Egyptians, which did eat With him, 
by themselves: because the Egyptians 
might not eat bread with the Hebrews ; 
for that is an abomination unto the 

^sl^And they sat before him, the first- 
born according to his birthright, and the 
youngest according to his youth: and 
the men marvelled one at another. 

34 And he took and sent messes unto 
them from before him: but Benjamin’s 
mess was five times so much as any of 
their’s. And they drank, and were merry 
with him. 


CHAPTER XUV. 

A ND he commanded the steward of 
his house, saying, Fill the men’s 
sacks with food, as much as they can 
carry, and put every man’s money in 
his sack’s mouth. 

2 And nut my cup, the silver cup, in 
the sack's mouth of the youngest, and 
his corn money. And he did according 
to the word that Joseph had spoken. 

3 As soon as the morning was light, 
the men were sent away, they and their 
asses. 

4 And when they were gone out of 
the city, and not yet far off, Joseph said 
unto his steward.

5 Is not this it in which my lord 
drinketh, and whereby indeed he di- 
vinethV ye have done evil in so doing. 
6 And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto them these same words. 

7 And they said unto him, Wherefore 
saith my lord these words? God forbid 
that thy servants should do according 
to this thing: 

8 Behold, the money, which we found 
in our sack’s mouths, we brought again 
unto thee out of the land of Canaan: 
how then should we steal out of thy 
lord’s house silver or gold? 

9 With whomsoever of thy servants it 
be found, both let him die, and we also 
will be my lord’s bondmen. 

10 And he said, N ow also let it be accord- 
ing unto your words: he with whom it 
is found shall be my servant; and ye 
shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily took down every 
man his sack to the ground, and opened 
every man his sack. 

12 Aud he searched, and began at the 
eldest, and left at the youngest: and 
the cup was found in Benjamin’s sack. 

13 Then they rent their clothes, and 
laded every man his ass, and returned 
to the city. 
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1 4 T And J udah £nd his brethren came 
to Joseph’s house; for he wa* vet there \ 
and they fell before him on tne ground. 

15 And Joseph said unto them, What 
deed ig this that ye have done? wot 
ye not that such a man as I can cer- 
tainly divine? 

16 And Judah said, What shall we say 
unto my lord? what shall we speak? or 
how shall we clear ourselves? God hath 
found out the iniquity of thy servants: 
behold, we are my lord’s servants, both 
we, and he also with whom the cup is 
found. 

17 And he said, God forbid that I should 
do so: but the man in whose hand the 
cup is found, he shall be my servant 
and as for you, get you up in peace 
unto your father. 

18 t Then Judah came near unto him, 
and said, Oh my lord, let thy servant, 
1 pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s 
cars, and let not thine auger burn against 
thy servant: for thou art even as Pharaoh. 

19 My lord asked his servants, saying, 
Have ye a father, or a brother? 

20 And we said unto my lord, We have 
a father, an old man, and a child of his 
old age, a little one; and his brother is 
dead, and he alone is left of his mother, 
and his father loveth him. 

21 And thou saidst unto thy servants, 
liring him down unto me, that 1 may 
set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto my lord, The lad 
cannot leave his father: for if he should 
leave his father, his father would die. 

23 And thou saidst unto thy servants, 
Except your youngest brother come 
down with you, ye shall see my face 
no more. 

24 And it came to pass when we came 
up unto thy servant my father, we told 
him the words of my lord. 

25 And our father said, Go again, and 
buy us a little food. 

20 And we said, We cannot go down : 
if our youngest brother be with us, then 
will we go down: for we may not see 
the man’s face, except our youngest 
brother be witli us. 

27 And thy servant my father said unto 
us, Ye know that my wife bare me two 
sons: 

28 And the one went out from me, and 
I said, Surely he is torn in pieces; and 
1 saw him not since: 

29 And if ye take this also from me, 
and mischief befall him, ye shall bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to the 
grave. 

30 Now therefore when I come to thy 
servant my father, and the lad be not 
with us; seeing Unit his life is bound 
up in the lad’s life; 

31 It shall come to pass, when he seeth * 
that the lad is not with us, that he will 
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die: and thy servant* shall bringdown 
the gray hairs of thy servant our father 
with sorrow to the grave. 

32 For thy servant became surety for 
the lad unto my father, saying, If! bring 
him not unto thee, then T shall bear the 
blame to my father for ever. 

33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy 
servant abide instead of the lad a bond- 
man to my Lord ; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my father, 
and the lad be not with me? lest pcrad- 
venture I see the evil that shall eomc 
on my father. 


CHAPTER XLV. 

H^HEN Joseph could not refrain him- 
L self before ail them that stood by 
him; and he cried, Cause every man to 
go out from me. And there stood no man 
with him, while Joseph made himself 
known unto his brethren. 

2 And he wept aloud: and the Egyp- 
tians and the house of Pharaoh heard. 

3 And Joseph said unto his brethren, 

I am Joseph; doth my father yet live? 
And his brethren could not answer him; 
for they were troubled at bis presence. 

4 And Joseph said unto his brethren, 
Come near to me, 1 pray you. And they 
came near. And he said, 1 am Joseph 
your brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. 

ft Now therefore be not grieved, nor 
angry with yourselves, that ye sold me 
hither: for God did send me before you 
to preserve life. 

G For these two years bath the famine 
been in the land: and yet there arei ive 
years, in the which there shall neither 
be earing nor harvest, 

7 And God sent me before you to 
preserve you a posterity in the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great de- 
li veranee. 

8 So now it mas not you that sent me 
hither, but God: and lie hath made me 
a father to Pharaoh, ami lord of all his 
house, and a ruler throughout all the 
land of Egypt. 

9 Ilaste ye, and go up to my father, 
and say unto him, Thus saith thy sou 
Joseph, God hath made me lord of Jill 
Egypt: come down unto me, tarry not: 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land of 
Goshen, and thou shalt be near unto me, 
thou, and thy children, and thy chil- 
dren’s children, and thy Hocks, and thy 
herds, and all that thou hast: 

II And there will I nourish thee; for 
yet there are five years of famine; lest 
thou, and thy household, and all that 
thou hast, come to poverty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and the 
eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is 
my mouth that speaketh unto you. 

13 And ye shall tell my father of all 
my glory in Egypt, and of all that ye 
have seen; and ye shall haste and bring 
down my father hither. 
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14 And lie fell upon his brother Ben* 
jainin’s neck, and wept; and Benjamin 
wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his brethren, 
and wept upon them: and after that his 
brethren talked with him. 

16 1 And the fame thereof was. heard 
in Pharaoh’s house, saline, Joseph’s bre- 
thren are come : and it pleased Pharaoh 
well, and his servants. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say 
unto thy brethren, This do ye; lade your 
beasts, and go, get you unto the land 
of Canaan; 

18 And take your father and your house- 
holds, and come unto me: and I will 
give you the good of the land of Egypt, 
and ye shall eat the fat of the land. 

19 Now thou art commanded, this do 
ye; take you wagons out of the land of 
Egypt for your little ones, and for your 
wives, and bring your father, and come. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is your s. 

21 And the children of Israel did so: 
and Joseph gave them wagons, accord- 
ing to the commandment of Pharaoh, 
and gave them provision for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
changes of raiment; but to Beniamin he 
gave three hundred piecss of silver, and 
live changes of raiment 

29 And to his father he sent after this 
manner; ten asses laden with the good 
things of Egypt, and ten she asses laden 
with corn and bread and meat for his 
lather by the way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, and 
they departed: and he said unto them, 
See that ye fall not out by the way. 

25 f And they went up out of Egypt, 
and came into the land of Canaan unto 
Jacob their father, 

26 And told him, saying, Joseph is yet 
alive, and he is governor over all the 
land of Egypt And Jacob’s heart fainfted, 
for he believed them not 

27 And they told him all the words of 
Joseph, which he lmd said unto them : and 
when he saw the wagons which Joseph 
had sent, to carry him, the spirit of Jacob 
their father revived: 

28 And Israel said, It is enough; Joseph 
my son is yet alive: 1 will go and see 
him before I die. 


CHAPTER XLVI. 

A N D Israel took his journey with all 
that he had, and came to Beer- 
sheba, and offered sacrifices unto the 
God of his father Isaac. 

2 And God spake unto Israel in the 
visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob, And he said, Here am I. 

3 And he said, I am God, the God of 
thy father: fear not to go down into 
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Egypt; for I will there make of thee a 
great nation: 

4 I will go down with thee into Egypt; 
and I will also surely bring thee up 
again: and Joseph snail put his hand 
upon thine eyes. 

5 And Jacob rose up from Beer-sheba: 
and the sons of Israel carried Jacob 
their father, and their little ones, and 
their wives, in the wagons which Pha- 
raoh had sent to carry him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and their 

f roods, which they had gotten in the 
and of Canaan, and came into Egypt, 
Jacob, and all his seed with him: 

7 His sous, and his sons' sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons’ daugh- 
ters, and all his seed brought he with 
him into Egypt. 

8 If And these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt, Jacob and his sons: Reuben, 
Jacob’s firstborn. 

9 And the sons of Reuben; Hanocli, 
and Phallu, and Ilezron. and CarmL 
10 t And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
aud Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and 
Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaan- 
itish woman. 

11 If And the sons of Levi; Gerslion, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

12 1 And the sons of Judah; Er, and 
Onan, and Shelali, and Pharez, and 
Zarah: but Er and (hum died in the 
land of Canaan. And the sons ol’ Pha- 
rez were Ilezron and llamuL 
13 t And the sons of Issaclmr; Tula, 
and Phuvah, and Job ; and Shimron. 

14 If And the sons of Zebulun; Sered, 
and Elon, and Jahleel. 

15 These be the sons of Leuli, which 
she hare unto Jacob in Padau-aram, 
with his daughter Dinah: all the souls 
of his sous and his daughters were 
thirty and three. 

10 1 And the sons of Gad; Ziphion, 
and Haggi, Shuni, and Kzbon, Eri, and 
Arodi, and Areli. 

17 t And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, 
and Ishuah, and Isui, and Beriah, and 
Serali their sister: and the sons of Be- 
riah; Ileber, and Malchiel. 

18 These are the sons of Zilpah, whom 
Laban gave to Leah his daughter, and 
these she hare unto Jacob, ecen sixteen 
souls. 

19 The sons of Rachel Jacob’s wife; 
Joseph, and Benjamin. 

20 if And unto Joseph in the laud of 
Egypt were horn Manassch and Ephraim, 
winch Asennth the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On hare unto him. 

21 1 And the sons of Benjamin were 
Belahj and Becher, and Ashhel, Gera, 
and .Naaman, Ehi, and Rush, Muppim, 
and lluppim, and Ard. 

22 These are the sons of Rachel, which 
were born to Jacob: all the souls were 
fourteen. 

28 If And the sons of Dan; Hushim. 
24 T And the sons of Naphtali: Jah- 
zeel. and Guni, and Jezer, and JSliilleni. 
25 These are the sons of Bilhali, which 
Laban gave unto Rachel his daughter, 
and she bare these unto Jacob: all the 
souls were seven. 

26 All the souls that came with Jacob 
into Egypt, which came out of his loins, 
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besides Jacob's sons* wives, all the 
souls were threescore and six; 

27 And the sons of Joseph, which were 
born him in Egypt, were two souls: all 
the souls of the nouse of Jacob, which 
came into Egypt, were threescore and ten. 

28 f And he sent Judah before him 
unto Joseph, to direct his face unto 
Goshen; and they came into the laud 
of Goshen. 

29 And Joseph made ready his cha- 
riot, and went up to meet Israel his 
father, to Goshen, and presented him- 
self unto him : and he fell on his neck, 
and wept on his neck a good while. 

30 And Israel said unto Joseph, Now 
let me die, since I have seen thy face, 
because thou art yet alive. 

31 And Joseph said unto his brethren, 
and unto his father’s house, I will go 
up, and shew Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, My brethren, and my father’s 
house, which were in the land of Ca- 
iman, are come unto me; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trade hath been to feed cattle- 
ami they have brought their flocks, and 
their herds, and all that they have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say, 
What is your occupation? 

34 That ye shall say, Thy servants’ 
trade hath been about cattle from our 
youth even until now, both we, and 
also our fathers: that ye may dwell in 
the land of Goshen; for every shepherd 
is an abomination unto the Egyptians. 


CHAPTER XLVII. 

HPIIEN Joseph came and told Pha- 

1 raoh, and said, My father and my 
brethren, and their nocks, and their 
herds, and all that they have, are come 
out of the land of Canaan; and, behold, 
they are in the land of Goshen. 

2 And he took some of his brethren, 
even live men, and presented them unto 
Pharaoh. 

3 And Pharaoh said unto his brethren. 
What is your occupation? And they 
said unto Pharaoh, Thy servants are 
shepherds, both we, aiw/also our fathers.

5 And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, 
saying, Thy father and thy brethren 
are come unto thee; 

G The land of Egypt is before thee; 
in the best of the land make thy father 
and brethren to dwell; in the land of 
Goshen let them dwell: and if thou 
knowest any men of activity among 
them, then make them rulers over my 
cattle. 

7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
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father, and set him before Pharaoh: and 
Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 

8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, How 
old art thou ? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, The 
days of the years of my pilgrimage are 
an hundred and thirty years: few and 
evil have the days ot the years of my 
life been, and have not attained unto 
the days of the years of the life of my 
fathers in the days of their pilgrimage. 

10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from before Pharaoh. 

11 T And Joseph placed his father and 
his brethren, and gave them a posses- 
sion in the land of Egypt ? in the best 
of the land, in the land ot Kaineses, as 
Pharaoh had commanded. 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father's 
household, with bread, according to their 
families. 

Ill H And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very sore, 
so that the land of Egypt and all the 
land of Canaan fainted by reason of 
the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of ( lanaau. for 
tin*, corn which they bought: amt Jo- 
seph brought the money into Pharaoh's 
house. 

15 And when money failed in the land 
of Egypt x and in the land of Caiman, 
all the Egyptians came unto Joseph, 
and said, Give us bread : for why should 
we die in thy presence V for the money 
laileth. 

10 And Joseph said, Give your cattle; 
and I will give you for your cattle, if 
money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle unto 
Joseph: and Joseph gave them bread 
in exchanae for horses, and for the 
flocks^ and for the cuttle of the herds, 
and tor the asses: and he fed them 
with bread for all their cattle for that 
year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide it from 
my lord, how that our money is spent; 
my lord also hath our herds of cattle; 
there is not ought left in the sight of 
my lord, but our bodies, and our lands: 

19 Wherefore shall we die before thine 
eyes, both we and our land? buy us 
and our land for bread, and we and 
our land will be servants unto Pha- 
raoh: and give us seed, that we may 
live, and not die, that the land be not 
desolate. 

20 And Joseph bought all the land of 
Egypt for Pharaoh; for the Egyptians 
sold every man his held, because the 
famine prevailed over them: so the 
laud became Pharaoh's. 

21 And as for the people, he removed 
them to cities from one end of the bor- 
ders of Egypt even to the other end 
thereof. 

22 Only the land of the priests bought 
he not, for the priests had a portion 
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aligned them of Pharaoh, and did oat 
their portion which Pharaoh pave them : 
wherefore they sold not their lands. 

28 Then Joseph said unto the people, 
Behold, I have bought you this day and 
your land for Pharaoh: lo, here is seed 
for you, and ye shall sow the land 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth part 
unto Pharaoh, and four parts shall be 
your own, for seed of the field, and for 
vour food. “and for them of your house- 
holds, and for food for your little ones. 

25 And they said, Thou hast saved our 
lives: let us find grace in the sight of 
my lord, and we will be Pharaoh’s ser- 
vants. 

2G And Joseph made it a law over the 
land of Egypt unto this day, that Pha- 
raoh should have the fifth part; except 
the land of the priests only, which be- 
came not Pharaoh’s. 

27 f And Israel dwelt in the land of 
Egypt, in the country of Goshen; and 
they had possessions therein, and grew, 
and multiplied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years: "so the whole 
age of Jacob was an hundred forty and 
seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that Israel 
must die: and he called his son Joseph, 
and said unto him, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my thigh, and deal kindly 
and truly with me; bury me not, I pray 
thee, in Egypt: 

80 But 1 will lie with my fathers, and 
thou shalt carry me out of Egypt, and 
bury me in their buryingplace. And he 
said, I will do as thou hast sank 

81 And he said, Swear unto me. And 
he sware unto him. And Israel bowed 
himself upon the bed’s head. 


CHAPTER XL Y III. 

A X I) it came to pass after these things, 
that owe told Joseph, Behold, tny 
father is sick : and he took with him his 
two sons, Manasseh and Ephraim. 

2 And owe told Jacob, and said, Behold, 
thy son Joseph cometh unto thee: and 
Israel strengthened himself, and sat upon 
the bed 

8 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz in 
the land of Canaan, and blessed me, 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and I will make of thee a multitude of 
people; and will give this land to thy 
seed after thee for an everlasting pos- 
session. 

5 H And now thy two sons, Ephraim 
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and Manasseh, which were bom unto 
thee in the land of Egypt before I came 
unto thee into Egypt, are mine ; as Reu- 
ben and Simeon, they shall be mine. 

6 And thy issue, which thou begettest 
after them , shall be thine, and shall be 
called after the name of their brethren 
in their inheritance. 

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Padan, Rachel died by me in the land 
of Canaan in the way, when yet there 
was but a little way to come unto 
Ephrath: and 1 buried her there in the 
way of Ephrath; the same is Beth-lehem. 

8 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, and 
said, Who are these? 

9 And Joseph said unto his father, 
They are my sons, whom God hath 
given me in this place . And he said. 
Bring them, I pray thee, unto me, and 
I will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim 
for age, so that he could not see. And 
he brought them near unto him; and 
he kissed them, and embraced them. 

11 And Israel said unto Joseph, I had 
not thought to see thy face: and, lo, 
God hath shewed me also thy seed. 

12 And Joseph brought them out from 
between his knees, and he bowed him- 
self with his face to the earth. 

18 And Joseph took them both, Ephraim 
in his right hand toward Israel's left 
hand, and Manasseh in his left hand 
toward Israel’s right hand, and brought 
them near unto him. 

14 And Israel stretched out his right 
hand, ami laid it upon Ephraim’s head, 
who was the younger, ami his left hand 
upon Manasseh’s head, guiding his hands 
wittingly; for Manasseh vms the tirst- 
born. 

15 ! And he blessed Joseph, and said, 
God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac did walk, the God which fed 
me all my life long unto this day, 

10 The Angel which redeemed me from 
all evil, bless the lads; and let my name 
be named on them , and the. name of 
my fathers Abraham and Isaac; and let 
them grow into a multitude in the midst 
of the earth. 

17 And when Joseph saw that his fa- 
ther laid his right hand upon the head 
of Ephraim, it displeased him: and lie 
held up his father's hand, to remove it 
from Ephraim's head unto Manasseh’s 
head. 

18 And Joseph said unto his father, 
Not so, my father: for this is the tirst- 
born; put thy right hand upon his head. 

19 And his father refused, and said, I 
know it, my son, 1 know it: he also 
shall become a people, and he also shall 
be great: hut truly his younger brother 
shall be greater than he, and his seed 
shall become a multitude of nations. 

20 And he blessed them that day, say- 
ing, In thee shall Israel bless, saying, 
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God make thee as Ephraim and as Ma~ 
nasseh: and he set Ephraim before Ma- 
nasseli. 

21 And Israel said unto Joseph, Behold. 
I die : but God shall be with you, and 
bring you again unto the land of your 
fathers. 

22 Moreover I have given to thee one 
portion above thy brethren, which I took 
out of the hand of the Amorite with my 
sword and with my bow.

11 Binding his foal unto the vine, and 
his ass’s colt unto the choice vine; he 
washed his garments in wine, and his 
clothes in the blood of grapes: 

12 His eyes shall be red with wine, 
and his teeth white with milk. 

1J 1 Zebulun shall dwell at the haven 
of the sea; and he shall be for an haven 
of ships; and his border shall be unto 
Zidon. 

14 1 Issachar is a strong ass couch- 
ing down between two burdens: 

lb And he saw that rest was good, and 
the land that it was pleasant; and bowed 
his shoulder to hear, and became a 
servant unto tribute, 
lb 1 Dan shall judge his people, as 
one of the tribes of Israel 

1 7 Dan shall be a serpent by the way, 
an adder in the path , that biteth the 
horse heels, so that his rider shall fall 
backward. 

18 I have waited for thy salvation, O 
Lord. 

Ill 1 Gad, a troop shall overcome him: 
but he shall overcome at the last. 
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20 t Out of Asher his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 

21 1 Naphtali is a hind let loose: he 
giveth goodly words. 

22 H Joseph is a fruitful bough, even 
a fruitful bough by a well; whose branch- 
es run over the wall: 

23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him: 

24 But his bow abode in strength, and 
the arms of his hands were made strong 
by the hands of the mighty God of 
, Jacob; (from thence is the shepherd, 
the stone of Israel:) 

25 Even by the God of thy father, who 
shall help thee; and by the Almighty, 
who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep 
thatlieth under, blessings of the breasts, 
and of the womb: 

26 The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bound of 
the everlasting hills: they shall be on 
the head of Joseph, and oil the crown 
of the head of him that was separate 
from his brethren. 

27 f Benjamin shall ravin as a wolf: 
in the morning he shall devour the 
prey, and at night he shall divide the 
spoil. 

23 1 All these are the twelve tribes 
of Israel: and this ts it that their father 
spake unto them, and blessed them; 
every one according to his blessing he 
blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said 
unto them, I am to he gathered unto 
my people: bury me with my fathers 
in the cave that is in the field of 
Ephron the Hittite, 

30 In the cave that is in the held of 
Machpelah, which is before Mamro, in 
the land of Canaan, which Abraham 
bought witli the Held of Ephron the 
Hittite for a possession of a hurying- 
place. 

31 There they huried Abraham and 
Sarah his wife; there they huried Isaac 
and Kebekah his wife; and there 1 
buried Leah.

CHAP! Ell L. 

A N D Joseph fell upon his father s 
face, and wept upon him, and kiss- 
ed him. 

2 And .Joseph commanded liis servants 
the pliysicians to embalm his father: 
and the physicians embalmed Israel. 

3 And forty days were fulfilled for 
him; for so are fulfilled the days of 
those which are embalmed: and the 
Egyptians mourned for him threescore 
ana ten days. 

4 And when the days of his mourn- 
ing were past, Joseph spake unto the 
house of rharaoh, saying, If now I have 
found grace in your eyes, speak, I pray 
you, in the ears of Pharaoh, saying, 
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5 My father made me swear, saving, 
Lo, I die: in my grave which I nave 
digged for me in the land of Canaan, 
there shalt thou bury me. Now there- 
fore let me go up, I pray thee, and 
bury my father, and I will come again. 

6 And Pharaoh said, Go up, and bury 
thy father, according as lie made thee 
swear. 

7 1 And Joseph went up to burv his 
father: and with him went up all the 
servants of Pharaoh, the elders of his 
house, and all the elders of the land 
of Egy pt, 

H And all the house of Joseph, and 
his brethren, and his father's house: 
only their little ones, and their flocks, 
and their herds, they left in the land 
of Goshen. 

U And there went up with him both 
chariots and horsemen: and it was a 
very great company. 

10 And they came to the threshing 
floor of Atad, which is beyond Jordan, 
and there they mourned with a great 
and very sore lamentation: and he 
made a mourning for his father seven 
days. 

11 And when the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, saw the mourn- 
ing in the floor of Atad, they said, This 
is a grievous mourning to the Egyp- 
tians: wherefore the name of it was 
called Abcl-mizraim , which is beyond 
Jordan. 

12 And his sons did unto him accord- 
ing as he commanded them: 

111 For his sons carried him into the 
land of ( 'anaaii, and buried him in the 
cave of the field of Machpelah , which 
Abraham bought with the field for a 
possession of a buryingpbiee ofEphron 
the Jlittite, before Mamre. 
l i 1 And Joseph returned into Egypt, 
lie, and his brethren, and all that went 
up with him to bury his father, after 
he had buried his father, 
lb 1 And when Joseph’s brethren saw 
that their father was dead, they said, 
Joseph will peradvemare hate us, and 
will certainly requite us all the evil 
which we did unto him. 

10 And they sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saying, Thy father did command 
before he died, saying, 

17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, For- 
give, I pray thee now, the trespass of 
thy brethren, and their sin; i'ot they 
did unto thee evil: and now, we pray 
thee, forgive the trespass of the ser- 
vants of the God of thy father. And 
Joseph wept when they spake unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and 
fell down before his face; and they 
said, Behold, we be thy servants. 

J ( J And Joseph said unto them, Fear 
not: for am I in the place of God? 

20 But as for you, ye thought evil 
against me; but God meant it unto 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this day, 
to save much people alive. 

21 Now therefore fear ye not: I will 
nourish you, and your little ones. And 
he comforted them, and spake kindly 
unto them. 
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22 J And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, 
and his father's house: and Joseph lived 
an hundred and ten years. 

23 And Joseph saw Ephraim’s chil- 
dren of the third generation: the children 
also of Machir the son of Manasseh 
were brought up upon Joseph's knees. 

24 And Joseph said unto his brethren, 
I die: and God will. surely visit you, 
and bring you out of this land unto 
the land which he aware to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

25 And Joseph took an oath of the 
children of Israel, saying, God will 
surely visit you, and ye shall carry up 
my bones from hence. 

26 So Joseph died, being an hundred 
and ten years old: and they embalmed 
him, and he was put in a eoftin in Egypt.

CHAPTER I. 


N OW these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came, into 
Egypt; every man and his household 
came with dacob. 

'1 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 

:> Issaclmr, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 

A Dan, and Naphtali, (lad, and Asher, 
b And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls: 
for Joseph was in Egypt already, 

<> And Joseph died, and all his bre- 
thren, and all that generation. 

7 1 And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multiplied , and waxed exceeding 
mighty; and the land was tilled with 
them. 

K Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

‘J Ami ‘he said unto his people, Be- 
hold, the people of the children of Israel 
are more and mightier than we: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them; lest they multiply, and it come 
to pass, that, when there falleth out 
any war, they join also unto our ene- 
mies, and tight against us, and so get 
them up out of the land 
11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them Avith their 
burdens. And they built for Pharaoh 
treasure cities, Pithom and Raamses. 
12 But the more they afflicted them, 
the more they multiplied and grew'. 
And they were grieved because of the 
children of Israel. 

13 And the Egyptians made tho chil- 
dren of Israel to serve with rigour: 

14 And they made their lives hitter 
with hard bondage, in morter, and in 
brick, and in all manner of service in 
the field: all their service, wherein they 
made them serve, was with rigour. 

15 If And the king of Egypt spake to 
the Hebrew midwives, of which the 
name of the one was fShiphrah, and the 
name of the other Puah: 

1G And he said, When ye do the 
office of a midwife to the Hebrew 
women, and see them upon the stools; 
if it be a son, then ye shall kill him: 
but if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

17 Bat the midwives feared God, and 
did not as the king of Egypt command- 
ed them , hut saved the men children 
alive. 



EXODUS, II. 


18 And the king of Egypt called for 
the midwives, and said unto them, 
Why have ye done this thing, and have 
saved the men children* alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto Pha- 
raoh, Because the Hebrew women are 
not as the Egyptian women; for they 
at? lively, ana are delivered ere the 
midwives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with the 
midwives: and the people multiplied, 
and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his people, 
saying, Every soil that is born ye shall 
cast into the river, and every daughter 
ye shall save alive. 

CHAPTER II. 

A N D there went a man of the house 
of Levi, and took to wife a daugh- 
ter of Levi. 

2 And the woman conceived, and bare 
a son: and when she saw him that he 
was a goodly child, she hid him three 
months. 

And when she could not longer hide 
him, she took for him an ark of bul- 
rushes, and daubed it with slime and 
with pitch, and put the child therein; 
and she laid it in the tiags by the 
river s brink. 

4 And his sister stood alar oil*, to wit 
what would bo done to him. 
f) 1 And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash herself at the river; 
and her maidens walked along by the 
river's side; and when she saw the 
ark among the Hags, she sent her maid 
to fetch it. 

0 And when she had opened it, she 
saw the child: and, behold, the babe 
wept. And she had compassion on 
him, and said, This is one of the He- 
brews’ children. 

7 \ lien said his sister to Pharaoh's 
daughter, Shall I go and call to thee a 
nurse of the Hebrew women, that she 
may nurse the child for thee? 

8 And Pharaoh's daughter said to her, 
Go. And the maid went and called the 
child’s mother. 

9 And Pharaoh’s daughter said unto 
her, Take this child away, and nurse 
it for me, and 1 will give thee thy 
wages. And the woman took the child, 
and nursed it. 

10 And the child grew, and she brought 
him unto Pharaoh’s daughter, and he 
became her son. And she called his 
name Moses: and she said, Because I 
drew him out of the water. 

11 t And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that he 
went out unto his brethren, and look- 
ed on their burdens : and he spied an 
Egyptian smiting an Hebrew , one of 
Ids brethren. 

12 And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was 
no man, lie slew the Egyptian, and hid 
him in the sand. 
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13 An<l when he went out the second 
day, behold, two men of the Hebrews 
strove together: and he said to him 
that did the wrong, Wherefore smitesf 
thou thy fellow? 

14 And he said, Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us? intendest 
thou to kill me, as thou killedst the 
Egyptian V And Moses feared, and said, 
Surely this thing is known. 

15 Now when Pharaoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses Hed from the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwelt in the land of Midian: and 
he sat down by a well. 

Hi Now the priest of Midian had se- 
ven daughters: and they came and 
drew water, and tilled the troughs to 
water their father’s flock. 

1 7 And the shepherds came and drove 
•them away: hut Moses stood up and 
helped them, and watered their flock. 

18 And when they came to lteuel 
their father, he said, How is it that ye 
are come so soon to day ? 

H) And they said, An Egyptian deli- 
vered us out of the hand of the shep- 
herds, and also drew water enough for 
us, and watered the flock. 

20 And he said unto his daughters, 
And where is he? why is it that ye 
have left the man? call him, that he 
may eat bread. 

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses 
Zipporah his daughter. 

22 And she bare him a son , and he 
called his name Gershom: l'or he said, 

1 have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

23 *![ And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the, king of Egypt died: 
and the children of Israel sighed by 
reason of the bondage, and they cried, 
and their cry came up unto God by 
reason of the bondage. 

24 And God heard their groaning, and 
God remembered his covenant with 
Abraham, with Isaac, and with Jacob. 

25 And God looked upon the children 
of Israel, and God had respect unto them. 


CHAPTER III. 

N OW Moses kept the flock of Jethro 
his father in law, the priest of Mi- 
dian: and he led the flock to the back- 
side of the desert, and came to the 
mountain of God, even to Horeb. 

2 And the angel of the Lorl» appeared 
unto him in a flame of lire out of the 
midst of a hush: and he looked, and, 
behold, the bush burned with fire, and 
the hush urns not consumed. 

3 And Moses said, I will now turn 
aside, and see this great sight, why 
the bush is not burnt. 
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4 And when the Lord saw that he 
turned aside to see , God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, and 
said, Moses, Moses. And he said, Here 
am I. 

5 And he said, Draw not nigh hither : 
put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for 
the place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground 

fi Moreover he said, I am the God of 
thy father, the God of Abraham, the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 
And Moses hid his face; for he was 
afraid to look upon God 

7 If And the Lord said, I have surely 
seen the affliction of my people which 
are in Egypt, and have heard their cry 
by reason of their taskmasters; for l 
know their sorrows; 

8 And 1 am come down to deliver 
them out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and to bring them up out of that land 
unto a good land and a large, , unto a 
land flowing with milk and honey; unto 
the place of the Canaanitcs, and the 
Hittites, and the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the llivites, and the 
Jebusites. 

A Now therefore, behold, the cry of 
the children of Israel is come unto inc: 
and 1 have also seen the oppression 
wherewith the Egyptians oppress them. 

10 Come now therefore, and I will 
send thee unto Pharaoh, that tlmu 
mayest bring forth my people the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt. 

11 If And Moses said unto God, Who 
am I, that I should go unto Pharaoh, 
and that 1 should bring forth the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt? 

12 And he said, Certainly I will he 
with thee; and this shall be a token 
uuto thee, that 1 have sent thee: When 
thou hast brought forth the people out 
of Egypt, ye. shall serve God upon this 
mountai n. 

13 And Moses said unto God, Behold, 
irhen 1 come unto the children of Israel, 
and shall say unto them, The God of 
your fathers hath sent, mo unto you; 
and they shall say to me, What is his 
name? what shall I say unto them? 

14 And God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM: and he said, Thus shalt 
thou say unto the children of Israel, 
I AM hath sent me unto you. 

15 And God said moreover unto Mo- 
ses, Thus shalt thou say unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, The Loan God of your 
fathers, the God of Abraham, the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob, hath 
sent me unto you : this is my name 
for ever, and this is my memorial unto 
all generations. 

Id Go, and gather the elders of Israel 
together, and say unto them, The Loan 
God of your fathers, the God of Abra- 
ham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, appeared 
unto me, saying, I have surely visited 
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you, and seen that which is done to 
you in Egypt: 

17 And I have said, I will bring you 
up out of the affliction of Egypt unto 
the land of Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, and the Perizssites, 
and the Ilivites, and the Jebusites, unto 
a land flowing with milk and honey. 

18 And they shall hearken to thy 
voice: and thou shalt come, thou and 
the elders of Israel, unto the king of 
Egypt, and ye shall say unto him, The 
Lord God of the Hebrews hath met 
with us: and now let us go t we beseech 
thee, three days’ journey into the wil- 
derness, that we may sacrifice to the 
Lord our God. 

19 If And 1 am sure that the king of 
Egypt will not let you go, no, not by 
a mighty hand. 

‘20 And 1 will stretch out my hand* 
and smite Egypt with all my wonders 
which I will do in the midst thereof: 
and after that he will let you go. 

21 And I will give this people favour 
in the sight of the Egyptians: and it 
shall come to pass, that, when ye go, 
ye shall not go empty: 

22 llut every woman shall borrow of 
her neighbour, and of her that so- 
journctli in her house, jewels of silver, 
and jewels of gold,- and raiment: and 
ye sliall put them upon your sons, and 
upon your daughters ; and ye shall spoil 
the Egyptians. 

CHAPTER IV. 

A ND Moses answered and said, But, 
behold, they will not believe me, 
nor hearken unto my voice: for they 
will say, The Lord hath not appeared 
unto thee. 

2 And the Loud said unto him, What 
is that in thine hand? And he said, A 
rod. 

A And he said, Cast in on the ground. 
And he cast it on the ground, and it 
became a serpent; and Moses tied from 
before it. 

4 And the Lord said unto Moses, Put 
forth thine hand, and take it by the tail. 
And lie put forth his hand, and caught 
it, and it became a rod in his hand: 
f> That they may believe that the Lord 
God of 'their fathers, the God of Abra- 
ham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob, hath appeared unto thee. 

0 If And the Loud said furthermore 
unto him, Put now thine hand into thy 
bosom. And he put his hand into his 
bosom : and when he took it out, behold, 
his hand was leprous as snow. 

7 And he said, Put thine hand into 
thy bosom again. And lie put his hand 
into his bosom again; and plucked it 
out of his bosom, and, behold, it was 
turned again as his other flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe thee, neither hearken 
to the voice of the first sign, that they 
will believe the voice of the latter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
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will not believe also these two signs, 
neither hearken unto thy voice, that 
thou shalt take of the water of the river, 
and pour it upon the dry land: and the 
water which thou takestout of the river 
shall become blood upon the dry land. 

10 *1 And Moses said unto the Loan, 
O my Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant: but I am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, Who 
hath made man’s mouth? or who maketli 
the dumb, or deaf, or the seeing, or the 
blind? have not 1 the Lord? 

12 Now therefore go, and l will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what thou 
shalt say. 

IB And he said, O my Lord, send, I 
pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt semi. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Moses, and he said. Is 
not Aaron the Levite thy brother? I 
know that he can speak well. And also, 
behold, he cometh forth to meet thee: 
and when he seeth thee, he will he glad 
in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
and put words in his mouth: and I will 
be with thy mouth, and with his mouth, 
and will teach you what ye shall do. 

1G And he shall he thy spokesman 
unto the people: and he shall be, even 
he shall be to thee instead of a mouth, 
and thou shalt be to him instead of 
Gqd. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in 
thine hand, wherewith thou shalt do 
signs. 

18 11 And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father in law, and said 
unto him, Let me go, I pray thee, and 
return unto my brethren which are. in 
Egypt, and see whether they be yet 
alive. And Jethro said to Moses, Go in 
peace. 

19 And the Lord said unto Moses in 
Midiau, Go, return into Egypt: for all 
the men are dead which sought thy life. 

20 And Moses took his wife and his 
sons, and set them upon an ass ; and he 
returned to the land of Egypt: and 
Moses took the rod of God in his hand. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into Egypt, 
see that thou do all those wonders 
before lTiaraoh, which I have put in 
thine hand: but l will harden his heart, 
that he shall not let the people go. 

22 And thou shalt sav unto Pharaoh, 
Thus saith the Lord, Israel is my son, 
even my firstborn: 

2B And I say unto thee, Let my son 
go, that he may serve me: and if thou 
refuse to let him go, behold, l will slay 
thy son, even thy firstborn. 

24 ^ And it came to pass by the way 
in the inn, that the Lord met him, and 
sought to kill him., 
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25 Then Zipporah took a sharp stone, 
and cut off tne foreskin of her son, and 
cast it at his feet, and said, Surely a 
bloody husband art thou to me. 

2G So he let hiirnjo: then she said, A 
bloody husband thou art , because of 
the circumcision. 

27 f And the Lord said to Aaron, Go 
into the wilderness to meet Moses. And 
he went, and met him in the mount of 
God, and kissed him. 

28 And Moses told Aaron all the words 
of the Lord who had sent him, and all 
the signs which he had commanded 
him. 

2i) 1 And Moses and Aaron went and 
gathered together all the elders of the 
children of Israel: 

30 And Aaron snake all the words 
which the Loan had spoken unto Moses, 
and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. 

31 And the people believed: and when 
they heard that the Lord had visited 
the children of Israel, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 


CHAPTER V. 


A Nl) afterward Moses and Aaron 
went in, and told Pharaoh, Thus 
saith the Loan God of Israel, Let my 
people go, that they may hold a feast 
unto me in the wilderness. 

2 And Pharaoh said, Who is the Lord, 
that I should obey his voice to let Is- 
rael go? I know not the Lord, neither 
will I let Israel go. 

3 And they said, The God of the He- 
brews hath met with us: let us go, we 
pray thee, three days’ journey into the 
desert, and sacriliee unto the Lord our 
God; lest he fall upon us with pestilence, 
or with the sword. 

4 And the king of Egypt said unto 
them, Wherefore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, let the people from their works? 
get you unto your burdens. 

5 And Pharaoh said, Behold, the people 
of the land now are many, and ye make 
them rest from their burdens. 

G And Pharaoh commanded the same 
day the taskmasters of the people, and 
their officers, saying, 

7 Ye shall no more give the people 
straw to make brick, as heretofore: let 
them go and gather straw for themselves. 

8 And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall lay 
upon them; ye shall not diminish ought 
thereof: for they be idle; therefore they 
cry, saying, Let us go and sacrifice to 
our God. 

9 Let there more work be laid upon 
the men, that they may labour therein; 
and let them not regard vain words. 

10 f And the taskmasters of the people 
went out, and their officers, and they 
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spake to the people, saying, Thus saith 
Pharaoh, I will not give you straw. 

11 Go ye, get you straw where ye can 
find it: yet not ought of your work shall 
be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered abroad 
throughout all the land of Egypt to 
gather stubble instead of straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

14 And the officers of the children of 
Israel, which Pharaoh’s taskmasters had 
set over them, were beaten, and demand- 
ed, Wherefore have ye not fulfilled 
your task in making brick both yester- 
day and to day, as heretofore? 

15 t Then the officers of the children 
of Israel came and cried unto Pharaoh, 
saying, Wherefore dealest thou thus 
with thy servants? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick: and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten; but the fault is in thine own 
people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle : 
therefore ye say. Let us go and do sacri- 
fice to the Loan. 

18 Go therefore now, ami work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

19 And the officers of the children of 
Israel did see t/utt they were in evil 
case, after it was said, Ye shall not 
minisli ought from your bricks of your 
daily task. 

20 T And they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Pharaoh: 

21 And they said unto them, The Loan 
look upon you, and .judge; because ye 
have made our savour to be abhorred 
in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes 
of his servants, to put a sword in their 
hand to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the Loan, 
and said, Lord, wherefore hast thou so 
evil entreated this people? why is it 
that thou hast sent me? 

23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name , he hath done evil 
to this people; neither hast thou de- 
livered thy people at all 


CHAPTER VI. 

fpHEN the Lord said unto Moses, Now 

1 shalt thou see what I will do to 
Pharaoh: for with a strong hand shall 
he let them go, and with a strong hand 
shall he drive them out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and 
said unto him, I am the Loro: 

8 And 1 appeared unto Abraham, unto 
Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name of 
God Almighty, but by my name JE- 
HOVAH was I not known to them. 

4 And I have also established my 
covenant with them, to give them the 
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laud of Canaan , the land of their pil- 
grimage, wherein they were atrangera. 

5 And I have also heard the groaning 
of the children of Israel, whom the 
Egyptians keep in bondage; and I have 
remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children of 
Israel, I am the Loro, and I will bring 
you out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians, and I will rid you out of 
their bondage, and I will redeem you 
with a stretched out arm, and with 
great judgments: 

7 And 1 will take you to me for a 
people, and I will be to you a God: 
and ye shall know that I am the Lokd 
your God, which bringeth you out trom 
under the burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the which 1 did sweur 
to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob; and I will give it you for an 
heritage: 1 am the Loan. 

1) 1 And Moses sptvke so unto the 
children of Israel : but they hearkened 
not unto Moses for anguish of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage. 

10 And tin* Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

1 1 Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, that lie let the children of Is- 
rael go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before the Lord. 
saying, Behold, the children of Israel 
have not hearkened unto me; how then 
shall Bharaoh hear me, avIio am of 
uncircuineised lips V 

L* And the Loud spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, and gave them a 
charge unto the children of Israel, and 
unto Bharaoh king of Egypt, to bring 
the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt. 

LI 1 These be the heads of their fa- 
thers’ houses: The sous of lieuben the 
lirstborn of Israel; llanoeh, and Ballu, 
Ilezron, and Carmi: these be the lami- 
lies of lieuben. 

la And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and 
Zohar, and Shu ul the sou of a Oanaan- 
itish woman: these are the families of 
Simeon. 

10 f And these are the names of the 
sons of Levi according to their gene- 
rations; Gershon, and Kohath : and 
Merari: and the years of the life of 
Levi were an hundred thirty and seven 
years. 

17 The sons of Gershon; Libia, and 
Siiiini, according to their families. 

18 And the sons of Kohath; Amram, 
and Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel: and 
the years of the life of Kohath were an 
hundred thirty and three years. 

19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali 
and Mushi: these are the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 

20 And Amram took him Jochebed 
his father’s sister to wife; and she bare 
him Aaron ami Moses: and the years 
of the life of Arnram were an hundred 
and thirty and seven years. 

*21 1 And the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
and Nepheg, and Zithri. 
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22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mishael, 
and Elzaphan, and Zithri. 

2B And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of Amminadab, sister of Naa- 
shou, to wife: and she bare him Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, and 
Elkanah, and Abiasaph; these are the 
families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron’s son took him 
one of the daughters of Putiel to wife; 
and she bare him Phinehas: these are 
the heads of the fathers of the Levites 
according to their families. 

26 These are that Aaron and Moses, 
to whom the Loan said, Bring out the 
children of Israel from the land of 
Egypt according to their armies. 

27 These are they which spake to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out 
the children of Israel from Egypt: 
these are that Moses and Aaron. 

28 5 And it came to pass on the day 
wJien the Loan spake unto Moses in 
the land of Egypt, 

29 That the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, I am the Loan: speak thou 
unto Pharaoh king of Egypt all that I 
say unto thee. 

30 And Moses said before the Lord. 
Behold, I am of uncircumcised lips, and 
how shall Pharaoh hearken unto me? 


CHAPTER VII. 

A N D the Loan said unto Moses, See, 
I have made thee a god to Pha- 
raoh: and Aaron thy brother shall be 
thy prophet 

2 Thou shalt speak all that I com- 
mand thee : and Aaron thy brother shall 
speak unto Pharaoh, that he send the 
children of Israel out of his land. r 

3 And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
and multiply my signs and my wonders 
in the land of Egypt 

4 But Pharaoh shall not hearken unto 
you, that I may lay my hand upon 
Egypt, and bring forth mine armies, 
and my people the children of Israel, 
out of the land of Egypt by great judg- 
ments. 

5 And the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Lord , when I stretch forth 
mine hand upon Egypt, and bring out 
the children of Israel from among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did as the 
Lord commanded them, so did they. 

7 And Moses was fourscore years old, 
and Aaron fourscore and three years 
old, when they spake unto Pharaoh. 

8 *1 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

9 When Pharaoh shall speak unto 
you, saying, Shew a miracle for you: 
then thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take 
thy rod, and cast it before Pharaoh, 
and it shall become a serpent 
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10 ^ And Moses and Aaron went in 
onto Pharaoh, and they did »o as the 
Lord had commanded : and Aaron cast 
down his rod before Pharaoh, and be- 
fore his servants, and it became a 
serpent 

11 Then Pharaoh also called the wise 
men and the sorcerers: now the magi- 
cians of Egypt, they also did in like 
manner with their enchantments. 

12 For»they cast down every man his 
rod, and they became serpents: but 
Aaron’s rod swallowed up tneir rods. 

13 And he hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
that lie hearkened not unto them; as 
the Lord had said 

14 *ff And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh’s heart is hardened, he refu- 
seth to let the people go. 

15 Get thee unto Pharaoh in the 
morning; lo, he goeth out unto the 
water; and thou shalt stand by the 
river’s brink against he come; and the 
rod which wa9 turned to a serpent 
shalt thou take in thine hand. 

16 And thou shalt say unto him, The 
Lord God of the Hehrews hath sent 
me unto thee, saying, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me in the wil- 
derness: and, behold, hitherto thou 
wouldest not hear. 

17 Thus saith the Lord, In this thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord: behold, 
I will smite with the rod that is in mine 
hand upon the waters which are in the 
river, utfd they shall be turned to blood. 

18 And the fish that is in the river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; and 
the Egyptians shall lothe to drink of 
the water of the river. 

19 t And tlie Lord spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Take tliy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand upon the waters 
of Egypt, upon their streams, upon 
their rivers, and upon their ponds, and 
upon all their pools of water, that they 
may become blood; and that there may 
be blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in vessels of wood, and in 
vessels of stone. 

20 And Moses and Aaron did So, as 
the Lord commanded; and he lifted up 
the rod, and smote the waters that 
were in the river, in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, and in the sight of his servants; 
and all the waters that were in the 
river were turned to blood. 

21 And the fiBh that was in the river 
died; and the river stank, and the 
Egyptians could not drink of the water 
ol tne river; and there was blood 
throughout all the land of Egypt 

22 And the magicians Pf Egypt did so 
with their enchantments: and Pha- 
raoh’s heart was hardened, neither did 
he hearken unto them; as the Lord 
had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went into 
his house, neither did he set his heart 
to this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged round 
about the river for water to drink; for 
they could not drink of the water of 
the river. 
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26 And seven days were fulfilled, after 
that the Lord had smitten the river. 


CHAPTER VIIL 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Go unto Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them go, 
behold, I will smite all thy borders with 
frogs : 

3 And the river shall bring forth frogs 
abundantly, which shall go up and come 
into thine house, and into thy bed- 
chamber, and upon thy bed, and into 
the house of thy servants, and upon 
thy people, and into thine ovens, and 
into thy kueadingtroughs : 

4 And the frogs shall come up both 
on thee, and upon thy people, and upon 
all thy servants. ' 

5 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth thine 
hand with thy rod over the streams, 
over the rivers, and over the ponds, 
and cause frogs to come up upon the 
land of Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egypt; and the frogs 
came up, and covered the land of Egypt. 
7 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments, and brought up frogs 
upon the land of Egypt. 

8 1 Then Pharoh called for Moses and 
Aaron, and said, Intreat the Loud, that 
he may take away the frogs from me, 
and from my peonle; and 1 will let the 
people go. that they may do sacrifice 
unto the Lord. 

9 And Moses said unto Pharaoh, Glory 
over me: when shall I in treat for thee, 
and for thy servants, and for thy people, 
to destroy the frogs from thee and thy 
houses, that they may remain in the 
river only? 

10 And he said, To morrow. And he 
said, Be it according to thy word: that 
thou mayest know that there in none 
like unto the Lord our God. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and from thy houses, and from 
thy servants, and from thy people; they 
shall remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh: and Moses cried unto the 
Lord because of the frogs which he had 
brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to the 
word of Moses; and the frogs died out 
of the houses, out of the villages, and 
out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them together 
U]H)n heaps: and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that there 
was respite, he hardened his heart, and 
hearkened not unto them; as the Lord 
had said. 

16 ^ And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, 
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EXODUS, VIXL 


and smite the dust of the land, that it 
may become lice throughout all the land 
of Egypt. 

17 And they did so; for Aaron stretched 
out his hand with his rod, and smote 
the dust of the earth, and it became 
lice in man, and in beast; all the dust 
of the land became lice throughout all 
the land of Egypt 

18 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, but 
they could not: so there were lice upon 
man, and upon beast 

19 Then the magicians said unto Pha- 
raoh, This is the finger of God: and 
Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, and he 
hearkened not unto them ; as the Loan 
had said. 

k 20 t And the Loan said unto Moses, 
liise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh ; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water; and say unto him, Thus 
saith the Loan, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

*21 Else, if thou wilt not let my people 
go, behold, I will send swarms of Jties 
upon thee, and upon thy servants, and 
upon thy people, and into thy houses: 

- and the houses of the Egyptians shall 
be full of swarms of jties , and also the 
ground whereon they are . 

22 And T will sever in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of jties shall be 
there; to the end thou mayest know 
that I am the Loan in the midst of the 
earth. 

2D And I will put a division between 
my people and thy people: to morrow 
shall this sign be. 

24 And the Loan did so; and there 
came a grievous swarm of Jties into 
the house of Pharaoh, and into his ser- 
vants’ houses, and into all the land of 
Egypt: the land was corrupted by reason 
of the swarm of Jties. 

25 If And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said, Go ye, sacri- 
fice to your God in the land. 

20 And Moses said, It is not meet so 
to do; for we shall sacrifice the abomi- 
nation of the Egyptians to the Loro 
our God: lo, shall we sacrifice the abomi- 
nation of the Egyptians before their 
eyes, and will they not stone us? 

27 We will go three days’ journey 
into the wilderness, and sacrifice to the 
Lord our God, as he shall command us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you 
go, that ye may sacrifice to the Lord 
your God in the wilderness; only ye 
shall not go very far away: introat 
for me. 

29 And Moses said, Iiehold, I go out 
from thee, and I will intreat the Lord 
that the swarms of jties may depart 
from Pharaoh, from his servants, and 
from his people, to morrow: but let not 
Pharaoh deal deceitfully any more in 
not letting the people go to sacrifice to 
the Lord. 
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80 And Moses went ont from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the Lord. 

81 And the Lord did according to the 
word of Moses; and he removed the 
swarms of flies from Pharaoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there 
remained not one. 

82 And Pharaoh hardened his heart 
at this time also, neither would he let 
the people go. 


CHAPTER IX. 

rpHEN the Lord said unto Moses, 

1 Go in unto Pharaoh, and tell him, 
Thus saith the Lord God of the He- 
brews, Let my people go, that they may 
serve me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go, 
and wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon thy cattle which is in the held, 
upon the horses, upon the asses, upon 
the camels, upon the oxen, and upon 
the sheep: there shall be a very grievous 
murrain. 

4 And the Lord shall sever between 
the cattle of Israel and the cattle of 
Egypt: and there shall nothing die of 
all that is the children’s of Israel. 

5 And the Lord appointed a set time, 
saying. To morrow the Lord shall do 
this thing in the land. 

H And the Lord did that thing on the 
morrow, and all the cattle of Egypt 
died: but of the cattle of the children 
of Israel died not one. 

7 And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, there 
was not one of the cattle of the Is- 
raelites dead. And the heart of Pharaoh 
was hardened, and he did not let the 
people go. 

8 H And the Lord said unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, Take to you handfuls of 
ashes of the furnace, and let Moses 
sprinkle it toward the heaven in the 
sight of Pharaoh. 

1) And it shall become small dust in 
all the land of Egypt, and shall be a 
boil breaking forth with bluins upon 
man, and upon beast, throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And they took ashes of the fur- 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh; and 
Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven ; 
and it became a boil breaking forth 
with blains upon man, und upon beast. 

11 And the magicians could not stand 
before Moses because of the boils; for 
the boil was upon the magicians , and 
upon all the Egyptians. 

12 An<f the Lord hardened the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hearkened not unto 
them; as the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses. 

13 U And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh , and say unto him, 
Thus saith the Lord God of the He- 
brews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

14 For I will at this time send all my 
plagues upon thine heart, and upon 
thy servants, and upon thy people; 
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that thou mayest know that there is 
none like me m all the earth* 

15 For now I will stretch out my hand, 
that I may smite thee and thy people ' 
with pestilence; and thou shalt 6e cut 
off from the earth.* 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew in 
thee my nower; and that my name 
may be declared throughout all the 
earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself against 
my people, that thou wilt not let them goV 

18 Behold, to morrow about this time 
1 will cause it to rain a very grievous 
hail, such as hath not been in Egypt 
since th^, foundation thereof even until 
iiowl^P 

19 l^md therefore now, and gather thy 
cattle , and all that thou hast in the 
field; for upon every man and beast 
which shall be found in the field, and 
shall not be brought home, the hail 
shall come down upon them, and they 
shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
Loan among the servants of Pharaoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee 
into the houses: 

21 And he that regarded not the word 
of the Lord left his servants and his 
cattle in the field. 

22 1 And the Loro said unto Moses, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward hea- 
ven, that there may be hail in all the 
land of Egypt, upon man, and upon 
beast, and upon every herb of the field, 
throughout the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses stretched forth his rod 
toward heaven: and the Loro sent 
thunder and hail, and the fire ran along 
upon the ground; and the Loro rained 
hail upon the land of Egypt 

24 So there was hail, and tire mingled 
with the hail, very grievous, such as 
there was none like it in all the land 
of Egypt since it became a nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of Egypt all that was in the 
field, both man and beast; and the hail 
smote every herb of the field, and brake 
every tree of the field. 

26 Only in the land of Goshen, where 
the children of Israel were , was there 
no hail. 

27 If And Pharaoh sent, and called 
for Moses and Aaron, and Haid unto 
them, I have sinned this time: the 
Lord is righteous, and I and my people 
are wicked. 

28 Intreat the Lord (forz'£ is enough) 
that there be no vwre mighty thunder- 
ings and hail; and I wifi let you go, 
and ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And Moses said unto him, As soon 
as 1 am gone out of the city, I wifi 
spread abroad ray hands unto the Lord; 
and the thunder shall cease, neither 
shall there be any more hail ; that thou 
mayest know how that the earth is the 
Lord s. 
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80 But as for thee and thy servants, 
I know that ye will not yet fear the 
Lord God. 

31 And the flax and the barlev was 
smitten: for the barley wax in the ear, 
and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the wheat and the lie were 
not smitten: for they were not -grown up. 

33 And Moses went out of the eity 
from Pharaoh , and spread abroad his 
hands unto the Loan: and the thun- 
ders and hail ceased, and the rain was 
not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that the 
rain and the hail and the thunders 
were ceased, he sinned yet more, and 
hardened his heart, he and his servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Israel go; as the Lord had 
spoken by Moses. 


CHAPTER X. 

A N D the Loan said unto Moses, Go 
in unto Pharaoh: for J have har- 
dened his heart, and the heart of his 
servants, that I might shew these my 
signs before him: 

2 And that thou mnyest tell in the 
cars of thy son, and of thy son's son, 
what things 1 have wrought in Egypt, 
and my signs which I have done 
among them; that ye may know how 
that I am the Loan. 

3 And Moses and Aaron came in unto 
Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Loan God of the Hebrews, How 
long wilt thou refuse to humble thy- 
self before me? let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my people 

f ;o, behold, to morrow will 1 bring the 
oeusts into thy coast: 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
the earth, that one cannot lie able to 
see the earth : and they slmll eat the 
residue of that which is escaped, which 
remaineth unto you from the hail, and 
shall eat every tree which groweth for 
you out of the held: 

0 And they shall fill tl»y houses, and 
the houses of all thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians; which 
neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers’ 
fathers have seen, since the day that 
they were upon the earth unto this day. 
And he turned himself, mid went out 
from Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh’s servants said unto 
him, How long shall this man be a snare 
unto us? let the men go, that they may 
serve the Lord their God: knowest thou 
not yet that Egypt is destroyed? 

8 And Moses and Aaron were brought 
again unto Pharaoh: and he said unto 
them, Go, serve the Lord your God: 
but who are they that shaU go? 

3 And Moses said, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters, with our 
flocks and with our herds will we go; 
lor we must hold a feast unto the Lord. 
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10 Aud he said unto them. Let the 
Lord be so >vith you, as I will let you 
go, and your little ones: look to it; for 
evil is before you. 

11 Not so: go now ye that are men, 
and serve the Lord; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out from 
l’haraoh’s presence. 

12 T And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the land 
of Egypt for the locusts, that they may 
come up upon the land of Egypt, and 
eat every herb of the land, even all that 
the hail hath left. 

13 And Moses stretched forth his rod 
over the land of Egypt, and the Lord 
brought an east wind upon the land all 
that day, and all that night; and when 
it was making, the east wind brought 
the loo4^P^ 

14 And the locusts went up over all 
the land of Egypt, and rested in all the 
coasts of Egypt: very grievous were 
then; before them there were no such 
locusts as they, neither after them shall 
be such. 

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, so that the land was dar- 
kened; and they did eat every herb 
of the land, and all the fruit of the 
trees which the hail had left: and there 
remained not any green thing in the 
trees, or in the herbs^ of the field, 
through all the land of Egypt 

10 1 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aaron in haste; and he said, I 
have sinned against the Lord your 
God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, 
my sin only this once, and intreat the 
Loud your God, that he inay take away 
from me this death only. 

IX And he went out from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the Lord. 

11) And the Lord turned a mighty 
strong weijt wind, which took away the 
locusts, and cast them into the Red 
sea; there remained not one locust in 
all the coasts of Egypt. 

20 Rut the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, so that he would not let the 
children of Israel go. 

21 And the Lord said uuto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be darkness over the 
land of Egypt , even darkness which 
may he felt 

22 And Moses stretched forth his hand 
toward heaven; and there was a thick 
darkness in all the land of Egypt three 
days: 

23 They saw not one another, neither 
rose any from his place for three days: 
but all the children of Israel had light 
in their dwellings. 

24 11 And Pharaoh called unto Moses, 
and said, Go ye, serve the Lord; only 
let your flocks and your herds, be stay- 
ed: let your little ones also go with 
you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou must give 
us also sacrifices and burnt offerings, 
that we may sacrifice unto the Lord 
our God. 
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26 Our cattle also shall go with us; 
there shall not an hoof be left behind; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lord our God; and we know not with 
what we must serve the Lord, until 
we come thither. 

27 f But the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heaft, and he would not let them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him. Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, see 
my face no more; for in that day thou 
seest my face thou shalt die. 

29 And Moses said. Thou hast spoken 
well, I will see thy face again no more. 


CHAPTER XI. 
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27 
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A N D the Lord said unto Moses, Yet 
will I bring one plague more upon 
Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; afterwards 
he will let you go hence: when he 
shall let you go, he shall surely thrust 
you out nence altogether. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the people, 
and let every man borrow of his neigh- 
bour, and every vvoman of her neigh- 
bour, jewels of silver, and jewels of 
gold. 

3 And the Lord gave the people fa- 
vour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Moreover the man Moses was very 
great in the land of Egypt, in the sight 
of Pharaoh’s servants, and in the sight 
of the people. 

1 And Moses said, Thus saith the Lord, 
About midnight will I go out into the 
midst of Egypt: 

5 And all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt shall die : from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh that sitteth upon his throne, 
even unto the firstborn of the maidser- 
vant that is behind the mill; and all 
the firstborn of beasts. 

G And there shall be a great cry 
throughout all the land of Egypt, such 
as there was none like it, nor shall be 
like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children of 
Israel shall not a dog move his tongue, 
against man or beast: that ye may know 
how that the Lord doth put a difference 
between the Egyptians and Israel. 

8 And all these thy servants shall 
come down unto me, and bow down 
themselves unto me. saying. Get thee 
out, and all the people that follow thee: 
and after that I wdl go out And he 
went out from Pharaoh in a great anger. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you; 
that my wonders may be multiplied 
in the land of Egypt 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all these 
wonders before Pharaoh: and the Lord 
hardened Pharaoh’s heart, so that he 
would not let the children of Israel go 
out of his land. 
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CHAPTER XU. 

A N D the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 This month shall be unto you the 
beginning of months: it shall be the 
first month of the year to you. 

3 If Sp^ak ye unto all the congregation 
of Israel, saying, In the tenth day of 
this month they shall take to them every 
man a lamb, according to the house of 
their fathers, a lamb for an house: 

4 And if the household be too little 
for the lamb, let him and his neighbour 
next unto his house take it according 
to the number of the souls: every man 
according frAis eating shall make your 
count fot^flPTlamb. 

5 Your lamb shall be without blemish, 
a male of the first year: ye shall take 
it out from the sheep, or from the goats: 
6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the same month: and 
the whole assembly of the congregation 
of Israel shall kill it in the evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it 
8 And they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with lire, and unleavened 
bread; and with bitter herbs they shall 
eat it 

0 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all 
with water, but roast with fire; his head 
with his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it remain 
until the morning; and that which re- 
maineth of it until the morning ye shall 
burn with fire. 

11 If And thus shall ye eat it; with 
your loins girded, your shoes on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand; and 
ye shall eat it in haste: it is the Lord’s 
passover. 

12 For I will pass through the land of 
Egypt this night, and will smite all the 
firstborn in tbe land of Egypt, both man 
and beast; and against all the gods of 
Egypt 1 will execute judgment: I am 
tbe Loan. 

Ill And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the bouses where ye are: 
and when 1 see the blood, I will pass 
over you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you, when I smite 
tbe land of Egypt. 

14 And tliis day shall be unto you for 
a memorial; and ye shall keep it a feast 
to the Lord throughout your generations; 
ye shall keep it a feast by an ordinance 
for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for 
whosoever eateth leavened bread from 
the first day until the seventh day, that 
soul shall lie cut off from Israel. 
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16 And in the first day there shall be 
an holy convocation, ana in the seventh 
day there shall be an holy convocation 
to you; no manner of work shall be done 
in them, save that which every man 
must eat, that only may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of 
unleavened bread; for in this selfsame 
day have 1 brought your armies out 
of the land of Egypt; therefore shall 
ye observe this day in your genera- 
tions by an ordinance for ever. 

18 t In the first month , on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even , ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at even. 

ID Seven days shall there be no lea- 
ven found in your houses: for whoso- 
ever eateth that, which is leavened, 
even that soul shall be cut off from 
the congregation of Israel, whether he 
be a stranger, or born in the land 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in 
all your habitations shall ye eat un- 
leavened bread. 

21 11 Then Moses called for all the 
elders of Israel, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb accord- 
ing to your families, and kill the pass-* 
over. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that is 
in the bason, and strike the lintel and 
the two side posts with the blood that 
is in the bason: and none of you shall 
go out at the door of his house until 
the morning. 

28 For the Loan will pass through to 
smite the Egyptians; and when lie 
sceth the blood upon the lintel , and 
on the two side posts, the Lord will 
pass over the door, and will not suffer 
the destroyer to come in unto your 
houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

2f> And it shall come to pass , when 
ye be come to the land which the Lord 
will j?ive you. according as he hath 
promised, that ye shall keep this ser- 
vice. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you, What 
mean ye by this service V 

27 That ye shall say, It is the sacri- 
fice of the Lord’s passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of 
Israel in Egypt, when he smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And the people bowed the head and 
worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel went 
away, and did as the Lord had com- 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 

29 ^ And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the Lord smote all the first- 
born in the land of Egypt, from the 
firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on his 
throne unto the firstborn of the captive 
that was in the dungeon; and all the 
firstborn of cattle. 
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BO And Pharaoh rose up in the night, 
he, and all his servants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there was a great cry 
in Egypt; for there was not a house 
where there was not one dead. 

HI 7 And he called for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said. Rise up, and 
get you forth from among my people, 
both ye and the children of Israel; ana 
go, serve the Lord, as ye have said. 

3*2 Also take youT flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; 
and bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste; for they 
said, We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was livened, their kneading 
troughs bein^Bund up in their clothes 
upon their wPulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; and 
they borrowed of the Egyptians jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold , and rai- 
ment: 

3G And the Loud gave the people fa- 
vour in the sight of the Egyptians / so 
that they lent unto them such things 
as thej[ require*!. And they spoiled the 
Egy ptians. 

37 t And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed from Raineses to Succoth, about 
six hundred thousand on foot tJmt were 
men, beside children. 

38 And a mixed multitude went up 
also with them; and flocks, and herds, 
even very much cattle. 

33 Ami they baked unleavened cakes 
of the dough which they brought forth 
out of Egypt, for it was not leavened; 
because they were thrust out of Egvpt, 
and could not tarry, neither had they 
prepared for themselves any victual 

40 1 Now the sojourning of the chil- 
dren of Israel, who dwelt in Egypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end of 
the four hundred and thirty years, even 
the selfsame day it came to pass, that 
all the hosts of the Lord went out 
from the land of Egypt. 

42 It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lord for bringing them out 
from the land ol Egypt: this is that 
night of the Lord to be observed of 
all the children of Israel in their ge- 
nerations. 

43 If And the Lord said unto Moses 
ami Aaron, This is the ordinance of 
the passover: There shall no stranger 
eat thereof: 

44 Hut every man's servant that is 
bought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof. 

45 A foreigner and an hired servant 
shall not eat thereof. 

40 In one house shall it be eaten ; thou 
shalt not carry forth ought of the flesh 
abroad out of the house; neither shall 
ye break a bone thereof. 

47 All the congregation of Israel shall 
keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall sojourn 
with thee, and will keep the passover 
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to the Lord, let all his males be circum- 
cised, and then let him come near and 
keep it; and he shall be as one that 
is born in the land: for no uncircum- 
cised person shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him that is 
homeborn, and unto the stranger that 
scjourneth among you. 

60 Thus did all the children of Israel; 
as the Lord commanded Moses and 
Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the selfsame 
day. that the Lord did Bring the children 
of Israel out of the land of Egypt by 
their armies. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Sanctify unto me all the firstborn, 
whatsoever openeth the womb among 
the children of Israel, both of man and 
of beast: it is mine. 

8 T And Moses said unto the people, 
Remember this day, in which ye came 
out from Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage; for By strength of hand the 
Lord brought you out from this place : 
there shall no leavened bread be eaten. 
4 This day came ye out in the month 
Abib. 

5 f And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites', and the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing with 
milk and honey, that thou shalt keep 
this service in this month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread, and in the seventh day shall be 
a feast to the Lord. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
seven days; and there shall no leavened 
bread be seen with thee 2 neither shall 
there be leaven seen with thee in all 
thy quarters. 

8 K And thou shalt shew thy son in 
that day, saying, This is (hue because 
of that which the Loan did uuto me 
when I came forth out of Egypt 
9 And it shall be for a sign uuto thee 
upon thine hand, and for a memorial 
between thine eyes, that the Lord’s law 
may be in tbv mouth: for with a strong 
hand hath the Lord brought thee out 
of Egypt. 

10 Thou shalt therefore keep this ordi- 
nance in his season from year to year. 
11 7 And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and 
to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto the 
Lord all that openeth the matrix, and 
every firstling that cometh of a beast 
which thou hast; the males shall be the 
Lord’s. 

18 And every firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb ; and if thou 
wilt not redeem it. then thou shalt break 
his neck: and all the firstborn of man 
amomj thy children shalt thou redeem. 
14 f And it shall be when thy son 
asketn thee in time to come , saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say unto 
him, By strength of hand the Lord 
brought us out from Egypt, from the 
house of bondage ; 
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15 And it came to pass, when Pharaoh 
would hardly let us go, that the Loan 
slew all the tirstborn in the land of 
Egypt , both the tirstborn of man, and 
the nrstborn of beast : therefore I sacri- 
tice to the Lord all that opeueth the 
matrix, being males; but all the tirstborn 
of my children I redeem. 

16 And it shall be for a token upon 
thine hand, and for frontlets between 
thine eyes: for by strength of hand the 
Loro brought us forth out of Egypt. 

17 t And it came to pass, when Pha- 
raoh had let the people go, that God 
led them not through the way of the 
land of the Philistines, although that 
was near; for God said. Lest perad ven- 
ture the people jmient when they see 
war, and the^pKirn to Egypt: 

18 Hut Goa led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness of 
the lied sea: and the children of Israel 
went up harnessed out of the land of 
Egypt 

19 And Moses took the bones of Joseph 
with him: for he had straitly sworn the 
children oflsrael, saying. God will surely 
visit you; and ye shall carry up my 
bones away hence with you. 

20 t And they took their journey from 
Succoth , and encamped in Etham , in 
the edge of the wilderness. 

21 And the Lord went before them by 
day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar of 
lire, to give them light; to go by day 
and night: 

22 He took not away the pillar of the 
cloud by day , nor the pillar of lire by 
night, Jrom before the people. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A ft D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they turn and encamp before l*i- 
hahirothj between Migdol and the sea, 
over against Baal-zcphon: before ijt shall 
ye encamp by the sea. 

J For Pharaoh will say of the children 
of Israel , They are entangled in the 
land, the wilderness hath shut them in. 
4 And 1 will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
that he shall follow after them; and I 
will be honoured upon Pharaoh , and 
upon all Ins host; that the Egyptians 
may know that I am the Lord. And 
they did so. 

6 H And it was told the king of 
Egypt that the people fled: and the 
heart of Pharaoh and of his servants 
was turned against the people , and 
they said, Why have we done this, 
that we have let Israel go from serv- 
ing us? 

0 And he made ready his chariot, and 
took his people with him: 

7 And he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of them. 
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8 And the Lord hardened the heart 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pur- 
sued after the children of Israel: and 
the children of Israel went out with 
an high hand. 

9 But the Egyptians pursued after 
them, all the horses and chariots of 
Pharaoh; and his horsemen, and his 
army, and overtook them encamping 
by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before 
Baal-zephon. 

10 T And when Pharaoh drew nigh, 
the children of Israel lifted up their 
eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians march- 
ed after them; and they were sore 
afraid : and the children of Israel cried 
out unto the Loan. 

11 And they said unto Moses ^ Be- 
cause there were no graves in Egypt, 
hast thou taken us away to die in the 
wilderness? wherefore hast thou dealt 
thus with us, to carry us forth out of 
Egypt? 

12 Is not this the word that we did 
tell thee in Egypt, saving, Let us alone, 
that we may serve the Egyptians? For 
it had been better for us to serve the 
Egyptians, than that we should die in 
the wilderness. 

13 T And Moses said unto the people, 
Fear ye not, stand still, and see the 
salvation of the Loiu>, which he will 
shew to you to day : for the Egyptians 
whom ye have seen to day, ye shall 
see them again no more for ever. 

14 The Lord shall light for you, and 
ye shall hold your peace. 

15 f And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak 
uuto the children of Israel, that they 
go forward*- 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it: and the children of Is- 
rael shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 

17 And I, behold, 1 will harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me honour 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, 
upon his chariots, and upon his horse- 
men. 

13 And the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Loan, when I have gotten me 
honour upon Pharaoh, upon his cha- 
riots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 t And the angel of Clod, which 
went before the camp of Israel, removed 
and went behind them; and the pillar 
of the cloud went from before their 
face, and stood behind them: 

20 And it came between the camp of 
the Egyptians and the camp of Israel; 
and it was a cloud and darkness to 
them , but it gave light by night to 
these: so that the one came not near 
the other all the night 

21 And Mo9es stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and the Loru caused the 
sea to go back by a strong east wind 
all that night, and made the sea dry 
land , and the waters were divided. 

22 And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the dry 
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ground: and the waters wore a wail 
unto them on their right hand, and on 
their left 

23 T And the Egyptians pursued, and 
went in after them to the midst of the 
sea, even all Pharaoh's horses, his cha- 
riots, and his horsemen. 

24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Lord looked unto 
the host of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of lire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, 

25 And took off their chariot wheels, 
that they drave them heavily: so that 
the Egyptians said, Let us flee from 
the face of Israel; for the Lord flghteth 
for them against the Egyptians. 

26 5 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thig| hand over the sea, 
that the watgflnay come again upon 
the Egyptiari^mpon their chariots, and 
upon tneir horsemen. 

27 And Moses stretched forth his hand 
over the sea, and the sea returned to 
his strength when the morning appear- 
ed; and the Egyptians fled against it; 
and the Lord overthrew the Egyptians 
in the inidst of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and cover- 
ed the chariots, and the horsemen, 
and all the host of Pharaoh that came 
into the sea after them; there remained 
not so much as one of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walked 
upon dry land in the midst of the sea; 
and the waters mere a wall unto them 
on their right hand, and on their left 

30 Thus the Lord saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyptians; 
and Israel saw the Egyptians ’dead upon 
the sea shore. 

31 And Israel saw that great work 
which the Lord did upon the Egyp- 
tians: and the people feared the Lord, 
and believed the Lord, and his servant 
Moses. 


CHAPTER XV. 

r|\HEN sang Moses and the children 
X of Israel this song unto the Lord, 
and spake, saying, I will sing unto the 
Lord, for he hath triumphed gloriously: 
the horse and his rider hath he thrown 
into the sea. 

2 The Lord is my strength and song, 
and he is become my salvation: he is 
my God, and I will prepare him an 
habitation ; my father’s God, and I will 
exalt him. 

3 The Lord is a man of war: the Lord 
is his name. 

4 Pharaoh’s chariots and his host hath 
he cast into the sea: his chosen cap- 
tains also are drowned in the Red sea. 

5 The depths have covered them : they 
sank into the bottom as a stone. 

6 Thy right hand, O Lord, is become 
glorious in power: thy rignt hand, 0 
Lord, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 
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7 And in the greatness of thine excel- 
lency thou hast overthrown them that 
rose up against thee; thou sentest forth 
thy wrath, which consumed them as 
stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nostrils 
the waters were gathered together, the 
hoods stood upright as an neap, and 
the depths were congealed in the heart 
of the sea. 

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, I 
will overtake, I will divide the spoil; 
my lust shall be satisfied upon them; 

I will draw my sword, my hand shall 
destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, 
the sea covered them: they sank as 
lead in the mighty waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, 0 Loan, 
among the gods? who is like thee, glori- 
ous in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders V 

12 Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, 
the earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led forth 
the people which thou hast redeemed: 
thou hast guided them in thy strength 
unto thy holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, and be afraid : 
sorrow snail take hold on the inhabi- 
tants of Palestina. 

15 Then the dukes of Edom shall be 
amazed; the mighty men of Moab, 
trembling shall take hold upon them ; 
all the inhabitants of Canaan shall melt 
away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall upon them; 
by the greatness of thine arm they shall 
be as still as a stone: till thy people 
pass over, O Lord, till the people pass 
over, which thou hast purchased. 

17 Thou shalt bring them in, and plant, 
them in the mountain of thine inheri- 
tance, in the place, O Loro, which thou 
hast made for thee to dwell in, in the 
Sanctuary, () Loan, which thy hands 
have established. 

18 The Eoro shall reign for ever and 
ever. 

19 For the horse of Pharaoh went in 
with his chariots and with his horse- 
men into the sea, and the Lord 
brought again the waters of the sea 
upon them; but the children of Israel 
went on dry land in the midst of the 
sea. 

20 1 And Miriam the prophetess, the 
sister of Aaron, took a timbrel in her 
hand; and all the women went out 
after her with timbrels and with dances. 

21 And Miriam answered them, Sing 
ye to the Loan, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously; the horse and his rider liath 
he thrown into the sea. 

22 So Moses brought Israel from the 
Red sea, and they went out into the 
wilderness of Shur; and they went three 
days in the wilderness, and found tio 
water. 

23 5 And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink of the waters of 
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Mar ah, for they were bitter: therefore 
the name of it was called 

24. And the people murmured against 
Moses, saying, What shall we arinkr 

25 And he cried unto the Lord; and 
the Lord shewed him a tree, which 
when he had cast into the waters, the 
waters were made sweet: there he 
made for them a statute and an ordi- 
nance, and there he proved them, 

26 And said, If thou wilt diligently 
hearken to the voice of the Loro thy 
God, and wilt do that which is right 
in his sight, and wilt give ear to nis 
commandments, and keep all his sta- 
tutes, I will put none of tnese diseases 
upon thee } which I have brought upon 
the Egyptians: for I am the Loro that 
healetn thee, 

27 If And they c&wJ/bo Elim, where 
were twelve wells dewater, and three- 
score and ten palm trees: and they 
encamped there by the waters. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

A ND they took their journey from 
Elim, and all the congregation of 
the children of Israel came unto the 
wilderness of Sin, which is between 
Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day 
of the second month after their depart- 
ing out of the land of Egypt. 

2 And the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel murmured against 
Moses and Aaron in the wilderness: 

And the children of Israel said unto 
them, Would to God we had died by 
the hand of the Lord in the land of 
Egypt, when we sat by the flesh pots, 
and when we did eat bread to the full; 
for ye have brought us forth into this 
wilderness, to kill this whole assembly 
with hunger. 

4 Then said the Lord unto Moses, 
Behold, I will rain bread from heaven 
for you; and the people shall go out 
and gather a certain rate every day, 
that I may prove them, whether they 
will walk in my law, or no. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that on 
the sixth day they shall prepare that 
which they bring in; and it shall be 
twice as much as they gather daily. 

6 And Moses and Aaron said unto all 
the children of Israel, At even, then ye 
shall know that the Lord hath brought 
you out from the land of Egypt: 

7 And in the morning, then ye shall 
see the glory of the Loan; for that he 
lieareth your murmurings against the 
Lord: and what are we, that ye mur- 
mur against usV 

8 And Moses said, This shall be, when 
the Lord shall give you in the evening 
flesh to eat, and in the morning bread 
to the full; for that the Lord heareth 
your murmurings which ye murmur 
against him: and what are we? your 
murmurings are not against us, but 
against the Lord. 
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9 1 And Moses spake onto Aaron, 
Say unto ad the congregation of the 
children of Israel, Come near before 
the Lord: tor he hath heard yonr 
murmuring*. 

10 And it came to pass, as Aaron 
snake unto the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel, that they looked 
toward the wilderness, and, behold, the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the cloud. 

11 T And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

12 I have heard the murmurings of 
the children of Israel: speak unto them, 
saying, At even ye shall eat flesh, and 
in the morning ye shall be tilled with 
bread; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord your God. 

IB And it came to pass, that at even 
the quails came up, and covered the 
camp: and in the morning the dew 
lay round about the host 

14 And when the dew that lay was 
gone up, behold, upon the face of the 
wilderness there lay a small round 
thing, as small as the hoar frost on the 
ground. 

15 And when the children of Israel 
saw it , they said one to another, It is 
manna: for they wist not what it was. 
And Moses said unto them. This is 
the bread which the Lord hath given 
you to eat 

16 ^ This is the thing which the Loud 
hath commanded, Gather of it every 
man according to his eating, an omer 
for every man, according to the number 
of your persons; take ye every man 
for them which are in his tents. 

17 And the children of Israel did so, 
and gathered, some more, some less. 

18 And when they did mete it with 
an omer, he that gathered much had 
nothing over, and he that gathered little 
had no lack; they gathered every man 
according to his eating. 

19 And Moses said, Let no man leave 
of it till the morning. 

20 Notwithstanding they hearkened 
not unto Moses; but some of them left 
of it until the morning, and it bred 
worms, and stank: and Moses was 
wroth with them. 

. 21 And they gathered it eveiy morn- 
ing, every man according to his eating: 
and when the sun waxed hot, it melted. 

22 t And it came to pass, that on the 
sixth day they gathered twice as much 
bread, two omers for one man: and all 

‘the rulers of the congregation came 
and told Moses. 

23 And he said unto them, This is that 
which the Lord hath said, To morrow. 
is the rest of the holy sabbath unto 
the Lord : bake that which ye will bake 
to day t and seethe that ye will seethe; 
and that which remaineth over lay up 
for you to be kept until the mormng. 

24 And they laid it up till the morn- 
ing, as Moses bade: and it did not 
stink, neither was there any worm 
therein. 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to day 
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for to day is a sabbath unto the Loan: 
to day ye shall not find it in the field. 

26 Six days ye shall gather it; but on 
the seventh day, which is the sabbath, 
in it there shall be none. 

27 f And it came to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they 
found none. 

28 And the Loan said unto Moses, 
How long refuse ye to keep my com- 
mandments and my laws? 

29 See, for that the Lord hath given 
you the sabbath, therefore he giveth 
you on the sixth day the bread of two 
days; abide ye every man in his place, 
let no man go out of his place on the 
seventh day. 

80 So the people jMbd on the seventh 
day. 

31 And the house of Israel called the 
name thereof Manna: and it was like 
coriander seed, white; and the taste 
of it was like wafers made with honey. 

32 If And Moses said, This is the thing 
which the Lord commandeth, Fill an 
omer of it to be kept for your gene- 
rations; that they may see the bread 
wherewith I have fed you in the wil- 
derness, when I brought you forth 
from the land of Egypt 

33 And Moses said unto Aaron, Take 
a potj and put an omer full of manna 
therein, and lay it up before the Lord, 
to be kept for your generations. 

34 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so Aaron laid it up before the Testi- 
mony, to be kep£. 

35 And the children of Israel did eat 
manna forty years, until they came to 
a land inhabited; they did eat manna, 
until they came unto the borders of 
the land of Canaan. 

36 Now an omer is the tenth part of 
an ephah. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

A N D all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel journeyed from the 
wilderness of Sin, after their journeys, 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord, and pitched in Kephidim: and 
there was no water for the people to 
drink. 

2 Wherefore the people did chide with 
Moses , and said , Give us water that 
we may drink. And Moses said unto 
them, Why chide ye with me? where- 
fore do ye tempt the Lord? 

8 And the people thirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured against 
Moses, and said. Wherefore is this that 
thou hast brought us up out of Egypt, 
to kill us and our children and our 
cattle with thirst? 

4 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, What shall I do unto this peo- 
ple? they be almost ready to stone me. 
5 And the Lord said unto Moses, Go 
on before the people, and take with 
thee of the elders of Israel; and thy 
rod, wherewith thou smotest the river, 
take in thine hand, and go. 
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6 Behold, I will stand before thee 
there upon the rock in Horeb; and 
thou shalt smite the rock, and there 
shall come water out of it, that the 
people may drink. And Moses did so 
in the sight of the elders of Israel 

7 And he called the name of the place 
Massah, and Meribah, because of the 
chiding of the children of Israel, and 
because they tempted the Lord, say- 
ing, Is the Lord among us, or not? 

8 T Then came Amalek, and fought 
with Israel in liephidim. 

9 And Moses said unto Joshua, Choose 
us out men, and go out, tight with 
Amalek: to morrow I will stand on the 
top of the hill with the rod of God in 
mine hand. 

10 So Joshua did as Moses had said 
to him, and fought with Amalek: and 
Moses, Aaron, and Hur went up to the 
top of the hill. 

11 And it came to pass, when Moses 
held up his hand, that Israel prevailed : 
and when he let down his hand, Ama- 
lek prevailed. 

12 But Moses’ hands were heavy; and 
they took a stone , and put it under 
him, and he sat thereon; nnd Aaron 
and Hur stayed up his hands, the one 
on the one side, and the other on the 
other side; and his hands were steady 
until the going down of the sun. 

15) And Joshua diseoinlited Amalek 
and his people with the edge of the 
sword. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this for a memorial in a book, 
and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua: 
for I will utterly put out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. 

15 And Moses built an altar, and call- 
ed the name of it Jehovah-nissi : 

It) For he said. Because the Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will hare, war 
with Amalek from generation to ge- 
neration. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

W HEN Jethro, the priest of Midian, 
Moses’ father in law, heard of 
all that God had done for Moses , and 
for Israel his people, and that the Lord 
had brought Israel out of Egypt; 

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, after he 
had sent her back, 

5) And her two sons; of which the 
name of the one was Gershoin; for he 
said, I have been an alien in a strange 
land : 

4 And the name of the other was 
Eliezer ; for the God of my father, said 
he t was mine help, and delivered me 
from the sword of Pharaoh : 

5 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
came with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into the wilderness, where he 
encamped at the mount of God: 
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6 And he said unto Moses, I thy fa- 
ther in law Jethro am come unto thee, 
and thy wife, and her two sons with 
her. 

7 1 And Moses went out to meet his 
father in law, and did obeisance, and 
kissed him; and they asked each other 
of their welfare ; and they came into 
the tent 

8 And Moses told his father in law 
all that the Lord had done unto Pha- 
raoh and to the Egyptians for Israel’s 
sake, and all the travail that had come 
upon them by the way, and how the 
Lord delivered them. 

!) And Jethro rcyoiced for all the 
goodness which the Lord had done to 
Israel, whom he had delivered out of 
the hand of the Egyptians. 

10 And Jethro s mM Blessed 6«*the 
Lord, who hath desfvered you out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of Pharaoh, who hath deliver- 
ed the people from under the hand 
of the Egyptians. 

11 Now I know that the Lord is great- 
er than all gods: for in the thing 
wherein they dealt proudly he was 
above them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took a burnt offering and sacrifices for 
God: and Aaron came, and all the 
elders of Israel, to eat bread with Mo? 
ses’ father in law before God. 

18 If And it came to uass on the morrow, 
that Moses sat to judge the people: and 
the people stood by Moses from the 
morning unto the evening. 

14 And when Moses’ father in law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
said, What i# this thing that thou doest 
to the people? why sittest thou thyself 
alone, and ail the people stand by thee 
from morning unto even? 

15 And Moses said unto his father in 
law, Because the people come unto me 
to enquire of Gou: 

1G When thev have a matter, they come 
unto me; and I judge between one and 
another, and I do make them know the 
statutes of God, and his laws. 

17 And Moses’ father in law said unto 
him. The thing that thou doest is not 
good. 

18 Thou wilt surely wear awav, both 
thou, and this people that is with thee : 
for this thing is too heavy for thee; 
thou art not able to perform it thyself 
alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I will 
give thee counsel, and God shall be 
with thee: Be thou for the people to 
God-ward, that thou mayest bring the 
causes unto God: 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordi- 
nances and laws, and shalt shew them 
the way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide out 
of all the people able men, such as fear 
God, men of truth, hating covetousness, 
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and place f«cA over them, to be rulers 
of thousands, and rulers of hundreds, 
rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens : 

22 And let them judge the people at 
all seasons: and it shall be, that every 
great matter they shall bring unto thee, 
but every small matter they shall 
judge: so shall it be easier for thyself, 
and they shall bear the burden with 
thee. 

28 If thou Bhalt do this thing, and God 
command thee so, then thou shait be 
able to endure, and all this people shall 
also go to their place in peace. 

24 So Moses hearkened to the voice 
of his father in law, and did all that 
he had said. 

25 And Moses chose able men out of 
all Israel, and made them heads over 
the people, rulers of thousands, rulers 
of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers 
of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at all 
seasons: the hard causes they brought 
unto Moses, but every small matter they 
judged themselves. 

27 f And Moses let his father in law 
depart; and he went his way into his 
own land. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

I N the third month, when the children 
of Israel were gone forth out of the 
land of Egypt, the same day came they 
into the wilderness of Sinai. 

2 For they were departed from Rephi- 
dimj and were come to the desert 
of Sinai, and had pitched in the wil- 
derness; and there Israel camped before 
the mount 

8 And Moses went up unto God, and 
the Lord called unto him out of the 
mountain, saying, Thus shait thou say 
to the house of Jacob, and tell the 
Children of Israel; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto the 
Egyptians, and how I bare you on eagles’ 
wings, and brought you unto myself, 
ft Now therefore, if ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye shall be a peculiar treasure 
unto me above all people: for all the 
earth is mine: 

6 And ye shall be unto me a kingdom 
of priests, and an holy nation. These 
are the words which thou shait speak 
unto the children of Israel. 

7 And Moses came and called for 
the elders of the people, and laid before 
their faces all these words which the 
Lord commanded him. 

8 And all the people answered together, 
and Baid, All that the Loan hath spoken 
we will do. And Moses returned the 
words of the people unto the Lord. 

1) And the Lord said unto Moses, Lo, 
I come unto thee in a thick cloud, that 
the people may hear when I speak with 
thee, and believe thee for ever. And 
Moses told the wordH ol the people 
unto the Lord. 
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10 1 And the Lord said onto Moses, 
Go unto the people, and sanctify them 
to day and to morrow, and let them 
wash their clothes. 

11 And be ready against the third day: 
for the third day the Lord will come 
down in the sight of all the people upon 
mount Sinai. 

12 And thou shalt set bounds unto 
the people round about, saying, Take 
heed to yourselves, that ye go not up 
into the mount, or touch the Dorder of 
it: whosoever toucheth the mount shall 
be surely put to death: 

13 There shall not an hand touch it, 
but he shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether it be beast or man, 
it shall not live: when the trumpet 
soundeth long, they shall come up to 
the mount 

14 H And Moses wple down from the 
mount unto the piflBfe, and sanctified 
the people; and they washed their 
clothes. 

15 And ho said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day: come not 
at your wives. 

16 f And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there were 
thunders and lightnings, and a thick 
cloud upon the mount, and the voice 
of the trumpet exceeding loud; so that 
all the people that was in the camp 
trembled. 

17 And Moses brought forth the people 
out of the camp to meet with God; and 
they stood at the nether part of the 
mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was altogether on 
a smoke, because the Lord descended 
upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof 
ascended as the smoke of a furnace, 
and the whole mount quaked greatly. 

10 And when the voice of the trumpet 
sounded long, and waxed louder and 
louder, Moses spake, and God answered 
him by a voice. 

20 And the Lord came down upon 
mount Sinai, on the top of the mount: 
and the Lord called Moses up to the 
top of the mount; and Moses went up. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, Go 
down, charge the people, lest they break 
through unto the Lord to gaze*, and 
many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which come 
near to the Lord, sanctify themselves, 
lest the Lord break forth upon them. 

23 And Moses said unto, the Lord, 
The people cannot come up to mount 
Sinai: for thou chargedst us, saying, 
Set bounds about the mount, and sancti- 
fy it 

24 And the Loud said unto him, Away, 
get thee down, and thou shalt come up, 
thou, and Aaron with thee: but let not 
the priests and the people break through 
to come up unto the Lord, lest he break 
forth upon them. 

25 So Moses went down unto the 
pfeople, and spake unto them. 


CHAPTER XX. 

A ND God spake all these words, 
saying, 

2 T am the Lord thy God, which have 
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brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage. 

3 Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image , or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that is 
in the earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth: 

5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
to them, nor serve them : for I the Lord 
thy God am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth generation of 
them that hate me; 

6 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me, and keep my 
commandments. 

7 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain; for the Lord will 
not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain. 

8 Remember the sabbath day, to keep 
it holy. 

9 Six days shalt thou labour, and do 
all thy work: 

10 But the seventh day is the sabbath 
of the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt 
not do any work, thou, nor thy son, 
nor thy daughter, thy manservant, nor 
thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor 
thy stranger that is within thy gates: 

11 For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that 
in them is, and rested the seventh day: 
wherefore the Lord blessed the sabbath 
day, and hallowed it. 

12 ! Honour thy father and thy mother : 
that thy days may be long upon the 
land which th6 Lord thy God givoth 
thee. 

13 Thou shalt not kill. 

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

15 Thou shalt not steal. 

16 Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

17 Thbu shalt not covet thy neighbour’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

18 f And all the people saw the 
thunderings, and the lightnings, and 
the noise of the trumpet, and the 
mountain smoking: and when the peo- 
ple saw it, they removed, and stood 
afar oft*. 

19 And they said unto Moses, Speak 
thou with us, and we will hear: but 
let not God speak with us, lest we die. 

20 And Moses said unto the people, 
Fear not: for God is come to prove 
you, and that his fear may be before 
your faces, that ye sin not. 

21 And the people stood afar off, and 
Moses drew near unto the thick dark- 
ness where God was . 
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22 5 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Thus thou shalt say unto the, ehUdren 
of Israel, Ye have seen that I have 
talked with you from heaven. 

.23 Ye shall not make with me gods 
of silver, neither shall ye make unto 
you gods of gold. 

24 IT An altar of earth thou shalt 
make unto me, and shalt sacritice there- 
on thy burnt offerings, and thy peace 
offerings, thy sheep, and thine oxen: 
in all places where I record my name 
1 will come unto thee, and I will bless 
thee. 

2f> Ami if thou wilt make me an altar 
of stone, thou shalt not build it of hewn 
stone: for if thou lift up thy tool upon 
it, thou hast polluted iL 

213 Neither shalt ttuuMo up by steps 
unto mine altar: tWvthy nakedness 
be not discovered thereon. 


CHAPTER XXI. 

N OW these are the judgments which 
thou shalt set before them. 

2 If thou buy an Hebrew servant, six 
years he shall serve: and in the seventh 
he shall go out free for nothing. 

3 If he came in by himself, he shall 
go out by himself: if he were married, 
then his wife shall go out with him. 

4 If his master have given him a wife, 
and she have born him sons or daugh- 
ters; the wife and her children shall 
be her master’s, and he shall go out 
by himself. 

f> And if the servant shall plainly say, 

I love my master, my wife, and my 
children; T will not go out free: 

0 Then his master shall bring him 
unto the judges; he shall also bring 
him to the door, or unto the door post; 
and his master shall bore his ear through 
with an aid; and he shall serve him 
for ever. 

7 1 And if a man sell his daughter 
to he a maidservant, she shall not go 
out as the menservants do. 

8 If she please not her master, who 
hath ■ betrothed her to himself, then 
shall he let her he redeemed: to sell 
her unto a strange nation he shall 
have no power, seeing he hath dealt 
deceitfully with her. 

1) And if he have betrothed her unto 
Iiis son, he shall deal with her after 
the manner of daughters. 

10 If he take him another wife; her 
foodj her raiment, and her duty of 
marriage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if he do not these three unto * 
her, then shall she go out free without 
money. 

12 1[ He that smiteth a man, so that 
he die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man He not in wait, but 
God deliver him into his haudj then I 
will appoint thee a place whither he 
shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presumptuously 
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upon his neighbour, to slay him with 
guile; thou shalt take him from mine 
altar, that he may die. 

15 J And he that smiteth his father, 
or his mother, shall be sorely put to 
death. 

16 5 And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely be put to death. 

17 t And he that cursetn his father, 
or his mother, shall surely be put to 
death. 

18 5 And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or with 
his fist, and he die not, but keepeth his 
bed: 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit: only he shall pay for the 
loss of his time, and shall cause him 
to be thoroughly healed. 

20 f And if a man smite his servant, 
or his maid, with a rod, and he die 
under his hand; he shall be surely 
punished. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue a 
day or two, he shall not be punished: 
for he.w his money. 

22 T If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart from 
her. and yet no mischief follow: he 
shall be surely punished, according as 
the woman’s husband will lay upon 
him; and he shall pay as the judges 
determine.' 

23 And if any mischief follow, then 
thou shalt give life for life, 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

26 t And if a man smite the eye of 
his servant, or the eye of his maid, 
that it perish ; he shall let him go free 
for his eye’s sake. 

27 And if he smite out his manservant’s 
tooth, or his maidservant’s tooth; he 
shall let him go free for his tooth’s sake. 

28 If If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die: then the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; 
but the owner of the ox shall be quit. 

29 But if the ox were w r ont to push 
with his horn in time past, and it liath 
been testified to his owner, and he hath 
not kept him in, but that he hath killed 
a man or a woman; the ox shall be 
stoned, and his owner also shall be put 
to death. 

30 If there be laid on him a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the ran- 
som of his life whatsoever is laid upon 
him. 

81 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to 
this judgment shall it be done unto 
him. 

32 If the ox shall push a manservant 
or a maidservant; he shall give unto 
their master thirty shekels of silver, 
and the ox shall be stoned. 

33 ) And if a man shall open a pit, 
or if a man shall dig a pit, and not 
cover it, and an ox or an ass fall therein; 

34 The owner of the pit shall moke it 
good, and give money unto the owner 
of them ; and the dead beast shall be 
his. 

35 ? And if one man’s ox hurt an- 
other’s, that be die: then they shall sell 
the live ox, and divide the money of 
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it; and the dead ox also they shall 
divide. 

86 Or if it be known that the ox hath 
nsed to push in time past and frta owner 
hath not kept him in; he shall surely 

E ay ox for ox; and the dead shall be 
is own. 


CHAPTER XXIL 

I F a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep, 
and kill it, or sell it; he shall restore 
five oxen for an ox, and four sheep for 
a sheep. 

2 T If a thief he found breaking up, 
and be smitten that he die, there shall 
no blood be shed for him. 

8 If the sun be risen upon him, there 
shall be blood shed for him; for he 
should make full restitution; if he 
have nothing , then Jflr shall be sold 
for his theft 

4 If the theft be certainly found in 
his hand alive, whether it be ox, or 
ass, or sheep; he shall restore double. 
5 T If a man shall cause a field or 
vinevard to be eaten, and shall put in 
his beast, and shall feed in another 
man’s field; of the best of his own field, 
and of the best of his own vineyard, 
shall he make restitution. 

6 f If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of corn, or 
the standing corn, or the field, be con- 
sumed therewith; he that kindled the 
fire shall surely make restitution. 

7 t If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, and 
it be stolen out of the man’s house; if 
the thief be found, let him pay double. 
8 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he have 
put his hand unto his neighbour’s goods. 
9 For all manner of trespass, whether 
it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for rai- 
ment, o?* for anv manner of lost thing, 
which another challengeth to be his, the 
cause of both parties shall come before 
the judges; and whom the judges shall 
condemn, he shall pay double unto his 
neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto his neighbour 
an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any 
beastj to keep; and it die, or be hurt, 
or driven away, no man seeing it: 

11 Then shall an oath of the Lord be 
between them both, that he hath not 
put his hand unto his neighbour’s goods : 
and the owner of it shall accept thereof, 
and he shall not make it good. 

12 And if it be stolen from him, he 
shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 

18 If it be torn in pieces, then let him 
bring it for witness, and he shall not 
make good that which was torn. 

14 t And if a man borrow ought of 
his neighbour, and it be hurt ; or die, 
the owner thereof being not with it, he 
shall surely make it good. 
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15 But if the owner thereof be with it, 
he shall not make it good: if it be an 
hired thing , it came for his hire. 

16 t Ana if a man entice a maid that 
is not betrothed, and lie with her, he 
shall surely endow her to be his wife. 

17 If her father utterly refuse to give 
her unto him, he shall pay money 
according to the dowry of virgins. 

18 t Thou shalt not suffer a witch to 
live. 

19 t Whosoever lieth with a beast 
shall Burely be put to death. 

20 T He that sacriftceth unto any god, 
save unto the Lord only, he shall be 
utterly destroyed. 

21 1 Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, 
nor opnress him: for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt 

22 If Ye shall not afflict any widow, 
or fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise, 
and they cry at all unto me, I will 
surely hear their cry; 

24 And my wrath shall wax hot, and 
I will kill you with the sword; and 
your wives shall be widows, and your 
children fatlwrless. 

25 f If thou lend money to any of my 
people that is poor by thee, thou shalt 
not be to him as an usurer , neither 
shalt thou lay upon him usury. 

26 If thou at ail take thy neighbours 
raiment to pledge, thou shalt deliver it 
unto him by that the sun goctli down: 

27 For that is his covering only, it is 
his raiment for his skin: wherein shall 
he sleep? and it shall come to pass, 
when he crieth unto me, that I will 
hear: for 1 am gracious. 

28 i Thou shalt not revile the gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy people. 

29 t Thou shalt not delay to offer the 
first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy liquors : 
the firstborn of thy sons shalt thou give 
unto me. 

30 Likewise shalt thou do with thine 
oxen, and with thy sheep: seven days 
it shall be with his dam; on the eighth 
day thou shalt give it me. 

31 H And ye shall be holy men unto 
me: neither shall ye eat any flesh that 
is tom of beasts in the field; ye shall 
cast it to the dogs. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

fPHOU shalt not raise a false report: 
-I put not thine hand with the wicked 
to be an unrighteous witness. 

2 f Thou shalt not follow a multitude 
to do evil; neither shalt thou speak in 
a cause to decline after many to wrest 
judgment: 

3 T JN either shall thou countenance 
a poor man in his cause. 

4 Tf If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or 
his ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou see the ass of him that 
hateth thee lying under his burden, 
and wouldest forbear to help him, thou 
shalt surely help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the .judgment 
of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far from a false matter; 
and the innocent and righteous slay 
thou not: for I will not justify the 
wicked. 
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EXODUS, XXIII. 


X t And thou shalt take no gift: for 
the gift bUndeth the wise, and pervert- 
eth the words of the righteous. 

9 T Also thou shalt not oppress a 
Btranger: for ye know the heart of a 
stranger, seeing ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt 

10 And six years thou shalt sow thy 
land, and shalt gather in the fruits 
thereof: 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt let 
it rest and lie still; that the poor of thy 
people may eat: and what they leave 
the beasts of the held shall eat In tike 
manner thou shalt deal with thy vine- 
yard, and with thy oliveyard. 

12 Six days thou shalt do thy work, 
and on the seventh day thou ’shalt rest: 
that thine ox and thine ass may rest, 
and the son of thy handmaid, and the 
stranger, may be refresh^L 

13 And in all things th^I have said 
unto you be circumsffl^t: and make 
no mention of the name of other gods, 
neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 

14 If Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. 

15 Thou shalt keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread: (thou shalt eat un- 
leavened bread seven days, as 1 com- 
manded thee, in the time appointed of 
the month Abib; for in it thou earnest 
out from Egypt: and none shall appear 
before me empty: ) 

16 And the least of harvest, the first- 
fruits of thy labours, which thou hast 
sown in the held: and the feast of in- 
gathering , which is in the end of the 

J rear, when thou hast gathered in thy 
abours out of the field. 

17 Three times in the year all thy 
males shall appear before the Lord (4od. 

18 Thou shalt not offer tlic blood of 
my sacrifice with leavened bread; nei- 
ther shall the fat of my sacrifice remain 
until the morning. 

19 The first of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring into the house of 
the Loan thy God. Thou shalt not seethe 
a kid in his mother’s milk. 

20 1 Behold, I send an Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which 1 have 
jirepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his voice, 
provoke him not; for lie will not pardon 
your transgressions: for my name is 
in him. 

22 But if thou shalt indeed obey his 
voice, and do all that I speak; then I 
will be an enemy unto thme enemies, 
and an adversary unto thine adversaries. 
23 For mine Angel shall go before thee, 
and bring thee in unto the Amorites, 
and the Ilittites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Canaanites , the Hivites , and the 
Jehusites: and I will cut them off. 

24 Thou shalt not bow down to their 
gods, nor serve them, nor do after their 
works: but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down their images. 
25 And ye shall serve the Lord your 
God, and he shall bless thy bread, and 
thy water; and I will take sickness 
away from the midst of thee. 

26 5 There shall nothing cast their 
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young, nor be barren, in thv land: the 
number of thy days I will fulfil. 

27 I will send my fear before thee, 
and will destroy all the people to whom 
thou shalt come, and I will make all 
thine enemies turn their backs unto thee. 

28 And I will send hornets before thee, 
which shall drive out the Hivite , the 
Canaanite, and the Hittite, from before 
thee. 

29 I will not drive them out from be- 
fore thee in one year; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of the 
field multiply against thee. 

80 By little and little I will drive them 
out from before thee, until thou be 
increased, and inherit the land. 

81 And I will set thy bounds from the 
Red sea even unto the sea of the Phi- 
listines, and from the desert unto the 
river : for I will deliver the inhabitants 
of the land into your hand; and thou 
shalt drive them out before thee. 

32 Thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in thy land, 
lest they make thee sin against me : for 
if thou serve their gods, it will surely 
be a snare unto thee. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A ND he said unto Moses, Come up 
unto the Lord, thou, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of the 
elders of Israel; and worship ye afar oil*. 
2 And Moses alone shall come near the 
Loan : but they shall not come nigh; nei- 
ther shall the people go up with him. 

3 T And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord, and 
all the judgments: and all the people 
answered with one voice, and said, All 
the words which the Lord hath said 
will wo do. 

4 And Moses wrote all the words of 
the Lord, and rose up early in the 
morning, and budded an altar under 
the hill, and twelve pillars, according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel. 

5 And he sent young men of the 
children of Israel, which offered burnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings 
of oxen unto the Lord. 

6 And Moses took half of the blood, 
and put it in basons; and half of the 
blood he sprinkled on the altar. 

7 And he took the book of the co- 
venant, and read in the audience of 
the people: and they said, All that the 
Lord hath said will we do, and be 
obedient 

8 And Moses took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, 
Behold the blood of the covenant which 
the Loud hath made with you concern- 
ing all these words. 

9 T Then went up Moses, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of the 
elders of Israel: 

10 And they saw the God of Israel: 
and there was under his feet as it were 
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a paved work of a sapphire stone, and 
as it were the body of heaven in his 
dearness. 

11 And upon the nobles of the chil- 
dren of Israel he laid not his hand: 
also they saw God, and did eat and 
drink. 

12 If And the Loan said unto Moses, 
Come up to me into the mount, and 
bo there: and I will give thee tables 
of stone, aud a law, and command- 
ments which I have written; that thou 
mayest teach them. 

13 And Moses rose up, and his mi- 
nister Joshua: and Moses went up into 
the mount of God. 

14 And he said unto tho elders. Tarry 
ye here for us, until we come again 
unto you: and, behold, Aaron andHur 
are with you: if any man Jtfjve any 
matters to do, let him coma^Bto them. 

15 And Moses went ut> inwWhe mount, 
and a cloud covered the mount. 

1G And the glory of the Loan abode 
upon mount Sinai, and the cloud co- 
vered it six days: and the seventh day 
lie called unto Moses out of the midst 
of the cloud. 

17 And the sight of the glory of the 
Loud was like devouring lire on the 
top of the mount in the eyes of the 
children of Israel. 

18 And Moses went into the midst ol 
the cloud, and gat him up into the 
mount: and Moses was in the mount 
forty days and forty nights. 
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CUAPTEU XXV. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they bring me an offering: of 
every man that giveth it willingly with 
his heart ye shall take my offering. 

3 And this is the offering which ye 
shall take of them; gold, and silver, 
and brass. 

4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and line linen, and goats’ hair, 

5 And rams’ skins dyed red, and bad- 
gers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

G Oil for the light, spices for anoint- 
ing oil, and for sweet incense, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to he set 
in the ephod, and in the breastplate. 

8 And let them make me a sanc- 
tuary; that I may dwell among them. 
‘J According to all that I shew thee, 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, and 
t(ie pattern of all the instrument s there- 
of, even so shall ye make it. 

10 t And they shall make an ark of 
shittim wood: two cubits and a half 
shall he the length thereof, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make upon 
it a crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings of 
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gold for it, and put them in the four 
comers thereof; and two rings shall be 
in the one side of it, and two rings in 
the other side of it 

18 And thou shalt make staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves into 
the rings by the sides of the ark, that 
the ark may be borne with them. 

15 The staves shall be in the rings of 
the ark : they shall not be taken from it 

lb And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which I shall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a mercy seat 
of pure gold: two cubits and a half 
shall be the length thereof, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth thereof. 

18 And thou shalt make two che- 
rubims of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in the two ends of 
the mercy seat. 

19 And make one cherub on the one 
end, and the other cherub on the other 
end: even of the mercy seat shall ye 
make the cherubims on the two ends 
thereof. 

20 And the cherubims shall stretch 
forth their wings on high, covering the 
mercy seat with their wings, and their 
faces shall look one to another; to- 
ward the mercv seat shall the faces of 
the cherubims oe. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark; and in the ark 
thou shalt put the testimony that I shall 
give thee. 

22 And there I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from 
above the mercy seat, from between 
the two cherubims which ore upon the 
ark of the testimony, of all things which 
I will give thee in commandment unto 
the children of Israel. 

28 t Thou shalt also make a table of 
shittim wood: two cubits shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a 
border of an hand breadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden crown 
to the border thereof round about. 

20 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in (he 
four corners that are on the four feet 
thereof. 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for plnces of the staves to 
bear the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, that the tabic may be borne 
with them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and co- 
vers thereof, and bowls thereof, to co- 
ver withal: of pure gold shalt thou 
make them. 

80 And thou shalt set upon the table 
shewbread before me alway. 

81 f And thou slmlt make a candle- 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work shall 
the candlestick be made: his shaft, and 
his branches, his bowls, his knops, and 
his flowers, shall be of the same. 
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B2 And six branches shall come out 
of the sides of it; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, and 
three branches of the candlestick out 
of the other side: 

S3 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with a knop and a Hower in one 
branch; and three bowls made like al- 
monds in the other branch, with a knop 
and a dower: so in the six branches 
that come out of the candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall be 
four bowls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops and their dowers. 

35 And there shall be a knop under 
two branches of the same, anil a knop 
under two brandies of the same, and 
a knop under two branches of the 
same, according to the six punches 
that proceed out of the candflPTick. 

3C> Their knops and thelr^branches 
shall be of the same: all it shall be 
one beaten work of pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven 
lamps thereof: and they shall light the 
lamps thereof, that they may give light 
over against it 

38 And the tongs thereof, and the 
snuftUishes thereof, shall be of pure 
gold. 

35) Of a talent of pure gold shall he 
make it, with ad these vessels. 

40 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was shewed 
thee in the mount 


CI1A1TKU XXVI. 

M OUEOVKIl thou shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of 
line twined linen, and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet: with eherubims of cunning 
work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall be 
eight and twenty cubits , and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: and 
every one of the curtains shall have 
one measure. 

3 The live curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other rive 
curtains shall be coupled one to another. 
4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge ot the one curtain from 
the selvedge in the coupling; and like- 
wise shalt thou make in the uttermost 
edge o i another curtain, in the coup- 
ling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that 
is in the coupling of the second; that 
the loops may take hold one of another. 
V» And thou shalt make rifty taches of 
gold, and couple the curtains together 
with the taches: and it shall be one 
tabernacle. 

7 1 And thou shalt make curtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the 
tabernacle : eleven eurtains shalt thou 
make. 
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8 The length of one curtain skill be 
thirty; cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and the eleven 
curtains shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five curtains 
by themselves, and six curtains by 
themselves, and shalt double the sixth 
curtain in the forefront of the taber- 
nacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops on 
the edge of the one curtain that is out- 
most in the coupling, and fifty loops in 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 

11 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of brass, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple the tent together, 
that it may be one. 

12 And the remnant that romaineth 
of the curtains of the tent, the half cur- 
tain that remaineth, shall hang over 
the backside of the tabernacle. 

19 And a cubit on the one side, and 
a cubit on the other side of that which 
remaineth in the length of the curtains 
of the tent, it shall hang over the sides 
of the tabernacle on this side and on 
that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a covering 
for the tent of rains’ skins dyed red, 
and a covering above of badgers’ skins. 

15 H And thou shalt make boards for 
the tabernacle of shittim wood stand- 
ing up. 

10 Ten cubits shall be the length of a 
board, and a cubit and a half shall be 
the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, set in order one against, another: 
thus shalt thou make lor all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sockets 
of silver under the twenty boards; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there shall 
be twenty boards: 

21 Ami their forty sockets of silver: 
two sockets under one hoard, ami two 
sockets under another board. 

22 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward thou shall make six hoards. 

29 And two boards shalt thou make 
for the corners of the tabernacle in the 
two sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled together 
beneath, and they shall be coupled 
together above the head of it unto one 
ring: thus shall it be for them both; 
they shall be for the two corners. 
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25 And they shall be eight boards, and 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

2fi And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood;' live for the boards of the 
one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the side of the 
tabernacle, for the two sides westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end to 
end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the boards 
with gold, and make tlieir rings o/gold 
for places for the bars: and thou shalt 
overlay the bars with gold. 

90 And thou shalt rear up the taber- 
nacle according to the fashion thereof 
which was shewed thee in the mount. 

91 If And thou shalt make a vail of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work: with 
cherubims shall it be made: 

92 And thou shalt hang it upon four 
pillars of shittim mood overlaid with 
gold: their hooks nhnll be o/gold, upon 
the four sockets of silver. 

99 If And thou shalt hang up the vail 
under the taches, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the vail the ark 
of the testimony: and the vail shall 
divide unto you between the holy place 
and the most holy. 

IM And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
upon the ark of the testimony in the 
most holy place. 

95 And thou shalt set the table with- 
out the vail, and the candlestick over 
against the table on the side of the 
tabernacle toward the south: and thou 
shalt put the table on the north side. 

9G And thou shalt make an hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and line twined 
linen, wrought with needlework. 

97 A nd thou shalt make for the hang- 
ing live pillars of shittim wood , and 
overlay them with gold, and their hooks 
idudl be. oj gold: and thou shalt cast 
live sockets of brass for them. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

A N D thou shalt make an altar oj 
shittim wood, live cubits long, and 
five cubits broad; the altar shall be 
foursquare: and the height thereof shall 
be three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns of 
it upon the four corners thereof: his 
horns shall be of the same: and thou 
shalt overlay it with brass.

7 And the staves shall be put into the 
rings, and the staves shall be upon the 
two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou make 
it: as it was shewed thee in the mount, 
so shall they make it, 

i) f And thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle: for the south side south- 
ward there shall be hangings for the 
court of line twined linen of an hundred 
cubits long for one side: 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof and 
their twenty sockets shall be of brass; 
the hooks of the pillars and their lillets 
shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side in 
length there shall be hangings of an 
hundred cubits long, and his twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets of brass; 
the hooks of the pillars and their lillets 
of silver. 

12 H And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
lifty cubits: their pillars ten, and their 
sockets ten. 

1)1 And the breadth of the eourt on the 
east side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be liiteen cubits: their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

lb And on the other side shall be hang- 
ings fifteen cubits: their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. 

1(5 f And for the gate of the court 
shall be an hanging of twenty cubits, 
o/hlue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, wrought with needle- 
work: and their pillars shall be four, 
and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the 
court shall be filleted with silver; their 
hooks shallbe o/silver, and their sockets 
of brass. 

18 t The length of the court shall be 
an hundred cubits, and the breadth lifty 
every where, and the height five cubits 
of fine twined linen, and their sockets 
of brass. 

It) All the vessels of the tabernacle in 
all the service thereof, and all the pin* 
thereof, and all the pins of the court, 
shall be of brass. 

20 J And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring thee 
pure oil olive beaten for the light, to 
cause the lamp to burn always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congregation 
without the vail, which is before the 
testimony, Aaron and his sons shall 
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order it from evening to morning be- 
fore the Lord: it shall be a statute for 
ever unto their generations on the be- 
half of the children of Israel. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A N D take thou unto thee Aaron thy 
brother, and his sons with him, 
from among the children of Israel, that 
he may minister unto me in the priest’s 
oflice, evert Aaron, Nadab and Abihu, 
Eleazar and Ithamar, Aaron’s sons. 

2 And thou shalt make holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother for glory and for 
beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all that 
are wise hearted, whom I have tilled 
with the spirit of wisdom, that they 
may make Aaron’s garments to con- 
secrate him, that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments which 
they Hindi make; a breastplate, and an 
ephod, and a robe, and a broidered 
coat, a mitre, and a girdle: and they 
shall make holy garments for Aaron 
thy brother, and his sons, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s oflice. 
f> And they shall take gold, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen. 
G 1 And they shall make the ephod of 
gold, of blue, and oj purple, of scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, with cunning 
work. 

7 It shall have the two shoulderpieces 
thereof joined at the two edges thereof; 
and so it shall be joined together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the ephod, 
which is upon it, shall be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; even of 
gold , of blue , and purple , ami scarlet, 
and fine twined linen. 

!> And thou shalt take two onyx stones, 
and grave on them the names of the 
children of Israel: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the other six names of the rest on 
the other stone, according to their birth, 
11 With the work of an engraver in 
stone, like the engravings of a signet, 
shalt thou engrave the two stones with 
the names of the children of Israel: thou 
shalt make them to be set in ouches of 
gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two stones 
upon the shoulders of the ephod for 
stones of memorial unto the children 
of Israel: and Aaron shall bear their 
names before the Lord upon his two 
shoulders for a memorial. 

13 *|f And thou shalt make ouches of 
gold; 

14 And two chains of pure gold at 
the ends; of wreathen work shalt thou 
make them, and fasten the wreathen 
chains to the ouches. 

15 If Aud thou shalt make the breast- 
plate of judgment with cunning work; 
after the work of the ephod thou shalt 
make it; of gold, of blue, aud of purple, 
and of scarlet, and of fine twined linen, 
shalt thou make it 
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16 Foursquare it shall be being doubled; 
a simn shall be the length thereof, and 
a span shall be the breadth thereof. 

J7 And thou shalt set in it settings of 
stones, even four rows of stones : thejirst 
row shall be a sardius, a topaz, and a 
c.irbuncle: this shall be the first row. 

JS And the second row shall be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 
l‘j And the third row a ligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a beryl, and 
an onyx, and a jasper: they shall be 
set in gold in their inelosings. 

21 And the stones shall lie with the 
names of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like the en- 
gravings of a signet; every one with 
his name shall they be according to the 
twelve tribes. 

22 1 And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate chains at the ends of wreath- 
on work of pure gold. 

211 And thou shalt. make upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends of 
the breastplate. 

24 And thou shalt put the two wro-ith- 
en chains of gold in the two rings 
tv Inch are on the ends of the breast- 
plate. 

25 And the other two ends of the two 
wveathen chains thou shalt fasten in 
the two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieees of the ephod before it. 

25 1 And thou shalt make two rings 
of gold, and thou shalt put. them upon 
the two ends of the breastplate in the 
border thereof, which is in the side of 
the ephod inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thou 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the ephod underneath, to- 
ward the forepart thereof, over against 
the other coupling thereof, above the 
curious girdle of the ephod. 

2H And they shall bind the breastplate 
by the rings thereof unto the rings of 
the ephod with a lace ol blue, that d 
may he above the curious girdle of the 
ephod, and that the breastplate he not.

24 And Aaron shall bear the names 
of the children of Israel in the breast- 
plate of judgment upon his heart, when 
he goeth in unto the holy place, for a 
memorial before the Loan continually. 

50 1 And thou shalt put in the breast- 
plate of judgment the l ’rim and the 
'lliuiiimiiii; and they shall be upon 
Aaron’s heart, when lie goeth in before 
the Lord: and Aaron shall bear the judg- 
ment of the children of Israel upon his 
heart before the Lord continually. 

51 H And thou shalt make the robe of 
the ephod all of blue. 

52 And there shall he an hole in the 
top of it, in the midst thereof: it shall 
have a binding of woven work round 
about the hole of it, as it were the hole 
of an habergeon, th.it it be not rent 

55 t And beneath upon the hem of it 
thou shalt make pomegranates of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, round 
about tne hem thereof; and bells of 
gold between them round about: 
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34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, 
a golden bell and a pomegranate, upon 
the hem of the robe round about 

35 And it shall be upon Aaron to 
minister: and his sound shall be heard 
when he goeth in unto the holy plate 
before the Lord, and when he cometh 
out, that he die not.

38 And it shall he upon Aaron’s fore- 
head, that Aaron may bear the iniquity 
of the holy things, which the children 
of Israel shall hallow in all their holy 
gifts; and it shall he always upon his 
forehead, that they may be accepted 
before the Loro. 

311 f And thou shalt embroider the 
coat of line linen, and thou shalt make 
the mitre of tine linen, and thou shalt 
make the girdle of needlework. 

40 1 And for Aaron’s sons thou shalt 
make coats, and thou shalt make for 
them girdles, and bonnets shalt thou 
make for them, for glory and for beauty’. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
him; and shalt anoint them and conse- 
crate them, and sanctify them, that they 
may minister unto me in the priest's 
office. 

42 And thou shalt make them linen 

breeches to cover their nakedness; from 
the loins even uufe«4hc thighs they 
shall reach: q\ 

43 And they shalVbe upon Aaron, and 
upon his sons, wben they come in unto 
the taberjjjm^ of the congregation, or 
when thiAy come near unto the altar to 
minister ;/in the holy place; that they 
bear noty' iniquity , and die: it .shall be 
a statute for ever unto him and his 
seed afteV him.

A N 1> this itt tin; thing that thou shalt 
do unto them to hallow them, to 
minister unto me in the priest's office : 
T ake one. young bullock, and two rams 
without blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened tempered with oil, and wa- 
fers unleavened anointed with oil: of 
wheateu Hour shalt thou make them. 

3 And thou shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them ill the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou shalt 
bring unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congreg ition , and shalt wash 
them with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and the 
robe of the ephod, and the ephod, and 
the breastplate, and gird him witli the 
curious girdle of the ephod: 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
Ids head, and put the holy crown upon 
the mitre. 
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7 Then shalt thou take the anointing 
oil, and pour it upon his head, and 
anoint him. 

8 And thou shfclt bring his sons, and 
put coats upon them. 

9 And thou shalt gird them with girdles, 
Aaron and his sons, and put the bonnets 
oti them: and the priests office shall be 
their’s for a perpetual statute ; and thou 
shalt consecrate Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock to 
be brought before the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and Aaron and his sons 
shall put their hands upon the head of 
the bullock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock be- 
fore the Lord, by the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

12 And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar with thy finger, and pour 
all the blood beside the bottom of the 
altar. 

13 And thou shalt take all the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the caul Unit 
is above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and burn 
them upon the altar. 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and 
his skin, and his dung, shall thou burn 
with fire without the camp: it is a sin 
offering. 

15 t Thou shalt also take one ram; 
and Aaron and his sons shall put their 
hands upon the head of the ram. 

10 And thou shalt slay the ram, and 
thou shalt take his blood, and sprinkle 
it round about upon the altar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in pieces, 
and wash the inwards of him, and his 
legs, and put them unto his pieces, and 
unto his head. 

18 And thou shalt burn the whole ram 
upon the altar: it is a burnt offering 
unto the Loan: it is a sweet savour, 
an offering made by lire unto the Loud. 

19 If Ami thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall put 
their hands upon the head of the ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, ;md 
take of his blood, and put it upon the 
tip of the right ear of Aaron, apd upon 
the tip of the right ear of his sons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, 
and upon the great toe of their right 
foot, and sprinkle the blood upon the 
altar round about.

24 And thou shalt put all in the hands 
of Aaron, and in the hands of his sons ; 
and shalt wave them for a wave offer- 
ing before the Lord. 

25 And thou shalt receive them of 
their hands , and burn them upon the 
altar for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour before the Lord: it is an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast of 
fhe ram of Aaron’s consecration, and 
wave it far a wave offering before the 
Loan: and it shall be thy part. 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the breast 
of the wave offering, and the shoulder 
of the heave offering, which is waved, 
and which is heaved up, of the ram of 
the consecration, even of that which is 
for Aaron, and of that which is for his 
sons : 

28 And it shall be Aaron’s and his 
sons’ by a statute for ever from the 
children of Israel: for it is an heave 
offering: and it shall be an heave offer- 
ing from the children of Israel of the 
sacrifice of their peace offerings, even 
their heave offering unto the Loro. 

2d f And the holy garments of Aaron 
shall be his sons’ after him, to be 
anointed therein, and to be consecrated 
in them. 

2»0 -Ami that son that is priest in his 
stead shall put them on seven days, 
when lie comcth into the tabernacle of 
the congregation to minister in the holy 
place. 

dl If Ami thou shalt take the ram of 
the consecration, and seethe his flesh 
in the holy place. 

d2 And Aaron and his sons shall eat 
the flesh of the. ram, and the bread that

40 And with the one lamb a tenth 
deal of flour mingled with the fourth 
part of an bin of beaten oil; and the 
fourth part of an hin of wine for a 
drink offering.

41 And the other lamb thou shalt oiler 
at even, and shalt do thereto according 
to the meat offering of the morning, 
and according to the drink offering 
thereof, for a sweet savour, an offering 
made by lire unto the Lord. 

42 This shall he a continual burnt offer- 
ing throughout your generations at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation before the Lord: where I will 
meet you, to speak there unto thee. 

411 And there 1 will meet with the 
children of Israel, and the tabernacle 
shall be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will sanctify the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the altir: I 
will sanctify also both Aaron and his 
sons, to minister to me in the priest's 
office.

40 And they shall know that J am the 
Loro their God, that brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, that l may 
dwell among them: 1 am the Lord thoir 
God.

A N 1) thou shalt make an altar to 
burn incense upon: o/’shittim wood 
shalt thou make it. 

*2 A cubit shall he the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof; four- 
square shall it he: and two cubits shall 
be the height thereof: the horns there- 
of shall he of the same. 

And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, the ton thereof, and the sides there- 
of round about, and the horns thereof; 
and thou shalt make unto it a crown 
of gold round about. 

1 And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by 
the two corners thereof, upon the two 
sides of it shalt thou make it; and they 
shall he for places for the staves to bear 
it withal. 

f) And thou shalt .make the staves of 
shittiin wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

b And thou shalt put it before the vail 
that is by the ark of the testimony, 
ho fore the mercy seat that is over the 
testimony, where 1 will meet with thee.

2<i A nd thou shalt anoint the tabernacle 
of the congregation therewith, and the 
ark of the testimony, 

2< And the table and all his vessels, 
and the candlestick and his vessels, and 
the altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt ottering 
with all his vessels, and the laver ami 
his foot. 

2V) And thou shalt sanctify them, that 
they may be most holy: whatsoever 
toucheth them shall he holy. 

30 And thou shalt anoint Aaron and 
his sons, and consecrate them, that they 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
office.

7 The tabernacle of the congregation, 
and the ark of the testimony, and the 
mercy seat that is thereupon, and all 
the furniture of the tabernacle, 

8 And the table and his furniture, and 
the pure candlestick with all his fur- 
niture, and the altar of incense, 

9 And the altar of burnt offering with 
all his furniture, and the laver and 
his foot, 

10 And the cloths of service, and the 
holv garments for Aaron the priest, 
and the garments of his sons, to mi- 
nister in the priest’s office, 

II And the anointing oil, and sweet 
incenso for the holy place: according 
to all that I have commanded thee 
shall they do. 

12 J And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

13 Speak thou also unto the children 
of Israel, saying, Verily my sabbaths 
ye shall keep: for it is a sign between 
me and you throughout your genera- 
tions ; that ye may know that I am the 
Lord that (loth sanctify you. 
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14 Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore; 
for it is holr unto you : every one that 
ilefileth it shall surely be put to death : 
for whosoever doeth any work therein, 
that soul shall be cut off from among 
his people. 

15 Six days may work be done; but 
in the seventh is the sabbath of rest, 
holy to the Loan: whosoever doeth any 
work in the sabbath day, he shall surely 
be put to death. 

10 Wherefore the children of Israel 
shall keep the sabbath, to observe the 
sabbath throughout their generations, 
for a perpetual covenant. 

17 It is a sign between me and the 
children of Israel for ever: for in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, 
and on the seventh day he rested, and 
was refreshed. 

18 f And he gave unto ISloses, when 
he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two tables 
of testimony, tables of stone, written 
with the linger of God. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

A N D when the people saw that Moses 
delayed to come down out of the 
mount, the people gathered themselves 
together unto Aaron, and said unto 
him, lip, make us gods, which shall go 
before us; for as for this Moses, the 
man that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, we wot not what is be- 
come of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring them 
unto me. 

G And all the people brake off the 
golden earrings which were in their 
ears, and brought them unto Aaron. 

4 And he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it with a graving tool, 
alter he had made it a molten calf: 
and they said, These be thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt 

5 And when Aaron saw it, he built 
an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said. To morrow is 
a feast to the Lord. 

G And they rose up early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, 
and rose up to play. 

7 t And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go, get thee down; for thy people, 
which thou broughtest out of the land 
of Egypt, have corrupted themselves: 

8 ] hey have turned aside quickly out 
of the way which I commanded them: 
they have made them a molten calf, 
and have worshipped it, and have sa- 
eriliced thereunto, and said, These be 
thy gods, O Israel, which have brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt 
1) And the Lord said unto Moses, I 
have seen this people, and, behold, it 
is a stiffnecked people: 
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10 Now therefore let me alone, that 
my wrath may wax hot against them, 
and that I may consume them: and I 
will make of thee a great nation. 

1 1 And Moses besought the Loan his 
God, and said, Loan, why doth thy 
wrath wax hot against thy people, 
which thou hast brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt with great power, 
and with a mighty hand? 

12 Wherefore should the Egyptians 
speak, and say, For mischief did he 
bring them out, to slay them in the 
mountains, and to consume them from 
the face of the earth V Turn from thy 
tierce wrath, and repent of this evil 
against thy people. 

1)1 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel , thy servants , to whom thou 
swarest by thine own self, and saidst 
unto them , I will multiply your seed 
as the stars of heaven, and all this land 
that I have spoken ol will I give unto 
your seed, and they shall inherit it for 
ever. 

14 And the Loan repented of the evil 
which he thought to do unto his people. 

15 If And Moses turned, and went 
down from the mount , and the two 
tables of the testimony were in his hand : 
the tables were written on both their 
sides; on the one side and on the other 
were they written. 

10 And the tables -were the work of 
(iod, and the writing was the writing 
of God, graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Joshua heard the noise 
of the people uh they shouted, lie said 
unto Moses, There is a noise of war in 
the camp. 

18 And he said, It is not the voice of 
them that shout for mastery, neither is 
it the voice of them that cry for being 
overcome: but the noise ol’ them that 
sing do I hear. 

IP f And it came to pass, as soon as 
he came nigh unto the camp, that lie 
saw the calf, and the dancing: and 
Moses’ anger waxed hot, and lie cast 
the tables out of his hands, and brake 
them beneath the mount. 

20 And lie took the calf which they 
had made, and burnt it in the. fire, and 
ground it to powder, and strawed it 
upon the water, and made the children 
of Israel drink of it . 

21 And Moses said unto Aaron, What 
did this people unto thee, that thou hast 
brought so great a sin upon them? 

22 And Aaron said, Let not the anger 
of my lord wax hot: thou knowest the 
people, that they are set on mischief. 

23 For they Baid unto me, Make us 
gods, which shall go before us: for as 
/or tins Moses, the man that brought 
us up out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. 

24 And I said unto them, Whosoever 
hath any gold, let them break it off. So 
they gave it me: then I cast it into the 
lire, and there came out this calk 

25 If And when Moses saw that the 
people were naked; (for Aaron had made 
them naked unto their shame among 
their enemies:) 
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26 Then Moses stood in the gate of the 
camp, and said, Who is oii the Lord's 
side? let him come unto me. And all the 
sons of Levi gathered themselves to- 
gether unto him. 

27 And he said unto them, Thus saith 
the Loud God of Israel, Put every man 
his sword by his side, and go in and 
out from gate to gate throughout the 
camp, and slay every man his brother, 
and every man his companion, and 
every man his neighbour. 

28 And the children of Levi did accord- 
ing to the word of Moses: and there 
fell of the people that day about three 
thousand mem 

•29 For Moses had said, Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the Lord, even 
every man upon nis son, and upon his 
brother; thatne may bestow upon you 
a blessing this day. 

30 If Ana*it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that Moses said unto the people. 
Ye have sinned a great sin: and nowl 
will go up unto the Lord ; peradventure 
I shall make an atonement for your sin. 

31 And Moses returned unto the Lord. 
and said. Oh, this people have sinned 
a great sin, and have made them gods 
of gold. 

32 Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their 
sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray thee, 
out of thy book which thou hast written. 

33 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Whosoever hath sinned against me, him 
will I blot out of my book. 

34 Therefore now go, lead the people 
unto the place of which I have spoken 
unto thee : behold, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless in the day 
when I visit I will visit their sin upon 
them. 

35 And the Lord plagued the people, 
because they made the calf, which 
Aaron made. 


CHAPTER XXXIII. 

A N D the Lord said unto Moses, De- 
part, and go up hence, thou and the 
people which thou hast brought up out 
of the land of Egypt, unto the land 
which I swore unto Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy seed 
will I give it: 

2 And I will send an angel before 
thee; and I will drive out the Canaan- 
ite, the Amorite, and the Hittite, and 
the Porizzito, the Uivite, and the Je- 
busite : 

3 Unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey : for I will not go up in the midst 
of thee ; for thou art a stiffnecked people : 
lest I consume thee in the way. 

4 ^ And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned: and no man 
did put on him his ornaments. 

5 For the Lord had said unto Moses, 
Say unto the children of Israel, Ye are 
a stiffnecked people : I will come up into 
the midst of thee in a moment, and 
consume thee: therefore now put off 
thy ornaments from thee, that I may 
know what to do unto thee. . 
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0 And the children of Israel stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the 
mount Iloreb. 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, ami 
pitched it without the camp, afar off 
from the camp, and called it the Taber- 
nacle of the congregation. And it came 
to pass, that every one which sought 
the Loud went out unto the tabernacle 
of the congregation, which was without 
the camp. 

8 And it came to pass , when Moses 
went out unto the tabernacle, that all 
the people rose up, and stood every 
man at his tent door, and looked after 
Moses, until he was gone into the taber- 
nacle . 

D And it came to pass, as Moses enter- 
ed into the tabernacle, the cloudy pillar 
descended, and stood at the door of tin; 
tabernacle, and the LOUD talked with 
Moses.

And he turned again into 
the camp: hut his servant Joshua, the 
son of Nun, a young man, departed not 
out of the tabernacle. 

1*2 1 And Moses said unto the Loud, 
See, thou sayest unto me, Iking up 
this people: and thou hast not let me 
know whom thou wilt send with me. 
Vet thou hast said, 1 know thee by 
name, aud thou hast also found grace 
iu my sight. 

1 il Now therefore, 1 pray thee, if I 
have found grace in thy sight, shew 
me now thy way, that 1 may know 
thee, that 1 may lind grace in thy sight: 
and consider that this nation* is thy 
people. 

14 And he said, My presence shall go 
with thee, and 1 will give thee rest. 

Iu Amt he said unto him, If thy pre- 
sence go not truth me, carry us not up 
hence. 

ll> For wherein shall it be known here 
that 1 and thy people have found grace 
in thy sight? is it not in that thou 
goest with usV so shall we be separated, 

1 and thy people , from all the people 
that are upon the face of the earth. 

17 And the Loud said unto Moses, I 
will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken: for thou hast found grace in 
my sight, and I know thee by name. 

18 And he said, I beseech thee, shew 
me thy glory. 

ID And he said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and 1 will 
proclaim the name of the Lord before 
thee; and will be gracious to whom 1 
will be gracious, ami will shew mercy 
on whom I will shew mercy. 

20 And he said, Thou canst not see 
my face: lor there shall no man see 
me, and live. 

21 And the Lord said, llehold, there is 
a place by me, and thou shalt stand 
upon a rock : 

22 And it shall come to pass, while 
my glory passeth by, that I will put. 
thee ill a clift of the rock, and will cover 
thee with my hand while I pass by: 
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2B And I will take away mine hand, 
and thou shall see my back parts: but 
my face shall not be seen. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A N 1> the Lord said unto Moses, Hew 
thee two tables ol‘ stone like unto 
the first: and I will write upon these 
tables the words that were in the first 
tallies, which thou hrakest. 

2 And he ready in the morning, and 
come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, and present thyself there to me 
in the top of the mount 

And no man shall come up with thee, 
neither let any man he seen through- 
out all the mount; mother let the flocks 
nor herds feed before that mount. 

4 f And he hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first; and Moses rose up 
early in the morning, and went up unto 
mount Sinai, as the Loan had command- 
ed him, and took in his hand the two 
tables of stone. 

5 And the Loro descended in the cloud, 
and stood with him there, and proclaim- 
ed the name of t lie Loan. 

(> A ml the. Lord passed by before him, 
ami proclaimed, The Lord, The Loan 
Cod, merciful and gracious, longsufler- 
ing, and abundant in goodness and truth, 

7 Keeping mercy for thousands, for- 
giving iniquity ami transgression and 
sin, and that will by no means clear 
the. <iudt.fi; visiting the iniquity of the 
lathers upon the children, and upon 
the children’s children, unto the third 
and to the fourth generation . 

K And Moses made haste, and bowed 
his head toward the earth, and wor- 
shipped. 

\) And he said, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, O Lord, let my Lord, 

1 pray thee, go among us; for it is a 
stiffnecked people; and pardon our ini- 
quity and our sin, and take us for thine 
inheritance. 

10 1 And he said. Behold, I make a 
covenant: before all thy people I will 
do marvels, such as have not been done 
in all the earth, nor in any nation: and 
all the people among which thou art 
shall see the work of the Lord: for it 
is a terrible thing that I will do with 
thee. 

1 1 ( fbserve thou that which I command 
thee this day: behold, 1 drive out before 
thee the Amorite, and the Canaanite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Hivite, and the Jebusite. 

12 Take heed to thyself, lest thou make 
a covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land whither thou goest, lest it be for 
a snare in the midst of thee: 

13 llut ye shall destroy their altars, 
break their images, and cut down their 
groves : 

14 For thou shalt worship no other 
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cod: for the Lord, whose name ^Jea- 
lous, is a jealous God: 

15 Lest thou make a covenant with 
the inhabitants of the land , and they 
go a whoring after their gods, and do 
sacrifice unto their gods , and (me call 
thee, and thou eat of his sacrifice; 

16 And thou take of their daughters 
unto thy sons, and. their daughters go 
a whoring after their gods, and make 
thy sonB go a whoring after their gods. 

17 Thou shalt make thee no molten 
gods. 

18 5 The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou shalt 
eat unleavened bread, as I commanded 
thee, in the time of the month Abib: 
for in the month Abib thou earnest out 
from Egypt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix is mine; 
and every firstling among thy cattle, 
whether ox or sheep, that is male . 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb: and if thou 
redeem him not, then shalt thou break 
his neck. All the firstborn of thy sons 
thou shalt redeem. And none shall 
appear before me empty. 

21 J Six days thou shalt work, but 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest: in 
earing time and in harvest thou shalt 
rest 

22 ? And thou slmlt observe the feast 
of* weeks, of the firstfruits of wheat 
harvest, and the feast of ingathering 
at the year’s end. 

23 ^ 1 hrice in the year shall all your 
menchildren appear before the Lord 
God, the God of Israel. 

24 For I will cast out the nations be- 
fore thee, and enlarge thy borders: 
neither shall any man desire thy land, 
when thou shalt go up to appear be- 
fore the Lord thy God thrice in the 
year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the blood of 
my sacrifice with leaven; neither shall 
the sacrifice of the feast of the passover 
be left unto the morning. 

26 The first of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in his mother’s milk. 

,27. And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou these words: for after the 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel 

28 And he was there with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights; he did 
neither eat bread, nor drink water. And 
he wrote upon the tables the words of 
the covenant, the ten commandments. 

29 ^ And it came to pass, when Mo- 
ses came down from mount Sinai with 
the two tables of testimony in Moses’ 
hand, when he came down from the 
mount, that Moses wist not that the 
skin of his face shone while he talked 
with him. 

80 And when Aaron and all the chil- 
dren of Israel saw Moses, behold, the 
skin of his face shone ; and they were 
afraid to come nigh him. 
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31 And Moses called onto them; and 
Aaron and all the rulers of the con- 
gregation returned unto him: and Mo- 
ses talked with them. 

32 And afterward all the children of 
Israel came nigh: and he gave them 
in commandment all that the Lord had 
spoken with him in mount Sinai 

S3 And till Moses had done speaking 
with them, he put a vail on his face. 

34 But when Moses went in before 
the Loan to speak with him , he took 
the vail oil, until he came out. And he 
came out, and spake unto the children 
of Israel that which he was commanded. 

36 And the children of Israel saw the 
face of Moses, that the skin of Moses’ 
face shone: and Moses put the vail 
upon liis face again, until he Went in 
to speak with him. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

A N D Moses gathered all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel 
together, and said unto them, These 
are the words which the Lord hath 
commanded, that j ye should do them. 

2 Six days shall work be done, but 
on the seventh day there shall be to 
you an holy day, a sabbath of rest to 
the Lord: whosoever doeth work there- 
in shall be put to death.

7 And rams’ skins dyed red, and bad- 
gers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

8 And oil for the light, and spices for 
anointing oil, and for the sweet incense, 

9 And onyx stones, and stones to be 
set for the ephod, and for the breast- 
plate. 

10 And every wise hearted among 
you shall come, and make all that the 
Lord hath commanded; 

11 The tabernacle, his tent, and his 
covering, his taclies, and his boards, 
his bars, his pillars, and his sockets, 

12 The ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercy seat, and the vail ot 
the covering, 

13 The table, and his staves, and all 
his vessels, and the shewbread, 

14 The candlestick also for the light, 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with 
the oil for the light, 
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15 And the incense altar , and hie 
staves, and the anointing oil , and the 
sweet incense, and the hanging for the 
door at the entering in of the tabernacle, 
If, The altar of burnt offering, with 
Ids brasen grate, his staves, and till 
ids vessels, the laver and his foot, 

17 The hangings of the court, his pil- 
lars, and their sockets, and the hang- 
ing for the door of the court, 

18 The pins of the tabernacle, and the 
pins of the court, and their cords, 

19 The cloths of service, to do service 
in the holy place, the holy garments 
for Aaron the priest, and the garments 
of his sons, to minister in the priest’s 
office. 

20 t And all the congregation of the 
children of Israel departed from the 
presence of Moses. 

21 And tlicv came, every one whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and they 
brought the Lord’s offering to the work 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and lor all his service , and for the 
holy garments. 

22 Ami they came , both men and 
women, as many as were willing heart- 
ed, and brought bracelets, and earrings, 
and rings, and tablets, all jewels of 
gold: and every man that offered ({tf'er- 
cd an offering of gold unto the Lord. 

23 Ami every man, with whom was 
found blue, ami purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, and red 
skins of rams, and badgers’ skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did oiler an ottering 
of silver and brass brought the Lord’s 
ottering: and every man, with whom 
was found shittim wood for any work 
of the service, brought it. 

25 And all the women that, were wise 
hearted did spin with their hands, ami 
brought that which they had spun, 
hath of blue, and of purple, and of 
scarlet, ami of tine linen. 

And all the women whose heart 
stirred them up in wisdom spun goats’ 
hair. 

27 And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be. set, for the 
ophod, and for the breastplate; 

28 And spice, and oil for the light,, 
and for the anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

23 The children of Israel brought a 
willing offering unto the Lord, every 
man and woman , whose heart made 
them willing to bring for all manner 
of work, which the Lori* had command- 
ed to be made by the hand of Moses. 

30 f And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, See, the Lord hath called 
by name Itezalcel the son of Uri, tin- 
sou of llur, of the tribe, of .Judah: 

31 And he hath filled him with t, In- 
spirit of God, in wisdom, in understand- 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all man- 
ner of workmanship; 
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32 And to devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, mid in 
brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them, and in carving of wood, to 
make .any manner of cunning work. 

31 And he hath put in his heart that 
he may teach, both he, and Aholiab, 
the son of Aliisamach , of the tribe of 
1 >an. 

3. r » Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning 
workman, and of the embroiderer, in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in 
line linen, and of the weaver, even of 
them that do any work , and of those 
that devise cunning work. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

riHI 10 N wrought Be/.aleel and Aholiab, 

1 and every wise hearted man , in 
whom the Loan put wisdom and un- 
derstanding to know how to work all 
manner of work for the service of the 
sanctuary , according to all that the 
Lord had commanded. 

2 And Moses called Be/.aleel and Aho- 
liab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whose heart the Lord had put wisdom, 
even every one whose heart stirred him 
up to come unto the work to do it: 

3 And they received of Moses all the 
ollering, which the children of Israel 
had brought for the work of the service 
of the sanctuary, to make it imtfml. And 
they brought yet unto him tree offerings 
every morning. 

*1 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the. sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which they 
made; 

, r > 1 And they spake unto Moses, saying, 
The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, 
which the Lord commanded to make. 

f> And Moses gave commandment, and 
they caused it to be proclaimed through- 
out the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for 
the ollering of the sanctuary. So the 
people were, restrained from bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too 
much. 

K f And every wise hearted man among 
them that wrought the work of the taber- 
nacle made ten curtains of line twined 
linen, anil blue, and purple, and scarlet: 
with cherubims of cunning work made 
he them. 

3 The length of one curtain was twenty 
and eight cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: the curtains were 
all of one size. 

10 Ami he coupled the five curtains 
one unto another: and the other five 
curtains lie coupled one unto another. 
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11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge 
in the coupling: likewise he made in 
the uttermost side of another curtain, 
in the coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, 
and fifty loops made he in the edge of 
the curtain which was in the coupling 
of the second: the loops held one cur- 
tain to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto an- 
other with the taches: so it became one 
tabernacle. 

14 If And he made curtains of goats’ 
hair for the tent over. the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

If) The length of one curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth 
of one curtain: the eleven curtains were 
of one size. 

1G And he coupled live curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And lie made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he upon 
the edge of the curtain which couplet!) 
the second. 

IN And he made fifty taches of brass 
to couple the tent together, that it, might 
be one. 

10 And he made a covering lbr Mu- 
tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
covering of badgers’ skins above that. 

20 1 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle of shittim wood, standing up. 

21 The length of a board was ten cubits, 
and the breadth of a board one cubit 
and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another: thus did he 
make for all the boards of the taber- 
nacle. 

23 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle; tw'enty boards for the south side 
southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he made 
under the twenty boards;, two sockets 
under one board for his two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the taber- 
nacle, which is toward the north corner, 
he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty Boekets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
corners of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, and 
coupled together at the head thereof, 
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to one ring: thus he did to both of them 
in both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards; and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, ,jmder every board two sockets. 

81 *|f And he made bars of shittim wood: 
five for the boards of the one side of 
the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the tabernacle 
for tltp sides westward. 

33 And he made the middle bat to 
shoot through the boards from the one 
end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to 
be places for the bars, and overlaid the 
bars with gold. 

35 f And he made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and iine twined 
linen: with cherubims made he it of 
cunning work. 

3(> And he made thereunto four pillars 
of shittim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold: their hooks were of gold; and he 
cast for them four sockets of silver. 

37 1 And he made an hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and line twined linen, of 
needlework; 

38 And the live pillars of it with their 
hooks: and he overlaid their chapiters 
and their lillets with gold : but their 
live sockets were of brass. 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

A N 1) llezaleel made the ark of shittim 
wood: two cubits and a naif wets 
the length of it, and a cubit and a half 
the breadth of it, and a cubit and a 
half the height of it: 

2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made a crown 
of gold to it round about. 

3 And he east for it four rings of gold, 
to he set by the four corners of it: even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and 
two rings upon the other side of it. 

4 And he made staves of shittim wood, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

5 And he put the staves into the rings 
by the sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 
0 f And he made the mercy seat of 
pure gold : two cubits and a half was 
the length thereof, and one cubit and 
a half the breadth thereof. 

7 And he made two cherubims of gold, 
beaten out of one piece made he them, 
on the two ends of the mercy seat; 

8 One clierub on the end on this side, 
and another cherub on the other end 
on that side: out of the mercy seat 
made he the cherubims on the two ends 
thereof. 

9 And the cherubims spread out their 
wings on high, and covered with their 
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wings over the mercy seat, with their 
faces one to another; even to the mercy 
sc, -it ward were the faces of the ohc.ru- 
bims. 

10 ^ And he made the table o/’shitti in 
wood: two cubits wait the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half’ the height thereof: 

11 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
and made thereunto a crown of gold 
round about. 

12 Also ho made thereunto a bonier 
of an handhreadth round about* and 
made a crown of gold for the border 
thereof round about. 

Ill And be east for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings upon the four corners 
that ware in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
rings, the places for the staves to bear 
the table. 

10 And he made the staves of sbittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. 

lb And he made the vessels which 
were upon the table, his dishes, and bis 
spoons, and bis bowls, and his covers 
to cover withal, if pure gold. 

17 t And he made the candlestick of 
pure gold: of beaten work made he 
t he candlestick ; his shaft, and his branch, 
bis bowk, bis knops , and bis llowers, 
were of the same.: 

IK And six branches going out of the 
sides thereof; throe branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side thereof, 
and three branches of tins candlestick 
out ol the other side thereof: 

(I) Three bowls made after the fashion 
of almonds in one branch, a lump and 
a Mower; and three howls made like 1 , 
almonds in another branch , a lump 
and a Mower: so throughout the six 
branches going out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, bis knops, 
and bis Mowers: 

21 And a knop under two brandies 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, according to 
tin', six branches going out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches were 
of the same: all of it was one beaten 
work of pure gold. 

23 And be made his seven lamps, and 
his snuffers, and his snutfdishes, of pure 
gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made he 
it, and all the vessels thereof. 

25 If And he made the incense altar 
of shittim wood: the length of it was 
a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 
it was foursquare; and two cubits was 
the height of it; the horns thereof were 
of the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
both the top of it, and the sides there- 
of round about, and the horns of it: 
also he made unto it a crown of gold 
round about. 
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27 And he made two rings of gold for 
it under the crown thereof, bv the two 
corners of it, upon the two sides there- 
of, to he places for the staves to bear 
it withal. 

28 And he made the Btaves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

21) H And he made the holy anointing 
oil, and the pure incense of sweet spices, 
according to the work of the apothecary. 


CllAPTEU XXXVIII. 

A N 1 ) he made the altar of burnt 
offering of shittim wood : live cubits 
was the length thereof, and live cubits 
the breadth thereof; it was foursquare; 
and three cubits the height thereof! 

2 And lie made the horns thereof on 
the four corners of it; the horns there- 
of were of the same: and he overlaid 
it with brass. 

And he made all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, a'nd the 
basons, ami the lleshhooks, and the 
lirepuns: all the vessels thereof made 
he of brass. 

4 And lie made, for the altar a brasen 
grate of network under the compass 
thereof beneath unto the midst of it. 

5 And he cast four rings for "the four 
ends of the grate of brass, to be places 
for the staves. 

t> And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the rings 
on the sides of the altar, to bear it 
withal; lie made the altar hollow with 
boards. 

K If And lie made the layer of brass, 
and the foot of it of brass, of the looking- 
glasses of the women assembling, which 
assembled at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

1) H And lie made the court: on the 
south side southward the hangings of 
the court were of line twined linen, an 
bundled cubits: 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and their, 
brasen sockets twenty; the iiooks of the 
pillars and their lillets were of silver. 

II And for the north side the honq/ugs 
were an hundred cubits, their pillars 
were twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty: the hooks of the pillars and 
their lillets of silver. 

12 And for the west side were hang- 
ings of lifty cubits, their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten; the hooks of the pillars 
and their lillets of silver. 

lit And for the east side eastward fifty 
cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the ( fate were lifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the court 
gate, on this hand and that hand, were 
hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 
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16 All the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine twined linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars were 
of brass ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver ; and the overlay- 
ing of their chapiters of silver; and all 
the pillars of the court were filleted with 
silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court was needlework, of blue, and 

1 >urple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
inen : and twenty cubits was the length, 
and the height in the breadth was five 
cubits, answerable to the hangings of 
the court 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockets of brass four; their hooks 
of silver, and the overlaying of their 
chapiters and their fillets of silver. 

20 And all the pins of the tabernacle, 
and of the court round about, were of 
brass. 

21 H This is the sum of the tabernacle, 
even of the tabernacle of testimony, as 
it was counted, according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, for the service of 
the Lovites, by the hand of Ithamar, 
son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And llezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of llur, of the tribe of diulah, made 
all that the Loan commanded Moses. 
23 And. with him was Aholiab, son of 
Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman, and 
an embroiderer in blue, and in purple, 
and in scarlet, and line linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied for 
the work in all the work of the holy 
jplace, even the gold of the offering, was 
twenty and nine taleuts, and seven 
hundred and thirty shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation was an 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and threescore and fifteen she- 
kels, after the shekel of the sanctuary : 
20 A bekali for every man, that is, 
half a shekel , after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to 
be numbered, from twenty years old 
.and upward, for six hundred thousand 
and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty men. 

27 And of the hundred talents of silver 
were cast the sockets of the sanctuary, 
and the sockets of the vail; an hundred 
sockets of the hundred talents, a talent 
for a socket 

28 And of the thousand seven hundred 
seventy and five shekels he made hooks 
for the pillars, and overlaid their chapi- 
ters, and filleted them. 

29 And the brass of the offering was 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shekels. 

30 And therewith he made the sockets 
to the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the brasen altar, and 
the brasen grate for it, and all the 
vessels of the altar, 

81 And the sockets of the court round 
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about, and the sockets of the court gate, 
and all the pins of the tabernacle, and 
all the pins of the court round about 


CHAPTER XXXIX 

A ND of the blue, and purple, and 
scarletj they made cloths of service, 
to do service in the holv place, and 
made the holy garments for Aaron; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

2 And he made the ephod o/’gold, blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, ana fine twined 
linen. 

3 And they did beat the gold into thin 
plates, and cut it into wires, to work it 
in the blue, and in the purple, and in 
the scarlet, and in the fine linen, with 
cunning work. 

4 They made shoulderpieces for it, to 
couple it together: by the two edges 
was it coupled together. 

5 And the curious girdle of his ephod, 
that ions upon it, was of the same, ac- 
cording to the work thereof; of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

0 T.And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, as 
signets are graven, with tne ilames of 
the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the shoulders 
of the ephod, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of Israel; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

8 t Ami he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

3 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 
length thereof, and a span the breadth 
thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the Jirst row was a sardius, a 
topaz, and a carbuncle: this was the 
first row. 

11 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a figure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

IB And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were inclosed 
in ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according to 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast- 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 

16 And thev made two ouches of gold, 
and two gold rings; and put the two 
rings in the two ends of the breastplate. 
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17 And they put the two wroathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the breastplate. 

18 And the two ends of the t wo wreath- 
en chains they fastened in the two 
ouches, and put them on the shoulder 
pieces of the ephod, before it. 

19 And they made two rings of gold, 
and put them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, upon the border of it, which 
mu ft on the side of the ephod inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two side^ 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 

21 And they did hind the breastplate 
by his rings unto the rings of the ephod 
with a lace of blue, that it might he 
above the curious girdle of the ephod, 
and that the hreastidate might not he 
loosed from the ephod; as the Loud 
commanded Moses. 

22 t And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 

29 And there iras an hole in the midst 
of the robe, as the hole of an habergeon, 
with a band round about the hole, that 
it should not rend. 

2*1 And they made upon the hems of 
the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, ami twined Itnen. 

2f> And they made hells of pure gold, 
and put the hells bet ween the pome- , 
granules upon the hem of the robe, 
round about between the pomegranates; 

20 A hell and a pomegranate, a hell 
and a pomegranate, round about the 
hem of the rohe to minister in; as the 
Loan commanded Moses. 

27 K And they made routs of line linen 
of woven work for Aaron, and for his 
sons, 

28 And a mitre of tine linen, and goodly 
bonnets o/’tine linen, and linen breeches 
of line twined linen, 

29 And a girdle of line twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, of 
needlework; as the Loan commanded 
M oses. 

90 f And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, ami wrote 
upon it a writing, like to the engrav- 
ings of a signet, HOLINESS TO THE 
LORD. 

91 And they tied unto it a lace of blue, 
to fasten it on high upon the mitre; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

92 H Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congrega- 
tion finished: and the children of Israel 
did according to all that the Loan com- 
manded Moses, so did they. 

93 H And they brought the tabernacle 
unto Moses, the tent, and all his furni- 
ture, his taehes, his hoards, his bars, 
and his pillars, and his sockets, 

34 And the covering of rams' skins 
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dyed red, and the covering of badgern' 
skins, and the vail of the covering, 

85 The ark of the testimony, and the 
staves thereof, and the mercy seat, 

80 The table, and all the vessels there- 
of, and the shewbread, 

87 The pure candlestick, with the lani])s 
thereof, even with tlie lamps to be set 
in order, and all the vessels thereof, 
and the oil for light, 

88 And the golden altar, and the anoint- 
ing oil, and the sweet incense, and the 
hanging for the tabernacle door, 

88 The brascn altar, ami his grate of 
brass, his staves, and all his vessels, the 
laver and his foot, 

40 The hangings of the court, his 
pillars, and his sockets, and the hang- 
ing for the court gate, his cords, and 
his pins, and all the vessels of the service 
of the tabernacle , for the tent of the 
congregation, 

41 The cloths of service to do service 
in the holy place, and the holy' garments 
for Aaron the priest, and his sons’ gar- 
incuts, to minister in the priest’s oflice. 

12 According to all that the kowo 
commanded Moses, so the children oi 
Israel made all the work. 

48 And Moses did look upon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done it as 
the Lnitii had commanded, even so had 
they done it: and Moses blessed them. 


CHAPTER XL. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 On the lirst day of the first month 
slialt thou set up the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation. 

8 And thou shall put therein the ark 
of the testimony, and cover the ark 
with tin 1 vail. 

4 And thou slialt bring in the table, 
and set in order the things that are to 
bo set in order upon it; and thou shult 
bring in the candlestick, and light the 
lamps thereof. 

5 And thou slialt set the altar of gold 
for the incense before the ark of the 
testimony, and put the hanging of the 
door to the tabernacle. 
f> And tliou slialt set the altar of the 
burnt offering before the door of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congre- 
gation. 

7 And thou slialt set the laver between 
the tent of the congregation and the 
altar, and slialt put water therein. 

8 And thou shalt set up the court 
round about, and hang up the hanging 
at the court gate. 

8 And thou shalt take the anointing 
oil, and anoint the tabernacle, and all 
that is therein, and shalt hallow it, and 
all the vessels thereof: and it shall he 
holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of 
the burnt ottering, and all his vessels, 
and sanctify the altar: and it shall be 
an altar most holy. 
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11 And thou shalt anoint the layer 
and his foot, and sanctify it 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
his sons unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and wash 
them with water. 

13 And thou sh^lt put upon Aaron the 
holy garments, and anoint him, and 
sanctify him; that he may minister 
unto me in the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thou 
didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s oflice : 
for their anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood throughout their 
generations. 

16 Thus did Moses: according to all 
that the Lord commanded him, so did he. 

17 f And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the tabernacle 
was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and set 
up the boards thereof, and put in the 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the tent over 
the tabernacle, and put the covering of 
the tent above upon it; as the Loan 
commanded Moses. 

20 f And he took and put the testimony 
into 'the ark, and set the staves on the 
ark, and put the mercy seat above upon 
the ark: 

21 And ho brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and set up the vail of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the 
testimony; as the Loud commanded 
Moses. 

22 ^ And he put the table in the tent 
of the congregation, upon the side of 
the tabernacle northward, without the 
vail 

23 And he set the bread in order upon 
it before the Lord; as the Loud had 
commanded Moses. 

24 t And he put the candlestick in the 
tent of the congregation, over against 
the table, on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps before the 
Lord; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

26 H And he put the golden altar in 
the tent of the congregation before the 
vail: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
on; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

28 T And he set up the hanging at 
the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt offer- 
ing by the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation, and offered 
upon it the burnt offering and the meat 
offering; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

30 5 And he set the laver between the 
tent of the congregation and the altar, 
and put water there, to wash withai. 

31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed their hands and their feet 
thereat: 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they came 
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near unto the altar, they washed; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

83 And he reared up the court round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, and 
set up the hanging of the court gate. 
80 Moses tinished the work. 

34 If Then a cloud covered the tent 
of the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord tilled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to enter 
into the tent of the congregation, be- 
cause the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lord tilled the taber- 
nacle. 

30 And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children of 
Israel went onward in all their journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not taken up, 
then they journeyed not till the day 
that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and lire was on 
it by night, in the sight of all the house 
of Israel, throughout all their journeys.

LEVITICUS. 


CHAPTER I. 

A N D the Lord called unto Moses, and 
spake unto him out of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man of you 
bring an offering unto the Loan, ye shall 
bring your offering of the cattle , even 
of the herd, and of the Hock. 

il If his offering be a burnt sacrifice of 
the herd, let him offer a male without 
blemish: he shall offer it of his own 
voluntary will at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation before the 
Lord. 

4. And he shall put his hand upon the 
head of the burnt offering; and it shall 
be accepted for him to make atonement 
for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock before 
the Lord: and the prieHts, Aaron’s sons, 
shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the 
blood round about upon the altar that 
is by the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt offering, 
and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put tire upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the tire: 

8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall 
lay the parts, the head, and the fat, in 
order upon the wood that is on the tire 
which is upon the altar: 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 
he wash in water: and the priest shall 
burn all on the altar, to be a burnt 
sacrifice, an offering made by lire, of' a 
sweet savour unto the Loud. 

10 1 And if his offering be of the flocks, 

: namely , of the sheep, or of the goats, 
for a burnt sacrifice; he shall bring it 
a male without blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side of the 
altar northward before the Loan; and the 

E riests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle Ins 
lood round about upon the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his pieces, 
with his head and his fat: and the priest 
shall lay them in order on the wood 
tliat is on the fire Avliieh is upon the 
altar :

18 But he shall wash the inwards and 
the legs with water: and the priest 
shall bring it all, and bum it upon the 
altar : it is a burnt sacrifice, an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lord. 

14 J And if the burnt sacrifice for his 
offering to the Lord be of fowls, then he 
shall bring his offering of turtledoves, 
or of young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it unto 
the altar, and wring off his head, and 
burn it on the altar; and the blood 
thereof shall be wrung out at the side 
of the altar: 

16 And he shall pluck away his crop 
with his feathers, and cast it beside the 
altar on the east part, by the place of 
the ashes: 

17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, but shall not divide it 
asunder: and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that is 
upon the fire: it is a burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER IL 

A ND when any will offer a meat 
offering unto the Lord, his offering 
shall be of tine flour; and he shall pour 
oil unon it, and put frankincense thereon : 
2 And he shall bring it to Aaron's 
sons the priests: and he shall take there- 
out his handful of the flour thereof, and 
of the oil thereof, with all the frankin- 
cense thereof; and the priest shall burn 
the memorial of it upon the altar, to be 
an offering made by tire , of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord: 

3 And the remnant of the meat offering 
shall be Aaron’s and his sons’: it is a 
thing most holy of the offerings of the 
Lord made by tire. 

4 f And if thou bring an oblation of 
a meat offering baken in the oven , it 
shall be unleavened cakes of fine flour 
mingled with oil. or unleavened wafers 
anointed with oil. 

5 H And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken iu a pan, it shall be of 
fine flour unleavened, mingled with oil. 
G Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
pour oil thereon: it is a meat offering. 

7 t And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in the fryingpan, it shall 
be made of tine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat offer- 
ing that is made of these things unto 
the Lord: and when it is presented 
unto the priest, he shall bring it unto 
the altar. 

1) And the priest shall take from the 
meat offering a memorial thereof, and 
shall burn it upon the altar: it is an 
offering made by lire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord. 

10 And that which is left of the meat 
offering shall be Aaron’s and his sous’: 
it is a thing most holy of the offerings 
of the Lord made by tire. 

11 No meat offering, which ye shall 
bring unto the. Lord, shall be made 
with leaven : for ye shall burn no leaven, 
nor any honey, in any offering of the 
Lorj> made by tire, 

12 H As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer them unto the 
Lord: but they shall not be burnt on 
the altar for a sweet savour. 
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13 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering ahalt thou season with salt; 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy God to be lacking 
from thy meat offering: with all thine 
offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offering 
of thy hrstfruits unto the Loan, thou 
shalt offer for the meat offering of thy 
tirstfruits green ears of corn dried by 
the tire, even corn beaten out of full 
ears. 

15 And thou shalt put oil upon it, and 
lay frankincense thereon: it is a meat 
offering. 

16 And the priest shall burn the me- 
morial of it, part of the beaten corn 
thereof, and part of the oil thereof, 
with all the frankincense thereof: it is 
an offering made by lire unto the Loan. 

CHAPTER III. 

A N D if his oblation be a sacrifice of 
peace offering, if he offer it of the 
herd; whether it he a male or female, 
he shall offer it without blemish before 
the Loud. 

2 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and Aaron’s sons the priests 
shall sprinkle the blood upon the altar 
round about, 

3 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace offering an offering made by 
lire unto the Lord; the fat that covereth 
the inwards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away. 

5 And Aaron’s sons shall burn it on 
the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, which 
is upon the wood that is on the fire : it 
is an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Loan. 

6 t And if his offering for a sacrifice 
of peace offering unto the Lord be of 
the flock; male or female, he shall offer 
it without blemish. 

7 If lie offer a lamb for his offering, 
then shall he offer it before the Lord. 

8 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it before 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
Aaron’s sons shall sprinkle the blood 
thereof round about upon the altar. 

9 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace offering an offering made by 
lire unto the Lord; the fat thereof, amt 
the whole rump, it shall lie take off' 
hard by the backbone; and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away. 

II Aud the priest shall burn it upon 
the altar: it is the food of the offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 
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12 t And if his offering be a goat, 
then he shall offer it before the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of it , and Kill it before the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and 
the sons of Aaron shall sprinkle the 
blood thereof upon the altar round 
about. 

14: And he shall otter thereof his offer- 
ing, even an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord; the fat that coveroth the 
inwards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
Hanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away. 
10 Aud the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar: it is the food of the 
ottering made by lire for a sweet sa- 
vour: all the fat is the Lord’s. 

17 It shall be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood. 


CHAPTER IV. 

A N 11 the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If a soul shall sin through 
ignorance against any of the command- 
ments of the Lord concerning things 
which ought not to be done, and shall 
do against any of them: 

3 If the priest that is anointed do sin 
according to the sin of the people; 
then let him bring for his sin, which 
he hath sinned, a young bullock with- 
out blemish unto the Loud for a sin 
ottering. 

4 And he shall bring the bullock unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation before the Lord; and shall 
lay his hand upon the bullock’s head, 
and kill the bullock before the Loan. 

5 And the priest that is anointed shall 
take of the bullock’s blood, and bring 
it to the tabernacle of the congregation: 
6 And the priest shall dip his linger 
in the blood, and sprinkle of the blood 
seven times before the Lord, before the 
vail of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar of 
sweet incense before the Loud, which 
is in the tabernacle of the congregation; 
and shall pour all the blood of the 
bullock at the bottom of the altar of 
the burnt ottering, which is at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
8 And he shall take off from it all the 
fat of the bullock for the sin offering; 
the fat that covereth the inwards, and 
all the fat that is upon the inwards, 

1) And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
Hanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away, 
10 As it was taken off from the bul- 
lock of the sacrifice of peace offerings : 
and the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar of the burnt ottering. 
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11 And the skin of the bullock , and 
all bis flesh, with his head, and with 
his legs, and his inwards, and his dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto a 
clean place, where the ashes are pour- 
ed out, and burn him on the wood 
with fire: where the ashes are poured 
out shall he be burnt 

13 J And if the whole congregation of 
Israel sin through* ignorance, and the 
thing be hid from the eyes of the as- 
sembly, and they have done somewhat 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord concerning things which should 
not be done, and are guilty; 

14 When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then the 
congregation shall offer a young bul- 
lock for the sin, and bring him before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congregation 
shall lav their hands upon the head 
of the bullock before the Loan: and 
the bullock shall be killed before the 
Lord. 

16 And the priest that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullock’s blood to 
the tabernacle of the congregation: 

17 And the priest shall dip his linger 
in some of the blood, and sprinkle it 
seven times before the Lord, even be- 
fore the vaiL 

18 And he shall put some of the blood 
upon the horns of the altar which is 
before the Lord, that is in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation , and shall 
pour out all the blood at the bottom 
of the altar of the burnt offering, which 
is at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

li) And he shall take all his fat from 
him, and burn it upon the altar. 

20 And he shall do with the bullock 
as he did with the bullock for a sin 
offering, so shall he do with this: and 
the priest shall make an atonement 
for them, and it shall he forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the. bullock 
without the camp, and burn him as he 
burned the first bullock : it is a sin 
offering for the congregation. 

22 1 When a ruler hath sinned, and 
done somewhat through ignorance 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord his God concei'ning things 
which should not be done , and is 
guilty ; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein lie hath sin- 
ned, come to his knowledge ; he shall 
bring his offering, a kid of the goats, 
a male without blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the goat, and kill it in the 
place where they kill the burnt offering 
before the Lord: it is a sin offering. 

25 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his linger, 
and put it upon the horns of the altar 
of burnt offering, and shall pour out 
his blood at the bottom of the altar of 
burnt offering. 

26 And he shall burn all his fat upon 
the altar, as the fat of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him as con- 
cerning his sin, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 
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27 % And if any one of the common 
people sin through ignorance, while he 
doeth somewhat against any or the com- 
mandments of the Lord concerning things 
which ought not to be done, and be 
guilty; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath sinned, 
come to his knowledge: then he shall 
bring his offering, a kid of the poats, 
a female without blemish for his sin 
which he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

DO And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the blood 
thereof at the bottom of the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the fat 
thereof, as the fat is taken away from 
off the sacrifice of peace offerings; and 
the priest shall burn it upon the altar 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord; and 
the priest shall make an atonement 
for him. and it shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
it for a sin offering in the place where 
they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his finger, 
and put it upon the horns of the altar 
of burnt offering , and shall pour out 
all the blood thereof at the bottom of 
the altar: 

35 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 

t ieaee offerings; and the priest shall 
>ur» them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by lire unto the 
Loan: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for his sin that he hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven him. 


CHAPTER V. 

A N 1) if a soul sin , and hear the 
voice of swearing , and is a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it; if he do not utter it, then he 
snail bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it be a carcase of an 
unclean beast, or a carcase of unclean 
cattle, or the carcase of unclean creep- 
ing tilings, and if it be hidden from 
him; he also shall be unclean, and 
guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness it be 
that a man shall be defiled withal, and 
it be hid from him; when he knoweth 
of it , then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man shall pro- 
nounce with an oath, and it be hid 
from him; when he knoweth of it, then 
he shall be guilty in one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
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shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing ; . 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the goats, 
for a sin offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him concerning 
iiis sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his trespass, 
which he hath committed, two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, unto the 
Lord; one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which i < for 
the sin offering lirst, and wring off his 
head from his neck, but shall not divide 
it asunder: 

U And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of the 
altar; and the rest of the blood shall 
be wrung out at the bottom of the 
altar: it is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall otter the second for a 
burnt offering, according to the manner: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
fur him for his sin which he hath sinned, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

11 If Hut. if he by not able to bring 
two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
then he that sinned shall bring for his 
offering the tenth part of an ephah of 
line Hour for a sin ottering; he shall 
put no oil upon it, neither shall he put 
any frankincense thereon: for it ts a sin 
ottering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the priest, 
and the priest shall take his handful of 
it, even a memorial thereof, and hum 
it on the altar, according to the otler- 
ings made by tire unto the Loro: it is 
a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him as touching his sin that 
lie hath sinned in one of these, and it 
shall be forgiven him: and the remnant 
shajl be the priest’s, as a meat ottering. 

14 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy things 
ol the Lord; then he shall bring for liis 
trespass unto the Lord a ram without 
blemish out of the flocks, with thy 
estimation by shekels of silver, alter the 
shekel of the sanctuary, for a trespass 
offering: 

10 And he shall make amends for the 
harm that he hath done in the holy 
thing, and shall add the. tilth part there- 
to, and give it unto the priest.: and 
the priest shall make an atonement for 
him with the ram of the trespass offer- 
ing, and it shall be forgiven him. 

17 U And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are forbidden 
to be done by the commandments of the 
Lord; though he wist it not, yet is he 
guilty, and shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And lie shall bring a ram without, 
blemish out of the flock, with thy ed.i 
matiou, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning his igno- 
rance wherein he erred and wist it not, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering: he hath 
certainly trespassed against the Lord. 
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CHAPTEK VI. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a trespass 
against the Lori»j and He unto his neigh- 
bour in that which was delivered him 
to keep, or in fellowship, or in a thing 
taken away by violence, or hath deceiv- 
ed his neighbour; 

B Or have found that which was lost, 
and lietli concerning it, and sweareth 
falsely; in any of all these that a man 
doetli, sinning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because h§ hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restore that which lie took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath deceit- 
fully gotten, or that which was delivered 
him to keep, or the lost, thing which he 
found, 

f> Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he shall even restore it 
in tlie principal, and shall add the fifth 
part more thereto, and give it unto him 
to whom it api'ertai netli, in the day of 
his trespass ottering. 

!i And he shall bring his trespass offer- 
ing unto the Loud, a rani without ble- 
mish out of the flock, with thy esti- 
mation, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest. : 

7 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him before the Lord: and it 
shall be forgiven him for any thing of 
all that lie hath done in trespassing 
therein. 

Si If And the Lord spake, unto Moses, 
saying, 

if Command Aaron and his sons, say- 
ing, 'Ibis is the law of the burnt otter- 
ing: It is the burnt offering, because 
of the burning upon the altar all night 
unto tin', morning, and the tire of the 
altar shall lie burning in it. 

10 And Lint priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and bis linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up the ashes which the tire hath con- 
sumed with the burnt offering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside the 
altar. 

11 And he shall put off his garments, 
ami put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp unto 
a clean place. 

12 And the tire upon the altar shall 
he burning in it: it shall not be put 
out: and the priest shall burn wood 
oil it every morning, and lay the burnt 
offering in order upon it; and he shall 
burn thereon the fat of the peace offer- 
ings. 

IBThe lire shall ever be burning upon 
the altar; it shall never go out. 

H f And this is the law of the meat 
offering: the sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lord, before the altar. 

i;> And he shall take of it his handful 
of the Hour of the meat offering, and 
of the oil thereof, and all the frankin- 
cense which is upon the meat offering, 
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and shall burn it upon the altar for a 
sweet savour, even the memorial of it, 
unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat: with unleaven- 
ed bread shall it be eaten in the holy 
place; in the court of the tabernacle of 
the congregation they shall eat it. 

17 ft shall not be baken with leaven. 
I have given it unto them for their 
portion of my offerings made by lire; 
ft ia most holy, as is the sin offering, 
and as the trespass offering. 

18 All the males among the children 
of Aaron shall eat of it. It shall be a 
statute for ever in your generations 
concerning the offerings of the Lord 
made by tire: every one that touclieth 
them shall be holy. 

19 f And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron and 
of his sons, which they shall offer unto 
the Lord in the day when he is anoint- 
ed; the tenth part of an ephah of tine 
flour for a meat offering perpetual, half 
of it in the morning, and half thereof 
at night 

21 In a pan it shall be made with oil; 
and when it is baken, thou shalt bring 
it in: and the baken pieces of the meat 
offering shalt thou offer for a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

22 And the priest of his sons that is 
anointed in his stead shall offer it: it 
is a statute for ever unto the Lord; it 
shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 H And the Lord spake unto IMo- 
ses, saying, 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, 
saying, This is the law of the sin offer- 
ing: In the place where the burnt offer- 
ing is killed shall the sin offering be 
killed before the Lord: it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offercth it for sin 
shall eat it: in the holy place shall it 
be eaten, in the court of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy: and when there 
is sprinkled of the blood thereof upon 
any garment, thou shalt wash that 
whereon it was sprinkled in the holy 
place. 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein it 
is sodden shall be broken: and if it be 
sodden in a brasen pot, it shall be both 
scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof any 
of the blood is brought into the taber- 
nacle of the congregation to reconcile 
withal in the holy place, shall be eaten : 
it shall be burnt in the lire. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

L IKEWISE this is the law of the 
trespass offering: it is most holy. 
2 In the place where they kill the 
burnt offering shall they kill the tres- 
pass offering: and the blood thereof 
shall he sprinkle round about upon the 
altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 
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4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul that is above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take aM r ay : 

5 And the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar for an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord: it is a trespass ottering, 

6 Every male among the priests shall 
eat thereof : it shall be eaten in the holy 
place: it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering: there is one law for 
them: the priest that maketh atonement 
therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man’s burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that offereth it 

10 And every meat offering, mingled 
with oil, and dry, shall all the sons of 
Aaron have, one as much as another. 

11 And this is the law of the sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he shall offer 
unto the Lord. 

12 Tf he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice of 
thanksgiving unleavened cakes mingled 
with oil, and unleavened wafers anoint- 
ed with oil, and cakes mingled with oil, 
of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his peace 
offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out of 
the whole oblation for an heave offer- 
ing unto the Lord, and it shall be the 
priest’s that sprinkleth the blood of the 
peace offerings. 

lh And the flesh of the sacrifice of his 
peace offerings lor thanksgiving shall 
be eaten the same day that it is offer- 
ed; he shall not leave any of it until 
the morning. 

Hi But if the sacrifice, of his offering 
he a vow, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same day that he 
offereth his sacrifice: and on the morrow 
also the remainder of it shall be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh of 
the sacrifice on the third day shall be 
burnt with fire. 

J8 And if any of the flesh of the sacri- 
fice of his peace offerings be eaten at 
all on the third day, it shall not be 
accepted, neither shall it be imputed 
unto him that offereth it: it shall be an 
abomination, and the soul that eateth 
of it shall bear his iniquity. 

H> And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; it shall 
be burnt with fire: and as for the flesh, 
all that be clean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
that pertain unto the Lord, having nis 
uneleanness upon him. even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall touch 
any unclean thing, as the uncleanness 
of man, or any unclean beast, or any 
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abominable unclean thing , and eat of 
the flesh of the socriflce of peace offer- 
ings, which pertain unto the Lord, even 
that soul shall be cut off from his people. 

22 T And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, Ye shall eat no manner of fat, 
of ox, or of sheep, or of goat 

24 And the tat of the beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of that which is 
torn with beasts, may be used in any 
other use: but ye shall in no wise eat 
of it 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men oiler an offering 
made by lire unto the Loud, even the 
soul that eateth it shall be cut off from 
his people. 

2ti Moreover ye shall eat no manner 
of blood, ichet/tei' it he of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 H And the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2V) Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, He that oflereth the sacriiiee 
of his peace offerings unto the Lord 
shall bring his oblation unto the Loud 
of the sacriiiee of his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the offer- 
ings of the Loud made by lire, the fat 
with the breast, it shall he bring, that 
the breast may be waved far a wave 
ottering before the Lord. 

31 And the priest shall burn the. fat 
upon the altar: but the breast shall be 
Aaron's and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for an heave otter- 
ing of the sacrilices of your peace 
offerings. 

33 lie among the sons of Aaron, that 
oflereth the blood of the peace offerings, 
and the fat, shall have the right shoulder 
for hie part. 

34 For the wave breast and the heave 
shoulder have 1 taken of the children 
of Israel from off tin*, sacrifices of their 
peace offerings, and have given them 
unto Aaron the priest and unto his 
sons by a statute for ever from among 
the children of Israel. 

35 ^ This is the portion of the anointing 
of Aaron, and of the anointing of his 
sons, out of the offerings of the Loud 
made by tire, in the day when he pre- 
sented them to minister unto the Loan 
in the priest’s office; 

3f> Which the Lord commanded to be 
given them of the children of Israel, in 
the day that he anointed them, by a 
statute for ever throughout their gene- 
rations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt offer- 
ing, of the meat ottering, and of the sin 
ottering, and of the trespass ottering, 
and of the consecrations, and of the 
sacrifice of the peace offerings; 

38 Which the Lord commanded Moses 
in mount Sinai, in the day that he 
commanded the children of Israel to 
offer their oblations unto the Lord, in 
the wilderness of Sinai. 
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CHAPTER VIIL 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Take Aaron and his sons with him, 
and the garments, and the anointing 
oil, and a bullock for the sin offering, 
and two rams, and a basket of un- 
leavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congregation 
together unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded him; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto fhe congre- 
gation, This iff the thing which the 
Loud commanded to be doue. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron und his 
sons, and washed them with water. 

7 And he put upon him the coat, and 
girded him with the girdle, and clothed 
him with the robe, and put the ephod 
upon him, and he girded him with the 
curious girdle of the ephod, and bound 
it unto him therewith. 

K And lie put the breastplate upon 
him: also he put in the breastplate the 
Prim and the Thummirn. 

11 And he put the mitre upon his head; 
also upon the mitre, even upon his fore- 
front , did he put the golden plate, the 
holy crown; as the Loan commanded 
Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
was' therein, and sanctified them. 

J 1 And he sprinkled thereof upon the 
altar seven times, and anointed the altar 
and all his vessels, both the laver and 
his foot, to sanctify them. 

J2 And he poured of the anointing oil 
upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, 
to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron’s sous, 
and put coats upon them , and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets 
upon them; as the Loan commanded 
Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin ottering: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head of 
the bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it; and Moses took 
the blood, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar round about with his finger, 
and purilied the altar, and poured the 
blood at the bottom of the altar, and 
sanetilied it, to make reconciliation 
upon it. 

10 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
their fat, and Moses burned it upon 
the altar. 

J7 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
ttesh, and his dung, he burnt with lire 
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without the camp; as the Loro com- 
manded Moses. 

18 t And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering: and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 

19 And he killed it; and Moses sprin- 
kled the blood upon the altar round 
about 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and Moses burnt the 
whole ram upon the altar: it was a 
burnt sacrifice for a sweet savouij and 
an offering made by fire unto the Loro; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

22 If And he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration: and Aaron 
and his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram. 

23 And he slew it: and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put it upon the tip 
of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, and 
Moses put of the blood upon the tip 
of their right ear, and upon the thumbs 
of their right hands, and upon the great 
toes of their right feet: and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar round 
about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the rump, 
and all the fat that was upon the in- 
wards, and the caul above the liver, 
and the two kidneys, and their fat, and 
the right shoulder: 

20 And out of the basket of unleaven- 
ed bread, that was before the Loan, he 
took one unleavened cake, and a cake 
of oiled bread, and one wafer, and put 
them on the fat, and upon the right 
shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon Aaron’s hands, 
and upon his sons’ hand, and waved 
them for a wave offering before the 
Lord. 

28 And Moses took them from off their 
hands, and burnt them on the altar up- 
on the burnt offering: they were con- 
secrations for a sweet savour: it is an 
offering made by lire unto the Lord. 

21) And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lord: for of the ram of consecration it 
was Moses’ part; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon 
the altar, and sprinkled it upon Aaron, 
and upon his garments, and upon his 
sous, and upon his sons’ garments with 
him; and sanctified Aaron, and his gar- 
ments, and his sons, and Iris sons’ gar- 
ments with him. 
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31 1 And Moses said unto Aaron and 
to his sons, Boil the flesh at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
there eat it with the bread that is in 
the basket of consecrations, as I com- 
manded, Baying, Aaron and his sons 
shall eat it 

32 And that which remaineth of the 
flesh and of the bread shall ye burn 
with lire. 

33 And ve shall not go out of the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
in seven days, until the days ot your 
consecration be at an end: for seven 
days shall he consecrate you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so the 
Lord hath commanded to do, to make 
an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation day and night seven days, and 
keep the charge of the Lord, that ye 
die not: for so I am commanded. 

36 So Aaron and his sons did all things 
which the Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER IX. 
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A ND it came to pass on the eighth 
day, that Moses called Aaron and 
his sons, and the elders of Israel; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, TtTke thee 
a young calf for a sin offering, and a 
ram for a burnt offering, without ble- 
mish, and offer them before the Lord. 
3 And unto the children oflsrael thou 
shalt speak, saying. Take ye a kid of 
the goats for a sin offering; and a calf 
and a lamb, bath of the first year, with- 
out blemish, for a burnt ottering; 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for peace 
offerings, to sacrilice before the Loan; 
and a meat offering mingled with oil: 
for to day the Lord will appear unto 
you. 

5 1 And they brought that which Mo- 
ses commanded before the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and all the con- 
gregation drew near and stood before 
the Lord. 

6 And Moses said, This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded that ye 
should do: and the glory of the Lord 
shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin offer- 
ing, and thy burnt offering, and make 
an atonemant lor thyself, and for the 
people: and offer the offering of the 
people, and make an atonement for 
them; as the Loan commanded. 

8 1 Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin offer- 
ing, which was for himself. 

3 And the sons of Aaron brought the 
blood unto him : and he dipped his linger 
in the blood, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar, and poured out the blood 
at the bottom of the altar: 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin offer- 
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ing, he burnt unon the altar: as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces thereof, 
and the head: and he burnt then upon 
the altar. 

14. And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 

If) f And he brought the people’s offer- 
ing, and took the goat, which was the 
sin offering for the people, and slew it, 
and offered it for sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offering, 
and offered it according to the manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offering, 
and took an handful thereof, and burnt 
it upon the altar, beside the burnt sa- 
crifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people: and Aaron's 
sons presented unto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon the altar round 
about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and of 
the ram, the rump, and that, which 
covereth the inwards . and the kidneys, 
and the caul above trie liver: 

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon the 
altar : 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aaron waved for a wave offering 
before the Loan; as Moses commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand toward 
the people, and blessed them, and came 
down from offering of the sin offering, 
and the burnt offering, and peace offer- 
ings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
came out, and blessed the people: and 
the glory of the Lord appeared unto 
all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the fat : 
which when all the people saw, they 
shouted, and tell on their faces. 


CHAPTER X. 

A ND Nadub and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, took either of them his 
censer, and put lire therein, and put 
incense thereon , and offered strange 
fire before the Loud, which he com- 
manded them not. 

2 And there went out fire from the 
Lord, and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, This 
is it that the Lord spake, saying, 1 will 
be sanctified in them that come nigh 
me, and before all the people 1 will be 
glorified. And Aaron held his peace. 
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4 And Moses called Mishael and Elza* 
phan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle of 
Aaron, and said unto them, Come near, 
carry your brethren from before the 
sanctuary out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried them 
in their coats out of the camp; as Mo- 
ses had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sons, Uncover not vour heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ve die, and lest 
wrath come upon all the people: but 
let your brethren, the whole house of 
Israel, bewail the burning which the 
Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, lest ye die: for the anointing 
oil of the Loro is upon you. And they 
did according to the word of Moses. 

8 t And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
saying, 

1) Do not drink wine nor strong drink, 
thou, nor thy sons with thee, when ye 
go into the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, lest ye die : it shall be a statute 
for ever throughout your generations: 

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and between 
unclean and clean; 

11 And that ye may teach the chil- 
dren of Israel all the statutes which 
the Lord hath spoken unto them by 
the hand of Moses. 

12 K And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, 
his sons that were left, 'l ake the meat 
offering tiiat remaineth of the offerings 
of the Lord made by lire , and eat it 
without leaven beside the altar: for it 
is most holy: 

1H And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due : and thy 
sons’ due, of the saerilices of the Lord 
made by lire : for so I am commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean place; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters 
with thee : for they be thy due, and thy 
80118 ’ due, which are given out of the 
sacrifices of peace offerings of the chil- 
dren of Israel 

lb The heave shoulder and the wave 
breast shall they bring with the offer- 
ings made by lire of the fat, to wave 
it J'or a wave offering before the Lord: 
and it shall be thine, and thy sona 
with thee, by a statute for ever; as 
the Lord bath commanded. 

lb ^ And Moses diligently sought the 
goat of the sin offering, and, behold, it 
was burnt: and he was angry with 
Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons of Aaron 
which were left alive, saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy placy, seeing 
it is most holy, and God nath given it 
ydu to bear the iniquity of the con- 
gregation, to make atonement for them 
before the Lord? 
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18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place; ye 
should indeed * have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Be- 
hold, this day have they offered their 
sin offering and their burnt offering 
before the Lord; and such things have 
befallen me: and if I had eaten the 
sin offering to day, should it have 
been accepted in the sight of the Lord? 

20 And when Moses heard that, he 
was content 


CHAPTER XL 

A N I) the Lord spake unto Moses 
and to Aaron, saying unto them, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts that are 
on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the hoof: as the camel, be- 
cause he cheweth the cud, but divideth 
not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
5 And the coney, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he 
is unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he 
is unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide the 
hoof, and be clovenlboted, yet he chew- 
eth not the cud ; he is unclean to you. 
8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch; they 
are unclean to you. 

9 H These shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters : whatsoever hath tins 
and scales in the waters , in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not tins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and of 
any living thing which is in the waters, 
they shall be an abomination unto you : 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their 
flesh, but ye shall have their carcases 
in abomination. 

12. Whatsoever hath no lins nor scales 
in the waters, that shall be an abomi- 
nation unto you. 

13 1 And these are then which ye shall 
have in abomination among the fowls; 
they shall not be eaten, they are an 
abomination: the eagle, and the ossi- 
irage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite after 
his kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind ; 

16 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after 
his kind, 
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Leviticus, xl 
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17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination unto 
you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every 
flying creeping thing that goeth upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat: 
the locust after his kind, and the bald 
locust after his kind, and the beetle 
after his kind, and the grasshopper 
after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall be an abo- 
mination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be unclean: 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of 
them shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wasn his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and not cloven- 
footod, nor cheweth the cud, are un- 
clean unto you: every one that touch- 
eth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts that 
go on all four, those are unclean unto 
you: whoso toucheth their carcase shall 
be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase 
of them shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: they are un- 
clean unto you. 

29 Tf These also shall be unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that 
creep upon the earth; the weasel, and 
the mouse, and the tortoise after his 
kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the 
mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep: whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

32 Aud upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall 
be unclean; whether it be any vessel 
of wood, or raiment, or skin , or sack, 
whatsoever vessel it be, wherein any 
work is done, it must be put into water, 
and it shall be unclean until the even; 
so it shall be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever is 
in it shall be unclean; and ye shall 
break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh shall 
be unclean : and ull drink that may be 
drunk in every such vessel shall be 
unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be 
unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down: 
for they are unclean, and shall be un- 
clean unto you. 

36 K evertneless a fountain or pit 
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wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean : but that which touchetb their 
carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing seed which is to 
be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 

39 Ana if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcase 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the carcase 
of it shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: he also that 
beareth the carcase of it shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, or 
whatsoever hath more feet among all 
creeping things that creep upon the 
earth, them ye shall not eat; for they 
are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that ye 
should be detiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lord your God: ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
ye shall be holy ; for I am holy: nei- 
ther shall ye (lelile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Loan that bringcth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God: ye shall therefore be holy, 
for I am holy. 

4b This is the law of the beasts, and 
of the fowl, and of every living crea- 
ture that moveth in the waters, and 
of every creature that creepeth upon 
the earth: 

47 To make a difference between the 
unclean and the clean, and between 
the beast that may be eaten and the 
beast that may not be eaten. 


CHAPTER XII. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If a woman have conceived 
seed, and born a man child: then she 
shall be unclean seven days; accord- 
ing to the days ol' the separation for 
her infirmity shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the tlesh of 
his foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in the 
blood of her purifying three and thirty 
days; she shall touch no hallowed thing, 
nor come into the sanctuary, until the 
days of her purifying bo fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child , then 
she shall be unclean two weoks, as in 
her separation: and she shall continue 
in the blood of her purifying three- 
score and six days. 
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6 And when the days of her purifying 
are fulfilled, for a son, or for a daugh- 
ter, she shall bring a lamb of the first 
year for a burnt offering, and a young 
pigeon, or a turtledove, for a sin offer- 
ing, unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, unto the priest: 

7 Who shall offer it before the Loud, 
and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be cleansed from the issue of 
her blood. This is the law for her that 
hath born a male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, 
or two young pigeons; the one for the 
burnt offering, and the other for a sin 
offering: and the priest shall make an 
iitonement for her, and she shall be 
clean. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A ND the Loan spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the skin 
of his flesh a rising, a scab, or bright 
spot, and it be in the skin of his fiesh 
like the plague of leprosy : then he shall 
he brought unto Aaron the priest, or 
unto one of his sons the priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh: and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the plague in sight be deeper 
than the skin of his flesh, it is a plague 
of leprosy : and the priest shall look on 
him, and pronounce him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh . and in sight be not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair there- 
of be not turned white; then the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the plague 
seven davs: 

5 And the priest shall look on him the 
seventh day : and, behold, if the plague 
in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest 
snail shut him up seven days more: 

G And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, behold, if 
the plague be somewhat dark, and the 
plague spread not in the skin, the priest 
shall pronounce him clean: it is but a 
scab: and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be dean. 

7 Rut if the scab spread much abroad 
in the skin, after that he hath been 
seen of the priest for his cleansing, lie 
shall be seen of the priest again: 

8 And i/ the priest see that, behold, 
the scab sureadeth in the skin, then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it 
is a leprosy. 

9 t When the plague of leprosy is in 
a man , then he shall be brought unto 
the priest: 

10 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the rising be white in the 
skin, and it have turned the hair white, 
and there be quick raw flesh in the 
rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin of 
his flesh, and the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean, and shall not shut him 
up: for he is unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy- break out abroad 
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in the skin, and the leprosy cover all 
the skin of him that hath the plague 
from his head even to his foot, where- 
soever the priest looketh; 

IB Then the priest shall consider: and, 
behold, if the leprosy have covered all 
his flesh, he shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: it is all turned 
white: he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth in 
him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un- 
clean: for the raw flesh is unclean: it 
is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, and 
be changed unto white, he shall come 
unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the plague be turned into 
white; then the priest shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague: he is 
clean. 

18 T The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thereof, was a boil, and is 
healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil there 
be a white rising, or a bright spot, 
white, and somewhat reddish, and it 
be shewed to the priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it he in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague of leprosy broken 
out of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs therein, 
and if it be not lower than the skin, 
but he somewhat dark; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days: 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it is a plague. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 

S lace, and spread not, it is a burning 
oil; and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean. 

24 K Or if there be any flesh , in the 
skin whereof there is a hot burning, 
and the quick Jiesh that burneth have 
a white bright spot, somewhat reddish, 
or white ; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, if the hair in the bright 
spot be turned white, and it he in sight 
deeper than the skin; it is a leprosy 
broken out of the burning: wherefore 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean : 
it is the plague of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it ; and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than the 
other skin, but&e somewhat dark; then 
the priest shall shut him up seven days: 
27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread 
much abroad in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin , but 
it be somewhat dark: it is a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean: for it is an inflam- 
mation of the burning. 

29 T If a man or woman have a plague 
upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the plague : 
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and, behold, if it be in si^ht deeper than 
the skin: and there be m it a yellow 
thin hair; then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it is a dry scall, 
even a leprosy upon the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the plague 
of the scall, and, behold, it be not in 
sight deeper than the skin, and that 
there is no black hair in it; then the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the 
plague of the scall seven days : 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague: and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in sight deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the scall seven 
days more: 

34 And in the seventh dav the priest 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, if 
the scall be not spread in the skin, nor 
be in sight deeper than the skin; then 
the priest shall pronounce him clean: 
und he shall wash his clothes, and be 
clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

30 Then the priest shall look on him: 
and, behold, if the scall be spread in 
the skin, the priest shall not seek for 
yellow hair; he is unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at 
a stay, and that there is black hair 
grown up therein; the scall is healed, 
he is clean: and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

38 If If a man also or a woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots ; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, be- 
hold, if the bright spots in the skin of 
their flesh be darkish white; it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin; 
he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet wbe clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he is forehead bald: yet is he 
clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish sore; 
it is a leprosy sprung up in liis bald 
head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, //the rising of the sore 
be white reddish in his bald head, or 
in his bald forehead, as the leprosy 
appeareth in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is un- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean; his plague is in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the plague 
is, his clothes shall be rent, and pis 
head bare, and he shall put a covering 
upon his upper lip, and shall cry, Un- 
clean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; he 
is unclean: he shall dwell alone; with- 
out the camp shall his habitation be, 

47 T The garment also that the plague 
of leprosy is in, whether it be a woollen 
garment, or a linen garment;

48 Whether it be in the warp, or woof; 
of linen, or of woollen; whether in a 
akin, or in any thing made of skin; 

49 And if the plague be preenish or 
reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin; it is a plague of 
leprosy, and shall be shewed unto the 
priest: 

50 And the priest shall look upon the 
plague, and shut up it that hath the 
plague seven days: 

51 And he shall look on the plague on 
the seventh day: if the plague be spread 
in the garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in a skin, or in any 
work that is made of skin; the plague 
is a fretting leprosy; it is unclean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that gar- 
ment, whether warp or woof, in woollen 
or in linen, or any thing of skin, wherein 
the plague is: for it is a fretting leprosy ; 
it shall be burnt in the lire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skm; 

54 Then the priest shall command that 
they wash the thing wherein the plague 
is, and he shall shut it up seven days 
more : 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
plague, after that it is washed: and, 
behold, if the plague have not changed 
his colour, and the plague be not spread ; 
it is unclean; thou shalt. burn it in the 
tire: it is fret inward, whether it be bare 
within or without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, behold, 
the plague he somewhat dark alter the 
washing of it; then he shall rend it out 
of the garment, or out of the skin , or 
out of the warp, or out of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin; it is a spreading 
plagite: thou shalt burn that wherein 
the plague is with lire. 

58 And the garment, either warp, or 
woof, or whatsoever thing of skin it he, 
which thou shalt wash , if the plague 
be departed from them, then it shall 
be washed the second time, anil shall 
be clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague of le- 
prosy in a garment of woollen or li- 
nen, either in the warp, or woof t or any 
thing of skins , to pronounce it clean, 
or to pronounce it unclean. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

.2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his cleansing: He shall 
be brought unto the priest: 

3 And the priest shall go forth out of 
the camp; and the priest shall look, 
and. behold, if the plague of leprosy be 
healed in the leper; 
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4 Then shall the priest command to 
take for him that is to be cleansed two 
birds alive and clean, and cedar wood, 
and scarlet, and hyssop: 

5 And the priest shall command that 
one of the birds be killed in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 

G As for the living bird, he shall take 
it, and the cedar wood, and the scarlet, 
and the hyssop, and shall dip them and 
the living bird in the blood of the bird 
that wan Killed over the running water: 

7 And lie shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy 
seven times, and shall pronounce him 
clean, and shall let the living bird loose 
into the open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed shall 
wash his clothes, and shave off all his 
hair, and wash himself in water, that 
he may be clean: and after that he 
shall come into the camp, and shall 
tarry abroad out of his tent seven days. 

1) liut it shall be on the seventh day, 
that he shall shave all his hair off his 
head and his heard and his eyebrows, 
even all bis hair he shall shave off: 
and he shall wash his clothes , also he 
shall wash his flesh in water, and he 
shall be clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
take two he lambs without blemish, and 
one ewe lamb of the first year without 
blemish, and three tenth deals of line 
Hour for a meat olfering, mingled with 
oil, and one log of oil. 

11 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is to 
be made clean, and those things, before 
the Loud, at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation : 

12 And the priest shall take one he 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass offer- 
ing, and the log of oil, and wave them 
for a wave offering before the Lord: 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in the 
place where he shall kill the sin offer- 
ing and the burnt olfering, in the holy 
place: for as the sin offering is the 
priest’s, so is the trespass offering; it 
as most holy: 

I I And the priest shall take some of 
the blood of the trespass offering, and 
the priest shall puti< upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right 
foot: 

lf> And the priest shall take some of 
the log of oil, and pour it into the palm 
of his own left hand : 

1G And the priest shall dip his right 
linger in the oil that is in his left hand, 
and shall sprinkle of the oil with his 
linger seven times before the Lobd: 

17 And of the rest of the oil that is 
in his hand shall the priest put upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that is 
to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
bis right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot, upon the blood of the 
trespass offering: 

18 And the remnant of the oil that is 
in the priest’s hand he shall pour upon 
the head ol' him that is to be cleansed: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him before the Loan. 
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19 And the priest shall offer the sin 
offering, and make an atonement for 
him that is to be cleansed from his 
uncleanuess ; and afterward he shall kill 
the burnt offering: 

20 And the priest shall offer the burnt 
offering and the meat offering upon the 
altar: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him , and he shall be 

' clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot get 
so much; then he shall take one lamb 
for a trespass offering to be waved, to 
make an atonement for him, and one 
tenth deal of tine flour mingled with 
oil for a meat offering, and a Tog of oil; 

22 And two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, such as he is able to get; and 
the one shall be a sin offering, and the 
other a burnt offering. 

28 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto the 
priest, unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation , before the Lord. 

24 And the priest shall take the lamb 
of the trespass offering, and the log of 
oil, and the priest shall wave them for 
a wave offering before the Lord : 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of the blood of the trespass 
offering, and put it upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot: 

26 And the priest shall pour of the oil 
into the palm of his own left hand: 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle with 
his ri^ht linger some of the oil that is in 
his left hand seven times before the Lord: 

28 And the priest shall put of the oil 
that is in his hand upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right 
foot, upon the place of the blood of the 
trespass offering: 

29 And the rest of the oil that, is in 
the priest’s hand he shall put upon the 
head of him that is to be cleansed, to 
make an atonement for him before the 
Lord. 

30 And he shall offer the one of the 
turtledoves, !or of the young pigeons, 
such as he can get; 

31 Even such as he is able to get, the 
one for a sin offering, and the other 
for a burnt offering, with the meat 
offering: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him that is to be cleansed 
before the Lord. 

32 This is the law of him in whom is 
the plague of leprosy, whose hand is 
not able to get that which pertaineth to 
his cleansing. 

33 H And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land 
of Canaan, which 1 give to you for a 

{ lossession , and I put the plague of 
eprosy in a house of the land of your 
possession: 

35 And ne that owneth the house 
shall come and tell the priest, saying, 
It seemeth to me there Is as it were a 
plague in the house: 

36 Then the priest shall command that 
they empty the house, before the priest 
go into it to see the plague, that all 
that is in the house be not made un- 
clean: and afterward the priest shall go 
in to see the house: 
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37 And he shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, if the plague be in the 
walls of the house with Hollow strakes, 

f jreenish or reddish, which in sight are 
ower than the wall ; 

88 Theu the priest shall go out of the 
house to the door of the house, and 
shut up the house seven days: 

39 And the priest shall come again 
the seventh day, and shall look: and, 
behold, if the plague be spread in the 
walls of the house; 

40 Then the priest shall command that 
they take away the stones in which the 
plague is, and they shall cast them into 
an unclean place without the city: 

41 And he shall cause the house to 
be scraped within round about, and 
they shall pour out the dust that they 
scrape off without the city into an un- 
clean place: 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them in the place of those stones ; 
and he shall take other morter, and 
shall plaister the house. 

43 And if the plague come again, and 
break out in the house, after that he 
hath taken away the stones, and after 
he hath scraped the house, and after 
it is plaistered; 

44 Then the priest shall come and 
look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the house, it is a fretting 
leprosy in the house: it is unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the house, 
the stones of it, and the timber thereof 
and all the morter of the house; and 
he shall carry them forth out of the 
city into an unclean place. 

4o Moreover he that goeth into the 
house all the while that it is shut up 
shall he unclean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house shall 
wash his clothes: and he that eateth 
in the house shall wash his clothes. 

48 And if the, priest shall come in, 
and look upon it, and, behold, the plague 
hath not spread in the house, after 
the house was plaistered: then the priest 
shall pronounce the house clean, be- 
cause the plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse the 
house two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop: 

50 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an earthen vessel over running 
water: 

51 And he shall take the cedar wood, 
and the hyssop, and the scarlet, and 
the living bird, and dip them in the 
blood of the slain bird, and in the 
running water, and sprinkle the house 
seven times: 

52 And he shall cleanse the house 
with the blood of the bird, and with 
the running water, and with the living 
bird, and with the cedar wood, and 
with the hyssop, and with the scarlet: 
53 But he shall let go the living bird 
out of the city into the open fields, and 
make an atonement for the house : and 
it shall be clean. 

54 This is the law for all manner of 
plague of leprosy, and scall, 

55 And for the leprosy of a garment, 
and of a house, 
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56 And for a rising, and for a scab, 
and for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when it is unclean, and 
when it is clean: this is the law of 
leprosy. 

CHAPTER XV. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and to Aaron, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When any man 
hath a running issue out of his flesh, 
because of his issue he is unclean. 

3 And tills shall be his uncleanness in 
his issue: whether his flesh run with 
his issue, or his flesh be stopped from 
his issue, it is his uncleanness. 

4 Every bed, whereon he lietli that 
hath the issue, is unclean: and every 
thing, whereon he sitteth, shall be un- 
clean. 

5 And whosoever toucheth his bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

6 And he that sitteth on any thing 
whereon he sat that hath the issue shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself ill 
water, and be unclean until the even. 
7 And he that toucheth the flesh of 
him that hath the issue shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue spit 
upon him that is clean; then lie shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

And what saddle soever he ridetli 
upon that hath the issue shall be un- 
clean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that was under him shall be unclean 
until the even : and he that beareth any 
of those things shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

11 And whomsoever he toucheth that 
hath the issue, and hath not rinsed 
his hands in water, he shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toucheth which hath the issue , shall 
be broken: and every vessel of wood 
shall be rinsed in water. 

# 13 And when he that hath an issue 
is cleansed of his issue; then he shall 
number to himself seven days lor his 
cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
take to him two turtledoves, or two 

E oung pigeons, and come before the 
oau unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and give them unto 
the priest: 

16 And the priost shall offer them, 
the one for a sin offering, and the other 
for a burnt offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him before the 
Lord for his issue. 

16 And if any man’s seed of copulation 
go out from him , then he shall wash 
all his flesh in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

17 And every garment, and every skin, 
whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
be washed with water, and be unclean 
until the even. 
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18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

19 t And jf a woman have an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, she 
shall be put apart seven days: and 
whosoever toucheth her shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

20 And every thins that she lieth up- 
on in her separation shall be unclean: 
every thing also that she sitteth upon 
shall be unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

2)1 And if it be on her bed, or on any 
thing whereon she sitteth, when he 
toucheth it, lie shall be unclean until 
the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at all, 
and her flowers be upon him, he shall 
be unclean seven days; and all the 
bed whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue of 
her blood many days out of the time 
of her separation, or if it run beyond 
the time of her separation: all the days 
of the issue of her uncleanness shall 
be as the days of her separation: she 
shall be unclean. 

20 Kvery bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto her 
as the bed of her separation: and what- 
soever she sitteth upon shall he un- 
clean, as the uncleauness of her sepa- 
ration. 


27 And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall he unclean, and shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

28 Hut if she be cleansed of her issue, 
then she shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, 
to the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

)>0 And the priest shall ofler the one 
far a sin ottering, and the other for a 
burnt ottering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her before the 
Loan for the issue of her uncleauness. 


fll Thus Bliall ye separate the children 
of Israel from their unclean ness; that 
they die not in their uncleauness, when 
they detile my tabernacle that is among 
them. 

92 This is the law of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed goeth 
from him, and is detiled therewith; 


33 And of her that is sick of her 
flowers, and of him that hath an issue, 
of the man, and of the woman, and of 
him that lieth with her that is unclean. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
after the death of the two sous of 
Aaron, when they offered before the 
Lord, and died; 

2 And the Lord said unto Moses, Speak 
unto Aaron thy brother, that he come 
not at all times into the holy place 
within the vail before the mercy seat, 
which is upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon the 
mercy seat 

B Thus shall Aaron come into the holy 
place: with a young bullock for a sin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 
4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, 
.and he shall have the linen breeches 
upon his flesh, and shall be girded with 
a linen girdle, and with the linen mitre 
shall he be attired: these are holy gar- 
ments; therefore shall he wash his nesli 
in water, and so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel two kids 
of the goats for a sin offering, and one 
ram for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock of 
the sin offering, which is for himself, 
and make an atonement for himself, 
and for his house. 

7 And he shall take the two goats, 
and present them before the Lord at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation.

11 And Aaron shall bring the bullock 
of the sin offering, which is for himself, 
and shall make an atonement for him- 
self, and for his house, and shall kill 
the bullock of the sin offering which 
is for himself: 

12 And he shall take a censer full of 
burning coals of fire from ofl the altar 
before the. Lord, and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring 
it within the vail: 

18 And he shall put the incense upon 
the fire before the Lord, that the cloud 
of the incense may cover the mercy 
seat that is upon the testimony, that 
he die not: 

14 And he shall take of the blood of 
the bullock, and sprinkle it with his 
linger upon the mercy seat eastward; 
ana before the mercy seat shall he 
sprinkle of the blood with his finger 
seven times. 

15 ^ Then shall he kill the goat of 
the sin offering, that is for the people, 
and bring his blood within the vail, 
and do with that blood as he did with

it upon the mercy seat, and before the 
mercy seat: 

16 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy place, because of the un- 
cleanness of the children of Israel, and 
because of their transgressions in all 
their sins: and so shall he do for the 
tabernacle of the congregation x that 
remaineth among them in the midst of 
their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when 
he goeth in to make an atonement in 
the holy place,, until he come out, and 
have made an atonement for himself, 
and for his household, and for all the 
congregation of Israel 

18 And he shall go out unto the altar 
that is before the Lord , and make an 
atonement for it; and shall take of the 
blood of the bullock , and of the blood 
of the goat, and nut it upon the horns 
of the altar round about. 

U) And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger seven times, 
and cleanse it, and hallow it from the 
uncleaimes8 of the children of Israel. 

20 If And when he hath made an end 
of reconciling the holy place, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and the 
altar, he shall bring the livo goat: 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his hands 
upon the head of the live goat, and 

.confess over him all the iniquities of 
’the children of Israel, and all their 
transgressions in all their sins, putting 
them upon the head of the goat, and 
shall send him away by the hand of a 
lit man into the wilderness: 

22 And the goat shall bear upon him 
all their iniquities unto a land not 
inhabited: and he shall let go the goat, 
in the wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation , and 
shall put off the linen garments, which 
he put. on when he went into the 
holy place, and shall leave them there: 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place , and put on 
his garments, and come forth, and offer 
his burnt offering, and the burnt offer- 
ing of the people, ami make an atone- 
ment for himself, and for the people.

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall consecrate 
to minister in the priest’s oftice in his 
father’s stead, shall nuike the atone- 
ment, and shall put on the linen clothes, 
evert the holy garments : 

33 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy sanctuary , and he shall 
make an atonement for the tabernacle 
of the congregation , and for the altar, 
and he shall make an atonement for 
the priests, and for all the people of 
the congregation. 

34 And this shall be an everlasting 
statute unto you, to make an atone- 
ment for the children of Israel for all 
their sins once a year.

This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout 
their generations. 

8 f And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man t)tere he of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers which 
s(jjourn ' among you , that offereth a 
burnt offering or sacrifice, 
l) And bringeth it not unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to offer it unto the Lord; even that 
man shall be cuW off' from among his 
people. 
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10 f And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, that eateth 
any manner of blood; I will even set 
my face against that soul that eateth 
blood, and will cut him off from among 
his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh it in the 
blood: and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for 
your souls: for it it the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the souL 

12 Therefore I said unto the children 
of Israel, No soul of you shall eat 
blood, neither shall any stranger that 
sojourneth among you eat blood. 

IB And whatsoever man there be of 
the children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which hunteth 
and catcheth any beast or fowl that 
may be eaten; he shall even pour out 
the blood thereof, and cover it with 
dust. 

14 For it is the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it is for the life thereof: there- 
fore 1 said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh: lor the life of all flesh is the 
blood thereof: whosoever eateth it shall 
be cut ofl’. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itself, or that which was 
torn with beasts , 'whether it be one of 
your own country, or a stranger, he 
shall both wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until 
the even: then shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash them not, nor bathe 
his flesh; then he shall bear his iniquity. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

A N D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, 1 am the Lord 
your (*od. 

3 After the doings of the land of Egypt, 
wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not do: and 
alter the doings of the land of Canaan, 
whither I bring you, Rhall ye not do:

7 The nakedness of thy father, or the 
nakedness of thy mother, shalt thou 
not uncover: she is thy mother; thou 
shalt not uncover her nakedness. 

8 The nakedness of thy father’s wife 
shalt thou not uncover: it is thy fa- 
ther’s nakedness. 

9 The nakedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy lather, or daughter of 
thy mother, whether she be born at 
home, or born abroad, even their naked- 
ness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son’s daugh- 
ter, or of thy daughter's daughter, even 
their nakedness thou shalt not uncover: 
for their’s is thine own nakedness. 
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11 The nakedness of thy father’s wife’s 
daughter, begotten of thy father, she 
is thy sister, thou shalt not uncover 
her nakedness. 

12 Thpu shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s sister: she is thy 
father’s near kinswoman. 

18 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy mother’s sister: for she is 
thy mother’s near kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s brother, thou shalt 
not approach to his wife: she is thine 
aunt 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy daughter in law: she is thy 
son’s wife: thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy brother’s wife: it is thy 
brother’s nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of a woman and her daughter, nei- 
ther shalt thou take her son's daughter, 
or her daughter’s daughter, to uncover 
her nakedness; for they are her near 
kinswomen: it is wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife to 
her sister, to vex her, to uncover her 
nakedness, beside the other in her life 
time.. 

19 Also thou shalt not approach unto 
a woman to uncover her nakedness, as 
long as she is put apart for her un- 
cleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally 
with thy neighbour's wife, to defile thy- 
self with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of thy 
seed pass through the. Jire to Moloch, 
neither shalt thou profane the name of 
thy God: I am the Lord. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with mankind, 
as with womankind: it is abomination. 

23 Neither shalt thou lie with, any 
beast to defile thyself therewith: nei- 
ther shall any woman stand before a 
beast to lie down thereto: it is confusion. 

24 Defile not ye yourselves in any of 
these things: for in all these the nations 
are defiled which I cast out before you : 

25 And the land is defiled : therefore 
I do visit the iniquity thereof upon it, 
and the land itself vomiteth out her 
inhabitants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes 
and my judgments, and shall not com- 
mit any of these abominations; neithei ' 
any of your own nation, nor any stranger 
that sojourneth among you: 

27 (For all these abominations have 
the men of the land done, which were 
before you, and the laud is defiled;) 

28 That the land spue not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spued out 
the nations that were before you. 

29 For whosoever shall commit any 
of these abominations, even the souls 
that commit them shall be cut off from 
among their people, 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine ordi- 
nance, that ye commit not any one. of 
these abominable customs, which were 
committed before you, ana that ye de- 
file not yourselves therein: I am the 
Lord your God. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto ail the congregation of 
the children of Israel, ana say unto 
them, Ye Bhall be holy: for I the Lord 
your God am holy. 

3 ^ Ye shall fear every man his mo- 
ther, and his father, and keep my sab- 
baths: I am the Lord your God. 

4 5 Turn ye not unto idols, nor make 
to yourselves molten gods: I am the 
Lord your God. 

5 t And if ye offer a sacrifice of peace 
offerings unto the Lord, ye shall offer 
it at your own will, 
fi It shall be eaten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow: and if 
ought remain until the third day, it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it be eaten at all on the third 
day, it is abominable; it shall not be 
accepted. 

8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniquity, because he hath 

E rofaned the hallowed thing of the 
,ord: and that soul shall be cut off 
from among his people. 

9 And when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou Bhalt not wholly reap 
the corners of thy field, neither shaft 
thou gather the gleanings of thy harvest. 
10 And thou shalt not glean thy vine- 
yard, neither shalt thou gather every 
grape of thy vineyard: thou shalt leave 
them lbr the poor anu stranger: I am 
the Lord your God. 

11 f Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another. 

12 U And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God: 1 am the Lord. 
13 1 Thou shalt not defraud thy neigh- 
bour, neither rob him: the wages of 
him that is hired shall not abide with 
thee all night until the morning. 

14 f Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock before the 
blind, but shalt fear thy Qod: I aw the 
Lord. 

15 H Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment: thou shalt not respect the 
person of the poor, nor honour the 
person of the mighty: but in righteous- 
ness shalt thou judge thy neighbour. 
10 ^ Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among thy people: nei- 
ther shalt thou stand against the blood 
of thy neighbour: I am the Lord. 

17 t Thou shalt not hate thy brother 
in thine heart: thou shalt in any wise 
rebuke thy neighbour, and not suffer 
sin upon him. 

18 H Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear 
any grudge against the children of thy 
people, but thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself: I am the Lord. 

19 K Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou 
shalt not let thy cattle gender with a 
diverse kind: thou shalt not sow thy 
field with mingled seed: neither shall 
a garment mingled of linen and woollen 
come upon thee. 

20 ^ And whosoever lieth carnally 
with a woman, that is a bondmaid, be- 
trothed to an husband, and not at all 
redeemed, nor freedom given her; she 
shall be scourged; they shall not be 
put to death, because she was not free. 
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21 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Loan, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
even a ram for a trespass offering. 

22 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him with the ram of the tres- 
pass offering before the Loan for his 
sin which he hath done: and the sin 
which he hath done shall be forgiven 
him. 

23 T And when ye shall come into 
the land, and shall have planted all 
manner of trees for food, then ye shall 
count the fruit thereof as uncircum- 
cised: three years shall it be as uncir- 
cumcised unto you: it shall not be 
eaten of. 

24 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise the 
Loan withaL 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye eat 
of the fruit thereof, that it may yield 
unto you the increase thereof: I am 
the Loan your Gotl. 

26 t Ye shall not eat any thing with 
the blood: neither shall ye use enchant- 
ment. nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the corners of 
your heads, neither slialt thou mar the 
corners of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings in 
your flesh for the dead, nor print any 
marks upon you : I am the Lord. 

29 T Do not prostitute thy daughter, 
to cause her to be a whore; lest the 
land fall to whoredom, and the land 
become full of wickedness. 

30 J Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my sanctuary: 1 am the 
Lord. 

31 ^ Regard not them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, neither seek after wizards, 
to be defiled by them : 1 am the Loan 
your God. 

32 5 Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of the 
old man, and fear thy God: 1 am the 
Lord. 

33 f And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vex him. 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth with 
you shall be unto you as one born 
among you, and thou shalt love him 
as thyself; for ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt: I am the Lord your 
God. 

35 T Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment, in meteyard, in weight, 
or in measure. 

36 Just balances, just weights, a just 
ephah, and a just hin', shall ye have : 
I am tlie Lord your God, which brought 
you out of the land of Egypt 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them: I am the Lord. 


CHAPTER XX. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 Again, thou shalt say to the chil- 
dren of Israel, Whosoever ke be of the 
children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn in Israel, that giveth any 
of his seed unto Molech; he shall sure- 
ly be nut to death: the people of the 
land snail stone him with stones. 
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3 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will cut him off from among 
his people; because he hath given of 
his seed unto Molech, to defile my 
sanctuary, and to profane my holy 
name. 

4 And if the people of the land do 
any ways hide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed unto 
Molech, and kill him not: 

5 Then I will set my face against that 
man. and against his family, and will 
cut him off, and all that go a whoring 
after him , to commit whoredom with 
Molech, from among their people. 

6 If And the soul that turneth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whoring after them, I 
will even set my face against that soul, 
and will cut him oft* from among his 
people. 

7 If Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy: for 1 am the Lord your 
God. 

8 And ye shall keep my statutes, and 
do them: I am the Lord which sanc- 
tify you. 

1) t For every one that curseth his 
father or his mother shall be surely 
put to death: he hath cursed his fa- 
ther or his mother; his blood shall be 
upon him. 

10 If And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, even 
he that committeth adultery with his 
neighbour's wife, the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to death. 

11 And the man that lieth with his 
father’s wife hath uncovered his fa- 
ther’s nakedness: both of them shall 
surely be put to death; their blood 
shall be upon them. 

12 And if a man lie with his daugh- 
ter in law, both of them shall surely 
be put to death: they have wrought 
contusion; their blood shall be upon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, as 
he lieth with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomination: they 
shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and her 
mother, it is wickedness: they shall be 
burnt with lire, both he and they; that 
there be no wickedness among you. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surtily be put to death: and ye 
shall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
slialt kill the woman, and the boast: 
they shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sister, 
his father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughter, and see her nakedness x and 
she see his nakedness; it is a wicked 
thing; and they shall be cut off in tho 
sight of their people: he hath uncover- 
ed his sister’s nakedness; he shall bear 
his iniquity. 

18 And it a man shall lie with a wo- 
man having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness; he hath dis- 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood: 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

19 And thou snalt not uncover the 
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nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister : for he uncover- 
eth his near kin: they shall bear their 
iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear their 
sin; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his bro- 
ther’s wife, it is an unclean thing : he 
hath uncovered liis brother’s nakedness ; 
they shall be childless. 

22 t Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them: that the land, whither I bring 
you to dwell therein, spue you not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the man- 
ners of the nation, which I cast out 
before you: for they committed all 
these things, and therefore I abhorred 
them. 

24 But I have said unto you, Ye shall 
inherit their land, and I will give it 
unto you to possess it, a land that 
fiowetn with milk and honey : I am the 
Loud your God, which have separated 
you from other people. 

25 Ye shall therefore nut difference 
between clean beasts and. unclean, and 
between unclean fowls and clean: and 
ye shall not make your souls abomi- 
nable by beast, or by fowl, or by any 
manner of living tiling that creepeth 
on the ground, which I have separated 
from you as unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me: for 
1 the Loud am holy, and have severed 
you from other people, that ye should 
be mine. 

27 f A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a wizard, 
shall surely be put to death: they shall 
stone them with stones: their blood 
shall be upon them. 


CHAPTER XXT. 

A N D the Loud said unto Moses, 
Speak unto the priests the sons 
of Aaron, and say unto them, There 
shall none be defiled for the dead 
among his people: 

2 But for his kin, that is near unto 
him, that is, for his mother, and for his 
father, and for his son, and for his 
daughter, and for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin , that is 
nigh unto him, which hath had no hus- 
band; for her may he be defiled. 

4 But he shall not defile himself, being 
a chief man among his people, to pro- 
fane himself. 

5 They shall not make baldness upon 
their head, neither shall they shave off 
the corner of their beard, nor make any 
cuttings in their flesh. 

6 They shall be holy unto their God, 
and not profane the name of their God : 
for the offerings of the Loud made by 
fire, and the bread of their God, they 
do offer: therefore they shall he holy. 
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7 They shall not take a wife that is a 
whore, or profane; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from her hus- 
band: for he is holy urito his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctity him therefore; 
for he offereth the bread Of thy God: 
he shall be holy unto thee: for I the 
Lord, which sanctify you, am holy. 

9 If And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profane herself by playing the 
whore, she profaneth her father: she 
shall be burnt with tire. 

10 And he that is the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil was poured, and that 
is consecrated to put on the garments, 
shall not uncover his head, nor rena 
liis clothes; 

11 Neither shall he go in to any dead 
body, nor detile himself for his father, 
or lor his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the 
sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary 
of his God; for the crown of the anoint- 
ing oil of his God is upon him: I am 
the Lord. 

13 And he shall take a wife in her 
virginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, 
or profane, or an harlot, these shall he 
not take: but he shall take a virgin of 
his own people to wife. 

15 Neither shall he pi*>fane his seed 
among his people: for I the Lord do 
sanctify him. 

lb 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 Speak unto Aaron, saying j Who- 
soever he be of thy seed in their gene- 
rations that hath any blemish, let him 
not approach to offer the bread of his 
God. 

18 For whatsoever man lie be that 
hath a blemish, he shall not approach: 
a blind man, or a lame, or he tnat hath 
a Hat nose, or any thing superfluous, 

19 Or a man that is brokenfooted, or 
brokenhanded, 

20 Or crookbackt, or a dwarf, or that 
hath a blemish in his eye. or be scur- 
vy, or scabbed, or hath his stones 
broken; 

21 No man that hath a blemish of 
the seed of Aaron the priest shall come 
nigh to offer the offerings of the Lord 
made by lire: he hath a blemish; he 
shall not come nigh to offer the bread 
of his God. 

22 He shall eat the bread of his God, 
both of the most holy, and of the holy. 

23 Only he shall not go in unto the 
vail, nor come nigh unto the altar, be- 
cause he hath a blemish; that he pro- 
fane not my sanctuaries: for I the Loan 
do sanctify them. 

24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, and 
to his sons, and unto all the children 
of Israel. 


CHAPTEK XXIL 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, . 

2 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, 
that they separate themselves from the 
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holy things of the children of Israel, 
and that they profane not my holy 
name in (hose things which they hallow 
unto me: I am the Lord. 

8 Say unto them, Whosoever he he of 
all your seed among your generations, 
that goeth unto the holy things, which 
the children of Israel hallow unto the 
Lord, having his uncleanness upon him, 
that soul shall be cut off from iny pre- 
sence: I am the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the seed of 
Aaron is a leper, or hath running issue ; 
he shall not eat of the holy things, until 
he be clean. And whoso toucheth any 
thing tfuit is unclean by the dead, or a 
man whose seed goeth from him; 

5 Or whosoover toucheth any creep- 
ing thing, whereby he may be made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take uncleanness, whatsoever unclean- 
ness he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be unclean until even, and 
shall not eat of the holy things, unless 
ho wash his flesh with water. 

7 And when the sun is down, he shall 
be clean, and shall afterward eat of 
the holy things; because it is his food. 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn 
with beasts, he shall not eat to delile 
himself therewith: I am the Loud. 

9 They shall therefore keep mine or- 
dinance, lest they bear sin for it, and 
die therefore, if they profane it: 1 the 
Lord do sanctify them. 

10 There shall no stranger eat of the 
holy thing: a sojourner of the priest, 
or an hired servant, shall not eat of 
the holy thing. 

11 But if the priest buy any soul with 
his money, ho shall eat of it, and he 
that is born in his house: they shall 
eat of his meat. 

12 If the priest’s daughter also be 
married unto a stranger, she may not 
eat of an offering of the holy things. 

13 But if the priest’s daughter be a 
widow, or divoif:ed, and have no child, 
and is returned unto her father’s house, 
as in her youth, she shall eat of her 
father’s meat: but there shall no stran- 
ger eat thereof 

14H And if a man eat of the holy thing 
unwittingly, then he shall put the fifth 
part thereof unto it, and shall give it 
unto the priest with the holy thing. 

If) And they shall not profane the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they offer unto the Lord; 

16 Or suffer them to bear the iniquity 
of trespass, when they eat their holy 
things : for I the Lord do sanctify them. 

17 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto Aaron, and to his sons, 
and unto all the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, Whatsoever he be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers 
in Israel, that will offer his oblation 
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for all his vows, and for all his freewill 
offerings, which, they will offer unto 
the Loan for a burnt offering; 

19 Ye shall offer at your own will a 
male without blemish, of th© beeves, 
of the sheep, or of the goats. 

20 But whatsoever hath a blemish, 
that shall ye not offer: for it shall not 
be acceo table for you. 

21 Ana whosoever offereth a sacrifice 
of peace offerings unto the Lord to 
accomplish his vow, or a freewill offer- 
ing in beeves or sheep, it shall be perfect 
to be accepted; there shall be no ble- 
mish therein. 

22 Wind, or broken, or maimed, or 
having a wen, or scurvy, or scabbed, 
ye shall not offer these unto the Lord, 
nor make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the Lord. 

23 Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath any thing superfluous or lacking 
in his parts, that mayest thou offer 
for a freewill offering; but for a vow 
it shall not be accepted. 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lord 
that which is bruised or crushed, or 
broken, or cut; neither shall ye make 
tiny offering thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger’s hand shall 
ye offer the bread of your God of any 
of these ; because their corruption is in 
them, and blemishes be in them: they 
shall not bo accepted for you. 

2b 1 And the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saving, 

2/ When a bullock, or a sheen, or a 
goat, is brought forth, then it shall be 
seven days under the dam; and from 
the eighth day and thenceforth it shall 
be accepted for an offering made by 
lire unto the Lord. 

2H And whether it be cow or ewe. yo 
shall not kill it and her young both in 
one day. 

29 And when ye will offer a sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unto the Loan, offer it 
at your own wilL 

90 On the same day it shall be eaten 
up; ye shall leave none of it until the 
morrow : I am the Loan. 

91 Therefore slmll ye keep my com- 
mandments, and do them: I am the 
Loan. 

92 Neither shall ye profane my holy 
name; but 1 will be hallowed among 
the children of Israel: I am the Lord 
which hallow you, 

99 That brought you out of the land of 
Egypt, to be your God: I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIIL 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, Concerning the 
feasts of the Lord, which ye shall pro- 
claim to be holy convocations, even these 
are my feasts. 

3 Six days shall work be done: but 
the seventh day is the sabbath of rest, 
an holy convocation; ye shall do no 
work therein; it is the sabbath of the 
Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 5 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye shall 
proclaim in their seasons. 



LEVITICUS, XXHL 


5 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is the Xord’s passover. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the same 
month is the feast of unleavened bread 
unto the Lord: seven days ye must 
eat unleavened bread. 

7 In the first day ye shall have an 
holy convocation: ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

8 But ye shall offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord seven days: in 
the seventh day is an holy convocation : 
ye shall do no servile work therein. 

9 T And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. When ye be come 
into the land which 1 give unto you, 
and shall reap the harvest thereof, then 
ye shall bring a sheaf of the firstfruits 
of your harvest unto the priest: 

11 And he shall wave the sheaf before 
the Lord, to be accepted for you: on 
the morrow after the sabbath the priest 
shall wave it 

12 And ye shall offer that day when 
ye wave the sheaf an he lamb without 
blemish of the iirst year for a burnt 
offering unto the Lord. 

13 And the meat offering thereof shall 
two tenth deals of fine flour mingled 

with oil, an offering made by tire unto 
the Lord /or a sweet savour : and the 
drink offering thereof shall he, of wine, 
the fourth part of an hin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, nor 
parched corn, nor green ears, until the 
selfsame day that ye have brought an 
offering unto your God: it shall be a 
statute for ever throughout your gene- 
rations in all your dwellings. 

15 f And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from the day that ye brought the sheaf 
of the wave offering; seven sabbaths 
shall be complete: 

16 Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days: and ye shall offer a new meat 
offering unto the Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habi- 
tations two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals: they shall be of fine flour; they 
shall be baken with leaven; the y are 
the firstfruits unto the Lord. 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the first 
year, and one young bullock, and two 
rams: they shall be for a burnt offer- 
ing unto the Lord, with their meat 
offering, and their drink offerings, even 
an offering made by fire, of sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid of 
the goats for a sin offering, and two 
lambs of the first year for a sacrifice 
of peace offerings. 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
with the bread of the firstfruits for a 
wave offering before the Lord, with the 
two lambs: they shall be holy to the 
Lord for the priest 
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21 And ye shall proclaim on the self- 
same day, that it may be an holy con- 
vocation unto you: y« shall do no 
servile work therein: it shall he a sta- 
tute for ever in all y 9 ur dwellings 
throughout your generations. 

22 H And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not make clean 
riddance of the corners of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather 
any gleaning of thy harvest: thou shalt 
leave them unto the poor, and to the 
stranger: 1 am the Lord your God. 

23 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, In the seventh month, in the 
first day of the month, shall ye have 
a sabbath, a memorial of blowing of 
trumpets, an holy convocation. 

25 Ye shall do no servile work therein: 
but ye shall offer an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord. 

20 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 Also on the tenth day of this seventh 
month there, shall he a day of atone- 
ment: it shall be an holy convocation 
unto you; and ye shall afflict your 
souls, and offer an offering made by 
lire unto the Lord. 

28 And ye shall do no work in that 
same day: for it is a day of atonement, 
to make an atonement for you before 
the Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it he that shall 
not be afflicted in that same day, he 
shall be cut off from among his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it he that 
doeth uny work in that same day, the 
same soul will I destroy from among 
liis people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work: it 
shall he a statute for ever throughout 
your generations in all your dwellings. 

32 It shall he unto you a sabbath of 
rest, and ye shall afflict your souls: in 
the ninth day of the month at even, 
from even unto even, shall ye celebrate 
your sabbath. 

33 f And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, The fifteenth day of this seventh 
month shall he the feast of tabernacles 
for seven days unto the Lord. 

35 On the first day shall he an holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

30 Seven days ye shall offer an offer- 
ing made by lire unto the Lord: on 
the eighth day shall be an holy con- 
vocation unto you; and ye shall offer 
an offering made by lire unto the Lord: 
it is a solemn assembly; and ye shall 
do no servile work therein. 

2»7 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
which ye shall proclaim to be holy 
convocations, to offer an offering made 
by tire uijto the Lord, a burnt offering , 
and a meat offering, a sacrifice, and 
drink offerings, every thing upon his 
day : 
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88 Beside the sabbaths of the Loan, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all 
your vows, and beside all your freewill 
offerings, Which ye give unto the Loan. 

89 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have gathered 
in the fruit of the land, ye shall keep 
a feast unto the Loan seven days: on 
the first day shall he a sabbath, and on 
the eighth day shall be a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take you on the first 
day the boughs of goodly trees, branch- 
es of palm trees, and the boughs of 
thick trees , and willows of the brook ; 
and ye shall rejoice before the Lord 
your God seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast unto 
the Loan seven days in the year. It 
shall be a statute for ever in your gene- 
rations: ye shall celebrate it in the 
seventh month. 

42 Ye shall dwell in booths seven 
days; all that are Israelites born shall 
dwell in booths: 

43 That your generations may know 
that 1 made the children of Israel to 
dwell in booths, when 1 brought them 
out of the land of Egypt: 1 am the 
Lord your God. 

44 And Moses declared unto the chil- 
dren of Israel the feasts of the Loan. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A X I) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, that 
they bring unto thee pure oil olive 
beaten for the light, to cause the lamps 
to burn continually. 

3 Without the vail of the testimony, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord conti- 
nually : it shall be a statute for ever in 
your generations. 

4 Ho shall order the lamps upon the 
pure candlestick before the Lord conti- 
nually. 

5 t And thou shalt take fine Hour, 
and bake twelve cakes thereof: two 
tenth deals shall be in one cake. 

6 And thou shalt set them in two 
rows, six on a row, upon the pure 
table before the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frankin- 
cense upon each row, that it may be 
on the bread for a memorial, even an 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

8 Every sabbath he shall set it in order 
before the Lord continually, being taken 
from the children of Israel by aii ever- 
lasting covenant 

9 And it shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ ; 
and they shall eat it in the holy place: 
for it is most holy unto him of the 
offerings of the Lord made by fire by 
a perpetual statute. 

10 1 And the son of an Israclitisli 
woman, whose father teas an Egyptian, 
went out amon$ the children of Israel : 
and tliis son of the Israelitish woman 
and a man of Israel strove together in 
the camp; 
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11 And the Israelitish woman’s son 
blasphemed the name of the LORD, and 
curse A And they brought him onto Mo- 
ses: (and his mother's name was She- 
lomith , .the daughter of Dibri , of the 
tribe of Dan:) 

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be shewed 
them. 

13 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

J4 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp; and let all that 
heard him lay their handB upon his head, 
and let all the congregation stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, Whosoever 
cursetli his God shall bear his sin. 

16 And he that blasphemeth the name 
of the Lord, ho shall surely be put to 
death, and all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him : as well the stran- 
ger, as he that is born in the land, 
when he blasphemeth the name of the 
LORD, shall be put to death. 

17 f And he that killeth any man 
shall surely be put to death. 

18 And lie that killeth a beast shall 
make it good; beast for beast 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in 
his neighbour; as he hath done, so 
shall it be done to him ; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth: as he hath caused a 
blemish in a man, so shall it be done 
to him again, 

21 And he that killeth a beast, he 
shall restore it: and he that killeth a 
man, he shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have one manner of law, 
as well for the stranger, as for one of 
your own country: for I am the Lord 
your God. 

23 t And Moses spake to the children 
of Israel, that they should bring forth 
him that had cursed out of the camp, 
and stone him with stones. And the 
children of Israel did aR the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

A N 1) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
in mount Sinai, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and Say unto them, When ye come 
into the land which I give you, then 
shall the land keep a sabbath unto the 
Lord. 

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, 
and six years thou shalt prune thy 
vineyard, and gather in the fruit thereof; 

4 But in the seventh year shall be a 
sabbath of rest unto the land, a sabbath 
for the Lord: thou shalt neither sow 
thy field, nor prune thy vineyard. 

5 That which groweth of its own ac- 
cord of thy harvest thou shalt not reap, 
neither gather the grapes of thy vine 
undressed: fat' it is a year of rest unto 
the land. 
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6 And the sabbath of the land shall 
be meat for you; for thee, and for thy 
servant, and for thy maid, and for thy 
hired servant, and for thy stranger that 
sojourneth with thee, 

7 And for thv cattle, and for the beast 
that are in thv land, shall all the in- 
crease thereof be meat 

8 T And thou shalt number seven 
sabbaths of years unto thee, seven 
times seven years; and the space ol‘ 
the seven sabbaths of years shall be 
unto thee forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trumpet 
of the jubile to sound on the tenth day 
of the seventh month, in the day of 
atonement shall ye make the trumpet 
sound throughout all your land. 

10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty throughout 
all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof: it shall be a jubile unto you; 
and ye shall return every man unto 
his possession, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family. 

11 A jubile shall that fiftieth year 
be unto you : ye shall not sow, neither 
reap that which groweth of itself in it, 
nor gather the grapes in it of thy vine 
undressed. 

12 For it is the jubile; it shall be holy 
unto you: ye shall eat the increase 
thereof out of the field. 

13 In the year of this jubile ye shall 
return every man unto his possession. 

14 And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy neigh- 
bour’s hand, ye shall not oppress one 
another: 

15 According to the number of years 
after the jubue thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the num- 
ber of years of the fruits he shall sell 
unto thee: 

16 According to the multitude of years 
thou shalt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewness of years 
thou shalt diminish the price of it: for 
according to the number of the years 
of the fruits doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; but thou shalt fear thy God: 
for I am the Lord your God. 

18 H Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, 
and keep my judgments, and do them; 
and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
and ye shall eat your till, and dwell 
therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, What shall we 
eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase: 

21 Then I will command my blessing 
upon you in the sixth year, and it shall 
bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of the old store . 
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28 1 The land shall not be sold for ever : 
fbr the land is mine: for ye are stran- 
gers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos- 
session ye shall grant a redemption for 
the land. 

25 T If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away same of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin come to 
redeem it, then shall he redeem that 
which his brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it, and himself be able to redeem it; 

27 Then let him count the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over- 
plus unto the man to whom he sold it; 
that he may return unto his possession. 

28 But if lie be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath 
bought it until the year of jubile: and 
in the jubile it shall go out, and he 
shall return unto his possession. 

28 And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem 
it within a whole year after it is sold; 
■within a full year may he redeem it 

30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the space of a full year, then the house 
that is in the walled city shall be esta- 
blished for ever to him that bought it 
throughout his generations: it shall not 
go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall 
be counted as the fields of the country: 
they may be redeemed, and they shall 
go out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites re- 
deem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the Le- 
vites, then the house that was sold, and 
the city of his possession, shall go out 
in the year of jubile: for the houses of 
the cities of the Levites are their pos- 
session among the children of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it is 
their perpetual possession. 

35 f And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and fallen in decay with thee; then 
thou shalt relieve him: yea, though he 
be a stranger, or a sojourner; that he 
may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no usury of him. or in- 
crease: but fear thy God; that thy bro- 
ther may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy money 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals 
for increase. 

38 I am the Lord your God , which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Kgypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 
and to be your God. 

33 f And if thy brother that dwelleth 
by thee he waxen poor, and be sold 
unto thee; thou shalt not compel him 
to serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a 
sojourner, lie shall be with thee, and 
shall serve thee unto the year of jubile : 

41 And then shall he depart from thee, 
both he and his children with him, and 
shall return unto his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall 
he return.

LEVITICUS, XXVL 


42 For they are my servants, which 
I brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they shall not be sold as bondmen. 

48 Thou shalt not rule over him with 
rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bond- 
maids, which thou shalt have, shall be 
of the heathen that are round about 
you; of them shall ye buy bondmen 
and bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among you, 
of them shall ye buy, and of their fa- 
milies that are with you , which they 
begat in your land: and they shall be 
your possession. 

46 And ye shall take them as an in- 

heritance for your children after you, 
to inherit them for a possession ; they 
shall be your bondmen for ever: but 
oyer your brethren the children of Is- 
rael, ye shall not rule one over another 
with rigour. • 

47 f And if a scyourner or stranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy brother that 
dioelleth by him wax poor, and sell 
himself unto the stranger or sojourner 
by thee, or to the stock of the stran- 
ger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again: one of his brethren 
may redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s son, 
may redeem him, or any that is nigh 
of kin unto him of his family may re- 
deem him; or if he be able, he may 
redeem himself. 

50 And he shall reckon with him that 
bought him from the year that he was 
sold to him unto the year of jubile: 
and the price of his side shall be accord- 
ing unto the number of years, accord- 
ing to the time of an hired servant 
shall it be with him. 

51 If there be yet many years behind, 
according unto them he shall give again 
the price of his redemption out of the 
money that he was bought for. 

52 And if there remain but few years 
uuto the year of jubile, then he shall 
count with him, and according unto 
his years shall he give him again the 
price of his redemption. 

53 And as a yearly hired servant shall 
he be with him : and the other shall not 
rule with rigour over him in thy sight. 

54 And if he be not redeemed in these 
years, then he shall go out in the year 
of jubile, both he, and his children with 
him. 

55 For unto me the children of Israel 
are servants; they are my servants 
whom I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt: I am the Lord your God. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Y K shall make you no idols nor gra- 
ven image, neither rear you up a 
standing image ^ neither shall ye set 
up any image of stone in your land, to 
bow (town unto it: for I am, the Lord 
your God. 

2 1 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my sanctuary: I am the Lord. 
3 T If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do them; 
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4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land snail yield her in- 
crease, and the trees of the field shall 
yield their fruit 

5 And your threshing shall reach unto 
the vintage, and the vintage shall reach 
unto the sowing time : and ye shall eat 
your bread to the full, and dwell in 
your land safely. 

6 And I will give peace in the land, 
and ye shall lie down, and none shall 
make you afraid: and I will rid evil 

‘beasts out of the land, neither shall 
the sword go through your land. 

7 And ye shall chase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword, 

8 And five of you shall chase an hun- 
dred, and an hundred of you shall put 
ten thousand to flight: and your ene- 
mies shall fall before you by the sword. 

9 For I will have respect unto ^ou, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with 
you. 

10 And ye shall eat old store, and 
bring forth the old because of the new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle among 
you: and my soul shall not abhor you. 

12 And I will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye shall be my 
people. 

13 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Kgypt, that ye should not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the bands 
of your yoke, and made you go upright 

14 f But if ye will not hearken unto 
me, and will not do all these command- 
ments ; 

If) And if ye shall despise my statutes, 
or if your soul abhor my judgments, 
so that ye will not do all my command- 
ments, but that ye break my covenant; 
10 I also will do this unto you; I will 
even appoint over you terror, consump- 
tion, and the burning ague, that shall 
consume the .eyes, and cause sorrow of 
heart: ami ye shall sow your seed in 
vain, for your enemies shall eat it 

17 And I will set my face against you, 
and ye shall be slain before your ene- 
mies: they that hate you shall reign 
over you; and ye shall flee when none 
pursueth you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. 

19 And I will break the pride of your 
power; and I will make your heaven 
as iron, and your earth as brass: 

20 And your strength shall be spent in 
vain: for your land shall not yield her 
increase, neither shall the trees of the 
land yield their fruits. 

21 If And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; I 
will bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts among 
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you, which shall rob you of your chil- 
dren, and destroy your cattle, and make 
you few in number; and your high ways 
shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed by 
me by these things, but will walk con- 
trary unto me; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary 
unto you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 

26 And I will bring a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of mu 
covenant: and when ye are gathered 
together within your cities, I will send 
the pestilence among you; and ye shall 
be delivered into the hand of the enemy. 

20 And when I have broken the staff 
of your bread, ten women shall bake 
your bread in one oven, and they shall 
deliver you your bread again by weight: 
and ye shall eat, and not be satislied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto you 
also in fury; and I t even I, will chastise 
you seven times lor your sins. 

29 And ye shall oat the llesh of your 
sons, and the flesh of your daughters 
shall ye eat 

30 And I will destroy your high pla- 
ces, and cut down your images, ami 
cast, your carcases upon the carcases 
of your idols, and my soul shall abhor 
you. 

31 And I will make your cities waste, 
and bring your sanctuaries unto deso- 
lation, and I will not smell the savour 
of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into deso- 
lation: and your enemies which dwell 
therein shall be astonished at. it. 

33 And I will scatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword 
after you: and your land shall he deso- 
late, and your cities waste. 

34 llien shall the laud enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it lieth desolate, and 
ye he in your enemies’ land; mo; then 
shall the land rest, and enjoy her sab- 
baths. 

36 As long as it. lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your 
sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

3(i And upon them that are Jell alive 
of you I will send a faintness into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies; 
and the sound of a shaken leaf shall 
chase them; and they shall flee, as 
fleeing from a sword; and they shall 
faU when none pursucth. 

37 Ami they shall fall one upon 
another, as it. were before a sword, 
when none pursueth : and ye shall have 
no power to stand before your enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among tin; 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 
Hhall eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you shall 
pine away in their iniquity in your 
enemies’ lands; and also in the iniqui- 
ties of their lathers shall they pine 
away with them. 

40 It they shall confess their iniquity, 
and the iniquity of their fathers, with 
their trespass which they trespassed 
against me, and that also they have 
walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that 1 also have walked eon- 
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trary unto them, and liave brought 
them into the land of their enemies; 
if then their uncircumcised hearts be 
humbled, and they then accept of the 
punishment of their iniquity: 

42 Then will I remember my covenant 
with Jacob, and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra- 
ham will 1 remember; and I will re- 
member the land. 

4J The land also shall be left of them, 
and shall enjoy her sabbaths, while she 
lieth desolate without them: and they 
shall accept of the punishment of their 
iniquity: because, even because they 
despised my judgments, and because 
their soul abhorred my statutes. 

41 And yet for all that, when they 
be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not east them away, neither will 1 abhor 
them, to destroy them utterly, and to 
break my covenant with them: for I 
am the Loro their God. 

4, r > Hut I will for their sakes remem- 
ber the covenant of their ancestors, 
whom I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt in the sight of the heathen, 
that 1 might he their God: I am the 
Loro. 

40 These are the statutes and judg- 
ments and laws, which the Loud made 
between him and the children of Israel 
in mount Sinai by the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER XXYIT. 

A 1<JI) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Tsraeb 
and say unto them, When a man shall 
make a singular vow, the persons shall 
he for the Lord by thy estimation. 

I* And thy estimation shall he of the 
male from twenty years old even unto 
sixty years old, even thy estimation 
shall be tifty shekels of silver, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary. 

4 And if it he a female, then thy esti- 
mation shall he thirty shekels. 
f» And if it he from live years old 
even unto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female ten shekels. 
<> And if it he from a month old even 
unto live years old, then thy estimation 
shall lx* of the male live shekels of silver, 
and for the female thy estimation shull 
he three shekels of silver. 

7 And if it he from sixty years old 
and above; if it he a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, and 
for the female ten shekels, 

X Hut. if he he poorer than thy esti- 
mation, then he shall present himself 
before the priest, and the priest shall 
value him ; according to his ability that 
vowed shall the priest value him. 

9 And if it he a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lord, all 
that any man givetli of such unto the 
Loud shall be holy. 

lb He shall not alter it, nor change 
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it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a 
good: and if he shall at all change 
beast for beast, then it and the ex- 
change thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, of 
which they do not offer a sacrifice unto 
the Loan, then he shall present the 
beast before the priest: 

12 And the priest shall value it, whe- 
ther it be good or bad : as thou valuest 
it, who art the priest, so shall it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, then 
he shall add a fifth part thereof unto 
thy estimation. 

14 Tf And when a man shall sanctify 
his house to be holy unto the Loan, then 
the priest shall estimate it, whether it 
be good or bad: as the priest shall esti- 
mate it, so shall it stand. 

15 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part, of the money of thy esti- 
mation unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify unto 
the Lord some part of a field of his 

E ossession , then thy estimation shall 
e according to the seed thereof: an 
homer of barley seed shall be valued at 
fifty shekels of silver. 

1/ If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubile, according to thy esti- 
mation it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubile, then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the money according to the 
years that remain, even unto the year 
of the jubile, and it shall be abated 
from thy estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money 
of thy estimation unto it, and it shall 
be assured.to him. 

‘20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
another man, it shall not be redeemed 
any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out in 
the jubile, shall be holy unto the Loan, 
as a field devoted ; the possession 
thereof shall be the priest's. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the 
Lord a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the fields of his pos- 
session; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the jubile: and he 
shall give thine estimation in that day, 
as a holy thing unto the Lord. 

24 In the year of the Nubile the field 
shall return unto him of whom it was 
bought, even to him to whom the pos- 
session of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimations shall be 
according to the shekel of the sanctu- 
ary : twenty gerahs shall be the shekel. 
2b 1 Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the Lord’s firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it; whether it be 
ox, or sheep: it is the Lord’s. 

27 And if it be of an unclean beast, 
then he shall redeem it according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto’: or if it be not redeem- 
ed, then it shall be sold according 
to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding no devoted thing, 
that a man shall devote unto the Lord 
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of all that he hath, of man and 
beast, and of the held of his possession, 
shall be sold or redeemed: every devoted 
thing is most holy unto the Loan. 

29 .None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: it 
is holy unto the Lord. 

2il And if a man will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, he shall add there- 
to the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the dock, even of whatsoever 
passeth under the rod, the tenth shall 
be holy unto the Lord. 

33 He shall not search whether it be 
pood or bad, neither shall he change 
it: and if he change it at all, then both 
it and the change thereof shall be holy ; 
it shall not be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the Lord commanded Moses for 
the children of Israel in mount Sinai

CHAPTER I. 


A N D the Lord spake unto Moses in 
the wilderness of Sinai , in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, on the 
first day of the second month, in the 
second year after they were come out 
of the land of Egypt, saying,

33 Those, that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Ephraim, were forty 
thousand and live hundred. 

34. H Of the children of Manasseli, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord- 
ing to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

3f> Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Manasseh, were 
thirty and two thousand and two hun- 
dred. 

33 H Of the children of Benjamin, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, according 
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to the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were 
able to go forth to war; 

37 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Benjamin, were thirty 
and five thousand and four hundred. 

38 5 Of the children of Dan, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were 
able to go forth to war; 

39 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Dan, were threescore 
and two thousand and seven hundred. 

40 f Of the children of Asher, by their

20 And by him shall be the tribe of 
Manasseh: and the captain of the chil- 
dren of Manasseh shall be Gamaliel tire 
son of Pedahzur. 

21 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and 
two thousand and two hundred. 

22 Then the tribe of Benjamin: ard 
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the captain of the 80 ns of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the son of GideonL 

23 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and five 
thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the 
camp of Ephraim were an hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and an 
hundred, throughout their armies. And 
they shall go forward in tiie third rank. 

25 1 The standard of the camp of Dan 
shall be on the north side by their 
armies: and the captain of the chil- 
dren of Dan shall be Ahiezer the son 
of AmmishaddaL 

20 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore- and 
two thousand ami seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him 
shall be the tribe of Asher: and the 
captain of the children of Asher shall 
be Pagiol the son of Ocran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and one 
thousand and live hundred. 

21) if Then the tribe of Naphtali: and 
the captain of the children of Naphtali 
shall be Ahira the son of Kuan. 

30 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that were numbered in 
the camp of Dan were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thousand 
and six hundred. They shall go hind- 
most with their standards. 

32 t These are those which were 
numbered of the children of Israel by 
the house of their fathers: all those that 
Avere numbered of the camps through- 
out their hosts were, six hundred thou- 
sand and three thousand and live- hun- 
dred and fifty. 

33 But the Levites were not numbered 
among the children of Israel; as the 
Loro commanded Moses. 

34 Anil the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to all that the Lmm commanded 
Moses: so they pitched by their stand- 
ards, and so they set forward, every 
one after their families, according to 
the house of their fathers. 

CHAPTER HI.

12 And I , behold, I have taken the 
Levites from among the children of Is- 
rael instead of all the firstborn that 
openoth tlie matrix among the children 
of Israel: therefore the Levites shall 
be mine; 

111 Localise all the firstborn are mine; 
for on the day that 1 smote all the 
lirstborn in the land of Egypt 1 hallowed 
unto me all the firstborn in Israel, both 
man and beast: mine shall they be: I 
u/u the Loan. 

H U Ami the Loud spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 
lb M umber the children of Levi after 
the house of their fathers, by their 
families: every male from a month old 
and upward shalt thou number them. 

Id And Moses numbered them accord- 
ing to the word of tlie Loan, as he was 
commanded. 

17 And these were the. sons of Levi 
by their names; Gershon, and Koludh, 
ami Merari. 

IS And these arc the names of the sons 
of Gershon by their families; Libni, and 
Shiniei. 

J‘.> And the sons of Koluith by their 
families; Aniram, and Izehar, Ilebron, 
and Lzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families; Mahli, and Mushi. These are 
the families of the Levites according 
lo the house of their lathers. 

21 Of Gershon teas the family of the 
Libniles, and the families of the Shi- 
mites: these arc the families of tlie 
Gershoniles. 

22 Those that were numbered of them, 
according to the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, even 
those that were numbered of them were 
seven thousand and live, hundred. 

2.“» The families of the Gershonites shall 
pilch behind the tabernacle westward. 
21 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the Gershonites shaft be Elia- 
saph the sou of Lael. 

2f> And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation shall be the tabernacle, and 
the tent, the covering thereof, and the 
hanging for the door of the tabernaole 
of the congregation, 

2G And the hangings of the court, and 
the curtain for the door of the court, 
which is by the tabernacle, and by the 
altar round about, and the cords of it 
for all the service thereof. 

27 H And of Kohath was the family 
of the Amramites, and the family of 
the lzeharitcs, and the family of the 
Ilebronites, and the family ol the Uz- 
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zielites: these are the families of the 
Kohathites. 

28 In the number of all ' the males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hundred, keep- 
ing the charge of the sanctuary. 

2D The families of the sons of Kohath 
shall pitch on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of the Kohathites 
shall be Elizaphan the son of Lzziel. 

31 And their charge shall be the ark, 
and the table, and the candlestick, and 
the altars, and the vessels of the sanc- 
tuary wherewith they minister, and the 
hanging, and all the service thereof. 

32 And. Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest shall be chief over the chief of 
the Levites, and have the oversight of 
them that keep the charge of the sanc- 
tuary. 

33 If Of Merari was the family of the 
Mahlites, and the family of the Mu- 
shites: these are the families of Merari. 

3T And those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all the 
males x from a month old and upward, 
were six thousand and two hundred. 

35 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of Merari was 
Zuriel the son of Abihail: these shall 
pitch on the side of the tabernacle 
northward. 

33 And under the custody and charge 
of the sons of Merari shall be the boards 
of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, 
and the pillars thereof, and the sockets 
thereof, and all the vessels thereof, and 
all that serveth thereto, 

37 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords. 

38 H But those that encamp before 
the tabernacle toward the east, even 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation eastward, shall be Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the charge 
of the sanctuary for the charge of the 
children of Israel; and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

3D All that were numbered of the Le- 
vites, which Moses and Aaroii number- 
ed at the commandment of the Loan, 
throughout their families, all the males 
from a month old and upward, were 
twenty and two thousand. 

40 Y And the Loan said unto Moses, 
Number all the firstborn of the males 
of the children of Israel from a month 
old and upward, and lake the number 
of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites 
for me (J am the Loan) instead of all 
the firstborn among the children of Is- 
rael; and the cattle of the Levites 
instead of all the lirstlings among the 
cattle of the children id' Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as the Loud 
commanded him, all the firstborn among 
the children of Israel. 

43 And all the firstborn males by the 
number of names, from a month old 
and upward, of those that were num- 
bered of them, were twenty and two 
thousand two hundred and threescore 
and thirteen. 

44 J And the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all the

8 And they shall spread upon them a 
cloth of scarlet, and cover the same 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
shall put in the staves thereof, 
b And they shall take a cloth of blue, 
and cover the candlestick of the light, 
and his lamps, and his tongs, and his 
snutfdishes, and all the oil vessels there- 
of, wherewith they minister unto it: 

10 And they shall put it and all the^ 
vessels thereof within a covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put it upon 
a bar. 

11 And upon the golden altar they, 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and cover 
it with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall put to the staves thereof: 
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12 And they shall take all the instru- 
ments of ministry, wherewith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put 
them in a cloth of blue, and cover them 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
shall put them on a bar: 

13 And they shall take away the ashes 
from the altar, and spread a purple 
cloth thereon: 

14 And they shall put upon it all the 
vesselsthereof, wherewith they minister 
about it, even the censers, the flesh- 
hooks, and the shovels, and the basons, 
all the vessels of the altar; and they 
shall spread upon it a covering of bad- 
gers’ skins, and put to the staves of it. 

15 And when Aaron and bis sons have 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, 
and all the vessels of the sanctuary, 
as the camp is to set forward; after 
that, the sons of Kohath shall come to 
bear it; but they shall not touch any 
holy thing, lest they die. These things 
are the burden of the sons of Kohath 
in the tabernacle of the congregation. 

1G t And to the oflice of Kleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest joertaineth the 
oil for the light, and the sweet incense, 
and the daily meat offering, and the 
anointing oil, and the oversight of all 
the tabernacle, and of all that therein 
is, in the sanctuary, and in the vessels 
thereof. 

17 H And the Loan spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the fa- 
milies ol the Koliathites from among 
the Leviles: 

111 But thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap- 
proach unto the most holy tilings: 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his service 
and to his burden: 

20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the holy things are covered, lest 
they die. 

21 H And the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons of 
Gershon, throughout, t he houses of their 
fathers, by their families; 

23 From thirty years old and upward 
until fifty years old shalt, thou number 
them; all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

24 This is the service of the families 
of the Gershonites, to serve, and for 
burdens: 

25 And they shall bear the curtains 
of the tabernacle, and the tabernacle 
of the congregation, his covering, and 
the covering of the badgers’ skins that 
is above upon it, and the hanging for 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, 

20 And the hangings of the court, and 
the hanging for the door of the gate of 
the court, which is by the tabernacle 
and by the altar round about, and their 
cords, and all the instruments of their 
service, and all that ifi made for them: 
so shall they serve. 
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27 At tlic appointment of Aaron and 
his sons shall be all the service of the 
sons of the Gershonites, in all their 
burdens, and in all their service: and 
ye shall appoint unto them in charge 
all their burdens. 

28 This in the service of the families 
of the sons of Gershon in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: and their 
charge shall he under the hand of Itha- 
mar the son of Aaron the priest 

2b If As for the sons of Merari, thou 
shalt number them alter their families, 
by the house of their fathers; 

<>() From thirty years old and upward 
even unto lifty years old shalt thou 
number them, every one that entereth 
into the service, to do the work of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

Ill And this is the charge of their 
burden, according to all their service 
in the tabernacle of the congregation; 
the hoards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
and sockets thereof, 

82 And the pillars of the court round 
about., and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords, with all their instru- 
ments, and with all their service: and 
by name ye shall reckon the instru- 
ments of the charge of their burden. 

88 This /s the service of the families 
of the sons of Merari, according to all 
their service, in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, under the baud of Itha- 
mar the son of Aaron the priest 
81 If And Moses and Aaron and the 
chief of the congregation numbered the 
sons of the Kohathites after their fami- 
lies, and after (he house of their fathers, 
8o From thirty years old and upward 
even unto lifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation: 
8(i A ml those that were numbered of 
them by their families were two thou- 
sand seven hundred and lifty. 

87 These were they that were num- 
bered of the families of the Kohathites, 
all that might do service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, which Moses 
and Aaron did number according to 
t he commandment of the Lord by the 
hand of Moses. 

88 A nd those that were numbered of the 
sons of Gershon, throughout their fami- 
lies, and by the house of their fathers, 

8b From thirty years old and upward 
even unto lifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work 
in I lie tabernacle of the congregation, 
-10 F.ven those that were numbered 
of them, throughout their families, by 
the house of their fathers, were two 
thousand and six hundred and thirty. 

•1 1 These are they that were num- 
bered of the families of the sons of Ger- 
shon, of all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, whom 
Moses and Aaron did number accord- 
ing to the commandment of the Lord.. 
42 t And those that, were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Merari, 
throughout, their families, by the house 
of their fathers, 

48 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto lifty vears old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
44 Even those that were numbered 
of them alter their families, were three 
thousand and two hundred. 

4b These be those that were numbered 
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of the families of the sons of Merari, 
whom Moses and Aaron numbered ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord by the 
hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
and the chief of Israel numbered, after 
their families , and after the house of 
their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one 
that came to do the service of the mi- 
nistry, and the service of the burden 
in the tabernacle ol the congregation, 

48 Even those that were numbered 
of them, were eight thousand and live 
hundred and fourscore. 

49 According to the commandment of 
the Loan they were numbered by the 
hand of Moses, every one according to 
his service, and according to his burden : 
thus were they numbered of him, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

CHAPTER V. 

A N D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they put out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath an issue, 
and whosoever is detiled by the dead: 
B Roth male and female shall ye put 
out, without the camp shall ye put 
them; that they detile not their camps, 
in the midst whereof I dwell.

7 Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done: and he shall 
recompense his trespass with the prin- 
cipal thereof, and add unto it the fifth 
pai't thereof, and give it unto him against 
whom he hath trespassed. 

8 Rut if the man have no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto , let the 
trespass be recompensed unto the Loan, 
even to the priest; beside the ram of 
the atonement, whereby an atonement 
shall be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they bring unto the priest, shall be his. 
19 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatsoever any man givetli 
the priest, it shall be his. 

11 f And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. If any man’s wife 
•go aside, and commit a trespass against 
him, 

IB And a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her hus- 
band, and be kept close, and she be 
defiled, and there oe no witness against 
her, neither she be taken with the 
manner; 
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14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him , and lie be jeajous of his 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the spirit 
of jealousy come upon him, and he be 
jealous of his wife, and she be not de- 
filed: 

15 Then shall the man bring liis wife 
unto the priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part of an 
ephah of barley meal; he shall pour 
no oil upon it, nor put frankincense 
thereon; for it is an offering of jealousy, 
an offering of memorial, bringing ini- 
quity to remembrance. 

10 And the priest shall bring her near, 
and set her before the Loan: 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
wator in an earthen vessel; and of the 
dust that is in the floor of the taber-. 
naclc the priest shall take, and put it 
into the water: 

Id And the priest shall set the woman 
before the Loan, and uncover the wo- 
man's head, and put the offering of 
memorial in her hands, which is the 
jealousy offering: and the priest shall 
have in his hand the bitter water that 
causetli the curse: 

ID And the priest shall charge her by 
an oath, and say unto the woman, If 
no man have lain with thee, and if 
thou hast not gone aside to uncleanness 
with another instead of thy husband, 
be thou free from this bitter water 
that eauseth the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to an- 
other instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man have 
lain with thee beside thine husband: 

21 Then the priest shall eharge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The Loan make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the Loan 
doth make thy thigh to rot, and thy 
belly to swell; 

22 And this water that eauseth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to make 
thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot. 
And the woman shall say, Amen, amen. 

2.1 And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water: 

21 And he shall cause the woman to 
drink the bitter water that eauseth the 
curse: and the water that eauseth the 
curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the jea- 
lousy offering out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the offering before the 
Loan, and offer it upon the altar: 

2(5 And the priest shall take an hand- 
ful of the offering, even the memorial 
thereof, and burn it upon the altar, 
and afterward shall cause the woman 
to drink the water. 

27 And whon he hath made her to 
drink the water, then it shall come to 
pass, that, if she be defiled, and have 
done trespass against her husband, that 
the water that eauseth the curse shall 
enter into her, and become bitter, and 
her belly shall swell, and her thigh shall 
rot: and the woman shall be a curse 
among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled, 
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but be clean; then she shall be free, 
and shall conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, when 
a wife goeth aside to another instead 
of her husband, and is defiled ; 

80 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh upon him, and he be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set the woman 
before the Loan, and the priest shall 
execute upon her all this law. 

31 Then shall the man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 

CHAPTER VI. 

A NI) the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

. 2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
'and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves to 
vow a vow of a Nazarite, to separate 
themselves unto the Lord: 

. 3 He shall separate himself from wine 
and strong drink, and shall drink no 
vinegar of wine, or vinegar of strong 
drink, neither shall he drink any liquor 
of grapes, nor eat moist grapes, or dried. 

4 All the days of his separation shall 
he eat nothing that is made of the vine 
tree, from the kernels even to the husk. 

5 All the days of the vow of his sepa- 
ration there shall no razor come upon 
his head: until the days be fulfilled, in 
the which he separateth himself unto 
the Lord, he shall be holy, and shall 
let the locks of the hair of his head 
grow. 

0 All the days that he separateth him- 
self unto the Lord he shall come at 
no dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for 
his brother, or for his sister, when they 
die: because the consecration of his 
God is upon his head. 

8 All the days of his separation lie is 
holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall shave 
his head in the day of his cleansing, 
on the seventh day shall he shave it 
10 And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pigeons, 
to the priest, to the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: 

11 And the priest shall offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, and make an atonement 
for him, for that he sinned by the dead, 
and shall hallow his head that same 
day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto the 
Lord the days of his separation, and 
shall bring a lamb of the first year for 
a trespass offering: but the days that 
were before shall be lost, because his 
separation was defiled. 

13 T And this is the law of the Naza- 
rite, when the days of his separation 
are fulfilled: he shall be brought unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation : 

14 And he shall offer his offering unto 
the Lord, one he lamb of the first year 
without blemish for a burnt offering, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year with- 
out blemish for a sin offering, and one 
ram without blemish for peace offerings, 
15 And a basket of unleavened bread, 
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cakes of line flour mingled with oil, 
and wafers of unleavened bread anoint** 
ed with oil, and their meat offering, 
and their drink offerings. 

10 And the priest shall bring them be- 
fore the Loan, and shall offer. his sin 
ottering, and his burnt ottering: 

17 And he shall offer the ram for a 
sacrifice . of peace offerings unto the 
Loan, with the basket of unleavened 
bread: the priest shall otter also his 
meat ottering, and his drink ottering. 

18 And the JSazarite shall shave the 
head of his separation at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall take the hair of the head of his 
separation, and put it in the fire which 
is under the sacrifice of the peace offer- 
ings. 

li) And the priest shall take the sodden 
shoulder of the ram, and one unleavened 
cake out of the basket, and one un- 
leavened wafer, and shall put them 
upon the hands ol‘ the ISlazarite, after 
the hair of his separation is shaven: 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
for a wave offering before the Loan: 
this is holy for the priest, with the 
wave breast and heave shoulder: and 
after that the iSazarite may drink wine. 

21 This is the law of the Nazarite who 
hath vowed, and of his offering unto 
the Loro for his separation, beside that 
that his hand shall get: according to 
the vow which he vowed, so he must 
do after the law of his separation. 

22 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2H Speak unto Aaron and unto his 
sons, sayingj On this wise ye shall 
bless the children of Israel, saying 
unto them, 

2*1 1’lie Lord bless thee, and keep 
thee: 

2d The Lord make his face shine upon 
thee, and lie gracious unto thee: 

2t> The Lord lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. 

27 And they shall put my name upon 
the children of Israel; and 1 will bless 
them.

80 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense : 

81 One young bullock, one ram. one 
lamb of the iirst year, for a burnt 
offering: 

82 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering: 

8d And for a sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, two oxen, live rams, live he goats, 
live lambs of the first year: this was 
the offering of Ahira the son of Enan. 
84 This was the dedication of the 
altar, in the day when it was anoint- 
ed, by the princes of Israel: twelve 
chargcrB of silver, twelve silver bowls, 
twelve spoons of gold: 

8!) Each charger of silver weighing an 
hundred and thirty shekels, each bowl 
seventy: all the silver vessels weighed 
two thousand and four hundred shekels , 
after the shekel of the sanctuary: 

86 The golden spoons were twelve, 
full of incense , weighing ten shekels 
apiece, after the shekel 1 of the sanc- 
tuary: all the gold of the spoons was 
an hundred and twenty shekels . 
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87 All the oxen for the burnt offer- 
ing . were twelve bullocks , the rams 
twelve, the lambs of the tirst year 
twelve, with their meat offering: and 
the kids of the goats lor sin offering 
twelve. 

88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice 
of the peace offerings were twenty and 
four bullocks, the rams sixty, the he 
goats sixty, the lambs of the tirst year 
sixty. This was the dedication of the 
altar, after that it was anointed. 

89 And when Moses was gone into 
the tabernacle of the congregation to 
speak with him, then he heard the 
voice of one speaking unto him from 
off the mercy seat that was upon the 
ark of testimony, from between the 
two cherubims: and he spake unto him. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A ND the Loud spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron , and say unto 
him , When thou lightest the lamps, 
the seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

51 And Aaron did so; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the candle- 
stick, as the Lord commanded Moses. 
T And this work of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold, unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was 
beaten work: according unto the pat- 
tern which the Loan had shewed Mo- 
ses, so he made the candlestick. * 
5 J And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

(5 'fake the Levifes from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thou do unto tlnm, 
to cleanse them: Sprinkle water of 
purifying upon them , and let them 
shave alt their flesh, and let them wash 
their clothes, and so make themselves 
clean. 

8 Then let them take a young Iml- 
lock with his meat offering, eren fine 
Hour mingled with oil, and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
sin offering. 

9 And thou shalt bring the Levifes 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation : and thou shalt gather the 
whole assembly of the children of Is- 
rael together : 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levifes 
before the Lord: and the children of 
Israel shall put their hands upon the 
Levifes: 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Levifes 
before the Lord for an offering of the 
children of Israel, that they may exe- 
cute the service of the Lord. 

12 And the Levifes shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks: 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
offering , and the other for a burnt 
offering, unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for the Levites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before his sonH, and 
offer them for an offering unto the 
Lord. 
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U Thus shalt thou separate the Le- 
vites from amons the children of Is- 
rael: and the Levites shall be mine. 

15 And after that shall the Levites go 
in to do the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation : and thou shalt 
cleanse them , and oiler them for an 
offeriug. 

16 For they are wholly given unto me 
from among the children of Israel; in- 
stead of such as open every womb, 
even instead of the iirstborn of all the 
children of Israel, have I taken them 
unto me. 

17 For all the iirstborn of the children 
of Israel are mine, both man and beavst: 
on the day that I smote every iirst- 
born in the land of Egypt I sanctitied 
them for myself. 

18 And I have taken the Levites for 
all the iirstborn of the children of 
Israel. 

Ill And 1 have given the Levites as 
a gift to Aaron and to his sons from 
among the children of Israel, to do the 
service of the children of Israel in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and to 
make an atonement for the children 
of Israel: that, there be no plague 
among the children of Israel, when the 
children of Israel come nigh unto the 
sanctuary. 

k 20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all 
the congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, did to the Levites according unto 
all tli at the Loan commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did the chil- 
dren of Israel unto them. 

- 21 And the Levites were purilied, and 
they washed their clothes; and Aaron 
offered them as an offering before the 
Lokii; and Aaron made an atonement 
for them to cleanse them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation before Aaron, and 
before his sons: as the Loan had com- 
manded Moses concerning the Levites, 
so did they unto them. 

2S And the Loan spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

21 This ts it that behmyvth unto the 
Levites: from twenty and live years 
old and upward they shall go in to 
wait upon the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: 

25 And from the age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the ser- 
vice thereof, and shall serve no more: 

26 I Jilt shall minister with their bre- 
thren in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, to keep the charge, and snail 
do no service. Thus shalt thou do unto 
the Levites touching their charge. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A ND the Loan spake unto Moses in 
the wilderness of Sinai, in the first 
month ol' the second year after they 
were come out of the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also keep 
the passover at his appointed season. 

3 I 11 the fourteenth day of this month, 
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at even, ye shall keep it in his ap- 
pointed season: according to all the 
rites of it, and according to all the ce- 
remonies thereof, shall ye keep it 
f And Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, that they should keep the 
passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month at 
even in the wilderness of Sinai: ac- 
cording to all that the Lord com- 
manded Moses, so did the children of 
Israel 

6 5 And there were certain men, who 
were defiled by the dead body of a 
man, that they could not keep the pass- 
over on that day: and they came be- 
fore Moses and before Aaron on that 
day: 

7 And those men said unto him. We 
are defiled by the dead body of a man : 
wherefore are we kept back, that we 
may not offer an offering of the Lord 
in his appointed season among the chil- 
dren of Israel ? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

b ^ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saving, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason of 
a dead body, or be in a journey afar 
off, yet he shall keep the passover unto 
the Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, and 
cat it with unleavened bread and hitter 
herbs. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bone of it: 
according to all the ordinances of the 
passover they shall keep it. 

Ill But the man that is clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keen the passover, even the same soul 
shall he cut off from among his people: 
because lie brought not the offering of 
the Lord in his appointed season, that 
man shall bear his sin. 

If And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the passover 
unto the Lord; according to the ordi- 
nance of the passover, and according 
to the maimer thereof so shall he do: 
ye shall have one ordinance, both for 
the stranger, and for him that was born 
in the land. 

15 If And on the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud covered 
the tabernacle, nanuUy, the tent of the 
testimony: and at even there was upon 
the tabernacle as it were the appearance, 
of lire, until the morning. 

16 So it was alway: the cloud covered 
it by day, and the appearance of lire by 
night. 

1/ And when the cloud was taken up 
from the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and in 
the place where the cloud abode, there 
the children of Israel pitched their tents. 
18 At the commandment of the Lord 
the children of Israel journeyed , and 
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at the commandment of the Lord they 
pitched: as long as the cloud abode 
upon the tabernacle they rested in 
their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the charge 
of the Loud, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was n feAv days upon the tabernacle; 
according to the commandment of the 
Loan they abode in their tents, and 
according to the commandment of the 
Lmtn they journeyed. 

21 And .w it was, when the cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, and 
that the cloud was taken up in the 
morning, then they journeyed: whether 
it was by day or by night that the 
cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or a 
month, or a year, that the cloud tarried 
upon tin* tabernacle, remaining thereon, 
the children of Israel abode in their 
tents, and journeyed not: but when it 
was taken up, they journeyed. 

22) At the commandment of the Loud 
they rested in the tents, and at the com- 
mandment of the Lord they journeyed: 
they kept tin* charge of the Loan, at 
the commandment of the Loud by the 
hand of Moses. 

CHARTER X. 

A ND the Loud spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a whole piece shall thou make them: 
that thou mayest use them for the call- 
ing of the assembly, and for the jour- 
neying of (he cutups. 

2 And when they shall blow with them, 
all the assembly shall assemble them- 
selves to thee at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

•1 And if they blow hut with one 
trumpet, then the princes, which are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, shall 
gather themselves unto thee, 
h When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward. 

f> When ye blow an alarm the second 
time, then the camps that lie on the 
smit h side shall take their journey : they 
shall blow an alarm for their journeys. 
7 l>ut when the congregation is to be 
gathered together, ye shall blow, but 
ye shall not sound an alarm. 

S And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for 
ever throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remembered 
before the Lord your (iod, and ye 
shall he saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginnings of your months, ye shall 
blow with the trumpets over your burnt 
offerings, and over the sacrifices of 
your peace offerings; that they may 
be to you for a memorial before your 
God: I am the Lord your God. 

11 If And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, in 
the second year, that the cloud was 
taken up from off the tabernacle of 
the testimony. 
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12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness of 
Sinai.; and the cloud rested in the wilder- 
ness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 ^ In the first place went the stan- 
dard of the camp of the children of Judah 
according to their armies: and over liis 
host was Nahshon the son of Amnii- 
nadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Issachar was Nethaneel 
the son of Zuar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Zebulun was Eliab the 
son of Holon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken down ; 
and the sons of Gershon and the sons 
of Merari set forward, bearing the 
tabernacle. 

18 t And the standard of the camp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies: and over his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Simeon was Shelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Gad was Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary: and the other did 
set in) the tabernacle against they came. 

22 i And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Ephraim set forward 
according to their armies: and over his 
host was Elishama the son of Ammihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Manassoh was Gamaliel 
the son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin was Abidan 
the son of Gidconi. 

25 1 And the standard of the camn 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rereward of all the camps 
throughout their hosts: and over his host 
was Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Asher was Pagiel the 
son ol Derail. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of JSaphtali was Ahira the 
son of Enan. 

28 Thus icerc the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

29 1 And Moses said unto Ilobab, the 
son of Raguel the Midiunite, Moses’ 
father in law, We are journeying unto 
the place of which the Loan said, I will 
give it you: come thou with us, and 
we will do thee good: for the Loan 
hath spoken good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him , I will not 
go: but 1 will depart to mine own lilnd, 
and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, 
yea, it shall be, that what goodness the 
Lord shall do unto us, the same will 
we do unto thee. 

33 1 And they departed from the mount 
of the Lord three days’ journey: and 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord went 
before them in the three days’ journey, 
to search out a resting place for them. 
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34 And the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the camp. 

35 And it came to pass, when the 
ark set forward, that Moses said, Rise 
up, Lord, and let thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate thee 
dee before thee. 

3(> And when it rested, he said, Return, 
0 Lord, unto the many thousands of 
Israel 


CHAPTER XI. 

A N 1) when the people complained, it 
displeased the Lord: and the Lord 
heard it; and his anger was kindled; 
and the lire of the Loud burnt among 
them, and consumed them that were in 
the uttermost parts of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Moses; 
and when Moses prayed unto the Lord, 
the lire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the place 
Taberah: because the tire of the Loud 
burnt among them. 

1 f And the mixt multitude that was 
among them fell a lusting: and the 
children of Israel also wept again, and 
said, Who shall give us flesh to eat? 
5 We remember the fish , which we 
did eat in Egypt freely; the cucumbers, 
and the melons, and the leeks, and the 
onions, and the garliek: 

<> Put now our soul is dried away: 
there is nothing at all, beside this manna, 
before our eyes. 

7 And the manna was as coriander 
seed , and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and 
gathered it, and ground it in mills, or 
beat, it in a mortar, and baked it in 
pans, and made cakes of it: and the 
taste of it was as the taste of fresh oil. 

3 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 
upon it. 

10 t Then Moses beard the people 
weep throughout their families, every 
man in the door of his tent: and the 
anger of the Lord was kindled greatly; 
Moses also was displeased 

11 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser- 
vant? and wherefore have l n$t found 
favour in thy sight, that thou layest 
the burden of all this people upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this people? 
have I begotten them, that thou should- 
est say unto me, Carry them in thy 
bosom, as a nursing father beareth the 
sucking child, unto the land which thou 
swarest unto their fathers? 

13 Whence should I have flesh to give 
unto ail this people? for they weep 
unto me, saying, Give us Hash, that 
we may eat 

14 1 am not able to bear all this people 
alone, because it is too heavy for me. 
15 And if thou deal thus with me, kill 
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me, I pray thee, out of hand, if I have 
found favour in thy sight; and let me 
not see my wretchedness. 

1G *5 And the Loan said unto Moses, 
Gather unto me seventy men ol’ the 
elders of Israel, whom thou know eat to 
be the elders of the people, and officers 
over them; and bring them unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that 
they may stand there with thee. 

17 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there: and I will take of the 
spirit which is upon thee, and will put 
it upon them; and they shall bear the 
burden of the people with thee, that 
thou bear it not thyself alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, Sanc- 
tify yourselves against to morrow, and 
ye snail eat flesh: for ye have wept in 
the ears of the Loan, saying, Who shall 
give us flesh to eat? for it was well 
with us in Egypt: therefore the Loan 
will give you flesh, and ye shall cat. 

10 Ye shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, 
nor twenty days; 

20 But even a whole month, until it 
conic out at your nostrils, and it he 
loathsome unto you: because that ye 
have despised the Lord which is among 
you, and have wept before him, saying, 
Why came we forth out of Egypt? 

21 And Moses said, The people, among 
whom I am, are six hundred thousand 
footmen; and thou hast said, 1 will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole 
month. 

22 Shall the flocks and the herds he 
slain for them, to suffice them? or 
shall all the fish of the sea be gathered 
together for them, to suffice them? 

23 And the Loud said unto Moses, Is 
the Lord’s hand waxed short? thou 
shalt see now whether my word shall 
come to pass unto thee or not 

21 1 And Moses went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lord, and 
gathered the seventy men of the elders 
of the people, and set them round about 
the tabernacle. 

25 And the Lord came down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of the spirit that was upon him, and 
pave it unto the seventy elders: and 
it came to pass, that, when the spirit, 
rested upon them, they prophesied, and 
did not cease. 

20 But there remained two of the men 
ill the camp, the name of the one was 
Eldad, and the name of the other Me- 
dad: and the spirit rested upon them; 
and they were of them that were written, 
but went not out unto the tabernacle: 
and they prophesied in the camp. 

27 And there ran a young man, and 
told Moses, and said, Eldad and Medad 
do prophesy in the camp. 

28 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of Moses, one of his young men, 
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answered and said, My lord Moses, 
forbid them. 

29 And Moses said unto him. Enviest 
thou for my sake? would Goa that all 
the Loan’s people were prophets, and 
that the Lord would put his spirit upon 
them! 

30 And Moses gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Israel. 

31 I And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and brought quails from 
the sea, and let them fall by the camp, 
as it were a day’s journey on this side, 
and as it were a day’s journey on the 
other side, round about the camp, and 
as it were two cubits high upon the 
face of the earth. 

3*2 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the next 
day , and they gathered the quails : he 
that gathered least gathered ten homers: 
and they spread them all abroad for 
themselves round about the camp. 

33 And while the Hesh was yet be- 
tween their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the wrath of the Loro was kindled 
against the people, and the Lord smote 
the people with a very great plague. 

34 Ami he called the name of that 
place Kibroth-hattaavah: because there 
they buried the people that lusted. 

3f> And the people journeyed from 
lvibroth-battaavah unto llazeroth; and 
abode at Hazeroth. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

A N D Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Moses because of the Ethiopian 
woman whom he had married: for he 
had married an Ethiopian woman. 

2 And they said, Hath the Loud indeed i 
spoken only by Moses? bath be not 
spoken also by us? And the Lord 
heard it. 

3 (Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth.) 

•1 And the Loan spake suddenly unto 
Moses, and unto Aaron, and unto 
Miriam , Come out ye three unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation. And 
they three came out. 

5 And the Loud came down in the pil- 
lar of the cloud, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle, and called Aaron and 
Miriam: and they both came forth. 

0 And lie said, Hear now my words: 
If there be a prophet among you, I the 
Loud will make myself known unto 
him in a vision, and will speak unto 
In in in a dream. 

7 My servant Moses is not so, who is 
faithful in all mine house, 
is With him will 1 speak inouth to 
mouth , even apparently , and not in 
dark speeches; and the similitude of 
the Lord shall he behold: wherefore 
then were ye not afraid to speak against 
my servant Moses? 

9 And the anger of the Lord was 
kiudled* against them; and he departed. 
10 And the cloud departed from off 
the tabernacle: and, behold, Miriam 
became leprous, white as snow: and 
Aaron looked upon Miriam, and, behold, 
she, was leprous. 

11 And Aaron said unto Moses, Alas, 
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my lord, I beseech thee, lay not the 
sin upon us, wherein we have done 
foolishly, ana wherein we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the liesh is half consumed when 
he cometh out of his mother’s womb. 

13 And Moses cried unto the Loro, 
saying, Heal her now, O Clod, I beseech 
thee. 

14 P And the Lord said unto Moses, 
If her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not be ashamed seven days? 
let her be shut out from the camp seven 
days, and after that let ber be received 
in again. 

15 And Miriam was shut out from 
the camp seven days: and the people 
journeyed not till Miriam was brought 
in again. 

16 And afterward the people removed 
from Hazeroth, and pitched in the 
wilderness of l J aran. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A X1) the Loan spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Send thou men, that they may 
search the land of Canaan, which 1 
give unto the children of Israel: of 
every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
send a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

3 And Moses by the commandment 
of the Loud sent them from the wilder- 
ness of Paran: all those men were heads 
of the children of Israel. 

4 And these were their names: of the 
tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son of 
Zaceur. 

5 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the 
son of Hurl 

6 Of the tribe of.ludah, Caleb the son 
of Jenhuimeh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issachar, lgal the son 
of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea the 
son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Pulti the 
son of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel 
the son of Sodi. 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely , of 
the tribe of Manasseb, Gaddi the son 
of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammicl the 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur the 
son of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nalibi the 
son of Voplisi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geucl the son 
of Maclii. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the laud. 
And Moses called Oshea the. son of 
Nun Jehoshua. 

17 5 And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and said unto 
them, Get you up this way southward, 
and go up into the mountain: 

18 And see the land, what it w; and the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
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they be strong or weak , few or 
many; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad; and 
what cities they be that they dwell in, 
whether in tents, or in strong holds; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
be fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not And be ye of good 
courage . and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the firstripe grapes. 

21 f Bo they went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Kchob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Ilebron; where Ahiman, 
Sheshai, and Talmai, the children of 
Anak, were. (Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in Egypt) 

23 And they came unto the brook of 
Eslicol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon a staft; 
ami they brought of the pomegranates, 
and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eshcol, because of the cluster of grapes 
which the children of Israel cut down 
from thence. 

25 And they returned from searching 
of the land after forty days. 

2t> 1 And they went and came to Mo- 
ses, and to Aaron, and to all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, unto 
the wilderness of Paran, to Kadesh; 
and brought back word unto them, and 
unto all the congregation, and shewed 
them the fruit of the land. 

27 And they told him, and said, We 
came unto the land whither thou sont.est 
us, and surely it lloweth with milk 
and honey; and this is the fruit of it 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and the cities 
are walled, and very great: and more- 
over we saw the children of Anak 
there. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the land 
of the south : and the Hittites, and the 
.lebusites, and the Amorites, dwell in 
the mountains: and the Canaanites 
dAvell by the sea, and by the coast of 
J ordan. 

30 And Caleb stilled the people before 
Moses, and said, Eet us go up at once, 
and possess it; for we are well able to 
overcome it. 

81 But the men that went up with 
him said, We be not able to go up 
against the people; for they are strong- 
er than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil report 
of the land which they had searched 
unto the children of Israel, saying, The 
land, through which we have gone to 
search it, is a land that eateth up the 
inhabitants thereof; and all the people 
that we saw in it are men of a great 
stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, the 
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sons of Anakj which come of the giants: 
and we were m our own sight as grass- 
hoppers , and so we were in their sight. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A ND all the congregation lifted up 
their voice, and cried; and the 
people wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron: 
and the whole congregation said unto 
them, Would God that we had died in 
the land of Egypt! or would God we 
had died ill this wilderness! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord brought 
us unto this land, to fall by the sword, 
that our wives and our children should 
be a prey ? wore it not better for us to 
return into Egypt? 

4 And they said one to another, Let 
us make a captain, and let us return 
into Egypt. 

5 Then Moses and Aaron fell on their 
faces before all the assembly of the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel. 

0 If And Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephuuneh, which were 
of them that searched the land, rent 
their clothes: 

7 And they spake unto all the com- 
pany of the children of Israel, saying, 
The land, which we passed through to 
search it, in an exceeding good land. 
8 If the Loud delight in us, then he 
will bring us into this land, and give 
it us; a land which tioweth with milk 
and honey. 

D Only rebel not ye against the Loan, 
neither fear ye the people of the land; 
for they are bread for us: their defence 
is departed from them, and the Lord 
is with us: fear them not. 

10 liut. all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones. And the glory of the 
Loud appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of 
Israel. 

11 ^ And the Loan said unto Moses, 
How long will this people provoke me? 
and how long will it be ere they be- 
lieve me, for all the signs which 1 have 
shewed among them? 

12 I will smite them with the pesti- 
lence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 

13 f And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear it, (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them;) 

14 And they will tell it to the inhabi- 
tants of this land : for they have heard 
that thou Lord art among this people, 
that thou Lord art seen face to face, 
and that thy cloud standeth over them, 
and that thou goest before them, by 
day time in a pillar of a cloud, and in 
a pillar of tire by night. 

15 1 Now if thou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then tho nations 
which have heard the fame of thee will 
speak, saying, 
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16 Because the Lord was not able to 
bring this people into the land which 
he swore unto them 2 therefore he hath 
slain them in the wilderness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my Lord be great, according 
as thou hast spoken, saying, 

18 The Lord is longsuffering , and of 
great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and by no means clear- 
ing the guilty , visiting the iniquity of 
the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation. 

ID Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity 
of this people according unto the great- 
ness of thv mercy, and as thou hast 
forgiven this people, from Egypt even 
until now. 

20 And the Lord said, I have pardon- 
ed according to thy word: 

. 21 But as truly as I live, all the earth 
shall be tilled with the glory of the 
Lord. 

22 Because all those men which have 
seen my glory, and my miracles, which 
1 did in Egypt and in the wilderness, 
and have tempted me now these ten 
times, and have not hearkened to my 
voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the land 
which 1 sware unto their fathers, nei- 
ther shall any of them that provoked 
me see it: 

24 But my servant Caleb, because he 
had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully, him will 1 bring in- 
to the land whereinto he went; and his 
seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalckites and the Ca- 
naanites dwelt in the valley. ) To morrow 
turn you, and get you into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Bed sea. 

26 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 llow long shall J bear with this evil 
congregation, which murmur against 
meV 1 have heard the murmurings of 
the children of Israel, which they mur- 
mur against me. 

28 Say unto them, As truly as I live, 
saith the Lord, as ye have spoken in 
mine ears, so will I do to you: 

2D Your carcases shall fall in this 
wilderness; and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole num- 
ber, from twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured against me, 

30 l>oubtless ye shall not come into 
the land, concerning which I sware to 
make you dwell therein, save Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, them will J bring in, 
and they shall know the land which 
ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, they 
shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall wander in 
the wilderness forty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcases 
he wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of the days in 
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which ye searched the land, even forty- 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and 
ye shall know my breach of promise. 

85 I the Lord have said, I will surely 
do it unto all this evil congregation, 
that are gathered together against me : 
in this wilderness they shall be con- 
sumed, and there they shall die. 

36 And the men, which Moses sent 
to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, died by 
the plague before the Loan. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which were 
of the men that went to search the land, 
lived still. 

89 And Moses told these sayings unto 
all the children of Israel: and the peo- 
ple mourned greatly. 

40 f And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the top 
of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, 
and will go up unto the place which 
the Lord hath promised: for we have 
sinned. 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the Lord? but it shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the Loan is not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For the Amalekites and theCanmin- 
ites are there before you, and ye shall 
fall by the sword: because ve are turn- 
ed away from the Lord, therefore the 
Lord will not be with you. 

44 But they presumed to go up unto 
the hill top: nevertheless the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, and Moses, de- 
parted not out of the camp. 

45 Then the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in that 
hill, and smote them, and discomfited 
them, even unto Ilormah. 


CHAPTER XV. 

A N I) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
into the land of your habitations, which 
I give unto you. 

3 And will make an offering by fire 
unto the Lord, a burnt offering, or a 
sacrifice in performing a vow, or in a 
freewill offering, or in your solemn 
feasts, to make a sweet savour unto 
the Lord, of the herd, or of the flock: 
4 Then shall he that offereth his offer- 
ing unto the Lord bring a meat offer- 
ing of a tenth deal of flour mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of an hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or sacri- 
fice, for one lamb. 
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6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare 
for a meat offering two tenth deals of 
Hour mingled with the third part of an 
hin of oiL 

7 And for a drink offering thou shalt 
offer the third part of an hin of wine, 
for a sweet savour unto the Load. 

8 And when thou preparest a bullock 
for a burnt offering, or for a sacrifice 
in performing a vow, or peace offerings 
unto the Lord: 

9 Then shall he bring with a bullock 
a meat offering of three tenth deals of 
flour mingled with half an hin of oiL 

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, for an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lord. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one bul- 
lock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, or 
a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye 
shall prepare, so shaU ye do to every 
one according to their number. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this manner, 
in offering an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

14 And if a stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever be among you in your 
generations, and will otter an offering 
made by fire, ol' a sweet savour unto 
the Lord; as ye do, so he shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both for 
you of the congregation, and also for 
the stranger that sojourneth with you , 
an ordinance for ever in your genera- 
tions: as ye are, so shall the stranger 
be before the Lord. 

lb One law and one manner shall be 
for you , and for the stranger that so- 
journeth with you. 

17 K And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto tlumi, When ye come 
into the land whither I bring you, 

li) Then it shall be, that, when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shall 
otter up an heave offering unto the 
Lord. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the first 
of your dough for an heave offering;: 
as ye do the heave ottering of the 
threshingfloor, so shall ye heave it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye shall 
give unto the Lord an heave ottering 
in your generations. 

22 If And if ye have erred, and not Ob- 
served all these commandments, which 
the Lord hath spoken unto Moses, 

23 Even all that the Lord hath com- 
manded you by the hand of Moses, 
from the day that the Lord command- 
ed Moses, and henceforward among 
your generations; 

24 Inen it shall be, if ought be com- 
mitted by ignorance without the know- 
ledge of the congregation, that all the 
congregation shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour unto the Lord, with his meat 
ottering, and his drink offering, accord- 
ing to the manner, and one kid of the 
goats for a sin ottering. 

26 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, ana it shall be for- 
given them; for it is ignorance: and 
they shall bring their offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire unto the Lord, and their 
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«in offering before the Lord, for their 
ignorance : 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that stftourneth among 
them; seeing all the people were in 
ignorance. 

27 f And if any soul sin through igno- 
rance, then he shall bring a she goat 
of the first year for a sin offering. 

28 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for the soul that sinneth igno- 
rantly, when he sinneth by ignorance 
before the Loan, to make an atonement 
for him; and it shall be forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him that 
sinneth through ignorance, both for him 
that is born among the children of Is- 
rael, and for the stranger that sojourn- 
cth among them. 

80 If But the soul that doeth ought 
presumptuously, whether he be born in 
the land, or a stranger, the same re- 

C roaeheth the Lord; and that soul shall 
e cut off from among his people. 

81 Because he hath despised the word 
of the Lord, and hath broken his com- 
mandment, that soul shall utterly be 
cut oft’; his iniquity shall be upon him. 

82 If And while the children of Israel 
were in the wilderness, they found a 
man that gathered sticks upon the 
sabbath day. 

98 And they that found him gathering 
sticks brought him unto Moses and 
Aaron, and unto all the congregation. 

84 And they put him in ward, because 
it was not declared what should be 
done to him. 

85 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
The man shall be surely put. to death: 
all the congregation shall stone him 
with stones without the camp. 

80 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned him 
with stones, and he died; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

87 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

88 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and bid them that they make, them 
fringes in the borders of their garments 
throughout their generations, ami that 
they put upon the fringe of the borders 
a ribband of blue: 

89 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments of 
the Lord, and do them; and that ye 
seek not after your own heart and your 
own eyes, after which ye use to go a 
whoring: 

40 That ye may remember, and do 
all my commandments, and be holy 
unto your God. 

41 I am the Loud your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God: I am the Lord your 
God. 
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N OW Korali, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi, and 
Datlmn and Abiram, tlie sons of EHab, 
and O 11 , the son of Pelcth, sons of 
Keuben, took men: 

2 And they rose up before Moses, with 
certain of the children of Israel, two 
hundred and fifty princes of the assem- 
bly, famous in the congregation, men 
of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves to- 
gether against Moses and against Aaron, 
and said unto them. Ye take too much 
upon you, seeing all the congregation 
are holy , every one of them , and the 
Loud is among them: wherefore then 
lift ye up yourselves above the con- 
gregation of the Loan? 

4 And when Moses heard it, he fell 
upon his face: 

5 And he spake unto Korah, and unto 
all his company, saying, Even to mor- 
row the Loro will shew who are his, 
and who is holy; and will cause him. to 
come near unto him: even him whom 
he hath chosen will he cause to come 
near unto him. 

0 This do; Take you censers, Korah, 
and all Ids company; 

7 And put lire therein, and put incense 
in them before the Loro to morrow: 
and it shall be that the man whom the 
Lord doth choose, he shall be holy: ye 
take too much upon you, ye sons of 
Levi. 

X Ami Moses said unto Ivorah, Hoar, 
1 pray you, ye sons of Levi: 

U tieemeth it but a small tiling unto 
you, that Liu* (iod of Israel hath sepa- 
rated you from the congregation of 
Israel, to bring you near to himself to 
do tlie service of the tabernacle of the 
Loud, and to stand before the congre- 
gation to minister unto them? 

10 And he hath brought thee near to 
him, and all thy brethren the sons of 
Levi with thee: and seek ye the priest- 
hood also? 

11 Lor which cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered together 
against the Lord: and what is Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him? 

12 1 And Moses sent to call Dathun 
and Abiram , the sons of Eliab: which 
said, We will not come up: 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that llow- 
eth with milk and honey, to kill us 
in the wilderness, except thou make 
thyself altogether a prince over us? 

H Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that lloweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance of 
fields and vineyards: wilt thou put 
out the eyes of these men? we will 
not come up. 

If) And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lord, Respect not thou 
their ottering: I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt one 
of them. 

1G And Moses said unto Korah, He 
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thou and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, to 
morrow : 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring ye 
before the Lord every man his censer, 
two hundred and titty censers; thou 
also, and Aaron, each of you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his cen- 
ser, and put fire in them, and laid in- 
cense thereon, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the con- 
gregation against them unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the glory of the Loan appeared 
unto all the congregation. 

20 And the Loud spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may consume 
them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the God of the spirits of 
all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt 
thou be wroth with all the congregation V 

23 U And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, say- 
ing. Get you up from about the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Datlian, and Abiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went unto 
Dathan and Abiram; and the elders of 
Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congregation, 
saying, Depart, I pray you, from the 
tents of these wicked men, and touch 
nothing of their’s, lest ye be consumed 
in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the tabernacle 
of Korah , Dathan , and Abiram , on 
every side: and Dathan and Abiram 
came out , and stood in the door of 
their tents, and their wives , and their 
sons, and their little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to 
do all these works; for l have not done 
them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common deatli 
of all men, or if they be visited after 
the visitation of all men; then the Lord 
hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lord make a new thing, 
and the earth open her mouth , and 
swallow them up, with all that appertain 
unto them, and they go down quick 
into the pit; then ye shall understand 
that these men have provoked the Lord. 

31 If And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their houses, 
and all the men that appertained unto 
Korah, and all their goods. 

33 They, and all that appen'Uiined to 
them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth closed upon them: and 
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they perished from among the congre- 
gation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them: 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from the 
Loro, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. 

3G t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest, that he take up the censers 
out of the burning, and scatter thou 
the lire yonder; for they are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners against 
their own souls, let them make them 
broad plates /or a covering of the altar: 
for they ottered them before the Lord, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 
shall be a sign unto the children of 
Israel. 

3!) And Eleazar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith they that 
w'ere burnt had offered; and they were 
made broad plates for a covering of 
the altar: 

-10 To be a memorial unto the children 
of Israel, that no stranger, w hich is not 
of the seed of Aaron, come near to offer 
incense before the Loud; that lie be not 
as Korah, and as his company: as the 
Lord said to him by the hand of Moses. 

41 If But on the morrow all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron, 
saying, Ye have killed the people of the 
Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the con- 
gregation was gathered against Moses 
and against Aaron, that they looked 
toward the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and, behold, the cloud covered 
it, and the glory of the Lord appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

44 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

45 (Jet, you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I may consume them 
as in a moment. And they fell upon 
their faces. 

4f> 1 And Moses said unto Aaron, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, and put on incense, 
and go quickly unto the congregation, 
and make an atonement for them: for 
there is w r rath gone out from the Lord; 
the plague is begun. % 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of the 
congregation; and, behold, the plague 
was begun among the people: and he 
put on incense, and made an atone- 
ment for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
dred, beside them that died about the 
matter of Korah. 
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50 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation : and the plague was 
stayed. 

1 CHAPTER XVII. 

A ND the Loiid spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of their fathers, 
of all their princes according to the 
house of their fathers twelve rods: 
write thou every man’s name upon 
his rod 

3 And thou shalt write Aaron’s name 
upon the rod of Levi : for one rod shall 
be for the head of the house of their 
fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
the testimony, where I will meet with 
you. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom 1 shall choose , shall 
blossom : and I will make to cease 
from me the murmurings of the chil- 
dren of Israel, whereby they murmur 
against you. 

(3 If And Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for each 
prince one, according to their lathers’ 
houses, even twelve rods : and the rod 
of Aaron was among their rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods before 
the Loan in the tabernacle of witness. 
8 And it came to pass, that on the 
morrow Moses went into the taber- 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the rod 
of Aaron for the house of Levi was 
budded, and brought forth buds, and 
bloomed blossoms, and yielded almonds. 
1) And Moses brought out all the rods 
from before the Loud unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel: and they looked, and 
took every man bis rod. 

10 f And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Bring Aaron’s rod again before the 
testimony, to be kept lor a token against 
the rebels; and tliou shalt quite take 
away their murmurings from me, that 
they die not. 

11 And Moses did so: as the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
unto Moses, saying, Behold, wo die, we 
perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever comoth any thing near 
unto the tabernacle of the Lord shall 
die: shall we be consumed with dying? 


CHAPTER XV III. 

A ND the Lord said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy father’s 
house with thee shall bear the iniquity 
of the sanctuary: and thou and thy 
sons with thee shall bear the iniquity 
of your priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring 
tliou with thee, that they may be joined 
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unto thee, and minister unto thee: 
but thou and thy sons with thee shall 
minister before the.tabernacie of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the tabernacle: only; 
they shaJl not come nigh the vessels 
of the sanctuary and the altar, that' 
neither they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, for all the service 
of the tabernacle: and a stranger shall 
not come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of the 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar: 
that there be no wrath any more upon 
the children of Israel 

0 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: to you theu are given 
ns a gift for the Loan, to uo the ser- 
vice of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of the altar, and within 
the vail; and ye shall serve: I have 
given your priest’s office unto you as a 
service of gift: and the stranger that 
eometh nigh shall be put to death. 

X If And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
llehold , 1 also have given thee the 
charge of mine heave offerings of all 
the hallowed things of the children of 
Israel; unto thee have I given them 
by reason of the anointing, and to thy 
sons, by an ordinance for ever. 

U This shall be thine of the most holy 
tilings, reserved from the lire: every 
oblation of theirs, every meat offering 
of theirs, and every sin offering of 
theirs , and every trespass offering of ( 
their’s, which they shall render unto 
me, shall he most holy for thee and for 
thy sons. 

JO In the most holy place slialt thou 
cat it; every male shall cat it: it shall 
be holy unto thee. 

II And this is thine; the heave offer- 
ing of their gift, with all tho wave 
offerings of the children of Israel: I 
have given them unto thee, and to thy 
sons and to thy daughters with thee, 
by a statute for ever: every 011 c that 
is clean in thy house shall eat of it 
J2 All the best of the oil, and all the 
best of the wine, and of the wheat, 
the firstlruits of them which they shall 
offer unto the. Loud, them have I given 
thee. 

13 Am! whatsoever is first ripe in the 
land, which they shall bring unto the, 
Lohj>, shall be thine; every 011 c that is 
chain in thine house shall cat of it. 

14 Kvery thing devoted in Israel shall 
be thine. 

If) Every thing that openeth the matrix 
in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
lento, 7 nhether (the of men or beasts, 
shall he thine: nevertheless the first- 
born of man slialt thou surely redeem, 
and the firstling of unclean beasts shalt 
thou redeem. 

10 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old slialt thou redeem, 
according to iliine estimation , for the 
money of five shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary, which is twenty 
gcrahs. 
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17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
\ firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of 

a goat, thou shalt not redeem ; they are 
> holy: thou shalt sprinkle their blood 
\ upon the altar, and shalt burn their 
! fat for an offering made by fire , for a 
sweet savour unto the Loan. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of Israel otter 
unto the Loan, have I given thee, anil 
thy sons and thy daughters with thee, 
by a statute for ever: it is a covenant 
or salt for ever before the Loud unto 
thee and to thy seed with thee. 

20 ^ And the Loan spake unto Aaron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, -neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part and thine 
inheritance among the children of Is- 
rael. 

21 And, behold, I have given the chil- 
dren of Levi all the tenth in Israel 
for an inheritance, for their service which 
they serve, even the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

22 Neither must the children of Israel 
henceforth come nigh the tabernacle 
of the congregation, lest they bear sin, 
and die. 

23 But the Levites shall do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: it 
shall be a statute for ever throughout 
your generations, that among the chil- 
dren of Israel they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children of 
Israel, which they otter as an heave 

I ottering unto the Loud, 1 have given 
I to the Levites to inherit: therefore I 
I have said unto them, Among the chil- 
dren of Israel they shall have no in- 
heritance. 

25 ^ And the Loud spake unto Moses, 
saving, 

2b Thus speak unto the Levites, and 
say unto them, When ye take of the 
children of Israel the tithes which 1 
have given you from them for your 
inheritance, then ye shall otter up an 
heave offering of it for the Lord , even 
a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 And this your heave ottering shull 
be reckoned unto you, as though it were 
the corn of the threshingfloor, and as 
the fulness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall otter an heave 
offering unto the Loud of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of Is- 
rael; and ye shall give thereof the 
Lord’s heave offering to Aaron the 
priest 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall otter 
every heave offering of the Lord, of 
all the best thereof, even the hallowed 
part thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
When ye have heaved the best thereof 
from it, then it shall be counted unto 
the Levites as the increase of the thresh- 
ingfloor, and as the increase of the wine- 
press. 
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81 And ye shall eat it in every place, 
ye ana your households: for it is your 
reward for your service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation.

3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay 
her before his face: 

4 Ami Eleazar the priest shall take of 
her blood with his finger, and sprinkle 
oi her blood directly before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation seven times: 


5 And one shall burn the hdtfer in his 
sight,; her skin, and her fles'rand her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 
fi And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
cast it into the midst of the burning of 
the heifer. 


t hen the priest shall wash his clothes, 
and he shall bathe his flesh in water, 
and afterward he shall come into the 
camp, and the priest shall be unclean 
until the even. 

8 And lie that burnetii her shall wash 
his clothes in water and bathe his flesh 
in water, and shall be unclean until 
the even. 




9 A nd a man that is clean shall gather 
up the ashes of the heifer, and lay them 
up without the camp in a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation 
of the children of Israel for a water of 
separation: it is a purification for sin. 
W And he that gathereth the ashes of 
the heifer shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: and it shall 
be unto the children of Israel, and unto 
the stranger that sojourneth among 
them, lor a statute for ever. 

11 If He that toucheth the dead body 
of any man shall be unclean seven 
days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day 
he shall be clean: but if he purify not 
himself the third day, then the seventh 
day he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead body 
of any man that is dead, and purifieth 
not himself, defileth the tabernacle of 
“J® E°Rd; and that soul shall be cut 
on from Israel: because the water of 
separation was not sprinkled upon him, 
he shall be unclean ; his uncleanness is 
yet upon him. 
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14 This is the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent: all that come into the tent, 
and all that is in the tent, shall be un- 
clean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which hath 
| no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And whosoever touchetli one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, 
or a dead body, or a bone of a man, 
or a grave, shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and run- 
ning water shall be put thereto in a . 
vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take hys- 
sop, and dip it in the water, and sprinkle 
it upon the tent, and upon all the ves- 
sels, and upon the persons that were 
there, and upon him that touched a 
bone, or one slain, or one dead, or a 
grave: 

19 And the clean person shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, and 
on the seventh day: and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and shall be clean at even. 

20 Hut the man that shall be unclean, 
and shall not purify himself, that soul 
shall be cut on from among the con- 
gregation, because lie hath defiled the 
sanctuary of the Lord: the water of 
separation hath not been sprinkled upon 
him; ho is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth the 
water of separation shall wash his 
clothes; and he that touchetli the wa- 
ter of separation shall be unclean until 
even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean person 
touchetli shall be unclean; and the soul 
that touchetli it shall be unclean until 
even.

1 MIEN cante the children of Israel, 
. even the whole congregation, into 
the desert of Zin in the first month: 
and the people abode in Kadesh; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the con- 
gregation: and they gathered them- 
selves together against Moses and 
against Aaron. 

8 And the people diode with Moses, 
and spake, saying, Would (Soil that, wc 
had died when our brethren died before 
the Lord! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Loan into this wil- 
derness, that we and our cattle should 
die there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of Egyptj to bring us in 
unto this evil placer' it is no place of 
seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of pome- 
granates; neither is there any water 
to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and they fell upon their faces: 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto them. 
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7 If And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, f 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together , thou , and Aaron ,' 
thy brother, and speak ye unto the 
rock before their eyes ; and it shall 
give forth his water, and thou shall 
bring forth to them water out of the 
rock: bo thou shalt give the congre- 
gation and their beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod from before 
the Loud, as he commanded him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock , aud lie said unto them , Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, and 
with his rod he smote the rock twice: 
and the water came out abundantly, 
ami the congregation drank, and their 
beasts a iso. 

12 U And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me 
not, to sanctify me in the eyes of the 
children of Israel, therefore, ye shall 
not bring this congregation into the 
land which I have given them. 

li> This *,? the water of Moribah; be- 
cause the children of Israel strove with 
the Loud, and he was sanctified in them. 

14. f And Moses sent messengers from 
Kadesh unto the king of Edom, Thus 
saith thy brother Israel, Thou knowest 
all the travel that hath befallen us: 
lb llow our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and wc have dw^lt in Egypt a 1 
long time; and the Egyptians vexed us, 
and our fathers: 

lb And when we cried unto the Loud, 
he heard our voice, and sent an angel, 
and hath brought us forth out of Egypt: 
and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a city 
in the uttermost of thy border: 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass through 
the lields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells: we will go by the king’s high, 
way, we will not turn to the' right baud 
nor to the left, until we have passed 
thy borders. 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

li) And the children of Israel said unto 
him, Wc will go by the high way : and 
if 1 and my cattle drink of thy water, 
then I will pay for it: 1 will only, with- 
out doing any thing else, go through on 
my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom came out against 
him with much people, and with a 
strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel 
passage through his border: wherefore 
Israel turned away from him. 

22 1 And the children of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Kadesh, and came unto mount Ilor. 

23 And the Loud spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount llor, by the coast 
of the land of Edom, saying, 


n nbn v. 17. 
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24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 

{ >eople: for he shall not enter into the 
ana which I have given unto the chil- 
' dren of Israel , because ye rebelled 
\ against my word at the water of Meribah. 

I 25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
'and bring them up unto mount Hor: 


26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son : 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 


27 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded; and they went up into mount 
Hor in the sight of all the congre- 
gation. 


28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount: and Moses and 
Eleazar came down from the mount 


29 And when all the congregation saw 
that Aaron was dead, they mourned 
for Aaron thirty days, even all the 
house of Israel 


CHAPTER XXI. 

A N 1) when king Arad the Oanaanite, 
which dwelt in the south , heard 
tell that Israel came by the way of 
the spies; then he fought against Is- 
rael, and took some of them prisoners. 

2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said. If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then 
I will utterly destroy their cities. 

\ 3 And the Lord hearkened to the 
t voice of Israel, and delivered up the 
1 Canaanites; and they utterly destroyed 
1 them and their cities: and he called 
the name of the place Hormah. 

4 If And they journeyed from mount 
Iior by the way of the Red sea, to com- 
pass the land of Edom: and the soul 
of the people was much discouraged 
because of the way. 

5 And the people spake against God, 
and against Moses, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in 
the wilderness? for there is no bread, 
neither is there any water; and our 
soul loatheth this light bread. 

6 And the Lord sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the 
people; and much people of Israel died. 

7 If Therefore the people came to Mo- 
ses, and said, We have sinned, for we 
have spoken against the Lord, and 
against thee; pray unto the Lord, that 
he take away the serpents from us. 
And Moses prayed for the people. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it 
upon a pole: and it shall come to pass, 
that every one that is bitten, when he 
looketh upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, and it 
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came to pass, that if a se p ) ®" t , ^ 
bitten any man, when he beheld the 
serpent or brass, he lived. 

10 t And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, 

and pitched at Ije~ a barim, in the wil- 
derness which is before Moab, toward 
the Bunrising. , . 

12 t From thence they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Zared. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
which is in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Amorites: for 
Arnon is the border of Moab, between 
Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book 

of the wars of the Lord, What he did 
in the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Arnon, „ . , 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that tfoeth down to the dwelling of Ar, 
and lieth upon the border of Moab. 

16 And from thence they went to Beer: 

that is the well whereof the Lord spake 
un£o Moses, (lather the people together, 
and I will give them water. . 

17 f Then Israel sang this song, Spring 
up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it , by trie 
direction of the lawgiver, with their 
staves. Aiid from the wilderness they 
went to Mattanah: 

19 And from Mattanah to Nahaliel: 
and from Nahaliel to Bamoth: 

20 And from Bamoth in the valley, 
that is in the country of Moab, to the 
top of Pisguli, which looketh toward 
♦leshimon. 

21 f And Israel sent messengers unto 
Silion king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy land: we 
will not turn into the fields, or into 
the vineyards; we will not drink of 
the waters of the well: but we will go 
along by the king’s high way, until we 
be past thy borders. 

23 And Nihon would not suffer Israel 
to pass through his border: but Nihon 
gathered all his people together, and 
went out against Israel into the wilder- 
ness: and he came to Jahaz, and fought 
against Israel 

24 And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed his 
land from Arnon unto Jabbok ? even 
unto the children of Ammon; for the 
border of the children of Ammon was 
strong. 

2b And Israel took all these cities: 
and Israel dwelt in all the cities of the 
Amorites, in Heslibon, and in all the 
villages thereof. 

26 For Heslibon teas the city of Sihon 
the king of the Amorites, who had 
fought against the former kin$ of Moab, 
and taken all his land out of his hand, 
even unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in pro- 
verbs say. Come into Heshbon, let the 
city of Ninon be built and prepared: 

28 For there is a fire gone out of Hesh- 
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bon, a flame from the city of Sihon : it 
hath consumed Ar of Moab, and the 
lords of the high places of Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou art un- 
done, 0 people of Chemosh: he hath 

g iven his sons that escaped, and his 
aughters, into captivity unto Sihon 
king of the Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them; Heshbon 
is perished even unto Dibon, and we 
have laid them waste even unto Nophah, 
which reacheth unto Medeba. 

31 1! Thus Israel dwelt in the land of 
the Amorites. 

82 And Moses sent to spy out Jaazer, 
and they took the villages thereof, and 
drove out the Amorites that were there. 
33 5 And they turned and went up 
by the way of Bashan : and Og the 
king of Bashan went out against them, 
he, and all his people, to the battle at 
Edrei. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Fear him not: for I have delivered him 
into thy hand, and all his people, and 
his land; and thou shalt do to him as 
thou didst unto Sihon king of the Amor- 
ites, which dwelt at lleshbon. 

35 So they smote him, and his sons, 
and all his people, until there was none 
left him alive: and they possessed his 
land. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

A ND the children of Israel set for- 
ward, and pitched in the plains of 
Moab on this side Jordan by Jericho. 

2 H And Balak the son of 2ippor saw 
all that Israel had done to the Amor- 
ites. 

3 And Moab was sore afraid of tile 
people, because they were many: and 
Moab was distressed because of the 
children of Israel 

4 And Moab said unto the elders of 
Midian, Now shall this company lick 
up all that are round about us, as the 
ox licketh up the grass of the field. 
And Balak the son of Zippor was king 
of the Moabites at that time. 

5 He sent messengers therefore unto 
Balaam the son of Beor to Pcthor, 
which is by the river of the land of 
the children of his people, to call him, 
saying, Behold, there is a people come 
out from Egypt: behold, they cover 
the face of the earth, and they abide 
over against me: 

6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, 
curse me this people; for they are too 
mighty for me: peradventurc I shall 
prevail, that we may smite them, and 
that I may drive them out of the land: 
for I wot that lie whom thou blessest 
is blessed, and he whom thou curscst 
is cursed. 

7 And the elders of Moab and the 
elders of Midian departed with the re- 
wards of divination in their hand; and 
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they came unto Balaam, and spake 
unto him the words of Balak. 

8 And he said unto them, Lodge here 
this night, and I will bring you word 
again, as the Lord shall speak untc 
me: and the princes of Moab abode 
with Balaam. 

9 And God came unto Balaam, and 
said, What men are these with theeV 

10 And Balaam said unto God. Balak 
the son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath 
sent unto me, saying, 

11 Behold, there is a people come out 
of Egypt, which covereth the face of 
the earth: come now, curse me them; 
peradventure I shall be able to over- 
come them, and drive them out 

12 And God said unto Balaam, Thou 
shalt not go with them; thou shalt not 
curse the people: for they are blessed. 

13 And Balaam rose up in the morn- 
ing, and said unto the princes of Balak, 
Get you into your land: for the Lord 
refuseth to give me leave to go with 
you. 

14 And the princes of Moab rose up, 
and they went unto Balak, and said, 
Balaam refuseth to come with us. 

15 f And Balak sent yet again princes, 
more, and more honourable than they. 

]f> And they came to Balaam, and 
said to him. Thus saith Balak the son 
of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, 
hinder thee from coming unto me: 

17 For I will promote thee unto very 
great honour, and I will do whatsoever 
thou sayest unto me: come therefore, 

J pray thee, curse me this people. 

18 And Balaam answered and said 
unto the servants of Balak. If Balak 
would give me his house full of silver 
and gold, I cannot go beyond the word 
of the Loan my God, to do less or more. 

19 Now therefore, I nray you, tarry 
ve also here this night, that I may 
know what the Lord will say unto me 
more. 

20 And God came unto Balaam at 
night, and said unto him, If the men 
come to call thee, rise up, and go with 
them; but yet the word which I shall 
say unto thee, that shalt thou do. 

21 And Balaam rose up in the morn- 
ing, and saddled his ass, and went with 
the princes of Moab. 

22 1 And God’s anger was kindled be- 
cause be went: and the angel of the 
Lord stood in the way for an adversary 
against him. Now he was riding upon 
his ass, and his two servants were with 
him. 

23 And the ass saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand: and the ass 
turned aside out of the way, and went 
into the field: and Balaam smote the 
ass, to turn her into the way. 

24 But the angel of the Lord stood 
in a path of the vineyards, a wall being 
on this side, and a wall on that side. 
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25 And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Loan, she thrust herself unto the 
wall, and crushed Balaam’s foot against 
the wall: and he smote her again. 

26 And the angel of the Loan went 
further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no way to turn either to 
the right hand or to the left 

27 And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lord, she fell down under Ba- 
laam : and Balaam’s anger was kindled, 
and he smote the ass with a staff. 

28 And the Lord opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said unto Balaam, 
What have I done unto thee, that thou 
hast smitten me these three times? 

29 And Balaam said unto the ass, Be- 
cause thou hast mocked me : I would 
there were a sword in mine hand, for 
now would 1 kill thee. 

30 And the ass said unto Balaam, Am 
not I thine ass, upon which thou hast 
ridden ever since / was thine unto this 
day? was I ever wont to do so unto 
thee? And he said, Nay. 

31 Then the Lord opened the eyes of 
Balaam, and he saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand: and he bowed 
down his head, and fell Hat on his face. 

32 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Wherefore hast thou smitten 
thine ass these three times? behold, l 
went out to withstand thee, because 
thy way is perverse before me: 

33 And the ass saw me, and turned 
from me these three times: unless she 
had turned from me, surely now also 
I had slain thee, and saved her alive. 

84 And Balaam said unto the angel 
of the Lord, I have sinned; for 1 knew 
not that thou stoodest in the way against 
me: now therefore, if it displease thee, 
I will get me back again. 

35 And the angel of the Loud said 
unto Balaam, Go with the men: but 
only the word that I shall speak unto 
thee, that thou shalt speak. No Balaam 
went with the princes of Balak. 

3G ^ And when Balak heard that Ba- 
laam was come, he went out to meet 
him unto a city of Moab, which is in 
the border of Arnon, which is in the 
utmost coast. 

37 And Balak said unto Balaam, Did 
l not /earnestly send unto thee to call 
thee? wherefore earnest thou not unto 
me? am I not able indeed to promote 
thee to honour? 

38 And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, 
I am come unto thee: have I now any 
power at all to say any thing? the 
word that God putteth in my mouth, 
that shall 1 speak. 

39 And Balaam went with Balak, and 
they came unto Kirjath-huzoth. 
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40 And Balak offered oxen and sheep, 
and sent to Balaam, and to the princes 
that were with him. 

41 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Balak took Balaam, and brought 
him up into the high places of Baal, 
that thence he might see the utmost 
part of the people. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

A N 1) Balaam said unto Balak, Build 
me here seven altars, and prepare 
me here seven oxen and seven rams. 
2 And Balak did as Balaam had spoken ; 
and Balak and Balaam offered on every 
altar a bullock and a ram. 

3 And Balaam said unto Balak, Stand 
by thy burnt offering, and I will go: 
peradventure the Lord will come to 
meet me: and whatsoever he sheweth 
me 1 will tell thee. And he went to an 
high place.

G And he returned unto him, and, lo, 
be stood by his burnt sacrifice, he, ana 
all the princes of Moab. 

7 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balak the king ol Moab hath 
brought me from Aram, out of the 
mountains of the east, saying, Come, 
curse me Jacob, and come, defy Israel. 
8 How shall 1 curse, whom God hath 
not cursed? or how shall I defy, whom 
the Lord hath not dolied? 

‘J For from the top of the rocks I see 
him, and from the hills J behold him: 
lo, the people shall dwell alone, and 
shall not he reckoned among the na- 
tions. 

10 Who can count the dust of Jacob, 
and the number of the fourth part of 
Israel? Let me die the death of the 
righteous, and let my last end be like 
liis ! 

11 And Balak said unto Balaam, What 
hast thou done unto me? I took thee 
to curse mine enemies, and, behold, 
thou hast blessed them altogether. 

12 And he answered and said, Must 
1 not take heed to speak that which 
the Lord hath put in my mouth? 

13 And Balak said unto him. Come, I 
pray thee, with me unto another place, 
irom whence thou mayest see them: 
thou shalt see but the utmost part of 
them, and shalt not see them all: and 
curse me them from thence. 

14 f And lie brought liim into the 
field of Zophim, to the top of Pisgah, 
and built seven altars, and offered a 
bullock and a ram on every altar. 

15 And lie said unto Balak, Stand 
here by thy burnt offering, while I meet 
the LORD yonder. 

16 And the Lord met Balaam, and 
put a word in his mouth, and said, 
Go again unto Balak, and say thus. 
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17 And when he came to him, behold, 
he stood by his burnt offering, and the 
princes of Moab with him. And Balak 
said unto him, What hath the Lord 

S ?8 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Rise up, Balak, and hear; hearken 
unto me, thou son of Zippor: 

19 God is not a man, that he should 
lie; neither the son of man, that ho 
should repent: hath he said, and shall 
he not do it? or hath lie spoken, and 
shall he not make it good? 

20 Behold, I have received command > 

ment to bless: and he hath blessed; and 
I cannot reverse it. ... 

21 He hath not beheld iniquity in 
Jacob, neither hath he seen perverse- 
ness in Israel: the Lord his God is 
with him, and the shout of a king is 
among them. 

22 God brought them out of Egypt; 
he hath as it were the strength ot an 
unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchantment 
against .Jacob, neither is there any di- 
vination against Israel: according to 
this time it shall he said of Jacob and 
of Israel, What hath God wrought! 

24 Behold, the people shall rise up as 
a great lion, and lilt up himself as a 
young lion: he shall not lie down until 
lie eat of the prey, and drink the blood 
of the slain. 

25 H And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Neither curse them at all, nor bless 
them at all. 

26 But Balaam answered and said 

unto Balak, Told not 1 thee, saying, 
All that the Loud speaketh, that I 
must do? , , 

27 f And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Come, I pray thee, I will bring thee 
unto another place; perudventure it 
will please God that thou mayest curse 
me them from thence. 

28 And Balak brought Balaam unto 
the top of Peor, that looketh toward 
Jeshimon. 

29 And Balaam said unto Balak, Build 
me here seven altars, and prepare me 
here seven bullocks and seven rams. 

30 And Balak did as Balaam had said, 
and offered a bullock and a ram on 
every altar. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A N D when Balaam saw that it pleased 
the Lord to bless Israel, he went 
not. as at other times, to seek lor 
enchantments, but he set his face to- 
ward the wilderness. 

2 And Balaam lifted up his eyes, and 
he saw Israel abiding in his tents ac- 
cording to their tribes; and the spirit 
of Goa came upon him. 

3 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Beor hath said, 
and the man whose eyes are open hath 
said : 

4 He hath said, which heard the words 
of God, which saw the vision of the 
Almighty, falling into a trance, but 
having nis eyes open: 
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5 How goodly are thy tenU, 0 Jacob, 
and thy tabernacles, O Israel! 

6 As the valleys are they spread forth, 
as gardens by the river’s side, as the 
trees of lign aloes which the Loan hath 
planted , and as cedar trees beside the 
waters. 

7 He shall pour the water Out of his 
buckets, and his seed shall be in many 
waters, and his king shall be higher 
than Agag, and his kingdom shall be 
exalted. 

8 God brought him forth out of Egypt; 
lie hath as it were the strength of an 
unicorn: he Bhall eat up the nations 
bis enemies, and shall break their 
bones, and pierce them through with 
his arrows. 

U He couched, he lay down as a lion, 
and as a great lion: who shall stir him 
up? Blessed is he that blessetli thee, 
and cursed is he that curseth thee. 

10 J And Balak’s anger was kindled 
against Balaam, and lie smote his hands 
together: and Balak said unto Balaam, 
1 called thee to curse mine enemies, 
and, behold, thou hast altogether bless- 
ed them these three times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou to thy 
place: I thought to promote thee unto 
great honour: but, lo, the Loan hath 
kept thee back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, Spake 
1 not also to thy messengers which thou 
sentest. unto me, saying, 

13 If Balak would give me his house 
full of silver and gold, 1 cannot go 
beyond the commandment of the Lord, 
to do either good or bad of mine own 
mind; but what the Lord saith , that 
will J speak? 

14 And now, behold, l go unto my 
people : come therefore, and I will ad- 
vertise thee what this people shall do 
to thy people in the latter days. 

15 If And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Beor hath said, 
and the man whose eyes are open hath 
said : 

Hi He hath said, which heard the’ 
words of God, and knew the knowledge 
of the most High, which saw the vision 
of the Almighty , falling into a trance, 
but having his eyes open: 

17 I shall see him, but not now: I 
shall behold him, but not nigh: there 
shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and 
shall smite the corners of Moab, and 
destroy all the children of Sheth. 

18 And Edom shall be a possession, 
Seir also shall be a possession for his 
enemies; and Israel shall do valiantly. 

Hi Out of Jacob shall come he that 
shall have dominion, and shall destroy 
him that remaineth of the city. 

20 If And when he looked on Amalek, 
lie took up his parable^ and said, Amalek 
was the first of the nations; but his latter 
end shall be that he perish for ever. 

21 And he looked on the Kenites, and 
took up his parable, and said, Strong 
is thy dwellingplace, and thou puttest 
thy nest in a rock. 

2*2 Nevertheless the Kenite shall be 
wasted, until Asshur shall carry thee 
away captive. 

23 And he took up his parable, and 
said. Alas, who shall live when God 
doetn this! 

24 And ships shall come from the coast 
of Chittim, and shall afflict Asshur, and 
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shall aiflict Eber , and he also shall 
perish fcr ever. 

26 And Balaam rose up, and went and 
returned to his place : 'and Balak also 
went his way. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

AND Israel abode in Shittim , and 
the people began to commit whore- 
dom with the daughters of Moab. 

2 And they called the people unto 
the sacrifices of their gods: and the 
people did eat, and bowed down to 
their gods. 

3 And Israel joined himself unto Baal- 
peor: and the auger of the Lord was 
kindled against Israel. 

4 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take all the heads of the people, and 
hang them up before the Lord against 
the sun, that the fierce anger of the 
Lord may be turned away from Israel. 

5 And Moses said unto the judges of 
Israel, Slay ye every one his men that 
were joined unto Baal-peor. 

6 f And, behold, one of the children 
of Israel came and brought unto his 
brethren a Midianitish woman in the 
sight of Moses, and in the sight of all 
the congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, who were weeping before the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

7 And when Phinehas, the son of Elo- 
azar, the sou of Aaron the priest, saw 
it % he rose up from among the congre- 
gation, and took a javelin in his hand; 

8 And he went after the man of Israel 
into the tent, and thrust both of them 
through, the man of Israel, and the 
woman through her belly. So the plague 
was stayed from the children of Israel. 

9 And those that died in the plague 
were twenty and four thousand. 

10 T[ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

11 Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the 
son of Aaron the priest, hath turned 
my wrath away from the children of 
Israel, while he was zealous for my 
sake among them, that 1 consumed not 
the children of Israel in my jealousy. 

12 Wherefore say, Deltoid, 1 give unto 
him my covenant of peace : 

13 And he shall have it, and his seed 
after him, even the covenant of an ever- 
lasting priesthood; because he was 
zealous for his God, and made an 
atonement for the children of Israel. 

14 Now the name of the Israelite that 
was slain, even that was slain with the 
Midianitish woman, wan Zimri, the son 
of Salu, a prince of a chief house among 
the Simeonites. 

15 And the name of the Midianitish 
woman that was slain was Cozbi, the 
daughter of Zur; he was head over a 
people, and of a chief house in Midian. 
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16 ? And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 Vex the Midianites, and smite 
them : 

18 For they vex you with their wiles, 
wherewith they have beguiled you in 
the matter of reor, and in the matter 
ol' Cozbi , the daughter of a prince of 
Midian, their sister, which was slain in 
the day of the plague for Peor’s sake. 
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CHAPTER XXVI. 

A N D it came to pass after the plague, 
that the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest, saying, 

2 Take the sum of all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, from twenty 
years old and ujfward, throughout their 
fathers’ house, all that are able to go 
to war in Israel. 

3 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
spake with them in the plains of Moab 
by Jordan near Jericho, saying, 

4. Take the sum of the people, from 
twenty years old and upward; as the 
Lord commanded Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel, which went forth out of 
the land of Egypt. 

5 If Reuben, the eldest son of Israel: 
the children of Reuben; Hanoch, of 
irhom co met h the family of the Hanoch- 
ites: of Pallu, the family of the Pallu- 
ites: 

b Of Ilezron, the family of the Ilez- 
ronites: of C’armi , the family of the 
Cannites. 

7 These are the families of the Keu- 
benites: and they that were numbered 
of them were forty and three thousand 
and seven hundred and thirty. 

8 And the sons of Pallu; Eliab. 

U And the sons of Eliab; Nemuel, and 
Datlian, and Abiram. This is that Da- 
than and Abiram, which were famous in 
the congregation, who strove against 
Moses and against Aaron in the com- 
pany of Korah, when they strove against 
the Lord: 

10 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up together with 
Korah, when that company died, what 
time the lire devoured two hundred and 
fifty men: and they became a sign. 

11 Notwithstanding the children of 
Korah died not, 

12 If The sons of Simeon after their 
families: of Nemuel, the family of the 
Nemuelites: of Jamin, the family of the 
Jaminites: of Jachin, the family of 
the Jachinites: 

i:> Of Zerali, the family of the Zarhites : 
of Slmul, the family of the Shaulites. 
14 These are the families of the Si- 
meonites, twenty and two thousand 
and two hundred. 

15 1 The children of Gad after their 
families: of Zephou, the family of the 
Zephonites: of Ilaggi, the family of the 
llaggites: of Shum, the family of the 
Shunites: 

16 Of Ozni, the family of the Oz- 
nites : of Eri. the family* of the Erites : 
17 Of Arodj the family of the Arod- 
ites: of Areli, the family of the Are- 
lites. 
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18 These are the families of the chil- 
dren of Gad according to those that 
were numbered of them, forty thousand 
and five hundred. 

19 t The sons of Judah were Er and 
Onan: and Er and Onan died in the 
land of Canaan. 

20 And the sons of Judah after their 
families were; of Shelah, the family of 
the Shelanites: of Pharez, the family 
of the Pharzites: of Zerali, the family 
of the Zarhites. 

21 And the sons of Pharez were; of 
Hezron, the family of the Hezronites: 
of Hamul, the family of the Ilamuli tes. 

22 These are the families of Judah 
according to those that were numbered 
of them, threescore and sixteen thou- 
sand and five hundred. 

23 K Of the sons of Issachar after 
their families: of Told, the family of 
the Tolaites: ofPua, the family of the 
P unites: 

24 Of Jashub, the family of the Ja- 
shubites: of Shimron, the family of the 
Shimronites. 

25 'these are the families of Issachar 
according to those that were numbered 
of them, threescore and four thousand 
and three hundred. 

26 Of the sons of Zebulun after 
their families : of Sercd , the family 
of the Sardites: of Elon, the family of 
the Elonites: of Jahleel, the family of 
the Jahleelites. 

27 These are the families of the Zebu- 
lunites according to those that were 
numbered of them, threescore thousand 
and five hundred. 

28 1 The sons of Joseph after their 
families were Manasseh and Ephraim. 

29 Of the sons of Manasseh : of Ma- 
chir, the family of the Machirites: and 
Machir begat Gilead: of Gilead come 
the family of the Gileadites. 

30 These are the sons of Gilead: of 
Jeezer, the family of the Jcezerites: of 
Ilelek, the family of the Ilelekites: 

31 And of Asriel, the family of the 
Asrielites: ami of Shechem, the family 
of the JSheehemites : 

32 And of Shemida, the family of the 
Shemidaites: and of Ilephcr, the family 
of the Hepherites. 

33 H And Zelophehad the son of Hepher 
had no sons, but daughters: and the, 
names of the daughters of Zelophehad 
xoere Mahlah, and Noah, Iloglah, Mil- 
cab, and Tirzah. 

34 These are the families of Manasseh, 
and those that were numbered of them, 
fifty and two thousand and seven 
hundred. 

35 Tf These are the sons of Ephraim 
after their families: of Shuthelah, the 
family of the Shuthalliites: of Becher, 
the family of the Bachrites : of Tahan, 
the family of the Tahanites. 

36 And these are the sons of Shuthe- 
lah: ofEran, the family of the Eranites. 

37 These are the families of the sons 
of Ephraim according to those that 
were numbered of them, thirty and 
two thousand and five hundred. These 
are the sons of Joseph after their fa- 
milies. 

38 T The sons of Benjamin after their 
families : of Bela, the family of the Be- 
laites: of Ashbel, the family of the 
Ashbelites: of Ahiram, the family of 
the Ahiramites: 

89 Of Shupham, the family of the 
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Shaphamites: of Hupham, the family 
of tne Huphamites. 

40 And the sons of Bela were Ard 
and N aaman : of Ard, the family of the 
Ardites: and of N aaman, the family of 
the Naamites. 

41 These are the sons of Benjamin 
after their families : and they that were 
numbered of them were forty and five 
thousand and six hundred. 

42 ^ These are the sons of Dan after 
their families: of Shuham, the family 
of the Shuhamites. These are the fa- 
milies of Dan after their families. 

43 All the families of the Shuhamites. 
according to those that were numbered 
of them, were threescore and four thou- 
sand and four hundred. 

44 H Of the children of Asher after 
their families: of Jimna, the family of 
the .limnites: of .lesui, the family of 
the Jesuites: of lieriah, the family of 
the Beriites. 

45 Of tlie sons of Bcriali: of Heber, 
the family of the Heberites: of Mal- 
chicl, the family of the Malcliielites. 

40 And the name of the daughter of 
Asher was Sarah. 

47 These are the families of the sons 
of Asher according to those that were 
numbered of them; who were fifty and 
three thousand and four hundred. 

4X f Of the sons of Naph tali after 
their families: of Jahzeel, the family 
of the dahzcelites : of Guni, the family 
of the G unites: 

4‘J Of Juzcr, the family of the Jexer- 
ites : of Hhillem, the family of the Shil- 
le mites. 

50 These are the families of Naplitali 
aecording to tlieir families: and tliey 
that, were numbered of them were forty 
and five thousand and four hundred. 

51 These were the numbered of the 
children of Israel, six hundred thou- 
sand and a thousand seven hundred 
and thirty. 

52 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

53 Onto these the land shall be divided 
for an inheritance according to the 
number of names. 

54 To many thou shalt give the more 
inheritance, and to few thou shalt give 
the less inheritance: to every one shall 
his inheritance be. given according to 
those that were numbered of him. 

55 Notwithstanding the land shall be 
divided by lot: according to the names 
of the tribes of their fathers they, shall 
inherit. 

5<» According to the lot shall the pos- 
session thereof lie divided between 
many and few. 

57 If And these are they that were 
numbered of the Levites after their 
families : of Gershon, the family of the 
Gershonites: of Kohath, the family of 
the Kohathites: of Mcrari, the family 
of the Merarites. 

58 These are the families of the Le- 
vites : the family of the Libnites, the 
family of the Ilebronites, the family of 
the Mahlites, the family of the Mush- 
ites, the family of the Korathites. And 
Kohath begat Amram. 

51) And the name of Amram’s wife 
was Jochebed, the daughter of Levi, 
whom her molhei' bare to Levi in Egypt : 
and she bare unto Amram Aaron and 
Moses, and Miriam their sister. 
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60 And unto Aaron was born Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

61 And Nadab and Abihu died, when 
they offered strange fire before the Lord. 

62 And those that were numbered of 
them were twenty and three thousand, 
all males from a month old and 
upward: for they were not numbered 
among the children of Israel, because 
there was no inheritance given them 
among the children of Israel. 

63 If These are they that were num- 
bered by Moses and Eleazar the priest, 
who numbered the children of Israel 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

64 But among these there was not a 
man of them whom Moses and Aaron 
the priest numbered, when they num- 
bered the children of Israel in the wil- 
derness of Sinai. 

65 For the Lord had said of them, 
They shall surely die in the wilder- 
ness. And there was not left a man 
of them, save Caleb the sou of Je- 
phunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

rKHEN came the daughters of Zelo- 
X phehad, the son of Henher, the son 
of Gilead, the son of Maehir, the son 
of Manasseh , of the families of Ma- 
nasseh the son of Joseph: and these 
are the names of his daughters; Mali- 
lah. Noah, and Iloglab, and Milcah, 
ana Tirzah. 

2 And they stood before Moses, and 
before Eleazar the priest, and before 
the princes and all the congregation, 
by the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, saying, 

3 Our father died in the wilderness, 
and he was not in the company of 
them that gathered themselves together 
against the Lord in the company of 
Korah; but died in his own sin, and 
had no sons. 

4 Why should the name of our father 
be done away from among his family, 
because he hath no son? (live unto us 
therefore a possession among the bre- 
thren of our father. 

5 And Moses brought their cause be- 
fore the Lord. 

6 ^ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

7 The daughters of Zelophehad speak 
right: thou shalt surely give them a 
possession of an inheritance among 
their father’s brethren; and thou shaft 
cause the inheritance of their father 
to pass unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, If a man die, 
and have no son, then ye shall cause 
his inheritance to pass unto bis daughter. 

9 And if he have no daughter, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
brethren. 

10 And if he have no brethren, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
father’s brethren. 

11 And if his father have no brethren, 
then ye shall give his inheritance unto 
his kinsman that is next to him of his 
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family, and he shall possess it: and it 
shall be unto the children of Israel a 
statute of judgment, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

12 f And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Get thee up into this mount Abarim, 
and see the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, thou 
also shalt be gathered unto thy people, 
as Aaron thy brother was gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my com- 
mandment in the desert of Zin, in the 
strife of the congregation , to sanctify 
me at the water before their eyes: that 
is the water of Meribah in Kadesh in 
the wilderness of Zin. 

15 If And Moses spake unto the Lord, 
saving, 

lb Let the Loud, the God of the spirits 
of all Hesh, set a man over the congre- 
gation, 

17 Which may go out before them, 
and which may go in before them, and 
which may lead them out, and which 
may bring them in; that the congre- 
gation of the Loud be not as sheep 
which have no shepherd. 

JS IF And the Loud said unto Moses, 
Take thee Joshua the son of Nun. a 
man in whom is the spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him; 

13 And set him before Eleazar the 
priest, and before all the congregation; 
and give him a charge in their si^ht. 

20 And thou shalt put some of thine 
honour upon him, that all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel may be 
obedient. 

21 And he shall stand before Eleazar 
the priest, who shall ask counsel for 
him after the judgment of Urim before 
the Loud: at his word shall they go 
out, and at his word they shall come 
in , both he, and all the children of Is- 
rael with him, even all the congregation. 

22 And Moses did us the Lord com- 
manded him: and he took Joshua, and 
set him before Eleazar the priest, and 
before all the congregation: 

23 And lie laid his hands upon him, 
and gave him a charge, as the Loud 
commanded by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, My offering, and my 
bread for my sacrifices made by tire, 
for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye 
observe to offer unto me in their due 
season. 

3 And thou shalt say unto them, This 
is the offering made by tire which ye 
shall otter unto the Lord; two lambs 
of the first, year without spot day by 
day, for a continual burnt offering. 

4 The one lamb shalt thou offer in 
the morning, and the other lamb shalt 
thou offer at even; 
f> And *a tenth part of an ephah of 
flour for a meat offering, mingled with 
the fourth part of an Inn of beaten oil 
6 It. is a continual burnt offering, which 
was ordained in mount Sinai for a 
sweet savour, a sacrifice made by fire 
unto the Lord. 
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7 And the drink offering thereof shall 
he the fourth part of an hin for the one 
lamb; in the holy place shalt thou cause 
the strong wine to be poured unto the 
Lord for a drink offering. 

8 And the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even: as the meat offering of the 
morning, and as the drink offering 
thereof, thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice 
made by tire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Loro. 

9 t And on the sabbath day two 
lambs of the first year without spot, 
and two tenth deals of flour for a meat 
offering, mingled with oil, and the drink 
ottering thereof: 

10 This is the burnt ottering of every 
sabbath, beside the continual burnt 
offering, and his drink offering. 

11 f And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the Lord; two young bullocks, 
and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without spot; 

12 And three tenth deals of flour for 
a meat offering, mingled with oil, for 
one bullock; and two tenth deals of 
flour for a meat ottering, mingled with 
oil, for one ram; 

IB And a several tenth deal of flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering 
unto one lamb; for a burnt ottering of 
a sweet savour, a sacrifice made by 
fire unto the Lord. 


14 And their drink offerings shall be 
half an hin of wine unto a bullock, 
and the third part of an hin unto a 
ram, and a fourth part of an hin unto 
a lamb: this is the burnt offering of 
every month throughout the months of 
the year. 

15 And one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering unto the Loan shall be offered, 
beside the continual burnt offering, and 
his drink offering. 

16 And in the fourteenth day of the 
first month is the passover of the Lord. 

17 And in the fifteenth day of this 
month is the feast: seven days shall 
unleavened bread be eaten. 

18 In the first day shall be an holy 
convocation; ve shall do no manner 
of servile work therein: 


19 But ye shall offer a sacrifice made 
by lire jor a burnt ottering unto the 
Lord; two young bullocks, and one 
ram, and seven lambs of the first year: 
they shall be unto you without blemish : 

20 And their meat offering shall be of 
flour mingled with oil: three tenth deals 
shall ye offer for a bullock, and two 
tenth deals for a ram; 

21 A several tenth deal shalt thou 
offer for every lamb, throughout the 
seven lambs : 

22 And one goat for a sin ottering, to 
make an atonement for you. 

23 Ye shall offer these beside the burnt 
offering in the morning, which is for a 
continual burnt offering. 

24 After this manner ye shall offer 
daily, throughout the seven days, the 
meat of the sacrifice made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lord : it shall 
be offered beside the continual burnt 
offering, and his drink offering. 
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25 And on the seventh day ye shall 
have an holy convocation; ye shall do 
no servile work.

CHAPTER XXX. 

A N I> Moses spake unto tlie heads 
of the tribes concerning the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, This is the thing 
which the Lord hath commanded. 

2 If a man vow a vow unto the Lord, 
or swear an oath to bind his soul with 
a bond; lie shall not break his word, 
he shall do according to all that pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto 
the Lord, and bind herself by a bond, 
being in herfuthers house in her youth; 

4 Ami her father hear her vow, and 
her bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul, and her father shall hold his 
peace at her: then all her vows shall 
stand, ami every bond wherewith she 
huth hound her soul shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her' in the 
day that he heareth: not any of her 
vows, or of her bonds wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, shall stand: and 
the Lord shall forgive her, because her 
father disallowed her. 

G And if she had at all an husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered ought outof 
her lips, wherewith she bound her soul; 

7 And her husband heard it, and held 
his peace at her in the day that he 
heard it: then her vows snail stand, 
and her bonds wherewith she bound 
her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed her 
on the day that he heard it; then he 
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shall make her vow which She vowed, 
ana that which she uttered with her 
lips, wherewith she bound her soul, of 
none effect: and the Lord shall for- 
give her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and of 
her that is divorced, wherewith they 
have bound their souls , shall stand 
| against her. 

\ 10 And if she vowed in her husband’s 
{house, or bound her soul by a bond 
{with an oath; 

{ 11 And her husband heard it, and held 
this peace at her, and disallowed her 
apt: then all her vows shall stand, and 
avery bond wherewith she bound her 
soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
' made them void on the day he heard 
j them ; then whatsoever proceeded out of 
|her lips concerning her vows, or con- 
cerning the bond of her soul, shall not 
stand: her husband hath made them 
void; and the Lord shall forgive her. 

13 Every vow. and every binding 
oath to afflict tne soul, her husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether hold 
his peace at her from day to day; then 
he established: all her vows, or all her 
bonds, which are upon her: he confirm- 
eth them, because he held his peace 
at her in the day that he heard them. 

lf> But if he shall any ways make 
them void after that he hath heard 
them; then he shall bear her iniquity > 

1G These are the statutes, which die 
Lord commanded Moses , between a 
man and his wife , between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her youth 
in her father’s house/ 


CHAPTER XXXI. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianites: afterward shalt thou be 
gathered unto thy people. 

3 And Moses spake unto the people, 
saying, Arm some of yourselves unto 
the war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the Lord of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, shall ye send 
to the war. 

5 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of 'Israel, a thousand of every 
tribe, twelve thousand armed for war. 
6 And Moses sent them to the war, 
a thousand of even/ tribe, them and 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, 
to the war, with the holy instruments, 
and the trumpets to blow in his hand. 
t7 And they warred against the Mi- 
dianites, as the Lord commanded Mo- 
ses; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew the kings of Midian, 
beside the rest of them' that were slain; 
namely, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and 
Hur, and Reba, five kings of Midian: 
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Balaam also the son of Beor they slew 
with the sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took oil 
the women of Midian captives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil of 
all their cattle, and all their flocks, and 
all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their cities 
wherein they dwelt, and all their goodly 
castles, with fire. 

11 And they took all the spoil, and 
all the prey, both of men and of beasts. 

12 Ana they brought the captives, and 
the nrey, and the spoil, unto Moses, 
and Eleazar the priest, and unto the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
unto the camp at the plains of Moab, 
which are by Jordan near Jericho. 

13 t And Moses, and Kleazar the priest, 
and all the princes of the congregation, 
went forth to meet them without the 
camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the of- 
ficers of the host, with the captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun- 
dreds, which came from the battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Have 
ye saved all the women alive V 

1G Behold, these caused the children 
of Israel, through the counsel of Ba- 
laam , to commit trespass 'against the 
Lord in the matter of Peor, and there 
was a nlague among the congregation 
of the Lom>. 

1 7 IS ow therefore kill every male among 
the little ones, and kill every woman 
that hath known man by lying with 
him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the camp 
seven days: whosoever hath killed any 
person, and whosoever hath touched 
any slain, purify both yourselves and 
your captives on the third day, and on 
the seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment, and 
all that is made of skins, and all work 
of goats’ hair , and all things made of 
wood. 

21 t And Kleazar the priest said unto 
the men of war which went to the 
battle, This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord commanded Moses; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass ; the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

2.‘1 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be clean: nevertheless 
il shall he purified with the water of 
separation: and all that abideth not 
the lire ye shall make go through the 
water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes on 
the seventh day, and ye shall be clean, 
and afterward ye shall come into the 
eamp. 

25 t And the Loro spake unto Moses, 
saying. 

26 Take the sum of the prey that was 
taken, both of man and of beast, thou, 
and Kleazar the priest, and the chief 
fathers of the congregation: 

27 And divide the prey into two parts; 
between them that took the war upon 
them, who went out to battle, and be- 
tween all the congregation: 
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28 And levy $ tribute unto the Loro 
of the rtien of war which went out to 
battle: one soul of five hundred, both 
of the persons, and of the beeves, and 
of the asses, and of the sheep: 

29 Take it of their half, and give i 
unto Eleazar the priest, for an heave 

[ offering of the Lord. 

I 80 And of the children of Israel’s half, 
| thou shalt take one portion of fifty, of 
| the persons, of the beeves, of the asses, 
land of the flocks, of all manner of beasts, 
[and give them unto the Levites,. which 
[keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
'the Lord. 

81 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

32 And the booty, being the rest of 
the prey which the men of war had 

1 caugnt, was six hundred thousand and 
' seventy thousand and five thousand 
sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thou- 
sand beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thousand 
asses, 

! 35 And thirty and two thousand per- 
sons in all, of women that had not 
known man by lying with him. 

36 And the half, which wan the portion 
of them that went out to war, was ip 
number three hundred thousand and 
seven and thirty thousand and five 
hundred sheep: 

87 And the Lord’s tribute of the sheep 
was six hundred and threescore and 
fifteen. 

38 And the beeves were thirty and six 
thousand; of which the LordVs tribute 
waft threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thousand 
and five hundred; of which the Lord’s 
tribute was threescore and one. 

40 And the persons wei'e sixteen thou- 
sand; of which the Lord’s tribute was 
thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tribute, which 
was the Lord’s heave offering, unto 
Eleazar the priest, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Israel’s half, 
which Moses divided from the men that 
warred, 

43 (Now the half that pertained unto 
the congregation was three hundred 
thousand and thirty thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand beeves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and five 
hundred, 

46 And sixteen thousand persons:) 

47 Even of the children of Israel’s 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave 
them unto the Levites, which kept the 
charge of the tabernacle of the Lord; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 T And the officers which were over 
thousands of the host, the captains of 
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thousands, and captains of hundreds, 
came near unto Moses: *. 

49 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the 
men of war which are under our charge, 
and there lacketh not one man of us. 

50 Wc have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every man 
hath gotten, of jewels, of gold, chains, 
and bracelets, rings, earrings, and 
tablets, to make an atonement for our 
souls before the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of them, even all wrought 
jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering that 
they offered up to the Lord, of the cap* 
tains of thousands, and of the captains 
of hundreds, was sixteen thousand 
seven hundred and fifty shekels. 

53 (/or the men of war had taken 
spoil, every man for himself) 

54 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of the captains of thou- 
sands ana of hundreds, and brought it 
into the tabernacle of the congregation, 
for a memorial for the children of Is- 
rael before the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

N OW the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very 
groat multitude of cuttle : and when they 
saw the land of Jazcr, and the laud of 
Gilead, that, behold, the place was a 
place for cattle; 

2 The children of Gad and the chil- 
dren of Reuben came and spake unto 
Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and 
unto the princes of the congregation, 
saying, 

3 Ataroth, and Dibo.ii, and Jazer, and 
Nimrah, and Ileshbun, and Elealeh, 
and She bam, and Nebo, and Boon, 

1 Even the couutry which the Lord 
smote before the congregation of Israel, 
is a land for cattle, and thy servauts 
have cattle : 

5 Wherefore, said they, if we have 
found grace in thy sight, let this land 
be given unto thy servants for a pos- 
session, and bring us not over Jordan. 
t> 1 And Moses said unto the children 
of Gad and to the children of Reuben. 
{Shall your brethren go to war, and shall 
ye sit here? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land which the 
Lord hath given them? 

8 Thus did your fathers, when I sent 
them from Kadesh-barnea to see the 
land. 

9 For when they went up unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
they discouraged the heart of the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should not go 
into the land which the Lord had given 
them. 

10 And the Lord’s anger was kindled 
the same time, and he sware, saying, 
11 Surely none of the men that came 
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ujp out of Egypt, from twentv years 
old and upward, shall see the land 
which I sware unto Abraham, unto 
Isaac, and unto Jacob; because they 
have not wholly followed me: 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jephunneh 
, the Kenezite, and Joshua the son of 
Nun: for they have wholly followed 
the Loan. 

18 And the Loan’s anger was kindled 
against Israel, and he made them 
wander in the wilderness forty years, 
until all the generation, that had done 
♦evil in the sight of the Lord, was con- 
! sumed. 

: 14 And, behold, ye are risen up in 
your fathers’ stead, an increase of sin- 
ful men, to augment yet the fierce 
anger of the Lord toward Israel. 

} 15 For if ve turn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them in 
the wilderness; and ye shall destroy 
all this people. 

16 I And they came near unto him, 
and said, We will build sheepfolds here 
for our cattle, and cities for our little 
ones: 

17 But we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until wo have brought them unto their 
place: and our little ones shall dwell 
in the fenced cities because of the in- 
habitants of the land. 

18 We will not return unto our bouses, 
until the children of Israel have inherited 
every man his inheritance. 

19 For we will not inherit with them 
on yonder side Jordan, or forward; be- 
cause our inheritance is fallen to us 
on this side Jordan eastward. 

20 t And Moses said unto them, If 
ye will do this thing, if ye will go armed 
before the Lord to war, 

21 And will go all of you armed over 
Jordan before the Loan, until be hath 
driven out his enemies from before 
him, 

22 And the land be subdued before 
the Lord: then afterward ye shall re- 
turn, and be guiltless before the Lord, 
and before Israel; and this land shall 
be your possession before the Lord. 

28 But if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lord: and bo 
sure your sin will tind you out. 

24 Build you cities for your little ones, 
and folds for your sheep: and do that 
which hath proceeded out of your 
mouth. 

25 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben spake unto Moses, 
saying, Thy servants will do as my lord 
oommandeth. 

26 Otir little ones, our wives, our Hocks, 
and all our cattle, shall be there in the 
cities of Gilead: ■ 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
Lord to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com- 
manded Eleazar the priest, and Joshua 
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the son of Nun, and the chief fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel; 

29 And Moses said unto them, If the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Reuben will pass with you over Jordan, 
every man armed to battle, before the 
Loan, and the land shall be subdued 
before you; then ye shall giv6 them 
the land of Gilead for a possession ; 

30 But if they will ngt pass over with 
you armed, they shall have possessions 
among you in the land of Canaan. 

81 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben answered, saying, 
As the Lord hath said unto thy ser- 
vants, so will we do. 

82 We will pass over armed before the 
Lord into the land of Canaan, that the 
possession of our inheritance on this 
side Jordan may be our’s. 

83 And Moses gave unto them, even 
to the children of Gad, and to the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and unto half the tribe 
of Manasseh the sou of Joseph, the 
kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, 
the land, with the cities thereof in the 
coasts, even the cities of the country 
round about. 

34 H Ami the children of Gad built 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Aroer, 

35 And Atroth, Shophan, and Jaazer, 
and Jogbeliah, 

3b And Beth-nimrah, and Beth-haran, 
fenced cities: and folds for sheep. 

37 And the children of Reuben built 
Ileshbon, and Elealeh, and Kirjathaim, 

38 And Nebo, and Baal-meon, (their 
names being changed,) and Shibmah: 
and gave other names unto the cities 
which they budded. 

39 And the children of Machir the son 
of Manasseh went to Gilead, and took 
it, and dispossessed the Amorite which 
was in it 

40 And Moses gave Gilead unto 
Machir the son of Manasseh; and he 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the son of Manasseh 
went and took the small towns there- 
of, and called them Havoth-jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took Kenath, 
and the villages therof, and called it 
Nobah, after his own name. 


CHAPTER XXXIII. 

rpHESE are the journeys oi; the 

X children of Israel, which went forth 
out of the land of Egypt with their 
armies under the hand of Moses ahd 
Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out 
according to their journeys by the 
commandment of the Lord: and these 
are their journeys according to their 
goings out 

3 And they departed from Rameses in

I 8 And they departed from before Pi- 
- hahiroth, and passed through the midst 
j of the sea into the wilderness, and 
j went three days’ journey in the wil- 
| derness of Etham, and pitched in Marah. 
f 9 And they removed from Marah, and 
i came unto Elim: and in Elim trere 
■ twelve fountains of water, and three- 
i score and ten palm trees; and they 
pitched there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, and 
encamped by the Ked sea. 

11 And they removed from the Hod sea, 
and encamped in the wilderness of Sin. 

12 And they took their journey out of 
the wilderness of Sin, and encamped 
in Dophkah. 

13 And they departed from Dophkah, 
and encamped in Alush. 

14 And they removed from Alush, 
and encamped at Bephidim, where was 
no water for the people to drink. 

15 And they departed from Rephidim, 
and pitched in the wilderness of Sinai. 

16 And they removed from the de- 
sert of Sinai, and pitched ut Kibroth- 
liattaavah. 

17 And they departed from Kibroth- 
hattaavah, and encamped at Hazeroth. 

18 And they departed from Hazeroth, 
and pitched in Rithmah. 

JH And they departed from Rithmah, 
and pitched at Knnmon-pnrez. 

20 And they departed from Eimmon- 
parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Libnah, 
and pitched at Rissah. 

22 And they journeyed from Kissah, 
and pitched in Kehelathah. 

*23 And they went from Kehelathah, 
and pitched m mount Shapher. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Shapher, und encamped in Ilaradah. 

25 And they removed from Haradah, 
and pitched in Makhelotli. 

26 And they removed from Makhelotli, 
and encamped at Talmth. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, 
and pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarah, and 
pitched in Mithcah. 

29 And they went from Mithcah, and 
pitched in Hoshmonah. 

30 And they departed from Hash- 
monah, and encamped at Moseroth. 

31 And they departed from Moseroth, 
and pitched in Bene-jaakan. 

32 And they removed from Bene- 
jaakan, and encamped at Hor-hagidgad. 

33 And they went from Hor-hagidgad, 
and pitched in Jotbathah. 

34 And they removed from Jotbathah, 
and encamped at Ebronah. 

35 And they departed from Ebronah, 
and encamped at Ezion-gaber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion- 
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gaber, and bitched in the wilderness 
of Zin, which is Kadesh. 

87 And the^ lemoved from Kadesh, 
and pitched m mount Hor, in the edge, 
of the land of Edom. 

88 And Aaron the priest went up iuto 
mount Hor at the commandment of the 
Lord, and died there, in the fortieth 
year after the children of Israel were 
come out of the land of Egypt, in the 
first day of the fifth month. 

89 And Aaron toas an hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he 
died in mount Hor. 

40 And king Arad the Canaanite. 
which dwelt in the south in the land 
of Canaan, heard of the coming of the 
children of Israel. 

41 And thov departed from mount 
Hor, and pitched in Zalinonah. 

42 And they departed from Zalmonah 
and pitched in ruuon. 

48 And they departed from Punoil, 
and pitched in Oboth. 

44 And they departed from Oboth, 
and pitched in Ije-abarim, in the border 
of Moab. 

45 And they departed from Iim, ami 
pitched in l)ibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon-gad, 
and encamped in Almon-diblathaim. 

47 And they removed from Alraoii- 
diblathaim, and pitched in the moun- 
tains of Abarim, before Nebo. 

48 And they departed from the moun- 
tains of Abarim, and pitched in the 
plains of Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 

49 And they pitched by Jordan, from 
Beth-jesimoth even unto Abel-shittim in 
the plains of Moab. 

50 H And the Loan spake unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

51 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
ami say unto them, When ye are passed 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan; 

52 1 lien ye shall drive out all the in- 
habitants of the land from before you. 
ami destroy all their pictures , ana 
destroy all their molten images, and 
quite pluck down all their high places: 

58 And ye shall dispossess the in- 
habitants of the land, and dwell therein: 
for J have given you the land to pos- 
sess it 

54 And ye shall divide the land by 
lot for an inheritance among your fa- 
milies: and to the more ye shall give 
the more inheritance, and to the fewer 
ye shall give the less inheritance: every 
man s inheritance shall be in the place 
where his lot falletli; according to the 
tribes of your fathers ye shall inherit. 

55 But if ye will not drive out the 
inhabitants of the land from before you; 
then it shall come to pass, that those 
which ye let remain of them shall be 
pricks in your eyes, and thorns in vour 
sides , and shall vex you in the land 
wherein ye dwell. 

56 Moreover it shall come to pass, 
that I shall do unto you, as I thought 
to do unto them. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A X D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, and 
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say unto them, When ye come into the 
land of Canaan; (this is the land that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance, 
wen the land of Canaan with the coasts 
thereof:) 

3 Then your south quarter shall be 
from the wilderness of Zin along by 
the coast of Edom , and your south 
border shall be the outmost coast of 
the salt sea eastward: 

4 And your border shall turn from 
the south to the ascent of Akrabbim, 
and pass on to Zin : and the going 
forth thereof shall be from the south 
to Kadesh-barnea, and shall go on to 
Hazar-addar, and pass on to Azmon: 

5 And the border shall fetch a com- 
pass from Azmon unto the river of 
Egypt, and the goings out of it shall 
be at the sea. 

6 And as for the western border, ye 
shall even have the great sea lbr a 
border: this shall be your west border. 

7 And this shall be your north border: 
from the great sea ye shall point out 
for you mount Hor: 

8 from mount llor ye shall point out 
your border unto the entrance of Ha- 
math; and the goings forth of the bor- 
der shall be to Zedad : 

9 If And the border shall go on to 
Ziphron, and the goings out of it shall 
be at Hazar-cnan: this .shall be your 
north border. 

10 And ye shall point out your oast 
border from llazar-enan to Shepham: 

11 And the coast shall go down from 
Shepham to Riblah, on the east side of 
Ain: and the border shall descend, and 
shall reach unto the side of the sea of 
Cliinnereth eastward : 

12 And the border shall go down to 
Jordan, and the goings out of it shall be 
at the salt sea: this shall be your laud 
with the coasts thereof round about. 

13 And Moses commanded the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, This is the land 
which ye shall inherit by lot, which the 
Loud commanded to give unto the nine 
tribes, and to the half tribe: 

14 For the tribe of the children ol 
Reuben according to the house of then- 
fathers, and the tribe of the children 
of Gad according to the house ol' their 
fathers, have received their inheritance; 
and half the tribe of Manasseh have 
received their inheritance: 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
side Jordan near .Jericho eastward, to- 
ward the sunrising. 

16 And the Loud spake unto Moses, 

1*" TLese are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you: 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

18 And ye shall take one prince of 
every tribe, to divide the land by in- 
heritance. 

13 And the names of the men are 
these: Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jepliunneh. 

20 And of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon, Shemuel the son of Ammihud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad 
the son of Chislon. 
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22 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Dan, Bukki the son of Jorii. 

23 The prince of the children of Jo- 
seph, for the tribe of the children of 
Manasseh, Hanniel the son of Ephod. 

24 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Ephraim, Kemuei the son of 
Shiphtan. 

2i> And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Zebulun, Elizaphan the kon 
of Parnach. 

20 And the prince of the tribe of the^ 
children of Issacliar, Paltiel the son of 
Azzan. 

27 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Asher, Ahihud the son of 
Shelomi. 

28 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Naphtali, Pedahel the son 
of Ammihud. 

29 These are they whom the Lord 
commanded to divide the inheritance 
unto the children of Israel in the land 
of Canaan. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

A X D the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan 
near Jericho, saving, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto the Levites of the 
inheritance of their possession cities to 
dwell in; and yo snail give also unto 
the Levites suburbs for the cities round 
about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall be for their cattle, and for their 
goods, and for all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cities, which 
yc shall give unto the Levites, shall 
reach from the wall of the city and out- 
ward a thousand cubits round about 
f) And ye shall measure from without 
the city on the east side two thousand 
cubits, and on tlie south side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the west side two 
thousand cubits, and on the north side 
two thousand cubits; and the city shall 
he in the midst: this shall be to them 
the suburbs of the cities. 
f» And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Levites there shall 
he six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslayer, that he may 
Hee thither: and to them ye shall add 
forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall give 
to the Levites shall be forty and eight 
cities: them shall ye give with their 
suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall give 
shall he of the possession of the chil- 
dren of Israel: from them that have 
many ve shall give many: but from 
them that have few ye shall give few: 
every one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inheritance 
which he inheriteth. 

9 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

19 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan; 
11 Then ye shall appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge lor you ; that the 
slayer may dee thither, which killeth 
any person at unawares. 
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12 And they shall he unto you cities 
tor refuge from the avenger; that the 
manslayer die not, until he stand be- 
fore the congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye shall 
give six cities shall ve have for refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on this 
side Jordan, and three cities shall ye 

g ive in the land of Canaan, which shall 
e cities of refuse. 

16 These six cities shall be a refuge, 
both for the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger, and for the sojourner 
among them: that every one that kill- 
eth any person unawares may tiee 
thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an in- 
strument of iron , so that he die, he is 
a murderer; the murderer shall surely 
be put to death. 

17 And if he smite him with throwing 
a stone, wherewith he may die, and he 
die. he is a murderer: the murderer 
shall surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 
11) The revenger of blood ni inself shall 
slay the murderer: when he meeteth 
him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, or 
hurl at him by laying of wait, that 
he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: lie that smote him 
shall surely be put to death ; for he is 
a murderer : the revenger of blood shall 
slay the murderer, when he meeteth 
him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly with- 
out enmity, or have cast upon him 
any thing without laying of wait, 

2 6 Or with any stone , wherewith a 
man may die, seeing lu/n not, and cast 
it upon him, that he die, and mis not 
his enemy, neither sought his harm: 

24 Then the congregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger 
of blood according to these judgments: 
25 And the congregation shall deliver 
the slayer out of the band of the re- 
venger of blood, and the congregation 
shall restore him to the city of his 
refuge, whither lie was tied: and he 
slmll abide in it unto the death of the 
high priest, which was anointed with 
the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any time 
come without the border of the city of 
his refuge, whither he was tied; 

27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city of 
his refuge, and the revenger of blood 
kill the slayer; he shall not be guilty 
of blood: 

28 Because lie should have remained 
in the city of his refuge until the death 
of the high priest: but after the death 
of the high priest the slayer shall re- 
turn into the laud of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for a sta- 
tute of judgment unto you throughout 
your generations in all your dwellings. 
30 Whoso killeth any person, tne 
murderer Bhall be put to death by the 
mouth of witnesses: but one witness 
‘shall not testify against any person to 
cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satis- 
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faction for the life of a murderer, which 
u guilty of death: but he shall be 
surely put to death. 

32 And ve shall take no satisfaction 
for him that is fled to the city of his 
refuge, that he should come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are : for blood it detileth the 
land: and the land cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, but 
by the blood of him that shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for 
1 the Lord dwell among the children 
of Israel. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

A N D the chief fathers of the fa- 
milies of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Maehir, the son of Manasseh, 
of the families ol‘ the sons of Joseph, 
came near, and spake before Moses, 
and before the princes, the chief fa- 
thers of the children of Israel: 

2 And they said, The Lord com- 
manded my lord to give the land for 
an inheritance by lot to the children 
of Israel: and my lord was commanded 
by the Loan to give the inheritance of 
Zelophehad our brother unto his daugh- 
ters. 

3 And if they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel, then shall their inheri- 
tance be taken from the inheritance of 
our fathers, and shall be put to the 
inheritance of the tribe whereunto they 
are received: so shall it be taken from 
the lot of our inheritance. 

4 And when the jubile of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be, then shall their 
inheritance be put unto the inheritance 
of the tribe whereunto they are re- 
ceived: so shall their inheritance be 
taken away from the inheritance of 
the tribe of our fathers. 
f> And Moses commanded the children 
of Israel according to the word of the 
Lonn, saying. The tribe of the sons of 
•Joseph hath said well. 

G T his is the thing which the Loan 
doth command concerning the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad, saving, Let them 
marry to whom they think best; only 
to the family of the tribe of their fa- 
ther shall they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Israel remove from tribe 
to tribe: for every one of the children 
of Israel shall keep himself to the in- 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possesseth 
an inheritance in any tribe of the chil- 
dren of Israel, shall be wife unto one 
of the family of the tribe of her fa- 
ther, that the children of Israel may 
enjoy every man the inheritance of 
his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
but every one of the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall keep himself to 
his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the Lord commanded Mo- 
ses, so did the daughters of Zelophehad: 
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11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglah, 
and Milcah. and Noah, the daughters 
of Zelophenad, were married unto 
their father's brothers* sons : 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance 
remained in the tribe of the family of 
their father. 

13 These are the commandments and 
the judgments, which the Loan com- 
manded by the hand of Moses unto 
the children of Israel in the plains of 
Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 
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CALLED 

DEUTERONOMY. 

CHAPTER I. 


rPHESE be the words which Moses 
A spake unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the lied sea, between Pa- 
run, and Tonhel, and Laban, and Ha- 
zeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 (There are eleven days’ journey from 
Iloreb by the way of mount Seir unto 
Kadesh-barnea. ) 

3 And it came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the 
iirst day of the month, that Moses spake 
unto the children of Israel, according 
unto all that the Lord had given him 
in commandment unto them; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of Bashan, which 
dwelt at Astaroth in Kdrei: 

f> On this side Jordan, in the land of 
Moab, began Moses to declare this law, 
saying, 

G The Loan our God spake unto us 
in Iloreb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaanites, and 
unto Lebanon, unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land before 
you: go in and possess the land which 
the Lord sware unto your fathers, 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to give 
unto them and to their seed after them. 

1> 1 And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear you 
myself alone : 

10 The Lord your God hath mul- 
tiplied you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for mul- 
titude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
«make you a thousand times so many 

more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!l 
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12 How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbraiice, and ypur burden, and your 
strife? 

18 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your tribes, 
and I will make them rulers over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thou- 
sands. and captains over hundreds, and 
captains over fifties, and captains over 
tens, and officers among your tribes. 

1C And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously 
between erer.y man and his brother, 
and the stranger tJmt is with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man; for the judg- 
ment is God’s: and the cause that is 
too hard for you, bring it unto me, and 
I will hear it 

18 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do. 

19 5 And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
by the way of the mountain of the 
Amorites, as the Lord our God com- 
manded us; and we came to Kadesh- 
barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth give 
unto us. 

21 Heliold, the Loan thy God hath set 
the land before thee : go up atid possess 
it, as the Lord God of thy fathers hath 
said unto thee; fear not, neither be 
discouraged. 

22 f And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and said, We will send men 
before us, and they shall search us out 
the land, and bring us word again by 
what way we must go up, and into 
what cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well: 
and I took twelve men of you , one of 
a tribe: 

24 And they turned and went up into 
the mountain, and came unto the valley 
of Eshcol, and searched it out. 

25 And tl»ey took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said, Jt is a good land which 
the Lord our God doth give us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not go 
up, but rebelled against the command- 
ment of the Lord your God: 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our bre- 
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thren have discouraged our heart, say- 
ing, The people is greater and taller 
than we; the cities are great and walled 
up to heaven; and moreover we have 
seen the sons of the Anakims there. 

2D Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God which goeth 
before you, he shall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes; 

31 And in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Loan thy God 
bare thee, as a man doth bear Ins son, 
in all the way that ye went, until ye 
came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not believe 
the Lord your God, 

33 Who went in the way before you, 
to search you out a place to pitch your 
tents in, in fire by night, to shew you 
by what way ye should go, and in a 
cloud by day. 

3-1 And the Lord heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of these 
men of this evil generation see that 
good land, which 1 sware to give unto 
your fathers, 

30 Save Caleb the son of Jephunneh; 
lie shall see it, and to him will I give 
the land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children, because he hath 
wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Also the Lord was angry with me 
for your sakes, saying, Thou also slialt 
not go in thither. 

38 Uut Joshua the son of Nun. which 
stamleth before thee, lie shall go in 
thither: encourage him: for he shall 
cause Israel to inherit it- 

31) Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, they 
shall go in thither, and unto them will 
I give it, and they shall possess it 

40 But as for you, turn you, and take 
your journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Red sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the Lord, 
we will go up and fight, according to 
all that the Lord our God commanded 
us. And when ye had girded on every 
man his weapons of war, ye were ready 
to go up into the hill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye would 
not hear, out rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lord, and went pre- 
sumptuously up into the hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt in 
that mountain, came out against you, 
and chased you, as bees do, and de- 
stroyed you in Seir, even unto Hormah. 
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45 And ye returned and wept before 
the Lord ; but the Lord would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear 
unto you. 

40 So ye abode in Kadesh many days, 
according unto the days that y,c abode 
there . 


CHAPTER II. 

fpHEN we turned, and took our jour- 
• X ney into the wilderness by the way 
•; of the Red sea, as the Loan spake unto 
j me: and we compassed mount Seir 
S many days. 

■ 2 And the Loro spake unto me, saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough: turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children of 
Esau, which dwell in Seir; and they 
shall be afraid of you: take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore: 

5 Meddle not with them; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot breadth; because I 
have given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession. 

0 Ye shall buy meat of them for mo- 
ney, that ye may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 For the Loro thy God hath blessed 
thee in all the works of thy hand: ho 
knoweth thy walking through this great 
wilderness: these forty years the Lord 
thy God hath been with thee; thou hast 
lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed hy from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion-gaber, 
we turned and passed by the way of 
the wilderness of Moah. 

9 And the Loro said unto me, Distress 
not the Moabites, neither contend with 
them in battle: for I will not give thee 
of their land for a possession; because 
I have given Ar unto the children of 
.Lot fm' a possession. 

10 The Emims dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Amikims; 

11 Which also were accounted giants, 
as the Anakims; but the Moabites yull 
them Emims. 

12 The IIorims also dwelt in Seir be- 
foretime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them , when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did unto 
the land of his possession , which the 
Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said J, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadosh-barnea , until we were 
come over the brook Zered, was thirty 
and ci^ht years; until all the genera- 
tion of the men of war were wasted 
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out from among the host, as the Loan 
sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them from 
among the host, until they were con- 
sumed. 

JO 1 So it came to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through Ar, 
the coast of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
.against the children of Ammon, distress 
them not, nor meddle with them: for 
I will not give thee of the land of the 
children of Ammon any possession; be- 
cause I have given it unto the children 
of Lot for a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants: giants dwelt therein in old 
time; and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims; 

2J A people great, and many, and tall, 
as the Anakims: but the Lord destroyed 
them before them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of Esau, 
which dwelt in Seir, when he destroyed 
the Horims from before them; and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their 
stead even unto this day: 

23 And the Avims which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torims, which came forth out of Caphtor, 
destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead. ) 

24 If Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon: behold, 
I have given into thine hand Sihon 
the Amorite, king of lleshbon, and his 
land: begin to possess it, and contend 
with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are, under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall trcmblo, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

2b H And 1 sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of lleshbon with words of peace, 
saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: I 
will go along by the high way, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor 
to the lelt 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for money, 
that 1 may eat; and give me water for 
money, that I may drink: only 1 will 
pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I 
shall pass o^er Jordan into the land 
which the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of lleshbon would 
not let us pass by him: for the Lord 
thy God hardened his spirit, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he might de- 
liver him into thy hand, as appearelh 
this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against us, 
he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 
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38 And the Lord our God delivered 
him before us; and we smote him, and 
his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain: 

35 Only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourselves, and the spoil of the 
cities which we took. 

; 36 From Aroer, which is by the brink 
of the river of Arnon, and from the 
; city- that is by the river, even unto 
Gilead, there was not one city too 
strong for us: the Lord our God de- 
livered all unto us : 

37 Only unto the land of the children 
of Ammon thou earnest not, nor unto 
any place of the river Jabbok, nor unto 
the cities in the mountains, nor unto 
whatsoever the Lord our God forbad us. 


CHAPTER III. 

TFHEN we turned, and went up the 
A way to Bashan: and Og the king 
of Bashan came out against us, he and 
all his people, to battle at Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and all 
his people, and his land, into thy hand; 
and thou shalt do unto him as thou 
didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered into 
our hands Og also, the king of Bashan, 
and all his people: and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars ; beside un- 
walled towns a great many. 

.6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 
we did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, 
utterly destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, wo took for a prey to our- 
selves. 

8 And we took at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Amorites 
the land that was on this side Jordan, 
from the river of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon ; 

9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call 
Sirion; and the Amorites call it Shenir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan. unto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
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hold, his bedstead was a bedstead of 
iron : is it not in Rabbath of the children 
of Ammon? nine cubits was the length 
thereof, and four cubits the breadth of 
it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time , from Aroer, wliich is by 
the river Arnon, and half mount Gi- 
lead, and the cities thereof, gave I unto 
the Reubenites and to the Gadites. 

13 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto the half tribe of Manasseh: all 
the region of Argob, with all Bashan, 
which was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maachathi; and called 
them after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

10 And unto the Reubenites and unto 

the Gadites I gave from Gilead even 
unto the river Arnon half the valley, 
and the border even unto the river 
Jabbok, which is the border of the chil- 
dren of Ammon ; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth even 
unto the sea of the plain, even the salt 
sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah eastward. 

18 U And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Loro your God hath 
given you this land to possess it: ye 
shall pass over armed before your 
brethren the children of Israel, all that 
are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that 
ye have much cattle, shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you; 

20 Until the Lord have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
vou, and until they also possess the 
land which the Lord your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan: and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which 1 have given you, 

21 f And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, Baviug, Thine eyes have seen 
all that the Lord vour God hath done 
unto these two kings: so shall the Lord 
do unto all the kingdoms whither thou 
passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
Lord your God he shall tight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at that 
time, saying, 

24 O Lord God, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand: for what God is there 
in heaven or in earth, that can do ac- 
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cording to thy works, and according to 
thy might? 

2o I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond Jor- 
dan , that goodly mountain , and Le- 
banon. 

26 But the Lord was wroth with me 
for your sakes, and would not hear 
me: and the Lord said unto me, Let 
it suftice thee; speak no more unto me 
of this matter. 

. 27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah. 

' and lift up tliine eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and east- 
ward, and behold it with thine eyes: 
for thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 

28 But charge Joshua, and encourage 
him, and strengthen him: for he shall 
go over before this people, and he shall 
cause them to inherit tho land which 
thou shalt see. 

29 So we abode in the valley over 
against Beth-peor. 


CHAPTER IV. 

N OW therefore hearken, O Israel, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them , that ye may live, and go in 
and possess the land which the Lord 
God of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which 1 command you, neither shall 
ye diminish ought from it, that ye may 
keep the commandments of the Lord 
your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the Lord 
did because of Baal-pcor: for all the 
men that followed Baal-peor, the Lord 
thy God hath destroyed tnem from 
among you. 

4. But ye that did cleave unto the 
Lord your God are alive every one of 
you this day. 

f> Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the Lord my 
God commanded me, that ye should 
do so in the land whither ye go to 
possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this is your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, and 
say, Surely this great nation is a wise 
and understanding people. 

7 For what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
the Lord our God is in all things that 
we call upon him for '! 

8 And what nation is there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which 1 set 
before you this day ? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the 
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days of thv life: but teach them thy 
sons, and tliy sons’ sons; 

10 Specially the day that thou stoodest 
before the Lord tny God in Horeb, 
when the Lord said unto me, Gather 
me the people together, and I will 
make them hear my words, that they 
may learn to fear me all the days that 
they shall live upon the earth, and that 
they may teach their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood under 
the mountain ; and the mountain burned 
with lire unto the midst of heaven, 
with darkness, clouds, and thick dark- 
ness. 

12 And the Loud spake unto you out 
of the midst of the lire: ye heard the 
voice of the words, but saw no simili- 
tude; only ye heard a voice. 

Id And he declared unto you his cove- 
nant, which he commanded you to 
perform, even ten commandments; and 
he wrote them upon two tables of 
stone. 

l i If And the Lord commanded me 
at that time to teach you statutes and 
judgments, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go over to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed unto 
yourselves; for ye saw no manner of 
similitude on the day that the Lord 
spake unto you in Horeb out of the 
midst of the lire : 

lb Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graven image, the simili- 
tude of any ligure, the likeness of male 
or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast that is 
on the earth, the likeness of any winged 
fowl that tiieth in the air, 

IK The likeness of any thing that 
ereepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any lish that tsr in the waters be- 
neath the earth: 

Id And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest the 
sun, and the moon, and the stars, even 
all the host of heaven, shouldest be 
driven to worship them, and serve them, 
which the Lord thy God hath divided 
unto all nations under the whole heaven. 

20 Hut the Lord hath taken you, and 
brought you forth out of the iron fur- 
nace, even out of Egypt, to he unto 
him a people of inheritance, as ye are 
this day. 

21 Furthermore the Lord was angry 
with me for your sakes, and sware that 
1 should not go over Jordan, and that 
1 should not go in unto that good land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance: 

22 But I must die in this land, I must 
not go over Jordan: hut ye shall go 
over, and possess that good land. 

23 Take lieed unto yourselves, lest ye 
forget the covenant of the Lord your 
God, which he made with you, and 
make you a graven image, or the like- 
ness of any thing, which the Lord thy 
God hath forbidden thee. 
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24 For the Lord thy God is $ con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. 

25 J When thou shalt beget children, 
and children’s children, and ye shall 
have remained long in the land, and 
shall corrupt yourselves, and make a 
graven image, or the likeness of* any 
thing, and snail do evil in the sight of 
the Lord thy God, to provoke him to 
anger: 

26 I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall 
soon utterly perish from off the land 
whereunto ye go over Jordan to pos- 
sess it; ye shall not prolong your days 
upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the Lord shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number among the heathen, 
whither the Lord shall lead you. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone, 
which neither see, nor hear, nor eat, 
nor smell. 

20 But if from thence thou shalt seek 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt find him, 
if thou seek him with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul. 

80 When thou art in tribulation, and 
all these things are come upon thee, 
even in the latter days, if thou turn to 
the Lord thy God, and shalt be obedient 
unto his voice; 

81 (For the Lord thy God is a merci- 
ful God;) he will not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
covenant of thy fathers which he sware 
unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the 
day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask from the one side of 
heaven unto the other, whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like it V 

38 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretched out arm, and by great terrors, 
according to all that the Lord- your 
God did for you in Kgypt before your 
eyes V 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lord he is 
God: there is none else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven lie made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he shewed thee 
his great fire; and thou heardest his 
words out of the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, 
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and brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt; 

38 To drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as it is this 
day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and con- 
sider it in thine heart, that the Lord 
he is God in heaven above, and upon 
the earth .beneath: there is none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his sta- 
tutes, and his commandments, which I 
command thee this day, that it may- 
go well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee, and that thou mayest 
prolong thy days upon the earth, which 
tho Lord thy God givetli thee, for ever. 

41 1 Then Moses severed three cities 
on this side Jordan toward the sun- 
rising; 

42 That the slayer might Hee thither, 
which should kill his neighbour una- 
wares, and hated him not in times past; 
and that fleeing unto one of these cities 
he might live: 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the lieubenites; 
and Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gadites; 
and tiolau in Bashan, of the Manassites. 

44 t And this is the law which Moses 
set before the children of Israel: 

45 These are the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which 
Moses spake unto the children of Is- 
rael, after they came forth out of Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan, in the valley 
over against Beth-neor, in the land of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt 
at Heshbon, whom Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel smote, after they were 
come forth out of Egypt: 

47 And they possessed his l&nd, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings of the Amorites, which were on 
this side Jordan toward the sunrising; 

48 From Aroer, which is “by the bank 
of the river Arnon, even unto mount 
Sion, which is Hermon, 

4!) And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea of 
the plain, under the springs of Pisgah. 


CHAPTER V. 

A ND Moses called all Israel, and 
said unto them, Hear, 0 Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
speak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep, and do 
them. 

2 The Lord our God made a covenant 
with us in Horeb. 
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B The Lord made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, even us, 
who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lord talked with you face to 
face in the mount out of the midst of 
the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and you 
at that time, to shew you the word of 
the Lord : for ye were afraid by reason 
of tli o fire, and went not up into the 
mount;) saying, 

G H I am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any graven 
image, or any likeness of any thing that 
is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the waters 
beneath the earth: 

1) Thou shalt not how down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them: for l the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, visit- 
ing the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me and keep my 
commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain: for the Lord 
will not hold him guiltless that taketli 
his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify 
it, as the Loud thy God hath command- 
ed thee. 

IB Six days thou shalt labour, and do 
all thy work: 

Id Hut the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the Loud thy God : in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maidservant, nor thine 
ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that is within 
thy gates; that thy manservant and 
thy maidservant may rest as well as 
thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of Egypt, and that 
the Lord thy God brought thee out 
thence thro fifth a mighty hand and by 
a stretched out arm : therefore the 
Lord thy God commanded thee to keep 
the sabbath day. 

16 1 Honour thy father and thy mo- 
ther, as the Lord thy God hath com- 
manded thee; that thy days may be 
prolonged, and that it may go well 
with thee, in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill., 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou hear false 
wituess against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, neither shalt thou covet 
thy neighbour’s house, his field, or his 
manservant, or his maidservant, his ox, 
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or his ass, or any thing that is thy 
neighbour’s. 

22 f These words the Lord spake unto 
all your assembly in the mount out of 
the midst of the lire, of the cloud, and 
of the thick darkness, with a great 
voice: and he add6d no more. And he 
wrote them in two tables of stone, and 
delivered thorn unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye heard 
the voice out of the midst of the dark- 
ness, (for the mountain did burn with 
lire,) that ye came near unto me, even 
all the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lord our 
God hath shewed us his glory and his 
greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we have 
seen this day that God doth talk with 
man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we die? 
for this great fire will consumo us: if 
we hear the voice of the Lord our God 
any more, then we shall die. 

20 For who is there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voice of the living God 
speaking out of the midst of the fire, 
as we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hoar all that 
the Lord our God shall say: and speak 
thou unto us all that the Lord our 
God shall speak unto thee; and we 
will hear it, and do it. 

28 And the Lord heard the voice of 
your words, when ye spake unto me; 
and the Lord said unto me, I have 
heard the voice of the words of this 
people, which they have spoken unto 
thee: they have well said all that they 
have spoken. 

21) O that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might be well with them, and 
with their children for ever! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into your 
tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and I will speak unto thee all 
the commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which thou shalt 
teach them, that they may do them in 
the land winch I give them to pos- 
sess it. 

32. Ye shall observe to do therefore as 
the Lord your God hath commanded 
you: ye shall not turn aside to the 
right hand or to the left 
33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the Lord your God hath com- 
manded you, that ye may live, and 
that it may he well with you, and that 
ye may prolong your days in the land 
which ye shall possess. 


CHAPTER YI. 

N OW these are the commandments, 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which the Lord your God commanded 
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to teach you, that ye might do them 
in the land whither ye go to possess it : 

2 That thou mightest fear the Loan 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son, all the days of thy life; and that 
thy days may be prolonged. 

3 T Hear therefore , O Israel , and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the Loan God of tliy fa- 
thers hath promised thee , in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

4: Hear, 0 Israel: The Loan our God 
is one Loan: 

5 And thou shalt love the Loud thy 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might 

6 And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou best down, and 
when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 

9 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. 

10 And it shall he, when the Lord 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst not, 

11 And houses full of all good thing s, 
which thou tilledst not, ana wells dig- 
ged, which thou diggedst not, vine- 
yards and olive trees, which thou plant- 
edst not; when thou shalt have eaten 
and be full: 

12 Then beware lest thou forget the 
Lord, which brought thee forth out of 
the land of Egypt , from the house ol 
bondage, 

13 Thou slialt fear the Lord thy God, 
and serve him , and shalt swear by 
his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; 

• 15 (For the Lord thy God is a jealous 
God among you) lest the anger of the 
Lord thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee from off the face of 
the earth. 

16 I' Ye shall not tempt the Lord 
your God, as ye tempted him in Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God, and 
his testimonies, and his statutes, which 
he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and £ood in the sight of the 
Lord: that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos- 
sess the good land which the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, 
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19 To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lord hath spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketli thee in 
time to come, Baying, What mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord our God 
hath commanded you ? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto th^ son, 
We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in Lgypt; 
and the Lord brought us out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand: 

22 And the Lord shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his house- 
hold, before our eyes: 

28 And he brought us out from thence, 
that he might bring us in, to give us 
the land which he sware unto our 
fathers. 

24 And the Lord commanded us to 
do all these statutes, to fear the Lord 
our God, for our good always, that he 
might preserve us alive, as it is at 
this day. 

25 And it shall be our righteousness, 
if we observe to do all these com- 
mandments before the Lord our God, 
as he hath commanded us. 


CHAPTER VII. 


W nEN the Lord thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thoe, the Hit- 
tites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou; 

2 And when the Lord thy God shall 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; 
thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor shew mercy unto them: 

8 Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shalt 
not give unto his son, nor his daugh- 
ter shalt thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following mo, that they may serve 
other gods: so will the anger of the 
Lord be kindled against you , and de- 
stroy thee suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down their 
groves, and burn their graven images 
with tire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God: the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special people 
unto himself, above all people that arc 
upon the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

8 But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fathers, 
hath the Lord brought you out with 
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a mighty hand, and redeemed you out 
of the house of bondmen, from the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt 

9 Know therefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, which 
kcepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his command- 
ments to a thousand generations; 

10 And repayeth them that hate him 
to their face, to destroy them: he will 
not be slack to him that hatctli him, 
he will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 
mandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which I command thee this 
day, to do them. 

12 H Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
if ye hearken to these judgments, and 
keep, and do them, that the Lord thy 
Gou shall keep unto thee the covenant 
and the mercy which he sware unto 
thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil. the increase of thy 
kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, in 
the land which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt he blessed above all 
people: there shall not be male or 
female barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

15 And the Loro will take away from 
thee all sickness, and will put none of 
the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou 
knowcst, upon thee; but will lay them 
upon all them that hate thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the Loro thy God shall 
deliver thee; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them: neither shalt thou 
serve their gods; for that will be. a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are, more than 1; how 
can I dispossess them? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them : 
hut shalt well remember what the Lord 
thy God did unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which thine 
eyes saw. and the signs, and the won- 
ders, and the mighty hand, and the 
stretched out arm, whereby the Lord 
thy God brought thee out: so shall 
the Lord thy God do unto all the 
people of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God will 
send the hornet amon$ them, until 
they that are left, and hide themselves 
from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lord thy God in among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lord thy God will put- 
out those nations before thoe by little 
and little: thou mayest not consume 
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them at once, lest the beasts of the 
held increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall deliver 
them unto thee, and shall destroy them 
with a mighty destruction, until they 
be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
their name from under heaven: there 
shall no man be able to stand before 
thee, until thou have destroyed them. 

2f) The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with lire: thou shalt not 
desire the silver or gold that is on them, 
nor take it. unto thee, lest thou be 
snared therein: for it is an abomination 
to the Lord thy God. 

2b Neither shalt thou bring an abomi- 
nation into thine* house, lest thou be a 
cursed tiling like it: (mt thou shalt 
utterly detest it, and thou shalt utterly 
abhor it; for it is a cursed thing. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A LL the commandments which 1 
command thee this day shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the Lord SAvare unto your 
fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the Loud thy God led thee 
these forty years in the wilderness, to 
humble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
tliou Avouldest keep his commandments, 
or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee Avitli 
manna, Avhich thou knewest not, nei- 
ther did thy fathers know; that he 
might make thee know that man doth 
not live by bread only, but by every 
word that procee.deth out of the mouth 
of the Lord doth man live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. 

f) Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so the Lord thy God chasteneth 
thee. 

0 Therefore thou shall keep the. com- 
mandments of the Lord thy God, to 
Avalk in his ways, and to fear him. 

7 For the Lord thy God bringeth thee 
into a good land, a land of brooks of 
water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegranates; 
a land of oil olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat bread 
Avithout scarceness, thou shalt not lack 
any thing in it; a land whose stones 
are iron, and out of whose hills thou 
mayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art full, 
then thou shalt bless the Lord thy God 
for the good land which he hath given 
thee. 

11 BeAvare that thou forget not the 
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Lord thy God, in not keeping his com- 
mandments, and his judgments, and 
his statutes, which I command thee 
this day: 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses, and 
dwelt therein; 

13 And when thy herds and tliv flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy gold 
is multiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, and 
thou forget the Loan thy God, which 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no wator; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, My 
power and the might of mine hand hath 
gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou slialt remember the Loan 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may esta- 
blish his covenant which he sware unto 
thy fathers, as it is this day. 

19 And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the Loan thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and serve them, and 
worship them, I testify against you 
this day that yo shall surely perish. 

20 As the nations which the Loud de- 
stroyeth before your face, so shall ye 
perish; because ye would not be obe- 
dient unto the voice of the Loud your 
God. 


CHAPTER IX. 

H EAR, O Israel: Thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced 
up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the children 
of the Anakinis , whom thou kuowest, 
and of whom thou hast hoard say. Who 
can stand before the children of Anak! 
3 Understand therefore this day, that 
the Lord thy God is he which goeth 
over before thee; as a consuming fire 
he shall destroy them, and he shall 
bring them down before thy face: so 
shalt thou drive them out, and destroy 
them quickly, as the Lord hath said 
unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, after 
that the Lord thy God hath cast them 
out from -before thee, saying , For my 
righteousness the Lord hath brought 
me in to possess this land : but for the 
wickedness of these nations the Lord 
doth drive them out from before thee. 
5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
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thou go to possess their land: but for 
the wickedness of these nations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee , and that he may 
perform the word which the Lord aware 
unto thy fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee not this good land 
to possess it for thy righteousness ; for 
thou art a stiffnecked people. 

7 \ Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the Lord thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness: from the day 
that thou didst depart out of the land 
of Egypt, until ye came unto this place, 
ye have been rebellious against the 
Lord. 

8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the Lord 
to wrath, so that the Lord was angry 
with you to have destroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the mount 
to receive the tables of stone, even the 
tables of the covenant which the Lord 
made with you, then I abode in the 
mount forty days and forty nights, I 
neither did eat bread nor drink water: 

10 And the Lord delivered unto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
linger of God; and on them teas written 
according to all the words, which the 
Lord spake with you in the mount out 
of the midst of the lire in the day of 
the assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, that the 
Lord gave me the two tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, Arise, 
get thee down quickly from hence; for 
thy people which thou hast brought 
forth out of Egypt have corrupted them- 
selves; they are quickly turned aside 
out of the way which I commanded 
them; they have made them a molten 
image. 

13 Furthermore the Lord sjmke unto 
me, saying, I have seen this people, 
and, behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them , and blot out their name from 
under heaven : and I will make of thee 
a nation mightier and greater than they. 

15 So I turned and came down from 
the mount, and the mount burned 
with tire: and the two tables of the 
covenant were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye had 
sinned against the Lord your God, and 
had made you a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quicklv out of the way 
which the Lord had commanded you. 

17 And 1 took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lord, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights: 1 did neither eat bread, nor 
drink water, because of all your sins 
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which ye sinned, in doing wickedly in 
the sight of the Lord, to provoke nim 
to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger and 
hot displeasure, wherewith the Lord 
was wroth against you to destroy you. 
But the Lord hearkened unto me at 
that time also. 

20 And the Lord was very angry with 
Aaron to have destroyed him: and I 
prayed for Aaron also the same time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf which 
ye had made, and burnt it with lire, 
and stamped it, and ground it very 
small, even until it was as small as 
dust: and I cast the dust thereof into 
the brook that descended out of the 
mount 

22 And at Taberah, and at Massah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye provoked 
the Lord to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the Lord sent you 
from Kadesh-barnea , saying, Go up 
and possess the land which I have 
given you; then ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voice. 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord from the day that I knew you. 

25 Thus 1 fell down before the Lord 
forty days and forty nights, as 1 fell 
down at the Jirst: because the Lord 
had said he would destroy you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the Lord, 
and said, () Lord God, destroy not thy 
people and thine inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed through thy great- 
ness, which thou hast brought forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto the 
stubbornness of this people, nor to their 
wickedness, nor to their sin: 

28 Lest the land whence thou brought- 
est us out say, Because the Lord was 
not able to bring them into the land 
which he promised them, and because 
he hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilderness. 

29 Yet they are thy people and thine 
inheritance , which thou broughtest 
out by thy mighty power and by thy 
stretched out arm. 


CHAPTER X. 

A T that time the Lord said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first, and come up unto me 
into the mount, and make thee an ark 
of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables which 
thou brakest, and thou shalt put them 
in the ark. 

8 And I made an ark of shittim wood 
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and hewed two tables of stone like unto 
the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, ac- 
cording to the first writing, the ten 
commandments, which the Lord spake 
unto you in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire in the day of the assembly : 
and the Lord gave them unto me. 

5 And I turned myself and came down 
from the mount, and put the tables in 
the ark which I had made; and there 
they be, as the Lord commanded me. 

6 t And the children of Israel took 
their journey from Beeroth of the chil- 
dren of Jaakan to Mosera: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried; and Kle- 
azar his son ministered in the priest’s 
office in his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gudgodah; and from Gudgodah to Jot- 
bath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 If At that time the Lord separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, to stand before 
the Loan to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name, unto this day. 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the Lord 
is his inheritance, according as the Lord 
thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, accord- 
ing to the first time, forty days and forty 
nights; and the Lord hearkened unto 
me at that time also , and the Lord 
would not destroy thee. 

11 And the Lord said unto me. Arise, 
take thy journey before the people, that 
they may go in and possess the land, 
which I aware unto their fathers to give 
unto them. 

12 If And now, Israel, what doth the 
Lord thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the Lord thy God, to walk in nil 
his ways, and to love him, and to serve 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of the 
Lord, and his statutes, which I com- 
mand thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the heaven 
of heavens is the Lord’s thy God, the 
earth also, with all that therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as it is this day. 

1G Circumcise therefore the foreskin of 
your heart, and be no more stiffnecked. 

17 For the Lord your God is God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment of 
the fatherless and widow, and loveth 
the stranger, in giving him food and 
raiment. 
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19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the Loan thy God; 
him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and swear by his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt 
with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Loan thy God hath made thee 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 


CH ALTER XI. 

f|\HKREFOKE thou shalt love the 
-L Loan thy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
and his commandments alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for 1 speak 
not with your children which have not 
known , and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the Loan your God, his 
greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, which 
he did in the midst of Egypt unto I'lia- 
raoh the king of Egypt, and unto all 
his land; 

4 And what lie did unto the army of 
Egypt, unto their horses, and to their 
chariots; how he made the water of 
the Red sea to overflow them as they 

E ursued after you, and how the Loan 
ath destroyed them unto this day; 

f> And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness , until ye came into this 
place ; 

6 And what he did unto Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the son of 
Reuben: how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that was ill their 
possession, in the midst of all Israel: 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Loan which ho did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the com- 
mandments which 1 command you this 
day, that ye may be strong, and go in 
and possess the land, whither ye go to 
possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your days 
in the land, which the Lord sware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and to 
their seed, a land that floweth with 
milk and honey. 

10 f For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, where 
thou sowedst thy seed, and wateredst 
it with thy foot, as a garden of herbs : 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 
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f iossese it, it a land of hills and val- 
eys, and drinketh water of the rain of 
heaven: 

12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be- 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of the year. 

1)1 t And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, to love the Lord your God, and 
to serve him with all your heart and 
with all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thoU 
mayest gather in thy corn, and thy 
wine, ami thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy fields 
for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat 
and be l ull. 

1G Take heed to yourselves, that your 
heart be not deceived, and ye turn 
aside, and serve other gods, and wor- 
ship them; 

17 And then the Lord’s wrath be kin- 
dled against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, and that 
the land yield not her fruit; and lest 
ye perish quickly from oft’ the good 
land which the Lord giveth you. 

18 1 Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, that they may be as front- 
lets between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your chil- 
dren, speaking of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 

20 And thou shalt write them upon 
the door posts of thine house, and upon 
thy gates: 

21 That your days maybe multiplied, 
and the days of your children, in the 
land which the Lord sware unto your 
fathers to give them , as the days of 
heaven upon the earth. 

22 t For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I com- 
mand you, to do them, to love the 
Lord your God, to walk in ail his ways, 
and to cleave unto him; 

2)> Then will the Lord drive out all 
these nations from before you , and 
ye shall possess greater nations and 
mightier tnan yourselves. 

21 Every place whereon the soles of 
your feet shall tread shall be your’s : from 
the Avilderness and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Euphrates, even unto 
the uttermost sea snail your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be able to stand 
before you: for the Lord your God 
shall lay the fear of you and the dread 
of you upon all the land that ye shall 
tread upon, as he hath said unto you.

26 t Behold, I set before you this day 
a blessing and a curse; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
which I command you this day: 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey 
the commandments of the Lord your 
God, but turn aside out of the way 
which I command you this day, to go 
after other gods, which ye have not 
known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land whither thou goest to 
possess it, that thou shalt put the bless- 
ing upon mount Gerizim, and the curse 
upon mount Ebal 

30 Are they not on the other side 
Jordan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the Canaan- 
ites, which dwell in the champaign 
over against Gilgal, beside the plains 
of Moreh V 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan to 
go in to possess the land which the 
Lord your God giveth you, and ye 
shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

82 And ye shall observe to do all the 
statutes and judgments which I set be- 
fore you this day. 

CHAPTER XIL 

rpHESE are the statutes and judg- 
X ments , which ye shall observe to 
do in the land, which the Lord God of 
thy fathers giveth thee to possess it, 
all the days that ye live upon the 
earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which ye 
shall possess served their gods, upon 
the high mountains, and upon the hills, 
and under every green tree : 

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn then- 
groves with tire; and ye shall hew 
down the graven images of their gods, 
and destroy the names of them out of 
that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the Lord 
your God. 

5 But unto the place which the Lord 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, even unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and thither 
thou shalt come : 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, afid heave offerings of 
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your hand, and your vow8 t and your 
freewill offerings, and the firstlings of 
your herds and of your flocks : 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Loan your God, and ye shall rejoice in 
all that ye put your hand unto, ye 
and your households, wherein the Loro 
thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which the 
Lord your God giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 
dwell in the land which the Loan your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when 
he giveth you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in safety; 

11 Then there shall be a place which 
the Lord your God shall choose to 
cause his name to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command you; 
your burnt offerings, and your sacri- 
fices, your tithes, and the heave otter- 
ing of your hand, and all your choice 
vows which ye vow unto the Lord: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
Lord your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your menser- 
vants, and your maidservants, and the 
Levite that is within your gates; foras- 
much as he hath no part nor inheritance 
with you. 

IS Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the Lord 
shall chooso in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt otter thy burnt offerings, 
and there thou shalt do all that I com- 
mand thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest kill 
and eat flesh in all thy gates, what- 
soever thy sonl lusteth after, according 
to the blessing of the Loro thy God 
which he hath given thee: the unclean 
and the clean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuck, and as of the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 1 Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gates the tithe of thy corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of 
thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of 
thy vows which thou vowest, nor thy 
freewill offerings, or heave offering of 
thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the Loud thy God in the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
manservant, and thy maidservant, and 
the Levite that is within thy gates: 
and thou shalt rejoice before the Lord 
thy God in all that thou puttest thine 
hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou for- 
sake not the Levite as long as thou 
livest upon the earth. 

20 f When the Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat ttesh, 
because thy soul longeth to eat ttesh; 
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,thou mayeBt eat flesh, whatsoever thy 
/soul lusteth after. 

// 21 If the place which the Lord thy 
I God hath chosen to put his name there 
be too far from thee, then thou shalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock, which 
the Lord hath given thee , as I have 
commanded thee, and thou shalt eat 
in thy gates whatsoever thy soul lusteth 
after. 

22 Even as the roebuck and the hart 
is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the 
unclean and the clean shall eat of 
them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not the 
blood: for the blood is the life; and 
thou mayest not eat the life with the 
flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it mar 
go well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee, when thou shalt do 
that which is right in the sight of the 
Lord. 

26 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the Lord 
shall choose: 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt offer- 
ings, the flesh and the blood, upon 
the altar of the Lord thy God: and the 
blood of thy sacrifices shall he poured 
out upon the altar of the Loan thy God, 
and thou shalt eat the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doest 
that which is good and right in the sight 
of the Loud thy God. 

20 1 When the Lord thy God shall 
cut off the nations from before thee, 
whither thou gocst to possess them, and 
thou succeeded them, and dwellest in 
their land; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou be 
not snared by following them, after that 
they he destroyed from before thee; and 
that thou enquire not after their gods, 
saying, How did these nations serve 
their gods? even so will 1 do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the Lord 
thy God: for every abomination to the 
Lord, which he hateth, have they done 
unto their gods; for even their sons and 
their daughters they have burnt in the 
fire to their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command you, 
observe to do it: thou shalt not add 
thereto, nor diminish from it. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

I F there arise among you a prophet, 
or a dreamer of dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 
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2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let us 
serve them; 

8 Thou shalt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams : for the Loan your God prov- 
eth you, to know whether ye love the 
Lord your God with all your heart and 
with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lord your 
God, and fear him, and keep his com- 
mandments, and obey his voice, and 
ye shall serve him, and cleave uuto 
him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams, shall be put to death; be- 
cause he hath spoken to turn you away 
from the Loud your God, which brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, and re- 
deemed you out of the house of bond- 
age, to thrust thee out of the way 
which the Lord thy God commanded 
thee to walk in. So shalt thou put the 
evil away from the midst of thee. 

0 ^ If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thv son, or thy daughter, or 
the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, 
which in as thine own soul, entice thee 
secretly, saying. Let us go and serve 
other gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers; 

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the one 
end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth ; 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, 
nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him; thine 
hand shall be first upon him to put 
him to death, and afterwards the hand 
of all the people. 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and fear, 
and shall do no more any such wicked- 
ness as this is among you. 

12 f If thou shalt hear say in one of 
thy cities , which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, saying, 

13 Certain men, the children of Belial, 
are gone out from among you, and have 
withdrawn the inhabitants of their city, 
saying, Let us go anti serve other gods, 
which ye have not known; 

14 Then shalt thou enquire, and make 
search, and ask diligently; and, behold, 
if it he truth, and the thing certain, that 
such abomination is wrought among 
you; 

1 5 Thou shalt surely smite the in- 
habitants of that city with the edge of 
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the sword, destroying it utterly, and 
all that is therein, ana the cattle there- 
of, with the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil 
of it into the midst of the street there- 
of, and shalt burn with fire the city, 
and all the spoil thereof every whit, 
for the Lord thy God: and it shall be 
an heap for ever: it shall not be built 
again. 

17 And there shall cleave nought of 
the cursed thing to thine hand: that 
the Lord may turn from the fierceness 
of his anger, and shew thee mercy, and 
have compassion upon thee, and mul- 
tiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers ; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep all 
his commandments which I command 
thee this day, to do that which is right 
in the eyes of the Lord thy God. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


Y E are the children of the Lord your 
God: ye shall not cut yourselves, 
nor make any baldness between your 
eyes for the dead. 

2 For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord hath 
chosen thee to be a peculiar people 
unto himself, above all the nations 
that are upon the earth. 

3 f Thou shalt not eat any abominable 
thing. 

4 These are the beasts which ye shall 
eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 
5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the 
fallow deer, and the wild goat, and 
the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the 
chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among the 
beasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not cat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the cloven hoof; as the 
camel, and the hare, and the coney: 
for they chew the cud, but divide not 
the hoof; therefore they are unclean 
unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, it 
is unclean unto you: ye shall not eat 
of their fiesh, nor touch their dead 
carcase. 

1) f These ye shall eat of all that are 
in the waters: all that have fins and' 
scales shall ye eat : 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it is unclean 
unto you. 

11 1 Of all clean birds ye shall eat 
12 But these are they of which ye 
shall not eat: the eagle, and the ossi- 
frage. and the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, and 
the vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after 
his kind, 
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16 The little owl, and the great owl, 
and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the gier 
eagle, and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron after 
her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat 

19 And every creeping thing that flieth 
is unclean unto you : they shall not be 
eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 1 Ye shall not eat of any thing 
that dieth of itself: thou shalt give it 
unto the stranger that is in thy gates, 
that he may eat it; or thou mayest 
sell it unto an alien: for thou art an 
holy people unto the Lord thy God. 
Thou shalt not seethe a kid in his 
mother’s milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before the Lord 
thy God, in the place which he shall 
choose to place his name there, the 
tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of 
thine oil, and the firstlings of thy herds 
and of thy flocks; that thou mayest 
learn to fear the Lord thy God always. 

24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to carry 
it: or if the place be too far from thee, 
which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to set his name there , when the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee: 

25 Then shalt thou turn it into money, 
and bind up the money in thine hand, 
and shalt go unto the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose: 

26 And thou shalt bestow that money 
for whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or 
for strong drink, or for whatsoever thy 
soul desireth: and thou shalt eat there 
before the Lord thy God, and ^hou 
shalt rejoice, thou, and thine household, 

27 And the Levite that is within thy 
gates; thou shalt not forsake him; for 
he hath no part nor inheritance with 
thee. 

28 t At the end of three years thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
increase the same year, and shalt lay 
it up within thy gates: 

29 And the Levite, (because he hath 
no part nor inheritance with thee,) 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
and the widow, which are within thy 
gates, shall come, and shall eat and 
be satisfied; that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of thine 
hand which thou doest. 


CHAPTER XY. 

A T the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the release : 
Every creditor that lendeth ought unto 
his neighbour shall release it; he shall 
not exact it of his neighbour, or of his 
brother; because it is called the Lord’s 
release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact 
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it again: but that which is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release ; 
4 Save when there shall be no poor 
among you; for the Lord shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lord 
thy Godgiveth thee far an inheritance 
to. possess it: 

6 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to ob- 
serve to do all these commandments 
which I command thee this day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and thou shalt 
lend unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow; and thou snalt reign over 
many nations, but they shall not reign 
over thee. 

7 H If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within any 
of thy gates in thy land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt 
not harden thine heart, nor shut thine 
hand from thy poor brother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and shalt surely lend him 
sufticient for his need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

U Beware that there be, not a thought 
in thy wicked heart, saying, The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at hand; 
and thine eye be evil against thy poor 
brother, and thou givest him nought; 
and he cry unto the Lord against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him : because that for 
this thing the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all thy works, and in all that 
thou puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease out 
of the land: therefore I command thee, 
saying, Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and 
to thy needy, in thy land. 

12‘t And if thy brother, an Hebrew 
man, or an Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 
let him go free from thee. 

IB And when thou sendest him out 
free from thee, thou shalt not let him 
go away empty: 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock j and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress: of (hat where- 
with the Lord thy God hath blessed 
thee thou shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the Lord thy God redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing 
to day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say unto thee, 

I will not go away from thee; because 
he loveth thee and thine house, because 
he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the door, 
and he shall be thy servant for ever. 
And also unto thy maidservant thou 
shalt do likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free from 
thee; for he hath been worth a double 
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hired servant to thee , in serving thee 
six years: and the Loan thy Goa shall 
bless thee in all that thou doest. 

19 1i All the tirstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lord thy God: thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of 
thy bullock, nor shear the firstling of 
thy sheep. 

*20 Thou shalt eat it before the Lord 
thy God year by year in the place 
which the Lord shall choose, thou and 
thy household. 

21 And if there be any blemish therein, 
as if it he lame, or blind, or have any 
ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it 
unto the Loan *hy God. 

22 'lhou shalt oat it within thy gates: 
the unclean and the clean person shall 
eat it alike, as the roebuck, and as the 
hart 

2:1 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

1 VBSERVE the month of Abib, and 
V* keep the passover unto the Lord 
thy God: for in the month of Abib the 
Loan thy God brought thee forth out 
of Egypt by night. 

2 lhou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the liock and the herd, in the place 
which the Lord shall choose to place 
his name there. 

3 'l hou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shalt thou eat uu* 
leavened bread therewith, even the bread 
of affliction ; for thou earnest forth out 
of the land of Egypt in haste: that thou 
mayest remember the day when thou 
earnest forth out of the land of Egypt 
all the days of thy life. 

4 And there shall he no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there any 
thing of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
tieeust the first day at even, remain 
all night until the morning. 

T> Thou mayest not sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which 
the Lord thy God givetli thee: 
t> Hut at the place which the Lord 
thy God shall choose to place his name 
in, there thou shalt sacrifice the paHS- 
over at even, at the going down of the 
sun, at the season that thou earnest 
forth out of Egypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat it in 
the place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose: and thou shalt turn in the 
morning, and go unto thy tents. 

8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and on the seventh day shall be 
a solemn assembly to the Lord thy 
God: thou shalt do no work therein . 

9 t Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee: begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou beginnest 
to put the sickle to the corn. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lord thy God with a 
tribute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto the 
LORD thu God , according as the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee: 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
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Lord thy God, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant , and the Levite that 
is within thy gates, and the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, that 
are among you, in the place which the 
Lord thy God hath chosen to place his 
name there. 

12 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt: and thou 
shalt observe and do these statutes. 

13 T Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered in thy corn and thy wine : 

14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, 
thou , and thy son , and tliv daughter, 
and thy manservant, and thy maidser- 
vant, and the Levite, the stranger, and 
the fatherless, and the widow, that are 
within thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn 
feast unto the Loan thy God in the 
place which the Lord shall choose: be- 
cause the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all thine increase, and in all 
the works of thine hands, therefore thou 
shalt surely rejoice. 

16 T Three times in a year shall all 
thy males appear before the Loud thy 
God in the place which lie shall choose; 
in the feast of unleavened bread, and 
in the feast of weeks, and in the feast 
of tabernacles : and they shall not appear 
before the Lord empty: 

17 Every man shall give as he is able, 
according to the blessing of the Lord 
thy God which he hath given thee. 

18 If Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, throughout 
thy tribes: and they shall judge the 
people with just judgment. 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a gift: for a gift doth blind the 
eyes of the wise, and pervert the words 
of the righteous. 

20 That which is altogether just shalt 
thou follow, that thou mavest live, and 
inherit the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. 

21 T Thou shalt not plant thee a grove 
of any trees near unto the altar of the 
Lord thy God, which thou sluilt make 
thee. 

22 Neither shalt thou set thee up any 
image ; which the Lord thy God hateth. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

fPHOU shalt not sacrifice unto the 
JL Lord thy God any bullock, or sheep, 
wherein is blemish, or any evilfavoured- 
ness : for that is an abomination unto 
the Lord thy God, 

2 T If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee , man or woman, 
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that hath wrought wickednesa in the 
sight of the Lord thy God, in trans- 
gressing his covenant, 
ft Ana hath gone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either the 
sun, or moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not commanded; 

4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of it, and enquired diligently, 
and, behold, it be true, and the thing 
certain , that such abomination is 
wrought in Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing , unto thy 
gates, even that man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with stones, till 
they die. 

G At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is worthy 
of death be put to death; but at the 
mouth of one witness he shall not be 
put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall be 
first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil away 
from among you. 

K f If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, and 
between stroke and stroke, being mat- 
ters of controversy within thy gates: 
then shalt thou arise, and get thee up 
into the place which the Loan thy God 
shall choose; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the priests 
the Levites, and unto the judge that 
shall be in those days, and enquire; 
and they shall shew thee the sentence 
of judgment : 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Loro shall choose shall shew 
thee; and thou shalt observe to do ac- 
cording to all that they inform thee: 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do : thou shaft 
not decline from the sentence which 
they shall shew thee, to the right hand, 
nor to the left, 

12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearaen 
unto the priest that standeth to mini- 
ster there before the Lord thy God, or 
unto the judge, even that man shall 
die: and thou slialt put away the evil 
from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, and 
fear, and do no more presumptuously, 

14 When thou art cam^ unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will set 
a king over me, like as all the nations 
that are about me; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
God shall choose : owe from among thy 
brethren shalt thou set king over thee; 
thou mayest not set a stranger over 
thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
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to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multiply horses: forasmuch as 
the Loan hath said unto you, Ye shall 
henceforth return no more that way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives to 
himself, that his heart turn not away : 
neither shall he greatly multiply to 
himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sittcth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levitcs: 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life: that he may learn to fear the 
Lord his God, to keep all the words 
of this law and these statutes, to do 
them: 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left: to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 


CHAPTER XV III. 

T HE priests the Levites, and all the 
tribe of Levi, shall have no part 
nor inheritance with Israel: they shall 
eat the offerings of the Lord made by 
fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no inherit- 
ance among their brethren : the Lord 
is their inheritance, as he hath said 
unto them. 

3 H And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether it be ox or sheep; 
and they shall give unto the priest the 
shoulder, and the two cheeks, and the 
inaw. 

4 The firstfruit also of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the first 
of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou 
give him. 

5 For the Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes . to stand to 
minister in the name of the Loan, him 
and his sons for ever. 

6 f And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourned, and come with all the desire 
of his mind unto the place which the 
Lord shall choose; 

7 Then he shall minister in the name 
of the Lord his God, as all his brethren 
the Levites do, which stand there be- 
fore the Lord. 

8 They shall have like portions to eat, 
beside thm which cometh of the sale 
of his patrimony. 

9 f When thou art come into the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found among 

} rou any one that maketh his son or 
lis daughter to pass through the fire, 
or that useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 
II Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a ne- 
cromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are an 
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abomination unto the Lord; and be- 
cause of these abominations the Loan 
thy God doth drive them out from be- 
fore thee. 

18 Thou shalt be perfect with the Lord 
thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou shalt 
possess, hearkened unto observers of 
times, and unto diviners: but as for 
thee, the Lord thy God hath not suffer- 
ed thee so to do. 

15 1 The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; 
unto him ye shall hearken; 

16 According to all that thou desiredst 
of the Lord thy God in Horeb in the 
day of the assembly, saying, Let me 
not hear again the voice of the Lord 
my God, neither let me see this great 
tire any more, that I die not 

17 And the Lord said unto me, They 
have well spoken that which they have 
spoken. 

18 T will raise them up a Prophet from 
among their brethren, like unto thee, 
and will put my words in his mouth; 
and he shall speak unto them all that 
I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever will not hearken unto my words 
which he shall speak in my name, I 
will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall pre- 
sume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the name of 
other gods, even that prophet shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
How shall we know the word which 
the Lord hath not spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Lord hath not spoken, hut 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

W HEN the Lord thy God hath 
cut off the nations, whose land 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
thou succeedest them, and dwellest in 
their cities, and in their houses; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee in the midst of tliv land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to pos- 
sess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way. and 
divide the coasts of thy land, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee to inherit, 
into three parts, that every slayer may 
flee thither. 

4 If And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shall flee thither, that he may 
live: Whoso kiileth his neighbour ig- 
norantly, whom he hated not in time 
past; 

5 As when a man goeth into the wood 
with his neighbour to hew wood, and 
his hand fetcheth a stroke with the ax 
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to cut down the tree, and the head 
slippeth from the helve, and ligbteth 
upon his neighbour, that he die; he 
snail free unto one of those cities, and 
live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood pursue 
the slayer, while his heart is hot, and 
overtake him, because the way is long, 
and slay him: whereas he was not 
worthy of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not in time past 

7 Wherefore I command thee, saying, 
Thou shalt separate three cities for thee. 

8 And if the Loan thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land which 
he promised to give unto thy fathers; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these com- 
mandments to do them, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to love the Loud 
thy God, and to walk ever in his ways; 
then shalt thou add three cities more 
for thee, beside these three : 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 

S ivetli thee for an inheritance , and so 
lood be upon thee. 

11 ^ But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and rise 
up against him, and smite him mortally 
that lie die, and fleeth into one of these 
cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and deliver 
him into the hand of the avenger of 
blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt put away the guilt of inno- 
cent blood from Israel, that it may go 
well with thee. 

14 If Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour’s landmark, which they of old time 
have set in thine inheritance , which 
thou shalt inherit in the land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

15 H One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth: at 
the mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall the 
matter be established. 

1G f If a false witness rise up against 
any man to testify against him that 
which is wrong; 

17 Then both the men, between whom 
the controversy isi shall stand before 
the Lord, before the priests and the 
judges, which shall be in those days; 

18 And the judges shall make diligent 
inquisition: and, behold, if the witness 
be a false witness, and hath testilied 
falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as he 
had thought to have done unto his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil 
away from among you. 

20 And those which remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. 
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21 And thine eye shall not pity; fail 
life aAatf po for life, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot 


CHAPTER XX. 


W HEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people more 
than thou, be not afraid of them: for 
the Lord thy God is with thee, which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak unto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O 
Israel, ye approach this day unto battle 
against your enemies: let not your 
hearts faint, fear not and do not tremble, 
neither be ye terrified because of them ; 
4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 
b If And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him $o and return 
to his house, lest he die in the battle, 
and another man dedicate it 


G And what man is he that hath plant- 
ed a vineyard, and hath not yet eaten 
of it? let him also go and return unto 
his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man eat of it 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall apeak further 
unto the people, and they shall say. 
What man is there that is fearful ana 
fainthearted? let him go and return 
unto his house, le9t his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart. ' 

‘J And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make cap- 
tains of the armies to lead the people. 

10 If When thou comest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall he, if it make thee 
answer of peace , and open unto thee, 
then it shall he, that all the people that 
is found therein shall be tributaries 
unto tlico, and they shall serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace with 
thee, but will make war against thee, 
then thou shalt besiege it: 

13 And when the Lord thy God hath 
delivered it into thine hands, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge 
of the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little ones, 
and the cattle, and all that is in the 
city, even all the spoil thereof, shalt 
thou take unto thyself; and thou shalt 
eat the spoil of thine enemies, which 
the Lord thy God hath given thee. 

15 Thus .snalt thou do unto all the 
cities which are very far off from thee, 
which are not of the cities of these 
nations. 
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16 But of the cities of these people 
which the Lord thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save 
alive nothing that breatheth: 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them; namely, the Hittites , and the 
Amorites, the Cana^nites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; 
as the Loan thy God hath commanded 
thee: 

18 That they teach you not to do 
after all their abominations, which they 
have done unto their gods; so should 
ye sin against the Lord your God. 

19 t When thou shalt besiege a city 
a long time, in making war against it 
to take it, thou shalt not destroy the 
trees thereof by forcing an ax against 
them: for thou mayest eat of them, and 
thou shalt not cut them down (for the 
tree of the field is man’s life ) to employ 
them in the siege: 

20 Only the trees which thou knowest 
that they be not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, until 
R be subdued. 


CHAPTER XXI. 

I F one be found slain in the land 
which the Loro thy God givetli thee 
to possess it, lying in the field, and it 
be not known who hath slain him: 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges shall 
come forth, and they shall measure unto 
the cities which are round about him 
that is slain: 

3 And it slndl be, that the city which 
is next unto'the slain man, even the 
elders of that city shall take an heifer, 
which hath not been wrought with, and 
which hath not drawn in the yoke; 

4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor sown, 
and shall strike off the heifer’s neck 
there in the valley: 

5 And the priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to minister unto 
him, and to bless in the name of the 
Lord; and by their word shi 11 every 
controversy and every stroke be tried: 
6 And all the elders of that city, that 
are next unto the slain man, shall wash 
their hands over the heifer that is be- 
headed in the valley: 

7 And they shall answer and say, 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen it. 

8 Be merciful, 0 Lord, unto thy peo- 
ple Israel, whom thou hast redeemed, 
and lay not innocent blood unto thy 
people of Israel’s charge. And the blood 
shall be forgiven them. 

9 So shalt thou put away the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do that which is right 
in the sight of the Lord. 
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10 1 When thou $oest forth to war 
against thine enemies , and the Lord 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken them 
captive, 

11 Aud seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, aud hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldost have her 
to thy wife; 

12 Then thou shalt bring her home to 
thine house; and she shall shave her 
head, and pare her nails; 

13 And sne shall put the raiment of 
her captivity from oft' her, and shall 
remain in thine house, and bewail her 
father and her mother a full month: 
and after that thou shalt go in unto 
her, and be her husband, and she shall 
be thy wife. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will : but thou shalt not 
sell her at all for money, thou shalt 
not make merchandise oi her, because 
thou hast humbled her. 

15 H If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have born him children, both the be- 
loved and the hated; and if the first- 
born son be hor’s that was hated: 

Id Then it shall be, when he maketh 
his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the 
beloved firstborn before the son of the 
hated, which is indeed the firstborn: 

17 But he shall acknowledge the son 
of the hated for the lirstborn, by giving 
him a double portion of all that he hath: 
for he is the beginning of his strength; 
the right of the firstborn is his. 

18 1 If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey the 
voice of his father, or the voice of his 
mother, and that, when they have 
chastened him, will not hearken unto 
them : 

11) Then shall his father and his mother 
lay hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city , and unto 
the gate of bis. place; 

20 And they shall say unto the elders 
of his city, This our son is stubborn 
and rebellious, he will not obey our 
voice; he is a glutton, and a drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones, that he die: so 
shalt thou put evil away from among 
you; and all Israel shall hear, and fear. 

22 1 And if a man have committed a 
sin worthy of death, and he be to be 
put to death, and thou hang him on a 
tree: 

23 Ilis body shall not remain all night 
upon the tree, but thou shalt in any 
wise bury him that day; (for he that 
is hanged is accursed of God;) that thy 
land be not defiled, whieh the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. 


CHAPTER XXII.

rpHOG shalt not see thy brother’s ox 
JL or his sheep go astray, and hide 
thyself from them: thou shalt in any 
case bring them again unto thy brother. 
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2 And if thy brother be not nigh unto 
thee, or if thou know him not, then 
thou shalt bring it unto thine own 
house, and it shall be with thee until 
thy brother seek after it, and thou 
shalt restore it to him again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do. with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with his 
raiment; and with all lost thing of thy 
brother’s, which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do likewise: 
thou mayest not hide thyself. 

4 ^ Thou shalt not see thy brother's 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, 
and hide thyself from them: thou shalt 
surely help him to lift them up again. 

5 T The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s garment: 
for all that do so are abomination un- 
to the Loro thy God. 

6 T If a bird’s nest chance to be be- 
fore thee in the way in any tree, or on 
the ground, whether they be young ones, 
or eggs, and the dam sitting upon the 
young, or upon the eggs, thou shalt not 
take tne dam with the young: 

7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee; 
that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest prolong thy days. 

8 f When thou buildest a new house, 
then thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood up- 
on thine house, if any man fall from 
thence. 

1) H Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds: lest the fruit of thy 
seed which thou hast sown , and the 
fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

10 1 Thou shalt not plow with an ox 
and an ass together. 

11 H Thou shalt not wear a garment 
of divers sorts, as of woollen and linen 
together. 

12 H Thou shalt make thee fringes upon 
the four quarters of thy .vesture, where- 
with thou coverest thyself, 

13 f If any man take a wife , and go 
in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give occasions of speech against 
her, and bring up an evil name upon 
her, and say, I took this woman, and 
when I came to her, I found her not 
a maid: 

15 Then shall the father of the damsel, 
and her mother, take and bring forth 
the tokens of the damsel’s virginity unto 
the elders of the city in the gate: 

16 And the damsel’s father shall say 
unto the qjders, I gave my daughter 
unto this man to wife, and he hateth 
her ; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occasions 
of speech against her, saying, I found 
not thy daughter a maid ; and yet these 
are the tokens of my daughter’s virginity. 
And they shall spread the cloth before 
the elders of the city. 
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18 And tlie elders of that city shall 
take that man and chastise him; 

19 And they shall amerce him in an 
hundred shekels of silver, and give them 
unto the father of the damsel, because 
he hath brought up an evil name upon 
a virgin of Israel: and she shall be his 
wife ; he may not put her away all his 
days. 

20 But if this thing be true , and the 
tokens of virginity be not found for the 
damsel: 

21 Then they shall bring out the damsel 
to the door of her father’s house, aud 
the men of her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she hath 
wrought folly in Israel, to play the 
whore in her father’s house: so shalt 
thou put evil away from among you. 

22 % If a man be found lying with a 
woman married to an husband, then 
thoy shall both of them die, both the 
man that lay with the woman, and the 
woman : so shalt thou put away evil 
from Israel. 

23 f If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both out 
unto the gate of that city, and ye shall 
stone them with stones that they die; 
the damsel, because she cried not, being 
in the city: and the man, because he 
hath humbled his neighbour’s wife: so 
thou shalt put away evil from among 
you. 

25 f But if a man find a betrothod 
damsel in the field, and the man force 
her, and lie with her: then the man 
only that lay with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do 
nothing; there is in the damsel no sin 
worthy of death: for as when a man 
risetli against his neighbour, and slayetli 
him, even so is this matter: 

27 For he found her in the field, and 
the betrothed damsel cried, and there 
was none to save her. 

28 1 If a man find a damsel that is a 
virgin, which is not betrothed, and lay 
hold on her, and lie with her, and they 
be found; 

29 Thou the man that lay with her 
shall give unto the damsel’s father fifty 
shekels of silver, and she shall be his 
wife ; because he hath humbled her, he 
may not put her away all his days. 

30 1 A man shall not take his father’s 
wife, nor discover his father’s skirt. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

H E that is wounded in the stones 
or hath his privy member cut off 
shall not enter into the congregation 
of the Lord. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord : even to his 
tenth generation shall he not enter into 
the congregation of the Lord. 


P m v. 20. 21. 23. 24. 25. 26. 27. 28. 29. !T3 
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8 An Ammonite or Moabite shall not 
enter into the congregation of the Loan ; 
even to their tenth generation shall they 
not enter into the congregation of the 
Loud for ever: 

4 Because they met you not with 
bread and with water in the way, when 
ye came forth out of Egypt; and be- 
cause they hired against tnee Balaam 
the son or Beor of Pethor of Mesopo- 
tamia, to curse thee. 

5 Nevertheless the Lord thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaam; but 
the Lord thy God turned the curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because the 
Lord thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace nor 
their prosperity all thy days for ever. 

7 Thou shalt not abhor an Edom- 
ite; for he is thy brother: thou shalt 
not abhor an Egyptian; because thou 
wast a stranger in his land. 

8 The children that are begotten of 
them shall enter into the congregation 
of the Lord in their third generation. 

9 ^ When the host goeth forth against 
thine enemies, then keep thee from 
every wicked thing. 

10 t If there be among you any man, 
that is not clean by reason of unclean- 
ness that chanceth him by night, 
then shall he go abroad out of the 
camp, he shall not come within the 
camp: 

11 But it shall be, when evening com- 
eth on, he shall wash himself with 
water: and when the sun is down, he 
shall come into the camp again. 

12 H Thou shalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou shalt 
go forth abroad: 

18 And thou shalt have a paddle upon 
thy weapon; and it shall be, when thou 
wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig 
therewith , and shalt turn back and 
cover that which oometh from thee: 

14 For the Lord thy God walketh in 
the midst of thy camp, to deliver thee, 
and to give up thine enemies before 
thee; therefore shall thy camp be holy: 
that he see no unclean thing in thee, 
and turn away from thee. 

15 If Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped 
from his master unto thee: 

16 He shall dwell with thee , even 
among you , in that place which he 
shall choose in one of thy gates, where 
it liketh him best: thou shalt not op- 
press him. 

17 ^ There shall be no whore of the 
daughters of Israel, nor a sodomite of 
the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of a 
whore, or the price of a dog, into the 
house of the Loan thy God for any 
vow: for even both these are abomi- 
nation unto the Lord thy God. 

19 If Thou shalt not lend upon usury 
to thy brother; usury of money, usury 
of victuals, usury of any thing that is 
lent upon usury: 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest lend 
upon usury; but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: that the 
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Lord thy God may bless thee in all 
that thou settest thine hand to in the 
land whither thou goest to possess it 

21 J When thou shalt vow a vow unto 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt not slack 
to pay it: for the Lord thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would 
be sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy lips 
thou shalt keep and perform; even a 
freewill offering, according as thou hast 
vowed unto the Lord thy God, which 
thou hast promised with thy mouth. 

24 If When thou comest into thy neigh- 
bour’s vineyard, then thou mavest eat 
grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; 
but thou shalt not put (wy in thy vessel. 

25 YVhen thou comest into the stand- 
ing corn of thy neighbour, then thou 
mayest pluck tne ears with thine hand ; 
but thou shalt not move a sickle unto 
thy neighbour’s standing corn. 


CHAPTER XXIY. 

W HEN a man hath taken a wife, 
and married her, and it come to 
pass that she find no favour in his 
eyes, because he hath found some un- 
cleanness in her: then let him write 
her a bill of divorcement, and give it 
in her hand, and send her out of his 
house. 

2 And when she is departed out of 
his house, she may go and be another 
man’s wife. 

3 And if tho latter husband hate her, 
and write her a bill of divorcement, 
and giveth it in her hand, and sendeth 
her out of his house; or if the latter 
husband die, which took her to be his 
wife; 

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled; 
for that is abomination before the Lord: 
and thou shalt not cause the land to 
sin, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance. 

5 If When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, neither 
shall lie be charged with any business : 
but he shall be free at home one year, 
and shall cheer up his wife which he 
hath taken. 

f> 1 No man shall take the nether or 
the upper millstone to pledge: for he 
taketli a man's life to pledge. 

7 If If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of Israel, 
and maketli merchandise of him, or 
selleth him; then that thief shall die; 
and thou shalt put evil away from 
among you. 

8 f Take heed in the plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligently, and ao 
according to all that the priests the 
Levites snail teach you: as I command- 
ed them, so ye shall observe to do. 

9 Remember what the Lord thy God 
did unto Miriam by the way, after that 
ye were come forth out of Egypt. 

10 t When thou dost lend thy brother 
any thing, thou Bhalt not go into his 
house to fetch his pledge. 
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11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend snail bring 
out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, thou shalt 
not sleep with his pledge : 

13 In any case thou shalt deliver him 
the pledge again when the sun goeth 
down , that he may sleep in his own 
raiment, and bless thee: and it shall 
be righteousness unto thee before the 
LottD thy God. 

14: t Tnou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and needy, whether 
he be of thy brethren, or of thy stran- 
gers that are in thy land within thy 
gates : 

15 At his day thou shalt give him his 
hire, neither snail the sun go down upon 
it; for he is poor, and setteth his heart 
upon it: lest he cry against thee unto 
the Lord, and it be sin unto thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to 
death for the children , neither shall 
the children be put to death for the 
fathers: every man shall be put to 
death for his own sin. 

17 If Thou shalt not pervert the judg- 
ment of the stranger, nor of the father- 
less: nor take a widow’s raiment to 
pledge: 

18 But thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt, and the 
Lord thy God redeemed thee thence: 
therefore I command thee to do this 
thing. 

19 H When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy fluid, and hast forgot a 
sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go 
again to fetch it: it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for the 
widow: that the Lord thy God may 
bless thee in all the work of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs again : 
it shall be for the stranger, for the fa- 
therless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes of 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it 
afterward: it shall be for the stranger, 
lor the fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egynt : 
therefore 1 command thee to do this 
thing. 
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CHARTER XXV. 

I F there be a controversy between 
men, and they come unto judgment, 
that the judges may judge them; then 
they shall justify the righteous , and 
condemn the wicked. 

2 And it shall be , if the wicked man 
be worthy to be beaten, that the judge 
shall cause him to lie down, and to be 
beaten before his face, according to his 
fault, by a certain number. 

3 Forty stripes he may give him, and 
not exceed: lest, if he should exceed, 
and beat him above these with many 
stripes, then thy brother should seem 
vile unto thee. 

4 t Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
when he treadeth out the corn . 

5 1 If brethren dwell together, and 
one of them die, and have no child, 
the wife of the dead shall not marry 
without unto a stranger : her husband r s 
brother shall go in unto her, and take 
her to him to wife, and perform the 
duty of an husband’s brother unto her. 
6 And it shall be, that the firstborn 
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which she beareth shall succeed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, that 
his name be not put out of Israel 


7 And if the man like not to take his 
brother’s wife , then let his brother s 
wife go up to the gate unto the elders, 
and say, My husband’s brother refuseth 
to raise up unto his brother a name m 
Israel, he will not perform the duty ot 
my Imsband’s brother. 

8 Then the elders of Ins city shall 
call him, and speak unto him: and if 
he stand to it, and say, I like not to 
take her; 


9 Then shall his brother’s wife come 

uutohim in the presence of the elders, 
and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and spit in his face, and shall answer 
and say, So shall it be done unto that 
man that will not build up his brother’s 
house. „ . 

10 And his name shall be called m 
Israel. The house of him that hath his 
shoe loosed. 


11 1 When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of the one 
draweth near for to deliver her husband 
out of the hand of him that smiteth 
him, and pulteth forth her hand, and 
taketli him by the secrets: 

12 Then thou sluilt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her. 

J3 t Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small. 

IT Thou shalt not have in thine house 
divers measures, a great and a small 

15 lint thou shalt have a perfect and 
just weight, a perfect and just measure 
shalt thou have: that thy days may bo 
lengthened in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

IG For all that do such things, and 
all that do unrighteously, are an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord thy God. t 

17 1 Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee by the way, when ye were come 
forth out of Egypt; 

18 How he met thee bv the way, and 
smote the hindmost of thee, even all 
that were feeble behind thee, when thou 
i oast faint and weary; and he feared 
not God. 


19 Therefore it shall be, when the 
Lori) thy God hath given thee rest from 
all thine enemies round about, in the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance to possess it, 
that ‘thou shalt blot out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven; 
thou shalt not forget it.

A X I) it shall be, when thou art come 
in unto the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, 
and possessest it, and dwellest therein ; 
2 That thou shalt take of the first of 
all the fruit of the earth, which thou 
shalt bring of thy land that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, and shalt put it 
in a basket, and shalt go unto the place 
which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to place his name there. 
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3 And thou shalt go unto the priest 
that shall be in those days, and say 
unto him, I profess this day unto the 
Lord thy God, that I am come unto 
the country which the Lord sware unto 
our fathers for to give us. 

4 And the priest shall take the basket 
out of thine hand, and set it down be- 
fore the altar of the Lord thy God. 

5 And thou shalt speak and say be- 
fore the Lord thy God, A Syrian ready 
to perish was my father, and he went 
down into Egypt, and sojourned there 
with a few, and became there a nation, 
great, mighty, and populous: 

3 And the Egyptians evil entreated 
us, and afflicted us, and laid upon us 
hard bondage: 

7 And when we, cried unto the Lord 
God of our fathers, the Lord heard our 
voice, and looked on our affliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression: 

8 And the Lord brought us forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand, and with 
an outstretched arm, .and with great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 
wonders: 

i) And he hath brought us into this 
place, and hath given us this land, even 
a land that floweth with milk and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought 
the firstfruits of the land, which thou, 
0 Lord, hast given me. And thou shalt 
set it before the Lord thy God, and 
worship before the Lord thy God: 

11 And thou shalt rejoice in every 
good thing which the Lord thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
house, thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is among you. 

12 t When thou hast made an end 
of tithing all the tithes of thine increase 
the third year, which is the year of tith- 
ing, and hast given it unto the Levite, 
the stranger, the fatherless, and the 
widow, that they may eat within thy 
gates, and be tilled; 

13 Then thou shalt say before the 
Lord thy God, I have brought away 
the hallowed things out of mine house, 
and also have given them unto the 
Levite, and unto the stranger, to the 
fatherless, and to the widow, according 
to all thy commandments which tliou 
hast commanded me : I have not trans- 
gressed thy commandments, neither 
have I forgotten them: 

14 1 have not e.aten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have 1 taken away 
ought thereof for any unclean use, nor 
given ought thereof for the dead: but 1 
have hearkened to the voice of the 
Lord my God, and have done according 
to all that thou hast commanded' me. 

15 Look down from thy holy habitation, 
from heaven, and bless thy people Is- 
rael, and the land which thou hast 
given us, as thou swarest unto our fa- 
thers, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

16 ^ This day the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes 
and judgments: thou shalt therefore 
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keep and do them with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul. 

17 Thou hast avouched the Lord this 
day to be thy God. and to walk in his 
ways, and to keep his statutes* and his 
commandments, and his judgments, 
and to hearken unto his voice: 

18 And the Lord hath avouched thee 
this day to be his peculiar people, as 
he hath promised tnee, and that thou 
shouldest keep all his commandments ; 

19 And to make thee high above all* 
nations which he hath made, in praise, 
and in name, and in honour; and that 
thou mayest be an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God, as he hath spoken. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

A ND Moses with the elders of Is- 
rael commanded the people, saying. 
Keep all the commandments which I 
command you this day. 

2 And it shall be on the day when 
ye shall pass over Jordan unto the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
that thou shalt set thee up great stones, 
and plaister them with plaister: 

3 And thou shalt write upon them all 
the words of this law , when thou art 
passed over, that thou mayest go in 
unto the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, a land that tfoweth with 
milk and honey; as the Lord God of 
thy fathers hath promised thee. 

4 Therefore it shall be when ye be 
gone over Jordan, that ye shall set up 
these stones, which J command you 
this day, in mount Ebal, and thou shalt 
plaister them with plaister. 

5 And there shalt thou build an altar 
unto the Lord thy God, an altar of 
stones: thou shalt not lift up any iron 
tool upon them. 

6 Thou shalt build the altar of the 
Lord thy God of whole stones: and 
thou shalt offer burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Lord thy God: 

7 And thou shalt qffer peace offerings, 
and shalt eat there, ana rejoice before 
the Lord thy God. 

8 And thou shalt write upon the stones 
all the words of this law very plainly. 

9 f And Moses and the priests the 
Levites spake unto all Israel, saying, 
Take heed, and hearken, O Israel; this 
day thou art become the people of the 
Lord thy God. 

10 Thou shalt therefore obey the voice 
of the Lord thy God, and do his com- 
mandments and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day. 

11 t And Moses charged the people 
the same day, saying, 

12 These shall stand upon mount Ge- 
rizim to bless the people, when ye are 
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come over Jordan; Simeon, and Levi, 
and Judab, and Issachar, and Joseph, 
and Benjamin: 

18 And these shall stand upon mount 
Ebal to curse ; Reuben, Gad, and Asher, 
and Zebulun, Dan, and Naphtali. 

14 f And the Levites shall speak, and 
say unto all the men of Israel with a 
loud voice, 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
any graven or molten image, an abo- 
mination unto the Lord, the work of 
the hands of the craftsman, and put- 

• teth it in a secret place . And all the 
people shall answer and say, Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light by 
his father or his mother. And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be he that removeth his 
neighbour’s landmark. And all the peo- 
ple shall say, Amen. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind 
to wander out of the way. And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed be he that perverteth the 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, 
and widow. And all the people shall 
say, Amen. 

20 Cursed be ho that lieth with his 
father’s wife; because he uncovereth 
his father’s skirt. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

22 Cursed he he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of his father, or 
the daughter of his mother. And all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother in law. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his 
neighbour secretly. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

25 Cursed 6e he that taketh reward 
to slay an innocent person. And all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that confirinoth not 
all the words of this law to do them. 
And all the people shall say, Amen. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A ND it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the 
voice of the Loan thy God, to observe 
and to do all his commandments which 
I command thee this day , that the 
Lord thy God will set thee oil high 
above all nations of the earth: 

2 And all these blessings shall come 
on thee, and overtake thee, if thou 
shalt hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God. 

3 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the field. 
4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy ground, and 
the fruit of thy cattle, the increase of 
thy kine, and the tlocks of thy sheep. 
5 Blessed shall be thy basket and thy 
store. 

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comest in, and blessed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out 
7 The Lord shall cause thine enemies 
that rise up against thee to be smitten 
before thy face: they shall come out 
against tnee one way, and flee before 
thee seven ways. 
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8 The Lord Bhall command the bless- 
ing upon thee in thy storehouses, and 
in all that thou settest thine hand 
unto: and he shall bless thee in the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee. 

9 The Lord shall establish thee on 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lord thy 
God, and walk in his ways. 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lord; and they shall be afraid 
of thee. 

11 And the Lord shall make thee 
plenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy 
body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lord sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

12 The Lord shall open unto thee 
his good treasure , the heaven to give 
the rain unto thy land in his season, 
and t(y bless all the work of thine hand: 
and thou shalt lend unto many nations, 
and thou shalt not borrow. * 

13 And the Lord shall make thee the 
head, and not the tail; and thou shalt 
be above only, and thou shalt not be 
beneath; if that thou hearken unto 
the commandments of the Lord thy 
God, which I command thee this day, 
to observe and to do them: 

14 And thou shalt not go aside from 
any of the words which I command 
thee this day, to the right hand, or to 
the left, to go after other gods to serve 
them. 

15 ^ But it shall come to pass, if 
thou wilt not hearken unto the voice 
of the Lord thy God, to observe to do 
all his commandments and his statutes 
which I cpmmand thee this day; that 
all these curses shall come upon thee, 
and overtake thee: 

10 Cursed shalt thou be in the city, 
and cursed shalt thou be in the field. 

' 17 Cursed shall be thy basket and thy 
store. 

18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy land, the 
increase of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep. 

19 Cursed shalt thou be when thou 
comest in, and cursed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out * 

20 The Lord shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, and rebuke, in all 
that thou settest thine hand unto for 
to do, until thou be destroyed, and 
until thou perish quickly; because of 
the wickedness of. thy doings, whereby 
thou hast forsaken me. 

21 The Lord shall make the pesti- 
lence cleave unto thee, until he have 
consumed thee from off the land, whi- 
ther thou goest to possess it 

22 The Lord shall smite thee with a 
consumption, and with a fever, and 
with an inflammation, and with an 
extreme burning, and with the sword, 
and with blasting, and with mildew; 
and they shall pursue thee until thou 
perish. 

23 And thy heaven that is over thy 
head shall be brass, and the earth that 
is under thee shall be iron. 

24 The Lord shall make the rain of 
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thy land powder and dust : from heaven 
shall it come down upon thee , until 
thou be destroyed. 

25 The Lord shall cause thee to be 
smitten before thine enemies: thou 
shalt go out one way against them, 
and flee seven ways before them: and 
shalt be removed into all the king- 
doms of the eartlu 

26 And thy carcase shall be meat 
unto all fowls of the air, and unto the 
beasts of the earth, and no man shall 
fray them away. 

27 The Lord will smite thee with the 
botch of Egypt, and with the emerods, 
and with the scab, and with the itch, 
whereof thou canst not be healed. 

28 The Lord shall smite thee with 
madness, and blindness, and astonish- 
ment of heart: 

29 And thou shalt grope at noonday, 
as the blind gropeth in darkness, and 
thou shalt not prosper in thy w T ays : 
and thou shalt be only oppressed and 
spoiled evermore, and no man shall 
4?ave thee. 

30 Thou' shalt betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her: thou 
shalt build an house , and thou shalt 
not dwell therein: thou shalt plant a 
vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thereof. 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before thine 
eyes, and thou shalt not eat thereof: 
thine ass shall be violently taken away 
from before thy face, and shall not be 
restored to thee: thy sheep shall be 
given unto thine enemies, and thou 
shalt have none to rescue them. 

32 Thy sons and thy daughters shall 
be given unto another people, and thine 
eyes shall look, and fail with longing 
for them all the day long: and there 
shall be no might in thine hand. 

33 The fruit of thy land, and all thy 
labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be 
only oppressed and crushed alway: 

34 So that thou shalt be mad for the* 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt sec. 

35 The Lord shall smite thee in the 
knees , and in the legs , with a sore 
botch that cannot be healed, from the 
sole of thy foot unto the top of thy 
head. 

36 The Lord shall bring thee, and thy 
king which&thou shalt set over thee, 
unto a nation which neither thou nor 
thy fathers have known; and there shalt 
thou serve other gods, wood and stone. 

37 And thou shalt become an astonish- 
ment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lord shall lead 
thee. 

38 Thou shalt carry much seed out 
into the field, and shalt gather but 
little in; for the locust shall consume it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, but shalt neither drink of 
the wine, nor gather the grapes; for 
the worms shall eat them. 

40 Thou shalt have olive trees through- 
out all thy coasts, but thou shalt not 
anoint thyself with the oil; for thine 
olive shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and daugh- 
ters, but thou shalt not enjoy them; 
for thev shall go into captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land 
shall the locust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee 


pa&T T>' fft?'

shall get up above thee very high; 
and thou shalt come down very low. 
44 Ho shall lend to thee, ana thou 
shalt not lend to him: he shall be the 
head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

46 Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue thee, 
and overtake tli^e, till thou be de- 
stroyed; because thou hearkenedst uot 
unto the voice of the Loan thy God, 
to keep his commandments and his 
statutes which he commanded thee: 

46 And they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, aud upon 
thy seed for ever. 

47 Because thou servedst not the 
Loan thy God with joyfulness, and 
with gladness of heart, for the abun- 
dance of all things ; 

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies which the Loan shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, 
and in nakedness, and in want of all 
things: and he shall put a yoke of iron 
upon thy neck, until lie have destroyed 
thee. 

49 The Lord shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the end of 
the earth, as swift as the eagle flieth; 
a nation whose tongue thou shalt not 
understand ; 

60 A nation of liercc countenance, 
which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, uutil 
thou be destroyed: which also shall 
not leave thee eithei' corn, wine, or oil, 
or the increase of thy kine , or flocks 
of thy sheep , until he have destroyed 
thee. 

52 And he shall besiege thee in all 
thy gates, until thy high and fenced 
walls come down wherein thou trust- 
edst, throughout all thy land: and he 
shall besiege thee in all thy gates 
throughout all thy land, which the 
Lord thy God hath given thee. 

53 And thou shall eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the flesh of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, which the Loro thy God 
hath given thee, in the siege, and in 
the straitness, wherewith thine enemies 
shall distress thee: 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his eye 
shall he evil toward his brother, and 
toward the wife of his bosom , and to- 
ward the remnant of his children which 
he shall leave: 

55 So that lie will not give*to any of 
them of the liesli of his children wnom 
lie shall eat: because he hath nothing 
left him in the siege, and in the strait- 
ness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee in all thy gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you , which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and tender- 
ness, her eye shall be evil toward the 
husband of her bosom, and toward her 
son, and toward her daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh oat from between her feet, and 
toward her children which she shall 
bear: for she shall eat them for want 
of all things secretly in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall 
distress thee in thy gates. 
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58 If thou wilt not observe to do all 
the words of this law that are written 
in this book, that thou mayest fear this 
glorious and fearful name, THE LORD 
THY GOD; 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues of 
thy seed, even great plagues, and of 
long continuance, and sore sicknesses, 
and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon thee 
all the diseases of Egypt, which thou 
wast afraid of; and they shall cleave 
unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the book 
of this law, them will the Lord bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left lew in number, 
whereas ye were as the stars of heaven 
for multitude; because thou wouldest 
not obey the voice of the Lord thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that as 
the Lord rejoiced over you to do you 
good, and to multiply you ; so the Lord 
will rejoice over you to destroy you, 
and to bring you to nought; and ye 
shall be plucked from off the land 
whither thou goest to possess it. 

64 And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other; and 
there thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have 
known, even wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the sole 
of thy foot have rest: but the Lord 
shall give thee there a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as- 
surance of thy life: 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, Would God it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
wherewith thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

68 And the Lord shall bring thee into 
Egypt again with ships, by the way 
whereof 1 spake unto thee, Thou shalt 
see it no more again: and there ye 
shall be sold unto your enemies for 
bondmen and bondwomen, and no man 
shall buy you . 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

T HESE are the words of the covenant, 
which the Lord commanded Moses 
to make with the children of Israel in 
the land of Moab, beside the covenant 
which he made with them in Horeb. 

2 1 And Moses called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have seen all 
that the Lord did before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all his servants, and unto all lus 
land ; 
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8 The great temptations which thine 
eyes have seen, the signs, and those 
great miracles: 

T Yet the Loan hath not given you 
an heart to perceive, and. eyes to see, 
and ears to near, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderness: your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is 
not waxen old upon thy foot 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink; 
that ye might know that I am the Loan 
your God. 

7 And when ye came unto this place, 
Sihon the king of Heshbon, and Og the 
king of Bashan. came out against us 
unto battle, and we smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Keuben- 
ites, and to the Gaditos, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 t Ye stand this day all of you be- 
fore the Lord your Gou; your captains 
of your tribes, your elders, and your of- 
ficers, with all the men of Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, from 
the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer 
of thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into co- 
venant with the Lord thy God, and 
into his oath, which the Lord thy God 
maketli with thee this day: 

l.‘l That he may establish thee to day 
for a people unto himself, and that he 
may be unto thee a God, as he hath 
said unto thee, and as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. 

IT Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the Lord our 
God, and also with him that is not 
here with us this day: 

10 (For ye know how we have dwelt 
in the land of Egypt: and how we came 
through the nations w hich ye passed by ; 

17 And ye have seen their abomina- 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, 
silver and gold, which were among 
them : ) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or .tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the Lord our God, to go and serve 
the gods of these nations; lest there 
should be among you a root that beareth 
gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the w r ords of this curse, that 
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he bless himself in his heart, saving, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in 
the imagination of mine heart, to add 
drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The Loan will not spare him, but 
then the anger of the Lord and his 
jealousy shall smoke against that man, 
and all the curses that are written in 
this book shall lie upon him, and the 
Lord shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 

21 And the Lord shall separate him 
unto evil out of all the tribes of Israel, 
according to all the curses of the co- 
venant that are written in this book of 
the law: 

22 So that the generation to come of 
your children that shall rise up after 
you, and the stranger that shall come 
from a far land, shall say, when they 
see the plagues of that laud, and the 
sicknesses which the Lord hath laid 
upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof is 
brimstone, and salt, and burning, that 
it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any 
grass groweth therein, like the over- 
throw of Sodom, and Gomorrah K Admah, 
and Zeboim, which the Lord overthrew 
in his anger, and in his wrath: 

24 Even all nations shall say, Where- 
fore hath the Lord done thus unto this 
land? what meaveth the heat of this 
great anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the Lord 
God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt: 

20 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods whom 
they knew not, and whom he had not 
given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against this land, to bring upon 
it all the curses that are written in this 
book: 

28 And the Lord rooted them out of 
their land in anger, and in wrath, and 
in great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day. 

29 The secret things belong unto the 
Lord our (iod: but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all 
the words of this law. 


CHAPTER XXX. 

A ND it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, which 
I have set before thee, and thou shalt 
call them to mind among all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the Lord thy 
God, and shalt obey his voice accord- 
ing to all that 1 command thee this 
day, thou and thjr children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul; 
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3 That then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compas- 
sion upon thee, and will return and 
gather thee from all the nations, whither 
tiie Lord thy God hath scattered thee. 

4 If any of thine be driven out unto 
the outmost parts of heaven , from 
thence will the Lord thy God gather 
thee, and from thence will he fetch 
thee: 

ft And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou slialt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and multiply 
thee above thy fathers. 

(i And the Lord thy God will circum- 
cise thine heart, and the heart of thv 
seed, to love the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live. 

7 And the Lord thy God will put all 
these curses upon thine enemies, and 
on them that hate thee, which perse- 
cuted thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and obey the 
voice of the Lord, and do all his com- 
mandments which 1 command thee this 
day. 

9 And the Lord thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit 
of thy land, for good: for the Lord will 
again rejoice over thee for good, as he 
rejoiced over thy fathers: 

10 If thou slialt hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which are written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the Loud 
thy God witli all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul. 

J 1 T For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it is not hidden 
from thee, neither is it tar off. 

12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for us 
to heaven, .and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? 

13 Neither is it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring it unto us, 
that we may hear it, and do it? 

14 Hut the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 ^ See, 1 have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and evil; 

JO In that 1 command thee this day 
to love the Lord thy God ? to walk in 
his ways, and to keep Ins command- 
ments and his statutes and his judg- 
ments, that thou mayest live and mul- 
tiply: and the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in the land whither thou goest to 
possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other gods, 
and serve them; 

18 I donounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish, and that ye shall 
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not prolong your days upon the land, 
whitner thou passeat over Jordan to 
go to possess it. 

19 I call heaven and earth to record 
this day against you, that I have set 
before you life and death, blessing and 
cursing: therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live : 

20 That thou mayest love the Loan 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest cleave 
unto him: for he is thy life, and the 
length of thv days: that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which the Loud sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to give them. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 

A N I) Moses went and spake these 
words unto all Israel. 

2 And he said unto them, I am an 
hundred and twenty years old this day; 
I can no more go out and come in: 
also the Lord hath said unto me, Thou 
shalt not go over this Jordan. 

3 The Lord thy God, he will go over 
before thee, and he will destroy these 
nations from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he shall go 
over before thee, as the Lord hath said. 

4 And the Lord shall do unto them 
as he did to Sihon and to ( )g, kings of 
the Amorites, and unto the land of 
them, whom he destroyed. 

5 And the Lord shall give them up 
before your face, that ye may do unto 
them according unto all the command- 
ments which I have commanded you. 

f> Be strong and of a good courage, 
fear not , nor be afraid of them : for 
the Lord thy God, he d is that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee. 

7 1 And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good cou- 
rage: for thou must go with this people 
unto the land which the Lord hath 
sworn unto their fathers to give them; 
and thou shalt cause them to inherit it 

8 And the Lord, he it is that doth go 
before thee; he will be with thee, he 
will not fail thee, neither forsake thee: 
fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 1 And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord, and unto all the 
elders of Israel. 

10 And Moses commanded them, say- 
ing, At the end of every seven years, 
in the solemnity of the year of release, 
in the feast of tabernacles, 
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11 When all Israel is come to apmar 
before the Lord thy God in the place 
which he shall choose, thou shalt read 
this law before all Israel in their 
hearing. 

12 Gather the people together, men, 
and women , and children , and thy 
stranger that in within thy gates, that 
they may hear, and that they may 
learn , and fear the Lord your God, 
and observe to do all the words of this 
law : 

13 And that their children, which have 
not known any thing , may hear, and 
learn to lear the Lord your God, as 
long as ye live in the land whither ye 
go over .Iordan to possess it. 

H If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Behold, thy days approach that thou 
must die: call .Joshua, and present 
yourselves in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, that I may give him a 
charge. And Moses and Joshua went, 
and presented themselves in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

15 And the Lord appeared in the ta- 
bernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and the 
pillar of the cloud stood over the door 
of the tabernacle. 

16 t And the Lord said unto Mojes, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy fa- 
thers; and this people will rise up, and 
go a whoring after the gods of the stran- 
gers of the land, whither they go to be 
among them, and will forsake me, and 
break my covenant which I have made 
with them. 

17 Then my anger shall he kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and 1 will hide my face 
from them, and they shall be devoured, 
and many evils and troubles shall be- 
fall them; so that they will say in that 
day, Are not these evils come upon us", 
because our God not among usV 

IS And I will surely hide my face in 
that day for all the evils which they 
shall have wrought, iu that they are 
turned unto other gods. 

1’J Now therefore write ye this song 
lor you, and teach it the children of 
Israel: put it in their mouths, that this 
song may be a witness for me against 
the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which l sware unto 
their lathers, that floweth with milk 
and honey; and they shall have eaten 
and tilled themselves, and waxen fat; 
then will they turn unto other gods, 
and serve them, and provoke me, and 
break my covenant. 

21 'And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify against 
them as a witness; for it shall not be 
forgotten out of the mouths of their 
seed: for I know their imagination 
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wlich they go about, even now, be- 
fore I have brought them iuto the land 
which I sware. 

2*2 f Moses therefore wrote this song 
the sanje day, and taught it the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong and 
of a good courage: for thou shalt bring 
the children of Israel into the land 
which I sware unto them: and I will 
be with thee. 

24 And it came to pass, when Mo- 
ses had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until they 
were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the Lovitcs, 
which bare the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and pot 
it in the side of the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord your God , that it may be 
there for a witness against thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy 
stiff neck: behold, while lam yet alive 
with you this day, ye have been rebel- 
lious against the Loan; and how much 
more after my death? 

28 T Gather unto me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death ye 
will utterly corrupt your selves, and turn 
aside from the way which I have com- 
manded you: and evil will befall you in 
the latter days; because ye will do evil 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger through the work of your 
hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the cars of all 
the congregation of Israel the words of 
this song, until they were ended. 


CHAPTER XXXIL 

( MVE ear, 0 ye heavens, and I will 
X speak; and hear, O earth, the words 
of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
my speech shall distil as the dew, as 
the small rain upon the tender herb, 
and as the showers upon the grass: 

3 Because I will publish the name of 
the Lord: ascribe ye greatness unto 
our God. 

4 He is the Rock, his work is perfect: 
for all his ways are judgment: a God 
of truth and without iniquity, just and 
right is he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot is not the spot of his children: 
they are a perverse and crooked gene- 
ration. 
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G Do ye thus recjuite the Lord, O foolish 
people and unwise? is not he thy father 
that hath bought thee V hathlie not made 
thee, and established thee? 

7 If Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations: 
ask thy father, and he wiUshew thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he se- 
parated the sons of Adam, he set the 
bounds of the people according to the 
number of the children of Israel. 

9 Lor the Loan’s portion is his people: 
Jacob is tiie lot of his inheritance. 

10 lie found him in a desert land, and 
in the waste howling wilderness; he led 
him about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: 

12 So the Loan alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with him. 

13 lie made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields \ and he made 
him to suck honey out ot the rock, and 
oil out of the flinty rock; 

11 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 
with fat of lambs, and rams of the 
breed of Bashan, and goats, with the 
fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the grape. 

If) 1 But .leshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with fat- 
ness; then he forsook God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the Uock of 
his salvation. 

1G They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange r/ods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not*to 
God; to gods whom they knew not, to 
new gods that came newly up, whom 
your fathers feared not. 

18 Of the Bock that begat thee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten God 
that formed thee. 

19 And when the Loan saw it, he ab- 
horred them, because of the provoking 
of his sons, and of his daughters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, 1 will see what their end 
shall be: for they arc a very fro ward 
generation, children in whom is no faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God; they have 
provoked tne to anger with their vani- 
ties: and I will move them to jealousy 
with those which are not a people; I 
will provoke them to anger with a 
foolish nation. 
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22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, 
and shall consume the earth with her 
increase, and set on fire the foundations 
of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, and 
devoured with burning heat, and witli 
bitter destruction: I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon them, with the 
poison of serpents of the dust 

25 The sword without, and terror with- 
in, shall destroy both the young man 
and the virgin, the suekling also with 
the man of gray hairs. 

20 I said, 1 would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remembrance 
of them to cease from among men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the wrath 
of the enemy, lest their adversaries 
should behave themselves strangely, 
and lest they should say. Our hand is 
high, and the Lord hath not done all 
this. 

28 For they are, a nation void of counsel, 
neither is there any understanding in 
them. 

21) O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end! 

30 IIow should one chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, ex- 
cept their Hock had sold them, and 
the Lord had shut them up? 

31 For their rock is not as our Rock, 
even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah : 
their grapes are grapes of gall, their 
clusters are bitter: 

33 Their wine is the poison of dragons, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Is not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my treasures ? 

35 To me belong eth vengeance, and 
recom pence; their foot shall slide in 
due, time: for the day of their calamity 
is at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 

30 For the Lord shall judge his people, 
and repent himself for his servants, 
when he seeth that their power is gone, 
and there is none shut up, or left 

37 And he shall say, Where are their 
gods, their rock in whom they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 

39 Sec now that I, even I, am he, and 
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tkre no god with me: I kill, and I 
make alive; 1 wound, and I heal: nei- 
ther is there any that can deliver out 
of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, and 
mine hand take hold on judgment; I 
will render vengeance to mine enemies, 
and will reward them that hate me. 

42 1 will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall devour 
flesh; ami that with the blood of the 
slain and of the captives, from the -be- 
ginning of revenges upon the enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, with his 
people: for he will avenge the blood of 
l»is servants, and will render vengeance 
to his adversaries, and will be merciful 
unto his land, and to his people. 

44 t And Moses came and spake all 
the words of this song in the ears of 
the people, he, and Iloshca the son of 
.Nun. 

•15 And Moses made an end of speak- 
ing all these words to all Israel: 

40 And he said unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I testify 
among you this day , which ye shall 
command your children to observe to 
do. all the words of this law. 

47 For it ^s* not a vain thing for you; 
because it is your life: and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days 
in the land, whither ye go over Jordan 
to possess it. 

4X And the Loud spake unto Moses 
that selfsame day, saying, 

41) Get thee up into this mountain 
Abarim, unto mount i\ebo, which is in 
the land of Moah. that is over against 
Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, 
which 1 give unto the children of Israel 
for a possession: 

f»0 And die in the mount whither thou 
goest up, and he gathered unto thy 
people; as Aaron thy brother died in 
mount Ilor, and was gathered unto his 
people : 


bl Localise ye trespassed against me 
among the children of Israel at the 
waters of Merihah-Kadesh, in the wil- 
derness of /.in; because ye sanctified 
me not in the midst of the children of 
Israel. 

52 Yet thou shall see the land before 
thee; but thou shall not go thither 
unto the land which I give the chil- 
dren of Israel.

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CHAPTER XXXIIL 

A Nl) this is the blessing, wherewith 
Moses the man of God blessed the 
children of Israel before his death. 

2 And he said, The Lord came from 
Sinai, and rose up from Seir unto 
them: he shined forth from mount 
Paran, and he came with ten thousands 
of saints: from his right hand went a 
fiery law for them. 

8 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand : and they sat 
down at thy feet ; every one shall receive 
of thy words. 

4 Moses commanded us a law, even the 
inheritance of the congregation of Jacob. 
5 And he was king in Jeshurun, when 
the heads of the people and the tribes 
of Israel were gathered together. 

6 5 Let Reuben live , and not die ; 
and let not his men be few. 

7 And this is the blessing of J udah : 
and he said, Hear, Lord , the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his people: 
let his hands be sufficient for him; 
and be thou an help to him from his 
enemies. 

8 H And of Levi he said, Let thy 
Thummim and thy Urim be with thy 
holy one, whom thou didst prove at 
Massah, tmd with whom thou didst 
strive at the waters of Meribah ; 

9 Who said unto his father and to 
his mother, 1 have not seen him; nei- 
ther did he acknowledge his brethren, 
nor knew his own children: for they 
have observed thy word, and kept thy 
covenant 

10 They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Israel thy law: they shall 

E ut incense before thee, and Avhole 
urnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, liis substance , and 
accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again., 

12 1 And of Benjamin lie said, The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in safe- 
ty by him; and the LORD shall 
cover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwell between his shoulders. 

19 U And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the Lord be his land, for the precious 
things of heaven, for the dew, and for 
the deep that coueheth beneath, 

1*1 And for the precious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things put forth by the moon, 

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the precious 
things of the lasting hills, 
lb And for the precious things of the 
earth and fulness thereof, and for the 
good will of him that dwelt in the 
bush: let the blessing come upon the 
head of Joseph, and upon the top of 
the head of him that was separated 
from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of his 
bullock, and his horns are like the 
horns of unicorns: with thorn he shall 
push the people together to the ends 
of the earth: and they are the ten 
thousands of Ephraim, and they are 
the thousands of Manasseh. 

18 ^ And of Zebulun he said, Rejoice, 
Zebulun, in thy going out; and, Issa- 
char, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall offer 
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sacrifices of righteousness: for they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 

20 Tf And of G ad he said , Blessed be 
lie that enlargeth Gad: he dwelleth as 
a lion, and teareth the arm with the 
crown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part for 
himself, because there, in a portion of 
the lawgiver, nms he seated; and he 
came with the heads of the people, he 
executed the justice of the Lord, and 
his judgments with Israel. 

22 t And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
lion’s whelp : he shall leap from Bashan. 

23 H And of Naphtali he said, () 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and full 
with the blessing of the Lord: possess 
thou the west and the south. 

24 1 And of Asher he said, Let Asher 
be blessed with children ;• let him be 
acceptable to his brethren, and let him 
dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and brass; 
and as thy days, so shall thy strength be. 

26 1 There is none like unto the God 
of Jcshurun, who rideth upon the heaven 
in thv help, and in his excellency on 
fhe sky. 

27 T he eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms: 
and he shall thrust out the enemy from 
before thee ; and shall sav, Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone: the fountain of .Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine ; also his 
heavens shall drop down dew. 

20 liappy art thou, () Israel: who is 
like unto thee, O people saved by the 
Lord, the shield or thy help, and who 
is the sword of thy excellency! and 
thine enemies shall be found liars unto 
thee; and thou shalt tread upon their 
high places. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A N 1) Moses went up from the plains 
of Moab unto the mountain of 
Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over 
against Jericho. And the Lord shewed 
him all the land of Gilead, unto L>an, 

2 And all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the 
land of Judah, unto the utmost sea, 

3 And the south, and the plain of the 
valley of Jericho, the city of palm trees, 
unto Zoar. 

4 And the Lord said unto him , This 
is the land which 1 sware unto Abra- 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, say- 
ing, I will give it unto thy seed: I 
have caused thee to see it with thine 
eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither. 

5 So Moses the servant of the Lord 
died there in the land of Moab, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

0 And he buried him in a valley in 
the land of Moab, over against Beth- 
pcor: but no man knoweth of his se- 
pulchre unto this day. 

7 1 And Moses was an hundred and 
twenty years old when he died: his 
eve was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated. 

8 1 And the children of Israel wept 
for Moses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days: so the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were ended. 
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9 And Joshua the son of Nun was 
full of the spirit of wisdom; for Moses 
had laid his bands upon him: and the 
children of Israel hearkened unto him, 
and did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

10 ^ And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like unto Moses, whom 
the Lord knew face to face, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders, 
which the Lord sent him to do in the 
land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to all 
his servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and 
in all the great terror which Moses 
shewed in the sight of all Israel. 
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THE BOOK OF JOSHUA. 


CHAPTER I. 

N OW after the death of Moses the 
servant of the Lord it came to 
pass, that the Loud spake unto Joshua 
the son of Nun, Moses^ minister, saying, 

2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 
thou, and all this people, unto the land 
which I do give to them , even to the 
children of Israel. 

3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I given 
unto you, as I said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this Le- 
banon even unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates, all the land of the 
Hittites, and unto the great sea toward 
the going down of the sun, shall he 
your coast. 

ft There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life: as I wus with Moses, so I 
will be with thee: I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

0 lie strong and of a good courage: 
for unto this people shalt thou divide 
for an inheritance the land, which I 
swarc unto their fathers to give thenu 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all the law , which 
Moses my servant commanded thee: 
turn not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt me- 
ditate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
sl\alt make thy way prosperous, and 
then thou shalt have good success. 

U Have not I commanded theeV lie 
strong and of a good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for 
the Lord thy God is 'with thee whither- 
soever thou goest. 

10 f Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare you 
victuals; for within three days ye shall 
pass over this Jordan, to go in to pos- 
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sess the land, which the Lobd your 
God giveth you to possess it 

12 ^ And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which Moses 
the servant of the Lord commanded 
you, saying, The Lord your God hath 
given you rest, and hath given you 
this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this sido 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren armed, all the mighty men of 
valour, and help them. 

15 Until the Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the land 
which the Lord your God giveth them: 
then ye shall return unto the land^ of 
your possession, and enjoy it, which 
Moses the Lord s servant gave you on 
this side Jordan toward the sunrising. 

16 H And they answered Joshua, say- 
ing, All that thou commandest us we 
will do, and whithersoever thou sendest 
us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken 
unto thee: only the Lord thy God be 
with thee, as he was with Moses. 

18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all that 
thou commandest him, he shall be put 
to death: only be strong and of a good 
courage. 


CHAPTER II. 

A ND Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even .Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Kahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jericho, 
saying, Behold, there came men in 
hither to night of the children of Is- 
rael to search out the country. 

3 And the king of Jericho sent unto 
Kahab, saying, Bring forth the men 
that are come to thee, which are en- 
tered into thine house: for they be 
come to search out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There 
came men unto me, but I wist not 
whence they were: 

5 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was 
dark, that the men went out: whither 
the men went, I wot not: pursue after 
them quickly; for ye shall overtake 
them. 

6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she had 
laid in order upon the roof. 
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7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords: and 
as soon as they which pursued after 
them were gone out, they shut the gate. 

8 f And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I know 
that the Loan hath given you the land, 
and that your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of the land 
faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Loan 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of the 
Amorites, that were on the other side 
Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye ut- 
terly destroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, nei- 
ther did there remain any more cou- 
rage in any man, because of you: for 
the Lord your God, he is God in hea- 
ven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the Loro, since I have 
shewed you kindness, that ye will also 
shew kindness unto my father’s house, 
and give me a true token: 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives from death. 

14 And the men answered her. Our 
life for your’s, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be , when the 
Lord hath given us the land, that we 
will deal kindly and truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a cord 
through the window : for her house 
mas upon the town wall, and she dwelt 
upon the wall. 

lf> And she said unto them, Get you 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers meet 
you; and hide yourselves there three 
days, until the pursuers be returned: 
and afterward may ye go your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of scarlet 
thread in the window which thou didst 
let us down by: and thou shalt bring 
thy father, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren, and all thy father’s household, 
home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood shall be upon 
his head, and we will be guiltless: and 
whosoever shall be with thee in the 
house , his blood shall be on our head, 
if any hand be upon him. 
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20 And if thou utter this our business, 
then we will be quit of thine oath which 
thou hast made us to swear. 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it And she sent 
them away, and they departed: and she 
hound the scarlet line in the window. 

22 And they went, and came unto the 
mountain, and abode there three days, 
until the pursuers were returned: and 
the pursuers sought them throughout 
all the way, but found them not 

23 f So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and pass- 
ed over, and came to Joshua the son 
of Nun, and told him all things that 
befell them : 

24 And thev said unto Joshua, Truly 
the Lord hath delivered into our hands 
all the land; for even all the inhabitants 
of the country do faint because of us. 


CHAPTER III. 

A N D Joshua rose early in the morn- 
ing; and they removed from Shit- 
tim, and came to Jordan, he and all 
the children of Israel, and lodged there 
before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after three days, 
that the officers went through the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the Loan your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it. 

4 Vet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
by measure: come not near unto it, that 
ye may know the way by which ye 
must go: for ye have not passed this 
way heretofore. 

f) And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for tomorrow the 
Loud will do wonders among you. 

f> And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying, Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And they took up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and went before the people. 

7 If And the Loud said unto Joshua, 
This day will 1 begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they may 
know that, as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the priests 
that bear the ark of the covenant, say- 
ing. When ye are come to the brink 
of the water of Jordan, ye shall stand 
still in Jordan. 

9 ^ And Joshua said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the Lord your God. 
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10 And Joshua said. Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive out 
from before you the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Qivites, and the 
rerizzites, and the Girgashites, and 
the Amorites, and the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord of all the earth passeth over 
before you into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel , out ol' 
every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as the soles of the feet of the priests 
that bear the ark of the Lord, the Lord 
of all the eurth, shall rest in the waters 
of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan 
shall be cut off from the waters that 
come down from above; and they shall 
stand upon an heap. 

14 5 And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over Jordan, and the priests bear- 
ing the ark of the covenant before the 
people ; 

15 And as they that bare the ark were 
come unto Jordan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the ark were dipped 
in the brim of the water, (for Jordan 
overfloweth all his banks all the time 
of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came down 
from above stood and rose up upon an 
heap very far from the city Adam, that 
is beside Zaretan : and those that came 
down toward the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: 
and the people passed over right against 
Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Loan stood firm 
on dry ground in the midst of Jordan, 
and all the Israelites passed over on 
dry ground , until all the people were 
passed clean over Jordan. 


CHAPTER IV. 

A ND it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over 
Jordan, that the Lord spake unto Jo- 
shua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, 
and ye shall carry them over with you, 
and leave them in the lodging place 
where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve men, 
whom he had prepared of the children 
of Israel, out of every tribe a man : 

5 And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the Lord your 
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God into the midst of Jordan, and take 
you up every man of you a stone upon 
his shoulder, according unto the number 
of the tribes of the children of Israel: 

6 That this may be a sign among you, 
that when your children ask their fa- 
thers in time to come, saying, Wnat 
mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off be- 
fore the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord; when it passed over Jordan, the 
waters of Jordan were cut off: and these 
stones shall be for a memorial unto the 
children of Israel for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel did so 
as Joshua commanded, and took up 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jor- 
dan, as*the Loud spake unto Joshua, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, and carried 
them over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them down 
there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 

10 For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was linished that the Lord 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the 
people, according to all that Moses 
commanded Joshua; and the people 
hasted and passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 
the ark of the Lord passed over, and 
the priests, in the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Keuben, and 
the children of Gad, and half the tribe 
of Manasseh, passed over armed before 
the children of Israel, as Moses spake 
unto them: 

19 About forty thousand prepared for 
war passed over before the Lord unto 
battle, to the plains of Jericho. 

14 f On that day the Lord magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel: and 
they feared him, as they feared Moses, 
all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

1G Command the priests that bear the 
ark of the testimony, that they come 
up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded the 
priests, saying, Come ye up out of 
Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, that the waters of Jordan 
returned unto their place, and flowed 
over all his banks , as they did before. 

19 ? And the people came up out of 
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Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in the 
east border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your children 
shall ask their fathers in time to come, 
saying, What mean these stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 

23 For the Lord your God dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before you, 
until ye were passed over, as the Lord 
your God did to the lied sea, which he 
dried up from before us, until we were 
gone over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, that 
it is mighty : that ye might fear the 
Loud your God for ever. 


CHATTER V. 


A M 11 it came to pass, A\hcn all the 
kings of the Amorites, which mere 
on the side of Jordan westward, and all 
the kings of the Gnnnanites, which were 
by the sea, heard that the Lord had 
dried up the waters of Jordan from 
before the children of Israel, until we 
were passed over, that their heart 
melted, neither was there; spirit in them 
any more, because of the children of 
Israel. 

2 5 At that time the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of Israel 
at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the cause why Joshua 
did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of Avar, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they came 
out of Egypt. 

b Mow all the people that came out 
were circumcised: but all the people 
that were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
them they had not circumcised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consumed, 
because they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord: unto whom the Lord aware 
that he would not shew them the land, 
which the Lord sware unto their fa- 
thers that he would give us, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 
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7 And their children, ia/iowi he raised 
up in their stead, them Joshua circum- 
cised: for they were uncircumcised, be- 
cause they had not circumcised them 
by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that tliev abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

i) And the Loud said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away the re- 
proach of Kgypt from oft* you. Where- 
fore the name of the place is called 
Uilgal unto this day. 

10 1 And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the puss- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jericho. 

11 And they did eat of the old corn 
of the land on the morrow after the 
passoverj unleavened cakes, and parch- 
ed coi'n in the selfsame day. 

12 1 And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had the 
children of Israel manna any more; but 
they did eat of the fruit of the land of 
Canaan that year. 

18 If And it came to pass, when .Jo- 
shua was bv Jericho, that lie lifted up 
his eves and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand: and Jo- 
shua went unto him, and said unto 
him, Art thou lbr us, or for our adver- 
saries? 

14 Ami he said, May; but as captain 
of the host of the Loro am I now come. 
And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, 
and did worship, and said unto him, 
What saith my lord unto his servant? 

If) And the captain of the Loro’s host 
said unto Joshua, Loose thv shoe from 
off thy foot; for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy. And Joshua did so. 


CHAPTER VI. 

N OW Jericho was straitly shut up 
because of the children of Israel: 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And the Loro said unto Joshua, 
Nee, I have given into thine hand Je- 
richo, and the king thereof, and the 
mighty men of valour. 

8 And ye. shall compass the city, all 
ye men of war, and go round about 
the city once. Thus slialt thou do six 
days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear before 
the ark seven trumpets of rams’ horns: 
and the seventh day ye shall compass 
the city seven times, and the priests 
shall blow with the trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with the 
rani’s horn, and when ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, all the people 
shall shout with a great shout; and the

wall of the city shall fall down flat, 
and the people shall ascend up every 
man straight before him. 

6 t And Joshua the son of Nun called 
the priests, and said unto them, Take 
up the ark of the covenant, and let 
seven priests bear seven trumpets of 
rams’ horns before the ark of the Loan. 

7 And he said unto the people , Pass 
on, and compass the city, and let him 
that is armed pass on before the ark of 
the Loan. 

8 ? And it came to pass, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the people, that the 
seven priests bearing the seven trum- 
pets or rams’ horns passed on before 
the Lord, and blew with the trumpets: 
and the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord followed them. 

9 ^ And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trumpets, 
and the rereward came after the ark, 
the priests going on, and blowing with 
the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make anv noise with your voice, nei- 
ther shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid you 
shout; then shall ye shout 

11 So the ark of the Loud compassed 
the city, going about it once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged in the 
camp. 

12 ^ And Joshua rose earlv in the 
morning, and the priests took up the 
ark of the Loud. 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the ark 
of the Lord went on continually, and 
blew with the trumpets: and the armed 
men went before them : but the rereward 
came after the ark of the Lord, the, 
priests going on, and blowing with the 
trumpets. 

14 And the second day they compassed 
the city once, and returned into the 
camp: so they did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early about the 
dawning of the day, an<l compassed 
the city after the same manner seven 
times: only on that day they compassed 
the city seven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, Joshua said unto the people, 
Shout; for the Lord hath given you the 
city. 

17 t And the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
Lord: only ltahab the harlot shall live, 
she and all that are with her in the 
house, because she hid the messengers 
that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep yourselves 
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from the accursed thins, lest ye make 
yourselves accursed, when ye take of 
the accursed thing, and make the camp 
of Israel a curse, and trouble it. 

19 But air the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the Lord: they shall come 
into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, and the peo- 
ple shouted with a great shout, that 
the wall fell down flat, so that the peo- 
ple went up into the city, every man 
straight before him, and they took the 
city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the two 
men that had spied out the country, 
Go into the harlot’s house, and bring 
out thence the woman, and all that 
she hath, as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were spies 
went in, and brought out Rahab, and 
her father, and her mother, and her 
brethren, and all that she had; and 
they brought out all her kindred, and 
left them without the camp of Israel 

24 And they burnt the city w ith fire, 
and all that was therein: only the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the Lorp. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot 
alive, and her father’s household, and 
all that she had; and she dwelleth in 
Isniel even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Joshua sent 
to spy out Jericho. 

2d t And Joshua adjured them at that 
time, saying, Cursed be the man before 
the Lord, that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho: lie shall lay the 
foundation thereof in his firstborn, and 
in his youngest son shall he set up the 
gates of it. 

27 So the Lord was with Joshua; and 
his fame was noised throughout all the 
country. 


CHAPTER VII. 

B UT the children of Israel committed 
a trespass in the accursed thing: 
for A chan, the son of Carmi, the son 
of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the tribe 
of Judah, took of the accursed thing: 
and the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against the children of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jericho 
to Ai, which is beside Beth-aven, on the 
east side of Beth-el, and spake unto 
them, saying, Go up and view the 
country. And the men went up and 
viewed Ai. 
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8 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three thou- 
sand men go up and smite Ai; and 
make not all the people to labour thi- 
ther; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men : and 
they tied before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they 
chased them from before the gate even 
unto Shebarim, and smote them in the 
going down: wherefore the hearts of the 
people melted, and became as water. 

6 ^ And Joshua rent his clothes, and 
fell to the eartli upon his face before 
the ark of the Loro until the eventide, 
he and the elders of Israel, and put 
dust upon their heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord (loo, 
wherefore hast thou at all brought this 
people over Jordan, to deliver us into 
the hand of the Amorites, to destroy 
us? w r ould to God we had been content, 
and dwelt on the other side Jordan! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, 'when Is- 
rael turnetli their backs before their 
enemies! 

‘J For the Canaanites and all the in- 
habitants of the land shall hear of it,, 
and shall environ us round, and cut 
off our name from the earth: and wdiat, 
wilt thou do unto thy great name? 

10 ! And the Loro said unto Joshua, 
Get thee up; wherefore liest thou thus 
upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have even 
taken of the accursed thing, and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, and 
they have put it even among their own 
stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to morrow: 
for thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
There is an accursed thing in the midst 
of thee, () Israel: thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies ? until ye take 
away the accursed thing from among 
you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe which 
the Lord taketh shall come accord- 
ing to the families thereof; and the 
family which the Loro shall take shall 
come by households; and the household 
which the Loro shall take shall come 
man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is taken 
with the accursed thing shall be burnt 
with fire, he and all that he hath: be- 
cause he hath transgressed the cove- 
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nant of the Lord, and because he hath 
wrought folly in Israel. 

1C ! So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken: 

17 And he brought the family of Judah; 
and he took the family of the Zarhites: 
and he brought the family of the Zar- 
hites man by man; and Zabdi was 
taken: 

18 And he brought his household man 
by man; and Aehan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, was taken. 

H) And Joshua said unto Aehan, My 
son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Loud (iod of Israel, and make confes- 
sion unlo him; and tell me now what 
thou hast done; hide it not from me. 

20 And Aehan answered Joshua, and 
said, Indeed I have sinned against the 
liOim (iod of Israel, and thus and thus 
have 1 done: 

21 When I saw among the spoils n 
goodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then 1 
coveted them, and took them ; and, be- 
hold, they are hid in the earth in the 
midst of my tent, and the silver under it. 

22 U So Joshua sent messengers, and 
they ran unto the tent; and, behold, 
it was hid in his tent, and the silver 
under it. 

22 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all the children 
of Israel, and laid them out before the 
l.o m>. 

2d And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Aehan the son of Zerah, and 
the silver, and the garment, and the 
wedge of gold, and his sons, and his 
daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, 
and his sheep, and his tent, ami all 
that he had: and they brought them 
unto the valley of Aclior. 

25 And Joshua said, Why hast thou 
troubled usV the Loan shall trouble 
thee this day. And all Israel stoned 
him with stones, and burned them with 
lire, after they had stoned them with 
stones. 

20 And they raised over him a great 
heap of stones unto this day. So the 
Lord turned from the fierceness of his 
anger. Wherefore the name of that 
place was called, The valley of Aehor, 
unto this day. , 


CHAPTKK VIII. 

D the Loud said unto Joshua, 
Fear not, neither be thou dismay- 
ed: take all the people of war with 
thee, and arise, go up to Ai: see, I 
have given into thy hand the king of 
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Ai, and his people, and his city, and 
his land: 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jericho and 
her king: only the spoil thereof, and 
the cattle thereof, shall ye take for a 
prey unto yourselves: lay thee an am- 
bush for the city behind it. 

B ^ So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai: 
and Joshua chose out thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them 
away hv night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city: go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready ; 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me. will approach unto the city: 
and it snail come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us) 
till we have drawn them from the city ; 
for they will say. They flee before us, 
as at the first: therefore we will fiee 
before them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and seize upon tne city: for 
the Lord your God will deliver it into 
your hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the Lord shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 

9 f Joshua therefore sent them forth: 
and they went to lie in ambush, and 
abode between Beth-el and Ai, on the 
west side of Ai: but Joshua lodged that 
night among the people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of Is- 
rael, before the people to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the people 
of war that were with him, went up, 
and drew nigh, and came before the 
city, and Ditched on the north side of 
Ai: now there was a valley between 
them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the people, 
even all the host that was on the north 
of the city, and their liers in wait on 
the west of the city, Joshua went that 
night into the midst of the valley. 

14 H And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw it, that they hasted and 
rose up early, and the men of the city 
went out against Israel to battle, he 
and all his people, at a time appointed, 
before the plain ) but he wist not that 
there were liers in ambush against him 
behind the city. 

15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilderness. 

16 And all the people that were in Ai 
were called together to pursue after 
them: and they pursued after Joshua, 
and were drawn away from the city.

JOSHUA, VHL 


17 And there was not a man left in Ai 
or Bath-el, that went not out after Is- 
rael : and they left the city open , and 
pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai: for I will give it into 
thine hand. And Joshua stretched out 
the spear that he had in his hand to- 
ward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly out 
of their place, and they ran as soon as 
lie had stretched out his hand: and 
they entered into the city, and took it, 
and hasted and set the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up to 
heaven, and they had no power to flee 
this way or that way: and the people 
tlmt flea to the wilderness turned back 
upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush laid taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, and 
slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in the 
midst of Israel, some on this side, and 
some on that side: and they smote 
them, so that they let none of them 
remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai they took alive, 
and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Israel 
bad made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the held, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re- 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell that 
day, botli of men and women, were 
twelve thousand, even all the men of Ai. 

2G For Joshua drew not his hand back, 
wherewith he stretched out the spear, 
until he had utterly destroyed all the 
inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the word 
of the Lord which lie commanded Jo- 
shua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai , and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desolation 
unto this day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged on 
a tree until eventide: and as soon as 
the sun was down, Joshua commanded 
that they should take his carcase down 
from the tree, and cast it at the enter- 
ing of the gate of the city, and raise 
thereon a great heap of stones , that 
remaineth unto this day. 

30 f Then Joshua built an altar unto 
the Lord God of Israel in mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the Lord 
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commanded the children of Israel, as 
it is written in the book of the law of 
Moses, an altar of whole stones, over 
which no man hath lift up any iron: 
and they offered thereon burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lord , and sacrificed 
peace offerings. 

32 T And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law or Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of the 
children of Israel. 

38 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood on 
this side the ark and on that side be- 
fore the priests the Levites, which bare 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
as well the stranger, as he that was 
born among them; half of them over 
against mount (Jerizim, and half of 
them over against mount Ebal; as Mo- 
ses the servant of the Lord had com- 
manded before, that they should bless 
the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua read 
not before all the congregation of Is- 
rael, with the women, anil the little 
ones, and the strangers that were con- 
versant among them. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A N 1) it, came to pass , when all the 
kings which mere on this side .Ior- 
dan, in the hills, and in the valleys, 
and in all the coasts of the great sea 
over against Lebanon, the- Hittite, and 
the Amoritej the Canuanite, the Periz- 
zite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, heard 
thereof; 

2 That they gathered themselves to- 

f ether, to fight with Joshua and with 
srael, with one accord. 

3 H And when the inhabitants of (ii- 
beon heard what Joshua had done unto 
Jericho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and went and 
made as if they had been ambassadors, 
and took old sacks upon their asses, 
and wine bottles, old, and rent, and 
bound up; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon them; 
and all the bread of their provision 
was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto the 
camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, 
and to the men of Israel, We be come 
from a far country: now therefore make 
ye a league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said unto 
the Ilivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall wo make a 
league with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We are 
thy servants. And Joshua said unto 
them, Who are ye 7 and from whence 
come yeV 

9 And they said unto him From a 
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very far country thy servants are come 
because of the name of the Loan thy 
God: for we have heard the fame of 
him, and all that he did in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that wwe be- 
yond Jordan, to JSihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
? ms at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to us, 
saying, l ake victuals with you for the 
journey, and go to meet them, and 
say unto them, We are your servants: 
therefore now make ye a league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for our 
provision out of our houses on the 
day we came forth to go unto you; 
hut now, behold, it is dry, and it is 
mouldy: 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, they 
be rent: and these our garments and 
our shoes are become old by reason of 
the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their victuals, 
and asked not counsel at the mouth of 
the Loan. 

15 And Joshua made peace with them, 
and made a league with them, to let 
them live: and the princes of the con- 
gregation sware unto them. 

Ifi H And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard that 
they were their neighbours, and that 
they dwelt, among them. 

17 And the children of Israel journeyed, 
and came unto their cities on the third 
day. Now their cities were Gibeon, and 
('uphirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjath- 
jearim. 

IX And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them by 
the Lord God of Israel. And all the 
congregation murmured against the 
princes. 

lfi But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn unto 
them by the Lord God of Israel: now 
therefore we may not touch them. 

20 This we will do to them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be upon 
us, because of the oath which we sware 
unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let them be hewers 
of wood and drawers of water unto 
all the congregation ; as the princes 
had promised them. 

22 1 And Joshua called for them, and 
he spake unto them, saying, Wherefore 
have ye beguiled us, saying, We are 
very far from you; when ye dwell 
among us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house of 
my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
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said. Because it was certainly told thy 
servants, how that the Lord thy God 
commanded his servant Moses to give 
you all the land, and to destroy all the 
inhabitants of the land from before you, 
therefore we were sore afraid of our 
lives because of you, and have done 
this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in thine 
hand: as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do unto us, do. 

• 26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
them not 

27 And Joshua made them that day* 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the Loan, even unto this day, in the 
place which he should choose. 


CHAPTER X. 

N OW it came to pass, when Adoni- 
zedec king of Jerusalem had heard 
how Joshua had taken Ai, and had 
utterly destroyed it; as he had done 
to Jericho and her king, so he had 
done to Ai and her king; and how the 
inhabitants of Gibeon had made peace 
with Israel, and were among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedec king of Je- 
rusalem*sent unto Iloham king of He- 
bron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, 
and unto Japhia king of Lachish, and 
unto Debir king of Eglon, saying, 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it hath 
made peace with Joshua and with the 
children of Israel. 

6 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, and went 
up, they and all their hosts, and en- 
camped before Gibeon, and made war 
against it 

6 And the men of Gibeon sent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us: for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, 
and all the people of war with him, 
and all the mighty men of valour. 

8 f And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Fear them not: for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not 
a man of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
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suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all 
night 

10 And the Lord discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth up to 
Beth-horon. and smote them to Azekah, 
and unto Makkedah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that the 
Lord cast down great stones from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and 
thev died: they were more which died 
witn hailstones than they whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword. 

12 1 Then spake Joshua to the Loan 
in the day when the Lord delivered 
up the Amorites before the children of 
Israel, and he said in the sight of Is- 
rael, Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; 
and thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon. 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their ene- 
mies. Is not this written in the book 
of Jasher? So the sun stood still in the 
midst of heaven, and hasted not to go 
down about a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: 
for the Loud fought for Israel 

15 If And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 

10 But these five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah. 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cave 
at Makkedah. 

18 And Joshua said, Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set 
men by it for to keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost 
of them; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the Lord your God 
hath delivered them into your hand. 

20 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that 
the rest which remained of them entered 
into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace : 
none moved his tongue against any of 
the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the mouth 
of the cave, and bring out those five 
kings unto me out of the cave. 

23 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the 
cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king 
of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the 
king of Lachish, and the king of Egloa. 
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24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the necks 
of them. 

25 And Joshua said unto them, Fear 
not, nor be dismayed, be strong and 
of good courage: for thus shall the 
Lord do to all your enemies against 
whom ye fight 

26 And afterward Joshua smote them, 
and slew them, and hanged them on 
five trees : and they were hanging upon 
the trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that Jo- 
shua commanded, and they took them 
down off the trees, and cast them into 
the cave wherein they had been hid, 
and laid great stones in the cave's 
mouth, which remain until this very day. 

28 ^ And that day Joshua took Mak- 
kedah, and smote it with the edge of 
the sword, and the king thereof he 
utterly destroyed, them, and all the 
souls that wei'e therein; he let none 
remain: and he did to the king of Mak- 
kedah as he did unto the king of 
Jericho. 

29 Then Joshua passed from Mak- 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah: 

30 And the Loan delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in itj but did unto the king thereof as 
he did unto the king of Jericho. 

31 ^ And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel with him, unto Lachish, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 

82 And the Loud delivered Lachish 
into the hand of Israel, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein, according to all that 
he had done to Libnalu 

33 H Then Horam king of Gezer came 
up to help Lachish; and Joshua smote 
him and nis people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

34 T And from Lachish Joshua passed 
unto Eglon , and all Israel with him ; 
and they encamped against it, and 
fought against it : 

35 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein he 
utterly destroyed that day, according 
to all that he had done to Lachish. 
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86 And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it: 

87 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities thereof, 
and all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining, according to all 
that he had done to Eglon; out de- 
stroyed it utterly, and all the souls 
that were therein. 

88 t And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it: 

89 And he took it, and the king there- 
of, and all the cities thereof; and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword , and utterly destroyed all the 
souls that were therein; he left none 
remaining: as he had done to Hebron, 
so he did to Debir, and to the king 
thereof; as he had done also to Libnah, 
and to her king. 

40 f So Joshua smote all the coun- 
try of the hills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and all 
their kings: he left none remaining, 
but utterly destroyed all that breathed, 
as the Lord God of Israel commanded. 

41 And Joshua smote them from Ka- 
desli-barnea even unto Gaza, and all 
the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. 

42 And all these kings and their land 
did Joshua take at one time, because 
the Loan God of Israel fought for Israel. 

43 And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 


CHAPTER XI. 

A ND it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
Madon, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of Chinueroth, and in the 
valley, and in the borders of Dor on 
the west, 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and to the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Jebusite in the mountains, and to 
the Ilivite under Hermon iu the land 
of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that is upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and 
chariots very many. 
f> And when all these kings were met 
together, they came and pitched to- 
gether at the waters of Merom, to fight 
against Israel 

6 t And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them: for to 
morrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel: thou 
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dhalt houph their horses, and hum 
their chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the people 
of war with him, against them by the 
waters of Merohi suddenly; and they 
fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them into 
the hand of Israel, who smote them, 
and chased them unto great Zidon, 
and unto Misrephoth-maim, and unto 
the valley of Mizpeh eastward: and 
they smote them, until they left them 
none remaining. 

9 And Joshua did unto them as the 
Lord bade him : he houghed their hor- 
ses, and burnt their chariots with tire. 

10 % And Joshua at that time turned 
back, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword: for Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those 
kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls that 
were therein with the edge of the sword, 
utterly destroying them : there was not 
any left to breathe: and he burnt Ha- 
zor with fire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them , did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and he utterly destroyed 
them, as Moses the servant of the L<»ki> 
commanded. 

13 But as for)' the cities that stood still 
in their strength, Israel burned none 
of them, save Hazor only; that did 
Joshua burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the cattle , the children of Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves ; but 
every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 

15 1 As the Lord commanded Moses 
his servant, so did Moses command 
Joshua , and so did Joshua; he left 
nothing undone of all that the Loud 
commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land , the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and the valley, 
and the plain, and the mountain of 
Israel, and the valley of the same; 

17 Even from the mount Ilalak, that 
goeth up to Seir. even unto Baal gad 
in the valley of Lebanon under mount 
Hertnon: and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 

18 Joshua made war a long time with 
all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, save 
the Hivites tho inhabitants of Gibeon: 
all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to harden 
their hearts, that they should come 
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against Israel in battle, that he might 
destroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he 
might destroy them, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

21 If And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakims from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from A nab, and from all the mountains 
of Judah, and from all the mountains 
of Israel: Joshua destroyed them utterly 
with their citietf. 

22 There was none of the Anakims 
left in the land of the children of Is- 
rael: only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. 

23 So Joshua took the whole land, 
according to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes. And 
the land rested from war. 


CHAPTER XIL 

N OW these are the kings of the land, 
which the children of Israel smote, 
and possessed their land on the other 
side Jordan toward the rising of the 
sun, from the river Arnon unto mount 
Ilcrmon, and all the plain on the east: 
2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt iii Ileshbon,u/id ruled from Aroer, 
which is upon the bank of the river 
Arnon, and from the middle of the 
river, and from half Gilead, even unto 
the river Jabbok, which is the border 
of the children of Ammon; 

3 And from the plain to the sea of 
Chinneroth on the east, and unto the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea on 
the east, the way to Beth-jeshimoth; 
and from the south, under Ashdoth- 
pisgah : 

d H And the coast of Og king of 
Bash an , which nms of the remnant of 
the giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth and 
at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hormon, and 
in Saleah, and in all Bashan. unto the 
border of the Geshurites and tneMaach- 
athites, and half Gilead, the border 
of Sihon king of Ileshbon. 

G Them did Moses the servant of the 
Lord and the children of Israel smite: 
and Moses the servant of the Lord 
gave it foi' a possession unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh. 

7 1 And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the children 
of Israel smote on this side Jordan on 
the west, from Baal-gad in the valley 
of Lebanon even unto the mount Halak, 
that goetli up to Seir: which Joshua 
gave unto the tribes of Israel for a pos- 
session according to their divisions; 

8 In the mountains, and in the valleys, 
and in the plains , and in the springs, 
and in the wilderness, and in the south 
country; the Hittites, the Amorites, and 
the Canaanites, the Perizzites, the Hi- 
vites, and the Jebusites: 
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9 5 The king of Jericho, one; the king 
of Ai, which is beside Beth-el, one; 

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; the 
king of Hebron, one; 

11 The king of Jarmuth, one ; the king 
of Lachish, one; 

12 The king of Eglon, one; the king 
of Gezer, one; 

IB The king of Debir, one; the king 
of Geder, one; 

14 The king of Honnah, one; the king 
of Arad, one; 

15 The king of Libnah, one; the king 
of Adullam, one; 

16 The king of Makkedah, one; the 
king of Beth-el, one; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one; the king 
of Heplier, one; 

IB The king of Aphek, one; the king 
of Lasharon, one; 

19 The king of Madon, one; the king 
of Hazor, one ; 

29 The king of Shimron-meron, one; 
the king of Achshaph, one ; 

21 The king of Taanach, one; the king 
of Megiddo, one; 

22 The king of Kedesh, one; the king 
of Jokneam of Carmel, one; 
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28 The king of Dor in the coast of 
Dor, one; the king of the nations of 
Gilgal, one; 

24 The king of Tirzah, one: all the 
kings thirty and one. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


N OW Joshua was old and stricken 
in years; and the Loan said unto 
him, Thou art old and stricken in years, 
and there remaineth yet very much 
land to be possessed. 

2 This is the land tfiat vet remaineth : 
all the borders of the Philistines, and 
all Geshuri, 

3 From Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron north- 
ward, which is counted to the Canaanite : 
five lords of the Philistines; the Gazath- 
ites, and the Ashdothites, the Eshka- 
lonites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites; 
also the Avites: 

4 From the south, all the land of the 
Canaanites, and Mearah that is beside 
the Sidonians , unto Aphek , to the 
borders of the Amorites : 

5 And the land of the Gibiites, and 
all Lebanon, toward the sunrising, from 
Baal-gad under mount Hermon unto 
the entering into Hamath. 

G All the inhabitants of the hill coun- 
try from Lebanon unto Misrephoth- 
maim, and all the Sidonians, them will 
I drive out from before the children of 
Israel: only divide thou it by lot unto 
the Israelites for an inheritance , as I 
have commanded thee. 

7 Now therefore divide this land for 
an inheritance unto the nine tribes, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 

8 With whom the Reubonites and the 
Gaditeshavc received their inheritance, 
which Moses gave them, beyond Jordan 
eastward, even as Moses the seivant of 
the Lord gave them; 
i) From Aroer, that is upon the bank 
of the river Arnon, and the city that 
is in the midst of the river, and all the 
plain of Medeba unto Dibon; 

10 And all the cities of Silion king of 
the Amorites, which reigned in Hesh- 
bou, unto the border of the children of 
Ammon; 

11 And Gilead, and the border of the 
Geshurites and Maachathites. and all 
mount Ilermon, and all Basnan unto 
Salcah ; 

12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashtaroth and in 
Edrei, who remained of the remnant 
of the giants: for these did Moses smite, 
and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of Israel 
expelled not the Geshurites, nor the 
Maachathites: but the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites dwell among the Is- 
raelites until this day. 
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14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none inheritance; the sacrifices 
of the Lord God of Israel made by fire 
are their inheritance, as he said unto 
them. 

15 If And Moses cave unto the tribe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their famiyes. 

16 And their coast was from Aroer, 
that is on the bank of the river Arnon, 
and the city that is in the midst of the 
river, and all the plain by Medeba; 

17 Heshbon, and all her cities that 
are in the plain; Dibon, and Bamoth- 
baal, and Beth-baal-meon, 

18 And Jahaza, and Kedemoth, and 
Mephaath, 

19 And Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and 
Zareth-shahar in the mount of the 
valley, 

20 And Beth-peor, and Ashdoth- 
pisgah, and Beth-jcshimoth, 

21 And all the cities of the plain, and 
all the kingdom of Nihon king of the 
Amorites, which reigned in Ileshbon, 
whom Moses smote with the princes 
of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, 
and flur, and Reba, which were .dukes 
of Nihon, dwelling in the country. 

22 t Balaam also the son of Boor, the 
soothsajyer, did the children of Israel 
slay with the sword among them that 
were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children of 
Reuben was Jordan, and the border 
thereof. This was the inheritance of the 
children of Reuben after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the tribe of Gad, even unto the chil- 
dren of Gad according to their families. 

25 And their coast was Jazer, and all 
the cities of Gilead, and half the land 
of the children of Ammon, unto Aroer 
that is before linbbah; 

26 And from Ileshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpeh, and Betonim; and from Maha- 
naim unto the border of Debir; 

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, and 
Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, 
the rest of the kingdom of Nihon king 
of Heshbon, Jordan and his border, 
even unto tbe edge of the sea of Chin- 
nereth on the other side Jordan east- 
ward. 

28 This is the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Gad after their families, the 
Cities, and their villages. 

29 H And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the half tribe of Manasseh: and this 
was the possession of the half tribe of 
the children of Manasseh by their fa- 
milies. 

30 And their coast was from Maha- 
naim : all Bashan, all the kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, and all the towns 
of Jair, which are in Bashan, three- 
score cities : 

31 And half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan, were pertaining unto the 
children of Machir the son of Manas- 
seh, even to the one half of the children 
of Machir by their families. 

32 These are the countries which Moses 
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did distribute for inheritance in the 
plains of Moab, on the other side Jor- 
dan, by Jericho, eastward. 

83 But unto the tribe of Levi Hoses 
gave not any inheritance: the Lord 
God of Israel teas their inheritance, as 
he said unto them. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A ND these are the countries which 
the children of Israel inherited in 
the land of Canaan, which Eleazar the 
priest, and Joshua the son of Nun, aud 
the heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, distributed for 
inheritance to them. 

2 By lot was their inheritance, as the 
Loan commanded by the hand of Mo- 
ses, for the nine tribes, and for the 
half tribe. 

3 For Moses had given the inheritance 
of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other side Jordan: but unto the Le~ 
vites he ga^c none inheritance among 
them. 

4 For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manassoh and Ephraim: 
therefore they gave no part unto the 
Levites in the land, save cities to dwell 
in, with their suburbs for their cattle 
and for their substance. 

f> As the Lord commanded Moses, so 
the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

0 If Then the children of Judah came 
unto Joshua in (Jilgal: and Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh the Kcnezite said 
unto him , Thou k nowest the thing 
that the Loan said unto Moses the 
man of God concerning me and thee 
in Kadesh-barnea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Moses 
the servant of the Loro sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to espy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as it 
was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that went 
up with me made the heart of the peo- 
ple molt: but I wholly followed the 
Loan my God. 

1) And Moses sware on that day, say- 
ing, Surely the land whereon thy feet 
have trodden shall be thine inheritance, 
and thy children’s for ever, because 
thou hast wholly followed the Lord my 
(iod. 

10 And now, behold, the Lord hath 
kept me alive, as he said, these forty 
and five years, even since the Loan 
snake this word unto Moses, while the 
children of Israel wandered in the wil- 
derness: and now, lo, I am this day 
fourscore and five years old. 

11 As yet I am as strong this day as 
J was in the day that Moses sent me: 
as my strength was then, even so is 
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my strength now, for war, both to go 
out, and to come in. 

12 Now therefore give me this moun- 
tain, whereof the Lord spake in that 
day; for thou heardest in that day how 
tiie Anakims were there, and that the 
cities itere great and fenced: if so be 
the Lord wul be with me, then I shall 
be able to drive them out, as the Lord 
said. 

13 And Joshua blessed him, and gave 
unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh He- 
bron for an inheritance. 

14 Hebron therefore became the in- 
heritance of Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh the Kenezite unto this day, because 
that he wholly followed the Lord God 
of IsraeL 

15 And the name of Hebron before 
was Kirjath-arba ; which Arba was a 
great man among the Anakims. And 
the land had rest from war, 


CHAPTER XV. 


nUllS then was the lot of the tribe 
-A of the children of Judah by their 
families: even to the border ot Edom 
the wilderness of Zin southward was 
the uttermost part of the south coast, 

2 And their south border was from 
the shore of the salt sea, from the bay 
that looketh southward: 

3 And it went out to the south side 
to Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along 
to Zin, and ascended up on the south 
side unto Kadesh-barnea, and passed 
along to Hezron, and went up to Adar, 
and fetched a compass to Karkaa: 

4 From thence it passed toward Aztnon, 
and went out unto the river of Egypt; 
and the goings out of that coast were 
at the sea: this shall be your south 
coast 

5 And the east border was the salt 
sea, even unto the end of Jordan. And 
their border in the north quarter was 
from the bay of the sea at the utter- 
most part of Jordan: 

6 And the border went up to Beth- 
hogla, and passed along by the north 
of Beth-arabah; and the border went 
up to the stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuben: 

7 And the border went up toward 
I)ebir from the valley of Achor, and 
so northward, looking toward Gilgal, 
that is before the going up to Adum- 
mim, which is on the south side of the 
river: and the border passed toward 
the waters of En-shemesh, and the 
goings out thereof were at En-rogel: 

8 And the border went up by the 
valley of the son of Hinnom unto the 
south side of the Jebusite; the same 
is Jerusalem: and the border went up 
to the top of the mountain that lieth 
before the valley of Hinnom westward, 
which is at the end of the valley of the 
giants northward: 

3 And the border was drawn from the 
top of the hill unto the fountain of the 
water of Nephtoah, and went out to 
the cities of mount Ephron; and the 
border was drawn to Baalah, which is 
Kirjath-jearim :

XO And the border compassed from 
Baalah westward unto mount Seir, and 
passed along unto the side of mount 
Jearim, which is Chesalon, on the north 
side, and went down to Beth-shemesh, 
and passed on to Timnah: 

11 And the border went out unto the 
side of Ekron northward : and the border 
was drawn to Shicron, and passed along 
to mount Baalah, and went out unto 
Jabneel; and the goings out of the 
border were at the sea. 

12 And the west border was to the 
great sea, and the coast thereof. This 
is the coast of the children of Judah 
round about according to their families. 

IB f And unto Caleb the son of Je- 
phunneh he gave a part among the 
children of Judah, according to the 
commandment of the Lord to Joshua, 
even the city of Arba the father of 
Anak, which city is Ilebron. 

14 And Caleb drove thence the three 
sons of Anak, Sheshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmai, the children of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the in- 
habitants of Debir: and the name of 
l)ebir before was Kirjath-sepher. 

16 t And Caleb said, He that srniteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wile. 

17 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
the brother of Caleb, took it: and he 
gave him Achsah Ills daughter to wife. 

18 And it came to pass, as she came 
unto him, that she moved him to ask 
of her father a field: and she lighted 
off her ass: and Caleb said unto her, 
What wouldest thou? 

ID Who answered, Give me a blessing; 
for thou hast given me a south land; 
give me also springs of water. And lie 
gave her the upper springs, and the 
nether springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Judah according to 
their families. 

21 And the uttermost cities of the 
tribe of the children of Judah toward 
the coast of Edom southward were 
Kubzeel, and Eder, and Jagur, 

22 And Kinah, and Diinonab, and 
Adadah, 

23 And Kedesli, and Hazor, andlthmm, 

24 Ziph, and Telcm, and Bealotli, 

25 And Hazor, lladattah, and Kerioth, 
and llczron, which is Hazor, 

26 Amam, and Sliema, and Moladah, 

27 And llazar-gaddah, and Heshmon, 
and Beth-polet, 

28 And Hazar-shuul, and Beer-sheba, 
and Bizjothjah, 

20 Baalah, and Iim, and Azem, 

BO And Eltolad, and Chesil, and Hor- 
mah, 

31 And Ziklag, and Madmannah, and 
Sansannali, 

32 And Lebaotli, and Shilhim, and Ain, 
and Rimmon, all the cities are twenty 
and nine, With their villages: 

33 And in the valley, Eshtaol, and 
Zoreah, and Asnnh, 

34 And Zanoah, and En-gannim, Tap- 
puali, and Enara, 

35 Jarmuth, and Adullam, Socoh, and 
Azekah,

43 And Jiphtah, and Ashnah, and 
Nezib, 

44 And Keilah, and Achzib, and 
Mareshah; nine cities with their vil- 
lages: 

4f) Ekron, with her towns and her 
villages : 

46 From Ekron even unto the sea, 
all that lay near Aslulod, with their 
villages : 

47 Ashdod with her towns and her 
villages, Gaza with her towns and her 
villages, unto the river of Egypt, and 
the great sea, and the border thereof: 

48 ^ And in the mountains, Shamir, 
and Jattir, and Soeoh, 

49 And Dannali, and Kirjath-sannah, 
which is Debir, 

50 And Anab, and Kshtemoh, and 
Anim, 

51 And Goshen, and Holon, and Giloh ; 
eleven cities with their villages: 

52 Arab, and Dumah, and Eshean, 

53 And Janum, and Beth-tappuah, and 
Aphekah, 

54 And Humtali, and Kirjath-arba, 
which is Hebron, and Zior; nine cities 
with their villages: 

55 Maon, Carmel, and Zinh, and .1 uttah, 

56 And Jezreel, and Jokdeam, and 
Zanoah, 

57 Cain, Gibeah , and Timnah; ten 
cities with their villages: 

58 Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor. 

59 And Maarath, and Beth-anotn, and 
Eltekon; six cities with their villages: 

60 Kirjath-baal , which is Kirjath- 
jearim, and ltabbah; two cities with 
their villages: 

61 In the wilderness, Beth- arabali, 
Middin, and Sec.aeah, 

62 And Nibshan, and the city of Salt, 
and En-gedi; six cities with their vil- 
lages. 

63 If As for the Jebusitcs the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, the children of 
Judah could not drive them out: but 
the Jebusites dwell with the children 
of Judah at Jerusalem unto this day. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

A ND the lot of the children of Jo- 
seph fell from Jordan by Jericho, 
unto tne water of Jericho on the east, 
to the wilderness that goeth up from 
Jericho throughout mount Beth-el, 

2 And goeth out from Beth-el to Luz^ 
and passeth along unto the borders ot 
Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
coast of Japhleti, unto the coast of 
Beth-horon the nether, and to Gezer: 
and the goings out thereof are at the 
sea. 
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4 So the children of Joseph, Manas seh 
and Ephraim, took their inheritance. 

5 ^ And the border of the children 
of Ephraim according to their families 
was thus: even the border of their in- 
heritance on the east side was Ataroth- 
addar, unto Beth-horon the upper; 

G And the border went out toward 
the sea to Michmethah on the north 
side: and the border went about east- 
ward unto Taanath-shiloh, and passed 
by it on the east to Janohah; 

7 And it went down from Janohah to 
Ataroth, and to Naarath, and came to 
Jericho, and went out at Jordan. 

8 The border went out from Tappuah 
westward unto the river Kanah; and 
the goings out thereof were at the sea. 
This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Ephraim by their fa- 
milies. 

0 And the separate cities for the chil- 
dren of Ephraim were among the in- 
heritance of the children of Manasseh, 
all the cities with their villages. 

10 And they drave not out the Ca- 
li aanites that dwelt in Gezer: but the 
Canaanites dwell among the Epliraim- 
ites unto this day, and serve under 
tribute. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

rpHERE was also a lot for the tribe 
X of Manasseh : for he was the first- 
born of Joseph; to wit , for Machir the 
firstborn of Manasseh, the father of 
Gilead: because he was a man of war, 
therefore he had Gilead and Basham 

2 There was also a lot for the rest of 
the children of Manasseh by their fa- 
milies; for the children of Abiezer, and 
for the children of Helek, and for the 
children of Asriel, and for the children 
of Sliechem, and for the children of 
Ilepher, and for the children of She- 
mida: these were the male children of 
Manasseh the son of Joseph by their 
families. 

3 1 ButZelophehad, the son of Hepher, 
the son of Gilead, the son of Machir, 
the son of Manasseh, had no sons, but 
daughters: and these are the names 
of his daughters, Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hoglah, Mileah, and Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before Eleazar 
the priest, and before Joshua the son 
of Nun, and before the princes, saying, 
The Loan commanded Moses to give 
us an inheritance among our brethren. 
Therefore according to the command- 
ment of the Loan he gave them an in- 
heritance among the brethren of their 
father. 

5 And there fell ton portions to Ma- 
nassch, beside the land of Gilead and 
Bashan, which ivere on the other side 
Jordan ; 

G Because the daughters of Manasseh 
had an inheritance among his sons: and 
the rest of Manasseh’s sons had the 
land of Gilead. 

7 ! And the coast of Manasseh was 
from Asher to Michmethah, that lieih 
before Shecliem; and the border went 
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along on the Fight hand unto the in- 
habitants of En-tappuah. 

8 $fow Manasseh had the land of Tap- 
puah: but Tappuah on the border of 
Man ass eh belonged to the children of 
Ephraim ; 

9 And the coast descended unto the 
river Kanah, southward of the river: 
these cities of Ephraim are among the 
cities of Manasseh: the coast of Ma- 
nasseh also was on the north side of 
the river, and the outgoings of it were 
at the sea: 

10 Southward it was Ephraim’s, and 
northward it was Manasseli’s, and the 
sea is his border; and they met to- 
gether in Asher on the north, and in 
Issachar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh had in Issachar and 
in Asher Beth-shean and her towns, 
and Ibleam and her towns, and the in- 
habitants of Dor and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of En-dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Taanaeh 
and her towns, and the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns , even three 
countries. 

12 Yet the children of Manasseh could 
not drive out the inhabitants of those 
cities; but the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. 

13 Yet it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel were waxen strong, 
that they put the Canaanites to tribute; 
but did not utterly drive them out. 

14 And the children of Joseph spake 
unto Joshua, saying, Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great people, 
forasmuch as the Loud hath blessed me 
hitherto? 

15 And Joshua answered them, If thou 
be a great people, then get thee up to 
the wood country, and cut down for 
thyself there in the land of the Periz- 
zites and of the giants, if mount 
Ephraim be too narrow for thee. 

16 And the children of Joseph said. 
The hill is not enough for us: and all 
the Canaanites that dwell in the land 
of the valley have chariots of iron, both 
they who are of Beth-shean and her 
towns, and they who are of the valley 
of JezreeL 

17 And Joshua spake unto the house 
of Joseph, even to Ephraim and to Ma- 
nasseh, saying, Thou art a great people, 
and hast great power: thou shalt not 
have one lot only: 

18 But the mountain shall be thine; 
for it is a wood, and thou shalt cut it 
down: and the outgoings of it shall be 
thine: for thou shalt drive out the Ca- 
naanites. though they have iron cha- 
riots, and though they be strong. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

A N D the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel assembled to- 
gether at Shiloh, and set up the taber- 
nacle of the congregation there. And 
the land was subdued before them. 

2 And there remained among the chil- 
dren of Israel seven tribes, which had 
not yet received their inheritance.

JOSHUA, xvm. 


8 And Joahua said unto the children 
of Israel, How long are ye slack to go 
to possess the land, which the Lord 
Goa of your fathers hath given you? 

4 Give out from among you three 
men for each tribe: and I will send 
them, and they shall rise, gnd go 
through the land, and describe it ac- 
cording to the inheritance of them; 
and they shall come again to me, 

5 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts: Judah shall abide in their coast 
on the south, and the house of Joseph 
shall abide in their coasts on the north. 

6 Ye shall therefore describe the land 
into seven parts, and bring the descrip- 
tion hither to me, that I may cast lots 
for you here before the Lord our God. 

7 But the Levites have no part among 
you ; for the priesthood of the Lord is 
their inheritance: and Gad, and Reu- 
ben , and half the tribe of Manasseh, 
have “received their inheritance beyond 
Jordan on the east, which Moses the 
servant of the Lord gave them. 

8 t And the men arose, and went 
away: and Joshua charged them that 
went to describe the land, saying, Go 
and walk through the land, and de- 
scribe it, and come again to me, that 
I may here cast lots for you before 
the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed 
through the land, and described it by 
cities into seven parts in a book, and 
came again to Joshua to the host at 
Shiloh. 

10 1 And Joshua cast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord: and there 
Joshua divided the land unto the chil- 
dren of Israel according to their divi- 
sions. 

11 ! And the lot of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin came up accord- 
ing to their families: and the coast of 
their lot came forth between the chil- 
dren of Judah and the children of Jo- 
seph. 

12 And their border on the north side 
wa9 from Jordan; and the border 
went up to the side of Jericho on the 
north side, and went up through the 
mountains westward; and the goings 
out thereof were at the wilderness of 
Beth-aven. 

13 And the border went over from 
thence toward Luz, to the side of Luz, 
which is Beth-el, southward; and the 
border descended to Ataroth-adar ; near 
the hill that lieth on the south side of 
the nether Beth-horon. 

14 And the border was drawn thence, 
and compassed the corner of the sea 
southward, from the hill that lieth be- 
fore Beth-horon southward;' and the 
goings out thereof were at Kirjath-baal, 
which is Kirjath-learim, a city of the 
children of Judah: this was the west 
quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from 
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the end of Kirjath-jearim , and the 
border went out on the west, and went 
Out to the well of waters of Nephtoah: 

16 And the border came down to the 
end of the mountain that lieth before 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
which is in the valley of the giants on 
the north, and descended to the valley 
of Hinnom, to the side of Jebusi on 
the south, and descended to En-rogel, 

17 And was drawn from the north, 
and went forth to En-shemesh, and 
went forth toward Geliloth, which is 
over against the going up of Adummim, 
and descended to the stone of Bohan 
the son of Reuben, 

18 And passed along toward the side 
over against Arabah northward, and 
went down unto Arabah: 

19 And the border passed along to 
the side of Beth-hoglah northward: and 
the outgoings of the border were at the 
north bay of the salt sea at the south 
end of Jordan: this was the south coast 

20 And Jordan was the border of it 
on the east side. This was the inheri- 
tance of the children of Benjamin , by 
the coasts thereof round about, accord- 
ing to their families. 

21 Now the cities of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin according to their 
families were Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, 
and the valley of Keziz, 

22 And Beth-arabah, and Zemaraim, 
and Beth-el, 

23 And A vim, and Parah, and Ophrah, 

24 And Chephar-haammonai, and 
Ophni, and Gaba; twelve cities with 
their villages: 

25 Gibeon, and Ram ah. and Beeroth, 

26 And Mizpeh, and Cliephirah, and 
Mozah, 

27 And Rekem, and Irpeel, and 
Taraluh, 

28 And Zelali, Klepli, and Jebusi ; which 
is Jerusalem, Gibeath 1 and Kirjath; 
fourteen cities with their villages. This 
is the inheritance of the children of 
Benjamin according to their families. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND the second lot came forth to 
Simeon, even for the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families: and their inheritance was 
within the inheritance of the children 
of Judah. 

2 And they had in their inheritance 
Beer-sheba, and Sheba, and Moladah, 
3 And Hazar-sliual, and Balah, and 
Azem, 

4 AndEltolad, and Bethuland Ilormah, 
5 And Ziklag, and Beth-marcaboth, 
and Hazar-susah, 

6 And Beth-lebaoth , and Sliarulien; 
thirteen cities and their villages: 

7 Aiiij Remmon, and Ether, and Aslian; 
four cities and their villages: 

8 And all the villages that were round 
about these cities to Baalath-bcer, Ba- 
math of the south. This is the inheri- 
tance of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon according to their families. 
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9 Out of the portion of the children 
of Judah was the inheritance of the 
children of Simeon : for the part of the 
children of Judah was too much for 
them: therefore the children of Simeon 
had their inheritance within the in- 
heritance of them. 

10 1 And the third lot came up for 
the children of Zebulun according to 
their families: and the border of their 
inheritance was unto Sarid: 

11 And their border went up toward 
the sea. and Maralah, and reached to 
Dabbasneth, and reached to the river 
that is before Jokneam: 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward 
toward the sunrising unto the border 
of Chi sloth-tabor, and then goeth out 
to Daberath, and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thence nasseth on along 
on the east to (iittah-hepher to Ittah- 
kazin, and goeth out to Remmon-me- 
thoar to Neah; 

14 And the border compasseth it on 
the north .side to Hannatnon: and the 
outgoings thereof are in the valley of 
Jiphthah-el: 

lf> And Kattath, and Naliallal, and 
Shimron, and Idalah, and Iieth-lehem; 
twelve cities with their villages. 

1G This is the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Zebulun according to their fa- 
milies, these cities with their villages. 

17 1 And the fourth lot came out to 
Issachar, for the children of Issachar 
according to their families. 

18 And their border was toward Jez- 
reel, and Chesulloth, and Shunem, 

19 And llaphraim, and Shihon, and 
Anaharath, 

20 And liabbith, and Kishion, and 
Abez, 

21 And Kenneth, and En-gannim, and 
En-haddah, and Beth-pazzez; 

22 And the coast reaeheth to Tabor, 
and Shahazimah, and Beth-shemesh ; 
and the outgoings of their border were 
at Jordan: sixteen cities with their 
villages. 

2B This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Issachar according 
to their families, the cities and their 
villages. 

24 t And the fifth lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Asher ac- 
cording to their families, 

2f> And their border was Helkath, and 
Hull, and Beten, and Achshaph, 

2G And Alaminclecli, and Amad, and 
Misheal; and reaeheth to Carmel west- 
ward, and to Shihor-libnath; 

27 And turneth toward the sunrising 
to Beth-dagon, and reaeheth to Zebulun, 
and to the valley of Jiphthah-el toward 
the north side of Beth-emek, and Neiel, 
and goeth out to Cabul on the left 
hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and Ham- 
mon, and Kanah, even unto great Zidon; 

29 And then the coast turneth to Ra- 
mah, and to the strong city Tyre ; and 
the epast turneth to Hosah; and the 
outgoings thereof are at the sea from 
the coast to Achzib : 

80 Ummah also, and Aphek, and Re- 
liob: twenty and two citieB with their 
villages. 

31 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Asher according to 
their families, these cities with their 
villages. 
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32 T The sixth lot came out to the 
children of Naphtali, even for the chil- 
dren of Naphtali according to their fa- 
milies. 

33 And their coast was from Heleph, 
from Allon to Zaanannim, and Adami, 
Nekeb, and.Jabneel, unto Lakum; and 
the outgoings thereof were at Jordan: 

34 And then the coast turneth west- 
ward to Aznoth-tabor, and goeth out 
from thence to Hukkok, and reacheth 
to Zebulun on the south side, and 
reacheth to Asher on the west side, 
and to Judah upon Jordan toward the 
sunrising. 

35 And the fenced cities are Ziddim, 
Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, and t’hin- 
nereth, 

36 And Adamah, and Ramah, and 
Razor, 

37 And Kedesh, and Edrei, and En- 
hazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, Rorem, 
and Beth-anath, and Bcth-shemesh; 
nineteen cities with their villages. 

39 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Naphtali according 
to their families, the cities and their 
villages. 

40 f And the seventh lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Dan accord- 
ing to their families. 

41 And the coast of their inheritance 
was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and lr-shemesh, 

42 And Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, and 
Jethlah, 

43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, and 
Ekron, 

44 And Rltekeh, and Gibbethon, and 
Baalath, 

45 And Jehud, and Bene-berak, and 
Gath-rimmon, 

46 And Me-jarkon, and Rakkon, with 
the border before Japho. 

47 And the coast of the children of 
Dan went out too little for them : there- 
fore the children of Dan went up to 
fight against Leshem, and took it, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and possessed it, and dwelt therein, 
and called Leshem, Dan, after the name 
of Dan their father. 

4H This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Dan according to 
their families, these cities with their 
villages. 

49 f When they had made an end of 
dividing the land for inheritance by 
their coasts, the children of Israel gave 
an inheritance to Joshua the son of 
Nun among them: 

50 According to the word of the Loan 
they gave him the city which he asked, 
even Timnath-serah in mount Ephraim: 
and he built the city, and dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun, and the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel, 
divided for an inheritance by lot in 
Shiloh before the Loan, at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. So 
they made an end of dividing the 
country. 


CHAPTER XX. 

I ^HE Lord also spake unto Joshua, 
. Baying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, say- 
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ing, Appoint out for you cities of re- 
fuge. whereof I spake unto you by the 
hand of Moses: 

!I That the slayer that killeth any 

S erson unawares and unwittingly may 
ee thither: and they shall be your 
refuge from the avenger of blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of those cities shall stand at the 
entering of the gate of the city, and 
shall declare his cause in the ears of 
the elders of that city, they shall take 
him into the city unto them, and give 
him a place, that he may dwell among 
them. 

5 And if the avenger of blood pursue 
after him, then they shall not deliver 
the slayer up into his hand; because 
he smote his neighbour unwittingly, 
and hated him not beforetime. 

0 And he shall dwell in that city, 
until he stand before the congregation 
for judgment, >and until the death of 
the high priest that shall be in those 
days : then shall the slayer return, and 
come unto his own city, and unto his 
own house, unto the city from whence 
he fled. 

7 11 And they appointed Kedesh in 
Galilee in mount ISaphtali, and She- 
chem in mount Kphraim, and Kirjath- 
arba, which is llebron, in the mountain 
of Judah. 

8 And on the other side Jordan by 
Jericho eastward, they assigned Bezer 
in the wilderness upon the plain out 
of the tribe of Keuben, and Ramoth in 
Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and 
Golan in Bashun out of the tribe of 
Manassch. 

9 These were the cities appointed for 
all the children of Israel, and for the 
stranger that sujourneth among them, 
that whosoever killeth any person at 
unawares might flee thither, and not 
die by the hand of the avenger of 
blood, until he stood before the con- 
gregation. 


CHAPTER XXL 

ri^HEN came near the heads of the 
JL fathers of the Levites unto Eleazar 
the priest, and unto Joshua the son of 
.Nun, and unto the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel; 

2 And they spake unto them at Shi- 
loh in the land of Canaan, saying, The 
Lord commanded by the hand of Mo- 
ses to give us cities to dwell in, with 
the suburbs thereof for our cattle. 

8 And the children of Israel gave unto 
the Levites out of their inheritance, at 
the commandment of the Lord, these 
cities and their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the fa- 
milies of the Kohathites: and the chil- 
dren of Aaron the priest, which were 
of the Levites, had by lot out of the 
tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe of 
Simeon, and out of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, thirteen cities. 
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5 And the rest of the children of Ko- 
hath had by lot out of the families of 
the tribe of Ephraim, and out of the 
tribe of Dan, and out of the half tribe 
of ManaBseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of the families of the tribe 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, and out of the half tribe of Ma> 
nasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

7 The children of Merari by their fa- 
milies had out of the tribe of Reuben, 
and out of the tribe of Gad. and out 
of the tribe of Zebulun , twelve cities. 

8 And the children of Israel pave by 
lot unto the Levites these cities with 
their suburbs, as the Lord commanded 
by the hand of Moses. 

9 If And they pave out of the tribe 
of the children of Judah, and out of 
the tribe of the children of Simeon, 
these cities which are here mentioned 
by name, 

10 Which the children of Aaron, being 
of the families of the Kolmthites, who 
were of the children of Levi, had: for 
theirs was the first lot. 

11 And they gave them the city of 
Arba the father of Anak, which at)/ is 
Hebron, in the hill country of Judah, 
with the suburbs thereof round about it. 

12 But the fields of' the city, and the 
villages thereof, gave they to Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh for his possession. 

13 % Thus they gave to the children 
of Aaron the priest Ilebron with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Libnah with her suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Kshtemoa with her suburbs, 

15 And Holon with her suburbs, and 
Debir with her suburbs, 

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs; nine cities 
out of those two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with 
her suburbs, 

18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

20 ! And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites which remained 
of the children of Kohath, even they 
had the cities of their lot out of the 
tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Sheehem with 
her suburbs in mount Ephraim, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Gezer with her suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 
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and Beth-horon with her suburbs ; four 
cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, Kite- 
keh with her suburbs, Uibbethon with 
her suburbs, 

24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gnth- 
riiumon with her suburbs; four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, and 
Gath-rimmon with her suburbs; two 
cities. 

26 All the cities wwe ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the children 
of Kohath that remained. 

27 t And unto the children of Ger- 
shon, of the families of the Levites, 
out of the other half tribe of Manasseh 
the // gave Golan in Bashan with her 
suburbs, to he a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Beesh-terah with her sub- 
urbs; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of lssachar, 
Kishou with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs, 

23 .Jarmuth with her suburbs, En-gan- 
nim witJi her suburbs; four cities. 

30 Ami out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Helkath with her suburbs, and 
Heliob with her suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, 
Kedcsh in Galilee with her suburbs, to 
he a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
TTammoth-dor with her suburbs, and 
lvartan with her suburbs; three cities. 

33 All the cities of the Gershonites 
according to their families were thirteen 
cities with their suburbs. 

3-1 And unto the families of the chil- 
dren of Merari, the rest ol' the Levites, 
out of the tribe of Zebuluu, Jokneam 
with her suburbs, and Kartah Avitli her 
suburbs, 

35 Dinmah with her suburbs, Malialal 
with her suburbs; four cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and 
JVIephaath with her suburbs; four cities. 

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ra- 
1110 th in Gilead with her suburbs, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Mahanaim with her surburbs, 

39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs; lour citieB in all. 
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40 So all the cities for the children of 
Merari by their families, which were 
remaining of the families of the Levites, 
were by their lot twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Levites within 
the possession of the children of Israel 
were forty and eight cities with their 
suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them: thus 
were all these cities. 

43 ^ And the Loan gave unto Israel 
all the land which he sware to give 
unto their fathers; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the Loan gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers: and there stood 
not a man of all their enemies before 
them; the Loao delivered all their ene- 
mies into their hand 

45 There failed not ought of any good 
thing which the Lord had spoken unto 
the house of Israel; all came to pass. 


CHAPTER XXJ1. 


nPIIEN Joshua called the Ileubenites, 
X and the Gadites, and the half tribe 
of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them, Ye have kept 
all that Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded you, and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I commanded you: 

3 Ye have not left your brethren these 
many days unto this day, but have 
kept the charge of the commandment 
of the Lord your God. 

4 And now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethreu, as he 
promised them: therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the laud of your possession, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord gave 
you on the other side Jordan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord charged 
you, to love the Lord your God, and 
to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and to cleave unto 
him, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away: and they went unto their 
tents. 

7 *1 Now to the one half of the tribe 
of Manasseh Moses had given posses- 
sion in Bashan : but unto the other half 
thereof gave Joshua among their bre- 
thren on this side Jordan westward. 
And when Joshua sent them away 
also unto their tents, then he blessed 
them, 

8 And he spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with brass, 
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and with iron, and with very much 
raiment: divide the spoil of your ene- 
mies with your brethren. 

9 If And the children of lleuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh returned, and departed 
from the children of Israel out of Shiloh, 
which is in the land of Canaan, to go 
unto the country of Gilead, to the land 
of their, possession, whereof they were 
possessed, according to the word of 
the Loan by the hand of MoseB. 

10 t And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the land 
of Canaan, the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh built there an altar by 
Jordan, a great altar to see to. 

11 f And the children of Israel heard 
say, Behold, the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh have built an altar 
over against the land of Canaan, in the 
borders of Jordan, at the passage of 
the children of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of it, the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel gathered them- 
selves together at Shiloh, to go up to 
war against them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the half 
tribe of Manasseh, into the land of 
Gilead, Rhinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of each 
chief house a prince throughout all the 
tribes of Israel; and each one was an 
head of the house of their fathers 
among the thousands of Israel. 

15 If And they came unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the half tribe, of Manasseh, unto 
the land of Gilead, and they spake 
with them, saying, 

10 Thus saith the whole congregation 
of the Lord, What trespass is this that 
ye have committed against the God of 
Israel ? to turn away this day from 
following the Lord, in that ye have 
budded you an altar, that ye might 
rebel this day against the Loan? 

17 Is the iniquity of Peor too little 
for us, from which we are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was a 
plague in the congregation of the Lord, 

18 But that ye must turn away this 
diiv from following the Lord? and it 
will be, seeing ye rebel to day against 
the Lord, that to morrow he will be 
wroth with the whole congregation of 
Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your 
possession be unclean, then pass ye over 
unto the land of the possession of the 
Lord, wherein the Lord’s tabernacle 
dwelleth, and take possession among 
us: but rebel not against the Lord, nor 
rebel against us, in building you an 
altar beside the altar of the Lord our 
God. 

‘20 Did not A chan the boh of Zerah 
commit a trespass in the accursed thing, 
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and wrath fell on all the congregation 
of Israel? and that man perished not 
alone in his iniquity. 

21 1 Then the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh answered, and said unto 
the heads • of the thousands of Israel, 

22 The Lord God of gods, the Lord 
God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel 
he shall know; if it be in rebellion, or 
if in transgression against the Lord, 
(save us not this day,) 

28 That we have built us an altar to 
turn from following the Lord, or if to 
offer thereon burnt offering or meat 
offering, or if to offer peace offerings 
thereon, let the Lord himself require it; 

24 And if we have not rather done it 
for fear of this thing, saying. In time 
to come your children might speak 
unto our children, saying, What have 
ye to do with the Lord God of Israel t 

25 For the Lord hath made Jordan a 
border between us and you, ye children 
of Reuben and children of Gad; ye have 
no part in the Lord: so shall your chil- 
dren make our children cease from 
fearing the Lord. 

26 Therefore we suid, Let us now 

E repare to build us an altar, not for 
urnt offering, nor for sacrifice: 

27 But that it may be a witness be- 
tween us, and you, and our generations 
after us, that we might do the service 
of the Lord before him with our burnt 
offerings, and with our sacrifices, and 
with our peace offerings; that your 
children may not say to our children 
in time to come, Ye have no part in 
the Lord. 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall be, 
when they should so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that 
we may say again , Behold the pattern 
of the altar of the Lord, which our fa- 
thers made, not for burnt offerings, nor 
for sacrifices; but it is a witness be- 
tween us aud you. 

29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lord , and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to build an 
altar for burnt offerings, for meat offer- 
ings, or for sacrifices, beside the altar 
of the Lord our God that is before his 
tabernacle. 

80 7 And when Phinelms the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel 
which were with him, heard the words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Manasseh spake, it pleased them. 

81 And Phinelias the son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, This 
day we perceive that the Lord is among 
us, because ye have not committed this 
trespass against the Lord: now ve have 
delivered the children of Israel out of 
the hand of the Lord. 

82 f And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
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the priest, and the princes, returned 
from the children of Reuben, and from 
the children of Gad, out of the land of 
Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, to the 
children of Israel , and brought them 
word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the children 
of Israel; and the children of Israel 
blessed God, and did not intend to go 
up against them in battle, to destroy 
the land wherein the children of Reu- 
ben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad called the altar 
Kcl: for it shall he a witness between 
us that the Lord is God. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

A X D it came to pass a long time 
after that the Loan had given rest 
unto Israel from all their enemies round 
about, that Joshua waxed old and 
stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for all Israel, and 
for their elders, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their of- 
ficers, and said unto them, I am old 
and stricken in age; 

3 And ye have seen all that the Loan 
your God hath done unto all these 
nations because of you; for the Loan 
your God is he that hath fought for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to be 
an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the nations that I have 
cut off, even unto the great sea west- 
ward. 

5 And the Loan your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as the Loan 
your God hath promised unto you. 

6 Be ye therefore very courageous to 
keep and to do all that is written in 
the book of the law of Moses, that ye 
turn not aside therefrom to the right 
hand or to the left; 

7 That yc come not among these 
nations, these that remain among you; 
.neither make mention of the name of 
their gods, nor cause to swear by them , 
neither serve them, nor bow yourselves 
unto them: 

8 But cleave unto the Lord your 
God , as ye have done unto this day. 

1) For the Loan hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong: 
but as for you, no man hath been able 
to stand before you unto this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lord your God, he 
it is that fighteth for you , as he hath 
promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto your- 
selves, that yc love the Lord your God. 

12 Else if yc do in any wise go back, 
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and cleave unto the remnant of these 
nations, even these that remain among 
you, and shall make marriages with 
them, and go in unto them, and they 
to you: 

IB Know for a certainty that the Loan 
your God will no more drive out any 
of these nations from before you; but 
they shall be snares and traps unto 
you, and scourges in your sides, and 
thorns in your eyes, until ye perish 
from off this good land which the Loan 
your God hath given you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am going 
the way of all the earth: and ye know 
in all your hearts and in all your souls, 
that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Loan your 
God spake concerning you; all are come 
to pass unto you, ami not one thing 
hath failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come upon 
you, which the Lord your God pro- 
mised you; so shall the Loro bring 
upon you all evil things, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good land 
which the Lord your God hath given 
you. 

1G When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God, which 
he commanded you, and have gone and 
served other gods , and bowed your- 
selves to them; then shall the anger of 
the Lord be kindled against you, and ye 
shall perish quickly from off the good 
land which he hath given unto you. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A ND .Joshua gathered all the tribes 
of Israel to Shechem, and called 
for the elders of Israel, and for their 
heads, and for their .judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented them- 
selves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the people. 
Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, Your 
fathers dwelt on the other side of the 
flood in old time, even Terah, the father 
of Abraham, and the father of Nachor: 
and they served other gods. 

3 And I took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the flood, and 
led him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and 
Esau: and 1 gave unto Esau mount 
Seir. to possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Moses also and Aaron, and I 
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plagued Egypt, according to that whicli 

I did among them: and afterward I 
brought you out 

6 And I brought your fathers out of ' 
Egypt: and ye came unto the sea; 
and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Ked sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the Loao, 
lie put darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, and brought the sea upon 
them , and covered them ; and your 
eyes have seen what I have done in 
Egypt: and ye dwelt in the wilderness 
a long season. 

X And I brought you into the land of 
the Amorites, whicli dwelt on the other 
side Jordan; and they fought with you: 
and I gave them into your hand, that 
ye might possess their land; and I 
destroyed them from before you. 

1) Then Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab, arose and warred against Is- 
rael, and sent and ealled Balaam the 
son of Beor to curse you: 

10 But 1 would not hearken unto 
Balaam; therefore he blessed you still: 
so 1 delivered you out of his hand. 

II And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho: and the men of Je- 
richo fought against you, the Amorites, 
and the Berizzites, and the (Janaanites. 
and the Ilittites, and the Girgashites, 
the Ilivites, and the Jebusites; and 1 
delivered them into your hand. 

B2 And l sent the hornet before you, 
which drove them out from before you, 
prett the two kings of the Amorites; but 
not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 

i:t And 1 have given you a land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and oliveyards 
whicli ye ppntod not do ye eat. 

1-1 H Now therefore fear the Loan, and 
serve him in sincerity and in truth: 
and put away the gods which your 
fathers served on the other side of the 
Hood, and in Egypt; and serve ye the 
Emm. 

lh And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the Loan, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; whether the gods 
which your lathers served that wei'e 
on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord. 

U> And the people answered and said, 
God forbid that we should forsake the 
Lord, to serve other gods; 

17 For the Lord our God, he it is that 
brought us up and our fathers out of 
the land of Egypt, from the house of 
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bondage, and which did those great 
signs in our sight, and preserved us in 
all the way wherein we went, and 
among all the people through whom 
we passed: 

18 And the Lord drave out from be- 
fore us all the people, even the Amor- 
ites which dwelt in the land: therefore 
will we also serve the Loan; for he is 
our God. 

19 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye cannot serve the Loan: for he is an 
holy God; he is a jealous God; he will 
not forgive your transgressions nor 
your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Loan, and serve 
strange gods, then he will turn and do 

? r ou hurt, and consume you, after that 
le hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay; but we will serve the Lotto. 

22 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye are witnesses against yourselves 
that ye have chosen you the Lotto, to 
serve him. And they said, We are wit- 
nesses. 

23 Now therefore put away, said he , 
the strange gods which are among you, 
and incline your heart unto the Loan 
God of Israel. 

24. And the people said unto Joshua, 
The Lotto our God will we serve, and 
his voice will wo obey. 

25 So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a 
statute and tin ordinance in Shechem. 

26 t And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of the law of God, and 
took a great stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that was by the sanc- 
tuary of the Loan. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the people. 
Behold, this stone shall be a witness 
unto us; for it hath heard all the words 
of the Loan which lie spake unto us: 
it shall be therefore a witness unto 
you, lest ye deny your God. 

28 So Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 1 And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, being an 
hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in Timnutli - scrah, 
which is in mount Ephraim , on the 
north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel served the Lord all the 
days of Joshua, and all the days ol the 
elders that overlived Joshua, and which 
had known all the works of the Lord, 
that he had done for Israel. 
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32 t And the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in 
a parcel of ground which Jacob bought 
of the sons of Ilamor the father of 
Shechem for an hundred pieces of 
silver: and it became the inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. 

33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron died; 
and they buried him in a hill that per- 
tained to lMiinehas his son, which was 
given him in mount Ephraim. 
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THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 


CHAPTER I. 


N OW after the death of Joshua it 
came to pass, that the children of 
Israel asked the Lord, saving, Who' 
shall go up for us against the Canaan- 
ites first, to fight against^them? 

2 And the Lord said, Judah shall go 
up: behold, I have delivered the land 
into his hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight against the Canaan- 
ites; and I likewise will go with thee 
into thy lot. So Simeon went with him. 

4 And Judah went up; and the Lord 
delivered the Canaanites and the Periz- 
zites into their hand: and they slew of 
them in ilezek ten thousand men. 

5 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Ilezek: and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Canaanites and the 
Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek tied; and they 
pursued after him , and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said. Threescore 
and ten kings, having tneir thumbs 
and their great toes cut off, gathered 
their meat under my table: as I have 
done, so God hath requited me. And 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
there he died. 

H Now the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had taken 
it, and smitten it with the edge of the 
sword, and set the city on lire. 

‘J f And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against the 
Canaanites, that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the valley. 

10 And Judah went against the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Hebron: (now 
the name of Hebron before was Kirjath- 
arba:) and they slew Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And from thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir: and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher : 

12 And Caleb said. He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
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Caleb’s younger brother t took it: and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field: and she lighted 
from oft* her ass; and Caleb said unto 
her, What wilt thou? 

15 And she said unto him. Give me 
a blessing: for thou hast given me a 
south land: give me also springs of 
water. And Caleb gave her the upper 
springs and the nether springs. 

16 Tf And the children of the Kenite, 
Moses’ father in law, went up out of 
the city of palm trees witli the childreu 
of Judah into the wilderness of Judah, 
which lieth in the south of Arad; and 
they went and dwelt among the people. 

17 And Judah went with Simeon his 
brother, and they slew the Canaanite9 
that inhabited Zephath, and utterly 
destroyed it And the name of the city 
was called llormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
coast thereof, and Askalon with the 
coast thereof, and Ekron with the coast 
thereof. 

lit And the Lord was with Judah; 
and he drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could not drive out the 
inhabitants of the valley, because they 
had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, 
as Moses said: and lie expelled thence 
the three sons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Iienjamin did 
not. drive out the Jebusites that inha- 
bited Jerusalem; but the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Benjamin in 
Jerusalem unto this day. 

22 1 And the house of Joseph, they 
also went up against Beth-el: and the 
Lord urns with them. 

2J And the house of Joseph sent to 
descry Beth-el. (Now the name of the 
city before was Luz. ) 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, the 
entrance into the city, and we will 
shew thee mercy. 

25 And when lie shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword; but 
they let go the man and all his family. 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Jlittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz: which 
ts the name thereof unto this day. 

27 1 Neither did Manasseh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean and her 
towns, nor laanaeh and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of lbleam 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns: but the Ca- 
naanites would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, wdien Israel 
was strong, that they put the Canaan- 
ites to tribute, and did not utterly 
drive them out. 

2D 1 Neither did Ephraim drive out 
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the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. 

:10 1 Neither did Zebulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor the inha- 
bitants of Nahalol; but the Canaanites 
dwelt among them, and became tribu- 
taries. 

31 If Neither did Asher drive out the 
inhabitants of Accbo, nor the inhabi- 
tants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab ? nor of 
Achzib, nor of Helbali , nor ot Aphik, 
nor of Kehob: 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land: 
for they did not drive them out. 

33 Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 
the inhabitants of lleth-anath ; but he 
dwelt among the Canaanites, the inha- 
bitants of the land: nevertheless the 
inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and of 
Beth-anath became tributaries unto 
them. 

31 And the Amorites forced the chil- 
dren of Dan into the mountain: for 
they would not suffer them to come 
down to the valley: 

35 But the Amorites would dwell in 
mount Hcres in Aijalon, and in ►Sliaal- 
bim; yet the hand of the house of .Jo- 
seph prevailed, so that they became 
tributaries. 

3(5 And the coast of the Amorites was 
from the going up to Akrabbim, from 
the rock, and upward. 


CHAPTER 11. 

A ND an angel of the Lord came up 
from Gilgal to Bochim, and said, I 
made you to go up out of Egypt, and 
have brought you unto the land which 
I sware unto your fathers ; and 1 said, 
1 will never break my covenant with 
you. 

2 And ye shall make no league with 
the inhabitants of this land; ye shall 
throw down their altars: but ye have 
not obeyed my voice: why have ye 
done tlnsV 

3 Wherefore I also said, I will not 
drive them out from before you; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall be a snare unto 
you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lord spake these, words 
unfo all the children of Israel, that the 
people lifted up their voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the Lord. 

6 ^ And when Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
every man unto his inheritance to pos- 
sess the land. 

7 f And the people served the Lord 
all the day 8 of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, who 
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had seen all the great works of the 
Lord, that he did for IsraeL 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lord, died, being an 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they- buried him in the border I 

of his inheritance in Timnath-heres, in 
the mount of Ephraim, on the north i 
side of the hill Gaash. j 

10 And also all that generation were I 
gathered unto their fathers: and there 
arose another generation after them, . 
which knew not the Lort>, nor yet the 1 
works which he had done for Israel 

11 f And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and served 
Baalim : 

12 And they forsook the Lord God of 
their fathers, which brought them out 
of the land of Egypt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people that 
were round about them, and. bowed 
themselves unto them, and provoked 
the Lord to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
served Baal and Ashtaroth. 

14 t And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sola them into 
tne hands of their enemies round about, 
so that they could not any longer stand 
before their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lord was against them 
for evil, as the Lord had said, and as 
the Lord had sworn unto them: and 
they were greatly distressed. 

Iti 1 Nevertheless the Lord raised up 
judges, which delivered them out of 
the hand of those that spoiled them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and bowed 
themselves unto them: they turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in , obeying the com- 
mandments of the Lord; but they did 
not so. 

18 And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was with the 
judge^ and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of 
the judge: for it repented the Lord 
because of their groanings by reason 
of them that oppressed them and vexed 
them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn way. 

20 t And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel: and he said, Because 
that this people hath transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded their 
fathers , and have not hearkened unto 
my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive out 
any from before them of the nations 
which Joshua left when he died: 

22 That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the way 
of the Lord to walk therein, as their 
fathers did keep it, or not 
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23 Therefore the Lord left those na- 
tions, without driving them out hastily ; 
neither delivered he them into the hand 
of Joshua. 


CHAPTER III. 

N OW these are the nations which 
the Loan left, to prove Israel by 
them, even as many of Israel as had 
not known all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know, to teach 
them war. at the least such as before 
knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely , five lords of the Philis- 
tines , and all the Canaanites . and the 
Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hermon unto the entering in of Ilamath. 

4 And they were to prove Israel by 
them , to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments of 
the Lord, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. 

5 If And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Ilittites, and 
Amorites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, 
and .Jebusites: 

6 And they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters 
to their sons, and served their gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord, and forgat 
the Lord their Hod, and served Baalim 
and the groves. 

8 5 Therefore the anger of the Lord 
was hot against Israel, and he sold them 
into the hand of Chushan-rishatbaim 
king of Mesopotamia: and the children 
of Israel served Chushan-rishatbaim 
eight years. 

3 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
up ft deliverer to the children of Israel, 
who delivered them, even Uthniel the 
son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger bruther. 

10 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war: and the Lord deli- 
vered Chushan-rishathaim king of Me- 
sopotamia into his hand; and his hand 
prev ailed against Chushan-rishathaim. 

11 And the land had rest forty years. 
And Uthniel the son of Kenaz died. 

12 T And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord: 
and the Lord strengthened Eglon the 
king of Moab against Israel, because 
they had done evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 

13 And he gathered unto him the 
children of Ammon and Amalek, and 
went and smote Israel, and possessed 
the city of palm trees. 

14 So the children of Israel served 
Eglon the king of Moab eighteen years. 

15 But when the children of Israel 
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cried unto the Loan, the Lord raised 
them up a deliverer, Ehud the son of 
Gera, a Benjamite, a man leuhanded: 
and by him the children of Israel sent 
a present unto Eglon the king of Moab. 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger which 
had two edges, of a cubit length; and 
he did gird it under his raiment upon 
his right tiiigh. 

17 And he brought the present unto 
Eglon king of Moab: and Eglon war a 
very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end to 
offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. 


19 But he himself turned again from 
the quarries that were by Giigal, and 
said, I have a secret errand unto thee. 
O king: who said, Keep silence. And 
all that stood by him went out from 
him. 


20 And Ehud came unto him; and lie 
was sitting in a summer parlour, which 
he had for himself alone. Ana Ehud 
said, I have a message from God unto 
thee. And lie arose out of his seat. 


21 And Ehud nut forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly: 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade ; and the fat closed upon tiie 
blade, so that he could not draw the 
dagger out of his holly; and. the dirt 
came out. 

29 Then Ehud went forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them. 

24 When ho was gone out, his ser- 
vants came; and when they saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely he covereth 
his feet in his summer chamber. 


25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened not 
the doors of the parlour; therefore they 
took a key, and opened them: and, be- 
hold, their lord tens fallen down dead 
on the earth. 

20 And Ehud escaped while they tar- 
ried, and passed beyond the quarries, 
and escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he was 
come, that lie blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the children 
of Israel went down with him from the 
mount, and he before them. 

28 And he said unto them. Follow 
after me: for the Loan hath delivered 
your enemies the Moabites into your 
hand. And they went down after him, 
and took the fords of Jordan toward 
Moab, and suffered not a man to pass 
over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that time 
about ten thousand men, all lusty, and 
all men of valour; and there escaped 
not a man. 


30 So Moab was - subdued that day 
under the hand of IsraeL And the 
land had rest fourscore years. 
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31 1 And after him was Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Phi- 
listines six hundred , men with an ox 
goad: and he also delivered Israel 


CHAPTER IV 

>(u, 

A N D the children of Israel again 
did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
when Ehud was dead. 

2 And the Lord sold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan , that 
1 reigned in Hazor; the captain of whose 
host was Sisera, which dwelt in Ha- 
rosheth of the Gentiles. 

3 And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord: for he had nine hun- 
dred chariots of iron; and twenty years 
he mightily oppressed the children of 
Israel. 

4 ^ And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at 
that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm tree 
of Deborah between Ramah and Beth-el 
in mount Ephraim: and the children of 
Israel came up to her for judgment 

6 And she sent and called Barak 
the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh- 
naphtali, and said unto him, Hath not 
the Lord God of Israel commanded, 
my mg. Go and draw toward mount 
Tabor, and take with thee ten thou- 
sand men of the children of N’aphtali 
and of. the children of ZebulunV 

7 And I will draw unto thee to the 
river Kishon Sisera, the captain of 
Jabin’s armv, with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will deliver him 
into thine hand. 

H And Barak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will go: but 
if thou wilt not go with me, then 1 
will not go. 

9 And she said, I will surely go with 
thee: notwithstanding the journey that 
thou takest shall not he for thine 
honour; for the Lord shall sell Sisera 
into the hand of a woman. And De- 
borah arose, and went with Barak to 
Kedesh. 

10 f And Barak called Zebulun and 
Nanhtali to Kedesh; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet: 
and Deborah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Kenite, which was 
of the children of llobab the father in 
law of Moses, had severed himself 
from the Kenites, and pitched his tent 
unto the plain of Zaanaim, which is 
by Kedesh. 

12 And they shewed Sisera that Barak 
the son of Abinoam was gone up to 
mount 'l abor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred chariot? 
of iron , and all the people that were 
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with him, from Harosheth of the Gen- 
tiles unto the river of Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this is the day in which the 
Lord hath delivered Sisera into thine 
hand: is not the Loan gone out before 
thee? So Barak went down from mount 
'l abor, and ten thousand men after him. 

15 And the Lord discomfited Sisera, 
and all his chariots, and all his host, 
with the edge of the sword before 
Barak; so that Sisera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his feet 

16 But Barak pursued after the cha- 
riots, and after the host, unto Haro- 
sheth of the Gentiles: and all the host 
of Sisera fell upon the edge of the 
sword; and there was not a man left 

17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of 
Ileber the Kenite : for there was peace 
between Jabin the king of Hazor and 
the house of Heber the Kenite. 

18 H And Jael went out to meet Si- 
sera, and said unto him, Turn in, my 
lord, turn in to me; fear not And when 
lie had turned in unto her into the 
tent, she covered hitn with a mantle. 

1 1) And he said unto her, Give me, 

I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for 1 am thirsty. And she opened a 
bottle of milk, and gave him drink, and 
covered him. 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand in 
the door of the tent, and it shall be, 
when any man doth come and enquire 
of thee, and say. Is there any man 
here? that thou shalt say, No. 

21 Then Jael Ileber’s wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in 
her hand, and went softly unto him, 
and smote the nail into his temples, 
and fastened it into the ground: lor he 
was fast asleep and weary. So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, and 
said unto him, Come, and 1 will shew 
thee the man whom thou aeekest And 
when he came into her tent, behold, 
Sisera lay dead, and the nail was in 
his temples. 

23 So God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children of 
Israel prospered, and prevailed against 
Jabin the king of Canaan, uutil they 
had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 


CHAPTER V. 

PJMIEN sang Deborah and Barak the 
X son of Abmoam on that day, saying, 
2 Praise ye the Lord for the aveng- 
ing of Israel, -when the people willingly 
offered themselves. 
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8 Hear, 0 ye kings; give ear, O ye 
princes; I, even I, will sing unto the 
Lord; I will sing praise to the Lord 
God of Israel. 

4 Lord, when thou wentest out of 
Seir, when thou inarchedst out of the 
field of Edom, the earth trembled, and 
the heavens dropped, the clouds also 
dropped water.

7 The inhabitants o/tlie villages ceased, 
they ceased in Israel, until that I De- 
borah arose, that I arose a mother in 
Israel 

8 They chose new gods; then tints war 
in the gates: was there a shield or 
spear seen among forty thousand in 
Israel? 

9 My heart is toward the governors 
of Israel, that offered themselves will- 
ingly among the people. Bless ye the 
Lord. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by 
the way. 

11 Then that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of draw- 
ing water, there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acts of the Lord, even the 
righteous acts toward the inhabitants 
of his villages in Israel: then shall the 
people of the Lord go down to the 
gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, 
awake, utter a song: arise, Barak, and 
lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. 

13 Then he made him that remaineth 
have dominion over the nobles among 
the people: the Lord made me have 
dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them against Amalek; after thee, 
Benjamin, among thy people; out of 
Machir came down governors, and out 
of Zebulun they that handle the pen 
of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Issachar were 
with Deborah; even Issachar, and also 
Barak: he was seal on foot into the 
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valley. For the divisions of Reuben 
there were great thoughts of heart 

16 Why abodest thou among the 
sheepfolds, to hear the bleatings of the 
flocks? For the divisions of Reuben 
there itfere great searchings of heart 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan: and 
why did Dan remain in ships? Asher 
continued on the sea shore, and abode 
in his breaches. 

18 Zebulun and Naplitali were a peo- 
ple that jeoparded their lives unto the 
death in the high places of the held. 

Ill The kings came and fought, then 
fought the kings of Canaan in Tuanach 
by the waters of Megiddo; they took 
no gain of money. 

*20 They fought from heaven; the stars 
in their courses fought against Siseru. 

21 The river of Ivishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river 
Ivishon. 0 my soul, thou hast trodden 
down strength. 

22 Then were the horsehoofs broken 
by the means of the pransings , the 
pransings of their mighty ones. 

215 Curse ye Moroz, said the angel of 
the Loan, curse ye bitterly the inha- 
bitants thereof; because they came not 
to the help of the Loro, to the help of 
the Loan against the mighty. 

24 Blessed above women shall Jael 
the wife of lleber the Kenite be, blessed 
shall she be above women in the tent. 

25 lie asked water, and she gave him 
milk; she brought forth butter in a 
lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, and 
her right hand to the workmen’s ham- 
mer; and with the hammer she smote 
Sisera, she smote off his head, when 
she had pierced and stricken through 
his temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he 
lay down: at her feet he bowed, he 
fell: where he bowed, there he fell 
down dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out 
at a window, and cried through the 
lattice, Why is his chariot so long in 
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coning? why tarry the wheels of his 
chariots? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, yea, 
she returned answer to herself, 

80 Have they not sped? have they 
not divided the prey; to every man a 
damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colours, a prey of divers colours 
of needlework, of divers colours of 
needlework on both sides, meet for the 
necks of them that take the spoil? 

31 So let all thine enemies perish , O 
Lord: but let them that love him be 
as the sun when he goeth forth in his 
might. And the land had rest forty years. 


CHAPTER VI. 

A N D the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Loan: and the. 
Lord delivered them into the hand of 
Midian seven years. 

2 And the hand of Midian prevailed 
against Israel: and because of the Mi- 
dianites the children of Israel made

7 t And it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel cried unto the Lord 
because of the Midianites, 

8 That the Lord sent a prophet unto 
the children of Israel, which said unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God of Is- 
rael, I brought you up from Egypt, and 
brought you forth out of the house of 
bondage ; 

9 And I delivered you out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and out of the hand 
of all that oppressed you, and drave 
them out from before you, and gave 
you their land; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the 
Lord your God; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

11 5 And there came an angel of the 
Lord, and sat under an oak which

Joash the Abi-ezrite: and his son Gi- 
deon threshed wheat by. the winepress, 
to hide it from the Midianites. 

12 And the angel of the Loan appeared 
unto him, and said unto him, The Lord 
is with thee, thou mighty man of valour. 

13 And Gideon said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, if the Lord be with us, why then 
is all this befallen us? and where be 
all his miracles which our fathers told 
us of, saying, Did not the Lord bring 
ns up from Egypt? but now the Lord 
hath forsaken us, and delivered us into 
the hands of the Midianites. 

14 And the Loan looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand 
of the Midianites: have not I sent thee? 

15 And he said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, wherewith shall 1 save Israel? 
behold, my family is poor in Manasseh, 
and I am the least in my father’s 
house. 

1(5 And the Lord said unto him, Surely 
1 will be with thee, and thou shalt 
smite the Midianites as one man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou talkest 
with me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I come unto thee, and bring forth 
my present, and set it before thee. 
And he said, 1 will tarry until thou 
come again. 

10 1 And Gideon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of 
an eplmh of Hour: the flesh he put in 
a basket, and he put the broth in a 
pot, and brought it out unto him under 
the oak, and presented it. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, l ake the flesh and the unleavened 
cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and 
pour out the broth. And he did so. 

21 II Then the angel of the Loro put 
forth the end of the staff that was in 
his hand, and touched the flesh and the 
unleavened enkes: and there rose up 
fire out of the rock, and consumed the 
flesh and the unleavened cakes. Then 
the angel of the Loan departed out of 
his sight. 

22 And when Gideon perceived that 
he was an angel of the Loro, Gideon 
said, Alas, () Lord Goo! for because I 
have seen an angel of the Loro face 
to fact*. 

23 And the Loro said unto him, Peace 
be unto thee ; fear not: thou shalt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
unto the Lord, and called it Jehovah- 
shaloin: unto this day it is yet in 
Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

25 1 And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Loro said unto him, 
Take thy father’s young bullock, even 
the second bullock of seven years old, 
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and throw down the altar of Baal that 
thy father hath, and cut down the 
grove that it by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the Lord 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in 
the ordered place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with 
the wood of the grove which thou slmlt 
cut down. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of his 
servants, and did as the Lord had said 
unto him: and no it was, because he 
feared his father’s household, and the 
men of the city, that he could not do 
it by day, that he did it by night 

28 t And when the men of the city 
arose early in the morning, behold, the 
altar of Baal was cast down, and the 
grove was cut down that wan by it, 
and the second bullock was ottered 
upon the altar that wan built. 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And when 
they enquired and asked, they said, 
Gideon the son of Joasli hath done this 
thing. 

30 Then the men of the city said unto 
Joash, Bring out thy son, that he may 
die: because he hath cast down the 
altar of Baal, and because be hath cut 
down the grove that was by it. 

31 Ami Joash said unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Baal? 
will ye save him? he that will plead 
for him, let him be put to death whilst 
it is yet morning: if he be a god, let 
him plead for himself, because one hath 
cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead 
against him, because he hath thrown 
down his altar. 

33 1 r lben all the Alidianites and the 
Amalekites and the children of the east 
were gathered together, and went over, 
and pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 

31 But the Spirit of the Loitu came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ez.er was gathered after him. 

35 And he sent messengers throughout 
all Manasseh; who also was gathered 
after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto 
Naphtali; and they came up to meet 
them. 

36 H And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as 
thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool 
in the floor; and it the dew he on the 
fleece only, and it be dry upon all the 
earth beside , then shall I know that 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thou hast said. 

38 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust the 
fleece together, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, and 
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I will speak but this once: let me wove, 
I pray thee, but this once with the 
fleece; let it now be dry only upon 
the fleece, and upon all the ground 
let there be dew. 

10 And God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the floece only, and there 
was dew on all the ground. 


CHAPTER VII. 

riMllvN. .lernbbaal, who is Gideon, 
JL and all the people that were with 
him, rose up early, and pitched beside 
the well of Harod: so that the host of 
the Midiauites were on the north side 
of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the 
valley. 

1 And the Lord said unto Gideon, 
The people tliat are with thee are too 
many for me to give the Midiauites 
into their hands, lest Israel vaunt them- 
selves against me, saying, Mine own 
hand hath saved me. 
a Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who- 
soever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of the peo- 
ple twenty and two thousand; and 
there remained ten thousand. 

1 And the Loud said unto Gideon, 
The people are yet too many; bring 
them down unto the water, and I will 
try them for thee there: and it shall 
he, that of whom 1 say unto thee, This 
shall go with thee, the same shall go 
with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, 
the same shall not go. 
f> So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the Lord said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth 
of the water with his tongue, as a dog 
lappeth, him s halt thou set by himself; 
likewise every one that bowefch down 
upon his knees to drink, 
tl And the number of them that lapped, 
patting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their 
knees to drink water. 

7 And the Lord said untd Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that lapped 
will I save you, and deliver the Midiau- 
ites into thine hand: and let ail the 
other people go every man unto his 
place. 

8 So the people took victuals in their 
hand, and their trumpets: and he sent 
all the rest of Israel every man unto 
his tent, and retained those three hun- 
dred men: and the host of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley. 

9 H And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for 1 have delivered it into thine hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down to 
the host : 
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11 And thou Bhalt hear what they 
say; and afterwagd shall thine hands 
be strengthened to go down unto the 
host. Tlien went he down with Phurah 
his servant unto the outside of the 
armed men that were in the host 

12 And the Midianites and the Ama- 
lekites and all the children of the east 
lay along in the valley like grasshop- 
pers for multitude; and their camels 
were without number, as the sand by 
the sea side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was come, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream 
unto his fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of 
barley bread tumbled into the host of 
Midian, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, 
that the tent lay along. 

14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gideon the son of Joasli, a man of Is- 
rael: for into his hand hath God deli- 
vered Midian, and all the host. 

15 H And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, that he worship- 
ped, and returned into the host of Is- 
rael, and said, Arise; for the Loan hath 
delivered into your hand the host ot 
Midian. 

10 And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and ho put 
a trumpet in every man’s hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lumps within the 
pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise: and, behold, when 
I come to the outside of the camp, it 
shall be that, as 1 do, so shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets also on every side of all 
the camp, and say, The sword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon. 

19 1 So Gideon, and the hundred men 
that were with him, came unto the out- 
side of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch; and they had but 
newly set the watch : and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers 
that were in their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands, and 
the trumpets in their right hands to 
blow wit/ud: and they cried, The sword 
of the Lord, and of Gideon. 

“21 And they stood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and all 
the host ran, and cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the Lord set every man’s 
swora against his fellow, even through- 
out all the host: and the host tied to 
Beth-shittah in Zererath, and to the 
border of Abel-meholah, unto Tabbath. 
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23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of iNaphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of all Ma- 
nasseh, and pursued after the Midiau- 
ites. 

24 ^ And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, saying, 
Come down against the Midianites, 
and tuke before them the waters unto 
lleth-barah and Jordan. Then all the 
men of Ephraim gathered themselves 
together, and took the waters unto 
Beth-barah and Jordan. 

2f> And- they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeby and they 
slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they slew at the winepress of 
Zeeb, and pursued Midian, and brought 
the heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon 
on the other side Jordan. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


A N I) the men of Ephraim said unto 
him, Why hast thou served us 
thus, that thou calledst us not, when 
thou wentest to tight with the Midiun- 
ites V And they did chide with him 
sharply. 

2 And he said unto them, What have 
I done now in comparison of you? 
/a not the gleaning of the grapes of 
Ephraim better than the vintage of 
Abi-e/.erV 

3 God hath delivered into your hands 
the princes of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb: 
and what was 1 able to do in compa- 
rison of you? Then their anger was 
abated toward him, when he had said 
that. 

4 K And Gideon came to .Iordan, and 
passed over, he, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, faint, yet 
pursuing them. 

b And he said unto the men of Suc- 
eutli. Give, \ pray you, loaves of bread 
unto the people that follow me; u>r 
they he faint, and 1 am pursuing after 
Zebali and Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 
f> f And the princes of Suecoth said, 
Are the hands of Zebali and Zalmunna 
now in thine hand, that we should give 
bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
the Loan hath delivered Zebali and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will 
tear your flesh with the thorns of the 
wilderness and with briers. 

H If And he went up thence to Penuel, 
and spake unto them likewise: and the 
men of Penuel answered him as the 
men of Suecoth had answered him. 

‘J And he spake also unto the men of 
Penuel, saying, When I come again in 
peace, I will break down this tower. 

10 H Now Zebali and Zalmunna were 
in Karkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that 
were left of all the hosts of the chil- 
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dren of the east: for there fell an hun- 
dred and twenty thousand men that 
drew sword. 

11 5 And Gideon went up by the way 
of them that dwelt in tents on the east 
of Nobah and Jogbehah, and smote the 
host: for the host was secure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna 
fled, be pursued after them, and took 
the two kings of Midian, Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and discomtited all the host. 

13 1 And Gideon the son of Joasli 
returned from battle before the sun 
was up p 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and enquired of him: 
and he described unto him the princes 
of Succofh, and the elders thereof, even 
threescore and seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid 
me, saying, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thy men 
that are weary? 

16 And he took the elders of the city, 
and thorns of the wilderness and briers, 
and with them he taught the men of 
ISuccoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Fennel. and slew the men of the city. 

18 If Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men were 
they whom ye slew at Tabor? And they 
answered, As thou art, so were they; 
each one resembled the children of a 
king. 

I'd And he said, They were, my bre- 
thren, even the sons of my mother: a. s* 
the Loan liveth, if ye had saved them 
alive, I would not slay you. 

20 And he said unto ,1 ether his first- 
born, Up, and slay them. But the youth 
drew not his sword: for he feared, be- 
cause he iras yet. a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for ns the 
man is, sn is his strength. And Gideon 
arose, and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and took away the ornaments that were 
on their camels’ necks. 

22 T Then the men of Israel said unto 
Gideon, Rule thou over us, both thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son also: 
for thou hast delivered us from the 
hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I will 
not rule over you, neither shall my 
son rule over you: the Lord shall rule 
over you. 

24 T And Gideon said unto them, I 
would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the earrings 
of his prey. (For they had golden oar- 
rings, because they were, Ishmaelites. ) 

25 And thev answered, We will will- 
ingly give them. And they spread a 
garment, and did cast therein every 
man the earrings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden ear- 
rings that he requested was a thousand 
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and seven hundred shdoeU of gold: 
beside ornaments, and collars t and 
purple raiment that was on the kings 
of Midian , and beside the chains that 
were about their camels’ necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ephod thereof, 
and put it in his city, even in Onhrah: 
and all Israel went thither a whoring 
after it: whicli thing became a snare 
unto Gideon, and to his house. 

28 If Thus was Midian subdued before 
the children j>f Israel, so that they 
lifted up their heads no more. And 
the country was in quietness forty 
years in the days of Gideon. 

29 t And Jerubbaal the son of Joash 
went and dwelt in his own houBe. 

30 And Gideon had threescore and 
ten sons of his body begotten: for he 
had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a sou, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 

32 f And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of .Joash his father, in 
Opbrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Israel turned again, and went a whor- 
ing after Baalim, and made Baal-berith 
their god. 

34 And the children of Israel remem- 
bered not the Boiu> their God, who had 
delivered them out of the hands of 
all their enemies on every side: 

35 Neither shewed they kindness to 
the house of .Jerubbanl, namely , Gideon, 
according to all the goodness which he 
had shewed unto Israel. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A N I) Abimelech the son of Jerubbaal 
went to Shechem unto his mother’s 
brethren, and communed with them, 
and with all the family of the house of 
his mothers father, saying, 

2 Sneak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all tile men of Shechem, Whether is 
better for you, either that all the sons 
of Jerubbaal, which are threescore and 
ten persons, reign over you, or that 
one reign over you? remember also 
that I am your bone and your liesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren spake of 
him in the ears of all the men of She- 
chem all these words: and their heartH 
inclined to follow Abimelech; for they 
said, He is our brother. 

4 And they gave him threescore and 
ten pieces of silver out of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith Abimelech hired 
vain and light persons, which followed 
him. 

5 And he went unto his father’s house 
at Ophrah, and slew his brethren the 
sons of Jerubbaal, beincj threescore and 
ten persons, upon one stone: notwith- 
standing yet Jotham the youngest son 
of Jerubbaal was left; for he hid himself. 
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6 And all the men of Shechem gathered 
together, and all the house of Millo, 
and went, and made Abimelech king, 
by the plain of the pillar that was in 
Shechem. 

7 1 And when they told it to Jotham, 
he went and stood in the top of mount 
Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and said unto them, Hearken 
unto me, ye men of Shechem, that God 
may hearken unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them: and they 
said unto the olive tree, Reign thou 
over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honour God and man, and 
go to be promoted over the trees? 

10 And the trees said to the fig tree, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

11 But the fig tree said unto tliem. 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be promoted 
over the trees? 

12 Then said the trees unto the vine, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them. Should 
I leave my wine, which cheereth God 
and man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 

14 Then said all the frees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your trust 
in my shadow; and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour the 
cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have 
dealt well withJerubbaal and his house, 
and have done unto him according to 
the deserving of his hands: 

17 (For my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered 
you out of the hand of Midi an: 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have slain 
his sons, threescore and ten persons, 
upon one stone, and have made Abi- 
melech, the son of his maidservant, 
king over the men of Shechem, because 
he is your brother;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his 
house tfiis day, then rejoice ye in Abi- 
melech, and let him also rejoice in you : 

20 But if not, let lire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo ; and 
let fire come out from the men of She- 
chem, and from the house of Millo, 
and devour Abimelech. 

21 And .Totham ran away, and tied, 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, for 
fear of Abimelech his brother. 
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22 1 When Abimelech had reigned 
three years over Israel, 

23 Then God sent an evil spint be- 
tween Abimelech and the men of ohe- 
chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherously with Abimelech: 

24 That the cruelty done to the three- 
score and ten sons of Jerubbaal might 
come, and their blood be laid upon 
Abimelech their brother, which slew 
them; and upon the men pf Shechem, 
which aided him in the killing of his 
brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem set tiers 
in wait for him in the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it was 
told Abimelech. 

2G And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem : and the men of Shechem put 
their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes , and made merry, and went 
into* the house of their god, and did 
eat and drink , and cursed Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who is She- 
chem, that we should serve him? is 
not he the son of .lerubbaal? and Zeb.ul 
his officer? serve the men of Hamor 
the father of Shechem; for why should 
we serve him? 

2‘J And would to God this people were 
under my hand! then would I remove 
Abimelech. And lie said to Abimelech, 
Increase thine army, and come out. 

IN) f And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal the 
son of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto Abi- 
nielech privily, saying, Behold, Gaal 
the son of Ebed and his brethren be 
come to Shechem; and, behold, they 
fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with tnee, and 
lie in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the morn- 
ing, as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shaft rise early, and set upon the city : 
and, behold, when he and the people 
that is with him come out against thee, 
then mayest thou do to them as thou 
shalt find occasion. 

34 5 And Abimelech rose up, and ail 
the people that were with him, by night, 
and they laid wait against Shechem in 
four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
out, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech rose 
up, and the people that were with him, 
from lying in wait 

3(5 And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the moun- 
tains. And Zebul said unto him. Thou 
seest the shadow of the mountains as 
if they were men. 

87 And Gaal spake again and said, 
See there come people down by the 
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middle of the land, and another com- 
pany come along by the plain of Meo- 
nenim. 

88 Then said Zebul unto him, Where 
is now thy mouth ? wherewith thou 
saidst, Who is Abimelech, that we 
should serve him? is not this the peo- 
ple that thou hast despised? go out, 1 
pray now, and fight with them. 

89 And Gaal went out before the men 
of Shechem, and fought with Abi- 
melech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he tied before him , and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even unto 
the entering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah : 
and Zebul thrust out Gaal and his 
brethren, that they should not dwell in 
Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into the 
field; and they told Abimelech. 

48 And he took the people, and divided 
them into three companies, and laid 
wait in the field, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the people were come forth out 
of the city; and he rose up against 
them, and smote them. 

44 And Abimelech, and the company 
that was with him, rushed forward, 
and stood in the entering of the gate 
of the city: and the two other com- 
panies ran upon all the people that were 
in the fields, and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against the 
city all that day; and he took the city, 
and slew the people that was therein, 
and beat down the city, and sowed it 
with salt 

40 1 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into an hold of the house of 
the god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that 
all the men of the tower of Shechem 
were gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, ho and all the people 
that were with him; and Abimelech 
took an ax in his hand, and cut down 
a bough from the trees, and took it. 
and laid it on his shoulder, and said 
unto the people that were with him, 
What ye have seen me do, make haste, 
and do as I have done. 

49 And all the people likewise cut 
down every man his bough, and fol- 
lowed Abimelech, and put them to the 
hold, and set the hold on tire upon 
them; so that all the men of the tower 
of Shechem died also, about a thou- 
sand men and women. 

50 f Then went Abimelech to The- 
bez, and encamped against Thebe/., and 
took it 

51 But there was a strong tower with- 
in the city, and thither tied all the 
men and women, and all they of the 
city, and shut it to them, and gat them 
up to the top of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and went 
hard unto the door of the tower to 
burn it with fire. 

53 And a certain woman cast a piece 
of a millstone upon Abimelech’s head, 
and all to break his skull 
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64 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and said 
unto him, Draw thy sword, and slay 
me, that men say not of me, A woman 
slew him. And his young man thrust 
him through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his place. 

5G t Thus God rendered the wicked- 
ness of Abimelech, which he did unto 
his father, in slaying his seventy bre- 
thren: 

57 And all the evil of the men of 
Shechein did God render upon their 
heads : and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of JerubbaaL 


CHAPTER X. 


A ND after Abimelech there arose to 
defend Israel Tola the son of Puuh, 
the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar; 
and he dwelt in Shamir in mount 
Ephraim. 

2 And he judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

3 *f And after him arose .lair, a Gilead- 
ite, and judged Israel twenty and two 
years. 

4 Ami he had thirty sons that rode 
on thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities , which arc called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead. 

5 And Jair died, and was buried in 
Cumon. 

(> If And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim, and Asbtaroth, and the 
gods of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, 
ami the gods of Moab, and the gods 
of the children of Ammon, and the 
gods of the Philistines, and forsook the 
Loud, and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was hot 
against Israel, and he sold them into 
the hands of the Philistines, and into 
the hands of the children of Ammon, 

8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Israel: eighteen 
years, all the children of Israel that 
were on the other side Jordan iu the 
land of the AmoritOH, which is in Gilead. 

D Moreover the children of Ammon 
passed over Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and 
against the house of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sore distressed. 

10 ^ And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord, saying, We have sinned 
against thee, both because we have 
forsuken our God, and also served 
Baalim. 

II Ami the Lord said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Did not / deliver' you 
from the Egyptians, and from the 
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Amorites, from the children of Ammon, 
and from the Philistines? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the Ama- 
lekites, and the Maonites, did oppress 
you; and ye cried to me, and I delivered 
you out of their hand. 

18 Yet ye have forsaken me, and 
served other gods: wherefore I will 
deliver you no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which 
ye have chosen ; let them deliver you 
in the time of your tribulation. 

15 t And the children of Israel said 
unto the Lord, We have sinned: do 
thou unto us whatsoever seemeth good 
unto thee; deliver us only, we pray 
thee, this day. 

[ 1(3 And they put away the strange 

f gods from among them, and served the 
Lord: and his soul was grieved for the 
misery of Israel 

17 Then the children of Ammon were 
gathered together, and encamped in 
Gilead And the children of Israel as- 
sembled themselves together, and en- 
camped in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of Gi- 
lead said one to another, What man is 
he that will begin to tight against the 
children of Ammon? he shall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 


CHAPTER XI. 

N OW Jephthah the Gileadite was a 
mighty man of valour, and he was 
the son ot an harlot: and Gilead begat 
.lephthah. 

2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons ; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, ami said unto 
him, Thou slialt not inherit in our fa- 
ther’s house; for thou art the son of a 
strange woman. 

8 Then Jephthah tied from his bre- 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
.lephthah, and went out with him. 

4 1 And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the chil- 
dren of Ammon made war against Is- 
rael, the elders of Gilead went to fetch 
Jephthah out of the land of Tob : 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, Come, 
and be our captain, that we may light 
with the children of Amnion. 

7 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, Did not ye hate me, and 
expel me out of my father’s house? 
ana why are ye come unto me now 
when ye are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, Therefore we turn again to 
thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight against the children of Am- 
mon, and be our head over all the in- 
habitants of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, If ye bring me home again 
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to fight against the children of Ammon, 
and the Lord deliver them before me, 
shall I be your head? 

10 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, The Lord be witness be- 
tween us, if we do not so according to 
thy words. 

11 Then Jeplithah went with the el- 
ders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: and 
Jephthah uttered all his words before 
the Lord in Mizpeh. 

12 If And Jephthah Sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Am- 
mon , saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come against 
me to tight in my land? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered unto the messengers 
of Jeplithah, Because Israel took away 
my land, when they came up out of 
Egypt, from Arnon even unto Jabbok, 
and unto Jordan: now therefore restore 
those lands again peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children of 
Ammon: 

15 And said unto him, Thus saith 
Jephthah, Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon : 

16 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through the wil- 
derness unto the Ked sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 

17 Then Israel sent messengors unto 
the king of Edom, saying, Let me, I 
pray thee, pass through thy land: but 
the king of Edom would not hearken 
thereto. And in like manner they sent 
unto the king of Moab: but he would 
not consent: and Israel abode in Kadesh. 

IK Then they went along through the 
wilderness, and compassed the land of 
Edom, and the land of Moab, and came 
by the east side of the land of Moab, 
and pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
but came not within the border of 
Moab: for Arnon was the border of 
Moab. 

Ill And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshbon; and Israel said unto him, 
Let us pass, we pray thee, through thy 
land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his coast: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and 
pitched in Jahaz, and fought against 
Israel. 

21 And the Lord God of Israel deliver- 
ed Sihon and all his people into the hand 
of Israel, and they smote them : so Is- 
rael possessed all the land of the Amo- 
rites, the inhabitants of that country. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and from the wilderness even 
unto Jordan. 

23 So now the Lord God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his people Israel, and shouldest 
thou possess it? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
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Chemosh thv god giveth thee to pos- 
sess V So whomsoever the Loro our 
God shall drive ouf from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing better 
than Balak the son of Zippor, Ring of 
MoabV did he ever strive against Israel, 
or did he ever light against them, 

26 While Israel dwelt in Ileshbon and 
her towns, and in Aroer and her towns, 
and in all the cities that be along by 
the coasts of Arnon, three hundred 
years? why therefore did ye not re- 
cover them within that time V 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned against 
thee, but thou doest me wrong to war 
against me: the Loro the Judge be 
judge this day between the children of 
Israel and the children of Ammon. 

28 Howbeit the king of the children 
of Ammon hearkened not unto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent him. 

29 5 Then the Spirit of the Loro came 
upon Jephthah, and he passed over 
Gilead, and Manassoh, and passed over 
Misspell of Gilead, ami from Mizneh 
of Gilead he passed over unto the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

30 And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
the Loan, and said, If thou shalt with- 
out fail deliver the children of Ammon 
into mine hands, 

31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when 1 return in peace 
from the children of Ammon , shall 
surely be the Loup’s, and I will offer 
it up for a burnt offering. 

32 t So Jephthah passed over unto the 
children of Ammon to fight against 
them; and the Lord delivered them 
into his hands. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. 
Thus the children of Ammon were sub- 
dued before the children of Israel. 

34 J And Jephthah came to Mizpeh 
unto his house, and, behold, his (laugh- 
ter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances: and hIic was his only 
child; beside her he had neither son 
nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he saw 
her, that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of them 
that trouble me : for J have opened my 
mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go 
back. 

36 And she said unto him, My father, 
if thou hast opened thy mouth unto 
the Lord, do to me according to that 
which hath proceeded out of thy mouth; 
forasmuch as the Lord hath taken 
vengeance for thee of thine enemies, 
even of the children of Ammon. 

37 And she aaid unto her father, Let 
this thing be done for me: let me alone 
two months, that I may go up and 
down upon the mountains, and bewail 
my virginity, I and my fellows. 

38 And he said, Go. And he sent her 
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away far two months: and she went 
with her companions, and bewailed her 
virginity upon the mountains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
two months, that she returned unto her 
father, who did with her according to 
his vow which he had vowed: and she 
knew no man. And it was a custom in 
Israel, 

40 That the daughters of Israel went 
yearly to lament the daughter of Jeph- 
thah the Gileadite four, days in a year. 


CHAPTER XII. 

A N I) the men of Ephraim gathered 
themselves together, and went 
northward, and said unto Jephthah, 
Wherefore passedst thou over to fight 
against the children of Ammon, and 
didst not call us to go with thee? we 
will burn thine house upon thee with 
fire. 

2 Ami Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at great strife with 
the children of Ammon; and when I 
called you, ye delivered me not out of 
their hands. 

3 And when 1 saw that ye delivered 
me not, I put my life in my hands, 
and passed over against the children 
of Ammon , and the Lord delivered 
them into my hand: wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, to 
light against me? 

4 Then Jephthah gathered together 
all the men of Gilead, and fought with 
Ephraim: and the men of Gilead smote 
Ephraim, because they said. Ye Gilead- 
ites are fugitives of Ephraim among the 
Ephraimites, and among the Manassites. 
f) And the Gileadites took the passages 
of Jordan before the Ephraimites: and 
it was so, that when those Ephraimites 
which were escaped said, Let me go 
over; that the men of Gilead said unto 
him, Art thou an EphraimiteV If he 
said, Nay; 

fi 't hen said they unto him, Say now 
Shibboleth : and lie said Sibboleth : for 
lie could not frame to pronounce it 
right. Then they took him, and slew 
him at the passages of Jordan: and 
there fell at that time of the Ephraim- 
ites forty and two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 
years. Then died Jephthah the Gilead- 
ite, and was buried in om of the cities 
of Gilead. 

8 H And after him Ibzan of Beth- 
lehem judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And he judged Israel 
seven years. 

10 Then died Izban, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. 

11 T And after him Elon, a Zebulonite, 
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judged Israel ; and he judged Israel ten 
years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and 
was buried in Aijalon in the country 
of Zebulun. 

IB t And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged Israel. 

14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass colts: and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Ilillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amalekites. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A N 1) the children of Israel did evil 
again in the sight of the Loan; 
and tne Loud delivered them into the 
hand of the Philistines forty years. 

2 f And there was a certain man of 
Zorah, of the family of the Danitos, 
whose name was Manoah; and his wife 
was barren, and bare not 

3 And the angel of the Loan appeared 
unto the woman, and said unto her, 
Behold now , thou art barren , and 
bcare8t not: but thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, 
and drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing: 

5 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son ; and no razor shall come 
on his head: for the child shall be a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb: 
and lie shall begin to deliver Israel out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

b t Then the woman came and told 
her husband, saying, A man of God 
came unto me, and his countenance 
was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible: but I asked him 
not whence be was, neither told he me 
his name: 

7 But he said unto me, Behold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son; and 
now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither eat any unclean thing: for the 
child shall be a Nazarite to God from 
the womb to the day of his death. 

8 H Then Manoah iu treated the Lord, 
and said, O my Lord, let the man of 
God which thou didst send come again 
unto us, and teach us what we shall 
do unto the child that shall be born. 

9 And God hearkened to the voice of 
Manoah; and the angel of God came 
again unto the woman as she sat in 
the field: but Manoah her husband was 
not with her. 

10 And the woman made haste, and 
ran, and shewed her husband, and 
said unto him, Behold, the man hath 
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appeared unto me, that came unto me 
the other day. 

11 And Manoah arose, and went after 
his wife, and came to the man, and 
said unto him, Art thou the man that 
spakest unto the woman? And he said, 
I am, 

12 And Manoah said. Now let thy 
words come to pass. How shall we 
order the ( child, and how shall we do 
unto him? 

13 And the angel of the Loan said 
unto Manoah, Of all that I said unto 
the woman let her beware. 

14 She may not eat of anv thing that 
cometh of the vine, neither let her 
drink wine or strong drink, nor eat 
any unclean thing: all that I com- 
manded her let her observe. 

15 T And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Loan, 1 pray thee, let us detain 
thee, until we shall have made ready 
a kid for thee. 

16 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain me, 
1 will not eat of thy bread: and if thou 
wilt offer a burnt offering, thou must 
offer it unto the Lord. For Manoah 
knew not that he was an angel of the 
Lord. 

17 And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Lord, What is thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we may 
do thee honour? 

13 And the angel of the Loud said 
unto him, Why askest thou thus after 
my name, seeing it is secret? 

13 So Manoah took a kid with a meat 
offering, and offered it upon a rock 
unto the Lord: and the angel did 
wonderously; and Manoah and his 
wile looked on. 

20 For it came to pass, when the 
Hame went up toward heaven from off 
the altar, that the angel of the Loan 
ascended in the flame of the altar. 
And Manoah and his wife looked on it, 
and fell on their faces to the ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lord did no 
more appear to Manoah and to his wife. 
Then Manoah knew that he was an 
angel of the Lord. 

22 And Manoah said unto his wife, 
We shall surely die, because we have 
seen God. 

23 But his wife said unto him, If the 
Lord were pleased to kill us, he would 
not have received a burnt offering and 
a meat offering at our hands, neither 
would he have shewed us all these 
things, nor would as at this time have 
told us such things as these. 

24 1 And the woman bare a son, 
and called his name Samson: and the 
child grew, and the Lord blessed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lord began 
to move him at times in the camp of 
Dan between Zorah and Eshtoal. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A N 1> Samson went down to Tim- 
nath, and saw a woman in Timnath 
of the daughters of the Philistines. 
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2 And he came up, and told his father 
and his mother, and said, I have seen 
a woman in Timnath of the daughters 
of the Philistines: now therefore get 
her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother said 
unto him, Is there never a woman 
among the daughters of thy brethren, 
or among all my people, that thou goest 
to take a wife of the uncircumcised 
Philistines? And Samson said unto 
his father, Get her for me; for she 
pleaseth me well. 

4 But his father and his mother knew 
not that it was of the Lord , that lie 
sought an occasion against the Philis- 
tines: for at that time the Philistines 
had dominion over Israel. 

5 If Then went Samson down, and his 
father and liis mother, to Timnath, and 
came to the vineyards of Timnath : and, 
behold, a young lion roared against him. 

6 And the Spirit of the Loan came 
mightily upon him, and he rent him as 
he would have rent a kid, and he had 
nothing in his hand: but he told not 
his father or his mother what he had 
done. 

7 And he went down, and talked with 
the woman; and she pleased Samson 
well. 

8 H And after a time he returned to 
take her, and he turned aside to see 
the carcase of the lion: and, behold, 
there was a swarm of bees and honey 
in the carcase of the lion. 

i) And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat: hut he told not them 
that he had taken the honey out of the 
carcase of the lion. 

10 1 So his father went down unto 
the woman: and Samson made there 
a feast; for so used the young men 
to do. 

11 And it came to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty com- 
panions to be with him. 

12 f And Samson said unto them, I 
will now put forth a riddle unto you: 
if ye can certainly declare it me within 
the seven days of the feast, and rind 
it out, then I will give you thirty sheets 
and thirty change of garments : 

13 But if ye cannot declare it me, then 
shall ye give me thirty sheets and 
thirty change of garments. And they 
said unto him. Put forth thy riddle, 
that we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out of 
the strong came forth sweetness. Arid 
they could not in three days expound 
the riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they said unto Samson’s wife, 
Entice thy husband , that he may de- 
clare unto us the riddle, lest we burn 
thee and thy father’s house with tire* : 
have ye called us to take that we have? 
is it not so? 

16 And Samson’s wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
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and lovest me not: thou hast put forth 
a riddle unto the children of my people, 
and hast not told it me. And he said 
unto her, Behold, I have not told it 
mv father nor my mother, and shall 1 
tell it theeV 

1 7 And she wept before him the seven 
day 8, while their feast lasted: and it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that 
he told her, because she lav sore upon 
him: and she told the riddle to the 
children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said unto 
him on the seventh day before the 
sun went down, What is sweeter than 
honey V and what is stronger than a 
lion V And he said unto them, If ye 
had not plowed with my heifer, ye had 
not found out my riddle. 

11) *1 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he went down to Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, and 
took their spoil, and gave change of 
garments unto them which expounded 
the riddle. And his anger was kindled, 
and he went up to his father’s house. 

20 But Samson’s wife was given to his 
companion, whom he had used as his 
friend. 

CHAPTER XV. 

B UT it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat harvest, 
that Samson visitod his wife with a 
kid; and he said, I will go in to my 
wife into the chamber. But her father 
would not suffer him to go in. 

2 And her father said, I verily thought 
that thou hadst utterly hated her; there- 
fore 1 gave her to thy companion: 
is not her younger sister fairer than 
sher take her, I pray thee, instead of 
her. 

.‘1 J And Samson said concerning them, 
Now shall 1 be more blameless than 
the Philistines, though I do them a 
displeasure. 

*1 And Samson went and caught three 
hundred foxes, and took firebrands, 
and turned tail to tail, and put a fire- 
brand in the midst between two tails. 
f> And when he had set the brands on 
lire, he let them go into the standing 
corn of the Philistines, and burnt up 
both the shocks,, and also the standing 
corn, with the vineyards and olives. 

G H Then the Philistines said. Who 
hath done this? And they answered, 
Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, 
because lie had taken his wife, and 
given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up, and burnt her 
and her father with fire. 

7 f And Samson said unto them. 
Though ye have done this, yet will I 
be avenged of you, and after that I 
will cease. 

8 And he smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter: and ho went 
down and dwelt in the top of the rock 
Ktam. 

S) If Then the Philistines went up, and 
pitched in Judah, and spread them- 
selves in Lehi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, Why 
are ye come up against us? And they 
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answered, To bind Samson are we come 
up, to do to him as be hath done to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of Judah 
went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, Knowest thou not that 
the Philistines are rulers over usV what 
is this that thou hast done unto usV 
And be said unto them, As they did 
unto me, so have I done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Phi- 
listines. And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. 

IB And they spake unto him, saying, 
No; but we wdl bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand : but surely 
we will not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and brought 
him up from the rock. 

14. f And when he came unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him: 
and the Spirit of the Loho came mighti- 
ly upon him , and the cords that were 
upon his arms became as Hax that wus 
burnt with lire, and his bands loosed 
from off his hands. 

15 And he found a new jawbone of 
an ass, and put forth his hand, and 
took it, and slew a thousand men there- 
with. 

lb And Samson said, With the jaw- 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, with 
the jaw of an ass have 1 slain a thou- 
sand men. 

17 And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of his hand, and 
called that place Ramath-lehi. 

18 t And he was sore athirst, and 
called on the Loan, and said, Thou 
hast given this great deliverance into 
the hand of thy servant: and now 
shall I die for thirst, and fall into the 
hand of the uncircumcised ? 

19 But God clave an hollow place that 
was in the jaw, and there came water 
thereout; and when he had drunk, Ids 
spirit came again, and he revived: where- 
fore he called the name thereof Kn- 
hakkore, which is in Lehi unto this 
day. 

20 And he judged Israed in the days 
of the Philistines twenty years. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

rpHKN went Samson to Gaza, and 

X saw there an harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 And it was told the Gazites, saying, 
Samson is come hither. Aud they com- 
passed him in, and laid wait for him 
all night in the gate of the city, and 
were quiet all the night, saying, In the 
morning, when it is day, we shall kill 
him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, and 
arose at midnight, and took the doors 
of the gate of the city, and the two 
posts, and went away with them, bar 
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and a]], and put them upon his shoul- 
ders, and carried them up to the top 
of an hill that is before Hebron. 

4 ^ And it came to pass afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley 
of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. 

5 And the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her, 
Entice him, and see wherein his great 
strength lieth, and by what means we 
may prevail against him, that we may 
bind him to afflict him: and we will 
give thee every one of us eleven hun- 
dred pieces of silver. 

G If And Delilah said to Samson, Tell 
me, 1 pray thee, wherein thy great 
strength lieth, and wherewith thou 
mightest be bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto her. If they 
bind me with seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall 1 be weak, 
and be as another man. 

K Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. 

i) Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him, The Philistines he 
upon thee, Samson. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the lire. So his strength 
was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Itehold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, 
wherewith thou mightest be bound. 

11 And he said unto her, If they bind 
me fast with new ropes that never 
were occupied, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson. And there were liers in wait 
abiding in the chamber. And he brake 
them from off his arms like a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: tell me wherewith tliou 
mightest lie bound. And he said unto 
her, If thou weavest the seven locks 
of my bead with the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Philistines he 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with 
the pin of the beam, and with the web. 

lb 1 And she said unto him, How 
caiist thou say, I love thee, when thine 
heart is not with me? thou hast mocked 
me these three times, and hast not told 
me wherein thy great strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death; 
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17 That he told her all his heart, and 
said unto her. There hath not come a 
razor upon mine head; for I have been 
a Nazante unto God from my mother’s 
womb: if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he had 
told her all his heart, she sent and 
called for the lords of the Philistines, 
saying. Come up this once, for he hath 
shewed me all his heart Then the lords 
of the Philistines came up unto her, 
and brought money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon her 
knees; and she called for a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven 
locks of his head; and she began to 
afflict him, and his strength went from 
him. 

20 And she said, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out 
or his sleep, and said, I will go out as 
at other times before, and shake myself. 
And he wist not that the Loan was 
departed from him. 

21 t But the Philistines took him, and 
put out his eyes, and brought him 
down to Gaza, and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in 
the prison house. 

22 Howbeit the hair of his head began 
to grow again after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered Samson our enemy into 
our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they said, 
Our god hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that thev said, (’all 
lor Samson, that he may make us sport. 
And they called for Samson out ol the 
prison house; and he made them snort: 
and they set him between the pillars. 

20 And Samson said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand, Suffer me that 
I may feel the pillars whereupon the 
house standeth, that I may lean upon 
them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and there were 
upon the roof about three thousand 
men and women, that beheld while 
Samson made sport. 

28 And Samson called unto the Loud, 
and said, O Lord Goo, remember me, 
I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I 
may be at once avenged of the Philis- 
tines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the two 
middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and on wnich it was borne up, 
of the one with his right hand, and of 
the other with his left. 
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BO And Samson said. Let me die with 
the Philistines. And he bowed himeeif 
with all his might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people 
that were therein. So the dead which 
he slew at his death were more than 
they which he slew in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, and 
took him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol 
in the buryingplace of Manoah his fa- 
ther. And he judged Israel twenty 
years. 


CHAPTER XyiL 

A NI) there was a man of mount 
Ephraim, whose name was Micah. 
2 And he said unto his mother, The 
eleven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about which 
thou cursedst, and spakest of also in 
mine ears, behold, the silver is with 
me; I took it And his mother said, 
Blessed he thou of the Loan, my son. 
3 And when he had restored the 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to his 
mother; his mother said, I had wholly 
dedicated the silver unto the Loan from 
my hand for my son, to make a graven 
image and a molten image : now there- 
fore I will restore it unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the money unto 
his mother: and his mother took two 
hundred shekels of silver, and gave 
them to the founder, who made thereof 
a graven image and a molten image: 
and they were in the house of Micah. 
f) And IR man Micah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and te- 
raphim,and consecrated one of his sons, 
who became his priest. 
f> In those days there was no king in 
Israel, hut every man did that which 
was right in. his own eyes. 

7 H And there was a young man out 
of Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who ions a Lcvite, and he so- 
journed there. 

8 And the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn 
where he could find a place: and he 
came to mount Ephraim to the house 
of Micah, as he journeyed. 

‘J And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou? And he said unto him, 
I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah. 
and 1 go to sejourn where I may find 
a place. 

10 And Micah Raid unto him. Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father and 
a priest, and I will give thee ten she- 
kels of silver by the year, and a suit 
of apparel, and thy victuals. So the 
Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his sons. 
12 And Micah consecrated the Levite; 
and the young man became his priest, 
and was in the house of Micah. 
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18 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Lord will do me good, seeing 
I have a Levite to my priest. 

i 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

I N those days there was no king in 
Israel: and in those days the tribe 
of the Danites sought them an inheri- 
tance to dwell in ; for unto that day all 
their inheritance had not fallen unto 
them among the tribes of Israel. 

2 And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their coasts, 
men of valour, from Zornh, and from 
Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to 
search it; and they said unto them, 
Go, search the land: who when they 
came to mount Ephraim, to the house 
of Micah, they lodged there. 

3 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they knew the voice of the 
young man the Levite : and they 
turned in thither, and said unto him, 
Who brought tliec hither? and what 
makest thou in this place? and what 
hast thou here? 

4. And he said unto them, Thus and 
thus dealeth Micah with me, and hath 
hired me, and I am his priest. 

5 And they said unto him. Ask coun- 
sel, we pray thee, of God, that we may 
know whether our way which we go 
shall be prosperous. 

G And the priest said untojjhem, Go 
in peace: before the Loan i^your way 
wherein ye go. 

7 J Then the five men departed, and 
came to Laisli, and saw the people that 
were therein, how they dwelt careless, 
after the manner of the Zidonians, quiet 
and secure; and Mere was no magistrate 
in the land , that might put them to 
shame in any thing; and thoy were far 
from the Zidonians, and had no busi- 
ness with any man. 

8 And they came unto their brethren 
to Zorah and Eshtaol: and their bre- 
thren said unto them, What say ye? 

9 And they said, Arise, that we may 
go up against them: for we have seen 
the land, and, behold, it is very good: 
and are ye still? be not slothful to go, 
and to enter to possess the land, 

10 When ye go , ye shall come unto 
a people secure, and to a large land: 
for God hath given it into your hands ; 
a place where there is no want of any 
tiling that is in the earth. 

U J And there went from thence of 
the family of the Danites, out of Zorah 
and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men 
appointed with weapons of war. 

12 And they went in), and pitched in 
Kirjath-jearim, in Judah: wherefore 
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they called that place Mahaneh-dan unto 
this day: behold, it is behind Kiia^thh 
jearim. 

IB And they passed thence unto mount 
Ephraim, ana came unto the house of 
Micah. 

14 5 Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country qf 
Laish, and said unto their brethren, 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
a graven image, and a molten imager 
now therefore consider what ye hard 
to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, and 
came to the house of the young man 
the Levite, even unto the house of 
Micah, and saluted him. 

16 And the six hundred men ap- 
pointed with their weapons of war, 
which were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entering of the gate. 

17 And the five men that went to spy 
out the land went up, and came in 
thither, and took the graven image, 
and the ephod, and the teraphim, ana 
the molten image : and the priest stood 
in the entering of the gate with the 
six hundred men that were appointed 
with weapons of war. 

JX And these went into Micah’s house, 
and fetched the carved image, the 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 
image. Then said the priest unto them, 
What do yeV 

19 And thejr said unto him, Hold thy 
peace, lay thine hand upon thy mouth, 
and go with us, and be to us a father 
and a priest: is it better for thee to be 
a priest unto the house of one man, or 
that thou .be a priest unto a tribe and 
a family in Israel? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, and 
he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the 
midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and 
the carriage before them. 

22 t And when they were a good way 
from the house of Micah, the men that 
?m*e in the houses near to Micah’s house 
were gathered together, and overtook 
the children of Dan. 

231 And they cried unto the children 
of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah, What aileth thee, 
that thou comest with such a company? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken away 
my gods which I made, and the priest, 
and ye are gone away: and what have 
I more? and what is this that ye say 
unto me, What aileth tliee? 

25 And the children of Dan said unto 
him, Let not thy voice be heard among 
us, lest angry fellows run upon thee, 
and thou lose thy life, with the lives 
of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went their 
way: and when Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned and 
went back unto his house. 

27 And they took the things which 
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Mic&h had made, and the priest which 
he had, and came unto Laish, unto a 
people that were at quiet and secure: 
and they smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city with fire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, because 
it was far from Zidon, and they had 
no business with any man; and it was 
in the valley that lieth by Beth-rehob. 
And they built a city, and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the 
city Dan, after the name of Dan their 
father, who was born unto Israel: 
howbeit the name of the city was 
Laish at the first 

30 And the children of Dan set up 
the graven image: and Jonathan, the 
son of Gershom, the son of Manasseh, 
he and his sons were priests to the 
tribe of Dan until the day of the cap- 
tivity of the land. 

31 And they set them up Mioah’s 
graven image, which he made, all the 
time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND it came to pass in those days, 
when there nuts no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levite sojourn- 
ing on the side of mount Ephraim, who 
took to him a concubine out of Beth- 
lehem-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the whore 
against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Betli-lehem- 
judah, and was there four whole months. 
3 And her husband arose, and went 
after her , to speak friendly unto her, 
and to bring her again, having his ser- 
vant with him, and a couple of asses: 
and she brought him into her father’s 
house: and when the father of the 
damsel saw him, he rejoiced to meet 
him. 

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days: so they did eat and 
drink, and lodged there. 

5 f And it came to pass on the fourth 
day, when they arose early in the 
morning, that he rose up to depart: 
and the damsel’s father said unto his 
son in law. Comfort thine heart with 
a morsel of bread , and afterward go 
your way. 

G And they sat down, and did eat and 
drink both of them together: for the 
damsel’s father had said unto the man. 
Be content, I pray thee, and tarry all 
night, and let thine heart be merry. 

7 And when the man rose up to depart, 
his father in law urged him: therefore 
he lodged there again. 

8 Ana he arose early in the morning 
on the fifth day to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said, Comfort thine 
heart, I pray thee. And they tarried 
until afternoon, and they did eat both 
of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to de- 
part, he, and his concubine, and his 
servant, his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, Raid unto him, Behold now the 
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day draweth toward evening, l pray 
you tarry all night: behold, the aay 
groweth to an end, lodg e h ere, that 
thine hoarfr may be merry; and to 
morrow get you early on your way, 
that thou mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not tarry that 
night, but he rose up and departed, 
and came over against Jebus, which 
is Jerusalem; and there were with him 
two asses saddled, his concubine also 
was with him. 

11 JmZwheu they tvere by Jebus, the 
day was far spent; and the servant 
said unto his master, Come, I pray 
thee, and let us turn in into this city 
of the Jebusites, and lodge in it. 

12 And his master said unto him, We 
will not turn aside hither into the city 
of a stranger, that is not of the chil- 
dren of Israel; we will pass over to 
Gibeah. 

13 And he said unto his servant, Come, 
and let us draw near to one of these 
places to lodge all night, in Gibeah, or 
in Hamah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they wei'e by Gibeah, 
which belong eth to Benjamin. 

15 And they turned aside thither, to 
go in and to lodge in Gibeah; and when 
lie went in, he sat him down in a 
street of the city: for there was no man 
that took them into his house to lodging. 

lb t And, behold, there came an old 
man from his work out of the lield at 
even, which was also of mount Ephraim; 
and lie sojourned in Gibeah: but the 
men of the place were Benjamites. 

17 And when he had lifted up his 
eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in the 
street of the city: and the old man 
said, Whither goest thou? and whence 
comest thou? 

ltf And he said unto him, We are 
passing from lieth-lehem-judah toward 
the side of mount Ephraim; from thence 
am I: and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, 
but 1 am now going to the house of 
the Loan; and there is no man that 
reoeiveth me to house. 

19 Vet there is both straw and pro- 
vender for our asses; and there is bread 
and wine also for me, and for thy hand- 
maid, and for the young man which is 
with thy servants: thei'e is no want 
of any thing. 

20 And the old man said. Peace be 
with thee; howsoever let all thy wants 
lie upon me; only lodge not in the 
street. 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses: 
and they washed their feet, and did 
eat and drink. 

22 If Now as they were making their 
hearts merry , behold , the men of the 
city, certain sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the 
door, and spake to the master of the 
house, the old man, saying, Bring forth 
the man that came into thine house, 
that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
untb them, Nay, my brethren, nay, I 
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pray you, do not so wickedly; seeing' 
that this man is come into mine house, 
do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is mv' daughter a 
maiden, ana his concubine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what seemeth 
good unto you: but unto this man do 
not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken 
to him: so the man took his concu- 
bine, and brought her forth unto them: 
and they knew her, and abused her all 
the night until the morning: and when 
the day began to spring, they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down at 
the door of the man’s house where her 
lord was , till it was light 

. 27 And her lord rose up in the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house, 
and went out to go liis way: and, be- 
hold, tlie woman liis concubine was 
fallen down at the door of the house, 
and her hands were upon the threshold. 

23 And he said unto her, Up, and let 
us be going. But none answered. Then 
the man took her up upon an ass , and 
the man rose up, and gat him unto 
his place. 

29 ? And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold 
on his concubine, and divided her, to- 
gether with her bones, into twelve pieces, 
and sent her into all the coasts of Is- 
rael. 

60 And it was so, that all that saw 
it said, There was no such deed done 
nor seen from the day that the children 
of Israel came up out of the land of 
Egypt unto this day: consider of it, 
take advice, and speak your minds. 


CHAPTER XX. 

• fPHEN all the children of Israel went 
A out, and the congregation was ga- 
thered together as one man, from Dan 
even to Beer-sheba, with the land of 
Gilead, unto the Eord in Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented 
themselves in the assembly or the peo- 
ple of God, four hundred thousand 
footmen that drew sword. 

6 (Xow the children of Benjamin heard 
that the children of Israel were gone 
up to Mizpeh. ) Then said the children 
of Israel, Tell us, how was this wicked- 
ness^ 

4 And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was slain, answered and 
said. I came into Gibeah that belongeth 
to Benjamin, I and my concubine, to 
lodge. 

6 And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about 
uppn me by night, and thought to have 
slain me : and my concubine have they 
forced, that she is dead. 
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6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, ana sent her throughout 
all the country of the inheritance of 
Israel : for they have committed lewd- 
ness and folly in Israel 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Israel; 
give here your advice and counsel 

8 J And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any qf us 
go to his tent t neither will we any of 
us turn into his house. 

11 But now this shall be the thing 
which we will do to Gibeah; we will go 
up by lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to fetch victual for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to Gi- 
bean of Benjamin, according to all the 
folly that they have wrought in Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israel were ga- 
thered against the city, knit together 
as one man. 

12 t And the tribes of Israel sent men 
through all the tribe of Benjamin, say- 
ing, What wickedness is this that is 
done among you ? 

13 Now therefore deliver us the men, 
the children of Belial, which are in Gi- 
beah, that we may put them to death, 
and put away evil from Israel. But the 
children of Benjamin would not hearken 
to the voice ol their brethren the chil- 
dren of Israel: 

14 But the children of Benjamin ga- 
thered themselves together out of the 
cities unto Gibeah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Israel 

15 And the children of Benjamin were 
numbered at that time out of the cities 
twenty and six thousand men that 
drew sword, beside the inhabitants of 
Gibeah, which were numbered seven 
hundred chosen men. 

lb Among all this people there wei’e 
seven hundred chosen men lefthanded; 
every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

17 And the men of Israel, beside Ben- 
jamin, were numbered lour hundred 
thousand men that drew sword: all 
these were men of war. 

18 1 And the children of Israel arose, 
and went up to the house of God, ana 
asked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle 
against the children of Benjamin? And 
the Lord said, Judah shall go up first 

19 And the children of Israel rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the children of Benjamin came 
forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed 
down to the ground of the Israelites 
that day twenty and two thousand 
men. 
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22 And the people the men of Israel 
encouraged themselves, and set their 
battle again in array in the place 
where they put themselves in array 
the first day. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the Lord until 
even, and asked counsel of the Loan, 
saying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother? And the Lord said, Go up 
against him.) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 
the second day. 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Israel again eighteen 
thousand men; all these drew the 
sword. • 

20 1 Then all the children of Israel, 
and all the people, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the Loan , and lasted 
that dhy until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lord. 

27 And the children of Israel enquired 
of the Lord, (for the ark of the cove- 
nant of God was there in those days, 

28 And Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, 
the son of Aaron, stood before it in 
those days,) saving, Shall 1 yet again 
go out to battle against the children 
of Benjamin my brother, or shall I 
cease? And the Lord said, Go up; for 
to morrow I will deliver them into 
thine hand. 

29 And Israel set liers in wait round 
about Gibeah. 

30 And the children of Israel went up 
against the children of Benjamin on 
the third day, and put themselves in 
array against Gibeah, as at other times. 

31 And the children of Benjamin went 
out against the people, and were drawn 
away from the city: and they began 
to smite of the people, and kill, as at 
other times, in the highways, of which 
one goeth up to the house of God, and 
the other to Gibeah in the field, about 
thirty men of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benjamin said, 
They are smitten down before us, as 
at the first. But the children of Israel 
said, Let us flee, and draw them from 
the city unto the highways. 

33 And all the men of Israel rose up 
out of their place, and put themselves 
in array at Ilaal-tamar: and the liers 
in wait of Israel came forth out of 
their places, even out of the meadows 
of Gibeali. 

34 And there came agaiust Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore: but 
they knew not that evil was near them. 

36 And the Lord smote Benjamin be- 
fore Israel: and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the Benjamites that day 
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twenty and live thousand and anhun- 
dred men: all these drew the sword. 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten: for the men 
of Israel gave place to the Benjamites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they had set beside Gibeah. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted , and 
rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Israel and the 
liers in wait, that they should make a 
great flame with smoke rise up out of 
the city. 

39 And when the men of Israel retired 
in the battle, Benjamin began to smite 
and kill of the men of Israel about 
thirty persons: for they said, Surely 
they are smitten down before us, as in 
the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to arise 
up out of the city with a pillar of 
smoke, the Benjamites looked behind 
them, and, behold, the flame of the 
city ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel turned 
again , the men of Benjamin were 
amazed: for they saw that evil was 
come upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Israel unto the way 
of the wilderness: but the battle over- 
took them; and them which came out 
of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Benjamites 
round about, and chased them, and 
trode them down with ease over against 
Gibeah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eigh- 
teen thousand men; all these were men 
of valour. 

'15 And they turned and fled toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of Kim- 
inon : and they gleaned of them in the 
highways live thousand men; and pur- 
sued hard after them unto Gidom, and 
slew two thousand men of them. 

4G So that all which fell that day ot 
Benjamin were twenty and live thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all 
these were men of valour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Kirnmon, and abode in the rock liim- 
mon four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned again 
upon the children of Benjamin, and 
Bmote them with the edge of the sword, 
as well the men of every city, as the 
beast, and all that came to hand: also 
they set on lire all the cities that they 
came to. 


CHAPTER XXL 

N OW the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpeh, saying, There shall not 
any of us ^ive his daughter unto Ben- 
jamin to wife. 

« 2 And the people came to the house 
of God, and abode there till even be- 
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fore God, and lifted up their voices, 
and wept sore; 

8 Ana said, O Loan God of Israel, 
why is this come to pass in Israel, that 
there should be to day one tribe lack- 
ing in Israel? 

4 And it came to pass on the mor- 
rojw, that the people rose early . and 
built there an altar, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings. 

5 And the children of Israel said, 
Who is there among all the tribes of 
Israel that came not up with the con- 
gregation unto the Lord? For they 
haa made a great oath concerning him 
that came not up to the Lord to Miz- 
peh, saying, He shall surely be put to 
death. 

6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut oft* from 
Israel this day. 

t How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn by 
the Lord that we will not give them 
of our daughters to wives? 

8 f And they said, What one is there 
of the tribes of Israel that came not 
up to Mizpeh to the Lord? And, be- 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, and, 
behold, there were none of the inhabi- 
tants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiantest. 
and commanded them, saving, Go ami 
smite the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead 
with the edge of the sword, with the 
women and the children. 

11 And this is the thing that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy every 
male, and every woman that hath lain 
bv man. 

12 And they found among the inha- 
bitants of Jabesh-gilead four hundred 
young virgins, that had known no man 
by lying with any male: and they 
brought them unto the camp to Shi- 
loh, which is in the land of Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Ben- 
jamin that were in the rock Riinmon 
and to call peaceably unto them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at that 
time; and they gave them wives which 
they had saved alive of the women of 
Jabesh-gilead : and yet so they sufficed 
them not. 

15 And the people repented them for 
Benjamin, because that the Lord had 
made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 

10 T Then the elders of the congre- 
gation said, How shall we do for wives 
lor them that remain, seeing the wo- 
men are destroyed out of Benjamin? 

17 And they said, Th&'e must he an 
inheritance lor them that be escaped 
of Benjamin , that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Israel. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn , saying, 
Cursed he he that giveth a wife to Ben- 
jamin. 
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19 Then they said, Behold, there is a 
feast of the Lord in Shiloh yearly in 
a place which is on the north side of 
Beth-el, on the east side of the high- 
way that goeth dp from Beth-el to 
Shechem, and on the south of Lebonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go and 
he in wait in the vineyards; 

*21 And see, and, behold, if the daugh- 
ters of Shiloh come out to dance in 
dances, then come ye out of the vine- 
yards, and catch you every man his 
wife of the daughters of Shiloh, and 
go to the land of Benjamin. 

22 And it shall be, when their lathers 
or their brethren come unto us to 
complain, that we will say unto them, 
Be favourable unto them for our sakes: 
because we reserved riot to each man 
his wife in the war: for ye did not 
give unto them at this time, that ye* 
should be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin did 
so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, 
whom- they caught: and they went and 
returned unto their inheritance, and 
repaired the cities, -and dwelt in them. 

24. And the children of Israel departed 
thence at that time, every man to his 
tribe and to his family, and they went 
out from thence every man to his in- 
heritance. 

25 In those days there was no king in 
Israel: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes.

THE FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS. 


CHAPTER I. 

N OW there was a certain man of Ra- 
mathaim-zophim, of mount Ephraim, 
and his name was Elkanah, the son of 
Jeroham, the son of Eliliu, the son of 
Tohu, the son of Zuph, an Ephrathite : 
2 And he had two wives; the name of 
the one was Hannah, and the name of 
the other Peninnah: and Peninnah had 
children, but Hannah had no children. 
3 And this man went up out of his 
city yearly to worship and to sacrifice 
unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh. And 
the two sons of Eli,' llophni and Phi- 
ncha8 , the priests of the Lord , were 
there. 

4 H And when the time was that 
Elkanah offered, he gave to Peninnah 
his wife, and to all her sons and her 
daughters, portions: 

' 5 But unto Hannah he gave a worthy 
portion; for he loved Hannah: but the 
Lord had shut up her womb. 

(5 And her adversary also provoked 
her sore, for to make tier fret, because 
the Lord had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did so year by year, 
when she went up to the house of the 
Lord, so she provoked her; therefore 
she wept, ami did not eat 
8 Then said Elkanah her husband to 
her, Hannah, why weepest thou? and 
why eatest thou notV and why is thy 
heart grieved? am not I better to thee 
than ten sons? 

9 ! So Hannah rose up after they had 
eaten in Shiloh, and after they had 
drunk. Now Eli the priest sat upon a 
seat by a post of the temple of the Lord, 
10 And she was in bitterness of souh 
and prayed unto the Lord, and wept 
sore. 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, 
O Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine handmaid, 
and remember me, and not forget thine 
handmaid, but wilt give unto thine 
handmaid a man child, then I will give 
him unto the Lord all the days of his 
life, and there shall no razor come upon 
his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she conti- 
nued praying before the Lord, that Eli 
marked her mouth. 

13 ^ow Hannah, she spake in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but her 
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voice was not heard: therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. 

14 And Eli said unto her, How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a sor- 
rowful spirit: I have drunk neither wine 
nor strong drink, but have poured out 
my soul before the Lord. 

10 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of lielial: for out of the abun- 
dance of my complaint and grief have 
I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli auswered and said, Go 
in peace: and the God of Israel graut 
thee thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. 

18 And she said, Let thine handmaid 
li ud grace in thy sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her 
countenance was no more sad. 

11) 1 And they rose up in the morning 
early, and worshipped before the Lord, 
and returned, ami came to their hduse 
to Kamah: and Elkanah knew Hannah 
his wife; and the Loan remembered her. 

20 Wherefore it camo to pass, when 
the time was come about after Hannah 
had conceived, that she bare a son, 
and called his name Samuel, saying , 
Jlecause I have asked him of the Lord. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and all his 
house, went up to oiler unto the Lord 
the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 

22 lJut Hannah went not up; for she 
said unto her husband, / (rill not, ao up 
until the child be weaned, and then I 
will bring him, that he may appear be- 
fore the Lord, and there abide for ever. 

2 3 And Elkanah her husband said unto 
her, Do what seemetb thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; only the 
Lord establish his word. So the woman 
abode, and gave her son suck until she 
weaned him. 

24 1 And when she had weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and one ephah of Hour, and 
a bottle of wine, and brought him unto 
the house of the Loan in Shiloh: and 
the child was young. 

25 And they slew a bullock, and 
brought the child to Eli. 

20 And she said, Oh my lord, as thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman 
that stood by thee here, praying unto 
the Lord. 

27 For this child I prayed; and the 
Lord hath given me my petition which 
I asked of him : 

28 Therefore also I have lent him to 
the Lord; as long as he liveth he shall 
be lent to the Lord. And lie worshipped 
the Lord there. 


CHAPTER II. 

A ND Hannah prayed, and said, My 
heart rejoiceth in the Lord, mine 
horn is exalted in the Lord; my mouth 
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is enlarged over mine enemies; because 
I rsjoice in thy salvation. 

2 There is none holy as the Lord: for 
there is none beside thee: neither is 
there any rock like our God. 

3 Talk no more so exceeding proudly ; 
let not arrogancy come out of your 
mouth: for the Lord is a God of know- 
ledge, and by him actions are weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty men are 
broken, and they that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

5 They that were full have hired out 
themselves for bread; and they that were 
hungry ceased: so that the barren hath 
born seven; and she that hath many 
children is waxed feeble. 

6 The Lord killeth, and maketh alive: 
he bringeth down to the grave, and 
bringeth up. 

7 The Lord maketh poor, and maketh 
rich: he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

8 He raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from the 
dunghill, to set them among princes, 
and to make them inherit the throne 
of glory: for the pillars of the earth 
are the Lord’s, and he hath set the 
world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, 
and the wicked shall be silent in dark- 
ness; for by strength shall no man 
prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the Lord shall 
be broken to pieces; out of heaven shall 
he thunder upon them: the Lord shall 
judge the ends of the earth; and lie 
shall give strength unto his king, and 
exalt the horn of his anointed. 

11 And Elkanah went to Hamah to 
his house. And the child did minister 
unto the Lord before Eli the priest. 

12 f Now the sons of Eli were sons of 
Belial; thev knew not the Lord. 

13 And the priest’s custom with the 
people was, that, when any man offered 
sacrifice , the priest’s servant came, 
while the flesh was in seething, with 
a fieshhook of three teeth in his hand; 

14 And he struck it into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that the 
fieshhook brought up the priest took 
for himself. So they did in Shiloh unto 
all the Israelites that came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed, Give flesh to roast 
for the priest; for he will not have 
sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him, Let 
them not fail to burn the fat presently, 
and then take as much as thy soul 
desireth ; then he would answer him, 
Nay; but thou shalt give it me now: 
ana if not, I will take it by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the Lord: 
for men abhorred the offering of the 
Lord. 

18 f But Samuel ministered before 
the Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made him 
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a little coat, and brought it to him 
from rear to year, when she came up 
with her husband to offer the yearly 
sacrifice. 

20 ^ And Eli blessed Elkanah and his 
wife, and said, The Lord give thee seed 
of this woman for the loan which is 
lent to the Lord. And they went unto 
their own home. 

21 And the Lord visited Hannah, so 
that she conceived, and bare three sons 
and two daughters. And the child Sa- 
muel grew before the Lord. 

22 % Now Eli was very old, and heard 
all that his sons did unto all Israel; 
and how they lay with the women that 
assembled at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

23 And he said unto them, Why do 
ye such things V for I hear of your evil 
dealings by all this people. 

24 Nav, my sons; for it is no good 
report that 1 hear: ye make the Lord's 
people to transgress. 

25 If one man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him: but if a man 
sin against the Lord, who shall intreat 
for him? Notwithstanding they hear- 
kened not unto the voice of their father, 
because the Lord would slay them. 

2G And the child Samuel grew on, 
and was in favour both with the Lord, 
and also with men. 

27 f And there came a man of God 
unto Eli, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lord, Did I plainly appear 
unto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s house? 

28 And did I choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to be my priest, to 
offer upon mine altar, to burn incense, 
to wear an ephod before me? and did 
1 give unto tne house of thy father all 
the offerings made by fire of the chil- 
dren of Israel? 

21) Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
and at mine offering, which I have 
commanded in my habitation; and ho- 
nourest thy sons above me, to make 
yourselves fat with the chiefest of all 
the offerings of Israel my people? 

no Wherefore the Lord God of Israel 
saith, I said indeed that thy house, and 
the house of thy father, should walk 
before me for ever: but now the Lord 
saith, Be it far from me ; for them that 
honour me I will honour, and they that 
despise me shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy 
father’s house, that there shall not be 
an old man in thine house. 

32 And thou shalt see an enemv in 
m v habitation, in all the wealth which 
God, shall give Israel: and there shall 
not be an old man in thine house for 
ever. 

83 And the man of thine, whom I shall 
not cut off from mine altar, shall be to 
consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine 
heart: and all the increase of thine 
house shall die in the flower of their age. 
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84 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
that shall come upon thy two sons, on 
Honhni and Phinehas; in one day they 
shall die both of them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to that 
which is in mine heart ana in my 
mind: and I will build him a sure 
house; and he shall walk before mine 
anointed for ever. 

36 And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine houre 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, 
and shall say, Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests’ offices, that I 
may eat a piece of bread. 


CHAPTER III. 

A ND the child Samuel ministered 
unto the Lord before Eli. And the 
word of the Loud was precious in those 
days; there was no open vision. 

2 And it came to pass at that time, 
when Eli was laid down in his place, 
and his eyes began to wax dim, that 
he could not see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went out 
in the temple of the Lord, where the 
ark of God was, and Samuel was laid 
down to sleep ; 

4 That the Lord called Samuel: and 
he answered, Here am I. 

5 And he ran unto Eli, and said, Here 
am I: for thou calledst me. And he 
said, 1 called not; lie down again. And 
he went and lay down. 

6 And the Lord called yet again, Sa- 
muel. And Samuel arose and went to 
Eli, and said, Here am I; for thou 
didst oall me. And he answered, 1 
called not, my son; lie down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know the 
Lord, neither was the word of the Lord 
yet revealed unto him. * 

8 And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And lie arose and went 
to Eli, and said. Here am I; for thou 
didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lord had called the child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, 
lie clown: and it shall be, if he call thee, 
that thou slialt say, Speak, Loud; for 
thy servant heareth. So Samuel went 
and lay down in his place. 

10 And the Lord came, and stood, and 
called as at other times, Samuel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel answered, Speak; for thy 
servant heareth. 

lit And the Lord said to Samuel, lie- 
hold. 1 will do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will perform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken con- 
cerning his house: when I begin, l 
will also make an end. 

13 For I have told him that I will 
judge his house for ever for the ini- 
quity which he knowetb; because his 
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sons made themselves vile, and he 
restrained them not 
14 And therefore I have sworn unto 
the house of Eli , that the iniquity of 
Eli’s house shall not be purged with 
sacrifice nor offering for ever. 

16 J And Samuel lav until the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house 
of the Loan. And Samuel feared to 
shew Eli the vision. 

1G Then Eli called Samuel, and said, 
Samuel, my son. And he answered. 
Here am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing that 
the LORD hath said unto thee? I pray 
thee hide it not from me: God do so to 
thee, and more also, if thou hide any 
thing from me of all the things that 
he said unto thee. 

18 And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, It is the Lord: let him do what 
seemeth him good. 

19 1 And Samuel grew, and the Lord 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. 

20 And all Israel from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was esta- 
blished to be a prophet of the Loro. 

21 And the Lord appeared again in 
Shiloh: for the Loan revealed himself 
to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER IV. 

A N D the word of Samuel came to 
all Israel. Now Israel went out 
against the Philistines to battle, and 

f ntched beside Eben-ezer: and the Phi- 
istines pitched in Aphek. 

2 And the Philistines put themselves 
in array against Israel: and when they 
joined battle, Israel was smitten before 
the Philistines: and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand 
men. 

3 t And when the people were come 
into the camp, the elders of Israel said, 
Wherefore hath the Loro smitten us 
to day before the Philistines? Let us 
fetch the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of Shiloh unto us, that, when 
it cometh among us, it may save us 
out of the hand of our enemies. 

4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that 
they might bring from thence the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord of hosts, 
which dwelleth between the cherubims: 
and the two sons of Eli , Hophni and 
Phinehas, were there with the ark of 
the covenant of God. 

5 And when the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord came into the camp, all 
Israel shouted with a great shout, so 
that the earth rang again. 

G And when the Philistines heard the 
noise of the shout, they said, What 
meaneih the noise of this great shout 
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in the camp of the Hebrews? And they 
understood that the ark of the Lord 
was come into the camp, 

7 And the Philistines were afraid, for 
tfcey said, God is come into the camp. 
And they said, Woe unto us! for there 
hath not been such a thing heretofore. 

8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver us 
out of the hand of these mighty Gods? 
these are the Gods that smote the 
KpFPtians with all the plagues in the 
wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like 
men, O ye Philistines, that ye be not 
servants unto the Hebrews, as they 
have been to you: quit yourselves like 
men, and fight. 

10 T And the Philistines fought, and 
Israel was smitten, and they fled every 
man into his tent: and there was a 
very great slaughter; for there fell of 
Israel thirty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken: 
and the two sons of Eli, Ilophni and 
Phinehas, were slain. 

12 f And there ran a man of Benjamin 
out of the army, and came to Shiloh 
the same day with his clothes rent, and 
with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a seat by the wayside watching: 
for his heart trembled for the ark of 
God. And when the man came into the 
city, and told it, all the city cried out. 

14 And when Eli heard the noise of 
the crying, he said, What meaneth the 
noise of this tumult? And the man 
came in hastily, and told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
years old; and his eyes were dim, that 
he could not see. 

16 And the man said unto Eli, I am 
he that came out of the army, and 1 
fled to day out of the army. And he 
said, What is there done, my son? 

17 And the messenger answered and 
said, Israel is fled before the Philistines, 
and there hath been also a great slaugh- 
ter among the people, and thy two sons 
also, Ilophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. 

18 And it came to pass, when he made 
mention of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off the seat backward by the side 
of the gate, and his neek brake, and he 
died: for he was an old man, and heavy. 
And he had judged Israel forty years. 

19 5 And his daughter in law, Phi- 
nehas’ wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered: and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father in law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself 
and travailed; for her pains came 
upon her.

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said unto 
her, Fear not; for thou hast bom a son. 
But she answered not, neither did *ke 
regard it 

21 And she named the child Ichabod, 
saying, The glory is departed from 
Israel: because tne ark of God w*e 
taken, and because of her father jn 
law and her husband. 

22 And she said. The glory is departed 
from Israel : for the ark of God is taken. 


CHAPTER V. 

A ND the Philistines took the ark of 
God, and brought it from Eben-ezer 
unto Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the ark 
of God, they brought it into the house 
of Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 t And when they of Asndod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon 
was fallen upon his face to the earth 
before the ark of the Lord. And they 
took Dagon, and set him in his place 
again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground be- 
fore the ark of the Lord ; and the head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his 
hands were cut oft' upon the threshold; 
only the stump of Dagon was left to him. 
5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Dagon’s 
house, tread on the threshold ol‘ Dagon 
in Aslnlod unto this day. 

(5 But the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, eve?i Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it was so, they said, The ark of 
the God of Israel shall not abide with 
us: for his hand is sore upon us, and 
upon Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said, What shall we do with 
the ark of the God of Israel? And they 
answered, Let the ark of the God of 
Israel be carried about unto Gath. And 
they carried the ark of the God of Is- 
rael about thither. 

1) And it was so , that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the Lord 
was against the city with a very great 
destruction: and he smote the men of 
the city, both small and great, and they 
had emerods in their secret parts. 

10 H Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, as 
the ark of God came to Ekron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying, They have 
brought about the ark of the God of 
Israel to us, to slay us and our people. 
11 So they sent and gathered together 
all the lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the Goa of Israel, 
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md let it go again to his own place, 
lhat it slay us not, and our people : for 
there was a deadly destruction through- 
out all the city; the hand of God was 
|\ery heavy there. 

1 12 And the men that died not were 
femitten with the emerods : and the cry 
if the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER VI. 

AND the ark of the Lord was in the 
country of the Philistines seven 
months. 

2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do to the ark of the Loan? tell 
us wherewith we shall send it to his 
place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Israel, send it not 
empty; but in any wise return him 
a trespass offering: then ye shall be 
healed, and it shall be known to you 
why his hand is not removed from you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall return 
to him? They answered, Five golden 
emerods, and five golden mice, accord- 
ing to the number of the lords of the 
Philistines: for one plague was on you 
all, and oil your lo^ls. 

f> Wherefore ye shall make images of 
your emerods, and images of your mice 
that mar the land; and ye shall give 
glory unto the God of Israel: peradven- 
ture he will lighten his hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and from 
off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and they 
departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their calves 
home from them: 

8 And take the ark of the Loro, and 
lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels 
of gold, which ye return him for a 
trespass offering, in a coffer by the 
side thereof; and send it away, that it 
may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shcrnesh. then 
he hath done us this great evil: but if 
not. then we shall know that it is not 
his hand that smote us; it was a chance 
that happened to us. 

10 5 And the men did so: and took 
two milch kine , and tied them to the 
cart, and shut up their calves at home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the Loro 
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\ipon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

12 And the kino took the straight way 
to the way of Beth-shemesh, and went 
along the highway, lowing as they went, 
and turned not aside to the right hand 
or to the left; and the lords of the Phi- 
listines went after them unto the border 
of Beth-shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone: 
and they clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the kino a burnt offering 
unto the Lord. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Loan, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of gold 
were, and put them on the great stone : 
and the men of Beth-shemesh offered 
burnt offerings and sacrificed sacrifices 
the same day unto the Lord. 

lfi And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they returned 
to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods 
which the Philistines returned for a 
trespass ottering unto the Lord; for 
Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for Askelon 
one, for Gath one, for Ekron one; 

18 And the golden mice, according to 
the number of all the cities of the Phi- 
listines belonging to the five lords, both 
of fenced cities, and of country villages, 
even unto the great stone of Abel, 
whereon they set down the ark of the 
Lord: which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua, the Beth- 
shemite. 

If) f And he smote the men of Beth- 
shemesh, because' they had looked into 
the ark of the Lord, even he smote of 
the people fifty thousand and threescore 
and ten men: and the people lamented, 
because the Loud had smitten many of 
the people with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Beth-shemesh said, 
Who is able to stand before this holy 
Lord God? and to whom shall he go 
up from us? 

21 H And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, saying, 
The Philistines have brought again the 
ark of the Lord; come ye down, and 
letch it up to you. 


CHAPTER VII. 

A N 1) the men of Kirjath-jearim came, 
and fetched up the ark of the Lord, 
and brought it into the house of Abi- 
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kadab in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar 
f is son to keep the ark of the Lard. ' 

1 2 And it came to pass, while the ark 
febode in Kiijath-jearim, that the time 
yas long; for it was twenty years: and 
fctl the nouse of Israel lamented after 
jpe Lord. 

i8 t And Samuel spake unto all the 
louse of Israel, saying, If ye do return 
into the Lord with all your hearts, then 
tut away the strange gods and Ash- 
taroth from among you, and prepare 
tour hearts unto the Lord, and serve 
him only: and he will deliver you out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did put 
away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served 
the Lord only. 

6 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel 
to Mizpeh, and 1 will pray lor you unto 
the Lord. 

6 And they gathered together to Miz- 
peh, and drew water, and poured it out 
before the Lord, and fasted on that 
day, and said there, We have sinned 
against the Lord. And Samuel judged 
the children of Israel in Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard that 
the children of Israel were gathered 
together to Mizpeh, the lords of the 
Philistines went up against Israel And 
when the children of Israel heard it, 
they were afraid of the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the 
Lord our God for us, that he will save 
us out of the hand of the Philistines. 

9 H And Samuel took a sucking lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt offering wholly 
unto the Lord: and Samuel cried unto 
the Lord for Israel; and the Lord heard 
him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up the 
burnt offering, the Philistines drew near 
to battle against Israel: but the Lord 
thundered with a great thunder on that 
day upon the Philistines, and discom- 
fited them; and they were smitten be- 
fore Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel went out of 
Mizpeh, and pursued the Philistines, 
and smote them, until they came under 
Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and set 
it between Mizpeh and Shen, and called 
the name of it Eben-ezer, saying, 
Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 

13 5 So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast 
of Israel: and the hand of the Lord 
was against the Philistines all the days 
of SamueL 

14 And the cities which the Philistines

had taken from Israel were restored to 
Israel, from* Ekron even unto Gath{ 
and the coasts thereof did Israel deliver 
out of the hands of the Philistines. And 
there was peace between Israel and 
the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all the 
days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year in 
circuit to Beth-el, and Gil$al, and Mhr 
peh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 

17 And his return was to Ramah; for 
there was his house; and there he 
judged Israel; and there he built an 
altar unto the Lord, 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A ND it came to pass, when Samuel 
was old, that he made his sons 
judges over Israel. 

2 Now the name of his firstborn was 
Joel; and the name of his second, 
Abiah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. 

B And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered 
themselves together, and came to Sa- 
muel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways: noSv make us a king to judge 
us like all the nations. 

6 t But the thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to judge 
us. And Samuel prayed unto the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people 
in all that they say unto thee : for they 
have not rejected thee, but they have 
rejected me, that I should not reign 
over them. 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, so 
do they also unto thee. 

11 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice : howbeit vet protest solemnly 
unto them, and shew them the manner 
of the king that shall reign over them. 

10 If And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that asked 
of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take your sons, and 
appoint them for himself, for his chariots, 
and to be his horsemen; and some shall 
run before his chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands , and captains over 
fifties; and will set them to ear his 
ground, and to reap his harvest, and 
to make his instruments of war, and 
instruments of his chariots. 



I. SAMUEL, IX. 

13 And he will take your daughters 
hr be confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
kid to be bakers. 

| 4 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your olivevards, 
fen the best oj them, and give them to 
|s servants. 

Ii5 And he will take the tenth of your 
I'.ed, and of your vineyards, and give 
^>’ his officers, and to his servants. 

(1(5 And he will take your menservants, 
and your maidservants, and your good- 
liest young men, and your asses, and 
put them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your 
sheep: and ye shall be his servants. 

18 And ye shall cry out in that day 
because of your king which ye shall 
have chosen you; and the Loan will 
not hear you in that day. 

11) If Nevertheless the people refused 
to obey the voice of Samuel; and they 
said, Nay; but we will have a king 
over us; 

20 That we also may be like all the 
nations; and that our king may .judge 
us, and go out before us, and light 
our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words of 
the people, and he rehearsed them in 
the ears of the Loan. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city. 


CHAPTER IX. 

N OW there was a man of Benjamin, 
whose name was Kish, the son of 
Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of 
Bechorath, the son of Aphiah, a Ben- 
jamite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a sou, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly : 
and there was not among the children 
of Israel a goodlier person than he: 
from his shoulders and upward he was 
higher than any of the people. 

15 And the asses of Kish Saul’s father 
were lost And Kish said to Saul his 
son, Take now one of the servants with 
thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 

4. And ho passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the land 
of Shalisha, but they found them not: 
then they passed through the land of 
Shalim, ami there they were not: and 
he passed through the. land of the 
Benjamites, but they found them not. 
5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant 
that was with him, Come, and let us 
return; lest my lather leave caring for 
the asses, and take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold now. 
there is in this city a man of God, and 
he is an honourable man; all that In; 
saith cometh surely to pass: now let us 
go thither; peradventure ho can shew 
us our way that we should go. 
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7 Then said Saul to his servant, But, 
behold, if we go , what shall we bring 
the man ? for the bread is spent in our 
vessels, and there 14 not a present to 
bring to the man of God : what have we? 

8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have here 
at hand the fourth part of a shekel of 
silver: that will I give to the man of 
(rod, to tell us our way. 

D (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to enquire of God, thus he spake, 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for 
he. 1 that is now called a Prophet was 
beforetime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, Well 
said; eome ; let us go. So they went 
unto the city where the man of God 
was. 

11 f And as they went up the hill to 
the city, they found young maidens 
going out to draw water, and said unto 
them, Is the seer here? 

12 And thev answered them, and said, 
He is; behold, he is before you: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the 
city; for there is a sacrifice of the peo- 
ple to day in the high place: 

18 As soon as ye be come into the 
city, ye shall straightwav find him, be- 
fore he go up to the high place to eat: 
for the people will not eat until he 
come, because he doth bless the sa- 
crilice; and afterwards they eat that 
be bidden. Now therefore get you up; 
for about this time ye shall find him. 

14 And thev went up into the citv: 
and when they were come into the 
city, behold, Samuel came out against 
them, for to g<> up to the high place. 

15 1[ Now the Loud had told Samuel 
in his ear a day before Saul came, 
saying, 

1G To morrow about this time I will 
send thee a man out of the land of 
Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him 
to be captain over my people Israel, 
that lie may save my people out of 
the hand of the Philistines : for 1 have 
looked upon my people, because their 
cry is come unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same 
shall reign Over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel in 
the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the seer’s house is. 

It) And Samuel answered Saul, and 
said, I am the seer: go up before me 
unto the high place; for ye shall eat 
with me to day. and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were 
lost three days sgo, set not thv mind 
on them; lor thev are found And on 
whom is all the desire of Israel ? Is it 
not on thee, and on all thy father’s 
house V 
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121 And Saul answered and said, Am 
icot I a Benjamite, of the smallest of 
tie tribes ot Israel? and my family the 
vast of all the families of the tribe of 
Benjamin? wherefore then speakest 
tiou so to me? 

f 22 And 'Samuel took Saul and his 
Servant, and brought them into the 
fcarlour, and made them sit in the 
chiefest place among them that were 
(idden, which were about thirty per- 
sons. 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring the portion which I gave thee, 
of which 1 said unto thee, Set it by 
thee. 

*24 And the cook took up the shoul- 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul. And Samuel said, 
Behold that which is left! set it before 
thee, and eat: for unto this time hath 
it been kept for thee since I said, I 
have invited the people. So Saul did 
eat with Samuel that day. 

25 f And when they were come down 
from the high place into the city, Sa- 
muel communed witli Saul upon the 
top of the house. 

26 And they arose early: and it came 
to pass about the spring of the day. 
that Samuel called Saul to the top of 
the house, saying, Up, that I may send 
thee away. And Saul arose, and they 
went out both of them, he and Samuel, 
abroad. 

27 Anti as they were going down to 
the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 
us. (and he passed on,) but stand thou 
still a while, that I may shew thee the 
word of Go<l. 


CHAPTER X. 


rpHEN Samuel took a vial of oil, and 

X poured it upon his head, and kiss- 
ed him, and said, Js it not because 
the Loan hath anointed tliee to be 
captain over his inheritance? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to day, then thou shalt find two men 
by Rachel’s sepulchre in the bonier of 
Beniamin at Zelzah ; and they will say 
unto thee. The asses which thou went- 
est to seek are found: and, lo, thy fa- 
ther hath left the care of the asses, 
and sorroweth for you, saying, What 
shall I do for my son? 

3 Then shalt thou go on forward from 
thence, and thou shalt come to the 
plain of Tabor, and there shall meet 
thee three men going up to God to 
Beth-el, one carrying three kids, and 
another carrying three loaves of bread, 
and another carrying a bottle of wine: 

4. And they will salute thee, and give 
thee two loaves of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands.

hill of God, where t* the garrison or’ 
the Philistines: and it shall come to 
pass, when thou art come thither to 
the city, that thou shalt meet a com- 
pany of prophets coming down from 
the high place with a psaltery , and p. 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, beforp 
them; and they shall prophesy: 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord will comp 
upon thee, and thou shalt prophes^ 
with them, and shalt be turned into 
another man. 

7 And let it be, when these signs aro 
come unto thee, that thou do as occa- 
sion serve thee; for God is with thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before me 
to Gilgnl; and, behold, T will come down 
unto thee, to offer burnt offering and 
to sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: 
seven days shalt thou tarry, till I come 
to thee, and shew thee what thou 
shalt do. 

i) And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel. 
God gave him another heart: and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to 
the hill, behold, a company of prophets 
met him; and the Spirit of God camo 
upon him, and he prophesied among 
them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, behold, 
he prophesied among the prophets, then 
the people said one to another. What 
is this that is come unto the son of 
Kish? Js Saul also among the prophets? 

12 And one of the same place an- 
swered and said, But who is their fa- 
ther? Therefore it became a proverb, 
Js Saul also among the prophets? 

13 And when he had made an end of 
prophesying, he came to the high place. 

14 H And Saul’s uncle said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither went ye? 
And he said, To seek the asses: and 
when we saw that they were no where, 
we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, He 
told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the king- 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not 

17 f And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lord to Mizpeh; 

18 And said unto the children of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the Lord God of Is- 
rael, I brought up Israel out of Egypt, 
and delivered you out of the hand of* 
the Egyptians, and out of the hand of 
all kingdoms, and of them that oppress- 
ed you : 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tri- 
bulations; and ye have said unto him, 
Nay, but set a king over us. Now 
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jherefore present yourselves before the 
jboED by your tribes, and by your thou- 
sands. 

; 20 And when Samuel had caused all 
me tribes of Israel to come near, the 
feibe of Benjamin was taken. 

£21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Benjamin to come near by their fa- 
milies, the family of Matri was taken, 
*nd Saul the son of Kish was taken : 
knd when they sought him, he could 
|ot be found. 

22 Therefore they enquired of the 
JjOEd further, if the man should yet 
flome thither. And the Loro answered, 
Behold, he hath hid himself among the 
stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the people, 
See ye him whom the Lord hath cho- 
sen, that there is none like him among 
all the people? And all the people 
shouted, aud said, God save the king. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote it 
in a book, and laid it up before the 
Lord. And Samuel sent all the people 
away, every man to his house. 

2d ^ And Saul also went home to 
Giboah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said, llow 
shall this mail save us? And they de- 
spised him, and brought him no pre- 
sents. But he held his peace. 


CHAPTER XI. 

rPHEN X abash the Ammonite came 

J. up, and encamped against .labesh- 
gilead: and all the men of J abash said 
unto Nahflsh, Make a covenant with 
us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite answered 
them, On this condition will I make a 
covenant with you, that I may thrust 
out all your right eyes, and lay it for 
a reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And tins elders of .labesli said unto 
him, Give us seven days’ respite, that 
we may send messengers unto all the 
coasts of Israel: and then, if there be 
no man to save us, we will come out 
to thee. 

4 T Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings in 
the ears of the people: and all the peo- 
ple lifted up their voices, and wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the Held; and Saul said, 
What aileth the people that they weep? 
And they told him the tidings of the 
men of jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 
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7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in nieces, and sent thet+ 
throughout all the coasts of Israel 
the hands of messengers, saying, Whom- 
soever cometh not forth after Saul and 
after Samuel, so shall it be done untd' 
his oxen. And the fear of the Lord fefi 
on the people, and they came out wit| 
one consent ; 

X And when he numbered them id 
Bezek, the children of Israel were thre« 
hundred thousand, and the men of Ju+ 
dah thirty thousand. 

9 And thev said unto the messenger? 
that came. Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jaoesh-gilead, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
help. And the messengers came and 
shewed it to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of dabesh said, 
To morrow we will come out unto you, 
and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies; 
and they came into the midst of the 
host in the morning watch , and slew 
the Ammonites until the heat of the 
day: and it came to pass, that they 
which remained were scattered, so that 
two of them were not left together. 

12 t And the people said unto Samuel, 
Who is he that said, Shall Saul reign 
over usV bring the men, that we may 
put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shall not a 
man be put to death this day: for to 
day the Loan hath wrought salvation 
in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gilgal; 
and there they made Saul king before 
the Loan in Gilgal; and there they sa- 
crificed sacrifices of peace offerings be- 
fore the Loan; and there Saul and all 
the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 


CHAPTER XII. 

A N I) Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, 1 have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye sjiid unto me, 
and have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king wulketh 
before you: and I am old and gray- 
headed; and, behold, my sons ore with 
you: and 1 have walked before you 
from my childhood unto this day. 

3 Behold, here I am: witness against 
me before the Loro, and before ^ his 
anointed: whose ox have I taken? or 
whose ass have T taken? or whom have 
1 defrauded? whom have I oppressed? 
or of whose hand have I received any 
bribe to blind mine eyes therewith? 
and I will restoro it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast not de- 
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^frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
liiast thou taken ought of any man's 
(land. 

i 5 And he said unto them, The Lord 
i;$ witness against you, and his anointed 
witness this day, that ye have not 
Bound ought in my hand. And they 
Answered, He is witness. 

6 5 And Samuel said unto the people, 
jj ft is the Lord that advanced Moses and 
Aaron, and that brought your fathers 
tup out of the land of Egypt. 

1 7 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before the Lord 
of all the righteous acts of the Lord, 
which he did to you and to your fathers. 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lord, 
then the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth vour fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lord their 
God, he sold them into the hand of 
Sisera, captain of the host of llazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, and 
into the hand of the king of Moab, and 
they fought against them. 

10 And they cried unto the Lord, and 
said, We have sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lord , and have served 
Baalim and Ashtaroth: but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our enemies, and 
we will serve thee. 

11 And the Lord sent Jorubbaal, and 
Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, and 
delivered you out of the hand of your 
enemies on every side, and ye dwelled 
safe. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash the 
king of the children of Ammon came 
against you, ye said unto me, Nay; 
but a king shall reign over us: when 
the Lord your God was your king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14. If ye will fear the Lord, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the Lord, 
then shall both ye and also the king 
that reigneth over you continue follow- 
ing the Lord your God: 

15 But if ye will not obey the voice 
of the Lord, but rebel against the com- 
mandment of the Lord , then shall the 
hand of the Lord be against you, as it 
was against your fathers. 

16 Now therefore stand and see this 
great thing, which the Lord will do be- 
fore your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to day? I 
will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
perceive and see that your wickedness 
is great, which ye have done in the 
sight of the Lord, in asking you a 
king. 
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18 So Samuel called unto the Lose; 
and the Lord sent thunder and rain 
that day: and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and SamueL 

19 And all the people said unto Sa- 

muel, Pray for thy servants unto the 
Lord thy God, that we die not: for wp 
have added unto all our sins this evi|, 
to ask us a king. , 

20 f And Samuel said unto the peo- 
ple, Fear not: ye have done all this 
wickedness: yet turn not aside from 
following the Lord, but serve the Lord 
with all your heart; 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go alter vain things, which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they are 
vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake: be- 
cause it hath pleased the Lord to make 
you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid that 
I should sin against the Lord in ceas- 
ing to pray for you: but I will teach 
you the good and the right way: 

24 Only fear the Lord, and serve him 
in truth with all your heart: for con- 
sider how great things he hath done 
for you. 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

S AUL reigned one year; and when 
he had reigned two years over 
Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand men 
of Israel ; whereof two thousand were 
with Saul in Miohmasli and in mount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with 
Jonathan in Gibeali of Benjamin: and 
the rest of the people he sent every 
man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison of 
the Philistines that was in Geba, and 
the Philistines heard of it. And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout all the 
land, saying, Let the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis- 
tines, and that Israel also was had in 
abomination with the Philistine^. And 
the people were called together after 
Saul to GilgaL 

5 H And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, 
thirty thousand chariots, and six thou- 
sand horsemen, and people as the sand 
which is on the sea snore in multitude: 
and they came up, and pitched in Mich- 
mash, eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
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! hide themselves in caves, and in thick- 
ets, and in rocks, and in high places, 
and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went over 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. 
As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and 
all the people followed him trembling 

8 f And he tarried seven days, ac- 
cording to the set time that Samuel 
had appointed: but Samuel came not to 
Gilgal; and the people were scattered 
(from him. 

[ 9 And Saul said, Bring hither a burnt 
[offering to me, and peace offerings. And 
‘he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that 
lie might salute him. 

11 t And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done? And Saul said, Because i 
saw that the people were scattered from 
me , and that thou earnest not within 
the days appointed, and that the Phi- 
listines gathered themselves together 
at Miehmash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to Gilgal, 
and I have not made supplication unto 
the Lord: I forced myself therefore, and 
offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast 
done foolishly: thou hast not kept the 
commandment of the Lord thy God, 
which he commanded thee: for now 
would the Lord have established thy 
kingdom upon Israel for ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue: the Lord hath sought, him a 
man after his own heart, and the Lord 
hath commanded him to be captain over 
his people, because thou hast not kept 
that which the Lord commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibcah of Benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six hun- 
dred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them, abode in Gibeali of Benjamin: but 
the Philistines encamped in Miehmash. 

17 f And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Philistines in three com- 
panies: one company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Ophrah , unto the 
land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Beth-horon: and another com- 
pany turned to the way of the border 
that looketli to the valley of Zcboim 
toward the wilderness. 

19 1 Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears: 

20 But all the Israelites went down to 
the Philistines, to sharpen every man 
his share, and his coulter, and his ax, 
and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the coulters, and for the forks, 
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aud for the axeB, and to sharpen the 
goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the dtkjr «f 
battle,, that there was neither 9vord 
nor spear found in the hand of ai|r of 
the people that were with Saul and 
Jonathan: but with Saul and with Jo- 
nathan his son was there found. 

23 And the carrison of the Philistines 
went out to the passage of Michmasji. 


CHAPTER XIV. j 

N OW it came to pass upon a daE 
that Jonathan the son of Saul said 
unto the young man that bare his 
armour. Come, and let us go over to 
tiie Philistines’ garrison, that is on the 
other side. But he told not his father. 
2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate 
tree which is in Migron : and the people 
that were with him wes'e about six hun- 
dred men; 

3 And Ahiah , the son of Ahitub, 
I-ehabod’s brother , the son of Phi- 
nelias, the son of Eli, the Lord’s priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the 
people knew not that Jonathan was 
gone. 

I t And between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over unto 
the Philistines’ garrison, there was a 
sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side: and the name 
of the one was Bozez, and the name of 
the other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one ioas situate 
northward over against Mielnnash, and 
the other southward over against Gi- 
beah. 

6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over unto the garrison of 
these uncirc.umcised: it may be that 
the Loud will work for us: for there 
is no restraint to the Lord to save by 
many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that is in thine heart: turn 
thee; behold, I aw with thee according 
to thy heart. 

H Then said Jonathan, Behold, we will 
pass over unto these men, and we will 
discover ourselves unto them. 

•J If they say thus unto us, Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up unto 
us; then we will go up: for the Lord 
hath delivered them into our hand: 
and tliiH shall be a sign unto us. 

II And both of them discovered them- 
selves unto the garrison of the Philis- 
tines : and the Philistines said, Behold, 
the Hebrews come forth out of the holes 
where they had hid themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison an- 
swered Jonathan and his armourbearer, 
and said, Come up to us, and we will 
shew you a thing. And Jonathan said 
unto nis armourbearer, Come up after 
me: for the Lord hath delivered them 
into the hand of Israel 
13 And Jonathan climbed up upon

und upon his feet, and his 
ifm<rath<S§rer after him: and they fell

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan and his armourbearer made, 
ff&A about twenty men, within as it 
trere an half acre of land, which a yoke 
f oxen might plow. 

15 And there was trembling in the 
iost, in the field, and among all the 
teople: the garrison, and the spoilers, 
hey. also trembled, and the earth quak- 
id: so it was a very great trembling. 

}16 And the watchmen of Saul in Gi- 
tyeah of Benjamin looked ; and, behold, 
the multitude melted away, and they 
went on beating down one another'. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, and 

> see who is gone from us. And when 
thev had numbered, behold, Jonathan 
find his armourbearer were not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark of 
God was at that time with the children 
of Israel 

19 T And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the priest, that the noise 
that was in the host of the Philistines 
went on and increased: and Saul said 
unto the priest, Withdraw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him assembled themselves, 
and they came to the battle : and , be- 
hold, every man’s sword was against 
his fellow, and there was a very great 
discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the 
camp from the country round about, 
even they also turned to be with the 
Israelites that were with Saul and Jo- 
nathan. 

22 Likewise all the men of Israel which 
had hid themselves in mount Ephraim, 
when they heard that the Philistines 
fled, even they also followed hard after 
them in the battle. 

28 So the Lord saved Israel that 
day: and the battle passed over unto 
Beth-aven. 

24 1 And the men of Israel were 
distressed that day: for Saul had ad- 
jured the people, saying, Cursed be the 
man that eateth any food until evening, 
that I may be avenged on mine ene- 
mies. So none of the people tasted 
any food. 

26 And all they of the land came to 
a wood; and there was honey upon 
the ground. 

26 And when the people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey drop- 
ped; but no man put his hand to his 
mouth: for the people foared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when his 
father charged the people with the oath : 
wherefore ne put forth the end of the 
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rod that was in his hand, 
it in an honeycomb, and P3_ ( , . 

to his mouth; and his eyet:if^a £ i 
lightened. 

28 Then answered one of the peopli 
and said, Thy father straitly charge [1 
the people with an oath, saying, Cursejl 
be the man that eateth any food thft 
(lay. And the people were faint 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land: see, I pray yo\l 
how mine eyes have been enlightened 
because I tasted a little of this honed 

30 How much more, if haply the peo- 
ple had eaten freely to day of the spo l 
of their enemies which they found? far 
had there not been now a much weater 
slaughter among the Philistines? 


31 And they smote the Philistines that 
day from Michmash to Aijalon: and. 
the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the spoil, 
and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, 
and slew them on the ground: and the 
people did eat them with the blood. 

33 t Then they told Saul, saying. Be- 
hold, the people sin against the Lord, 
in that they eat with the blood. And 
he said, Ve have transgressed: roll a 
great stone unto me this day. 

31 And Saul said, Disperse yourselves 
among the people, and say unto them, 
Bring me hither every man his ox, 
and every man his sheep, and slay 
them here, and eat; and sin not against 
the Lord in eating with the blood. And 
all the people brought every man his 
ox with him that night, and slew them 
there. 


35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord : the same was the tirst altar that 
he built unto the Lord. 

36 f And Saul said , Let us go down 
after the Philistines by night, and spoil 
them until the morning light, and let 
us not leave a man of them. And they 
said, Do whatsoever seemeth good unto 
thee. Then said the priest, Let us draw 
near hither unto God. 


37 And Saul asked 
Shall I go down after 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
of Israel ? But he answered him not 
that day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hither, 
all the chief of the people: and know 
and see wherein this sin hath been 
this day. 

39 For, as the Lord liveth, which sav- 
eth Israel, though it be in Jonathan 
my son, he shall surely die. But there 
was not a man among all the people 
that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the other side. And 
the people said unto Saul, Do what 
seemeth good unto thee.

41 Therefore Saul said unto the Loan 
God of Israel, Give a perfect lot. And 
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Saul and Jonathan were taken: but 
the people escaped. 

42 And Saul said , Cast lots between 
ne and Jonathan my son. And Jona- 
than was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to Jonathan , Tell 
ne what thou hast done. And Jonathan 
old him, and said, I did but taste a 
ittle honey with the end of the rod that 
ms in mine hand, and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
md more also: for thou shalt surely 
lie, Jonathan. 

45 And the people said unto Saul, 
filiall Jonathan die, who hath wrought 
this great salvation in Israel? God for- 
th!: as the Loan liveth, there shall not 
one hair of his head fall to the ground; 
for he hath wrought with God this day. 
So the people rescued Jonathan, that 
he died not 

46 Then Saul went up from following 
the Philistines: and the Philistines 
went to their own place. 

47 t So Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his ene- 
mies on every side, against Moab, and 
agajnst the children of Ammon, and 
against Edom, and against the kings 
of Zobah, and against the Philistines: 
and whithersoever lie turned himself, 
he vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an host, and 
smote the Amalekites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jona- 
than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua: and 
the names of his two daughters were 
these; the name of the lirstborn Merab, 
and the name of the younger Michal: 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: 
and the name of the captain of his 
host was Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s 
uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of Saul; 
and Ner the father of Abner was the 
son of Abiel. 

52 And there was sore war against 
the Philistines all the days of Saul : and 
when Saul saw any strong man, or 
any valiant man, lie took him unto 
him. 


CHAPTER XV. 


S AMUEL also said unto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to be 
king over his people, over Israel: now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice 
of the words of the Lord. 

2 Thus saitli the Lord of hosts, I re- 
member that which Amalek did to Is- 
rael, how lie laid wait for him in the 
way, when he came up from Egypt, 

8 Now go and smite Amalek, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, and 
spare them not; but slay both man and 
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woman, infant and suckling, ox arid 
sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 
gether, and numbered them m Telaiip 
two hundred thousand footmen, 
ten thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Amak 
and laid wait in the valley. 

G And Saul said unto the Keniti 
(io, depart, get you down from amoii 
the Amalekites, lest I destroy you wilt 
them : for ye shewed kindness to all tly 
children of Israel, when they came i 
out of Kgypt So the Kenites depart 
from among the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites frojn 
Havilah until thou comest to Shur, that 
is over against Egypt 

8 And he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed 
all the people with the edge of the 
sword. 


9 But Saul and the people spared Agag, 
and the best of the sheep, and of the 
oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, 
and all that was good, and would not 
utterly destroy them: but every thing 
that was vile and refuse, that they de- 
stroyed utterly. 


10 *1 Then cauie the word of the Loan 
unto Samuel, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set up 
Saul to he king: for he is turned back 
from following me, and hath not per- 
formed my commandments. And it 

? ;rieved Samuel; and he cried unto the 
,ord all night 


12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a place, ana 
is gone about, and passed on, and gone 
down to Gilgal. 


18 And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed he thou of 
the Loro: I have performed the com- 
mandment of the Lord. 


14 And Samuel said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which 
1 hear? 


15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: for the peo- 
ple spared the best of the sheep and of 
the oxen, to sacrilice unto the Lord 
thy (iod: and the rest we have utterly 
destroyed. 

16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, 
and I will tell thee what the Lord hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto 
him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, When thou toast 
little in thine own sight, wast thou not 
made the head of the tribes of Israel, 
and the Lord anointed thee king over 
Israel ? 


18 And the Lord sent thee on a jour- 
ney, and said, Go and utterly destroy 
the sinners the Amalekites, and fight 
against them until they be consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not obey 
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;le voice of the Lord ; but didst fly 
apoTi the spoil, and didst evil in the 
light of the Lord? 

10 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, 
have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
nd have gone the way which the Loan 
unt me, and have brought Agag the 
mg of Amalek, and have utterly de- 
-royed the Amalekites. 

11 But the people took of the spoil, 
i leep and oxen, the chief of the things 

rhich should have been utterly de- 
.1 :royed, to sacrifice unto the Lord thy 
i od in GilgaL 

12 And Samuel said, Hath the Lord 
ck great delight in burnt offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of 
the Lord?^ Behold, to obey is better 
than sacrifice, anti to hearken than the 
fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of witch- 
craft, and stubbornness is as iniquity 
and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, he hath also re- 
jected thee from being king. 

24 H And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned: for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
thy words: because I feared the peo- 
ple, and obeyed their voice. 

25 Now therefore, I pra^ thee, pardon 
my sin, and turn aeain with me, that 
I may worship the Lord. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I will 
not return with thee: for thou hast 
rejected the word of the Lord, and the 
Lord hath rejected thee from being king 
over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to go 
away, he laid hold upon the skirt of 
his mantle, and it rent 

28 And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Israel 
from thee this day, and hath given it 
to a neighbour of thine, that is better 
than thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israel will 
not lie nor repent: for he is not a man, 
that he should repent 

30 Then he said, I have sinned: vet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before the 
elders of my people, and before Israel, 
and turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after Saul 
and Saul worshipped the Lord. 

32 f Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither 
to me Agag the king of the Amalekites. 
And Agag came unto him delicately. 
And Agag said, Surely the bitterness 
of death is past 

33 And Samuel said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among women. 
And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces be- 
fore the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 t Then Samuel went to Hamah; 
and Saul went up to his house to Gi- 
beah of SauL 

35 And Samuel came no more to see 
Saul until the day of his death : never- 
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theless Samuel mourned for Saul: anti 
the Lord repented that he had made 
Saul king over Israel ] 

CHAPTER XVL 


A N D the Lord said unto Samuel 
How long wilt thou mourn fd. 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him froii 
reigning over Israel? fill thine honi 
with oil, and go, I will send thee t 
Jesse the lieth-lehemite: for I hav 
provided me a king among his sons, f 


2 And Samuel said, How can I go? if 
Saul hear it, he will kill me. And the 
Lord said, Take an heifer with thee, 
and say, I am coine to sacrifice to toe 
Lord. 


3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and 
I will shew thee what thou shalt do: 
and thou shalt anoint unto me him 
whom I name unto thee. 

4. And Samuel did that which the 
Lord spake, and came to Beth-lehem. 
And the elders of the town trembled 
at his coming, and said, Comest thou 
peaceably? 

5 And lie said, Peaceably: 1 am come 
to sacrifice unto the Lord: sanctify 
yourselves, and come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and 
his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. 

6 ! And it came to pass, when they 
were come, that he looked on Eliab, 
and said, Surely the Lord’s anointed 
is before him. 


7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature; because I 
have refused him: lor the LORD seeth 
not as man seeth; for man looketh on 
the outward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart. 


K Then Jesse called Abinadab, and 
made him pass before SamueL And he 
said, Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 

D Then Jesse made Shammah to pass 
by. And he said, Neither hath the Lord 
chosen this. 

10 Again, Jesse made seven of his sons 
to pass before SamueL And Samuel said 
unto Jesse, The Lord hath not chosen 
these. 


11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 
here all thy children? And he said, 
There remaineth yet the youngest, and, 
behold, he keepeth the sheep. And Sa- 
muel said unto Jesse, Send and fetch 
him: for we will not sit down till he 
come hither. 

12 And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he teas ruddy, and withal of a 
beautiful countenance, and goodly to 
look to. And the Lord said, Arise, 
anoint him: for this is he. 

13 Then Samuel took the horn of oil, 
and ancinted him in the midst of his 
brethren: and the Spirit of the Lord 
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>ime upon David from that day for- 
ward. So Samuel rose up, and went 
a Hamah. 

4 t But the Spirit of the Loud de- 
puted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
10 m the Lord troubled him. 

15 And Saul's servants said unto him, 
iehold now, an evil spirit from God 
•oubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now command thy 
jrvants, which are before thee, to seek 
at a man, who is a cunning player on 

i n harp : and it shall come to pass, 

' hen the evil spirit from God is upon 
( iee, that he shall play with his hand, 
s id thou shalt be well. 

J7 And Saul said unto his servants, 
Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the servants, 
and said, Behold. I have seen a son of 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that is cunning 
in playing, and a mighty valiant man, 
and a man of war. and prudent in 
matters, and a comely person, and the 
Lord is with him. 

19 T Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jesse, and said. Send me David 
thy son, which is with the sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden with 
bread and a bottle of wine, and a kicl, 
and sent them by David his son unto 
Saul. 

21 And David came to Soul, and stood 
before him: and he loved him greatly; 
and he became his armourbearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, Let 
David, I pray thee, stand before me; 
for he hath found favour in my sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the 
evil spirit from God was upon Saul, 
that David took an harp, and played 
with his hand: so Saul was refreshed, 
and was well, and the evil spirit de- 
parted from him. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

N OW the Philistines gathered to- 
gether their armies to battle, and 
were gathered together at Sliochoh, 
which oelongeth to Judah, and pitched 
between Shochoh and Azekah, in Eplies- 
dammim. 

2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
by the valley of Elah, and set the 
battle in array against the Philistines. 
3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the other side: 
and there was a valley between them. 
4 ^ And there went out a champion 
out of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose height 
wcls six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass upon 
his head, and he was armed with a 
coat of mail; and the weight of the 
coat was five thousand shekels of brass. 
6 And he had greaves of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass between 
his shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was like 
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a weaver’s beam; and hia spear's head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and 
one bearing a shield went before hiui| 

8 And he stood and cried unto thi 
armies of Israel, and said unto them 
Why are ye come out to Betyow batth 
in array? am not I a Philisiinepand y< 
servants to Saul? choose you a mar 
for you, and let him come down to me 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and 
to kill mfc, then will we be your ser- 
vants: but if I prevail against him, and 
kill him, then shall ye be our servants 
and serve us.. 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day; give me a 
man, that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they were 
dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 U Now David was the son of that 
Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, whose 
name was Jesse; and he had eight 
sons: and the man went among men 
for an old man in the days of Saul. 

JO And the three eldest sons of Jesse 
went and followed Saul to the battle: 
and the names of his three sons that 
went to the battle were Eliab the first- 
born, and next unto him Abinadab, 
and the third Shaminah. 

U And David was the youngest; and 
the three eldest followed Saul. 

15 Put David went and returned from 
Saul to feed his father’s sheep at Beth- 
lehem. 

10 And the Philistine drew near morn- 
ing and evening, and presented himself 
forty days. 

17 And Jchhc said unto David his son, 
'J ake now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched corn, and these ten loaves, 
and run to the camp to thy brethren; 

1H And cany these ten cheeses unto 
the captain ol their thousand, and look 
how thy brethren fare, and take their 
pledge. 

ID Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 1 And David rose up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for the 
battle. 

21 For Israel ami the Philistines had 
put the battle in array, army against 
army. 

22 And David left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carnage, and 
ran into the army, and came and saluted 
his brethren. 
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2B And as he talked with them , be- 
hold, there came up the champion, the 
Philistine of Gath, Goliath by name, out 
jf the armies of the Philistines, and 
jpake according to the same words: 
ind David heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when 
they saw the man, fled from him, and 
were sore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said, Have 
ye seen this man that is come up? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up: 
and it shall be, that the man who kilieth 
him, the king will enrich him with 
?reat riches, and will give him his 
laughter, and make his father’s house 
free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men that 
stood by him, saying, What shall be 
done to the man that kilieth this Phi- 
listine, and taketh away the reproach 
from Israel? for who is this uncircum- 
cised Philistine, that he should defy 
the armies of the living God? 

27 And the people answered him after 
this manner, saying. So shall it be done 
to the man that kilieth him. 

28 H And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spake unto the men; 
and Kliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said. Why earnest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast thou 
left those few sheep in the wilderness? 
1 know thy pride, and the naughtiness 
of thine heart: for thou art come down 
that thou mightest see the battle. 

29 And David said, What have 1 now 
done? Is there not a cause? 

80 H And he turned from him toward 
another, and spake after the same 
manner: and the people answered him 
again after the former manner. 

31 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed them 
before Saul: and he sent for him. 

32 f And David said to Saul , Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him; thy 
servant will go and light with this 
Philistine. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou art 
not able to go against this Philistine 
to light with him: for thou art but a 
youth, and he a man of war from his 
youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock: 

35 And I went out after him, and 
smote him, and delivered it out of his 
mouth: and when he arose against me, 
I caught him by his beard, and smote 
him, and slew fiim. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion and 
the bear: and this uncircumcised Phi- 
listine shall be as one of them, seeing 
he hath defied the armies of the living 
God. 
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87 David said moreover, The Lort 
that delivered me out of the paw df 
the lion, and out of the paw of thk 
bear, he will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And Saul sain 
unto David, Go, and the Lord be witji 
thee. 

88 ^ And Saul armed David with hft 

armour, and he put an helmet of bra4 
upon his head ; also he armed him wit{ 
a coat of mail j 

89 And David girded his sword upoi 
his armour, and he assayed to $o ; for 
he had not proved it . And David sai$ 
unto Saul, I cannot go with these; fot 
l have not proved them . And Davifi 
put them on him. 

40 And he took his staff’ in his hand, 
and chose him live smooth stones out 
of the brook, and put them in a shep- 
herd’s bag which he had, even in a 
scrip; and his sling was in his hand: 
and he drew near to the Philistine. 

11 And the Philistine came on and 
drew near unto David; and the man 
that bare the shield went before him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, he disdained 
him: for lie was but a youth, and 
ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 

48 And the Philistine said unto David, 
A in 1 a dog , that thou comest to me 
with staves? And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy ffesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the held. 

45 Then said David to the Philistine, 
Thou comest to me with a sword, ami 
with a spear, and with a shield: nut I 
come to thee in the name of the Loan 
of hosts, the God of the armies of Is- 
rael, whom thou liast defied. 

4(» This day will the Loan deliver 
thee into mine hand; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from thee; 
and 1 will give the carcases of the host 
of the Philistines this day unto the 
fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts 
of the earth; that all the earth may 
know that there is a God in Israel 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lord saveth not with sword 
and spear: for the battle is the Lord’s, 
and he will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that David hasted, 
and ran toward the army to meet the 
Philistine. 

49 And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took tnence a stone, and 
slang it, and smote the Philistine in 
his forehead, that the stone sunk into 
his forehead; and he fell upon his face 
to the earth. 
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50 So David prevailed over the Phi- 
listine with a slm$ and with a stone, 
ind smote the Philistine, and slew him; 
but there teas no sword in the hand of 
)avid. 

51 Therefore David ran, and stood 
ipon the Philistine, and took his sword, 
and drew it out of the sheath thereof, 
ind slew him, and cut off his head 
.herewith. And when the Philistines 
<aw their champion was dead, they fled. 

52 And the men of Israel and of Ju- 
lah arose, and shouted, and pursued 
ihe Philistines, until thou come to the 
ralley, and to the gates of Ekron. And 
ihe wounded of the Philistines fell 
town by the way to Shaaraim, even 
tmto Gath, and unto Ekron. 

53 And the children of Israel returned 
from chasing after the Philistines, and 
they spoiled their tents. 

54 And David took the head of the 
Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem; 
but he put his armour in his tent. 

55 t And when Saul saw David 
forth against the Philistine, he said 
unto Abner, the captain of the host, 
Abner, whose son is this youth? And 
Abner said, As thy soul liveth, O king, 
I cannot tell. 

50 And the king said, Enquire thou 
whose son the stripling is. 

57 And as David returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner took 
him, and brought him before Saul with 
the head of the Philistine in his hand. 

58 And Saul said to him. Whose son 
art thou, thou young man? And David 
answered, 1 am the son of thy servant 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

A ND it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking unto 
Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jona- 
than loved him as iiis own soul. 

2 And Saul took him that day, and 
would let him go no more home to his 
father’s house. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made a 
covenant, because lie loved him as his 
own soul. 

4 And Jonathan stripped himself of 
the robe that was upon him, and gave 
it to David, and his garments, even to 
his sword, and to his bow, and to his 
girdle. 

5 t And David went out whither- 
soever Saul sent him, and behaved 
himself wisely : and Saul set him over 
the men of Avar, and he was accepted 
in the sight of all the people, and also 
in the sight of Saul’s servants, 
b And it came to pass as they came, 
when David was returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, that, the 
Avomen came out of all cities of Israel, 
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singing and dancing, to meet king 
Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and witn 
instruments of musick. j 

7 And the women answered one another 

as they played, and said, Saul hata 
slain his thousands, and David his ten 
thousands. j 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and tha 
saying displeased him; and he said, 
They have ascribed unto David ten! 
thousands , and to me they have] 
ascribed but thousands: and what cani 
he have more but the kingdom? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that' 
day and forward. 

10 h And it came to pass on the; 
morrow, that the evil spirit from God' 
came upon Saul, and he prophesied in 
the midst of the house: and David 
plaved with his hand, as at other times: 
and there was a javelin in Saul’s hand. 

11 And Saul cast the javelin; for he 
said, 1 will smite David even to the 
wnll with it. And David avoided out 
of his presence twice. 

12 1 And Saul was afraid of David 
because the Lord was with him, and 
was departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his captain over a 
thousand; and he went out and came 
in before the people. 

1 4 And David behaved himself wisely 
in all ki& ways; and the Lord was 
with him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he 
behaved himself very wisely, he was 
afraid of him. 

10 But all Israel and .ludali loved Da- 
vid, because he went out and came in 
before them. 

17 t And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter Merab, her will I 
give thee to wife : only be thou valiant 
for me, and fight the Lord’s battles. 
For Saul said, Let not mine hand be 
upon him, but let the hand of the 
Philistines be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, Who 
am 1? and what is my life, or my fa- 
ther’s family in Israel, that I should 
be son in law to the king? 

19 But it came to pass at the time 
when Merab Saul’s daughter should 
have been given to David, that she 
was given unto Adriel the Meholathite 
to wife. 

20 And Miclial Saul’s daughter loved 
David: and they told Saul, and $he 
thing pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will give him her,, 
that she may be a snare to him, and 
that the hand of the Philistines may 
be against him. Wherefore Saul said 
to David, Thou slialt this day be my 
son in law in the one of the twain. 

22 1 And Saul commanded his ser- 
vants, saying, Commune with David 
secretly, and say, Behold, the king 
hath delight in thee, and ail his ser- 
vants love thee: now therefore be the 
king’s son in law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And Da- 
vid said, Seemeth it to you a light 
thing to be a king’s son in law, seeing 
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that I am a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed? 

24 And the servants of Saul told him, 
saying, On this manner spake David. 

26 And Saul said, Thus shall ye say 
to David, The king desireth not any 
dowry, but an hundred foreskins of 
the Philistines, to be avenged of the 
king’s enemies. But Saul thought to 
make David fall by the hand of the 
Philistines. 

2G And when his servants told David 
these words, it pleased David well to 
be the king’s son in law: and the days 
iwere not expired. 

5 27 Wherefore David arose and went, 
he and his men, and slew of the Phi- 
listines two hundred men; and David 
brought their foreskins, and they gave 
them in full tale to the king, that he 
might be the king's son in law. And 
Saul gave him Miehal his daughter to 
wife. 

28 If And Saul saw and knew that 
the Loan was with David, and that 
Michal Saul’s daughter loved him-. 

29 And Saul was yet the more afraid 
of David; and Saul became David’s 
enemy continually. 

30 Then the princes of the Philistines 
went forth: and it came to pass, after 
they went forth, that David behaved 
himself more wisely than all the ser- 
vants of Saul; so that his name was 
much set by. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND Saul spake to Jonathan his 
son, and to all his servants, that 
they should kill David. 

2 But Jonathan Saul’s son delighted 
much in David: and Jonathan told 
David, saying, Saul my father seeketh 
to kill thee: now therefore, I pray thee, 
take heed to thyself until the morning, 
and abide in a secret place , and hide 
thyself: 

B And I will go out and stand beside 
my father in the held where thou art, 
and I will commune with iny father 
of thee; and what I see, that I will 
tell thee. 

4 If And Jonathan spake good of Da- 
vid unto Saul his father, and said unto 
him, Let not the king sin against his 
servant, against David; because he 
hath not sinned against thee, and be- 
cause his works, have been to thee-ward 
very good: 

5 For he did put his life in his hand, 
and slew the Philistine, and the Lord 
wrought a great salvation for all Is- 
rael: thou sawest it, and didst rejoice: 
wherefore then wilt thou *sin against 
innocent blood, to slay David without 
a cause? 

6 And Saul hearkened unto the voice 
of Jonathan: and Saul sware, As the 
Lord liveth, he shall not be slain. 

7 And Jonathan called David, and Jo- 
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n a than shewed him all those thingsi 
And Jonathan brought David to Saul] 
and he was in his presence, as in time^ 
past j 

8 If And there was war again: anq 
David went out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew them with a greafl 
slaughter; and they fled from him. 1 

9 And the evil spirit from the LoriJ 

was upon Saul, as he sat in his housd 
with his javelin in his hand: and Da-) 1 
vid played with his hand. j 

JO And Saul sought to smite David: 
even to the Avail with the javelin; but 
he slipped away out of Saul’s presence, 
and he smote the javelin into the wall; 
and David fled, and escaped that night. 

11 Saul also sent messengers unto 
David’s house, to watch him, and to 
slay him in the morning: and Michal 
David’s wife told him, saying, If thou 
save not thy life to night, to morrow 
thou shalt be slain. 

12 J So Michal let David down through 
a window: and he went, and fled, and 
escaped. 

IB And Michal took an image, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goats’ hair for his bolster, and covered 
it with a cloth. 

14 And when Saul sent messengers 
to take David, she said, He is sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers again 
to see David, saying, liring him up to 
me in the bed, that I may slay him. 

lf> And when the messengers were 
come in, behold, there was an image in 
the bed, with a pillow of goats’ hair 
for his bolster. 

17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so ? and sent 
away mine enemy, that he is escaped? 
And Michal answered Saul, He said 
unto me, Let me go; why should I kill 
thee ? 

18 If So David fled, and escaped, and 
came to Samuel to Hamah, and told 
him all that Saul had done to him. 
And he and Samuel went and dwelt 
in Naioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, David is at Naioth in Kamah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to take 
l>a\ T id: and Avlien they saw the com* 
pany of the prophets prophesying, and 
Samuel standing as appointed over 
them, the Spirit of God was upon the 
messengers of Saul, and they also pro- 
phesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he sent 
other messengers, and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers 
again the third time, and they pro- 
phesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Hamah, and 
came to a great well that is in Sechu : 
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and he asked and said. Where are Sa- 
muel and David ? And one said , Be- 
hold, they be at Naioth in Kamah. 

28 And he went thither to Naioth in 
Hamah: and the Spirit of God was 
upon him also, and he went on, and 
prophesied, until he came to Naioth 
[in Kamah. 

24 And he stripped off his clothes 
also, and prophesied before Samuel in 
like manner, and lay down naked all 
that day and all that night. Where- 
fore the^ say, h Saul also among the 
prophets? 


I CHAPTER XX. 

A ND David fled from Naioth in Ha- 
mah, and came and said before 
Jonathan , What have 1 done? what, is 
mine iniquity? and what is my sin 
before thy father, that he seeketh my 
life ? 

2 And he said unto him, God forbid; 
thou shalt not die: behold, my father 
will do nothing either great or small, 
but that he will shew it me: and why 
should my father hide this thing from 
me? it is not so. 9 
3 And David sware moreover, and 
said, Thy father certainly knoweth that 
I have found grace in thine eyes; and 
he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, 
lest he be grieved: but truly as the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
there is but a step between me and 
death. 

4 Then said Jonathan unto David. 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, 1 will 
even do it for thee.

7 If he say thus, It is well; thy ser- 
vant shall have peace: but if he be 
very wroth, then be sure that evil is 
determined by him. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with 
thy servant; for thou hast brought thy 
servant into a covenant of the Loan 
with thee: notwithstanding, if there 
be in me iniquity, slay me thyself; for 
why shouldest thou bring me to thy 
father? 

9 And Jonathan said, Far be it from 
thee: for if I knew certainly that evil 
were determined by my father to come 
upon thee, then would uot 1 tell it thee? 
10 Then said David to Jonathan, Who 
shall tell me? or what if thy father 
answer thee roughly? 

11 ? And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come, and let us go out into the field.

12 And Jonathan said unto DaviiL 

0 Lord God of Israel, when I ha\L‘ 
sounded my father about to morrow 
any time, or the third day, and, lx- 
hold, if there he good toward Davii , 
and I then send not unto thee, ani 
shew it thee; 

13 The Lord do so and much moi > 
to Jonathan: but if it please my fathe : 
to do thee evil, then 1 will shew it thei . 
and send thee away, that thou mayef t 
go in peace : and the Lord be with thei , 
as he hath been with my father. 

1 4 And thou shalt not only while y® 

1 live show me the kindness of the 
Lord, that I die not: 

15 But also thou shalt not cut off thy 
kindness from my house for ever: no, 
not when the Lord hath cut off the 
enemies of David every one from the 
face of the earth. 

10 So .Jonathan made a covenant with 
the house of David, saying , Let the 
Lord even require it at the hand of 
David’s enemies. 

17 And Jonathan caused David to 
swear again, because he loved him: for 
he loved him as h£ loved his own soul. 

18 Then Jonathan said to David, To 
morrow is the new moon: and thou 
shalt be missed, because thy seat will 
be empty. 

19 And when thou hast stayed three 
days, then thou shalt go down quickly, 
and come to the place where thou didst 
hide thyself when the business was in 
hand, and shalt remain by the stone Ezel. 

20 And I will shoot three arrows on 
the side thereof , as though I shot at 
a mark. 

21 And, behold, 1 will send a lad, 
saying , Go, find out the arrows. If 1 
expressly say unto the lad, Behold, 
the arrows are on this side of thoe, 
take them; then come thou: for there 
is peace to thee, and no hurt; as the 
Lord iiveth. 

22 But if 1 say thus unto the young 
man, Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the Lord hath 
sent thee away.

Therefore he cometh not unto 
the king's table. 

30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled 
igainst Jonathan, and he said unto him, 
InoU son of the perverse rebellious 
toman, do not I know that thou hast 
chosen the son of Jesse to thine own 
ronfusion, and unto the confusion of 
ihy mothers nakedness? 

31 For as long as the son of Jesse 
liveth upon the ground, thou shalt not 
be established, nor thy kingdom. Where- 
fore now send and letch him unto me, 
for he shall surely die.s 

32 And Jonathan answered Saul his 
father, and said unto him, Wherefore 
shall he be slain? what hath he done? 

33 And Saul cast a javelin at him to 
smite him: whereby .lonathan knew 
that it was determined of his father to 
slay David. 

34 So Jonathan arose from the table 
in fierce anger, and did eat no meat 
the second day of the month: for he 
was grieved for David, because his 
father had done him shame. 

35 ^ And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing. that Jonathan went out into the 
field at the time appointed witli David, 
and a little lad with him. 

36 And he said unto his lad, Hun, 
find out now the arrow’s which I shoot 
And as the lad ran, he shot an arrow 
beyond him. 

37 And when the lad was come to 
the place of the arrow’ which Jonathan 
had shot, Jonathan cried after the lad, 
and said, Is not the arrow beyond thee?

5 And David answered the priest, and 
said unto him, Of a truth women have 
been kept from us about these three 
day 8, since I came out, and the vessels 
of the young men are holy, and the 
bread in in a manner common, yea, 
though it were sanctified this day in 
the vessel.

i) And the priest said, The sword 
of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou 
slowest in the valley of Elah, behold, 
it is here wrapped in a cloth behind 
the ephod: if tliou wilt take that, take 
it: for there is no other save that here. 
And David said, Tlm'e is none like that; 
give it me. 

10 f And David arose, and fled that 
day lor fear of Saul, and went to 
Aehisli the king of Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said 
unto him, Is not this David the king 
of the land? did they not sing one to 
another of him in dances, saying, Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David 
his ten tfiousands? 

12 And David laid up these words in 
his heart, and was sore afraid of Achish 
the king of Gath. 
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IS And he changed his behaviour be- 
fore them, and feigned himself mad in 
their hands, and scrabbled on the doors 
of the gate, and let his spittle fall down 
upon his beard. 

14 Then said Achish unto his servants, 
ho, ye see the man is mad: wherefore 
then have ye brought him to me? 

15 Have I need of mad men, that ye 
kave brought this fellow to play the 
nad man in my presence? 9 hall this 
\elloro come into my house? 


J CHAPTER XXIL 

1‘YAVID therefore departed thence, 
XJ and escaped to the cave Adullam : 
acid when his brethren and all his fa- 
ther’s house heard it, they went down 
ttither to him. 

2 And every one that was in distress, 
and every one that was in debt, and 
every one that was discontented, gather- 
ed themselves unto him ; and he became 
a captain over them: and there were 
with Mm about four hundred men. 

3 f And David went thence to Mizpeh 
of Moab: and he said unto the king of 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, 
I pray thee, come forth, and be with 
you, till I know what God will do 
for me. 

4 And he brought them before the 
king of Moab: and they dwelt with him 
all the while that David was in the 
hold. 

5 T And the prophet Gad said unto 
David, Abide not in the hold; depart, 
and get thee into the land of Judah. 
Then David departed, and came into 
' the forest of Hareth. 

6 T When Saul heard that David was 
discovered, and the men that were with 
him, (now Saul abode in Gibeah under 
a tree in liamah, having his spear in 
his hand, and all his servants were 
standing about him;) 

7 Then Saul said unto his servants 
that stood about him, Hear now, ye 
Benjamites; will the son of Jesse give 
every one of you fields and vineyards, 
and make you all captains of thousands, 
and captains of hundreds ; 

6 That all of you have conspired 
against me, and there is none that 
shewcth me that my son hath made a 
league with the son of Jesse, and there 
is none of you that is sorry for me, or 
sheweth unto me that my son hath 
stirred up my servant against me, to 
lie in wait, as at this day? 

9 J Then answered Doeg the Edomite, 
which was set over the servants of 
Saul, and said, I saw the son of Jesse 
coming to Nob, to Ahimelech the son 
of Ahitub. 

10 And he enquired of the Lord for 
him, and gave rum victuals, and gave 
him the sword of Goliath the Philistine. 
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11 Theu the king sent to call Ahf 
melech the priest, the son of Ahitutt, 
and all his father’s house, the priest* 
that were in Nob: and they’ came all 
of them to the king. 

12 And Saul said, Hear now, thou soli 

of Ahitub. And he answered, Here jl 
am , my lord. j 

13 And Saul said unto him. Why havt 
ye conspired against me, thou and tht 
son of Jesse, in that thou hast give* 
him bread, and a sword, and hast eft 
quired of God for him, that he shouli 
rise against me, to lie in wait, as at 
this day? 

34. Then Ahimelech answered the 
king, and said, And who is so faithful 
among all thy servants as David, which 
is the king’s son in law, and $oeth it 
thy bidding, and is honourable in thine 
house? 

15 Did I then begin to enquire of Ged 
for him? be it far from me: let not the 
king impute any thing unto his servant, 
nor to all the house of my father: for 
thy servant knew nothing of all this, 
less or more. 

16 And the king said, Thou shalt suie^ 
ly die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy 
lather’s house. 

17 H And the king said unto the foot- 
men that stood about him, Turn, and 
slay the priests of the Loan; because 
their hand also is with David, and be- 
cause they knew when lie bed, and did 
not shew it to me. But the servants 
of the king would not put forth their 
hand to fall upon the priests of the 
Lord. 

18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn 
thou, and fall upon the priests. And 
Doeg the Edomite turned, and he fell 
upon the priests, and slew on that day 
fourscore and live persons that did 
wear a linen ephod. 

19 And Nob, the city of the priests, 
smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and 
sucklings, and oxen, and asses, and 
sheep, with the edge of the sword. 

20 K And one of the sons of Ahime- 
lech the son of Ahitub, named Abiathar, 
escaped, and bed after David. 

21 And Abiathar shewed David that 
Saul had slain the Loan’s priests. 

22 And David said unto Abiathar, I 
knew it that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would 
surely tell Saul: 1 have occasioned the 
death of all the persons of thy father’s 
house. 

23 Abide thou with me, fear not: for 
he that seeketh my life seeketh thy 
life: but with me thou shalt be in 
safeguard. 


CHAPTER XXIIL 

ri^HEN they told David, saying, Be- 
1 hold, the Philistines fight against 
Keilah, and they rob the threshing- 
boors. 
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2 Therefore David enquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I so and smite 
these Philistines? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go , and smite the Philis- 
tines, and save Keilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him, 
Behold, we be afraid here in Judah: 
how much more then if we come to 
Keilah against the armies of the Phi- 
listines? 

4 Then David enquired of the Lord 
yet again. And the Loan answered him 
and said. Arise, go down to Keilah: for 
1 will deliver the Philistines into thine 
hand. 

1 5 So David and his men went to 
Keilah, and fought with the Philistines, 
Knd brought away their cattle, and 
smote them with a great slaughter. So 
Pavid saved the inhabitants of Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abiathar 
the son of Ahimelech tied to David to 
Keilah, that he came down with an 
ephod in liis hand. 

t 1 And it was told Saul that David 
was come to Keilah. And Saul said, 
God hath delivered him into mine 
hand; for he is shut in, by entering 
into a town that hath gates and bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people to- 
gether to war, to go down to Keilah, 
to besiege David and his men. 

9 1 And David knew that Saul se- 
cretly practised mischief against him; 
and he said to Abiathar the priest, 
Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said David, O Lord God of 
Israel, thy servant hath certainly heard 
that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, 
to destroy the city for my sake. 

11 Will the men of Keilah deliver me 
up into his hand? will Saul come 
down, as thy servant hath heard? t> 
Loro God of Israel, I beseech thee, tell 
tliy servant. And the Lord said, He 
will come down. 

VI Then said David, Will the men of 
Keilah deliver me and my men into 
the hand of Saul? And the Lord said, 
They will deliver thee up. 

13 t Then David and his men, which 
wet'e about six hundred, arose and de- 
parted out of Keilah, and went whither- 
soever they could go. And it was told 
Saul that David was escaped from 
Keilah; and he forbare to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wilder- 
ness in strong holds, and remained in 
a mountain in the wilderness of Ziph. 
And Saul sought him every day, but 
God delivered him not into his hand. 

15 And David saw that Saul was 
come out to seek his life: and David 
was in the wilderness of Ziph in a 
wood. 

16 J And Jonathan Saul’s son arose, 
and went to David into the wood, and 
strengthened his hand in God. 
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17 And he said unto him ..Fear not? 

for the hand of Saul my father shal 
not find thee; and thou shalt be king 
over Israel, and I shall be next untl 
thee; and that also Saul my father 
knoweth. fj 

18 And they two made a covenant 

before the Lord: and David abode in 
the wood, and Jonathan went to hii 
house. 1 

.19 ^ Then came up the Ziphites to 
Saul to Gibeah, saying. Doth not Dai 
vid hide himself with us in strong holdj 
in the wood, in the hill of Hachilah) 
which is on the south of Jeshimon? 7 

20 Now therefore, 0 king, come down 
according to all the desire of thy soul 
to come down; and our part shill 6k 
to deliver him into the king’s hand. 

21 And Saul said, Blessed be ye of 
the Lord; for ye have compassion 
on me. 

22 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and 
know and see his place where his 
haunt is, and who hath seen him 
there: for it is told me that he dealeth 
very subtilly. 

29 See therefore, and take knowledge 
of all the lurking places where he 
hideth himself, and come ye again to 
me with the certainty, and I will go 
with you: and it shall come to pass, if 
he be in the land, that I will search 
him out throughout all the thousands 
of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul: but David and his men 
mere, in the wilderness of Maon, in the 
plain on the south of Jeshimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to 
seek him. And they told David: where- 
fore he came down into a rock, and 
abode in the wilderness of Maon. And 
when Saul heard that, he pursued after 
David in the wilderness of Maon. 

2b And Saul went on this side of the 
mountain, and David and his men on 
that side of the mountain: and David 
made lmste to get away for fear of 
Saul; for Saul and his men compassed 
David and his men round about to 
take them. 

27 f But there came a messenger 
unto Saul, saying, Haste thee, and 
come; for the Bhilistines have invaded 
the land. 

28 Wherefore Saul returned from pur- 
suing alter David, and went against 
the Philistines: therefore they called 
that place Sela-hammalilekotli. 

29 t And David wont up from thence, 
and dwelt in strong holds at En-gedi. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

A N D it came to pass , when Saul 
was returned from following the 
Philistines, that it was told him, say- 
ing, Behold, David is in the wilderness 
of En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand 
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chosen men out of all Israel, and went 
to seek David and his men upon the 
rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheepcotes by 
the way, where was a cave; and Saul 
went in to cover his feet: and David 
and his men remained in the sides of 
the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him, Behold the day of which the Loan 
said unto thee, Behold, I will deliver 
thine enemy into thine hand, that thou 
mayest do to him as it shall seem good 
unto thee. Then David arose, and cut 
off the skirt of Saul’s robe privily. 

S 5 And it came to pass afterward, that 
lavid’s heart smote him, because he 
lad cut oft* Saul’s skirt 

6 And lie said unto his men, The 
Lord forbid that I should do this thing 
unto my master, the Lord’s anointed, 
to stretch forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he is the anointed of the Lord. 

7 So David staved his servants with 
these words, and suffered them not to 
rise against Saul. But Saul rose up 
out of the cave, and went on his way. 

8 David also arose afterward, and 
went out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, saying, My lord the king. And 
when Saul looked behind him, David 
stooped with his face to the earth, and 
bowed himself. 

U H And David said to Saul, Where- 
fore hearestthou men’s words, saying, 
Behold, David seeketh thy hurt? 

10* Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lord had delivered 
thee to day into mine hand in the 
cave: and some bade me kill thee: but 
mine eye spared thee; and I said, I 
will not put forth mine hand against 
my lord; for he is the Lord’s anointed. 

11 Moreover, my father, see. yea, see 
the skirt of thy robe in my hand: for 
in that 1 cut off the skirt of thy robe, 
and killed thee not, know thou and 
see that there is neither evil nor trans- 
gression in mine hand, and 1 have not 
si lined against thee; yet thou huntest 
my soul to take it. 

12 The Lord judge between me and 
thee, and the Lord avenge me of thee: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 

13 As saitli the proverb of the an- 
cients, Wickedness proecedeth from the 
wicked: but mine band shall not be. 
upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
come out? after whom dost thou 
pursue? after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, and 

» e between me and thee, and see, 
plead mv cause, and deliver me 
out of thine hand. 
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16 t And it came to pass, when Dir 
vid had made an end of speaking thei p 
words unto Saul, that Saul said. / 
this thy voice, my son David? An 1 
Saul lifted up his voice, and wept 

17 And he said to David, Thou a I 
more righteous thau I : for thou hai 1 
rewarded me good, whereas I hav 1 
rewarded thee evil. 

18 And thou hast shewed this da;r 
how that thou hast dealt well wit 1 
me : forasmuch as when the Lord ha I 
delivered me into thine hand, tho 1 
killedst me not. 

19 For if a man find his enemy, wi I 
he let liini go well away? wherefor 
the Loan reward thee good for tint 
thou hast done unto me this day. 

20 And now, behold, I know well 
that thou shalt surely he king, and that 
the kingdom of Israel shall be ests- 
blished in thine hand. 

21 Swear now therefore unto me by 
the Lord, that thou wilt not cut on 
my seed after me, and that thou wilt 
not destroy my name out of my fa- 
ther’s house. 

22 And David aware unto Saul. And 
Saul went home; but David and his 
men gat them up unto the hold. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

A ND Samuel died; and all the Is- 
raelites were gathered together, 
and lamented him, and buried him in 
his house at Ram ah'. And David arose, 
and went down to the wilderness ot 
Paran. 

2 And there nwa a man in Maon, 
whose possessions were in Carmel; and 
the man was verv great, and he had 
three thousand sheep, and a thousand 
goats: and he was shearing his sheep 
in Carmel. 

3 Now the name of the man was 
Nabal; and the name of his wife Abi- 
gail: and she was a woman of good 
understanding, and of a beautiful coun- 
tenance: but the man was churlish and 
evil in his doings; and he was of the 
house of Caleb. 

4 7 And David heard in the wilder- 
ness that Nabal did shear his sheep. 

5 And David sent out ten young men, 
and David said unto the young men. 
Get you up to Carmel, and go to Nabal, 
and greet him in my name: 

6 And thus shall ye say to him that 
liveth in prosperity, Peace be both to 
thee, and peace be to thine house, and 
peace be unto all that thou hast 
7 And now T have heard that thou 
hast shearers : now thy shepherds which 
were with us, we hurt them not, neither 
was there ought missing unto them, all 
the while they were in Carmel. 

8 Ask thy young men, and they will 
shew thee. Wherefore let the jroung 
men lind favour in thine eves: tor we 
come in a good day : give, I pray thee, 
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whatsoever cometh to thine hand unto 
thy servants, and to thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young men came, 
they spake to Nabal according to all 
chose words in the name of David, and 
ceased. 

10 ^ And Nabal answered David’s 
servants, and said. Who is David? and 
who is the son of Jesse? there be many 
servants now a days that break away 
every man from his master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and 
my water, and my flesh that 1 have 
killed for my shearers, and give it unto 
men, whom I know not whence they be? 

12 So David’s young men turned their 

! iray , and went again, and came and 
old him all those sayings. 

13 And David said unto his men. Gird 
ye on every man his sword. And they 
girded on every man his sword: and 
f)avid also girded on his sword: and 
there went up after David about four 
hundred men; and two hundred abode 
by the stufl'. 

14 f But one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the wil- 
derness to salute our master; and lie 
railed on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto 
us, and we were not hurt, neither 
missed we any thing, as long as we 
were conversant with them, when we 
were in the fields: 

16 They were a wall unto us both by 
night and day, all the while we were 
with them keeping the sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and consider 
what thou wilt do ; for evil is determined 
against our master, and against all his 
household: for he is such a son of Belial, 
that a man cannot speak to him. 

18 1 Then Abigail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two 
bottles of wine, and live sheep ready 
dressed, and live measures of parched 
corn, and an hundred clusters of raisins, 
and two hundred cakes of tigs, and laid 
them on asses. 

19 And she said unto her servants, 
Go on before me; behold, 1 come after 
you. But she told not her husband 
Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on the 
ass, that she came down by the covert 
of the hill, and, behold, David and his 
men came down against her; and she 
met them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in 
vain have I kept all that this fellow 
hath in the wilderness, so that nothing 
was missed of all that pertained unto 
him: and he hath requited me evil 
for good. 

22 So and more also do God unto the 
enemies of David, if I leave of all that 
pertain to him by the morning light 
any that pisseth against the walk 
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23 And when Abigail «aw David, she 

hasted, and lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, j 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, .Ujwm 

me, my lord, upon me let this iniquity 
be; and let thine handmaid, I prajj 
thee, speak in tl]ine audience, and heai 
the words of thine handmaid. j 

25 Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard 
this man of Belial, even Nabal: for as 
his name is, so is he; Nabal is hid 
name, and folly is with him: but 1 thine 
handmaid saw not the young men of 
my lord, whom thou didst send. j 

20 Now therefore, my lord, as th<j 
Lord liveth , and as thy soul liveth, 
seeing the Lord hath withholden thed 
from coming to shed blood, and from 
avenging thyself with thine own hand, 
now let thine enemies, and they that 
seek evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing which thine 
handmaid hath brought unto my lord, 
let it oven be given unto the young 
men that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass 
of thine handmaid: for the Lord will 
certainly make my lord a sure house; 
because my lord nghteth the battles of 
the Lord, and evil hath not been found 
in thee all thy days. 

29 Vet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul: but the soul of 
my lord shall be bound in the bundle 
of life with the Lord thy God; and the 
souls of thine enemies, them shall he 
sling out, as out of the middle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that lie hath 
spoken concerning thee, and shall have 
appointed thee rider over Israel; 

31 That this shall be no grief unto 
thee, nor offence of heart unto my 
lord, either that thou hast shed blood 
causeless, or that my lord hath avenged 
himself: but when the Lord shall have 
dealt Avell with my lord, then remember 
thine handmaid. 

32 f And David said to Abigail, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel, which sent 
thee this day to meet me: 

33 And blessed be thy advice, and 
blessed be thou, which hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, 
and from avenging myself with mino 
own hand. 

34 Tor in very deed, as the Lord God 
of Israel liveth, which hath kept me 
hack from hurting thee, except thou 
hadst hasted and come to meet me, 
surely there had not been left unto 
Nabal by the morning light any that 
pisseth against the wall. 

35 So David received of her hand 
that which she had brought him, and 
said unto her. Go up in peace to thine 
house; see, I have hearkened to thy 
voice , and have accepted thy person. 

3f> 1 And Abigail came to Nabal; and, 
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behold, he held a feast in his house, 
like the feast of a king; and Cabal's 
heart was merry within him, for he 
was very drunken: wherefore she told 
him nothing, less or more, until the 
morning light 

37 But it came to pass in the morning’ 
when the wine was gone out of Nabal, 
and his wife had told him these things, 
that his heart died within him, and ho 
became as a stone. 

38 And it came to pass about ten 
days after, that the Lord smote Nabal, 
that he died. 

39 If And when David heard that 
Nabal was dead, he said, Blessed be 
the Loan, that hath pleaded the cause 
of ray reproach from the hand of Nabal, 
and hath kept his servant from evil: 
Ifor the Loan hath returned the wicked- 
ness of Nabal upon his own head. And 
IDavid sent and communed with Abigail, 
ko take her to him to wife. 

,40 And when the servants of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent ns 
into thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

41 And she arose, and bowed herself 
on her face to the earth, and said, Be- 
hold, let thine handmaid be a servant to 
wash the feet of the servants of my lord. 

42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, and 
rode upon an ass, with five damsels of 
her’s that went after her; and she went 
after the messengers of David, and be- 
came his Wife. 

43 David also took Ahinoam of ilezreel ; 
and they were also both of them his 
wives. 

44 J But Saul had given Michal his 
daughter, David’s wife, to Phalti the 
son of Laisli, which vms of Gallim. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 


A N D the Ziphites came unto Saul to 
Gibeah, saying, Doth not David 
hide himself’ in the hill of Haehilah, 
which is before .Te shimon? 

2 Then Saul arose, and went down to 
the wilderness of Ziph, having three 
thousand chosen men of Israel with 
him, to seek David in the wilderness 
of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the hill of 
Haehilah, which is before Jeshimon, by 
the way. But David abode in the wilder- 
ness, and he saw that Saul came after 
him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, and 
understood that Saul was come in very 
deed. 

5 ^ And David arose, and came to 
the place where Saul had pitched: and 
David beheld the place where Saul lay, 
and Abner the son of Ner, the captain 
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of his host: and Saul lay in the trencH 
and the people pitched round about hini 

6 Then answered David and said tl 

Ahimelecli the Hittite, and to Abishal 
the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joao. 
saying, Who will go down with me t* 
Saul to the camp? And Abishai said 
I will go down with thee. • j 

7 So David and Abishai came to thi 
people by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench, and ln| 
spear stuck in the ground at his bolster: 
but Abner and the people lay round 
about him. 

8 Then said Abishai to David, Go<j 
hath delivered thine enemy into thint 
hand this day: now therefore let nit 
smite him, I pray thee, with the spetfr 
even to the earth at once t and 1 will 
not smite him the second time. 

1) And David said to Abishai, Destroy 
him not: for who can stretch forth his 
hand against the Lord’s anointed, and 
be guiltless? 

10 David said furthermore, As the 
Lord liveth, the Lord shall smite him: 
or his day shall come to die ; or he shall 
descend into battle, and perish. 

11 The Lord forbid that I should stretch 
forth mine hand against the Lord’s 
anointed: but, I pray thee, take thou 
now the spear that is at his bolster, 
and the cruse of water, and let us go. 

12 So David took the spear and the 
cruse of water from Saul’s bolster; and 
they gat them away, and no map saw 
it, lior knew it, neither awaked: for they 
mere all asleep; because a deep sleep 
from the Lord was fallen upon them. 

j;* 1 Then David went over to the 
other side, and stood on the top of an 
hill afar off ; a great space being between 
them: v 

14. And David cried to the people, 
and to Abner the son of Ner, ( saying, 
Answerest thou not, Abner? Then 
Abner answered and said, ( Who art 
thou that criest to the king? 

15 And David said to Abner, Art not 
thou a valiant man? and who is like 
to thee in Israel? wherefore then hast 
thou not kept thy lord the king? for 
there came one of the people in to 
destroy the king thy lord. 

16 This thing is not good that thou 
hast done. As the Lord liveth, ye are 
worthy to die, because ye have not 
kept your master, the Lord’s anointed. 
And now see where the king’s spear 
is, and the cruse of water that teas at 
his bolster. 

17 And Saul knew David’s voice, and 
said, Js this thy voice, my son David? 
And David said, It is my voice, my 
lord, O king. 

18 And he said, Wherefore doth my 
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lord thus pursue after his servant? for 
what have I done? or what evil is in 
mine hand? 

19 Now therefore, I pray thee, lot my 
lord the king hear the words of his 
servant If the Lord have stirred thee 
tip against me, let him accept an offer- 
ing: but if they he the children of men, 
cursed be they before the Lord; for 
they have driven me out this day from 
abiding in the inheritance of the Lord, 
saying, Go, serve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood 
fall to the earth before the face of the 
Lord: for the king of Israel is come 
rnt to seek a flea, as when one doth 
iiunt a partridge in the mountains. 

1 21 H Then said Saul, I have sinned: 
Return, my son David: for l will no 
tnore uo thee hartn : because my soul 
yas precious in thine eyes this day: 
Ijehold, I have played the fool, and 
have erred exceedingly. 

22 And David answered and said, I Je- 
lwld the king’s spear! and let one of 
the young men come over and fetch it. 

23 The Lord render to every man his 
righteousness and his faithfulness: for 
the Lord delivered thee into mu hand 
to day, but I would not stretch forth 
mine hand against the Lord’s anointed. 

21 And, behold, as thy life was much 
set by this day in mine eyes, so let 
my life be much set by in the eyes of 
the Lord, and let him deliver me out 
of all tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to David, Blessed 
he thou, my son David: thou shall both 
do great things, and also slialt still 
prevail. So David went on his way, 
and Saul returned to liis place. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

A ND David said in his heart, 1 sh:dl 
now perish one day by the hand 
of Saul: there is nothing better for me 
than that I should speedily escape into 
the land of the Philistines; and Saul 
shall despair of me, to seek me any 
more in any coast of Israel: so shall I 
escape out of his hand. 

2 And David arose, and he passed 
over with the six hundred men that 
were with him unto Achish, the son of 
Maoch, king of Gath. 

3 And David dwelt with Achish at 
Gath, lie and his men, every man with 
his household, even David with his two 
wives, Ahinoam the dezreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David 
was fled to Gath: and he sought no 
more again for him. 

5 T And David said unto Achish, If I 
have now found grace in thine eyes, 
let them give me a place in some town 
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in the country, that I may dwell there! 
for why should thy servant dwell 
the royal city with theeV j 

6 Then Achish gave him Ziklag tha! 
day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unt4 
the kings of Judah unto this day. ! 

7 And the time that David dwelt in 

the country of the Philistines was a 
lull year and four months. j 

8 1 And David and his men went 

up, and invaded the Geshurites, anq 
tne Gezrites, and the Amalckites: fof 
those nations were of old the inhabitants 
of the land, as thou goest to Shur 
even unto the land of Kgypt. ■ 

9 And David smote the land, and left 
neither man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, and the 
asses, and the camels, and the apparel, 
and returned, and came to Achish. 

10 And Achish said, Whither have ye 
made a road to day? And David said, 
Against the south of Judah, and agaimt 
the south of the Jerahmeelites, and 
against the south of the Kenites. 

11 And David saved neither man nor 
woman alive, to bring tidings to Gath, 
saying, Lest they should’ tell on us, 
saying, So did David, and so will he 
his manner all the while he dwelleth 
in the country of the Philistines. 

^ 12 And Achish believed David, say- 
ing, He hath made his people Israel 
utterly to abhor him; therefore he shall 
be my servant for ever 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A ND it came to pass in those days, 
that the Philistines gathered their 
armies together for warfare, to tight 
with Israel. And Achish said unto Da- 
vid. Know thou assuredly, that thou 
shalt go out with me to battle, thou 
and thy men. 

2 And David said to Achish, Surely 
thou shalt know what thy servant can 
do. Ami Achish said to David, There- 
fore will I make thee keeper of mine 
head for ever. 

! Now Samuel was dead, and all 
Israel had lamented him. and buried 
him in Rainah, even in liis own city. 
Am] Saul had put away those that had 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of 
the land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together, and came and nitched 
in Shunem: and Saul gathered all Is- 
rael together, and they pitched in 
Gilboa. 

5 And when Saul saw the host of the 
Philistines, he was afraid, and his heart 
greatly trembled, 

G And when Saul enquired of the 
Lord, the Lord answered him not, nei- 
ther Dy dreams, nor by Urim, nor by 
prophets. 

7 If Then said Saul unto his servants, 
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Seek me a woman that hath a familiar 
spirit, that I mar $o to her, and en- 
quire of her. And his servants said to 
him, Behold, there is a woman that hath 
a familiar spirit at En-dor. 

8 And Saul disguised himself, and 
put on other raiment, and he went, 
and two men with him, and they came 
to the woman by night: and he said, 
I pray thee, divine unto me. by the fa- 
miliar spirit, and bring me him up, 
whom I shall name unto thee. 

9 And the woman said unto him, Be- 
hold, thou knowest what Saul hath 
done, how he hath cut off those that 
have familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the land: wherefore then layest 
thou a snare for my life, to cause me 
to die? 

I 10 And Saul sware to her by the 
(Loan, saying. As the Lord liveth, there 

{ hall no punishment happen to thee 
or this thing. 

; 11 Then said the woman, Whom shall 
1 bring up unto thee? And he said, 
JJring me up SamueL 
12 And when the woman saw Samuel, 
she cried with a loud voice: and the 
woman spake to Saul, saying, Why 
hast thou deceived me? for thou art 
Saul. 

Ui And the king said unto her, Be not 
afraid: for what sawest thou? And the 
woman said unto Saul, I saw gods 
ascending out of the earth. 

14 And lie said unto her. What form 
is he of? And she said, An old man 
eometh up; and he is covered with a 
mantle. And Saul perceived that it 
was Samuel, and he stooped with his 
face to the ground, and bowed himself. 
15 ^ And Samuel said to Saul, Why 
hast thou disquieted me, to bring me 
up? And Saul answered, 1 am sore 
distressed; for the Philistines make 
war against me, and God is departed 
from me, and unswereth me no more, 
neither by prophets, nor by dreams: 
therefore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what J 
shall do. 

IG Then said Samuel, Wherefore then 
dost thou ask of me, seeing the Lord 
is departed from thee, and is become 
thine enemy? 

17 And the Loan hath done to him, 
as he spake by me: for the Lord hath 
rent the kingdom out, of thine hand, 
and given it to thy neighbour, even to 
David : 

18 Because thou obeyedst not the 
voice of the Loan, nor executedst hip 
tierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore 
hath the Lord done this thing unto 
thee this day. 

19 Moreover the Lord will also deliver 
Israel with thee into the hand of the 
Philistines: and to morrow shall thou 
and thy sojih be with me: the Lord 
also shall deliver the host of Israel 
into the hand of the Philistines. 

20 Then Saul fell straightway all along 
on the earth, and was sore afraid, be- 
cause of the words of Samuel: and 
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there was no strength in him; for he 
had eaten no bread all the day, nor all 
the night. 

21 ^ And the woman came unto Saul, 
and saw that he was sore troubled, and 
said unto him, Behold, thine handmaid 
hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put 
my life in my hand, and have hearkened 
unto thy words which thou spakest 
unto me. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee z hearken 
thou also unto the voice of thine hand- 
maid, and let me set a morsel of bread 
before thee ; and eat, that thou mayest 
have strength, when thou goest on 
thy way. 

28 But he refused, and said, I will nol; 
eat. But his servants, together with the 
woman, compelled him; and he hear- 
kened unto their voice. So he arose 
from the earth, and sat upon the bed 

24 And the woman had a fat calf in 
the liouse; and she hasted, and killed 
it, and took Hour, and kneaded it, and 
did bake unleavened bread thereof: 

25 And she brought it before Saul, 
and before his servants; and they did 
eat. Then they rose up, and went 
away that night. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 


N OW the Philistines gathered to- 
gether all their armies to Aphek: 
and the Israelites pitched by a fountain 
which is in Jezreel. 

2 And the lords of the Philistines 
passed on hv hundreds, and by thou- 
sands: but David and his men passed 
on in the rereward with Achish. 

3 Then said the princes of the Philis- 
tines, What do these Hebrews here? 
And Achish said unto the princes of the 
Philistines, Is not this David, the ser- 
vant of Saul the king of Israel, which 
hath been with me these days, or these 
years, and l have found no fault in 
him since he fell -unto me unto this day? 

4 And the princes of the Philistines 
were wrotli with him ; and the princes 
of the Philistines said unto him, Make 
this fellow return , that he may go 
again to his place which thou hast 
appointed him, and let him not go down 
with us to battle, lest in the battle he 
be an adversary to us: for wherewith 
should he reconcile himself unto his 
master? should it not fa with the heads 
of these men? 

5 Is not this David, of whom they 
sang one to another in dances, saying. 
Saul slew his thousands, and David 
his ten thousands V 

6 f Then Achish called David, and 
said unto him, Surely, as the Lord 
liveth, thou hast been upright, and thy 
going out and thy coming in with me 
in the host is good in my sight: for I 
have not found evil in thee since the 
day of thy coming unto me unto this 
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day: nevertheless the lords favour 
thee not 

7 Wherefore now return, and go in 
peace, that thou displease not the lords 
of the Philistines. 

& f And David said unto Achish, But 
| what have I done ? and what hast thou 
[found in thv servant so long as I have 
[been with thee unto this day, that 1 
I may not go fight against the enemies 
j of my lord the king? 

| 9 And Achish answered and said to 
[David, I know that thou art good in 
imy sight, as an angel of God: not- 
[ withstanding the princes of the Philis- 
tines have said, He shall not go up 
Iwith us to the battle, 
j 10 Wherefore now rise up early in 
itlie morning with thy master’s servants 
{that are come with thee: and as soon 
hs ye be up early in the morning, and 
have light, depart. 

11 So David and his men rose up 
farly to depart in the morning, to re- 
turn into the land of the Philistines. 
And the Philistines went up to Jezreel. 


CHAPTER XXX. 

A N D it came to pass , when David 
and his men were come to Ziklag 
on the third day, that the Amalekites 
had invaded the south, and Ziklag, and 
smitten Ziklag, and burned it with tire; 
2 And had taken the women cap- 
tives, that were therein: they slew not 
any, either great or small, but carried 
them away, and went on their way. 

3 f So David and his men came to 
the city, and, behold, it was burned 
with lire; ami their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughters, were taken 
captives. 

4 Then David and the people that 
were with him lilted up their voice and 
wept, until they had no more power 
to weep. 

5 And David's two wives were taken 
captives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the wife of Nabal the Car- 
melite. 

0 And David was greatly distressed; 
for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people was 
grieved, every man for his sons and 
for his daughters: but David encou- 
raged himself in the Loan his God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the 

S riest, Ahinieleeh’s son, I pray thee, 
ring me hither the ephod. And Abia- 
thar brought thither the ephod to 
David. 

8 And David enquired at the Loan, 
saying, Shall 1 pursue after this troop? 
shall I overtake them? And he an- 
swered him, Pursue: for thou shalt 
surely overtake them, and without fail 
recover all. 

9 So David went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, and 
came to the brook Besor, where those 
that were left behind stayed. 

10 But David pursued, he and four 
hundred men: for two hundred abode 
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behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Besor. , 

11 t And they found an Egyptian in 
the field, and brought him to David* 
and gave him bread, and he did eat; 
and they made him drink water; 

12 And they gave him a piece of a 
cake* of figs, and two clusters of rai- 
sins: and when he had eaten, his spirit 
came again to him: for he had eaten 
no bread, nor drunk any water, three 
days arm three nights. 

1)5 And David said unto him, To whom 
belongest thou? and whence art thou? 
And lie said, I am a young man of 
Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and 
my master left me, because three days 
agone I fell sick. 

14 We made an invasion upon the 
south of the Cherethites, and upon the 
coast which belongeth to Judah, and 
upon the south of Caleb; and we burn- 
ed Ziklag with lire. 

lf> And David said to him, Canst thou 
bring me down to this company? Aiyl 
he said, Swear unto me by God, thtt 
thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver 
me into the hands of my master, ami 
I will bring thee down to this company. 

10 H And when he had brought him 
down, behold, they wei'e spread abroad 
upon all the earth , eating and drink- 
ing, and dancing, because of all the 
great spoil that they had taken out of 
the land of the Philistines, and out of 
the land of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the 
next day: and there escaped not a 
man of them, save four hundred young 
men, which rode upon camels, and flea. 

18 And David recovered all that the 
Amalekitcs had carried away: and 
David roseued his two wives. 

Ill And there was nothing lacking to 
them, neither small nor great, neither 
sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor 
any thing that they had taken to them: 
David recovered all. 

20 And David took all the flocks and 
the herds , which they drave before 
those other cattle, and said, This is 
David’s spoil. 

21 K And David came to the two 
hundred men, which were so faint that 
they could not follow David, whom 
they had made also to abide at the 
brook Besor: and they went forth to 
meet David, and to meet the people 
that ?cm: with him: and when David 
came near to the people, he saluted 
them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked men 
and men of Belial, of those that went 
with David, and said, Because they 
went not with us, we will not give 
them ought of the spoil that we have 
recovered, save to every man his wife 
and his children, that they may lead 
them away, and depart 

28 Then said David, Ye shall not do 
so, my brethren, with that which the 
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Lord hath given us, who hath preserved 
us, and delivered the company that 
came against us into our hand. 

24: For who will hearken unto ^ou in 
this matter? but as his part is that 
goeth down to the battle, so shall his 
part be that tarrieth by the stuff: they 
shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day for- 
ward, that he made it a statute and 
an ordinance for Israel unto this day. 

26 ^ And when David came to Zik- 
lag, he sent of the spoil unto the elders 
of .ludah, even to his friends, saying. 
Behold a present for you of the spoil 
of the enemies of the Loro; 

27 To them which mere in Bethel, and 
to them which were in south Kamoth, 
and to them which were in .lattir, 

28 And to them which were in Aroer, 
and to them which were in Siulnnoth, 
and to them which were in Esntemoa, 

: 20 And to them which were in Radial, 
and to them which wei'e in the cities of 
the Jerahmeelites, and to them which 
mere in the cities of the Kenites, 

30 And to them .which were in Hormali, 
and to them which were in Chor-ashan, 
and to them which were in Athneh, 

31 And to them which were in Hebron, 
and to all the places where David him- 
self and his men were wont to haunt. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 


N OW the Philistines fought against 
Israel: and the men of Israel fled 
from before the Philistines, and fell 
down slain in mount (lilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul anil upon his sons; and the 
Philistines slew' Jonathan, and Abi- 
nadab, apd Melchi-shua, Saul’s sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and lie 
was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncir- 
cumcised come and thrust me through, 
and abuse me. But his armourbearer 
would not; for he w r as sore afraid. 
Therefore Saul took a sword, and fell 
upon it. 

f> And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul, was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and his armourbearer, and all his men, 
that same day together. 

7 ^ And when the men of Israel that 
were on the other side of the valley, 
and they that were on the other side 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel lied, 
and that Saul and his sons were dead, 
they forsook the cities, and fled; and 
the Philistines came and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the morrow', 
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when the Philistines came to strip tliej 
slain, that they found Saul and his* 
three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. j 

1) And they cut off his head, and! 
stripped off his armour, and sent into 
the land of the Philistines round about; 
to publish it in the house of their idols, 
and among the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of Ashtaroth: and they fastened 
his body to the wall of Beth-shan. 

11 ^ And when the inhabitants of 
Jabesh-gilcad heard of that which the 
Philistines had done to Saul; 

12 All the valiant men arose, and 
went all night, and took the bod^ of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
the wall of Beth-shan , and came to 
Jabcsh, and burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them under a tree at Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days. 
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KINGS. 
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CHAPTER I. 

N OW it came to pass after the death 
of Saul, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of the Amalekites, 
and David had abode two days inZiklag; 

2 It came even to pass on the third 
day, that, behold, a man came out of 
the camp from Saul with his clothes 
rent, ana earth upon his head: and so 
it was, when he came to David, that 
he fell to the earth, and did obeisance. 
3 And David said unto him, Prom 
whence contest thou? And he said unto 
him, Out of the camp of Israel am I 
escaped. 

1 And David said unto him. How went 
the matter? I pray thee, tell me. And 
he answered, That the people are fled 
from the battle, and many of the people 
also are fallen and dead; and Saul and 
Jonathan his son are dead also. 

5 And David said unto the young 
man that told him, How knowest thou 
that Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 
6 And the young man that told him 
said, As I happened by chance upon 
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mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon 
his spear; and, lo. the chariots and 
horsemen followed hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind 
he saw me, and called unto me. 

I answered, Here am I. 

8 And he 9aid unto me, Who art thou ? 
And I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay me: for 
anguish is come upon me, because my 
life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not 
live after that he was fallen: and 1 
took the crown that was upon his head, 
and the bracelet that was on his arm, 

, and have brought them hither unto 
[ my lord. 

! 11 Then David took hold on his clothes, 

: and rent them ; and likewise all the men 
that ireve with him: 

12 And they mourned, and wept., and 
fasted until even, for Saul, and lor Jo- 
nathan his son, and for the people of 
the Lohd, and for the house of Israel; 
because they were fallen by the sword. 
Ill f And I)avid said unto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thou? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, llow was! 
itliou not afraid to stretch forth thine 
hand to destroy the Loan’s anointed V 

15 And David called one of the young 
m<sn, and said, Go near, and fall upon 
him. And he smote him that lie died. 

16 And David said unto him, Thy blood 
be upon thy head: for thy mouth hath 
testified against thee, saying, 1 have 
slain the Lord's anointed. 

17 f And David lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona- 
than his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the use of the bow: 
behold, it is written in the book of 
Jasher.) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain upon 
thy high places: how are the mighty 
fallen! 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publish it not 
in the streets of Askelon; lest the 
daughters of the Philistines rejoice, lest 
the daughters of the uncircumcised 
triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, let there 
be no dew, neither let there be rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings: for 
there the shield of the mighty is vilely 
cast away, the shield of Saul, as though 
he had not been anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, the bow of Jo- 
nathan turned not back, and the sword 
of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, and in their 
death they were not divided: they were 
swifter than eagles, they were stronger 
than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
other delights, who put on ornaments 
of gold upon your apparel. 
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25 How are the mighty fallen in the; 
midst of the battle! 0 Jonathan, thou 1 
least slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my brother 
Jonathan : very pleasant hast thou been 
unto me : thy love to me was wonderful, 
passing the love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished! 


CHAPTER II. 

A N D it came to pass after this, that 
David enquired of the Lord, say- 
ing, Shall 1 go up into any of the cities 
of Judah? And the Loro said unto him, 
(io up. And David said, Whither shall 
I go up? And he said, Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went up thither, and his 
two wives also, Ahinoam the Jezreel- 
itess , and Abigail Nabal’s wife the Car- 
melite. 

3 And his men that foere with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household: ana they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 

4 And the men of Judah came, ami 
there they anointed David kiug over 
the house of Judah. And they told 
David, saying, That the men of Jabesh- 
gilead mere they that buried Saul. 

5 f And David sent messengers unto 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto 
them, Blessed be ye of the Lord, that 
ye have shewed this kindness unto 
vour lord, even unto Saul, and have 
buried him. 

6 And now the Lord shew kindness 
and truth unto vou: and I also will 
requite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant: for 

f rour master Saul is dead, and also the 
louse of Judah have anointed me king 
over them. 

8 U But Abner the son of Ner, captain 
of Saul’s host, took Ish-bosheth the sou 
of Saul, and brought him over to Ma- 
hanaim ; 

i) And made hint king over Gilead, and 
over the Asliurites, and over Jezreel, 
and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, 
and over all Israel. 

10 lsh-boshcth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign over 
Israel, and reigned two years. But the 
house of Judah followed David. 

1 1 And the time that David was king 
in Hebron over the house of Judah 
was seven years and six months. 

12 U And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibeon.

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon: 
and they sat down, the one on the one 
side of the pool, and the other on the 
other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now arise, and play before 
us. And Joab said, Let them arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, which 
pertained to Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, 
Eind twelve of the servants of David 

1G And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head , and thrust his 
sword in his fellow’s side; so they fell 
down together: wherefore that place 
was called Helkuth-hazzurim, which is 
in Gibeon. 

1 17 And there was a very sore battle 
jdiat day ; and Abner was beateh, and 
the men of Israel, before the servants 
t>f David. 

18 f And there were three sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, and 
Isabel: and Asahel was as light of 
fbot as a wild roe. 

11) And Asahel pursued after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
hand nor to the left from following 
Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, 
and said, Art thou Asahel V And he 
answered, I am. 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, 
and lay thee hold on one of the young 
men , and take thee his armour. But 
Asahel would not turn aside from fol- 
lowing of him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground? how then should 1 hold up 
my face to Joab thy brother? 

23 Ilowbeit he refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the tilth 
rib , that the snear came out behind 
him; and he fell down there, and died 
in the same place: and it came to pass, 
that as many as came to the place 
where Asahel fell down and died stood 
still. 

24 Joab also and Abishai pursued after 
Abner: and the sun went down when 
they wero come to the hill of Ammah, 
that lieth before Giah hy the way of 
the wilderness of Gibeon. 

25 t And the children of Benjamin 
gatherod themselves together after Ab- 
ner, and became one troop, and stood 
on the top of an hill. 

26 Then Abner called to Joab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for ever? 
knowest thou not that it will be bitter- 
ness in the latter end? how long shall 
it be then, ere thou bid the people 
return from following their brethren? 
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27 And Joab said, As God liveth, un-! 
less thou hadst spoken, surely then in 
the morning the people had wone up 
every one trom following his brother.! 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all; 
the people stood still, and pursued after 
Israel no more, neither fought they 
any more. 

29 And Abner and his men walked 
all that night through the plain, and 
passed over Jordan, and went through 
all Bithron, and they came to Ma- 
li ana im. 

30 And Joab returned from following 
Abner: and when he had gathered all 
the people together, there lacked of 
David’s servants nineteen men and 
A sail el. 

31 But the servants of David had 
smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s 
men, so that three hundred and three- 
score men died. 

32 f And they took up Asaliel, and 
buried him in the sepulchre of his fa- 
ther, which was in Bcth-lehem. And 
Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came to liebron at break of day. 


CHAPTER III. 

N OW there was long war between 
the house of Saul and the house 
of David: but David waxed stronger 
and stronger, and the house of Saul 
waxed weaker and weaker. 

2 1 And unto David were sons born 
in Hebron: and his firstborn was Atn- 
lion, of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess;

J And (lie sixth, Ithream, by Eglah 
David’s wife. These were born to Da- 
vid in Hebron. 

b t And it came to pass, while there 
was war between the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
made himself strong for the house of 
Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name, /wigltizpuh, the daughter of Aiah: 
and Jsh-bosheth said to Abner, Where- 
fore hast thou gone in unto my father’s 
concubine V 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of Jsh-bosheth, and said. Am 
I a dog’s head, which against Judah 
do shew kindness this day unto the 
house of Saul thy father, to his bre- 
thren, and to his friends, and have not 
delivered thee into the hand of David, 
that thou chargest me to day with a 
fault concerning this woman? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more also, 
except, as the Lord hath sworn to Da- 
vid, even so I do to him; 
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10 To translate the kingdom from the 
house of Saul, and to set up the throne 
of David over Israel and over Judah, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba. 

11 And he could not answer Abner a 
word again, because he feared him. 

12 T And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, saving, AY hose is 
the land? saying also, Make thy league 
with me, and, behold, my hand shall 
be with thee, to bring about all Israel 
unto thee. 

18 f And he said, Well; I will make 

1 a league with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shalt not 
see mv face, except thou first bring 
tMichal Saul’s daughter, when thou 
scomest to see my face. 

! 14. And David sent messengers to 
(sh-bosheth Saul’s son, saying, Deliver 

! ie my wife Michal, which I espoused 
o me for an hundred foreskins of the 
'hilistines. 

15 And Ish-bosheth sent, and took her 
from lies' husband, even from I'haltiel 
the son of Luish. 

16 And her husband went with her 
ilong weeping behind her to Bahurim. 
Then said Abner unto him, Go, return. 
;\nd he returned. 

17 1 And Abner had communication 
with the elders of Israel, saying, Ye 
sought for David in times past to be 
king over you: 

18 Now then do it: for the Lord hath 
spoken of David, saying, By the hand 
of mv servant David 1 will save my 

{jeonie Israel out of the hand of the 
J hilistines, and out of the hand of all 
their enemies. 

10 And Abner also spake in the ears 
of Benjamin: and Abner went, also to 
sneak in the ears of David in Hebron 
all that seemed good to Israel, and 
that seemed good to the whole house 
of Benjamin. 

20 So Abner came to David to llebron, 
and twenty men with him. And David 
made Abner and the men that ‘were 
with him a feast. 

21 And Abner said unto David, I will 
arise and go, and will gather all Israel 
unto mv lord the king, that they may 
make a league with thee, and that thou 
mayest reign over all that thine heart 
desireth. And David sent Abner away ; 
and he went in peace. 

22 ^ And, behold, the servants of Da- 
vid and Joab came from pursuing a 
troop, and brought in a great spoil with 
them: but Abner was not with David 
in Hebron; for he had sent him away, 
and he was gone in peace. 
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28 When Joab and all the host that! 
teas with him were come, they tola 
Joab, saying, Abner the son of Nen 
came to the king, and he hath send 
him away, and he is gone in peace. J 

24 Then Joab came to the king, and} 
said, What hast thou done? behold^ 
Abner came unto thee; why is it thafy 
thou hast sent him away, and he is! 
quite gone ? 

2f> Thou knowest Abner the son of* 
Ner, that lie came to deceive thee, and; 
to know thv going out and thy coming, 
in, and to know all that thou doest. 

26 And when Joab was come out from, 
David, he sent messengers after Abnerj 
which brought him again from the well 
of Sirah: but David knew it not. 

27 And when Abner was returned to 
llebron, Joab took him aside in the 
gate to speak with him quietly, and 
smote him there under the tiltn rib, 
that he died, for the blood of Asahel 
bis brother. 

28 If And afterward when David heard 
it, he said, I and my kingdom are guilt- 
less before the Lord for ever from the 
blood of Abner the son of Ner: 

29 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all his father’s house; and let 
there not fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that is a 
leper, or that leaneth on a staff, or 
thatfalleth on the sword, or that laeketh 
bread. 

80 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 

81 If And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people, that were with him, Rend 
your clothes, and gird you witli sack- 
cloth, and mourn before Abner. And 
king David himself followed the bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in Hebron : 
and the king lifted un his voice, and 
wept at the grave of Abner; and all 
the people wept. 

83 And the king lamented over Abner, 
and said, Died Abner as a fool dieth? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into letters: as a man 
falletli before wicked men, so fellest 
thou. And all the people wept again 
over him. 

35 And when all the people came 
to cause David to cat meat while it 
was yet day, David sware, saying, So 
do God to me, and more also, if I 
taste bread, or ought else, till the sun 
be down. 

36 And all the people took notice of 
it, and it pleased them: as whatsoever 
the king did pleased all the people. 

37 For all the people and all Israel 
understood that day that it was not of 
the king to slay Abner the son of Ner. 
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38 And the king said unto his servants. 
Know ye not that there is a prince and 
a great man fallen this day in Israel? 

39 And I am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the sons 
of Zeruiah be too hard for me: the 
Loan shall reward the doer of evil ac- 
cording to his wickedness. 


CHAPTER IV. 


A ND when Saul’s son heard that 
Abner was dead in TTehron, his 
hands were feeble, and all the Israelites 
were troubled. 

( 2 And Saul’s son had two men that 
[cere captains of bands: the name of 

S he one was Baanah, and the name of 
he other Kechab, the sons of Kimmon 
, Beerothite, of the children of Beu- 
jimin: (for Beoroth also was reckoned 
to Benjamin: 

Id And tlic Beerothites tied to Gittaim, 
and were sojourners there until this 
day.) 

1 And Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a 
Son that teas lame of his feet. lie was 
live years old when the tidings came 
of Saul and Jonathan out of Jezreel, 
and his nurse took him up, and tied: 
and it came to pass, as she made haste 
to flee, that lie fell, and became lame. 
And his name was Mophibosheth. 

5 And the sons of Kimmon the Beor- 
othite, Kechab and Baanah, went, and 
came about the heat of the day to the 
house of Ish-bosheth, who lay on a 
bed at noon. 

(» And they came thither into the 
midst of the house, as though they 
would havo fetched wheat; and they 
smote him under the tilth rib: and 
Kechab and Baanah his brother escaped. 

7 For when they came, into the house, 
he lay on his bed in his bedchamber, 
and they smote him, and slew him, 
and beheaded him, and took his head, 
and gat them away through the plain 
all night. 

8 And they brought the I lead of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, and 
said to the king, Behold the head of 
Ish-boslieth the son of Said thine enemy, 
which sought thy life; and the Loan 
hath avenged my lord the king this 
day of Saul, and of his seed. 

9 ^ And David answered Kechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of Kimmon 
the Beerothite, and said unto them, As 
the Loud liveth, who hath redeemed my 
soul out of all adversity, 

lO^Vhen one told me, saving, Behold, 
Saul is dead, thinking to have brought 
good tidings, I took hold of him, ami 
slew him in Ziklag, who thought that 
I would have given him a reward for 
his tidings: 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person in 
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his ttwn house upon his bed? shall 
not therefore now require his blood 
your hand, and take you away fro 
the earth? 

12 And David commanded his young 
men , and they slew them, and cut oft! 
their hands and their feet, and hanged! 
them up over the nool in Hebron. Buq 
they took the head of Ish-bosheth, and 
buried it in the sepulchre of Abner in : 
Hebron. 1

CHAPTER V. 


fPHEN came all the tribes of Israel 

1 to David unto Hebron, and spake, 
saying, Behold, we are thy bone anti 
thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wast he that leddest 
out and broughtcst in Israel: and tht 
Lord said to thee, Thou slmlt feed mj r 
people Israel, and thou shalt be :i 
captain over Israel. 

3 So all the elders of Israel came to 
the king to Ilebron; and king David 
made a league with them in Hebron 
before the Loud: and they anointed 
David king over Israel. 

•1 If David was thirty years old when 
he began to reign, and lie reigned forty 
years. 

f> In Hebron he reigned over Judah 
seven years and six months: and in 
Jerusalem lie reigned thirty and three 
years over all Israel and Judah. 

0 1 And the king and his men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land: which spake 
unto David, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not come in hither: thinking, David 
cannot come in hither. 

7 Nevertheless David took the strong 
hold of Zion: the same is the city of 
David. 

8 And David said on that day, Who- 
soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame 
and the blind, that are hated of David’s 
soul, he shall he chief and captain. Where- 
fore they said, The hliml and the lame 
shall not come into the house. 

‘J So David dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of David. And David 
built round about from Millo and inward. 

10 And David went on, and grew 
great, and the Lord God of hosts was 
with him. 

« 

11 f And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and cedar trees, 
and carpenters, and masons: and they 
built David an house. 

12 And David perceived that the Lord 
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had established him king over Israel, 
and that he had exalted his kingdom 
lor his people Israel’s sake, 
i 13 t And David took him more concu- 
bines and wives out of Jerusalem, after 
he was come from Hebron: and there 
were yet sons and daughters born to 
David. 

14 And these be the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jerusalem; 
Sham mu ah, and Shobab, and Nathan, 
and Solomon, 

15 Ibhar also, and Elishua, and Neplieg, 
and Japhia, 

16 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Eliphalet. 

17 1 But when the Philistines heard 
(that they had anointed David king over 

(Israel, all the Philistines came up to 
seek David; and David heard of it, and 
vent down to the hold 
1 18 The Philistines also came and spread 
Uiemselves in the valley of Kephaiin. 
,U) And David enquired of the Loan, 
paying. Shall I go up to the Philistines? 
unit thou deliver them into mine hand? 

f„nd the Loan said unto David, Go up: 
>r I will doubtless deliver the Philis- 
nes into thine hand. 

(20 And David came to Baal-pera/.im, 
f.nd David smote them there, and said, 
The Loan hath broken forth upon mine 
enemies before me, as the breach of 
waters. Therefore he called the name 
of that place Baal-perazim. 

21 And there they left their images, 
and David and his men burned them. 
22 U And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the. 
valley of Kephaim. 

23 And when David enquired of the 
Loan, he said, Thou .shaft not go up; 
but fetch a compass behind them, and 
come upon them over against the mul- 
berry trees. 

24 And let it be, when thou hearest 
the sound of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, that then thou shalt 
bestir thyself: for then shall the Lohi> 
go out before thee , to smite the host 
of the Philistines. 

25 And David did so, as the Lord 
had commanded him; and smote the 
Philistines from Geba until thou come 
to Gazer. 


CHAPTER VI. 

A GAIN, David gathered together 
all the chosen men of Israel, thirty 
thousand. 

2 And David arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him from 
Baale of Judah, to bring up from thence 
the ark of God, whose name is called 
by the name ol the Lord of hosts that 
dwelleth between the cherubims. 

3 And they set the urk of God upon 
a new cart, and brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab that was in Gibeah: 
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and ITzzah and Ahio, the sons of Abit 
nadab, drave the new cart 
4 And they brought it out of the house 
of Abinadab which was at Gibeah, ac* 
eompanying the ark of God: and Ahhi 
went before the ark. 
f> And David and all the house oj 
Israel played before the Lord on all 
manner of instruments made of fir wood! 
even oil harps, and on psalteries, ana 
on timbrels, and on cornets, and on 
cymbals. 

G f And when they came to Nachon's 
threshingfloor, ITzzah put forth his hand 
to the ark of God, and took hold of it; 
for the oxen shook it. 

7 And the anger of the Lord waf 
kindled against II zzah; and God smote 
him there for his error; and there he 
died by the ark of God. 

8 And David was displeased, because 
the Lord had made a breach ujifoii 
Hzzah: and ho called the name of the 
place Derez-uzzah to this day. 

i) And David was afraid of the Lord 
that day, and said, How shall the ark 
of the Lord come to me V 

10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lord unto him into the city 
of David: but David carried it aside 
into the house of Obed-odom the 
Gittite. 

11 And the ark of the Loud continued 
in the house of Obed-edom the Gittite 
three months: and the Lord blessed 
Obed-edom, and all his household. 

12 1 And it was told king David, say- 
ing, The Lord hath blessed the house 
of Obed-edom, and all that pertaineth 
unto him, because of the ark of God. 
So David went and brought up the ark 
of God from the house of Obed-edom 
into the city of David with gladness. 

Ill And it was so, that when they that 
bare the ark of the Lord had gone six 
paces, he sacriticed oxen and fatlings. 

14 And David danced before the Lord 
with all his might; and David was 
girded with a linen ephod. 

15 So David and all the house of Is- 
rael brought up the ark of the Lord 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet. 

1G And as the ark of the Lord came 
into the city of David, Michal Saul’s 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw king David leaping and danc- 
ing before the Lord; and she despised 
him in her heart. 

17 If And they brought in the ark of 
the Lord, and set it in his place, in the 
midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it: and David offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lord. 

18 And as soon as David had made 
an end of offering burnt offerings and 
peace offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lord of hosts. 

19 And he dealt among all the people. 
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even among the whole multitude of Is- 
, rael, as well to the women as men, to 
every one a cake of bread, and a good 
| piece of flesh. and a flagon of wine. So 
all the people departed every one to 
i his house. 

20 ^ Then David returned to bless 
; his household. And Michal the daugh- 
ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
and said, How glorious was the king 
of* Israel to day, who uncovered him- 
self to day in the eyes of the hand- 
maids of his servants, as one of the 
I vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth 
I himself! 

j 21 And David said unto Michal, It 
iwas before the Lord, which chose me 
^before thy father, and before all his 
lliouse, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lord, over Israel: there- 
fore will I play before the Lord. 

,22 And I will yet be more vile than 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
light: and of the maidservants which 
tliou hast spoken of, of them shall I 
Ije had in honour. 

83 Therefore Michal the daughter of 
Saul had no child unto the day of her 
death. 


CHAPTER VII. 

A ND it came to pass, when the king 
sat in his house, and the Lord had 
given him rest round about from all 
his enemies; 

2 That the king said unto Nathan the 
prophet, See now, I dwell in ail house 
of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth 
within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said to the king, Go, 
do all that is in thine heart; for the 
Lord is with thee. 

4. t And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lord came unto 
Nathan, saying, 

T> Go and tell my servant David. Thus 
saith the Lord, Shalt thou build me 
an house for me to dwell in? 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked in 
a tent and in a tabernacle. 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom 1 commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, Why build 
ye not me an house of cedar? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou sav 
unto my servant David, Thus sakli 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from the 
slieepcote, from following the Hheep, to 
be ruler over my people, over Israel: 

9 And I was with thee whithersoever 
thou wentest, and have cut off all 
thine enemies out of thy sight, and 
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have made thee a great name, like 
unto the name of the great men that 
are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for iny people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they mav dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the children of wicked- 
ness afflict them any more, as before- 
time, 

11 And as since the time that I com- 
manded judges to be over my people 
Israel, and have caused thee to rest 
from all thine enemies. Also the Lokd 
telleth thee that he will make thee an 
house. 

12 f And when thy davs be fulfilled 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fathers, 
1 will set up thy seed after thee, "which 
shall pfoceed out of thy bowels, and 1 
will establish his kingdom. 

13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and 1 will stahlish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, 1 
will chasten him with the rod of men, 
and with the stripes of the children 
of men: 

lf> But mv mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from Saul, 
whom 1 put away before thee, 
lb And thine house and thy kingdom 
shall he established for ever before 
thee: thy throne shall be established 
for ever. 

17 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did Na- 
than speak unto David. 

15 ! Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and he said, Who 
am I, O Lord Don? and what is my 
house, that thou hast brought me 
hitherto? 

ID And this was yet a small thing in 
thy sight, () Lord (Jon; blit thou hast 
spoken also of thy servant’s house for 
a great while to come. And is this the 
manner of man, O Lord God V 

20 And wlmt can David say more 
unto thee? for thou, Lord God, knowest 
thy servant 

21 For thy word’s sake, and accord- 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all these great things, to make thy 
servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O Lord 
God: for there is none like thee, nei- 
ther is there any God beside thee , ac- 
cording to all that wc have heard with 
our ears. 

23 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people, even like Israel, 
whom God went to redeem for a # peo- 
ple to himself, and to make him a 
name, and to do for you great things and 
terrible, for thy land, before thy peo- 
ple, which thou recleemedst to thee 
from Egypt, from the nations and their 
gods ? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to thy- 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever: and thou, Loro, art 
become their God. 

2f> And now, O Loro God, the word 
that thou hast, spoken concerning thy 
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f servant, and concerning his house, 

' establish it tor ever, and do as thou 
> hast 8 aid. 

I 26 And let thy name be magnified for 
? ever, saying, The Lord of hosts is the 
| God over Israel: and let the house of 
\ thy servant David be established before 

I thee. 

27 For thou, O Lord of hosts, God of 
£ Israel, hast revealed to thy servant, 
> saying, I will build thee an house: 

> therefore hath thy servant found in 
, his heart to pray this prayer unto thee. 
28 And now, O Lord God, thou art 
that God, and thy words be true, and 
'' thou hast promised this goodness unto 
, thy servant: 

29 Therefore now let it please thee to 
Ibless the house 'of thy servant, that it 
may continue for ever before thee: for 
(thou, O Lord God, hast spoken it: and 
with thy blessing let the house of thy 
pervant be blessed for ever. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

AND after this it came to pass, that 
David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them: and David took Metheg- 
ainmah out of the hand of the Phi- 
listines. 

2 And he smote Moab, and measured 
them with a line, casting them down 
to the ground; even with two lines 
measured he to put to death, and with 
one full line to keep alive. And so the 
Moabites became David s servants, and 
brought gifts. 

8 ^ David smote also Hadadezer, the 
son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as he 
went to recover his border at the river 
Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven hundred horse- 
men , and twenty thousand footmen : 
and David houghed all the chariot 
horses, but reserved of them for an 
hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damascus 
came to succour Hadadezer king of 
Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Syria 
of Damascus: and the Syrians became 
servants to David, and brought gifts. 
And the Lord preserved David whither- 
soever he went 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadadezer, 
and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 And from Retail, and from Berothai, 
cities of Hadadezer, king David took 
exceeding much brass. 

9 1 When Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the host of 
Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son unto 
king David, to salute him, and to bless 
him, because he had fought against 
Hadadezer, and smitten him: for Ha- 
dadezer had wars with Toi. And Joi'am 
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brought with him vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and vessels of brass: 

11 Which also king David did dedicate 
unto the Lord, with the silver and gold 
that he had dedicated of all nations 
which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of the 
children of Ammon, and of the Philis- 
tines, and of Amalek, and of the spoil 
of Iladadezer, son of Rehob, king of 
Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the Syrians 
in the valley of salt, being eighteen 
thousand men. 

14 f And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became David’s 
servants. And the Lord preserved Da- 
vid whithersoever die went. 

15 And David reigned over all Israel; 
and David executed judgment and 
justice unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was 
over the host; and Jelioshaphat the 
son of Ahilud was recorder; 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, and 
Ahiinelech the son of Abiathar, were 
the priests; and Seraiah was the scribe; 

18 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over both the Cherethites and the 
Pelethites; and David’s sons were chief 
rulers. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A ND David said, Is there yet any 
that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may shew him kindness for Jo- 
nathan’s sake? 

2 And there was of the house of Saul 
a servant whose name teas Ziba. And 
•w hen they had called him unto David, 
the king said unto him, Art thou Ziba V 
And he said, Thy servant is he. 

3 And the king said, Is there not yet 
any of the house of Saul, that I may 
shew the kindness of God unto him? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan 
hath yet a son, which is lame on his feet 
4 And the king said unto him, Where 
is he? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Behold , he is in the house of Machir, 
the son of Aminiel, in Lo-debar. 

5 f Then king David sent, and fetched 
him out of the house of Machir, the 
son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was come 
unto David, he fell on his face, and 
did reverence. And David said, Mephi- 
bosheth. And he answered, Behold thy 
servant! 

7 1 And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of 
Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What is thy servant, that thou shouldest 
look upon such a dead dog as I am T 
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9 f Then the king called to Ziba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 1 
have given unto thy master’s son all 
that pertained to Saul and to all hia 
house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 
thy servants, slum till the land for 
him, and thou shalt bring in the fruits, 
that thy master’s son may have food 
to eat; but Mephibosheth thy master’s 
son shall eat bread alway at my table. 
Now Ziba had fifteen sons and twenty 
servants. 

11 Then said Ziba unto the king, Ac- 
cording to all that my lord the king 
hath commanded his servant, so shall 
thy servant do. As for Mephibosheth, 
said the king , he shall eat at my table, 
as one ol' the king’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young 
son, whose name was Micha. And all 
that dwelt in the house of Ziba mere 
servants unto Mephibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusa- 
lem: for he did eat continually at the 
king’s table; and was lame on both 
Ins feet. 


CHAPTER X. 

A N D it came to pass after this, that 
the king of the children of Ammon 
died, and Hamm his son reigned in 
his stead. 

2 Then said David. 1 will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of N abash, 
as his father shewed kindness unto me. 
And David sent to comfort him by the 
hand of his servants for his father. And 
David’s servants came into the land 
of the children of Ammon. 

3 And the princes of the children of 
Ammon said unto Hanun their lord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth honour 
thy father, that he hath sent comforters 
unto thee? hath not David rather sent 
his servants unto thee, to search the 
city, and to spy it out, and to over- 
throw it? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s ser- 
vants, and shaved off the one half of 
their beards, and cut off their garments 
in the middle, even to their buttocks, 
ami sent them away. 

F) When they told it unto David, he 
sent to meet them, because the men 
were greatly ashamed: and the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your beards 
be grown, and then return. 

6 H And when the children of Ammon 
saw that they stank before David, the 
children of Ammon sent and hired the 
Syrians of lieth-rehob, and the Syrians 
of Zoba, twenty thousand footmen, and 
of kitig Maacah a thousand men, and 
of Ish-tob twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he sent 
Joab, and all the host of the mighty 
men. 
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8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
entering in of the gate: and the Syrians 
of Zoba, and of Kehob, and Ish-tob, 
and Maacah, were by themselves in. 
the field. 

9 When Joah saw that the front of 
the battle was against him before and 
behind, he chose of all the choice mot 
of Israel, and put them in array against 
the Syrians: 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Aoishai his 
brother, that he might put them in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

11 And he said, Tf the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help 
me: but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong lor thee , then 1 will come 
and help thee. 

12 lie of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
the cities of our God: and the Lord do 
that which seemeth him good. 

hi And ,loab drew nigh, and the peo- 
ple that were with him, unto the battle 
against the Syrians: and they tied be- 
fore him. 

11 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were lied, then 
lied they also before Abishai, and enter- 
ed into the city. So .!oab returned from 
the children of Ammon, and came to 
'Jerusalem. 

Jf> 1 And when the Syrians saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves together. 

lb And Hadarezer sent, and brought 
out. the Syrians that were, beyond the 
river: and they came to llelam; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of Ha- 
darezer went before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and passed 
over Jordan, and came to llelam. And 
the Syrians set themselves in array 
against David, and fought with him. 
IK And the Syrians fled before. Israel; 
and David slew the men of seven hun- 
dred chariots of the Syrians, and fortv 
thousand horsemen, and smote Shobach 
the captain of their host, who died 
there. 

11* And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadarezer saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 
peace with Israel, and served them. So 
the Syrians feared to help the children 
of Anunon any more. 


CHAPTER XI. 

A ND it came to pass, after the year 
was expired, at, the time when kings 
go forth to bottle, that David sent Joab, 
and his servants with lum, and all Is- 
rael; and they destroyed the children 
of Ammon, ami besieged Uablrnh. Hut 
David tarried still at Jerusalem. 

2 ^ And it came to pass in an evon- 
ingtide, that David arose from oflf his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of the 
king’s house: and from the roof ho 
saw a woman washing herself; and the 
woman won very beautiful to look upon. 
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3 And David sent and enquired after 
the -woman. And one said, Is not this 
Bath-aheba, the daughter of Eliam, the 
wife of Uriah the Hittite? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was puri- 
fied from her uncleanness: and she 
returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am 
with child. 

6 ^ And David sent to Joab, saying. 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. And Joab 
sent Uriah to David. 

7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of Aim how Joab 
did, and how the people did, and how 
the war prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Go down 
to thy house, and wash thy feet And 
Uriah departed out of the king’s house, 
and there followed him a mess of meat 
from the king. 

9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
king’s house with all the servants of liis 
•lord, and went not down to his house. 

10 And when they had told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down unto his 
house, David' said unto Uriah, Camest 
thou not from thy journey? why then 
didst thou not go down unto thine 
house V 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents; and my lord Joab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped in 
the open fields; shull I then go into 
mine house, to eat and to drink, and 
to lie with my wife? as thou livest, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not do 
this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry 
here to day also, and to morrow I will 
let thee depart So Uriah abode in Je- 
rusalem that day, and the morrow. 

13 And when David had called him, 
he did eat and drink before him; and 
he made him drunk: and at even he 
went out to lie on his bed with the 
servants of his lord, but went not down 
to his house. 

14 T And it came to pass in the 
morning, that David wrote a letter to 
Joab, and sent it by the hand of Uriah. 

15 And he wrote in the letter, saying, 
Set ye Uriah in the forefront ot the 
hottest battle, and retire ye from him, 
that he may be smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew that 
valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went out, 
and fought with Joab: and there fell 
some of the people of the servants of 
David; and Uriah the Hittite died also. 

18 1 Then Joab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war; 
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19 And charged the messenger, saying, 
When thou hast made an ena of telling 
the matters of the war unto the king, 

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did light? knew ye not that 
they would shoot from the wall? 

21 Who smote Abimelech the son of 
J erubbesheth ? did not a woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall, that he died in Tnebez? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then say thou. Thy 
servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

22 5 So the messenger went, and 
came and shewed David all that Joab 
had sent him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto David, 
Surely the men prevailed against us, 
and came out unto us into the Held, 
and we were upon them even unto 
the entering of the gate. 

21 And the shooters shot from off the 
wall upon thy servants; and some of the 
king’s servants be dead, and thy servant 
Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

25 Then David said unto the mes- 
senger, Thus shalt thou say unto Joab, 
Let not this thing displease thee, for 
the sword devoureth one as well as 
another: make thy battle more strong 
against the city, and overthrow it: and 
encourage thou him. 

20 f And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was dead, 
she mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was past, 
David sent and fetched her to his house, 
and she became his wile, and bare him 
a son. But the thing that David had 
done displeased the Loan. 


CHAPTER XII. 

A N D the Loro sent Nathan unto 
. David. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him, There were two 
men in one city ; the one rich, and the 
other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: 

3 But the poor man had nothing, save 
one little ewe lamb, which he had 
bought and nourished up: and it grew 
up together with him, and with his 
children; it did eat of his own meat, 
and drank of his own cup, and lay 
in his bosom, and was unto him as a 
daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to take of 
his own flock and of his own herd, to 
dress for the wayfaring man that was 
come unto him ; but took the poor 
man s lamb, and dressed it for the man 
that was come to him. 

5 And David’s anger was greatly 
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kindled against the man; and he said 
to Nathan , As thfc Loan liveth , the 
man that hath done this thing shall 
surely die: 

6 And he shall restore the lamb four- 
fold, because he did this thing, and 
because he had no pity. 

7 H And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus saith the Loan God 
of Israel, 1 anointed thee king over 
Israel, and I delivered thee out of the 
hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thoe thy master’s house, 
and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel and 
of Judah; and if that had been too little, 
I would moreover have given unto thee 
such and such things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Lord, to do evil 
in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah the 
Ilittite with the sword, and hast taken 
his wife to be thy wife, and hast slain 
him with the sw r ord of the children of 
Ammon. 

10 Now' therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house; because thou 
hast despised me, and hast taken the 
wife of Uriah the Ilittite to be thj r wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
raise up evil against thee out of thine 
own house, and I will take thy wives 
before thine eyes, and give, them unto 
thy neighbour, and he shall lie with 
thy wives in the sight of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly: but 1 
will do this thing before all Israel, and 
before the sun. 

IS And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against, the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, 'The Lord 
also hath put aw r ay thy sin; thou shall 
not die. 

14 Ilowbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great, occasion to the 
enemies id" the Lord to blaspheme, the 
child also that is horn unto thee shall 
surely die. 

lb T| And Nathan departed unto his 
house. And the Lord struck the child 
that Uriah’s wife Imre unto David, and 
it was very sick. 

1G David therefore besought God for 
the child; and David fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night upon the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house arose, 
and went, to him, to raise him up from 
the earth: but lie would not, neither 
did he eat bread with them. 

18 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that the child died. And the ser- 
vants of David feared to tell him that 
the child was dead : for they said, Be- 
hold, while the child was yet alive, 
w’e spake unto him, and he would not 
hearken unto our voice: how will he 
then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead? 

19 But when David saw that his scr- 
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vants whispered, David perceived that 
the child was dead: therefore David 
said unto his servants, Is the child dead? 
And they said, He is dead. 

20 Then David arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed Jiimself, and 
changed his apparel, and came into the 
house of the Loan, and worshipped: 
then he came to his own house; and 
when he required, they set bread be- 
fore him, and he did eat 

21 Then said his servants unto him. 
What thing is this that thou hast done? 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child 
was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said. While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept: for I said, 
Who can tell vyhethtr (Jon will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should 1 fast? can I bring him back 
again? I shall go to him, but he shall 
not return to me. 

24 H And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife, and went in unto her, and 
lay with her: and she hare a son. and 
he called his name Solomon : and the 
Loan loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Nathan 
the prophet; and he. called his name 
•ledidiah, because of the Limn. 

2t> U And Joab fought against Rabbah 
of the children of Amnion, and took 
the. royal city. 

27 And Joab sent messengers to Da- 
vid, and said, 1 have fought against 
Kabbah, and have taken the city of 
waters. 

2K Now therefore gather the rest of 
t he people together, and encamp against 
the city, and take it; lest I take the 
city, and it he called after my name. 

21) And David gathered all the people 
together, and went to Kabbah, and 
fought, against it. and took it. 

30 And he took t heir king’s crown from 
otf his head, the weight whereof was a 
talent of gold with the precious stones: 
and it was set on David’s head. And 
he brought, forth the spoil of the city 
in great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them under 
saws, and under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them 
pass through the. brickkiln : and thus 
did he unto all the cities of the children 
of Ammon. 8o David and all the peo- 
ple returned unto Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A N D it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the son of David had a 
fair sister, whose name was Tamar; 
and Amnon the son of David loved her. 

2 And Amnon was so vexed, that he 
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fell sick for his sister Tamar; for she 
was a virgin; and Amnon thought it 
hard for him to do any thing to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend, whose 
name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeali 
David's brother: and Jonadab was a 
very subtil man. 

4 And he said unto him, Why art 
thou, being the king’s son, lean from 
day to day? wilt thou not tell me? And 
Amnon said unto him, I love Tamar, 
my brother Absalom's sister. 

5 And Jonadab said unto him, Lay 
thee down on thy bed, and make thy- 
self sick : and when thy father cometh 
to see thee, say unto him, I pray thee, 
let my sister Tamar come, and give 
me meat, and dress the meat in my 
sight, that 1 may see it, and eat it at 
her hand. 

6 ^ So Amnon lay down, and made 
himself sick: and when the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let Tamar my sister 
come, and make me a couple of cakes 
in my sight, that I may eat at her 
hand. 

7 Then David sent home to Tamar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother Am- 
non’s house, and dress him meat. 

8 So Tamar went to her brother Am- 
non’s house; and he was laid down. 
And she took Hour, and kneaded it, 
and made cakes in his sight and did 
bake the cakes. 

9 And Rhe took a pan, and poured 
them out before him; but he refused to 
eat. And Amnon said, Have out all 
men from me. And they went out 
every man from him. 

10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, that 
I may eat of thine hand. And Tamar 
took the cakes which she had made, 
and brought them into the chamber to 
Amnon her brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her, Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him, .Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel: do 
not thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall 1 cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou 
shalt be as one of the fools in Israel. 
Now therefore, I prav thee, speak unto 
the king; for he will not withhold me 
from thee. 

14 Howbeit he would not hearken 
unto her voice: but, beiug stronger 
than she, forced her, and lay with her. 

15 5 Then Amnon hated her exceed- 
ingly; so that the hatred wherewith 
he hated her was greater than the love 
wherewith he had loved her. And Am- 
non said unto her, Arise, be gone. 

16 And she said unto him, Th&'e is 
no cause : this evil in sending me away 
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is greater than the other that thou 
didst unto me. But he would not hear^ 
ken unto her. 

17 Then he called his servant that 
ministered unto him ? and said, Put 
now this woman out from me, and bolt 
the door alter her. 

18 And she had a garment of divers 
colours upon her: for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that were 
virgins apparelled. Then his servant 
brought her out, and bolted the door 
after her. 

19 ^ And Tamar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
colours that was on her, and laid her 
hand on her head, and went on crying. 

20 And Absalom her brother said unto 
her. Hath Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but hold now thy peace, 
my sister: he is thy brother; regard 
not this thing. So Tamar remained 
desolate in her brother Absalom’s house. 

21 If But when king David heard of 
all these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Absalom spake unto his brother 
Amnon neither good nor bad; for Ab- 
salom hated Amnon, because he had 
forced his sister Tamar. 

23 1 And it came to pass after two 
full years, that Absalom had sheep- 
shearers in Baal-hazor, which is beside 
Ephraim: and Absalom invited all the 
king's sons. 

24 And Absalom came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant hath 
sheepshearers; let the king, I beseech 
thee, and his servants go with thy ser- 
vant 

25 And the king said to Absalom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
lest we be chargeable unto thee. And 
he pressed him: howbeit he would not 
go, but blessed him. 

2b Then said Absalom, If not, I pray 
thee, let my brother Amnon go with 
us. And the king said unto him, Why 
should he go with thee? 

27 But Absalom pressed him, that he 
let Amnon and all the king’s sons go 
with him. 

2X f Now Absalom had commanded 
Ills servants, saying, Mark ye now 
when Amnon’s heart is meny with 
wine, and when I say unto you, Smite 
Amnon: then kill him ; fear not: have 
not I commanded you i be courageous, 
and be valiant- 

29 And the servants of Absalom did 
unto Amnon as Absalom had com- 
manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every man gat him up upon his 
mule, ana fled. 

30 1 And it came to pass, while they 
were in the way, that tidings came to 
David, saying, Absalom hath slain all 
the king’s sons, and there is not one 
of them left. 
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31 Then the king arose, aud tare his 
garments, and lay on the earth; and 
all his servants stood by with their 
clothes rent. 

32 And Jonudab, the son of Shimeah 
David’s brother, answered and said, 
Let not my lord suppose that they have 
slain all the young men the king’s 
sons; for Amnon only is dead: for by 
the appointment of Absulom this hath 
been determined from the day that he 
forced his sister Tamar. 

38 Now therefore let not my lord the 
king take the thing to his heart, to 
think that all the king’s sons are dead: 
for Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Absalom Heel And the young 
man that kept the watch lifted up his 
eyes, aud looked, and, behold, there 
came much people by the way of the 
hill side behind him. 

35 And Jonadab said unto the king, 
Behold, the king's sons come: as thy 
bervant said, so it is. 

3G And it came to pass, as soon as 
bo had, made an end of speaking, that, 
behold, the king’s sons came, and lifted 
up their voice and wept: and the king 
also and all his servants wept very 
sore. 

37 t But Absalom tied, and went, to 
Talmai, the son of Ammihud, king of 
(jesliur. And J)art<l mourned for his 
son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled, and went to 
(ieshur, and was there three years. 

33 And the soul at' king David longed 
to go forth unto Absalom: for lit 1 - was 
comforted concerning Amnon, seeing 
he was dead. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

N OW Joab the son of Zeruiah per- 
ceived that the king's heart was 
toward Absalom. 

2 And Joab sent to Tekuah, and fetch- 
ed thence a wise woman, and said unto 
her, 1 pray thee, feign thyself to be a 
mourner, and put on now mourning 
apparel, and anoint not thyself with 
oil, hut be as a woman that had a long 
lime mourned for the dead : 

3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab put 
the words in her mouth. 

4. ^ And when the woman of Tekoah 
spake to the king, she fell on her face 
to the ground, and did obeisance, and 
said, Help, () king. 

5 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth theeV And slie answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine 
husband is death 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, 
and they two strove together in the 
field, and there was none to part them, 
but the one smote the other, and slew 
him. 
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7 And, behold, the whole family in 
risen against thine handmaid, mid they 
said, Deliver him that smote his bro- 
ther, that we may kill him, for the life 
of his brother whom he slew; and we 
will destroy the heir also : and bo they 
shall quench my coal which is left, and 
shall not leave to my husband neither 
name nor remainder upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the woman, 
(io to thine house, and I will give 
charge concerning thee. 

0 And the woman of Tekoah said 
unto the king, My lord, O king, the 
iniquity he on me, and on my father’s 
house : and the king and his throne be 
guiltless. 

10 And the king said, Whosoever 
sitith ought unto thee, bring him to me, 
and he shall not touch thee any more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let the 
king remember the Loud thy God, that 
thou wouldest not sutler the revengers 
of blood to destroy any more, lest they 
destroy my son. And he said, As the 
Lord liveth , there shall not one hair 
of thy son fall to the earth. 

12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
handmaid, 1 pray thee, speak one word 
unto my lord the king. And he said, 
Say on. 

Ill And the woman said, Wherefore 
then hast thou thought such a thing 
against the peonle of GoclV for the 
king doth speak this thing as one which 
is faulty, in that the king doth not 
fetch home again his banished. 

II Lor we must needs die, and arc 
as water spilt oudhe ground, which 
cannot he gathered up again; neither 
doth God respect any person: yet doth 
he devise means, that Ids banished he 
nOL expelled from him. 

lb Now therefore, that, 1 am come to 
speak of this thing unto my lord the 
king, tt /s because the people have made 
me afraid: and th> handmaid said, 1 
will now speak unto the king; it may 
lx* that the. king will perform the re- 
quest of his handmaid. 

lb For the king will hear, to deliver 
his handmaid out, of the hand of the 
man that would destroy me and my 
son together out of the inheritance of 
God. 

17 Then thine handmaid said. The 
word of my lord the king shall now 
be comfortable: for as an angel of 
God. so is my lord the king to discern 
good and had: therefore the Loan thy 
God will be with thee. 

IS Then the king answered and said 
unto the woman, llide not from me, I 
pray thee, the thing that 1 shall ask 
thee. And the woman said, Let my lord 
the king now speak. 

ID And the king said, Is not the hand 
of Juab with thee in all this? And the 
woman answered and said, As thy soul 
liveth, my lord the king, none can 
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tarn to the right hand or to the left 
from ought that my lord the king hath 
spoken: for thy servant Joab, he bade 
me, and he put all these words in the 
mouth of thine handmaid : 

20 To fetch about this form of speech 
hath thy servant Joab done this thing : 
and my lord is wise, according to the 
wisdom of an angel of God, to know 
all things that are in the earth. 

21 S And the king said unto Joab, 
Behold now, I have done this thing: 
go therefore, bring the young man Ab- 
salom again. 

22 And Joab fell to the ground on his 
face, and bowed himself, and thanked 
the king: and Joab said, To day thy 
servant knoweth that I have found 
grace- in thy sight, my lord, O king, 
m that the king hath fulfilled the re- 
quest of his servant. 

23 So Joab arose and went to Geshur, 
and brought Absalom to Jerusalem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn 
to his own house, and let him not see 
my face. So Absalom returned to his 
own house, and saw not the king’s face. 

25 ^ But in all Israel there was none 
to be so much praised as Absalom for 
his beauty: from the sole of his foot 
even to the crown of his head there 
was no blemish in him. 

26 And when he polled his head, (for 
it was at every year’s end that he 
polled it: because the hair was heavy 
on him, therefore * he polled it:) he 
weighed the liair of his head at two 
hundred shekels after the king’s weight. 

27 And unto Absalom there were born 
three sons, and one daughter, whose 
name was Tariiar: she was a woman 
of a fair countenance. 

28 ^ So Absalom dwelt two full years 
in Jerusalem, and saw not the king's 
face. 

29 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his ser- 
vants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath barley there; go and set 
it on fire. And Absalom's servants set 
the field on fire. 

31 Then Joab arose, and came to Ab- 
salom unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? 

32 And Absalom answered Joab, Be- 
hold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither, that I may send thee to the 
king, to say, Wherefore am 1 come 
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from Geshur? it had been good for me 
to have been there still : now therefore 
let me see the king’s face ; and if there 
be any iniquity in me, let him kill me. 

33 So Joab came to the king, and told 
him; and when he had called for Ab- 
salom, he came to the king, and bowed 
himself on his face to the ground be- 
fore the king: and the king kissed Ab- 
salom. 


CHAPTER XY. 


A N D it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom prepared him chariots and 
horses, and fifty men to run before him. 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and 
stood beside th^way of the gate; and 
it was so, that when any man that 
had a controversy came to the king for 
judgment, then Absalom called unto 
him, and said, Of what city art thouV 
And he said, Thy servant. is of one of 
the tribes of Israel. 

3 And Absalom said unto him, See, 
thy matters are good and right; but 
there is no man deputed of the king to 
hear thee. 

L Absalom said moreover, Oh that I 
were made judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or 
cause might come unto me, and I would 
do him justice! 

5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, 
and kissed him. 

G And on this manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment: so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 

7 H And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Absalom said unto the king, 
1 pray thee, let me go and pay my 
vow, which I have vowed unto the 
Lord, in llebron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow while 
I abode at Geshur in Syria, saying, If 
the Lord shall bring me again indeed 
to Jerusalem, then 1 will serve the 
Lord. 

9 And the king said unto him. Go in 
peace. So he arose, and went to Hebron. 

10 ^ But Absalom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, saying, As 
soon as ye hear the sound, of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom 
reigneth in Hebron. 

H And with Absalom went two hun- 
dred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
called; and they went in their simpli- 
city, and they knew not any thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Ahithophel 
the Gilonite, David’s counsellor, from 
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his city, even from Giloh, while he 
offered sacrifices. And the conspiracy 
was strong; for the people increased 
continually with Absalom. 

13 5 And thero came a messenger to 
David, saying, The hearts of the men 
of Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his ser- 
vants that were with him at Jerusa- 
lem, Arise, and let us flee; for we shall 
not else escape from Absalom: make 
speed to depart, lest lie overtake us 
suddenly, and bring evil upon us, and 
smite the city with the edge of the 
sword. 

15 And the king’s servants said unto 
the king, Deltoid, thy servants are 
ready to do whatsoever my lord the 
king shall appoint. 

Id And the king weft, forth, and all 
his household after him. And the king 
left ten women, which mere concubines, 
to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed on be- 
side him; and all the Cherethit.es, and 
:ill the Pclethites, and all the Gittit.es, 
six hundred men which came after him 
from Gath, passed on before the king. 

lfl ! 'Mien said the king to lttai the 
(Jittite, Wherefore goost thou also with 
us? return to thy place, and abide with 
(lie king: for thou art a stranger, and 
also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou earnest tmt yesterday, 
should I this day make thee go up ami 
down with usV seeing 1 go whither I 
may, return thou, and take back thy 
brethren: mercy and truth be with thcc. 

21 And lttai answered the king, and 
said, As the Loan Jiveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth , surely in what 
place mv lord the king shall he, whether 
m death or life, even there also will 
thy servant he. 

22 And David said to Ittfti, Go and 
pass over. And lttai the Gittite passed 
over, and all his men, and all the little 
ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country went, with a 
loud voice j and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed over 
the brook Kidron, and all the people 
passed over, toward the way of the 
wilderness. 

24 t And lo Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, hearing the ark 
of the covenant of God: and they set 
down the ark of God; and Ahiatliar 
went up, until all the people had done 
passing out of the city. 

25 And the king said unto Zadok, Carry 
hack the ark of God into the city: if 
1 shall find favour in the eyes of the 
Lord, he will bring me again, and shew 
me both it, and his habitation: 
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26 But if he thus say, I have no delight 
in thee; behold, here am I, let him do 
to me us seemeth good unto him. 

27 The king said also unto Zadok the 
priest, Art not thou a seer? return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons 
with you, Ahimuaz thy son, and Jo- 
nathan the son of Abiathar. 

28 See, I will tarry in the plain of the 
wilderness, until there come word from 
you to certify me. 

29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar car- 
ried the ark of God again to Jerusalem: 
and they tarried there. 

90 1 And David went up by the ascent 
of mount Olivet, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and he 
went barefoot: and all the people that 
was with him covered every man his 
head, and they went up, weeping as 
they went up. 

91 ! Ami one told David, saying, 
Ahithophel ts among the conspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, O 
Loan, I pray thee, turn the counsel of 
Ahithophel into foolishness. 

92 If And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the 
mount , , where he worshipped God, be- 
hold, Hushai the Archite came to meet 
him with his coat rent, and earth upon 
his head: 

99 I nto whom David said, If thou 
passest on with me, then thou shalt be 
a burden unto me: 

94 But if thou return to the city, and 
say unto Absalom, I will be thy servant, 
O king; as I have been thy father’s ser- 
vant hitherto, so will 1 now also be thy 
servant : then mayest thou for me defeat 
the counsel of Ahithophel. 

9f> And hast thou not there with thee 
Zadok and Abiathar the priests? there- 
fore it shall be, that what thing soever 
thou shalt hear out of the king’s house, 
thou shalt tell it to Zadok and Abiathar 
the priests. 

96 Behold, then have there with them 
their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s sou, 
and Jonathan Abiathar’s son; and by 
them ye shall send unto me every thing 
that ye can hear. 

97 So llushai David’s friend came into 
the city, and Absalom came into Jeru- 
salem. 


CIIAPTKR XVI. 

A ND when David was a little past 
the top of the hill, behold. Ziba the 
servant of Mephihosheth met him, with 
a couple of asses saddled, and upon 
them two hundred loaves of bread, and 
an hundred hunches of raisins, and an 
hundred of summer fruits, and a bottle 
of wine. 

2 And the king said unto Ziba, What 
meanest thou by these? And Ziba said. 
The asses be, for the king’s household 
to ride on; and the bread and summer 
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fruit for the young men to eat; and 
the wine, that such as be faint in the 
wilderness may drink. 

S And the king said. And where is 
thy master’s son? And Ziba said unto 
the hing, Behold, he abideth at Jeru- 
salem: for he said, To day shall the 
house of Israel restore me the kingdom 
of my father. 

4 Then said the king to Ziba, Behold, 
thine are all that pertained unto Me- 
phibosheth. And Ziba said, 1 humbly 
beseech thee that I may find grace in 
thy sight, my lord, O king. 

5 ^ And when king David came to 

Bahurim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shiinei, the son of 
Gera: he came forth, and cursed still 
as he came. „ 

6 And he cast stones at David, and 
at all the servants of king David: and 
all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shiinei when he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody man, and thou man of Belial: 

8 The Lord hath returned upon thee 
all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
Lord hath delivered the kingdom into 
the hand of Absalom thy son: and, be- 
hold, thou art taken in thy mischief, 
because thou art a bloody man. 

9 f Then said Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah unto the king, Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let me go over, I pray thee, and take 
off his nead. 

10 And the king said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? so let 
him curse, because the Lord hath said 
unto him, Curse David. Who shall then 
say, Wherefore hast thou done so? 

11 And David said to Abishai, and to 
all his servants, Behold, my son, which 
came forth of my bowels, seeketh my 
life: how much more now may this Ben- 
jamite da it? let him alone, and let him 
curse; for the Lord hath bidden him. 

12 It may he that the Lord will look 
on mine affliction , and that the Loan 
will requite me good for his cursing 
this day. 

13 And as David and his men went 
by the way, Shiinei went along on the 
lull’s side over against him, and cursed 
as he went, and threw stones at him, 
and cast dust 

14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with him, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 

15 And Absalom, and all the people 
the men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, 
and Ahithophel with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Hushai 
the Archite, David’s friend, was come 
unto Absalom, that Hushai said unto 
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Absalom, God save the king, God save 
the king. 

17 And Absalom said to Hushai, Is 
this thy kindness to thy friend? why 
wentest thou not with tny friend? 

18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
Nay: but whom the Lord, and thiB 
people, and all the men of Israel, choose, 
his will 1 be, and with him will I abide. 

19 And again, whom should I serve? 
should I not serve in the presence of 
his son V as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will 1 be in thy presence. 

20 ^ Then said Absalom to Ahitho- 
phel, Give counsel among you what 
we shall do. 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, 
Go in unto thy father’s concubines, 
which he hath left to keep the house; 
and all Israel shall hear that thou art 
abhorred of thy father: then shall the 
hands of all that are with thee be strong. 

22 So they’spread Absalom a tent upon 
the top of the house ; and Absalom went 
in unto his father’s concubines in the 
sight of all Israel 

23 And the counsel of Ahithophel, 
which he counselled in those days, 
was as if a man had enquired at the 
oracle of God: so was all the counsel 
of Ahithophel both with David and 
with Absalom. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

M OREOVER Ahithophel said unto 
Absalom, Let me now choose out 
twelve thousand men, and I will arise 
and pursue after David this night: 

2 And I will come upon him while lie 
is weary and weak handed, and will 
make him afraid: and all the people 
that are with him shall flee; and I will 
smite the king only: 

3 And I will bring back all the people 
unto thee: the man whom thou seekest 
is as if all returned: so all the people 
shall be in peace. 

4 And the saying pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of Israel. 

5 Then said Absalom, Call now Hushai 
the Archite also, and let us hear like- 
wise what he saitli. 

0 And when Hushai was come to Ab- 
salom, Absalom spake unto him, say- 
ing, Ahithophel hath spoken after this 
manner: shall we do after his saying? 
if not; speak thou. 

7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
The counsel that Ahithophel hath given 
is not good at this time. 

8 For, said Ilushai, thou knowest thy 
father and his men, that they be mighty 
men, and they be chafed in their minds, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps in the 
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field : and thy father is a man of war, 
and will not lodge with the people. 

9 Behold , he is hid now in some pit, 
or in some other place : and it will come 
to pass, when some of them be over- 
thrown at the first, that whosoever 
heareth it will say, There is a slaugh- 
ter among the people that follow Ab- 
salom. 

10 And ho also that is valiant, whose 
heart is as the heart of a lion, shall 
utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth 
that thy father is a mighty man, and 
they which be with him are valiant 
men. 

11 Therefore I counsel that, all Israel 
be generally gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the sand 
that is by the sea for multitude; and 
that thou go to battle in thine own 
person. 

12 So shall we come unon him in 
some place where he shall be found, 
and we will light upon him as the dew 
falleth on the ground: and of him and 
of all the men that are with him there 
shall not be left so much as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a 
city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that city, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. 

14 And Absalom and all the men of 
Israel said. The counsel of Uushai the 
Archite is better than the counsel of 
AhithopheL For the Loan had appointed 
to defeat the good counsel of Ahitho- 

E liel, to the intent that the Loan might 
ring evil upon Absalom. 

13 H Then said Hushai unto Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, Thus and 
thus did Ahithophel counsel Absalom 
and the elders of Israel; and thus and 
thus have I counselled. 

16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell David, saying, Lodge not this night 
in the plains of the wilderness, but 
speedily pass over; lest the king be 
swallowed up, and all the people that 
are with him. 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed 
by En-rogcl; for they might not be 
seen to come into the city: and a 
wench went and told them; and they 
went and told king David. 

18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, and 
told Absalom: but they went both of 
them away quickly, and came to a 
man’s house in Baliurim, which had 
a well in his court; whither they went 
down. 

19 And the woman took and spread 
a covering over the well’s mouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon; and the 
thing was not known. 

20 And when Absalom’s servants came 
to the woman to the house, they said, 
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Where is Aliimaaz and Jouathan? And 
the woman said unto them, They be 
gone over the brook of water. And 
when they had sought and could not 
find them, they returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And it came to pass, after they 
were departed, that they came up out of 
the well, and went and told king Da- 
vid, and said unto David, Arise, and 
pass quickly over the water: for thus 
bath Ahitophel counselled against you. 

22 Then David arose, and all the peo- 
ple that were with him, and they passed 
over Jordan: by the morning light there 
lacked not one of them that was not 
gone over Jordan. 

23 1 And when Ahithophel saw that 
his counsel was not followed, he sad- 
dled his ass, and arose, and gat him 
home to his house, to his city, and put 
his household in order, and hanged 
himself, and died, and was buried in 
the sepulchre of his father. 

24 Then David came to Mahanaim. 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, he 
and all the men of Israel with him. 

25 1 And Absalom made Amasa cap- 
tain of the host instead of Joab: which 
Amasa was a man’s son, whose name 
was Jthra an Israelite, that went in to 
Abigail the daughter of N abash, sister 
to Zeruiah Joab’s mother. 

20 So Israel and Absalom pitched in 
the land of Gilead. 

27 And it came to pass, when Da- 
vid was come to Mahanaim, that Shobi 
the son of N abash of Kabbah of the 
children of Ammon, and Maehir the 
son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, and Ilar- 
zillai the Gileadite of Kogelirn, 

2H Brought beds, and basons, and 
earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, 
and Hour, and parched corn, and beaus, 
and ientiles, and parched pulse, 

21) And honey, and butter, and sheep, 
and cheese of kine, for David, and for 
the people that were with him, to eat: 
for they said, The people is hungry, 
and weary, and thirsty, in the wilder- 
ness. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


A X I) David numbered the people 
that were with him, and set cap- 
tains of thousands and captains of 
hundreds over them. 

2 And David sent forth a third part 
of the people under the hand of Joab. 
ami a third part under the hand of 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s bro- 
ther, and a third part under the hand 
of Ittai the Gittite. And the king said 
unto the people, I will surely go forth 
with you myself also. 

3 But the people answered, Thou 
shalt not go forth: for if we tiee away, 
they will not care lor us; neither if 
half of us die, will they care for us: 
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but now thou art worth ten thousand 
of us: therefore now it is better that 
thou succour us out of the city. 

4 And the king said unto them, What 
seemeth you best I will do. And the 
king stood by the gate side, and all 
the people came out by hundreds and 
by thousands. 

5 And the king commanded Joab and 
Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deni gently 
for my sake with the young man, 
even with Absalom. And all the people 
heard when the king gave all the cap- 
tains charge concerning Absalom. 

6 So the people went out into the 
field against Israel: and the battle was 
in the wood of Ephraim ; 

7 ^ Where the people of Israel were 
slain before the servants of David, and 
there was there a great slaughter that 
day of twenty thousand men, 

8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country; and 
the wood devoured more people that 
day than the sword devoured. 

9 5 And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon a 
mule, and the mule went under the 
thick boughs of a great oak, and his 
head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven 
and the earth; and the mule that mas 
under him went away. 

10 And a certain man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, llehold, I saw Ab- 
salom hanged in an oak. 

11 And Joab said unto the man that 
told him, And, behold, thou sawest 
him, and why didst thou not smite 
him there to the ground? and I would 
have given thee ten shekels of silver, 
and a girdle. 

12 And the man said unto Joab. 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet 
would I not put forth mine hand 
against the king’s son: for in our hear- 
ing the king charged thee and Abishai 
and Jttai, saying, Beware that none 
touch the young man Absalom. 

13 Otherwise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life: for 
there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou thyself wouldest have set 
thyself against me. 

14 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three darts 
in his hand, and thrust them through 
the heart of Absalom, while he ions 
yet alive in the midst of the oak. 

15 And ten young men that bare 
Joab’s armour compassed about and 
smote Absalom, and slew him. 

16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing after 
Israel: for Joab held back the people. 
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17 And they took Absalom, and cast 
him into a great pit in the wood, and 
laid a very great heap of stones upon 
him: and all Israel fled every one to 
his tent. 

18 t Now Absalom in his lifetime had 
taken and reared up for himself a pil- 
lar, which is in the king’s dale : for he 
said, I have no son to keep mv name 
in remembrance : and he called the 
pillar after his own name: and it is 
called unto this day, Absalom’s place. 

19 H Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok t Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, how that the Lord hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 

20 And Joab said unto him, Thou 
shalt not bear tidings this day, but 
thou shalt bear tidings another day: 
but this day thou shalt bear no tidings, 
because the king’s son is dead. 

21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go tell the 
king what thou hast seen. And Cushi 
bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. 

22 Then said Ahimaaz the son ofZa- 
dok yet again to Joab, But howsoever, 
let me, 1 pray thee, also run after 
Cushi. And Joab said, Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that thou 
hast no tidings ready? 

23 But howsoever, said Jie, let me run. 
And he said unto him, Run. Then 
Ahirnaaz ran by the way of the plain, 
and overran Cushi. 

2*1 And David sat between the two 
gates: and the watchman went up to 
the roof over the gate unto the wall, 
and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and 
behold a man running alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and told 
the king. And the king said, If he be 
alone, there is tidings in his mouth. 
And he came apace, and drew near. 

20 And the watchman saw another 
man running: and the watchman called 
unto the porter, and said , Behold, an- 
other man running alonc % And the king 
said, lie also bringeth tidings. 

27 And the watchman said, Me think- 
eth the running of the foremost is like 
the running of Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok. And the king said, He is a good 
man, and eometh with good tidings. 

28 And Ahimaaz called, and said unto 
the king, All is well. And he fell down 
to the earth upon his face before the 
king, and said, Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, which hath delivered up the men 
that lifted up their hand against my 
lord the king. 

29 And the king said, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz an- 
swered, When Joab sent the king’s 
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servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
great tumult, but I knew not what it 
was. 

30 And the king said unto him, Turn 
aside, and stand here. And he turned 
aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Cushi came; and 
Cushi said, Tidings, my lord the king: 
for the Loan hath avenged thee this 
day of all them that rose up against 
thee. 

32 And the king said unto Cushi, Is 
the young man Absalom safe? And 
Cushi answered, The enemies of my 
lord the king, and all that rise against 
thee to do thee hurt, be as that young 
man is. 

33 If And the king was much moved, 
and went up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept: and as he went, thus 
he said, O my son Absalom, my son, 
my son Absalom! would God I had died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son! 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND it was told doab, Heboid, the 
king weepeth and mourneth for 
Absalom. 

2 And the victory that day was turned 
into mourning unto all the people: for 
the people heard say that day how the 
king was grieved lor his son. 

3 And the people gat them by stealth 
that day into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when they dee in 
battle. 

A But the king covered his face, and 
the king cried with a loud voice, () 
my son Absalom, (.) Absalom, my son, 
my son! 

5 And Joab came into the house to 
the king, and said, Thou hast shamed 
this day the faces of all thy servants, 
which this day have saved thy life, 
and the lives of thy sons and of thy 
daughters, and the lives of thy wives, 
and the lives of thy concubines; 

G In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou hast 
declared this day, that thou regardest 
neither princes nor servants: for this 
day I perceive, that if Absalom had 
lived, and all we had died this day, 
then it had pleased thee ivell. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants: 
lor 1 swear by the Loud, if thou go not 
forth, there will not tarry one with thee 
this night: and that will be worse unto 
thee than all the evil that befell thee 
from thy youth until now. 

8 Then the king arose, and sat in the 
gate. And they told unto all the peo- 
ple, saying, Behold, the king doth sit 
in the gate. And all the people came 
before the king: for Israel had fled 
every man to his tent.

9 1 And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, say* 
ing, The king saved us out of the hand 
of our enemies, and he delivered us 
out of the hand of the Philistines; and 
now he is fled out of the land for Ab- 
salom. 

10 And Absalom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle. Now there- 
fore why speak ye not a word of bring- 
ing the king back? 

11 t And king David sent to Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, saying, 
Speak unto the elders of Judah, sav- 
ing, Why are ye the last to bring the 
king back to his house? seeing the 
speech of all Israel is come to the king, 
even to his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye are my 
bones and my flesh: wherefore then 
arc ye the last to bring back the king? 

19 And say ye to Amasa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of my flesh? God 
do so to me, and more also, if thou be 
not captain of the host before me con- 
tinually in the room of Joab. 

14 And ho bowed the heart of all the 
men of Judah, even as the heart of 
one man; so that they sent this word 
unto the king, lieturii thou, and all 
thy servants. 

lo So the king returned, and came to 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king, to conduct the 
king over Jordan. 

Id II And Sliimci the son of Gera ; a 
llenjamito, which was of Hahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men 
of Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men of 
licujaniin with him, and Ziba the ser- 
vant of the house of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with him; and they went over Jordan 
before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat 
to carry over the kings household, and 
to do what he thought good. And 
Shimei the son of Gera fell down be- 
fore the king, as he was come over 
Jordan; 

19 And said unto the king, Let not 
my lord impute inujuity unto me, nei- 
ther do thou remember that which thy 
servant did perversely the day that 
my lord the king went out of Jerusa- 
lem, that the king should take it to his 
heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that I 
have sinned; therefore, behold, I am 
come the first this day of all the house 
of Joseph to go down to meet my lord 
the king. 

21 But Ahishni the son of Zeruiah 
answered and said, Shall not Shimei 
he put to death for this, because he 
cursed the Loan's anointed ? 
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22 And David said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah, that 
ye should this day be adversaries unto 
me? shall there any man be put to 
death this day in Israel? for do not I 
know that I am this day king over 
Israel? 

23 Therefore the king said unto Shimei, 
Thou shalt not die. And the king sware 
unto him. 

24 1 And Mepliibosheth the son of 
Saul come down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, nor 
trimmed his beard, nor washed his 
clothes, from the day the king departed 
until the day he came again in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when he was 
come to Jerusalem to meet the king, 
that the king said unto him, Where- 
fore wentest not thou with me, Mephi- 
bosheth ? 

26 And he answered, My lord, 0 king, 
my servant deceived me: for thy ser- 
vant said, I will saddle me an ass, 
that I may ride thereon, and go to the 
king; because thy servant is lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king; but my lord 
the king is as an angel of God : do 
therefore what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For ail of my father’s house were 
but dead men before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant among 
them that did eat at thine own table. 
What right therefore have I yet to cry 
any more unto the king? 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any moro of thy matters? 
I have said, Thou and Ziba divide the 
land. 

30 And Mepliibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is come again in 
peace unto his own house. 

31 K And Barzillai the Gileadite came 
.down from Rogelim, and went oyer 
.lordan with the king, to conduct him 
over Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and he 
had provided the king of sustenance 
while he lay at Mahanaim; for lie was 
a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Barzillai. 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And Barzillai said unto the king. 
How long have I to live, that I should 
go up with tho king unto Jerusalem? 

35 I am this day fourscore years old: 
and can I discern between good and 
evil? can thy servant taste what I eat 
or what I drink? can I hear any more 
the voice of singing men and singing 
women? wherefore then should thy 
servant be yet a burden unto my lord 
the king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little way 
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over Jordan with the king: and why 
should the king recompense it me with 
such a reward? 

37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn 
back again, that I may die in mine 
own city , and be buried by the grave 
of my father and of my mother. But 
behold thy servant Chimham; let him 
go over with my lord the king; and do 
to him what shall seem good unto thee. 

38 And the king answered, Chimham 
shall go over with me, and 1 will do to 
him that which shall seem good unto 
thee: and whatsoever thou shalt require 
of me, that will I do for thee. 

3‘J And all the people went over Jor- 
dan. And when the king was come 
over, the king kissed Barzillai, and 
blessed him; and he returned unto his 
own place. 

40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, 
and Chimham went on with him: and 
all the people of Judah conducted the 
king, and also half the people of Israel. 

41 H And, behold, all the men of Is- 
rael came to the king, and said unto 
the king. Why have our brethren the 
men of Judah stolen thee away, and 
have brought the king, and his house- 
hold, and all David’s men with him, 
over Jordan V 

42 And all the men of Judah answered 
the men of Israel, Because the king is 
near of kin to us: wherefore then be 
ye angry for this matter? have we 
eaten at all of the king’s cost? or hath 
he given us any gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said. We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have 
also more ricjlit in David than ye: why 
then did ye despise us, that our advice 
should not be first had in bringing back 
our king? And the words of the men 
of Judah were fiercer than the words 
of the men of Israel. 


CHAPTER XX. 


A N I) there happened to be there a 
man of Belial, whose name was 
Sheba, the son of Biehri, a Benjamite: 
and he blew a trumpet, and said, We 
have no part in David, neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
every man to his tents, 0 Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David , and followed Sheba 
the son of Biehri: but the men of Judah 
clave unto their king, from Jordan even 
to Jerusalem. 

3 f And David caine to his house at 
Jerusalem; and the king took the ten 
women his concubines, whom lie had 
left to keep the house, and put them 
in ward, and fed them, but went not 
in unto them. So they were shut up 
unto the day of their death, living in 
widowhood. 
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4 f Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah within 
three days, and be thou here present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the men 
of Judah: but he tarried longer than the 
set time which he had appointed him. 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do ns 
more harm than did Absalom: take 
thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
after him, lest he get him fenced cities, 
and escape us. 

7 And there went out after him Juab's 
men, and the Oherethites, and the l*e- 
lethites, and all the mighty men: and 
they went out of Jerusalem, to pursue 
after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which is in (iibeon, Amasa went be- 
fore them. And Jonh's garment that he 
had put on was girded unto him, and 
upon it a girdle with a sword fastened 
upon his loins in the sheath thereof; 
and as he went forth it fell out. 

1) And Joab said to Amasa, Art thou 
in health, my brother? And Joab took 
Amasa by the beard with the right, 
hand to kiss him. 

10 But. Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so lie 
smote him therewith in the fifth rib, 
and shed out his bowels to the ground, 
and struck him not again; and be died. 
So Joab and Abishai his brother pur- 
sued after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab’s men stood by 
him, and said, lie that fuvoureth Joab, 
and he that is for David, let him r/o 
after Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood in 
the midst of the highway. And when 
the man saw that all the people stood 
still, he removed Amasa out of the 
highway into the field, and cast a cloth 
upon him, when be saw that every one 
that came by him stood still. 

13 When he was removed out of the 
highway, all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 

14 f And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to Beth- 
maachah, and all the Berites: afnl they 
were gathered together, and went also 
after him. 

15 And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maachah , and they 
cast up a bank against the city, and it 
stood in the trench: and all the people, 
that were with Joab battered the wall, 
to throw it down. 

16 ^ Then cried a wise woman out 
of the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 
you, unto Jdal), Come near hither, that 
1 may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near unto 
her, the woman said, Art thou Joab? 
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II. SAMUEL, XXL 

And he answered, I am he . Then she 
said unto him, Hear the words of thine 
handmaid. And he answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They were 
wont to speak in old time, saying, 
They shall surely ask counsel at Abel: 
and so they ended the matter. 

1‘) I am one of them that are peaceable 
and faithful in Israel: thou seekest to 
destroy a city and a mother in Israel: 
why wilt thou swallow up the inheri- 
tance of the Loan? 

20 And Joab answered and said, Far 
be it, far be it from me, that I should 
swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: but a man 
of mount Ephraim , Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath .lifted up his 
hand against the king , even against 
T)avid: deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the city. And the woman 
said unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all the 
people in her wisdom. And they cut 
off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, 
and east it out to Joab. And he blew 
a trumpet, and they retired from the 
city, every man to his tent. And Joab 
returned to Jerusalem unto the king. 

23 t Now Joab was over all the host 
of Israel: and Benaiah the son of Jc- 
hoiada was over the Cherethites and 
over the Belethit.es: 

21 And Adoram nuts over the tribute : 
and Jehoshaphat the son of Aliilud was 
recorder: 

2f» And Sheva was scribe: and Zadok 
and Abiathar were the priests: 

2f> And Ira also the Jairite was a chief 
ruler about I Livid. 


CHAPTER XXI. 

rPHKN there was a famine in the 

1 days of David three years, year 
after year; and David enquired of the 
Loan. And the Loud answered, It is 
for Saul, and for his bloody house, be- 
cause he slew the Cibeonites. 

2 And the king called the (Jibeonites, 
and said unto them; ( now the Gibuon- 
ites were, not of the children of Israel, 
but of the remnant of the Amorites; 
and the children of Israel had sworn 
unto them: and Saul sought to slay 
them in his zeal to the children of Is- 
rael and Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the Gi- 
heonitos, What shall I do for you? and 
wherewith shall 1 make the atonement, 
timt ye may bless the inheritance of 
tin* Loan? 

•i And the Gibeonites said unto him, 
We will have no silver nor gold of 
Saul, nor of his house; neither for us 
shalt thou kill any man in Israel And 
he said, What ye shall say, that will I 
do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
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man that consumed us, and that de- 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be de- 
livered unto us, and we will hang them 
up unto the Loan in Gibeah of Saul, 
whom the Lord did choose. And the 
king said, I will givo them . 

7 But the king spared Mephiboslieth, 
the son of Jonathan the son of Saul, 
because of the Lord's oath that was 
between them, between David and Jo- 
nathan the son of Saul 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 
phibosheth; and the live sons of Miclml 
the daughter of Saul, whom she brought 
up for Adriel the son of Barzillai the 
Meholathite : 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
Lord: and they fell all seven together, 
and were put to death in the (lays of 
harvest, in the first days, in the be- 
ginning of barley harvest 

10 1 And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it for 
her upon the rock, from the beginning 
of harvest until water dropped upon 
them out of heaven, and suffered nei- 
ther the birds of the air to rest on them 
by day, nor the beasts of the field by 
night 

11 And it was told David what Riz- 

E ah the daughter of Aiah, the concu- 
ine of Saul, had done. 

12 H And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jona- 
than his son from the men of jJabosh- 
gilead, which had stolen them from the 
street of Beth-shan, where the Philis- 
tines had hanged them, when the Phi- 
listines had slain Saul in Gilboa: 

13 And he brought up from thence 
the hones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
the bones of them that were hanged. 

14. And the bones of Saul and Jo- 
nathan his son buried they in the 
country of Benjamin in Zelali, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father : and they 
performed all that the king commanded. 
And after that God was intreated for 
the land. 

15 ^ Moreover the Philistines had yet 
war again with Israel; and David went 
down, and his servants with him, and 
fought against the Philistines : and Da- 
vid waxed faint 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of the 
sons of the giant, the weight of whose 
spear weighed three hundred shekels of 
brass in weight, he being girded with 
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a new sword, thought to have slain 
David. 

17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
succoured him. and smote the Philis- 
tine, and killed him. Then the men of 
David aware unto him, saying, Thou 
shalt go no more out with us to battle, 
that thou quench not the light of Israel 

18 And it came to pass after this, that 
there wa9 again a battle with the Phi- 
listines at Gob: then Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Saph, which was of 
the sons of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle in 
Gob with the Philistines, where Elha- 
nan the son of Jaare-oregim, a Beth- 
lehemite, slew the brother of Goliath 
the Gittitc, the staff of whose spear 
was like a weaver’s beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath , where was a man of areat sta- 
ture, that had on every- hand six lin- 
gers, and on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number; and he also 
was born to the giant 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jona- 
than the son of Shimeah the brother 
of David slew him. 

22 These four were born to the giant 
in Gath, and fell by the hand of Da- 
vid, and by the hand of his servants. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


A N D David spake unto the Loan 
the words of this song in the day 
that the Lord had delivered him out 
of the hand of all his enemies, and out 
of the hand of Saul: 

2 And he said, The Lord is my rock, 
and my fortress, and my deliverer; 

3 The God of my rock; in him will 
I trust: he is my shield, land the horn 
of my salvation, my high tower, and 
my refuge, my saviour; thou savest 
me from violence.

10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
came down; and darkness ivas under 
his feet 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and 
did fly: and he was seen upon the 
wings of the wind. 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thick clouds of the skies. 

13 Through the brightness before him 
were coals of lire kindled. 

14 The Lord thundered from heaven, 
and the most High uttered his voice. 

15 And he sent, out arrows , and 
scattered them ; lightning, and discom- 
fited them. 

16 And the channels of the sea ap- 
peared, the foundations of the world 
were discovered, at the rebuking of 
the Lord, at the blast of the breath of 
his nostrils. 

17 He sent from above, he took me; 
lie drew me out of many waters; 

18 He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated me: 
for they were too strong for me. 

19 They prevented me in the day of 
my calamity: but the Loan was my 
stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into a 
large place: he delivered me, because 
he delighted in me. 

21 The LoRD rewarded me according 
to my righteousness: according to the 
cleanness of my hands hath he re- 
compensed me. 

22 For I have kept the ways of the 
Loan, and have not wickedly departed 
from my (lod. 

23 For all his judgments were before 
me : and as for his statutes, I did not 
depart from them. 

24 I was also upright before him, and 
have kept myself from mine iniquity. 

25 Therefore the Loan hath recom- 
pensed me according to my righteous- 
ness; according to my cleanness in 
his eye sight. 

26 With the merciful thou wilt shew 
thyself merciful, and with the upright 
man thou wilt shew thyself upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt shew thy- 
self pure; and with the fro ward thou 
wilt shew thyself unsavoury. 

28 And the afflicted people thou wilt 
save: blit thine eyes are upon the 
haughty, that thou mayest briug them 
down. 

29 For thou art my lamp, O Lord: 
and the Lord will lighten my darkness.

41 Thou hast also given me the necks 
of mine enemies, that 1 might destroy 
them that hate me. 

12 They looked , hut there was none 
to save; even unto the Loan, but he 
answered them not. 

43 Then did T beat them as small as 
the dust of the earth; I did stamp 
them as the mire of the street, and did 
spread them abroad. 

41 Thou also hast delivered me from 
the strivings of my people, thou hast 
kept me to be head of the heathen: a 
people which I knew not shall serve me. 

4.5 Strangers shall submit themselv.es 
unto me: as soon as they hour, they 
shall be obedient unto me. 

43 Strangers shall fade away , and 
they shall be afraid out of their close 
places. 

47 The bmi) liveth; and blessed be 
my rock; and exalted he the God of 
the rock of my salvation. 

4X ft is God that avengeth me, and 
that bringe.th down the people under me, 

4!) And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies: thou also hast lifted 
me up on high above them that rose 
up against me : thou hast delivered 
me from the violent man. 

50 Therefore I M ill give thanks unto 
thee, () Loud, among the heathen, and 
1 will sing praises unto thy name. 

51 He. is the toAver of salvation for 
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his king: and sheweth mercy to his 
anointed, unto David, and to his seed 
lor evermore. 


CHAPTER XXIIL 

N OW these be the last words of Da- 
vid. David the son of Jesse said, 
and the man who was raised up on 
high, the anointed of the God of Jacob, 
and the sweet psalmist of Israel, said, 
2 The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, 
and his word was in my tongue. 

8 The God of Israel said, the Rock of 
Israel spake to me, He that ruleth over 
men mast he just, ruling in the fear of 
God. 

4 And be shall he as the light of the 
morning, when the sun riseth, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grass springing out of the earth by 
clear shining after rain. 

5 Although my house he not so with 
God: yet he hath made with me an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things , and sure: for this is all my sal- 
vation, and all my desire, although he 
make it not to grow. 

G K But the sons of Belial shall be all 
of them as thorns thrust away, because 
they cannot bo taken with. hands: 

7 But the man that shall, touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff 
of a spear; and they shall be utterly 
burned with fire in the same place. 

8 t These he the names of the mighty 
men whom David had: The Tachmonite 
that sat in the seat, chief among the 
captains; the same ivas Adino the Ez- 
nite; he lift up his spear against eight 
hundred, whom he slew at one time. 
9 And after him was Eleazar the son 
of Dodo the Ahohite , one of the three 
mighty men with David, when they 
defied the Philistines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the 
men of Israel were gone away: 

10 He arose, and smote the Philistines 
until his hand was weary, and his hand 
clave unto the sword: and the Lord 
wrought a great victory that day; and 
the people returned after him only to 
spoil. 

11 And after him was Shammah the 
son of Agee the Hararite. And the 
Philistines were gathered together into 
a troop, where was a piece of ground 
full oflentiles: and the people fled from 
the Philistines. 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew the 
Philistines: and the Lord wrought a 
great victory. 

18 And three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to David in the harv est 
time unto the cave of Adullam: and 
the troop of the Philistines pitched in 
the valley of Rephaim. 

14 And David toas then in an hold, 
and the garrison of the Philistines was 
then in Beth-lehem. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
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water of the well of Beth-lehem, which 
is by the gate! 

16 And the three mighty men brake 
through the hoBt of the Philistines, and 
drew water out of the well of Beth- 
lehem, that was by the Kate, and took 
it, and brought it to David: never- 
theless he would not drink thereof, 
but poured it out unto the Load. 

17 And he said, Be it far from me, 0 
Lord, that I should do this: is not this 
the blood of the men that went in jeo- 
pardy of their lives? therefore he would 
not drink it These things did these 
three mighty men. 

18 And Abishai, the brother of Joab, 
the son ol‘ Zeruiah, was chief among 
three. And he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred, and slew them, and had 
the name among three. 

19 Was he not most honourable of 
three? therefore he was their captain: 
howbeit he attained not unto the first 
three. 

20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew two 
lionlike men of Moab: he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a 
pit in time of snow : 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a goodly 
man: and the Egyptian had a spear in 
his hand; but he went down to him 
with a staff, and plucked the spear out 
of the Egyptian’s hand , and slew him 
with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
three mighty men. 

23 lie was more honourable than the 
thirty, but he attained not to the Jirst 
three. And David set him over his 
guard. 

24. Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-leheni, 

2b Shammah the Harodite, Elika the 
llarodite, 

26 llelez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite, 

27 Abiezer the Anethothite, Mebunnai 
the liushathite, 

28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 

29 lleleb the son of Baanah f a Ne- 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out 
of Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai of 
the brooks of Gaash, 

131 Abi-albon the Arbathitc, Azmaveth 
the Barliumite, 

32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 

33 Shammah the Iiararite, Ahiam the 
son of Sliarar the Iiararite, 

34 Eliphelet the son of Ahasbai, the 
son of the Maachathite, Eliam the sou 
of Ahithophel the Gilonite, 
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85 Hezrai the Carmelite, Paarai the 
Arbite, 

36 Igal the son of Nathan of Zobah, 
Bani the Gadite, 

37 Zelek the Ammonite, Nahari the 
Beerothite, armourbearer to .loab the 
son of Zeruiah, 

38 Ira an Ithnte, Gareb an Ithrite, 

39 Uriah the Ilittite: thirty and seven 
in all. 


CHAPTER XX TV. 

A N D again the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel, and he 
moved David against them to say, Go, 
number Israel and Judah. 

2 For the king said to .Toab the cap- 
tain of the host, which was with him, 
Go now through all the tribes of Is- 
rael, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
and i\umber ye the people, that 1 may 
know the number of the people. 

3 And Joab said unto the king, Now 
the Lord thy God add unto the peo- 
ple, how many soever they be, an 
hundredfold, and that the eyes of my 
lord the king may see it: but why 
doth my lord the king delight in this 
thing V 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against the 
captains of the host And Joab and the 
captains of the host went out from the 
presence of the king, to number the 
people of Israel. 

5 f And they passed over Jordan, and 
pitched in Aroer, on the right side of 
the city that lieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Jazer: 

0 Then they came to Gilead, and to 
the land of Tahtim-hodshi; and they 
came to Dan-jaan, and about to Zidon, 
7 And came to the strong hold of 
'l yre, and to all the cities of the Ilivites, 
and of the Canaanites: and they went 
out to the south of Judah, even to 
Beer-sheba. 

8 So when they had gone through all 
the land, they came to Jerusalem at 
the end of nine months and twenty 
days. 

9 And Joab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the king: 
and there were in Israel eight hundred 
thousand valiant men that drew the 
sword; and the men of Judah were live 
hundred thousand men. 

10 f And David’s heart smote him 
after that he had numbered the people. 
And David said unto the Lord, 1 have 
sinned greatly in that I have done: 
and now, 1 beseech thee, O Lord, take 
away the iniquity of thy servant; for 
I have done very foolishly. 

11 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lord came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, 
saying, 
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12 Go and say unto David, Thus saith 
the Lord, I offer thee three things; 
choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine come unto thee in thy 
land? or wilt thou tiee three months 
before thine enemies, while they pur- 
sue thoeV or that there be three days’ 
pestilence in thy land? now advise, 
and see what answer I shall return to 
him that sent me. 

14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a Kicat strait: let us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord; for his mercies 
are great: and let me not fall into the 
hand of man. 

15 H So the Lord sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning even to 
the time appointed: and there died of 
the people from Dan even to lleer- 
sheba seventy thousand men. 

IG And when the angel stretched out 
his hand upon Jerusalem to destroy it, 
the Lord repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the 
people, It is enough: stay now thine 
hand. And the angel of the Lord was 
by the threshingplace of Araunah the 
Jebusite. 

17 And David spake unto the Loan 
when he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, 1 have sinned, 
and I have done wickedly: but these 
sheep, what have they done? let thine 
hand, l pray thee, be against me, and 
against my father's house. 

18 1 And Gad came that day to Da- 
vid, and said unto him, Go up, rear an 
altar unto the Lord in the threshing- 
tloor of Araunah the Jebusite. 

19 And David, according to the say- 
ing of Gad, went up as the Lord com- 
manded. 

20 And Araunah looked, and saw the 
king and his servants coming oil toward 
him : and Araunah went out, and bowed 
himself before the king on his face upon 
the ground. 

21 And Araunah said, Wherefore is 
my lord the king come to his servant? 
And David said, To buy the threshing- 
floor of thee, to build an altar unto the 
Lord, that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 

22 And Araunah said unto David, Let 
my lord the king take and offer up 
what seemeth good unto him: behold, 
here he oxen for burnt sacrifice, and 
threshing instruments and other instru- 
ments of the oxen for wood. 

23 All these things did Araunah, as a 
king, give unto the king. And Araunah 
said unto the king, The Lord thy God 
accept thee. 

24 And the king said unto Araunah, 
Kay; but I will surely buy it of thee 
at a price: neither will I offer burnt 
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offerings unto the Lord my God of that 
which doth cost me nothing. So David 
bought the threshin$floor and the oxen 
for fifty shekels of silver. 

25 And David built there an altar unto 
the Lord, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings. So the Lord was 
intreated for the land, and the plague 
was stayed from Israel. 
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CHAPTER I. 

N OW king David was old and 
stricken in years; and they cover- 
ed him with clothes, but he gat no heat 
‘2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be sought for my lord 
the king a young virgin: and let her 
stand before the king, and let her 
cherish him , and let her lie in thy 
bosom, that my lord the king may 
get heat. 

3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of Israel, and 
found Abishag a Shunammite, and 
brought her to the king. 

1 And the damsel wax very fair, and 
cherished the king, and ministered to 
him: but the king knew her not. 

5 f Then Adonijah the son of Haggith 
exalted himself, saying, 1 will be king: 
and he prepared him chariots and horse- 
men, and lifty men to run before him. 
f> And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in saying, Why hast 
thou done so? and he also was a very 
goodly man ; and his mother bare him 
after Absalom. 

7 And he conferred with Joal) the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Abiathar the 
priest: and they following Adonijah 
helped him. 

8 But Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and the 
mighty men which belonged io David, 
were not with Adonijah. 
l J And Adonijah slew sheep and oxen 
and fat cattle by the stone of Zoheleth, 
which is by En-rogel. and called all 
his brethren the king's sons, and all 
the men of Judah the king’s servants: 

10 But Nathan the prophet, and Be- 
naiah, and the mighty men, and So- 
lomon his brother, lie called not. 

11 f Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that 
Adonijah the son of Ilaggith doth 
reign, and David our lord knoweth 
it not? 

12 Now therefore come, let mo, I 
pray thee, give thee counsel, that thou 
inayest save thine own life, and the 
life of thy son Solomon. 

18 Go and get thee in unto king 
David, and say unto him, Didst not 
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thou, my lord, O king, swear unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly So- 
lomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne V why 
then doth Adonijah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with the king, l also will come 
in after thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 ^ And Bath-sheba went in unto 
the king into the chamber; ami the 
king was very old; and Abishag the 
SShunammite ministered unto the king. 

lb And Bath-sheba bowed, and did 
obeisance unto the king. And the king 
said, What wouldest thou? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarestby the Loan thy God unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly So- 
lomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah reign- 
eth; and now, my lord the king, thou 
knowcst it not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and Abiathar the priest, and Joab the 
captain of the host: but. Solomon thy 
servant hath Ive not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, O king, the 
eyes of all Israel are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shall 
sit on the throne of my lord the king 
after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleen with 
his fathers, that I and my son Solomon 
shall be counted offenders. 

22 t And, lo, while she yet talked 
with the king, Nathan the prophet also 
came in. 

23 And, they told the king, saying, 
Behold Nathan the prophet And when 
he was come in before the king, he 
bowed himself before the king with his 
face to the ground. 

24 And Nathan said, My lord, () king, 
hast thou said, Adonijah shall reign 
after me, and lie shall sit upon my 
throne? 

25 For he is gone down this day, and 
hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep 
in abundance, and hath called all the 
king’s sons, and the captains of the 
liost, and Abiathar the priest; and, be- 
hold, they eat and drink before him, 
and say, God save king Adonijah. 

26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
Zadok the priest, and Beuaiali the son 
of Jehoiada, and thy servant Solomon, 
hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord the 
king, and thou hast not shewed it unto 
thy servant , who should sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him? 

28 f Then king David answered and 
said, Call me Bath-sheba. And she came 
into the king’s presence, and stood be- 
fore the king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, As 
the Loan liveth, that hath redeemed 
my soul out of all distress, 
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30 Even as I sware unto thee by the 
Lord God of Israel, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thv son snail reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne in 
my etead; even so will 1 certainly do 
this day. 

31 Then Bath-sheba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and did reverence to 
the kinp, and' said, Let my lord king 
David live for ever. 

32 H And king David said, Call me 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro- 
phet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada. 
And they came before the king. 

33 The king also said unto them, Take 
with you the servants of your lord, and 
cause Solomon my son to ride upon 
mine own mule, and bring him down 
to Gihon; 

31 And let Zadok the priest and Na- 
than the prophet anoint him there king 
over Israel: and blow ye with the trum- 
pet, and say, God save king Solomon. 

35 Then ye shall come up after him, 
that he may come and sit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead: and I have appointed him to be 
ruler over Israel and over Judah. 

3G And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
answered the king, and said, Amen: 
the Lord God of my lord the king say 
so too. 

37 As the Loud hath been with my lord 
the king, even so be he with Solomon, 
and make his throne greater than the 
throne of my lord king David. 

38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and the Cherothites, and the 
l’elcthites, went down, and caused 
Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought him to Gihon. 

31) And Zadok the priest took an horn 
of oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed 
Solomon. And they blew the trumpet; 
and all the people said, God save king 
Solomon. 

40 And all the people came up after 
him, and the people piped with pipes, 
and rejoiced with great joy, so that 
the earth rent with the sound of them. 

■ill Ami Adonijah and all the guests 
that were with him heard it as they 
had made an end of eating. And when 
Joab heard the •sound of the trumpet, 
he said, Wherefore is this noise of the 
eity being in an uproar? 

42 And while lie yet spake, behold, 
Jonathan the son of Abiathar the priest 
came: and Adonijah said unto him, 
Come in; for thou art a valiant man, 
and bringest good tidings. 

43 And Jonathan answered and said 
to Adonijah, Verily our lord king Da- 
vid hath made Solomon king. 

41 And the king hath sent with him 
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Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro- 
phet and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
and the Cherethites, and the Pelethites, 
and they have caused him to ride upon 
the king's mule: % 

45 And Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet have anointed him king in 
Gihon: and they are come up from 
thence rejoicing, so that the city rang 
again. This is the noise that ye have 
heard. 

4tt And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord king David, 
saying, God make the name of Solomon 
better than thy name, and make his 
throne greater than thy throne. And 
the king bowed himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, Blessed 
be the Loro God of Israel, which hath 
given one to sit on my throne this day, 
mine eyes even seeing it. 

49 And all the guests that were with 
Adonijah were afraid, and rose up, and 
went every man his way. 

50 t And Adonijah feared because of 
Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
caught hold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was told Solomon, saving, 
Behold, Adonijah fearetli king Solo- 
mon: for, lo, ne hath caught hold on 
the horns of the altar, saying, Bet king 
Solomon swear unto me to day that 
he will not slay his servant with the 
sword. 

52 And Solomon said, If he will shew 
himself a worthy man, there shall not 
an hair of him fall to the earth: but if 
wickedness shall be found in him, he 
shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar. And 
he came and bowed himself to king 
Solomon: and Solomon said unto him, 
Go to thine house. 


CHAPTER II. 

N OW the days of David drew nigh 
that he should die; and he charged 
Solomon his son, saying, 

2 1 go the way of all the earth: be 
thou strong therefore, and shew thyself 
a man ; 

3 And keep the charge of the Loro 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, 
and his judgments, and his testimonies, 
as it is written in the Jaw of Moses, 
that thou mayest prosper in all that 
thou doest, and whithersoever thou 
turnest thyBelf: 

4 That the Loan may continue his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, If thy children take heed to 
their way, to w’alk before me in truth 
with all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 
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5 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Joab the son of Zeruiah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains 
of the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the 
son of Ner, and unto Amasa the son 
of Jetlier, whom he slew, and Bhed the 
blood of war in peace, and nut the 
blood of war upon his girdle that was 
about his loins, and in his shoes that 
were on his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy wis- 
dom, and let not his hoar head go 
down to the grave in peace. 

7 But shew kindness unto the sons of 
Barzillai the Gileadite, and let them be 
of those that eat at thy table: for so 
they came to me when I fled because 
of Absalom thy brother. 

H And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Baliurim, which cursed me with a 
grievous curse in the day when T went 
to Mahanaiui: but he came down to 
meet me at Jordan, and I sware to 
him by the Loan, saying, I will not 
put thee to death with the sword. 

t) Now therefore hold him not guilt- 
less: for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him; but his hoar head bring thou 
down to the grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 

11 And the days that David reigned 
over Israel were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty 
and three years reigned he in Jeru- 
salem. 

12 H Then sat Solomon upon the throne 
of David his father; and his kingdom 
was established greatly. 

13 f And Adonijah the son of Ilaggith 
came to Bath-sheba the mother of So- 
lomon. And she said, Comest thou 
peaceably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have somewhat 
to say unto thee. And she said, Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that all Is- 
rael set their faces on me, that I should 
reign: howbeit the kingdom is turned 
about, and is become my brother’s: for 
it was his from the Loro. 

16 Anti now T ask one petition of thee, 
deny me not And she said unto him, 
Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king, (for he will 
not say thee nay,l that he give me 
A bisliag the Shunammite to wife. 

18 And Bath-sheba said. Well; I will 
speak for thee unto the king. 

19 1 Bath-sheba therefore went unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adoniiah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and caused 
a seat to be set for the king’s mother; 
and she sat on his right hand. 
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20 Then she said, I desire one small 
petition of thee: I pray thee, say me 
not nay. And the king said unto her, 
Ask on, my mother: for I will not say 
thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah thy 
brother to wife. 

22 And king Solomon answered and 
said unto his mother, And why dost 
thou ask Abishag the Shunammite for 
Adonijah? ask for him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; 
even for him, and lor Abiathar the 
priest, and tor Joab the, son of Zeruiah. 

23 Then king Solomon aware by the 
Lord, saying, God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adoniiah have not spoken 
this word against his own life. 

24 Now therefore, as the Loan liveth, 
which hath established me, and set 
me on the throne of David my lather, 
and who hath made me an house, as 
he promised, Adonijah shall be put to 
death this day. 

2b And king Solomon sent by the 
hand of Benaiah the sou of Jehoiada; 
and he fell upon him that he died. 

2b t And unto Abiathar the priest 
said the king, Get thee to Anathoth, 
unto thine own lields; for thou art 
worthy of death: but 1 will not at this 
time put thee to death, because thou 
barest the ark of the Lord God before 
David my father, and because thou 
hast been afllieted in all wherein my 
father was afllieted. 

27 So Sojomoii thrust out, Abiathar, 
from being priest unto the Loud; that 
he might, fullil the word of the Lord, 
which he spake concerning the house 
of Eli in Shiloh. 

2 H 1 Then tidings came to Joab: for 
Joab had turned after Adonijah, though 
he turned not after Absalom. Ami Joab 
Hed unto the tabernacle of the Loud, 
and caught hold on the horns of the 
altar. 

23 And it was told king Solomon that 
Joab was Hed unto the tabernacle of 
the Loan; and, behold, he is by the 
altar. Then Solomon sent Benaiali the 
son of Jehoiada, saying, Go fall upon 
him. 

30 And Benaiah came to the taber- 
nacle of the Loud, and said unto him. 
Thus saith the king, dome forth. Ami 
he. said, Nay; but 1 will die here. And 
Benaiah brought the king word again, 
saying, Thus said Joab, and thus lie 
answered me. 

31 And the king said unto him, Do as 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and 
bury him; that thou mayest take away 
the innocent blood, which Joab shed, 
from me, and from the house of my 
father. 

32 And the Lord shall return his 
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blood upon hia own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he. and slew them with 
the sword, my father David not know- 
ing thereof , to wit, Abner the son of 
Ner, captain of the host of Israe^ and 
Amasa the son of Jetlier, captain of 
the host of Judah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of Joab, and upon the 
head of his seed for ever: hut upon 
David, and upon his seed, and upon 
his house, and upon his throne, shall, 
there be peace for ever from the Lord. 

34 So llenaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him: and he was buried in his own 
house in the wilderness. 

35 t And the king put Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
host: and Zadok the priest did the 
king put in the room of Abiathar. 

36 5 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Build thee 
an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any whither. 

37 For it shall be, that on the day thou 
goest out, and passest over the brook 
Kidron, thou shalt know for certain 
that thou shalt surely die: thy blood 
shall be upon thine own head. 

38 And Sliimei said unto the king, The 
saying is good: as my lord the kiug 
hath said, so will thy servant do. And 
Sliimei dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
three years, that two of the servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Achish son 
of Maachah king of (iat.h. And they 
told Sliimei, saving, Behold, thy ser- 
vants be ill Gath. 

10 And Shimei arose, and saddled his 
as*, and went to Gath to Achish to seek 
his servants: and Shimei went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that Shi- 
mei had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, 
and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lord, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for 
a certain, on the day thou goest out, 
and walkcst abroad any whither, that 
thou shalt surely die? and thou saidst 
unto me, The word that I have heard 
is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the Lord, and the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to Sliimei, 
Thou knowest all the wickedness which 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didst 
to David my father: therefore the Lord 
shall return thy wickedness upon thine 
own head; 

45 And king Solomon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall he esta- 
blished before the Lord for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Benaiah 
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the son of Jehoi&da; which went out, 
and fell upon him, that he died. And 
the kingdom was established in the 
hand of Solomon* 


CHAFl'ER III. 


A ND Solomon made affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and took 
Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David, until he had 
made an end of building his own house, 
and the house of the Loud, and the 
wall of Jerusalem round about. 

2 Only the people sacrificed in high 

E laces, because there was no house 
uilt unto the name of the Lord, until 
those days. 

3 And Solomon loved the Lord, walk- 
ing in the statutes of David his father: 
only he sacrificed and burnt incense in 
high places. 

4 And the king went to Gibeou to 
sacrifice there; for that ions the great 
high place: a thousand burnt offerings 
did Solomon offer upon that altar. 

5 t In Gibeon the Lord appeared to 
Solomon in a dream bv night: and God 
said, Ask what i shall give thee. 

fi And Solomon said, Thou hast shewed 
unto thy servant David my father great 
mercy, according as he walked before 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and 
in uprightness of heart with thee; and 
thou hast kept for him this great kind- 
ness, that thou hast given Inin a son to 
sit on his throne, as it is this day. 

7 And now, O Lord my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of 
David my father: and 1 am but a little 
child: I know not how to go out or 
come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, a 
great people, that cannot be numbered 
nor counted for multitude. 

3 Give therefore thy servant an un- 
derstanding heart to judge thy people, 
that I may discern between good and 
bad: for who is able to judge this thy 
so great a people? 

10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 

11 And God said unto him, Because 
thou hast asked this thiug, and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; neither 
hast asked riches for thyself, nor lmst 
asked the life of thine enemies; but 
hast asked for thyself understanding 
to discern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according to 
thy words: lo, I have given thee a wise 
and an understanding heart; so that 
there was none like thee before thee, 
neither after thee shall any arise like 
unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
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which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour: so that there shall not be 
any among the kings like unto thee 
all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
to keep my statutes and my command- 
ments, as thy father David did walk, 
then I will lengthen thy days. 

If) And Solomon awoke; and, behold, 
it. wan a dream. And he came to Jeru- 
salem, and stood before the ark of the 
covenant of the Loan, and offered up 
burnt offerings , and offered peace 
offerings, and made a feast to all his 
servants. 

1G 5 Then came there two women, 
that, were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, O my 
lord, 1 and this woman dwell in one 
house; and I was delivered of a child 
with her in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this 
woman was delivered also: and we 
were together; thei'e was no stranger 
with us in the house, save we two in 
the house. 

19 And this woman's child died in the 
night; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and 
took my son from beside me, while 
thine handmaid slept, and laid it in 
her bosom, and laid her dead child in 
my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning 
to give my child suck, behold, it was 
dead, but when I had considered it in 
the morning, behold, it was not my 
son, which I did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the dead 
is thy son. And this said, No; but the 
dead is thy son, and the living is my 
son. Thus they spake before the king. 

23 Then said the king, The one saith, 
This is my son that liveth, and thy son 
is the dead: and the other saith, Nay; 
but thy son is the dead, and my son 
is the living. 

24 And the king said, Bring me a 
sword. And they brought a sword be- 
fore the king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the 
living child in two, and give half to 
the one, and half to the other. 

2G Then spake the woman whose the 
living child urns unto the king, for her 
bowels yearned upon her son, and she 
said. 0 my lord, give her the living 
child, and in no wise slay it. But the 
other said, Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, hut divide it. 

27 Then the king answered and said, 
Give her the living child, and in no 
wise slay it: she is the mother thereof. 

28 And all Israel heard of the Judg- 
ment which the king had judged; and 
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they feared the king: for they saw 
that the wisdom of God was in him, 
to do judgment 


CHAPTER IV. 

S O king Solomon was king over all 
Israel. 

2 And these were the princes which 
he had; Azariah the son of Zadok the 
priest, 

3 Ehhoreph and Ahiah , the sons of 
Shisha, scribes; Jehoshaphat the son 
of Ahilud, the recorder. 

4 And uenaiah the son of dehoiada 
was over the host: and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests: 

5 And Azariah the son of Nathan was 
over the officers: and Zabud the son 
of Nathan was principal ofticer, and 
the king’s friend: 

0 And Ahishar was over the house- 
hold: and Adoniram the son of Abda 
was over the tribute. 

7 t And Solomon had twelve offi- 
cers over all Israel, which provided 
victuals for the king and his house- 
hold: each man his month in a year 
made provision. 

8 And these are. their names: The 
son of Hur, in mount Ephraim : 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makuz, and 
in fchaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and 
Elon-beth-hanau : 

10 The son of Ilesed, in Aruboth ; to 
him pertained Sochoh, and all the land 
of llepher: 

11 The son of Abinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Taphath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 

12 Baana the son of Ahilud; to him 
pertained Taanuch and Megiddo, and 
all Beth-shean, which is bv Zartanah 
beneath Jozrecl, from Beth-shean to 
Abel-nieholah, even unto the place that 
is beyond Jokneam: 

13 The son of Geber, in Kamoth- 
gilead; to him pertained the towns of 
Jair the son of Manasseh, which are 
in Gilead; to him also pertained the 
region of Argob, which is in Bashan, 
threescore great cities with walls and 
brasen bars: 

14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had Ma- 
hanaim : 

lb Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he also 
took Basmath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife: 

16 Baanah the son of Ilushai was in 
Asher and in A loth: 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in 
Issachar: 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Ben- 
jamin : 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, in the country of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of 
Og king of Bashan; and he was the 
only officer which was in the land. 

20 if Judah and Israel were many, as 
the sand which is by the sea in mul- 
titude, eating and drinking, aiul mak- 
ing merry. 
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21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the land 
of the Philistines, and unto the border 
of J^gypt; they brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of his life. 

22 T And Solomon’s provision for one 
day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 

2fi Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out 
of the pastures, and an hundred sheep, 
beside harts, and roebucks, and fallow 
deer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all tlte 
region on this side the river, from 
Tiphsah even to Azzah, over all the 
kings on this side the river: and he 
had peace on all sides round about 
him. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, 
every man under his vine and under 
his tig tree, from Dan even to Beer- 

% sheba, all the days of Solomon. 

26 f And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided victual 
for king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto king Solomon’s table, every tnan 
in his month: they lacked nothing. 

2H Barley also and straw for. the hor- 
ses and dromedaries brought they 
unto the place where the officer i $ were, 
every man according to his charge. 

2‘J 1 And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart, even as the 
sand that is on the sea shore. 

JO And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, and all the wisdom of 
Egypt. 

B1 For he was wiser than all men ; 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, 
and Chalcol, and Darda, the sons of 
Mahol: and his fame was in all nations 
round about. 

32 And he Hpake three thousand pro- 
verbs: and his songs were a thousand 
and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that is' in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out of 
the wall: he spake also of beasts, and 
of fowl, and of creeping things, and of 
fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, from all 
kings of the earth, which had heard 
of his wisdom. 


CHAPTER V. 

A ND Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon ; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the room of his father: for Hiram 
was ever a lover of David. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying. 
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8 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could not build an house unto 
the name of the Loan his God for the 
wars which were about him on every 
side, until the Lord put them under 
the soles of his feet 

4 But now the Lord my God hath 
given me rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build an 
house unto the name of the Lord my 
God, as the Lord spake unto David 
my father, saying, Thy son, whom I 
will set upon thy throne in thy room, 
he shall build an house unto my name. 

C Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Le- 
banon; and my servants shall he with 
thy servants: and unto thee will 1 give 
hire for thy servants according to all 
that thou.snalt appoint: for thou know- 
est that there is not among us any 
that can skill to hew timber like unto 
the Sidonians. 

7 1 And it came to pass, when Iliram 
heard the words of Solomon , that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed he 
the Lord this day, which hath given 
unto David a wise son over this great 
people. 

b And Hiram sent to Solomon , say- 
ing, 1 have considered the things which 
thou sentest to me for: and I will do 
Jill thy desire concerning timber of 
cedar, and concerning timber of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: and I will 
convey them by sea in tioats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them : and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, in giving 
food for my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees 
and fir trees accot'dincj to all his desire. 

11 And Solomon gave niram twenty 
thousand measures of wheat for food 
to his household, and twenty measures 
of pure oil: thus gave Solomon to 
Hiram year by year. 

12 And the Lord gave Solomon wis- 
dom, as he promised him: and there 
was peace between Hiram and Solo- 
mon; and they two made a league 
together. 

13 1 And king Solomon raised a levy 
out of all Israel ; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month by courses: a month 
they were in Lebanon, and two months 
at home: and Adoniram was over the 
levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and 
fourscore thousand hewers in the 
mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
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three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, 
and hewecl stones, to lay the foun- 
dation of the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and Hi- 
ram’s builders did hew them, and the 
stonesquarers : so they prepared timber 
and stones to build the house. 


CHAPTER YL 

A N D it came to nass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after 
the children of Israel were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s reign over Israel, in 
the month Zif. which is the second 
month, that he Degan to build the house 
of the Eord. 

2 And the house which king Solomon 
built for the Loan, the length thereof 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits , and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

8 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the breadth 
of the house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made win- 
doAvs of narrow lights. 

5 If And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, 
both of the temple and of the oracle: 
and he made chambers round about: 

G The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams Bhould not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 
7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made ready 
before it was brought thither: so that 
there was neither hammer nor ax nor 
any tool of iron heard in the house, 
Avhile it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house: and 
they Avent up with winding stairs into 
the middle chamber, and out of the 
middle into the third, 
y So he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with beams 
and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers against 
all the house, five cubits high: and 
they rested on the house with timber 
of cedar. 

1 1 if And the Avord of the Lord came 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in 
my statutes, axul execute my judg- 
ments. and keep all my commandments 
to Avalk in them; then will I perform 
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ray word with thee, which I spake 
unto David thy father: 

And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and will not forsake my 
people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it 

15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
cieling: and he covered them on the 
inside with wood, and covered the floor 
of the house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he even 
built them for it within, ei'en for the 
oracle, even for the most holy place. 

17 And the house, that/.?, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house within 
was carved with knops and open 
flowers: all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 

ID And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in -length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth , and twenty cubits 
in the height thereof: and he overlaid 
it with pure gold; and so covered the 
altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that was 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 Tf And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the utter- 
most part of the other were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub iras ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of one 
measure and one size. 

20 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims within 
the inner house: and they stretched 
forth the wings of the cherubims, so 
that the wing of the one touched the 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in the 
midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
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of cherubims and palm trees and open 
flowers, within ana without 
BO And the floor of the house he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. . 
31 1 And for the entering of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree: the lintel 
and side posts were a fifth part of the 
wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree ; and he carved upon them carvings 
of cherubims and palm trees and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with gold, 
and spread gold upon the cherubims, 
and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of 
the temple posts of olive tree, a fourth 
part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one door were 
folding, and the two leaves of the other 
door were folding. 

3f> And he carved thereon cherubims 
and palm trees and open flowers: and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work. 

36 t And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

37 H In the fourth year was the foun- 
dation of the house of the Lord laid, 
in the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it So was he seven years 
in building it. 


CHAPTER VII. 

B UT Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he finish- 
ed all his house. 

2 U He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
was an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows of 
cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon 
the pillars. 

3 And it was covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that lay on forty five 
pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light 
was against light in three ranks. 

6 t And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof thirty cubits; and 
the porch was before them: and the 
other pillars and the thick beam were 
before them. 

7 H Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even the 
porch of judgment: and it was covered 
with cedar from one side of the floor 
to the other. 

8 If And his house where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solomon 
made also an house for Pharaoh’s 
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daughter, whom he had taken to wife, 
like unto this porch. 

,9 All these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without; even from the foundation unto 
the coping, and so on the outside to- 
ward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and 
cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for the 
inner court of the house ol' the Lord, 
and for the porch of the house. 

13 f And king Solomon sent and fetch- 
ed Hiram out of 'lyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father was a man 
of Tyre, a worker in brass: and he 
was filled with wisdom, and understand- 
ing, and cunning to w T ork all work8 in 
brass. And he came to king Solomon, 
and wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass either of 
them about 

1G And he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops of 
the pillars: the height of the (me 
chapiter was five cubits, and the height 
of the other chapiter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapi- 
ters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, and 
seven for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one network, 
to cover the chapiters that were upon 
the top, with pomegranates: and so 
did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network: and the pomegranates 
were two hundred in rows round about 
upon the other chapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up the 
right pillar, and called the name thereof 
Jachin : and he set up the left pillar, 
and called the name thereof Boaz, 
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22 And upon the top of the pillars 
ions lily work: so was the work of the 
pillars finished. 

23 5 And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: 
it teas round all about, and his height 
was five cubits: and a line of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking 
toward the east: and the sea ioos set 
above upon them, and all their hinder 
parts were inward. 

2b And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: 
it contained two thousand baths. 

27 H And he made ten bases of brass ; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, 
and three cubits the height of it 

28 And the work of the bases was on 
this manner: they had borders, and 
the borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubims: and upon the ledges there 
was a base above: and beneath the 
lions and oxen were certain additions 
made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the 
four corners thereof had undersetters: 
under the laver were undersetters 
molten, at the side of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round after the 
work of trie base, a cubit and an half: 
and also upon the mouth of it were 
gravings witli their borders, foursquare, 
not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and trie axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel: their 
axletrees, and their naves, and their 
felloes, and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: and 
the undersetters were of the very base 
itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high: and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders thereof 
wet'e of the same. 
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86 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about 

37 Alter this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had one casting, 
one measure, and one size. 

38 t Then made he ten layers of 
brass: one laver contained forty baths: 
and every laver was four cubits: and 
upon every one of the ten bases one 
laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house , and five on the left 
side of the house: and he set the sea 
on the right side of the house eastward 
over against the south. 

40 1 And Hiram made the lavers, and 
the shovels, and the basons. So Hiram 
made an end of doing all the work that 
he made king Solomon for the house 
of the Loro: 

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which wei'e upon the top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowlH of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars ; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons: and ail these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lord, were of 
bright brass. 

40 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the 
brass found out 

48 And Solomon made all the ves-‘ 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the Lord: the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold , whereupon the shew- 
bread ioas, 

49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right aide, and five on the 
left, before the oracle, with the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and the 
censers of pure gold; and the hinges 
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of gold, both for the doors of the inner 
house, the most holy place, and for the 
doors of the house, to wit , of the temple. 

61 So was ended all the work that king 
Solomon made for the house of the Lord. 
And Solomon brought in the things 
which David his father had dedicated; 
even the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, did he put among the treasures 
of the house of the Loud. 


CHAPTER VIII. ’ 

rpIIEN Solomon assembled the elders 
JL of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon 
in Jerusalem, that they might bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of the city of David, which is Zion. 

2 Ami all the men of Israel assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
feast in the month Ethanim, which is 
the seventh month. 

J And all the elders of Israel came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Loud, and the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and all the holy vessels that 
were in the tabernacle, even those did 
the priests and the Levites bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel, that were assembled 
unto him, were with him before the ark, 
sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could 
not be told nor numbered for multitude. 

G And the priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord unto his 
place, into the oracle of the house, to 
the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the clierubims. 

7 For the clierubims spread fortli their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the clierubims covered tho ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, that 
the ends of the staves were seen out 
in the holy place before the oracle, and 
they were not seen without: and there 
they are unto this day. 

1) There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables of stone, which Moses 
put there at Uoreb. when the Lord 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of the land 
ol‘ Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the Lord, 

11 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister because of the cloud: for 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
house ot the Lord. 

12 If Then spake Solomon, The Lord 
said that he would dwell in the thick 

> darkness. 

13 I have surely built thee an house 
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to dwell in, a settled place for thee to 
abide in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face about, 
and blessed all the congregation of Is- 
rael: (and all the congregation of Israel 
stood;) 

15 And he said, Blessed be the Lobd 
God of Israel, which spake with his 
mouth unto David my father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled it, saying,. 

16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house, that my name might 
be therein; but I chose David to be 
over my people Israel. 

17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto David my 
father, Whereas it was in thine heart 
to build an house unto my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build 
the house unto my name. 

20 And the Lord hath performed his 
word that he spake, and I am risen up 
in the room of David my father, and 
sit on the throne of Israel, as the Loud 
promised, and have built an house for 
the name of the Lord God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein is the covenant of the 
Lord, which he made with our fathers, 
when he brought them out of the land 
of Egypt. 

*2*2 t And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Loan in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants 
that walk before thee with all their 
heart: 

24. Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst. 
him: thou spakest also with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, 
as it is this day. 

25 Therefore now, Lord God of Israel, 
keep with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him, saying. There 
shall not fail thee a man in my sight, 
to sit on the throne of Israel; so that 
thy children take heed to their way, 
that they walk before me as thou hast 
walked before me. 

26 And now, O God of Israel, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, which 
thou spakest unto thy servant David 
my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth? behold, the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
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much less fills house that I have 
builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup- 
plication, O Lord my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer, which 
thy servant prayeth before thee to day : 

29 That thine eyes may be open to- 
ward this house night and day, even 
toward the place of which. thou hast 
said, My name shall be there: that 
thou maycst hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

80 And hearken thou to the suppli- 
cation of thy servant, and of thy peo- 
ple Israel, when they shall pray toward 
this place: and hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling place: and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

31 1 If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid upon 
him to cause him to swear, and the 
oath come before thine altar in this 
house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, condemning 
the wicked, to bring his way upon his 
head; and justifying the righteous, to 
give him according to his righteous- 
ness. 

83 U When thy people Israel be smitten 
down before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee, and shall 
turn again to thee, and confess thy 
name, and pray, and make supplication 
unto thee in this house: 


34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 H When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to- 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, w r hen thou 
alflietest them: 


3C> Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach them 
the good way wherein they should 
walk, and give rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast, given to thy people 
for an inheritance. 


37 1 If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, nr if there he caterpillar; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of 
their cities; whatsoever plague, what- 
soever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or by all 
thy people Israel, which shall know 
every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands to- 
ward this house: 


39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of men;) 


40 That they may fear thee all the 
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days that they live in thfc land which 
thon gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, hut 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched out arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thv dwelling 
place, and do according to all that the 
stranger dalleth to thee for: that all 
people of the earth mav know thy 
name, to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel; and that thoy may know that 
this house, which I have builded, is 
called by thy name. 

44 h If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever thou 
shalt send them, and shall pray unto 
the Loan toward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house that 
I have built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for there 
is no man that sinneth not,) and thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them 
to the enemy, so that they carry them 
away captives unto the land of the 
enemy, far or near; 

47 Yet, if they shall bethink themselves 
in the land whither they were carried 
captives, and repent, and make suppli- 
cation unto thee in the land of them 
that carried them captives, saying, We 
have sinned, and have done perversely, 
we have committed wickedness; 

4H And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their lathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which [ 
have built for thy name: 

4‘J Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgress- 
ed against thee, and give them com- 
passion before them who carried them 
captive, that they may have compassion 
on them: 

51 For they he thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst of 
the furnace of iron : 

52 That thine eyes may he open unto 
the supplication of thy servant, and 
unto tne supplication of thy people 
Israel, to hearken unto them in all that 
they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to he 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by 
the hand of Moses thy servant , when 
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thou broughtest our fathers out of 
Egypt, 0 Lord God. 

54 And it was so. that when Solomon 
had made an enu of praying all this 

f irayer and supplication unto the Lord, 
te arose from before the altar of the 
Lord, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud voice, 
saying, 

50 Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
given rest unto liis people Israel, ac- 
cording to all that he promised: there 
hath not failed one word of all his good 
promise, which he promised by the 
hand of Moses his servant 

57 The Lord our God be with us, as 
he was with our fathers: let him not 
leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he mav incline our hearts 
unto him. to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep nis commandments, and his 
statutes, and his judgments, which he 
commanded our fathers. 

5 ( .) And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supplication before the 
Loud, be nigh unto the Lord our God 
day and night, that ho maintain the 
cause of his servant, and the cause of 
his people Israel at all times, as the 
matter shall require: 

GO That all the people of the earth 
may know that the Lord is God, and 
that there is none else. 

til Let your heart therefore he perfect 
with the Lord our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep his command- 
ments, as at this day. 

62 H And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which he offered unto 
the Lord, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, and an hundred and twentv 
thousand sheep. So the king and all 
the children of Israel dedicated the 
house of the Lord. 

61 The same day did the king hallow 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord: for there lie 
offered burnt off erings, and meat offer- 
ings, and the fat of the peace offerings: 
because the brasen altar that was be- 
fore the Lord was too little to receive 
the burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, be- 
fore the Lord our God, seven days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
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king, and went unto their tents joyful 
and glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lord had done for David his 
servant, and for Israel his people. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A N D it came to pass, when Solomon 
had finished the building of the 
house of the Lord, and the king’s 
house, and all Solomon’s desire which 
he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me : 1 have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever: 
and mine eyes and mine heart shall 
be there perpetually. 

i And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in integrity 
of heart, and in uprightness, to do ac- 
cording to all that 1 have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my statutes and 
my judgments: 

T) Then 1 will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever as I 
promised to David thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man upon 
the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, and 
will not keep my commandments and 
my statutes which I have set before 
you, but go and serve other gods, and 
worship them: 

7 Then will 1 cut oil' Israel out of the 
land which 1 have given them; and 
this house, which I have hallowed for 
my name, will 1 cast out of my sight; 
and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
byword among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the Lord done 
thus unto this land, and to this house? 

1) And they shall answer, Hecause 
they forsook the Lord their God, who 
brought forth their fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have worshipped 
them, and served them: therefore bath 
the Lord brought upon them all this 
evil. 

10 5 And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedar trees 
and fir trees, and with gold, according 
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to all his desire,) that then king So- 
lomon gave Hiram twenty cities in the 
land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Solomon had given 
him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me. my brother? 
And he called them the land of Gabul 
unto this day. 

U And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 ^ And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised: for to 
build the house of the Lord, and his 
own house, and Millo, and the wall of 
Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, 
and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, ana burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a present unto his daughter, Solo- 
mon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that So- 
lomon had, and cities for his chariots, 
and cities for his horsemen, and that 
which Solomon desired to build in Je- 
rusalem, and in Lebanon, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that 7vere left of 
the Amorites, Ilittites. Perizzites, Hi- 
vites, and Jebusites, wnich were not of 
the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel also were not able utterly to 
destroy, upon those did Solomon levy a 
tribute of bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five 
hundred and fifty, which bare rule over 
the people that wrought in the work. 

24 If But Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto her house 
which Solomon had built for her: then 
did he build Millo. 

25 f And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the Loan, and he burnt incense 
upon the altar that was before the Lord. 
So he finished the house. 

26 t And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-geber, which is beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in 
the land of Edom. 
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27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had knowledge 
of the sea, with the servants of Solomon. 

28 And they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold , four hun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
it to king Solomon. 


CHAPTER X. 

A N D when the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon concerning 
the name of the Loan , she came to 
prove him with hard questions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: there was not any thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon’s wisdom , and the 
house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of liis table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the atten- 
dance of his ministers, and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of 
the Lord; there was no more spirit 
in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until 1 came, and mine eyes had seen it: 
and, behold, the half was not told me: 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth 
the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually 
before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the Lord thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the Lord loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee 
king, to do judgment and justice. 

10 And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance 
of spices as these which the queen of 
Sheba gave to king Solomon. 

11 And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought fjold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, 
and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lord, 
and for the king’s house, harps also 
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and psalteries for singers: there came 
no such almug trees, nor were seen 
unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave unto the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. 
So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

14 f Now the -weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one j^ear was six 
hundred threescore and six talents of 
gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the trallick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of the- 
country. 

10 t And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels ot gold went to one 
target. 

17 And he made three hundred shields 
of beaten gold; three pound of gold 
went to one shield: and the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Le- 
banon. 

18 If Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the best gold. 

Ill The throne had six steps, and the 
top of the throne was round behind: 
and there were stays on either side oil 
the place of the seat, and two lions 
stood beside the stays. 

20 Ami twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps: there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

21 ^ And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon 
were of pure gold; none were of silver: 
it was nothing accounted of in the days 
of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
Tharshish with the navy of Iliram: 
once in three years came the navy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for 
wisdom. 

24. If And all the earth sought to So- 
lomon, to hear his wisdom, which God 
had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and garments, and armour, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 

20 5 And Solomon gathered together, 
chariots and horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen, whom 
lie bestowed in the cities for chariots, 
and with the king at Jerusalem. 

27 And the king made silver to he 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
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made he to be as the sycoinore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 ^ And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty: and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, 
did they bring them out by their means. 


CHAPTER XI. 

B UT king Solomon loved many strange 
women, together with the daugh- 
ter of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, 
Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, and 
Hittites ; 

2 Of the nations conces'ning which the 
Lord said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall not go in to them ; neither 
shall they come in unto you : /or surely 
they will turn away your heart after 
their gods : Solomon clave unto these 
in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 

E rincesses, and three hundred concu- 
ines: and his wives turned away his 
heart 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods: and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, as was the heart of David his 
father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, and 
after Milcom the abomination of the 
Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 

S lace for Chemosh, the abomination of 
Toab, in the hill that is before Jeru- 
salem, and for Molech, the abomination 
of the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives , which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 H And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was turned 
from the Lord God of Israel, which 
had appeared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him con- 
cerning this thing, that he should not 
go after other gods: but he kept not 
that which the Lord commanded. 

11 Wherefore the Lord said unto So- 
lomon, For as much as this is done of 
thee , and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes which I 
have commanded thee , I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant 
12 Notwithstanding in thy days I will 
not do it for David thy father's sake: 
but I will rend it out of the hand of 
thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away all 
the kingdom; but will give one tribe 
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to thy son for David my servant’s sake, 
and for Jerusalem’s sake which I have 
chosen. 

HI And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon ; Hadad the 
Edomite: he was of the king’s seed in 
Edom. 

15 For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of 
the host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after he had smitten every male 
in Edom; 

1G (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until ho had cut 
off every male in Edom:) 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, and 
came to Paran: and they took men 
with them out of Paran, and they came 
to Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; 
which gave him an house, and ap- 

f iointed him victuals, and gave him 
and, 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpcnes the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tahpenes 
weaned in Pharaoh's house: and Ge- 
nubath was in Pharaoh’s household 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that .Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh , Let me 
depart, that I may go to mine own 
country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekest to go to thine 
own country? And he answered, No- 
thing: howbeit let me go in any wise. 

23 H And God stirred him up another 
adversary, Kezon the son of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadesser 
king of Zobah : 

2d And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, when 
David slew them of Zobah; and they 
went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Is- 
rael all the days of Solomon, beside 
the mischief that Hadad did: and he 
abhorred Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

26 K And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an Kphrathite of Zereda, Solomon’s 
servant, whose mother’s name was Ze- 
ruah, a widow woman, even he lifted 
up hit t hand against the king. 

27 And tliia was the cause that he 
lifted up his hand against the king: 
Solomon built Millo, and repaired the 
breaches of the city of David nis father. 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
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seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he made him ruler over 
all the charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa- 
lem; that the prophet Ahijah the Shi- 
Ionite found him in the way; and he 
had clad himself with a new garment ; 
and they two were alone in the field : 

30 And Ahijah caught the new gar- 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces: 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces: for thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel, Behold, I will 
rend the kingdom out of the hand of 
Solomon, and will give ten tribes to 
thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
my servant David’s sake, and for Je- 
rusalem’s sake, the city which I have 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel:) 

33 Because that they have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidomans, Chemosh 
the god of the Moabites, and Milcom 
the god of the children of Ammon, and 
have not walked in my ways, to do 
that which is right in mine eyes, and 
to keen my statutes and my judgments, 
as did David his father. 

34 Ilowbeit I will not take the whole 
kingdom out of his hand: but I will 
make him prince all the days of his 
life for David my servant’s sake, whom 
I chose, because he kept my com- 
mandments and my statutes: 

35 But 1 will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and will give it unto 
thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may 
have a light alway before me in Jeru- 
salem, the city which I have chosen 
me to put my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and thou 
shalt reign according to all that thy 
soul desireth, and shalt be king over 
Israel. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken 
unto all that I command thee , and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in iny sight, to keep my statutes 
and my commandments, as David my 
servant did; that 1 will be with thee, 
and build thee a sure house, as I built 
for David, and will give Israel unto 
thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 5 And the rest of the acts of So- 
lomon, and all that he did, and his 
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wisdom, are they not written in the 
book of the acts of Solomon? 

42 And the time that Solomon reigned 
in Jerusalem over all Israel was forty 
years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David his father: and Kehoboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER X1L 

A ND Rehoboam wont to Shechem: 

for all Israel were come to She- 
chem to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was yet 
in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt;) 

B That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congregation 
of Israel came, and spake unto Keho- 
boam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke which he put upon us, lighter, 
and we wdll serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart yet 
for three days, then come again to me. 
And the people departed. 

G t And king Kehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived 
and said, llow do ye advise that I may 
answer this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and spe'ak, good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 

X But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men that 
were grown up with him, and which 
stood before him: 

i) And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa- 
ther did put upon us lighter? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto this 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it lighter unto us; thus shalt 
thou say unto them , My little jinper 
shall be thicker than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will add 
to your yoke : my fatner hath chastised 
you with whips, but 1 will chastise 
you with scorpions. 

12 ? So Jeroboam and all the people 
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came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, Come 
to me again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the people 
roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the coun- 
sel of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add 
to your yoke : my father also chastised 
you with whipB, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened not 
unto the people; for the cause was 
from the Lord, that he might perform 
his saying, which the Lord spake by 
Ahijah the Shilonite unto » Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat 

1C f So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying, What 
portion have we in David V neither 
have we inheritance in the son of Jesse : 
to your tents, O Israel: now see to 
thine own house, David. So Israel de- 
parted unto their tents. 

17 Hut as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Adoram, 
who was over the tribute; and all Is- 
rael stoned him with stones, that he 
died. Therefore king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to Ids chariot, to 
flee to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the house 
of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all Is- 
rael heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation and made him 
king over all Israel: there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only. 

21 If And when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he assembled all the 
house of Judah, with the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand chosen men, which were warriors, 
to tight against the house of Israel, to 
bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

• 

23 Speak unto Rehoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all 
the house of Judah and Beniamin, and 
to the remnant of the people , saying, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not 
go up. nor fight against your brethren 
the children of Israel: return every 
man to his house; for this thing is 
from me. They hearkened therefore to 
the word of the Lord, and returned to 
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depart, according to the word of the 
Lord. 

25 ^ Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, -and dwelt therein ; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart. 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David: 

27 If this people go up to do sacritice 
in the house or the Lord at Jerusalem, 
then shall the heart of this people turn 
again unto their lord, even unto Heho- 
boam king of Judah, and they shall 
kill me, and go again to Kehoboam 
king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took counsel, 
and made two calves o/gold, and said 
unto them, It is too much for you to 
go up to Jerusalem: behold thy gods, 
O Israel, which brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. 

20 And he set the one in Beth-el, and 
the other put he in Dan. 

!W) And this thing became a sin: for 
the people went to worship before the 
one, even unto Dan. 

31 And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the lowest 
of the people, which were not of the 
sons or Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in 
the eighth month, on the lifteenth day 
of the month, like unto the feast that 
is in Judah, and he offered upon the 
altar. So did he in Beth-el, sacrificing 
unto the calves that lie had made : and 
he placed in Beth-el the priests of the 
high places which he had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth 
day of the eighth month, even in the 
month which he had devised of his 
own heart; and ordained a feast unto 
the children of Israel: and he offered 
upon the altar, and burnt incense. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A ND, behold, there came a man of 
God out of Judah by the word of 
the Loan unto Beth-el: and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And lie cried against the altar in 
the word of the Loan, and said, O altar, 
altar, thus saith the Loan; Behold, a 
child shall be born unto the house 
of David, Josiah by name; and upon 
thee shall lie offer the priests of the 
high places that burn incense upon 
thee, and men’s bones shall be burnt 
upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying, This is the sign which the Loro 
hath spoken ; Behold, the altar shall be 
rent, and the ashes that are upon it 
shall be poured out 
4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jeroboam heard the saying of the man 
of God, which had cried against the

altar in Beth-el, that he put forth his 
hand from the altar, saying. Lay hold 
on him. And his hand, which he put 
forth against him, dried up, so that he 
could not pull it in again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the sign which the man of 
God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now the 
face of the Lord thy God, and pray for 
me, that my hand may be restored me 
again. And the man of God besought 
the Loan, and the king’s hand was 
restored him again, and became as it 
was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto tho 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, nei- 
ther will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place: * 

0 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the Lord, saying, Kat no bread, 
nor drink water, nor turn again by the 
same way that thou earnest 

10 So he went another way , and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

11 t Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and his sons came and told 
him all the works that the man of God 
had done that day in Beth-ol: the 
words which he had spoken unto the 
king, them they told also to their fa- 
ther. 

12 And their father said unto them, 
What way went he? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass: and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after the man of God, 
and found him sitting under an oak: 
and he said unto him, Art thou the 
man of God that earnest from Judah? 
And he said, I am. 

lb Then he said unto him, Come home 
with me, and eat bread. 

Id And he said, 1 may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee: neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water with 
thee in this place: 

17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lord, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again 
to go by the way that thou earnest 

18 He said unto him, I am a prophet 
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a]so as thou art; and an angel spake 
unto me by the word of the Loan, 
saying, Bring him back with thee into 
thine nouse, that he may eat bread and 
drink water. But he lied unto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 

20 t And it came to pass, as they sat 
at the table, that the word of the Lord 
came unto the prophet that brought 
him back: 

21 And he cried unto the man of God 
that, caine from Judah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, Forasmuch as thou hast 
disobeyed the mouth of the Lord, and 
hast not kept the commandment which 
the Lord thy God commanded thee, 

22 But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place of 
the which the LORD did say to thee, 
Eat no bread, and drink no water; 
thy carcase shall not come unto the 
sepulchro of thy fathers. 

28 If And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, 
that he saddled for him the ass, to wit , 
for the prophet whom he had brought 
back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion met 
him by the way, and slew him: and 
his carcaso was cast in the way, and 
the ass stood by it, the lion also stood 
by the carcase. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and 
tin; lion standing by the carcase: and 
they came and told it in the city where 
the old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard thereof, 
he said. It is the man of God, who was 
disobedient unto the word of the Lord: 
therefore the Lord hath delivered him 
unto the lion, which Hath torn him, 
and slain him, according to the word 
of the Lord , which he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, saying. 
Saddle me the ass. And they saddled 
him . 

28 And he went and found his car- 
case cast in the way, and the ass and 
the lion standing by the carcase: the 
lion had not eaten the carcase, nor 
torn the ass. 

29 And the prophet took up the car- 
case of the man of God, and laid it 
upon the ass, and brought it back: and 
the old prophet came to the city, to 
mourn and to bury him. 

130 And he laid his carcase in his own 
grave; and they mourned over him, 
saying , Alas, my brother! 

:31 And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him , that he spake to his sons, 
saying, When I am dead, then bury 
me in the sepulchre wherein the man 
of God is buried; lay iny bones beside 
his bones: 
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32 For the saying which he cried by 
the word of the Loan against the altar 
in Beth-el, and against all the houses 
of the high places which are in the cities 
of Samaria, shall surely come to pass. 

33 1 After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned not from his evil way, but made 
again of the lowest of the people priests 
of the high places: whosoever would, 
he consecrated him, and he became one 
of the priests of the high places. 

34 And this thing became sin unto 
the house of Jeroboam, even to cut it 
off, and to destroy it from off the face 
of the earth. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

A T that time Abijah the sou of Jo- 
roboam fell sick. 

2 And Jeroboam said to his wife. 
Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thyself, 
that thou be not known to be the wife 
of Jeroboam; and get thee to Shiloh: 
behold, there is Ahiiah the prophet, 
which told me that / should be king 
over this people. 

3 And take with thee ten loaves, and 
cracknels, and a cruse of honey, and 
go to him: he shall tell thee what shall 
become of the child. 

4. And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and came 
to the house of Ahijah. But Abijah 
could not see; for his eyes were set 
by reason of his age. 

5 T And the Lord said- unto Ahijah, 
Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh 
to ask a thing of thee for her son ; for 
he is sick: thus and thus shalt thou 
say unto her: for it shall be, when she 
cometh in, that she shall feign herself 
to be another woman. 

G And it was so, when Ahijah heard 
the sound of her feet, as she came in 
at the door, that he said, Come in, thou 
wife of Jeroboam; why feignest thou 
thyself to be another? for I am sent to 
thee with heavy tidings. 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
exalted thee from among the people, 
and made thee- prince over my people 
Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave it thee: 
and yet thou hast not been as my ser- 
vant David, who kept my command- 
ments, and who followed me with all 
his heart, to do that only which urns 
right in mine eyes; 

9 But hast done evil above all that 
were before thee: for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and molten 
images, to provoke me to anger, and 
hast cast me behind thy back: 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring evil 
upon the house of Jeroboam, and will 
cut off from Jeroboam him that pisseth 
against the wall , and him that is shut 
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up and left in Israel, and will take 
away the remnant of the house of Je- 
roboam, as a man taketh away dung, 
till it be all gone, 

11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat : and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
'air eat: for the Loud hath spoken it, 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die. 

13 And all Israel shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam 
shall come to the grave, because in 
him there is found some good thing 
toward the Lord God of Israel in the 
house of Jeroboam. 

Li Moreover the Lord shall raise him 
up a king over Israel, who shall cut 
off the house of Jeroboam that day: 
but what? even now. 

15 For the Lord shall smite Israel, as 
a reed is shaken in the water, and he 
shall root up Israel out of this good 
land, which he gave to their fathers, 
and shall scatter them beyond the river, 
because they have made their groves, 
provoking the Lord to anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel up because 
of the sins of Jeroboam, who did sin, 
and who made Israel to sin. 

17 H And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah: and. when 
she came to the threshold of the door, 
the child died; 

JK And thev buried him; and all Is- 
rael mourned for him. according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake by 
the hand of his servant Ahijah the 
prophet. 

11) And the rest of the acts of Jero- 
boam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years: 
and he slept with his fathers, and Na- 
tl ab his son reigned in his stead. 

21 t And Uelioboam the son of Solo- 
mon reigned in Judah. Kehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jerusalem, the city which the 
Lord did choose out of all the tribes 
of Israel, to put liis name there. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 

22 And Judah did evil in the Bight 
of the Loud, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, above all that their 
fathers had done. 

25 For they also built them high places, 
and images, and groves, on every high 
hill, and under every green tree. 

21 And there were also sodomites 
in the land: end they did according 
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to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 1 And it came to pass in the fifth 
rear of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem : 

26 And he took away the treasures of 
the house of the Lord, and the trea- 
sures of the king’s house; lie even took 
away all: and lie took away all the 
shields of gold which Solomon had made. 

27 And king Rehoboam made in their 
stead brasen shields, and committed them 
unto the hands of the chief of the guard, 
which kept the door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so, when the king went 
into the house of the Lord that the 
guard bare them, and brought them 
back into the guard chamber. 

29 *|f Now the rest of the acts of Re- 
hoboam, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of JuduhV 

30 And there, was war between Reho- 
boam and Jeroboam all their days. 

81 And Rehoboam slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David. And his mother’s 
name was Naamah an Ammoniteas. And 
Abijam his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XV. 

N OW in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nelmt reigned 
Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jerusa- 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. 
3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which Ik; had done before 
him: and his heart was not perfect 
with the Loud his God, as the heart 
of David liis father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sake did 
the Lord his God give him a lamp in 
Jerusalem, to setup his son after him, 
and to establish Jerusalem: 

5 Because David did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, and turn- 
ed not aside from any thing that he 
commanded him all the days of his 
life , save only in the matter of Uriah 
the Hittite. 

6 And there was war between Reho- 
boam and Jeroboam all the days of 
his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abijam, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? And there was 
war between Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 And Abijam slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in the city of 
David: and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead. 

9 ^ And in the twentieth year of Je- 
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roboam king of Israel reigned Asa over 
Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned- 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was M&achah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 

11 And Asa did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Loan, as did David 
his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers had made. 

13 And also Maachah his mother, 
ev en her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a 
grove; and Asa destroyed her idol, and 
burnt it by the brook Kidron. 

Id But the high places were not 
removed: nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the Loud all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things which 
his father had dedicated, and tne things 
which himself had dedicated, into the 
house of the Loan, silver, and gold, 
and vessels. 

1G f And there was war between Asa 
and Baas ha king of Israel all their 
days. 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went 
up agaiiiBt .Judah, and built Kamah, 
that he might not sutler any to go out 
or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa took all the silver and 
the gold that wes'e. left in the treasures 
of the house of the Loud and the trea- 
sures of the king’s house, and delivered 
them into the hand of his servants: 
and king Asa sent them to Ben-hadad, 
the son of Tabrimon, the son of llezion, 
king of Syria, that dwelt, at Damascus, 
saying, 

lb There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
lather: behold, I have senjt unto thee 
a present of silver and gold; come and 
break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that lie may depart from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of the hosts 
which he had against the cities of Is- 
rael, and smote Ijon, and Dan, and 
Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cinneroth, 
with all the land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left off building 
of Kamah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 

22 Then king Asa made a proclama- 
tion throughout all Judah; none was 
exempted: and they took away the 
Rtonea of Kamah, and the timber there- 
of wherewith Baasha had huilded; and 
king Asa built with them Geba of Ben- 
jamin, and Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, and 
all his might, and all that he did, and 
the cities which he built, are they not 
written iu the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? Nevertheless 
in the time of his old age he was 
diseased in his feet 
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24 And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in the city 
of David his father: and Jehoshaphat 
his son reigned in his stead. 

25 ^ And Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
began to reicrt over Israel in the second 
year of Asa King of Judah, and reigned 
over Israel two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Loan, and walked in the wuy of his 
father, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 

27 1 And Baasha the son of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issaclnir, conspired 
against him; and Baasha smote him at 
Gibbethon, which belonged to the Phi- 
listihes; for Nadab ana all Israel laid 
siege to Gibbethon. 

28 Even in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

20 And it came to pass, when he 
reigned, that he smote all the house of 
Jeroboam: he left not to Jeroboam any 
that breathed, until he had destroyed 
him, according unto the saying of the 
Loan, which he spake by his servant 
Ahijah the Shilonite: 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin, by his provocation where- 
with he provoked the Loan God of Is- 
rael to anger. 

31 1 Now the rest of the acts of 
Nadab, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Israel? 

32 And there was Avar between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Ahijah 
to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
twenty and* four years. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Loro, and walked in the way of Jero- 
boam, and in his sin wherewith lie 
made Israel to sin. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

T HEN the word of the Loan came 
to Jehu the son of llanani against 
Baasha, saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over 
my people Israel; and thou hast walked 
in the way of Jeroboam, and hast 
made my people Israel to sin, to pro- 
voke me to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the pos- 
terity of Baasha, and the posterity of his 
house; and will make tliy house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth of his in the fields shall the fowls 
of the air eat. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what he did, and his might, are 
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they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

C So Baasha slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Tirzah: and Elah 
liis son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came the 
word of the Lord against Baasha, and 
against his house, even for all the evil 
that he did in the sight of tho Lord, 
in provoking him to anger with the 
work of his hands, in being like the 
house of Jeroboam; and because he 
killed him. 

8 f In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the son 
of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, 
two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired against him, 
as he was in Tirzah, drinking himself 
drunk in the house of Arza steward of 
his house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri went in and smote him, 
and killed him , in the twenty and 
seventh year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned in his stead. 

11 H And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on 
his throne, that he slew all the house 
of Baasha: he left him not one that 
nisseth against a wall , neither of his 
kinsfolks, nor of bis friends, 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according to the word 
of the Lord, which he snake against 
Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 For all the sins of Baasha, and the 
sins of Elah his son, by which they 
sinned, and by which they made Israel 
to sin, in provoking the Lord God of 
Israel to anger with their vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, 
and all that lie did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

15 f In the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Judah did Zimri reign 
seven days in Tirzah. And the people 
were encamped against Gibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philistines. 

H» And the people that were encamped 
heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore all 
Israel made Omri, the captain of the 
host, king over Israel that day in the 
camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gibbe- 
thon, and all Israel with him, and they 
besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s house, 
and burnt the king’s house over him 
with lire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, in 
walking in the way of Jeroboam, and 
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in his sin which he died, to make Is- 
rael to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are 
they* not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

21 Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the 
people followed Tibni the son of Gi- 
natn, to make him king; and half fol- 
lowed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed Omri 
prevailed against the people that fol- 
lowed Tibni the son of Ginath: so 
Tibni died, and Omri reigned. 

23 1 In the thirty and first year of 
Asa king of Judah began Omri to reign 
over Israel, twelve years: six years 
reigned lie in Tirzah. 

24 And he bought the hill Samaria of 
Shemer for two talents of silver, and 
built on the hill, and called the name 
of the city which lie built, after the 
name of Shemer, owner of the hill, 
Samaria. 

25 ^ But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the Lord, and did worse than 
all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebut, ami in his 
sin wherewith he made Israel to sin, 
to provoke the Lord God of Israel to 
anger with their vanities. 

27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria: and Aha!) 
his son reigued in his stead. 

29 H And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began Aliab 
the son of Omri to reign over Israel: 
and Ahab the son of Omri reigned 
over Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri did 
evil in the sight of the Lord above all 
that were before him. 

31 And it came to pass, as if it had 
been a light thing for him to walk in 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
that he took to wife Jezebel the daugh- 
ter of Ethbaal king of the Zidonians, 
and went and served Baal, and wor- 
shipped him. 

32 And he reared up an altar for Baal 
in the house of Baal, which he had 
built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord 
God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

34 1 In his days did Iliel the Beth- 
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elite build Jericho: he laid the foun- 
dation thereof in Abiram his firstborn, 
and set up the gates thereof in his 
youngest son Segub, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

A ND Elijah the Tishbite, who was 
of the inhabitants of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab, As the Lord God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there shall 
not be dew nor rain these years, but 
according to my word. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saving, 

fi Get thee hence, and turn thee east- 
ward, and hide thyself by the brook 
Cherith, that is before Jordan. 

4 And it shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook; and I have com- 
manded the ravens to feed thee there. 
5 So he went and did according unto 
the word of the Lord: for he went 
and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that 
is before Jordan. 

0 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he drank 
of the brook. 

7 And it came to pass after a while, 
that the brook dried up, because there 
had been no rain in the land. 

H % And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

‘J Arise, get. thee to Zarephath, which 
l/eloiifjeth to Zidon , and dwell there : 
behold, 1 have commanded a widow 
woman there to sustain thee. 

10 So he arose and went to Zare- 
phath. And when he came to the gale 
of the city, behold, the widow woman 
was there gathering of sticks: and he 
called to her, and said, Fetch me, 1 
pray thee, a little water in a vessel, 
that I may drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch it, 
he called to her, and said, Bring me, 

I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine 
hand. 

12 And she said, As the Lord thy 
God liveth, 1 have not a cake, but an 
handful of meal in a barrel, and a 
little oil in a cruse: and, behold, I am 
gathering two sticks, that 1 may go in 
and dress it for me and my son, that 
we may eat it, and die. 

13 And Elijah said unto her, Fear 
not; go mtd do as thou hast said: but 
make me thereof a little cake first, and 
bring it unto me, and after make for 
thee and for thy son. 

14 For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel , The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lord send- 
eth rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did according 
to the saying of Elijah: and she, and 
he, and her house, did eat many days. 
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16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, 
neither did the cruse of oil fail, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord, which 
he spaae by Elijah. 

17 T And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick; and 
his sickness was so sore, that there 
was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto Elijah, What 
have I to do with thee, O thou man 
of God? art thou come unto me to 
call my sin to remembrance, and to 
slay my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of her 
bosom, and carried him up into a loft, 
where he abode, and laid him upon 
his own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lord, and 
said, O Lord my God, hast thou also 
brought evil upon the widow with 
whom I sojourn, by slaying her son? 

21 And he stretched himself upon the 
child three times, and cried unto the 
Lord, and said, O Lord my God, 1 pray 
thee, let this child’s soul come into 
him again. 

22 And the Lord heard the voice of 
Elijah j and the soul of the child came 
into him again, and he revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the chamber 
into the house, and delivered him unto 
his mother: and Elijah said, See, thy 
son live th. 

24 ^ And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now by this I know that thou art a 
man of God, and that the word of the 
Lord in thy mouth is truth. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


A ND it came to pass after many 
days, that the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah in the third year, say- 
ing, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab; and 
1 will send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself 
unto Ahab. And there mis a sore fa- 
mine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
was the governor of Ids house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly: 

4 For it was so, when Jezebel cut oil' 
the prophets of the Lord, that Obadiah 
took an hundred prophets, and bid 
them by fifty in a cave, and fed them 
with bread and water.) 

5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto all fountains of 
water, and unto all brooks : per adven- 
ture we may find grass to save the 
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horses and mules alive, that we lose 
not all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it: Ahab went 
one way by himselr, and Obadiah went 
another way by himself. 

7 ^ And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art 
thou that my lord Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, I am: go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here . 

9 And he said. What have I sinned, 
that thou woulaest deliver thy servant, 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 

10 As the Loan thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee: and 
when they said, lie is not there ; he 
took an oath of the kingdom and na- 
tion, that they found thee not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah is here 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as 1 am gone from thee, that the Spirit 
of the Loud shall carrv thee whither 
I know not; and so when I come and 
tell Ahab, and he cannot hnd thee, he 
shall slay me: but I thv servant fear 
the Lord from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what 
1 did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the Lord, how I hid an hundred 
men of the Lord’s prophets by fifty in 
a cave, anti fed them with bread and 
water? 

14. And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah is here: and he shall 
slay me. 

15 And Elijali said, As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom 1 stand, I 
will surely shew myself unto him to day. 

1G So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. 

17 f And it came to pass, when Ahab 
saw Elijah, that Ahab said upto him, 
Art thou he that troubleth Israel? 

18 And he answered, I have not trou- 
bled Israel; but thou, and thy father’s 
house, in that ye have forsaken the 
commandments of the Lord, and thou 
hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all Israel unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets of Baal four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the groves 
four hundred, which eat at Jezebel’s 
table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the children 
of Israel, and gathered the prophets 
together unto mount Carmel 

21 And Elijah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and said, How long halt ye be- 
tween two opinions? if the Lord he 
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God, follow him : but if Baal, then follow 
him. And the people answered him not 
a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the people, 
I, wen I only, remain a prophet of the 
Lord; but Baal’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
pieces, and lay it on wood, and put no 
fire under: and I will dress the other 
bullock, and lay it on wood, and put 
no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of 
the Lord: and the God that answereth 
by fire, let him be God. And all the 
people answered and said, It is well 
spoken. 

25 And Elijah said unto the prophets 
of Baal, Choose you one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress it first; for ye 
are many; and call on the name of 
your gods, but put no fire under. 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed it, 
and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, O 
Baal, hear us. But the™ was no voice, 
nor any that answered. And they 
leaped upon the altar which was made. 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
Elijah mocked them, and said, Cry 
aloud: for he is a god; either he is 
talking, or he is pursuing, or he is in 
a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, 
and must be awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood gushed 
out upon them. 

23 And it came to pass, when midday 
was past, and they prophesied until 
the time of the offering of the evening 
sacrifice , that there, was neither voice, 
nor any to answer, nor any that re- 
garded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the peo- 
ple, Come near unto me. And all the 
people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the Lord that was 
broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes of 
the sons of .Jacob, unto whom the word 
of the Lord came, saying, Israel shall 
be thy name: 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Lord: and he 
made a trench about the altar, as great 
as would contain two measures of seed. 

33 And he put the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him 
on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour it on the burnt 
sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second time. 
And they did it the second time. And 
he said. Do it the third time. And they 
did it the third time. 
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35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench also 
with water. 

36 And it came to pass at the time of 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, that 
Elijah the prophet came near, and said. 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and of 
Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that 1 have done all 
these things at thy word. 

37 Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art 
the Lord God, and thatthoxx hast turned 
their heart back again. 

38 Then the fire of the Lord fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, 
and licked up the water that was in 
the trench. 

39 And when all the people saw it, 
they fell on their faces: and they said, 
The Lord, he is the God ; the Lord, he 
is the God. 

40 And Elijah said unto them, Take 
the prophets of Baal; let not one of 
them escape. And tliev took them : and 
Elijah brought them down to the brook 
Kishon, and slew them there. 

41 t And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there is a 
sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Alml) went lip to eat and to 
drink. And Elijah went up to the top 
of Carmel; and he cast himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
tween his knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up 
now, look toward the sea. And he went 
up, and looked, and said, There is no- 
thing. And he said, Go again seven 
times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, that lie said, Behold, there ariseth 
a little cloud out of the sea, like a 
man’s hand. And he said, Go up, say 
unto Ahab, Prepare tty chariot , and get 
thee down, that the rain stop thee not. 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to 
Jezreol. 

46 And the hand of the Lord was on 
Elijah; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab to the entrance of 
Jezreel. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND Ahab told Jezebel all that 
Elijah had done, and withal how 
he had slain all the prophets with the 
sword. 

2 Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if I make not thy life

aa the life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 

3 And when he saw that , he arose, 
and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, 
and left his servant there. 

4 ^ But he himself went a day’s jour- 
ney into the wilderness, and came and 
sat down under a juniper tree: and he 
requested for himself that he might 
die; and said, It is enough; now, O 
Lord, take away my life; for I am not 
better than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under a 
juniper tree, behold, then an an^el 
touched him, and said unto him, Arise 
and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he 
did eat and drink, and laid him down 
again. 

7 And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time, and touched 
him, and said, Arise and eat; because 
the journey is too great for thee. 

8 And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that 
meat forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeb the mount of God. 

t) ! And he came thither unto a cave, 
and lodged there; and, behold, the word 
of the Lord came to him, and he said 
unto him, What doest thou here, Elijah? 

10 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts: for 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain thy prophets with the sword; 
and 1, even I only, am left; and they 
seek my life, to take it away. 

11 And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before the Lord. And, 
behold, the Lord passed by, and a great 
and strong wind rent the mountains, 
and brake in pieces the rocks before 
the Lord; but the Lord was not in the 
wind: and after the wind an earth- 
quake; but the Lord was not in the 
earthquake : 

12 And after the earthquake a lire; 
but the Lord was not in the lire : and 
after the lire a still small voice. 

13 And it was so, when Elijah heard 
it, that, he wrapped his face in his 
mantle, and went out, and stood in 
the entering in of the cave. And, be- 
hold, there came a voice unto him, and 
said, What doest thou here, Elijah? 

14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts : be- 
cause the children of Israel have for- 
saken thy covenant, thrown down thine 
altars, and slain thy prophets with the 
sword; and I, even I only, am left; and 
they seek my life, to take it away. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderness 
of Damascus: and when thou comest, 
anoint Hazael to be king oVer Syria: 

16 And Jehu the son of Mimshi shalt 
thou anoint to be king over Israel: 
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and Elisha the son of Shat>hat of Abel- 
meholah shalt thou anoint to be prophet 
in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
him that escapeth the sword of Ha- 
zael shall Jehu slay: and him that 
escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
Elisha slay. 

18 Yet I have left me seven thousand 
in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

19 f So he departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 
plowing with twelvo yoke of oxen be- 
fore him, and he with the twelfth: and 
Elijah passed by him, and cast his 
mantle upon him. 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran after 
Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray thee, 
kiss my father and my mother, and 
then I will follow thee. And he said 
unto him, Go back again: for what 
have 1 done to thee 7 , 

21 And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave unto 
the people, and they did eat. Then he 
arose, and went after Elijah, and mini- 
stered unto him. 


CHAPTER XX. 

A N D Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and two kings with 
him, and horses, and chariots: and he 
went up and besieged Samaria, and 
warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the eitv, and said 
unto him, Tims saith Ben-hadad, 

8 Thy silver and thy gold is mine ; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, O king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all that 
I have. 

f> And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children; 

<» Vet I will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants; and it shall he, 
that whatsoever is pleasant in thine 
eyes, they shall put it in their hand, 
and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pray you , and see how this man 
seeketh mischief: for he sent unto me 
lor my wives, and for my cliildren, and 
for iny silver, and for my gold; and I 
denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the people 
said unto him, Hearken not unto him, 
nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes- 
sengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord

the king, All that thou didst send for 
to thv servant at the first I will do: 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought him 
word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, and 
said, The gods do so unto me, and 
more also, if the dust of Samaria shall 
suffice for handfuls for all the people 
that follow me. 

11 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself as 
he that putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben - 
hadad heard this message, as lie was 
drinking, he and the kings in the pa- 
vilions, that he said unto his servants, 
Set yourselves in array. And they set 
tltemselves in array against the city. 

13 T And, behold, there came a prophet 
unto Ahab king of Israel, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I will deliver 
it into thine hand this day; and thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said, By whom? And 
he said, Thus saith th« Lord, Even by 
the young men of the princes of the 
provinces. Then he said, Who shall 
order the battle? And he answered, 
Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two : and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of Israel, being 
seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad ?vas drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes 
of the provinces went out first; and 
Ben-hadad sent out , and they told 
him, saying, There are men come out 
of Samaria, 

18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they he come out for war, 
take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syrians fled; and Israel pursued 
them: and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
escaped on an horse with the horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, and 
smote the horses and chariots, and slew 
the Syrians with a great slaughter. 

22 H And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come 
tip against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills; therefore they were 
stronger than we ; but let us fight 
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against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
put captains in their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse for 
horse, and chariot for chariot: and we 
will fight against them in the plain, and 
surely we shall be stronger than they. 
And he hearkened unto their voice, 
and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return 
of the year, that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to 
fight again 8 1 Israel 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the Loan, because the 
Syrians have said, The Loan is God of 
the hills, but he is not God of the valleys, 
therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

25) And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined: and the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians an hundred thousand 
footmen m one day. 

BO But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the men 
that were left. And Ben-hadad fled, 
and came into the city, into an inner 
chamber. 

31 *f[ And liis servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are mer- 
ciful kings: let us, I pray thee, put 
sackcloth on our loins , and ropes upon 
our heads, and go out to the king of Is- 
rael: peradventuro he will save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
and came to the king of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, I 
pray thee, let mo live. And he said, Is 
he yet alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently observe 
whether any thing would come from him, 
and did hastily catcli it: and they said, 
Thy brother Ben-hadad. Then he said. 
Go ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadacl 
came forth to him; and lie caused him 
to come up into the chariot 

34 And Ben-hadad said unto him, The 
cities, which my father took from thy 
father, I will restore; and thou slialt 
make streets for thee in Damascus, as 
my father made in Samaria. Then said 
Ahab, I will send thee away with this 
covenant. So lie made a covenant with 
him, and sent him away. 

35 ^ And a certain mail of the sons 
of the prophets said unto his neighbour 
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in the word of the Loan, Smite me, I 
pray thee. And the man refused to 
smite him. 

86 Then said he unto him, Bocause 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art de- 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
man smote him, so that in smiting ho 
wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself with ashes upon his face. 

39 And as the king passed by, he 
cried unto the king: and he said, Thy 
servant went out into the midst of the 
battle; and, behold, a man turned aside, 
and brought a man unto me, and said, 
Keep this man : if by any means he 
be missing, then shall thy life be for 
his life, or else thou shalt pay a talent 
of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, lie was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him, So shall thy 
judgment be; thyself hast decided it. 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face; and the king of 
Tsracl discerned him that he was of 
the prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Because thou hast let go 
out of thy hand a man whom I ap- 
pointed to utter destruction, therefore 
thy life shall go for his life, and thy 
people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased , and 
came to Samaria. 


C1IAFTER XXI. 

A ND it came to pass after these 
things, that Naboth the Jc/reclite 
had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, 
hard by the palace of Ahab king of 
Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, say- 
ing, Give me thy vineyard, that 1 may 
have it for a garden of herbs, because 
it is near unto my house: and I will 
give thee for it a better vineyard than 
it; or, if it seem good to thee, I will 
give thee the worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lord 
forbid it me, that I should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and disnleascd because of the 
word which Naboth the Je/.reelite had 
spoken to him: for he had said, I will 
not give thee the inheritance of my 
fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, and 
would eat no bread. 

5 5 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 
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6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee t I 
will give thee another vineyard for it: 
and he answered, 1 will not give thee 
my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel? arise, and -eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry: I will give thee 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his city, dwelling 
with Naboth. 

1) And she wrote in the letters, say- 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people: 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, Haying, Thou didst blaspheme God 
and the king. And then earry him out, 
and stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it was 
written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, chil- 
dren of Belial, and sat before him: and 
the men of Belial witnessed against 
him, even against Naboth, in the pre- 
sence of the people, saying, Naboth 
did blaspheme God and the king. Then 
they carried him forth out of the city, 
and stoned him with stones, that he 
died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 f And it came to pass, when Je- 
zebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for mo- 
ney: for Naboth is not alive, but dead. 

HI And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that Ahab 
rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, to take posses- 
sion of it. 

17 U And the word of the Loan came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Israel, which is in Samaria: behold, 
he is in the vineyard of Naboth , whi- 
ther he is gone down to possess it 

10 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him , saying, 
Thus saith the Lord , In the place 
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where dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee; because 
thou hast sold thyself to work evil in 
the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away thy posterity, and 
will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut 
up and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, and like the house of Baasha the 
son of Ahijah , for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying, The dogs slum eat Je- 
zebel by the wall of Jezroel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city 
the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth 
in the field shall the fowls of the air 
eat. 

25 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in 
following idols, according to all things 
as did the Amorites, whom the Loud 
east out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
liesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly. 

28 And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me? because he hum- 
bleth himself before me , 1 will not 
bring the evil in his days: but in bis 
son’s days will 1 bring the evil upon 
his house. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

A N D they continued three years 
without war between Syria and 
Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of Ju- 
dah came down to the king of Israel 
3 And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ramoth in 
Gilead is our's, and we be still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the king 
of Syria? 

4. And he said unto Jehoshaphat, Wilt 
thou go with me to battle to Ramoth- 
gileailV And Jehoshaphat said to the 
king of Israel, I am as thou art, my 

E eople as thy people, my horses as thy 
orses. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the king 
of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee , at the 
word of the Lord to day. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
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the prophets together, about four hun- 
dred men, and said unto them, Shall 

I go against Ramoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall I forbear? And they said, Go 
up; for the Lord shall deliver it into 
the hand of the king. 

7 And .lehoshaphat said. Is there not 
here a prophet of the Loan besides, 
that we might enquire of him? 

8 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom 
we may enquire of the Lord: but 1 
hate him; for he doth not prophesy 
good concerning me, but evil. And Je- 
hoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Micaiah 
the son of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah sat each on 
his throne, having put on their robes, 
in a void place in the entrance of the 
gate of Samaria; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. 

II And Zedekiah the son of Clie- 
naanah made him horns of iron: and 
he said, Thus saith the Loud, With 
these shalt thou push the Syrians, until 
thou have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and 
prosper: for the Lord shall deliver it 
into the king’s hand. 

l.‘> And the messenger that was gone 
to call Micaiah spake unto him, say- 
ing, Behold now, the words of the pro- 
phets declare good unto the king with 
one mouth: let thy word, I pray thee, 
be like the word of one of them, and 
speak that which is good. 

M And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, what the Loud saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 f So ho came to the king. And the 
king said unto him, Micaiah, shall we 
go against Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall we forbear? And he answered 
him, Go, and prosper: for the Lord 
shall deliver it into the hand of the 
king. 

10 And the king said unto him, IIow 
many timos shall I adjure thee that 
thou tell me nothing but that which is 
true in the name of the Lord? 

17 And he said, 1 saw all Israel scat- 
tered upon the hills, as sheep that 
have not a shepherd: and the Lord 
said. These have no master: let them 
return every man to his house in peace. 

18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that 
lie would prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil? 

19 And he said, Hear thou therefore 
the word of the Lord: I saw the Lord 
sitting on his throne, and all the host 
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of heaven standing by him on his right 
hand and on his left 

20 And the Lord said, Who shall per- 
suade Aliab, that he may go up and 
fall at Ramoth-gileadV And one said 
on this manner, and another said on 
that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, I will 
persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth , and I will be a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And he 
said, Thou shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also: go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all these thy prophets, and the Lord 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 ButZedekiah the son of Chemianah 
went near, and Rmote Micaiah on the 
cheek, and said, Which way went the 
Spirit of the Lord from me to speak 
unto thee? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shalt 
go into an inner chamber to hide 
thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said. Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto 
Anion the governor of the city, and 
to Joash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah said. If thou return 
at all in peace, the Loro hath not 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
O people, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah went up to 
Ranioth-gilcad. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Israel 
disguised himself, and went into the 
battle. 

31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had 
rule over his chariots, saying, Right nei- 
ther with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 

32 Ami it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jchosha- 
phat, that they said. Surely it tx the 
king of Israel. And they turned aside 
to fight against him: and Jehoshaphat 
cried out 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that 
it was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him. 

34 .And a certain man drew a how at 
a venture, and smote the king of Is- 
rael between the joints of the harness : 
wherefore he said unto the driver of 
his chariot, Turn thine hand, and carry 
me out of the host; for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that day : 
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and the king was stayed up in his 
chariot against the Syrians, and died 
at even : and the blood ran out of the 
wound into the midst of the chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man 
to his city, and every man to his own 
country. 

37 t So the^king died, and was brought 
to Samaria; ana they buried the king 
in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot in the 
pool of Samaria; and the dogs licked 
up his blood; and they washed his 
armour ; according unto the word of the 
Lord which he spake. 

31) Now the rest of the acts of Aliab, 
and all that lie did, and the ivory 
house which he made, and all the 
cities that he built, ore they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? 

4.0 So Ahab slept with his fathers; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

41 ! And Jehoshaphat the sou of Asa 
began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother's name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

43 And lie walked in all the ways of 
Asa his father; he turned not aside 
from it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord: nevertheless the 
high places were not taken away ; far 
the people offered and burnt incense 
yet in the high places. 

44 And Jehoshaphat made peace with 
the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, and his might that he 
shewed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Judah? 

46 And the remnant, of the sodomites, 
which remained in the days of his fa- 
ther Asa, he took out of toe land. 

47 There was then no king in Edom: 
a deputy was king. 

48 .Jehoshaphat made ships of Thar- 
shish to go to Ophir for gold: but they 
went not; for the ships were broken 
at Ezion-geber. 

4‘J Then said Ahaziah the son of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser- 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jehoshaphat would not. 

50 H And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David his father: and 
Jehorani his son reigned in his stead. 

51 H Ahaziah the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned two years over 
Israel. 

52 And he did evil in the sight of the 
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Lord, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in the way of his mother, 
and in the way of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin: 

53 For he served Baal, and worshipped 
him, and provoked to anger the Loan 
God of Israel, according to all that his 
father had done.

CHAPTER I. 

fl^HEN Moab rebelled against Israel 
after the death of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziuh fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber that was 
in Samaria, and was sick: and he sent 
messengers, and said unto them^ Go, 
enquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron 
whether 1 shall recover of this disease. 

3 But the angel of the Loan said to 
Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, Js it not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that ye go to enquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron V 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Loan, 
Thou shalt not come down from that 
bed on which thou art gone up*, but 
shalt surely die. And Elijah departed. 

5 f And when the messengers turned 
back unto him, he said unto them, Why 
are ye now turned back ? 

G And they said unto him , There 
came a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the king 
that sent vou, and say unto him, Thus 
saith the Lord, Is it not because there 
is not a God in Israel, that thou gentlest 
to enquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron t therefore thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely die. 

7 And he said unto them, What 
manner of man was he, which came up 
to meet you, and told you these words ? 

8 And they answered him, He was an 
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hairv man, and girt with a girdle of 
leather about his loins. And he said, 
It i.<? Elijah the Tishbite. 

9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
went up to him: and, behold, he sat 
on the top of an hilL And he spake 
unto him, Thou man of God, the king 
hath said, Come down. 


10 And Elijah answered and said to 
the captain of fifty, If I be a man of 
God, then let lire come down from 
heaven, and consume thee and thy fifty. 
And there came down fire from heaven, 
and consumed him and his fifty. 

11 Again also he sent unto him another 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him, 0 man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come 
down quickly. 

12 And Elijah answered and said unto 
them, If I be a man of God, let fire 
come down from heaven, and consume 
thee and thy fifty. And the fire of God 
came down Irom heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

13 ^ And he sent again a captain 
of the third fifty with his fifty. And 
the third captain of fifty went up, 
and came and fell on his knees before 
Elijah, and besought him, and said 
unto him, O man of God, I pray thee, 
let my life, and the life of these fifty 
thy servants, he precious in thy sight. 


14 Behold, there came fire down from 
heaven, ami burnt up the two captains 
of the former fifties with their nfties: 
therefore let my life now be precious 
in tliy sight. 

15 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Elijah, Go down with him: he 
not afraid of him. And he arose, and 
went down with him unto the king. 

1G And he said unto him, Thus saitli 
the Lord, Forasmuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to enquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron, is it not because 
there is no God in Israel to enquire of 
his word? therefore thou shalt not come 
down otr* that bed on which thou art 
gone up, hut shalt surely die. 

17 U So he died according to the 
word of the Lord which Elijah had 
spoken. And Jehoram reigned in his 
stead in the second year of Jehoram 
the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah; 
because he had no son. 


18 Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 
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CHAPTER It 

A ND it came to pass, when the 
Loan would take up Elijah into 
heaven by a whirlwind : that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal 
2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, I pray thee; for the Lord hath 
sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha said 
unto him, As the Lord liveth, and cwr 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they went down to Beth-el 
3 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thv master 
from thy head to day? And he said, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to Jericho. And he said. 
As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. So they 
came to Jericho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Lord will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he answered, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 

C And Elijah said unto him, Tarry, 1 
pray thee, here; for the Lord hath sent 
me to Jordan. And lie said, As the Lord 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. And they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went, and stood to view afar 
off: and they two stood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took liis mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the 
waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went 
over on dry ground. 

9 ^ And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken awav from thee. And 
Elisha said. 1 pray thee, let a double 
portion of tny spirit be upon me. 

10 And he said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me 
when J um taken from thee, it shall be 
so unto thee; but if not, it shall not 
be so . 

11 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, thei'e 
appeared a chariot of fire , and horses 
of fire, and parted them both asunder; 
and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. 

12 5 And Elisha saw it, and he cried, 
My father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And 
he saw him no more: and ho took hold 
of his own clothes, and rent them in 
two pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and went back, and 
stood by the bank of Jordan; 

14 And he took the mantle of Elijah 
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that fell from him , and smote the waters, 
and said, Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah? and when he also had smitten 
the waters, they parted hither and 
thither: and Elisha went over* 

15 And when the sons of the prophets 
which were to view at Jericho saw him, 
they said, The spirit of Elijah doth rest 
on Elisha. And they came to meet him, 
and bowed themselves to the ground 
before him. 

16 t And they said unto him, Behold 
now, there be with thy servants fifty 
strong men; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek thy master: lest peradventure 
the Spirit of the Loan hath taken him 
up, and cast him upon some mountain, 
or into some valley. And he said, Ye 
shall not send. 

17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Scud. They sent 
therefore fifty men; and they sought 
three days, but found him not. 

18 And when they came again to 
him, (for he tarried at Jericho,) he 
said unto them, Did 1 not say unto 
you, Go not? 

1!) If And the men of the city said 
unto Elisha, Behold, J pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as my 
lord seeth: but the water is naught, 
and the ground barren. 

20 And he said, Bring me a new cruse, 
and put, salt therein. And they brought 
it to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the spring 
of the waters, and cast the salt in there, 
and said, Thus saitli the Lord. I have 
healed these waters; there shall not be 
from thence any more, death or barren 
land 

22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day , according to the saying of 
Elisha which he spake. 

22 1 And he went up from thence 
unto Beth-el: and as be was going up 
by the way, there came forth little 
children out of the city , and mocked 
him, and said unto him, Go up, thou 
bald bead; go up, thou bald head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked 
on them, and cursed them in the name 
of the Loud. And there came forth two 
she hears out of the wood, and tare 
forty and two children of them. 

25 And he went from thence to mount 
Carmel, and from thence he returned 
to Samaria. 


CHAPTER 111. 

N OW Jehoram the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the Lord; but not like his father, 
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and like his mother: for he put away 
the image of Baal that his father had 
made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam the sou of Nebat, 
which made Israel to sin ; he departed 
not therefrom. 

4 ^ And Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheepmaster, and rendered unto the 
king of Israel an hundred thousand 
lambs, and an hundred thousand rams, 
with the wooL 

5 But it came to pass, when Ahab was 
dead; that the king of Moab rebelled 
against the king of Israel. 

0 1 And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and numbered 
all Israel. 

7 And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, saying, The king of 
Moab hath rebelled against me: wilt 
thou go with me against Moab to battle? 
And he said, I will go up: I am as thou 
art, my people as thy people, and my 
horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we 
go up? And he answered, The way 
through the wilderness of Edom. 

9 So the king of Israel went, and the 
king of Judah, and the king of Edom: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle that 
followed them. 

10 And the king of Israel said, Alas ! 
that the Loan hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab! 

11 But Jehoshaphat said , Is there 
not here a prophet of the Loan, that 
we may enquire of the Loro by him? 
And one of the king of Israel’s servants 
answered and said, Here e.? Elisha the 
son of Shaphat, which poured water 
on the hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said, The word 
of the Loro is with him. So the king 
of Israel and Jehoshaphat and the king 
of Edom went down to him. 

13 And Elisha said unto the king of 
Israel, What have I to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the prophets of thy mother. 
And the king of Israel said unto him, 
Nay: for the Loro hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said, Ax the Loun of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that 1 regard the 
presence of Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah, I would not look toward thee, 
nor see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. And 
it came to pass, when the minstrel 
played, that the hand of the Loro 
came upon him. 

10 And he said, Thus saith the Loro, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Loro, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; 
yet that valley shall he tilled with 
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water, that ye may drink, both ye, 
and your cattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light tiling in the 
sight of the Loan: he will deliver the 
Moabites also into your hand. 

Ill And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and mar every good piece of 
land with stones. 

20 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, when the meat offering was offered, 
that, behold, there came water by the 
way of Edom, and the country was 
filled with water. 

21 If And when all the Moabites heard 
that the kings were come up to tight 
against them, they gathered all that 
were able to put on armour, and up- 
ward, and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon the 
water, and the Moabites saw the water 
on the other side as red as blood: 

23 And they said, This is blood: the 
kings are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, 
Moab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the camp 
of Israel, the Israelites rose up and 
smote the Moabites, so that they fled 
before them: but they went forward 
smiting the Moabites, even in their 
country. 

2f> And they beat down the cities, 
and oil every good piece of land cast 
every man his stone, and tilled it; and 
they stopped all the wells of water, 
ami felled all the good trees: only in 
Kir-haraseth left they the stones there- 
of; howbeit the slingers went about 
it, and smote it. 

20 t And when the king of Moab 
saw that the battle was too sore l'or 
him, lie took with him seven hundred 
men that drew swords, to break through 
even unto the king of Edom: hut they 
could not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son that 
should have reigned in his stead, and 
offered him for a burnt offering upon 
the wall. And there was great indig- 
nation against Israel: and they departed 
from him, and returned to their own 
land. 


CHAPTER IV. 

N O W there cried a certain woman 
of the wives of the sons of the 
prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy ser- 
vant my husband is dead; and thou 
knowest. that thy servant did fear the 
Loan: and the creditor income to take 
unto him my two sons to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said unto her. What 
shall I do for thee V tell me, what hast 
thou in the house? And she said, 
Thine handmaid hath not any thing in 
the house, save a pot of oil. 

3 Then he said. Go, borrow thee 
vessels abroad of all thy neighbours, 
crew empty vessels; borrow not a few. 
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4 And when thou art come in, thou 
shait shut the door upon thee and upon 
thy song, and shait pour out into all 
those vessels, and thou shait set aside 
that which is full 

5 So she went from him, and shut 

the door upon her and upon her sons, 
who brought the vessels to her: and she 
poured out ’ 

C And it came to pass, when the 
vessels were full, that she said unto her 
son, Bring me yet a vessel. And he 
said unto her. There is not a vessel 
more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man 
of God. And he saul, Go, sell the oil, 
and pay thy debt, and live thou and 
thy children of the rest 

8 * fel1 011 a day, that Elisha 

passed to Shunem, where was a great 
woman; and she constrained him to 
eat bread. And so it was, that as oft 
as he passed by, he turned in thither 
to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, 

Behold now, 1 perceive that this is an 
holy man of God, which passeth by us 
continually. J 

10 Let us make a little chamber, 1 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us set 
tor him there a bed, and a table, and 
a stool, and a candlestick: and it shall 
be, when lie cometh to us, that he 
shall turn in thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that lie came 
thither, and he turned into the chamber, 
and lay there. 

^ sa ' ( ^ *° Gehazi his servant, 
Call tins Shunammite. And when he 
had called her, she stood before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say now 
unto her, Behold, thou hast been care- 
ful for us with all this care; what is 
to be done for thee? wouldest thou 
be spoken for to the king, or to the 
captain of the host / And she answered, 

1 dwell among mine own people. 

14 And he said , What then is to be 
done for her / And Gehazi answered, 

\ erily she hath no child, and her hus- 
band is old. 

15 And he said, Call her. And when 
he had called her, she stood in the 
door. 

Hi And he said, About this season, 
according to the time of* life, thou shait 
embrace a son. And she said, Nay, 
iny lord, thou man of God, do not lie 
unto thine handmaid. 

17 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son at that season that Elisha 
had said unto her, according to the 
tune of life. 

.Ib 5 And when the child was grown, 
it fell on a day, that he went out to 
his father to the reapers. 

If) And he said unto his father , My 
head, my head. And. he said to a lad, 
Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, and 
brought him to his mother, he sat on 
her knees till noon, and then died. 
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21 And she went up , and laid him 
on the bed of the man of God, and 
shut the door upon him, and went out 

22 And she called unto her husband, 
and said, Send me, I pray thee, one or 
the young men, and one of the asses, 
that I may run to the man of God, 
and coine again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt thou 
go to him to day? it is neither new 
moon, nor sabbath. And she said, It 
shall be well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and said 
to her servant, Drive, and go forward: 
slack not thy riding for me, except 1 
bid thee. 

25 So 'she went and came unto the 
man of God to mount Carmel And it 
came to pass, when the man of God 
saw her afar off, that he said to Gehazi 
his servant, Behold, yonder is that 
Shunammite: 

20 Hun now, I pray thee, to meet her. 
and say unto her, Is it well with thee? 
is it well with thy husband? is it well 
witli the child? And she answered, It 
is well. 

27 And when she came to the man 
of God to the hill, she caught him by 
the feet: but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of God 
said. Let her alone: for her soul is vexed 
within her: and the Loan hath hid it 
from me, and hath not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did I desire a son 
of my lord? did I not say, Do not de- 
ceive me? 

2b Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up 
thy loins, and take my stall’ in thine 
hand, and go thy way: if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again: and 
lay my staff upon the lace of the child. 

30 And the mother of the child said. 
As the Loud liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 

31 Ami Gehazi passed on before them, 
and laid the stall’ upon the face of the 
child; but there was neither voice, nor 
hearing. Wherefore he went again to 
meet him, and told him, saying, The 
child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and shut the 
door upon them twain, and prayed 
unto the Lord. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eves, 
and his hands upon his hands: and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and 
the flesh of the child waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned, and walked in 
the house to and fro; ami Went up. 
and stretched himself upon him: ana 
the child sneezed seven times, and the 
child opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and said. 
Call this Shunaiumite, So he called 
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her. And when she was come in unto 
him, he said, Take up thy sen. 

37 Then Bhe went in, and fell at his 
feet, and bowed herself to the ground, 
and took up her son, and went out 

38 J And Elisha came again to Gil- 
gal: and there was a dearth in the 
land; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him: and lie said 
unto his servant, Set on the great pot, 
and seethe pottage for the sons of the 
prophets. 

3U And one went out into tho held 
to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, 
and gathered thereof wild gourds his 
lap full, and came and shred them into 
the pot of pottage: for they knew 
them not 

40 So they poured out for the men to 
cat. And it came to pass, as they were 
eating of the pottage, that they cried 
out, and said, () thou man of God, there 
is death in the pot. And they could 
not eat thereof ’. 

41 Rut he said, Then bring meal. And 
he cas£ it into the pot; and he said, 
Pour out for the people, that they may 
eat And there avus no harm in the pot 

42 t And there came a man from 
Iiaal-shalisha, and brought the man of 
God bread of the lirstfruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full cars of corn 
in the husk thereof. And he said, Give ■ 
unto the people, that they may cat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, should 
I set this before an hundred menV lie 
said again, Give the people that they 
mav eat: for thus saith the Loud, They 
shall eat, and shall leave thereof. 

44 So he set it before them, and they 
did eat, and left thereof , according to 
the word of the Loro. 


CHAPTER V. 

N OW Naaman, captain of the host 
of the king of Syria , was a great 
man with his master, and honourable, 
because by him the Lord had given 
deliverance unto Syria: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, but he was a 
leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away cap- 
tive out of the land of Israel a little 
maid; and she Availed on Naaman’s 
Avife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were Avith the 
prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one Avent in, and told his lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the maid 
that is of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, 
go, and I will send a letter unto the 
king of Israel. And he departed, and 
took with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and 
ten changes ol raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying, Now when this 
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letter ia come unto thee, behold, I havo 
therewith sent Naaman my servant to 
thee, that thou mayest recover him of 
his leprosy, 

7 And it came to pass, when the king 
of Israel had read the letter, that he 
rent his clothes, and said , Am I God, 
to kill and to make alive, that this 
man doth send unto me to recover a 
man of his leprosy? wherefore con- 
sider, I pray you , and see how he 
seeketli a quarrel against me. 

8 U And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the king, saying, Wherefore 
hast thou rent thy clothes? let him 
come now to me , and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisha. 

* 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou slmlt be clean. 

11 But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, 1 thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the Loan his 
God, and strike his hand over the 
place, and recover the leper. 

12 Are not A buna and Bharpar, rivers 
of Damascus, better than all the wa- 
ters of Israel? may 1 not wash in 

them, and be clean r So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

lfl And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, My hither, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some 
great tiling, wouldest thou not have 
done it? how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee, Wash, and be clean? 
1 1 Then went he doAvn , and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, accord- 
ing to the saying of the man of God: 
and his flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

lf> H Ami he returned to the man of 
God, lie and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him: and he 
said, Behold, now I know that there is 
no God in all the eartli, but in Israel: 
now therefore, I pray thee, take a 
blessing of thy servant 
lb But he said, Av the Loan livetli, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said, Shall there not 

then, I pray thee, be given to thy ser- 
vant two mules’ burden of earth? for 
thy servant will henceforth offer nei- 
ther burnt offering nor sacrifice unto 
other gods, but unto the Lord. 

18 In this thing the Loan pardon thy 
servant, that when my master goeth 
into the house of Kimmon to worship 
there, and he leaneth on my hand, and 
I bow myself in the house of Kimmon: 
when I bow ddwn myself in the house 
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of Rimmon, tlie Lord pardon thy ser- 
vant in this thing, 

19 And ho said unto him, Go in 

{ >eace. So he departed from him a 
ittle way. 

20 1 But Gehazi , the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Behold, 
my master hath spared Naanian this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought: but, as the 
Lord liveth, I will run after him, and 
tako somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naanian. 
And when Naanian saw him running 
after him, he lighted down from the 
chariot to meet him, and said, Is all 
well? 

22 And he said, All is well. My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even 
now there be come to me from mount 
Ephraim two young men of the sons 
of the prophets: give them, 1 pray thee, 
a tdlent of silver, and two changes of 
garments. 

23 And Naanian said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his servants; 
and they bare them before him. 

24. And when he came to Lite tower, 
he took them from their hand, and lie- 
stowed them in the house: and In* let 
the men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood before, 
his master. And Elisha said unto him, 
Whence earnest thou, Gehazi? And he 
said, Thy servant went no whither. 

20 And he said unto him, Went not 
mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee? Is it a time to receive money, 
and to receive garments, and olive- 
yards, and vineyards, and sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and maid- 
servants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naainan 
shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy 
seed for ever. And he went out from 
his presence a leper as white as snow. 


CHAPTER VI. 

A N D the sons of the prophets said 
unto Elisha, Behold now, the place 
where we dwell with thee is too strait 
for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jor- 
dan , and take thence every man a 
beam, and let us make us a p)a«*e there, 
where we may dwell. And lie answered, 
Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. And 
he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, the 
ax head fell into the water: and he 
cried, and said, Alas, master! for it 
was borrowed.

Where 
fell it? And he shewed him the place. 
And he cut down a stick, and cast it 
in thither; and the iron did swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take it up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it 

8 J Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying, In such and such 
a place shall he my camp. 

I) And the man of God sent unto the 
king of Israel, saying, Beware that 
thou pass not such a place; for thither 
the Syrians are come down. 

10 And the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God told him 
and warned him of, and saved himself 
there, not once nor twice. 

1 1 Therefore the heart of the king of 
Syria was sore troubled for this thing; 
and he called his servants, and said unto 
them, Will ye not shew me which of 
us is for the king of Israel? 

12 And one of his servants said, None, 
my lord, O king: but Elisha, the prophet 
that is ill Israel, tellcth the king of Is- 
rael the words that thou speakest in 
thy bedchamber. 

II) t And he said, Go and spy where 
he is, that T may wend and feteh him. 
And it was told him, saying,. Behold, 
he is in Dothan. 

Id Therefore sent he thither horses, 
and chariots, and a great host: and 
they came by night, and compassed 
the city about. 

15 And when the servant of the man 
of God was risen early, and gone forth, 
behold, an host compassed the city both 
with horses and chariots. And his ser- 
vant said unto him, Alas, my master! 
how shall we do? 

1G And he answered, Fear not: for 
they that he. with us are more than 
they that he with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, Lord, 
I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may 
see. And the Lord opened the eyes of 
the young man; and he saw: and, be- 
hold, the mountain was full of horses 
and chariots of lire round about Elisha. 

18 And when they came down to him, 
Elisha prayed unto the Loan, and said, 
Smite this people, 1 pray thee, with blind- 
ness. Ami he smote them with blindness 
according to the word of Elisha. 

ID H And Elisha said unto them, This 
is not the way, neither is this the city : 
follow me, and 1 will bring you to the 
man whom ye seek. But lie led them 
to Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said, Lord, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see. And the Loro 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, they were in the midst of Sa- 
maria. 
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21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, when he saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them t shall I smite them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt not 
smite them: wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with thy 
sword and with thy bow ? set bread and 
water before them, that they may eat 
and drink, and go to their master. 

23 And he prepared great provision 
for them: and when thoy had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. So the bands 
of Syria came no more into the land 
of Israel. 

24. If And it came to pass after this, 
that Ben-hadad king of Syria gathered 
all his host, and went up, and besieged 
Samaria. 

25 And there was a great famine in 
Samaria: and, behold, they besieged it, 
until an ass’s head was sold for fourscore 
pieces of silver, and the fourth part of 
a cab of dove’s dung for tive pieces of 
silver. 

26 And as the king of Israel was 
passing by upon the wall, there cried 
a woman unto him, saying, Help, my 
lord, O king. 

27 And he said, If the Loan do not 
help thee, whence shall I help thee? 
out of the barndoor, or out of the 
winepress? 

28 And the. king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, This 
woman said unto me, Give thy son, 
that we may eat him to day, and we 
will eat my son to morrow. 

20 So we boiled my son, and did eat 
him: and 1 said unto her on the next 
day, Give thy son, that we may eat 
him: and she hath hid her son. 

30 f And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes; and he passed 
by upon the wall, and the ncople looked, 
and, behold, he had sackcloth within 
upon his flesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so and 
more also to me, if the head of Elisha 
the son of Shaphat shall stand on him 
this day. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him ; and the king 
sent a man from before him: but ere 
the messenger came to him, he said 
to the elders, See ye how this son of a 
murderer hath sent to take away mine 
head? look, when the messenger cometh, 
shut the door, and hold him fast at the 
door : is not the sound of his master’s 
foot behind him? 

33 And while he yet talked with them, 
behold, the messenger came down unto 
him: and he said, Behold, this evil is 
of tho Lord; what should I wait for 
the Loro any longer? 
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CHAPTER VIL 

rpHEN Elisha said, Hear ye the word 
J. of the Lord; Thus saith the Loan, 
To morrow about this time shall a 
measure of line flour Ik sold for a 
shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, in tho gate of Samaria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the king 
leaned answered the man of God, and 
said, Behold, if the Lord would make 
windows in heaven, might this thing 
be? And he said, Behold, thou shall 
see it with thine eyes, but shalt not 
eat thereof. 

fl h And there were four leprous men 
at the entering in of the gate: and they 
said one to another, Why sit we here 
until we die? 

4 If we say, We will enter into the 
city, then the famine is in the city, 
and we shall die there: and if wo sit 
still here, we die also. Now therefore 
come, and let us fall unto the host of 
the Syrians: if they save us alive, we 
shall live ; and if they kill us, we shall 
but die. 

5 And they rose up in the twilight, to 
go unto tho camp of the Syrians: and 
when they were come to the uttermost 
part of the camp of Syria, behold, there 
was no man there. 

G For the Lord had made the host of 
the Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, 
and a noise of horses, even the noise 
of a great host: and they said one to 
another, Lo , the kin^ of Israel hath 
hired against us tho kings of the Hit- 
tites, and the kings of the Egyptians, 
to come upon us. 

7 Wherefore they arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the 
camp as it wins, and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came to the 
uttermost part of the camp, they went 
into one tent, and did eat and drink, 
and carried thence silver, and gold, and 
raiment, and went and hid it; and came 
again, and entered into another tent, 
and carried thence also, and went and 
hid it. 

b Then they said one to another, Wc 
do not well: this day is a day of good 
tidings, and we hold our peace: if we 
tarry till the morning light, some 
mischief will come upon us: now there- 
fore come, that we may go and tell the 
king’s household. 

10 So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city: and they told them, 
saying, Wc came to the camp of the 
Syrians, and, behold, there was no man 
there, neither voice of man, but horses 
tied, and asses tiod, and the tents as 
they were. 
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11 And he called the' porters; and they 
told it to the king’s house within. 

12 f And the king arose in the night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
shew you what the Syrians have done 
to us. They know that we be hungry; 
therefore are they gone out of the camp 
to hide themselves in the held, saying, 
When they come out of the city, we 
shall catch them alive, and get into 
the city. 

13 And one of his servants answered 
and said, Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain , which 
are left in the city, (behold, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it: behold, I say , they are even 
as all the multitude of the Israelites 
that are consumed:) and let us send 
and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses; and the king sent after the host 
of the Syrians, saying, Go and see. 

15 And they went after them unto 
Jordan: and, lo. all the way was full 
of garments and vessels, which the 
Syrians had cast away in their haste. 
And the messengers returned, and told 
the king. 

1G And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syrians. So 
a measure of fine Hour was sold for a 
shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, according to the word of 
the Lord. 

17 T And the king appointed the lord 
on whose hand he leaned to have the 
charge ol‘ the gate: and the people 
trode upon him in the gate, and he 
died, as the man of God had said, who 
spake when the king came down to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the man of 
God had spoken to the king, saying, 
Two measures of barley for a shekel, 
and a measure of fine Hour for a shekel, 
shall be to morrow about this time in 
the gate of Samaria: 

19 And that lord answered the man 
of God. and said, Now, behold, if the 
Lord should make window s in heaven, 
might such a thing beV And he said, 
Behold, thou shalt see it with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him: for 
the people trode upon him in the gate, 
and he died. 


CHAPTER VIU. 

f pHEN spake Elisha unto the woman, 
A whose son lie had restored to life, 
saying, Arise, and go thou and thine 
household, and sojourn wheresoever 
thou canst sojourn: for the Lord hath 
called for a famine ; and it shall also 
come upon the land seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did after 
the saying of the man of God: and she 
went with her household, and sojourned 
in the land of the Philistines seven 
years. 
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B And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines : and 
she went forth to cry unto the king 
for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, saying, 
Tell me, I pray thee, all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

f> And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman; whose son he had restored to 
life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Geliazi said, 
My lord, O king, this is the woman, 
and this if her son, whom Elisha re- 
stored to life. 

G And when the king asked the wo- 
man, she told him. So the king ap- 
pointed unto her a certain officer, say- 
ing, Restore all that was lier’s, and all 
the fruits of the field since the day that 
she left the land, even until now. 

7 t And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria was 
sick; ami it was told him, saying, The 
man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Hazacl, 
Take a present in thine hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and enquire of 
the Lord by him, saying, Shall I re- 
cover of tins disease? 

9 So liazael went to meet him, and 
took a present with him, even of every 
good thing of Damascus, forty camels’ 
burden, and came and stood before 
him, and said, Thy son Ben-hadad king 
of Syria hath sent me to thee, saying, 
Shall I recover of this disease? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Go, say 
unto him, Thou mayest. certainly re- 
cover: howbeit the Loan hath shewed 
me that he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: and 
the man of God wept. 

12 Ami Hazael said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Because 
I know the evil that thou wilt do unto 
the children of Israel: their strong 
holds wilt thou set on tire, and their 
young men wilt thou slay with the 
sword, and w r ilt dash their children, 
and rip up their women witli child. 

13 And Hazacl said, But what, is thy 
.servant a dog, that he should do this 

f reat thing? And Elisha answered, The 
,ord hath shewed me that thou shalt 
be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him, 
What said Elisha to thee? And he 
answered, He told me that thou should- 
est surely recover. 
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15 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that he took a thick cloth, and dipped 
it in water, and spread it on his face, 
so that ho died: and llazael reigned 
in his stead. 

1G 1 And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jeho- 
shaphat being then king of Judah, Je- 
horam the son of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty 1 and two years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight, 
of the Lord. 

19 Yet the Lord would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, as 
he promised him to give him alway & 
light, and to his children. 

20 f In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and made a 
king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with him: and lie rose 
by night, and smote the Edomites 
which compassed him about, and the 
captains of the chariots: and the peo- 
ple lied into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under the 
hand of Judah unto this day. Then 
Libnah revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Joram, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the hook of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

24 And Joram slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 H In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel did 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reign. 

2G Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Athaliah, the 
daughter of Omri king of Israel 

27 And he walked in the way of the 
house of Ahab, and did evil in the 
sight of the Lord, as did the house of 
Ahab: for he was the son in law of 
the house of Ahab. 

28 1 And he went with Joram the* 
son of Ahab to the war against llazael 
king of Syria in liamoth-gilend; ami 
the Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And king Joram went back to he 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds which 
the Syrians had given him at Hamah, 
when he fought against llazael king 
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of Syria. And Aliaziah the $011 of Je- 
horam kin^c of Judah went down to 
see Jorum the son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 


CHAPTER IX. 

A N D Elisha the prophet called one 
of the children of the prophets, 
and said unto him, Gird up tny loins, 
and take this box of oil in thine hand, 
and go to Ramoth-gilead: 

2 And when thou comest thither, 
look out there Jehu the son of Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Niinshi, and go in, 
and make him arise up from among 
his brethren, and carry him to an inner 
chamber; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and pour 
it on his head, and say, Thus saith the 
Loan, I have anointed thee king over 
Israel. Then open the door, and flee, 
and tarry not 

4 If So the young man, even the young 
man the prophet, went to Ramoth- 
gilcad. 

T> And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were, sitting; and 
lie said, I have an errand to thee, () 
captain. And Jehu said, Unto which 
of all usV And he said, To thee, O 
captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, I have anointed 
thee king over the people of the Lord, 
even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house of 
Aliah thy master, that I may avenge 
the blood of my servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 
the Lord, at the hand of Jezebel. 

X For the whole bouse of Almb shall 
perish: and I will cut oft’ from Ahab 
him that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel: 
5) And I wull make the house of Ahab 
like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baaslia 
the son of Ahijah: 

*10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel in 
the portion of Jezrecl, and there shall 
he none to bury her. And he opened 
the door, and fled. 

11 If Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and owe said unto 
him, Is all well? wherefore came this 
mad fellow to thee V And he said unto 
them, Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. 

12 And they said. It is false; tell us 
jiow. And he said, Thus and thus spake 
he to me, saying, Thus saith the Lord, 
I have anointed thee king over Israel 
13 Then they hasted, and took every 
man his garment, and put it under 
him on the top of the stairs, and blew 
with trumpets, saying, Jehu is king. 

14 So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat 
the son of Nimshi conspired against 
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Joram. I Now Joram had kept Hamoth- 

S ’iead. he and all Israel, because of 
azael king of Syria. 

15 But king Joram was returned to be 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds which 
the Syrians had given him when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria, ) And 
Jehu said, If it be your minds, then 
let none go forth nor escape out of the 
city to go to tell it in Jezreel. 

10 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah was come 
down to see Joram. 

17 And there stood a watchman on 
the tower in Jezreel, and he spied the 
company of Jehu as he came, and said, 
I see a company. And Joram said, Take 
an horseman, and send to meet them, 
and let him say, Is it peace V 

18 So there went one on horseback 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith the 
king, Is it peace? And Jehu said, VVliat 
hast thou to do with peace? turn thee 
behind me. And the watchman told, 
saying, The messenger came to them, 
but he eometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, which came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the king, Is it peace? 
And Jehu answered, Whut hast thou 
to do with peace? turn thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying, 
He came even unto them, and eometh 
not again: and the driving is like the 
driving of Jehu the son ofNimshi; for 
he drivoth furiously. 

21 And Joram said, Make ready. And 
his chariot was made ready. And Joram 
king of Israel and Ahaziah king of Ju- 
dah went out, each in his chariot, and 
they went out against Jehu, and met 
him in the portion of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite. 

22 And it came to pass, when Joram 
saw Jehu, that lie said, Js it, peace, 
Jehu? And he answered, What pence, 
so long as the whoredoms of thy mother 
Jezebel and her witchcrafts are so 
rtiany? 

211 And Joram turned his hands, and 
tied, and said to Ahaziah, There is 
treachery, O Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jchoram be- 
tween his arms, and the arrow went 
out at his heart, and he sunk down in 
his chariot. 

25 Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
captain, Take up, and cast him in the 
portion of the field of Naboth the 
Jezreelite: for remember how that, 
when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Bonn laid this 
burden upon him; 

$ Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Naboth, and the blood of bis 
sons, saith the Lord; and I will requite 
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thee in this plat, saith the Low. Now 
therefore take and cast him into the 
plat of ground , according to the word 
of the Lobd. 

27 T But when Ahaziah the king of 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house. And Jehu followed 
after him, and said, Smite him also in 
the chariot And they did so at the going 
up to Gur, which is bv Ibleam. Ana 
he fled to Megiddo, and died there. 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him 
in his sepulchre with his fathers in the 
city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Joram 
the son of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign 
over Judah. 

30 t And when Jehu was come to 
Jezrcel, Jezebel heard of it; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered in at the gate, 
she said, Had Zimri peace, who slew 
his master V 

32 And lie lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who is on my side? 
who? And there looked out to him 
two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down. So 
they threw her down: and some of her 
blood was sprinkled on the wall, and 
on the horses: and he trode her under 
foot. 

34 And when he was come in, he did 
cat and drink, and said, Go, see now 
this cursed woman, and bury her: for 
she is a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: but 
they found no more of her than the 
scull, and the feet, and the palms of 
her hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, and 
told him. And he said, This is the word 
of the Lord, which he spake by his 
servant Elijah the Tishbite, saying, I 11 
the uortion of Jezreel shall dogs eat 
the flesh of Jezebel: 

37 And the carcase of Jezebel shall 
be as dung upon the face of the field 
in the portion of Jezreel; so that they 
shall not say, This is Jezebel. 


CHAPTER X. 

A N I) Ahab had seventy sons in Sa- 
maria. And Jehu wrote letters, and 
sent to Satnaria, unto the rulers of 
Jezreel, to the elders, and to them that 
brought up Ahab’s children , saying, 

2 Now as soon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master's sons are 
with you, and there are with you cha- 
riots and horses, a fenced city also, 
and armour; 

3 Look even out the best and meet- 
est. of your master’s sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne , and fight for 
your master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
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and said, Behold, two kings stood not 
before him: how then shall we stand? 

5 And he that vxis over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringers up of 
the children, sent to Jehu, saying, We 
are thy servants, and will do all that 
thou slialt bid us; we will not make 
any king: do thou that which is good 
in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and come to me to Jez- 
reel by to morrow this time. Now the 
king’s sons, being seventy persons, wei'e 
with the great men of the city, which 
brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the let- 
ter came to them , that they took the 
king’s sons, and slew seventy persons, 
and put their heads in baskets, and 
sent him them to Jezreel. 

H ! And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying, They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sous. And he 
said, Lay ye them in two heaps at 
the entering in of the gate until the 
morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people. Ye he righteous: 
behold, I conspired against my master, 
and slew him: but who slew all these? 

10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the word of 
the Lorij, which the Loan spake con- 
cerning the house of Ahab: for the 
Lord hath done that which he spake 
by his servant Elijah. 

11 So Jehu slew all that remained of 
the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and all 
his great men, and his kinsfolks, and 
his priests, until he left him none re- 
maining. 

12 H And he arose and departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as he was at 
the shearing house in the way, 

18 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, Who 
are ye? And they answered, We are 
the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go 
down to salute the children of the king 
and the children of the queen. 

14 And he said, Take them alive. 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at the pit of the shearing house, 
eren two and forty men; neither left 
he any of them. 

15 t And when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
son of Keeliab coming to meet him: 
and he saluted him, and said to him, 
Is thine heart right, as my heart is 
with thy heart? And Jehonadab an- 
swered, It is. If it be, give me thine 
hand. And he gave him Lis hand; and 
he took him up to him into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the Lord. So they 
made him ride in his chariot 

17 And when he came to Samaria, 
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he Alew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed him, 
according to the saying of the Loan, 
which he spake to hlij&h. 

18 1 And .lehu gathered all the peo- 
ple together, and said unto them, Ahab 
served Baal a little; but Jehu shall 
serve him much. 

11) Now therefore call unto me all the 
prophets of Baal, all his servants , and 
all his priests; let none be wanting: 
for I have a great sacrifice to do to 
Baal; whosoever shall be wanting, he 
shall not live. But Jehu did in sub- 
tilty, to the intent that he might de- 
stroy the worshippers of Baal. 

20 And Jehu said, Proclaim a solemn 
assembly for Baal. And they proclaim- 
ed it. 

21 And Jehu sent through all Israel: 
and all the worshippers of Baal came, 
so that there was not a man left that 
came not. And they came into the 
house of Baal: and the house of Baal 
was full from one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 

23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab 
the son of Kechab, into the house of 
Baal, and said unto the worshippers of 
Baal, Search, and look that there be 
here with you none of the servants of 
the Loan, but the worshippers of Baal 
only. 

21 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings , .Jehu 
appointed fourscore men without, and 
said, If any of the men whom I have 
brought into your hands escape, he that 
letteth him go, his life shall be for the 
life of him. 

2f> And it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that .lehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, do in, and 
slay them; let none come forth. And 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword; and the guard and the captains 
cast them out, and went to the city of 
the house of Baal. 

2G And they brought forth the images 
out of the house of Baal, and burned 
them. 

2/ And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house of 
Baal, and made it a draught house 
unto this day. 

28 Tims Jehu destroyed Baal out of 
Israel. 

25) t Howbeit from the sins of Jero- 
boam the son 'of Nebat., who made Is- 
rael to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after them, to wit, the golden calves 
that were in Beth-el, and that were in 
Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executing 
that which is right in mine eyes, and 
hast done unto the house of Ahab ac- 
cording to all that was in mine heart, 
thy children of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel. 

31 But Jehu took no heed to walk in 
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the law of the Lord God of Israel with 
all hie heart: for he departed not from 
the sins of Jeroboam, which made Is- 
rael to sin. 

82 f In those days the Lord began 
to cut Israel short: and Hazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 

38 From Jordan eastward, all the land 
of Gilead, the Gadites, and the Reuben- 
ites, and the Manassites, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, even 
Gilead and Bashan. 

84 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, 
and all that he did, and all his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

35 And Jehu slept with his fathers: 
and they buried him in Samaria. And 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. 

36 And the time that Jehu reigned 
over Israel in Samaria was twenty and 
eight years. 


CHAPTER XI. 

A ND when Athaliah the mother of 
Aliaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
seed royaL 

2 But Jehosheba, the daughter of king 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took Joash 
the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from 
among the king’s sons which were slain ; 
and they hid him. even him and his 
nurse, in the bedchamber from Atha- 
liah, so that he was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the Lord six yearH. And 
Athaliah did reign over the land. 

4 If And the seventh year Jehoiada 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun- 
dreds. with the captains and the guard, 
and brought them to him into the 
house of the Loro, and made a cove- 
nant with them, and took an oath of 
them in the house of the Lord, and 
shewed them the king’s son. 

5 And he commanded them, saying, 
This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you that enter in on the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the king’s house; 

6 And a third part shall he at the 
gate of Sur; and a third part at the 
gate behind the guard: so shall ye 
keep the watch of the house, that it 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 
Lord about the king. 

8 And ye shall compass the king round 
about, every man with his weapons in 
his hand: and he that cometh within 
the ranges, let him be slain: and be ye 
with the king as he goeth out and as 
he cometh in. 

9 And the captains over the hundreds 
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did according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest commanded: and they took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that 
should $o out on the sabbath, and came 
to Jehoiada the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hundreds 
did the priest give king David’s spears 
and shields, that were in the temple of 
the Lord. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right corner 
of the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along by the altar and the temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him, and 
gave him the testimony; and they made 
him king, and anointed him; and they 
clapped tneir hands, and said, God save 
the king. 

IB ! And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, 
she came to the people into the temple 
of the Lord. 

14 And when she looked, behold, the 
king stood by a pillar, as the manner 
was, and the princes and the trum- 
peters by the king, and all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and blew with trum- 
pets: and Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
cried, Treason, Treason. 

15 But Jehoiada the priest commanded 
the captains of the hundreds, the offi- 
cers of the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth without the ranges: 
and him that followeth her kill with 
the sword. For the priest had said, 
Let her not be slain in the house of 
the Lord. 

Ifi And they laid hands on her; and 
she went by the way by the which the 
horses came into the king’s house: and 
there was she slain. 

17 ^ And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between the Lord and the king and 
the people, that they should be the 
Lord’s people; between the king also 
and the people. 

18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house of Baal, and brake 
it down; his altars and his images 
brake they in pieces thoroughly, and 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 
the altars. And the priest appointed 
officers over the house of the Lord. 

Ji) And he took the rulers over hun- 
dreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land; ana 
they brought down the king from the 
house of the Lord, and came by the 
way of the gate of the guard to thqf 
king’s house. And he sat on the throne 
of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: 
and they slew Athaliah with the sword 
beside the king’s house. 
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21 Seven years old was Jehoash when 
lie began to reign. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I N the seventh year of Jehu Jehoash 
began to reign ; and forty years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And his mo- 
ther’s name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Jehoash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Loan all his 
days wherein Jehoiada the priest in- 
structed him. 

3 But the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

4 5 And Jehoash said to the priests. 
All the money of the dedicated things 
that is brought into the house of the 
Lord , even the money of every one 
that passeth the account, the money 
that every man is set at, and all the 
money that eometh into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of the 
Lord, 

5 Let the priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance: and 
let them repair the breaches of the 
house , wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. 

(i But it was so, that in the three and 
twentieth year of king Jehoash the 
priests had not repaired the breaches 
of the house. 

7 Then king Jehoash called for Je- 
hoiada the priest, and the at Iter priests, 
and said unto them, Why repair ye 
not the breaches of the house? now 
therefore receive no more money of 
your acquaintance, hut deliver it for 
the breaches of the house. 

K And the priests consented to receive 
no more money of the people, neither 
to repair the breaches of the house. 

It But Jehoiada the priest took a chest, 
and bored a hole in the lid of it, and 
set it beside the altar, on the right 
side as one eometh into the house of 
the Lord: and the priests that kept 
the door put therein all the money 
that was brought into the house of the 
Lord. 

10 And it was so, when they saw 
that there was much money in the 
chest, that the king’s scribe and the 
high priest came up, and they put up 
in bags, and told the money that was 
found in the house of the Lord. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into the. bunds of them that did 
the work, that had the oversight of 
the house of the Lord: and they laid 
it out to the carpenters and builders, 
that wrought upon the house of the 
Lord, 

12 And to masons, ami hewers of 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
stone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the Lord, and for all that 
was laid out for the house to repair it. 
13 Howbeit. there were not made for 
the house of the Lord bowls of silver, 
snuffers, basons, trumpets, any vessels 
of gold, or vessels of silver, of the 
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money that was brought into the house 
of the Loro : 

14. Hut they gave that to the work- 
men, and repaired therewith the house 
of the Lord. 

15 Moreover thev reckoned not with 
the men. into whose hand they de- 
livered tlie money to be bestowed ou 
workmen: for they dealt faithfully. 

1G The trespass money and sin money 
was not brought into the house of the 
Lord: it was the priests’. 

17 H Then Hazael king of Syria went 
up, and fought against Gath, and took 
it: and Hazael set his face to go up 
to Jerusalem. 

18 And Jehoash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jehosha- 
phat, and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedicated, 
and his own hallowed things, and all 
the gold that, was found in the treasures 
of tlie house of the Loud, and in the 
kings house, and sent it to liazael 
king of Syria: and he went away from 
Jerusalem. 

PJ t And the rest of the acts of 
Joash, and all that he did, ore thev not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah V 

20 And his servants arose, and made 
a conspiracy, and slew Joash in the 
house of Millo, which goeth down to 
Siila. 

21 For Jozachar the. son of Shimeath, 
and Jehozabad the son of Shomer, his 
servants, smote him, and he died; and 
they buried him with his fathers in the 
city ol Ihivid: and Amaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

I N the three and twentieth year of 
Joash the son of Ahaziah king of 
Judah Jehoahaz the son of Jehu be- 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loud, and followed the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 
which made Israel to sin; lie departed 
not therefrom. 

J If And the anger of the Loud was 
kindled against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the baud of Hazael king of 
Syria, and into the hand of Hen-hadad 
tlie son of Hazael, all their days. 

1 And Jehoahaz besought the Lord, 
and the Loro hearkened unto him: for 
he saw the oppression of Israel, because 
the king of Syria oppressed them. 

5 (And the Loud gave Israel a saviour, 
so that they went out from under the 
hand of the Svrians: and the children 
of Israel dwelt in their tents, as be- 
foretime. 

G Nevertheless they departed not from 
the sins of the house of Jeroboam, who 
made Israel sin, but walked therein: 
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and there remained the grove also in 
Samaria.) 

7 Neither did he leave of the people 
to Jehoahaz but fifty horsemen, and 
ten chariots, and ten thousand footmen ; 
for the king of Syria had destroyed 
them, and had made them like the 
dust by threshing. 

8 5 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoahaz, and all that he did, and his 
might , are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

9 And Jehoahaz slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in Samaria: and 
Joash his son reigned in his stead. 

10 h In the thirty and seventh year 
of Joash king of Judah began Jehoash 
the son of Jehoahaz to reign over Is- 
rael in Samaria, and reigned sixteen 
years. 

11 And he did that ichich was evil 
ill the sight of the Loan : he departed 
not from all the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel sin: 
but he walked therein. 

12 And the rest of the acts of Joash, 
and all that he did, and his might 
wherewith he fought against Amnziah 
king of Judah, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

13 And Joash slept with his fathers; 
and Jeroboam sat upon his throne: and 
Joash was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel. 

14 If Now Elisha was fallen sick of his 
sickness whereof he died. And Joash 
the king of Israel came down unto 
him, and wept over his face, and said. 
() my father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 

lb And Elisha said unto him , Take 
bow and arrows. And he took unto 
him bow and arrows. 

U) And he said to the king of Israel, 
]*ut thine hand upon the bow. And he 

1 >ut his hand upon it: and Elisha put 
iis hands upon the king’s hands. 

17 And he said, Open the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then 
Elisha said. Shoot. And he shot. And 
he said, The arrow of the Lord’s de- 
liverance, and the arrow of deliverance 
from Syria: for thou shalt smito the 
Syrians in Aphek, till thou have con- 
sumed them. 

18 And he said, Take the arrows. And 
he took them. And he said unto Hit* 
king of Israel, Smite upon the ground. 
And he smote thrice, and stayed. 

19 And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou shouldest 
have smitten five or six times; then 
hadst thou smitten Syria till thou hadst 
consumed it: whereas now thou shalt 
smite Syria but thrice. 

20 J And Elisha died, and they buried 
him. And the bands ol‘ the Moabites 
invaded the land at the coming in of 
the year. 
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21 And it came to pass, as they were 
burying a man, that, behold, they spied 
a band of men: and they cast the man 
into the sepulchre of Elisha : and when 
the man was let down, and touched 
the bones of Elisha, he revived, and 
stood up on his feet 


22 ! But Ilazael king of Syria op- 
pressed Israel all the days of Jehoahaz. 

23 And the Lord was gracious unto 
them, and had compassion on then}, 
and had respect unto them, because 
of his covenant with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, and would not destroy them, 
neither cast he them from his presence 
as yet. 

24 So Hazael king of Syria died; and 
Ben-hadad his son reigned in his stead. 

25 And Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz 
took again out of the hand of Ben-hadad 
the son of Iiazael the cities, which he 
had taken out of the hand of Jehoahaz 
his father by war. Three timos did Joash 
beat him, and recovered the cities of 
Israel. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

I N the second year of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned 
Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah. 
2 He was twenty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jehoaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

8 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord , yet not like 
David his father: he did according to 
all things as Joash his father did. 

4 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away: as yet the people did 
sacrifice and burnt incense on the 
high places. 

5 f And it came to pass, as soon as 
the kingdom was confirmed in his hand, 
that he slew his servants which had 
slain the king his father. 

<» But the children of the murderers 
he slew not: according unto that which 
is written in the book of tbe law of 
Moses, wherein the Lord commanded, 
saying, The fathers shall not be nut 
to death for the children, nor the cnil- 
dren he put to death for the fathers; 
hut every man shall be put to de-ilh 
for his own sin. 

7 He slew of Edom in the valley of 
salt ten thousand, and took Selah by 
war, and called the name of it Jokthecl 
unto this day. 

8 f Then Amaziah sent messengers 
to Jehoash, the sou of Jehoahaz sou of 
Jehu, king of Israel, saying, Come, let 
us look one another in the face. 

1) And Jehoash the king of Isvael sent 
to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that was in Lebanon, saying. Give 
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thy daughter to my son to wife: and 
there passed by a wild beast that iocls 
in Lebanon, and trode down the thistle. 

10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and thine heart hath lifted thee up: 
glory of thi* t and tarry at home: for 
why shouldest thou meddle to thy hurt, 
that thou shouldest fall, even thou, and 
Judah with tlieeV 

1 1 But Amaziah would not hear. There- 
fore Jehoash king of Israel went up; 
and he and Amaziuk king of Judah 
looked one another in the face at Both' 
shemesh, which belongeth to Judah. 

1*2 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel ; and they lied every man 
to their tents. 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah , at lleth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of Ephraim unto the corner 
gate, four hundred cubits. 

14 And he took all the gold and sil- 
ver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of the Lord, and in the 
treasures of the king’s house, and host- 
ages, and returned to Samaria. 

15 t Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoash which he did, and his might, and 
how he fought with Amaziah king of 
Juduh, ore they not written in the 
hook of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

Id And Jehoash slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel; and Jeroboam his soil 
reigned in his stead. 

17 ^ And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Is- 
rael tifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of Ama- 
ziah, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

10 Now they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem : and he fled to Laeh- 
ish ; hut they sent after him to Lachish, 
and slew him there. 

‘20 And they brought him oil horses: 
and he was buried at Jerusalem with 
his fathers in the city of David. 

21 1 And all the people of Judah took 
Azarial), which vms sixteen years old, 
and made him king instead of his fa- 
ther Amaziah. 

22 He built Elath, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

23 ^ In the fifteenth year of Amaziah 
the son of Joash king of Judah Jero- 
boam the son of Joash king of Israel

8 K In the thirty and eighth year of 
Azariah king of Judah did Zachariah 
the son of Jeroboam reign over Israel 
in Samaria six mouths. 
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9 And he did that tehick was evil ia 
the sight of the Lord, as his fathers 
had done: he departed not from the 
sins of Jeroboam tne son of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin. 

10 And Shallum the son of Jabesli 
conspired against him, and smote him 
befo^ the people, and slew him, and 
reigned in nis stead.

14 For Menahem the son of Gadi 
went up from 'lirzali, and came to Sa- 
maria, and smote Shallum the sou of 
Jabesh in Samaria, and slew him, and 
reigned in his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shal- 
lum, and his conspiracy which he made, 
'behold, they are written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

16 f Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and all that mere therein, and the coasts 
thereof from Tirzah : because they 
opened not to him , therefore he smote 
it; and all the women therein that 
were with child he ripped up. 

17 In the nine and thirtieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah began Mona- 
hem the son of Gadi to reign over Is- 
rael, and reigned ten years in Samaria. 

18 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord: he departed not 
all hia days from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel 
to sin. 

19 And Pul the king of Assyria came 
against the land: and Menahem gave 
Pul a thousand talents of silver, that 
his hand might be with him to con- 
firm the kingdom in his hand. 

20 And Menahem exacted the money 
of Israel, even, of all the mighty men 
of wealth, of each man fifty shekels of 
silver, to give to the king of Assyria. 
So the king of Assyria turned back, 
and stayed not there in the land.

2B T In the fiftieth year of Azariah 
king of Judah Pekahiah the son of 
Menahem began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned two years. 

24 And be did that which teas evil in 
the sight of the Lord: he departed not 
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from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

25 But Pekah the son of Remaliah, a 
captain of his , conspired against him, 
and smote him in Samaria, in the pa- 
lace of the king’s house, with Argob 
and Arieh, and with him fiftv men of 
the Gileadites: and he killed nim, and 
reigned in his room. 

26 And the reBt of the acts of Peka- 
hiah, and all that he did, behold , they 
are written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Israel. 

27 If In the two and tiftieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah Pekah the son 
of Remaliah began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned twenty years. 

28 And he did that which teas evil in 
the sight of the Loan : he departed not 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

29 In the davs of Pekah king of Is- 
rael came 'J iglath-pileser king of As- 
syria, and took Ijon, and Abel-beth- 
inaaehah, and Jnnoah, and Kedesh, 
and Razor, and Gilead, and Galilee, 
all the land of Naplitali, and carried 
them captive to Assyria. 

30 And Hoshea the son of Elah made 
a conspiracy against Pekah the son of 
Remaliah, and smote him, and slew 
him, and reigned in his stead, in the 
twentieth year of Jotham the son of 
Uzziah. 

31 And the rest of the acts of Pekah 
and all that he did, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel. 

32 If In the second year of Pekah the 
son of Remaliah king of Israel began 
Jotham the son of Uzziah king of Ju- 
dah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed sixteen years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Jerusha, the 
daughter of Zadok. 

84 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Loan: he did ac- 
cording to all that his father Uzziah 
had done. 

35 f Ilowbeit the high places were 
not removed: the ueople sacrificed and 
burned incense still in the high places. 
He built the higher gate of the house 
of the Loan. 

36 J Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
tham, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

37 In those davs the Loan began to 
send against Judah Rezin the king of 
Syria, and Pekah the son of Remafiah. 


nv 
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38 And Jotham slept with his fathers, 
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and was buried with his fathera in the 
city of David his father: and Ahaz his 
son reigned in his stead 


chapter XVI. 

I N the seventeenth year of Pekah 
the son of Remaliah Ahaz the son 
of Jotham king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 
lie began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem, and did not that 
which was right in the sight of the 
Loro hia God, like David his father. 

ft But he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, yea, and made his son 
to pass through the tire, according to 
the abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord cast out from before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

4 And he sacrificed and burnt, incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 t Then Rezin king of Syria and 
Pekah son of Remaliah king of Israel 
came up to Jerusalem to war: and 
they besieged Ahaz , but could not 
overcome him. 

0 At that time Re/.in king of Syria 
recovered Klath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from Eluth: and the Syrians 
came to Klath, and dwelt there unto 
this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tigluth- 
pileser king of Assyria, saying, I am 
thy servant and thy son: come up, and 
save me out of the hand of the king of 
Syria, and out of the hand of the king 
of Israel, which rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the 
Loan, and in the treasures of the king's 
house, and sent it for a present to the 
king of Assyria. 

9 And the king of Assyria hearkened 
unto him: for the king of Assyria went, 
up aguinst Damascus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive to Kir, 
and slew Rezin. 

10 ^ And king Ahaz went to Damas- 
cus to meet Tiglath-pileser king of As- 
syria, and saw an altar that was at 
Damascus: and king Ahaz sent to 
Urijah the priest the fashion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 
to all the workmanship thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built, an 
altar according to all that king Abaz 
had sent from Damascus: so Urijah 
the priest made it against king Ahaz 
came from Damascus. 

12 And when the king was come 
from Damascus, the king saw the altar: 
and the king approached to the altar, 
and offered thereon. 
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IB And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured his 
drink offering, and sprinkled the blood 
of his peace offerings, upon the altar. 

14 And he brought also the brasen 
altar, which was before the Loan, from 
the forefront of the house, front be- 
tween the altar and the house of the 
Loan, and put it on the north side of 
the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz commanded Urijah 
the priest, saying, Upon the great altar 
burn the morning burnt offering, and 
the evening meat offering, and the 
king’s burnt sacrifice, and his meat 
offering, with the burnt offering; of all 
the people of the land, and their meat 
offering, and their drink offerings; and 
sprinkle upon it all the blood of the 
burnt offering, and all the blood of the 
sacrifice: and the brasen altar shall be 
for me to enquire by. 

1G Thus did Urijah the priest, according 
to all that king Ahaz commanded. 

17 ^ And king Ahaz cut off the borders 
of the bases, and removed the laver 
from off them ; and took down the sea 
from off the brasen oxen that were 
under it, and put it upon a pavement 
of* stones. 

18 And the covert for the sabbath 
that they had built in the house, and 
the king’s entry without, turned he 
from the house of the Loan for the 
king of Assyria. 

11> U Now the rest of the acts of Ahaz 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah V 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Hezekiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

I N the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah began Hoshea the son of 
Elah to reign in Samaria over Israel 
nine years. 

2 And he did that which urns evil in 
the sight of the Loan, but not as the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

B 1 Against him came up Shalmaneser 
king of Assyria; and Hoshea became 
his servant, and gave him presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea: for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of 
Assyria, as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of Assyria shut him 
up, and bound him in prison. 

5 1 Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up 
to Samaria, and besieged it three years. 
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6 1 In the ninth year of Hoshea the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and 
placed them in Halah and in Habor by 
the river of Gozan, and in the cities of 
the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Loan their 
God, which had brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt, from under the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Loan cast out from 
before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, which they had made. 

9 And the children of Israel did se- 
cretly those things that were not right 
against the Lord their God, and they 
built them high places in all their cities, 
from the tower of the watchmen to the 
fenced city. 

10 And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree: 

11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Lord carried away before 
them; and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Lord to anger: 

12 For they served idols, whereof the 
Lord had said unto them, Ye shall not 
do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against Israel, 
and against Judah, by all the prophets, 
and by all the seers, saying, Turn ye 
from your evil wavs, and keep my 
commandments and my statutes, ac- 
cording to all the law which 1 com- 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to you by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did not 
believe in the Lord their God. 

If) And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that ho made with their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them ; and they followed 
vanity, and became vain, and went 
after the heathen that were round about 
them, concerning whom the Lord had 
charged them, that they should not 
do like them. 

1G And they left all the commandments 
of the Lord their God, and made them 
molten images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served Baal. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the fire, 
and used divination and enchantments, 
and sold themselves to do evil in the 
sight of the Lord , to provoke him to 
anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very' angry 
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with Israel, and removed them out of 
his sight: there was none left but the 
tribe of Jud^h only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the com- 
mandments of the Lord their God, but 
walked in the statutes of Israel which 
they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the seed 
of Israel, and afflicted them, .and de- 
livered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight 

21 For he rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat king: and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Lokd, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboam which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as lie had said by all 
his servants the prophets. So was Is- 
rael carried away out of their own 
land to Assyria unto this day. 

24 T And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon , and from Cuthah, 
and from Ava, and from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the 
children of Israel: and they possessed 
Samaria, and dwelt in the cities thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lord: therefore the Lord sent 
lions among them, which slew some of 
them. 

20 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man- 
ner of the God of the land : therefore 
he hath sent lions among them , and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the maimer of the God of 
the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thence ; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the man- 
ner of the God of the land. 

2iS Then one of the priests whom they 
had carried away from Samaria came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Samaritans had made, every nation in 
their cities wherein they dwelt 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Sueeoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak , # and the Sepliarvites burnt 
their children in fire to Adrammelech 
and Anammelech, the gods of Sephar- 
Vaim. 
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82 So they feared the Loro, and made 
unto themselv es of the lowest of them 
priests of the hi$h places, which sa- 
crificed for them in the houses of the 
high places. 

83 They feared the Loro, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of 
the nations whom they carried away 
from thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the 
Loro, neither do they after their sta- 
tutes, or after their ordinances, or after 
the law and commandment which the 
Lord commanded the children of Ja- 
cob, whom he named Israel; 

3f> With whom the Loro had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, 
Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow 
yourselves to them, nor serve them, 
nor sacrifice to them: 

36 But the Lord, who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, him 
shall ye fear, and him shall ye worship, 
and to him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordi- 
nances, and the law, and the com- 
mandment, which he wrote for you, ye 
shall observe to do for evermore; and 
ye shall not fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither 
shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies. 

40 Ilowbeit they did not hearken, hut 
they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren: as did their fathers, so do they 
unto this day. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


N OW it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elali king 
of Israel, that Ilezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reign- 
ed twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
His mother^ name also was Abi, the 
daughter of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that tohich was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that David his father did. 

4 T He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut down the 
groves, and brake in pieces the brasen 
serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
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those days the children of Israel did 
burn incense to it: and he called it 
Neliushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lord God of Is- 
rael; so that after him was none like 
him among all the kings of Judah, nor 
any that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lord, and de- 
parted not from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

7 And the Loan was with him; and 
lie prospered whithersoever he went 
forth : and he rebelled against the king 
of Assyria, and served him not 

8 lie smote the Philistines, even unto 
(iaza, and the borders thereof, from 
the tower of the watchmen to the 
fenced city. 

y f And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekian, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea son of Elali 
king of Israel, that Shalmaneser king 
of Assyria came up against Samaria, 
and besieged it 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that is the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put 
them in Ilalah and in Hanor by the 
river of Gozun, and in the cities of the 
Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the voice 
of the Loud their God. but transgressed 
his covenant, and all that Moses the 
servant of the Lord commanded, and 
would not hear them, nor do them. 

13 f Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Ilezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 Ami Ilezekiah king of Judah sent 
to the king of Assyria to Laehish, say- 
ing, I have offended; return from me: 
that which thou puttest on me will I 
bear. And the king of Assyria appointed 
unto Ilezekiah king of Judah three 
hundred talents of silver and thirty 
talents of gold. 

15 And Ilezekiah gave him all the 
silver that wus found in the house of 
the Lord, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. 

1G At that time did Ilezekiah cut off 
the gold from the doors of the temple 
of the Lordj and from the pillars which 
Ilezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, 
and gave it to the king of Assyria. 

17 H And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Kabsarig and Kab-shakeh 
from Laehish to king Ilezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
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upper pool, which is in the highway 
ot the fuller’s lielcL 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over the 
household, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saitli 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest V 

20 Thou sayest, (hut they are but vain 
words,) I have counsel and strongtlx 
for the war. Now on whom dost thou 
trust, that thou rebellest against me ? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even upon 
Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will 
go into his hand, and pierce it: so is 
Pharaoh king of Egypt unto ull that 
trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me. We trust 
in the Lord our God: is not that lie, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to .Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jerusalem? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of Assyria, 
and 1 will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to 
set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least of 
my master’s servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for chariots and for 
horsemen? 

25 Am I now come up without tin* 
Lord against this place to destroy it? 
The Loud said to me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it 

26 Then said J’Jiakim the son of Ilil- 
kiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language; 
for we understand it: and talk not 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy ma- 
ster, and to thee, to speak these words? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may cat their 
own dun£, and drink their own piss 
with you/ 

28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of 
the great king, the king of Assyria: 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not He- 
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zekiah deceive you: for he shall not 
be able to deliver you out of his hand: 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand of 
the king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah : for thus 
saith the king of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me, and then eat ye every 
man of his own vine, and every one 
of his lig tree, and drink ye every one 
the waters of his cistern: 

32 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a land of oil olive and of 
honey, that ye may live, and not die: 
and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when 
he persuadeth you, saying, The Lohd 
will deliver us. 

33 Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria? 

3*1 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and IvahV have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand? 

35 Who are they among all the gods 
of the countries, that have delivered 
their country out of mine hand, that 
the Lord should deliver Jerusalem out 
of mine hand? 

33 Hut the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word: for 
the king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of llil- 
kiah, which was over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Jonh the 
son of Asaph the recorder, to Hezekiah 
with their clothes rent, and told him 
the words of Kab-shakeh. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth , and went into the house of 
the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiali the 
prophet the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus saith 
Hezekiah, This day is a day of trouble, 
and of rebuke, anti blasphemy: for the 
children are come to the birth, and 
there is not strength to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Loan thy God will 
hear all the words of Kab-shakeh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproach the living God; 
and will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard: wherefore 
lift up tag prayer for the remnant that 
are left. 
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5 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. 

6 1 And Isaiah said unto them, Thus 
shall ye say to your master, Thus 
saith the Loan, Be not afraid of the 
words which thou hast heard, with 
which the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword in 
his own land 

8 T So Kab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against l.ibnah: for he had heard that 
he was departed from Lachish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah 
king of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come 
out to fight against thee: he sent mes- 
sengers again unto llezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying. Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saving, Jerusalem shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all lands, 
by destroying them utterly: and shalt 
thou be delivered V 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as Uozan, and Haran, and 
liezeph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Thelasar? 

13 Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and IvahV 

14 H And Hezekiah received the 
letter of the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the Loan, and spread 
it before the Loan. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed before the 
Lord, and said, (> Loan God of Israel, 
which dwellest between the eherubims, 
thou art the God, eren thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hast made heaven and earth. 

10 Loan, bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, Loan, thine eyes, and see: 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
which hath sent him to reproach the 
living God. 

17 Of a truth. Loan, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations 
and their lands, 

18 And have cast their gods into the 
lire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone: 
therefore they have destroyed them. 

19 Now therefore, () Lord our God, I 
beseech thee, save thou us out of his 
hand, that all the kingdoms of the 
earth may know that thou art the 
Lord God, even thou only. 

20 T Then Isaiah the son of Amo/, 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
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the Lord God of Israel* That which 
thou hast prayed to me against Sen- 
nacherib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lord hath 
spoken concerning him; The virgin the 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee, 
and laughed thee to scorn ; the daugh- 
ter of Jerusalem hath shaken her head 
at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel 

23 By thv messengers thou hast re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, With 
the multitude of my chariots I am come 
up to the height of the mountains, to 
the sides of Lebanon , and wiM cut 
down the tall cedar trees thereof, aiul 
the choice hr trees thereof: and I will 
enter into the lodgings of his borders, 
and into the forest of his Carmel 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and Avith the sole of my feet 
have 1 dried up all the rivers of be- 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago hoio 
I have done it, and of ancient times 
that I have formed it? now have I 
brought it to pass, that thou shouldest 
l>e to lay waste fenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded: they were as the 
grass of the Held, and as the green herb, 
as the grass on the house tops, and as 
corn blasted before it be grown up. 

27 But J know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against me and 
thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore 1 will put my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and 
I will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou earnest 

211 And this shall he a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such things as 
grow of themselves, and in the second 
year that which springeth of the same; 
and in the third year sow ye, and reap, 
and plant vineyards, and eat the fruits 
thereof 

30 And the remnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall yet again 
take root downward, and bear fruit 
upward. 

31 For out of Jerusalem shall go forth 
a remnant, and they that escape out 
of mount Zion: the zeal of the Loan 
of hosts shall do this. 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
cerning the king of Assyria, lie shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with 
shield, nor cast a bank against it 

33 By the way that he came, bv the 
same shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. 

34 For I will defend this city, to save 
it, for mine own sake, and for my ser- 
vant David’s sake. 

35 f And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote m the camp of the As- 
syrians an hundred fourscore and five 
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thousand: and when they arose early 
in the morning, behold, they were all 
dead corpses. 

86 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

87 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch, 
his god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezcr his 'sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the land 
of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XX. 

I N those days was Hezekiah sick unto 
death. And the prophet Isaiah the 
sou of Amoz came to him, and said 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord, Set 
thine house in order; for thou slialt 
die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
and prayed unto the Loud, saying, 

8 I beseech thee, () Lord, remember 
now how 1 have walked before thee 
in truth and with a perfect heart, and 
have done that which is good in thy 
sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lord came to 
him, saying, 

f> Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the 
captain of my people , Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy father, 1 
have heard thy prayer, 1 have seen 
thy tears: behold, I will heal thee: on 
the third day thou slialt go up unto 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And I will add unto thy days fifteen 
years; and I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the. king of 
Assyria; and I will defend this city 
for mine own sake, and for my servant 
David’s sake. 

7 And Isaiali said, Take a lump of 
tigs. And they took and laid it on the 
boil, and he recovered. 

8 U And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sign that the Lord 
will heal me, and that 1 shall go up 
into the house of the Lord the third 
day? 

9 And Isaiali said, This sign slialt 
thou have of the Lord, that the Lord 
will do the thing that lie hath spoken: 
shall tlie shadow go forward ten de- 
grees, or go hack ten degrees V 

10 And Hezekiah answered, U is a 
light thing for the shadow to go down 
ten degrees: nay, hut let the shadow 
return backward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet cried unto 
the Lord: and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it had 
gone down in the dial of Ahaz. 

12 1 At that time Berodach-baladan, 
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the son of Baladan , king of Babylon, 
sent letters and a present unto Heze- 
kiah: for he had heard that Hezekiah 
had been sick. 

13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house 
of his precious things, the silver, and 
the gold, and the spices, and the pre- 
cious ointment, and all the house of 
his armour, and all that was found in 
his treasures: there was nothing in his 
house, nor in all his dominion, that 
Hezekiah shewed them not. 

14 1 Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, AVhnt said these men? and from 
whence came they unto thee? And 
Hezekiah said, They are come from a 
far country, even from Babylon. 

15 And he said, What have they seen 
in thine house? And Hezekiah an- 
swered, All the things that are in mine 
house have they seen: there is no- 
thing among my treasures that I have 
not shewed them. 

1(5 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord. 

17 Behold, the days come, that all 
that is in tliiue house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store unto 
this day, shall be carried into Baby- 
lon: nothing shall be left, saith the 
Loud. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou slialt beget, shall 
they take away; and they shall be 
eunuchs in the palace of the king of 
Babylon. 

13 Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, 
(«ood (S the word of the Lord which 
thou hast spoken. And he said, Is it 
not good , if peace and truth be in my 
days? 

20 If And the rest of the acts of Ile- 
zokiah, and all his might, and how he 
made a pool, and a conduit, and brought 
water into the city, are they not writ- 
ten in the hook of the chronicles of 
the kings of .1 udahV 

21 And Hezekiah slept with his fa- 
thers: and Manasseh his son reigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXL 


M ANASSEH was twelve years old 
when lie began to reign, and reign- 
ed fifty and five years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Ilcphzi- 
bah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, after the abomi- 
nations of the heathen, whom the Lord 
cast out before the children of Israel. 
3 For lie built up again the high pla- 
ces which nezekiah his father had de- 
stroyed; and he reared up altars for 
Baal, and made a grove, as did Ahab 
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king of Israel; and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, of which the Loan said , In 
Jerusalem will I put my name. 

6 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Loan. 

6 And he made his son pass through 
the tire, and observed times, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with familiar 
spirits and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the Lord said to David, ana 
to Solomon his son, In this house, and 
in Jerusalem, which 1 have chosen out 
of all tribes of Israel, will I put my 
name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet of Is- 
rael move anv more out of the laud 
which 1 gave their fathers; only if they 
will observe to do according to all that 
I have commanded them, and accord- 
ing to all the law that my servant Mo- 
ses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and Ma- 
nasseh seduced them to do more evil 
than did the nations whom the Lord 
destroyed before the children of Israel. 

10 H And the Lord spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because Manasseh king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, and hath 
done wickedly above all that the Amor- 
ites did, which were before him, and 
hath made Judah also to sin with his 
idols : 

12 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, Behold, I am bringing such 
evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, that 
whosoever heareth of it, both his ears 
shall tingle. 

18 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Alnib: and 1 will wipe 
Jerusalem as a man wipeth a dish, 
wiping it, and turning it upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies; 

15 Because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have pro- 
voked me to anger, since the day their 
fathers came forth out of Egypt, even 
unto this day. 

1G Moreover Manasseh shed innocent 
blood very much, till he had idled Je- 
rusalem from one end to another; 
beside his sin wherewith he made Ju- 
dah to sin, in doing that which was evil 
iu the sight of the Lord. 

17 5 Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
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nasseh, and aU that he did, and his 
sin that lie sinned, are they not written 
in the book of tne chronicles of the 
kings of Judah?- 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own house, in the garden of Uzza: 
and Ainon his son reigned in his stead. 
ID 1 Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Meshullemeth, 
the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 

20 Ami lie did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loan, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way that 
his father walked in, and served the 
idols that his father served, and wor- 
shipped them: 

22 And he forsook the Loan God of 
his lathers, and walked not in the way 
of the Loan. 

23 1 And the servants of Amon con- 
spired against him, and slew the king 
in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon ; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

2G And he was buried in his sepul- 
chre in the garden of Uzza: and Jo- 
siah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother s name was Jediduh, 
the daughter of Adaiali of Roscath. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Loud, and walked 
in all the way of David his lather, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or 
to the left. 

.3 H And it came to pass in the eigh- 
teenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Nhaphan the son of Azaliah, 
the son of Meshullam, the scribo, to 
the house of the Loud, saying, 

4 Go up to Ililkiuh the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house, of the Lord, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 Ami let them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of the 
Lord: and let them give it to the doers 
of the work which is in the house of 
the Lord, to repair the breaches of 
the house, 

(5 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, ami to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the bouse. 

7 liowbeit there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, because 
they dealt faithfully. 
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8 T And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Loan. And Hilkiah gave the book 
to Shaphan, and lie read it. 

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to 
the king, and brought the king word 
again, and said, Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found 
in the house, and have delivered it 
into the hand of them that do the 
work, that have the oversight of the 
house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed the 
king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
delivered me a book. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the book 
of the law, that he rent his clothes. 

T2 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the priest, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Achbor the son of Mi- 
chaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asahiah a servant of the king’s, saying, 

13 Go ye, enquire of the Lord for 
me, and lor the people, and for all 
Judah, concerning the words of this . 
book that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Loan that is kindled 
against ns, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book , to do according unto all that 
which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahi- 
kam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and 
Asahiah, went unto Huldah the pro- 
phetess, the wife of Shall uni the son 
of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem in the college;) and they 
communed with her. 

If) f And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Loan God of Israel, l ell the 
man that sent you to me, 

lb Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
brinfj evil upon this place, and upon 
the inhabitants thereof, even all the 
words of the book which the king of 
Judah hath read: 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their hands; 
therefore my wrath shall lie kindled 
against this place, and shall not be 
quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which 
seut you to enquire of the Lord, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
words, which thou hast heard; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou hast humbled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou heardest what I 
spake against this place, and against 
the inhabitants thereof, that they should 
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II. kings, xxm. 

become a desolation and a curse, and 
hast rent thy clothes, and wept before 
me; I also have heard thee, saith the 
Lord. 

20 Behold therefore , I will gather 
thee unto thy lathers, and thou shalt 
be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil which 1 will bring upon this place. 
And they brought the king word again. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

A ND the king sent, and they gather- 
ed unto him all the elders of Judah 
and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the 
house ol the Loan, and all the men of 
Judah and all the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem with him, and the priests, and 
the prophets, and all the people, both 
small and great: and he read in their 
ears all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was found in the house 
of the Lord. 

3 f And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the Loan, 
to walk after the Loiu», and to keep his 
commandments and his testimonies and 
his statutes with all their heart and all 
their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written in this 
book. And all the people stood to the 
covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Ililkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the keepers of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple 
of the Lord all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, and 
for all the host of heaven: and he 
burned them without Jerusalem in the 
fields of Kidron, and carried the ashes 
of them unto Beth-cl. 

f> And lie put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to burn incense in the hi$h 
places in the cities of .ludali, and m 
the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned incense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. 

6 And lie brought out the grove from 
the house of the Lord, without Jeru- 
salem, unto the brook Kidron, and 
burned it at the brook Kidron, and 
stamped it small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves of 
the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that nrere by the house 
of the Lord, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned 
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incense, from Geba to Beer-sheba^ and 
brake down the high places ot the 
gates that were in the entering in of 
the gate of Joshua the governor of the 
city, which toere on a man’s left hand 
at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 

£ laces came not up to the altar of the 
oRi) in Jerusalem, but they did eat 
of the unleavened bread among their 
brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which is in 
the valley of the children of Hinnom, 
that no man might make his son or 
his daughter to pass through the lire 
to Molech. 

11 And he took away the horses that 
the kings of Judah had given to the 
sun, at the entering in of the house of 
the Lord, by the chamber of Nathau- 
melech the chamberlain, which was in 
the suburbs, and burned the chariots 
of the sun with lire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh hud 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corruption, 
which Solomon the king of Israel had 
builded for Ashtoreth the abomination 
of the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the 
abomination of the Moabites, and for 
Milcom the abomination of the children 
of Ammon, did the king delile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled 
their places with the bones of men. 

15 H Moreover the altar that was at 
13eth-el, and the high place which Je- 
roboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, had made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake down, and 
burned the high place , and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the grove. 

1G And as Josiali turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burn- 
ed them upon the altar, and polluted 
it, according to the word of the Lord 
which the man of God proclaimed, 
who proclaimed these words. 

17 Then he said, What title is that 
that I see? And the men of the city 
told him, It is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of lJeth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone ; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 
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39 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Ha- 
maria, which the kings of Israel had 
made to provoke the LORD to anger, 
Josiah took away, and did to them 
according to all the acts that he had 
done in lleth-el 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem, 

21 ? And the king commanded all 
the people, saying, Keep the passover 
unto the Lord your God, at it is writ- 
ten in the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such 
a passover from the days of the judges 
that judged Israel, nor in all the days 
of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings 
of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Josiah, wherein this passover was hold- 
en to the Loud in Jerusalem. 

24 I Moreover the workers with fa- 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per- 
form the words of the law which were 
written in the book that Iliikiah the 
priest found in the house of the Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him , that turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, and with all his might, ac- 
cording to all the law of Moses; nei- 
ther after him arose there any like him. 

2<> f Notwithstanding the Lord turned 
not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kindled 
against Judah, because of all the pro- 
vocations that Monasseh had provoked 
him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My 
name shall be there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, are they not •writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah ? 

29 f In his days Pharaoh-nechoh king 
of Egypt went up against the king of 
Assyria to the river Euphrates: and 
king Josiah went against him; and he 
slew him at Megiddo, when he had 
seen him. 

30 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Megiddo, and brought 
him to Jerusalem , and buried him in 
his own sepulchre. And the people of 
the land took Jehoahaz the son of Jo- 
siah, and anointed him, and made him 
king in his father’s stead. 

31 5 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; and 
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he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

3*2 And Jie did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands at Kiblah in the land of Ha- 
math, that he might not reign in Je- 
rusalem; and put the land to a tribute 
of an hundred talents of silver , and a 
talent of gold. 

84 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Elia- 
kim the son of Josiah king in the room 
of Josiah his father, and turned his 
name to Jehoiakim, and took Jehoahaz 
away: and he came to Egypt, and died 
there. 

35 And .Jehoiakim gave the silver and 
the gold to Pharaoh ; but he tuned the 
land to give the money according to 
the commandment of Pharaoh : he ex- 
acted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one ac- 
cording to his taxation, to give it unto 
Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 f Jehoiakim was twenty and live 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Zebudah, 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Kumah. 

37 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loud, according to all 
that his fathers had (lone. 


1,4 CHAPTER XXIV. 
f ■ 

I N Jus days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
jpjabylon came up, and Jehoiakim 
became his servant three years: then 
he turned and rebelled against him. 

2 And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of 
the Syrians, and bands of the Moab- 
ites, and bands of the children of Am- 
mon, and sent them against Judah to 
destroy it, according to the word of 
the Lord, which he spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lord came this upon Judah, to remove 
them out of his sight, for the sins of 
Manasseh, according to all that he did ; 
4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed: for he titled Jerusalem 
with innocent blood; which the Lord 
would not pardon. 

ft ^ Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoiakim, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Judah? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fathers: 
and Jehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not 
again any more out of his land: for 
the king of Babylon had taken from 
the river of Egypt unto the river 
Euphrates all that pertained to the 
king of Egypt. 

8 If Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
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old when he began to reign , and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Nehushta, 
the daughter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father had done. 

10 t At that time the servants of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
up against Jerusalem , and the city 
was besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba- 
bylon came against the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jehoiachin the king of Judah 
went out to the king of Babylon, he. 
and his mother, and his servants, and 
liis princes, and his officers: and the 
king of Babylon took him in the eighth 
year of his reign. 


IB And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and 
cut in pieces all the vessels of gold 
which Solomon king of Israel had made 
in the temple of the Lord, as the Lord 
had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusa- 
lem, and all the princes , and all the 
mighty men of valour, even ten thou- 
sand captives , and all the craftsmen 
and smiths: none remained, save the 
poorest sort of the people of the land. 


15 And he carried away Jehoiachin 

to Babylon, and the king’s mother, 
and the king’s wives, and his office^ 
and the mighty of the laud, those \ 
ried he into captivity from Jerua 
to Babylon. 4 - • 

16 And all the men of migmt,> 
seven thousand, and craftsme%l 
smiths a thousand, all that were ffi 
and apt for war, even them the j 
of Babylon brought captive to Bab 



17 ^ And the king of Babylon made 
Mattaniah his father’s brother king in 
his stead, and changed his name to 
Zedekiah. 

18 Zedekiah was twenty and one years 
old when he began to reign , and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Hamutal, the 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 


Ji) And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
tli at Jehoiakim had done. 

20 For through the anger of the Lord 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, until he had cast them out from 
his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

A N D it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign , in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
came, he, and all his host, against Je- 
rusalem, and pitched against it; and 
they built forts against it round about. 
2 And the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 
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8 And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the 
city, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 5 And the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled by night by 
the way of the gate between two walls, 
which is by the king’s garden : ( now 
the Chaldees were against the city 
round about:) and the king went the 
way toward the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldees pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook him 
in the plains of Jericho: and all his 
army were scattered from him. 

6 So they took the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to Rib- 
lah; and they gave judgment upon 
him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zedekiali 
before his eyes, and put out the eyes 
of Zedekiah, and bound him with fet- 
ters of brass, and carried him to Ba- 
bylon. 

8 If And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh day of the month, which is 
the nineteenth year of king Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, came Nebuzar- 
adan, captain of the guard, a servant of 
the king of Babylon, unto Jerusalem: 

9 And he burnt the house of the 
Loan, and the king’s house, and all the 
houses of Jerusalem, and every great 
mans house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all the army of the Chaldees, 
tXM&were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jerusalem 
round about 

11 lSTow the rest of the people that were 
left in the city, and the fugitives that 
fell away to the king of Babylon, with 
the remnant of the multitude, did 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the ^uard 
carry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard left 
of the poor of the land to be vinedress- 
ers ana husbandmen. 

18 And the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lord, and the 
bases, and the brasen sea that was in 
the house of the Lord, did the Chal- 
dees break in pieces, and carried the 
brass of them to Babylon. 

14 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the spoons, and 
all the vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. 

15 And the firepans, and the bowls, 
and such things as were of gold, in 
gold, and of silver, in silver, the cap- 
tain of the guard took away. 

16 The two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Solomon had made for 
the house of the Lord; the brass of all 
these vessels was without weight 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter upon 
it was brass: and the height of the 
chapiter three cubits; and the wreathen 
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work, and pomegranates upon the cha- 
piter round about, all of brass: and like 
unto these had the second pillar with 
wreath en work. 

18 t And the captain of the guard 
took Serainh the chief priest, ana Ze- 
phaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: 

1 ( J And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that were in 
the king’s presence, which were found 
in tiie city, and the principal scribe of 
the host, which mustered the people of 
the lami ; and threescore men of the 
people of the land that were found in 
the city: 

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of the 
guard took these, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblah: 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them , and slew them at Kiblah in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was carried 
away out of their land. 

2*2 If And as for the people that 
remained in the land of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had 
left, even over them he made Gedaliah 
the .son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
ruler. 

28 And when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Gedaliah 
governor, there came to Gedaliah to 
Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, and Johanan the son of Careah, 
and Serai ah the son of Tauhumeth the 
Netophathitc, and Jaazaniah the son 
of a Maachathite , they and their men. 

24 And Gedaliah sware to them, and 
to their men , and said unto them, 
Rear not to be the servants of the 
Chaldees: dwell in the land, and serve 
the king of Babylon; and it shall be 
well with you. 

25 But it came to pass in the se- 
venth month, that Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, the son of Elishama, of the 
seed royal, came, and ten men with 
him, and smote Gedaliah, that he died, 
and the Jews and the Chaldees that 
were with him at Mizpah. 

26 And all the people, both small and 
great, and the captains of the armies, 
arose, and came to Egypt: for they 
were afraid of the Chaldees. 

27 t And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jehoiaehin king of Judah, in 
the twelfth month, on the seven and 
twentieth day of the month, that Evil- 
merodaeh king of Babylon in the year 
that he began to reign did lift up the 
head of Jehoiaehin king of Judah out 
of prison; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and 
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set his throne above the throne of the 
kingB that were with him in Babylon; 

29 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did eat bread continually before 
him all the davs of his life. 

BO And his allowance was a continual 
allowance given him of the king, a 
daily rate for every day, all the days 
of his life. 
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THE BOOK OF THE 

PROPHET ISAIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

rpHE vision of Isaiah the son of 
X Amoz, which he saw concerning 
Judah and Jerusalem in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah. 

2 Hear, 0 heavens, and give ear, O 
earth : for the Lord hath spoken, I have 
nourished and brought up children, 
and they have rebelled against me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master’s crib: but Israel doth 
not know, my people doth not consider. 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, chil- 
dren that are corrupters : they have 
forsaken the Lord, they have provoked 
the Holy One of Israel unto anger, 
they are gone away backward. 

5 1 Why should ye be stricken any 
more? ye will revolt more and more: 
the whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot even unto 
the head there is no soundness in it; 
but wounds, and bruises, and putrify- 
ing sores: they have not been closed, 
neither bound up , neither mollified 
with ointment. 

7 Your country is desolate, your ci- 
ties are burned with fire; your land, 
strangers devour it in your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by 
strangefs. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is, left as 
a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in 
a garden of cucumbers, as a besieged 
city. 

9 Except the Lord of hosts had left 
unto us a very small remnant, we 
should have been as Sodom, and we 
should have been like unto Gomorrah. 

10 ^ Hear the word of the Lord, ve 
rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose is the multitude 
of your sacrifices unto me? saith the 
Lord : I am full of the burnt offerings 
of rams, and the fat of fed beasts ; and 
I delight not in the blood of bullocks, 
or of lambs, or of he goats. 

12 When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my courts? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me; the 
new moons and sabbaths, the calling 
of assemblies, I cannot away with; it 
is iniauity, even the solemn meeting. 

14 Your new jnoons and your ap- 
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pointed feasts my soul hateth : they 
are a trouble unto me; I am weary to 
bear them, 

15 And when ye spread forth , your 
hflfhds, I will hide mine eyes from you : 
yea, when ye make many prayers, I 
will not hear : your hands are full of 
blood. 

16 T Wash you, make you clean ; put 
away the evil of your doings from be- 
fore mine eyes; cease to do evil; 

17 Learn to do well; seek judgment, 
relieve the oppressed, judge the father- 
less, plead for the widow. 

18 Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord: though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as wool. . 

19 If ye be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land: 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall 
be devoured with the sword: for the 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. 

21 f How is the faithful city become 
an harlot! it was full of judgment; 
righteousness lodged in it; but now 
murderers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy 
wine mixed with water: 

23 Thy princes are rebellious , and 
companions of thieves: every one lov- 
eth gifts, and followeth after rewards: 
they judge not the fatherless, neither 
doth the cause of the widow coino 
unto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, the mighty One of Israel, Ah, 
I will ease me of mine adversaries, 
and avenge me of mine enemies. 

25 t And I will turn my hand upon, 
thee, and purely purge away thy dross, 
and take away all thy tin: 

26 And I will restore thy judges as 
at the lirst, and thy counsellors as at 
the beginning: afterward thou shalt be 
called, The city of righteousness, the 
faithful city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with judg- 
ment, and her converts with righteous- 
ness. 

28 K And the ' destruction . of the 
transgressors and of the sinners shall 
be together, and they that forsake the 
Lord shall be consumed. 

29 For they shall be ashamed of the 
oaks which ye have desired, and ye 
shall be confounded for the gardens 
that ye have chosCn. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden that hath 
no water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, 
and the maker of it as a spark , and 
they shall both burn together, and 
none shall quench them. 

CHAPTER II. 

T1H1E word that Isaiah the son of 
JL Amoz saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, that the mountain of the 
Lord’s house shall be established in 
the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall how unto it. 

3 And many people shall go and say, 
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Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house of 
the God of Jacob; and he will teach 
us of his ways, and we will walk in 
his paths: for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. 

4 And he shall judge among the na- 
tions, and shall rebuke many people: 
and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into prun- 
mghooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more. 

5 O house of Jacob, come ve, and let 
us walk in the light of the Lord. 

6 ^ Therefore thou hast forsaken thy 
people the house of Jacob, because 
they be replenished from the east, and 
are soothsayers like the Philistines, 
and they please themselves in the 
children of strangers. 

7 Their land also is full of silver and 
gold, neither is there any end of their 
treasures; their land is also full of 
horses, neither is there any end of their 
chariots: 

8 Their land also is full of idols; they 
worship the work of their own hands, 
that which their own lingers have 
made: 

9 And the mean man boweth down, 
and the great man humbleth himself: 
therefore forgive them not 

10 1 Enter into the rock, and hide 
thee in the dust, for fear of the Lord, 
and for the glory of his majesty. 

11 The lofty looks of man shall be 
humbled, and the haughtiness of men 
shall be bowed dowrij and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lord of hosts 
shall As. upon every one that is proud 
and lofty, and upon every one that is 
lifted up; and he shall be brought low: 

1J And upon all the cedars of Leba- 
non, that are high and lifted up, and 
upon all tho oeks of llashan, 

14 And upon all the high mountains, 
and upon all the hills that are lifted up. 

15 Ami upon every high tower, and 
upon every fenced wall, 

if And upon all the ships ofTarshisli, 
and upon all pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall be 
bowed down, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low: and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted,* in that day. 

18 And the idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the holes 
of the rocks, and into the caves of the 
earth, for fear of the Lord, and for the 
glory of his majesty, when he ariseth 
to shake terribly the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
which they made each one for himself 
to worship, to the moles and to the 
bats ; 

21 To go into the clefts of the rocks, 
and into the tops of the ragged rocks, 
for fear of the Lord, and for the glory 
pf his majesty, when he ariseth to 
sliake terribly the earth. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose breath 
is in his nostrils: for wherein is he to 
be accounted of? 
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CHAPTER IIL 

F OR, behold, the Lord, the Loed of 
hosts, doth take away from Jeru- 
salem *nd from Judah tne stay and 
the staff, the whole stay of bread, and 
the whole stay of water, 

2 The mighty man, and the man of 
war, the judge, and the prophet, and 
the prudent, and the ancient, 

8 The captain of fifty, and the honour- 
able man, and the counsellor, and the 
cunning artificer, and the eloquent 
orator. 

4 And I will give children to be their 
princes, and babes shall rule over them. 
5 And the people shall be oppressed, 
every one by another, and every one by 
his neighbour: the child shall behave 
himself proudly against the ancient, 
and the base against the honourable. 
6 When a man shall take hold of his 
brother of the house of his father, say- 
ing, Thou hast clothing, be thou our 
ruler, and let this ruin be under thy 
hand: 

7 In that day shall he swear, saying, 

I will not be an healer; for in my 
house is neither bread nor clothing: 
make me not a ruler of the people. 

8 For Jerusalem is ruined, and Judah 
is fallen : because their tongue and their 
doings are against the Loan, to provoke 
the eyes of his glory. 

9 J The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them; and they 
declare their sin as Sodom, they hide 
it not Woe unto their soul! for they 
have rewarded evil unto themselves. 
10 Say ye to the righteous, that it 
shall be well with him: for they shall 
eat the fruit of their doings. 

•11 Woe unto the wicked! it shall be ill 
with him: for the reward of his hands 
shall be given him. 

■ 12 t As for my people, children are 
their oppressors, and women rule over 
them. 0 my people, they which lead 
thee cause thee to err, and destroy the 
way of thy paths. 

13 The Loud standctli up to plead, 
and standeth to iudge the people. 

14 The Loan will enter into judgment 
with the ancients of his people, and 
the princes thereof: for ye have eaten 
up the vineyard; the spoil of the poor 
is in your houses. 

15 What mean ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces of 
the poor? saith the Lord God of hosts.! 
16 if Moreover the Lord saith, Because 
the daughters of Zion are haughty, and 
walk with stretched forth necks and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as 
they $o, and making a tinkling with 
their feet: 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite with 
a scab the crown of the head of the 
daughters of Zion, and the Lord will 
discover their secret parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will take 
away the bravery of their tinkling orna- 
ments about their feet, and their cauls, 
and their round tires like the moon, 

19 The chains, and the bracelets, anu 
the mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the headbands, and 
the tablets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, and nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
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and the mantles^ and the wimples, and 
the crisping pins, 

28 The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the vails. 

24 And it snail come to pass, that 
instead of sweet smell there shall be 
stinky and instead of a girdle a rent; 
and instead of well set hair baldness; 
and instead of a stomacher a girding 
of sackloth; and burning instead of 
beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall by the sword, 
and thy mighty in the war. 

26 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she being desolate shall 
sit upon the ground. 

CHAPTER IV. 

A N P in that day seven women shall 
take hold of one man, saying, We 
will eat our own bread, and wear our 
own apparel: only let us be called by 
thy name, to take away our reproach. 
2 In that day shall the branch of the 
Loan be beautiful and glorious, and 
the fruit of the earth shall be excellent 
and comely tor them that are escaped 
of Israel. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that he 
that is left in Zion, and he that re- 
maineth in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem: 

4 When the Lord shall have washed 
away the tilth of the daughters of 
Zion, and shall have purged the blood 
of Jerusalem from the midst thereof 
by the spirit of judgment, and by the 
spirit of burning. 

5 And the Loud will create upon 
every dwelling place of mount Zion, 
and upon her assemblies, a cloud and 
smoke by day, and the shining of a 
flaming tire by night: for upon all the 
glory shall be a defence. 

6 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from the 
heat, and for a place of refuge, and 
for a covert from storm and fiom rain. 

CHAPTER V. 

N OW will I sing to my wellbeloved 
a song of my beloved touching his 
vineyard. My wellbeloved hath a vine- 
yard in a very fruitful hill: 

2 And he fenced it, and gathered out 
tho stones thereof, and planted it with 
the choicest vine, and built a tower 
in the midst of it, and also made a 
winepress therein: and he looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, and it 
brought forth wild grapes. 

8 And now, O inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and men of Judah, judge, I pray 
you, betwixt me and my vineyard. 

4 What could have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not done 
in it? wherefore, when I looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, brought 
it forth wild grapes? 

5 And now go to; I will tell you what 
I will do to my vineyard: I will take 
away tho hedge thereof, and it shall 
be eaten up; and break down the wall 
thereof, and it shall be trodden down: 
6 And I will lay it waste : it shall not 
be pruned, nor digged; but there shall 
come up briers and thorns: I will also 
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command the clouds that they rain no 
rain- upon it 

7 For the vineyard of the Loan of 
hosts is the house of Israel, and the 
men of Judah his pleasant plant: and 
he looked for judgment, but behold 
oppression; for righteousness, but be- 
hold a cry. 

8 I Woe unto them that join house 
to house, that lay field to field, till 
there be no place, that they may be 
placed alone in the midst of the earth ! 

y In mine ears said the Lord of hosts, 
Of a truth many houses shall be deso- 
late, even great and fair, without in- 
habitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shalj 
yield one bath, and the seed of an 
homer shall yield an epliali. 

11 H Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the morning, that they may 
follow strong drink; that continue until 
night, till wine inflame them! 

12 And the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in their 
feasts: but they regard not the work 
of the Lord, neither consider the ope- 
ration of his hands. 

13 Tf Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge: and their honourable men 
are l'aipished, and their multitude dried 
up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he that 
rojoiceth, shall descend into it. 

If) And the mean man shall be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be 
humbled, and the eyes of the lofty 
shall be humbled: 

16 But the Lord of hosts shall he 
exalted in judgment, and God that is 
holy shall be sanctified in righteousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places of 
the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw iniquity 
with cords of vanity, and sin as it were 
with a cart rope : 

ID That say, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may see 
it: and let the counsel of the JLLoly 
One of Israel draw nigh and come, 
that we may know it! 

20 If Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark- 
ness for light, and light for darkness; 
that put bitter for sweet, and sweet 
for bitter! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in 
their own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink: 

23 Which justify the wicked for re- 
ward, and take away the righteousness 
of the righteous from him! 

24 Therefore as the tire devouretli 
the stubble, and the llame consumeth 
the chaff, so their root shall he as 
rottenness, and their blossom shall go 
up as dust: because they have cast 
away the law of the Lord of hosts, 
and despised the word of the Holy 
One of Israel 

26 Therefore is the anger of the Lord 
kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, 
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and hath smitten them: and the hills 
did tremble, and their carcases were 
torn in the midst of the streets. For 
all this his anger is not turned away; 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

26 1 And he will lift up an ensign 
to the nations from far, and will hiss 
unto them from the end of the earth: 
and. behold, they shall come with speed 
swiftlv: 

27 None shall be wearv nor stumble 
among them; none shall slumber nor 
sleep; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor the latchet of 
their shoes be broken: 

28 Whose arrows are sharp, and all 
their bows bent, their horses’ hoofs 
shall be counted like hint, and their 
wheels like a whirlwind: 

29 Their roaring shall he like a lion, 
they shall roar like young lioris: yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the 
prey, and shall cariy it away safe, and 
none shall deliver it. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea: and if one look unto the land, be- 
hold darkness and sorrow , and the 
light is darkened in the heavens thereof. 

CHAPTER VL 

I N the year that king Uzziah died I 
saw also the Lord sitting upon a 
throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train tilled the temple. 

•2 Above it stood the seraphims: each 
one had six wings; with twain he 
covered his face, and with twain he 
covered his feet, and with twain he 
did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and 
said, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts: the whole earth is full of his 
glory. 

4 And the posts of the door moved 
at the voice of him that cried, and the 
house was filled with smoke. 

5 ^ Then said 1, Woe is me! for I am 
undone; because I am a man of un- 
clean lips, and 1 dwell in the midst of 
a people of unclean lips: for mine eyes 
have seen the King, the Loan of hosts. 
(5 Then flew one of the seraphims 
unto me, having a live coal in his 
hand, which he had taken with the 
tongs from oft’ the altar: 

7 And he laid it, upon my mouth, and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; 
and thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged. J 

8 Also I heard the voice of the Lord, 
saying, Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us? Then said I, Here am 
I ; send me. 

9 And- he Raid, Go, and tell this 
people, Hear ye indeed, but under- 
stand not; and see ye indeed, but 
perceive not 

10 Make the heart of this people fat, 
and make their ears heavy, and shut 
their eyes; lest thev see with their 
eyes, and hear with tneir ears, and un- 
derstand with their heart, and convert, 
and be healed. 

11 Then said I, Lord, how long? And 
he answered, Until the cities be wasted 
without inhabitant, and the houses 
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without man, and the land be utterly 
desolate, 

12 And the Loan have removed men 
far away, and there he a great forsak- 
ing in the midst of the land. 

IB 5 But yet in it shall be a tenth, 
and it shall return, and shall be eaten : 
as a teil tree, and as an oak, whose 
substance is in them, when they cast 
their leaves: so the holy seed shall he 
the substance thereof. 


CHAPTER VII. 

A N I) it came to pass in the days of 
Ahaz the son of Jotham. the son 
of Uzziah, king of Judah, that Rezin 
the king of Syria, and 1‘ekah the son 
of Remaliah, king of Israel, went up 
toward Jerusalem to war against it, 
but could not prevail against it. 

2 And it was told the house of Da- 
vid, saying, Syria is confederate with 
Ephraim. And his heart was moved, 
and the heart of his people , as the 
trees of the wood are moved with the 
wind. 

3 Then said the Loan unto Isaiah, 
Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, 
and Shear-jashub thy son, at the end 
of the conduit of the upper pool in the 
highway of the fuller’s held; 

4 And say unto him, Take heed, and 
be quiet; fear not, neither be fainthearted 
for the two tails of these smoking fire- 
brands, for the fierce anger of Rezin 
with Syria, and of the son of Remaliah. 
5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the sou 
of Remaliah, have taken evil counsel 
against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach therein 
for us, and set a king in the midst of 
it, even the son of Tabeal : 

7 Thus saith the Lord God, It shall 
not stand, neither shall it come to pass. 
8 For the head of Syria is Damascus 
and the head of Damascus is Rezin; 
and within threescore and five years 
shall Ephraim be broken, that it be 
not a people. 

9 And tlie head of Ephraim is Sa- 
maria. and the head of Samaria is Ro- 
maliah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surety ye shall not be established. 

10 f Moreover the Lord spake again 
unto Ahaz, saying, 

11 Ask thee a sign of the Loan thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, nei- 
ther will I tempt the Lord. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, () house 
of David; Is it a small thing for you 
to weary men, but will ye weary my 
God also? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good. 
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16 For before the child shall know to 
refuse the evil, and choose the good, 
the land that thou abhorrest shall be 
forsaken of both her kings. 

17 T The Loan shall bring upon thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon thy 
father’s house , days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim de- 
parted from Judah; even tne king of 
Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall hiss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part of the 
rivers of Egypt, and for the bee that 
is in the land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate valleys, 
and in the holes of the rocks, and upon 
all thorns, and upon all bushes. 

20 In the same dav shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, name- 
ly} by them beyond the river, by 
tne king of Assyria, the head, ana the 
hair of the feet: and it shall also con- 
sume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a young 
cow, and two sheep; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for the 
abundance of milk that they shall give 
lie shall eat butter: for butter and 
honey shall every one eat that is left 
in the land. 

23 And it shall come in that 

day, that every place sliaii 11 ^ , where 
there were a thousand vines at a thou- 
sand silverling8, it shall ere« be for 
briers and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the land 
shall become briers and thorns. 

2ft And on all hills that shall be dig- 
ged with the mattock, there shall not 
come thither the fear of briers and 
thorns: but it shall be for the sending 
forth of oxen, and for the treading of 
lesser cattle. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

"V/TOREOVER the Lord said unto 
lvJL me, Take thee a great roll, and 
write in it with a man’s pen concern- 
ing Maher-shalal-liash-baz. 

2 And I took unto me faithful wit- 
nesses to record, Uriah the priest, and 
Zechariah the son of .Jeberechiah. 

3 And I went unto the prophetess; 
and she conceived, and bare a son. 
Then said the Lord to me, Call his 
name M aher-shalal-hash-baz. 

4 For before the child shall have 
knowledge to cry, My father, and my 
mother, the riches of Damascus and 
the spoil of Samaria shall be taken 
away before the king of Assyria. 

5 i The Lord spake also unto me 
again, saying, 

6 Forasmuch as this people refuseth 
the waters of Shiloah that go softly, 
and rejoice in Rezin and Remaliah’s 
son; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Loan 
bringeth up upon them the waters of 
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the river, strong and many, even the 
king of Assyria, and all his glory: and 
he shall come up over all his channels, 
and go over all his banks: 

8 And he shall pass through Judah; 
he shall overflow and go over, he 
shall reach even to the neck; and the 
stretching out of his wings shall till 
the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel. 

9 t Associate yourselves, O ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries: gird 
yourselves, and ye shall be broken in 
nieces: gird yourselves, and ye shall 
be broken in pieces. 

10 Take counsel together, and it shall 
come to nought; speak the word, and 
it shall not stand: for God is witn us. 

11 T For the Lord spake thus to me 
with a strong hand, and instructed me 
that I should not walk in the way of 
this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to all 
them to whom this people shall say, 
A confederacy; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanctify the Lord of hosts himself; 
and let him he your fear, and let him 
he your dread. 

14 And he shall be for a sanctuary; 
but for a stone of stumbling and for a 
rock of offence to both the houses of 
Israel, fv a <lvgin and for a snare to the 
inhabitai hffa n-Te rusalem. 

15 An'k'£**»»*y among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, and 
be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And I wdl wait upon the Lord, 
that hideth his face from the house of 
Jacob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the children whom 
the Lord hath given me are for signs 
and for wonders in Israel from the Loud 
of hosts, which dwelleth in mount Zion. 

19 ^ And when they shall say unto 
you, Seek unto them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, and unto wizards that 
peep, and that mutter: should not a 

f ieople seek unto their God? for the 
iving to the dead? 

20 To the law and to the testimony: 
if they speak not according to this word, 
it is because there is no light in them. 
21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry : and it 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret them- 
selves, and curse their king and their 
God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto the 
earth; and behold trouble and dark- 
ness, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall be driven to darkiies3. 

CHAPTER IX. 

N evertheless the dimness shall 

not be such as was in her vexation, 
when at the first he lightly afflicted 
the land of Zebulun aud the land of 
Naphtali, and afterward did more 
grievously afflict her by the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of 
the nations. 

2 The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light: they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, 
upon them hath the light shined. 
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3 Thou hast multiplied the natiorl, 
and not increased the joy: they joy 
before thee according to the joy in 
harvest, and as men rejoice when they 
divide the spoil. 

4 For thou hast broken the yoke of 
his burden, and the staff of his shoul- 
der, the rod of his oppressor, as in the 
day of Midian. 

5 For every battle of the warrior is 
with confused noise , and garments 
rolled in blood; but this shall be with 
burning and fuel of fire. 

6 For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given: and the government 
shall bo upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty Cod, The everlast- 
ing Father, The Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it with judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the Loud of hosts will perform this. 

H 1 The Lord sent a word into Jacob, 
and it hath lighted upon Israel. 

D And all the people shall know, even 
Ephraim and the inhabitant of Sa- 
maria, that say in the pride and stout- 
ness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but we 
will build with hewn stones: the sy- 
comores are cut down, but we will 
change them into cedars. 

1 1 Therefore the Lord shall set up 
the adversaries of Pezin against him, 
and join his enemies together; 

12 ihe Syrians before, and the Phi- 
listines behind; and they shall devour 
Israel witli open mouth. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand ts stretched out still. 

13 t For the people turneth not unto 
him that smiteth them, neither do they 
seek the Lord of hosts. 

14 Therefore the Lord will cut' off 
from Israel head and tail, branch and 
rush, in one day. 

Jo The ancient and honourable, he is 
the head; and the prophet that teach- 
etb lies, he is the tail. 

1G For the leaders of this people cause 
them to err; and they that are led of 
them are destroyed. 

17 Therefore the Lord shall have no 
Joy in their young men, neither shall 
have mercy on their fatherless and 
widows: for every one is an hypocrite 
and an evildoer, and every mouth 
speaketh folly. For all this his anger 
is not turned aw r ay, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

IK 1 For wickedness burneth as the 
fire: it shall devour the briers and 
thorns, and shall kindle in the thick- 
ets of the forest, and they shall mount 
up like the lifting up of.smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lord of 
hosts is the land darkened, and the 
people shall be as the fuel of the fire: 
no man shall spare his brother. 

20 And he shall snatch on the right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, and they shall 
not be satisfied: they shall eat every 
man the flesh of his own arm : 

21 Manasseh, Ephraim; and Ephraim, 
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Managseh: and they together shall be 
against Judah. For all this his anger 
• is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still 
¥ 

CHAPTER X. 

W OE unto them that- decree un- 
righteous decrees, and that write 
grievousness which they have pre- 
scribed;* 

2 To turn aside the needy from judg- 
ment, and to take away the right from 
the poor of my people , that widows 
may be their prey, and that they may 
rob the fatherless! 

11 And what will ye do in the day of 
visitation, and in the desolation which 
shall come from far? to w r hom will ye 
flee for help? and where will ye leave 
your glory ? 

4 Without me they shall bow down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall under tne slain. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, but his hand 
is stretched out still. 
f> 1 U-Assyrian ; the rod of mine an- 
ger, and the staft in their hand is mine 
indignation. 

0 I will send him against an hypo- 
critical nation, and against the people 
of my wrath will 1 give him a charge, 
to take the spoil, and to take the prey, 
and to tread them down like the mire 
of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, nei- 
ther doth his heart think so; but it is 
in his heart to destroy and cut off na- 
tions not a few. 

8 For he saith, Are not my princes 
altogether kings? 

5) Is not Calno as Carohemish? is not 
Hamath as Arpad? is not Samaria as 
Damascus? 

10 As my hand hath found the king- 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 
and of Samaria; 

11 Shall 1 not, as I have done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to Jeru- 
salem and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that when the Lord hath performed his 
whole work upon mount Zion and on 
Jerusalem, 1 will punish the fruit of 
the stout heart of the king of Assyria, 
and the glory of his high looks. 

Ill For he saith, By the strength of 
my hand 1 have done it, and by my 
wisdom: for l am prudent: and 1 have 
removed the bounds of the people, and 
have robbed their treasures, and I nave 
put down the inhabitants like a valiant 
man ; 

14 And my hand hath found as a 
nest the riches of the people: and as 
one gathereth eggs that are left, have 
1 gathered all the earth; and there 
was none that moved the wing, or 
opened the mouth, or peeped. 

16 Shall the ax boast itself against 
him that how*etli therewith? nr shall 
the Baw magnify itself against him that 
shaketh it? as if the rod should shake 
itself against them that lift it up, or 
as if the staff should lift up itself, as 
if it were no wood. 

10 Therefore shall the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, send among his fat ones 
leanness; and under his glory he shall 
kindle a burning like the burning of a 
tire. 
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17 And the light of Israel shall be 
for a fire, and his Holy One for a 
flame: and it shall burn and devour 
his thorns and his briers in one day; 

18 And shall consume the glorv of 
his forest, and of his fruitful field, both 
soul and bodv: and they shall be as 
when a standardbearer lainteth. 

19 And the rest of the trees of his 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. 

20 1 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the remnant of Israel, 
and such as are escaped of the house 
of Jacob, shall no more again stay 
upon him that smote them; but shall 
stay upon the Loan, the Holy One of 
Israfel, in truth. 

21 The remnant shall return, even the 
remnant of Jacob, unto the mighty God. 

22 For though thy people Israel be as 
the sand of the sea ,yet a remnant of them 
shall return: the consumption decreed 
shall overflow with righteousness. 

23 For the Lord God of hosts shall 
make a consumption, even determined, 
in the midst of all the land. 

24 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, O my people that dwellest 
in Zion, be not afraid of the Assyrian : 
he shall smite thee with a rod, and 
shall lift up his staff against thee, after 
the manner of Egypt. 

25 For yet ’a very little while, and 
the indignation shall cease, and mine 
anger in their destruction. 

20 And the Lord of hosts shall stir 
up a scourge for him according to the 
slaughter of Midian at the rock of Oreb: 
and as his rod was upon the sea, so 
shall he lift it up after the manner of 
Egypt. 

27 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken 
away from off thy shoulder, and his 
yoke from off thy neck, and the yoke 
shall be destroyed because of the 
anointing. 

28 lie is come to Aiath, he is passed 
to Migron; at Michmash he hath laid 
up his carriages : 

29 They are gone over the passage: they 
have taken up their lodging at Geba; 
Kamah is afraid; Gibeah of Saul is fled. 

30 Lift up thy voice, 0 daughter of 
Gallim: cause it to be heard unto Laish, 
O poor Anathotli. 

31 Madmonah is removed; the inhabi- 
tants of Gebim gather themselves to flee. 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob that 
day: he shall shake his hand against 
the mount of the daughter of Zion, the 
hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with terror: 
and the high ones of stature shall be 
liewn down, and the haughty shall be 
humbled. 

34 And ho shall cut down the thickets 
of the forest with iron, and Lebanon 
shall fall by a mighty one. 

CHAPTER XL 

A ND there shall come forth a rod 
out of the stem of Jesse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots: 

2 And the spirit of the Loon shall rest 
upon him. tne spirit of wisdom aud 
understanding, the spirit of counsel 
and might, the spirit of knowledge 
and of the fear of the Lord; 
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8 And shall make him of quick un- 
derstanding in the fear of the Lord: 
and he shall not Judge after the sight 
of his eyes, neither reprove after the 
hearing of his ears: 

4 But with righteousness shall he judge 
the poor, and reprove with equity for 
the meek of the earth: and he shall 
smite the earth with the rod of his 
mouth, and with the breath of his lips 
shall he slay the wicked. 

5 And righteousness shall be the girdle 
of his loins, and faithfulness the girdle 
of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together; 
and a little child shall lead them. 

7 And the cow and the bear shall feed ; 
their young ones shalllie down together: 
and the lion shall eat straw like the ox. 

8 And the sucking child shall play on 
the hole of the asp, and the weaned 
child shall put his hand on the cocka- 
trice’ den. 

9 They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain: for the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 

10 1 And in that day there shall be 
a root of .lease, which shall stand for an 
ensign of the people: to it shall the (i en- 
tiles seek: and his rest shall be glorious. 

11 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall be 
left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Cush, and 
from Elam, and from Sbinar, and from 
Hamath, and from the islands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign for 
the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the lour 
corners of the earth. 

13 The envy also of Ephraim shall 
depart, and the adversaries of Judah 
shall be cut off: Ephraim shall not envy 
Judah, and Judah shall not vex Ephraim. 

14 But they shall fly upon the shoul- 
ders of the Philistines toward the west; 
they shall spoil them of the east to- 
gether: they shall lay their hand upon 
Edom and Moab; and the children of 
Ammon shall obey them. 

15 And the Emm shall utterly destroy 
the tongue of the Egyptian sea; and 
with his mighty wind shall he shake 
his hand over the river, and shall smite 
it in the seven streams, and mala: men 
go over dry shod. 

H> And there shall be an highway 
for the remnant of his people, Avliieh 
shall be left, from Assyria; like as it 
was to Israel in^the day that he came 
up out of the laiid of Egypt 

CHAPTER XII. 

A N 1) in that day thou shalt say, O 
Lord, 1 will praise thee: though 
thou wast angry with me, thine anger is 
turned away, and thou coml'ortedst me. 
2 Behold, God is my salvation; I will 
trust, and not be afraid: for the Lord 
JEHOVAH is my strength and my 
song; he also is become my salvation. 
3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw 
water out of the wells of salvation. 

4 And in that day shall ye say, Praise 
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the Lord, call upon his name, declare 
his doings among the people, make 
mention that his name is exalted. 

5 Sing unto the Lord; for he hath 
done excellent things: this is known 
in all the earth. ' 

6 Cry out and shout, thou inhabitant 
of Zion : for great is the Holy One of 
Israel in the midst of thee. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

fpHE burden of Babylon, which Isaiah 
X the son of Amoz did see. 

2 Lilt ye up a banner upon the high 
mountain, exalt the voice unto them, 
shake the hand, that thoy may go into 
the gates of the nobles. 

3 1 have commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also called my mighty 
ones for mine anger, even thorn that 
rejoice in my highness. 

4. The noise ot a multitude in the 
mountains, like as of a great people; a 
tumultuous noise of the kingdoms of 
nations gathered together: the Lord of 
hosts mustereth the host of the battle. 
f> They come from a far country, from 
the end of heaven, even the Lord, and 
the weapons of his indignation, to de- 
stroy the whole land. 

6 Howl ye; for the day of the 
Lord is at hand; it shall come as a 
destruction from the Almighty. 

T Therefore shall all hands he faint, 
and every mail’s heart shall melt: 

K And they shall be afraid: pangs and 
sorrows shall take hold of them; they 
shall he in pain as a woman that tra- 
vaileth: they shall bo amazed one at 
another; their faces shall be as flames. 
1) Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
cruel both with wrath and fierce anger, 
to lay the land desolate: and he shall 
destroy the sinners thereof out of it 

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
their light: the sun shall be darkened 
in his going forth, and the moon shall 
not cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity; and I will cause the arro- 
gancy of the proud to cease, and will 
lay low the haughtiness of the terrible, 

12 I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man thau the 
golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore 1 will shake the heavens, 
and the earth shall remove out of her 
place, in the wrath of the Lord of hosts, 
and in the day of his tierce anger. 

14. And it shall be as the chased roe, 
and as a sheep that no man taketh 
up: they shall every man turn to his 
own people, and flee every one into 
Ills own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall be 
thrust through; and every one that 
is joined unto them shall fall by the 
sword. 

16 Their children also shall he dashed 
to pieces before their eyes j their houses 
shall be spoiled, and their wives ravished. 

17 Behold, I will stir up tfie Medes 
against them, which shall not regard 
silver; and as for gold, they shall not 
delight in it 

18 Their hows also shall dash the 
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young men to pieces; and they shall 
nave no pity on the fruit of the womb ; 
their eye shall not spare children. 

19 f And Babylon, the glory of 
kingdoms, the beauty of the Chaldees’ 
excellency, shall be as when God over- 
threw Sodom and Gomorrah. 

20 It shall never be inhabited, neither 
shall it be dwelt in from generation to 
generation: neither shall the Arabian 
pitch tent there: neither shall the 
shepherds make their fold there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert shall 
lie there ; and their houses shall be full 
of doleful creatures ; and owls shall dwell 
there, and satyrs shall dance there. 

22 And the wild beasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, and 
dragons in their pleasant palaces: and 
her time is near to come, and her days 
shall not be prolonged. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

I ?OR the Loan will have mercy on 
. Jacob, and will yet choose Israel, 
and set them in their own land : and the 
strangers shall be joined with them, and 
they shall cleave to the house of Jacob. 
2 And the people shall take them, 
and bring them to their place : and the 
house of Israel shall possess them in 
the land of the Lord for servants and 
handmaids: and they shall take them 
captives, whose eantives they were; 
and they shall rule over their op- 
pressors. 

3 And it shall come to pass in the 
day that the Lord shall give thee rest 
from thy sorrow, and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein 
thou wast made to serve, 

4 t That thou shalt take up this pro- 
verb against the king of Babylon, -and 
say, How hath the oppressor ceased! 
the golden city ceased! 

5 The Lord hath broken the staff of the 
wicked, and the sceptre of the rulers. 
6 He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled 
the nations in anger, is persecuted, 
and none hindereth. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, and is 
quiet: they break forth into singing. 
8 Yea, the lir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon , saying. 
Since thou art laid down , no feller is 
come up against us. 
i) Hell from beneath is moved for thee 
to meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth 
up the dead for thee, even all the chief 
ones of the earth; it hath raised up 
from their thrones all the kings of the 
nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say unto 
thee, Art thou also become, weak as 
we 7 art thou become like unto us 7 
11 Thy pomp is brought down to the 
grave, and the noise of thy viols: the 
worm is spread under thee, and the 
worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from heaven, 
O Lucifer, son of the morning! ho/r 
art thou cut down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations! 

13 For thou hast said in thine heart, 
I will ascend into heaven, 1 will exalt 
my throne above the stars of God: I 
will sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation, in the sides of the north: 
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14 I will ascend above the heights 
of thf clouds; I will be like the most 
Higl 

15 fet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit 

16 They that see thee shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, 
saying , Is this the man that made the 
earth to tremble, that did shake king- 
doms ; 

17 That made the world as a wilder- 
ness, and destroyed the cities thereof; 
that opened not the house of his pri- 
soners? 

18 All the kings of the nations, even 
all of them, lie in glory, every one in 
his own house. 

ID But thou art cast out of thy grave 
like an abominable branch, and as the 
raiment of those that are slain, thrust 
through with a sword, that go down 
to the stories of the pit; as a carcase 
.trodden under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with them 
in burial, because thou hast destroyed 
thy land, and slain thy people: the 
seed of evildoers shall never be re- 
nowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his children 
for the iniquity of their fathers; that 
they do not rise, nor possess the land, 
nor till the face of the world with cities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, 
saith the Loro of hosts, and cut oil 
from Babylon the name, and remnant, 
and son, and nephew, saith the Lord. 

23 I will also make it a possession 
for the bittern, and pools of water: 
and I will sweep it with the besom of 
destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. 

24 1 The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so 
shall it come to pass; and as I have 
purposed, so shall it stand : 

25 That [ will break the Assyrian in 
my land, and upon my mountains tread 
him under foot: then shall his yoke 
depart from olf them, and his burden 
depart from off their shoulders. 

26 This is the purpose that is pur- 
posed upon the whole earth: and this 
is the hand that is stretched out upon 
all tho nations. 

27 For the Lord of hosts hath pur- 
posed, and who shall disannul it t and 
bis hand is stretched out, and who 
shall turn it hack? 

28 In the year that king Aliaz died 
was this burden. 

2‘J 1 liejoice not thou, whole Pale- 
stina, because the rod of him that 
smote thee is broken: for out of the 
serpent’s root shall come forth a cock- 
atrice, and his fruit shall be a fiery 
dying serpent. 

30 And the firstborn of the poor shall 
feed, and the needy shall lie down in 
safety: and I will kill thy root with 
famine, and he shall slay tny remnant. 

31 Howl, 0 fjate; cry, O city; thou, 
whole Balestma, art dissolved: for 
there shall come from the north a 
smoke, and none shall be alone in his 
appointed times. 

32 What shall one then answer the 
messengers of the nation? That the 
Lord hath founded Zion, and the poor 
of his people shall trust in it. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

T HE burden of Moab. Because in 
the night Ar of Moab is laid waste, 
and brought to silence; because in the 
night Kir of Moab is laid waste , and 
brought to silence; 

2 He is gone un to Bajitli, and to 
Dibon, the high places, to weep: Moab 
shall howl over Nebo, and over Me- 
deba : on all their heads shall he bald- 
ness, and every beard cut off. 

3 In their streets they shall gird them- 
selves with sackcloth: on the tops of 
their houses, and in their streets, every 
one shall howl, weeping abundantly. 

4. And Ileshbon shall cry, and Elea- 
leli: their voice shall be heard even 
upto Jahaz: therefore the armed sol- 
diers of Moab shall cry out; his life 
shall be grievous unto him. 

5 My heart shall cry out for Moab; 
his fugitives shall fee unto Zoai\ an 
heifer of three years old: for by the 
mounting up of Luliith with weeping 
shall they go it up: for in the way of 
Horonaiin they shall raise up a cry of 
destruction. 

6 For the waters of Nimrim shall be de- 
solate : for the hay is withered away, the 
grass faileth, there is no green thing. 

7 Therefore the abundance they have 
gotten, and that which they have laid 
up, shall they carry away to the 
brook of the willows. 

8 For the cry is gone round about 
the borders of Moab; the howling there- 
of unto Eglaim, and the howling 
thereof unto Boer-elim. 

9 For the Avaters of Dimon shall be 
full of blood: for I will bring more 
upon Dimon, lions upon him that es- 
capeth of Moab, and upon the remnant 
of the land. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

QEND ye the lamb to the ruler of 
n the land from Sela to the wilder- 
ness, unto the mount of the daughter 
of Zion. 

2 For it shall be , that, as a wander- 
ing bird cast out of the nest, so the 
daughters of Moab shall be at the 
fords of Arnon. 

3 Take counsel, execute judgment; 
make thy shadow as the night in the 
midst of the noonday ; hide the out- 
casts: bewray not him that wan dereth. 
4 Let mine outcasts dwell with thee, 
Moab; be thou a covert to them from 
the face of the spoiler: for the extor- 
tioner is at an end, the spoiler ceaseth, 
the oppressors arc consumed out of 
the land. 

5 And in mercy shall the throne be 
established: and he shall sit upon it in 
truth in the tabernacle of David, judg- 
ing, and seeking judgment , and hast- 
ing righteousness. 

6 f We have heard of the pride of 
Moab; he is very proud: even of his 
haughtiness, and his pride, and his 
wrath: but his lies shall not be so. 

7 Therefore shall Moab howl for Moab, 
every one shall howl: for the founda- 
tions of Kir-hareseth shall ye mourn; 
surely they are stricken. 

8 For the fields of Heshbon languish, 
and the vine of Sibmah : the lords of 
the heathen have broken down the 
principal plants thereof, they are come 
eve", unto Jazer, they wandered through 
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the wilderness : her branches are stretch- 
ed out, they are gone over the sea. 

9 t Therefore I will bewail with ‘the 
weeping of Jazer the vine of Sibmah: 
I will water thee with my tears, 0 
Heshbon, and Elealeh : for the shout- 
ing for thy summer fruits and for thy 
harvest is fallen. 

10 And gladness is taken away, and 
Joy out of the plentiful field; and in 
the vineyards there shall be no sing- 
ing, neither shall there be shouting: 
the treaders shall tread out no wine 
in their presses; I have made their 
vintage shouting to cease. 

11 Wherefore my bowels shall sound 
like an harp for Moab, and mine in- 
ward parts for Kir- hares!). 

12 f And it shall come to pass, when 
it is seen that Moab is weary on the 
high place, that he shall come to his 
sanctuary to pray; but Ire shall not 
prevail. 

13 This is the word that the Lord 
hath 9poken concerning Moab since 
that time. 

14 But now the Lord hath s, oken, 
saying, Within three years, as the 
years of an hireling, and the glory of 
Moab shall be contemned, with all 
that great multitude; and the remnant 
shall he very small and feeble. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

T HE burden of Damascus. Behold, 
Damascus is taken away from being 
a city, and it shall be a ruinous heap. 
2 The cities of Aroor are forsaken: 
they shall be for flocks, which shall 
lie down, and none shall make them 
afraid. 

3 The fortress also shall cease from 
Ephraim, and the kingdom from Da- 
mascus, and the remnant of Syria: 
they shall be as the glory of the chil- 
dren of Israel, saith the Lord of hosts. 
4 And in that day it shall come to 
pass , that the glory of Jacob shall be 
made thin, and the fatness of his flesh 
shall wax lean. 

ft And it shall be as when the harvest- 
man gathereth the corn, and reapeth 
the oars with his arm; and it shall be 
as he that gathereth ears in the valley 
of Rephaim. 

(5 t Yet gleaning grapes shall be left 
in it, as the shaking of an olive tree, 
two or three berries in the top of the 
uppermost bough, lour or five in the 
outmost fruitful branches thereof, saith 
the Lord God of Israel. 

7 At that day shall a man look to his 
Maker, and his eyes shall have respect 
to the Holy One of Israel 
8 And lie shall not look to the altars, 
the work of his hands, neither shall 
respect that which his lingers have 
made, either the groves, or the images. 
9 f In that day shall his strong cities 
be as a forsaken bough, and an upper- 
most branch, which they left because 
of the children of Israel: and there 
shall be desolation. 

10 Because thou hast forgotten the 
God of thy salvation, and hast not been 
mindful of the rock of thy strength, 
therefore shalt thou plant pleasant 
plants, and shalt set it with strange 
slips : 

11 In the day shalt thou make' thy

plant to grow, and in the morning 
shalt thou make thr seed to flourish: 
but the harvest shall be a heap in the 
day of grief and of desperate sorrow. 
12 If Woe to the multitude of many 
people, which make a noise like the 
noise of the seas; and to the rushing 
of nations, that make a rushing like 
the rushing of mighty waters! 

18 The nations shall rush like the 
rushing of many waters: but God 
shall rebuke them, and they shall flee 
far off, and shall be chased as the 
chaff of the mountains before the 
wind, and like a rolling thing before 
the whirlwind. 

14 And behold at eveningtide trouble ; 
and before the morning he ix not. This 
is the portion of them that spoil us, 
and the lot of them that rob us. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

W OE to the land shadowing with 
wings, which is beyond the rivers 
of Ethiopia: 

2 That sendeth ambassadors by the 
sea, even in vessels of bulrushes upon 
the waters, saying. Go, ye swift mes- 
sengers, to a nation scattered and 

E eeled; to a people terrible from their 
eginnmg hitherto ; a nation meted 
out and trodden down, whose land the 
rivers have spoiled! 

8 All ye inhabitants of the world, and 
dwellers on the earth, see ye, when 
he lifteth up tin ensign on the moun- 
tains; and when he bloweth a trumpet, 
hear ye. 

4 For so the Lord said unto me, I 
will take my rest, and I will consider 
in my dwelling place like a clear heat 
upon herbs, and like a cloud of dew 
in, the heat of harvest. 

5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the sour grape is 
ripening in the flower, he shall both 
cut off the sprigs with pruning hooks, 
and take away and cut down the 
branches. 

tt They shall be left together unto 
the fowls of the mountains, and to the 
beasts of the earth: and the fowls shall 
summer upon them, and all the beasts 
of the earth shall winter upon them. 

7 ^ In that time shall the present be 
brought unto the Lord of hosts of a 
people scattered and peeled, and from 
a people terrible from their beginning 
hitherto; a nation meted out and trod- 
den under foot, whose land the rivers 
have spoiled, to the place of the name 
of the Lord of hosts, the mount Zion. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

rpHE burden of Egypt, llehold, the 
'X Lord rideth upon a swift cloud, 
and shall come into Egypt: and the 
idols of Egypt shall be moved at his 
presence, and the heart of Egypt shall 
melt in the midst of it. 

2 And I will set the Egyptians against 
the Egyptians: and thev shall tight 
every one against his brother, and 
every one against his neighbour; city 
against city , and kingdom against 
kingdom. 

3 And the spirit of Egypt shall fail in 
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the midst thereof; and I will destroy 
the counsel thereof: and they shall 
seek to the idols, and to the charmers, 
and to thein that have familiar spirits, 
and to the wizards. . 

4 And the Egyptians will 1 give over 
into the 'hand of a cruel lord; and a 
fierce king shall rule over them, saith 
the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

5 And the waters shall fail from the 
sea, and the rivor shall be wasted and 
dried up. 

6 And they shall turn the rivers far 
away; and the brooks of defence shall 
be emptied and dried up: the reeds 
and flags shall wither. 

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, by 
the mouth of the brooks, and every 
thing sown by the brooks, shall wither, 
he driven away, and be no mow. 

8 The fishers also shall mourn, and 
all they that east angle into the brooks 
shall lament, and thev that spread nets 
upon the waters shall languish. 

9 Moreover they that work in fine 
flax, and they that weave networks, 
shall be confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in the 
purposes thereof, all that make sluices 
and ponds for fish. 

11 *[f Surely the princes of Zoan are 
fools, the counsel of the wise coun- 
sellors of Pharaoh is become brutish: 
how say ye unto Pharaoh, 1 am the son 
of the wise, the son of ancient kingsV 

P2 Where are they? where are thy 
wise menf and let them tell thee now, 
and let them know what the Lord of 
hosts hath purposed upon Egypt 
ltt The princes of Zoan are become 
fools, the princes of Noph are deceived; 
they have also seduced Egypt, even they 
that are the stay of the tribes thereof. 

14 The Lord hath mingled a perverse 
spirit in the midst thereof: and they 
have caused Egypt to err in every work 
thereof, as a drunken man staggereth 
in his vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work for 
Egypt, which the head or tail, branch 
or rush, may do. 

10 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women: and it shall be afraid 
and fear because of the shaking of the 
hand of the Lord of hosts, which he 
shaketh over it 

17 And the land of Judah shall be a 
terror unto Egypt, every one that mak- 
eth mention thereof shall be afraid in 
himself, because of the counsel of the 
Lord of hosts, which he hath determin- 
ed against it. 

18 t In that day shall five cities in 
the land of Egypt speak the language 
of Canaan, and swear to the Lord ot 
hosts; one shall be called, The city of 
destruction. 

IS) In that day shall there be an altar 
to the Lord in the midst of the land 
of Egypt, and a pillar at the border 
thereof to the Lord. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and for 
a witness unto the Lord of hosts in the 
land of Egypt: for they shall cry unto 
the Loud because of the oppressors, 
and he shall send them a saviour, and 
a great one, and he shall deliver them. 

21 And the Lord shall be known to 
Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know the 
Lord in that day, and shall do sacri- 
fice and oblation; yea, they shall vow a 
vow unto the Lord, and perform it.

5 And they shall he afraid and asham- 
ed of Ethiopia their expectation , and 
of Egypt their glory. 

C And the inhabitant of this isle shall 
say in that day, Behold, such in our 
expectation, whither we (ice for help 
to be delivered from the king of Assy- 
ria: and how shall we escape? 


CHAPTER XXL 

f|HIE burden of the desert of the sea. 

1 As whirlwinds in the south pass 
through; so it eometh from the desert, 
from a terrible land. 

2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me; the treacherous dealer dealeth 
treacherously, and the spoiler spoileth.

For thus hath the Lord said unto 
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me, Go. set a watchman, let him de- 
clare wnat he seeth. 

7 And he saw a chariot with a cou- 
ple of horsemen, a chariot of asses, 
and a chariot of camels; and he hear- 
kened diligently with much heed: 

8 And he cried, A lion: My lord, I 
stand continually upon the watchtower 
in the davtime, and I am set in my 
ward whole nights: 

1) And, behold, here cometh a cha- 
riot of men, with a couple of horse- 
men. And he answered and said, Ba- 
bylon is fallen, is fallen; and all the 
graven images of her gods he hath 
broken unto the ground. 

JO O my threshing, and the corn of 
my Hoor: that which I have heard of 
the Loud of hosts, the God of Israel, 
have I declared unto you. 

11 t The burden of Dumah. He call- 
eth to me out of Seir, Watchman, 
what of the night? Watchman, what 
of the night? 

12 The watchman said, The morning 
cometh, and also the night: if ye will 
enquire, enquire ye: return, come. 

Ill f The burden upon Arabia. In the 
forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, O ye 
travelling companies of Dedanim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Tema brought water to him that was 
thirsty, they prevented with their bread 
him that tied. 

15 Tor they fled from the swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from the 
bent bow, and from the grievousness 
of war. 

H> For thus bath the Lord said unto 
me, Within a year, according to the 
years of an hireling, and all the glory 
of Kedar shall fail: • 

17 And the residue of the number of 
archers, the mighty men of the chil- 
dren of Kedar, shall he diminished: 
forthc Lord God of Israel hath spoken it. 

CHAPTKIl XXII. 

rpilK burden of the valley of vision. 
JL W hat ailotli thee now, that thou 
art wholly gone up to the housetops? 

2 Thou tlnit art full of stirs, a tumul- 
tuous city, a joyous city: thy slain 
men are not slain with the sword, nor 
dead in battle. 

3 All thy rulers are fled together, they 
are hound 7 by the archers: all that 
are found m thee sire bound together, 
which have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I , Look away from 
me: I will weep bitterly, labour not to 
comfort me, because of the spoiling of 
the daughter of my people. 

5 For it L s* a day of trouble, and of 
treading down, and of perplexity by 
the Lprd God of hosts in the valley 
of vision, breaking down the walls, 
and of (Tying to the mountains. 

(5 And Flam hare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and Kir 
uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that thy 
choicest valleys shall be full of cha- 
riots, and the horsemen shall set them- 
selves in array at the gate. 

8 1 And he discovered the covering 
of Judah, and thou didst look in that 
day to the armour of the house of the 
forest 

U Ye have seen also the breaches of 
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the city of David, that they are many : 
and ye gathered together the waters 
of the lower pool 

10 And ye have numbered the houses 
of Jerusalem, and the houses have 
ye broken down to fortify the walL 

11 Ye made also a ditch between the 
two walls for the water of the old pool: 
but ye have not looked unto the maker 
thereof, neither had respect unto him 
that fashioned it long ago. 

12 And in that day did the Lord Gon 
of hosts call to weeping, and to mourn- 
ing. and to baldness , and to girding 
with sackcloth:

19 And I will drive thee from thy 
station , and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 1 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will call my servant Liiu- 
kim the son of Ililkiah : 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and 1 will commit thy govern- 
ment into his hand: and he shall be 
a father to the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and to the house of J udah.

thou whom the merchants of Zidon, 
that pass over the sea, have replenished. 
8 And by great waters the seed of 
Sihor, the harvest of the river, ia her 
revenue ; and she is a mart of nations. 

4 Be thou ashamed, O Zidon : for the 
sea hath spoken , even the strength 
of the sea, saving, I travail not, nor 
bring forth children , neither do I 
nourish up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

5 As at the report concerning Egypt, 
ao shall they be sorely pained at the 
report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, ye 
inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your joyous city, whose 
antiquity is of ancient flays V her own 
feet shall carry her afar off to sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this counsel against 
Tyre, the crowning city , whose mer- 
chants are princes, whose traffickers 
are the honourable of the earth? 

S) The Loan of hosts hath purposed it, 
to stain the pride of all glory, and to 
bring into contempt all the honourable 
of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as a river, 
O daughter of Tarshish; there is no 
more strength. 

11 He stretched out his hand over the 
sea, he shook the kingdoms; the Lord 
hath given a commandment against 
the merchant city, to destroy the strong 
holds thereof. 

12 And he said, Thou shalt no more 
rejoice, O thou oppressed virgin, daugh- 
ter of Zidon: arise, pass over to Chit- 
tim; there also shalt thou have no rest. 

13 Behold the land of the Chaldeans; 
this people was not, till the Assyrian 
founded it for them that dwell in the 
wilderness : they set up the towers 
thereof, they raised up the palaces 
thereof; and he brought it to ruin. 

14 Howl, ye ships of Tarshish: for 
your strength is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that Tyre shall be forgotten 
seventy years, according to the days 
of one king: after the end of seventy 
years shall Tyre sing as an harlot. 

16 'fake an harp, go about the city, 
thou harlot that hast been forgotten; 
make sweet melody, sing many songs, 
that thou mayest be remembered. 

17 ! And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the Lord 
will visit Tyre, arid she shall turn to 
her hire, and shall commit fornication 
with all the kingdoms of the world 
upon the face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her hire 
shall be holiness to the Loan: it shall 
not be treasured nor laid up; for her 
merchandise shall be for them that 
dwell before the Lord, to eat suffi- 
ciently, and for durable clothing. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

B EHOLD, the Lord maketh the earth 
empty, and maketh it waste, and 
turneth it upside down, and scattereth 
abroad the inhabitants thereof. 

2 And it shall be, as with the people, 
so with the priest; as with the ser- 
vant, so with his master; as with the 
maid, so with her mistress; as with 
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the buyer, so with the seller; as with 
the leader, so with the borrower; as 
with the taker of usury, so with the 
giver of usury to lum.

6 Therefore hath the curse devoured 
the earth, and they that dwell therein 
are desolate: therefore the inhabitants 
of the earth tre burned, and few 
men left 

7 The new wine mourneth, the vine 
languisheth, all the merryhearted do sigh. 

8 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, the 
joy of the harp ceaseth. 

3 They shall not drink wine with a 
song; strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down: every house is shut up, that no 
man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in the 
streets: all joy is darkened, the mirth 
of the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, and 
the gate is smitten with destruction. 

13 When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 
there, shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, and as the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is done. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, they 
shall sing for the majesty of the Loud, 
they shall cry aloud from the sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Loan in 
the fires, even the name of the Loan 
God of Israel in the isles of the sea. 

Jf> 1 From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs, even glory 
to the righteous. But 1 said, My lean- 
ness, my leanness, woe unto me! the 
treacherous dealers have dealt treacher- 
ously; yea, the treacherous dealers 
have dealt verv treacherously. 

17 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are 
upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear 
shall fall into the pit; and he that 
cometh up out of the midst of the pit 
shall be taken in the snare: for the 
windows from ori high are open, and 
the foundations of the earth do shake. 

19 The earth is utterly broken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the eartli 
is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall reel to and fro like 
a drunkard, and shall be removed like 
a cottage; and the transgression there- 
of shall be heavy upon it; and it shall 
fall, and not rise again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day.<A«<the Lord shall punish the host 
of tlie high ones that are on high, and 
the kings of the earth upon the earth. 

22 And thejr shall be gathered to- 
gether, as prisoners are gathered in 
the pit, and shall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days shall they 
be visited. 

23 'Then the moon shall be confounded, 
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and the sun ashamed, when the Loan 
of hosts shall reign in mount Zion, and 
in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

O LORD, thou art my God; I will 
exalt thee, I will praise thy name; 
for thou hast done wonderful things; 
thy counsels of old are faithfulness 
and truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a city an 
heap; of a defenced city a ruin: a 
palace of strangers to be no city; it 
shall never be built.

0 5 And in this mountain shall the 
Lord of hosts make unto all people a 
feast of fat things, a feast of wines on 
the lees, of fat things full of marrow, 
of wines on the lees well refined. 

7 And he will destroy in this mountain 
the face of the covering cast over all 
people, and the vail that is spread over 
all nations. 

8 He will swallow up death in victory; 
and the Lord God will wipe away tears 
from off all faces: and the rebuke of 
his people shall he take away from 
off all the earth: for the Lord hath 
spoken it. 

9 Tf And it shall be said in that day, Lo, 
this is our God; we have waited for 
him, and he will save us: this is the 
Loud ; we have waited for him, we will 
be glad and rejoice in his salvation. 

10 For in this mountain shall the hand 
of the Lord rest, and Moab shall be 
trodden down under him, even as straw 
is trodden down for the dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his hands 
in the midst of them, as he that swirn- 
meth spreadeth forth his hands to swim: 
and he shall bring down their pride 
together with the spoils of their hands. 
12 And the fortress of the high fort 
of thy walls shall he bring down, lay 
low, and bring to the ground, even to

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CHAPTER XXVI.

d The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps of 
the needy. 

7 The way of the Just is uprightness : 
thou, most upright, dost weigh the 
path of the lust 

8 Yea, in tne way of thy Judgments, 
() Lord, have we waited for thee; the 
desire of our soul is to thy name, and 
to the remembrance of thee. 

.9 With my soul have I desired thee 
in the night; yea, with my spirit with- 
in me will I seek thee early: for 
when thy judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness. 

Ip Let favour be shewed to the 
wicked, yet will he not learn righteous- 
ness: m the land of uprightness will 
he deal unjustly, and will not behold 
the majesty of the Loud. 

11 Lord, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see: but they shall see, 
and be ashamed for their envy at the 
people; yea, the fire of thine enemies 
shall devour them. 

12 T Lord, thou wilt ordain peace for 
us: for thou also hast wrought all our 
works in us. 

13 O Lord our God, other lords beside 
thee have had dominion over us: but 
by thee only will we make mention of 
thy name. 

14 They are dead, they shall not live ; 
they are deceased, they shall not rise : 
therefore hast thou visited and de- 
stroyed them, and made all their me- 
mory to perish. 

15 Thou hast increased the nation, O 
Lord, thou hast increased the nation: 
thou art glorified: thou hadst removed 
it far unto all the ends of the earth. 

16 Lord, in trouble have they visited 
thee, they poured out a prayer when 
thy chastening was upon them. 

17 Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of her delivery, 
is in pain, and crieth out in her pangs; 
so have we been in thy sight, 0 Lord. 

18 We have been with child, we have 
been in pain, we have as it were 
brought forth wind; we have not 
wrought any deliverance in the earth ; 
neither have the inhabitants of the 
world fallen. 

19 Thy dead inert shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they 'arise. 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust: 
for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, 
and the earth shall cast out the dead. 

20 h Come, my people, enter thou 
into thy chambers, and shut thy doors 
about tiled: hide thyself as it were for 
a little moment, until the indignation 
be overpast 

21 For, behold, the Lord coineth out 
of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity: the 
earth also shall disclose her blood, and 
shall no more cover her slain. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

I N that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall 
punish leviathan the piercing serpent, 
even leviathan that crooked serpent ; and 
he shall slay the dragon that win the sea. 
2 In that day sing ye unto her, A 
vineyard of red wine. 
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3 I the Loud do keep it; I will water 
it every moment: lest any hurt it, I 
will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury w not in me: who would set 
the briers and thorns against me in 
battle? I would go through them, I 
would burn them together. 

5 Or let him take hold of my strength, 
that he may make peace with me ; and 
he shall make peace with me. 

6 He shall cause them that come ot 
Jacob to take root: Israel shall blos- 
som and bud, and till the face of the 
world with fruit 

7 t Hath he smitten him, as he smote 
those that smoto him? or is he slain 
according to the slaughter of them 
that are slain by him? 

8 In measure, when it shooteth forth, 
thou wilt debate with it: he stayeth 
his rough wind in the day of the east 
wind. 

9 By this therefore shall the iniauity 
of Jacob be purged; and this is all the 
fruit to take away his sin; when he 
maketh all the stones of the altar as 
chalkstones that are beaten in sunder, 
the groves and images shall not stand up. 

10 Yet the defeneed city shall be de- 
solate, and the habitation forsaken, and 
left like a wilderness: there shall the 
calf feed, and there shall he lie down, 
and consume the branches thereof. 

11 When the boughs thereof are wither- 
ed, they shall be broken off: the 
women come, and set them on tire : for 
it is a people of no understanding: 
therefore lie that made them will not 
have mercy on them, and he that form- 
ed them will shew them no favour. 

12 f And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall boat off from 
the channel of the river unto the 
stream of Egypt, and ye shall be gather- 
ed one by one, O ye children ot Israel. 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and thoy shall come which were 
ready to perish in the land of Assyria, 
and the outcasts in the land of Egypt, 
and shall worship the Lord in the holy 
mount at Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

W OE to the crown of pride, to the 
drunkards of Ephraim , whose 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which are on the head of the fat val- 
leys of them that are overcome witli 
wine ! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty and 
strong one, which as a tempest of hail 
and a destroying Btorm 7 as a flood of 
mighty waters overflowing, shall cast 
down to the earth with the hand. 

3 The crown of pride, the drunkards 
of Ephraim, shall be trodden under feet: 
4 And the glorious beauty, which is 
on the head of the fat valley, shall be 
a fading flower, and as the hasty fruit 
before the summer; which when he 
that looketh upon it seeth t while it is 
yet in his hand he eateth it up. 

5 % In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a crown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty, unto the residue 
of his people, 

6 Ana for a spirit of Judgment to him 
that sitteth in judgment, and for strength 
to them that turn the battle to the gate. 

7 % But they also have erred through 
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wne, and through strong drink are out 
of the way; the priest and the prophet 
have erred through strong drink, they 
are swallowed up of wine, they are 
out of the way through strong drink; 
they err in vision, they stumble in 
Judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place clean. 

9 1 Whom shall he teach knowledge V 
and whom 8 hall he make to under- 
stand doctrine? them that are weaned 
from the milk, arid drawn from the 
breasts. 

10 For precept must he upon precept, 
precept upon precept; line upon line, 
line upon line; here a little, and there 
a little: 

11 For with stammering lips and an- 
other tongue will he speak to this people. 

12 To whom he said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary to 
rest; and this is the refreshing: yet 
they would not hoar. 

13 But the word of the Loan was unto 
them precept upon precept, precept 
upon nrecept; line upon line, line upon 
line; here a little, and, there a little; 
that they might go. and fall backward, 
and bo broken, and snared, and taken. 

14 I Wherefore hear the word of the 
Lord, ye scornful men, that rule this 
people which is in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said, We have 
made a covenant with death, and with 
hell are we at agreement; when the 
overflowing scourge shall pass through, 
it shall not come unto us : for we have 
made lies our refuge, and under false- 
hood have we hid ourselves: 

16 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gon, Behold, I lay in Zion for a foun- 
dation a stone, a tried stone, a pre- 
cious corner stone, a sure foundation : 
he that believeth shall not make haste. 

1< Judgment also will I lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plum- 
met: and the hail shall sweep awav 
the refuge of lies, and the waters shall 
overflow the hiding place. 

And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be trodden down 
by it. 

. 19 From the time that it goeth forth 
it shall take you : for morning by 
morning shall it pass over, by day and 
by night: and it shall be a vexation 
only to understand the report 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a yian can stretch himself on it: and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it. 

21 For the Lord shall rise up as 
in mount Perazim. he shall be wroth 
as in the valley of Gibeon, that he may 
do hiB work, his strange work; and 
bring to pass his act, his strange act 

22 Now therefore be ye not mockers, 
Jest your bands be made strong: for 1 
have heard from the Lord Gon of hosts 
a consumption, even determined upon 
the whole earth. 

23 5 Give ye ear, and hear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day 
to sow? doth he open and break the 
clods of his ground r 

25 When he hath made plain the 
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face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat ana 
the appointed barley and the rie in 
their place V 

26 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a cart wheel turned about upon the 
cummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a staft', and the cummin with 
a rod. 

2H Bread corn is bruised; because he 
will not ever be threshing it, nor break 
it with the wheel of his cart, nor bruise 
it with his horsemen. 

21) This also cometh forth from the 
Loan of hosts, which is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

W OE to Ariel, to Ariel, the city 
where David dwelt! add ye year 
to year: let them kill sacrifices. 

2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and there 
shall be heaviness and sorrow: and it 
shall be unto me as Ariel. 

3 And I will camp against thee round 
about, and will lay siege against thee 
with a mount, ami 1 will raise forts 
against thee. 

d And thou shalt be brought down, 
and shalt speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of the 
dust, and thy voice shall be, as of one 
that hath a familiar spirit, out of the 
ground, and thy speech shall whisper 
out of the dust. 

5 Moreover the multitude of thy stran- 
gers shall be like small dust, and the 
multitude of the terrible ones .shall he 
as chalf that passeth away : yea, it shall 
be at an instant suddenly. 

6 Thou shalt be visited of the Lord 
of hosts with thunder, and with earth- 
quake, and great noise, with storm and 
tempest, and the flame of devouring fire. 
7 t And the multitude of all the na- 
tions that light against Ariel, even all 
that fight against her and her munition, 
and that distress her, shall be as a 
dream of a night vision. 

8 It shall oven bo as when an hungry 
man dreameth, and, behold, he eateth; 
but he awaketh, and his soul is empty : 
or as when a thirsty man dreameth, 
and, behold, he drinketh; but he awak- 
eth, and, behold, he is faint, and his 
soul hath appetite: so shall the mul- 
titude of all the nations be, that fight 
against mount Zion. 

1> Stay yourselves, and wonder; cry 
ye out, and cry: they are drunken, but 
not with wine; they stagger, but not 
with strong drink. 

10 For the Lord hath poured out upon 
you the spirit of deep sleep, and hath 
closed your eyes: the prophets and 
your rulers, the seers hatn he covered. 
11 And the vision of all is become 
unto you as the words of a book that 
is sealed, which men deliver to One 
that is learned, saying, Read this, I 
pray thee: and he saith, J cannot; for 
it is scaled : 

12 And the book is delivered to him 
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that is not learned, saying, Read this, 

1 pray thee: and lie saith, I am not 
learned. 

13 T Wherefore the Lord said, Foras- 
much as thiB people draw near me 
with their mouth, and with their lij)s 
do honour me^ but have removed their 
heart far from me, and their fear toward 
me is taught by the precept of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will proceed 
to do a marvellous work among this 
people, even a marvellous work and a 
wonder: for the wisdom of their wise 
mm shall perish, and the understand- 
ing of their prudent men shall bo hid. 

15 Woe unto them that Hock deep 
to hide their counsel from the Lord, 
and their works are in the dark, and 
they say, Who seeth us? and who 
knoweth us? 

10 Surely your turning of things upside 
down shall he esteemed as the potter’s 
clay: for shall the work say of him that 
made it, lie made me not? or shall the 
thing framed say of him that framed 
it. He had no understanding? 

17 Lt it not yet a very little while, 
find Lebanon shall be turned into a 
fruitful field, and the fruitful field shall 
he esteemed as a forest? 

1H If And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of ob- 
scurity, and out of darkness. 

11) The meek also shall increase their 
joy in the Loan, and the poor among 
men shall rejoice in the Itoly One of 
Israel. 

20 For the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scorner is consumed, 
and all that watch for iniquity are 
cut off: 

21 That make a man an oil'ender for 
a word, and lay a snare for him that 
reproveth in the gate, and turn aside 
the just for a tiling of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Loan, who 
redeemed Abraham, concerning the 
house of ,facob, Jacob shall not now 
be ashamed, neither shall bis face now 
wax pale. 

23 But. when he seeth his children, 
the work of mine hands, in the midst 
of him, they shall sanctify my name, 
and sanctify the Holy < Mie of Jacob, 
and shall fear the God of Israel. 

24 They also that erred in spirit shall 
come to understanding, and they that 
murmured shall learn doctrine. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

.WOE to the rebellious children, saith 
T? the Loud, that take counsel, but 
not of me; and that cover witli a 
covering, but not of my spirit, that 
they may add sin to sin: 

2 That walk to go down into Egypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength 
of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shadow 
of Egypt! 

3 Therefore shall the strength of Pha- 
raoh be your shame, and the trust in 
the shadow of Egypt your confusion. 

4 For his princes wpre at Zoan, and 
his ambassadors came to Hanes. 

5 They were all ashamed of a people 
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that could not profit them, nor be an 
help nor profit, but a ahame, and also 
a reproach. 

. b The burden of the beasts of the south : 
into the land of trouble and anguish, 
from whence come the young and old 
lion, the vipor and fiery flying serpent, 
they will carry their riches upon the 
shoulders of young asses, and their 
treasures upon the bunches of camels, 
to a people that shall not profit them. 
7 For the Egyptians shall help in vain, 
and to no purpose: therefore have I 
cried concerning this, Their strength 
is to sit still. 

K II Mow go, write it before them in 
a table-, and note it in a book, that it 
may be for the time to come for ever 
and ever: 

0 Thai this is a rebellious people, lying 
children, children that will not hear the 
law of the Loan: 

10 Which say to the seers, See nut; 
and to the prophets, Prophesy not unto 
us right things, speak unto us smooth 
things, prophesy deceits: 

11 Get you out. of the way, turn aside 
out of the path, cause the Iloly One 
of Israel to cease from before us. 

32 Wherefore thus saith the Holy One 
of Israel, Because yc despise this word, 
and trust in oppression and perverse- 
ness. and stay thoreon : 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall be to 
you as a breach ready to fall, swelling 
out in a high wall, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the break- 
ing of the potters’ vessel that is broken 
in pieces; he shall not spure: so that 
there shall not he found in the burst- 
ing of it a sherd to take fire from the 
hearth, or to take water toithal out of 
the pit 

15 For thus saith the Lord Gon, tho 
Holy One of Israel; In returning and 
rest shall ye ho saved; in quietness and 
in confidence shall he youj strength: 
and ye would not 

10 But ye said, Mo; for we will fice 
upon horses; therefore .shall ye Hoe: 
and, We will ride upon the swift; there- 
fore shall they that pursue you he swift 
17 One thousand shall J/ee at the re- 
buke of one; at the rebuke of five 
shall ye liee : till ye he left as a beaeon 
upon the top of a mountain, and as an 
ensign on an hill. 

1H 1 And therefore will the Loan wait, 
that he may be gracious unto you, and 
therefore will he he exalted, that he 
may have mercy upon you: for the 
Loan is a God of judgment: blessed 
are all they that wait for him. 

It) For the people shall dwell in Zion 
at Jerusalem : tliou shalt weep no more : 
he will he very gracious unto thee at 
the voice of thy cry; when he shall 
hear it, he will answer thee. 

20 And though the Lord give you the 
bread of adversity, and the wate. of 
aflliction, yet shall not thy teachers be 
removed into a corner any more, but 
thine eyes shall see thy teachers: 

21 And thine oars shall hear a word 
behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
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walk ye in it, when ye turn to the right 
hand, and when ye turn to the left 

22 Ye shall defile also the covering 
of thy graven images of silver, and the 
ornament of thy molten images of gold : 
thou shalt cast them away as a men- 
struous cloth; thou shalt say unto it, 
Get thee hence. 

23 Then shall he give the rain of thy 
seed, that thou shalt sow the ground 
withal; and bread of the increase of 
the earth, and it shall be fat and plen- 
teous: in that day shall thy cattle feed 
in large pastures. 

24 The oxen likewise and the young 
asses that ear the ground shall eat 
clean provender, which hath been win- 
nowed with the shovel and with the fan. 

25 And there shall be upon every 
high mountain, and upon every high 
hill, rivers and streams of waters in the 
day of the great slaughter , when the 
towers fall. 

26 Moreover the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and 
the light of the sun shall be sevenfold, 
ns the light of seven days, in the day 
that the Loro bindeth up the breach 
of his people, and healeth the stroke 
of their w ound. 

27 If Behold, the name of the Loan 
cometh from far, burning with his 
anger, and the burden thereof is heavy: 
his lips are full of indignation, and his 
tongue as a devouring fire: 

28 And his breath, as an overflowing 
stream, shall reach to the midst of the 
neck, to sift the nations with the sieve 
of vanity : and there shall he a bridle 
in the jaws of the people, causing them 
to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the 
night when a holy solemnity is kept; 
and gladness of heart, as when one 
goeth with a pipe to come into the 
mountain of the Loan, to the mighty 
One of Israel. 

30 And tjie Loan shall cause his glo- 
rious voice to be heard, and shall shew 
the lighting down of his arm, with the 
indignation of his anger, and with the 
flame of a devouring fire, with scatter- 
ing, and tempest, and hailstones. 

31 For through the voice of the Lord 
shall the Assyrian be beaten down, 
which smote with a rod. 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded staff shall pass, which the 
Lord shall lay upon him, it shall be 
with tabrets and harps: and in battles 
of shaking will he fight with it. 

33 For Tophet is ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he hath 
made it deep and large: the pile there- 
of is fire and much wood; the breath 
of the Lord, like a stream of brim- 
stone, doth kindle it 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

W OE to them that go down to 
Egypt for help; and stay on hor- . 
ses, and trust in chariots, because they 
are many; and in horsemen, because 
they are very strong; but they look 
not unto the Holy One of Israel, nei- 
ther seek the Lord! 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
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evil, and will not call back his words: 
but will arise against the house of the 
evildoers, and against the help of them 
that work iniquity. 

8 Now the Egyptians are men, and 
not God; and their horses flesh, and 
not spirit When the Loro shall stretch 
out his hand, both he that helpeth shall 
fall, and he that is holpen shall fall 
down, and they all shall fail together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
unto me, Like as the lion and the 
young lion roaring on his prey, when 
a multitude of shepherds is called forth 
against him, he will not be afraid of 
their voice, nor abase himself for the 
noise of them: so shall the Lobd of 
hosts come down to tight for mount 
Zion, and for the hill thereof 

5 As birds flying, so will the Lord of 
hosts defend Jerusalem; defending 
also he will deliver it; ami passing 
oyer he will preserve it. 

(> If Turn ye unto him from whom 
the children of Israel have deeply re- 
volted. 

7 For in that day every man shall 
cast away his idols of silver, and his 
idols of gold, which your own hands 
have made unto you jor a sin. 

K If Then shall the Assyrian fall with 
the sword, not of a mighty man; and 
the sword, not of a mean man, shall 
devour him: hut he shall flee from the 
sword, and his young men shull be 
discomfited. 

9 And he shall pass over to his strong 
hold for fear, and his princes shall be 
afraid of the ensign, saith the Lord, 
whose fire ix in Zion, and his furnace 
in Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

B EHOLD, a king shall reign in righ- 
teousness, and princes shall rule 
in judgment. 

2 And a man shall be as an hiding 
plaee from the wind, and a covert from 
the tempost; as rivers of water in a 
dry place, as the shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land. 

3 And the eyes of them that see shall 
not be dim, and the ears of them that 
hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and the tongue 
of the stammerers shall be ready to 
speak plainly. 

5 The vile person Bhall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to be 
bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak yil- 
lany, and his heart will work iniquity* 
to practise hypocrisy, and to utter 
error against the Lord, to make empty 
the soul of the hungry, and he will 
cause the drink of the thirsty to fail. 
7 The instruments also of tne churl 
are evil: he deviseth wicked devices 
to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. 
8 But the liberal deviseth liberal things; 
and by liberal tilings shall he stand. 

9 1 Rise up, ye women that are at 
ease; hear my voice, yo careless daugh- 
ters; give ear unto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye be 
troubled, yo careless women: for the 
vintage shall fail, the, gathering shall 
not come. 
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11 Tremble, ye women that arc at 
ease; be troubled, ye careless ones: 
strip you. and make you bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, for 
the pleasant fields, for the fruitful vine. 

IB upon the land of my people shall 
come up thorns and briers ; yea, upon 
all the houses of joy in the joyous city : 

14 Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken; the multitude of the city shall 
be left; the forts and towers shall be 
for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, 
a pasture of flocks; 

15 Until the spirit be poured upon us 
from on high, and the wilderness be a 
fruitful field , and the fruitful field be 
counted for a forest. 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in the 
wilderness, and righteousness remain 
in the fruitful field. 

17 And the work of righteousness shall 
be peace; and the effect of righteous- 
ness quietness and assurance for ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure dwell- 
ings, and in quiet resting places; 

13 When it shall hail, coming down 
on the forest; and the city shall be 
low in a low place. 

20 Blessed arc ye that sow beside all 
waters, that send forth thither the feet 
of the ox and the ass. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

W OK to thee that spoilest, and thou 
toast not spoiled; and dealest, 
treacherously , and they dealt not 
treacherously with thee! when thou 
shalt cease to spoil , thou shalt be 
spoiled; and wheu thou shalt make an 
end to deal treacherously, they shall 
deal treacherously with thee. 

2 0 Louu, be gracious unto us; we 
have waited for thee: be thou their 
arm every morning, our salvation also 
in tho time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the peo- 
ple fled; at the lifting up of thyself the 
nations were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall be gathered 
like the gathering of tho caterpiller: as 
the running to and fro of locusts shall 
he run upon them. 

5 The Lord is exalted; for he dwell- 
eth on high: he hath filled Zion with 
judgment and righteousness. 

0 And wisdom and knowledge shall 
be the stability of thy times, and 
strength of salvation: the fear of the 
Lord is his treasure. 

7 Behold, their valiant ones shall cry 
without: the ambassadors of peace 
shall weep bitterly. 

8 The highways lie waste, the way- 
faring man ceaseth: ho hath broken 
the covenant, he hath despised the 
cities, he regardeth no man. 

3 The oarth mourneth and languish- 
eth: Lebanon is ashamed and hewn 
down: Sharon is like a wilderness; and 
IhiBhan and Carmel shake off their fruits. 
10 .Now will I rise, saith the Lord; 
now will I be exalted; now will I lift 
up myself 

U Ye shall concoive chafi', ye shall 
bring forth stubble: your breath, as 
fire, shall devour you. 

12 And the people shall be as the 
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burnings of lime: as thorns cut up 
shall they be burned in the fire. 

13 t Hear, ye that are far off, what 
I have done; and, ye that are near, 
acknowledge my might 
14. The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the hypo- 
crites. Who among us shall dwell with 
tho devouring fire? who among us shall 
dwell with everlasting burnings? 

15 lie that walketh righteously, and 
spcaketh uprightly; he that despiseth 
the gain of oppressions, that shaketh 
his hands from holding of bribes, that 
stoppetli his cars from hearing of blood, 
and sliutteth his eyes from seeing evil ; 

16 He shall dwell on high: his place 
of defence shall he tho munitions of 
rocks: bread shall be given him; his 
waters shall he sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the king in 
his beauty: they shall behold the land 
that is very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate terror. 
Where is the scribe? where is tho 
receiver? where is he that counted 
the towers? 

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce people, 
a people of a deeper speech than thou 
canst perceive; of a stammering tongue, 
that thou const, not understand. 

20 Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see Jeru- 
salem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle 
that shall not bo taken down; not one 
of the stakes thereof shall ever be re- 
moved, neither shall any of the cords 
theroof be broken. 

21 But there the glorious Loro will 
he unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams; wherein shall go no galley 
with oars, neither shall gallant ship 
pass thereby. 

22 For the Lord is our judge, the 
Lord is our lawgiver, tho Lord is our 
king: he will save us. 

23 Thy tacklings are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their mast, 
they could not spread the sail: then is 
the prey of a great spoil divided; the 
lame take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not say, I 
am sick: the people that dwell therein 
shall he forgiven their iniquity. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

C 10MK near, ye nations, to hear; and 
> hearken, ve people: let rne earth 
hear, and all that is therein; the world, 
and all things that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord is 
upon all nations, and his fury upon 
all their armies: he hath utterly de- 
stroyed them, he hath delivered them 
to the slaughter. 

3 Tlicir slain also shall be cast out, 
and tlieir stink shall come up out of 
their carcases, and the mountains shall 
be melted with their blood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be rolled together as a scroll: and all 
their host shall. fall down, as the leaf 
falleth off from the vino, and as a fall- 
ing Jig from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven: behold, it shall come down 
upon Idumea, and upon the people of 
my curse, to judgment 
0 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat- 
ness, and with the blood of lambs and 
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goats, with the fat of the kidneys of 
rams: for the Lord hath a sacrifice in 
Bozrah , and a great slaughter in the 
land of Idumea. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and their land shall be soaked 
with blood, and their dust made fat 
with fatness. 

8 For it is the day of the Lord’s ven- 
geance, and the year of recompences 
for the controversy of Zion. 

9 And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust thereof 
into brimstone, and the land thereof 
shall become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not be quenched night 
nor day; the smoke thereof shall go 
up lor ever: from generation to ge- 
neration it shall lie waste; none shall 
pass through it for ever and ever. 

1 1 f But the cormorant and the bittern 
shall possess it; the owl also and the 
raven shall dwell in it: and he shall 
stretch out upon it the line of con- 
fusion, and the stones of emptiness. 

12 They shall call the nobles thereof to 
the kingdom, but none sludl be there, 
and all her princes shall be nothing. 

Ill And thorns shall come up in her 
palacos, nettles and brambles in the 
fortresses thereof: and it shall be an 
habitation of dragons, and a court for 
owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert shall 
also meet with the wild beasts of the 
island, and the satyr shall cry to his 
fellow; the screech owl also shall rest 
there ? and find for herself a place of rest. 

15 There shall the great owl make her 
nest, and lay. and hatch, and gather 
under her shadow: there shall the vul- 
tures also bo gathered, every one with 
her mate. 

10 1 Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lord, and read: no one of these shall 
fail, none shall want her mate: for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and his 
spirit it hath gathered them. 

17 And he hath cast the lot for them, 
and his hand hath divided it unto 
them by line: they shall possess it for 
ever, lrom generation to generation 
shall they dwell therein. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 
rPHE wilderness and the solitary place 
A shall be glad for them: and the 
desert shall rejoice, and blossom as 
the rose. 

2 It shall blossom abundantly, and 
rejoice even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Lebanon shall be given unto it, 
the excellency of Carmel and Sharon, 
they shall see the glory of the Lord, 
and the excellency of our Cod. 

3 ^ Strengthen ye the weak hands, 
and confirm the feeble knees. 

4 Say to them that are of a fearful heart, 
lie strong, fear not: behold, your God 
will come with vengeance, even God 
with a recompence; he will come and 
save you. 

5 Then the eyes of the blind shall be 
opened , and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. 

b Then shall the lame man leap as 
an hart, and the tongue of the dumb 
sing: for in the wilderness shall waters 
break out, and streams in the desert. 

7 And the parched ground shall 
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become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water: in the habitation of 
dragons, where each lay, shall be grass 
with reeds and rushes. 

8 And an highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it snail be called The 
way of holiness; the unclean shall not 
pass over it; but it shall be for those: 
the wayfaring men, though fools, shall 
not err therein, 

9 No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, 
it shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed shall walk there: 

10 And the ransomed of the Loan 
shall return, and come to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads: they shall obtain ioy and glad- 
ness, and sorrow and signing shall flee 
away. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

N OW it came to pass in the four- 
teenth year of king Hezekiah, that 
Sennacherib king of Assyria came up 
against all the defenced cities of Ju- 
dah, and took them. 

2 And the king of Assyria sent liab- 
shakeh from Lachish to Jerusalem unto 
king llezekiah with a great army. Ami 
he stood by the conduit of the upper 
pool in the highway of the fuller’s held. 

3 Then came forth unto him Kliakim, 
Hilkiah’s son , which was over the 
house , and Shebna the scribe , and 
Joah, Asaph’s son, the recorder. 

4 If And Rabshakeh said unto them, 
Say ye now to llezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 

f> I say, sayest thou, (but they are but 
vain words) 1 have counsel and strength 
for war : now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

G Lo, thou trustest in the staff of 
this broken reed, on Egypt ; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt to all that trust in him. 

7 But if thou say to me, We trust 
in the Loud our God: is it not lie, 
whose high places and whose altars 
llezekiah hath taken away, and said 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I pray 
thee, to my master the king of Assyria, 
and I will give thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to 
set riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and put thy trust on 
Egypt for chariots and for horsemen? 

10 And am I now come up without the 
Loan against this land to destroy it? 
the Loud said unto me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it 
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11 V Then said Eliakim and Shebna 
and Joah unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I 
pray thee, unto thy servants in the 
Synan language; for we understand it: 
and speak not to us in the Jews’ lan- 
guage, in the ears of the people that 
are on the walL 

12 T But Rabshakeh said, Hath my 
master sent me to thy master and to 
thee to speak these words? hath he not 
serat me to the men that sit upon the 
wall, that they may eat their own 
dunk, and drink their own piss with 
you? 

13 Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ lan- 
guage, and said, Hear ye the words of 
the great king, the king of Assyria. 

14 Thus saith the king, Let not He- 
zekiah deceive you: for ho shall not 
be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us: this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. 

16 Hearken not to Hezekiah : for thus 
saith the king of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me: and eat ye every 
one of his vine , and every one of his 
fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his own cistern; 

17 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. 

18 Beware lest Hezekiah persuade 
you, saying, The Lord will deliver us. 
Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered his land out of the hand of 
the king of Assyria? 

19 Where are the gods of llamath 
and Arphad? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim? and have they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand? 

20 Who are they among all the gods 
of these lands, that have delivered their 
land out of my hand, that the Lord 
should deliver Jerusalem out of my 
hand? 

21 But they held their peace, and 
answered him not a word : for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer 
him not 

22 ^ Then came Eliakim, the son of 
Hilkiah, that vias over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah, the 
son of Asaph, the recorder, to Ilezc- 
kiah with their clothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rabshakeh. 


CHAPTER XXXVIL 

A N D it came to pass , when king 
Hezekiah heard it , that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, who wan over 
the household, and Shebna the scribe, 
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and the elders of the priests covered 
with sackcloth, unto Isaiah the prophet 
the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus*saith 
Hezekiah. This day is a day of trouble, 
and of rebuke, and of blasphemy: for 
the children are come to the birth, and 
there is not strength to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Loan thy God will 
hear the words of Rabshakeh, whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath 
sent to reproach the living God, and 
will reprove the words which the Loan 
thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up 
thy prayer for the remnant that is left 

5 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. 

6 f And Isaiah Baid unto them, Thus 
shall ye say unto your master, Thus 
saith the Lord , Be not afraid of the 
words that thou hast heard, wherewith 
the servants of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
return to his own land; and I will 
cause him to fall by the sword in his 
own land 

8 IT So Rabshakeh returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was 
departed from Laehish. 

9 And he heard say concerning Tir- 
hakah king of Kthiopia, He is come 
forth to make war with thee. And 
when he heard it f he sent messengers 
to Hezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God, 
in whom thou trustest, deceive thee, 
sayinft, Jerusalem shall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all lands 
by destroying them utterly; and shalt 
thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed, as Gozan, and Ilaran, and 
Rczcpli, and the children of Eden 
which were in Telassar? 

13 Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arphad, and tho king of 
the city of Sepharvaim, Hena,and Ivah V 

1 4 If And Hezekiah received the let- 
ter from the hand of the messengers, 
and road it: and Hezekiah went up 
unto the house of the Lord, and spread 
it before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 O Loud of hosts, God of Israel, that 
dwellest between the cherubims, thou 
art the God, even thou alone, of all the 
kingdoms of the earth: thou hast made 
heaven and earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, () Lobi>, and 
hear; open thine eyes, O Lord, and 
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see: and hear all the words of Sen- 
nacherib, which hath sent to reproach 
the living God. 

18 Of a truth. Loan, the kings of As- 
syria have laid waste all the nations, 
and their countries, 

19 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men's hands, wood and stone : 
therefore they have destroyed them. 

20 Now therefore. O Lord our God, 
save us from his hand, that all the 
kingdoms of the earth may know that 
thou art the Lord, even thou only. 

21 ^ Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent unto Hezekiah, saving. Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, Whereas thou 
hast prayed to me against Sennacherib 
king of Assyria : 

22 This is the word which the Lord 
hath Bpokon concerning him; The vir- 
gin, the daughter of Zion, hath despised 
thee, and laughed thee to scorn; the 
daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken 
her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

24 By thy' servants hast thou re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, By 
the multitude of my chariots am 1 
come up to the height of the moun- 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon ; and 1 
will cut down the tall cedars thereof, 
and the choice fir trees thereof: and I 
will enter into the height of his border 
and the forest of his Carmel. 

25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the sole of my feet have I 
dried up all the rivers of the besieged 
places. 

20 Hast thou not heard long ago, how 
I have done it; and of ancient times, 
that I have formed it? now have I 
brought it to pass, that thou shouldest 
be to lay waste defenced cities into 
ruinous neaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded: they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on the housetops, and 
as corn blasted before it be grown up. 

28 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

29 Because thy rage against me, and 
thy tumult, is come up into mine ears, 
therefore will I nut my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I 
will turn thee back by the way by' 
which thou earnest 

30 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such as groweth 
of itself; and the second y r ear that 
which springeth of the same : and in 
the third year sow ye, and reap, and 
plant vineyards , and eat the fruit 
thereof. 

31 And the remnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall again take 
root downward, and bear fruit upward: 

32 For out of Jerusalem shall go forth 
a remnant, and they that escape out 
of mount Zion : the zeal of the Lord 
of hosts shall do this. 

33 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
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ceming the king of Assyria, He shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there , nor come before it with 
shields, nor cast a bank against it 
84 By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and snail not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. 

3ft For I will defend this city to save 
it for mine own sake, and for my ser- 
vant David’s sake. 

36 Then the angel of the Lord went 
forth, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians a hundred and fourscore 
and five thousand: and when they 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
they were all dead corpses. 

37 f So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed , and went and returned, 
and dwelt at Nineveh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezer his sons smote him with the 
sword; and they escaped into the land 
of Armenia: and Esar-haddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

I N those days was Hczekiah sick unto 
death. And Isaiah the prophet the 
son of Amoz came unto him, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord, Set 
thine house in order: for thou shalt 
die, and not live. 

2 Then Ilezekiah turned his face to- 
ward the wall, and prayed unto the 
Lord, 

3 And said. Remember now, O Lord. 
I beseech thee, how I have walked 
before thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is good 
in thy sight. And Ilezekiah wept sore. 
4 U Then came the word of the Lord 
to Isaiah, saying, 

5 Go, and say to Tlezekiah, Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of David thy father, 
I have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears: behold, 1 will add unto thy 
days fifteen years. 

6 And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of 
/ ssyria: and I will defend this city. 
7 And this shall be a sign unto thee 
from the Lord, that the Lord will do 
this thing that he hath spoken; 

8 Behold, I will bring again the sha- 
dow of the degrees, which is gone down 
in the sun dial of Aliaz, ten degrees 
backward. So the sun returned ten 
degrees, by w hich degrees it was gone 
down. 

9 T The writing of Ilezekiah king of 
Judah, when he had been sick, and 
was recovered of his sickness: 

10 I said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gates of the 
grave: I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. 

11 I said, I shall not see the Lord, even 
the Lord, in the land of the living: I 
shall behold man no more with the in* 
habitants of the world. 
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12 Mine age is departed, and is re- 
moved from me as a shepherd’s tent: 

I have cut off like a weaver my life : 
he will cut me off with pining sick- 
ness: from day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. 

18 I reckoned till morning, that, as 
a lion, so will he break all my bones: 
from day even to night wilt thou make 
an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or a swallow, so did 
I chatter : I did mourn as a dove : mine 
eyes fail with looking upward: O Loro, 

I am oppressed; undertake for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me , and himself hath 
done it: I shall go softly all my years 
in the bitterness of my soul. 

16 O Lord, by these things men live, 
andin all these things is the life of my 
spirit: so wilt thoirrecover me, and 
make me to live. 

17 Behold, for peace I had great bit- 
terness: but thou hast in love to my 
soul delivered it from the pit of cor- 
ruption: for thou hast cast all my sins 
behind thy back. 

18 For the grave cannot praise thee, 
death can not celebrate thee : they that 
go down into the pit cannot hope for 
thy truth. 

19 The living, the living, he shah 
praise thee, as I do this day: the fa- 
ther to the children shall make known 
thy truth. 

20 The Lord was ready to save me: 
therefore we will sing my songs to 
the Rtringed instruments all the days 
of our life in the house of the Lord. “ 

21 For Isaiah had said, Let them take 
a lump of figs, and lay it for a plaister 
upon the boil, and he shall recover. 

22 Hezekiah also had said, What is 
the sign that I shall go up to the house 
of the LorpV 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

A T that time Merodach-balndau, the 
son of Baladan, king of Babylon, 
sent letters and a present to Hezekiah: 
f 9 r he had heard that he had been 
sick, and was recovered. 

2 And Hezekiah was glad of them, 
and f shewed them the house of his 
precious things, the silver, and the 
gold, and the spices, and the prec’ us 
ointment, and all the house of his 
armour, and all that was found in his 
treasures: there was nothing in his 
house, nor in all his dominion, that 
Hezekiah shewed them not. 

8 ^ Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto king Hezekiah , and said unto 
him, What said these men? and from 
whence came they unto thee? And He- 
zekiah said, They are come from a far 
country unto me, even from Babylon. 
4 Then said he, What have they seen 
in thine house? And Hezekiah answer- 
ed, All that is in mine house have they 
seen: there is nothing among my trea- 
sures that I have not shewed them. 

5 Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, Hear 
the word of the Lord of hosts: 

6 Behold, the days come, that all that 
is in thine house, and that which thy 
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fathers have laid up in store until this 
day, shall be carried to Babylon: nor- 
thing shall be left, saith the Lord. 

7 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they snail 
be eunuchs in the palace of the king 
of Babylon. 

8 Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, Good 
is the word of the Lord which thou hast 
spoken. He said moreover, For there 
snail be peace and truth in my days. 

CHAPTER XL. 

C OMFORT ye, comfort ye my peo- 
ple, saith your God. 

2 Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, 
and cry unto her, that her warfare is 
accomplished, that her iniquity is par- 
doned: for she hath received of the 
Lord’s hand double for all her sins. 

3 The voice of him that crieth in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make straight in the desert 
a highway for our God. 

4 Every valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall be made 
low: and the crooked shall be made 
straight, and the rough places plain: 
5 And the glory of the Lord shall 
bo revealed, and all flesh shall see*z2 
together: for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

(» The voice said, Cry. And he said, 
What shall I cry? All flesh is grass, 
and all the gobdliness thereof is as the 
flower of the field : 

7 The grass withoreth, the flower 
ladeth: because the spirit of the Lord 
hlo we tli upon it: surely the people is 
grass. 

8 The grass withereth, the flower fad- 
eth: but the word of our God shall 
stand for ever. 

9 5 O Zion, that bringest good tidings, 
get thee up into the high mountain; O 
Jerusalem, that bringest good tidings, 
lift up thy voice with strength; lift it 
up, be not afraid; say unto the cities 
of Judah, Behold your God! 

10 Behold, the Lord God will come 
with strong hand, and his arm shall 
rule for him : behold , his reward is 
with him, and his work before him. 

11 He shall feed his flock like a shep- 
herd: he shall gather the lambs with 
his arm, and carry them in his bosom, 
and shall gently lead those that are 
with young. 

12 f Who hath measured the waters 
in the hollow of his hand, and meted 
out heaven with the span, and com- 
prehended the dust of the earth in a 
measure, and weighed the mountains 
in scales, and the hills in a balance? 
13 Who hath directed the Spirit of 
the Lord, or being his counsellor hath 
taught him? 

14 With whom took he counsel, and 
who instructed him, and taught him in 
the path of judgment, and taught him 
knowledge, and shewed to him the 
way of understanding? 

15 Behold, the nations are as a drop 
of a bucket, and are counted as the 
small dust of the balance: behold, he 
taketh up the isles as a very little thing. 
16 And Lebanon is not sufficient to 
burn, nor the beasts thereof sufficient 
for a burnt offering. 
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17 All nations before him are as no- 
thing; and they are counted to him less 
than nothing, and vanity. 

18 ^ To whom then will ye liken 
God? or what likeness will ye com- 
pare unto him? 

19 The workman melteth a graven 
image, and the goldsmith spreadeth it 
over with gold, and casteth silver chains. 

20 He that is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation chooseth a tree 
that will not rot; he soeketh unto him a 
cunning workman to prepare a graven 
image, that shall not be moved. 

21 Have ye not known? have ye not 
heard? hath it not been told you from 
the beginning? have ye not understood 
from the foundations of the earth? 

22 /tfishe that sitteth upon the circle 
of the earth, and the inhabitants thereof 
are as grasshoppers; that stretcheth out 
the heavens as a curtain, and spreadeth 
them out as a tent to dwell in: 

23 That bringeth the princes to no- 
thing; be maketh the judges of the 
earth as vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted; 
yea, they shall not be sown : yea, their 
stock shall not take root in the earth; 
and he shall also blow upon them, and 
they shall wither, and the whirlwind 
shall take them away as stubble. 

25 To whom then will ye liken me, or 
shall l be equal? saitli the Holy One. 

2b Lift up your eyes on high, and be- 
hold who hath created these things, 
that bringetli out their host by num- 
ber: he calleth them all by names by 
the greatness of his might, for that he 
is strong in power; not one faileth. 

27 Why sayest. thou, O Jacob, and 
speakest, () Israel, My way is hid from 
the Lord, and my judgment is passed 
over from my God { 

28 Hast thou not known? hast thou 
not heard, that the everlasting God, the 
Lord, the Creatorof the ends of the earth, 
fainteth not, neither is weary? there is 
no searching of his understanding. 

29 He givetfi power to the lhint; and to 
them that have no might he in crease th 
strength. 

30 Even the youths shall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall; 

31 Hut they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint 

CHAPTER XLI. 

K EEP silence before me, 0 islands; 

and let the people renew their 
strength: let them come near; then 
let them speak: let us come near to- 
gether to judgment 
2 Who raised up the righteous man 
from the east, called him to his loot, 
gave the nations before him, and made 
him rule over kings? he gave them as 
the dust to his sword, and as driveir 
stubble to his bow. 

3 He pursued them, and passed safely ; 
even by the way that he nad not gone 
with his feet 

4 Who hath wrought and done it, 
calling the generations from the be- 
ginning? I the Lord, the first, and with 
the last; I am he. 

5 The isles saw it, and feared; the 
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ends of tbe earth were afraid, drew 
near, and came. 

6 They helped every one his neigh- 
bour; and every one said to his brother. 
Be of good courage. 

7 So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and ne that smootheth with 
the hammer him that smote the anvil, 
saying, It is ready for the sodcring: 
and he fastened it with nails, that it 
should not be moved. 

8 But thou, Israel, art my servant. 
Jacob whom 1 have chosen, the seed 
of Abraham my friend. 

9 Thou whom J have taken from the 
ends of the earth, and called tliee from 
the chief men thereof, and said unto 
thee, Thou art my servant; I have 
chosen thee, and not cast thee away. 

10 U Fear thou not; lor I am with 
thee; ho not dismayed; for 1 am thy 
God: 1 will strengthen thee; yea, 1 
will help thee; yea, 1 will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were incensed 
against thee shall be ashamed and 
confounded; they shall be as nothing; 
and they that strive with tliee shall 
perish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them , even them that con- 
tended with thee: they that war against 
tliee shall he as nothing, and as a 
thing of nought. 

IS For I the Lord thy God will hold 
thy right hand, saying unto thee, Fear 
not; 1 will help thee. 

14 Four not, thou worm Jacob, and 
ye men of Israel; 1 will help tliee, saith 
the Lord, and thy redeemer, the Holy 
One of Israel. 

15 Behold, I will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument having 
teeth: thou shalt thresh the mountains, 
and beat them small, and shalt make 
the hills as chaff. 

JG Thou shalt fan them, and the wind 
shall carry them away, and the whirl- 
wind shall scatter them: and thou shalt 
rejoice in the Lord, and shalt glory in 
the Holy One of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, andthe'w tongue 
faileth for thirst, 1 the Lord will 
hear them, 1 the God of Israel will not 
forsake, them. 

18 I will open rivers in high places, 
and fountains in the midst of the val- 
leys: I will make the wilderness a pool 
of water, and the dry land springs of 
water. 

19 1 will plant, in the wilderness the 
cedar, the. shittah tree, and the myrtle, 
and the oil tree; J will set in the de- 
sert the fir tree, and the pine, and the 
box tree together: 

29 That they may see, and know, and 
consider, and understand together, that 
the hand of the Lord hath done this, 
and the Holy One of Israel hath crea- 
ted it. 

21 Produce your cause, saith the Lord ; 
bring forth your strong reasons, saith 
the King of Jacob. 

22 Let them bring them forth, and 
shew us what shall happen: let them 
shew the former things, what they be, 
that we may consider them, and know 
the latter end of them; or declare us 
things for to come. 

23 Shew the things that are to come 
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hereafter, that we may know that ye are 
gods: yea, do good, or do evil, that we 
may be dismayed, and behold it together. 
24 Behold, ye are of nothing, and 
your work of nought: an abomination 
is he that chooseth you. 

26 I have raised up one from the 
north, and he shall come: from the 
rising of the sun shall he call upon my 
name: and he shall come upon princes 
as upon morter, and as the potter 
treadeth clay. 

?26 Who hath declared from the be- 
ginning, that we may know? and be- 
foretime, that we may say, lie is righ- 
teous? yea, there is none that sheweth, 
yea, there is none that declareth, yea, 
there is none that heareth your words. 

27 The first shall say to Zion, Behold, 
behold them: and I will give to Jeru- 
salem one that bringeth good tidings. 

28 For 1 beheld, and there was no 
man; even among them, and there was 
no counsellor, that, when I asked of 
them, could answer a word. 

29 Behold, they are all vanity; their 
works are nothing: their molten images 
are wind and confusion. 

CHAPTER XLIL 

B EHOLD my servant, whom I up- 
hold; mine elect, in whom my soul 
delighteth ; I have put my spirit upon 
him: he shall bring forth judgment to 
the Gentiles. 

2 He shall not cry, nor lilt up, nor 
cause his voice to be heard in the street. 
8 A bruised reed shall he not break, 
and the smoking fiax shall he not 
quench: he shall bring forth judgment 
unto truth. 

4 He shall not fail nor be discouraged, 
till he have set judgment in the earth: 
and the isles shall wait for his law. 

5 If Thus saith God the Loan, he that 
created the heavens, and stretched them 
out; he that spread forth the earth, and 
that which cometh out of it; he that 
givetli breath unto the people upon it, 
and spirit to them that walk therein: 
G I the Lord have called thee in righ- 
teousness, and will hold thine hand, 
and will keep thee v and give thee for 
a covenant of the people , for a light 
of the Gentiles; 

7 To open the blind eyes, to bring 
out the prisoners from the prison, and 
them that sit in darkness out of the 
prison house. 

8 I am the Lord : that is my name : and 
my glory will I not give to another, 
neither my praise to graven images. 

9 Behold, the former things are come 
to pass, and new things do 1 declare: be- 
fore they spring forth I tell you of them. 
10 Sing unto the Lord a new song, 
and his praise from the end of the 
earth, ye that go down to the sea, and 
all that is therein; the isles, and the 
inhabitants thereof 
11 Let the wilderness and the cities 
thereof lift up their voice, the villages 
that Kedar doth inhabit: let the inha- 
bitants of the rock sing, let them shout 
from the top of the mountains. 

12 Let them pive glory unto the Lord, 
and declare his praise in the islands. 
13 The Lord shall go forth as a 
mighty man, he shall stir up jealousy 
like a man of war : he shall cry, yea, roar : 
he shall prevail against his enemies. 
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14 1 have long time holden my peace; 
1 have been still, and refrained myself: 
now will 1 cry like a travailing woman; 
1 will destroy and devour at once. 

15 1 will make waste mountains and 
hills, and dry up all their herbs; and 
1 will make the rivers islands , . and I 
will dry up the pools. 

16 And 1 will bring the blind by a 
way that they knew not; 1 will lead 
them in paths that they have not 
known: 1 will make darkness light be- 
fore them, and crooked things straight. 
These things will 1 do unto them, and 
not forsake them. 

17 If They shall be turned back, they 
shall be greatly ashamed, that trust in 
graven images, that say to the molten 
images, Ye are our gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye blind, 
that ye may see. 

Ill Who is blind, but mv servant? 
or deaf, as my messenger that 1 sent? 
who is blind as he that is perfect, and 
blind as the Loan’s servant? 

20 Seeing many things, but thou ob- 
servest not; opening the ears, but he 
heareth not. 

21 The Loan is well pleased for his 
righteousness’ sake; he will magnify 
the law, and make it honourable. 

22 But this is a people robbed and 
spoiled; they are all of them snared 
in holes, and they are hid in prison 
houses: they are lor a prey, and none 
delivereth ; for a spoil, and none saith, 
Restore. 

23 Who among you will give ear to 
this? who will hearken and hear for 
the time to come? 

24 Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and 
Israel to the robbers? did not the Loan, 
he against whom we have sinned? for 
they would not Valk in his ways, nei- 
ther were they obedient unto his law. 

25 Therefore he hath poured upon 
him the fury of his anger, and the 
strength of battle : and it hath set him 
on fire round about, yet he knew not; 
and, it burned him, yet he laid it not 
to heart. 


CHAPTER XLIII. 

B UT now thus saith the Lord that 
created thee, O Jacob, and he that 
formed thee, O Israel, Fear not: for I 
have redeemed thee, I have called thee 
by thy name; thou art mine. 

2 When thou passest through the wa- 
ters, I will be with thee; and through 
the rivers, they shall not overflow, thee : 
when thou walkest through the fire, 
thou shalt not be burned; neither shall 
the flame kindle upon thee. 

3 For I am the Lord thy God, the 
Holy One of Israel, thy Saviour: I 
gave Egypt for thy ransom, Ethiopia 
and Seba for thee. 

4 Since thou wast precious in mv 
sight, thou hast boen honourable, and I 
have loved thee; therefore will I give 
men for thee, and people for thy life. 
5 Fear not: for I am with thee: I 
will bring thv seed from the east, and 
gather thee from the west; 

6 I will say to the north, Give up ; and 
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to the §outb, Keep not back: bring my 
sons from far, and my daughters from 
the ends of the earth; 

7 Even every one that is called by 
my name: for I have created him for 
my glory, I have formed him; yea, I 
have made him. 

8 T Bring forth the blind people that 
have eyes, and the deaf that have ears. 

i) Let all the nations be gathered to- 
gether, and let the people be assembled : 
who among them can declare this, and 
shew us former things? let them bring 
fortli their witnesses, that they may be 
justified: or let them hear, and say, It 
is truth. 

10 Ye are my witnesses, saith the 
Loan, and my servant whom 1 have 
chosen : that ye may know and believe 
me, and understand that I am he: be- 
fore me there was no God formed, 
neither shall there bo after me. 

11 I, even I, am the Loan ; and beside 
me there is no saviour. 

12 I have declared, and have saved, 
and I have shewed, when there mas 
no strange god among you: therefore 
ye are my witnesses, saith the Loan, 
that I am God. 

13 Yea, before the day was I am lie; 
and there is none that can deliver out 
of my hand: l will work, and who 
shall let it? 

14 ! Thus saith the Loan, your re- 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel; For 
your sake 1 have sent to Babylon, and 
have brought down all their nobles, and 
the Chaldeans, whose cry is in the ships. 

15 I am the Loud, your Iloly One, 
the creator of Israel, your King. 

16 Thus saith the Lord, which mak- 
eth a way in the sea, and a path in 
the mighty waters; 

17 Which bringeth forth the chariot 
and horse, the army and the power: 
they shall lie down together, they shall 
not rise: they are extinct, they are 
quenched as tow. 

18 1 Kemember ye not the former 
things, neither consider the things of old. 

19 Behold, I will do a new thing: now 
it shall spring forth; shall ye not know 
it? I will even make a way in the 
wilderness, and rivers in the desert. 

20 The beast of the field shall honour 
me, the dragons and the owls: because 
I give waters in the wilderness, and 
rivers in the desert, to give drink to 
my people, mv chosen. 

21 This people have I formed for my- 
self; they shall shew forth my praise. 

22 1 But thou hast not called upon me, 
O Jacob; but thou hast been weary of 
me, O Israel. 

23 Thou hast not brought me the 
small cattle of thy burnt offerings; 
neither hast thou honoured me with 
thy sacrifices. I have not caused thee 
to serve with an offering, nor wearied 
thee with incense. 

24 Thou hast bought me no sweet cane 
with money, neither hast thou filled 
me with the fat of thy sacrifices: but 
thou hast made me to sorve with thy 
sins, thou hast wearied me with thine 
iniquities. 

25 I, even. I, am he that blotteth out 
thy transgressions for mine own sake, 
and will not remember thy sins. 

26 Put me in remembrance: let us 
plead together: declare thou, that thou 
mayest be justified. 
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27 'l‘hy tinat father hath binued, and thy 
teachers have transgressed against me. 
2k Therefore 1 have profaned the 
princes of the sanctuary, and havo 
given Jacob to the curse, and Israel 
to reproaches. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

Y ET now hear, 0 Jacob my ser- 
vant; and Israel, whom 1 have 
chosen: 

2 Thus saith the Lord that made 
thee, and formed thee from the womb, 
which will help thee; Fear not, O Ja- 
cob, my servant; and thou, Jesurun, 
whom I have chosen. 

H For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and Hoods upon the 
dry ground: I will pour my spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing upon 
thine offspring: 

-i And they shall spring up as among 
the grass, as willoAvs by the water 
courses. 

5 One shall sav, I am the Loan’s; 
and another shall call himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another shall sub- 
scribe with his hand unto the Loan, and 
surname himself by the name of Israel. 
0 Thus saith the Loan the King of 
Israel, and his redeemer the Loro of 
hosts: I am the first, and I am the 
last; and beside me there is no God. 

7 And who, as J, shall call, and shall 
declare it, and set it in order for me. 
since 1 appointed the ancient people? 
and the things that are coming, and 
shall come, let them shew unto them. 
8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid: have 
not 1 told thee from that time, and have 
declared it t ye are even my witnesses. 
Is there a God beside me? yea, there 
is no God; 1 know not any. 

( J 1 They that make a graven image 
are all of them vanity; and their de- 
lectable things shall not profit; and they 
are their own witnesses; they see not, 
nor know ; that they may be ashamed. 
10 W ho hath formed a god, or molten 
a graven image that is profitable for 
nothing? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be asham- 
ed: and the workmen, they are of 
men : let them all be gathered together, 
let them stand up; yet -they shall fear, 
and they shall be ashamed together. 

12 The smith with the tongs both 
worketh in the coals, and fashioneth 
it with hammers, and worketh it with 
the strength of his arms: yea, he is 
hungry, and his strength laileth: he 
drinketh no water, and is faint- 
lb The carpenter stretcheth out his 
rule; he market, li it out with a line; 
he litteth it with planes, and he mark- 
eth it out with the compass, and maketh 
it after the figure of a man, according 
to the beauty of a man; that it may 
remain in the house. 

I-JL He heweth him down cedars, and 
taketh the cypress and the oak, which 
he strengthoneth for himself among 
the trees of the forest: lie planteth an 
ash, and the rain doth nourish it. 

15 Then shall it he for a man to burn: 
for lie will take thereof, and warm 
himself; yea he kindleth it, and baketh 
bread; yea, he maketh a god, and 
worshippeth it: he maketh it a graven 
image, and falleth down thereto. 

16 He burneth part thereof in the fire; 
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with part thereof he eateth flesh; he 
roasteth roast, and is satistied: yea, he 
warmeth himself, and saith, Aha, I am 
warm, I have seen the tire: 

17 And the residue thereof he maketh 
a god, even his graven image: he fall- 
eth down unto it, and worshipped it, 
and prayeth unto it, and saith, Deliver 
me; for thou art my god. 

18 They have not known nor under- 
stood: for he hath shut their eyes, 
that they cannot see ; and their hearts, 
that they cannot understand. 

19 And none considereth in his heart, 
neither is there knowledge nor under- 
standing to say, 1 have burned part of 
it in the tire; yea, also I have baked 
bread upon the coals thereof; I have 
roasted flesh, and eaten it: and shall 

1 make the residue thereof an abomi- 
nation? shall 1 tail down to the stock 
of a tree? 

20 He feedeth on ashes: a deceived 
heart hath turned him aside , that lie 
cannot deliver his soul, nor say, Is 
there not a lie in my right hand? 

21 U Remember these, O Jacob and 
Israel; for thou art my servant : 1 have 
formed thee: f hou art my servant: O 
Israel, thou slia.lt not be forgotten of me. 

22 1 liave blotted out, as a thick cloud, 
thy transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy 
sins: return unto me; for 1 have re- 
deemed thee. 

28 Sing, O ye heavens; lor the Lord 
hath done it: shout, ye lower parts of 
the earth: break lorth into singing, ye 
mountains, U forest, and every tree 
therein: for the Loud hath redeemed 
Jacob, and glorilied himself in Israel. 
24. Tnus saith the Lord, thy redeemer, 
and he that formed thee from the 
womb, I am the Lord that maketh all 
things; that stretcheth forth the hea- 
vens alone; that spreadetli abroad the 
earth by myself; 

25 That frustrateth the tokens of the 
liars, and maketh diviners mad; that 
turneth wise men backward, and maketh 
their knowledge foolish; 

2G That continued the word of his 
servant, and performeth the counsel 
of his messengers; that saith to Jeru- 
salem , Thou shalt be inhabited ; and 
to the cities of Judah, Ye shall be 
built, and I will raise up ihe decayed 
places thereof: 

27 That saith to the deep, Bo dry, 
and I will dry up thy rivers : 

28 That saitli of Cyrus, He is my 
shepherd, and shall perform all my 
pleasure: even saying to Jerusalem, 
Thou shalt be built; and to the temple, 
Thy foundation shall be laid. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

rT'HUS saith the Lord to his anoint- 
x ed, to Cyrus, whose right hand I 
have holden, to subdue nations before 
him; and I will loose the loins of kings, 
to open before him the two leaved 
gates; and the gates shall not be shut; 

2 I will go before thee, and make the 
crooked places straight: I will break 
in pieces the gates of brass, and cut 
in sunder the bars of iron : 

3 And I will give thee the treasures 
of darkness , and hidden riches of se- 
cret places, that thou mayest know 
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that I, the Lord, which call thee by 
thy name, am the God of Israel 

4 For Jacob my servant’s sake, and 
Israel mine elect, I have even called 
thee by thy name : I have surnamed 
thee, though thou hast not known me. 

5 H I am the Lord, and there is none 
else, there is no God beside me: I gird- 
ed thee, though thou hast not known me : 

6 That they may know from the rising 
of the sun, and from the west, that 
ihen'e is none beside me. I am the Lord, 
and there is none else. 

7 I form the light, and create dark- 
ness: 1 make peace, and create evil: 

I the Lord do all these things. 

8 Drop down, ye heavens, trom above, 
and let the skies pour down righteous- 
ness: let the earth open, and let them 
bring forth salvation , and let righ- 
teousness spring up together; I the 
Loud have created it. 

i) Woe unto him that striveth with 
his Maker! Let the potsherd strive with 
the potsherds of the earth. Shall the 
clay say to him that fashioneth it, 
What makest thou? or thy work, He 
hath 110 hands? 

10 Woe unto him that saith unto his 
father, What begettest thou ? or to the 
woman, What hast thou brought forth? 

I I Thus saith the Lord, the iloly One 
of Israel, and his Maker, Ask me of 
things to come concerning my sons, 
and concerning the work of my hands 
command ye me. 

12 I have made the earth, and creat- 
ed man upon it: I, even my hands, 
have stretched out the heavens, ana 
all their host have I commanded. 

IB I have raised him up in righteous- 
ness, and I will direct all his ways: 
he shall build my city, and he shall 
let go my captives, not for price nor 
reward, saith the Lord of hosts. 

14 Thus saith the Lord, The labour 
of Egypt, and merchandise of Ethiopia 
and of the Sabeans, men of stature, 
shall come over unto thee, and they 
shall be thine: they shall come after 
thee; in chains they shall come over, 
and they shall fall down unto thee, 
they shall make supplication unto thee, 
saying , Surely God is in thee; and there 
is none else, there is no God. 

15 Verily thou art a God that hidest 
thyself, O God of Israel, the Saviour. 

1G They shall be ashamed, and also 
confounded, all of them : they shall go 
to co illusion together that are makers 
of idols. 

17 But Israel shall be saved in the 
Lord with an everlasting salvation: ye 
shall not be ashamed nor confounded 
world without end. 

18 For thus saith the Lord that creat- 
ed the heavens; God himself that 
formed the earth and made it; he hath 
established it, he created it not in vain, 
he formed it to be inhabited : I am the 
Lord; and there is none else. 

19 1 have not spoken in secret, in a 
dark place of the earth: I said not 
unto the seed of Jacob, Seek ye me 
in vain: I the Lord speak righteous- 
ness, 1 declare things that are right 

20 f Assemble yourselves and come; 
draw near together, ye that are escap- 
ed of the nations : they have no know- 
ledge that set up the wood of their 
graven image, and pray unto a god 
that cannot save. 
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21 Tell ye, and bring them near; yea, 
let them take counsel together: who 
hath declared this from ancient time? 
who hath told it from that time? have 
not I the Lord? and there is no God 
else beside me; a just God and a Sa- 
viour ; there is none beside me. 

22 Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth : for 1 am God, 
and there is none else. 

23 I have sworn by myself, the word 
is gone out of my mouth in righteous- 
ness, and shall not return , That uuto 
me every knee shall bow, every tongue 
shall swear. 

24 Surely, shall one say, in the Lord 
have I righteousness and strength: 
even to him shall men come; and all 
that are incensed against him shall be 
ashamed. 

25 In the Lord shall all the seed of 
Israel be justified, and shall glory. 
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CHAPTER XLVI. 

B EL boweth down, Nebo stoopetli, 
their idols were upon the beasts, 
and upon the cattle: your carriages 
were heavy loaden; they are a burden 
to the weary beast. 

2 They stoop, they bow down to- 
gether; they could not deliver the 
burden, but themselves are gone into 
captivity. 

8 f Hearken unto me, O house of 
Jacob, and all the remnant of the house 
of Israel, which are borne by me from 
the belly, which arc carried from the 
womb: 

4 And even to your old age I am he; 
and even to hoar hairs will 1 carry you ; 
1 have made, and I will bear; even 1 
will carry, and will deliver yon. 

5 1 To whom will ye liken me, and 
make me equal, and compare me, that 
we may be like? 

6 They lavish gold out of' the bag. 
and weigh silver in the balance , and 
hire a goldsmith; and he maketli it a 
god: they fall dowrn, yea, they worship. 
7 They bear him upon the shoulder, 
they carry him, and set him in his 
place, and he standeth ; from his place 
shall he not remove: yea, one shall cry 
unto him, yet can he not answer, nor 
save him out of his trouble. 

8 Remember this, and shew your- 
selves men: bring it again to mind, O 
ye transgressors. 

9 Remember the former things of old: 
for I am God, and there is none else; 
I am God, and there is none like me, 
10 Declaring the end from the be- 
ginning, and from .ancient times the 
things that are not yet done, saying, 
My counsel shall stand, and I will do 
all my pleasure : 

11 Calling a ravenous bird from the 
east, the man that exeeuteth my coun- 
sel from a far country: yea, I haver 
spoken it , I will also bring it to pass; 
I have purposed it, I will also do it. 

12 1 Hearken unto me, ye stout- 
hearted, that are far from righteousness : 
13 1 bring near my righteousness; it 
shall not be far off, and my salvation 
shall not tarry: and I will place sal- 
vation in Zion for Israel my glory. 
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CHAPTER XLVII. 

/"'lOME down, and sit in the dust, 
\J O virgin daughter of Babylon, sit 
on the ground: there is no throne. O 
daughter of the Chaldeans: for thou 
shalt no more be called tender and 
delicate. 

2 Take the millstones, and grind meal: 
uncover thy locks, make bare the leg, 
uncover the thigh, pass over the rivers. 
B Thy nakedness shall bo uncovered, 
yea, thy shame shall be seen: I will 
take vengeance, and 1 will not meet 
thee as a man. 

4 As for our redeemer, the Loan of 
hosts is his name, the Holy One of 
Israel. 

5 Sit thou silent, and get thee into 
darkness, O daughter of the Chaldeans: 
for thou shalt no more be called, The 
lady of kingdoms. 

0 t I was wroth with my people, 1 
have polluted mine inheritance, and 
given thorn into thine hand: thou 
didst shew them no mercy; upon the 
ancient hast thou very heavily laid 
thy yoke. 

7 H And thou saidst, I shall be a lady 
lor ever: so that thou didst not lay 
these things to thy heart, neither didst 
remember the latter end of it 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art given to pleasures, that dwellest 
carelessly, that sayest in thine heart, 1 
am, and none el«e beside me; 1 shall 
not sit as a widow, neither shall 1 
know the loss of children: 

9 But these two things shall come 
to thee in a moment in one day, the 
loss of children, and widowhood: they 
shall come upon thee in their perfection 
for the multitude of thy sorceries, and 
for the great abundance of thine en- 
chantments. 

10 If For thou hast trusted in thy 
wickedness: thou hast said, None seetli 
me. Thy wisdom and thy knowledge, 
it hath perverted thee; and thou hast 
said in thine heart, I am and none 
else beside me. 

11 M Therefore shall evil come upon 
thee; thou shalt not know from whence 
it riseth: and mischief shall fall upon 
thee; thou shalt not he able to put it otf: 
and desolation shall come upon thee 
suddenly, which thou shalt not know. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant- 
ments, and with the multitude of thy 
sorceries, wherein thou hast laboured 
from thy youth; if so be thou shalt 
be able to protit, if so be thou mayest 
prevail. 

1,3 Thou art wearied ’in the multitude 
of thy counsels. Let now the astrolo- 
gers, the stargazers, the monthly pro- 
gnosticators, stand up and save thee 
from these things that shall come upon 
thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be as stubble; 
the fire shall burn them; they shall 
not deliver thomselves from the power 
of the flame: there shall not he a coal 
to warm at, nor fire to sit before it 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee with 
whom thou hast laboured, even thv 
merchants, from thy youth: they shall 
wander every one to his quarter; none 
shall save thee. 
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CHAPTER XLVI1I. 

H EAR ye thiB, 0 house of Jacob, 
which are called by the name of 
Israel, and are come forth out of the 
waters of Judah, which swear by the 
name of the Loan , and make mention 
of the God of Israel, but not in truth, 
nor in righteousness. 

2 For they call themselves of the holy 
city, and stay themselves upon the God 
of Israel; The Loan of hosts is his name. 

3 I have declared the former things 
from the beginning; and they went 
forth out of my mouth, and I shewed 
them; I did them suddenly, and they 
came to pass. 

4 Because I knew that thou art ob- 
stinate, and thy neck is an iron sinew, 
and thy brow brass; 

5 I have even from the beginning 
declared it to thee; before it came to 
pass I shewed it thee: lest thou sliould- 
est say, Mine idol hath done them, 
and my graven image, and my molten 
image, hath commanded them. 

6 Thou hast hom’d, see ail this ; and will 
not ye declare it? I have shewed thee 
new things from this time, even hidden 
things, and thou didst not know them. 
7 They are created now, and not from 
the beginning; even before the day when 
thou heardest them not; lest thou 
shouldest say, Behold, I knew them. 

8 Yea, thou heardest not; yea, thou 
knewest not; yea, from that time that 
thine ear was not opened: for I knew 
that thou wouldest deal very treacher 
ously» an d wast called a transgressor 
from the womb. 

9 H For my name's sake will I defer 
mine anger, and for my praise will I re; 
frain for thee, that 1 cut thee not ofl. 
10 Behold, I have refined thee, but 
not with silver; I have chosen thee in 
the furnace of affliction. 

11 For mine own sake, even for mine 
own sake, will I do it: for how should 
my name be polluted? and 1 will not 
give my glory unto another. 

12 H Hearken unto me, 0 Jacob and 
Israel, my called; I am he; I am the 
first, I also am the last. 

13 Mine hand also hath laid the 
foundation of the earth, and my right 
hand hath spanned the heavens:’ when I 
call unto them, they stand up together. 
14 All ye, assemble yourselves, and 
hear; which among them hath declared 
these things? The Lord hath loved him : 
he will do* his pleasure on Babylon, and 
his arm shall be on the Chaldeans. 

15 I, even I, have spoken; yea, I have 
called him: 1 have brought him, and 
he shall make his way prosperous. 

16 U Come ye near unto me, hear ye 
this ; I have not spoken in secret from 
the beginning; from the time that it 
was, there am I: and now the Lord 
God, and his Spirit, hath sent me. 

17 Thus saith the Lord, thy Redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel: I am the Lord 
thy God which teachetb thee to profit, 
which leadeth thee by the way that 
thou shouldest go. 

18 0 that thou hadst hearkened to my 
commandments! then had thy peace 
been as a river, and thy righteousness 
as the waves of the sea: 

19 Thy seed also had been as the sand, 
and the offspring of thy bowels like the 
gravel thereof; his name should not 
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have been cut off nor destroyed from 
before me. 

20 t Go ye forth of Babylon , 'flee ye 
from the Chaldeans, with a voice of 
singing declare ye, tell this, utter it 
even to the end ot the earth; say ye, The 
Lord hath redeemed his servant Jacob. 

21 And they thirsted not when he led 
them through the deserts: he caused 
the waters to flow out of the rock for 
them: he clave the rock also, and the 
waters gushed out 

22 There is no peace, saith the Lord, 
unto the wicked. 
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CHAPTER XLIX. 

L ISTEN , O isles , unto me ; and 
hearken, ye people, from far; The 
Lord hath called me from the womb; 
from the bowels of my mother hath 
he made mention of my name. 

2 And he hath made my mouth like 
a sharp sword ; in the shadow of his 
hand hath he hid me, and made me a 
polished shaft; in his quiver hath he 
hid me; 

3 And said unto me, Thou art my 
servant, O Israel, in whom 1 will be 
glorified. 

4 Then J said, 1 have laboured in 
vain, I have spent my strength for 
nought, and in vain: yet surely my 
judgment is with the Lord, and my 
work with my God. 
r» 1 And now, saith the Lord that formed 
me from the womb to be his servant, 
to bring Jacob again to him, Though 
Israel be not gathered, vet shall 1 be 
glorious in the eyes of the Lord, and 
my God shall be my strength. 

0 And he said, it is a light thing that 
thou shouldest be my servant to raise 
up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore 
the preserved of Israel: I will also 
give thee for a light to the Gentiles, 
that thou mayest be my salvation unto 
the end of the earth. 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the Redeemer 
of Israel, and his Holy One, to him 
whom man despiseth, to him whom 
the nation abhorreth, to a servant of 
rulers, Kings shall see and arise, prin- 
ces also shall worship, because of the 
Lord that is faithful, and the Holy One 
of Israel, and he shall choose thee. 

8 Thus saith the Lord, In an accept- 
able time have I hoard thee, and in a 
day of salvation have I helped thee:, 
and I will preserve thee, and give thee 
for a covenant of the people, to esta- 
blish the earth, to cause to inherit the 
desolate heritages; 

9 That thou mayest say to the pri- 
soners, Go forth; to them that are in 
darkness, Shew yourselves. They shall 
feed in the ways, and their pastures 
shall be in all high places. 

10 They shall not hunger nor thirst; 
neither shall the heat nor sun smite 
them: for he that hath mercy on them 
shall lead them, even by the springs 
of water shall he guide them. 

11 And I will make all my moun- 
tains a way, and my highways shall 
be exalted. 

12 Behold, these shall come from far: 
and, lo, these from the north and from 
the west; and these from the land of 
Sinim. 

13 1 Sing, O heavens; and be joyful. 
O earth; and break forth into singing, 
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0 mountains: for the Loan hath com- 
forted his people, and will have mercy 
upon his afflicted. 

14 But Zion said, The Lord hath 
forsaken me, and my Lord hath for- 
gotten me.

16 Behold, I have graven thee upon 
the palms of my hands; thy walls are 
continually before me.

thy destroyers and they that made 
thee waste shall go forth of thee. 

18 t Lift up thine eyos round about, 
and behold: all these gather them- 
selves together, and come to thee. As I 
live, saith the Lord, thou shalt surely 
clothe thee with them all, as with an 
ornament, and hind them on thee, as a 
bride doeth . 

ID For thy waste and thy desolate 
places, and the land of thy destruction, 
shall even now be too narrow by reason 
of the inhabitants, and they that swal- 
lowed thee up shall be far away. 

‘20 The children which thou shalt 
have, alter thou hast lost tho other, 
shall say again in thine ears, The 
place is too strait for me: give place 
to me that I may dwell.

1 have lost children, and am deso- 
late, a captive, and removing to and 
fro? and who hath brought up these?

22 Thus saith the Lord (Ion, Behold, 
I will lift up mine hand to the Gentiles, 
and set up my standard to the people: 
and they shall bring thy sons in their 
arms, and thy daughters shall be car- 
ried upon their shoulders. 

23 And kings shall be thy nursing 
fathers, and their queens thy nursing 
mothers: they shall bow down to thee 
with their face toAvard the earth, and 
lick up the dust of thy feet; and thou 
shalt knoAV that I am the Loro; for they 
shall not be ashamed that wait for me. 

24 ^ Shall the prey be taken from the 
mighty, or the lawful captive delivered? 

25 But thus saith the Lord, Even the 
captives of the mighty shall be taken 
away, and the prey of the terrible shall 
be delivered: for 1 will contend with 
him that contendetli with thee , and I 
will save thy children. 

26 And I will feed them that oppress 
thee with their oavii tlesh; and they 
shall be drunken with their own blood, 
as with sweet Avine: and all tlesh shall 
know that I the Lord am thy Saviour 
and thy Redeemer, the mighty One 
of Jacob. 

CHAPTER L. 

fJ^HUS saith the Lord, Where is the 
X bill of your mother’s divorcement, 
whom I have put away? or which of 
my creditors is it to whom I have sold 
you?

4 The kord Gon hath given me the 
tongue of the learned, that I should 
know how to speak a word in season 
to him that is weary: he wakeneth 
morning by morning, he wakeneth mine 
ear to near as the learned. 

5 t The Lord God hath opened mine 
oar, and I was not rebellious, neither 
turned away back. 

(> T gave my back to the smiters, and 
my cheeks to them that plucked off 
the hair: Ibid not my face from shame 
and spitting. 

7 f For the Lord God will help me; 

therefore shall I not be confounded: 
therefore have I sot my face like a 
hint, and I know that I shall not bo 
ashamed. t 

8 He is near that justifieth me; who 
will contend with me? let us stand 
together: who is mine adversary? let 
him come near to me. 

i) Behold, the Lord God will help me; 
who is he that shall condemn me? lo, 
they all shall wax old as a garment; 
the moth shall eat them up. 

10 f Who is among you that feareth 
the Lord, that obeyeth the voice of 
his servant, that walketh in darkness, 
and hath no light? let him trust in tho 
name of the Lord, and stay upon his 
God. 

11 Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, 
that compass yourselves about with 
sparks: walk in the light of your fire, 
and in the sparks that ye have kindled. 
This shall ye have of mine hand; ye 
shall lie down in sorrow. 

CHAPTER LL 

H EARKEN to me, ye that follow 
after righteousness, ye that seek 
the Lord: look unto the rock whence 
ye arc hewn , and to the hole of the 
pit whence ye are digged. 

2 Look unto Abraham your father, 
and unto Sarah that bare you: for 1 
called him alone, and blessed him, and 
increased him.

10 Art thou not it which hath dried 
the sea, the waters of the great deep; 
that hath made the depths of the sea 
a wav for the ransomed to pass over? 

11 Therefore the redeemed of the 
Lori> shall return, and come with sing- 
ing unto Zion; and everlasting jov 
shall he upon their head : they shall 
obtain gladness and joy; and sorrow 
and mourning shall flee away. 

12 I, even T, am he that comforteth 
you: who art thou, that thou should- 
est be afraid of a man that shall die, 
and of the son of man which shall be 
made as grass; 

13 And forgettest the Loan thv maker, 
that hath stretched forth the heavens, 
and laid the foundations of the earth; 
and hast feared continually every day 
because of the fury of the oppressor, 
as if he were ready to destroy ? and 
ivhere is the fury of the oppressor? 

14 The captive exile hastencth that 
he may be loosed, and that he should 
not die in the pit, nor that his bread 
should fail. 

15 But 1 am the Loan thy God, that 
divided the sea, whose waves roared : 
The Lord of hosts is his name. 

Hi And I have put my words in thy 
mouth, and I have covered thee in the 
shadow of mine hand, that I may plant 
the heavens, and lay the foundations 
of the earth, and say unto Zion, Thou 
art my people. 

17 f Awake, awake, stand up, 0 .Je- 
rusalem, which hast drunk at the hand 
of the Lord the cup of his fury; thou 
hast drunken the dregs of the cup of 
trembling, and wrung them out. 

18 There is none to guide her among 
all the sons whom she hath brought 
forth; neither is there any that taketh 
her by the hand of all the sons that 
she hath brought up. 

19 These two things are come unto 
thee: who shall be sorry for thee? 
desolation , and destruction , and the 
famine, and the sword: by whom shall 
I comfort thee? 

20 Thy sons have fainted, they lie at 
the head of all the streets, as a wild 
bull in a net: they are full of the fury 
of the Lord, the rebuke of thy God. 

21 H Therefore hear now this, thou 
afflicted, and drunken, but not with 
wine: 

22 Thus saith thy Lord the Lord, and 
thy God that pleadeth the cause of his 
people, Behold, 1 have taken out of 
thine hand the cup of trembling, even 
the dregs of the cup of my fury; thou 
shalt no more drink it again: 
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23 But I will put it into the hand of 
them that afflict thee; which have 
said to thy soul, Bow down, that we 
may go over: and thou hast laid thy 
body as the ground, and as the street, 
to them that went over.

H Thy watchmen shall lift up the 
voice; with the voice together shall 
they sing: for they shall see eye to eye, 
when the Lord shall bring again Zion, 
i) H Break forth into joy, sing together, 

E e waste places of .Jerusalem: for the 
ord hath comforted his people, he 
hath redeemed Jerusalem. 

10 The Lord hath made bare his holy 
arm in the. eyes of all the nations; and 
all the ends of the earth shall see the 
salvation of our God. 

11 f Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out 
from thence ? touch no unclean thing; 
go ye out of the midst of her; be ye 
clean, that bear the vessels of the Lord.

children in the valleys under the clifts 
of the rocks? 

0 Among the smooth stones of the 
stream is thy portion; they, they are 
thy lot : even to them hast thou poured 
a drink offering, thou hast offered a 
meat offering. {Should 1 receive comfort 1 ' 
in these? 

7 Upon a lofty and high mountain 
hast thou seL thy bed: even thither 
wentcst thou up to offer sacrifice. 

8 Behind the doors also and the posts 
hast tliou set up thy remembrance: 
lor thou hast discovered thyself to 
another than me , and art gone up; 
tliou hast enlarged tliy bed, and made 
thee a covenant with them; thou lovedst 
their bed where thou sawest it. 

V And thou wentest to the king with 
ointment, and didst increase thy per- 
fumes, and didst send thy messengers 
far off, and didst debase thyself even 
unto hell. 

10 Thou art wearied in the greatness 
of thy way; yet saidst thou not, There 
is no hope: tliou hast found the life 
of thine hand; therelbro thou wast not 
grieved. 

11 And of whom hast tliou been afraid 
or feared, that thou hast lied, and hast 
not remembered me, nor laid it to thy 
heart? have not] held my peace even 
of old, and thou fearest me not? 

12 1 will declare thy righteousness. 
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and thy works; for they shall not profit 
thee. 

IS t When thou eldest, let thy com- 
panies deliver thee; but the wind shall 
carry them all away; vanity shall take 
them : but he that putteth his trust in 
me shall possess the land, and shall 
inherit my holy mountain; 

H And shall say, Cast ye up, cast 
ye up, prepare the way, take up the 
stuinhlingblock out of the way of my 
people. 

15 For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabitetli eternity, whose 
name is Holy ; I dwell in the high and 
holy place, with him also that is of a 
contrite and humble spirit, to revive 
the spirit of the humble, and to revive 
the heart of the contrite ones. 

1G For I will not contend for ever, 
neither will I he always wroth: for 
the spirit should fail before me, and 
the souls which T have made. 

. 17 For the iniquity of his covetous- 
ness was I wroth, and smote him: 1 
hid me, and was wroth, and he went 
on frowardly in the way of his heart. 

IK T have seen his ways, and will 
heal him: 1 will lead him also, and re- 
store comforts unto him ami to his 
mourners. 

11) I create the fruit of the lips; Peace, 
peace to him that is far oil', and to him 
that is near, saith the Loud ; and l will 
heal him. 

20 Hut the wicked ore like the troubled 
sea, when it cannot rest, whose waters 
cast up mire and dirt. 

21 There is no peace, saith my Cod, 
to the wicked. 

CHAPTKU LVIU. 

( 'll! Y aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice 
_j like a trumpet, and shew m> peo- 
ple their transgression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins. 

2 Yet they seek me daily, and delight 
to know my ways, as a nation that 
did righteousness, and forsook not the 
ordinance of their God: they ask of 
me the ordinances of justice; they take 
delight in approaching to God. 

8 f Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they , and thou seest not? wherefore 
have we afflicted our soul, and thou 
takest no knowledge? Behold, in the 
day of your fast ye tind pleasure, and 
exact all your labours. 

4 Behold, ye fast for strife and de- 
bate, and to smite with the list of 
wickedness: yc shall not fast as ye do 
this day, to make your voice to lie heard 
on high. 

f> Is it such a fast that 1 have chosen? 
a day for a man to afflict his soul? is 
it to bow down his head as a bulrush, 
and to spread sackcloth and ashes under 
him? wilt thou call this a fast, and an 
acceptable day to the Lord? 

G is not this the fast that 1 have 
chosen? to loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, to undo the heavy burdens, and 
to let the oppressed free, and that 
ye break every yoke l 
7 Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are cast out to thy house? when 
thou seest the naked, that thou cover 
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liirn ; ami tlmt thou hide not thyself 
from thine own flesh ? 

8 H Then shall thy light break forth 
as the morning, anti thine health shall 
spring forth speedily: and thy righ- 
teousness shall go before thee; the glory 
of the Loan shall be thy rerewara. 

1) Then shalt thou tall, and the Lohl> 
shall answer; thou shalt cry, and he 
shall say, Here 1 am. If thou take away 
from the midst of thee he yoke, the 
putting forth of the linger, and speak- 
ing vanity; 

10 And (ythou draw out thy soul to the 
hungry, and satisfy the afflicted soul;'

11 For your hands are defied with 
blood, and your lingers with iniquity; 
your lips have spoken lies, your tongue 
hath muttered perversonoss. 

•i None calleth for justice, nor any 
pleadoth for truth : they trust in vanity, 
and speak lies; they conceive mischief, 
and bring forth iniquity. 

, r > They hatch cockatrice’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s web: he that eatetli 
of their eggs dieth, and that which is 
crushed hrcaketli out into a viper. 

(> Their webs shall not become gar- 
ments, neither shall they cover them- 
selves with their works: their works 
are works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence is in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innocent blood: 
their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity; wasting and destruction are in 
their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in their 
goings: they have made them crooked 
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paths: whosoever goeth therein shall 
not know peace. 

1) ^ Therefore is judgment far from us, 
neither doth justice overtake us: wo 
wait for light, but behold obscurity; for 
brightness, but we walk in darkness. 

10 We grope lor the wall like the blind, 
and we grope as if we had no eyes: we 
stumble at noon day as in the night; 
we are in desolate places as dead men . 

11 We roar all like boars, and mourn 
sore like doves: we look for judgment, 
but there is none; for salvation, bat it 
is far oft* from us. 

12 For our transgressions are multi- 
plied before thee, and our sins testily 
against us: for our transgressions are 
with us; and as for our iniquities, we 
know them; 

13 In transgressing and lying against 
the Lord, and departing away from 
our God, speaking oppression and re- 
volt, conceiving and uttering from the 
heart words of falsehood. 

14 And judgment is turned away 
backward, and justice standeth afar 
off: for truth is fallen in the street, 
and equity cannot enter. 

15 Yea, truth faileth; and be that dc- 
parteth from evil maketh himself a 
prey: and the Lord saw it, and it 
displeased him that there was no judg- 
ment.

21 As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord; My .spirit 
that is upon thee, and my words 
which I have put. in thy mouth, shall 
not depart out of thy mouth, nor out 
of the mouth of thy seed, nor out of 
the mouth of thy seed’s seed, saith the 
Lord, from henceforth and for ever. 

CHAPTER LX. 

A RISE, shine; for thy light is come,

S ether, and thine heart shall fear, and 
e enlarged; because the abundance 
of the sea shall be converted unto 
thee, the forces of the Gentiles shall 
come unto tlieo. 

fl The multitude of camels shall cover 
thee, the dromedaries of Midian and 
Kpliah; all they fjroni Sheba shall come: 
they shall bring gold and incense; and 
they shall shew forth the praises of 
the Loan. 

7 All the flocks of lvedar shall be 
gathered together unto thee , the rams 
of Nebaioth shall minister unto thee: 
they shall come up with acceptance 
on mine altar, and I will glorify the 
house of my glory. 

8 Who are these that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows? 

0 Surely the isles shall wait for me, 
and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring 
thv sons from far, their silver and their 
gold with them, unto the name of the 
Loud thy God, and to the Holy One of 
Israel, because he hath glorified thee. 
10 And the sons of strangers shall 
build up thy walls, and their kings 
shall minister unto thee: for in my 
wrath I smote thee, hut in my favour 
have 1 had mercy on thee. 

1 1 Therefore thy gates shall be open 
continually; they shall not be shut day 
nor night; that men may bring unto 
thee the forces of the Gentiles, and 
that their kings may he brought 
12 For the nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish; yea, 
those nations shall he utterly wasted. 
Ill The glory of Lebanon shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, 
and the box together, to beautify the 
place of my sanctuary ; and I will make 
the place of mv feet glorious. 

IT The sons also of them that affiieted 
thee shall come bending unto thee : 
and all they that despised thee shall 
bow themselves down at the soles of 
thy feet; and they shall call thee, The 
city of the Loud, The Zion of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

15 Whereas thou hast been forsaken 
and hated, so that 110 man went through 
thee, I will make thee an eternal ex- 
cellency, a joy of many generations. 

1G Thou shalt. also suck the milk of 
the Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast 
of kings: and thou shalt know that I 
the Loud am thy Saviour and thy 
Redeemer, the mighty One of Jacob. 

17 For brass 1 will bring gold, and 
for iron I will bring silver, and* for 
wood brass, and for stones iron : I will 
also make thy officers peace, and thine 
exactors righteousness. 

18 Violence shall no more be heard 
in thy land, wasting nor destruction 
within thy borders; but thou shalt call 
liiy walls Salvation , and thy gates 
Praise. 

19 The sun shall bo no more thy light 
by day; neither for brightness shall 
the moon give light unto thee: but the 
Lord shall be unto thee an everlasting 
light, and thy God thy glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down; 
neither shall thy moon withdraw itself: 
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for the Lord shall bo thine everlasting 
light, and the days of thy mourning 
shall be ended. 

21 Thy people also shall be all righ- 
teous : they shall inherit the land lor 
ever, the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified. 

22 A little one shall become a thou- 
sand, and a small one a strong nation : 
1 the Lord will hasten it in his time. 

CHAPTER LX1. 

fPHE Spirit of the Lord Goo is upon 
X me; because the Loan hath anoint- 
ed me to preach good tidings unto the 
meek; he hath sent me to bind up the 
brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty to 
the captives, and the opening oi the 
prison to them, that are bound; 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lord, and the day of vengeance 
of our God: to comfort all that mourn; 

3 To appoint unto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto them beauty for 
ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the 
garment of praise for the spirit of hea- 
viness; that they might be called trees 
of righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord, that he might be glorilied. 

•i U And they shall build the k old 
wastes, they shall raise up the former 
desolations, and they shall repair the 
waste cities, the desolations of many 
go n or at it \s. 

o And strangers shall stand and feed 
your flocks, and the sons of the alien 
shall be your plowmen and your vine- 
dressers. 

(» But ye shall he named the Priests 
of the Lord: men shall call you the 
Ministers of our God: ye shall eat the 
riches of the Gentiles, and in their 
glory shall ye boast yourselves. 

7 1 For your shame ye shall hare 
double; and for confusion they shall 
rejoice in their portion: therefore in 
their land they shall possess the double: 
everlasting joy shall be unto them. 

8 For 1 the Lord love judgment, 1 
hate robbery for burnt offering; and 

I will direct their work in truth, and 1 
will make an everlasting covenant with 
them. 

0 And their seed shall he known 
among the Gentiles, and their offspring 
among the people: all that see them 
shall acknowledge them, that they art 
the seed which the Loan hath blessed. 
10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my soul shall he ioyful in my God; 
for he hath clothed me with the gar- 
ments of salvation, he hath covered 
me witli the robe of righteousness, as 
a bridegroom dccketh himself with or- 
naments, and as a bride adorncth her- 
self with her jewels. 

II For as the earth bringeth forth her 
bud, and as the garden eauseth the 
things that are sown in it to spring 
forth ; so the Lord God will cause 
righteousness and praise to spring forth 
before all the nations.

5 H For us a young man marrieth a 
virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee : 
and ns the bridegroom rejoiceth over 
the bride, so shall thy God rejoice over 
thee. 

0 I have set watchmen unon thy walls, 
O Jerusalem, which shall never hold 
their peace day nor night : ye that 
make mention of the Lord, keep not 
silence, 

7 And give him no rest, till he esta- 
blish, and till he make Jerusalem a 
praise in the earth. 

8 The Lord hath sworn by his right 
hand, and by the arm of his strength, 
Surely I will no more give thy corn 
to be meat for thine enemies; and the 
sons of the stranger shall not drink 
thy wine , for the which thou hast 
laboured: 

i) But they that have gathered it shall 
eat it, and praise the Lord; and tliev 
that have brought it together shall 
drink it in the courts of my holiness. 

10 1 Go through, go through the gates; 
prepare ye the way of the people ; cast- 
up, cast up the highway; gather out 
the stones; lift up a standard for the 
people. 

11 Behold, the Lord hath proclaimed 
unto the end of the world, Say ye to 
the daughter of Zion, Behold, thy sal- 
vation eometh; behold, his reward is 
with him, and his work before him. 

12 And they shall call them. The holy 
people, The redeemed of the Lord: and 
thou shalt be called, $<mght out, A 
city not forsaken. 

CHAPTER LXIII. 

W ^nO is this that eometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah V 
this that is glorious in his apparel, tra- 
velling in the greatness of his strength? 
I that speak in righteousness, mighty 
to save. 

2 Wherefore art thou red in thine ap 
parel, and thv garments like him that 
treadeth in the winefat? 

3 1 have trodden the winepress alone ; 
and of the people there was none witli 
me: for 1 will tread them in mine an- 
ger, and trample them in my fury; 
and their blood shall be sprinkled upon 
my garments, and I will stain all my 
raiment.! *3 

4 For the day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my re- 
deemed is come. 

5 And I looked, and there was none 
to help; and I wondered that there 
was none to uphold: therefore mine 
own arm brought salvation unto me; 
and my fury, it upheld me. 
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6 And I will tread down the people 
in mine anger, and make them drunk 
in my fury, and I will bring down 
their strength to the earth. 

7 J I will mention the lovinpkindness- 
68 of the Loan, and the praises of the 
Lord, according to all that the Loan 
hath bestowed on us. and the great 
goodness toward the house of Israel, 
which he hath bestowed on them ac- 
cording to his mercies, and according to 
the multitude of his lovingkindnesses. 

8 For he said, Surely they are my 
people, children that will not lie : so he 
was their Saviour. 

9 In all their afdiction he was afflict- 
ed, and the angel of his presence saved 
them: in his love and in his pity he 
redeemed them; and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old. 

10 Tf Hut they rebelled, and vexed 
his holy Spirit: therefore he was turned 
to be their enemy, and he fought against 
them. 

11 Then he remembered the days of 
old , M oses , and his people , saying , 
Where is he that brought them up out 
of the sea with the shepherd of his 
dock? where is lie that put his holy 
Spirit within him ? 

12 That led them by the right hand 
of Moses with his glorious arm, divid- 
ing the water before them, to make 
himself an everlasting name? 

Ill That led them through the deep, 
as an horse in the wilderness, Ifott they 
should not stumble? 

14 As a beast goeth down into the 
valley, the Spirit of the Loud caused 
him to rest: so didst thou lead thy peo- 
ple, to make thyself a glorious name. 

15 ^ Look down from heaven, and 
behold from the habitation of thy ho- 
liness and of thy glory: where is thy 
/.oal and thy strength, the sounding of 
thy bowels and of thy mercies toward 
me? are they restrained? 

1(5 Doubtless thou art our father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of us, 
and Israel acknowledge us not: thou, 
() Loud, art our lather, our redeemer; 
thy name is from everlasting. 

17 1 O Loud, why hast thou made us 
to err from thy ways, and hardened 
our heart from thy fear? Return for 
thy servants’ sake, the tribes of thine 
inheritance. 

18 The poople of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while : our 
adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanctuary. 

19 We are thine: thou never lurost 
rule over them; they were not called 
by thy name. 

CHAPTER LXIV. 

O H that thou wouldest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldest come 
down, that the mountains might flow 
down at thy presence, 

2 As when the melting fire burneth, 
the fire causetli the waters to boil, to 
make thy name known to thine adver- 
saries, that the nations may tremble 
at thv presence! 

3 When thou didst terrible things 
which we looked not for, thou earnest 
down, the mountains flowed down at 
thy presence. 

4 For since the beginning of the world 
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men have not heard, nor perceived by 
the ear, neither hath the eye seen, O 
God, beside thee, what he hath prepar- 
ed for him that waiteth for him. 

5 Thou meetest him that rejoiceth 
and worketh righteousness, those that 
femembcr thee in thy ways: behold, 
thou art wroth; for we have sinned: 
in those is continuance, and wo shall 
be saved. 

G But we are all as an unclean thing, 
and all our righteousnesses are as filthy 
rags ; and we all do fade as a leaf; and 
our iniquities, like the wind, have taken 
us away. 

7 And there is none that calleth upon 
thy name, that stirreth up himself to 
take hold of thee: for thou hast hid thy 
face from us , and hast consumed us, 
because of our iniquities. 

8 But now, O Loan, thou art our father; 
we are the clay, and thou our potter; 
and we all are the work of thy hand. 

9 Be not wroth very sore, O Loan, 
neither remember iniquity for ever: 
behold, see, we beseech thee, we are 
all thv people. 

10 Thy holy cities are a wilderness, 
Zion is a wilderness, Jerusalem a de- 
solation. 

11 Our holy and our beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised thee, is burned 
up with lire: and all our pleasant things 
arc laid waste. 

12 Wilt thou refrain thyself for these 
things, (> Loan? wilt thou hold thy 
peace, and afflict us very sores? 

CHAPTER LXV. 

I AM sought of them that asked not 
./in* me; i am found of them that 
sought me not: I said, Behold me, be- 
hold me, unto a nation that was not 
called by my name. 

2 T have spread out my hands all the 
day unto a rebellious people, which 
walketh in a way that was not good, 
after their own thoughts; 

3 A people that provoketh me to anger 
continually to my face; that sacriticeth 
in gardens, and burnetii incense upon 
altars of brick; 

4 Which remain among the graves, 
and lodge in the monuments, which 
eat swine’s llesh, and broth of abomi- 
nable things is in their vessels; 

5 Which say, Stand by thyself, come 
not near to me; for I am liolier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my nose, 
a tire that burnetii all the day. 

G Behold, it is written before mo: I will 
not keep silence, hut will recompense, 
even recompense into their bosom, 

7 Your iniquities, ami tho iniquities of 
your fathers together, saith the Lord, 
which have burned incense upon the 
mountains, and blasphemed me upon 
the hills: therefore will I measure their 
former work into their bosom. 

8 If Thus saith the Lord, As the new 
wine is found in the cluster, and one 
saith, Destroy it not: for a blessing 
is in it: so will I do for my servants' 
sakes, that I may not destroy them all. 
9 And I will bring forth a seed out of 
Jacob, and out of Judah an inheritor 
of my mountains: and mine elect shall 
inherit it, and my servants shall dwell 
there. 

10 And Sharon shall he a fold of docks, 
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and the valley of Achor a place for the 
herds to lie down in, for my people 
that have sought me. 

11 K But ye are they that forsake the 
Lord, that forget mV holy mountain, 
that prepare a table for that troop, and 
that furnish the drink offering unto 
that number. 

12 Therefore will I number you to the 
sword, and ye shall all bow down to 
the slaughter: because when 1 called, 
ye did not answer; when I spake, yc 
did not hear; but did evil before mine 
eyes, and did choose that wherein I 
delighted not 

13 Therefore thus saitli the Lord Goi>, 
Behold, my servants shall cat, but ye 
shall be hungry: behold, my servants 
shall drink, but ye shall be thirsty: 
behold, my servants shall rejoice, but 
ye shall be ashamed: 

14 Behold, my servants shall sing 
for joy of heart, but ye shall cry for 
sorrow of heart, and shall howl for 
vexation of spirit 

lb And ye shall leave your name for 
a curse unto my chosen: for the Lord 
God shall slay thee, and call his ser- 
vants by another name: 

1G That he who blesseth himself in 
the earth shall bless himself in the God 
of truth; and he that sweareth in the 
earth shall swear by the God of truth; 
because the former troubles are for- 
gotton, and because they arc bid from 
mine eyes. 

17 f For, behold, I create new heavens 
and a new earth: and the former shall 
not be remembered, nor come into mind. 

18 But be ye glad and rejoice for 
ever in that which I create: for, be- 
hold, 1 create Jerusalem a rejoicing, 
and her people a joy. 

19 And I will rejoice in tlerusalem, 
and joy in my people: and the voice 
of weeping shall be no more heard in 
her, nor the voice of crying. 

20 There shall bo no more thence an 
infant of days, nor an old man that 
hath not tilled his days : for the child 
shall die an hundred years old; but 
the sinner being an hundred years 
old shall be accursed, 

21 And they shall build houses, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. 

22 They shall not build, and another 
inhabit; they shall not plant, and 
another cat: for as the days of a tree 
are the days of my people, and mine 
elect shall long enjoy the work of their 
hands. 

23 They shall not labour in vain, nor 
bring forth for trouble; for they are 
the seed of the blessed of the Loan, 
and their offspring with them. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that be- 
fore they call, I will answer; and while 
they are yet speaking, I will hear. 

25 The wolf and the lamb shall feed 
together, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock: and dust shall be the 
serpent’s meat. They shall not hurt 
nor destroy in all my holy mountain, 
snith the Lord. 
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CHAPTER LXVI. 

rj^HUS saith the Loan, The heaven 
X is my throne, and the earth is my 
footstool: where is the house that ye 
build unto me? and where is the place 
of my rest? 

2 For all those things hath mine hand 
made, and all those things have been, 
saith the Loan: but to this man will 1 
look , even to him that is poor and of 
a contrite spirit, and trembleth at my 
word. 

3 He that killeth an ox is as if lie slew 
a man; he that sacriliceth a lamb, as 
if lie cut off a dog’s neck; he that offer- 
eth an oblation, as if he offered swine’s 
blood; he that Imrneth incense, as if 
he blessed an idol. Yea, they have 
chosen their own ways, and their soul 
delighteth in their abominations. 

4 I also will choose their delusions, 
and will bring their fears upon them; 
because when I called, none did answer; 
when 1 spake, they did not hear: but 
they did evil before mine eyes, and 
chose that in which T delighted not 

f> ! Hear the word of the L6un, ye that 
tremble at his word; Your brethren that 
hated you , that cast you out for my 
name’s sake, Baid, Let the Lord be 
glorified: but he shall anpear to your 
joy, and they shall be asliamed. 
b A voice of noise from the eitjr, a 
voice from the temple, a voice of the 
Loan that rcndereth recompenco to his 
enemies. 

7 Before she travailed, she brought 
forth; before her pain came, she was 
delivered of a man child. 

8 Who hath heard such a thing? who 
hath seen such things? Shall the earth 
be made to bring forth in one dav? 
or shall a nation be born at once? for 
as soon as Zion travailed, she brought 
forth her children. 

Shall 1 bring to the birth, and not 
cause to bring forth? saith the Loun: 
shall J cause to bring forth, and shut 
the womb? saith thy God. 

10 Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and 
be glad with her, all ye that love her: 
rejoice for Joy with her, all ye that 
mourn for her: 

11 That ye may suck, and be satisfied 
with the breasts of her consolations: 
that yc may milk out, and be delighted 
with the abundance of her glory. 

12 For thus saith the Loan, Behold, 

I will extend peace to her like a river, 
and the glory of the Gentiles like a 
Uowing stream: then shall ye suck, ye 
shall be borne upon her sides, ana be 
dandled upon her knees. 

13 As one whom his mother com- 
fortelh, so will 1 comfort you; and ye 
shall be comforted in Jerusalem. 

14 And when yc see this, your heart, 
shall rejoice, and your bones shall 
flourish like an herb: and the hand of 
the Lord shall lie known toward his 
servants, and his indignation toward 
his enemies. 

15 For, behold, the Lord will come 
with lire and with his chariots like a 
whirlwind, to render his anger with 
fury, and his rebuke with names of 
fire. 
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16 For by fire and by his sword will 
the Loan plead with all fiesh: and the 
slain of the Loan shall be many. 

17 They that sanctify themselves, and 
purify themselves in the gardens be- 
hind one tree in the midst, eating 
swine’s fiesh , and the abomination, 
and the mouse, shall be consumed to- 
gether, saith the Loan. 

18 For I know their works and their 
thoughts: it shall come, that I will 
gather all nations and tongues; and 
they shall come, and see my glory. 

19 And I will set a sign among them, 
and I will send those that escape of 
them unto the nations, to Tarshisli, 
Pul, and Lud, that draw the bow, to 
Tubal, and Javan, to the isles afar off, 
that have not heard my fame, neither 
have seen my glory; and they shall 
declare my glory among the Gentiles. 

20 And they shall bring all your bre- 
thren for an offering unto the Lord 
out of all nations upon horses, and in 
chariots, and in litters, and upon mules, 
and upon swift beasts, to my holy 
mountain Jerusalem, saith the Lord, 
as the children of Israel bring an offer- 
ing in a clean vessel into the house 
of the Loan. 

21 And 1 will also take of them for 
priests and for Levites, saith the Lord. 

22 For as the new heavens and the 
new earth , which 1 will make, shall 
remain before me, saith the Lord, so 
shall your seed and your name remain. 

23 And it shall come to pass that 
from one new moon to another, and 
from one sabbath to another, shall all 
flesh come to worship before me, saith 
the Lord. 

24 And they shall go forth, and look 
upon the carcases of the men that 
have transgressed against me: for their 
worm shall not die, neither shall their 
fire be (incnched; and they shall be 
an abhorring unto all flesh. 
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CHAPTER 1. 

T HE words of Jeremiah the son of 
Hilkiali, of the priests that v>ere in 
Anathoth in the land of Benjamin : 

2 To wham the word of the Lord 
came in the days of Josiah the son of 
Amon king of Judah, in the thirteenth 
year of his reign. 

3 It came also in the days of Jehoia- 
kim the son of Josiah king of Judah, 
unto the end of the eleventh year of 
Zedekiah the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, unto the carrying away of Je- 
rusalem captive in the tilth month. 

4 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

5 Before 1 formed thee in the belly I 
knew thee; and before thou earnest 
forth out of the womb I sanctified 
thee , and I ordained thee a prophet 
unto the nations. 

6 Then said I, Ah, Lord God! behold, 
I cannot speak: for I am a child. 

7 If But the Lord said unto me, Say 
not, I am a child: for thou shalt go to 
all that I shall send thee, and what- 
soever I command thee thou shaltspeak. 

K Be not afraid of their faces: for I 
nm with thee to deliver thee, saith the 
Lord. 

9 Then the Lord put forth his hand, 
and touched my mouth. And the Lord 
said unto me, Behold, I have put my 
words in thy mouth. 

10 See, I have this day set thee over 
the nations and over the kingdoms, to 
root out, and to pull down, and to de- 
stroy , and to throw down , to build, 
and to plant. 

1J H Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying t Jeremiah, what 
seest thou? And I said, I see a rod 
of an almond tree. 

12 Then said the Lord unto me, Thou 
hast well seen: for I will hasten my 
word to perform it. 

13 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, What 
seest thou V And I said, I see a seeth- 
ing pot; and the face thereof is toward 
the north. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, Out 
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of the north an evil shall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land. 

15 For, lo, I will call all the families 
of the kingdoms of the north, saith the 
Lord; and they shall come, and they 
shall set every one his throne at the 
entering of the gates of Jerusalem, and 
against all the. walls thereof round 
about, and against all the cities of 
Judah. 

1G And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their wicked- 
ness, who have forsaken me, and have 
burned incense unto other gods, and 
worshipped the works of their own 
hands. 

17 1 Thou therefore gird up thy loins, 
and arise , and speak unto them all 
that I command thee : be not dismayed 
at their faces, lest I confound thee be- 
fore them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee this 
day a defenccd city, and an iron pillar, 
and brasen walls against the whole 
land, against the kings of J udali, against 
the princes thereof, against the priests 
thereof, and against the people of the 
land. 

19 And they shall fight against thee; 
but they shall not prevail against thee; 
for I am with thee, saith the Loro, to 
deliver thee. 


CHAPTER II. 

M OREOVER the word of the Loan 
came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ears of Jeru- 
salem, saying, Thus saith the Lord; I 
remember thee, the kindness of thy 
youth, the love of thine espousals, when 
thou wentest after me in the wilder- 
ness, in a land that was not sown. 

'! Israel was holiness unto the Loan, 
and the firstfruils of his increase : all 
that devour him shall offend; evil shall 
come upon them, saith the Lord. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, () 
house of Jacob, and all the families 
of the house of Israel: 

6 H Thus saith the Lord, What ini- 
quity have your fathers found in me, 
that they are gone far from me, and 
have walked after vanity, and are lie- 
come vainV 

G Neither said tlioy, Where is the 
Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through the 
wilderness, through a land of deserts 
and of pits, through a land of drought, 
and of the shadow of death, through 
a land that no man passed through, 
and where no man dwelt? 

7 And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to eat the fruit thereof and 
the goodness thereof; but when ye 
entered, ye defiled my land, and made 
mine heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where is the 
Lord? and they that handle the law 
knew me not: the pastors also trans- 
gressed against mo, and the prophets 
prophesied by Baal, and walked after 
things that do not profit. 

9 1 Wherefore I will yet plead with 
you, saith the Lord, and with your 
children’s children will 1 plead. 
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10 For pass over the isles of Chittim. 
and see; and send unto Kedar, and 
consider diligently, and see if there be 
such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation changed their gods, 
which are vet no gods V but my peo- 
ple have changed their glory for that 
lahich doth not profit 

12 Be astonished. 0 ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye very 
desolate, saith the Loan. 

13 For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that 
can hold no water. 

14 If Is Israel a servant? is he a 
homehorn slave? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roared unon him. 
and yelled, and they made his land 
waste: his cities are burned without 
inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Tahapanes have broken the crown of 
thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself in that thou hast forsaken the 
Lord thy God, when he led thee by 
the way? 

18 And now what hast thou to do in 
the way of Egynt, to drink the waters 
of Sihor? or what hast thou to do in 
the way of Assyria, to drink the waters 
of the river? 

li) Thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy hackslidings shall reprove 
thee: know therefore and see that it 
is an evil thing and bitter, that thou 
hast forsaken the Lord thy God, and 
that my fear is not in thee, saith the 
Lord Gon of hosts. 

20 1 For of old time 1 have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; and 
thou saidst, 1 will not transgress; when 
upon every high hill and under every 
green tree thou wanderest, playing the 
harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed: how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much sope, yet 
thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord Goo. 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone after Baal- 
im? sec thy way in the valley, know 
what thou hast done: thou art a swift 
dromedary traversing her ways; 

2*1 A wild ass used to the wilderness, 
that snutfeth up the wind at her plea- 
sure; in her occasion who can turn 
her away? all they that seek her will 
not weary themselves; in her month 
they shall find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being unshod, 
and thy throat from thirst: but thou 
saidst, There is no hope: no; for I 
have loved strangers, and after them 
will l go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when he is 
found, so is tho house of Israel asham- 
ed; they, their kings, their princes, and 
their priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou art my 
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father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth: for they have turned 
their back unto me, and not their face : 
but in the time of their trouble they 
will say, Arise, and save us. 

28 But where are thy gods that thou 

hast made thee? let them arise, if they 
can save thee in the time of thy trouble: 
for according to the number of thy cities 
are thy gods, O Judah. . 

29 Wherefore will ye plead with me ( 
ye all have transgressed against me, 
saith the Lord. 

BO In vain have 1 smitten your chil- 
dren; they received no correction: 
your own sword hath devoured your 
prophets, like a destroying lion. 

81 If O generation, see ye the word of 
the Lord. Have 1 been a wilderness 
unto Israel? a land of darkness? where- 
fore say my people, We are lords; we 
will come no more unto thee ? 

32 Can a maid forget her ornaments, 
or a bride her attire? yet my people 
have forgotten me days without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to seek 
love? therefore hast thou also taught 
the wicked ones thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found the 
blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. 

35 Yet thou sayest, Because I am inno- 
cent, surely his anger shall turn from 
me. Behold, I will plead with thee, be- 
cause thou sayest, I have not sinned. 

3G Why gaddest thou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt 
be ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head: for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, 
and thou shalt not prosper in them. 


CHAPTER III. 

T HEY say, If a man put away his 
wife, and she go from him, and 
become another man’s, shall he return 
unto her again? shall not that land be 
greatly polluted? but thou hast played 
the harlot with many lovers; yet re- 
turn again to me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
places, and see where thou hast not 
been lien with. In the ways hast thou 
sat for them, as the Arabian in the 
wilderness; and thou hast polluted the 
land with thy whoredoms and with 
thy wickedness. 

3 Therefore the showers have been 
witliholden , and there hath been no 
latter rain: and thou hadst a whore’s 
forehead, thou refusedst to be ashamed. 
4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me. My father, thou art the 
guide of my youth? 

5 Will he reserve his anger for ever? 
will he kcop it to the end? Behold, 
thou hast spoken and done evil things 
as thou couldest. 

G 1 The Lord said also unto me in 
the days of Josiah the king, Hast thou 
seen that which backsliding Israel hath 
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done? she is cone up upon every liigh 
mountain anci under every green tree, 
and there hath played the harlot. 

7 And 1 said after she had done all 
these things. Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her treacherous 
sister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 
adultery I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce ; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to pass through the 
lightness of her whoredom ? that she 
defiled .the land, and committed adul- 
tery with stones and with stocks. 

10 And vet for all this her treacherous 
sister Judah hath not turned unto me 
with her whole heart, but feignedly, 
saith the Loan. 

11 And the Lord said Unto me, The 
backsliding Israel hath justified herself 
more than treacherous Judah. 

12 t Go and proclaim these words to- 
ward the north, and say, lieturn, thou 
backsliding Israel, saith the Lord; and 
1 will not cause mine anger to fall 
upon you: for 1 am merciful, saith 
the Lord, and I will not keep anget' 
for ever. 

19 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lord thy God, and hast scattered thy 
ways to the strangers under every 
green tree, and ye have not obeyed 
my voice, saith the Lord. 

M Turn, O backsliding children, saith 
the Lord: for I am married unto you: 
and 1 will take you one of a city, and 
two of a family, and I will bring you 
to Zion: 

lo And I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding. 

10 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied and increased in the 
land, in those days, saith the Lord, 
they shall say no more, The ark of the 
covenant of the Lord: neither shall it 
come to mind: neither shall they re- 
member it; neither shall they visit it; 
neither shall that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jeru- 
salem the throne of the Lord; and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, 
to the name of the Lord, to Jerusalem: 
neither shall they walk any more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those clays the house of Judah 
shall walk with the house of Israel, 
and they shall come together out of 
the land of the north to the land that 
I have given for an inheritance unto 
your fathers.' 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and givo thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of 
the hosts of nations? and I said, Thou 
shalt call me, My father; and shalt 
not turn away from me. 

20 t Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have 
ye dealt treacherously with me, 0 
house of Israel, saith the Lord. 


vp ’iron ibid, <p 'topri v, 19. -p xxn v. 7. 
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21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of 
the children of Israel: for they have 
perverted their way, and they have 
forgotten the Loan their God. 

22 Return , ye backsliding children, 
and I will heal your backshdings. Be- 
hold, we come unto thee; for thou art 
the Lord our God. 

23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped for 
from the hills, and from the multitude 
of mountains: truly in the Lord our 
God is the salvation of Israel. 

24 For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our youth; 
their flocks and their herds, their sons 
and their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion oovereth us: for we have 
sinned against the Lord our God , we 
and our fathers, from our youth even 
unto this day, and have not obeyed 
the voice of the Lord our God. 


CHAPTER IV. 

I F thou wilt return, <_) Israel, saith 
the Lord , return unto me : and 
if thou wilt put away thine, abomi- 
nations out of my sight, then shalt 
thou not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Loud 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in 
righteousness; and the nations shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 

3 If For thus saith the Lord to the 
men of Judah and Jerusalem, Break 
up your tallow ground, and sow not 
among thorns. 

1 Circumcise yourselves to the Lord, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabitants 
of Jerusalem: lest my fury come forth 
like tiro, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 
5 Declare yc in .Judah, and publish in 
Jerusalem; and say, Blow ye the trum- 
pet in the land: cry, gather together, 
and say, Assemble yourselves, and let 
us go into the defenced cities. 

(» Set up the standard toward Zion: 
retire, stay not: for I will bring evil 
from the north, and a great destruction. 
7 The lion is come up from his thick- 
et, and the destroyer of the Gentiles 
is on his way; he is gone forth from 
las place to make thy land desolate; 
and thy cities shall be laid waste, 
without an inhabitant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl: for the fierce anger 
of the Lord is not turned back from us. 
9 And it shall come to pass at that, 
day, saith the Lord, that the heart of 
the king shall perish, and the heart of 
the princes; and the priests shall he 
astonished, and the prophets shall 
wonder. 

10 Then said I. Ah, Lord God! surely 
thou hast greatly deceived this people 
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and .Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall have 
peace; whereas the sword reacheth 
unto the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, A dry 
wind of the high places in the wilder- 
ness toward the daughter of my peo- 
ple, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Even a full wind from those places 
shall come unto me: now also will I 
give sentence against them. 

IB llehold, he shall come up as clouds, 
and his chariots shall be as a whirl- 
wind: his horses are swifter than eagles. 
Woe unto us! for we are spoiled. 

Id O Jerusalem, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest bo 
saved, llow long shall thy vain thoughts 
lodge within thee? 

lb For a voice declarcth from Dan, 
and publisheth affliction from mount 
Ephraim. 

10 Make ye mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, that 
watchers come from a far country, and 
give out their voice against the cities 
of Judah. 

17 As keepers of a held, are they 
against her round labout; because she 
hath been rebellious against me, saith 
the Loan. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have 
procured these thin as unto thee; this 
is thy wickedness, because it is bitter, 
because it reacheth unto thine heart. 

1!) 1 My bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
maketh a noise in me; I cannot hold 
my peace, because thou hast heard, 

0 my soul, the sound of the trumpet, 
the alarm of war. 

20 Destruction unon destruction is 
cried; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and 
my curtains in a moment. 

21 llow long shall I sec the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpet? 

22 For my people is foolish, thev have 
not known me ; they are sottish chil- 
dren, and they have none understand- 
ing: they are wise to do evil, but to 
do good they have no knowledge. 

2B 1 beheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
without form, and void: and the hea- 
vens, and they had no Jigh^ 

2d I beheld the mountains, and, lo. 
they trembled, and all the hills moved 
lightly. 

2b 1 belrtdd, and, lo, there was no man, 
ami all the birds of the heavens were 
tied. 

20 1 beheld, and, lo, the fruitful plane 
was a wilderness, and all the cities 
thereof were broken down at the pre- 
sence of the Loud, and by his lioree 
anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lord said, The 
whole land shall be desolate; yet. will 

1 not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, and 
the heavens above be black: because 
1 have spoken it, I have purposed it, 
and will not repent, neither will I turn 
back from it 

20 The whole city shall flee for the 
noise of the horsemen and bowmen; 
they .shall go into thickets, aud climb 
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Up upon the rocks : every city £>e 
forsaken, and not a man dwell therein. 

80 And when thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? Though thou clothest 
thyself with crimson , though thou 
deckest thee with ornaments of gold, 
though thou rentest thy face with 
painting, in vain shalt thou mako thy- 
self fair; thy lovers will despise thee, 
they will seek thy life. 

81 For 1 have heard a voice as of a 
woman in travail, and the anguish as 
of her that bringeth forth her first child, 
the voice of the daughter of Zion, that 
bcwaileth herself, that spreadetli her 
hands, saying, W oe is me now ! for my 
soul is wearied because of murderers. 

CHAPTER V. 

R UN ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see now, 
and know, and seek in the broad pla- 
ces thereof, if ye can find a man, if 
there be any that executeth judgment, 
that seeketh the truth; and 1 will 
pardon it. 

2 And though they say , The Loro 
liveth; surely they swear falsely. 

3 O Loro, are not thine eyes upon 
the truth? thou hast stricken them, 
but they have not grieved ; thou hast 
consumed them, but they have refused 
to receive correction: they have made 
their faces harder than a rock; they 
have refused to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish: for they know 
not the way of the Loro, nor the 
judgment of their God. 

5 I will got me unto the great men, 
and will speak unto them; for they 
have known the way of the Loro, and 
the judgment of their God: but these 
have altogether broken the yoke, and 
burst the bonds. 

6 AVlierefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the 
evenings shall spoil them, a leopard 
shall watch over their cities: every 
one that gooth out tlienee shall he torn 
in pieces: because their transgressions 
are many, and their backsliding^ arc 
increased. 

7 H How shall 1 pardon thee for this ? 
thy children have forsaken me , and 
sworn by them that are no gods: when 
I had fed them to the full, they then 
committed adultery, and assembled 
themselves by troops in the harlots’ 
houses. 

8 They were as fed horses in the 
morning: every one neighed after his 
neighbour’s wile. 

9 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Loud: and shall not my soul 
be avenged on such a nation as this? 
10^ Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; but make not a full end: take 
away her battlements; for they are 
not the Lord’s. 

11 For the house of Israel and the 
house of Judah have dealt very treacher- 
ously against me, saith the Lord. 

12 They have belied the Lord , and 
said, It is not he; neither shall evil 
come upon us; neither shall we see 
sword nor famine : 

33 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them: 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

H Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, Because ye speak, this 
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word, behold, I will make my word* 
in thy mouth nre, and this people wood, 
and it shall devour them. 

15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon you 
from far, O house of Israel, saitli the 
Lord: it is a mighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whose languago 
thou knowcat not, neither understand- 
est what they say. 

16 Their quiver is as an open sepul- 
chre, they are all mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine har- 
vest, and thy broad, which thy sons and 
thy daughters should eat: they shall 
eat up thy flocks and thine herds: 
they shall eat up thy vines and thy 
lig trees: they shall impoverish thy 
fencod cities, wherein thou trustedst, 
with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, saith 
the Lord , 1 will not make a full end 
with you. 

li) t And it shall come to pass, when 
ye shall say, Wherefore doetn the Lord 
our (Jod all these things unto us? then 
shall thou answer them, Like ae ye 
have forsaken me, and served strange 
gods in your land, so shall ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not your’s. 
*20 Declare this in the house of Ja- 
cob, and publish it in Judah, saying. 
‘21 Hear now this, O foolish people, 
and without understanding; which 
have eyes, and see not; which have 
'ears, and hear not: 

22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lord: 
will ye not tremble at iny presence, 
which have placed the sand for the 
bound of the sea by a perpetual de- 
cree, that it cannot pass it : and though 
the waves thereof toss themselves, yet 
can they not prevail; though they roar, 
yet can they not pass over it? 

26 Hut this people hath a revolting 
and a rebellious heart; they are re- 
volted and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the Lord our God, 
that givetli rain, both the former and 
the latter, in his season: he reserveth 
unto us the appointed weeks of the 
harvest. 

25 ^ Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have with- 
holden good things from you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as lie that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they 
catch men. 

27 As a cage is full of birds, so are 
their houses full of deceit: therefore 
they are become great, and waxen rich. 

28 They- are waxen fat, they shine: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of the 
wicked: they judge not the cause, the 
cause of the fatherless, yet they pros- 
per; and the right of the needy do 
they not judge. 

2b Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Loud: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 i A wonderful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land; 

31 The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
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the priests bear rule bv their means; 
and my people love to nave it so: and 
what will ye do in the end thereof? 


CHAPTER VI. 

O YE children of Benjamin, gather 
yourselves to dee out of the midst 
of Jerusalem, and blow the trumpet in 
Tekoa, and set up a sign of tire in Beth- 
haccerem: for evil appeareth out of tho 
north, and great destruction. 

2 I have likened the daughter of Zion 
to a comely and delicate woman. 

3 The shepherds with their Hocks shall 
come unto her; they shall pitch their 
tents against her round about; they 
shall feed every one in his place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; arise, 
and let us go up at noon. Woe unto us! 
for the day goeth away, for the shadows 
of the evening are stretched out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and 
let us destroy her palaces. 

6 If For thus hath the Loro of hosts 
said, Ilew ye doAvn trees, and cast a 
mount against Jerusalem: this is the 
city to be visited; she is wholly op- 
pression in the midst of her. 

7 As a fountain casteth out her waters, 
so she casteth out her wickedness: vio- 
lence and spoil is heard in her; before 
me continually is grief and wounds. 

8 Be thou instructed, ( ) Jerusalem, lest 
my soul depart from thee; lest I make 
thee desolate, a land not inhabited. 

1) If Tlius saith the Loro of hosts, They 
shall throughly glean the remnant of 
Israel as a vine: turn back thine hand 
as a grapegatherer into the baskets. 

10 To whom 'Shall I speak, and give 
warning, that they may hear? behold, 
their ear is uncircumcised, and they 
cannot hearken: behold, the word of 
the Loan is unto them a reproach; they 
have no delight in it. 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury of 
the Loro; \ am weary with holding 
in: I will pour it out upon the children 
abroad, and upon the assembly of young 
men together: for even the husband 
with the wife shall be taken, the aged 
with him that is full of days. 

12 And their houses shall be turned 
unto others, with their lields and wives 
together: for I will stretch out mv hand 
upon the inhabitants of the land, saith 
tho Loan. 

15 For from tho least of them even 
unto the greatest of them every one 
is given to covetousness; and from the 
prophet even unto tho priest every 
one dealcth falsely. 

14 Ihey have healed also the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace; when there is 
no peace. 

15 Were tliev ashamed when they 
had committed abomination V nay, they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush: therefore they shall fall 
among them that fall: at the time that 
l visit them they shall bo cast down, 
saith the Loro. 
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16 Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in 
the ways, and see, and ask for the old 
patha, where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall lind rest for your 
souls. But they said, We will not walk 
therein . 

17 Also I set watchmen over you, 
saying. Hearken to the sound of the 
trumpet But they said, We will not 
hearken. 

18 ^ Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, O congregation, what is among 
them. 

19 Hear, O earth: behold, I will bring 
evil upon this people, even the fruit of 
their thoughts, because they have not 
hearkened unto my words, nor to my 
law, but rejected it. 

20 To what purpose cometh there to 
me incense from Sheba, and the sweet 
cane from a far country? your burnt 
offerings are not acceptable, nor your 
sacrifices sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord, Be- 
hold, 1 will lay stumblingblocks before 
this people, and the fathers and the 
sons together shall fall upon them; the 
neighbour and his friend shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Loan, Behold, a 
people cometh from the north country, 
and a great nation shall be raised from 
the sides of the earth. 

29 They shall lay hold on how and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no 
mercy; their voice roareth like the 
sea; and they ride upon horsos, set in 
array as men for war against thee, O 
daughter of Zion. 

24 We have heard the fame thereof: 
our hands wax feeble: anguish hath 
taken hold of us, and pain, as of a 
woman in travail. 

25 (Jo not forth into the field, nor 
walk by the way; for the sword of the 
enemy and fear is on every side. 

26 H O daughter of my people, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow thyself 
in ashes: make thee mourning, as j\w 
an only son } most bitter lamentation: 
for the spoiler shall suddenly come 
upon us. 

27 1 have set thee for a tower and a 
fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and try their way. 

28 They are all grievous revolters, 
walking witli slanders: they are brass 
and iron; they are all corrupters. 

29 The bellows are burned, the lead 
is consumed of the lire; the founder 
melteth in vain: for the wicked arc 
not plucked away. 

90 Reprobate silver shall men call 
them, because the Loan hath rejected 
them. 


CHAPTER VII. 

rpIIK word that came to Jeremiah 
X from the Lord, saying, 

2 Stand in the gate of the Lord’s 
house, and proclaim there thiR word, 
and say, Hear the word of the Lord, 
all ye of Judah, that enter in at these 
gates to worship the Lord. 
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3 Thus saitli the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel^ Amend your ways and 
your doings, and I will cause you to 
dwell in this place. 

4 Trust ye not in lying words, saying, 

The temple of the Lord, The temple 
of the Lord, The temple of the Lord, 
are these. , 

5 For if ye throughly amend your 
ways and your doings ;^if ye throughly 
execute judgment between a man and 
his neighbour; 

6 Jf ye oppress not the stranger, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and shed 
not innocent blood in this place, neither 
walk after other gods to your hurt: 

7 Then will I cause you to dwell in 
this place, in the land that I gave to 
your fathers, lor ever and ever. 

8 t Behold, yc trust in lying words, 
that cannot profit 

11 Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn 
incense unto Baal, and walk after other 
gods whom ye know not; 

10 And come and stand before me in 
this house, which is called by my name, 
and say, We are delivered to do all 
these abominations? 

11 Is this house, which is called by 
my name, become a den of robbers in 
your eyes? Behold, even I have seen 
it, saith the Lord. 

12 But go ye now unto my place which 
was in Shiloh, where I set my name at 
the lirst, and see what I did to it lor 
the wickedness of my people Israel. 

13 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Loan, and l 
spake unto you, rising up early and 
speaking, but ye heard not; and l 
called you, but ye answered not; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this house, 
which is called by my name, wherein 
ye trust, and unto the place which I 
gavo to you and to your fathers, as 1 
have done to Shiloh. 

15 And I will cast you out of my sight, 
as I have cast out all your brethren, 
even the whole seed of Ephraim. 

16 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up cry nor prayer 
lor them, neither make intercession to 
me; for I will not hear thee. 

17 1 Seest thou not what they do in 
the cities of Judah and in the streets 
of Jerusalem? 

18 The children gather wood, and the 
fathers kindle the fire, and the women 
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knead their dough, to make cakeB to 
the queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto other gods, that 
they may provoke me to anger. 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? 
saith the Lord: do they not provoke 
themselves to the confusion of their 
own faces? 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Behold, mine anger and my fury shall 
be poured out upon this place, upon 
man, and upon beast, and upon the 
trees of the field , and upon tne fruit 
of the ground; and it shall burn, and 
shall not be quenched. 

21 1 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Put your burnt 
offerings unto your sacrifices, and eat 
flesh. 

22 Kor J spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that 
1 brought them out of the land of 
Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or 
sacrifices: 

23 But this thing commanded I them, 
saying, Obey my voice, and I will be 
your God, and ye shall be my people: 
and walk ye in all the ways that I 
have commanded you, that it may be 
well unto you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but walked in the 
counsels and in the imagination of 
their evil heart, and went backward, 
and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day 1 have even sent unto 
you all my servants the prophets, daily 
rising up early and sending them: 

20 Yet they hearkened not unto me. 
nor inclined their ear, but hardened 
their neck: they did worse than their 
fathers. 

27 Therefore thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them : hut they will 
not hearken to thee: thou shalt also 
call unto them; but they will not 
answer thee. 

28 But thou shalt say unto them, This 
is a nation that obeyeth not the voice 
of the Lord their God, nor receiveth 
correction: truth is perished, and is 
cut off from their mouth. 

29 f Cut off thine hair, 0 Jerusalem , 
and east it away, and take up a la- 
mentation on high places; for the Loan 
hath rejected and forsaken the gene- 
ration of his wrath. 

30 For the children of Judah have 
done evil in my sight, saith the Lord : 
they have set their abominations in 
the houso which is called by my name, 
to pollute it. 

31 And they have built the high pla- 
ces of Tophot, which is in the valley 
of the son of Hinnom, to burn their 
sons and their daughters in the fire; 
which I commanded them not, neither 
came it into my heart. 

32 !i Therefore, behold, the days come, 
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aaith the Lord, that it shall no more 
be called Tophet, nor the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, but the valley of 
slaughter: for they shall bury in To- 
phet, till there be no place. 

83 And the carcases of this people 
shall be meat for the fowls of the hea- 
ven, and for the beasts of the earth; 
and none shall fray them away. 

34 Then will I cause to cease from 
the cities of Judah, and from the streets 
of Jerusalem, the voice of mirth, and 
the voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the bride: 
for the land shall be desolate. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A T that time, saith the Lord, they 
shall bring out the bones of the 
kings of Judah, and the bones of his 
princes, and the bones of the priests, 
and the bones of the prophets, and the 
hones of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
out of their graves: 

2 And they shall spread them before 
the sun, and the moon, and all the 
host of heaven, whom they have loved 
and whom they have served, and after 
whom they have walked, and whom 
they have sought, and whom they 
have worshipped: they shall not be 
gathered, nor be buried; they shall be 
lor dung upon the face of the earth. 

3 And death shall lx? chosen rather 
than life by all the residue of them 
that remain of this evil family, which 
remain in all the places whither J have 
driven them, saith the Loan of hosts. 
4 ! Moreover thou shalt, say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord; Shall they 
fall, and not arise? shall he turn away, 
and not return ? 

5 Why then is this people of Jeru- 
salem slidden back by a perpetual 
backsliding? they hold last deceit, they 
refuse to return. 

G 1 hearkened and heard , hut. they 
spake not aright: no man repented 
him of his wickedness, saying, What 
have 1 done? every one turned to his 
course, as the horse rusheth into the 
battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven know- 
eth her appointed times ; and the turtle 
and the crane and the swallow observe 
the timo of their coming; but my peo- 
ple know not the judgment of the Lord. 
8 flow do ye say, We are wise, and 
the latv of the Lord is with us? Lo, 
certainly in vain made he it; the pen 
of the scribes is in vain. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, they 
are dismayed and taken: lo, they have 
rejected the word of the Lord; and what 
wisdom is in them? 

10 Therefore will 1 give their wives 
unto others, and their fields to them 
that shall inherit them: for every one 
from the least even unto the greatest 
is given to covetousness, from tlie 
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prophet even unto the priest every 
one dealeth falaOly. 

11 For they have healed the hurt of 
the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace; when there is no 
peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush: therefore shall they fall 
among them that fall: in the time of 
their visitation they shall be cast down, 
saitli the Lord. 

13 If I will surely consume them, saith 
the Loud : there shall be no grapes on 
the vine, nor figs on the lig tree, and 
the leaf shall fade; and the things that 
I have given them shall pass away 
from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? assemble 
yourselves, and let us enter into the 
defended cities, and let us be silent 
there: for the Lord our God hath put 
us to silence, and given us water of 
gall to drink, because we have sinned 
against the Loan. 

15 We looked for peace, but no good 
came ; and for a time of health , and 
behold trouble! 

16 The snorting of his horses was 
heard from Dan : the-whole land trem- 
bled at the sound of the neighing of 
his strong ones; for they are come, 
and have devoured the land, and all 
that is in it; the city, and those that 
dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send serpents, 
cockatrices, among you, which will not 
be charmed, and they shall bite you, 
saith the Loud. 

18 1 When I would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart is faint in me. 

It) Behold the voice of the cry of the 
daughter of my people because of them 
that dwell in a tar country: Is not the 
Lord in Zion? is not her king in her? 
Why have they provoked me to anger 
with their graven images, and with 
strange vanities? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are nut saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of 
my people am I hurt; 1 am black; 
astonishment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there, no balm in Gilead ; is there 
no physician there? why then is not 
the health of the daughter of my peo- 
ple recovered? 

CHAPTER IX. 

O H that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, that 
I might weep day and night for the 
slain of the daughter of my people! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a 
lodging place of wayfaring men; that 
I might leave my people, and go from 
them! for they be all adulterers, an 
assembly of treacherous men. 

3 And they bend their tongues like 
their bow for lies : but they are not 
valiant for the truth upon the earth: 
for they proceed from evil to evil, ana 
they know not me, saith the Lord. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his 
neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother: for every brother will utterly 
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supplant, and every neighbour will 
walk witn slanders. 

6 And they will deceive every one 
his neighbour, and will not speak the 
truth: they have taught their tongue 
to speak lies, and weary themselves to 
commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst of 
deceit; through deceit they refuse to 
know me, saith the Loan. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Loan of 
hosts, Behold, 1 will melt them, and 
try them; for how shall I do for the 
daughter of my people ? 

8 Their tongue is as an arrow shot 
out; it spcaketli deceit: one speaketh 
peaceably to his neighbour with his 
mouth, but in heart he layetli his wait. 

9 ^ Shall 1 not visit them for these 
things f saith the Loan: shall not my 
soul be avenged on such a nation as 
this? 

10 For the mountains will I take up 
a weeping and wailing, and for the 
habitations of the wilderness a lamen- 
tation, because they are burned up, so 
that none can pass through them; nei- 
ther can men hear the voice of the cattle ; 
both the fowl of the heavens and the 
beast are fled: they are gone. 

11 And I will make Jerusalem heaps, 
and a den of dragons; and I will make 
the cities of Judah desolate, without 
an inhabitant. 

12 1 Who is the wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is he to whom 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken, that 
he may declare it, for what the land 
perisheth and is burned up like a wil- 
derness, that none passeth through? 

13 And the Loan saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set 
before them, and have not obeyed my 
voice, neither walked therein;. 

14 But have walked after the imagi- 
nation of their own heart, and after 
Baalim, which their lathers taught 
them : 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
feed them, even this people, with worm- 
wood, and give them water of gall to 
drink. 

16 I will scatter them also among the 
heathen , whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known : and I will send a 
sword after them, till I have consumed 
them. 

17 1 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Con- 
sider ye, and call for the mourning wo- 
men, that they may come ; and send for 
cunning women, that they may come: 

18 And let them make haste, and take 
up a wailing for us, that our eyes may 
run down with tears, and our eyelids 
gush out with waters. 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard out 
of Zion, How are we spoiled! we are 
greatly confounded, because we have 
forsaken the land, because our dwell- 
ings have cast us out 

20 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 
0 ye women, and let your ear receive 
the word of nis mouth, and teach your 
daughters wailing, and every one her 
neighbour lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into our win- 
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dows , and is entered into our palaces, 
to cut off the children from without, 
and the young men from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lord, Even 

the carcases of men shall fall as dung 
upon the open field, and as the handful 
after the harvestman, and none shall 
gather them . , _ T . 

23 K Thus saith the Lord, Let not 
the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory m 
his might, let not the rich man glory 
in his riches: 

24 But let him that glorieth glory in 
this, that he understandoth and know- 
eth me, that I am the Lord which 
exercise lovingkiudness, judgment, and 
righteousness, in the earth: for in these 
things T delight, saith the Loud. 

25 i Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will punish all them 
which are circumcised with the un- 
circumciaecl; 

26 Egvpt, and Judah, and Edom, and 
the children of Ammon, and Moab, and 
all that are in the utmost corners, that 
dwell in the wilderness: for all these 
nations are uncircumcised, and all the 
house of Israel are uncircumcised in 
the heart. 


CHAPTER X. 

H EAR ye the word which the Loan 
speaketh unto you, O house of 
Israel: 

2 Thus saitli the Loan, Learn not the 
way ot the heathen , and be not dis- 
mayed at the signs of heaven; for the 
heathen are dismayed at them. 

3 For the customs of the people are 
vain: for one cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, .the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the ax. 

4 They deck it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and with 
hammers, that it move not 
5 They are upright as the palm tree, 
but speak not: they must needs be 
borne because they cannot go. Be not 
afraid of them; lor they cannot do evil, 
neither also is it in them to do good. 
6 Forasmuch as there is none like unto 
thee, O Lord; thou art great, and thy 
name is great in might. 

7 Who would not fear thee, O King 
of nations? for to thee doth it appertain : 
forasmuch as among all the wise men 
of the nations, and in all their king- 
doms, there is none like unto thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutish 
and foolish: the stock is a doctrine of 
vanities. 

y Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of the workman , and of the 
hands of the founder: blue and purple 
is their clothing: they are all the work 
of cunning men . 

10 But the Lord is the true (i«d, he 
is the living God, and an everlasting 
king: at his wrath the earth shall 
tremble, and the nations shall not be 
able to abide his indignation. 

11 Tlius shall ye say unto them, The 
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gods that have not made the heavens 
And the earth, even they shall perish 
from the earth, and from under these 
heavens. 

12 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom, and hath stretched out 
the heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, there 
is a multitude of waters in the heavens, 
and he caiiseth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth; he maketh 
lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 
the wind out of his treasures. 

1 4. Every man is brutish in his know- 
ledge: every founder is confounded 
by the graven image: for his molten 
image is falsehood, and there is no 
breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work of 
errors: in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

16 The portion of Jacob h? not like them : 
for he is the former of all things; ami 
Israel w the rod of his inheritance: The 
Loan of hosts is his name. 

17 H Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For Hi us saith the Loud, Behold, 1 
will sling out the inhabitants of the 
land at this once, and will distress 
them, that they may find it so. 

19 T Woe is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous: but 1 said, Truly 
this is a grief, and I must bear it. 

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and all 
my cords are broken: my children are 
gone forth of me, and they ore not: 
there is none to stretch lbrtii my tent 
any more, and to set up my curtains. 

21 For the pastors are become brutish, 
and have not sought the Lord: there- 
fore they shall not prosper, and all 
their flocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great, commotion out of the. 
north country, to make the cities of 
Judah desolate, and a den of dragons. 

23 T O-Lord, I know that the way of 
man is not in himself: it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps. 

24 O Lord, correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest thou 
bring me to nothing. 

25 Pour out thy fury upon the heathen 
that know thee not, and upon the fa- 
milies that call not on thy name: for 
they have eaten up Jacob, and devour- 
ed him, and consumed him, and have 
made his habitation desolate. 


CHAPTER XL 

r PHE word that came to Jeremiah 
A from the Lord, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and apeak unto the men of Judah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 

8 And say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel; Cursed be the 
man that obeyeth not the words of 
this covenant, 
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JL Whii'h I conimttiided your fathers 
in the day that 1 brought them forth 
out of the laud of Egypt, from the 
iron furnace, saying, Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to all which I 
command you: so shall ye be my peo- 
ple, and I will be your God: 

f» That I may perform the oath which 
J have sworn unto your fathers, to give 
them a land flowing with milk and 
honey, as it this day. Then answered 
I, and said, So be it, O Loud. 

(J Thou tho Loud said unto me, Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
saying, Hear ye the words of this co- 
venant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto your 
lathers in the day that I brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, rising early and protesting, 
saying, Obey my voice. 

K Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in the 
imagination of their evil heart: there- 
fore I will bring upon them all the words 
of. this covenant, which I commanded 
them to do; but they did them not. 

1) And the Lord said unto me, A 
conspiracy is found among the men of 
Judah . and among the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to the ini- 
quities of their forefathers , which re- 
fused to hear my words ; and they 
went after other gods to serve them : 
the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah have broken my covenant which 
I made with their fathers. 

1 1 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, f will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able to es- 
cape; and though they shall cry unto 
me, I will not hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they oiler 
incense : hut they shall not save them 
at all in the time of their trouble. 

1 J For according to the number of thy 
cities were thy' gods, 0 Judah; and 
according to the number of the streets 
of Jerusalem have ye set up altars to 
that shameful thing, even altars to burn 
incense unto Baal. 

J4 Therefore nray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up a cry or prayer 
for them : for I will not hear them in 
the time that they cry unto me for 
their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the. holy 
flesh is passed from thee? when thou 
doest evil, then thou rejoicest. 
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16 The Lord called thy name, A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodlv 
fruit: with the noise of a great tumult 
he hath kindled lire upon it, and the 
branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that plant- 
ed thee, hath pronounced evil against 
thee, for the evil of the house of Is- 
rael and of the house of Judah, which 
they have done against themselves to 
provoke me to anger in offering incense 
unto BaaL 

18 T And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it: then 
thou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an ox 
that is brought to the slaughter; and 
I knew not that they hud devised de- 
vices against me, saying, Let us de- 
stroy the tree with the fruit thereof, 
and let us cut him oft' from the land 
of the living, that his name may bo 
no more remembered. 

20 But, O Lord of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, that triest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance 
on them: for unto thee have I revealed 
my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
the men of Anathoth, that seek thy 
life, saying, Prophesy not in the name 
of the Lord, that thou die not by our 
hand : 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, Behold, 1 will punish them: the 
young men shall die by the sword; 
their sons and their daughters shall 
die by famine: 

28 And there shall be no remnant of 
them: for 1 will bring evil upon the 
men of Anathoth, even the year of their 
visitation. 

CHAPTER XII. 

R IGHTEOUS art thou, O Lord, when 
I plead with thee : yet let me talk 
with thee of thy judgments: Wherefore 
doth the way of the wicked prosper? 
wherefore are all they happy that deal 
very treacherously? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root: they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou art near* in their 
mouth, and far from their reins. 

8 But thou, O Lord, knowest me: 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee: pull them out like 
sheep for the slaughter, and prepare 
them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein? the beasts are consumed, and 
the birds; because they said, He shall 
not see our last end. 

5 H If thou hast run with the foot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, then 
how canst thou contend with horses? 
and if in the land of peace , wherein 
thou trustedst, they wearied thee, then 
how wilt thou do in the swelling of 
Jordan ? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the 
house of thy father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee; yea, 
they have called a multitude after 
thee: believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto thee. 
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JEREMIAH, XIII. 


7 t I have forsaken mine house. 1 
have left mine heritage; I have given 
the dearly beloved of my soul into the 
hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion 
in the forest; it crieth out against me: 
therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is unto ine as a 
speckled bird, tne birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble all 
the beasts of the field, come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed my 
vineyard, they have trodden my por- 
tion under foot, they have made my 
pleasant portion a desolate wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate , and 
being desolate it mourneth unto me; 
the whole land is made desolate, be- 
cause no man layeth it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness: 
for the sword of the Loud shall devour 
from the one end of the land even to 
the other end of- the land: no flesh 
shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns : they have put themselves 
to pain, but shall not protit: and they 
shall be ashamed of your revenues be- 
cause of the lierce anger of the Loud. 

14. f Thus saith the Lord against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the 
inheritance which I have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I will 
pluck them out of their land , and 
pluck out the house of Judah from 
among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I will 
return, and have compassion on them, 
and will bring them again, every man 
to his heritage, and every man to his 
land. 

H» And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of my 
people, to swear by my name, The 
Loan liveth; as they taught my peo- 
ple to swear by Baal; then shall they 
be built in the midst of my people. 

17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck up and destroy that na- 
tion, saith the Lord. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

rpill'S saith the Lord unto me, Go 
X and get thee a linen girdle , and 
put it upon thy loins, and put it not 
in water. 

2 So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Loud came 
unto mo the second time, saying, 

4. Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which is upon thy loins, and arise, go 
to Euphrates, and hide it there in a 
hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Euphrates, 
as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take the 
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girdle from thence, which I commanded 
thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it: and, behold, 
the girdle was marred, it was profit- 
able for nothing. 

8 Then the word of th£ Lord camo 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse to 
hear my words, which -walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to serve them, and 
to worship them, shall even he as this 
girdle, which is good for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle eleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to 
cleave unto me the whole house of 
Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lord; that they might he 
unto me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory: hut 
they would not hear. 

12 t Therefore thou shall speak unto 
them this word; Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Every bottle shall he 
tilled with wine: and they shall say 
unto thee, Do we not certainly know 
that every bottle* shall be filled with 
wine? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 1 will till 
all the inhabitants of this land, .even 
the kings that sit upon David’s throne, 
and the priests, and the prophets, and 
all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, with 
drunkenness. 

14 And 1 will dasli them one against 
another, even the fathers and the sons 
together, saith the Lord: I will not 
pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, but 
destroy them. 

15 f Hear ye, and give ear; he not 
proud: for the Lord hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before be cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark moun- 
tains, and, while ye look for light, lie 
turn it into the shadow of death, and 
make it gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places lbr your 
pride; and mine eye shall weep sore, 
and run down with tears, because the 
Lord’s fiock is carried away captive. 

18 Kav unto the king and to the queen, 
Humble yourselves, sit down : for your 
principalities shall corne down, eren the 
crown of your glory. 

K) The cities of the south shall be shut 
up, and none shall open them: Judah 
shall be carried away captive all of it, 
it shall he wholly carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them that come from the north: where 
is the flock that was given thee, thy 
beautiful flock? 
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21 What wilt thou say when he shull 
punish thee? for thou hast taught them 
to be captains, and as chief over thee: 
shall not sorrows take thee, as a wo- 
man in travail? 

22 K And if thou say in thine heart, 
Wherefore come these things upon me ? 
For the greatness of thine iniquitv are 
thy skirts discovered, and thy heels 
made bare. 

23 (Jan the Ethiopian change his skin, 
or the leopard his spots? then may ye 
also do good, that are accustomed to 
do evil. 

2d Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Loan: 
because thou hast forgotten me, ana 
trusted in falsehood. 

20 'Therefore will 1 discover thy skirts 
upon thy face, that thy shame may 
appear. 

27 1 have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy neighings, the lewdness of thy 
whoredom, and thine abominations on 
the hills in the lields. Woe unto thee, 
O Jerusalem! wilt thou not be made 
clean? when shall it once be? 

CHAPTER XIV. 

rPIIE word of the Lord that came to 

1 Jeremiah concerning the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth , and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black unto 
the ground; and the cry of Jerusalem 
is gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters: they came 
to the pits, and found no water; they 
returned with their vessels empty; 
they were ashamed and confounded, 
and covered their heads. 

•1 Because the ground is chant, for 
there was no rain in the earth, the 
plowmen were ashamed, they covered 
their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the 
Held, and forsook it, because there was 
no grass. 

b And the wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they smilled up the 
wind like dragons; their eyes did fail, 
because there was no grass. 

7 If O Loan, though our iniquities 
testily against us, do thou it, lor thy 
name’s sake: for our haekslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

K O the hope of Israel, the saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why should- 
est thou be as a stranger in the land, 
and us a wayfaring m;tii </t«£ turneth 
aside to tarry for a night? 

5 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that cannot 
save? yet thou, O Lord, art in the 
midst of us, and we are called by thy 
name; leave us not. 

10 f 'Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people, 'Thus have they loved to wan- 
der, they have not refrained their feet, 
therefore the Lord doth not accept 
them ; he will now remember their 
iniquity, and visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me. Pray 
not for this people for their good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
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their cry; and when they offer burnt 
offering and an oblation, I will not ac- 
cept them: but I will consume them 
by the sword, and by the famine, and 
by the pestilence. 

IB 1 Then said I, Ah, Lord God! be- 
hold, the prophets say unto them, Ye 
shall not see the sword, neither shall 
ye have famine; but J will give you 
assured peace in this place. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, The 
prophets prophesy lies in my name: I 
sent them not, neither have T command- 
ed them, neither spake unto them: they 
prophesy unto you a false vision and 
divination, and a thing of nought, and 
the deceit of their heart 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
cerning the prophets that prophesy in 
my name, and l sent them not, yet they 
say, Sword and famine shall not be in 
this land; By sword and famine shall 
those prophets be consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they pro- 
phesy shall be cast out in the streets of 
Jerusalem because of the famine and 
the sword; and they shall have none 
to bury them, them, their wives, nor 
their sons, nor their daughters: for T 
will pour their wickedness upon them. 

17 *If Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them; Let mine eyes run 
down with tears night and day, and 
let them not cease : for the virgin daugh- 
ter of my people is broken with a great 
breach, with a very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field , then 
behold the slain with the sword! and if 
I enter into the city, then behold them 
that are sick with famine! yea, both 
the prophet and the priest go about 
into a land that they know not 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Judah? 
hath thy soul lothed Zion? why hast 
thou smitten us, and there in no heal- 
ing for us? we looked for peace, and 
there in no good; and for the time of 
healing, and behold trouble! 

20 We acknowledge, O Lord, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our fa- 
thers: for we have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of thy 
glory: remember, break not thy cove- 
nant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can cause rain? 
or can the heavens give showers? art 
not thou he, O Lord our God? there- 
fore we will wait upon thee: for thou 
hast made all these things. 


CHAPTER XV. 

rpHEN said the Lord unto me, Though 
A Moses and Samuel stood before me, 
yet my mind could not be toward this 
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people : cast them out of my sight, and 
let them go forth. 

2 And it shall come to pass, if they 
say unto thee, Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them, Thus 
saith the Loro; Such as -are for death, 
to death; and such as are for the sword, 
to the sword; and such as are for the 
famine, to the famine; and such as are 
for the captivity, to the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Loud: the sword to slay, 
and the dogs to tear, and the fowls of 
the heaven, and the beasts of the. earth, 
to devour and destroy. 

4. And I will cause them to be re- 
moved into all kingdoms of the earth, 
because of Manasseh the son of Iie- 
zekiah king of Judah, for that which 
he did in Jerusalem. 

5 For who shall have pity upon thee, 
() Jerusalem? or who shall bemoan 
thee? or who shall go aside to ask 
how thou doest? 

H Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
Lord, thou art gone backward: there- 
fore will 1 stretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; J am weary 
with repenting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fail in 
the gates of the land; I will bereave 
them of children , I will destroy my 
people, since they return not from 
their ways. 

8 Their widows arc increased to me 
above the sand of the seas: 1 have 
brought upon them against the mother 
of the young men a spoiler at noonday: 

I have caused him to fall upon it sud- 
denly, and terrors upon the city. 

1) She that hath borne seven languish- 
ed : she hath given up the ghost: her 
sun is gone down while it tons yet day: 
she hath been ashamed and confound- 
ed: and the residue of them will T 
deliver to the sword before their ene- 
mies, saith the Loan. 

10 if Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of strife 
and a man of contention to the whole 
earth! I have neither lent on usury, 
nor men have lent to me on usury; 
yet every one of them doth curse me. 

4 11 The Loud said, Verily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; verily 1 will 
cause the enemy to entreat thee well 
in the time of evil and in the time of 
affliction. 

12 Shull iron break the northern iron 
and the steel? 

13 Thy substance and thy treasures 
will I give to the spoil without price, 
and that for all thy sins, even in all 
thy borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into a land which thou 
knowest not: for a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, which shall burn upon you. 

15 1 () Lord, thou knowest: remem- 
ber me, and visit me, and revenge me 
of my persecutors; take me not away 
in thy longsufl'ering: know that for 
thv sake I have suffered rebuke. 

1(1 Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them; and thy word was unto me 
the joy and rejoicing of mine heart: 
for 1 am called by thy name , O Lord 
G od of hosts. 
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17 I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced: I sat alone be- 
cause of thy hand : for thou hast filled 
me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and 
my wound incurable, which refuseth 
to be healed? wilt thou be altogether 
unto me as a liar, and as waters that 
fail? 

19 1 Therefore thus saitli the Loan, 
If thou return, then will 1 bring thee 
again, and thou shalt stand before me: 
and if thou take forth the precious 
from the vile, thou shalt be as my 
mouth: let them return unto thee; but 
return not thou unto them. 

20 And T will make time unto this 
people a fenced brasen wall : and they 
shall fight against thee, but they shall 
not prevail against thee: for I am with 
thee to save thee and to deliver thee, 
saith the Loud. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of the 
hand of the wicked, and 1 will redeem 
thee out of the hand of the terrible. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

T HE word of the Lord came also 
unto me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons or daugh- 
ters in this place. 

3 Eor thus saith the Loud concerning, 
the sons and concerning the daughters 
that are born in this place, and con- 
cerning their mothers that bare them, 
and concerning their fathers that be- 
gat them in this land; 

*1 They shall die of grievous deaths ; 
they shall not be lamented; neither 
shall they be buried; hut they shall be 
as dung upon the face of the earth: and 
they shall be consumed by the sword, 
and by famine; and their carcases shall 
be meat for the fowls of heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Loud, Enter not 
into the house of mourning, neither go 
to lament nor bemoan them: for I have 
taken away my peace from this peo- 
ple, saith the Loud, even lovingkindness 
and mercies. 

G Both the great and the small shall 
die in this land: they shall not be 
buried, neither shall men lament for 
them, nor cut themselves, nor make 
themselves bald for them : 

7 JN either shall men tear themselves 
for them in mourning, to comfort them 
for the dead; neither shall men give 
them the cup of consolation to drink 
for their father or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them to 
eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Loud of hosts, 
the God of Israel} Behold, I will cause 
to cease out of this place in your eyes, 
and in your days, the. voice of mirth, 
and the voice of gladness, the voice of 
the bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride. 

10 Tf And it shall come to pass, when 
thou shalt shew this people all these 
words, and they shall say unto thee. 
Wherefore hath the Loud pronounced 
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all this great evil against us t or what 
is our iniquity? or what is our sin 
that we have committed against thfc 
Lord our God? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Because your fathers have forsaken 
me, saith the Lord, and have walked 
after other gods, and have served them, 
and have worshipped them, and have 
forsaken me, and have not kept my 
law; 

12 And ye have done worse than your 
fathers ; lor, behold, ye walk every one 
after the imagination of his evil heart, 
that they may not hearken unto. me: 

1 SI Therefore will I cast you out of 
this land into a land that ye know not, 
neither ye nor your fathers; and there 
shall ye serve other gods day and 
night; where I will not shew you favour. 

14 ! Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Loan, that it shall no more 
be said, The Loan livcth, that brought 
up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt; 

15 But, The Loud livcth, that brought 
up the children of Israel from the land 
of the north, and from all the lands 
whither lie had driven them: and J 
will bring them again into their land 
that I gave unto their fathers. 

10 Tf Behold, I will send for many 
fishers, saith the Lord, and they shall 
fish them; and after will I send for 
many hunters, and they shall hunt 
them from every mountain, and from 
every hill, and out of the holes of the 
rocks. 

17 For mine eyes are upon all their 
ways: they are not hid from my face, 
neither is their iniquity hid from mine 
eyes. 

And first 1 will recompense their 
iniquity and their sin double; because 
they have defiled my land, they have 
filled mine inheritance with the car- 
cases of their detestable and abomi- 
nable things. 

19 O Lord, my strength, and my for- 
tress, and my refuge in the day of 
affliction, the Gentiles shall come unto 
thee from the ends of the earth, and 
shall say, Surely our fathers have in- 
herited lies, vanity, and things wherein 
there is no profit. 

20 Shall a man make gods unto him- 
self, and they are no gods? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this once 
cause them to know, I will cause them 
to know mine hand and my might; 
and they shall know that my name is 
The Lord. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

ri^HE sin of Judah is written with a 
X pen of iron, and with the point of 
a diamond: it is graven upon the table 
of their heart, and upon the horns of 
your altars; 
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2 Whilst their children remember their 
altars and their groves by the green 
trees upon the high hills. 

8 0 my mountain in the field, I will 
give thy substance and all thy treasures 
to the spoil, and thy high places for 
sin, throughout all thy borders. 

4 And thou, even thyself, shalt dis- 
continue from thine heritage that I 
gave thee; and I will cause thee to 
serve thine enemies in the land which 
thou knowest not: for ye have kindled 
a fire in mine anger, which shall burn 
for ever. 

5 ^ Thus saith the Loan; Cursed he 
the man that trusteth in man , and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose heart 
departeth from the Loud. 

6 For he shall be like the heath in 
the desert, and shall not see when 
good cometh; but shall inhabit the 
parched places in the wilderness, in a 
salt land and not inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trusteth in 
the Loud, and whose hope the Loan is. 

8 For lie shall be as a tree planted 
by the waters, and that spreadeth out 
her roots by the river, and shall not 
see when heat cometh, but her leaf 
shall be green: and shall not be care- 
ful in the year of drought, neither shall 
cease from yielding fruit. 

9 H The heart is deceitful above all 
things , and desperately wicked: who 
can know it? 

10 I the Lord search the heart, 1 try 
the reins, even to give every man ac- 
cording to his ways, and according to 
the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge sitteth on eggs, 
and hatcheth them not; so he that get- 
teth riches, and not by right, shall 
leave them in the midst of his days, 
and at his end shall be a fool. 

12 1 A glorious high throne from the 
beginning is the place of our sanctuary. 

13 0 Lord, the hope of Israel, all that 
forsake thee shall be ashamed, and 
they that depart from me shall be 
written in the earth, because they have 
forsaken the Lord, the fountain of 
living waters. 

14 Heal me, () Lord, and I shall be 
healed; save me, and I shall be saved: 
for thou art my praise. 

If) K Behold, they say unto me. W here 
is the word of the Lord? let it come 
now. 

1G As for me, 1 have not hastened 
from being a pastor to follow thee: nei- 
ther have 1 desired the woeful day; 
thou knowest: that which came outot 
my lips was right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me: thou art 
my hope in the day of evil. 

18 Let them be confounded that per- 
secute me, but let not me be con- 
founded: let them he dismayed, but 
let not me be dismayed: bring upon 
them the day of evil, and destroy them 
with double destruction. 

19 I Thus said the Loud unto me; 
Go and stand in the gate of the chil- 
dren of the people, whereby the kings 
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of Judah come in, and by the which 
they go out, and in all the gates of 
Jerusalem; 

20 And say unto them, Hear ye the 

word of the Lord, ye kings of Judah, 
and all Judah, and all the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, that enter in by these 
gates : * 

21 Thus saith the Lord; Take heed 
to yourselves, and bear no burden on 
the sabbath day, nor bring it in by the 
gates of Jerusalem; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden out 
of your houses on the sabbath day, 
neither do ye any work, but hallow 
ye the sabbath day, as I commanded 
your fathers. 

23 But they obeyed not, neither in- 
clined their ear, but made their neck 
stiff, that they might not hear, nor 
receive instruction. 

24. And it shall come to pass, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me , saith the 
Loan, to bring in no burden through 
the gates of this city on the sabbath 
day, but hallow the sabbath day, to do 
no work therein; 

25 Then shall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes 
sitting upon the throne of David, riding 
in chariots and on horses, they, and 
their princes, the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem: and this 
city shall remain for ever. 


2G And they shall come from the cities 
of Judah, and from the places about 
Jerusalem, and from the land of Ben- 
jamin, and from the plain, and from 
the mountains, and from the south, 
bringing burnt offerings, and 
and meat offerings, and inc< 
bringing sacrifices of praise, unto the 
house of the Lord.

27 But if ye will not hearken unto me 
to hallow the sabbath day, and not to 
bear a burden, even entering in at the 
gates of Jerusalem on the sabbath day; 
then will I kindle a fire in the gates 
thereof, and it shall devour the pa- 
laces of Jerusalem, and it shall not 
be quenched. , 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

T HE word which came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Arise, and go down to the potter’9 
house, and there I will cause thee to 
hear my words. 

3 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, lie wrought a work 
on the wheels. 

4 And the vessel that he made of clay 
was marred in the hand of the potter: 
so he made it again another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. 
5 Then the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, 
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6 0 house of Israel, cannot I do with 
you as this potter? saith the Lord. 
Behold, as the clay is in the potter's 
hand, so are ye in mine hand, O house 
of Israel 

7 At what instant I shall speak con- 
cerning a nation, and concerning a 
kingdom, to .pluck up, and to pull 
down, and to destroy it; 

8 If that nation, against whom I have 
pronounced, turn from their evil, I will 
repent of the evil' that I thought to do 
unto them. 

9 And. at what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning a 
kingdom, to build and to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that it 
obey not my voice, then I will repent 
of the good, wherewith I said 1 would 
benefit them. 

Ill Now therefore go to, speak to the 
men of Judah, and to the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith the 
Loro; Behold, 1 frame evil against 
you, and devise a device against you : 
return yc now every one from his 
evil way, and make your ways and 
your doings good. 

12 And they said, f I here is no hope: 
but we will walk after our own devices, 
and we will every one do the imagi- 
nation of his evil heart. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord; Ask 
ye now among the heathen, who hath 
heard such things: the virgin of Israel 
hath done a very horrible tiling. 

14 Will a mm leave the snow of Le- 
banon which cometh from the rock of 
the field V or shall the cold (lowing 
waters that come from another place 
be forsaken? 

15 Because my people hath forgotten 
me, they have burned incense to vanity, 
and they have caused them to stumble 
in their ways from the ancient. paths, 
to walk in paths, in a way not cast up; 

10 To make their land desolate, and 
a perpetual hissing; every one that 
paBseth thereby shall be astonished, 
and wag liis head. 

17 I will scatter them as with an 
east wind before the enemy; I will 
shew them the back, and not the face, 
in the day of their calamity. 

18 ^ Then said they, Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah; 
for the law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, nor 
the word from the prophet. Come, and 
let us smite him with the tongue, and 
let us not give heed to any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 Shall evil be recompensed for good? 
for they have digged a pit for my soul. 
Remember that I stood before thee to 
speak good for them, and to turn away 
thy wrath from them. 

21 Therefore deliver up their children 
to the famine, and pour out their blood 
by the force of the sword; and let their 
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wives be bereaved of their children, 
and be widows: and let their men be 
put to death; let their young men be 
slain by the sword in battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 

houses, when thou shalt bring a troop 
suddenly upon them: for they have 
digged a pit to take me, and hid snares 
for my feet , 

23 Yet, Lord, thou knowest all their 
counsel against me to slay me: forgive 
not their iniquity, neither blot out 
their sin from thy sight, but let them 
be overthrown before thee; deal thus 
with them in the time of thine anger. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

rPHUS saith the Lord, Go and get a 
A potter’s earthen bottle, and take of 
the ancients of the people, and of the 
ancients of the priests; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, which is by the 
entry of the east gate, and proclaim 
there the words that I shall tell thee, 

3 And say, Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, O kings of .ludah, and inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem; Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, 1 will bring evil upon this place, 
the which whosoever hearet.h, his ears 
shall tingle. 

4 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have estranged this place, and 
have burned incense in it unto other 
gods, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known, nor the kings of 
Judah, and have Idled this place with 
the blood of innocents ; 

5 They have built also the high places 
of Baal, to burn their sons with tire for 
burnt offerings unto Baal, which I com- 
manded not, nor spake it, neither came 
it into my mind: 

(» Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord , that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Ilinnom, but The 
valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerusalem in this place; 
and I will cause them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by the 
hands of them that seek their lives: 
and their carcases will I give to be 
meat for the fowls of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth. 

8 And l will make this city desolate, 
and an hissing; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

d And I will cause them to eat the 
Hesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the Hesli of his friend in 
the siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek their 
lives, shall straiten them. 

10 Then shalt thou break the bottle in 
the sight of the men that go with thee, 
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11 And shalt sav unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Even so will 
I break this people and this city, as 
one breaketh a potter’s vessel, that 
cannot be made whole again : and they 
shall bury them in ^Tophet, till thei'e be 
no place to bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, 
saith the Lord, and to the inhabitants 
thereof, and even make this city as 
Tophet: 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, and 
the houses of the kings of Judah, shall 
be defiled as the place of Tophet, be- 
cause of all the houses upon whose 
roofs they have burned incense unto 
all the host of heaven, and have poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods. 

14. Then came Jeremiah from Tophet, 
whither the Lord had sent him to 
prophesy; and he stood in the court 
of the Lord’s house; and said to all 
the people, 

If) Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Rehold, I will bring 
upon this city and upon all her towns 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
against it, because they have hardened 
their necks, that they might not hear 
my words. 


CHAPTER XX. 

N OW Pashur the son of Imnier the 
priest, who was also chief gover- 
nor in the house of the Lotin, heard 
that Jeremiah prophesied these things. 

2 Then Pasluir smote Jeremiah the 
prophet, , and put him in the stocks 
that were in the high gate of Benjamin, 
which was by the house of the Lord. 

3 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Pashur brought forth Jeremiah 
out of the stocks. Then said Jeremiah 
unto him, The Lord hath not called 
thy name Pashur, hut Magor-missabib. 

4 For thus saitli the Lord, Behold, I 
will make thee a terror to thyself, and 
to all thy friends: and they shall fall 
by the sword of t.lieir enemies, and 
thine eyes shall behold it: and 1 will 
give all Judah into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and ho shall carry 
them captive into Babylon, and shall 
slay them with the sword. 

5 Moreover T will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the la- 
bours thereof,, and all the precious 
things thereof, and all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give into 
the hand of their enemies, which shall 
spoil them, and take them, and carry 
them to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that, dwell 
in thine house shall go into captivity : 
and thou shalt come to Babylon, and 
there thou shalt die, and shalt, be buried 
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there, thou, and all thy friends, to whom 
thou hast prophesied lies. 

7 to Loan, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived: thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed: I am m 
derision daily, every one mockefch me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I 
cried violence and spoil; because the 
word of the Loan was made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 

{) Then I said, I will not make men- 
tion of him, nor speak any more . in 
liis name. Hut his word was in mine 
heart as a burning fire shut up in my 
bones, and I was weary with forbear- 
ing, and I could not stay. 

10 If For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, say 
they , and we will report it All my 
familiars watched for my halting, say- 
ing , Feradventure he will be enticed, 
and we shall prevail against him, and 
we shall take our revenge on him. 

11 Hut the Lord is with me as a 

mighty terrible one: therefore my per- 
secutors shall stumble, and they shall 
not prevail: they shall be greatly 
ashamed; for they shall not prosper: 
their everlasting confusion shall never 
be forgotten. , . t 

12 Hut, (> Lord of hosts , that tnest 
the righteous, and seest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance 
on them: for unto thee have I opened 
my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Loro, praise ye the 
Loro: for lie hath delivered the soul of 
the poor from the hand of evildoers. 

14 1 Cursed be the day wherein 1 
was born: let not the day wherein my 
mother bare me be blessed. 

15 Cursed be, the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying. A man 
child is born unto thee; making him 
very glad. 

lfi And let that man be as the cities 
which the Roan overthrew, and re- 
pented not: and let him hear the cry 
in the morning, and the shouting at 
noontide; 

17 Because he slew me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb to be 
always great with me. 

18 Wherefore came T forth out of 
the womb to see labour and sorrow, 
that my days should be consumed 
with shame V 

CHAPTKR XXI. 

rpIIE word which came unto ,Tere- 
X miah from the Loro, when king 
Zedekiah sent unto him Pashur the 
son of Melchiah, and Zephaniah the 
son of Maasciah the priest, saying, 

2 Enquire, I pray thoo, of the Lord 
for us; for Nebuchadrezzar kiii£ of 
Babylon maketh war against us; if so 
be that the Lord will deal with us 
according to all his wondrous works, 
that be may go up from ua. 

3 1 Then said Jeremiah unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah: 

4 Thus saitli the Loro God of Israel; 
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Behold, I will turn back the weapons 
of war that art in your hands, where- 
with ye light against the king of Baby- 
lon, and against the Chaldeans, which 
besiege you without the walls, and I 
will assemble them into the midst of 
this city. 

5 And I myself will fight against you 
with an outstretched hand and with a 
strong arm, even in anger, and in fury, 
and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants of 
this city, both man and beast: they 
shall die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saitli the Loud, I 
will deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, 
and his servants, and the people, and 
such as are left in this city from the 
pestilence, from the sword, and from 
the famine, into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon , and into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of those that seek their life : and 
he shall smite them with the edge of 
the sword; he shall not spare them, 
neither have pity, nor have mercy. 

8 t And unto this people thou shall 
say. Thus saith the Lord: Behold, I 
^et before you the way of life, and the 
way of death. 

9 He that abideth in this city shall 
die by the sword, and by the famine, 
and by the pestilence : but he tjjat goeth 
out, and falleth to the Chaldeans that 
besiege you, he shall live, and his life 
shall be unto him for a prey. 

10 For I have set my face against this 
city for evil, and not for good, saitli 
the Lord; it shall be given into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall burn it with fire. 

11 t And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, say. Hear ye the word 
of the Lord ; 

12 O house of David, thus saith the 
Lord; Execute judgment in the morn- 
ing, and deliver him that is spoiled out 
of the hand of the oppressor, lest my 
fury go out like fire, and burn that 
none can quench it, because of the 
evil of your doings. 

IB Behold, I am against thee, 0 in- 
habitant of the valley, and rock of the 
plain, saith the Lord; which say, Who 
shall come down against usV or who 
shall enter into our habitations ? 

14 But I will punish you according 
to the fruit of your doings, saith the 
Lord: and 1 will kindle a fire in the 
forest thereof, and it shall devour all 
things round about it. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

T HUS saith the Lord; Go down to 
the house of the king of Judah, 
and speak there this word, 

2 And say, Hear the word of the 
Lord, O king of Judah, that sittest 
upon the throne of David, thou, and 
thy servants, and thy people that enter 
in by these gates: 
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3 r rhus saith the Lord ; Execute 
ye judgment and righteousness, and 
deliver the spoiled out of the hand of 
the oppressor: and do no wrong, do no 
violence to the stranger, the fatherless, 
nor the widow, neither shed innocent 
blood in this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, then 
shall there enter in by the gates of this 
house kings sitting upon the throne of 
J)avid, riding in chariots and on horses, 
he, and his servants, and his people. 

5 But if yo will not hear these words, 

I swear by myself, saith the Lord, that 
this house snail become a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
king’s house of .ludah; Thou art Gilead 
unto me, and the head of Lebanon : yet 
surely I will make thee a wilderness, 
and cities which are not inhabited. 

7 Audi will prepare destroyers against 
thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut down thy choice cedars, 
and cast them into the fire. 

8 And many nations shall pass by this 
city, and they shall say every man to 
his neighbour, Wherefore hath the Lord 
done thus unto this great city? 

!) Then they shall answer, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of the 
Loro their God, and worshipped other 
gods, and sorved them. 

10 *][ Weep ye not for the dead, neither 
bemoan him: but ween sore for him 
that goeth away: for lie shall return 
no more, nor see his native country. 

II For thus saith the Lord touching 
Shallum the son of Joaiah kin^ of Ju- 
dah, which reigned instead of Jo6iah 
his father, which went forth out of 
this place; He shall not return thither 
any more: 

12 But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him captive, 
and shall see this land no more. 

13 t \Y r oe unto him that buildeth 
his house by unrighteousness, and his 
chambers by wrong; that useth his 
neigh hours service without wages, and 
giveth him not for his work; 

14 That saith, I will build me a wide 
house and large chambers, and cutteth 
him out windows; and it is cieled with 
cedar, and painted with vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar V did not thy 
father eat and drink, and do judg- 
ment and justice, and then it was well 
with him? 

lb He judged the cause of the poor 
and needy; then it was well with 
him: ioos not this to know me? saith 
the Lord. 

17 But thine eyes and thine heart 
are not but for thy covetousness, and 
for to shed innocent blood, and for 
oppression, and for violence, to do it. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
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cerning Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah; They shall not lament 
lor him, saying. Ah my brother! or, 
Ah sister! they shall not lament for 
him, saying, Ah lord! or Ah his glory! 

19 He shall be buried with the burial 
of an ass, drawn and cast forth beyond 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

20 H (jo up to Lebanon, and cry; and 
lift up thy voice in Baslnui, and cry 
from the passages: for all thy lovers 
are destroyed. 

21 I snake unto thee in thy pros- 
perity; but thou saidst, I will not hear. 
This hath been thy manner from thy 
youth , that thou obeyedst not my 
voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all thy pas- 
tors, and thy lovers shall go into cap- 
tivity : surely then slialt thou be 
ashamed and confounded for all thy 
wickedness. 

23 O inhabitant of Lebanon that mak- 
est thy nest in the cedars, how gra- 
cious shalt thou he when pangs come 
upon thee, the pain as of a woman in 
travail ! 

2d As I live, saith the Loan, though 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah were the signet upon my right 
hand, yet would 1 pluck time thence; 
25 And I will give thee into the hand 
of them that seek thy life, and into 
the hand of them whose face thou 
fearest, even into the hand of Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

20 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another 
country, where ye were not born; and 
there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whorcunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they not 
return. 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol? is he a vessel wherein is 
no pleasure? wherefore are they east 
out, he and liis seed, and are cast into 
a laud which they know not? 

29 0 earth , earth , earth , hear the 
word of the Lord. 

30 Thus saith the Lord, Write ye this 
man childless, a man that shall not 
prosper in his days: lor no man of his 
seed shall prosper, sitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any more 
in Judah. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

W OE be unto the pastors that de- 
stroy and scatter the sheep of 
my pasture! saith the Lord. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Loan Cod 
of Israel against the pastors that feed 
my people; Ye have scattered iny Hock, 
and driven them away, and have not 
visited them: behold, I will visit upon 
you the evil of your doings, saith the 
Loud. 

3 And I will gather the remnant of 
my flock out of all countries whither 
1 have driven them, and will bring 
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them again to their folds; and they 
ehall.be fruitful and increase. 

4 And 1 will act up shepherds over 
them which shall feed them: and they 
shall fear no more, nor be dismayed, 
neither shall they be lacking, saith the 
Loud. 

5 If Behold, the days come, saith the 
Loud, that I will raise unto David a 
righteous Branch, and a King shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth. 

b In his days Judah shall be saved, 
and Israel shall dwell safely: and this 
is his name whereby he shall be call- 
ed, THK LOKD OUR RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, the clays come, 
saith the Lord, that they shall no more 
say, The Lord liveth, which brought 
up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt; 

8 But, The Loud liveth, which brought 
up and which led the seed of the 
house of Israel out of the north coun- 
try, and from all countries whither I 
had driven them: and they shall dwell 
in their own land. 

i) If Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets ; all my bones 
shake; 1 am like a drunken man, and 
like a man whom wine hath over- 
come, because of the Lord, and be- 
cause of the words of his holiness. 

10 Lor the land is full of adulterers; 
for because of swearing the land mourn- 
eth ; the pleasant places of the wil- 
derness are dried up, and their course 
is evil, and their force is not right. 

11 For both prophet and priest are 
profane ; yea, in my house have 1 found 
their wickedness, saith the Loud. 

12 Wherefore their way shall be unto 
them as slippery ways in the darkness : 
they shall be driven on, and fall there- 
in: for I will bring evil upon them, 
even the year of their visitation, saith 
the Loud. 

IB And 1 have seen folly in the pro- 
phets of JSamaria; they prophesied in 
Baal, and caused my people Israel 
to err. 

14 I have seen also in tho prophets 
of Jerusalem an horrible thing: they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies: 
they strengthen also the hands of evil- 
doers, that none doth return from his 
wickedness: they are all of them unto 
me as Soduin , and the inhabitants 
thereof as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets; Behold 
1 will feed them with wormwood, and 
make them drink the water of gall: 
for from the prophets of Jerusalem is 
profaneness gone forth into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. Heark- 
en not unto the words of the pro- 
phets that prophesy unto you: they 
make you vain: they speak a vision 
of their own heart, and not out of the 
mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them that de- 
spise me, The Lord hath said, ye shall 
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have peace; and they say unto every 
one that w&lketh after the imagination 
of his own heart, No evil shall come 
upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the counsel 
of the Loan, and hath perceived and 
heard his word? who hath marked his 
word, and heard it? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Loro 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind: it shall fall grievously upon 
the head of the wicked. 

20 The anper of the Lord shall not 

return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart: in the latter days ye shall 
consider it perfectly. * 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran: I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my coun- 
sel, and had caused my people to hear 
my words, then they should have turn- 
ed them from their evil way, and from 
the evil of their doings. 

23 'Am I a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
places that 1 shall not see him? saith 
the Lord. Do not l fill heaven and 
earth? saith the Lord. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying,! have dreamed, I have dreamed. 

20 How long shall this be in the heart 
of the prophets that prophesy lies? 
yea, they are prophets of the deceit of 
their own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have for- 
gotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, let 
him tell a dream; and he that hath 
my word, let him speak my word faith- 
fully. What is the chaff to the wheat? 
saitn the Lord. 

29 Is not my word like as a fire ? saith 
the Lord; and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, 1 am against the 
prophets, saith the Lord, that steal my 
words every one from nis neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the prophets, 
saith the Lord, that use their tongues, 
aud say, He saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the Lord, 
and do tell them, and cause my peo- 

f )le to err by their lies , and by their 
ightness; yet I sent them not, nor 
commanded them : therefore they shall 
not profit this people at all, saith the 
Lord. 

33 J And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying. What is the burden of the Lord V 
thou shalt then say unto them, What 
burden? I will even forsake you, saith 
the Lord. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, that shall say: 
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The burden of the Lord, I will even 
punish that man and his house. 

86 Thus shall ye say every one to 
his neighbour, and every one to his 
brother, What hath the Lord answer- 
ed? and, What hath the Lord spoken? 

36 And the burden of the Lord shall 
ye mention no more: lor every man’s 
word shall he his burden; for ye have 
perverted the words of the living God, 
of the Lord of hosts our God. 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the pro- 
phet, What hath the Lord answered 
thee ? and, What hath the Lord spoken? 

38 But since ye say, The burden of 
the Lord; therefore thus saith the 
Lord; Because ye say this word, The 
burden of the Lord , and I have sent 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not say, 
The burden of the Lord; 

3‘J Therefore, behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and 1 will forsake 
you, and the city that I gave you 
and your fathers, and cast you out of 
my presence: 

40 And I will bring an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which shall not be forgotten. 


CHARTER XXIV. 

rp/IE Lord shewed me, ami, behold, 
X. two baskets of tigs were set before 
the temple of the Lord, after that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the son 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah, and the 
princes of Judah, with the carpenters 
and smiths, from Jerusalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon. 

'2 One basket had very good tigs, 
even like the tigs that are first ripe: 
and the other basket lmd very naughty 
tigs, which could not be eaten, they 
were so bad. 

3 Then said the Lord unto me, What 
seest thou, Jeremiah? And I said, Figs; 
the good rigs, very good; and the evil, 
very evil, that cannot be eaten, they 
are so evil. 

4 f Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

5 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Like these good figs, so will I 
acknowledge them that are carried 
away captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the land of 
the Chaldeans for their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and I will bring them again 
to this land: and I will build them, 
and not pull them down; and I will 
plant them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart 
to know me, that T am the Lord: and 
they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God: for they shall return 
unto me with their whole heart. 

8 ^ And as the evil figs, which cannot 
be eaten, they are so evil; surely thus 
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saith the Lord, So will I give Zeilekiah 
the king of Judah, and hie princes, and 
the residue of Jerusalem, that remain 
in this land, and them that dwell in 
the land of Egypt : 

9 And I will deliver them to be 
removed into all the kingdoms ol‘ the 
earth for their hurt, to be a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curse, in 
all places whither I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the fa- 
mine, and the pestilence, among them, 
till they be consumed from oil the 
land that I gave unto them and to 
their fathers. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

rPHE word that came to Jeremiah 
J. concerning all the people of Ju- 
dah in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
was the lirst year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon; 

2 The which Jeremiah the prophet 
spake unto all the people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, saying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of Josiah, 
the son of Amon king of Judah , even 
unto this day, that is the three and 
twentieth year, the word of the Lord 
hath come unto me, and I have spoken 
unto you, rising early and speaking; 
but ye have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you 
all his servants the prophets , rising 
early and sending them; but ye have 
not hearkened, nor inclined your ear 
to hear. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way , and 
from the evil of vour doings, and 
dwell in the land that the Lord hath 
given unto you and to your fathers 
for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke me # not to anger with the 
works of your hands; and 1 will do 
you no hull. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me , saith the Loud; that ye might 
provoke me to anger with the works 
of your hands to your own hurt. 

8 H Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take all the 
families of the north, saith the Lord, 
and Nebuchadrezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon, mv servant, and will bring them 
against this land, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, and against all these 
nations round about, and will utterly 
destroy them , and make them an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
perpetual desolations. 
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10 Moreover I will take from them 
the voice t>f mirth , and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light of the 
candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon seventy years. 

12 U And it shall come to pass, jvhen 
seventy years are accomplished, that 
I will punish the king of Babylon, and 
that nation, saith the Lord, for their 
iniquity, and the land of the Chaldeans, 
mid will make it perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land all 
my words which 1 have pronounced 
against it , even all that is writton in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath pro- 
phesied against all the nations. 

14 Formally nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also: 
and 1 will recompense them according 
to their deeds, and according to the 
works of their own hands. 

15 1 For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel unto me; Take the wine cup 
of this fury at my hand, and cause 
all the nations, to whom I send thee, 
to drink it. 

1G Ancl they shall drink, and be moved, 
and be mad, because of the sword that 
I will send among them. 

17 Then took 1 the cup at the Lord’s 
hand, and made all the nations to drink, 
unto whom the Loan had sent me; 

18 To wit, .Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, an hissing, 
and a curse; as it is this day; 

It) Pharaoh king of Kgypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; 

20 And all the mingled people, and 
all the kings of the land ol Hz, and all 
the kings of the land of the Philistines, 
and Aslikelon, ami Azzah, and Ekron, 
and the remnant of Aslidod, 

21 Edom, and Moab, and the children 
of Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Tyrus, and 
all the kings of Zidon, and the kings 
of the isles which are beyond the sea, 

23 Dedan, and Toma, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmost corners. 

24 And all the kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and all 
the kings of Elam, and all the kings of 
the Mcocs, 

26 And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all 
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the kingdoms of the world, which are 
Upon the face of the earth: sttid the king 
or Sheshach shall drink after them. 

27 Therefore thou slialt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Loud of hosts, the God 
of Israel; Drink ve, and he drunken, 
and spue, and fall, and rise no more, 
because of the sword which 1 will send 
among you. 

28 And it shall he, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
theiushalt thou say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall cer- 
tainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my name, 
and should ye he utterly unpunished? 
Ye shall not he unpunished: for 1 will 
call for a sword upon all the inhabitants 
of the earth, saith the Lord of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lord shall roar from on high, 
and utter his voice from his holy ha- 
bitation; he shall mightily roar upon 
his habitation ; lie shall give a shout, 
as they that tread the grapes, against 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Loan hath a 
controversy with the nations, he will 
plead with all flesh; he will give them 
that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lord. 

32 Thus saitli the Lord of hosts, Behold, 
evil shall go forth from nation to na- 
tion, and a great whirlwind shall be 
raised up from the coasts of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lord shall he 
at that day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth: 
they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall he 
dung upon the ground. 

34 H Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in. the ashes , ye 
principal of the flock: for the days of 
your slaughter and of your dispersions 
are accomplished; and ye shall fall like 
a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shepherds, 
and an howling of the principal of the 
flock, shall be heard: for the Lord hath 
poiled their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations are 
cut down because of the tierce anger 
of the Lord. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is desolate be- 
cause of the fierceness of the oppres- 
sor, and because of liis fierce anger. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 

I N the beginning of the reign of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word from the Lord, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord ; Stand in the 
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court of the Lord's house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which 
come to worship in the Lord’s house, 
all the words that I command thee to 
speak unto them ; diminish not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and turn 
every man from his evil way, that I 
may repent me of the evil, which I 
purpose to do unto them because of 
the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord; If ye will not hearken 
to me, to walk in my law, which I 
have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my ser- 
vants the prophets, whom I sent unto 
you, both rising up early, and sending 
them, but ye have not hearkened; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a curse 
to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
these words in the house of the Lord. 

8 f Now it came to pass, when Je- 
remiah had made an end of speaking 
all that the Lord had commanded him 
to speak unto all the people, that the 
priests and the prophets and all the 
people took him, saying, Thou shalt 
surely die. 

i) Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city shall 
be desolate without an inhabitant? 
And all the people were gathered 
against Jeremiah in the house of the 
Lord. 

10 f When the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from 
the king’s bouse unto the house of the 
Lord, and sat down in the entry of 
the new gate of the Lord's house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying, This man is worthy 
to die; for he hath prophesied against 
this city, as ye have heard with your 
ears. 

12 f Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, say- 
ing, The Lord sent me to prophesy 
against this house and against this 
city all the words that ye have heard. 

13 Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice 
of the Lord your God; and the Lord 
will repent nim of the evil that he 
hath pronounced against you. 

11 As for me, behold, 1 am in your 
hand: do with me as seemeth good 
and meet unto you. 

15 Rut know ye for certain, that if ye 
put me to death, ye shall surely bring 
innocent blood upon yourselves, and 
upon this city, and upon the inhabi- 
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tants thereof: for of a truth the Lord 
hath sent me unto you to speak all 
these words in your ears. 

16 J Then said the princes and all 
the people unto the priests and to the 
prophets; This man is not worthy to 
die: for he hath spoken to us in the 
name of the Loan our God. 

17 Then rose up certain of the elders 
of the land, and spake to all the as- 
sembly of the people, saying, 

18 Micah the Morasthite prophesied 
in the days of Hezekiah king of Judah, 
and spake to all the people of Judah, 
saying, d’hus saitli the Loan of hosts; 
Zion shall be plowed like a field, and 
Jerusalem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high 
places of a forest 

19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah and 
all Judah put him at all to death? did 
he not fear the Loan, and besought 
the Loan, and the Lord repented him 
of the evil which he had pronounced 
against them? Thus might we procure 
great evil against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
Urijah the son of Shemaiah of Kirjath- 
jearim, who prophesied against this 
city and against this land according 
to all the words of Jeremiah: 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death: but when 
Urijah heard it, he was afraid, and 
tied, and went into Egypt; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent men 
into Egypt, namely, Elnathan the son 
of Aehbor, and certain men with him 
into Egypt 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah out 
of Egypt, and brought him unto Je- 
hoiakim the king; who slew him with 
the sword, and cast his dead body into 
the graves of the common people. 

24 Nevertheless the hand of Ahikatn 
the son ofShaphan -was with Jeremiah, 
that they should not give him into the 
hand of the people to put him to death. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

I N the beginning of the reign of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord to me ; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to the king of Edom, 
and to the king of Moab, and to the 
king of the Ammonites, and to the 
king of Tyrus , and to the king of Zi- 
don, by the hand of the messengers 
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which come to Jerusalem unto Zede- 
kiah king of Judah ; 

4 And command them to say unto 
their masters, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Thus shall ye 
say unto your masters; 

5 I have made the earth, the man and 
the beast that are upon the ground, 
by my great power and by mjr out- 
stretched arm, and have given it unto 
whom it seemed meet unto me. 

G And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, my servant; and 
the beasts of toe field have I given 
him also to serve him. 


7 And all nations shall serve him. 
and his son , and his son’s son , until 
the very time of his land come: and 
then many nations and fjreat kings 
shall serve themselves of him. 


8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not 
serve the same Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, and that will not put 
their neck under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, that nation will I punish, 
saith the Lord, with the sword, and 
with the. famine, and with the pesti- 
lence, until 1 have consumed them by 
his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your diviifors, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchanters, 
nor to your sorcerers, which spepk 
unto jou, saying, Ye shall not serve 
the king of Babylon: 

10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, 
to remove you far from your land; 
and that I should drive you out, and 
ye should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him. those will I 
Jet remain still in their own land, saith 
the Loro; and they shall till it, and 
dwell therein. 

12 T I spake also to Zcdekiah king 
of Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your necks under the 

J r oke of the king of Babylon, and serve 
lim and his people, and live. 

1P> Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, as the Lord hath 
spoken against the nation that will 
not serve the king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the 
king of Babylon: for they prophesy a 
lie unto you. 

IF) For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie in 
my name; that I mignt drive you out, 
and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy unto you, 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to 
all this people, saying, Thus saith the 
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Lord; Hearken not to the words of 
your prophets that prophesy unto you, 
saying, Behold, the vessels of the 
Lord’s house shall now shortly be 
brought again from Babylon: for they 
prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Babylon, and live: wherefore 
should this city be laid waste? 

18 But if thev be prophets, and if the 
word of the Lord be with them, let 
them now make intercession to the 
Lord Of hosts, that the vessels which 
are left in the house of the Lord, and 
in the house of the king of Judah, and 
at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 

19 H For thus 'saith the Lord of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concerning 
the sea, and concerning the bases, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels 
that remain in this city, 

‘20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not , when he carried 
away captive Jeconiah the son of Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah from Jerusalem 
to Babylon, and all the nobles of Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the ves- 
sels that remain in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king of 
Judah and of Jerusalem; 

22 They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shall they he until the day 
that I visit them, saith the Lord; then 
will I bring them up, and restore them 
to this place. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A ND it came to pass the same year, 
in the beginning of the, reign of 
Zedekiali king of Judah, in the fourth 
year, and in the fifth month, that lia- 
naniah the son of Azur the prophet, 
which was of Gibeon, spake unto me 
in the house of the Loud, in the pre- 
sence of the priests and of all the peo- 
ple, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saving, I have bro- 
ken the yoke of the king of Babylon. 

3 Within two full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels of 
the Lord’s house, that Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon took away from this 
place, and carried them to Babylon: 

4 And I will bring again to this place 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, with all the captives of Judah, 
that went into Babylon, saith the Lord : 
for I will break the yoke of the king 
of Babylon. 

5 ^ Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
unto the prophet Hananiah in the pre- 
sence of the priests, and in the pre- 
sence of all the people that stood in 
the house of the Lord, 
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6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
Amen : the Lord do so : the Loan per- 
form thy words which thou hast pro- 
phesied, to bring again the vessels of 
the Lord’s house, and all that is car- 
ried away captive, from Babylon into 
this place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears , and 
in the ears of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries , and 
against great kingdoms, of war, and of 
evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which propliesieth of 
peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, then shall the pro- 
phet be known, that the Lord hath 
truly sent him. 

10 1 Then Hananiali the prophet took 
the yoke from off the prophet Jere- 
miah’s neck, and brake it 

11 And Ilananiah spake in the pre- 
sence of all the people, saying, f lhus 
saith the Lord; Even so will I break 
the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon from the neck of all nations 
within the space of two full years. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went liis way. 

12 t Then the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah the prophet, after that 
Ilananiah the prophet had broken the 
yoke from off the neck of the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Go and tell Ilananiah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord; Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood; hut thou shalt make 
for them yokes of iron. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; 1 have put a yoke 
of iron upon the neck of all these na- 
tions, that they may serve Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon ; and they shall 
serve him: and I have given him the 
beasts of the field also. 

15 1 Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Hananiali the prophet. Hear now, 
Ilananiah; The Lord hath not sent 
thee; but thou makest this people to 
trust in a lie. 

10 Therefore thus saith the Lord; Be- 
hold, I will cast thee from off the face 
of the earth: this year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught rebellion 
against the Lord. 

17 So Hananiali the prophet died the 
same year in the seventh month. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

N OW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet 
sent from Jerusalem unto the residue 
of the elders which were carried away 
captives, and to the priests, and to the 
prophets, and to all the people whom 
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Nebuchadnezzar had carried away cap- 
tive from Jerusalem to Babylon; 

2 (After that Jeconiali the king, and 
the queen, and the eunuchs, the prin- 
ces of Judah and Jerusalem, ana the 
carpenters, and the smiths, were de- 
parted from Jerusalem;) 

3 Bv the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
Ililkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Ju- 
dah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom 1 have caused 
to be carried away from Jerusalem 
unto Babylon; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit 
of them ; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters; and take wives for your 
sons, and give your daughters to hus- 
bands, that they may bear sons and 
daughters; that ye may be increased 
there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be car- 
ried away captives, and pray unto the 
Lord for it: for in the peace thereof 
shall ye have peace. 

8 t For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Let not your pro- 
phets and your diviners, that he in the 
midst of you, deceive vou , neither 
hearken to your dreams which ye cause 
to be dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name: 1 have not sent them, 
saith the Lord. 

10 t For thus saith the Lord, That 
after seventy years be accomplished 
at Babylon 1 will visit you, and per- 
form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For 1 know the thoughts that 1 
think toward you , saith the Lord, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil , to 
give you an expected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me , and 1 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and tind 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
.all your heart. 

14 And 1 will be found of you, saith 
the Lord: and I will turn away your 
captivity, and I will gather you from 
all the nations, and from all the pla- 
ces whither J have driven you , saith 
the Lord; and I will bring you again 
into the place whence I caused you 
to be carried away captive. 

15 ^ Because ye have said, The Lord 
hath raised us up prophets in Babylon; 

10 Know that thus saith the Lord of 
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the king that sitteth upon the throne 
of David, and of all the people that 
dwelleth in this city, and of your bre- 
thren that are not gone forth with you 
into captivity; 

17 Thus saith the Lqrd of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will send upon them the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence, and 
will make them like vile figs, that can- 
not be eaten, they are so evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be removed to all the kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, and an aston- 
ishment, and an hissing, and a re- 

F roach, among all the nations whither 
have driven them: 

19 Because they have not hearkened 
to my words, saith the Lord, which I 
sent unto them by my servants the 
prophets, rising up early and sending 
them ; but ye would not hear, saith the 
Loan. 

20 f Hear ye therefore the word of 
the Lord, all ye of the captivity, whom 
1 have sent from Jerusalem to Babylon: 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts , the 
God of Israel, of Ahab the son of Ko- 
laiah, and of Zedekiah the son of Maa- 
seiah, which prophesy a lie unto you 
in my name; Behold, 1 will deliver 
them into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon; and he shall slay 
them before your eyes; 

22 And of them shall be taken up a 
curse by all the captivity of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, The 
Loro make thee like Zedekiah and like 
Ahab, whom the king of Babylon 
roasted in the fire; 

23 Because they have committed vil- 
lany in Israel, and have committed 
adultery with their neighbours’ wives, 
and have spoken lying words in my 
name, which I have not commanded 
them; even I know, and aw a witness, 
saith the Lord. 

24 t Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Sheinaiah the Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Tlius speaketh the Lord of hosts,* 
the God of Israel, saying, Because thou 
hast sent letters in thy name unto all 
the people that are at Jerusalem, and 
to Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the 
priest, and to all the priests, saying, 

20 The Lord hath made thee priest 
in the stead of Jehoiada the priest, 
that ye should be officers in the house 
of the Lord, for every man that is mad, 
and maketh himself a prophet, that 
thou shouldest put him in prison, and 
in the stocks. 

27 Now therefore why hast thou not 
reproved Jeremiah of Anathoth, which 
maketh himself a prophet to you V 

28 For therefore he sent unto us in 
Babylon, saying, This captivity long: 
build ye houses, and dwell in them; and 
plant gardens, and eat the fruit of them. 
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29 And Zephaniah the priest read 
tins letter in the ears of Jeremiah the 
prophet 

30 5 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

31 Send to all them of the captivity, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord concern- 
ing Shemaiah the Nehelamite; Because 
that Shemaiah hath prophesied unto 
you, and I sent him not, and he caused 
you to trust in a lie : 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
Behold, I will punish Shemaiah the 
Nehelamite, and his seed: he shall not 
have a man to dwell among this peo- 
pl® i neither shall he behold the good 
that I will do for my people, saith 
the Lord; because he hath taught 
rebellion against the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXX. 

HPHE word that came to Jeremiah 
X from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord God of 
Israel, saying, Write thee all the words, 
that I have spoken unto thee in a book. 

3 For, lo, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of my people Israel and Judah, 
saith the Lord: and I will cause them 
to return to the land that I gave to their 
fathers, and they shall possess it. 

4 1 And these are the words that 
the Lord spake concerning Israel and 
concerning Judah. 

6 For thus saith the Lord; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, of fear, 
and not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a man 
doth travail with child? wherefore do 
I see every man with his hands on his 
loins, as a woman in travail, and all 
faces are turned into paleness? 

7 Alas! for that day is great, so that 
none is like it: it is even the time of 
.Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved 
out of it 

8 For it shall come to pass in that 
dav, saith the Lord of hosts, that I 
will break his yoke from off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bonds, ami stran- 
gers shall no more serve themselves 
of him : 

9 But they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

10 1 Therefore fear thou not, O my 
servant Jacob, saith the Lord; neither 
be dismayed, O Israel: for, lo, I will save 
thee from afar, and thy seed from the 
land of their captivity; and Jacob shall 
return, and shall be in rest, and be 
quiet, and none shall make him afraid. 

11 For I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to save thee: though I make a 
full end of all nations whither 1 have 
scattered thee, yet will 1 not make 
a full end of thee: but I will correct 
thee in measure, and will not leave 
thee altogether unpunished. 

12 For thus saith the Lord, Thy 
bruise is incurable, and thy wound is 
grievous. 
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13 37*erc ^ none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayest be bound up: thou 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 All thy lovers have forgotten thee: 
they seek thee not; for I have wounded 
thee with the wound of an enemy, with 
the chastisement of a cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity; became thy 
sins were increased. 

15 Why criest thou for thine afflic- 
tion? thy sorrow is incurable for the 
multitude of thine iniquitv: became 
thy sins were increased, I have done 
these things unto thee. 

10 Therefore all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured; and all thine adver- 
saries, every one of them, shall go into 
captivity; and they that spoil thee shall 
be a spoil, and all that prey upon thee 
will 1 give for a prey. 

17 For 1 will restore health unto thee, 
and I will heal thee of thy wounds, 
saith the Lord; because they called 
thee an Outcast, saying, This is Zion, 
whom 110 man seekcth after. 

18 U Thus saith the Loud; Behold, 1 
will bring again the captivity of Jacob’s 
tents, and have mercy on his dwelling- 
places: and the city shall be builded 
upon her own heap, and the palace 
shall remain after the manner thereof. 

ID And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry: and I will multiply 
them, and they shall not be few; i 
will also glorify them, and they shall 
not be small. 

20 Their children also shall be as 
aforetime, and their congregation shall 
be established before me, and 1 will 
punish all that oppress them. 

21 And their nobles shall be of them- 
selves, and their governor shall proceed 
from the midst of them; and I will 
cause him to draw near, and he shall 
approach unto me: for who is this that 
engaged his heart to approach unto 
me? saith the Lord. 

22 And ye shall be my people, and 1 
will be your God. 

23 Behold, the whirlwind of the Lord 
goeth forth with fury, a continuing 
whirlwind: it shall fall with pain upon 
the head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce anger of the Lord shall 
not return, until lie have done it, and 
until he have performed the intents of 
his heart: in the latter days ye shall 
consider it. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

A T the same time, saith the Lord, 
will I be the God of all the families 
of Israel, and they shall be my people. 
2 Thus saith the Lord, The people 
which were left of the sword found 
grace in the wilderness; even Israel, 
when 1 went to cause him to rest 
3 The Loud hath appeared of old 
unto me, saying, Y’ea, I nave loved thee 
with an everlasting love : therefore 
with lovingkindness have I drawn thee. 
4 Again I will build thee, and thou 
shalt be built, O virgin of Israel : thou 
shalt again be adorned with thy tabrets, 
and shalt go forth in the dances of 
them that make merry. 

5 Thou shalt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria: the plant- 
ers shall plant, and shall eat them as 
common things. 
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6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the mount Ephraim 
shall cry, Arise ye, and let us go up 
to Zion unto the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord; Sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among 
the chief of the nations: publish ye, 
praise ye, and say, O Lord, save thy 
people, the remnant of Israel. 

8 Behold, I will bring .them from the 
north country, and gather them from 
the coasts of the earth, and with them 
the blind and the lame, the woman 
with child and her that travaileth with 
child together: a great company shall 
return thither. 

9 They shall come with weeping, and 
with supplications will I lead them: I 
will cause them to walk by the rivers of 
waters in a straight way, wherein they 
shall not stumble: for I am a father to 
Israel, and Ephraim is my firstborn. 

10 H Hear the word of the Lord, (j 
ye nations, and declare it in the isles 
afar oil', and say, lie that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, 
as a shepherd doth his dock. 

11 For the Lord hath redeemed Jacob, 
and ransomed him from the hand of 
him that was stronger than he. 

1*2 Therefore they shall come and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall 
flow together to (he goodness of the 
Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and for 
oil, and for the young of the Hock and 
of the herd: ami their soul shall be as 
a watered garden ; and they shall not 
sorrow any more at all. 

18 Then shall the virgin rejoice in the 
dance, both young men and old to- 
gether: for I will turn their mourning 
into joy, and will comfort them, and 
make them reioice from their sorrow. 

14 And I will satiate the soul of the, 
priests with fatness, and my people 
shall be satisfied with my goodness, 
saith the Lord. 

15 1 Thus saith the Lord; A voice 
was heard in Hamah, lamentation, and 
bitter weeping; Hah el weeping for her 
children refused to be comforted for 
her children, because they were. not. 

lt> Thus saith the Lord; He train thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes from 
tears: for thy work shall be rewarded, 
saith the Lord; and they shall come 
again from the land of the enemy. 

17 And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lord, that thy children shall 
come again to their own border. 

18 1 I have surely heard Ephraim 
bemoaning himself thus; Thou hast 
chastised me, and I was chastised, as 
a bullock unaccustomed to the, yoke: 
turn thou me, and l shall he turned; 
for thou art the Lord my God. 

19 .Surely after that I was turned, 

I repented; and after that I was in- 
structed, 1 smote upon my thigh: 1 
was ashamed, yea, even confounded, 
because I did bear the reproach of 
mv youth. 

20 Is Ephraim my dear son? is he 
a pleasant child? for since 1 spake 
against him, I do earnestly remember 
him still : therefore mv bowels are 
troubled for him; I will surely have 
mercy upon him, saith the Lord. 
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21 Set thee up wayraarks, make tbee 
high heaps: set thine heart toward 
the highway, even the way which t’lou 
wentest: turn again, 0 virgin of Is- 
rael, turn again to these thy cities. 

22 f How loniac iVilt thou £o sbout, 

0 thou backsliding daughter? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in the 
earth, A woman shall compass x man. 

23 Thus aaith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; As vet they shall use 
this speech in the land of Judah and 
in the cities thereof, when I shall bring 
again their captivity; The Lord bless 
thee, O habitation ol justice, wid moun- 
tain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof to- 
gether, husbandmen, and they that go 
forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

23 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 1 Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that 1 will soav the house 
of Israel and the house of Judah with 
the seed of man, and with the seed 
of beast. 

2H And it shall come to pass, that 
like as I have watched over them , to 
pluck up, and to break down, and to 
throw down, and to destroy, and to 
afflict; so will 1 watch over them, to 
build, and to plant, saith the Lord. 

23 In those days they shall say no 
more, The. fathers have eaten a sour 
grape , and the children’s teeth are 
set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his own 
iniquity: every man that eatoth the sour 
grape, his teeth shall be set on edge. 

31 1 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord , that I av ill make a new cove- 
nant with the house of Israel, and 
with the house of Judah: 

32 Not according to the covenant that 

1 made with their fathers in the day that 
I took them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Kgypt; which my 
covenant they brake, although I was 
an husband unto them, saith the Lord: 

33 But this shall be the covenant that 
I will make with the house of Israel: 
After those days, saith the Lord, I will 
put my law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and will he 
their God, and they shall be my people. 

34 And they shall teach no more 
every man bis neighbour, and every 
man his brother, saving, Know the 
Lord: for they shall all know me, from 
the least, of them unto the greatest of 
them, saith the Lord: for I will forgive 
their iniquity , and I will remember 
their sin no more. 

35 1 Thus saith the Lord, which giv- 
eth the sun for a light by day, and the 
ordinances of the moon and of the stars 
for a light by night, which divideth 
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the sea when the waves thereof roar; 
The Lord of hosts is his name: 

36 If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lord : If heaven above 
can be measured, and the foundations of 
the eaith searched out beneath, I will 
also caat off all the seed of Israel for 
all that they have done, saith the Lord. 

38 1 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the city shall be built to the 
Lord from the tower of Hananeel unto 
the gate of the corner. 

39 And the measuring line shall vet 
go forth over against it upon the hill 
Gareb, and shall compass about to 
Goath. 

40 And the whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brook of Kidron, unto 
the corner of the horse gate toward 
the east, shall he holy unto the Lord; 
it shall not be plucked up, nor thrown 
down any more for ever. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord in the tenth year 
of Zedekiah king of Judah which was 
the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem: and Jere- 
miah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the prison, which was in the 
king of Judah’s house. 

3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore dost 
thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will give this city 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall take it; 

4 And Zedekiah king of Judah shall 
not escape out of the hand of the Chal- 
deans, out shall surely be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and shall speak with him mouth to 
mouth, and his eyes shall behold his 
eyes; 

5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to Ba- 
bylon, and there shall he be until I 
visit him, saith the Lord: though ye 
fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall not 
prosper. 

6 ^ And Jeremiah said, The word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Hanameel the son of Shal- 
lum thine uncle shall come unto thee, 
saying, Buy thee my field that is in 
Anathoth: for the right of redemption 
is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hanameel mine uncle’s son came 
to me in the court of the prison accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord, and said 
unto me, Buy my field, I pray thee,

that is in Anathoth, which is in the 
country of Benjamin: for the right of 
inheritance is tnine, and the redemp- 
tion is thine; buy it for thyself. Then 
I knew that this was the word of the 
Lord. 

9 And I bought the field of Hanameel 
my uncle’s son, that was in Anathoth, 
and weighed him the money, even 
seventeen shekels of silver. 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed it. and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took the evidence of the 
purchase, both that which was sealed 
according to the law and custom, and 
that which was open: 

12 And I gave the evidence of the 
purchase unto Baruch the son of 
Neriah, the. son of Maaseiali, in the 
sight of Hanameel mine uncle’s son, 
and in the presence of the witnesses 
that subscribed the hook of the pur- 
chase, before all tlio Jews that sat in 
the court of the prison. 

13 T And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying, 

M Thus saitli the Lord of hosts, tho 
God of Israel; Take these evidences, 
this evidence of the purchase, both 
which is sealed, and this evidence 
which is open; and put them in an 
earthen vessel, that they may continue 
many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel: Houses and fields 
and vineyards shall be possessed again 
in this land. 

16 1 Now when 1 had delivered the 
evidence of the purchase unto Baruch 
the son of Noriah, I prayed unto the 
Lord, saying. 

17 Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by thy 
great power and stretched out arm, and 
there is nothing too hard for thee: 

18 Thou she west lovingkindness unto 
thousands, and recompensest the ini- 
quity of the fathers into the bosom of 
their children after them: the Great 
the Mighty God, the Lord of hosts, it 
his name, 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work: for thine eyes are open upon all 
the ways of the sons of men: to give 
every one according to his wa^s, and 
according to the fruit of his doings: 

20 Which hast set signs and wonders 
in the land of Egypt, even unto this 
day, and in Israel, and among other 
men; and hast made thee a nane, as 
at this day; 

21 And hast brought forth thy people 
Israel out of the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with a 
strong hand, and with a stretmed out 
arm, and with great terror; 

22 And hast given them tlis land, 
which thou didst swear to their fa- 
thers to give them, a land floving with 
milk ana honey ; 

23 And they came in , and possessed 
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it; but they obeyed not tby voice, 
neither walked in thy law ; they have 
done nothing of all that thou command- 
edst them to do: therefore thou hast 
caused all this evil to come upon them : 

24 Behold the mounts, they are come 
unto the city to take it; and the city 
is given into the hand of the Chal- 
deans, that light against it, because 
of the sword, and of the famine, and 
of the pestilence: and what thou hast 
spoken is come to pass; and, behold, 
tnou seest it. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, O 
Lord God , Buy thee the held for 
money, and take witnesses; for the 
city is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 U Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am the Lord, the God of 
all flesh: is there any thing too hard 
for me? 

2S Therefore thus saitli the Lord; 
Behold, 1 will give this city into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba- 
bylon, and he shall take it: 

21) And the Chaldeans, that light 
against this city , shall come and set 
tire on this city, and burn it with the. 
houses, upon whose roofs they have 
offered incehse unto Baal, and poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods, to 
provoke me to anger. 

110 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Judah have only done evil 
before me from their youth: for the 
children of Israel have only provoked 
me to anger with the work of their 
hands, sfiith the Lord. 

31 For this city hath been to me as 
a provocation of mine anger and of 
my fury from the day that they built 
it oven unto this day; that I should 
remove it from before my face, 

32 Because of all the evil of the chil- 
dren of Israel and of the children of 
Judah, which they have done to pro- 
voke me to auger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests , and their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
ihe inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

113 And they have turned unto me the 
back, and not the face: though 1 taught 

them, rising up early and teaching 

then, yet they have not hearkened to 
receive instruction. 

34 But they set their abominations 
in the house, which is called by my 
name, to detile it. 

35 And they built the high places of 
Baal, which are in the valley of the 
son of liinnom, to cause their sons 
and th“ir daughters to pass through 
the Jire unto Moloch; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my miid, that they should do this 
abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 

36 t Aid now therefore thus saitli the 
Lord, tie God of Israel, concerning 
this city, whereof ye say, It shall be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
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JEREMIAH, XXXIII. 


Babylon by the sword, and by the fa- 
mine, and by the pestilence: 

87 Behold, I will «atlier them out of 
all countries , whither I have driven 
them in mine anger, and in mv fury, 
and in great wrath ; and 1 will bring 
them again unto this place, and I wifi 
cause them to dwell safely: 

38 And they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God: 

39 And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
for ever, for the good of them , and of 
their children after them : 

41) And I will make an everlasting 
covenant with them, that I will not 
turn away from them, to do them good; 
but I will put my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me. 

41 Yea, I will reioiee over them to 
do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my whole soul. 

42 For thus saith the Loud ; hike as 
I have brought all this preat evil upon 
this people, so will I bring upon them 
all the good that 1 have promised them. 

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land , whereof ye say, Jt is desolate 
without man or beast; it is given into 
the hand of the Chaldeans. 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal them, 
and take witnesses in the land of Ben- 
jamin, and ill the places about Jeru- 
salem, and in the cities of Judah, and 
in the cities of the mountains, and in 
tiie cities of the valley, and in the 
cities of the south: for 1 will cause 
their captivity to return , saith the 
Lord. 


CHARTER XXXIII. 

M OREOVER the word of the Loan 
came unto .Jeremiah the second 
time, while he was yet shut up in the 
court of the prison, saying, 

2 Tims saith the Loan the maker there- 
of, the Loan that formed it, to esta- 
blish it; the Loro is his name; 

3 Cull unto me, and l will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the Loan, the God 
of Israel, concerning the houses of this 
city, and concerning the houses of the 
kings of Judah, which are thrown down 
by the mounts, and by the sword; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal- 
deans, but it is to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have slain 
in mine anger and in my fury, and 
for all whose wickedness I have hid 
my face from this city. 

0 Behold, I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them , and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
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Judah and the captivity of Israel to 
return, and will build them, as at the 
first 

8 And I will cleanse them from all 
their iniquity , whereby they have 
sinned against me; and I will pardon 
all their iniquities, whereby they have 
sinned, and whereby they have trans- 
gressed against me. 

9 f And it shall be to me a name of 
joy, a praise and an honour before all 
the nations of the earth, which shall 
hear all the good that I ao unto them: 
and they shall fear and tremble for all 
the goodness and for all the prosperity 
that I procure unto it 

10 Thus saith the Loud; Again there 
shall be heard in this place, which ye 
say shall he desolate without man and 
without beast, even in the cities of Ju- 
dah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
that are desolate, without man, and 
without inhabitant, and without beast, 

11 The voice ol joy, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice 
of them that shall say, Praise the 
Lord of hosts: for the Lord is good: 
for his mercy endureth for ever: and 
of them that shall bring the sacrifice 
of praise into the house of the Lord. 
For 1 will cause to return the capti- 
vity of the land, as at the first, saith 
the Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Again in this place, which is desolate 
without man and without beast, and 
in all the cities thereof, shall be an 
habitation of shepherds causing their 
flocks to lie down. 

13 In the cities of the mountains, in 
the cities of the vale, and in the cities 
of the south, and in the land of Ben- 
jamin, and in the places about Jeru- 
salem, and in the cities of Judah, shall 
the flocks pass again under the hands 
of him that telleth them, saith the Lord. 

IT Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord , that I will perform that good 
thing which I have promised unto the 
house of Israel and to the house of 
J udah. 

15 f In those days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branch of righteous- 
ness to grow up unto David ; and he 
shall execute judgment and righteous- 
ness in the land. 

16 In those days shall Judah be saved, 
and Jerusalem shall dwell safely: and 
this is the name wherewith she shall 
be called, The Lord our righteousness. 

17 T For thus saith the Lord; David 
shall never want a man to sit upon 
the throne of the house of Israel; 

18 Neither shall the priests the Le- 
vites want a man before me to offer 
burnt offerings, and to kindle meat 
offerings, and to do sacrilice continually. 

19 ! And the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord; If ye can 
break my covenant of the day, and 
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my covenant of the night, and that 
there should not be day and night in 
their season; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that 
he should not have a son to reign upon 
his throne; and with the Levites the 
priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured: so will I multiply- the seed 
of David my servant, and tne Levites 
that minister unto me. 

28 Moreover the word of the Loan 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24. Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying, The two 
families which the Loan hath chosen, 
lie hath even cast them off? thus they 
have despised my people, that they 
should be no more a nation before 
them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord; If my co- 
venant be not with day and night, 'and 
if I have not appointed the ordinances 
of heaven and earth; 

20 Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
1 will not take any of his seed to be 
rulers over the seed of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob: for I will cause their cap- 
tivity to return, and have mercy on 
them. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

fVHE word which came unto Jere- 
J. miali from the Loud, when Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, and all 
his army, and all the kingdoms of the 
earth of liis dominion, and all the peo- 
ple , fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord , the God of 
Israel : Go and speak to Zedekiali king 
of Judah, and tell him : Thus saith the 
Lord; Behold, I will give this city into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall burn it with fire: 

8 And thou slialt not escape out 
of his hand, but shalt surely be taken, 
and delivered into his hand; and thine 
eyes shall behold the eyes of the king 
of Babylon, and he shall speak with 
thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt 
go to Babylon. 

4. Vet hear the word of the Lord, O 
Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus saith 
the Lord of thee, Thou shalt not die 
by the sword: 

5 But thou shalt die in peace: and 
with the burnings of thy fathers, the 
former kings which were before thee, 
so shall they burn odcmrs for thee; 
and they will lament thee, saying, Ah 
lord! for 1 have pronounced tne word, 
saith the Lord. 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king of 
Judah in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
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fought against Jerusalem, and against 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: 
for these defenced cities remained of 
the cities of Judah. 

8 U This is the. word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lonn, after that 
the king Zedekiah.had made a cove- 
nant with all the people which were 
at Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty unto 
them; 

9 That every man should let his 
manservant, and every man his maid- 
servant, being an Hebrew or an Be- 
brewess, go free; that none should 
serve himself of them, to wit, of a Jew 
his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one his 
maidservant, go free, that none should 
serve themselves of them any more, 
then they obeyed, and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, 
and brought them into subjection for 
servants and for handmaids. 

12 1 Therefore the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah from the Loan, 
saying, 

13 Thus saith the Loan, the God of 
Israel; I made a covenant with your 
fathers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee; and 
when he hath served thee six years, 
thou shalt let him go free from ‘thee: 
but your fathers hearkened not unto 
me, neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and had 
done right in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; 
and ye had made a covenant before 
me in the house which is called by 
my name: 

1G But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his ser- 
vant, and every man his handmaid, 
whom he had set at liberty at their 
pleasure, to return, and brought them 
into subjection, to he unto you for 
servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Loan; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to his 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour: behold, I proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the Loan, to the sword, to 
the pestilence, and to the famine; and 
1 will make you to be removed into 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made before 
me, when they cut the calf in twain, 
and passed between the parts thereof. 
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19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes or Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people of 
the land, which passed between the 
parts of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: and 
their dead bodies shall be for meat 
unto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and 
his princes will I give into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life, and into the 
hand of the king of Babylon’s army, 
which are gone up from you. 

22 Behold, I will command, saitli the 
Lohp, and cause them to return to this 
city; and they shall fight against it, 
and take it, and burn it with fire: and 
I will make the cities of Judah a deso - 
lation without an inhabitant. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

fjPHE word which came unto Jere- 
-L miah from the Lord in the days 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of the Reehabites, 
and speak unto them, and bring them 
into the house of the Lord , into one 
of the chambers, and give them wine 
to drink. 

Then I took Jaazaniah the son of 
Jeremiah, the son of flabaziniah , and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Reehabites; 

4 And I brought them into the house 
of the Lord, into the chamber of the 
sons of Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, 
a man of God , which was by the 
chamber of the princes , which was 
above the chamber of Maaseiah the 
son of Shallum, the keeper of the door: 

f> And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Reehabites pots lull of 
wine, and cups, and I said unto them, 
Drink ye wine. 

0 But, they said. We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying, Ye 
shall drink no wine, neither ye, nor 
your sons for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have 
any : but alt your days ye shall dwell 
in tents; that ye may live many days 
in the land where ye he strangers. 

K Thus have, we obeyed the voice of 
Jonadab the son of Rechab our father 
in all that he hath charged us, to drink 
no wine all our days, we, our wives, 
our sons, nor our daughters; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in: neither have we vineyard, nor field, 
nor seed. 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
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have obeyed, and done according to 
all that Jonaaab our father command- 
ed us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Ne- 
buchadrezzar king or Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said, Come, 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear ol’ 
the army of the Chaldeans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians: bo we 
dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 ^ Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13} Thus saith the Lord of hosts , the 
God of Israel; Go and tell the men of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, Will ye not receive instruction to 
hearken to my words? saith the Lord. 

H The words of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drmk none, but 
obey their father’s commandment: 
notwithstanding 1 have spoken unto 
vou, rising early and speaking; but ye 
hearkened not unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them , saving, Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, and 
amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers: but ye have 
not inclined your ear, nor hearkened 
unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Rechab have performed the 
commandment of their father, which 
he commanded them; but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me: 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will bring upon Judah and upon all 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem all the 
evil that I have pronounced against 
them: because I have spoken unto 
them, but they have not heard; and I 
have called unto them, but they have 
not answered. 

. 18 t And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Reehabites, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Because ye have obeyed the com- 
mandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto all that he hath com- 
manded you: 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadab the 
son of Rechab shall not want a man 
to stand before me for ever. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

A N D it came to pass in the fourth 
vear of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah, that this word came 
unto Jeremiah from the Lord, saying, 
2 Take thee a roll of a. book, and 
write therein all the words that I 
have spoken unto thee against Israel, 
and against Judah, and against all the 
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nations, from the day I spake unto 
thee, from the days of Josiah, even 
unto this day. 

3 It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do unto them; that they may return 
every man from his evil way; that I 
may forgive their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah: and Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the Lord, which he had spoken unto 
him, upon a roll of a book. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I cannot go into 
the house of the Lord: 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my 
mouth, the words of the Lord in the 
ears of the people in the Lord's house 
upon the fasting day: and also thou 
shalt read them in the ears of all Ju- 
dah that come out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
supplication* before the Lord, and will 
return every one from his evil way; 
for great is the anger and the fury 
that the Lord hath pronounced against 
this people. 

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him , reading in 
the book the words of the Lord in the 
Lord’s house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth 
vcar of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a fast before the 
Lord to all the people in Jerusalem, 
and to all the people that came from 
the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book the 
words of Jeremiah in the house of the 
Lord, in the chamber of Gemariah the 
son of Shaphan the scribe, in the higher 
court, at the entr^ of the new gate of 
the Lord’s house, in the ears of all the 
people. 

11 If When Michaiah the son of Ge- 
mariah, the son of Shaphan, had heard 
out of the book all the words of the 
Lord, 


12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber: and, 
lo, all the princes sat there, even Eli- 
shama the scribe, and Delaiah the son 
of Shemaiah, and Elnathan the son of 
Achbor, and Gemariah the son of Sha- 
phan, and Zedekiah the son of Hana- 
niah, and all the princes. 

13 Then Michaiah declared unto them 
all the words that he had heard, when 
Baruch read the book in the ears of 
the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent Je- 
hudi the son of Nethaniah, the son of 
Shelemiah, the son of Cusni, unto Ba- 
ruch, saying, Take in thine hand the 
roll wherein thou hast read in the ears 
of the people, and come. So Baruch 
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the son of Neriah took the roll in his 
hand, and came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit down 
now, and read it in our ears. So Ba- 
ruch read it in their ears, 

16 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard all the words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and said 
unto Baruch , We will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying. 
Tell us now, How didst thou write all 
these words at his mouth? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, lie 
pronounced all these words unto me 
with his mouth, and I wrote them with 
ink in the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Baruch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah; 
and let no man know where ye be. 

20 f And they went in to the king 
into tho court, but they laid up the 
roll in the chamber of Elishaina the 
scribe, and told all the words in the 
ears of the king. 

21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of Eli- 
shama the scribe’s chamber. And Je- 
hudi read it in the ears of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes which 
stood beside the king. 

22 Now the king sat in* the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there 
was a Jive on the hearth burning be- 
fore him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read three or four leaves, 
he cut it with the penknife, and cast 
it into the lire that was on the hearth, 
until all the roll was consumed in the 
lire that was on the hearth. 

24 Vet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments, neither the king, nor 
any of his servants that heard all 
these words. 

25 Nevertheless Elnathan and De- 
laiah and Gemariah had made inter- 
cession to the king that he would not 
burn the roll : but he would not hear 
them. 

26 But the king commanded Jcrah- 
meel the son of Ilammeleeh , and So- 
raiah the son of Azriel, and Shelemiah 
the son of Abdeel, to take Baruch the 
scribe and Jeremiah the prophet: but 
the Loro hid them. 

27 If Then the word of the Lord came 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Baruch wrote at the mouth of Jere- 
miah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all the former words that 
were in the first roll, which Jehoiakim 
the king of Judah hath burned. 
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29 And thou shait say to JehoUkim 
king of Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast burned t this roll, saying, 
Why hast thou written therein, say- 
ing, The king of Babylon shall cer- 
tainly come and destroy this land, and 
shall cause to cease from thence man 
and beast? 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
Jelioiakim king of Judah; He shall 
have none to sit upon the throne ol‘ 
David: and his dead body shall be 
cast out in the day to the heat, and 
in the night to the frost. 

31 And I will punish him and his 
seed and his servants for their iniquity; 
and 1 will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
upon the men of Judah, all the evil 
that I have pronounced against them; 
but they hearkened not 

32 ^ Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch the scribe, the 
son of Neriali; who wrote therein from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the book which Jelioiakim king of 
Judah had burned in the fire: and 
there were added besides unto them 
many like words. 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

A ND king Zedekiah the son of Jo- 
siah reigned instead of Coniah the 
son of Jelioiakim, whom Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon made king in 
the land of Judah. 

2 But neither be, nor bis servants, 
nor the people of the land, did hearken 
unto the words of the Loan, which he 
spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehu- 
cal the son of Shelemiah and Zcpha- 
niali the son of Mauseiah the priest to 
the. prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray 
now unto the Lord our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went 
out among the people: for they had 
not put him into prison. 

f> Then Pharaoh’s army was come 
forth out of Egypt: and when the Chal- 
deans that besieged Jerusalem heard 
tidings of them, they departed from 
Jerusalem. 

0 U Then came the word of the Lord 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the God of Is- 
rael; Thus shall ye say to the king of 
Judah, that sent you unto me to en- 
quire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s army, 
which is come forth to help you, shall 
return to Egypt into their own land. 

8 And the Chaldeans shall come 
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again, and tight against this city, and 
take it, and bum it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lord: Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall 
not depart 

10 For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of the Chaldeans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but wounded men among them, yet 
should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and burn this city with fire. 

11 ^ And it came to pass, that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was broken 
up from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 
army, 

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out of 
Jerusalem to go. into the land of Ben- 
jamin, to separate himself thence in 
the midst of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whose name was Irijah, the son 
of Shelemiah, the son of Ilananiah; 
and he took Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, Thou fallest away to the Chal- 
deans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, It is false; I 
fall not away to the Chaldeans. But 
he hearkened not to him: so Irijah 
took Jeremiah, and brought him to the 
princes. 

15 Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and 
put him in prison in the house of Jo- 
nathan the scribe: for they had made 
that the prison. 

16 t When Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon, and into the cabins, and 
Jeremiah had remained there many 
days ; 

17 Then Zedeklah the king sent, and 
took him out: and the king asked him 
secretly in his house, and said, Is 
there any word from the Lord? And 
Jeremiah said, There is: for, said he, 
thou shalt be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Babylon. 

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto king 
Zedekiah, What have I offended against 
thee, or against thy servants, or against 
this people, that ye have put me in 
prison i 

19 Where are now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you , saying, 
The king of Babylon shall not come 
against you, nor against this land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee 
0 my lord the king: let my suppli- 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted before 
thee; that thou cause me not to return 
to the house of Jonathan the scribe, 
lest I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com- 
manded that they should commit Je- 
remiah into the court of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily a 
piece of bread out of the bakers’ street, 
until all the bread in the city were 
spent Thus Jeremiah remained in the 
court of the prison. 
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CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

rpHEN Shephatiah the son of Mattan, 
X and Gedaliah the son of Pashur, 
and Jucal the son of Shelemiah, and 
PaBhur the son of Malchiali, heard the 
words that Jeremiah had spoken unto 
all the people, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, He that re- 
maineth in this city shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence: but he that goeth forth to the 
Chaldeans shall live; for he shall have 
his life for a prey, and shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Loud, This city 
shall surely be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon’s army, which 
shall take it . 

4. Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, let this 
man be put to death: for thus he 
weakeneth the hands of the men of 
war that remain in this city, and the 
hands of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them: for this man 
seeketh not thei welfare of this people, 
but the hurt 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, Be- 
hold , he is in your hand : for the 
king is not he that can do any thing 
against you. 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and cast 
him into the dungeon of Malchiah the 
son of Hammelech, that was in the 
court of the prison: and they let 
down Jeremiah with cords. And in 
the dungeon there was no water, but 
mire: so Jeremiah sunk in the mire. 

7 H Now when Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, one of the eunuchs which 
was in the king’s house n heard that 
they had put Jeremiah in the dun- 
geon; the king then sitting in the 
gate of Benjamin ; 

8 Ebed-melech went forth out of the 
king’s house, and spake to the king, 
saying, 

y My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done 
to Jeremiah the prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon; and he 
is like to die for hunger in the place 
where he is: for there is no more 
bread in the city. 

10 Then the king commanded Ebed- 
melech the Ethiopian, saying, Take 
from hence thirty men with thee, and 
take up Jeremiah the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. 

11 So Ebed-melech took the men with 
him, and went into the house of the 
king under the treasury, and took 
thence old cast clouts and old rotten 
rags, and let them down by cords into 
the dungeon to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-melech the Ethiopian 
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said unto Jeremiah, Put now these old 
cast clouts and rotten rags under thine 
armholes under the cords. And Jere- 
miah did so. 

13 So they drew up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon: and Jeremiah remained in 
the court of the prison. 

14 f Then Zodekiah the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet unto 
him into the third entry that is in the 
house of the Lord; and the king said 
unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a thing; 
hide nothing from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zodekiah, 
If I declare it unto thee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death? and if I give 
thee counsel, wilt thou not hearken 
unto me? 

16 So Zedekiah the king sware se- 
cretly unto Jeremiah, saying, As the 
Lord liveth, that made us this soul, I 
will not put thee to death, neither 
will I give thee into the hand of these 
men that seek thy life. 

17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of hosts, 
the God of Israel; If thou wilt assured- 
ly go forth unto the king of Baby- 
lon’s princes, then thy soul shall live, 
and this city shall not he burned with 
fire; and thou shall live, and thine 
house: 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to 
the king of Babylon's princes, then 
shall this city he given into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, and they shall burn 
it with tire, and thou shalt not escape 
out of their hand. 

PJ And Zedekiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I e am afraid of the Jews that, 
are fallen to the Chaldeans, lest they 
deliver me into their hand, and they 
mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, the 
voice of the Lord, which 1 speak unto 
thee: so it shall be well unto thee, and 
thy soul shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this 
is the word that tho Lord hath shew- 
ed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women that 
are left in the king of Judah's house 
shall be brought forth to the king of 
Babylon’s princes, and those women 
shall say, Thy friends have set thee 
on, and have prevailed against thee: 
thy feet are sunk in the mire, and they 
are turned away back. 

23 So they shall bring out all thy 
wives and thy children to the Chal- 
deans: and thou shalt not escape out 
of their hand, but shalt be taken by 
the hand of the king of Babylon : and 
thou shalt cause this city to be burned 
with fire. 

24 T Then said Zedekiah unto Jere- 
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mitth, Let no man know of these words, 
and t^pu shalt not die. 

25 liut if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thoe, and say unto thee, Declare unto 
us now what thou hast said unto the 
king, hide it not from us, and we will 
not put thee to death; also what the 
king said unto thee: 

2t> Then thou shalt say unto them, I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that he would not cause me to 
return to Jonathan’s house, to die there. 

27 Then came all the princes unto 
Jeremiah, and asked him: and he told 
them according to all these words that 
the king had Commanded. So they left 
off speaking with him; for the matter 
was not perceived. 

28 So Jeremiah abode in the court of 
the prison until the day that Jerusalem 
was taken: and he was there when Je- 
rusalem was taken. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 

I N the ninth year of Zedekiah king 
of Judah, in the tenth month, came 
Njfibuchadrez/.ar king of Babylon and 
all his army against Jerusalem, and 
they besieged it. 

2 And in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, 
in the fourth month, the ninth dan of 
the month, the city was broken up. 

» And all the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in, and sat in the middle 
gate, even Nergal-sharezer, Sanigar- 
nebo, Sarseehim, Rub-saris, Nergal- 
sharezer, Rab-mag, with all the residue 
of the princes of the king of Babylon. 

•1 1 And it came to pass, that when 
Zedekiah the king of Judah saw them, 
and all the men of war, then they fled, 
and went forth out of the city by night, 
by the way of the king’s garden, by the 
gate betwixt the two walls: and he 
went out the way of tho plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans’ army pursued 
after them, an<l overtook Zedekiah in 
the plains of Jericho: and when they 
had taken him , they brought him up 
to Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of llamath, where 
lie gave judgment upon him. 

G Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his 
eyes: also the king of Babylon slew all 
the nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover he put out Zedekiah’s 
eyes, and bound him with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. 

8 t And the Chaldeans burned the 
king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with lire, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 
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9 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard carried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people that 
remained in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to him, with the 
rest of the people that remained. 

10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left of the poor of the peo- 

S le, which had nothing, in the land of 
udah, and gave them vineyards and 
Helds at the same time. 

11 ^ Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gave charge concerning .Jere- 
miah to Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard, saying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, 
and do him no harm; but do unto him 
even as he shall say unto thee. 

18 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard sent, and Nebushasban, Rab- 
saris, and Nergal-sliarezer, Rab-mag, 
and all the king of Babylon’s princes; 

14 Even thev sent, and took .Jere- 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Gedaliah the 
son of Aliikam the son of Shaphan, 
that he should carry him home: so he 
dwelt among the people. 

15 ! Now the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut up 
in the court or the prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to Ebed-melech 
the Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, I will bring my words upon this 
city for evil, and not for good; and 
they shall be accomplished in that day 
before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the Loan: and thou shall 
not be given into the hand of the men 
of whom thou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey unto thee: 
because thou hast put thy trust in me, 
saith the Lord. 


CHAPTER XL. 

rFHE word that came to Jeremiah 
JL from the Lord, after that N ebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had let 
him go from Ramah, when he had taken 
him being bound in chains among all 
that were carried away captive of Je- 
rusalem and Judah, which were carried 
away captive unto Babylon. . 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah , and said unto him , The 
Lord thy God hath pronounced this 
evil upon this place. 

8 Now the Lord hath brought it, and 
done according as he hath said: be- 
cause ye have sinned against the Lord, 
and have not obeyed his voice, there- 
fore this thing is come upon you. 

4 And now, behold, 1 loose thee this 
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day from the chains which were upon 
thine hand. If it seem good unto thee 
to come with me into Babvion, come: 
and I will look well unto thee: but if 
it seem ill unto thee to come with me 
into Babylon, forbear: behold, all the 
land is before thee: whither it seem- 
eth good and convenient for thee to 
go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, he said. Go back also to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
whom the king of Babylon hath made 
governor over the cities of Judah, and 
dwell with him among the people: or 
go wheresoever it seemetli convenient 
unto thee to go. So the captain of the 
guard gave him victuals and a reward, 
and let him go. 

6 Then went Jeremiah unto Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam to Mizpah; and 
dwelt with him among the people that 
were left in the land. 

7 1 Now when all the captains of the 
forces which were in the fields, even 
they and their men, heard that the king 
of Babvion had made Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam governor in the land, and 
had committed unto him men, and wo- 
men, and children , and of the poor of 
the land, of them that were not carried 
away captive to Babylon; 

8 Then they came to Gedaliah to 
Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of Ne~ 
thaniah, and dohanan and Jonathan the 
sons of Kareah, and Seraiah the son of 
Tanhumeth, and the sons of Ephai the 
Netophathite, and dezaniah the son of 
a Maaehathite, they and their men. 

9 And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan sware unto them 
and to their men, saying. Fear not to 
serve the Chaldeans: dwell In the land, 
and serve the king of Babylon, and it 
shall be well with you. 

10 As for mo, behold. I will dwell at 
Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, which 
will come unto us: but ye, gather ye 
wine, and summer fruits, and oil, and 
put them in your vessels, and dwell in 
your cities that ye have taken. 

11 Likewise when all the Jews that 
were in Moab, and among the Am- 
monites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countries, heard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant of 
Judah, and that he had set over them. 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan ; 

12 Even all the Jews returned out of 
all places whither they were driven, 
and came to the land of Judah, to 
Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, and gathered 
wine and summer fruits very much. 

13 T Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, came to 
Gedaliah to Mizpah, 

14 And said unto him, Post thou 
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certainly know that Baalis the king 
of the Ammonites hath sent lshmael 
the son of Nethaniah to slay thee? 
But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam be- 
lieved them not 

15 Thon Johanan the son of Kareali 
spake to Gedaliah in Mizpah secretly, 
sayine, Let me go, I pray thee, and I 
will slay lshmael the son of Nethaniah, 
and no man shall know it: wherefore 
should he slay thee, that all the Jews 
which are gathered unto thee should 
be scattered, and the remnant in Ju- 
dah perish? 

16 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
said unto Johanan the son of Kareali, 
Thou shalt not do this thing: for thou 
speakest falsely of lshmael. 


CHAPTER XL I. 

N OW it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that lshmael the son of 
Nethaniah the son of Elishama, of the 
seed royal, and the princes of the king, 
even ten men with him, came unto Ge- 
daliah the son of Ahikam to Mizpah; 
and there they did cat bread together 
in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose lshmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, and the ten men that were 
with him, and smote Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam the son of Sluiphan with 
the sword, and slew him, whom the 
king of Babylon had made governor 
over the land. 

3 lshmael also slew all the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gedaliah, at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slain Gedaliah, and 
no man know it, 

5 That there came certain from Sho- 
cliem, from Shiloh, and from Samaria, 
even fourscore men, having their beards 
shaven , aud their clothes rent , and 
having cut themselves, with offerings 
and incense in their hand, to bring 
them to the house of the Loud. 

6 And lshmael the son of Nethaniah 
went forth from Mizpah to meet them, 
weeping all along as he went: and it 
came to pass, as ho met them, he said 
•unto them, Come to Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they eamolnto 
the midst of the city, that lshmael the 
son of Nethaniah slew them, and cast 
them into the midst of the pit, he, and 
the men that were with him. 

8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto lshmael, Slay us 
not: for we have treasures in the lield, 
of wheat, and of harley, and of oil, and 
of honey. So he forbare, and slew them 
not among their brethren. 
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1) Now the pit wherein Ishrnael liad 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, 
whom he had slain because of Gedu- 
liah , was it which Asa the king had 
made for fear of Baasha king of Israel: 
and Ishrnael the son of Netnaniah till- 
ed it with them that were slain. 

10 Then Ishrnael carried away captive 
all the residue of the people that were 
in Miznah, even the king’s daughters, 
mid all the people that remained in 
Mizpah, whom Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard had committed to 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam: and Ish- 
mael the sou of Nethaniah carried 
them away captive, and departed to 
go over to the Ammonites. 

11 f But when Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, heard of 
all the evil that Ishrnael the son of 
Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ishrnael the son 
of Nethaniah, and found him by the 
great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish- 
mael saw Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces that 
were with him, then they were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ishrnael had 
carried away captive from Mizpah cast 
about and returned, and went unto 
Johanan the son of Kareah. 

In But Ishrnael the son of Nethaniah 
escaped from Johanan with eight men, 
and went to the Ammonite's. 

lb Then took Johanan the son of Ka- 
reah, and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, all the remnant of 
the people whom he had recovered from 
Ishrnael the son of Nethaniah, from 
Mizpah, after that he had slain Geda- 
liah the son of Ahikam, even mighty 
men of war, and the women, and the 
children, and the eunuchs, whom he 
had brought again from Gibeon: 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in 
the habitation of Chimham , which 
is by Beth-lebem, to go to enter into 
Egypt, 

Because of the Chaldeans: for 
they were afraid of them, because I sli- 
mael the son of Nethaniah had slain 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam , whom 
the king of Babylon made governor 
in the land. 


CHAPTER XLII. 

riMIEN Ml the captains of the forces, 
L and Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and Jezaniah the son of Hoshaiah, and 
all the people from the least oven unto 
the greatest, came near, 

2 And said unto Jeremiah the pro- 
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phet, Let. we beseech thee, our sup- 
plication be accepted before thee, and 
pray for us unto the Lord thy God, 
even, for all this remnant ; (for we are 
left but a few of many, as thine eyes 
do behold us:) 

B That the Lord thy God may shew 
us the way wherein we may walk, and 
the thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said 
unto them, I have heard you ; behold, 
I will pray uuto the Lord your God 
according to your words; and it shall 
come to pass, that whatsoever thing 
the Lord shall answer you, I will de- 
clare it unto you; I will keep nothing 
back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, The 
Lord be a true and faithful witness 
between us, if we do not even accord- 
ing to all things for the which the 
Lord thy God shall send thee to us. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether it 
be evil, we will obey the voice of the 
Lord our God, to whom we send thee; 
that it may be well with us, when we 
obey the voice of the Lord our God. 

7 f And it came to pass after ten 
days, that the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah. 

8 Then called he Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces which were with him, and all 
the people from the least even to the 
greatest, 

9 And said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel, unto whom 
ye sent me to present your supplica- 
tion before him; 

10 If ye will still abide in this land, 
then will 1 build you, and not pull you 
down, and I will plant you, and not 
pluck you up: for I repent me of the 
evil that I have done unto you. 

11 Be not afraid of the king of Ba- 
bylon, of whom ye are afraid; be not 
afraid of him, saith the Lord : for I am 
with you to save you, and to deliver 
you from his hand. 

12 And I will shew mercies unto you, 
that he may have mercy upon you, 
and cause you to return to your own 
land. 

13 If But if ye say, We will not dwell 
in this land, neither obey the voice of 
the Lord your God, 

14. Saying, No; but we will go into 
the land of Egypt, where we shall see 
no war, nor hear the sound of the 
trumpet, nor have hunger of bread; 
and there will we dwell: 

15 And now therefore hear the word 
of the Lord, ye remnant of Judah; 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel; If ye wholly set your faces 
to enter into Egypt, and go to sojourn 
there ; 
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16 Then it shall come to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall over- 
take you there in the land of Egypt, 
and the famine, whereof ye were arraid, 
shall follow close after you there in 
Egypt; and there ye shall die. 

17 So shall it be with all the men 
that set their faces to go into Egypt 
to sojourn there: they shall die by tne 
sword, by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence : and none of them shall remain 
or escape from the evil that I will 
bring upon them. 

18 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; As mine anger and 
my fury hath been poured forth upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem; so shall 
my fury be poured forth upon you, 
when ye shall enter into Egypt: and 
ye shall be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, and a re- 
proach; and ye shall see this place 
no more. 

19 H The Lord hath said concerning 
you, 0 ye remnant of Judah; Go ye 
not into Egypt: know certainly that I 
have admonished you this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto the Lord your 
God, saying, Pray for us unto the Lord 
our God; and according unto all that 
the Lord our God shall say, so declare 
unto us, and we will do it. 

21 And now I have this day declared 
it to you ; hut ye have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord your God, nor any 
thing for the which 'lie hath sent me 
unto you. 

22 Now therefore know certainly that 
ye shall die by the sword, by tne fa- 
mine, and by the pestilence, in the 
place wliitlier ye desire to go and to 
sojourn. 


CHAPTER XLIII. 

A ND it came to pass, that when Je- 
remiah had made an end of speak- 
ing unto all the people all the words 
of the Lord their God, for which the 
Lord their God had sent him to them, 
even all these words, 

2 Then spake Azariah the son of Ho* 
shaiah, and Johanan the son of Kareah 
and all the proud men, saying untc 
Jeremiah, Thou spoakest falsely: the 
Lord our God hath not sent thee t( 
say, Go not into Egypt to sojourr 
there : 

3 But Baruch the son of Neriah set 
teth thee on against us, for to delive: 
us into the hand of the Chaldeans, tha 
they might put us to death, and carrj 
us away captives into Babylon. 

4 So Johanan the son of Kareah, am 
all the captains of the forces, and al 
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the people , obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord, to dwell in the land of Judah. 

6 But Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces, took 
all the remnant of Judah, that were 
returned from all nations, whither they 
had been driven, to dwell in the land 
of Judah; 

6 Even men, and women, and children, 
and the king’s daughters, and every 
person that Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard had left with Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
and Jeremiah the prophet, and Baruch 
the son of Neriah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
Egypt: for they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord: thus came they even to 
Tahpanhes. 

8 t Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying, 

9 Take great stones in thine hand, 
and hide them in the clay in the brick- 
kiln, which is at the entry of 1‘haraoh’s 
house in Tahpanhes, in the sight of 
the men of Judah; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will send and take Nebuchad- 
rezzar the king of Babylon, my ser- 
vant, and will set his throne upon 
these stones that I have hid ; and ho 
shall spread his royal pavilion over 
them. 

11 And when he cometh , he shall 
smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death; and 
such as are for cantivity to captivity; 
and such as are for the sword to the 
sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the hou- 
ses of the gods of Egypt; and he shall 
burn them, and carry them away cap- 
tives: and he shall array himself with 
the land of Egypt, as a shepherd nut- 
teth on his garment; and he shall go 
forth from thence in peace. 

13 He shall break also the images of 
Beth-shemesh, that is in the land of 
Egypt; and the houses of the gods of 
the Egyptians shall he burn with lire. 


CHAPTER XLIV. 

rpHE word that came to Jeremiah 
X concerning all the Jews which dwell 
in the land of Egypt, which dwell at 
Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, and at 
Nojdi, and in the country of lhithros, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Loan of hosts , the 
God of Israel; Ye have seen all the 
evil that 1 have brought upon Jeru- 
salem, and upon all the cities of Ju- 
dah; and, behold, this day they are a 
desolation, and no man dwelleth therm, 

3 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me 
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to anger, in that they went to burn 
incense, and to serve other gods, whom 
they knew not, neither they, ye, nor 
your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising early and 
sending them, saying, Oh, do not this 
abominable thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not nor inclined 
their ear to turn from tneir wicked- 
ness, to burn no incense unto other 
gods. 

6 Wherefore mv fury and mine anger 
was poured forth, and was kindled in 
the cities of dudah and in the streets 
of Jerusalem ; and they are wasted and 
desolate, as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saitli the Loun, 
the God of hosts, the God of Israel: 
W herefore commit ye this great evil 
against your souls, to cut off from you 
man ami woman, child and suckling, 
out of Judah, to leave you none to 
remain ; 

8 In that- ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning 
incense unto other gods in the land 
of Kgypt, whither ye be gone to dwell, 
that ye might cut yourselves otf, and 
that ye might be a curse and a reproach 
among all the nations of the earth? 

[) Have ye forgotten the wickedness 
of your fathers, and the wickedness of 
the kings of Judah, and the wickedness 
of their wives, and your own wicked- 
ness, and the wickedness of your wives, 
which they have committed in the land 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem V 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, nor 
walked* in my law, nor in my statutes, 
that 1 set before you and before your 
fathers. 

11 t Therefore thus saith the Loun of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold; I will 
set my face against you for evil, and 
to cut off all .Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to go 
into the land of Egypt to sojourn there, 
and they shall all he consumed, and 
fall in the land of Egypt; they shall 
even he consumed by the sword and 
by the famine: they shall die, from 
the least even unto the greatest, by 
the sword and by the famine: and they 
shall he an execration, and an astonish- 
ment, and a curse, and a reproach. 

JO For I will punish them that dwell 
in the land of Egypt, as J have punished 
Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence: 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape 
or remain, that they should return into 
the land of Judah, to the which Ihey 
have n desire to return to dwell there : 
for none shall return hut such as shall 
escape. 

15 If Then all the men which knew 
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that their wives had burned incense 
unto other gods, and ail the women 
that stood by, a great multitude, even 
all the people that dwelt in the land 
of Egypt, in Pathros, answered Jere- 
miah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, we will not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do what- 
soever thing goeth forth out of our 
own mouth, to burn incense unto the 
queen of heaven, and to pour out drink 
offerings unto her, as we have done, 
we, and our fathers, our kings, and v 
our princes, in the cities of J udah, and 
in the streets of Jerusalem: for then 
had we plenty of victuals, and were 
well, ana saw no evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn in- 
cense to the queen of heaven, and to 

E our out drink offerings unto her, we 
ave wanted all things, and have been 
consumed by the sword and by the 
famine. 

19 And when we burned incense to 
the queen of heaven, and poured out 
drink offerings unto her, did we make 
her cakes to worship her, and pour out 
drink offerings unto her, without our 
men? 

20 f Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, ye, and your fathers, your 
kings and your princes, and the peo- 
ple of the land, did not the Lord re- 
member them, and came it not into 
his mind? 

22 So that the Lord could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your 
doings, and because of the abomina- 
tions which ye have committed ; there- 
fore is your land a desolation, and 
an astonishment, and a curse, without 
an inhabitant as at this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, 
and because ye have sinned against 
the Lord, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord, nor walked in his 
law ; nor in his statutes, nor in his 
testimonies; therefore this evil is 
happened unto you, as at this day. 

2 «£ Moreover Jeremiah said unto all 
the. people, and to all the women, Hear 
the word of the Lord, all Judah that 
are in the land of Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying; Ye and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying. We will surely perform our 
vows that we have vowed, to burn in- 
cense to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto her: ye 
will surely accomplish your vows, and 
surely perform your vows. 
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26 Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lord, all Judah that dwell in the land 
of Egypt; Behold, 1 have sworn by my 
great name, saith the Lord, that my 
name shall no more be named in the 
mouth of any man of Judah in all the 
land of Egypt, saying, the Lord Gon 
liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watch over them for 
evil, and not for good: and all the men 
of Judah that are in the land of Egypt 
shall be consumed by the sword and 
by the famine, until there be an end 
of them. 

28 Yet a small number that escape 
the sword Bhall return out of the land 
of Egypt into the land of Judah, and 
all the remnant of Judah, that are 
gone into the land of Egypt to sojurn 
there, shall know whose words shall 
stand, mine, or their’s. 

29 f And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the Lord, that I will punish 
you in this place , that ye may know 
that my words shall surely stand against 
you for evil: 

30 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I will 
give Pharaoh - hophra king of E^ypt 
into the hand of his enemies, and into 
the hand of them that seek his life; as 
1 gave Zedekiah king of Judah into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, his enemy, and that sought 
his life. 


CHAPTER XLV. 

rpHE word that Jeremiah the prophet 
X spake unto Baruch the son ol 
Neriali, when he had written these 
words in a book at the mouth of Jere- 
miah, in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel, unto thee, O Baruch; 

3 Thou didst say, Woe is me now! 
for the Loro hath added grief to my 
sorrow; 1 fainted in my sighing, and 
I find no rest. 

4 1 Tlius shalt thou say unto him, 
The Lord saith thus; Behold, that which 
I have built will I break down, and 
that which I have planted I will pluck 
up, even this whole land. 

5 And seekest thou great things for 
thyself? seek them not: for, behold, 1 
will bring evil upon all flesh, saith the 
Lord: but thy life will I give unto 
thee for a prey in all places whither 
thou goest 


CHAPTER XLVI. 

rpHE word of the Lord which came 
X to Jeremiah the prophet against 
the Gentiles; 
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6 O thou sword of the Lord, how 
long wiU it be ere thou be auiet? put 
up thyself into thy scabbard, rest, and 
be still. 

7 How can it be quiet, seeing the 
Lord hath given it a charge against 
Ashkelon, and against the sea shore? 
there hath he appointed it. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

A GAINST Moab thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Woe unto Nebo! for it is spoiled: 
Kiriathaim is confounded and taken: 
Misgab is confounded and dismayed. 

2 There shall be no more praise of 
Moab: in Heshbon they have devised 
evil against it; come, and let us cut it 
off from being a nation. Also thou shalt 
be cut down, O Madmen; the sword 
shall pursue thee. 

8 A voice of crying shall be from Ho- 
ronaim, spoiling and great destruction. 
4 Moab is destroyed; her little ones 
have caused a cry to be heard. 

5 For in the going up of Luliith con- 
tinual weeping shall go up; for in the 
going down of Horonaim the enemies 
have heard a cry of destruction. 

6 Flee, save your lives, and be like 
the heath in the wilderness. 

7 J For because thou hast trusted in 
thy works and in thy treasures, thou 
shalt also be taken : and Chemosh 
shall go forth into captivity with his 
priests and his princes together. 

8 And the spoiler shall come upon 
every city, and no city shall escape: 
the vallev also shall perish, and the 
plain shall be destroyed, as the Loud 
hath spoken. 

9 Give wiqgs unto Moab, that it may 
flee and get away: for the cities thereof 
shall be desolate, without any to dwell 
therein. 

JO Cursed be he that doeth the work 
of the Louo deceitfully, and cursed be 
he that keepeth back his sword from 
blood. 

11 1 Moab hath been at ease from 
his youth, and he hath settled on his 
leeH, and hath not been emptied from 
vessel to vessel, neither hath he gone 
into captivity: therefore his taste re- 
mained in him, and bis scent is not 
changed. 

12 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Loro, that I will send unto 
him wanderers, that shall cause him to 
wander, and shall empty his vessels, 
and break their bottles. 

13 And Moab shall be ashamed of 
Chemosh, as the house of Israel was 
ashamed of Beth-el their confidence. 
14 ^ How say ye, We are mighty and 
strong men for the war? 

15 Moab is spoiled, and gone up out 
of her cities , and nis chosen young 
men are gone down to the slaughter, 
saith the King, whose name is the 
Lord of hosts. 

16 The calamity of Moab is near to 
come, and his affliction hastetli fast. 
17 All ye that are about him, bemoan 
him; and all ye that know his name, 
say, How is the strong staff broken, 
and the beautiful rod! 

18 Thou daughter that dost inhabit 
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Dibon , come down from thy glory, 
and sit iu thirst; for the spoiler of 
Moab shall come upon thee, and he 
shall destroy thy strong holds. 

19 O inhabitant of Aroer, stand by 
the way, and espy; ask him that deeth, 
and her that escapeth, and say, What 
is done? 

20 Moab is confounded; for it is 
broken down: howl and cry 3 tell ye 
it in Arnon, that Moab is spoiled, 

21 And judgment is come upon the 
plain country; upon Holon, and upon 
Jahazah, and upon Mephaath, 

22 And upon Dibon, and upon Nebo, 
and upon Beth-diblathaim, 

23 And upon Kiriathaim, and upon 
Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon, 

24 And upon Iverioth, and upon 
Bozrab , und upon all the cities of the 
land of Moab, far or near. 

25 The horn of Moab is cut off and 
his arm is broken, saith the Lord. 

26 t Make ye him drunkep: for he 
magnified himself against the Lord: 
Moab also shall wallow in his vomit, 
and he also shall be in derision. 

27 For was not Israel a derision *unto 
thee? was he found among thieves? 
for since thou spakest of him, thou 
skippedst for joy. 

28 0 ye that dwell in Moab, leave 
the cities, and dwell in the rock, and 
be like the dove that maketh her nest 
in the sides of the hole’s mouth. 

29 We have heard the pride of Moab, 
(he is exceeding proud) his loftiness, 
and his arroganey, and his pride, and 
the haughtiness of his heart. 

30 1 know his wrath, saith the Lord: 
but it shall not he so; his lies Bhall 
not so effect it. 

31 Therefore will 1 howl lor Moab, 
and I will cry out for all Moab; mine 
heart shall mourn for the men of Kir- 
heres. 

32 O vine of Sibrnah, I will weep for 
thee with the weeping of Jazer: thy 
plants are gone over the sea, they reach 
even to the sea of Jazer: the spoiler is 
fallen upon thy summer fruits and 
upon thy vintage. 

33 And joy and gladness is taken 
from the plentiful field, and from the 
land of Moab; and I have caused wine 
to fail from the winepresses: none shall 
tread with shouting; their shouting 
shall he no shouting. 

34 From the cry of Heshbon even 
unto Elcaleh, and even unto Jahaz, 
have they uttered their voice, from 
Zoar even unto Horonaim, as an heifer 
of three years old: for the waters also 
of Nimrim shall be desolate. 

35 Moreover I will cause to cease in 
Moab, saith the Loan, him that offereth 
in tlie high plaees, and him that 
burneth incense to his gods. 

33 Therefore mine heart shall sound 
for Moab like pipes, and mine heart 
shall sound like pipes for the men of 
Kir-heres: because the riches that he 
hath gotten are perished. 

37 For every head shall be bald, and 
every beard clipped: upon all the hands 
shall he cuttings, and upon the loins 
sackcloth. 

38 There shall be lamentation generally 
upon all the housetops of Moab, and 
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in the streets thereof: for I have broken 
Moab like a vessel wherein is no plea- 
sure, saith the Lord. • 

39 They shall ho. 1, saying. How is it 
broken down! how hath Moab turned 
the back with shame! so shall Moab 
be a derision and a dismaying to all 
them about him. 

40 For thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
he shall fly as an eagle, and shall spread 
his wings over Moab. 

41 Kerioth is taken, and the strong 
holds are surprised, and the mighty 
men’s hearts in Moab at that day shall 
be as the heart of a woman in her 
pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyed from 
being a people, because ho hath magni- 
fied himself against the Loan. 

43 Fear, and the pit. and the snare, 
shall be upon thee, O inhabitant of 
Moab, saith the Loan. 

44 lie that fleeth from the fear shall 
fall into the pit; and he that getteth 
up opt of the pit shall be taken in the 
snare: for I will bring upon it, even 
upon Moab, the year of their visitation, 
saith the Lord. 

45 They that fled stood under the 
shadow of Heshbon because of the 
force: but a tire shall come forth out 
of Heshbon, and a flame from the midst 
of Sihon , and shall devour the corner 
of Moab, and the crown of the head of 
the tumultuous ones. 

46 Woe be unto thee, <) Moab! the 
people of Chemosh perisheth: for thy 
sons are taken captives, and thy daugh- 
ters captives. 

47 % let will 1 bring again the cap- 
tivity of Moab in the latter days, saith 
the Lord. Thus far is the judgment of 
Moab. 

CHAPTER XLIX. 

( ’10.NCEKNING the Ammonites, thus 
; saith the Lord; Hath Israel no sons ? 
hath lie no heir? why then doth their 
kiim inherit Gad. and 1 vis people dwell 


king inherit Gad, and 
in his cities? 


2 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that 1 will cause an 
alarm of war to he heard in Kabbah 
of the Ammonites; and it shall be a 
desolate heap, and her daughters shall 
he burned with tire: then shall Israel 
be lieir unto them that were his heirs, 
saith the Lord. 

3 Howl, O Heshbon, for Ai is spoiled: 
cry, ye daughters of Kabbah, gird you 
with sackcloth; lament, and run to 
and fro by tint hedges; for their king 
shall go into captivity, and his priests 
and his princes together. 

4 Wherefore gloriest thou in the 
valleys, thy flowing valley, () back- 
sliding daughter? that trusted in her 
treasures, saying. Who shall come unto 
me? 

5 Behold, 1 will bring a fear upon thee, 
saith the Lord God of hosts, from all 
those that be about thee ; and ye shall 
be driven out every man right forth; 
and none shall gather up him that 
wandereth. 

6 And afterward I will bring again 
the captivity of the children of Ammon, 
saith the Lord. 

7 f Concerning Edom, thus saith the 
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TiOrd of hosts; Ls wisdom no more in 
Teman V is counsei perished from the 
prudent V is their wisdom vanished V 
6 h'lee ye, turn back, dwell deep, O 
inhabitants of Dedan; for 1 will bring 
the calamity of Esau upon him, the 
time that 1 will visit him. 

‘J Ifgrapegathererscome to thee, would 
they not leave some gleaning grapes V 
if thieves by night, they will destroy 
till they have enough. 

10 But I have made Esau bare, I 
have uncovered his secret places, and 
he shall not be able to hide himself: 
his seed is spoiled, and his brethren, 
and his neighbours, and he is not. 

11 Leave thy fatherless children, I 
will preserve them alive; and let thy 
widows trust in me. 

12 Eor thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
they whose iudgment was not to drink 
of the cup have assuredly drunken; 
and art thou he that shall altogether 
go unpunishedV thou shalt not go un- 
punished, but thou shalt surely drink 
of it . 

ill For 1 have sworn by myself, saith 
the Lord, that Bozrali shall become a 
desolation, a reproach, a waste, and a 
curse; and all the cities thereof shall 
be perpetual wastes. 

14 1 nave heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent unto 
the heathen, saymg, Gather ye together, 
and come against her, and rise up to 
the battle. 

15 For, lo, 1 will make thee small 
among the heathen, and despised among 
men. 

* 10 Thy terribleness hath deceived thee, 
and the pride of thine heart, () thou 
that dwellest in the clefts of the rock, 
that boldest the height of the hill: 
though thou shouldest make thy nest 
as high as the eagle, 1 will bring thee 
down from thence, saith the Lord. 

17 Also Edom shall be a desolation: 
every one that goeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss at all the 
plagues thereof. 

18 As in the overthrow of Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the Lord, no man shall 
abide there, neither shall a son of man 
dwell in it. 

19 Behold, he shall come up like a 
lion from the swelling of Jordan against 
the habitation of the strong: but I will 
suddenly make him run away from 
her: and who is a chosen man, that 
I may appoint over herV for who is 
like me? and who will appoint me the 
time? and who is that shepherd that 
will stand before me? 

20 Therefore hear the counsel of the 
Lord, that he hath taken against Edom; 
and his purposes, that he hath purposed 
against the inhabitants of Teman:

22 Behold, lie shall come up and fly 
as the eagle, and spread his wings 
over Bozrah: and at that day shall the 
heart of the mighty men of Edom be 
as the heart of a woman in her pangs. 
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28 T Concerning Damascus. Hamath 
is confounded, and Arpad: for they 
have heard evil tidings : they are faint- 
hearted; there is sorrow on the sea; 
it cannot be quiet. 

24 Damascus is waxed feeble, and 
turneth herself to flee, and fear hath 
Beized on her: anguish and sorrows 
have taken her, as a woman in travail. 

25 How is the city of praise not left, 
the city of my joy! 

26 Therefore her young men shall fall 
in her streets, and all the men of war 
shall be cut off in that day, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

27 And I will kindle a lire in the wall 
of Damascus, and it shall consume the 
palaces of Ben-hadad. 

28 T Concerning Kedar, and concern- 
ing the kingdoms of Hazor, which 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon shall 
smite, thus saith the Lord; Arise ye, 
go up to Kedar, and spoil the men of 
the east. 

29 Their teuts and their flocks shall 
they take away: they shall take to 
themselves their curtains, and all their 
vessels, and their camels; and they 
shall cry unto thorn, Fear is on every 
side. 

30 1 Flee, get you far off, dwell deep, 
O ye inhabitants of Hazor, saith the 
Lord ; for N ehuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon hath taken counsel against you, 
and hath conceived a purpose against 
you. 

31 Arise, get you up unto the wealthy 
nation, that dwelleth without care, 
saith the Loan, which have neither 
gates nor bars, which dwell alone. 

32 And their camels shall be a booty, 
and the multitude of their cattle a 
spoil: and 1 will scatter into all winds 
them that are in the utmost corners; 
and I will bring their calamity from 
all sides thereof, saith the Lord. 

88 And Hazor shall be a dwelling for 
dragons, and a desolation for ever: 
there shall no man abide there, nor 
any son of man dwell in it. 

34 f The word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against Elam 
in the beginning of the reign of Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, saying, 

35 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will break the how of Elam, the 
chief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will 1 bring the 
four winds from the four quarters of 
heaven, and will scatter them toward 
all those winds ; and there shall be no 
nation whither the ou^asts of Elam 
Rfiall not come. 

37 For I will cause Mam to be dis- 
mayed before their enemies, and before 
them that seek their life: and I will 
bring evil upon them, even my fierce 
anger, saith the Lord; and I will send 
the sword after them, till I have con- 
sumed them: 

38 And I will set my throne in Elam. 
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and will destroy from thence the king 
and the princes, saith the Loan. 

39 t But it shall come to pass in the 
latter days, that I will bring again' the 
captivity of Elam, saith the Loan. 

CHAPTER L. 

fl^HE word that the Lord spake 
X against Babylon and against the 
land of the Chaldeans by Jeremiah 
the prophet. 

2 Declare ye among the nations, and 

I mblish, and set up a standard; pub' 
ish, and conceal not: say, Babvlon 
is taken, Bel is confounded, Merodach 
is broken in pieces; her idols are con- 
founded , her images are broken in 
pieces. 

3 For out of the north there cometh 
up a nation against her, which shall 
make her land desolate, and none shall 
dwell therein: they shall remove, they 
shall depart, both man and beast 
4 *ff In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Lord, the children of Israel 
shall come, they and the children of 
Judah together, going and weeping: 
they shall go, and seek the Lord their 
God. 

5 They shall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, saying , 
Come, and let us join ourselves to the 
Lord in a perpetual covenant that shall 
not be forgotten. 

0 My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them to 
go astray, they have turned them away 
on the mountains: they have gone 
from mountain to hill, they have for- 
gotten their restingplacc. 

7 All that found them have devoured 
them: and their adversaries said, We 
offend not, because they have sinned 
against the Lord, the habitation of Jus- 
tice, even the Lord, the hope of tneir 
fathers. 

8 Remove out of the midst of Baby- 
lon , and go forth out of the land of 
the Chaldeans, and be as the he gouts 
before the flocks. 

i) *|f For, lo, 1 will raise and cause to 
come up against Babylon an assembly 
of great nations from the north coun- 
try: and they shall set themselves in 
arrav against her; from thence she 
shall he taken: their arrows shall be 
as of a mighty expert man ; none shall 
return in vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall be a spoil: all 
that spoil her shall be satisfied, saith 
the Lord. 

11 Because ye were glad, because ye 
rejoiced, O ye destroyers of mine heri- 
tage, because ye are grown fat as the 
heifer at grass, and bellow as bulls ; 

12 Your mother shall be sore con- 
founded; she that bare you Bhall be 
ashamed: behold, the hmdermost of 
the nations shall be a wilderness, a dry 
land, and a desert 

IH Because of the wrath of the Lord 
it shall not be inhabited, but it shall 
be wholly desolate: every one that 
goeth by Bcbylon shall be astonished, 
and hiss at all her plagues. 

14 Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about: all ye that bend 
the bow, shoot at her, spare no arrows; 
for she hath sinned against the Lord, 
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15 Shout against her round about: 
she hath given her hand: her founda- 
tions are fallen, lfdr walls are thrown 
down: for it is the vengeance of the 
Loan: take vengeance upon her; as 
she hath done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handleth the sickle in 
the time of harvest: for fear of the 
oppressing sword they shall turn every 
one to his people, and they shall flee 
every one to his own land. 

17 f Israel is a scattered sheep; the 
lions have driven him away: first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him; 
and last this Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath broken his bones. 

lb Therefore thus saith the Loan of 
hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, I will 
punish the king of Babylon and his 
land, as I have punished the king of 
Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again to 
his habitation, and he shall feed on 
Carmel and Baslian, and his soul shall 
be satisfied upon mount Ephraim and 
Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Lord, the iniquity of Israel 
shall be sought for, and there shall be 
none ; and the sins of Judah, and they 
shall not be found: for I wdl pardon 
them whom I reserve. 

21 t Go up against the land of Me- 
rathaim, even against it, and against 
the inhabitants of Pekod: waste and 
utterly destroy after them, saith the 
Lord , and do according to all that 1 
have commanded thee, 

22 A sound of battle is in the land, 
and of great destruction. 

28 How is the hammer of the whole 
earth cut asunder and broken! how is 
Babylon become a desolation among 
the nations! 

24. I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, (> Babylon, and 
thou wast not aware: thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou hast 
striven against the Lord. 

25 The Lord hath opened his armoury, 
and hath brought forth the weapons 
of his indignation: for this is the work 
of the Lord God of hosts in the land 
of the Chaldeans. 

26 Come against her from the utmost 
border, open her storehouses: cast her 
up as neaps, and destroy her utterly: 
let nothing of her he left. 

27 Slay all her bullocks; let them go 
down to the slaughter: woe unto them! 
for their day is come, the time of their 
visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Babylon, to 
declare in Zion the vengeance of the 
Lord our God, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon: all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about; let none 
thereof escape: recompense her ac- 
cording to her work; according to all 
that she hath done, do unto her: for 
she hath been proud against the Lord, 
against the Holy One of Israel. 
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JO Therefore shall her young men fall 
in the streets, and all her men of war 
shall be cut off in that day, saith the Loan. 

81 Behold, I am against thee, 0 thou 
most proud, saith the Lord God of 
hosts: for thy day is come, the time 
that I will visit thee. 

82 And fhe most proud shall stumble 
and fall, and none shall raise him up: 
and I will kindle a tire in his cities, and 
it shall devour all round about him. 

38 H Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The children of Israel and the children 
of Judah were oppressed together: and 
all that took them captives held them 
fast; they refused to let them go. 

34 Their Redeemer is strong; the 
Loud of hosts is his name: he shall 
throughly plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and disquiet 
the inhabitants of Babylon. 

35 ^ A sword is upon the Chaldeans, 
saith the Loud, and upon the inhabi- 
tants of Babylon, and upon her prin- 
ces, and upon her wise men. 

36 A sword is upon the liars; and 
they shall dote: a sword is upon her 
mighty men; and they shall be dis- 
mayed. 

37 A sword is upon their horses, and 
upon their chariots , and upon all the 
mingled people that are in the midst 
of her; and they shall become as wo- 
men: a sword is upon, her treasures; 
and they shall be robbed. 

38 A drought is upon her waters; and 
they shall be dried up: for it is the 
laud of graven images, and they are 
mad upon their idols. 

38 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of the is- 
lands shall dwell there, and the owls 
shall dwell therein: and it shall be no 
more inhabited for ever; neither shall 
it be dwelt in from generation to ge- 
neration. 

•10 As God overthrew Sodom and Go- 
morrah and the neighbour cities thereof, 
saith the Loan; so shall no man abide 
there , neither shall any son of man 
dwell therein. 

41 Behold, a people shall come from 
the north, and a great nation, and 
many kings shall be raised up frQm 
the coasts of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and the 
lance : they are cruel , and will not 
shew mercy : their voice shall roar 
like the sea, and they shall ride upon 
horses, every one put in array, like a 
man to the battle , against tnee , O 
daughter of Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard 
the report of them , and his hands 
waxed feeble : anguish took hold of him, 
and pangs as of a woman in travail. 

44 Behold, he shall come up like a 
lion from the swelling of Jordan unto 
the habitation of the strong: but I will 
make them suddenly run away from 
her: and who is a chosen man, that I 
may appoint over her? for who is like 
me V and who will appoint me the 
time? and who is that shepherd that 
will stand before me? 

45 Therefore hear ye the counsel ot 
the Lord, that he hath taken against 
Babylon; and his purposes, that he 
hath purposed against the laud of the 
Chaldeans : Surely the least of the 
flock shall draw them out: surely he 
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shall make their liabitation desolate 
with them. 

46 At the noise of the taking of Ba- 
bylon the earth is moved, ana the cry 
is heard among the nations. 

CHAPTER LI. 

T HUS saith the Lord: Behold, I will 
raise up against Babylon , and 
against them that dwell in the midst 
of them that rise up against me, a 
destroying wind; 

2 And will send unto Babylon fan- 
ners, that shall fan her, and shall 
empty her land: for in the day of 
trouble they shall be against her round 
about. 

3 Against him that bendetli let the 
archer bend his bow, and against him 
that liftath himself up in his brigand- 
ine: and spare ye not her young men; 
destroy ye utterly all her host. 

4 Thus the slain shall fall in the land 
of the Chaldeans, and they that are 
thrust through in her streets. 

5 For Israel hath not been forsaken, 
■nor Judah of his God, of the Lord of 
hosts; though their land was filled with 
sin against the Holy One of Israel. 

6 Flee out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver every man his soul: be 
not cut off in her iniquity; for this is 
the time of the Lord’s vengeance; he 
will render unto her a recompenee. 

7 Babylon hath been a golden cup in 
the Lord’s hand, that made all the earth 
drunken: the nations have drunken 
of her wine; therefore the nations 
are mad. 

H Babylon is suddenly fallen and de- 
stroyed: howl for her; take balm for 
her pain, if so be she may be healed. 
9 We would have healed Babylon, 
but she is not healed: forsake her, 
and let us go every one into his own 
country: for her judgment reacheth 
unto heaven, and is lifted up even to 
the skies. 

10 The Lord hath brought forth our 
righteousness: come, and let us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lord our God. 
11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
the shields: the Loud hath raised up 
the spirit of the kings of the Medea: 
for his device is against Babylon, to 
destroy it; because it is the vengeance 
of the Lord, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, prepare 
the ambushes: for the Lord hath both 
devised and done that which he spake 
against the inhabitants of Babylon. 

13 O thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end is come , and the measure of thy 
covetousness. 

14 The Lord of hosts hath sworn by 
himself, saying , Surely 1 will till thee 
with men, as with caterpillers ; and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 
16 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom, and hath stretched out 
the heaven by his understanding. 

16 When he uttereth his voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens: 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth: he- maketh

lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 
the wind out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by hit know- 
ledge; every founder is confounded 
by the graven image: for his molten 
image is falsehood, and there is no 
breath in them. 

18 They are vanity, the work of errors: 
in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he is the former of all things: 
and Israel is the rod of his inheritance : 
the Lord of hosts is his name. 

20 Thou arfa my battle ax and weapons 
of war: for with thee will I break in 

F ieces the nations, and with thee will 
destroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I breuk in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thee will I break in pieces old and 
young; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the young man and the maid; 
23 I will also break in pieces with 
thee the shepherd and his flock; and 
with thee will 1 break in pieces the 
husbandman and his yoke of oxen; 
and with thee will I break in pieces 
captains and rulers. 

2*1 And 1 will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Zion in your sight, saith the Lord. 

2f> Behold , I am against thee , O 
destroying mountain, saith the Lord, 
which dcstroyest all the earth: and 1 
will stretch out mine hand upon thee, 
and roll thee down from the rocks, anti 
will make thee a burnt mountain. 

20 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a corner, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be deso- 
late for ever, saith the Lord. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations against her, call 
together against her the kingdoms of 
Ararat, Minni, and Ashchenaz; appoint 
a captain against her; cause the horses 
to come up as the rough caterpillers. 
28 Prepare against her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the cap- 
tains thereof, and all the rulers thereof, 
and all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
Sorrow: for every purpose of the Lord 
shall be performed against Babylon, 
to make the land of Babylon a deso- 
lation without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon have 
forborn to light, they have remained 
in their holds: their might hath failed; 
they became as women: they have 
burned her dw'ellingplaces ; her bars 
are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet another, 
and one messenger to meet another, to 
shew the king of Babylon that his city 
is taken at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with 
fire, and the men of war are affrighted. 
33 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; The -daughter of 
Babylon is like a threshingfloor , it is 
time to thresh her: yet a little while, 
and the time of her harvest shall come. 
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B4 Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon hath devoured me, he hath crushed 
me, he hath made me an empty vessel, 
he hath swallowed me up like a dra- 
gon, he hath filled his belly with my 
delicates, he hath cast me out. 

35 The violence done to me and to 
my flesh be upon Babylon, shall the 
inhabitant of Zion say; and my blood 
upon the inhabitants of Chaldea, shall 
Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; Be- 
hold, I will plead thy cause, and take 
vengeance for thee ; and I will dry up 
her sea, and make her springs dry. 

37 Ana Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwellingplace for dragons, an asto- 
nishment, and an hissing, without an 
inhabitant 

38 They shall roar together like lions : 
they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, 
that they may rejoice, and sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake: saith 
the Lord. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs 
to the slaughter, like rams with he goats. 

41 How is Sheshach taken! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth sur- 
prised! how is Babylon become an 
astonishment among the nations! 

42 The sea is come up upon Babylon : 
she is covered with the multitude of 
the waves thereof. 

43 H6r cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, aland wherein 
no man dwelleth, neither doth any son 
of man pass thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bel in Baby- 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up: and the nations shall not flow to- 
gether any more unto him: yea, the 
wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst 
of her, and deliver ye every man his 
soul from the tierce anger of the Loud. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and ye 
fear for the rumour that shall be heard 
in the land; a rumour shall both come 
one year, and after that in another 
year shall come a rumour, and violence 
in the land, ruler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that 1 will do judgment upon the graven 
images of Babylon: and her whole laud 
shall be confounded, and all her slain 
shall fall in the midst of her. 

[ 48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is therein, shall sing for 
Babylon: for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the north, saith the Lord. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
fall the slain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
the Lord afar off, and let Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach : shame hath cover- 
ed our faces: for strangers are come 
into the sanctuaries of the Lord’s 
house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days come- 
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aaith the Lord, that I m 4o judgment 
upon her graven images: and through 
all her land the wounded shall groan. 

53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, yet 
from me shall spoilers come unto her, 
saith the Lord. 

54 A sound of a cry oomeZ/t from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans: 

55 Because the Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her the 
great voice; when her waves do roar 
like great waters, a noise of their voice 
is uttered: 

5fi Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her mignty 
men are taken , every one of their 
bows is broken : for the Lord_ God of 
recompenees shall surely requite. 

57 And 1 will make drunk her princes, 
and her wise men, her captains, and 
her rulers, and her mighty men: and 
they shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and 
not wake, saith the King, whose name 
in the Lord of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; The 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
broken, and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire; and the people shall 
labour in vain, and the folk in the 
fire, and they shall be weary. 

50 ! The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son 
of Neriali, the son of Maaseiah, when 
he went with Zedekiah the king of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth year 
of his reign. And this Seraiah mis a 
quiet prince. 

(>0 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Baby- 
lon, even all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When tliou comest to Babylon , and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these words; 
02 Then shalt thou say, () Lord, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut. 
it off, that none shall remain in it, nei- 
ther man nor beast, but that it shall 
he desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, that 
thou shalt hind a stone to it, and cast 
it into the midst of Euphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her: 
and they shall he weary. Thus far are 
the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAPTER LI I. 

; fEDKKIAli was one and twenty 
J years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name ioos 
lTanmtal the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. 
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2 And he did that which was evil in 
the eyes of the Lord, according to all 
that Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lord 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, till he had cast them out from 
his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 

4 f And it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
m the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came, 
he and all his army, against. Jerusalem, 
and pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war tied, and went forth 
out of the city by night by the way 
of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldeans were, by the city round 
about:) and they went by the way of 
the plain. 

b T But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and 
*dl his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Hamath; where 
he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: lie 
slew also all the princes of Judah in 
Kiblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Ze- 
dekiah; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in prison till 
the day of his death. 

12 U Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, 
captain of the guard, which served the 
king of Babylon, into Jerusalem, 

13 And burned the house of the Lord, 
and the king’s house ; and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he with lire: 

14 And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard carried away caotive certain 
of the poor of the people, and the 
residue of the people that remained in 
the city, and those that fell away, that 
fell to the king of Babylon, and Un- 
rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left certain of the poor of 
the land for vinedressers and for hus- 
bandmen. 
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17 Also the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lord, and the 
bases, and the brasen sea that was in 
the house of the Loan, the Chaldeans 
brake, and carried all the brass of them 
to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and tho snuffers, and the bowls, and 
the spoons, and all the vessels of brass 
wherewith they ministered, took they 
away. 

19 And the basons, and the firepans, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, ana 
the candlesticks, and the spoons, and 
the cups; that which was of gold in 
gold, and that which was of silver in 
silver, took the captain of the guard 
away. 

k 20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brasen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the 
house of the Lord: the brass of all 
these vessels was without weight 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cubits; 
and a fillet of twelve cubits did com- 
pass it; and the thickness thereof was 
lour fingers: it was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was upon 
it; and the height of one chapiter toas 
five cubits, with network and pome- 
granates upon tho chapiters round 
about, all of brass. The second pillar 
also and the pomegranates were like 
unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
an hundred round about. 

2*1 m And the captain of the guard 
took Scraiab the chief priest, and Ze- 
pbaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: 

25 lie took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king’s person, which 
were found in the city; and the prin- 
cipal scribe of the host, who mustered 
the people of the land; and threescore 
men of the people of the land, that 
were found in the midst of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adau the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought them 
to the king of Babylon to Uiblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Riblah 
in the land of Hamath. Thus Judah 
was carried away captive out of his 
own land. 

28 This is the people whom Nebu- 
chadrezzar carried away captive: in 
the seventh year three thousand Jews 
und three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar he carried away captive 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 
and two persons: 
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30 In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive of the Jews seven hundred forty 
and five persons : all the persona were 
four thousand and six hundred. 

31 If And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of 
Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, in the five and twentieth day 
of the month, that Evil-merodach king 
of Babylon in the Jirst year of his 
reign lifted up the head of Jehoiachin 
king of Judah, and brought him forth 
out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did continually eat bread be- 
fore him all the days of his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 
tinual diet given him of the king of 
Babylon, every day a portion until the 
day of his death, all the days of his 
life. 
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CHAPTER I. 

N OW it came to pass in the thir- 
tieth year, in the fourth month, ill 
the fifth day of the month, as 1 watt 
among the captives by the river of 
Chebar, that the heavens were opened, 
and J saw visions of God. 

2 In I In; fifth day of the month, which 
/tuts the fifth year of king dehoiaehin’s 
captivity, 

if The word of the Roan came ex- 
pressly unto Ezekiel the priest, the 
son ot Ifuzi. in the land of the Chal- 
deans by the river Chebar; and the 
hand of the Loup was there upon him. 
4 71 And I looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind came out of the north, a 
great cloud, and a lire infolding itself, 
and a brightness was about it, and out 
of the midst thereof as the colour of 
amber, out of the midst of the fire, 
h Also out of the midst thereof came 
the likeness of four living creatures. 
And this watt their appearance; they 
had the likeness of a man. 

1) And every one had four faces, and 
every one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were straight feet; 
and the sole of their feet was like the 
sole of a calf’s foot : and they sparkled 
like the colour bf burnished brass. 

K And they had the hands of a man 
under their wings on their four sides; 
and they four had their faces and their 
wings. 

8 Their wings were joined one to 
another; they turned not when they 
went; they went every one straight 
forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their faces, 
they four had the face of a man, and 
the face of a lion , on the right side : 
and they four had the face of an ox 
on the left side; they lour also had 
the face of an eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces; and their 
wings were stretched upward; two 
minys of every one were joined one to 
another, and two covered their bodies. 
12 And they went every one straight 
forward: whither the spirit was to go, 
they went ; and they turned not when 
they went. 

lb As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of tire, and like the ap- 
pearance of lamps: it went up and 
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down among the living creatures; and 
the fire was bright, and out of the fire 
went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ran and 
returned as the appearance of a flash 
of lightning. 

15 f Now as I beheld the living crea- 
tures, behold one wheel upon the earth 
by the living creatures, with his four 
faces. 

1P> The appearance of the wheels and 
their work was like unto the colour of 
a beryl: and they four had one like- 
ness: and their appearance and their 
work t oas as it were a wheel in the 
middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides: and they turned not 
when they went 

18 As for their rings, they were so 
high that they were dreadful; and their 
rings were full of eyes round about 
them four. 

19 And when the living creatures 
went, the wheels went by them : and 
when the living creatures were lifted 
up from the earth, the wheels were 
lifted up. 

20 Whithersoever the spirit was to 
go, they went, thither was their spirit 
to go; and the wheels were lifted up 
over against them : for the spirit of the 
living creature was in the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went; and 
when those stood, these stood; and 
when those were lifted up from the 
earth, the wheels were lifted up over 
against them : for the spirit of the liv- 
ing creature was in the wheels. 

22 And the likeness of the firmament 
upon the heads of the living creature 
was as the colour of the terrible cry- 
stal, stretched forth over their heads 
above. 

23 And under the firmament, were 
their wings straight, the one toward 
the other: every one had tw r o, which 
covered on this side, and every one 
had two, which covered on that side, 
their bodies. 

24 And when they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, like the noise 
of great waters, as the voice of the 
Almighty, the voice of speech, as the 
noise of an host: when they stood, 
they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
whcu they stood, and had let down 
their wings. 

20 f And above the firmament that 
was over their heads was the likeness 
of a throne, as the appearance of a 
sapphire stone: and upon the likenoss 
of the throne was the likeness as the 
appearance of a man above upon it 

27 And I saw as the colour of amber, 
as the appearance of fire round about 
within it, from the appearance of his 
loins even upward, and from the ap- 

f earance of his loins even downward, 
saw as it were the appearance of fire, 
and it had brightness round about. 

28 As the appearance of the bow that 
is in the cloud in the dav of rain, so 
was the appearance of the brightness 
round about This was the appearance 
of the likeness of the glory of the 
Loan. And when I saw it, I fell upon 
my face, and I heard a voice of one 
that spake. 
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CHAPTER IL 

A N I) he said unto me , Son of man, 
stand upon thy feet, and I will 
speak unto thee. 

2 And the spirit entered into me 
when he spake unto me, and set me 
upon my feet, that I heard him that 
spake unto me. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
1 send thee to the children of Israel, 
to a rebellious nation that hath rebelled 
against me: they and their fathers 
have transgressed against mo, even 
unto this very day. 

4 For (hey are impudent children and 
stitVhearted. I do send thee unto them; 
and thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
yuith the Lord Goo. 

5 And they, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear, (for 
they are a rebellious house,) yet shall 
know that there hath been a prophet 
among them. 

(> f And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
their words, though briers and thorns 
be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among scorpions : be not afraid of their 
words, nor be dismayed at their lboks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

7 And thou shalt speak my words 
unto them, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear: for they 
are most rebellious. 

8 Hut thou, son of man, hoar what I 
say unto thee; He not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house: open thy 
mouth, and eat that I give thee, 
b f And when 1 looked, behold, an 
hand was sent unto me: anti, lo, a roll 
of a book was therein; 

10 And he spread it before me; and 
it was written within and without: 
and there was written therein lamen- 
tations, and mourning, and woe. 


CHAPTER III. 

M OREOVER he said unto me, Son 
of man. cat that thou lindest; eat 
this roll, and go speak unto the house 
of Israel. 

2 So I opened my mouth, and he 
caused me to eat that roll. 

3 And lie said unto me, Son of man, 
cause thy belly to cat, and till thy 
bowels with this roll that I give thee. 
Then did 1 eat it; and it was in my 
mouth as honey for sweetness. 

4 t And he said unto me, Son of 
man , go , get thee unto the house 
% of Israel, and spoak with my words 
unto them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a people 
of a strange speech and of an hard 
language, but to the house of Israel; 
ti Not to many people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, whose 
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words thou canst not understand. 
Surelv, had I sent thee to them, they 
would have hearkened unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will not 
hearken unto me; for all the house of 
Israel are impudent and hardhearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face strong 
against their faces, and thy forehead 
strong against their foreheads. 

9 As an adamant harder than flint have 
I made thy forehead: fear them not, 
neither be dismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto rue. Son of 
man, all my words that 1 shall speak 
unto thee receive in thine heart, and 
hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the children of thy 
people , and speak unto them , and 
tell them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
whether thev will hear, or whether 
they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and 
I heard behind me a voice of a great 
rushing, saying. Blessed be the glory 
of the Lord from his place. 

13 I heard also the. noise of the wings 
of the living creatures that touched 
one another, and the noise, of the 
wheels over against them, and a noise 
of a great rushing. 

IT So the spirit lifted me up, and 
took me away, and I went in bitter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit; hut 
the hand of the Loud was strong 
upon me. 

15 H 'Then l came to them of the 
captivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt by 
the river of Cliebar, and 1 sat where 
they sat, and remained there asto- 
nished among them seven days. 

HI And it came to pass at the end of 
seven days, that the word of the Lord 
came unto me, say i jig, 

17 Son of man, 1 have made thee a 
watchman unto the. house of Israel: 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give, them warning from me. 

18 When 1 say unto the wicked, Thou 
shalt surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest, to warn the 
wicked from his wicked way, to save 
his life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood will 
1 require at thine, hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and 
he turn not from *his wickedness, nor 
from his wicked way, lie shall die in 
his iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

20 Again , When a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, and 
commit iniquity, and I lay a stuin- 
blingblock before him, he shall die: be- 
cause thou hast not given him warning, • 
he shall die in his sin, and his righteous- 
ness which he hath done shall not he 
remembered; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn thT*. 
righteous man , that the righteous sin 
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not, and he doth not Bin, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; also 
thou hast delivered thy souL 

22 If And the hand of the Lord was 
there upon me; and he said unto me, 
Arise, go forth into the plain, and I 
will there talk with thee. 

23 Then I arose, and went forth into 
the plain: and, behold, the glory of the 
Lord stood there, as the glory which 
I saw by the river of Chebar: and I 
fell on my face. 

24 Then the spirit entered into me, 
and set me upon my feet, and spake 
with me, and said unto me, Go, shut 
thyself within thine house. 

25 But thou, O son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and 
shall hind thee with them, and thou 
shalt not go out among them: 

2b And I will make thy tongue cleave 
to the roof of thy mouth, that thou 
shalt be dumb, and shalt not be to 
them a reprover: for they are a re- 
bellious house. 

27 But when 1 speak with thee, I will 
open thy mouth, and thou shalt say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
He that heareth, let him hear; and he 
that forbeareth. let him forbear: for 
they are a rebellious house. 


CHAPTER IV. 

ri^IlOU also, son of man, take thee 

JL a tile, and lay it before thee, and 
pourtray upon it the city, even Jeru- 
salem : 

2 And lay siege against it, and build 
a fort against it, and cast a mount 
against it; set the camp also against 
it, and set battering rams against it 
round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city: and set thv 
face against it, and it shall be besieged, 
and thou shalt lay siege against it. This 
shall be a sign to the house of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it: according to the num- 
ber of the days that thou shalt lie 
upon it thou shalt bear then* iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the years 
of their iniquity, according to the 
number of tne days, three hundred 
and ninety days: so shalt thou bear 
the iniquity of the house of Israel. 

G And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and 
thou shalt bear the iniquity of the 
house of Judah forty days: I have ap- 
pointed thee each day for a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, ana thou 
shalt prophesy against it 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from 
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one side to another, till thou hast ended 
the days of thy siege. 

9 t Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, and 
millet, and fitches, and put them in 
one vessel, and make thee bread thereof, 
according to the number of the days 
that thou shalt lie upon thy side, three 
hundred and ninety days shalt thou 
eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt eat 
shall be by weight, twenty shekels a 
day: from time to time shalt thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an bin: from 
time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt, eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt hake it with 
dung that cometh out of man, in their 
sight. 

13 And the Lord said, Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat their 
defiled bread among the (lentiles, 
whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said 1, Ah Lord Gon! be- 
hold, my soul hath not, been polluted: 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaten of that which dieth 
of itself, or is torn in pieces: neither 
came there abominable flesh into my 
mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, 
and thou shalt prepare thy bread there- 
with. 

16 Moreover he said unto me. Son of 
man, behold, I will break the staff of 
bread in Jerusalem: and they shall eat 
bread by weight, and with care; and 
they shall drink water by measure, 
and with astonishment: 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with an- 
other, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 


CII ALTER V. 

A N I) thou, son of man, take thee a 
sharp knife, take thee a barber’s 
razor, and cause it to pass upon thine 
bond and upon thy beard: then take, 
thee balances to weigh, and divide the 
hair. 

2 Thou shalt burn with lire a third 
part in the midst of the city, when 
the days of the siege are fulfilled: and 
thou shalt take a third part, and smite 
about it with a knife: and a third part 
thou shalt scatter in the wind; and I 
will draw out a sword after them. 

3 Thpu shalt also take thereof a few 
in number, and bind them in thy 
skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and cast 
them into the midst of the tire, and 
burn them in the fire; for thereof shall 
a fire come forth into all the house of 
Israel. 

5 ^ Thus saith the Lord Gon; This is 
Jerusalem: I have set it in the midst, 
of the nations and countries that are 
round about her. 
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G And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the countries that are round about her: 
for they have refused my judgments 
and my statutes, they have not walked 
in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because yo multiplied more than the 
nations that are round about you, and 
have not walked in my statutes, neither 
have kept my judgments, neither have 
done according to the judgments of the 
nations that are round about you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst 
of thee in the sight of the nations. 

1) And I will do in thee that which I 
have not done, and whereunto I will 
not do any more the like, because of 
all thine abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall oat the 
sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers; and I will 
execute judgments in thee, and the 
whole remnant of thee will I scatter 
into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God; Surely, because thou hast 
defiled my sanctuary with all thy 
detestable thingH, and with all thine 
abominations, therefore will I also 
diminish thee; neither shall mine eye 
spare, neither will I have any pity. 

12 t A third part of thee shall die 
with the pestilence, and with famine 
shall they bo consumed in the midst 
of theo: and a third part shall fall by 
the sword round about thee; and I 
will scatter a third part into all the 
winds, and 1 will draw out a svord 
after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to 
rest upon them, and I will be com- 
forted: and they shall know that I the 
Lord have spoken it in my zealj vhen I 
have accomplished my fury m them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee wisto, 
and a reproach among the nations that 
are round about thee, in the signt of 
all that pass by. 

If) So it shall he a reproach aid a 
taunt, an instruction and an astonish- 
ment unto the nations that are rr-urnl 
about thee, when I shall execute judg- 
ments in thee in anger and in fury 
and in furious rebukes. I the Lord 
have spoken it. 

JG When I shall send upon them the 
evil arrows of famine, which shall he 
for their destruction, and which 1 will 
send to destroy you: and 1 will in- 
crease the famine upon you, and will 
break your stall* of bread: 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and evil beasts, and they shall bereave 
thee; and pestilence and blood shall 
Piiss through thee; and I will bring 
the sword upon thee. I the Lord have 
spoken it. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

A ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward the 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy 
against them, 

3 And say, Ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and to 
the valleys; Behold, I, even I, will 
bring a sword upon you, and I will 
destroy your high places. 

4 And your altars shall be desolate, 
and your images shall be broken: and 
1 will cast down your slain men before 
your idols. 

5 And l will lay the dead carcases of 
the children of Israel before their idols; 
and 1 will scatter your bones round 
about your altars. 

0 In all your dwellingplaces the cities 
shall be laid waste, and the high places 
shall be desolate; that your altars may 
be laid waste and made desolate, and 
your idols may be broken and cease, 
and your images may be cut down, 
and your works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the midst 
of you, and ye shall know that 1 am 
the Lord. 

8 If Yet will I leave a remnant, that 
ye may have some that shall escape 
the sword among the nations, when ye 
shall be scattered through the countries. 
0 And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations whi- 
thei they shall be carried captives, be- 
cause J am broken with their whorish 
heart, which hath departed from me, 
and with their eyes, which go a whor- 
ing after tlieir idols: and they shall 
lothe themselves for the evils which 
they have committed in all their abo- 
minations. 

10 And they shall know that 1 am the 
Lord, and that I have not said in vain 
that J would do this evil uuto them. 

11 f Thus saith the Lord God: Smite 
with thine hand, and stamp with thy 
foot, and say, Alas lor all the evil abo- 
minations of the house of Israel! for 
they shall fall by the sword , by the 
famine, and by the pestilence. 

12 He that is far off shall die of the 
pestlence; and he that is near shall 
fall by the sword; and he that remain- 
eth and is besieged shall die by the fa- 
mine: thus will l accomplish my fury 
upon them. 

1<1 Then shall ye know that l am the 
Lord, when their slain men shall be 
among their idols round about their 
altars, upon every high hill, in all the 
tops of the mountains, and under every 
green tree, and under every thick oak, 
the place where they did offer sweet 
savour to all their idols. 

14 So will I stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land deso- 
late, yea, more desolate than the wil- 
derness toward Diblath, in all their 
habitations: and they shall know that 
1 am the Lord. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

M OREOVER the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord God unto the land of Israel; 
An end, the end is come upon the four 
corners of the land. 

8 Now is the end come upon thee, and 
I Mill send mine anger upon thee, and 
will judge thee according to thv ways, 
and will recompense upon thee all 
thine abominations. 

4 And mine eve shall not spare thee, 
neither will I nave pity: but I will 
recompense thy ways upon thee, and 
thine abominations shall be in the 
midst of thee: and ye shall know that 
1 am the Loan. 

b Thus saith the Lord God: An evil, 
an only evil, behold, is come, 
ti An end is come, the end is come: 
it watcheth for thee; behold, it is come. 
7 The morning is come unto thee, O 
thou that dwellest in the land: the 
time is come, the day of trouble is 
near, and not the sounding again of 
the mountains. 

X Now will I shortly pour out my 
fury upon thee, and accomplish mine 
anger upon thee : and 1 will judge thee 
according to thy ways, and will re- 
compense thee for all thine abomina- 
tions. 

9 And mine eye shall not spare, nei- 
ther will I have pity: I will recom- 
pense thee according to thy ways and 
thine abominations that are in the 
midst of thee; and ye shall know that 
I am the Loud that smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is come: 
the morning is gone forth; the rod 
hath blossomed, pride hath budded. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
wickedness: none of them shall remain, 
nor of their multitude, nor of any of 
their’s : neither shall there he wailing 
for them. 

12 The time is come, the day draweth 
near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor 
the seller mourn: for wrath is upon 
all the multitude thereof. 

18 For the seller shall not return to 
that which is sold, although they were 
yet alive : for the vision is touching 
ilu* whole multitude thereof, which 
shall not return : neither shall any 
strengthen himself in the iniquity of 
his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the battle: for my wrath is 
upon all the multitude thereof, 
lb The sword is without, and the pesti- 
lence and the famine within: he 
that is in the tield shall die with the 
sword; and he that is in the city, fa- 
mine and pestilence shall devour him. 
10 If But, they that escape of them 
shall escape, and shall bo on the moun- 
tains like doves of the valleys, all of 
them mourning, every one for his 
iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble , and all 
knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gird themselves with 
sackcloth, and horror shall cover them; 
and shame shall he upon all faces, and 
baldness upon all their heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in the 
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streets, and their gold shall be removed : 
their silver and their gold shall not be 
able to deliver them in the day of the 
wrath of the Loud: they shall not sa- 
tisfy their souls , neither fill their bo- 
wels: because it is the stumblingblock 
of their iniquity. 

20 H As for the beauty of his orna- 
ment, lie set it in majesty: but they 
made the images of their abominations 
and of their detestable things therein: 
therefore have I set it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will 1 turn also from them, 
and they shall pollute my secret place: 
for the robbers shall enter into it, and 
defile it. 

23 H Make a chain: for the land is 
full of bloody crimes , and the city is 
full of violence. 

24. Wherefore 1 will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses: I will also make the 
pomp of the strong to cease; and their 
holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh ; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall be none. 

20 Mischief shall come upon mischief, 
and rumour shall be upon rumour; 
then shall they seek a vision of the 
prophet; but the law shall perish from 
the priest, and counsel from the an- 
cients. 

27 The king shall mourn , and the 
prince shall be clothed with desolation, 
and the hands of the people of the 
land shall be troubled: 1 will do unto 
them after their way, and according 
to their deserts will 1 judge them ; and 
they shall know that 1 am the Lord. 

CHAPTER YI II. 

A ND it came to pass in the sixth 
year, in the sixth 'month, in the 
fifth day of the month, as I sat in mine 
house, and the elders of Judah sat be- 
fore me, that the hand of the Lord 
God fell there upon me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo a likeness as 
the appearance of fire: from the ap- 
pearanco of his loins even downward, 
fire: and from his loins even upward, 
as the appearance of brightness, as the 
colour of amber. 

3 And he put forth the form of an 
hand, and took me by a lock of mine 
head; and the spirit lifted me up be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, and 
brought me in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem, to the door of the inner 
gate that looketh toward the north; 
where was the scat of the image of 
jealousy, which provoketh to jealousy. 
4 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel toas there , according to the 
vision that 1 saw in the plain. 

5 K Then said he unto me. Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the way 
toward the north. So I lifted up mine 
eyes the way toward the north, and 
behold northward at the gate of the 
altar this image of jealousy in the 
entry. 

6 He said furthermore unto me, Son 
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of man, seest thou what they do? even 
the great abominations that the house 
of Israel committeth here, that I should 
go far off from my sanctuary? but 
turn thee yet a^ain, and thou shalt 
see greater abominations. 

7 If And he brought me to the door 
of the court; and when I looked, be- 
hold a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me. Son of man, 
dig now in the wall: and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 And he said unto me, Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations that 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and behold 
(‘very form of creeping things, and 
abominable beasts, and all the idols of 
the house of Israel, pourtrayed upon 
the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them se- 
venty men of the ancients of the house 
of Israel, and in the midst of them 
stood daazaniah the son of Shaphan, 
with every man his censer in his hand; 
and a thick cloud of incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
hast thou seen what the ancients of 
the house of Israel do in the dark, 
every man in the chambers of his 
imagery? for they say, The Lord seeth 
us not; the Lord hath forsaken the 
earth. 

13 1 He said also unto me, Turn theo 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the door 
of the gate of the Lord’s houBe which 
nuts toward the north; and, behold, 
there sat women weeping for Turn muz. 

If) f Then said he unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, O son of man? turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations than these. 

Id And he brought me into the inner 
court of the Lord’s house, and, behold, 
at the door of the temple of the Lord, 
between the porch and the altar, were 
about live and twenty men, with then- 
backs toward the templo of the Lord, 
and their faces toward the east; and 
they worshipped the sun toward the 
east. 

17 1 Then he said unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, O son of man? Is it a light 
thing to the house of Judah that they 
commit the abominations which they 
commit here? for they have filled the 
land with violence, and have returned 
to provoke me to anger: and, lo, they 
put the branch to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury: 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I have pity: and though they cry in 
mine ears with a loud voice , yet will 
I not hear them. 


CHAPTER IX. 

H E cried also in mine ears with a 
loud voice, saying, Cause them 
that have charge over the city to draw 
near, even every man with his de- 
stroying weapon in his hand. 

2 And, behold, six men came from 
the way of the higher gate, which lieth 
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toward the north, and every man a 
slaughter weapon in his hand; and 
one man among them was clothed 
with linen, with a writer’s inkhorn by 
his side: and they went in, and stood 
beside the bra 9 en altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Israel 
was gone up from the cherub, where- 
upon he was, to the threshold of the 
house. And he called to the man clothed 
with linen , which had the writer’s 
inkhorn by his side; 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Go 
through the midst of the city, through 
the midst of Jerusalem, and set a 
mark upon the foreheads of the men 
that sigh and that cry for all the 
abominations that be done in the midst 
thereof. 

f> If And to the others he said in mine 
hearing, Go ye after him through the 
city, and smite: let not your eye spare, 
neither have ye pity: 

fi Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little children, and women: 
but come not near any man upon 
whom is the mark: ami begin at my 
sanctuary. Then tney began at the 
ancient men which were before the 
house. 

7 And he said unto them, Defile the 
house, and fill the courts with the slain: 
go ye forth. And they went forth, and 
slew in the city. 

8 H And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, that 
I fell upon my face, and cried, and 
said, Ah Lord (ion! wilt thou destroy 
all the residue of Israel in thy pouring 
out of thy fury upon Jerusalem V 

9 Then said he unto me, The ini- 
quity of the house of Israel and Judah 
is exceeding great, and the land is full 
of blood, and the city full of perverse- 
ness: for they say, The Lord hath 
forsaken the earth, and the Loin* 
seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine eye shall 
not spare, neither will 1 have pity, hut 
I will recompense their way upon their 
head. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, which had the inkhorn by 
his side, reported the matter, saying, 
I have done as thou hast command- 
ed me. 


CHAPTER X. 

T HEN I looked, and, behold, in the 
firmament that was above the head 
of the cherubims there appeared over 
them as it were a sapphire stone, as 
the appearance of the likeness of a 
throne. 

2 And he spake unto the man clothed 
with linen, and said , Go in between 
the wheels, even under the cherub, and 
fill thine hand with coals of fire from 
between the cherubims, and scatter 
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them over the city. And he went in in 
my sight 

3 Now the cherubims stood on the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in; and the cloud filled the inner 
court 

4 Then the glory of the Lord went 
up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house; and the 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court, was full of the brightness of 
the Lord’s glory. 

f> And the sound of the cherubims’ 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when 
he had commanded the man clothed 
with linen, saying, Take fire from 
between the wheels , from between 
the cherubims; then he went in, and 
stood beside the wheels. 

7 And one cherub stretched forth 
his hand from between the cherubims 
unto the lire that mas between the 
cherubims, and took thereof , and put 
it into the hands of him that was 
clothed with linen: who took it> and 
went out. 

8 If And there appeared in the cherub- 
irns the form of a man’s hand under 
their wings. 

9 And when J looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went upon 
their lour sides; thev turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked they followed it; they 
turned not as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs , and their hands , and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 
that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces: 
the first face was the lace of a cherub, 
and the second face was the face of a 
man, and the third the face of a lion, 
and the fourth the face of an eagle. 

Jf> And the cherubims were lifted up. 
This is the living creature that 1 saw 
by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubims went, 
the wheels went by them: and when 
the cherubims lifted up their wings 
to mount up from the earth, the same 
wheels also turned not from beside 
them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted up, these lifted 
up themselves also: for the spirit of 
the living creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lord de~ 

{ )arted from oil the threshold of the 
louse, and stood over the cherubims. 
19 And the cherubims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
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in my sight: when they went out, the 
wheels also were beside them, and 
every me stood at the door of the east 
gate of the Lord’s house ; and the 
glory of the God of Israel was over 
them above. 

20 This is the living creature that I 
saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Chebar; and I knew that they 
were the cherubims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man unis 
under their wings. 

22 And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which 1 saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearances 
and themselves: they went every one 
straight forward. 


CHAPTER XL 

M OREOVER the spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, which 
looketh eastward: and behold at the 
door of the gate five and twenty men; 
among whom I saw Jaazaniah the son 
of Azur, and Pelatiah the son of Be- 
naiah, princes of the people. 

2 Then said he unto ine. Son of 
man, these are the men that devise 
mischief, and give wicked counsel in 
this city: 

3 Which say, It is not near; let us 
build houses: this city is the caldron, 
and we be the flesh. 

4 f Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, 0 son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me. Speak; 
Thus saitn the Lord; Thus have ye 
said, O house of Israel: for I know 
the things that come into your mind, 
every one of them. 

6 Ye have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and ye have filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and 
this city is the caldron : but I will 
bring you forth out of the midst of it. 
8 Ye have feared the sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith the 
Lord God. 

9 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and will exe- 
cute judgments among you. 

' 10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Israel ; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

11 This city shall not be your caldron, 
neither shall ye be the flesh in the 
midst thereof; but I will judge you in 
the border of Israel: 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord: for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judg- 
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ments, but have done after the man- 
ners of the heathen that are round 
about you. 

13 t And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pelatian the son of 
Benaiah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and cried with a loud voice, 
and said, Ah Lord Gon! wilt thou 
make a full end of the remnant of 
Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kindred, 
and all the house of Israel wholly, are 
they unto whom the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem have said, Get you far from 
the Lord : unto us is this land given 
in possession, 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Although I have cast them far 
oft' among the heathen and although 1 
have scattered them among the coun- 
tries, yet will I be to them as a little 
sanctuary in the countries where they 
shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even gather you from the 
people ? and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and 1 will give you the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take awav all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abominations 
thereof from thence. 

11) And I will give them one heart, 
and 1 will put a new spirit within 
you; and I will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give them 
an heart of flesh : 

20 That they may walk in my statutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and do 
them: and they shall be my people, 
and I will be their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart walk- 
eth after the heart of their detestable 
things and their abominations , I will 
recompense their way upon their own 
heads, saith the Lord God. 

22 f Then did the cherubims lift up 
their wings, and the wheels beside 
them; and the glory of the God of 
Israel ims over them above. 

23 And the glory softie Lord went 
up from the midst of tlu^ity, and stood 
upon the mountain which is on the 
east side of the city. 

24 f Afterwards the spirit took me 
up, and brought me in a vision by the 
Spirit of God into Chaldea, to them of 
the captivity. So the vision that T had 
seen went up from me. 

25 Then 1 spake unto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Lord 
had shewed me. 


CHAPTER XII. 

T HI^. word of the Lord also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man , thou dwelleBt in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which 
have eyes to see, and see not; they 
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have ears to hear, and hear not: for 
they are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare 
thee stuff for removing, and remove 
by day in their sight; and thou shalt 
remove from thy place to another 
place in their sight: it may be thev 
will consider, though they be a rebel- 
lious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff 
for removing: and thou shalt go forth 
at even in their sight, as they that 
go forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it upon 
thy shoulders, and carry it forth in the 
twilight: thou shalt cover thy face, 
that thou see not the ground: lor 1 
have set thee f&r a sign unto the house 
of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded : 
I brought forth my stuff by day, as 
stuff for captivity, arjd in the even I 
digged through the wall with mine 
hand: I brought it forth in the twilight, 
and I bare it upon my shoulder in 
their sight. 

8 5 And in the morning came the 
word of the Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 
Israel, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee, What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gor>; This burden cancernetk 
the prince in Jerusalem, and all the 
.house of Israel that are among them. 

11 Say, I am vour sign: like as I 
have done, so shall it lie done unto 
them: they shall remove and go into 
captivitv. 

12 And the prince that is among them 
shall bear upon his shoulder in the 
twilight, and shall go forth: they shall 
dig through the wall to carry out there- 
by: he shall cover his lace, that he 
see not the ground with his eyes. 

13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my 
snare: and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon to the land of the Chaldeans; yet 
shall he not see it, though he shall die 
there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all his bands; and 1 will draw 
out the sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am 
the Loan, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse them 
in the countries. 

16 But 1 will leave a few men of them 
from the sword, from the famine, and 
from the pestilence; that they may 
declare all their abominations among 
the heathen whither they come: and 
they shall know that I am the Loan. 

L I Moreover the word of the Loan 
came to me, saying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land, Thus saith the Lord Gon of the 
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inhabitants of Jerusalem, and of the 
land of Israel; They shall eat their 
bread with carefulness, and drink their 
water with astonishment, that her land 
may be desolate from all that is therein, 
because of the violence of all them 
that dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know that I 
am the Loan. 

21 T And the word of the Loan came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that proverb 
that ye have in the land of Israel, say- 
ing, The days are prolonged, and every 
vision fail^thV 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith the 
Lord God; I will make this proverb to 
cease, and they shall no more use it 
as a proverb in Israel; but say unto 
them, The days are at hand, and the 
effect of every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divination 
within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord: I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak shall 
come to pass; it shall be no more 
prolonged: for in your days, O rebel- 
lious house, will I say the word, and 
will perform it, saith the Lord God. 

2C> 1 Again the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

27 Son of man , behold , they of the 
house of Israel say, The vision that 
ho seetli is for many days to come, and 
lie prophesieth of the times that are 
jar off. 

28 Therefore say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God; Thero shall none 
of my words be prolonged any more, 
but the word which 1 have spoken 
shall be done, saith the Lord God. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

A ND the word of the Lord came 
. unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, and 
say thou unto them that prophesy out 
of their own hearts, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord; 

3 Thus saith the Lord God; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that follow their 
own spirit, and have seen nothing! 

4l O Israel, thy prophets are like the 
foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for tno 
house of Israel to stand in the battle 
in the day of the Lord. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, The Lord saith : and 
the Lord hath not sent lihem: and they 
have made others to hope that they 
would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying divi- 
nation, whereas ye say, The Lord 
saith it; albeit I have not spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and 
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seen lies, therefore, behold, I am against 
you, saith the Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies: they shall not be in the 
assembly of my people, neither shall 
they be written in the writing of the 
house of Israel, neither shall they enter 
into the land of Israel; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

10 T Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; 
and there was no peace ; and one built 
up a wall, and, lo, others daubed it 
with untempered morter: 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untempered morter, that it shall fill: 
there shall be an overflowing shower; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall; 
and a stormy wind shall rend it. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where is the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubed it? 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
I will even rend zMvith a stormy wind 
in my fury; and there shall be an 
overflowing shower in mine anger, and 
great hailstones in my fury to con- 
sume it. 

Id So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untempered 
morter, and bring it down to the ground, 
so that the foundation thereof shall be 
discovered, and it shall fall, and ye 
shall be consumed in the midst thereof: 
and ye shall know that 1 am the Loan. 

15 Thus will 1 accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that 
have daubed it with untempered morter, 
and will say unto you, The wall is no 
more, neither they that daubed it; 

16 To wit, the prophets of Israel which 
prophesy concerning Jerusalem, and 
which see visions of peace fur her, 
and there is no peace, saith the Lord 
Gon. 

17 T Likewise, thou son of man, set 
thy face against the daughters of thy 
people, which prophesy out of their 
own heart; and prophesy thou against 
them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Woe to the women that sew pillows to 
all armholes, and make kerchiefs upon 
the head of every stature to hunt 
souls! Will ye hunt the souls of my 
people, and will ye save the souls alive 
that come unto you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among my 
people tor handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die , and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your 
lying to my people that hear your lies? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Behold, I urn against your pillows, 
wherewith ye there hunt the souls to 
make them fly, and I will tear them 
from your arms, and will let the souls 
go, even the souls that ye hunt to make 
them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will 1 tear, and

22 Because with lies ye have 4nade 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I have not made sad; and strength- 
ened the hands of the wicked, that he 
should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life: 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanitv, nor divine divinations: for I 
will deliver my people out of your 
hand: and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

rpHKN came certain of the elders of 

1 Israel unto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

B Son of man, these men have set 
up their idols in their heart, and put 
the stumblinghlock of their iniquity 
before their face: should I be enquired 
of at all by them? 

4 Therefore speak unto them , and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Every man of the house of Is- 
rael that setteth up his idols in his 
heart, and putteth the stumblinghlock 
of his iniquity before his face, and 
cometh to the prophet; 1 the Lord will 
answer him that cometh according to 
the multitude of his idols; 

5 That I may take tho house of Is- 
rael in their own heart, because they 
are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

0 K Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith tho Lord Goi>; Re- 
pent, and turn yourselves from your 
idols; and turn away your faces from 
all your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Is- 
rael, or of the stranger that sojourn- 
eth in Israel, which separateth himself 
from me, and setteth up his idols in 
his heart, and putteth the stumbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to a prophet to enquire 
of him concerning me ; I the Lord will 
answer him by myself: 

8 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a 
proverb, and I will cut him off from 
the midst of my people ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

D And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, l the 
Lord have deceived that prophet, and 

1 will stretch out my hand upon him, 
and will destroy him from the midst 
of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punish- 
ment of their iniquity: the punishment 
of the prophet shall be even as the 
punishment of him that seeketh unto 
nun; 

11 That the house of Israel may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their trans- 
gressions ; but that they may be mv 
people, and 1 may be their God, saith 
the Lord God. 
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12 T The word of the Lord came again 
to me, saying, 

IB Son of man, wHen the land sin- 
neth against me by trespassing griev- 
ously, then will I stretch out mine 
hand upon it, and will break the staff 
of the bread thereof, and will send fa- 
mine upon it, and will cut off man 
and beast from it: 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own souls by 
their righteousness, saitli the Lord (ion. 

15 f If I cause noisome beasts to 
pass through the laud, and they spoil 
it, so that it be desolate, that no man 
may pass through because of the beasts : 

16 Though these throe men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord Goo, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh- 
ters: they only shall be delivered, but 
the land shall bo desolate. 

17 H Or if I bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land; so that I cut off' man and beast 
from it: 

18 Though these three men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord Goo, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh- 
ters, but they only shall be delivered 
themselves. 

19 t Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury up- 
on it in blood, to cut off' from it man 
and beast : 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gon, they shall deliver neither son nor 
daughter; they shall but deliver their 
own souls by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gon ; IIow 
much more when I send my four sore 
judgments upon Jerusalem, the sword, 
and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off' from it 
man and beast V 

22 ^ Yet, behold, therein shall be left 
a remnant that shall be brought forth, 
both sons and daughters: behold, thev 
shall come forth unto you, and ye shall 
see their way and their doings: and 
ye shall be comforted concerning the 
evil that I have brought upon Jeru- 
salem, even concerning all that I have 
brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you, when 
ye see their ways and their doings: 
and ye shall know that I have not 
done without cause all that I have 
done in it, saith the Lord Gon. 


CHAPTER XV. 

A N D the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine tree 
more than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest? 
3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do 
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any work? or will men take a pin of 
it to hang any vessel thereon? 

4 Behold, it is cast into the fire for 
fuel; the fire devoureth both the ends 
of it, and the midst of it is burned. Is 
it meet for any work? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work: bow much less shall 
it be meet yet for any work, when the 
tire hath devoured it, and it is burned? 

0 f Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gon; As the vine tree among the trees 
of the forest, which I have given to 
the lire for fuel, so will I give the in- 
habitants of .Jerusalem. 

7 And 1 tfill set my face against 
them; they shall go out from one fire, 
and another tire shall devour them; 
and ye shall know that 1 am the Loan, 
when 1 sot my face against them. 

X And I will make the land desolate, 
because they have committed a tres- 
pass, saith the Lord (jon. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


A GAIN the word of the Loan came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Sou of man, cause Jerusalem to 
know her abominations, 

8 And say, Thus saith the Lord Uon 
unto Jerusalem; Thy birth and thy 
nativity is of the land of Canaan; thy 
father was an Amorite, and thy mother 
an Hittite. • 

4 And as f(vr thv nativity, in the day 
thou wast born thy navel was not eut, 
neither wast thou washed in water to 
supple thee; thou wast not salted at 
all, nor swaddled at all. 
f) None eye pitied thee, to do any of 
these unto thee, to have compassion 
upon thee; but thou wast cast out in 
the open field, to the lothing of thy 
person, in the dav that thou wast born. 
G f And when 1 passed by thee, and 
saw thee polluted m thine own blood, 
1 said unto thee when thou wast in thy 
blood, Live; yea, 1 said unto thee 
when thou wast in thy blood, Live. 

7 1 have caused thee to multiply as 
the bud of the field, and thou hast in- 
creased and waxen great, and thou art 
come to excellent ornaments : thy 
breasts are fashioned, and thine hair 
is grown, whereas thou roast naked 
and bare. 

H Now when \ passed by thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, thy time 
was the time of love; and I spread 
my skirt over thee , and covered thy 
nakedness: yea, 1 9ware unto thee, and 
entered into a covenant with thee, 
saith the Lord Goi>, and thou becamest 
mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water; 
yea, I throughly washed away thy 
blood from thee, and I anointed thee 
with oiL 

10 I clothed thee also with broidered 
work, and shod thee with badgers’ 
skin, and I girded thee about with 
fine linen, and I covered thee with 
silk. 

11 I decked thee also with ornaments 
and 1 put bracelets upon thy hands, 
and a chain on thy neck. 
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12 And 1 put a jewel on thy lore- 
head, and earrings in thine ears, and 
a beautiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou decked with gold 
and silver; and thy raiment was of 
tine linen, and silk, and broidered work ; 
thou didst eat tine flour, and honey, and 
oil: and thou wast exceeding beautiful, 
and thou didst prosper into a kingdom. 

14 And thy renown went forth among 
the heathen for thy beauty: for it was 
perfect through my comeliness, which 
I had put upon thee, saith the Lord (ion. 

15 H But thou didst trust in thine 
own beauty, and playedst the harlot 
because of thy renown , and pouredst 
out thy fornications on every one that 
passed by ; his it was. 

16 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon: the like things shall 
not come, neither shall it he so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair iewels 
of my gold and of my silver, which I 
had given thee, and madest to thy- 
self images of men , and didst com- 
mit whoredom with them, 
lHAndtookest thy broidered garmeuts, 

and coyeredst them: and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
line flour, and oil, and honey, where- 
with I fed thee, thou hast even set it 
before them for a sweet savour: and 
thus it was, saith the Lord Goo. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou 
sacriliced unto them to be devoured. Is 
this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to 
pass through the fre for them? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when 
thou wast naked and bare, awl wast 
polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, ( woe, woe unto thee! saith 
the Lord Gun:) 

24 That thou hast also built unto thee 
an eminent place, and hast made thee 
an high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place at 
every head of the way, and hast made 
thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast 
opened thy feet to every one that passed 
by , and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornica- 
tion with the Egyptians thy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them that 
hate the.e, the daughters of the Philis- 
tines which are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet eouldest not 
be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied thy 
fornication in the land of Canaan unto 
Chaldea ; and yet thou wast not satisfied 
herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord Gon, seeing thou doest. all these

81 In that thou buildest thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street; 
and hast not been as an harlot, in 
that thou scornest hire; 

82 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: but 
thou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 
and hirest them , that they may come 
unto thee on every side for thy whore- 
dom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none ftdloweth thee to commit 
whoredoms: and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given unto 
thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

3f) ^ Wherefore, (> harlot, hear the 
word of the Loro : 

3d Thus saith the Lord Gon; Because 
thy filthiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy 
whoredoms with thy lovers, and with 
all the idols of thy abominations, and 
by the blood of thy children, which 
thou didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I wiH gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
pleasure, and all them that thou hast 
loved, with all them that thou hast hated; 
I will even gather them round about 
against thee, and will discover thy 
nakedness unto them, that they may 
see all thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlock and shed blood are 
judged; and I will give thee blood in 
fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee into their 
hand, and they shall throw down thine 
eminent place, and shall break down 
thy high places: they shall strip thee 
also of thy clothes, and shall take thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They ^hall also bring up a com- 
pany against thee, and they shall 
stone thee with stones, and thrust thee 
through with their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine houses 
_ with lire, and execute judgments upon 

thee in the sight of many women: and 
I will cause thee to cease from playing 
the harlot, and thou also shalt give no 
hire any more. 

42 So will I make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy sliall 
depart from thee, and I will he quiet, 
and will he no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remembered 
the days of thy youth, but hast fretted 
me in all these things ; behold, there- 
fore I also will recompense thy way 
upon thme head, saith the Lord God: 
and thou shalt not commit this lewd- 
ness above all thine abominations. 

44 t Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As is the mother, so is her 
daughter, 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her chil- 
dren; and thou art the sister of thy 
sisters, which lothed their husbands 
and their children: your mother was 
an Ilittite, and your father an Amorite. 

46 And thine elder sister is Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at 
thy left hand : and thy younger sister, 
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that dwelleth at thy right hand, is 
Sodom and her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their abo- 
minations: but, as if that wei'6 a very 
little thing , thou wast corrupted more 
than they in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me: there- 
fore I took them away as I saw good. 

51 Neither hath Samaria committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast mul- 
tiplied thine abominations more than 
they, and hast justified thy sisters in 
all thine abominations which thou hast 
done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame for thy 
sins that thou hast committed more 
abominable than they: they are more 
righteous than thou: yea, be thou con- 
founded also, and bear thy shame, in 
that thou hast justified thy sisters. 

53 When 1 snail bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom and 
her daughters, and the captivity of 
Samaria and her daughters, then will 
1 bring again the captivity of thy cap- 
tives m the midst of them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be confounded in 
all that thou hast done, in that thou 
art a comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters* Sodom and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return 
to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was discov- 
ered , as at the time of thy reproach 
of the daughters of Syria, and all that 
are round about her. the daughters of 
the Philistines which despise thee 
round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the Lord. 

59 For thus saith the Lord God; I 
will even deal with thee as thou hast 
done, which hast despised the oath in 
breaking the covenant 

60 ^ Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days 
of thy youth, and I will establish unto 
thee an everlasting covenant 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
and thy younger: and I will give them 
unto thee for daughters, but not by 
thy covenant 

62 And I will establish my covenant 
with thee ; and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord: 

63 That thou mayest remember, and 
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be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done,' saith 
the Lord Gon, 


CHAPTER XVII. 

A ND the word of the Loan came 
unto me, saying. 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and 
speak a parable unto the house of 
Israel; 

ft And say, Tims saith the Lord 
Gon; A great eagle with great wings, 
longwinged, lull of feathers, which had 
divers colours, came unto Lebanon, and 
took the highest branch of the cedar: 
4 He cropped oft’ the top of his 
young twigs, and carried it into a 
land of traffick; he set it in a city of 
merchants. 

5 lie took also of the seed of the land, 
and planted it in a fruitful field; he 
placed it by great waters, and set it as 
a willow tree. 

G And it grew, and became a spread- 
ing vine oflow stature, whose branches 
turned toward him, and the roots there- 
of were under him: so it became a vine, 
and brought forth branches, and shot 
forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers: 
and, behold, this vine did bend her roots 
toward him, and shot forth her branches 
toward him, that he might water it by 
the furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branches, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

I) Say thou, Thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Shall it prosper? shall lie not pull up 
the roots thereof, and cut off the fruit 
thereof, that it wither? it shall wither 
in all the leaves of her spring, even 
without great power or many people 
to pluck it up by the roots thereof. 

II) Yea, behold, being planted, shall it 
prosper? shall it not utterly wither, 
when the east wind toucheth it? it 
shall wither in the furrows where it 
grew. 

11 1 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house. 
Know ye not what these things mean? 
tell them , Behold, the king of Babylon 
is come to Jerusalem, and hath taken 
the king thereof, and the princes there- 
of, and led them with him to Babylon ; 
13 And hath taken of the king’s seed, 
and made a covenant with him, and 
hath ’taken an oath of him: he hath 
also taken the mighty of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be base, 
that it might not lift itself up, but that 
by keeping of his covenant it might 
stand. 

15 But be rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into' Egypt, 
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that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper? shall 
he escape that doeth such things t or 
shall he break the covenant, and be 
delivered? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely in the place where the king 
dwelleth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose covenant 
he brake, even with him in the midst 
of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company make 
for him in the war, by casting up 
mounts, and building forts, to cut off 
many persons: 

18 Seeing ho despised the oatli by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he 
had given his hand, and hath done all 
these things , he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Goo; 
As I live, suroly mine oath that he 
hath despised, and my covenant that 
he hath broken, evon it will I recom- 
pense upon his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net upon 
him, and ho shall bo taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon, and will plead with him there for 
his trespass that he hath trespassed 
against me. 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and they 
that remain shall he scattered toward 
all winds: and ye shall know that 1 
the Lord have spoken it. 

22 H Thus saith the Lord Gon; I will 
also take of the highest branch of the 
high cedar, and will set /*,••! will crop 
off from the top of his young twigs a 
tender one, and will plant it upon an 
high mountain and eminent: 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant, it: and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, and 
be a goodly cedar: and under it shall 
dwell all fowl of every wing; in the 
shadow of the branches thereof shall 
they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field shall 
know that I the Lord have brought 
down the high tree, have exalted the 
low tree , have dried up the green 
tree, and have made the dry tree to 
Hourish: I the Lord have spoken and 
have done it. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

rpHE word of the Lord came unto 

1 me again, saying, 

2 What mean ye, that ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Israel, 
saying, The fathers have eaten sour 
grapes, and the children’s teeth arc 
set on edge? 

3 As I live, saith the Lord God, ye 
shall not have occasion any more to 
use this proverb in Israel. 

4 Behold, all souls are mine; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul of 
the son is mine: the soul that sinneth, 
it shall die. 

5 1 But if a man be just, and do 
that which is lawful and right, 
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6 j47*cZ hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to 
the idols of the house of Israel, neither 
hath defiled his neighbour’s wife, nei- 
ther hath come near to a menstruous 
woman, 

7 And hath not oppressed any, but 
hath restored to the debtor his pledge, 
hath spoiled none by violence, hath 
given his bread to the hungry, and 
hath covered the naked with a garment; 

8 He that hath not given forth upon 
usurv, neither hath taken any increase, 
that hath withdrawn his hand from ini- 
quity, hath executed true judgment 
between man and man, 

H Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal truly; 
he is justj he shall surely live, saith 
the Lord Gon. 

10 1 If he beget a son that is a robber, 
a shedder of blood, and that doeth the 
like to any one of these things, 

J I And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, hath 
not restored the pledge, and hath 
lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath 
committed abomination, 

IS Hath given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase: shall he then live? 
he shall not live: lie hath done all 
these abominations ; lie shall surely 
die; his blood shall be upon him. 

Id 1 Mow, lo, if he beget, a son, 
that seetli all bis father’s sins which 
lie hath done, and oonsidereth, and 
doeth not such like, 

1T> That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Israel, 
hath not deliled his neighbour’s wife, 
lf> -Neither bath oppressed any, hath 
not withholden the pledge, neither 
hath spoiled by violence, but hath given 
his bread to the hungry, and hath 
covered the naked with a garment, 

J7 That hath taken off his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usury 
nor increase, hath executed my judg- 
ments, hath walked in my statutes; 
he shall not die for the iniquity ot his 
father, he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, 'because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his brother 
by violence, and did that which is not 
good among his people, lo, even he 
shall die in his iniquity. 

19 1 Yet say ye, Why? doth not the 
son bear the iniquity of the father? 
When the son hath done that which 
is lawful and right, and hath kept all 
my statutes, and hath done them, he 
shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sinnetli, it shall die. 
The son shall not bear the iniquity 
of the father, neither shall the father 
bear the iniquity of the son: the 
righteousness of the righteous shall be 
upon him, and the wickedness of the 
wicked shall be upon him. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from 
all his sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do that 
which is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. 
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22 AH his transgressions that he hath 
committed, they shall not be mention- 
ed unto him : in his righteousness that 
he hath done he shall live. 

28 Have I any pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die? saith the Lord Gon : 
and not that he should return from 
his ways, and live? 

24 T But when the righteous turneth 
away from his righteousness, and coin- 
mitteth iniquity, atid doeth according to 
all the abominations that the wicked 
man doeth, shall he live? All' his righ- 
teousness that he hath done shall not be 
mentioned : in his trespass that he hath 
trespassed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shall he die. 

25 ^ Yet ye say. The way of the 
Lord is not equal, near now, O house 
of Israel; Is not my way equal? are 
not your ways unequal? 

26 When a righteous man turneth 
away from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and dieth in them; 
for his iniquity that he hath done 
shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man turn- 
eth away from his wickedness that he 
hath committed, and doeth that which 
is lawful and right, he shall save his 
soul alive. 

23 Because he considereth, and turn- 
eth away from all his transgressions 
that he hath committed, he shall suroly 
live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The 
wav of the Lord is not equal. () house 
of Israel, are not my ways equal? are 
not your ways unequal? 

80 Therefore I wdl judge you, O 
house of Israelj every one according 
to his ways, saith the Lord Gon. lie- 
pent, and turn yourselves from all your 
transgressions; so iniquity shall not 
be your ruin. 

31 H Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have trans- 
gressed; and make you a new heart 
and a new spirit: for why will ye die, 
() house of Israel? 

32 For 1 have no pleasure in the 
death of him that dieth, saith the Lord 
God: wherefore turn yourselves, and 
live ye. 
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CHARTER XIX. 

M OREOVER take thou up a lamen- 
tation for the princes of Israel, 

2 And say, What is thy mother? A 
lioness; she lay down among lions, she 
nourished hor whelps among young 
lions. 

8 And she brought up one of her 
whelps: it became a young lion, and 
it learned to catch the prey; it de- 
voured men. 

4 The nations also heard of him ; he 
was taken in4heir pit, and they brought 
him with chains unto the land of 
Egypt 

5 Now when she saw that she had 
waited, and her hope was lost, then 
she took another of her whelps, and 
made him a young lion. 

6 And he went up and down among 
the lions, he became a young lion, and 
learned to catch the prey, and devour- 
ed men. 

7 And he knew their desolate palaces ,

and he laid waste their cities ; and the 
land was desolate , and the fulness 
thereof, by the noise of his roaring. 

8 Then the nations set against him 
on every side from the provinces, and 
spread their net over him: he was 
taken in their pit. 

9 And they put him in ward in chains, 
and brought him to the king of Ba- 
bylon: they brought him into holds, 
that his voice should no more be heard 


upon the mountains of Israel. 

10 ^ Thy mother is like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters: she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, 
she was cast down to the ground, and 
the east wind dried up her fruit: her 
strong rods were broken and wither- 
ed; the lire consumed them. 

18 And now she is planted in the 
wildorness, in a dry and thirsty ground 

14 And lire is gone out of a rod of 
her branches, which hath devoured her 
fruit, so that she hath no strong rod 
to be a sceptre to rule. This is a lamen- 
tation, and shall be for a lamentation. 


CHAPTER XX. 

A ND it came to pass in the seventh 
year, in the fifth month, the tenth 
day of the month, that certain of the 
elders of Israel came to enquire of the 
Lord, and sat before me. 

2 Then came the word of the Loan 
unto me, saying, 

8 Son of man, speak unto the elders 
of Israel, and say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Are ye come to 
enquire of meV As I live, saith the 
Lord God, 1 will not be enquired of 
by vou. 

4 vVilt thou judge them, son of man, 
wilt thou judge themf cause them to 
know the abominations of their fathers: 
5 T And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God; In the day when I 
chose Israel, and lifted up mine hand 
unto the seed of the house of Jacob, 
and made myself known unto them in 
the land of Egypt, when I lifted up 
mine hand unto them, saying, I am 
the Lord your God; 

6 In the day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, to bring them forth 
of the land of Egypt into a land that 
I had espied for them , flowing with 
milk and noney, which is the glory of 
all lands: 

7 Then said I unto them, Cast ye 
away every man the abominations of 
his eyes, and defile not yourselves 
with the idols of Egypt: I am the Lord 
your God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, and 
would not hearken unto me: they did 
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not every man cast away the abomi- 
nations of their eyes^ neither did they 
forsake the idols of Egypt: then l said, 
I will pour out my fury upon them, to 
accomplish my anger against them in 
the midst of the land of Egypt 

9 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before 
the heathen, among whom they were, 
in whose sight 1 made myself known 
unto them, in bringing them forth out 
of the land of Egypt 

10 ^ Wherefore I caused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into the wilderness. 

11 And 1 gave them my statutes, and 
shewed them my judgments, which if 
a man do, he shall even live in them. 

12 Moreover also 1 gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me and 
them, that they might know that 1 am 
the Loan that sanctify them. 

18 But the house of Israel rebelled 
against me in the wilderness : they 
walked not in my statutes, and they 
despised my judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them; 
and my sabbaths they greatly polluted: 
then 1 said, I would pour out my fury 
upon them in the wilderness, to con- 
sume them. 

M But I wrought for my name's sake, 
that it .should not be polluted before 
the heathen, in whose sight I brought 
them out. 

15 Tet also 1 lilted up my hand unto 
them in the wilderness, that 1 would 
not bring them into the land which J 
had given them, bowing with milk and 
honey, which is the glory of all lands ; 
lb Because they despised my judg- 
ments, and walked not in my statutes, 
but polluted my sabbaths: for their 
heart went after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine eye spared them 
from destroying them , neither did 1 
make an end of them in the wilderness. 

18 But I said unto their children in 
the wilderness, Walk ye not in the 
statutes of your fathers, neither ob- 
serve their judgments, nor defile your- 
selves with their idols: 

19 I am the Loan your God; walk in 
my statutes, and keep my judgments, 
and do them; 

20 And hallow my sabbaths; and they 
shall be a sign between me and you, 
that ye may know that I am the Lout) 
your God. 

21 Notwithstanding the children re- 
belled against me: they walked not in 
my statutes, neither kept my judg- 
ments to do them, which if a man do, 
ho shall even live in them; they pol- 
luted my sabbaths : then 1 said , I 
would pour out my fury upon them, 
to accomplish my anger against them 
in the wilderness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand, 
and wrought for my name’s sake, that 
it should not be polluted in the sight 
of the heathen, in whose sight I brought 
them forth. 
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23 I lifted up mine hand unto them 
also in the wilderness, that I would 
scatter them among the heathen, and 
disperse them through the countries; 

24 Because they had not executed 
my judgments, but had despised my 
statutes, and had polluted my sabbaths, 
and their eyes were after their fathers 
idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also sta- 
tutes that were not good, and judg- 
ments whereby they should not live; 

26 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts , in that they caused to pass 
through the lire all that openeth the 
womb, that X might make them deso- 
late, to the end that they might know 
that I am the Lord. 

27 t Therefore, son of man, speak 
unto the house of Israel, and say unto 
them. Thus saith the Lord God; Yet 
in this your fathers have blasphemed 
me, in that they have committed a 
trespass against me. 

28 For when I had brought them into 
the land, for the which I lifted up 
mine hand to give it to them, then 
they saw every high hill, and all the 
thick trees, and they offered there 
their sacrifices, and there they pre- 
sented the provocation of their offer- 
ing: there also they made their sweet 
savotir, and poured out there their 
drink offerings. 

29 Then I said unto them, What is 
the high place whoreunto ye go? And 
the name thereof is called Bamah 
unto this day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God; Are 
ye polluted after the manner of your 
fathers? and commit ye whoredom 
after their abominations? 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, when 
ye make your sons to pass through 
the fire, ye pollute yourselves with all 
your idols, even unto this day: and 
shall I be enquired of by you, 0 house 
of Israel? As I live : saith the Lord God, 
I will not be enquired of by you. 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not be at all, that ye say, 
We will be as the heathen, as the fa- 
milies of the countries, to serve wood 
and stone. 

33 f As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely with a mighty hand, and with 
a stretched out arm, and with fury 
poured out, will I rule over you: 

34 And I will bring you out from the 
people, and will gather you out of the 
countries wherein ye are scattered, 
with a mighty hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with fury 
poured out. 

35 And I will bring you into the wilr 
derness .of the people, and thefe will I 
plead with you face to face. 

36 Like as I pleaded with your fathers 
in the wilderness of the land of Egypt, 
so will I plead with you, saith the 
Lord God. 
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37 And I will cause you to pass under 
the rod, and I will bring you into the 
bond or the covenant: 

38 And I will purge out from among 
you the rebels, and them that trans- 
gress against me: I will bring them 
forth out of the country where they 
sojourn, and thev shall not enter into 
the land of Israel: and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

39 As for you, 0 house of Israel, thus 
saith the Lord God; Go ye, serve ye 
every one his idols, and hereafter also, 
if ve will not hearken unto me : but 
pollute ye my holy name no more 
with your gifts, and with your idols. 

40 For in mine holy mountain, in the 
mountain of the height of Israel, saith 
the Lord God, there shall all the house 
of Israel, all of them in the land, serve 
me: there will I accept them, and there 
will I require your offerings, and the 
firstfruits of your oblations, with all 
your holy things. 

41 I will accept you with your sweet 
savour, when I bring you out from the 
people, and gather you out of the 
countries wherein ye have been scat- 
tered; and I will be sanctified in you 
before the heathen. 

42 And ye shall know that T am the 
Lord, when I shall bring you into the 
land of Israel, into the country for the 
which I lifted up mine hand to give 
it to your fathers. 

43 And there shall ye remember your 
ways, and all your doings, wherein ye 
have been defiled; and ye shall lotne 
yourselves in your own sight for all 
your evils that ye have committed. 

44 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have wrought with you 
for my name’s sake, not according to 
your wicked ways, nor according to 
your corrupt doings, O ye house of 
Israel, saith the Lord Gon. 

45 f Moreover the word of the Loan 
came unto me, saying, 

46 Son of man, set thy face toward 
the south, and drop thy word toward 
the south, and prophesy against the 
forest of the south field; 

47 And say to the forest of the south, 
Hear the word of the Lord; Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I will kindle a 
fire in thee, and it shall devour every 
green tree in thee, and every dry tree: 
the flaming flame shall not be quench- 
ed, and all faces from the south to the 
north shall be burned therein. 

48 And all flesh shall see that I the 
Lord have kindled it: it shall not be 
quenched. 

49 Then said I, Ah Lord God! they 
say of me, Doth he not speak parables V 
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CHAPTER XXL 


A N D the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward 
Jerusalem, and drop thy word toward 
the holy places, and prophesy against 
the land of Israel, 

3 And say to the land of Israel, Thus 
saith the Lord; Behold, I am against 
thee, and will draw forth my sword 
out of his sheath, and will cut off 
from thee the righteous and the 
wicked. 

4 Seeing then that I will cut ofl‘ from 
thee the righteous and the wicked, 
therefore shall my sword go forth out 
of his sheath against all flesh from the 
south to the north: 

5 That all flesh may know that I the 
Loan have drawn forth my sword out 
of his sheath; it shall not return any 
more. 

G Sigh therefore, thou son of man. 
with the breaking of thy loins; and 
with bitterness sigh before their eyes. 


7 And it shall be, when they say unto 
thee, Wherefore sighest thou? that 
thou shalt answer, For the tidings; be- 
cause it cometh : and every heart shall 
melt, and all hands shall be feeble, 
and every spirit shall faint, and all 
knees shall be weak as water: behold, 
it cometh, and shall be brought to pass, 
saith the Lord God. 

H t Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

i) Son of man, prophesy, and say, Thus 
saith the Lord; Say, A sword, a sword 
is sharpened, and also furbished: 

10 It is sharpened to make a sore 
slaughter; it is furbished that it may 
glitter: should we then make mirth? 
it contemneth the rod of my son, as 
every tree. 

11 And he hath given it to be fur- 
bished, that it may be handled: this 
sword is sharpened, and it is furbished, 
to give it into the hand of the slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man: for it 
shall be upon my people, it shall he 
upon all the princes of Israel: terrors 
by reason of the sword shall be upon 
my people: smite therefore upon thy 
thigh. 

13 Because it is a trial, and what if 
the stro^d contemn even the rod? it 
shall be no more, saith the Lord God. 

14 Thou therefore, son of man, pro- 
phesv, and smite thine hands together, 
and let the sword be doubled the third 


time, the sword of the slain: it is the 
sword of the great men that are slain, 
which entereth into their privy cham- 
bers. 

lb I have set the point of the sword 
against all their gates, that their heart 
may faint, and their ruins be multiplied: 
ah! it is made bright, it is wrapped up 
lor the slaughter. 

1G Go thee one way or other, either 
on the right baud, or on the left, 
whithersoever thy face is set. 

17 I will also smite mine hands to- 
gether, and I will cause my fury to 
rest: I the Lord have said it. 

18 H The word of the Lord c&me unto 
me again, saying, 
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19 Also, thou son of man, appoint 
thee two wavs, that the sword of the 
kin® of Babylon may come : both twain 
shaU come forth out of one land: and 
choose thou a place, choose it at the 
head of the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may come to Rabbath of the Ammon- 
ites, and to Judah in Jerusalem the 
defenced. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood at 
the parting of the way, at the head of 
the two ways, to use divination: he 
made his arrows bright, he consulted 
with images, he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divina- 
tion for Jerusalem, to appoint captains, 
to open the mouth in the slaughter, 
to lift up the voice with shouting, to 
appoint battering ram9 against the gates, 
to cast a mount, and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a 
false divination in their sight, to them 
that have sworn oaths: but he will 
call to remembrance the iniquity, that 
they may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Because ye have made your iniquity 
to be remembered, in that your trans- 
gressions are discovered, so that in all 
your doings your sins do appear; be- 
cause, / say, that ye are come to re- 
membrance, ye shall be taken with 
the hand. 

2b J And thou, profane wicked prince 
of Israel, whose day is come, when 
iniquity sluill have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord Gon; Remove 
the diadem, and take oil the crown: 
this shall not be the same: exalt him 
that is low, and abase him that is high. 

27 I will overturn, overturn, overturn, 
it: and it shall be no more , until he 
come whose right it is; and I will give 
it him. 

28 t And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord Gon con- 
cerning the Ammonites, and concern- 
ing their reproach : even say thou, The 
sword, the sword is drawn: for the 
slaughter it is furbished, to consume 
because of the glittering: 

29 Whiles they see vanity unto thee, 
whiles they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them that 
are slain, of the wicked, whose day is 
come, when their iniquity shall have 
an end. 

30 Shall I cause it to return into his 
sheath V I will Judge thee in the place 
where thou wast created, in the land 
of thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indigna- 
tion upon thee, I will blow against 
thee in the lire of my wrath, and de- 
liver thee into the hand of brutish 
men, and skilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the 
fire; thy blood shall be in the midst 
of the land; thou shalt be no more 
remembered: for I the Lord have 
Bpoken it. 
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CHAPTER XXIL 

A/fOREOVEK the word of the Lord 
JLtJL came unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, wilt thou 
judge, wilt thou judge the bloody 
city? yea, thou shalt shew her all her 
abominations. 

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
God, The citv sheddeth blood in the 
midst of it. that her time may come, 
and maketli idols against herself to 
detile herself. 

4. Thou art become guilty in thy blood 
that thou hast shed: and hast defiled 
thyself in thine idols which thou hast 
made; and thou hast caused thy days 
to draw near, and art come even unto 
thy years: therefore have I made thee 
a reproach unto the heathen, and a 
mocking to all countries. 

5 Those that be near, and those that be 
far from thee, shall mock thee, which 
art infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, the princes of Israel, every 
one were in tnee to their power to 
shed blood. 

7 In thee have they set light by 
father and mother: in the midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppression 
with the stranger: in thee have they 
vexed the fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy things, 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. 

i) In thee are men that carry tales to 
shed blood: and in thee they eat upon 
the mountains: in the midst of thee 
they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered their 
father’s nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for 
pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abomi- 
nation with his neighbour’s wife; and 
another hath lewdly detiled his daughter 
in law; and another in thee hath hum- 
bled Ins sister, his father’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury and 
increase, and thou hast greedily gained 
of thy neighbours by extortion, and 
hast forgotten me, saith the Lord God. 

13 If Behold, therefore I have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood which 
hath been in the midst of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands he strong, in the days that 
1 shall deal with thee? 1 the Lord have 
spoken it, and will do it. 

15 And I will scatter thee among the 
heathen, and disperse thee in the coun- 
tries, and will consume thy filthiness 
out ol‘ thee. 

Jb And thou shalt take thine inheri- 
tance in thyself in the sight of the 
heathen, and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord. 

17 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of Israel 
is to me become dross: all they are 
brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, in 
the midst of the furnace ; they are even 
the dross of silver. 

1‘J Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because ye are all become dross, be- 
hold, therefore I will gather you into 
the midst of Jerusalem. 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
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and iron, and lead, and tin, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather you 
in mine anger ana in my fury, and I 
will leave you there, and melt you. 

21 Yea, 1 will gather you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, 
and ye shall be molted in the midst 
thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst 
of the furnace, so shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof: and ye shall 
know that I the Lord nave poured out 
my fury upon you. 

23 If And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her, Thou 
art the land that is not cleansed, nor 
rained upon in the day of indignation. 

25 There is a conspiracy of her pro- 
phets in the midst thereof, like a roar- 
ing lion ravening the prey; they have 
devoured souls; they have taken the 
treasure and precious things; they 
have made her many widows in the 
midst thereof! 

26 Her priests have violated my law, 
and have profaned mine holy things: 
they have put no difference between the 
holy and profane, neither have they 
shewed difference between the unclean 
and the clean, and have hid their eyes 
from my sabbaths , and I am profaned 
among them. 

27 Iler princes in the midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, to 
shed blood, and to destroy souls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered morter , seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saitli the Lord Gon, when 
the Lord hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy: yea, 
they have oppressed the stranger wrong- 
fully. 

30 And 1 sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before me for 
the land, that I should not destroy it: 
but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 
indignation upon them; I have con- 
sumed them with the fire of my wrath: 
their own way have T recompensed 
upon their heads, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XX11I. 

riVftE word of the Lord came again 
X unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two women, 
the daughters of one mother: 

3 And they committed whoredoms in 
Egypt; they committed whoredoms in 
their youth: there were their breasts 
pressed, and there they bruised the 
teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were Aholah 
the elder, and Aholibah her sister: and 
they were mine, and they bare sons 
and daughters. Thus were their names; 
Samaria is Aholah, and Jerusalem 
Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot when 
she was mine ; and she doted oil her 
lovers, on the Assyrians her neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them- desirable 
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young men, horsemen riding upon 
horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all 
on whom she doted: with all their 
idols she defiled herselfi 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and poured 
their whoredom upon her. 

1) Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and she 
became famous among women: for they 
had executed judgment upon her. 

1 1 And when her sister Aliolibali saw 
this , she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in her 
whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men pour- 
trayed upon the wall, the; images of the 
Chaldeans pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their loins, 
exceeding in dyed attire upon their 
heads, all of them princes to look to, 
after the manner of the Babylonians 
of Chaldea, the land of their nativity: 

1G And as soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she w.as 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness: then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as 
my mind was alienated from her sister. 

1VJ Yet she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein she had played 
the harlot in the land of Egvpt. 

20 Eor she doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh of 
asses, and whose issue is like the issue 
of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the 
paps of thy youth. 

22 H Therefore, () Aholibah ; thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, 1 will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, from whom thy 
mind is alienated, and I will bring them 
against thee on every side; 

23 The Babylonians , and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, 
and all the Assyrians with them: all 
of them desirable young men, captains 
and rulers, great lords and renowned, 
all of them riding upon horses. 
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24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and shield and 
helmet round about: and I will set 
Judgment before them, and they shall 
judge thee according to their judg- 
ments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee: they shall take away thy nose 
and thine ears; and thy remnant shall 
fall by the sword: they shall take thy 
sons and thy daughters; and thy 
residue shall bo devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of thy 
clothes, and take away thy fair jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt: so 
that thou shalt not lift up thine eyes 
unto them, nor remember Egypt any 
more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
hold, I will deliver thee into the hand 
of them whom thou hatest, into the 
hand of them from whom thy mind is 
alienated : 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked and 
bare: and the nakedness of thy whore- 
doms shall be discovered, both thy 
lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, be- 
cause thou hast gone a whoring after 
the heathen, and because thou art 
polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her cup 
into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord God; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep and 
large: thou shalt be laughed to scorn 
and had in derision; itcontaineth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunken- 
ness and sorrow, with the cup of 
astonishment and desolation, with the 
cup of thy sister Samaria. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and suck 
it out, and thou shalt break the sherds 
thereof, and pluck oil' thine own 
breasts: for I have spoken it, saith the 
Lord God. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because thou hast forgotten me , and 
cast me behind thy back, therefore 
bear thou also thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

36 t The Lord said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Aholah and AholibahV yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 That they have committed adultery, 
and blood is in their hands, and with 
their idols have they committed adul- 
tery, and have also caused their sons, 
whom they bare unto me. to pass for 
them through the Jire, to devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done unto 
me: they have defiled my sanctuary 
in the same day, and have profaned 
my sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they came 
the same day into my sanctuary to 
profane it; and, lo, thus have they 
done in the midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have sent 
for men to come from far, unto whom 
a messenger was sent; and, lo, they 
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came: for whom thou didst wash thy- 
self, paintedst thy eyes, and deokedst 
, thyself with ornamentB, 

41 And satest upon a stately bed, 
and a table prepared before it, where- 
upon thou hast set mine incense and 
mine oil. 

42 And a voice of a multitude being 
at ease was with her: and with the 
men of the common sort were brought 
Sabeans from the wilderness, which 
put bracelets upon their hands, and 
beautiful crowns upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was old 
in adulteries, Will they now commit 
whoredoms with her, and she ibith 
themf 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that playeth 
the harlot: so went they in unto Aholah 
and unto Aholibah, tne lewd women. 

45 H And the righteous men, they 
shall judge them after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner of 
women that shed blood; because they 
are adulteresses, and blood is in their 
hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord God; I 
will bring up a company upon them, 
and will give them to be removed and 
spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone them 
with stones, and dispatch them with 
their swords ; they shall slay their sons 
and their daughters, and burn up their 
houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness to 
cease out of the land, that all women 
may be taught not to do after your 
lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewd ness upon you, and ye shall bear 
the sins of your idols: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXTY. 

A GAIN in the ninth year, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day of 
the month, the word of the Loed 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day, even of this same day : the 
king of llabylon set himself against 
Jerusalem this same day. 

3 And utter a parable unto the re- 
bellious house, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Set op a 
pot, set it on, and also pour water 
into it: 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, 
even every good piece, the thigh, and 
the shoulder; fill it with the choice 
bones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
burn also the bones under it, and make 
it boil well, and let them seethe the 
bones of it therein. 

6 t Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the bloody city, to the 
pot whose scum is therein, ana whose 
scum is not gone out of it! bring it 
out piece by piece; let no lot fall 
upon it. 
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7 For her blood is in the midst of her; 
she set it upon the top of a rock; she 
poured it not upon the ground, to 
cover it with dust; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance; I have set her 
blood upon the top of a rock, that it 
should not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Woe to the bloody city! I will even 
make the pile for lire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, con- 
sume the fiesh, and spice it well, and 
let the bones be burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be 
hot, and may burn, and that the filthi- 
ness of it may be molten in it, that 
the scum of it may be consumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with lies, 
and her great scum went not forth 
out of her: her scum shall be in the 
fire. 

13 In thy filthiness is lewdness: be- 
cause I nave purged thee, and thou 
want not purged, thou shall not be 
purged from thy filthiness any more, 
till 1 have caused my fury to rest 
upon thee. 

IT 1 the Lord have spoken it: it shall 
come to pass, and I will do d; I will 
not go back, neither will 1 spare, nei- 
ther will 1 repent ; according to thy 
‘ways, and according to thy doings, 
shall they judge thee, saith the Lord 
God. 

15 t Also the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

10 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee the desire of thine eyes with 
a stroke: yet neither shaltthou mourn 
nor weep, neither shall thy tears run 
down. 

17 Forbear to cry, make no mourning 
for the dead, bind the tire ol' thine 
head upon thee, and put on thy shoes 
upon thy feet, and cover not thy lips, 
and eat not the bread of men. 

18 So 1 spake unto the people in the 
morning: and at even my wife died; 
and I did in the morning as 1 was 
commanded. 

1,9 f And the people said unto me, 
Wilt thou not tell us what these things 
are to us, that thou doest so? 

20 Then 1 answered them, The word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

21 Speak uiito the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 1 
will profane my sanctuary, the excel- 
lency of your strength, the desire of 
your eyes and that which your soul 
pitieth: and your sons and your daugh- 
ters whom ye have left shall fall by 
the sword. 

22 And yc shall do as I have done: 
ye shall not cover your lips, nor eat 
the bread of men. 

23 And your tires shall be upon your 
heads, and your shoes upon your feet: 
ye shall not mourn nor weep; but yc 
shall pine away for your iniquities, 
and mourn one toward another, 

24 Thus Ezekiel is unto you a sign: 
according to all that he hath done 
shall ye do: and when this coineth, ye 
shall know that I am the Lord God. 
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25 Also, thou son of man, shall it not 
be in the day when I take from them 
their strength, the joy of their glory, 
the desire of their eyes, and that where- 
upon they set their minds, their sons 
and their daughters, 

26 That he that escapetli in that day 
shall come unto thee, to cause thee to 
hear it with thine ears? 

27 In that day shall thy mouth be 
opened to him which is escaped, and 
thou shalt speak, and be no more 
dumb: and thou shalt be a sign unto 
them; and they shall know that I am 
the Loan. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

riMIE word of the Lord came again 

1 unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
the Ammonites, and prophesy against 
them; 

3 And say unto the Ammonites, Hear 
the word of the Lord God; Thus saitli 
the Lord God; llecause thou saidst, 
Alia, against iny sanctuary, when it 
was profaned; and against the land of 
Israel, when it was desolate; and 
against the house of Judah, when they 
went into captivity;

5 And I will make Rabbah a stable 
for camels, and the Ammonites a 
couching place for flocks : and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

0 For thus saitli the Lord God; Be- 
cause thou hast clapped thine hands, 
and stamped with the feet, and re- 
joiced in heart with all thy despite 
against the land of Israel; 

7 Behold, therefore I will stretch out 
mine hand upon thee, and will deliver 
thee for a spoil to the heathen: and I 
will cut thee off from the people, and 
1 will cause thee to perish out of the 
countries: I will destroy thee; and 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord. 

8 IF Tlius saith the Lord God; Be- 
cause that Moab and Seir do say, Be- 
hold, the house of Judah is like unto 
all the heathen ; 

i) Therefore, behold, T will open the 
side of Moab from the cities, from his 
cities which are on his frontiers, the 
glorv of the country, Beth-jeshimoth, 
Baal-m eon, and Kiriathaim, 

10 Unto the men of the east with the 
Ammonites, and will give them in pos- 
session, that the Ammonites may not 
he remembered among the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments 
upon Moab; and they shall know that 
l am the Lord. 

12 t Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
cause that Edom hath dealt against 
the house of Judah by taking ven- 
geance, and hath greatly offended, and 
revenged himself upon them; 
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IB Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
I will also stretch out mine hand upon 
Edom, and will cut off man and beast 
from it; and I will make it desolate 
from Teman; and they of Dedan shall 
fall by the sword. 

14 And I will lay my vengeance upon 
Edom by the hand of my people Is- 
rael: and they shall do in Edom ac- 
cording to mine anger and according 
to my fury; and they shall know my 
vengeance, saith the Lord God. 

115 H Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
cause the Philistines have dealt by 
revenge, and have taken vengeance 
with a despiteful heart, to destroy it 
for the old hatred; 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Behold. I will stretch out mine hand 
upon the Philistines, and I will cut off 
the Cherethims, and destroy the rem- 
nant of the sea coast 

17 And I will execute great vengeance 
upon them with furious rebukes: and 
they shall know that I am the Lord, 
when I shall lay my vengeance upon 
them. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

A N D it came to pass in the ele- 
venth year, in the first day of the 
month, that the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, because that Tyrus 
hath said against Jerusalem, Aha, she 
is broken that was the gates of the 
people: she is turned unto me: I shall 
be replenished, now she is laid waste: 
3 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I am against thee, O Tyrus, 
and will cause many nations to come 
up against thee , as the sea causeth 
his waves to come up. 

4 And they shall destroy the walls 
of Tyrus, and break down her towers : 
I will also scrape her dust from her, 
and make her like the top of a rock. 
5 It shall be a place for the spread- 
ing of nets in the midst of the sea: 
for 1 have spoken it, saith the Lord 
God: and it shall become a spoil to 
the nations. 

6 And her daughters which are in the 
field shall be slain by the sword ; and 
they shall know that I am the Loud. 

7 f For thus saith the Lord God. Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Tyrus Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, a king of 
kings, from the north, with horses, and 
with chariots, and with horsemen, and 
companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with the sword thy 
daughters in the field: and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and cast a 
mount against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes 
he shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance of his 
horses their dust shall cover thee : thy 
walls shall shake at the noise of the 
horsemen, and of the wheels, and of 
the chariots, when he shall enter into 
thy gates, as men enter into a city 
wherein is made a breach. 

11 With the hoofs of his horses shall 
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he tread down all thy streets: he shall 
slay thy people by the sword, and thy 
strong garrisons shall go down to the 
ground. 

12 And they shall make a spoil of 
thy riches, and make a prey of thy 
merchandise: and they shall break 
down thy walls, and destroy thy plea- 
sant houses: and they shall lay thy 
stones and thy timber and thy dust in 
the midst of the water. 

13 And I will cause the noise of thy 
songs to cease; and the sound of thy 
harps shall be no more heard. 

14. And I will make thee like the top 
of a rock: thou shalt be a place to 
spread nets upon; thou shalt be built 
no more: for I the Lord have spoken 
it, saith the Lord God. 
lft I' Thus saith the Lord Gon to Tv- 
rus; Shall not the isles shake at the 
sound of thy fall, when the wounded 
cry, when the slaughter is made in the 
midst of thee ? 

1G Then all the princes of the sea 
shall come down from their thrones, 
and lay away their robes, and put off 
their broidered garments: they shall 
clothe themselves with trembling; they 
shall sit upon the ground, and shall 
tremble at every moment, and be asto- 
nished at thee. 

17 And' they shall take up a lamen- 
tation for thee, and say to thee, How 
art thou destroyed, that wast inhabited 
of seafaring men, the renowned city, 
which waat strong in the sea, she and 
her inhabitants, which cause their 
terror to be on all that haunt it! 

18 Now shall the isles tremble in the 
day of thy fall; yea, the isles that are 
in the sea shall be troubled at thy 
departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord God; 
When 1 shall make thee a desolate 
city, like the cities that are not inha- 
bited; when I shall bring up the deep 
upon thee, and great waters shall co- 
ver thee ; 

20 When I shall bring thee down 
with them that descend into the pit, 
with the people of old time, and snail 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, 
in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou be 
not inhabited; and I shall set glory 
in the land of the living; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and thou 
shalt be no more : though tfyou be sought 
for, yet shalt thou never be found 
again, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

rpHE word of the Lord came again 
-I unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, take up a 
lamentation for Tyrus; 

3 And say unto Tyrus, 0 thou that 
art situate at the entry of the sea, 
which art a merchant of the people for 
many isles, Thus saith the Lord God; 
O Tyrus, thou hast said, I am of per- 
fect beauty. 

4. Thy borders are in the midst of 
the seas, thy builders have perfected 
thy beauty. 

ft They have made all thy ship boards 
of fir trees of Senir: they have taken 
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cedars from Lebanon to make masts 
for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have they 
made thine oars; the company of the 
Ashurites have made thy benches of 
ivory , brought out of the isles of 
Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou spread- 
est forth to be thy sail; blue and 
purple from the isles of Elishah was 
that which covered tlieo. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Ar- 
vad were thy mariners: thy wise men, O 
Tyrus,£foztfwere in thee, were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gebal and tne wise 
men thereof were in thee thy calkers: 
all the ships of the sea with their 
mariners were in thee to occupy thy 
merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and 
of Phut were in thine army, thy men 
of war: they hanged the shield and 
helmet in thee; they set forth thy 
comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine army 
were upon thy walls round about, and 
the Gammadims were in thy towers: 
thev hanged their shields upon thy 
walls round about; they have made 
thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all kind of 
riches; with silver, iron, tin, and lead 
they traded in thy fairs. 

IB Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they 
were thy merchants: they traded the 
persons of men and vessels of brass 
m thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

If) The men of Dedan were thy mer- 
chants; many isles were the merchan- 
dise of thine hand: they brought thee 
for a preseut horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merchant by reason 
of the multitude of the wares of thy 
making: they occupied in thy lairs with 
emeralds, purple, and broidered work, 
and tine linen, and coral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, they 
were thy merchants: they traded in 
thy market wheat of Minnith, and 
Paunag, and honey, and oil, and halm. 

18 Damascus was thy merchant in the 
multitude of the wares of thy making, 
for the multitude of all riches; in the 
wine of Bclbon, and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan going to and 
fro occupied in thy fairs: bright iron, 
cassia, and calamus, were in thy market. 

20 Dedan was thy merchant in precious 
clothes for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of 
Kedar, they occupied with thee in 
lambs, and rams, and goats: in these 
were they thy merchants. 

22 The merchants of Sheba and Raa- 
mah, .they were thy merchants: they 
occupied m thy fairs with chief of all 
spices, and with all precious stones, 
and gold. 

23 Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, the 
merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and Chil- 
mad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. 
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25 The ships of Tarshish did sing of 
thee in thy market: and thou wast 
replenished, and made very glorious 
in the midst of the seas. 

26 f Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters: the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy 
merchandise, thy mariners, and thy 
pilots, thy calkers, and the occupiers 
of thy merchandise, and all thy men 
of war, that are in thee, and in all 
thy company, which is in the midst of 
thee, shall fall into the midst of the 
seas in the day of thy ruin. 

28 The suburbs shall shake at the 
sound of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 And all that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the sea, 
shall come down from their ships, they 
shall stand upon the land; 

BO And shall cause their voice to 
be heard against thee, and shall cry 
bitterly, and shall cast up dust upon 
their heads, they shall wallow them- 
selves in the ashes: 

31 And they shall make themselves 
utterly bald for thee, and gird them 
with sackcloth, and they shall weep 
for thee with bitterness of heart and 
bitter wailing. 

32 And in their wailing they shall 
take up a lamentation for thee, and 
lament over thee, saying, What city is 
like Tyrus, like the destroyed in the 
midst of the sea? 

33 When thy wares went forth out of 
the seas, thou filledst many people; 
thou didst enrich the kings of the 
earth with the multitude of thy riches 
and of thy merchandise. 

34. Tn the time when thou shalt be 
broken by the seas in the depths of the 
waters thy merchandise and all thv 
company in the midst of thee shall fell. 

35 All the inhabitants of the isles 
shall be astonished at thee, and their 
kings shall be sore afraid, they shall 
he troubled in their countenance. 

36 The merchants among the people 
shall hiss at thee; thou shalt be a 
terror, and never shalt be any more. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 
rpHE word of tho Lord came again 
X unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince 
of Tyrus, Thus saith the Lord Cod; 
Rccau se thine heart, is lifted up, and 
thou hast said, I am a God, I sit in 
the seat of God, in the midst of the 
seas; yet thou art a man, and not 
God, though thou set thine heart as 
the heart of God: 

3 Behold, thou art wiser than Daniel; 
there is no secret that they can hide 
from thee: 

4 With thy wisdom and with thine 
understanding thou hast gotten thee 
riches, and hast gotten gold and silver 
into thy treasures: 

6 By thy great wisdom and by thy 
traflick hast thou increased thy riches, 
and thine heart is lifted up because of 
thy riches: 

6 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because thou hast set thine heart as 
the heart of God; 

7 Behold, therefore I will bring stran- 
gers upon thee, the terrible of the na- 
tions : and they shall draw their swords 
against the beauty of thy wisdom, and 
they shall defile tny brightness.

8 They shall bring thee down to the 
pit, and thou shalt die the deaths of them 
that are slain in the midst of the seas. 

9 Wilt thou yet say before him that 
slayeth thee, I am God? but thou shalt 
be a man, and no God, in the hand of 
him that slayeth thee. 

10 Thou shalt die the deaths of the un- 
circumcised by the hand of strangers:

J2 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
upon the king of Tyrus, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord Gon; Thou 
sealest up the sum, full of wisdom, 
and perfect in beauty. 

18 Thou hast been in Eden the garden 
of God; every precious stone was thy 
covering, the sardius, topaz, and the 
diamond, the beryl, the onyx, and the 
jasper, the sapphire, the emerald, and 
the carbuncle, and gold: the work- 
manship of thy tabrets and of thy 
pipes was prepared in thee in the day 
that thou wast created. 

14 Thou art the anointed cherub that 
covereth; and I have set thee so: thou 
wast upon the holy mountain of God; 
thou hast walked up and down in the 
midst of the stones of fire. 

lb Thou wast perfect in thy ways 
from the day that thou wast created, 
till iniquity was found in thee. 

16 Bv the multitude of thy merchan- 
dise they have filled the midst of thee 
with violence, and thou hast sinned: 
therefore I will cast thee as profane 
out of the mountain of God: and I 
will destroy thee, O covering cherub, 
from the midst of the stones of tire. 

17 Thine heart was lilted up because 
of thy beauty, thou hast corrupted thy 
wisdom by reason of thy brightness : I will 
cast thee to the ground, 1 will lay thee 
before kings, that they may behold thee. 

18 Thou hast defiled thy sanctuaries 
by the multitude of thine iniquities, by 
the iniquity of thy traffick; therefore 
will I bring forth a fire from the midst 
of thee, it shall devour thee, and I will 
bring thee to ashes upon the earth in 
the sight of all them that behold thee. 

19 All they that know thee among 
the people shall be astonished at thee : 
thou shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
thou be any more. 

20 J Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, set thy face against 
Zidon, and prophesy against it, 

22 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Behold, I am against thee, O Zidon; 
and I will be glorified in the midst of 
thee: and they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall have executed 
judgments in her, and shall be sanc- 
tified in her. 

23 For I will send into her pesti- 
lence, and blood into her streets; and 
the wounded shall be judged in the 
midst of her by the sword upon her 
on every side: and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

24 1 And there shall be no more a 
pricking brier unto the house of Is- 
rael, nor any grieving thorn of all that 
are round about them, that despised 
them ; and they shall know' that I am 
the Lord God. 

26 Thus saith the Lord God; When I 
shall have gathered the house of Is- 
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rael from the people among whom 
they are scattered, and shall be sanc- 
tified in them in tne sight of the hea- 
then, then shall they dwell in their 
land that I have given to my servant 
Jacob. 

26 And thev shall dwell safely there- 
in , and shall build houses, and plant 
vineyards; yea, they shall dwell with 
confidence , when I have executed 
judgments upon all those that despise 
them round about them; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord their 
God. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

I N the tenth year, in the tenth month, 
in the twelfth day of the month, the 
word of the Lord came unto me, say- 
ing, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy 
against him, and against all Egypt: 

\\ Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord 
(ion; llehold, I am against thee, Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, the great dragon 
that lieth in the midst ol his rivers, 
which hath said, My river is mine - 
own, and I have made it for myself. 

4 But I will put hooks in thy jaws, 
and 1 will cause the fish of thy rivers 
to stick unto thy scales, and I will 
bring thee up out of the midst of thy 
rivers , and all the fish of thy rivers 
shall stick unto thy scales. 

T> And J will leave thee thrown into 
the wilderness, thee and all the fish of 
thy rivers: thou shalt fall upon the 
open fields; thou shalt not be brought 
together, nor gathered: I have given 
thee for meat to the beasts of the field 
and to the fowls of the heaven. 

6 And all the inhabitants of Egypt 
shall know that I am the Lord, be- 
cause they have been a staff of reed 
to the house of Israel. 

7 When they took hold of thee by 
thy hand, thou didst break, and rend 
all their shoulder : and when they leaned 
upon thee, thou brakest, and madest 
all their loins to be at a stand, 
b t Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God : Behold, T will bring a sword upon 
thee , and cut off man and beast out 
of thee. 

1) And the land of Egypt shall be de- 
solate and waste; and they shall know 
that 1 am the Lord : because he hath 
said. The river is mine, and I have 
made it. 

10 Behold, therefore I am against thee, 
and against thy rivers, and I will make 
the land of Egypt utterly waste and 
desolate, from the tower of Syene even 
unto the border of Ethiopia. 

11 No foot of man shall pass through 
it, nor loot of beast shall pass through 
it, neither shall it be inhabited forty 
years. 

12 And I will make the land of Egypt 
desolate in the midst of the countries 
that are desolate, and her cities among 
the cities that are laid waste shall be 
desolate forty years: and I will scatter 
the Egyptians among the nations, and 
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will disperse them through the coun- 
tries. 

13 1 Yet thus saith the Lord Gon; 
At the end of forty years will I gather 
the Egyptians from the people whither 
they were scattered: 

14 And I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of Egypt, and will cause them 
to return into the land of Pathros, into 
the land of their habitation; and they 
shall be there a base kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the king- 
doms; neither shall it exalt itself any- 
more above the nations: for I will di- 
minish them, that they shall no more 
rule over the nations. 

16 And it shall be no more the con- 
fidence of the house of Israel, which 
bringeth their iniquity to remembrance, 
when they shall look after them: but 
they shall know that J am the Lord 
God. 

17 1 And it came to pass in the se- 
ven and twentieth year, in the first 
month , in the first day of the month, 
the^word of the Lord came unto me, 
saying, 

18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon caused his army to serve 
a great service against Tyrus: every 
head was made bald, and every shoul- 
der was peeled : yet had he no wages, 
nor his army, for Tyrus, for the ser- 
vice that he had served against it: 

U) Therefore thus saith the Lord (ion; 
Behold, 1 will give the land of Egypt 
unto Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon ; 
and he shall take her multitude, and 
take her spoil, and take her prey; and 
it shall be the wages for his army. 

20 I have given him the land of Egypt 
/or his labour wherewith lie served 
against it, because they wrought for 
me, saith the Lord Gon. 

21 1 In that day will I cause the horn 
of the house of Israel to bud forth, 
and 1 will give thee the opening of 
the mouth in the midst of them; and 
they shall know that I am the Lord. 


CHAPTEK XXX. 

nPHE word of the Lord came again 
X unto me, saying, 

2 Hon of man, prophesy and say,

Hi And 1 will set (ire in Egypt: Sin 
shall have great pain, and No shall be 
rent asunder, and Noph shall have dis- 
tresses daily.

18 At Tehaphnehes also the day shall 
he darkened, when I shall break there 
the yokes of Egypt: and the pomp of 
her strength shall cease in her: as for 
her, a cloud shall cover her, and her 
daughters shall go into captivity. 

19 Thus will I execute judgments in 
Egypt: and they shall know that I ai n 
the Lord. 

20 And it came to pass in the ele- 
venth year, in the first month , in the 
seventh day of the month, that the 
word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man. I have broken the 
arm of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, 
lo, it shall not be hound up to be 
healed, to put a roller to hind it, to 
make it strong to hold the sword. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon: 
Behold, I am against Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and will break his arms, the 
strong, and that which was broken; 
and I will cause the sword to fall out 
of hi9 hand. 

211 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among tlie nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

24 And J will strengthen the arms of 
the king of Babylon, and put my sword 
in his hand : hut I will break Pharaoh’s 
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arms, and he shall groan before him 
with the groanings of a deadly wound- 
ed man. 

25 But I will strengthen the arms of 
the king of Babylon, and the arms of 
Pharaoh shall fall down; and they shall 
know that 1 am the Lord, when I shall 
put my sword into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall stretch 
it out upon the land of Egypt. 

2b And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and disperse them 
among the countries; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

A NI) it came to pass in the eleventh 
year, in the third month , in the 
first day of the month, that the word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to his multitude; 
Whom art thou like in thy greatness? 
3 f Behold, the Assyrian was a cedar 
in Lebanon with fair brunches, and 
with a shadowing shroud , and of an 
high stature; and his top was among 
the thick boughs. 

4 The waters made him great, the 
deep set him up on high with her 
rivers running round about his plants, 
and sent out her little rivers unto all 
the trees of the lield. 

5 Therefore his height was exalted 
above all the trees of the held, and his 
boughs were multiplied, and his branch- 
es became long because of the mul- 
titude of waters, when he shot forth, 
b All the fowls of heaven made their 
nests in his boughs, and under his 
branches did all the beasts of the lield 
bring forth their young, and under 
his shadow dwelt all great nations. 

7 Thus was he fair in his greatness, 
in the length of his branches: for liis 
root was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the garden of God 
could not hide him: the fir trees were 
not like his houghs, and the chesnut 
trees were not like his branches; nor 
any tree in the garden of God was 
like unto him in his beauty. 
i> 1 have made him lair by the mul- 
titude of bis branches: so that all the 
trees of Eden, that were in the garden 
of God, envied him. 

10 H Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gonj Because thou hast lifted up thy- 
self m height, and be hath shot up his 
top among the thick boughs, and his 
heart is lifted up in bis height; 

11 1 have therefore delivered him into 
the hand of the mighty one of the 
heathen; ho shall surely deal with 
him: I have driven him out for his 
wickedness. 

12 And strangers, the terrible of the 
nations, have cut him oil, and have 
left him: upon the mountains and in 
all the valleys his branches are fallen, 
and his boughs .are broken by all the 
rivers of the land; and all the people 
of the earth are gone down from his 
shadow, and have left him. 

13 Upon his ruin shall all the fowls 
of the heaven remain, and all the 
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beants of the held shall be upon his 
brandies : 

14 To the end that none of all the 
trees by the waters exalt themselves 
for their height, neither shoot up their 
top among the thick boughs, neither 
their trees stand up in their height, 
all that drink water: for they are all 
delivered unto death, to the nether 
parts of the earth, in the midst of the 
children of men, with them that go 
down to the pit. 

If) Thus saith the Lord Gon; In the 
day when he went down to the grave 
I caused a mourning: 1 covered the 
deep for him, and I restrained the 
floods thereof, and the great waters 
were stayed: and 1 caused Lebanon 
to mourn for him, and all the trees of 
the field fainted for him. 

lb 1 made the nations to shake at the 
sound of his fall, when l cast him 
do Avn to hell with them that descend 
into the pit: and all the trees of Eden, 
the choice and best of Lebanon, all 
that drink water, shall be comforted in 
the nether parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into hell 
with him unto them that be slain with 
the sword; and the*/ that were his arm, 
that, dwelt under his shadow in the 
midst of the heathen. 

IX If To whom art thou thus like in 
glory and in greatness among the trees 
of Edon V yet shalt thou be brought 
down with the trees of Eden unto the 
nether parts of the earth: thou shalt 
lie in the midst of the uncircumcised 
with them that be slain by the sword. 
This is Pharaoh and all Ins multitude, 
saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

A ND it came to pass in the twelfth 
year, in the twelfth month, in the 
first day of the month, that the word 
of the Loan came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say 
unto him, Thou art like a young lion 
of the nations, and thou art as a whale 
in the seas: and thou earnest forth 
with tliy rivers, and trouhledst the 
waters with thy feet, and fouledst 
their rivers. 

S Thus saitli the Lord God; I will 
therefore spread out my net over thee 
with a company of many people; and 
they shall bring thee up in my net. 

4 Then will I leave thee upon the 
land, I will cast thee forth upon the 
open field, and will cause all the fowls 
of the heaven to remain upon thee, 
and 1 will fill the beasts of the whole 
earth with thee. 

5 And I will lay thy flesh upon the 
mountains, and fill the valleys with 
thy height 

b I will also water with thy blood the 
land wherein thou swimmest, even to 
the mountains; and the rivers shall be 
full of thee. 

7 And when J shall put thee out, I 
will cover the heaven, and make the 
stars thereof dark; I will cover the 
sun with a cloud, and the moon shall 
not give her light 

X All the bright lights of heaven will 
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I make dark over thee, and sdt dark- 
ness upon thy land, saith the Lord lion. 

9 I will also vex the hearts of many 
people, when I shall briny thy destruc- 
tion among the nations, into the coun- 
tries which thou hast not known. 

10 Yea, I will make many people 
amazed at thee, aud their kings shall 
be horribly afraid for thee, when I 
shall brandish my sword before them; 
and they shall tremble at every moment, 
every man for his own life, in the day* 
of thy fall. 

II i For thus saith the Lord God: 
The sword of the king of Babylon shall 
come upon thee. 

12 By the swords of the mighty will 
I cause thy multitude to fall, the ter- 
rible of the nations, all of them: and 
they shall spoil the pomp of Egypt, 
and all the multitude thereof shall be 
destroyed. 

13 I will destroy also all the beasts 
thereof from beside the great waters; 
neither shall the foot of man trouble 
them any more, nor the hoofs of beasts 
trouble them. 

14. Then will I make their waters 
deep, and cause their rivers to run 
like oil, saith the Lord God. 

15 When I shall make the land of 
Egypt desolate, and the country shall 
he destitute of that whereof it was 
full, when 1 shall smite all them that 
dwell therein, then shall they know 
that I am the Loan. 

1G This is the lamentation wherewith 
they shall lament her: the daughters 
of the nations shall lament her: they 
shall lament for her, even for Egypt, 
and for all her multitude, saith the 
Lord God. 

17 t It came to pass also in the 
twelfth year, in the fifteenth day «>f 
the month, that the word of the. Loud 
came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, wail for the multitude 
of Egypt, and cast them down, even 
her. and the daughters of the famous 
nations, unto the nether parts of the 
earth, with them that go down into 
the pit. 

19 Whom dost thou pass in beauty V 
go down, and be thou laid with the 
uncireumcised. 

20 They shall fall in the midst of 
them that are slain by the sword: she 
is delivered to the sword: draw her 
and all her multitudes. 

21 The strong among the mighty 
shall speak to him out of the midst of 
hell with them that help him: they 
are gone down, they lie uncireumcised, 
slain by the sword. 

22 Asshur is there and all her com- 
pany: his graves are about him: all of 
them slain, fallen by the sword: 

23 Whose graves are set in the sides 
of the pit, and her company is round 
about her grave: all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, which caused 
terror in the land of the living. 

24. There is Elam and all her multi- 
tude round about her grave, all of them 
slain, fallen by the sword, which are 
gone down uncircumcised into the 
nether pUrts of the earth, which caused 
their terror in the land of the living; 
yet have they borne their shame with 
them that go down to the pit. 
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25 They have set her a bed in the 
midst of the slain with all her multi- 
tude: her graves are round about him: 
all of them uncircumcised, slain by 
the sword: though their terror was 
caused in the land' of the living, yet 
have they borne their shame with them 
that go down to the pit: he is put in 
the midst of them that be slain. 

26 There is Meshech , Tubal, and all 
her multitude: her graves are round 
about him: all of them uncircumcised, 
slain by the sword, though they caused 
their terror in the land of the living. 

27 And they Hhall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncir- 
cumcised, which are gone down to hell 
with their weapons of war: and they 
have laid their swords under their 
heads, but their iniquities shall be upon 
their bones, though they were the terror 
of the mighty in the land of the living. 

2H Yea, thou slialt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and ahalt 
lie with them that are slain with the 
sword. 

29 There is Edom, her kings, and all 
her princes, which with their might 
are laid by them that were slain by the 
sword: they shall lie with the uncir- 
cumcised, and with them that go down 
to the pit. 

HO There be the princes of the north, 
all of them, and all the Zidonians, 
which are gone down with the slain; 
with their terror they are ashamed of 
their might; and they lie uncircum- 
cised with them that be slain by the 
sword, and hear their shame with 
them that go down to the pit. 

HI Pharaoh shall sec them, and shall 
he. comforted over all his multitude, 
eren Pharaoh .and all his army slain 
hy the sword, saitli the Lord Gon. 

H2 Eor I have caused my terror in 
the land of the living: and he shall 
he laid in the midst of the uncircuni- 
eised with them that are slain with 
the sword, even Pharaoh and all his 
multitude, saitli the Lord Gon. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

A GAIN the word of the Loan came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man , speak to the children 
of thy people, and say unto them, 
When I bring the sword upon a land, 
if the people of the land take a man 
of their coasts, and set him for their 
watchman : 

D If when he seeth the sword come 
upon the land, he blow the trumpet, 
and warn the people; 

I Then whosoever heareth the sound 
of the trumpet, and taketh not warning; 
if the sword come, and take him away, 
his blood shall be upon his own head. 
5 He hoard the sound of the trum- 
pet, and took not warning; his blood 
shall be upon him. Hut he that taketh 
warning snail deliver his sunk 
6 But if the watchman see the sword 
come, and blow not the trumpet, and 
the people he not warned; if the sword 
come, and take any person from among 
them, he is taken away in his ini- 
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quity; but his blood will I require at 
the watchman’s hand. 

7 H So thou, 0 son of man, I have 
set thee a watchman unto the house 
of Israel; therefore thou slialt hear 
the word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. 

8 When I say unto the wicked, O 
wicked man, thou slialt surely die; 
if thou dost not speak to warn the 
wicked from his way , that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it; if 
he do not turn from his way, he shall 
die in his iniquity; hut thou hast de- 
livered thy soul. 

10 Therefore , O thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; Thus 
ye speak, saying, If our transgressions 
and our sins be upon us , and we 
pine away in them, how should we 
then live? 

11 Say unto them, J.s- I live, saith 
the Lord God. I have no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and live: 
turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die, O house of Israel? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
not deliver him in the day of his trans- 
gression : as for the wickedness of the 
wicked, lie shall not fall thereby in the 
day that lie turneth from his wicked- 
ness; neither shall tlu* righteous be 
able to live for his righteousness in the 
day that he sinneth. 

13 When I shall say to the righteous, 
that lie shall surely live; if he trust 
to his own righteousness, and commit 
iniquity, all his righteousnesses shall 
not be remembered; but for bis ini- 
quity that ho hath committed, he shall 
die for it. 

14 Again, when 1 say unto the wicked, 
Thou slialt surely die; if he turn from 
his sin, and do that which is lawful 
and right; 

15 If the wicked restore the pledge, 
give again that he had robbed, walk in 
the statutes of life, without committing 
iniquity; he shall surely live, lie shall 
not die. 

16 None of his sins that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned unto 
him: he hath done that which is law- 
ful and right; he shall surely live. 

17 H Yet the children of thy people 
say, The way of the Lord is not equal: 
but as for them, their way is not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth Irom 
his righteousness, and eommitteth ini- 
quity, he shall even die thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from his 
wickedness, and do that which is law- 
ful and right, he shall live thereby. 

20 H Yet ye say, The way of the 
Lord is not equal. O ye house of Is- 
rael, I will judge you every one after 
his ways. 

21 H And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year of our captivity, in the 
tenth month , in the fifth day of the 
month, that one that had escaped out 
of Jerusalem came unto me, saying, 
The city is smitten. 
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22 Now the hand of the Lord was 
upon me in the evening, afore he that 
was escaped came; and had opened 
my mouth, until he came to me in the 
morning; and my mouth was opened, 
and 1 was no more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, thev that inhabit 
those wastes of the land of Israel 
speak, saying, Abraham was one, and 
he inherited the land : but we are 
many; the land is given us for inheri- 
tance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus 
sait.li the Lord God; Ye eat with the 
blood, and lift up your eyes toward 
your idols, and shed blood: and shall 
ye possess the land? 

2b Ye stand upon your sword, ye work 
abomination, and ye defile every one 
his neighbour's wife: and shall ye pos- 
sess the land? 

27 Say thou thus unto them, Thus 
saitli the Lord God; As I live, surely 
they that are in the wastes shall fall 
by the sword, and him that is in the 
open held will I give to the beasts to 
be devoured, and they that he in the 
forts and in the eaves shall die of the 
pestilence. 

2K For I will lay the land most deso- 
late, and the pomp of her strength 
shall cease; and the mountains of Is- 
rael shall he desolate , that none shall 
pass through. 

2i> Then shall they know that I am 
the Lord, when I have laid the land 
most desolate because of all their abo- 
minations which they have committed. 

30 1 Also, thou son of man, the chil- 
dren of thy people still are talking 
against thee by the walls and in the 
doors of the houses, and speak one 
to another, every one to his brother, 
saying, Gome, I pray you, and hear 
what is the word that (someth forth 
from the Loan. 

31 And they come unto thee as the 
people (someth , and they sit before 
thee as my people, and they hear thy 
words, but they will not do them: for 
with their mouth they shew much 
love, but their heart goeth after their 
covetousness. 

32 And, lo, thou art unto them as a 
very lovely song of one that hath a 
pleasant voice, and can play well on an 
instrument: for they hear thy words, 
but they do them not. 

33 And when this (someth to pass, (lo, 
it will come,) then shall they know 
that a prophet hath been among them. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A N I) the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy, and say 
unto them, Thus saitli the Lord God 
unto the shepherds; Woe he to the 
shepherds of Jjrael that do feed them- 
selves! should not the shepherds feed 
the flocks? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
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with the wool, ye kill them that are 
fed: but ye feed not the flock. 

d The diseased have ye not strengthen- 
ed, neither have ye healed that which 
was sick, neither have ye bound up 
that which was broken, # neither have 
ye brought again that which was driven 
away , neither have ye sought that 
which was lost; but with force and 
with cruelty have ye ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, because 
there is no shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the beasts of the tield, when 
they Avere scattered. 

(5 My sheep wandered through all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill: yea, my flock was scattered upon 
all the face of the earth, and none did 
search or seek after them. 

7 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Loro; 

8 live, saith the Lord Goo, surely 
because my flock became a prey, and 
my flock became meat to every beast 
of the tield, because there was no shep- 
herd, neither did my shepherds search 
for my flock, but the shepherds fed 
themselves, and fed not my flock; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Loro ; 

10 Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, 
I am against the shepherds; and J will 
require my flock at their hand, and 
cause them to cease from feeding the 
flock; neither shall the shepherds feed 
themselves any more; for I will deliver 
my flock from their mouth, that they 
may not be meat for them. 

11 If For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I, even 1, will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out. 

12 As a shepherd seeketh out his flock 
in the day that he is among his sheep 
that are scattered; so will 1 seek out 
my sheep, and will deliver them out 
of all places where they have been 
scattered in the cloudy and dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from the 
countries, and will bring them to their 
own land, and feed them upon the 
mountains of Israel by the rivers, and 
in all the inhabited places of the 
country. 

1*1 1 will feed them in a good pasture, 
and upon the high mountains of Israel 
shall their fold be: there shall they lie 
in a good fold, and in a fat pasture 
shall they feed upon the mountains of 
Israel. 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the Lord 
God. 

lb J will seek that which was lost, 
and bring again that which was driven 
away, and will bind up that which was 
broken, and will strengthen that which 
was sick: but I will destroy the fat. 
and the strong; I will feed them with 
judgment. 

17 And as for you, O my flock, thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I judge 
between cattle and cattle, between the 
rams and the he goats. 
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18 Seemeth it a small thing unto you 
to huve oaten up the good pasture, 
but ye must tread down with your 
feet the residue of your pastures? and 
to have drunk of the deep waters, but 
ye must foul the residue with your 
feet? 

Hi And as for my flock, they eat that 
which ye have trodden with your feet; 
and they drink that which ye have 
fouled with your loot. 

20 If Therefore thus saitli the Lord- 
(Jon unto them; Behold, I, even l, will 
judge between the fat cattle and be- 
tween the lean cattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side 
and with shoulder, and pushed all the 
diseased with your horns, till ye have 
scattered them abroad; 

22 Therefore will 1 save my Hock, and 
they shall no more be a prey ; and 1 
will judge between cattle and cattle. 

22» And I will set up one shepherd 
over them, and he shall feed them, 
even my servant David; he shall feed 
them, and he shall be their shepherd. 
21 And I the Lord will be their God, 
and my servant David a prinee among 
them; 1 the Lord have spoken it. 

2b And I will make with them a co- 
venant of peace, and will cause the 
evil beasts to cease out of the land: 
and they shall dwell safely in the wil- 
derness, and sleep in the woods. 

2b And 1 will make them and the 
places round about my hill a blessing; 
and 1 will cause the shower to come 
down in bis season; there shall be 
showers of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the lield shall yifild 
her fruit, and the earth shall yield her 
increase, and they shall be safe in their 
land, and shall know that I am the 
Lord, when 1 have broken the bands 
of their yoke, and delivered them out 
of the hand ol‘ those that served them- 
selves of them. 

28 And they shall no more be a prey 
to the heathen, neither shall the beast 
of the laud devour them; but they 
shall dwell safely, and none shall make 
(hem afraid. 

2d And 1 will raise up for them a 
plant of renown, and they shall be no 
more consumed with hunger in the 
land, neither bear the shame of the 
heathen any more. 

bO Thus shall they know that 1 the 
Lord their God am with them, and 
that they, even the house of Israel, are 
my people, saitli the Lord God. 

81 And ye my dock, the liock of my 
pasture, are men, and 1 am your God, 
saith the Lord God. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

M OREOVER the word of the Lord 
camo unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
mount Seir, and prophesy against it, 

3 And say unto it. Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, 0 mount Seir, 1 
am against thee, and I will stretch out 
mine hand against thee, and 1 will 
make thee most desolate. 
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4 I will lay thy cities waste, anil 
thou slialt be desolate, and tliou shalt 
know that 1 am the Lord. 

5 Because thou hast had a perpetual 
hatred, and hast shed the blood of the 
children of Israel by the force of the 
sword in the time of their calamity, in 
the time that their iniquity had an end: 

6 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will prepare thee unto blood, 
and blood shall pursue thee: sitli thou 
hast not hated blood, even blood shall 
pursue thee. 

7 Thus will I make mount Seir most 
desolate, and cut off from it him that 
passeth out and him that returneth. 

8 And I will till his mountains with 
his slain men: in thy hills, and in thv 
valleys, and in all thy rivers, shall 
they fall that are slain with the sword. 

1) I will make thee perpetual desola- 
tions, and thy cities shall not return: 
and ye shall know that I am the Loud. 

10 Because thou hast said, These two 
nations and these two countries shall 
be mine, and we will possess it; whereas 
the Lord was there: 

11 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will even do according to thine 
anger, and according to thine envy, 
which thou bast used out of thy hatred 
against them; and 1 will make myself 
known among them, when I have 
judged thee. 

T2 And thou shall know' that 1 ant 
the Loud, and that I have heard all thy 
blasphemies wliicli thou hast spoken 
against the mountains of Israel, say- 
ing, They are laid desolate, they are 
given us to consume. 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have multi- 
plied your words against me : 1 have 
heard them. 

14 Thus saith the Lord God; When 
the whole earth rejoiceth, I will make 
thee desolate. 

15 As thou didst rejoice at the inher- 
itance of the house of Israel, because, 
it was desolate, so will J do unto thee : 
thou shalt be desolate, 0 mount Seir, 
and all Idumea, even all of it: and 
they shall know 7 that 1 am the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

A LSO, thou son of man, prophesy 
unto the mountains of Israel, and 
say, Ye mountains of Israel, hear the 
word of the Lord: 

2 Thus saith the Lord God; Because 
the enemy hath said against you, Aha, 
even the ancient high places are ours 
in possession : 

8 Therefore prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Because they have 
made you desolate, and swallowed you 
up on every side, that ye might be a 
possession unto the residue of the 
heathen, and 7 ye are taken up in the 
lips of talkers, and are an infamy of 
the people: 

4 Therefore , ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains,

to the cities that are forsaken, which 
became a prey and derision to the 
residue of tne heathen that are round 
about; 

5 Therefore thus saitli the Lord (ion; 
Surely in the lire of my Jealousy 
have f spoken against the residue of 
the heathen, and against all Idumea, 
which have appointed my land into 
their possession with the joy of all 
their heart, with despiteful minds, to 
cast it out for a prey. 

() Prophesy therefore concerning the 
land of Israel, and say unto the moun- 
tains, and to the hills, to the rivers, 
and to the valleys, Thus saitli the 
Lord (ion; Behold, 1 have spoken in 
my jealousy and in my fury, because 
ye have borne the shame of the 
heathen : 

7 Therefore thus saitli the Lord God; 

I have lifted up mine hand, Surely the 
heathen that are about you, they shall 
bear their shame. 

X 1 But ye, (> mountains of Israel, 
ye shall shoot forth your branches, and 
yield your fruit to my people of Israel; 
for they are at hand to come. 
i> For, behold, I am for you, and I 
will turn unto you, and ye shall be 
tilled and sown: 

10 And 1 will multiply men upon 
you, all the house of Israel, even all 
of it: and the cities shall be inhabited, 
and the wastes shall he budded: 

11 And I will multiply upon you man 
and beast; and they shall increase and 
bring fruit: and 1 will settle you after 
your old estates, and will do better 
unto yon than at your beginnings: and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

lli Vea, 1 will cause men to walk 
upon you, even my people Israel; and 
they shall possess thee, and thou shall 
be their inheritance, and thou shalt no 
more henceforth bereave them of men . 

Id Thus saitli the Lord Gon; Because 
they say unto you, Thou land devour- 
est up men, and hast bereaved thy 
nations; 

H Therefore thou shalt devour men 
no more, neither bereave thy nations 
any more, saith the Lord Gon. 

lb Neither will 1 cause men to hear 
in thee the shame of the heathen any 
more, neither shalt thou bear the re- 
proach of the people any more, nei- 
ther shalt thou cause tliy nations to 
fall any more, saith the Lord Gon. 

lb 1 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of 
Israel dwelt in their own land, they 
defiled it by their own way and by 
their doings: their way was before me 
as the undeanness of a removed wo- 
man. 

lb Wherefore I poured my fury upon 
them for the blood that they had sned 
upon the land , and for their idols 
wherewith they had polluted it: 

11) And I scattered them among the 
heathen , and they were dispersed 
through the countries: according to 
their way and according to their doings 
1 judged them. 
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20 And when they entered unto the 
heathen, whither they went, they pro- 
faned my holy name, when they said 
to them, These are the people of the 
Lord, and are gone forth out of his 
land. 

21 T But I had pity for mine holy 
name, which the house of Israel had 
profaned among the heathen, whither 
they went 

22 Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; I do 
not this for your sakes, O house of 
Israel, but for mine holy name’s sake, 
which ye have profaned among the 
heathen, whither ye went. 

23 And I will sanctify my great name, 
which was profaned among the hea- 
then, which ye have profaned in the 
midst of them; and the heathen shall 
know that I am the Lord, saith the 
Lord Gon, when I shall be sanctified 
in you before their eyes. 

24 Tor I will take you from among 
the heathen, and gather you out of all 
countries, and will bring you into your 
own land. 

25 *|f Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all vour filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you. 

26 A new heart also will 1 give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within you: 
and I will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I will give you 
an heart of flesh. 

27 And 1 will put my spirit within 
you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them . 

28 And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I gave to your fathers: and ye 
shall be my people, and 1 will be your 
God. 

29 I will also save you from all your 
uncleannesses: and 1 will call for the 
corn, and will increase it, and Jay no 
famine upon you. 

HO And I will multiply the fruit of 
the tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more reproach 
of famine among the heathen. 

HI Then shall ye remember your own 
evil ways, and your doings that were 
not good, and shall lothe yourselves 
in your own sight for your iniquities 
and for your abominations. 

32 Not for your sakes do I this, saitli 
the Lord Gon, he it known unto you : 
be ashamed and confounded for your 
own ways, O house of Israel. 

3H Thus saith the Lord Gon; In the 
day that i shall have elcanRed you 
from all your iniquities I will also 
cause yon to dwell in the cities , and 
the wastes shall be budded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight of all that passed by. 

35 And they shall say. This land that 
was desolate is become like the garden 
of Eden; and the waste and desolate 
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and ruined cities are become fenced. 
and are inhabited. 

36 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I the 
Lord build the ruined places , and plant 
that that was desolate: I the Loro have 
spoken it, and I will do it. 

37 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
yet for this be enquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do it for them; I will 
increase them with men like a nock. 

38 As the holy flock, as the flock of 
Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so 
shall the waste cities be filled with 
flocks of men: and they shall know 
that 1 am the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

T HE hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and carried me out in the spirit of 
the Loan, and set me down in the 
midst of the valley which 7Pas full of 
bones, 

2 And caused me to pass by them 
round about: and, behold, there were 
very many in the open valley; and, lo, 
they were, very dry. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
can these bones live? And I answered, 
(> Lord (ion, thou knowest- 

4 Again he said unto me, Prophesy 
upon these bones, and say unto them, 
(> ye dry bones, hear the word of the 
Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God unto these 
bones; Behold, I will cause breath to 
enter into you, and ye shall live: 

0 And 1 will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, and 
cover you with skin, and put breath 
in you, and ye shall live; and ye shall 
know that 1 am the Loan. 

7 So 1 prophesied as 1 was com- 
manded: and as I prophesied, there 
was a noise, and behold a shaking, and 
the bones came together, bone to his 
bone. 

8 And when 1 beheld, lo, the sinews 
and the flesh came up upon them, 
and the skin covered them above: but 
there was no breath in them. 

9 Then said he unto me, Prophesy 
unto the wind, prophesy, son of man, 
and say to the wind, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Como from the four winds, 
(> breath, and breathe upon these slain, 
that they may live. ^ 

10 So J prophesied as he commanded 
me , and the breath came into them, 
and they lived, and stood up upon 
their feet, an exceeding great army. 

11 H Then he said unto me. Son of 
man, these bones are the whole house 
of Israel: behold, they say. Our bones 
are dried, and our hope is lost: we are 
cut off for our parts. 
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12 Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord Gon; Be- 
hold, O my people, T will open your 
graves, and cause you to come up out 
of your graves, and bring you into the 
land of Israel. 

IB And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have opened your graves, 
0 my people, and brought you up 
out of your graves, 

14 And shall put my spirit in you, 
and ye shall live, and I shall place 
you in your own land : then shall ye 
know that I the Lord have spoken it, 
and performed it, saith the Lord. 

15 If The word of the Loan came 
again unto me, saying, 

16 Moreover, thou son bf man, take 
thee one stick, and write upon it, For 
Judah, and for the children of Israel 
his companions: then take another 
stick, and write upon it, For Joseph, 
the stick of Ephraim, and for all the 
house of Israel his companions : 

17 And join them one to another into 
one stick; and they shall become one 
in thine hand. 

18 And when the children of thy 
people shall speak unto thee, saying, 
Wilt thou not shew us what thou 
meanest by these? 

19 iSay unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gon ; Behold, l will take the stick 
of Joseph , which is in the hand of 
Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel his 
fellows, and will put them with him, 
even with the stick of Judah, and make 
them one stick, and they shall be one 
in mine hand. 

20 If And the sticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand before 
their eyes. 

21 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gon; Behold, J will take the 
children of Israel from among the hea- 
then, whither they be gone, and will 
gather them on every side, and bring 
them into their own land: 

22 And I will make them one nation 
in the land upon the mountains of Is- 
rael; and one king shall be king to 
them all: and they shall he no more 
two nations, neither shall they be di- 
vided into two kingdoms any more 
at all: 

29 Neither shall they delile themselves 
any more with their idols, nor with 
their detestable things, nor with any 
of their transgressions : hut I will save 
them out of all their dwellingplaces, 
wherein they have sinned, and will 
cleanse them: so shall they be my 
people, and I will be their God. 

24 And David my servant shall be 
king over them; and they all shall 
have one shepherd: they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and observe 
my statutes, and do them. 

25 And they shall dwell in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my 
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servant, wherein vour fathers have 
dwelt: and thev shall dwell therein, 
even they, and their children, and their 
children’s children for ever: and my 
servant David shall be their prince for 
ever. 

26 Moreover I will make a covenant 
of peace with them ; it shall be an 
everlasting covenant with them: and 
I will place them, and multiply them, 
and will set my sanctuary in the midst 
of them for evermore. 

27 My tabernacle also shall be with 
them: yea, I will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

28 And the heathen shall know that 
I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when 
my sanctuary shall be in the midst of 
them for evermore. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

A N D the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
Gog, the land of Magog, the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal , and 
prophesy against him, 

3 And say, Thus saitli the Lord Gon; 
Rehold, I am against thee, O Gog, the 
chief prince of Meshech and Tubal: 
4 And I will turn thee back, and put 
hooks into thy jaws, and I will bring 
thee forth, and all thine army, horses 
and horsemen, all of them clothed 
with all sorts of armour , even a great 
company with bucklers and shields, all 
of them handling swords: 

5 Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with 
them; all of them with shield and 
helmet: 

6 Gomer, and all his bands; the house 
of Togarmah of the north quarters, 
and all his bands: and many people 
with thee. 

7 Re thou prepared, and prepare for 
thyself, thou, and all thy company 
that are assembled unto thee, and be 
thou a guard unto them. 

8 f After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land that is brought 
back from the sword, and is gathered 
out of many people, against the moun- 
tains of Israel, which have been al- 
ways waste: but it is brought forth out 
of the nations, and they shall dwell 
safely all of them. 

t) Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to 
cover the laud, thou, and all thy bands, 
and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gon; It shall 
also come to pass, that at the same 
time shall things come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt think an evil thought: 
JI And thou shalt say, I will go 
up to the land of umvalled villages; 

1 will go to them that are at rest, 
that dwell safelv, all of them dwell- 
ing without walls, and having neither 
bars nor gates, 

12 To take a spoil, and to take a prey; 
to turn thine hand upon the desolate 
places that are. now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered out of the 
nations, which have gotten cattle and 
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goods, that dwell in the midst of the 
land. 

13 Sheba, and Dedan, and the mer- 
chants of Tarshish, with all the young 
lions thereof, shall say unto thee, Art 
thou come to take a spoil? hast thou 
gathered thy company to take a prey? 
to carry away silver and gold, to take 
away cattle and goods, to take a great 
spoil? 

14 f Therefore, son of man, prophesy 
and say unto Gog, Thus saith the Lord 
Gon; In that day when my people of 
Israel dwelleth safely, shalt thou not 
know it? 

15 And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts, thou, and 
many people with thee, all of them 
riding upon horses, a great company, 
and a mighty army: 

16 And thou shalt come up against 
my people of Israel, as a cloud to cover 
the land; it shall be in the latter days, 
and I will bring thee against my land, 
that the heathen may know me, when 
I shall be sanctified in thee, O Gog, 
before their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord Gon; AW thou 
he of whom I have spoken in old time 
by my servants the prophets of Israel; 
which prophesied in those days many 
years that I would bring thee against 
them?. 

18 And it shall come to pass at 
the same time when Gog shall come 
against the land of Israel, saith the 
Lord Gon, that my fury shall come up 
in my face. 

19 For in my jealousy and in the fire 
of my wrath have 1 spoken, Surely in 
that day there shall bo a great shak- 
ing in the land of Israel; 

20 So that the fishes of the sea, and 
the fowls of the heaven, and the beasts 
of the field, and all creeping things 
that creep upon the earth, and all the 
men that are upon the face of the 
earth, shall shake at my presence, and 
the mountains shall be thrown down, 
and the steep places shall fall, and 
every wall shall fall to the ground. 

21 And I will call for a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains, 
saith the Lord Gon: every man’s sword 
shall be against his brother. 

' 22 And I will plead against him with 
pestilence and with blood; and I will 
rain upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many people that are 
with him, an overflowing rain, and 
great hailstones, tire, and brimstone. 

23 Thus will 1 magnify myself, and 
sanctify myself; and I will be known 
in the eyes of many nations, and they 
shall know that I am the Loan. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 

rPHERKFORE, thou son of man, pro* 

1 phesy against Gog, and say, Thus 
saith the Lord Gon; Behold, I am 
against thee, O Gog, the chief prince 
of Meshech and Tubal: 

2 And 1 will turn thee back, and 
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leave but the sixth part of thee, and 
will cause thee to come up from the 
north parts } and will bring thee upon 
the mountains of Israel: 

3 And I will smite thy bow out of 
thy left hand, and will cause thine 
arrows to fall out of thy right hand. 

4 Thou slialt fall upon the mountains 
of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and 
the people that is with thee: I, will 
give thee unto the ravenous birds of 
every sort, and to the beasts of the 
field to be devoured. 

f> Thou shalt fall upon the open 
field: for I have Hpoken it, saith the 
Lord Gon. 

6 And I will send a fire on Magog, 
and among them that dwell carelessly 
in the isles: and they shall know that 

I am the Loan. 

7 So will T make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people Is- 
rael ; and I will not let them pollute 
my holy name any more: and the 
heathen shall know that I am the 
Loro, the Holy One in Israel. 

K If Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord Gon; this is the day 
whereof 1 have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities 
of Israel shall go forth, and shall set 
on lire and burn the weapons, both 
the shields and the bucklers, the bows 
and the arrows , and the handstaves, 
and the spears, and they shall burn 
them with fire seven years: 

JO So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down any 
out of the forests; for they shall burn 
the weapons with fire: and they shall 
spoil those that spoiled them , and 
rob those that robbed them, saith the 
Lord God. 

II f And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that 1 will give unto Gog a 
place there of graves in Israel, the 
valley of the passengers on the east 
of the sea: and it shall stop the noses 
of the passengers : and there shall 
they bury Gog and all his multitude: 
and they shall call it The valley of 
Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the house 
of Israel be burying of them, that 
they may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land 
shall bury them ; and it shall be to 
them a renown the day that I shall 
be glorified, saith the Lord God. 

14 And they shall sever out men of 
continual employment, passing through 
the land to bury with the passengers 
those that remain upon the face of the 
earth, to cleanse it: after the end -of 
seven months shall they search. 

lb And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth a 
man’s bone ? then shall he ’set up a 
sign by it, till the buriers have buried 
it in the valley of Ilamon-gog. 

10 And also the name of the city 
shall be Hamonah. Thus shall they 
cleanse the land. 

17 J And, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord God; Speak unto every fea- 
thered fowl, and to every beast of the 
field, Assemble yourselves, and come; 
gather yourselves on every side to my 
sacrifice that I do sacrifice for you, 
even a great sacrifice upon the moun • 
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tains of Israel, that ye may eat flesh, 
and drink blood. 

18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes ot‘ 
the earth, of rams, of lambs, and of 
goats, of bullocks, all of them fatlings 
of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till yc be 
full, and drink blood till ye bo drunken, 
of my sacrifice which lhave sacrificed 
for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, with mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saitli 
the Lord Gon. 

21 And I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen shall 
see my judgment that I have executed, 
and my hand that I have laid upon 
them. 

22 So the house of Israel shall know 
that I am the Lord their God from 
that day and forward. 

23 f And the heathen shall know that 
the house of Israel went into captivity 
for their iniquity: because they tres- 
passed against me, therefore hid I my 
lace from them, and gave them into 
the hand of their enemies: so fell they 
all by the sword. 

21 According to their uncleanness 
and according to their transgressions 
have I done unto them, and hid my 
face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saitli the Lord Gon ; 
Now will I bring again the captivity 
of .Jacob , and have mercy upon the 
whole house of Israel, and will be 
jealous for my holy name; 

2G After that they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses where- 
by they have trespassed against me, 
when they dwelt safely in their land, 
and none made them afraid. 

27 When 1 have brought them again 
from the people , and gathered them 
out of their enemies’ lands, and am 
sanctified in them in the sight of many 
nations; 

28 Then shall they know that I am 
the Loan their God, which caused them 
to be led into captivity among the 
heathen: but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left 
none of them any more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for 1 have poured 
out my spirit upon the house of Israel, 
saitli the Lord Gon. 

CHAPTER XL. 

I N the five and twentieth year of 
our captivity, in the beginning of 
the year, in the tenth dan of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 
city was smitten, in the selfsame day 
the hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought he 
me into the land of Israel^ and set me 
upon a very high mountain, by which 
was as the frame of a city on the south. 
3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose ap- 
pearance was like the appearance of 
brass, with a line of flax in his hand, 
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at ul a measuring reed; and he stood 
in the gate. 

4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hoar with thine ears, ami sot thine 
heart upon all that 1 shall Hhew thee; 
for to the intent that I might shew 
them unto thee art thou brought hither: 
declare all that thou seest to the house 
of Israel. 

f> And behold a wall on the outside 
of the house round about, and in the 
man’s hand a measuring reed of six 
cubits long by the cubit and an hand 
breadth: ho he measured the breadth 
of the building, one reed; and the 
height, one reed. 

f» ^ Then came he unto the gate which 
lookcth toward the east, and went up 
the stairs thereof, and measured the 
threshold of the gate, which was one 
reed broad; and the other threshold of 
the gate, which was one reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits; and the threshold of the gate 
by this porch of the gate within was 
one reed. 

K lie measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed. 

0 Then measured he the porch of the 
gate, eight cubits; and the posts there- 
of, two cubits; and the porch of the 
gate, was inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the gate 
eastward were three on this side, and 
three on that side; they three were of 
one measure: and the pouts had one 
measure on this side and on that side. 

11 And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten eubits; ami 
the length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side . , 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were six 
cubits on this side, and six cubits on 
that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to the 
roof of another: the breadth was live 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also posts of threescore 
cubits, even unto the post of the court 
round about the gate. 

lb And from the face of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the porch 
of the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

It* And there were, narrow windows to 
the little chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate roundabout, and like- 
wise to the arches: and windows were. 
round about inward: and upon each 
post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought lie me into the out- 
ward court, and, lo, there were cham- 
bers, and a pavement made for the 
court round about: thirty chambers 
were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side of

the gates over against the length of 
the gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward 
and northward. 

20 ! And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And fhe little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the 
measure of the first gate: the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were after 
the measure of the gate that looketh 
toward the east; and thev went up 
unto it by seven steps; and the arches 
thereof were before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gate to gate an hundred 
cubits. 

24 f After that lie brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gate toward 
the south: and he measured the posts 
thereof' and the arches thereof accord- 
ing to these measures. 

25 And there were windows in it and 
in the arches thereof round about, like 
those windows: the length was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and t.lie arches thereof were 
before them: and it had palm trees, 
one on this aide, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he mea- 
sured from gate to gate toward the 
south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he mea- 
sured the south gate according to these 
measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures: 
and there were windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about: it was 
fifty; cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
rive and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereol: and the going 
up to it had eight steps. 

32 If And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and he 
measured the gate according to these 
measures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these mea- 
sures: and there were windows therein 
and in the arches thereof round about: 
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^ was lifty oubit» long, and live and 
twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the outward court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, on 
this side, and on that side: and the 
going up to it had eight steps. 

3;> i And he brought me to the north 
gate, and measured it according to 
these measures; 

30 The little chambers thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth live and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, 
and on that side: and the going up to 
it had eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 

33 11 And in the poreli of the gate 
were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon the 
burnt o tiering and the sill offering and 
the trespass offering. 

40 Ami at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the other 
side, which was at the porch of the 
gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side of 
the gate; eight tables, whereupon they 
slew their saenjiees . 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high: where- 
upon also they laid the instruments 
wherewith they slew the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks , an hand 
broad , fastened roundabout: and upon 
the tables was the flesh of the offering. 

44 If And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the side 
of the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south : one at the side 
of the east gate having the prospect 
toward the north. 

4. r > And he said unto me, This cham- 
ber, whose prospect is toward the 
south, is for the priests, the keepers 
of the. charge of the house. 

4<> Ami the chamber whose prospect 
is toward the north is for the priests, 
the keepers of the charge of the ultar: 
these are the sons of Zadok among the 
sons of Levij which come near to the 
Lord to minister unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an hun- 
dred cubits long, and an hundred cu- 
bits broad, foursquare; and the altar 
that was before the house. 

48 t And he brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured each post 
of the porch, live cubits on this side, 
and five cubits ou that side: and the 
breadth of the gate was three ctfbits 
on this side, and three cubits on that 
side. 
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49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the steps 
whereby they went up to it: and there 
were pillars by the posts, one on this 
side, and another on that side. 


CHAPTER XLI. 

A FTERWARD he brought me to the 
temple, and measured the posts, 
six cubits broad on tlie one side, and 
six cubits broad on tho other side, 
which tons the breadth of the tabernacle. 
2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the sides of the door 
were live cubits on the one aide , and 
live cubits on the other side: and he- 
measured the length thereof, forty cu- 
bits: and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went lie inward, and mea- 
sured the post of the door, two cubits; 
and the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven cubits. 

4 So he measured the length thereof, 
twenty cubits; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he said 
unto me, This is the most holy place. 
& After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
ererii side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

0 And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side cham- 
bers round about, that they might 
have bold, but they bad not hold in 
the wall of the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding about of 
the house went still upward round 
about the house: therefore the breadth 
of the house was still upward, and so 
increased from the lowost chamber to 
the highest by the midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about: the foundations of the 
side chambers were a full reed of six 
great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, was 
live cubits: and that which was left 
was the place of the side chambers 
that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was left, 
one door toward the north, and ano- 
ther door toward the south: and the 
breadth of the place that was left was 
live cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward 
the west was seventy cubits broad ; 
and the wall of the building was live 
cubits thick round about, and the 
length thereof ninety cubits. 
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Jo So ho measured the house, an hun- 
dred cubits long; and the separate 
place, and the building, with the walls 
thereof, an hundred cubits long; 

Id Also the breadth of the face of the 
house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against tlie separate 
place which was behind it, and the 
galleries thereof on the one side and 
on the other side, an hundred cubits, 
with the inner temple, and the porches 
of the court; 

If) The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the gallories round about 
on their three stories, over against the 
door, cieled with wood round about, 
and from the ground up to the win- 
dows, and the windows were covered ; 
17 To that above the door, even unto 
the inner house, and without, and by 
all the wall round about within and 
without, by measure. 

IS And it was made with cherubims 
and palm trees, so that a palm tree 
was between a cherub and a cherub; 
and even/ cherub had two faces; 

I!) So that the face of a man was to- 
ward the palm tree on the one side, 
and the hum of a young lion toward 
the palm tree on the other side: it was 
made through all the house round 
about. 

‘JO From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and an the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanctuary; 
the appearance of the one as the ap- 
pearance of the other . 

22 The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cu- 
bits; and the corners thereof, and the 
length thereof, and the walls thereof, 
were of wood: and he said unto me, 
This is the table that is before the Loan. 

2d Ami the temple and the sanctuary 
had two doors. 

21 Ami the floors had two leaves 
afteve, two turning leaves; two leaces 
for the one door , and two leaves for 
the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the floors of the temple, cherubims 
and palm trees, like as were made 
upon the walls; and there were thick 
planks upon the face of the porch 
without. 

2(> And there were narrow windows 
ami palm trees un the one side and on 
the other side, on the sides of the 
porch, and upon, the side chambers of 
the house, and thick planks. 

ClIAPTEK ALII. 

fPHKN lie brought me forth into the 

1 litter court, the way toward the 
north: ami he brought me into the 
chamber that was over against the se- 
parate place, and which was before the 
building toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty cubits which 
were lor the inner court, and over 
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againsj; the pavement which mas for 
the utter court, was gallery against 
gallery in three stories. 

4 And before the chambers ivas a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, a 
way of one cubit; and their doors to- 
ward the north. 

5 Mow the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries were higher 
than these, than the lower , and than 
the middlemost of the building. 

G For they were in three stories, but 
had not pdlars as the pillars of the 
courts: therefore the building was strait- 
ened more than the lowest and the 
middlemost from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the utter 
court on the forepart of the chambers, 
the length thereof was; fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that- 
were in the utter court was fifty cubits : 
and, lo, before the temple were an hun- 
dred cubits. 

V) And from under these chambers was 
the entry on the east side, as one 
goeth into them from the utter court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
ness of the wall of the court toward 
the east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they' and all their 
goings out were both according to their 
fashions, and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south 
was a door in the head of the way, 
even the way directly before the wall 
toward the east, as one entereth into 
them. 

IB K Then said lie unto me, The north 
chambers and the south chambers, 
which are before the separate place, 
they be holy chambers, where the 
priests that approach unto the Loud 
shall eat the most holy things: there 
shall they lay the most holy things, 
and the meat offering, and the sin 
offering, and the trespass offering; for 
the place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but there 
they shall lay their garments wherein 
they minister; for they are holy; anti 
shall put on other garments, and shall 
approach to those things which are for 
the people. 

15 Mow when lie had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, lie brought 
me forth toward the gate whose pros- 
pect is toward the east, and measured 
it round about. 

1G He measured the east side with the 
measuring reed, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed round about. 
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18 He measured the south side, live 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed. 

ly f He turned about to the west 
side, and measured live hundred reeds 
with the measuring reed. 

‘20 He measured it by the four sides: 
it had a wall round about, live hundred 
reeds long, and live hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanc- 
tuary and the profane place, 

CHAPTER XLm. 

A fterward he brought me to 

the gate, even the gate that looketh 
toward the east: 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came from the way of the east: 
and his voice was like a noise of many 
waters: and the earth shined with his 
glory. 

H And it was according to the appear- 
ance of the vision which I saw , even 
according to the vision that I saw 
when 1 came to destroy the city: and 
the visions were like the vision that 
I saw by the river Chebar; and 1 fell 
upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the Lord came 
into the house by the way of the gate 
whose prospect, is toward the east. 
f> So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; and, 
behold, the glory of the Lord tilled 
the house. 

0 And 1 heard him speaking unto me 
out of the house; and the man stood 
by me. 

7 f And he said unto me, Son of 
man, the place of my throne, and the 
place of the soles of my feet, where 1 
will dwell in the midst of the children 
of Israel for ever, and my holy name, 
shall the house of Israel no more detile, 
neither they, nor their kings, by their 
whoredom, nor by the carcases of their 
kings in their high places. 

8 In their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post by 
my posts, and the wall between me 
and them , they have even detiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed: wherefore 1 have 
consumed them in mine anger. 

U Now let them put away their whore- 
dom, and the carcases of their kings, 
far from me, and I will dwell in the 
midst of them for ever. 

10 Thou son of man, shew the house 
to the house of Israel, that they may 
he ashamed of their iniquities: and let 
then) measure the pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all that 
they have done, shew them the form 
of the house, and the fashion thereof, 
and the goings out thereof, and the 
comings in thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, 
and all the forms thereof, and all the 
laws thereof: and write it in their 
sight., that they may keep the whole 
form thereof, and all the ordinances 
thereof, and do them. 

12 This is the iaw of the house: Upon 
the top of the mountain the whole limit 
thereof round about shall he most holy, 
llehold, this is the law of the house. 
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13 And these are the measures of 
the altar after the eubits: The cubit 
is a cubit and an hand breadth; even 
the bottom shall be a cubit, and the 
breadth a cubit, and the border thereof 
by the edge thereof round about shall 
be a span: and this shall be the higher 
place of the altar. 

14. And from the bottom upon the 
ground even to the lower settle shall 
be two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit; and from the lesser settle even 
to the greater settle shall be four cubits, 
and the breadth one cubit. 

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

H> And the altar shall be twelve cubits 
long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof; and the border 
about it shall be half a cubit; and 
the bottom thereof shall be a cubit 
about; and his stairs -shall look toward 
the east. 

IS H And he said unto me, Soil of 
man, thus saitli the Lord (Jon; These 
are the ordinances of the altar in the 
day when they shall make it, to oiler 
burnt oilerings thereon, and to sprinkle 
blood thereon. 

lb And thou slialt give to the priests 
the Lcvites that he of the seed of Zadok, 
which approach unto me, to minister 
unto me, saitli the Lord (Jon, a young 
bullock for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shall, take of the blood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 
about: thus shall thou cleanse and 
purge it. 

21 Thou slialt take the bullock also 
of the sin olfering, and he shall burn 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
without the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou slialt, 
oiler a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering; and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse it with 
the bullock. 

23 When thou bast made an end of 
cleansing it. Hum slialt oiler a young 
bullock without blemish , and a ram 
out of the Hock without blemish. 

24 And thou slialt offer them before 
the Loan, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a burnt olfering unto the 
Loan. 

25 Seven days shall thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the lluck, with- 
out blemish. 

2b Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall con- 
secrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that upon the eighth day, 
and so forward, the priests shall make 
your burnt oilerings upon the altar, 
and your peace offerings; and I will 
accept you, saith the Lord God. 
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CHAPTER XLIV. 

rPIIEN he brought me back the way 

1 of the gate of the outward sane- 
tuary which looketli toward the east; 
and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shall enter in by it; be- 
cause the Lord, the God of Israel, 
hath entered in by it, therefore it shall 
be shut. 

3 It is for the prince; the prince, he 
shall sit in it to eat bread before the 
Lord; ho shall enter by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and shall go out by 
the wav of the same. 

4 Tf Then brought he me the way of 
the north gale before the house: and I 
looked, and, behold, the glory of the 
Lord filled the house of the Lord: and 
I fell upon my face. 

f> And the Lord said unto me, Son 
of man, mark well, and behold with 
thine eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that 1 say unto thee concerning all 
the ordinances of the house, of the Lord. 
and all the laws thereof; and mark well 
the entering in of the house, with every 
going forth of the sanctuary. 

G And thou shall say to the rebellious, 
even to the house of Israel, Thus saith 
the Lord God; O ye house of Israel, 
let it suffice you of all your abomi- 
nations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my 
sanctuary strangers, uncircumcisod in 
heart, and uncircumcised in fiosh, to 
be in my sanctuary, to pollute it, even 
my bouse, when ye oiler my bread, 
the fat and the blood, and they have 
broken my covenant because of all 
your abominations. 

K And ye have not kept the charge 
of mine holy things: but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanctuary 
for yourselves. 

11 *1 Thus saith the Lord God; No 
stranger, uncircumcisod in heart, nor 
uncircumcised in fie^h, shall enter into 
my sanctuary , of any stranger that is 
among the children of Israel. 

10 And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray awav from 
me after their idols; they shall even 
hear their iniquity. 

11 Vet they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates 
of the bouse, and ministering to the 
bouse: they snail slay the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice for the people, 
and they ghall stand before them to 
minister unto them. 

12 lieeause they ministered unto them 
before their idols, and caused the 
house of Israel to fall into iniquity; 
therefore have 1 lifted up mine hand 
against them, saith the Lord God, and 
they shall hear their iniquity. 

13 And. they shall not eoine near 
unto me, to do the office of a priest 
unto me , nor to come near to anv of 
my holy things, in the most holy 
place: but they shall bear their shame, 
and their abominations which they 
have committed. 
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14 But I will make them keepers of 
the charge of the house , for all the 
service thereof, and for all that shall 
be done therein. 

15 f But the priests the Levites , the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the -charge of 
my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me, they shall 
come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand before me to offer 
unto me the fat and the blood, saith 
the Lord Gon: 

16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to my table, 
to minister unto me, and they shall 
keep my charge. 

17 f And it shall come to pass, tluil 
when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall he clothed with 
linen garments; and no wool shall 
come upon them, whiles they minister 
in the gates of the inner court, and 
within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shall have linen 
breeches upon their loins; they shall 
not gird themselves with any thing that, 
causeth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court 
to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministered, and 
lay them in the holy chambers, and 
they shall put on other garments; and 
they shall not sanctify the people with 
their garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to grow 
long; they shall only poll their heads. 

21 Neither shall any priest drink wine, 
when they enter into the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put 
away: but they shall take maidens of 
the seed of the house of Israel, or 
a widow that had a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 
profane, and cause them to discern 
between the unclean and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they shall stand 
in judgments; and they shall judge it 
according to my judgments: and they 
shall keep my laws and my statutes 
iu all mine assemblies; and they shall 
hallow' my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves: but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for sister 
that hath had no husband, they may 
defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shall 
reckon unto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goetli into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, 
to minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his sin offering, saith the Lord 
God. 

28 And it shall be unto them for an 
inheritance: I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel: I am their possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offering, 
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and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; and every dedicated thing in 
Israel shall be their’s. * 

30 And the first of all the firstfruits 
of all things, and every oblation of all, 
of every sort of your oblations, shall 
be the priest’s: ye shall also give unto 
the priest the first of your dough, that 
he may cause the blessing to rest in 
thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 
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CHAPTER XLV. 

M OREOVER, when ye shall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, 
ve shall offer an oblation unto the 
Lord, an holy portion of the land: the 
length shall he the length of five and 
twenty thousand reeds , and the breadth 
shall he ten thousand. This shall he 
holy in all the borders thereof round 
about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc- 
tuary live hundred in length , with five 
hundred in breadth square round 
about; and fifty cubits round about 
for the suburbs' thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth of ten thou- 
sand: and in it shall be the sanctuary 
and the most holy place. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall 
be for the priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister unto the Lord: and it shall 
be a place for their houses, and an 
holy place for the sanctuary, 
f) And the five ami twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 
breadth, shall also the Levites, the 
ministers of the housej have for them- 
selves, for a possession for twenty 
chambers. 

fi H And ye shall appoint the posses- 
sion of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the holy 
portion: it shall be for the whole house 
of Israel. 

V f And a portion shall he for the 
prince on the one side and on the other 
side of the oblation of the holy portion, 
and of the possession of the* city , be- 
fore the oblation of the holy portion, 
and before the possession of the city, 
from the west side westward, and from 
flic east side eastward: and the length 
shall he over against one of the por- 
tions, from the west border unto the 
east border. 

b In the land shall be his possession 
in Israel: and my princes shall no 
more oppress my people; and the rest, 
of the land shall they give to the house 
of Israel according to their tribes. 

U ^ Thus saith the Lord God: Let it 
suffice you, O princes of Israel: remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judg- 
ment and justice, take away your 
exactions from my people, saith the 
Lord God. 

10 Ve shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 
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11 The ephah and the bath shall be 
of one measure, that the bath may 
contain the tenth part of an homer, 
and the ephah the tenth part of an 
homer: the measure thereof shall be 
after the homer. 

12 And the shekel shall he twenty 
gerahs: twenty shekels, five and twenty 
shekels, fifteen shekels, shall be your 
maneh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an ephah of an 
homer of wheat, and ye shall give 
the sixth part of an ephah of an homer 
of barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance .of oil, 
the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is 
an homer of ten baths; for ten baths 
are an homer: 

15 And one lamb out of the Hock, out 
of two hundred, out of the fat pastures 
of Israel; 4or a meat offering, and for 
a burnt offering, and for peace offerings, 
to make reconciliation for them, saitli 
the Lord God. 

1G All the neople of the land shall 
give this oblation for the prince in 
Israel 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat offer- 
ings, and drink offerings, in the feasts, 
and in the new moons, and in the 
sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel: he shall prepare the 
sin offering, and the meatoffering, and 
the burnt offering, and the peace offer- 
ings, to make reconciliation for the 
house of Israel. 

18 Thus saitli the Lord God; In the 
first month, in the first day of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bullock 
without blemish, and cleanse the sanc- 
tuary: 

19 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put it 
upon the posts of the house, and upon 
the four corners of the settle of tin? 
altar, and upon the posts of the gate 
of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every one that 
erreth, and for him that is simple: so 
shall ye reconcile the house. 

21 In the first mouth, in the fourteenth 
day of the month, ye shall have flic 
nassover, a feast of seven days; un- 
leavened bread shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the prince 
prepare for himself and for all the peo- 
ple of the land a bullock for a sin 
offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he 
shall prepare a burnt offering to the 
Lord, seven bullocks and seven rams 
without blemish daily the seven days; 
and a kid of the goats daily for a sin 
offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat offer- 
ing of an ephah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and an hin of oil for 
an ephah. 

25 In the seventh month, in the

CHAPTER XLVI. 

fFHUS saith the Lord Gon; The gate 
X of the inner court that looketh to- 
ward the east shall be shut the six 
working days; but on the sabbath it 
shall be opened, and in the day of the 
new moon it shall be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by the 
way of the porch of that gate without, 
and shall stand bv the post of the gate, 
and the priests snail prepare his burnt 
offering and his peace offerings, and 
he shall worship at the threshold of the 
gate: then he shall go forth; but the 
gate shall not be shut until the evening. 
II Likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at the door of this gate 
before the Lord in the sabbaths and 
in the new moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that the 
prince shall offer unto the Lord in the 
sabbath day shall be six lambs without 
blemish, and a ram without blemish. 

5 And the meat offering shall be an 
ephah for a ram, and the meat offer- 
ing for the lambs as he shall be able 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

0 And in the day of the new moon 
it shall be a young bullock without 
blemish, and six lambs, and a ram: 
they shall be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offer- 
ing, an ephah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and for the lambs 
according as his hand shall attain unto, 
and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the porch 
of that gate, and he shall go forth by 
the way thereof. 

9 H But when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lord in the 
solemn feasts, he that entereth in by 
the way of the north gate to worship 
shall go out by the way of the south 
gate ; and he that entereth by the way 
of the south gate shall go forth bv the 
way of the north gate: he shall not 
return by the way of the gate where- 
by he came in, but shall go forth over 
against it. 

10 And the prince in the midst of 
them, when they go in, shall go in; 
and when they go forth, shall go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the so- 
lemnities the meatoffering shall be an 
ephah to a bullock, and an ephah to 
a ram, and to the lambs as he is able 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Mow when the prince shall prepare 
a voluntary burnt offering or peace 
offerings voluntarily unto the Lord, 
one shall then open him the gate that 
looketh toward the east, and he shall 
prepare his burnt offering and his peace 
offerings, as he did on the sabbath 
day: then he shall go forth; and after 
his going forth one shall shut the gate. 

Ill Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the Lord of a lamb of 
the first year without blemish: thou 
shalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the sixth 
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part of an ephah, and the third part 
of an hin of oil, to temper with the 
fine flour; a meat offering continually 
by a perpetual ordinance unto the 
Lord. 

If) Tims shall they prepare the lamb, 
and the meat offering, and the oil, 
every morning for a continual burnt 
offering. 

lb U Thus saith the Lord (Jon; If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his sous, 
the inheritance thereof shall he his 
sons’ $ it shall he their possession hy 
inheritance. 

17 Blit if he give a gift of his inherit- 
ance to one of his servants, then it. 
shall be his to the year of liberty; after 
it. shall return to the prince: but bis 
inheritance shall lie his sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall not take 
of the people’s inheritance hy oppres- 
sion , to thrust, them out. of their pos- 
session; hat he shall give his sons 
inheritance out. of his own possession: 
that my people be not scattered every 
man from his possession. 

lH 1 After he brought me through the 
entry, which was at the side of the 
gate, into the holy chambers of the 
priests, which looked toward the north: 
and, behold, there mas a place on the 
two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is the 
place where the priests shall boil the 
trespass ottering and the sin offering, 
where they shall bake the meat, otter- 
ing; that they hear them not out into 
the utter court, to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into the 
utter court., and caused me to pass by 
the four corners of the court; and, be- 
hold, iu every corner of the court there 
■ mas a court. 

22 In the four corners jof the court 
there mere courts joined of forty euhtts 
long and thirty broad: these four cor- 
ners were of one measure. 

211 And there was a row of hailtl/nr/ 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it mas made with boil- 
ing places under tlie rows round about. 

2-i Then said lie unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, where the 
ministers of the house shall boil the 
sacriliee of the people. 

CHARTER XLYJ1. 

A FTER WARD he brought me 
again unto the door of the house;

7 JSow when 1 had returned, behold, 
at the bank of the river were very 
many trees on the one side and on the 
other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These waters 
issue out toward the east country, and 
go down into the desert, and go into 
the sea: which being brought forth into 
the sea, the waters shall be healed. 

i) And it shall come to pass, t)mt 
every thing that liveth, which movetli, 
whithersoever the rivers shall come, 
shall live: and there shall be a very 
great multitude of fish, because these 
waters shall come thither: for they shall 
be healed; and every thing shall live 
whither the river cometh. 

It) And it shall come to pass, thil the 
lishers shall stand upon it from En-gedi 
even unto En-eglaim; they shall he a 
place to spread forth nets; their fish 
shall he according to their kinds, as the 
fish of the great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and 
the marishes thereof shall not he 
healed; they shall he given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the hank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, 
shall grow all trees for meat, whose 
leaf shall not fade, neither shall the 
fruit thereof be consumed: it shall 
bring forth new fruit according to his 
months, because their waters they is- 
sued out of the sanctuary : and the 
fruit thereof shall he for meat, and the 
leaf thereof for medicine. 

IB 1 Thus sui th the Lord (ion; This 
shall be the border, whereby ye shall 
inherit the land according to the twelve 
tribes of Israel: .Joseph shall have two 
portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as 
well as another: concerning the which 
1 lifted up mine hand to give it unto 
your fathers: and this land shall fall 
unto you for inheritance. 

15 And this shall be the border of the 
land toward the north side, from the 
great sea. the way of Hethlon, as men 
go to Zeaad; 

10 Hamath, Berothali, Sibraim, which 
is between the border of Damascus 
and the border of Hamath; Hazar- 
hatticon, which is by the coast of 
llauran. 

17 And the border from the sea shall 
he Hazar-enan, the border of Damas- 
cus, and the north northward, and the 
border of Hamath. And this is the 
north side. 

18 And the east side ye shall measure 
from Hauran, and from Damascus, and 
from Gilead, and from the land of Is- 
rael by .Jordan, from the border unto 
the east sea. And this is the east side. 

li) And the south side southward, from 
Tamar even to the waters of strife in 
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Kadesh, the river to the great sea. 
And this is the south side southward 

20 The west side also shall Ae the 
great sea from the border, till a man 
come over against Hamath. This is 
the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 J And it shall come to pass, that 
ye shall divide it by lot for an inhe- 
ritance unto you, and to the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which shall 
beget children among you: and they 
shall be unto you as born in the coun- 
try among the children of Israel; they 
shall have inheritance with you among 
the tribes of Israel. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger sojourneth, 
there shall ye give him his inheritance, 
saith the Lord God.

‘J The oblation that ye shall offer unto 
the Lord shall be of five and twenty 
thousand in length, and of ten thou- 
sand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the priests, 
shall be this holy oblation ; toward 
the north five and twenty thousand in 
length , and toward the west ten thou- 
sand in breadth, and toward the east 
ten thousand in breadth, and toward 
the south five and twenty thousand in 
length: and the sanctuary of the Lord 
shall be in the midst thereof.

13 And over against the border of the 
priests the Levites shall have live and 
twenty thousand in length, and ton 
thousand in breadth: all the length 
shall be five and twenty thousand, and 
the breadth ten thousand. 

14 And they shall not sell of it, nei- 
ther exchange, nor alienate the first- 
fruits of the land: for it is holy unto 
the Lord. 

15 f And the five thousand, that are 
left in the breadth over against the 
live and twenty thousand, shall be a 
profane place for the city, for dwelling, 
and for suburbs: and the city shall be 
in tin! midst thereof.

29 This is the land which ye shall 
divide by lot unto the tribes of Israel 
for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saitli the Lord Goo. 

90 If And these are the goings out of 
the city on the north side, four thou- 
sand and live hundred measures. 

91 And the gates of the city shall be 
after the names of the tribes of Israel: 
three gates northward; one gate of 
Reuben, one gate of Judah, one gate 
of Levi. 

92 And at the east side four thousand 
and five hundred: and three gates; 
and one gate of Joseph , one gate of 
Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

99 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures: and 
three gates; one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. 

94 At the west side four thousand 
and live hundred , with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 
Asher, one gate of Naphtali. 

95 It was round about eighteen thou- 
sand measures: and the name of the 
city from that day shall be, The Loro 
is there.

then was it better w r ith me than now. 
8 For she did not know that I gave 
her corn, and wine, and oil, and mul- 
tiplied her silver and gold, which they 
prepared for llaal. 

0 Therefore will 1 return . and take 
aw ay my corn in the time thereof, and 
my wine in the season thereof, and 
wdl recover my wool and my flax 
given to cover her nakedness.

5 Afterwards shall the children of Is- 
rael return, and seek the Lord their 
God, and David their king; and shall 
fear the Lord and his goodness in the 
latter days. 

CHAPTER IV. 

H EAR the word of the Lord, ye 
children of Israel: for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the inhabitants 
of the land, because there, is no truth, 
nor mercy, nor knowledge of God in 
the land. 

2 lly swearing, and lying, and killing, 
and stealing, and committing adultery, 
they break out, and blood toucheth 
blood. 

13 Therefore shall the land mourn, and 
every one that dwolleth therein shall 
languish, with the beasts of the field, 
and with the fowls of heaven; yea, the 
fishes of the sea also shall bo taken 
away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor reprove 
another: for thy people are as they 
that strive w r ith the priest. 

5 Therefore shall thou fall in the day, 
and the prophet also shall fall with 
thee in the night, and 1 will destroy 
thy mother. 

6 1 My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge : because thou hast re- 
jected knowledge, I will also reject 
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thee, that thou shalt be no orient to me : 
seeing thou hast forgotten the law of thy 
God, 1 will also forget thy children. 

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin ofmy people, and 
they set their heart on their iniquity. 

9 And there shall be, like people, like 
priest: and I will punish them lor their 
ways^ and reward them their doings. 

10 For they shall eat, and not have 
enough: they shall commit whoredom, 
and shall not increase: because they 
have left otf to take heed to the Loud. 

11 Whoredom and wine and new wine 
take away the heart. 

12 f My people ask counsel at their 
stocks, and their stall' declureth unto 
them : for the spirit of whoredoms 
hath caused them to err, and they have 
gone a whoring from under their God. 

13 They sacrifice upon the tops of the 
mountains, and burn incense upon the 
hills, under oaks and poplars and elms, 
because the shadow thereof is good : 
therefore your daughters shall commit 
whoredom , and your spouses shall 
commit adultery. 

IT I will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor 
your spouses when they commit adul- 
tery : for themselves are separated with 
whores, and they sacrifice with har- 
lots: therefore the people that doth not 
understand shall fall. 

15 1 Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend; and 
come not ye unto Gilgal, neither go ye 
up to Betfi-aven, nor swear, The Loan 
liveth. 

1G For Israel slideth back as a back- 
sliding heifer: now the Loan will feed 
them as a lamb in a large place. 

17 Ephraim is joined to idols: let linn 
alone. 

18 Their drink is sour: they have 
committed whoredom continually: her 
rulers with shame do love, Give ye. 

19 T he wind hath bound her up in 
her wings, and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

(TIAITKIt V. 

H EAK ye this, () priests; and heark- 
en, ye house of Israel; and give 
ye ear, O house of the king; for judg- 
ment is toward you, because ye have 
been a snare on Mizpah , and a net 
spread upon Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are profound to 
make slaughter, though I hove, been a 
rebuker of them all. 

3 I know Ephraim, and Israel is not 
hid from me: for now, () Ephraim, 
thou committest whoredom, and Israel 
is defiled. 

T They will not frame their doings 
to turn unto their God: for the spirit 
of whoredoms is in the midst of them, 
and they have not known tin; Lord. 

5 And the pride of Israel doth testify 
to his face: therefore shall Israel and 
Ephraim fall in their iniquity; Judah 
also shall fall with them. 

G They shall go with their flocks and 
with their herds to seek the Lord; but 
they shall not find him; he hath with- 
drawn himself from them. 

7 1 hey have dealt treacherously 
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against the Loiu>: for they lmve be- 
gotten strange children: now shall a 
month devour them with their portions. 

8 Blow ye the cornet in Gibeuh, and 
the trumpet in Hamah: cry aloud at 
Beth-aven, after thee, () Benjamin. 

9 Ephraim shall be desolate in the 
day of rebuke: among the tribes of Is- 
rael have I made known that which 
shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 
them that romove the hound: there- 
fore I will pour out my wrath upon 
them like water. 

11 Ephraim is oppressed and broken 
in judgment, because he willingly 
walked after the commandment. 

12 'therefore null I be unto Ephraim 
as a moth, and to the house of Judah 
as rottenness. 

18 When Ephraim saw his sickness, 
and Judah sain his wound, then went 
Ephraim to the Assyrian, and sent to 
king .larch: yet could lie not heal you, 
nor cure you of your wound. 

I*L For I null be unto Ephraim as a 
lion, and as a young lion to the house 
of Judah: l, even 1, will tear and go 
away; I will take away, and none shall 
rescue him. 

1T> 1! I will go and return to my place, 
till they acknowledge their offence, and 
seek my face: in their affliction they 
will seek me early. 


CHAPTER VI. 

C ’lOJME, and let ns return unto the 
' Loan: for he hath torn, and he will 
heal us; he hath smitten, and he will 
him! us up. 

2 After two days will he revive us: 
in the third day he will raise us up, 
and we shall live in his sight. 

8 I hen shall we know, if we follow 
on to know the Lord: his going forth 
is prepared as the morning; and he 
shall come unto us as the rain, as the 
latter and former rain unto the earth.

7 But they like men have transgressed 
the covenant: there have they dealt 
treacherously against me. 

8 Gilead is a city of them that work 
iniquity, and is polluted with blood. 
9 And as troops of robbers wait for a 
man, so the company of priests murder 
in the way by consent: for they cour 
mit lewdness. 

10 I have seen an horrible thing in 
the house of Israel: there is the whore- 
dom of Ephraim, Israel is defiled. 

11 Also, 0 Judah, he hath set an 
harvest for thee, when I returned the 
captivity of my people. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

W HEN 1 would have healed Israel, 
then the iniquity ol' Ephraim 
was discovered, and the wickedness of 
Samaria: for they commit falsehood; 
and the thief cometh' in, and the troop 
of robbers spoileth without. 

2 And they consider not in their hearts 
that I remember all their wickedness: 
now their own doings have beset them 
about; they are before my face. 

3 They make the king glad with their 
wickedness, and the princes with 
their lies. 

T They are all adulterers, as an oven 
heated by the baker, who c.easeth from 
raising alter he hath kneaded the 
dough, until it he leavened. 
f> In the day of our king the princes, 
have made him sick with bottles of 
wine; he stretched out his hand with 
scorn era. 

b For they have made ready then- 
heart like an oven, whiles they lie in 
wait: their baker slcepeth all the 
night; in the morning it burnetii as a 
flaming tire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and 
have devoured their judges; all their 
kings are fallen: there i, s none among 
them that calleth unto me. 

8 Ephraim , he hath mixed himself 
among the people; Ephraim is a cake 
not turned. 

1) Strangers have devoured his strength, 
and lie knoweth tl. not: yea, gray hairs 
are here and there upon him, yet he 
knoweth not. 

10 And the pride of Israel testifieth 
to his face: and they do not return to 
the Lord their God , nor seek him for 
all this. 

11 1 Ephraim also is like a silly dove 
without heart: they call to Egypt, they 
go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, I will spread 
my net upon them; I will bring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven ; I 
will chastise them , as their congre- 
gation hath heard. 

13 Woe unto them! for they ha\ e fled 
from me: destruction unto them! be- 
cause they have transgressed against 
me: though 1 have redeemed them, 
yet they have spoken lies against me. 
14 And they have, not cried unto me 
with their heart, when they howled 
upon their beds: they assemble them- 
selves for corn and wine, and they 
rebel against me. 

15 Though 1 have bound and strength- 
ened their arms, yet do they imagine 
mischief against, me. 

Jf> They return, but not to the most 
High: they are like a deceitful bow: 
their princes shall Tall by the. sword 
for the rage of their tongue: this shall 
he their derision in the land of Egypt. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

&JCT the trumpet to thy mouth. Ik 
shall come as an eagle agaiust, the. 
house of the Lord , because they have 
transgressed my covenant, and tres- 
passed against my law. 

2 Israel shall cry unto me, My God, 
we know thee. 

3 Israel hath cast off the thing that is 
good: the enemy shall pursue him. 
d They have set up kings, but not 
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by me : they have made princes, and 1 
knew it not; of their silver and their 
gold have they made them idols, that 
•they may be cut off. 

6 J Thy calf, O Samaria, hath cast 
thee off*; mine anger is kindled against 
them : how long will it be ere they 
attain to innocencyV 

(j For from Israel was it also : the 
workman made it; therefore it w not 
God : but the calf of Samaria shall be 
broken in pieces. 

7 For they have sown the wii^d, and 
they shall reap the whirlwind: it hath 
no stalk: the bud shall yield no meal: 
if so be it yield, the strangers shall 
swallow it up. 

8 Israel is swallowed up: now shall 
they be among the Gentiles as a vessel 
wherein is no pleasure. 

if For they are gone up to Assyria, 
a wild ass alone by himself: Ephraim 
hath hired lovers. 

10 Yea, though they have hired among 
the nations, now will I gather them, 
and they shall sorrow a little for the 
burden of the king of princes. 

11 Because Ephraim hath made many 
altars to sin , altars shall be unto him 
to sin. 

12 1 have written to him the great 
things of my law, but they were 
counted as a strange thing. 

ltt They sacrifice flesh for the sacri- 
fices of mine offerings, and eat it; but 
the Lord accepteth them not; now will 
he remember their iniquity, and visit 
their sins: they shall return to Egypt. 

11 For Israel hath forgotten his Maker, 
and buildeth temples; and .Judah hath 
multiplied fenced cities : but I will 
send a fire upon his cities, and it shall 
devour the palaces thereof. 

CHAPTER IX. 

R EJOICE not, O Israel, for joy, as 
other people : for thou hast gone 
a whoring from thy God, thou hast 
loved a reward upon every cornfloor. 
2 The floor and the winepress shall 
not feed them, and the new wine shall 
fail in her. 

J They shall not dwell in the Lord’s 
land; but Ephraim shall return to 
Egypt, and they shall eat unclean 
things in Assyria. 

4. They shall not offer wine offerings 
to the Lord, neither shall they be 
pleasing unto him: their sacrifices shall 
be unto them as the bread of mourners; 
all that eat thereof shall be polluted: 
for their bread for their soul shall not 
come into the house of the Lord. 

5 What will ye do ip the solemn day^, 
and in the day of the feast of the Lord? 

(» For, hi, they are gone because of 
destruction: Egypt shall gather them 
up, Memphis shall bury them: the 
pleasant places for their silver, nettles 
shall possess them: thorns shall be in 
their tabernacles. 

7 The days of visitation are come, 
the days of reuompence are come; 
Israel shall know it; the prophet is a 
fool, the spiritual man is mad, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity, and the 
great hatred. 

8 The watchman of Epraiin was with 
my God: but the prophet is a snare of 
a fowler in all his ways, aiul hatred in 
the house of his God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted them- 
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selves, as in the days of Gibeah: there- 
fore he will remember their iniquity, 
he will visit their sins. 

10 1 found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness; I saw your fathers as the 
flrstripe in the lig tree at her lirst 
time: but tney went to liaal-pcor, and 
separated themselves unto that shame; 
and their abominations were according 
as they loved. 

11 As fm' Ephraim , their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the 
conception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil- 
dren, yet will 1 bereave them, that 
there shall not Ac a man left: yea, woe 
also to them when I depart from them! 

13 Ephraim, as I saw Tyrus, is planted 
in a pleasant place: but Ephraim shall 
bring forth his children to the murderer. 

14 Give them , () Emm: what wilt 
thou give? give them a miscarrying 
womb and dry breasts. 

K> All their wickedness is in Gilgal: 
for there I hated them: for the wicked- 
ness of their doings J will drive them 
out of mine house, J will love them no 
more: all their princes arc revolters. 

lb Ephraim is smitten, their root, is 
dried up, they shall hear no fruit: yea, 
though they bring forth, yet will I 
slay even the beloved Jruil of theii 
womb. 

17 My ( iod will east them away, be- 
cause they did not hearken unto him: 
and they shall be wanderers among 
the nations. 


CHAPTER X. 

I SRAEL is an empty vine, he bringeth 
forth fruit unto himself: according 
to the multitude of his fruit he hath 
increased the altars; according to the 
goodness of his land they have made 
goodly images. 

2 Their heart is divided; now shall 
they he found faulty: he shall break 
dowm their altars, he shall spoil their 
images. 

3 For now they shall say, We have 
no king, because w r e feared not the 
Lord; what then should a king do 
to us? 

4 They have spoken words, swearing 
lalsely in making a covenant: thus 
judgment springeth up as hemlock in 
the furrows of the held, 
o The inhabitants of Samaria shall 
tear because of the calves of Reth-aven : 
for the people thereof shall mourn 
over it, and the priests thereof that 
rejoiced on it, for the glory thereof, 
because it is departed from it. 
b Jt shall be also carried unto Assyria 
far a present to king Jareb: Ephraim 
shall receive shame, and Israel shall 
be ashamed of his own counsel. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut oil 
as the foam upon the water. 

H The high places also of A veil, the 
sin of Israel, shall be destroyed: the 
thorn and the thistle shall come up on 
their altars; and they shall say to the 
mountains, Cover us; and to the hills, 
Pall on us. 

O Israel, thou hast sinned from the 
days of Gibeah: there they stood: the 
battle iu Gibeah against the children 
of iniquity did not overtake them. 
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HOSEA, XL 


10 Tt is in my dosire that I should 
chastise them; and the people shall 
he gathered against them, when they 
shall bind themselves in their two 
furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is as an heifer that 
is taught, and lovetli to tread out the 
corn ; hut 1 passed over upon her fair 
neck: I will make Ephraim to ride; 
.ludah shall plow, and Jacob shall 
break his clods. 

12 Sow to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up your fallow 
ground: for it. is time to seek the Lord, 
till he come and rain righteousness 
upon you. 

Ill Ye have plowed wickedness, ye 
have reaped iniquity; ye have eaten 
the fruit of lies: because thou didst 
trust in thy way, in the multitude of 
thy mighty men. 

11 Therefore shall a tumult arise 
among thy people, and all thy fortress- 
es shall be spoiled, as Shalman 
spoiled Jteth-arbol in the day of battle: 
the mother was dashed in pieces upon 
her children. 

lb So shall Beth-el do unto you be- 
cause of your great wickedness: in a 
morning shall the king of Israel utterly 
be cut oil'. 


CIIAITEK XI. 

ll/’HEN Israel teas a child, then I 
TT loved him, and called my son 
out of Egypt. 

2 As they called them, so they went 
from them: they sacrificed unto lhialim, 
and burned incense to graven images. 
2 I taught Ephraim also to go, taking 
them by their arms; but they knew 
not that 1 healed them. 

1 I drew them with cords of a man, 
with bands of love: and I was to them 
as they that fake oil' the yoke on their 
jaws, and J laid meat unto them. 
f> If He shall not return into the land 
of Egypt., but the Assyrian shall be 
his king, because they refused to 
return. 

(j And the sword shall abide on his 
cities, and shall consume his branches, 
and devour them, because of their own 
counsels. 

7 And my people are bent to back- 
sliding from me: though they called 
them to the most High, none at all 
would exalt hntu 

b How shall i give thee up, Ephraim? 
how shall 1 deliver thee, Israel? how 
shall 1 make thee as Admali? how 
shall I set thee asZeboim? mine heart 
is turned within me, my repentings are 
kindled together. 

‘J J will not execute the fierceness of 
mine anger, I will not return to destroy 
Ephraim: for 1 am God, and not man; 
the Holy One in the midst of thee : 
and 1 will not enter into the city. 

10 They shall walk after the Lord: 
he shall roar like a lion: when he shall 
roar, then the children shall tremble 
from the west. 

11 They shall tremble as a bird out 
of Egypt, and us a dove out of the 
land of Assyria: and I will place them 
in their houses, saith the Loud. 
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HOSEA, XIII. 


12 Ephraim compasseth me about with 
lies, and the house of Israel with de- 
ceit: but Judah yet ruleth with God, 
and is faithful with the saints. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I j'PHRAIM feedeth on wind , and 
j followeth after the east wind: he 
daily increaseth lies and desolation; 
and they do make a covenant with the 
Assyrians, and oil is carried into Egypt 
2 The Loro hath also a controversy 
with Judah, and will punish Jacob ac- 
cording to his ways; according to his 
doings will he recompense him. 

3 5 He took his brother by the heel 
in the womb, and by his strength he 
had power with God : 

4 Yea, he had power over the angel, 
and prevailed : he wept, and made sup- 
plication unto him: he found him in 
Beth-el, and there he spake with us; 
5 Even the Lord God of hosts; the 
Loro is his memorial. 

G Therefore turn thou to thy God: 
keep mercy and judgment, and wait 
on thy God continually. 

7 J He is a merchant, the balances of 
deceit are in his hand: lie loveth to 
oppress. 

8 And Ephraim said, Yet I am become 
rich, I have found me out substance: 
in all my labours they shall find none 
iniquity in me that were sin. 

3 And I that am the Loro thy God 
from the land of Egypt will yet make 
thee to dwell in tabernacles, as in the 
days of the solemn feast. 

10 I have also spoken by the pro- 
phets, and 1 have multiplied visions, 
and used similitudes, by the ministry 
ol“ the prophets. 

11 Is there iniquity in Gilead V surely 
they are vanity: they sacrifice bullocks 
in Gilgal; yea, their altars are as heaps 
in the furrows of the fields. 

12 And Jacob fled into tbe country 
of Syria, and Israel served for a wife, 
and for a wife he kept sheep. 

13 And by a prophet the Loro brought 
Israel out of Egypt, and by a prophet 
was he preserved. 

14 Ephraim provoked him to anger 
most bitterly: therefore shall he leave 
his blood upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

W HEN Ephraim spake trembling, 
he exalted himself in Israel; but 
when he offended in Baal, he died. 

2 And now they sin more anti more, 
and have made them molten images 
of their silver, and idols according to 
their own understanding, all of it the 
work of the craftsmen: they say of 
them, Let the men that sacrifice kiss 
the calves. 

3 Therefore they shall he as the 
morning cloud, and as the early dew 
that passeth away, as the chaff that 
is driven with the whirlwind out of 
the floor, and as the smoke out of the 
chimney. 

4 Yet I am the Lord thy God from 
the land of Egypt and thou shall know 
no god but me: for there is no saviour 
beside me. 
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HOSEA, XIV. 
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5 ^ I did know thee in the wilder- 
ness, in the land of great drought 

6 According to their pasture, so were 
they filled; they were filled, and their 
heart was exalted; therefore have they 
forgotten me. 

7 Therefore I will be unto them as a 
lion; as a leopard by the way will 1 
observe them: 

8 I will meet them as a bear that is 
bereaved of her whelps , and will rend 
the caul of their heart, and there will 
I devour them like a lion: the wild 
beast shall tear them. 

9 1 O Israel, thou hast destroyed 
thyself; but in me is thine help. 

10 I will be thy king: where is any 
other that may save thee in all thy 
cities? and thy judges of whom thou 
saidst, Give me a king and princes? 

11 1 gave thee a king in mine anger, 
and took him away in my wrath. 

12 The iniquity of Ephraim is bound 
up; his sin is hid. 

IS 'flie sorrows of a travailing woman 
shall come upon him : he is an unwise 
son; for he should not stay long in the 
place of the breaking forth of children. 

14 1 will ransom them from the power 
of the grave; 1 will redeem them from 
death: O death. I will be thy plagues; 
O grave, I will be thy destruction: 
repentance shall be hid from mine eyes. 

15 If Though he be fruitful among 
his brethren, an east wind shall come, 
the wind of the Lord shall come up 
from the wilderness, and his spring 
shall become dry, and his fountain 
shall be dried up: he shall spoil the 
treafiure of all pleasant vessels. 

16 Samaria shall become desolate; for 
she hath rebelled against her God: they 
shall fall by the sword: their infants 
shall be dashed in pieces, and their 
women with child shall be ripped up. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

O ISRAEL, return unto the Lord 
thy God; for thou hast fallen by 
thine iniquity. 

2 Take with you words, and turn to 
the Lord : say unto him, Takeaway 
all iniquity, and receive us graciously: 
so will we render the calves of our lips. 
3 Asshur shall not save us; we will 
not ride upon horses : neither will 
we say any more to the work of our 
hands, Ye are our gods: for in thee 
the fatherless findeth mercy. 

4 If I will heal their backsliding, I will 
love them freely: for mine anger is 
turned away from him. 
h I will be as the dew unto Israel: 
he. shall grow as the lily, and cast forth 
his roots as Lebanon. 

6 His branches shall spread, and his 
beauty shall be as the olive tree, and 
his smell as Lebanon. 

7 They that dwell under his shadow 
shall return; they shall revive as the 
corn, and grow as the vii\^: the scent 
thereof shall be as the wine of Lebanon. 
8 Ephraim shall say, What have I to 
do any more with idols? I have heard 
him, and observed him : I am like a green 
fir tree. From me is thy fruit found. 

9 Who is wise, and he shall under- 
stand these things f prudent, and he 
shall know them? for the ways of the 
Lord are right, and the just shall walk 
in them: but the transgressors shall 
fall therein.

fTHE word of the Lord that came to 
A Joel the son of Pethuel. 

2 Hear this, ye old men, and give 
ear, all ye inhabitants of the land. Hath 
this been in your days, or even in the 
days of your fathers? 

3 Tell ye your children of it, and let 
your children tell their children, and 
their children another generation. 

4 That which the palmerworm hath 
left hath the locust eaten; and that 
which the locust hath left hath the 
cankerworm eaten: and that which the 
cankerworm hath left hath the cater- 
piller eaten. 

5 Awake, ye drunkards, and weep; 
and howl, all ye drinkers of wine, be- 
cause of the new wine; for it is cut 
off from your mouth. 

6 For a nation is come up upon my 
land, strong, and without number, 
whose teeth are the teeth of a lion, 
and he hath the cheek teeth of a great 
lion. 

7 He hath laid my vine waste, and 
barked my fig tree: he hath made it 
clean bare, and cast it away; the 
branches thereof are made white. 

8 ! Lament like a virgin girded with 
sackcloth for the husband of her youth. 

9 The meat olfering and the drink 
offering is cut off from the house of 
the Loan; the priests, the Loan’s mini- 
sters, mourn. 

10 T he field is wasted, the land mourn- 
etli ; for the corn is wasted: the new 
wdne is dried up, the oil languisheth. 

11 Be ye ashamed, 0 ye husbandmen ; 
howl, 0 ye vinedressers, for the wheat 
and for the barley ; because the harvest 
of the field is perished. 

12 The vine is dried up, and the fig 
tree languisheth; the pomegranate tree, 
the palm tree also ? and the apple tree, 
even all the trees of the field, are wither- 
ed: because joy is withered away 
from the sons of men. 

13 Gird yourselves, and lament, ye 
priests: howl, ye ministers of the altar: 
come, lie all night iu sackcloth, ye 
ministers of my God : for the meat of- 
fering and the drink offering is witli- 
holden from the house of your God. 

14 J Sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and all the 
inhabitants of the land into the house 
of the Lord your God, and cry unto 
the Lord, 

15 Alas for the day! for the day of 
the Lord is at hand, and as a destruc- 
tion from the Almignty shall it come. 

16 Is not the meat cut off before our 
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JOEL, II. 
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eyes, yea, joy and gladness from the 
house of our God? 

17 The seed is rotten under their 
clods, the garners are laid desolate, the 
barns are Droken down; for the corn 
is withered. 

18 How do the beasts groan! the 
herds of cattle are perplexed, because 
they have no pasture; vea, the flocks 
of sheep are made desolate. 

19 O Lord, to thee will I cry : for the 
lire hath devoured the pastures of the 
wilderness, and the flame hath burned 
all the trees of the field. 

20 The beasts of the field cry also 
unto thee: for the rivers of waters are 
dried up, and the fire hath devoured 
the pastures of the wilderness. 

CHAPTER II. 

B LOW ye the trumpet in Zion, and 
sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain: let all the inhabitants of 
the land tremble: for the day of the 
Loan cometh, for it is nigh at hand ; . 

2 A day of darkness and of gloomi- 
ness, a day of clouds and of thick 
darkness, as the morning spread upon 
the mountains: a great people and a 
strong; there hath not Leen ever the 
like, neither shall bo arty more after it, 
even to the years of many generations. 
3 A fire devoureth before them ; and 
behind them a flame burneth: the land 
is as the garden of Kdon before them, 
and behind them a desolate wilderness;

G Before their lace the pdonle shall 
be much pained: all faces shall gather 
blackness. 

7 They shall run like mighty men; 
they shall climb the wall like men of 
war; and they shall march every one 
on his ways, and they shall not oreak 
their ranks: 

8 Neither shall one thrust another; 
they shall walk every one in his path : 
and when they fall upon the sword, 
they shall not be wounded. 

9 They shall run to and fro in the 
city; they shall run upon the wall, they 
shall climb up upon the houses; they 
shall enter in at the windows like a thief. 
10 The earth shall quake before them: 
the heavens shall tremble: the sun ana 
the moon shall be dark, and the stars 
shall withdraw their shining: 

11 And the Loafi shall utter his voice 
before his army: for his camp is very 
great: for he is strong that executetn 
his word: for the day of the Lord is 
great and very terrible; and who can 
abide it? 

12 t Therefore also now, saith the 
Loud, turn ye even to me with all your 
heart, and with fasting, and with weep- 
ing, and with mourning: 

13 And rend your heart, and not your 
garments, and turn unto the Lord your 
God: for he is gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kindness, 
and repenteth him of the evil. 
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14 Who knoweth if he will return 
and repent, and leave a blessing behind 
him; even a meat offering and a drink 
offering imto the Lobd your God V 

15 T Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanc- 
tify a fast, call a solemn assembly: 

16 Gather the people, sanctify the 
congregation, assemble the elders, ga- 
ther the children, and those that suck 
the breasts: let the bridegroom go forth 
of his chamber, and the bride out of 
her closet. 

17 Let the priests, the ministers of 
the Lord, weep between the porch 
and the altar, and let them say, Spare 
thy people, 0 Lord, and give not 
thine heritage to reproach, that the 
heathen should rule over them: where- 
fore should they say among the people, 
Where is their God? 

18 ^ Then will the Loan be jealous 
for his land, and pity his people. 

19 Yea, the Lord will answer and say 
unto his people, Behold, I will send 
you corn, and wine, and oil, and ye 
shall be satisfied therewith: and I will 
no more make you a reproach among 
the heathen: 

20 But I will remove far off from 
you the northern army, and will drive 
him into a land barren and desolate, 
with his face toward the east sea, and 
his hinder part toward the utmost sea, 
and his stink shall come up, and his 
ill savour shall come up, because he 
hath done great things. 

21 1 Fear not, O land; be glad and 
rejoice ; for the Lord will do great 
tilings. 

22 Be not afraid, ye beasts of the 
field: for the pastures of the wilderness 
do spring, for the tree beareth her 
fruit, the fig tree and the vine do yield 
their strength. 

23 Be glad then, ye children of Zion, 
and rejoice in the Lord your God: 
for he hath given you the former rain 
moderately, and he will cause to come 
down for you the rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain in the first month. 

24 And the floors shall he full of 
wheat, and the fats shall overflow with 
wine and oil. 

25 And 1 will restore to you the years 
that the locust hath eaten, the canker- 
worm, and the caterpiller, and the 
palmerworm, my great army which 1 
sent among you. 

26 And ye shall eat in plenty, and 
be satisfied, and praise the name of 
the Lord your God, that hath dealt 
wondrously with you: and my people 
shall never be ashamed. 

27 And ye shall know that I am in 
the midst of Israel, and that I am the 
Lord your God, and none else: and 
my people shall never be ashamed. 

28 t And it shall come to pass after- 
ward, that I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh : and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, your old men 
shall dream dreams, your young men 
shall see visions: 

29 And also upon the servants' and 
upon the handmaids in those days will 
I pour out my spirit

BO And I will shew wonders in the 
heavens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire, and pillars of smoke. 

31 The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before 
the great and the terrible day of the 
Lord come. 

32 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Loed shall be delivered: for in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall 
be deliverance, as the Lord hath said, 
and in the remnant whom the Lord 
shall call. 


CHAPTER III. 

I ^OR, behold, in those days, and in 
that time, when I shall bring again 
the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem, 
2 I will also gather all nations, and 
will bring them down into the vallev 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there for my people and for 
my heritage Israel, whom they have 
scattered among the nations, and parted 
my land.

5 Because ye have taken my silver 
and my gold, and have carried into your 
temples my goodly pleasant things: 

6 The children also of Judah and 
the children of Jerusalem have ye 
sold unto the Grecians, that ye might 
remove them far from their border. 

7 Behold, I will raise them out of 
the place whither ye have sold them, 
and will return yoilr recompence upon 
your own head: 

8 And I will sell your sons and your 
daughters into the hand of the chil- 
dren of Judah, and they shall sell them 
to the Sabeans, to a people farotf: for 
the Lord hath spoken it * 
i) 1 Proclaim ye this among the Gen- 
tiles ; Prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, let all the men of war draw near; 
let thorn come up: 

10 Beat your plowshares into swords, 
and your pruningbooks into spears: let 
the weak say, I am -strong. 

11 Assemble yourselves, and come, all 
ye heathen, and gather yourselves to- 
gether round about: thither cause thy 
mighty ones to come down, 0 Lord. 
12 Let the heathen be wakened, and 
come up to the valley of Jehoshaphat: 
for there will I sit to judge all the 
heathen round about 
13 Put ye in the sickle, for the har- 
vest is ripe: come, get you down; for 
the press is full, the fats overflow ; for 
their wickedness is great 
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14 Multitudes, multitudes in the val- 
ley of decision : for the day of the Lord 
is near in the valley of decision. 

15 The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining. 

16 The Lord also shall roar out of 
Zion, and utter his voice from Jeru- 
salem; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake: but the Lord will be the 
hope of his people, and the strength of 
the children of Israel. 

17 So shall ye know that I am the 
Lord your God dwelling in Zion, my 
holy mountain: then shall Jerusalem 
be holy, and there shall no strangers 
pass through her any more. 

18 f And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the mountains shall drop 
down new wine, and the hills shall 
flow with milk, and all the rivers of 
Judah shall flow with waters, and a 
fountain shall come forth of the house 
of the Lord and shall water the valley 
of Shittim. 

19 Egypt shall be a desolation, and 
Edom shall he a desolate wilderness, 
for the violence against the children 
of Judah, because they have shed in- 
nocent blood in their land. 

20 But Judah shall dwell for ever, 
and Jerusalem from generation to ge- 
neration. 

21 For I will cleanse their blood that 
I have not cleansed: for the Lord 
dwelleth in Zion. 


AMOS. 


CHAPTER I. 

fPHE words of Amos, who was among 

JL the herdmen of Tekoa. which he 
saw concerning Israel in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah, and in the days 
of Jeroboam the son of Joash king of 
Israel, two years before the earthquake. 

2 And he said, The Lord will roar 
from Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem; and the habitations of the 
shepherds shall mourn , and the top of 
Carmel shall wither. 

3 Thus saith the Lord ; For three trans- 

f ressions of Damascus, and for four, 
will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they have threshed 
Gilead with threshing instruments of 
iron: 

4 But I will send a fire into the house 
of Hazael, which shall devour the 
palaces of Ben-hadad. 
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5 I will break also the bar of Da- 
mascus, and cut off the inhabitant 
from the plain of Aven, and him that 
holdeth the sceptre from the house of 
Eden : and the people of Syria shall go 
into captivity unto Kir, saith the Loan. 

6 f Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Gaza, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they carried away 
captive the whole captivity, to deliver 
them up to Edom: 

7 But I will send afire on the wall of 
Gaza, which shall devour the palaces 
thereof : 

8 And I will cut off the inhabitant 
from Ashdod, and him that holdeth 
the sceptre from Ashkelon, and I will 
turn mine hand against Ekron: and 
the remnant of the Philistines shall 
perish, saith the Lord God. 

9 H Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Tyrus, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they delivered up the 
whole captivity to Edom, and remem- 
bered not the brotherly covenant: 

10 But I will send a fire on the wall of 
Tyrus, which shall devour the palaces 
thereof. 

11 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Edom, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because he did pursue his 
brother with the sword, and did cast 
off’ all pity, and his anger did tear 

f ierpetually, and he kept his wrath 
or ever: 

12 But I will send a fire upon Teman, 
which shall devour the palaces of 
Bozrah. 

13 5 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of the children of Am- 
mon, and for four, 1 will not turn 
away the punishment thereof; because 
they have ripped up the women with 
child of Gilead, that they might en- 
large their border: 

14 But I will kindle a fire in the wall 
of Rabbah, and it shall devout the pa- 
laces thereof, with shouting in the day 
of battle, with a tempest in the day of 
the whirlwind: 

15 And their king shall go into cap- 
tivity, he and his princes together, saith 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER II. 

rpHUS saith the Lord; For three 
A transgressions of Moab, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punish- 
ment thereof; because he burned the 
bones of the king of Edom into lime: 
2 But I will send a fire upon Moab, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Ki- 
rioth: and Moab shall die with tumult, 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet: 

8 And I will cut off the judge from 
the midst thereof, and will slay all the 

E rinces thereof with him, saith the 
ioan. 

4 T Thus saith the Lord: For three 
transgressions of Judah, and for four, 
I will not turn away the . punishment 
thereof; because they have despised 
the law of the Lord, and have not 
kept his commandments, and their lies 
caused them to err, alter the tthich 
their fathers have walked: 
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5 But I will send a fire upon Judah, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Je- 
rusalem. 

6 J Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Israel, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they sold the righ- 
teous for silver, and the poor for a 
pair of shoes; 

7 That pant after the dust of the 
earth on the head of the poor, and 
turn aside the way of the meek: and 
a man and hiH father will go in unto 
the same maid, to profane my holy 
name: 

8 And they lay themselves down upon 
clothes laid to pledge by everv altar, 
and they drink , the wine of the con- 
demned in the house of their god. 

9 T Yet destroyed I the Amorite be- 
fore them, whose height was like the 
height of the cedars, and he was 
strong as the oaks; yet I destroyed 
his fruit from above, and his roots 
from beneath. 

10 Also I brought you up from the 
land of Egypt, and led you forty years 
through the wilderness, to possess the 
land of the Amorite. 

11 And 1 raised up of your sons for 
prophets, and of your young men for 
Nazarites. Is it not even thus, O ye 
children of Israel? saith the Lord. 

12 But ye gave the Nazarites w r ino to 
drink: and commanded the prophets, 
saying, Prophesy not 

13 Beholdj I am pressed under you, 
as a cart is pressed that is full of 
sheaves. 

14 Therefore the flight shall perish 
from the swift, and the strong shall 
not strengthen his force, neither shall 
the mighty deliver himself: 

15 Neither shall he stand that hand- 
loth the bow; and he that is swift of 
foot shall not deliver himself: neither 
shall he that rideth the horse deliver 
himself. 

16 And he that is courageous among 
the mighty shall flee away naked in 
that day, saith the Lord. 


CHAPTER IIL 

H EAR this word that the Lord hath 
spoken against vou, O children of 
Israel, against the whole family which 
I brought up from the laud ol Egypt, 
saying, 

2 You only have I known of all the 
families of the earth: therefore I will 
punish you for all your iniquities. 

3 Can two walk together, except they 
be agreed? 

4 Will a lion roar in the. forest, when 
he hath no prey? will a young lion 
cry out of his aen , if he have taken 
nothing ? 

5 Can a bird fall in a snare upon the 
earth, where no gin is for him? shall 
one take up a snare from the earth, 
and have taken nothing at all? 
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6 Shall a trumpet be blown in the 
city, and the people not be afraid't 
shall there be evil in a city, and the 
Lord hath not done it? 

7 Surely the Lord Gon will do no- 
thing, but he revealeth his secret unto 
his servants the prophets. 

8 The lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord Gon hath spoken, who 
can but prophesy? 

9 1 Publish in the palaces at Ashdod, 
and in the palaces in the land oi 
Egypt, and say, Assemble yourselves 
upon the mountains of Samaria, and 
behold the great tumults in the midst 
thereof, and the oppressed in the midst 
thereof. 

10 For they know not to do right, saith 
the Lord, who store up violence and 
robbery in their palaces. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; An adversary there shall be even 
round about the land; and he shall 
bring d^wn thy strength from thee, 
and thy palaces shall be spoiled. 

12 Thus saith the Lord; As the shep- 
herd taketh out of the mouth of the 
lion two legs, or a piece of an ear; so 
Bhall the children of Israel be taken 
out that dwell in Samaria in the cor- 
ner of a bed, and in Damascus in a 
couch. 

13 Hear ye, and testify in the house 
of .lacob, saith the Lord God, the God 
of hosts, 

J1 That in the day that I shall visit 
the transgressions of Israel upon him 
1 will also visit the altars of Beth-el: 
and the horns of the altar shall be - cut 
off, and fall to the ground. 
lf> And I will smite the winter house 
with the summerhouse; and the houses 
of ivory shall perish, and the great 
houses shall have an end, saith the 
Lord. 


CHAPTER IV. 

H EAR this word, ye kine of Bashan, 
that are in the mountain of Sa- 
maria, which oppress the poor, which 
crush the needy, which say to their 
masters, Bring, and let us drink. 

2 The Lord God hath sworn by his 
holiness, that, lo, the days shall come 
upon you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity with 
fishhooks. 

3 And ye shall go out at the breaches, 
every cow at that which is before her; 
and ye shall cast them into the palace, 
saith the Lord. 

4. If Come to Beth-el, and transgress; 
at Gilgal multiply transgression; and 
bring your sacrifices every morning, 
and your tithes after three years: 

5 And offer a sacrifice of thanks- 
giving with leaven, and proclaim and 
publish the free offerings: for this 
liketh you, O ye children of Israel, 
saith tne Lord God. 

6 If And I also have given you clean- 
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ness of teeth in &il your cities, and 
want of bread in all your places: yet 
have ye not returned unto me, saith 
the Lord. 

7 And also I have withholden the 
rain from you, when there were yet 
three months to the harvest: and 1 
caused it to rain upon one city, and 
caused it not to rain upon another 
city: one piece was rained upon, and 
the piece whereupon it rained not 
withered. 

8 So two or three cities wandered 
unto one city, to drink water; but they 
were not satisfied: yet have ye not 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

9 1 have smitten you with blasting 
and mildew: when your gardens ana 
your vineyards and your fig trees and 
your olive trees increased, the pal- 
merworm devoured them: yet have ye 
not returned unto me, saith the Loan. 

10 I have sent among you the pes- 
tilence after the manner of Kgypt: 
your young men have 1 slain with the 
sword , and have taken aiflay your 
horses ; and I have made the stink of your 
camps to come up unto your nostrils: 
yet have ye not returned unto me, 
saith the* Lord. 

11 I have overthrown some of you, as 
God overthrew {Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and ye were as a firebrand plucked 
out of the burning: yet have ye not 
retunied unto me, saith the Loud. 

12 Therefore thus will I do unto thee, 
0 Israel: and because I will do this 
unto thee, prepare to meet thy God, 
0 Israel. 

18 For, lo, he that formeth the moun- 
tains, and createth the wind, and de- 
clareth unto man what is his thought, 
that maketh the morning darkness, and 
treadeth upon the high places of the 
earth, The Lord, The Goa of hosts , is 
his name. 


CHAPTER V. 

H EAR ye this word which I take up 
against you. even a lamentation, 
O house of Israel. 

2 The virgin of Israel is fallen; she 
shall no more rise: she is forsaken 
upon her land; there is none to raise 
her up. 

8 For thus saith the Lord God; The 
city that, went out by a thousand shall 
leave an hundred, arid that which went 
forth by an hundred shall leave ten, 
to the house of Israel 
4 5 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
house of Israel, Seek ye me, and ye 
shall live: 

5 But seek not Beth-el, nor enter into 
Gilgal, and pass not to Beer-sheba: 
for Gilgal shall surely go into captivity, 
and Beth-el shall come to nought 
6 Seek the Lord, and ye shall live; 
lest he break out like fire in the house 
of Joseph , and devour it, and there be 
none to quench it in Beth-el. 

7 Ye who turn judgment to worm- 
wood, and leave off righteousness in 
the earth. 
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8 Seefc Aim that maketh the seven 
stars and Orion, and turneth the sha- 
dow of death into the morning, and 
maketh the day dark with night: that 
calleth for the waters of the sea, and 
poureth them out upon the face of the 
earth: The Lord is his name: 
y That 8trengtheneth the spoiled 
against the strong, so that the spoiled 
shall come against the fortress. 

10 They hate him that rebuketh in 
the gate, and they abhor him that 
speaketh uprightly. 

11 Forasmuch therefore as your tread- 
ing is upon the poor, and ye take from 
him burdens of wheat: ye have built 
houses of hewn stone, but ye shall not 
dwell in them; ye have planted idea- 
s ant vineyards, but ye shall not drink 
wine of them. 

12 For I know your manifold trans- 
gressions and your mighty sins: they 
afflict the just, they take a bribe, and 
they turn aside the poor in the gate 
from their right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keep 
silence in that time; for it is an evil 
time. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live : and so the Lord, the God of 
hosts , shall be with you, as ye have 
spoken. 

15 Hate the evil, and love the good, 
and establish judgment in the gate: 
it may be that the Lord God of hosts 
will be gracious unto the remnant of 
J 086 ph. 

16 Therefore the Lord, the God of 
hosts, the Lord, saith thus; Wailing 
shall be in all streets; and they shall 
say in all the highways, Alas! alas! 
and they shall call the husbandman 
to mourning, and such as are skilful 
of lamentation to wailing. 

17 And in all vineyards shall bewail- 
ing: for I will pass through thee, saith 
the Lord. * 

18 Woe unto you that desire the day 
of the Lord! to what end is it for you ? 
the day of the Lord is darkness, and 
not light. 

13 As if a man did flee from a lion, 
and a bear met him; or went into the 
house, and leaned his hand on the 
wall, and a serpent bit him. 

20 Shall not the day of the Lord be 
darkness, and not light? even very 
dark, and no brightness in it? 

21 t T hate, I despise your feast days, 
and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies. 

22 Though ye offer me burnt offer- 
ings and your meat offerings, I will 
not accept them: neither will I regard 
the peace offerings of your fat beasts. 

23 Take thou away from me the noise 
of thy songs; for I will not hear the 
melody of thy viols. 

24 But let judgment run down as 
waters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream. 

25 Have ye offered unto me sacrifices 
and offerings in the wilderness forty 
years, O house of Israel? 

26 But ye have borne the tabernacle 
of your Moloch and Chiun your images, 
the star of your god, which ye made 
to yourselves. 

27 Therefore will I cause you to go into 
captivity beyond Damascus, saith the 
Lord, whose name is The God of hosts. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

W OE to them that are at ease in 
Zion, and trust in the mountain 
of Samaria, which are named chief of 
the nations, to whom the house of Is- 
rael came! 

2 Pass ye unto Calneh, and see; and 
from thence go ye to Hamath the 
great: then go down to Gath of the 
Tntiilistines : be they better than these 
kingdoms? or their border greater than 
your border? 

3 Ye that put far away the evil day, 
and cause the seat of violence to come 
near | 

4 That lie upon beds of ivory, and 
stretch themselves upon their couches, 
and eat the lambs out of the flock, 
and the calves out of the midst of the 
stall: „ 

5 That chant to the sound of the viol, 
and invent to themselves instruments 
of musick, like David; 

6 That drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief oint- 
ments: but they are not grieved for 
the affliction of Joseph. 

7 If Therefore now shall they go captive 
with the flrst that go captive, and the 
banquet of them that stretched them- 
selves shall be removed. 

8 The Lord God hath sworn by him- 
self, saith the Loud the God of hosts. 
I abhor the excellency of Jacob, and 
hate his palaces: therefore will I deliver 
up the city with all that is therein. 

9 And it shall come jto pass, if there 
remain ten men in one house, that 
they shall die. 

10 And a man’s uncle shall take him 
up, and he that burnetii him, to bring 
out the bones out of the house, and 
shall say unto him that is by the sides 
of the house, Is there yet any with 
thee? and he shall say, No. Then shall 
he say, Hold thy tongue: fyr we may 
not make mention of the name of the 
Lord. 

11 For, beholdj the Lord eommandeth, 
and lie will smite the great house with 
breaches, and the little house with 
clefts. 

12 J Shall horses run upon the rock ? 
will one plow there with oxen? for ye 
have turned judgment into gall, and 
the fruit of righteousness into hemlock: 
13 Ye which rejoice in a thing of 
nought, which say, Have we not taken 
to us horns by our own strength ? 

14 But, behold, l will raise up against 
you a nation, 0 house of Israel, saith 
the Lord the God of hosts; and they 
shall afflict you from the entering in 
of Ilemath unto the river of the wil- 
derness. 


CHAPTER VII. 

fpHlJS hath the Lord Gon shewed 
A unto me; and, behold, he formed 
grasshoppers in the beginning of the 
shooting up of the latter growth ; and, 
lo, it was the latter growth after the 
king’s mowings. 

2 And it came to pass, that when 
they had made an end of eating the 
grass of the land, then I said, O Lord 
God, forgive, I beseech thee: by whom 
shall Jacob arise? for he is small. 

3 The Lord repented for this : It shall 
not be, saith the Lord.

4 1 Thus hath the Lord God shewed 
unto me: and, behold, the Lord God 
called to contend by fire, and it de- 
voured the great deep, and did eat up 
a part 

5 Then said I, O Lord God, cease, I 
beseech thee: by whom shall Jacob 
arise? for he is small 

0 The Lord repented for this: This 
also shall not be, saith the Lord God. 

7 t Thus he shewed me: and, behold, 
the Lord stood upon a wall made bv a 
plumbline, with a plumbline in nis 
hand. 

8 And the Lord said unto me, Amos, 
what seest thou ? And I said, A plumb- 
line. Then said the Lord, Behold, I 
will set a plumbline in the midst of 
my people Israel: I will not again 
pass by them any more: 

9 And the high places of Isaac shall 
be desolate, and the sanctuaries of Is- 
rael shall be laid waste; and I will 
rise against the house of Jeroboam 
with the sword. 

10 TT Then Amaziah the priest of 
Beth-el sent to Jeroboam king of Is- 
rael, saying, Amos hath conspired 
against thee in the midst of the house 
of Israel; the land is not able to bear 
all his words. 

11 For thus Amos saith, Jeroboam 
shall die by the sword, and Israel 
shall surely be led away captive out 
of their own land. 

12 Also Amaziah said unto Amos*, 
O thou seer, go. flee thee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat bread, 
and prophesy there: 

18 But prophesy not again any more 
at Beth-el: for it is the king’s chapel, 
and it is the king’s court. 

14 1 Then answered Amos, and said 
to Amaziah, 1 was no prophet, neither 
was I a prophet’s son ; but I was an 
herdinan, and a gatherer of sycomore 
fruit : 

15 And the Loan took me as I followed 
the flock, and the Lord said unto me, 
Go, prophesy unto my people Israel 

10 1 Now therefore hear thou the 
word of the Lord: Thou sayest, Pro- 
phesy not against Israel, and drop not 
thy word against the house of Isaac. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord; Thy 
wife shall be an harlot in the city, 
and thy sons and thy daughters shall 
fall by the sword, and thy land shall 
be divided by line; and thou shalt die 
in a polluted land: and Israel shall 
surely go into captivity forth of his 
land. 
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riMIUS hath the Lord God shewed 

JL unto me: and behold a basket of 
summer fruit. 

2 And he said, Amos, what seest thou? 
And I said, A basket of summer fruit 
Then said the Lord unto me, The end 
is come upon my people of Israel; I 
will not again pass by them any more. 

3 And the songs of the temple shall 
be bowlings in that day, saith the Lord 
God: there shall be many dead bodies 
in every place; they shall cast them 
forth with silence. 
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4 if Hear this, O ye that swallow up 
the needy, even to make the poor of 
the land to fail, 

5 Saying, When will the new moon 
be gone, that we may sell cornV and 
the sabbath } that we may set forth 
wheat, making the ephah small, and 
the shekel great, and falsifying the 
balances by deceit? 

6 That we may buy the poor for silver, 
and the needy for a pair of shoes ; yea, 
an>d sell the refuse of the wheat? 

7 The Lord hath sworn by the ex- 
cellency of Jacob, Surely I will never 
forget any of their works. 

8 Shall not the land tremble for this, 
and every one mourn that dwelleth 
therein? and it shall rise up wholly 
as a flood; and it shall be cast out and 
drowned, as by the flood of Egypt 

9 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord God, that I will 
cause the sun to go down at noon, 
and I will darken the earth in the 
clear day: 

10 And I will turn your feasts into 
mourning, and all vour songs into 
lamentation: and I will bring up sack- 
cloth upon all loins, and baldness upon 
every head; and I will make it as the 
mourning of an only son, and the end 
thereof as a bitter day. 

11 t Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord God, tnat I will send a famine 
in the land, not a famine of bread, nor 
a thirst for water, but of hearing the 
words of the Loan : 

12 And they shall wander from sea 
to sea. and from the north even to the 
east, they shall run to and fro to seek 
the word of the Lord, and shall not 
find it. 

IB In that day shall the fair virgins 
and young men faint for thirst 

14 They that swear by the sin of 
Samaria, and say, Thy god, O Dan, 
liveth; and. The manner of Beer-sheba 
liveth; even they shall fall, and never 
rise up again. 


CHAPTER IX. 

I SAW the Lord standing upon the 
altar: and he said, Smite the lintel 
of the door, that the posts may shake: 
and cut them in the head, all of them ; 
and I will slay the last of them with 
the sword: he that fleeth of them shall 
not flee away, and he that escapeth of 
them shall not be delivered. 

2 Though they dig into hell, thence 
shall mine hand take them; though 
they climb up to heaven, thence will 
I bring them down: 

3 And though they hide themselves 
in the top of Carmel, 1 will search and 
take them out thence; and though they 
be hid from my sight in the bottom of 
the sea, thence will I command the 
serpent, and he shall bite them: 

4 And though they go into captivity 
before their enemies , thence will 1 
command the sword, and it shall slay 
them: and I will set mine eyes upon 
them for evil, and not for good. 
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6 And the Lord ‘God of hosts is he 
that toucheth the land, and it shall 
melt, and all that dwell therein shall 
mourn : and it shall rise up wholly like 
a flood; and shall be drowned, as by 
the flood of Egypt 

6 It is he that buildeth his stories 
in the heaven, and hath founded his 
troop in the earth; he that calletli 
for the waters of the sea, and poureth 
them out upon the face of the earth: 
The LoaD is his name. 

7 jlre ye not as children of the Ethi- 
opians unto me, O children of Israel? 
saith the Lord. Have not I brought 
up Israel out of the land of Egypt? 
and the Philistines from Caphtor, and 
the Syrians from Kir? 

8 Behold, the eyes of the Lord God 
are upon the sinful kingdom, and I 
will destroy it from off the face of the 
earth; saving that I will not utterly 
destroy the house of Jacob, saith the 
Lord. 

9 For, io, I will command, and I will 
sift the house of Israel among all na- 
tions, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, 
yet shall not the least grain fall upon 
the earth. 

10 All the sinners of my people shall 
die by the sword, which say, The evil 
shall not overtake nor prevent us. 

11 U In that day will I raise up the 
tabernacle of David that is fallen, and 
close up the breaches thereof; and I 
will raise up his ruins, and I will 
build it as in the days oi old: 

12 That they may possess the remnant 
of Edom, and of all the heathen, which 
are called by my name, saith the Lord 
that doeth this. 

13 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the plowman shall overtake 
the reaper, and the treader of grapes 
him that soweth seed: and the moun- 
tains shall drop sweet wine, and all 
the hills shall melt 

14 And I will bring again the capti- 
vity of my people of Israel, and they 
shall build the waste cities, and inhabit 
them; and they shall plant vineyards, 
and drink the wine thereof; they shall 
also make gardens, and eat the fruit 
of them. 

15 And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they shall no more oe pulled 
up out of their land which I have 
given them, saith the Lord thy God. 
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rpHE vision of Obadiah. Thus saith 

1 the Lord God concerning Edom; 
We have heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent 
among the heathen, Arise ye, and let 
us vise up against her in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small among 
the heathen: thou art greatly despised. 

3 ^ The pride of thine heart hath 
deceived thee, thou that dwellest in the 
clefts of the rock, whose habitation 
is high; that saith in his heart, Who 
shall bring me down to the ground? 

4 Though thou exalt thyself as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thence will 1 bring 
thee down, saith the Lord. 

5 If thieves came to thee, if robbers 
by night, (how art thou cut oil’!) would 
they not have stolen till they had 
enough? if the grapegathercrs came to 
thee, would they not leave some grapes? 

C How are the things of Esau searched 
out! how are his hidden things sought up! 

7 All the men of thy confederacy 
have brought thee even to the border: 
the men that were at peace with thee 
have deceived thee , and prevailed 
against thee; they that eat tny bread 
have laid a wound under thee: there 
is none understanding in him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
Lord , even destroy the wise men out 
of Edom, and understanding out of the 
mount of Esau? 

9 And thy mighty men, O Toman, 
shall be dismayed, to the end that 
every one of the mount of Esau may 
he cut oft' by slaughter. 

10 f Eor thy violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shalt be cut off for ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest on 
the other side, in the day that the 
strangers carried away captive his for- 
ces, and foreigners entered into Ins 
gates, and cast lots upon Jerusalem, 
even thou wast as one of them. 

12 But thou shouldest not have looked 
on the day of thy brother in the day 
that he became a stranger; neither 
shouldest thou have rejoiced over the 
children of Judah in the day of their 
destruction; neither shouldest thou 
have spoken proudly in the day of 
distress. 

IS Thou shouldest not have entered 
into the gate of my people in the day 
of their calamity ; yea. thou shouldest 
not have looked on their affliction in 
the day of their calamity, nor have 
laid hands on their substance in the 
day of their calamity ; 
li Neither shouldest thou have stood 
in the crossway, to cut off those of his 
that did escape; neither shouldest thou 
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have delivered up those of his that did 
remain in the day of distress. 

15 For the day of the Lord ia near 
upon all the heathen: as thou hast 
done, it shall be done unto thee: thy 
reward fihall return upon thine own 
head. 

16 For as ye have drunk upon my 
holy mountain, so shall all the heathen 
drink continually, yea, they shall drink 
and they shall swallow down, and they 
shall be as though they had not been. 

17 T But upon mount Zion shall be 
deliverance, and there shall be holi- 
ness; and the house of Jacob shall 
possess their possessions. 

IB And the house of Jacob shall be 
a tire, and the house of Joseph a dame, 
and the house of Esau for stubble, and 
they shall kindle in them, and devour 
them; and there shall not be any re- 
maining of the house of Esau; for the 
Lord hath spoken it. 

19 And they of the south shall pos- 
sess the mount of Esau: and they of 
the plain the Philistines: and they 
shall possess the fields of Ephraim, and 
the fields of Samaria: and Benjamin 
shall possess Gilead. 

20 And the captivity of this host of 
the children of Israel shall possess that 
of the Canaanites, even unto Zarephath; 
and the captivity of Jerusalem, which 
is in Sepharad, shall possess the cities 
of the south. 

21 And saviours shall come up on 
mount Zion to judge the mount of 
Esau; and the kingdom shall be the 
Lord’s. 
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CHAPTER I. 

N OW the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the son of Amittai, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and cry against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me. 

J But Jonah rose up to dee unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord, and went down to Joppa; and 
he found a ship going to Tarshish: so 
he paid the fare thereof, and went 
down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the Lord. 
4 t But the Lord sent out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was a 
mighty tempest in the sea, so that the 
ship was like to be broken. 

5 Then the mariners were afraid, and 
cried every man unto his god, and 
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cast forth the wares that were, in the 
ship into the sea, to lighten it of them. 
But Jonah was gone down into the 
sides of the ship; and he lay, and was 
fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, and 
said unto him, What meanest thou, (> 
sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, if 
so be that God will think upon us, 
that we perish not. 

*7 And they said every one to his 
fellow, Come, and let us cast lots, that 
we may know for whose cause this 
evil is upon us. So they cast lots, and 
the lot fell upon Jonah. 

8 Then said they unto him, Tell us, 
we pray thee, for whose cause this evil 
is upon us? What is thine occupation? 
and whence comest thou ? what is thy 
country? and of what people art thou ? 

9 And he said unto them, I am an 
Hebrew; and I fear the Loan, the God 
of heaven, which hath made the sea 
and the dry land. 

10 Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou done, this? For the men knew 
that he fled from the presence, of the 
Lord, because he had told them. 

11 f Then said they unto him, What 
shall we do unto thee, that the sea 
may be calm unto us? lor the sea 
wrought, and was tempestuous. 

12 And he said unto them, Take me 
up, and cast me forth into the sea; so 
shall the sea be calm unto you : for I 
know that for my sake this great tom- 
pest is upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men rowed hard 
to bring it to the land; hut they could 
not: for the sea wrought, and was 
tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Loro, and said, We beseech thee, () 
Ford, we beseech thee, let us not perish 
for this man’s life, and lay not upon 
us innocent blood: for thou, O Lord, 
hast done as it pleased thee. 

If) So they took up Jonah, and cast 
him forth into the sea: and the sea 
ceased from her raging. 

10 Then the men feared the Lord ex- 
ceedingly, and offered a sacrifice unto 
fhe Lord, and made vows. 

17 t Now the Lord had prepared a 
great fish to swallow up Jonah. And 
Jonah was in the belly of the fish 
three days and three nights. 


CHAP PEI i II. 

fl^HEN Jonah prayed unto the Loan 
A his God out of the fish’s belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of mine 
affliction unto the Lord, and he heard 
me; out of the belly of hell cried I, 
and thou heardest my voice. 
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3 For thou hftflst oast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and the 
floods compassed me about: all thy 
billows and thy waves passed over me. 

4 Then 1 said, I am cast, out of thy 
sight.; yet J will look again toward thy 
holy temple. 

f> The waters compassed me about, 
even to the soul: the depth closed me 
round about, the weeds were wrapped 
about my head. 

G I went down to the bottoms of the 
mountains; the earth with her bars 
was about me for ever: yet hast thou 
brought up my life from corruption, (> 
Lord my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within me I 
remembered the Lord : and my prayer 
came in unto thee, into tliino holy 
temple. 

H They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. 

1) Hut, 1 will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay 
that that I have vowed. Salvation is 
of the Lord. 

10 1 And the Loro spake unto the 
fish , and it vomited out Jonah upon 
the dry land. 

CHAPTER III. 

A ND the word of the Loro came 
unto Jonah the second time, saying, 
2 Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great, 
city, and preach unto it the preaching 
that. 1 bid thee. 

3 So Jonah arose, and went unto Ni- 
neveh, according to the word of the 
Lord. Now Nineveh was an exceeding 
great city of three days' journey. 

4 And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, and 
said, Vet forty days, and Nineveh shall 
he overthrown. 

f> 1 So the people of Nineveh believed 
God, and proclaimed a fast, and put 
oil sackcloth, from the greatest of them 
even to the least, of them. 

G For word came unto the king of 
Nineveh, and he arose from his throne, 
and he laid his robe from him , and 
covered him with sackcloth, and sat 
in ashes. 

7 And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and published through Nineveh by the 
decree of the king and his nobles, say- 
ing, Let, neither man nor beast, herd 
nor Hock, taste any thing: let, them 
not feed, nor drink water: 

X But let man and beast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily unto 
God: yea, let them turn every one 
from his evil way and from the vio- 
lence that is in t. ^ir hands. 

9 Who can tell if God will turn and 
repent, and turn away from his fierce 
anger, that we perish not? 

10 ^ And God saw their works, that 
they turned from their evil way; and 
God repented of the evil, that he had 
said that lie would do unto them; and 
he did it not. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

B UT it displeased Jonah exceedingly, 
and he was very angry. - 

2 And he prayed unto the Lord, and 
said, I pray, thee, O Lord, was not 
this my saying, when I was yet in my 
country? 'Jherefore 1 fled before unto 
TarshiBh: for I knew that thou art a 
gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and re- 
pentest thee of the evil. 

3 Therefore now, 0 Loan, take, I be- 
seech thee, my life from me; for it is 
better for me to die than to live. 

4 T Then said the Lord, Doest. thou 
well to be angry? 

f> So Jonah went out of the city, and 
sat on the east side of the city , and 
there made him a booth, and sat under 
it in the shadow, till he might see 
what would become of the city. 

() And the Lord God prepared a gourd, 
and made it to come up over Jonah, 
that it might be a shadow over his 
head, to deliver him from his grief. So 
Jonah was exceeding glad of the gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm when 
the morning rose the next day, and it 
smote the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it came to pass, when the sun 
did arise, that God prepared a vehe- 
ment east wind : and the sun beat upon 
the head of Jonah, that lie fainted, 
and wished in himself to die, and said, 
It is better for me to die than to live. 

l J And (iod said to Jonah, Doest thou 
well to be angry for the gourd? And 
he said, I do well to be angry, even 
unto death. 

10 Then said the Lord, Thou hast 
had pity on the gourd, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither madest. 
it grow; which came up in a night, and 
perished in a night: 

tl And should not I spare Nineveh, 
that great city, wherein are more than 
sixcore thousand persons that cannot 
discern between their rigid hand and 
their left hand; and also much cattle? 
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CHAPTER 1. 

^|HIE word of the Lord that came to 
X Mieah the Moranthite in the days 
of Jothani, Ahaz, and Ilezckiali, kings 
of Judah, which he saw concerning 
Samaria and Jerusalem. 

2 Hear, all ye people; hearken, O 
earth, and all that therein is: and let 
the Lord Goo be witness against you, 
the Lord from his holy temple. 

3 For, behold, the Lord cometh forth 
out of his place, and will come down, 
and tread upon the high places of the 
earth. 

1 And the mountains shall be molten 
under him , and the valleys shall be 
cleft, as wax before the lire, and as the 
waters that are poured down a steep 
place. 

h For the transgression of Jacob is 
all this, and for the sins of the house 
of Israel. What is the transgression of 
Jacob? is it not Samaria? and what 
are the high places of Judah? are then 
not Jerusalem? 

b Therefore 1 will make Samaria as 
an heap of the field, and as plantings 
of a vineyard: and 1 will pour down 
the stones thereof into the valley, and 

I will discover the foundations thereof. 
7 And all the graven images thereof 

shall be beaten to pieces, and all the 
hires thereof shall be burned with the 
lire, and all the idols thereof will 1 
lay desolate: for she gathered it of the 
hire of an harlot, and they shall return 
to the hire of an harlot. 

X Therefore 1 will wail and howl, l 
will go stripped and naked: I will 
make a wailing like the dragons, and 
mourning as the owls, 
b For her wound is incurable; for it 
is come unto Judah; he is come unto 
the gate of my people, even to Jeru- 
salem. 

10 1 Declare ye it not at Gath, ween 
yc not at all: in the house of Aphrah 
roll thyself in the dust. 

II Pass ye away, thou inhabitant of 
JSaphir, having thy shame naked: the 
inhabitant of Zaanan came not forth 
in the mourning of Beth-ezel ; he shall 
receive of you his standing. 

P2 For the inhabitant of Maroth waited 
carefully for good: but evil came down 
from the Lord unto the gate of Jeru- 
salem. 

13 () thou inhabitant of Lachish, bind 
the chariot to the swift beast: she is 
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the beginning of the sin to the daughter 
of Zion: for the transgressions of Israel 
were found in thee. 

14. Therefore shall thou give presents to 
Moresheth-gath : the houses of Achzib 
shall be a lie to the kings of Israel. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto thee, 
0 inhabitant of Mareshah : he shall come 
unto Adullam the glory of Israel. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
thy delicate children; enlarge thy bald- 
ness as the eagle; for they are gone 
into captivity from thee. 
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W OE to them that devise iniquity, 
and work evil upon their beds! 
when the morning is light, they prac- 
tise it, because it is in the power of 
their hand. 

2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take them away: so they oppress a 
man and his house, even a man and 
his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the Loan; lie- 
hold, against this family do I devise 
an evil, from which ye shall not re- 
move your necks; neither shall ye go 
haughtily: for this time is evil. 

4. H In that day shall one take up a 
parable against you, and lament with 
a doleful lamentation, and say, We be 
utterly spoiled: he hath changed the 
portion ot my people: how hath he re- 
moved it from me! turning away lie 
hath divided our fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalthave none that 
shall cast a cord by lot in the congre- 
gation of the Loan. 

6 Prophesy ye not, sat/ then to them 
that prophesy: they shall not prophesy 
to them, that they shall not take shame. 
7 10 thou that art named the house 
of Jacob, is the spiiit of the Loan 
straitened V are these his doings V do 
not my words do good to him that 
walketh uprightly? 

8 Even of late my people is risen up 
as an enemy: ye pull oil the robe with 
the garment from them that pass by 
securely as men averse from war. 

0 The women of my people have ye 
cast out from their pleasant bouses; 
from their children have ye taken 
away my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for this is 
not your rest: because it is polluted, it 
shall destroy you, even with a sore 
destruction. 

11 If a man walking in the spirit and 
falsehood do lie, sayiuy, I will prophesy 
unto thee of wine anil of strong drink; 
he shall even he the prophet of this 
people. 

12 1 I will surely assemble, O Jacob, 
all of thee; I will surely gather the 
remnant of Israel; L will put them to- 
gether as the sheep of Bozrah, as the 
flock in the midst of their fold: they 
shall make great noise by reason of 
the multitude of men. 

13 The breaker is come up before 
them: they have broken up, and have 
passed through the gate, and are gone 
out by it; and their king shall pass 
before them, and the Loan on the head 
of them. 
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CHAPTER 111. 

A N D I said. Hear, I pray you, O 
heads of Jacob, aud ye prim es of 
the house of Israel; Is it net for you 
to know judgment? 

2 Who hate the good, and love the 
evil; who pluck off their skin from off 
them, and their ilesli from olf their 
bones; 

H Who also eat the flesh of my peo- 
ple. and day their skin from off them; 
and they break their bones, and chop 
them in pieces, as for the pot, and as 
flesh within the caldron. 

4 Then shall they cry unto the Loan, 
but he w T ill not hear them: he will 
even hide his face from them at that 
time, as they have behaved themselves 
ill in their doings. 

5 f Thus saith the Loan concerning 
the prophets that make my people 
err, that bite with their teeth, and cry, 
Peace; and he that puttetli not into 
their mouths, they even prepare war 
against him. 

fi Therefore night skull be unto you, 
that ye shall nut have a. Vision; ami 
it shall he dark unto you, that ye shall 
not divine; and the sun shall go down 
over the prophets, and the day shall 
he dark over them. 

7 Then shall the seers he ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded: yea, they 
shall all cover their lips; for there is 
no answer of God. 

S 1 But truly I am full of power by 
the spirit of the Loud, and of judg- 
ment, and of might, to declare unto 
Jacob his transgression, and to Israel 
his sin. 

'.J Hear this, I pray you, ye heads of 
the house of Jacob, and princes of the 
house of Israel, that abhor judgment, 
and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

1 1 'I lie heads thereof judge for reward, 
and the priests thereof teach for hire, 
and the prophets thereof divine for 
money: yet will they lean upon the 
Loud, and say, Is not the Lord among 
us? none evil can come upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zion for your sake 
he olo wed us a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the mountain 
of the house as the high places of the 
forest. 


CHAPTER IV. 

B U I' in the last days it shall come 
to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be established 
in the top of the mountains, and it 
shall ho exalted above the hills; and 
people shall How unto if. 

2 And many nations shall come, and 
say, Come, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord , and to the

6 In that day, saith the Loan, will 1 
assemble her that huLtcth, and \ will 
gather her that is driven out, and her 
that I have afflicted; 

7 And I will make her that halted a 
remnant, and her that was cast far off 
a strong nation: and the Lord shall 
reign over them in mount Zion from 
henceforth, even for ever. % 

H T And thou, () tower of the dock, 
the strong ITold of the daughter of Zion, 
unto thee shall it come, even the first 
dominion; the kingdom shall come to 
the daughter of Jerusalem. 

9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud? 
in there no king in thee? is thy coun- 
sellor perished? for pangs have taken 
thee as a woman in travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forth, O daughter of Zion, like a wo- 
man in travail: for now shall thou go 
forth out of the city, and thou shalt 
dwell in the field, and thou shalt go 
even to Babylon; there shalt thou be 
delivered; there the Lord shall redeem 
thee from the hand of thine enemies. 

11 1 Now also many nations are 
gathered against thee, that say, Let 
her he defiled, and let our eye look 
upon Zion. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand they 
his counsel: for he shall gather them 
as the sheaves into the door. 

13 Arise and thresh, O daughter of 
Zion: for l will make thine horn iron, 
and 1 will make thy bools brass: and 
thou shalt beat in pieces many people: 
and I will consecrate their gain unto 
the I, or)>, and their substance unto the 
Lord of the whole earth. 

CHAITEK V. 

N OW gather thyself in troops, O 
daughter of troops: he hath laid 
siege against us: they shall smite 
the judge of Israel with a rod upon 
the cheek. 

2 But thou, Beth-lehein Kphratah, 
though thou he little among the thou- 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shall 
he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have 
hem from of old, from everlasting.

thus shall he deliver us from the 
Assyrian, when he cometh into our 
land, and when he treadeth within 
our borders. 

7 And the remnant of Jacob shall be 
in the midst of many people as a dew 
from the Lord, as the showers upon 
the grass, that tarrioth not for man, 
nor waiteth for the sons of men. 

8 P And the remnant of Jacob shall 
he among the Gentiles in the midst 
of many people as a lion among the 
beasts of the forest, as a young lion 
among the Hocks of sheep: who, if he 
go through, both treadeth down, and 
tourcth in pieces, and none can deliver. 

1) Thine hand shall be lifted up upon 
thine adversaries, and all thine ene- 
mies shall be cut off. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord, that 1 will cut off 
thy horses out of the midst of thee, 
and 1 will destroy thy chariots: 

11 And I will cut oil’ the cities of 
lliy land, and throw down all thy 
strong holds : 

12 And 1 will cut off witchcrafts out 
of thine hand; and thou slialt have 
no more soothsayers: 

hi Thy graven images also will I cut 
off, and thy standing images out of 
the midst of thee ; and thou slialt no 
more worship the work of thine hands. 

U And I will pluck up thy groves 
out of the midst of thee: so will l 
destroy thy cities. 

15 And 1 will execute vengeance in 
anger and fury upon the heathen, such 
as they have not heard. 

CHAPTER VI. 

H EAR ye now what the Loro saith; 

Arise, contend thou before the 
mountains, and let the hills hear thy 
voice. 

2 Hear ye, () mountains, the Lord’s 
controversy, and ye strong foundations 
of the earth: for the Lord hath a con- 
troversy with his people , and he will 
plead with Israel. 

3 () my people, what have I done 
unto thee? and wherein have I wearied 
thee? testify against me. 

1 For 1 brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt, and redeemed thee out 
of the house of servants; and I sent 
before thee Moses, Aaron, and Miriam. 

5 () my people, remember now what 
Ralak king of Moab consulted, and 
what Balaam the son of Beor answered 
him from Shitfim unto Gilgal; that ye 
may know the righteousness of the Lord. 

6 Wherewith shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself, before the 
high God? shall I come before him 
with burnt offerings, with calves of a 
year old? 
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7 Will the Lord be pleased with thou- 
sands of rams, or with ten thousands 
of rivers of oil? shall I give my first- 
born for my transgression, the fruit of 
my body for the sin of my soul? 

8 lie hath shewed thee, O man, what is 
good; and what doth the Loan require of 
thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God? 

0 The Loan’s voice crieth unto the 
city, and the man of wisdom shall see 
thy name: hear ye the rod, and who 
hath appointed it. 

10 1 Are there yet the treasures 
of wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, and the scant measure that is 
abominable? 

11 Shall I count them pure with the 
wicked balances, and with the bag of 
deceitful weights? 

12 For the rich men thereof are full of 
violence, and the inhabitants thereof 
have spoken lies, and their tongue is 
deceitful in their mouth. 

IB Therefore also will I make thee 
sick in smiting thee, in making tlae 
desolate because of thy sins. 

LI Thou shall eat, but not be satis- 
tied; and thy casting down shall be in 
the midst of thee; and thou shalt take 
hold, but shalt not deliver; and that 
which thou deliverest will l give up to 
the sword. 

15 Thou shalt sow, but thou shalt not 
reap; thou shalt tread the olives, hut 
thou shalt not anoint thee with oil; and 
sweet wine, but shall not drink wine. 

16 t For the statutes of Omri are kept, 
and all the works of the house of A hah, 
and ye walk in their counsels; that 1 
should make thee a desolation, and the 
inhabitants thereof an hissing: therefore 
ye shall hear the reproach ofmy people. 

CHATTER VII. 

W OE is me! for l am as when they 
have gathered the summer fruits, 
as the grapeglcanings of the vintage: 
there is no cluster to eat: my soul 
desired the tirstripe ‘Yu it. 

2 The good man is perished out of the 
earth: and Mere os* none upright among 
men: they aJl lie in wait for blood; they 
hunt every man his brother with a net. 
B 1 '1 hat they may do evil with both 
hands earnestly, the prince asket.b, and 
the judge asketh lor a reward; and the 
great man, lie ufterelh his mischievous 
desire: so they wrap it up. 

4 The best of them is as a Viur: the 
most upright is sharper than a thorn 
hedge: the day of thy watchmen and 
thy visitation cometh; now shall he 
Iheir perplexity. 

5 1 Trust ye not in a friend, put 
ye not confidence in a guide: keep 
the doors of thy mouth from her that 
lieth in thy bosom, 
b For the son dishonoureth the father, 
the daughter risetli up against her 
mother, the daughter in law against, 
her mother in law; a man’s enemies 
are the men of his own house. 

7 Therefore 1 will look unto the Loan; 
I will wait for the God of my salva- 
tion: my God will hear me. 

8 1 Rejoice not against me, () mine 
enemy: when I fall, l shall arise; when 
I sit in darkness, the Lord shall be a 
light unto me. 
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NAHUM, I. 


& I will bear the indignation of the 
Loud, because I have sinned against 
him, until he plead my cause, and exe- 
cute judgment for me: he will bring 
me forth to the light, and I shall be- 
hold his righteousness. 

10 Then she that is mine enemy shall 
see it, and shame shall cover her 
which said unto me, Where is the 
Loan thy God? mine eyes shall behold 
her: now shall she be trodden down 
as the mire of the stroets. 

11 In the day that thy walls are to 
be built, in that day shall the decree 
be far removed. 

12 In that day also he shall come 
even to thee from Assyria, and fi in 
the lortilied cities , and from the for- 
tress even to the river, and from sea 
to sea, and from mountain to moun- 
tain. 

Ill Notwithstanding the land shall be 
desolate because of them that dwell 
therein, for the fruit of thoir doings. 

14 1 Feed thy people with thy rod, 
the Hock of thine heritage, which dwell 
solitarily in the wood, in the midst of 
Carmel: let them feed in Bashan and 
Gilead, as in the days of old. 

15 According to the days of thy com- 
ing out of the land of Egypt will T 
shew unto him marvellous things. 

10 IT The nations shall see and be 
confounded at all their might: they 
shall lay their hand upon their mouth, 
their cars shall be deaf. 

17 They shall lick the dust like a 
serpent, they shall move out of then- 
holes like worms of the earth: they 
shall be afraid of the Loro our God, 
and shall fear because of thee. 

IK Who is a God like unto thee, that 
pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by the 
transgression of the remnant of his 
heritage? he retaineth not his anger 
for ever, because he delightcth in 
mercy. 

11) lie will turn again, be will have 
compassion upon us; he will subdue 
our iniquities; and thou wilt cast all 
their sins into the depths of the sea. 

20 Thou wilt perform the truth to 
Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
which thou hast sworn unto our fa- 
thers from the days of old.

rpHE burden of Nineveh. The book 
L of the vision of Nahum the Elko- 
shite. 

2 God is jealous, and the Lord re- 
vengeth; the Loud revengeth, and is 
furious; the Lord will take vengeance 
on his adversaries, and he reserveth 
irrath for his enemies. 
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3 The Lord is slow to anger, ami 
great in power, and will not at all 
acquit the wicked: the Lord hath his 
way in the whirlwind and in the storm, 
and the clouds are the dust of bis feot. 

4 lie rebuketh the sea, and maketh 
it dry * and drieth up all the rivers : 
Bashan languisheth, and Carmel, and 
the flower of Lebanon languisheth. 

5 Tho mountains quake at him, and 
the hills melt, and the earth is burned 
at his presence, yea, the world, and 
all that dwell therein. 

6 Who can stand before his indig- 
nation? and who can abide in the 
fierceness of his anger? his fury is 
poured out like tire, and tho rocks are 
thrown down by him. 

7 The Lord is good, a strong hold in 
the day of trouble; and he knowclh 
them that trust in him. 

8 But with an overrunning flood he will 
make an utter end of the place thereof, 
and darkness shall pursue his enemies. 

9 What doye imagine against the Lord V 
he wilb make an utter end: affliction 
shall not rise up the second time. 

10 For while they be. folden together 
as thorns, and while they are drunken 
as drunkards, they shall be devoured 
as stubble fully dry. 

11 There is owe come out of thee, that 
imagineth evil against the Loud, a. 
wicked counsellor. 

12 Thus saitb the Lord ; Though then 
be quiet, and likewise many, yet thus 
shall they be cut down, when he shall 
pass through. Though 1 have afflicted 
thee, I will afflict thee no more. 

13 For now will 1 break his yoke 
from off thee, and will burst thy bonds 
in sunder. 

14 And the Lord hath given a com- 
mandment concerning thee, that no 
more of thy name be sown: out of the 
house of thy gods will I cut off the 
graven image and the molten image: I 
will make thy grave; for thou art vile. 

15 Behold upon the mountains the 
feet of him that bringefh good tidings, 
that publisheth peace! () .Judah, keep 
thy solemn feasts, perform thy vows: 
for the wicked shall no more pass 
through thee; lie is utterly cut off. 

CHAPTER II. 

H E that dasheth in pieces is conic 
up before thy face: keep the mu- 
nition, watch the way, make thy loins 
strong, fortify thy power mightily. 

2 For the Lord hath turned away the 
excellency of Jacob, as the excellency 
of Israel: for the emptiers have emp- 
tied them out, and marred their vine 
branches. 

3 The shield of his mighty men is 
made red, the valiant men are in scar- 
let: the chariots shall be with flaming 
torches in the day of his preparation, 
and the fir trees shall he terribly shaken. 
4 The chariots shall rage in the streets, 
they shall justle one against another 
in the broad ways : they shall seem 
like torches, they shall run like the 
lightnings. 

5 He shall recount his worthies: they 
shall stumble in their walk; they shall 
make haste to the wall thereof, and 
the defence shall be prepared, 
ti Tlie gates of the rivers shall be 
opened, and the palace shall be dis- 
solved. 
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7 And Huzzab shall be led away cap- 
tive, she shall be brought up, and her 
maids shall lead he)' as with the voice 
of doves, tabering upon their breasts. 

8 But .Nineveh is of old like a pool 
of water: yet they shall flee away. 
Stand, stand, shall they cry; but none 
shall look back. 

9 Take ye the spoil of silver, take the 
spoil of gold : for there is none end of 
the store and glory out of all the plea- 
sant furniture. 

10 She is empty, and void, and waste: 
and the heart mclteth, and the knees 
smite together, and much pain is in all 
loins, and the faces of them all gather 
blackness. 

11 Where is the dwelling of the lions, 
and the feedingplace of the young 
lions, where the lion, even the old lion, 
walked, and the lion’s whelp, and none 
made them afraid V 

12 The lion did tear in pieces enough 
for his whelps, and strangled for his 
lionesses, and filled his holes with prey, 
and his dens with ravin. 

IB Behold, 1 am against thee, saitli 
the Lord of hosts, and 1 will burn her 
chariots in the smoke, and the sword 
shall devour thy young lions: and I 
will cut off thy prey from the earth, 
and the voice of thy messengers shall 
no more he heard. 

CHAPTER HI. 

W OK to the bloody city! it is all 
full of lies and robbery; the prey 
departeth not; 

2 The noise of a whip, and the noise 
of the rattling of the wheels, and of 
the pransing horses, and of the jump- 
ing chariots. 

B The horseman lifteth up both the 
bright sword and the glittering spear: 
and there is a multitude of slain , and 
a great number of carcases; and there 
is none end of their corpses; they 
stumble upon their corpses:

will set thee as a gazingstock. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that all 
they that look upon thee shall flee 
from thee, and say, Nineveh is laid 
waste: who will bemoan her? whence 
shall I seek comforters for thee? 

8 Art thou better than populous No, 
that was situate among the rivers, 
that had the waters round about it, 
whose rampart was the sea, and her 
wall ivas from the sea? 

9 Ethiopia and Egypt were her strength, 
and it was infinite; Put and Lubim 
were thy helpers. 

10 Yet was she carried away, she went 
into captivity: her young children also 
were dashed in pieces at the top of all 
the streets: and they cast lots for her 
honourable men, and all her great men 
were bound in chains. 

11 Thou also shalt be drunken: thou 
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shalt be hid, thou also shalt seek 
strength because of the enemy. 

12 All thy strong holds shall be like 
fig trees with the firstripe figs: if they 
be shaken, they shall even fall into 
the mouth of the eater. 

IB Behold, thy people in the midst 
of thee are women: the gates of thy 
land shall be set wide open unto thine 
enemies: the lire shall devour thy bars. 

14. Draw thee waters for the siege, 
fortify thv strong holds: go into clay, 
and tread the morter, make strong the 
brickkiln. 

15 There shall the lire devour thee; 
the sword shall cut thee off, it shall 
eat thee up like the cankerworm: make 
thyself many as the cankerworm, make 
thyself many as the locusts, 
lb Thou hast multiplied thy mer- 
chants above the stars of heaven : the 
cankerworm spoileth, and tleeth away. 

17 Thy crowned are as the locusts, 
and thy cantatas as the great grass- 
hoppers, wnich camp in the hedges 
in the cold day, but when the sun 
ariseth they flee away, and their place 
is not known where they are. 

18 Thy shepherds slumber, O king of 
Assyria: thy nobles shall dwell m the 
dust: thy people scattered upon the 
mountains, and no man gathereth them. 

Ill There t# no healing of thy bruise; 
thy wound is grievous; all that hear 
the bruit of thee shall clap the hands 
over thee: for upon whom hath not 
thy wickedness passed continually? 
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CHAPTER I. 

ff'lHE burden which Habakkuk the 
X prophet did see. 

2 O Loan, how long shall I cry, and 
thou wilt not hear! even cry out unto 
thee of violence, and thou wilt not. 
save ! 

B Why dost thou shew me iniquity, 
and cause me to behold grievance? for 
spoiling and violence are before me: 
and there are that raise up strife ami 
contention. 

4 Therefore the law is slacked, and 
judgment doth never go forth: for the 
wicked doth compass about the righ- 
teous; therefore wrong judgment pro- 
ceeded. 

5 f Behold ye among the heathen, 
and regard, and wonder marvellously : 
for / will work a work in your days, 
which ye will not believe, though it be 
told you* 

f> For, lo, I raise up the Chaldeans, 
that hitter and hasty nation, which 
shall march through the breadth of the 
land, to possess the dwellitigplaces that, 
are not their’a. 
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7 'Hiey are terrible and dreadful: their 
judgment and their dignity shall pro- 
ceed of themselves. 

8 Their horses also are swifter than 
the leopards, and are more fierce than 
the evening wolves: and their horse- 
men shall spread themselves, and their 
horsemen shall come from far; they 
shall fly as the eagle £/*a/hasteth to eat. 

i) Tliey shall come all for violence: 
their faces shall snp up as the eaRt 
wind, and they shall gather the cap- 
tivity as the sand. 

10 And they shall scoff at the kings, 
and the princes shall be a scorn unto 
them: they shall deride every strong hold; 
for they shall heap dust, and take it. 

11 Then Hhall his mind change, and 
he shall pass over, and o fiend, imputing 
this his power unto his god. 

l‘J T Art thou not from everlasting, 
() Lord my God, mine Holy One? we 
shall not die. O Lord, thou hast or- 
dained them for judgment; and. O 
mighty God, thou hast established them 
for correction. 

]:> Thou art of purer eyes than to be- 
hold evil, and canst not look on ini- 
quity: wherefore lookest thou upon 
them that deal treacherously, and 
boldest thy tongue when the wicked 
devoureth the man that is more righ- 
teous than heV 

14 And makest men as the fishes of 
the sea, as the creeping things, that 
have no ruler over them? 

If> They take up all of them with 
the angle, they catch them in their 
net, and gather them in their drag: 
therefore they rejoice and are glad. 
lf> Therefore they sacrifice unto their 
net, and burn incense unto their drag; 
because by them their portion is fat, 
and their meat plenteous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, an’d not spare continually to slay 
the nations? 

( II AFTER II. 

I WILL stand upon my watch, and 
set me upon the tower, and will 
watch to see what he will say unto 
me, and what i shall answer when I 
am reproved. 

2 And the. Loan answered me, and 
said, Write the vision, and make d 
plain upon tables, that he may run 
that readeth it. 

2 For the vision is yet for an appointed 
time, hut at the end it shall speak, and 
not lie: though it tarry, wait for it; because 
it will surely come, it will not tarry. 

4 Heboid, his soul which is lifted up 
is not upright in him: but the just 
shall live by his faith. 
f» ! Yea also, because lie transgresseth 
by wine, he is a proud man, neither 
keepeth at home, who enlargeth his 
desire as hell, and is as death, and 
cannot be satisfied, but gathereth 
unto him all nations, and heapeth unto 
him all people:

9 5 Woe to him thatcoveteth an evil 
covetousness to his house, that lie may 
set his nest on high , that lie may be 
delivered from the power of evil! 

10 Thou hast consulted shame to thy 
house by cutting off many people, and 
hast sinned against thy soul. f 

11 For the stone shall cry out of the 
wall, and the beam out of the timber 
shall answer it 

12 Y Woe to him that buildeth a town 
with blood, and stablislieth a city by 
iniquity! 

13 Behold, is it not of the Lord of 
hosts that the people shall labour in 
the very fire, and the people Hhall 
weary themselves for very vanity? 

14 For the earth shall be tilled with 
the knowledge of the glory of the Loud, 
as the waters cover the sea. 

15 ^ Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy bottle 
to him, and makest. him drunken also, 
that thou mayest look on their naked- 
ness! 

16 Thou art filled with shame for 
glory: drink thou also, and let thy 
foreskin be uncovered: the cup of the 
Lord's right hand shall he turned unto 
thee, and shameful spewing shall he 
on thy glory. 

17 For the violence of Lebanon shall 
cover thee, and the spoil of beasts, 
which made them afraid, because of 
men’s blood, and for the violence of 
the land, of the city, and of all that 
dwell therein. 

18 f What protiteth the graven image 
that the maker, thereof hath graven it ; 
the molten image, and a teacher of 
lies, that the maker of his work trust - 
eth therein, to make dumb idols? 

19 Woe unto him that saith to the 
wood, Awake; to the dumb stone, 
Arise, it shall teach! Behold, it is laid 
over with gold and silver, and there is 
no breath at all in the midst of it. 

20 But the Loro is in his holy temple : 
let all the earth keep silence before him. 

CHAPTER III.

2 O Loro, I have heard thy speech, 
and was afraid: () Lord, revive thy 
work in the midst of the years, in tho 
midst of the years make known; in 
wrath remember mercy.

the prophets, do they live for ever? 

G But my words and my statutes, 
which I commanded my servants the 
prophets, did they not take hold of 
your fathers? and they returned and 
said, Like as the Lord of hosts thought 
to do unto us, according to our ways, 
and according to our doings, so hath 
he dealt with us. 

7 % Upon the four and twentieth day 
of the eleventh month, which is the 
month Sebat, in the second year of 
Darius, came the word of the Lord 
unto Zechariah, the son of Berechiah, 
the son of Iddo the prophet, saying, 

8 I saw by night, and behold a man 
riding upon a red horse, and he stood 
among tne myrtle trees that were in 
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the bottom; and behind him were thei'e 
red horses, speckled, and white. 

9 Then said I, O my lord, what are 
these? And the angel that talked with 
me said unto me , I will shew thee 
what these be . 

10 And the man that stood among 
the myrtle trees answered and said, 
These are they whom the Lord hath 
sent to walk to and fro through the 
earth. 

11 And they answered the angel of 
the Lord that stood among the myrtle 
trees, and said, We have walked to 
and fro through the earth, and, behold, 
all the earth sitteth still, and is at rest. 

12 Tf Then the angel of the Lord an- 
swered and said, O Lord of hosts, how 
long wilt thou not have mercy on Je- 
rusalem and on the cities of Judah, 
against which thou hast had indigna- 
tion these threescore and ten years? 

19 And the Lord answered the angel 
that talked with me with good words 
and comfortable words. 

14 So the angel that communed with 
me said unto me , Cry thou , saving, 
Thus saitli the Lord of hosts; I am 
jealous for Jerusalem and for Zion 
with a great jealousy. 

15 And I am very sore displeased 
with the heathen that are at ease: for 
I was but a little displeased, and they 
helped forward the affliction. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Loan; I 
am returned to Jerusalem with mer- 
cies: my house shall be built in it, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and a line 
shall be stretched forth upon Jerusalem. 

17 Cry yet, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; My cities through pros- 
perity shall yet be spread Abroad ; and 
the Lord shall yet comfort Zion, and 
shall yet choose Jerusalem. 

1H 1 Then lifted 1 up mine eves, and 
saw, and behold four horns. 

19 And I ’ said unto the angel that 
talked with me, What be. these? And 
he answered me, These are the horns 
which have scattered Judah, Israel, 
and Jerusalem. 

20 And the Lord shewed me four car- 
penters. 

21 Then said I, What coino these to 
do? And he spake, saying, These are 
the horns which have scattered Judah, 
so that no man did lift up his head : 
but these are come to fray them, to 
cast out the horns of the Gentiles, 
which lifted up their horn over the 
land of Judah to scatter it. 


CHAPTER II. 

I LIFTED up mine eyes again, and 
looked, and behold a man with a 
measuring line in his hand. 

2 Then said I, Whither goest thou? 
And he said unto me. To measure Je- 
rusalem, to sec what is the breadth 
thereof, and what is the length thereof.

3 And, behold, the angel that talked 
with me went forth, and another angel

4 And said unto him, Run, speak to 
this young man, saying, Jerusalem 
shall be inhabited as towns without 
walls for the multitude of men and 
cattle therein: 

5 For I, saith the Lord, will be unto 
her a wall of fire round about, and 
will be the glory in the midst ot her. 

6 7 Ho, ho, come forth , and flee from 
the land of the north, saith the Lord: 
for I have spread you abroad as the 
four winds of the heaven, saith the 
Lord. 

7 Deliver thyself, O Zion, that dwell- 
est with the daughter of Babylon. 

8 For thus saith the Loud of hosts ; 
After the glory hath he sent me unto 
the nations which spoiled you: for he 
that toueheth you toucheth the apple 
of his eye. 

11 For, behold, 1 will shake mine hand 
upon them, and they shall be a spoil 
to their servants: and ye shall know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent me. 

10 1 Sing and rejoice, O daughter of 
Zion: for, lo, 1 come, and I will dwell, 
in the midst of thee, saith the Lord. 

11 And many nations shall be joined 
to the Lord in that day, and shall be 
my people: and I will dwell in the 
midst of thee, and thou slialt know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent me 
unto thee. 

12 And the Lord shall inherit Judah 
his portion in the holy land, and shall 
choose .Jerusalem again. 

13 Be silent, 0 all flesh, before the 
Lord: for he is raised up out of his 
holy habitation. 


CHAPTER III. 

A ND he shewed me Joshua the high 
priest standing before the angel 
of the Lord, and Satan standing at his 
right hand to resist him. 

2 And the Lord said unto Satan, The 
Lord rebuke thee, () Satan; even the 
Lord that hath chosen .Jerusalem re- 
buke thee: is not this a brand plucked 
out of the fire? 

3 Now .Joshua was clothed with filthy 
garments, and stood before the angel. 
4 And he answered and spake unto 
those that stood before him, saying, 
Take away the filthy garments from 
him. And unto him he said, Behold, 
I have caused thine iniquity to pass 
from thee, and I will clothe thee with 
change of raiment 

f> And 1 said, Let them set a fair 
mitre upon his head. So they set a 
fair mitre upon his head, and clothed 
him with garments. Ami the angel of 
the Lord stood by. 

6 And the angel of the Lord protested 
unto Joshua, saying, 
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7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; If 
thou wilt walk in my ways, and if 
thou wilt keep my charge, then thou 
shalt also judge my house, and shalt 
also keep ipy courts, and I will give 
thee places to walk among these that 
stan cj. by. 

8 Hear now, O Joshua the hi^li priest, 
thou, and thy fellows that sit before 
thee: for they are men wondered at: 
for, behold, I will bring forth my ser- 
vant the BRANCH. 

9 For behold the stone that I have 
laid before Joshua; upon one stone 
shall be seven eyes: behold, 1 will 
engrave the graving thereof, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and I will remove the 
iniquity of that land in one day. 

10 In that day, saith the Lord of hosts, 
shall ye call every man his neighbour 
under the vine and under the fig tree. 


CHAPTER IV. 

A N D the angel that talked with me 
came again, and waked me, as a 
man that is wakened out of his sleep, 
2 And said unto me, AVhat seest 
thouV And 1 said, I have looked, and 
behold a candlestick all of gold, with 
a bowl upon the top of it, and his 
seven lamps thereon, and seven pipes 
to the seven lamps, which arc upon 
the top thereof: 

3 And two olive trees by it, one upon 
the right side of the bowl, and the other 
upon the left side thereof, 
i So I answered and spake to the 
angel that talked with me, saying, 
What are these, my lord? 

5 Then the angel that talked with me 
answered and said unto me, Knowest 
thou not what these be? And I said, 
No, my lord. 

G Then he answered and spake unto 
me, saying, This is the word of the 
Lord unto Zerubbabeh saying. Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Who art thou, O great mountain? 
before Zerubbabel thou shalt become a 
plain: and he shall bring forth the 
headstone thereof toith shoutings, cry- 
ing, Crace, grace unto it 
8 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

9 The hands of Zerubbabel have laid 
the foundation of this house; his hands 
shall also finish it; and thou shalt know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent me 
unto you. 

10 For who hath despised the day of 
small things? for they shall rejoice, and 
shall see the plummet in the hand of 
Zerubbabel with those seven; they are 
the eyes of the Lord, which run to 
and fro through the whole earth. 

11 T Then answered I, and said unto 
him, What are these two olive trees 
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upon the right side of the candlestick 
and upon the left side thereof? 

12 And I answered again, and said 
unto him, What be these two olive 
branches which through the two gold- 
en pipes empty the golden oil out of 
themselves? 

13 And he answered me and said, 
Knowest thou not what these bet And 
I said. No, my lord. 

14 Then said he, These are the two 
anointed ones, that stand by the Lord 
of the whole earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

fPHEN I turned, and lifted up mine 
A eyes , and looked , and behold a 
flying roll. 

2 And he said unto me. What seest 
thou? And 1 answered, 1 see a flying 
roll; the length thereof is twenty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof ten cubits. 

3 Then said he unto me, This is the 
curse that goeth forth over the lace 
of the whole earth: for every one that 
stealetli shall be cut off as on this side 
according to it; and every one that 
sweareth shall be cut off as on that 
side according to it. 

4 I will bring it forth, saith the Lord 
of hosts, and it shall enter into the 
house of the thief, and into the house 
of him that sweareth falsely by my 
name; and it shall remain in the midst 
of his house, and shall consume it 
with the timber thereof and the stones 
thereof. 

5 5 Then the angel that talked with 
me went forth, and said unto me, Lilt 
up now thine eyes, and see what is 
this that goeth forth. 

f> And 1 said, What is it? And he 
said, This is an epliah that goeth forth. 
He said moreover. This is their resem- 
blance through ail the earth. 

7 And, behold, there was lifted up a 
talent of lead: and this is a woman 
that sitteth in the midst of the epliah. 

8 And he said, This is wickedness. 
And he cast it into the midst of the 
ephah ; and he cast the weight of lead 
upon the mouth thereof. 

9 Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, there came out 
two women, and the wind was in their 
wings: for they had wings like the 
wings of a stork: and they lifted up 
the ephah between the earth and the 
heaven. 

10 Then said I to the angel that talked 
with me, Whither do these bear the 
ephah? 

11 And lie said unto me, To build it 
an house in the land of Sliinar: and 
it shall be established, and set there 
upon her own base. 


CHAPTER VI. 

A ND I turned, and lifted up mine 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, there 
came four chariots out from between 
two mountains; and the mountains 
were mountains of brass.

and in the second chariot black 
horses; 

3 And in the third chariot white horses; 
and in the fourth chariot grisled and 
bay horses. 

4 Then I answered and said unto the 
angel that talked with me, What are 
these, my lord? 

5 And the angel answered and said 
unto me, These are the four spirits 
of the heavens, which go forth from 
standing before the Lord of all the earth. 

6 The black horses which are therein 
go forth into the north country; and 
the white go forth after them; and 
the grisled go forth toward the south 
country. 

7 And the bay went forth, and sought 
to go that they might walk to and fro 
through the earth: and he said, Get 
you hence, walk to and fro through 
the earth. So they walked to and fro 
through the earth. 

8 Then cried he upon me, and spake 
unto me, saying, Behold, these that go 
toward the north country have quieted 
my spirit in the north country. 

b II And the word of the Loan came 
unto me, saying, 

10 Take of them of the captivity, even 
of Ileldai, of Tobijah, and of Jedaiah, 
which are come from Babylon, and 
come thou the same day, and go into 
the house of Josiah the son of Ze- 
phaniah ; 

11 Then take silver and gold, and 
make crowns, and set them upon the 
head of Joshua the son of Josedeeh, 
the high priest; 

12 And speak unto him, saying, Thus 
speaketh the Lord of hosts, saying, 
Behold the man whose name is The 
BHANCII; and he shall grow up out 
of his place, and he shall build the 
temple of the Lord: 

13 Even he shall build the temple 
of the Lord: and he shall bear the 
glory, and snail sit and rule upon his 
throne: and he shall be a priest upon 
his throne: and the counsel of peace 
shall he between them both. 

14 And the crowns shall be to Helem, 
and to Tobijah, and to Jedaiah, and 
to Hen the son of Zephaniah, for a 
memorial in the temple of the Lord. 

15 And they that are far off shall 
come and build in the temple of the 
Lord , and ye shall know that the 
Lord of hosts hath sent me unto you. 
And this shall come to pass, if ye will 
diligently obey the voice of the Lord 
your God. 


CHAPTER VII. 

A N D it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Darius, that the word 
of the Lord came unto Zechariah ill 
the fourth day of the ninth month, 
even in Chisleu; 

2 When they had sent unto the house 
of GodSherezer andRegem-melech,and 
their men, to pray before the Lord,

4 If Then came the word of the Loan 
of hosts unto me, saying, 

5 Speak unto all the people of the 
land, and to the priests, saying, When 
ye fasted and mourned m the fifth 
and seventh month , even those seventy 
years, did ye at all fast unto me, even 
to me? 

6 And when ye did eat, and when ye 
did drink, did not ye eat for yourselves, 
and drink for yourselves ? 

7 Should ye not hear the words which 
the Lord hath cried by the former pro- 
phets, when Jerusalem was inhabited 
and in prosperity, and the cities thereof 
round about her, when wen inhabited 
the south and the plain? 

8 1 And the word of the Lord came 
unto Zechariah, saying, 

9 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, Execute true judgment, and 
shew mercy and compassions every 
man to his brother: 

10 And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherless, the stranger, nor the 
poor; and let none of you imagine evil 
against his brother in your heart. 

11 But, they refused to hearken, and 
pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear. 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear 
the law, and the words which the 
Lord of hosts hath sent in his spirit 
by tlie former prophets: therefore came 
a great wrath from the Lord of hosts. 

13 Therefore it is come to pass, that 
as he cried, and they would not bear; 
so they cried, and 1 would not hear, 
saith the Lord of hosts: 

14 But 1 scattered them with a whirl- 
wind among all the nations whom they 
knew not. Thus the land was desolate 
after them, that no man passed through 
nor returned: for they laid the pleasant 
land desolate. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


A GAIN the word of the Lord of 
hosts came to me, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord ot hosts; I was 
jealous for Zion with great jealousy, and 
I was jealous for her with great fury. 
3 Thus saith the Lord; I am returned 
unto Zion, and will dwell in the midst 
of Jerusalem: and Jerusalem shall be 
called a city of truth; and the mountain 
of the Lord of hosts the holy mountain. 
4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; There 
shall yet old men and old women dwell 
in the streets of Jerusalem, and every 
man with his staff in his hand for 
very age. 
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ZECHARIAH, VIIL 

5 And the streets of the city shall be 
full of boys and girls playing in the 
streets thereof. 

6 Thus saith the Loed of hosts; If it 
be marvellous in the eyes of the rem- 
nant of this people in these days, should 
it also be marvellous in mine eyes : 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Be- 
hold , 1 will save my people from the 
eastcountry, and from the west country ; 

8 And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: 
and they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God, in truth and in righ- 
teousness. 

D T Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Let 
your hands be strong, ye that hear in 
these days these words by the inouth 
of the prophets, which were in the day 
that the foundation of the house of the 
Lord of hosts was laid, that the temple 
might be bililt. 

10 For before these days there was 
no hire for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither was there any peace to him 
that went out or came in because of 
the affliction: for T set all men every 
one against his neighbour. 

1 1 But now 1 will not he unto the re- 
sidue of this people as in the former 
days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall he prosperous; 
the vine shall give her fruit, and the 
ground shall give her increase, and 
the heavens shall give their dew; and 
1 will cause the remnant of this people 
to possess all these things. 

13 Ami it shall come to pass, that as 
ye were a curse among the heathen, 
O house of Judah, and house of Israel; 
so will I save you, ami ye shall be a 
blessing: fear not, but let your hands 
be strong. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
As I thought to punish you, when your 
fathers provoked me to wrath, saith 
the Lord of hosts, and I repented not: 

15 So again have 1 thought in these 
days to do well unto Jerusalem and 
to the house of Judah: fear ye not. 

16 If These are the things that ye 
shall do: Speak ye every man the 
truth to his neighbour ; executetlie judg- 
ment of truth and peace in your gates: 

17 And let none of you imagine evil 
in your hearts against his neighbour; 
and love no false oath: for all these 
are things that I hate, saith the Lord. 

18 H And the word of the Lord of 
hosts came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; The 
fast of the fourth month , and the fast 
of the fifth, and the fast of the seventh, 
and the fast of the tenth, shall be to 
the house of Judah joy and gladness, 
and cheerful feasts; therefore love the 
truth and peace. 
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20 Thus saitli the Lord of hosts; It 
shall yet come to pass, that there shall 
come people, and the inhabitants of 
many cities: 

21 And the inhabitants of one city 
shall go to another, saying, Let us go 
speedily to pray before the Lord, and to 
seek the Lord of hosts: I will go also. 

22 Yea, many people and strong na- 
tions shall come to seek the Lord of 
hosts in Jerusalem, and to pray before 
the Lord. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that 
ten men shall take hold out of all 
languages of the nations, even shall 
take hold of the skirt of him that is a 
.lew, saying, We will go with you: for 
we have heard that God is with you. 


CHAPTER IX. 
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T HE burden of the word of the Lord 
in the land of lladraeh, and Da- 
mascus shall he the rest thereof: when 
the eyes of man, as of all the tribes of 
Israel, shall he toward the Loud. 

2 And Hamath also shall border there - 
by; Tyrus, and Zidon, though it be 
very wise. 

3 And Tyrus did build herself a strong 
hold, and heaped up silver as the dust, 
and tine gold as the mire of the streets, 
-i Behold, the Loud will cast her out, 
and he will smite her power in the 
sea; and she shall be devoured with lire. 
5 Ashkelon shall see it, and fear; 
Gaza also shall see it, and be very 
sorrowful, and Ekron; for her expecta- 
tion shall be ashamed, and the , king 
shall perish from Gaza, and Ashkelon 
shall not he inhabited. 

6 And a bastard shall dwell in Ashdod, 
and 1 will cut oft' the pride of the Phi- 
listines. 

7'And I will take away his blood out 
of his mouth, and his abominations 
from between his teeth: but he that 
remaineth, even he, shall he for our 
God, and ho shall he as a governor in 
Judah, and Ekron as a Jebusite. 

8 And I will encamp about mine 
house because of the army, because 
of him that passeth by, and because 
of him that returneth: and no oppres- 
sor shall pass through them anymore: 
for now have I seen with mine eyes. 
‘J 1 Rejoice greatly, () daughter of 
Zion: shout, O daughter of Jerusalem : 
behold, thy King cometh unto thee: 
he njjust, and having salvation; lowly, 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a 
colt the foal of an ass. 

10 And I will cut off the chariot from 
Ephraim, and the horse from Jerusa- 
lem, and the battle bow r shall be cut 
off: and he shall speak peace unto the 
heathen: and his dominion shall be 
from sea even to sea, and from the 
river even to the ends of the earth. 

11 As for thee also, by the blood of 
thy covenant I have sent forth thy 
prisoners out of the pit wherein is no 
water. 

12 1 Turn you to the strong hold, ye 
prisoners of nope: even to day do I de- 
clare that I will render double unto thee ; 
13 When I have bent Judah for me, 
filled the bow with Ephraim, and raised 
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up thy sons, O Zion, against thy sons. 
O Greece, and made thee as the sword 
of a mighty man. 

14 And the Loan shall be seen over 
them, and his arrow shall go forth as 
the lightning: and the Lord Goo shall 
blow the trumpet, and shall go with 
whirlwinds of the south.

And I took the 
t hirty pieces of silver, and cast them to 
the potter in the house of the Lord. 

14 Then I cut asunder mine other 
staff, even Bands, that 1 might break 
the brotherhood between Judah and 
Israel. 

15 1 And the Lord said unto me, Take 
unto thee yot, the instruments of a 
foolish shepherd. 

lfi For, lo, 1 will raise up a shepherd 
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in tho land, which shall not visit tliose 
that be cut off, neither shall seek the 
young one, nor heal that that is broken, 
nor feed that that standeth still: but 
ho shall eat the flesh of the lat, and 
tear their claws in pieces. 

17 Woe to the idol shepherd that leav- 
eth the flock! the sword shall be upon 
his arm, and upon his right eye: his 
arm shall bo clean dried up, and his 
right eye shall be utterly darkened.

The children of Ephraim , heinq 
armed, and carrying hows, turned back 
in the day of battle.

11 And forgat his works, and his 
wonders that he had shewed them. 

12 Marvellous tilings did he in the 
sight of their lathers, in the land of 
Egypt, w the field of Zoan. 

11* He divided the sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 In the daytime also he led them 
with a cloud, and all the night with a 
light of lire. 

1 f» lie clave the rocks in the wilder- 
ness and gave them drink as out of 
tin* great depths. 

I(‘> He brought streams also out of the 
rock, and caused waters to run down 
like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him bv provoking the most High in 
the wilderness. 

IK And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust 
19 Yea, they spake againstGod ; they said, 
CanGod furnish a table in the wilderness?

49 He cast upon them the fierceness of 
his anger, wrath, and indignation, aud 
trouble, by sending evil angels among 
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50 He made a way to his anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence;

2 Hide not thy face from me in the 
day when l am in trouble; incline 
thine ear unto me: in the day when 1 
call answer me speedily. 

3 For my days are consumed like smoke, 
and my bones are burned as an hearth. 
4 My heart is smitten, and withered 
like grass; so that I forget to eat my bread, 
ft By reason of the voice of my groan- 
ing my bones cleave to my skin. 

0 I am like a pelican of the wilder- 
ness: l am like an owl of the desert. 
7 I watch, and am as a sparrow alone 
upon the house top. 

8 Mine enemies reproach me all the 
day; and they that are mad against 
me are sworn against me. 

3 For I have eaten ashes like bread, 
and mingled my drink with weeping, 
10 Because of thine indignation and 
thy wrath: for thou hast lifted me up, 
and cast me down. 

11 My days are like a shadow that 
declineth; and I am withered like grass. 
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12 But thou, O Lord, shalt enduro 
for ever; and thy remembrance unto 
all generations.

3 Who layeth the beams of his cham- 
bers in the waters: who maketh the 
clouds his chariot: who walketh upon 
the wings of the wind: 

4 Who maketh his angels spirits; his 
ministers a llaining fire: 

5 Who laid the foundations of the 
earth, that it should not be removed 
for ever. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep as 
with a garment: the waters stood above 
the mountains.

20 There go the ships: there is that 
leviathan, whom thou hast made to 
play therein.

thou openest thine hand, they are 
filled with good. 

29 Thou hidest thy face, they arc 
troubled: thou takestuwny their breath, 
they die, and return to their dust. 

30 Thou sendcst forth thy spirit, they 
are created: and thou renewest the 
face of the earth. 

31 The glory of the Lord shall endure for 
ever: the Lord shall reioice in his works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it 
trembleth: he toucheth the hills, and 
they smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord as long 
as I live: I will sing praise to my God 
while I have iny being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be 
sweet: I will be glad in the Lord. 

3f> Let the sinners be consumed out 
of the earth, and let the wicked be no 
more. Hless thou the Lord, O my soul. 
Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM CV. 

O GIVE thanks unto the Lord; call 
upon his name: make known his 
deeds among the people.

yea, he reproved kings tor their sakes; 

lf> Saying, Touch not mine anointed, and 
lb do my prophets no harm. Moreover 
he called for a famine upon the land: 

17 he brake the whole stall' of bread, lie 
sent a man before them, even Joseph, 

18 who was sold for a servant: Whose 
feet they hurt with letters: he was laid 

19 in iron: Until the time that his word 
came : the word of the Loan tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him; even 
the ruler of the people, and let him 

21 go free. He made him lord of his 
house, and ruler of all his substance: 

22 To bind his princes at his pleasure and 

23 teach his senators wisdom. Israel also 
came into Egypt; and Jacob sojourned 

24 in the land of Ham. And he increased 
his people greatly; and made them 

25 stronger than their enemies. He turned 
their heart to hate his people, to deal 

2G subtilly with his servants, lie sent Mo- 
ses his servant; and Aaron whom he 

27 had chosen. They shewed his signs 
among them, and wonders in the land 

28 of Ham. He sent darkness, and made 
it dark; and they rebelled not against 

29 his word. lie turned their waters into 
V) blood, and slew their fish. Their land 

brought forth frogs in abundance, in 

11 the chambers of their kings. He spake 
i and there came divers sorts of Hies, 

12 and lice in all their coasts. He gave 
. the ni hail for rain, and darning fire in 

13 their land. He smote their vines also 
and their fig trees; and brake the trees 

:>4 of their coasts. He spake , and the 
locusts came, and caterpillars, and that 

15 without number, And did eat up all the 
herbs in their land, and devoured the 

M fruit of their ground. lie smote also 
all the firstborn in their land, the chief 
57 of all their strength. He brought them 
forth also with silver and gold: and 
there wax not one feeble person among 

38 their tribes. Egypt was glad when they 
departed: for the fear of them fell upon 

39 them. He spread a cloud for a cover- 
ing; and tire to give light in the night. 

40 The people asked, and he brought quails 
and satisfied them with the bread of 

41 heaven. He opened the rock t and the 
waters gushed .out; they ran in the dry 

42 places like a river. For he remembered 
Ids holy promise, and Abraham his 

43 servant. And he brought forth his 
people with joy, and his chosen with 

44 gladness: And gave them the lands of 
the heathen: and they inherited the 

45 labour of the people; That they might 
observe his statutes, and keep his laws,

PSALM CAT. 

P liAlSE ye the Lord. O give thanks 
unto the Lord; for he is good: for 
2 his mercy endurelh for ever. Who can 
utter the mighty acts of the Lord? irh<> 
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can shew forth all his praise? Blessed 
are they that keep judgment, and he 
that doeth righteousness at all times. 
Remember me, O Lord, with the 4 
favour that thou bearest unto thy peo- 
ple: O visit me with thy salvation; 
That I may see the good of thy chosen, 5 
that I may rejoice in the gladness of 
thv nation, that 1 may glory with thine > 
inheritance. We have sinned with our 0 
fathers, we have committed iniquity, 
we have done wickedly. Our fathers 7 
understood not thy wonders in Egypt; 
they remembered not the multitude of 
thy mercies; but provoked him at the 
sea, ei'en at the Red sea. Nevertheless 8 
he saved them for his name’s sake, 
that he might make his mighty power 
to be know'n. He rebuked the Ked sea U 
also, and it was dried up: so he led 
them through the depths, as through 
the wilderness. And he saved them 10 
from the hand of him that hated them, 
and redeemed them from the hand of 
the enemy. And the waters covered H 
their enemies : there w r as not one of 
them left. Then believed they his w r ords; 12 
they sang his praise. They soon forgat 1H 
Ills works ; they waited not for his 
counsel: But lusted exceedingly in the 14 
wilderness , and tempted God in the 
desert. And he gave them their reouest E> 
but sent leanness into their soul. They 10 
envied Moses also in the camp, and ^ 
Aaron the saint of the Loro. The earth L 
opened and swallowed up Dathan, and 
covered the company of A biram. And 1^ 
a fire was kindled in theircompany; the 
riame burned up the wicked. They made l- 1 
a calf in 11 orel), and worshipped the 
molten image. Thus they changed their 20 
glory into the similitude of an ox that 
eateth grass. They forgat God their 21 
saviour, which had done great things 
in Lgypt; Wondrous works in the land 
of Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. Therefore he said that he would 2d 
destroy them, had not Moses his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to turn* 
away his wrath, lest he should destroy t 
them. Yea, they despised the pleasant 24 
land, they believed not his word: But 2o 
murmured in their tents, and hearkened , 
not unto the voice of the Lord. Therefore 2o 
he lifted up his hand against them , to 
overthrow' them in the wilderness : To 27 
overthrow their seed also among the 
nations, ami to scatter them in the lands. t 
They joined themselves also unto Baal- 28 
peor, and ate the sacrifices of the dead. 
Thus they provoked him-to anger with 2b 
their inventions: and the plague brake 
in upon them. Then stood up Rhinelias, 30 
and executed judgment: and so the 
plague was stayed. And that was 31 
counted unto him for righteousness 
unto all generations for evermore. They 32 
angered him also at the waters of strife, 
so that it went ill with Moses for their 
sakes: Because they provoked his spirit, 33 
so that he spake unadvisedly *with his 
lips. They did not destroy the nations, 34 
concerning whom the Lord command- 
ed them: But were mingled among 35 
the heathen, and learned their works. 
And they served their idols: which 30 
were a snare unto them. Yea, they 37 
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sacrificed their sons and their daugh- 
ters unto devils, 

88 And shed innocent blood, even the 
blood of their sons and of their daugh- 
ters, whom they sacrificed unto the 
idols of Canaan: and the land was 
polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with their 
own works, and went a whoring with 
their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the Loan 
kindled against his people, insomuch 
that he abhorred his own inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed them 
and they were brought into subjection 
under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them ; but 
they provoked him with their counsel, 
and were brought low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when he heard their cry: 

45 And he remembered for them his 
covenant, and repented according to 
the multitude of his mercies. 

40 lie made them also to be pitied 
of all those that carried them captives. 

47 Save us, () Lord our God, and 
gather us from among the heathen, to 
give thanks unto thy holy name, and 
to triumph in thy praise. 

48 Blessed tathe Lord God of Israel from 
everlasting to everlasting : and let all the 
people say, Amen. Praise ye the Lord.

17 Fools because of their transgres- 
sion, and because of their iniquities, 
are af die ted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of 
meat; and they draw near unto the 
gates of death. 

l‘J Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saveth them out 
of their distresses. 

k 2011e sen this word, and healed them, and 
delivered them from their destructions. 

21 Oh that men would praise the Lord 
for liis goodness, and for his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men ! 

22 And let them sacrilice the sacri- 
tices of thanksgiving, and declare his 
works with rejoicing. 

23 They that go down to the sea in 
ships, that do business in great waters; 

24. These see the works of the Lord, 
and his wonders in the deep.

H OLD not thy peace, () God of 
my praise ; 

2 For the mouth of the wicked and 
the mouth of the deceitful are. opened 
against me: they have spoken against 
me with a lying tongue. 

3 They compassed me about also with 
words of hatred; and fought against 
me without a cause. 

*1 For my love they are my adver- 
saries: but I qivt myself unto prayer.

12 Let there be none to extend mercy 
unto him: neither let there be any to 
favour his fatherless children. 

13 Let his posterity be cut off; and 
in the generation following let their 
name be blotted out. 

14 Let the iniquity of his fathers be 
remembered with the Loud: and let not 
the sin of his mother be blotted out. 
15 Let them be before the Lord con 
tinually, that he may cut off the me 
mory of them from the earth.

19 It is better to dwell in the wilder- 
ness, than with a contentious and an 
angry woman. 

20 There is treasure to be desired 
and oil in the dwelling of the wise; 
but a foolish man speiuleth it up. 

21 lie that followed after righteous- 
ness and mercy findeth life, righteous- 
ness, and honour. 

22 A wise man scaled the city of tin* 
mighty, and casteth down the strength 
of the confidence thereof. 

23 Whoso keepeth his mouth and his 
tongue keepeth his soul from troubles. 

24 Proud and haughty scorner is his 
name, who dealeth in proud wrath. 

25 The desire of the slothful killed 
him; for his hands refuse to labour. 

26 He coveted greedily all the daylong: 
but the righteous givethand spared not. 

27 The sacrifice of the wicked is abo- 
mination: how much more, when he 
bringeth it with a wicked mind? 

28 A false witness shall perish: but the 
man that beared speaketh constantly. 

29 A wicked man hardened his face : but 
as for the upright, he directed his way. 

30 There is no wisdom nor under- 
standing nor counsel against the Lord. 

31 The horse is prepared against the 
day of battle: but safety is of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XX II. 

A GOOD name is rather to be cho- 
sen than great riches, and loving 
favour rather than silver and gold. 

2 The rich and poor meet together: 
the Lord is the maker of them all. 

3 A prudent man loreseeth the evil, 
and hided himself: but the simple pass 
on, and are punished.

12 Apply thine heart unto instruction, 
and thine ears to the words of knowledge. 

13 Withhold not correction from the 
child: for if thou beatest him with the 
rod, he shall not die. 

14 Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from hell.

20 Where no wood is, thet'e the fire 
goeth out: so whore there is no tale- 
bearer, the strife ceaseth. 

21 As coals are to burning coals, and 
■wood t.o fire; so is a contentious man 
to kindle strife. 

22 The words of a talebearer are as 
wounds, and they go down into the 
innermost parts of the belly. 

23 Burning lips and a wicked heart are 
like a potsherd covered with silver dross. 
24 lie that liateth dissembleth with his 
lips, and layeth up deceit within him;

20 Then Job arose, and rent his mantle, 
and shaved his head, and fell down 
upon the ground, and worshipped, 

21 And said, Naked came I out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall J re- 
turn thither: the Loud gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord. 

22 In all this Job sinned not, nor 
charged God foolishly. 


CHAPTER II.

12 And wlion they lifted up their eyes 
afar oft', and knew him not, they lifted 
up their voice, and wept; and they rent 
every one his mantle, and sprinkled 
dust upon their heads toward heaven.

3 Also against his three friends was 
his wrath kindled, because they had 
found no answer, and yet had con- 
demned Job. 

4 Now Elihu had waited till Job had 
spoken, because they were, elder than be. 
5 When Elihu saw that there was no 
answer in the mouth of these three 
men, then his wrath was kindled. 

6 And Elihu the son of Barachel the 
Buzite answered and said, I am young, 
and ye are very old; wherefore I was 
afraid, and durst not shew you mine 
opinion. , , _ . 

7 I said, Days should speak, and mul- 
titude of years should teach wisdom. 
8 But there is a spirit in man: and the 
inspiration of the Almighty giveth them 
understanding. 

9 Great men are not always wise: nei- 
ther do the aged understand judgment, 
10 Therefore l said, Hearken to me; 
J also will shew mine opinion. 

11 Behold, I waited for your words; 
I gave ear to your reasons, whilst ye 
searched out what to say. 

12 Yea, 1 attended unto you, and, be- 
hold, there was none of you that con- 
vinced Job, or that answered his words: 
13 Lest ye should say, We have found 
out wisdom: God thrusteth him down, 
not man. . 

14 Now he hath not directed ms words 
against me: neither will l answer him 
with your speeches. 

15 They were amazed, they answered 
no more: they left ofT speaking. 

16 When l had waited, (for they spake 
not, but stood still, and answered no 
more;) . , , , * 

17 / said . I will answer also my part, 
I also will shew mine opinion. 

18 For I am full of matter, the spirit 
within me constraineth me. 

19 Behold, my belly is as wine which 
hath no vent; it is ready to burst like 
new bottles. , „ . 

20 I will speak, that I may be refresh- 
ed: I will open my lips and answer. 

21 Let me not, I pray you, accept any 
man’s person, neither let me give flat- 
tering titles unto man. 

22 For I know not to give flattering 
titles; in so doing my maker would 
soon take me away. 
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CHAPTER XXXIII. 

W HEREFORE, Job, I pray thee, 
hear my speeches, and hearken 
to all my words. 

2 Behold, now I have opened my mouth, 
my tongue hath spoken in my mouth. 
3 My words shall be of the upright- 
ness of my hoart: and my lips snail 
utter knowledge clearly. 

4 The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath 
given me life. 

5 If thou canst answer me, set thy 
words in order before me, stand up. 

6 Behold, I am according to thy wish 
in God’s stead: I also am formed out 
of the clav. 

7 Behold, my terror shall not make 
thee afraid, neither shall my hand be 
heavy upon thee. 

8 Surely thou hast spoken in mine 
hearing, and I have heard the voice of 
thy words, saying, 

9 I am clean without transgression, I am 
innocent; neither is there iniquity in me. 
10 Behold, he findeth occasions against 
me, he counteth me for his enemy, 

11 He putteth my feet in the stocks, 
he marketh all my paths. 

12 Behold, in this thou art not just: 
I will answer thee, that God is greater 
than man. 

13 Why dost thou strive against him? 
for he giveth not account of any ol his 
matters. 

14 For God speaketh once, yea twice, 
yet man perceivcth it not. 

15 In a dream, in a vision of the night, 
when deep sleep falleth upon men, in 
slumborings upon the bed ; 

16 Then he openeth the ears of men, 
and sealeth their instruction, 

17 That he may withdraw man from 
his purpose, and hide pride from man. 
lHHekeepeth back his soul from the pit, 
and his life from perishing by the sword. 
19 He is chastened also with pain upon 
his bed, and the multitude of his bones 
with strong pain: 

20 So that his life abhorreth bread, 
and his soul dainty meat 
21 His flesh is consumed away , that 
it cannot be seen; and his bones that 
were not seen stick out 
22 Yea, his soul draweth near unto 
the grave, and his life to the destroyers. 
23 If there be a messenger with him, 
-an interpreter, one among a thousand, 
to shew unto man his uprightness: 

24 Then he is gracious unto him, and 
saith, Deliver him from going down to 
the pit: I have found a ransom. 

25His flesh shall be fresher than a*child’s : 
he shall return to the days of his youth: 
26 He shall pray unto God, and he 
will be favourable unto him: and he 
shall see his face with joy: for he will 
render unto man his righteousness. 

27 He looketh upon men, and if any 
say, I have sinned, and perverted that 
which was right, and it profited me not; 
28 He will deliver his soul from going 
into the pit, and his life shall see the light 
29 Lo, all these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man, 

30 To bring back his soul from the 
pit, to be enlightened with the light 
of the living. 

31 Mark well, 0 Job, hearken unto 
me: hold thy peace, and I will speak. 
32 If thou hast anv thing to say, answer 
me: speak, for I desire to justify thee. 
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33 If not, hearken unto me: hold thy 
peace, and I shall teach thee wisdom. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

I FURTHERMORE Elihu answered 
and said, 

2 Hear my words , O ye wise men; and 
give ear unto me, ye that have knowledge. 
3 For the ear trieth words, as the 
mouth tasteth meat. 

4 Let us choose to us judgment: let 
us know among ourselves what is good, 
o For Job hath said, I am righteous: 
and God hath taken away my judgment. 
6 Should I lie against my right? my 
wound is incurable without trans- 
gression. 

7 What man is like Job, who drinketh 
up scorning like water? 

8 Which goeth in company with the 
workers ef iniquity, and walketh with 
wicked men. 

3 For he hath said, It profiteth a man 
nothing that he should delight himself 
with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, ye men of 
understanding; far be it from God, that 
he should do wickedness ; and/rom the A 1- 
mighty, that he should, commit iniquity. 
11 For the work of a man shall he render 
unto him, and cause every man to find 
according to his ways. 

12 Vea, surely God will not do wicked- 
ly, neither will the Almighty pervert 
judgmont 

13 Who hath given him a charge over 
the earth? or who hath disposed the 
whole world? 

1 4Ifhesethisheurt upon man,/,/'he gath- 
er unto himself his spirit and his breath; 
15 All flesh shall perish together, and 
man shall turn again unto dust, 
lb If now thou hast understanding, hear 
this: hearken to the voice of my words. 
17 Shall oven he that hateth right 
govern? and wilt thou condemn him 
that is most just? 

18 Is it Jit to say to a king, Thou art 
wicked ? and to princes, Ye are ungodly ? 
19 How much less to him that accepteth 
not the persons of princes, nor regard- 
eth the rich more than the poor? for 
they all are the work of his hands. 

20 In a moment shall they die, and 
the people shall be troubled at mid- 
night, and pass away: and the mighty 
shall be taken away without hand. 

21 For his ej r es are upon the ways of 
man, and he seeth all his goings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor shadow of 
death, where the workers of iniquity 
may hide themselves. 

23 For he will not lay upon man more 
than right; that he should enter into 
judgment with God. 

24 He shall break in pieces mighty 
men without number, and set others 
in their stead. 

25 Therefore he knoweth their works, 
and he overturneth them in the night, 
so that they are destroyed. 

20 He striketh them as wicked men 
inJJie open sight of others: 

27 Because they turned back from him, 
a nd would not consider any of his ways : 
28 So that they cause the cry of the 
poor to come unto him, and he hear- 
eth the cry of the afflicted. 

29 When he giveth quietness, who 
then can make trouble? and when he 
hideth his face, who then can behold 
him ? whether it be done against a na- 
tion, or against a man only: 
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30 That the hypocrite reign not, lest 
the people be ensnared. 

31 Surely it is meet to be said unto 
God, I have borne chastisement , I will 
not offend any more. 

32 That vjhich I see not teach thou me : 
if I have done iniquity, I will do no more. 

33 Should it be according to thy mind? 
he will recompense it, whether thou re- 
fuse, or whether thou choose; and not 
J : therefore speak what thou knowest 

31 Let men of understanding tell me, 
and let a wise man hearken unto me. 
35 Job hath spoken without knowledge, 
and his words were without wisdom. 

30 My desire is that Job may be triod 
unto the end because of his answers 
for wicked men. 

37 For he addeth rebellion unto his 
sin, he clappeth his hands among us, 
and multiplieth his words against God. 

CHAPTER XXXV.

Vj 2 Tliinkest thou this to be right, 
that thou saidflt, My righteousness is 
more than God’s?

5 Look unto the heavens, and see; 
and behold the clouds which are higher 
than thou. 

G If thou sinnest, what doest. thou 
against him? or //’thy transgressions he 
multiplied, what doest thou unto him? 

7 I1‘ thou no righteous, what givest thou 
him? or what rceeivethheof thine hand? 

8 Thy wickedness may hurt a man as 
thou art; and thy righteousness may 
projit the son of man. 

h By reason of the multitude of op- 
pressions they make the oppressed to 
cry: they cry out by reason of the arm 
of the mighty. 

10 But none saith, Where is God my 
maker, who giveth songs in the night; 

II Who tcacheth us more than the 
beasts of the earth, and maketh us 
wiser than the fowls of heaven? 

12 There they cry, but none giveth an- 
swer, because of the pride of evil men. 

13 Surely God will not hear vanity, 
neither will the. Almighty regard it. 

14 Although thou sayest thou shalt 
not see him, yet judgment is before 
him; therefore trust thou in him. 

15 But now, because it is not so, he 
hath visited in his anger; yet he know- 
eth it not in great extremity: 

1G Therefore doth Job open his mouth 
in vain: he multiplieth words without 
knowledge. 

CHAPTER XXXVI.

18 Because there is wrath, beware lest 
he take thee away with his stroke: then 
a great ransom cannot deliver thee. 

19 Will he esteem thy riches? no, not 
gold, nor all the forces of strength. 

20 Desire not the night, when people 
are cut off in their place. 
21Takeheed,regard not iniquity : for this 
hast thou chosen rather than affliction. 

22 Behold, God exalteth by his power: 
who tcacheth like him? 

23 Who hath enjoined him his way? or 
who can say, Thou hast wrought iniquity? 

24 Remember that thou magnify his 
work, which men behold. 

25 Every man may see it; man may 
behold it afar off. 

26 Behold, God is great, and we know 
him not, neither can the number of his 
years be searched out 

27 For he maketh small the drops of 
water: they pour down rain according 
to the vapour thereof: 

28 Which the clouds do drop and distil 
upon man abundantly. 

29 Also can any understand the spread- 
ings of the clouds, or the noise of his 
tabernacle? 

30 Behold, he spreadeth his light upon 
it. and covereth the bottom of the sea. 

31 For by them judgeth he the peo- 
ple; he giveth meat in abundance. 

32 With clouds he covereth the light; 
and commandeth it not to shine by the 
cloud that cometh betwixt. 

33The noise thereofsheweth concerning 
it, the cattle also concerning the vapour. 

CHAPTER XXXVII.

swallowed up. 

21 And now men sec not the bright 
light which is in the clouds: but the 
wind passeth, and cleanseth them. 

22 Fair weather cometh out of the 
north: with God is terrible majesty. 

23 Touching the Almighty, we cannot 
find him out: he is excellent in power, 
and in judgment, andin plenty of justice: 
he will not afflict. 

24 Men do therefore fear him: he re- 
spccteth not any that are wise of heart.

21 His breath kindlcth coals, and a 
flame goeth out of his mouth. 

22 In his neck remainetli strength, and 
sorrow is turned into joy before him. 

23 The flakes of his flesh are joined 
together: thev are firm in themselves; 
they cannot be moved. 

24 His heart is as firm as a stone; yea, 
as hard as a piece of the nether millstone. 

25 When he raiseth up himself, the 
mightv are afraid : by reason of break- 
ings they purify themselves. 

26 The sword of him that layeth at 
him cannot hold: the spear, the dart, 
nor the habergeon. 

27 He esteemeth iron as straw, and 
brass as rotten wood. 

28 The arrow cannot make him flee: 
slingstones are turned with him into 
stubble. 

29 Darts are counted as stubble: he 
laugh eth at the shaking of a spear. 

30 Sharp stones are under him: he 
spreadeth sharp pointed things upon 
the mire. 

31 He maketh the deep to boil like a 
pot: he maketh the sea like a pot of 
ointment. 

32 He maketh a path to shine after him ; 
one would think the deep to be hoary. 

33 Upon earth there is not his like, 
who is made without fear. 

34 He beholdeth all high things: he is 
a king over all the children of pride. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

HPHEN Job answered the Lord, and 
J said, 

2 I know that thou canst do every 
thina, and that no thought can be with- 
holden from thee. 

3 Who is he that hideth counsel 
without knowledge? therefore have I 
uttered that I understood not: things 
too wonderful for me, which I knew not 

4 Hear, I beseech thee, and I will 
speak: I will demand of thee, and 
declare thou unto me. 

5 I have heard of thee by the hearing 
of the ear: but now mine eye seeth thee. 

6 Wherefore I abhor my self and repent 
in dust and ashes. 

7 f And it was so, that after the Loro 
had spoken these wordB unto Job, the 
Loan said to Eliphaz the Temanite, 
My wrath is kindled against thee, and

as he had before.

15 Behold, thou art fair, my love; be- 
hold, thou art fair; thou hast doves’ eyes.

17 The beams of our house are cedar, 
and our rafters of fir.

19 If So they two went until they 
came to Beth-Jehem. And it came to 

f >ass, when they were come to Beth- 
ehem, that all the city was 'moved 
about them, and they said, Is this 
Naomi? 

20 And she said unto them, Call me 
not Naomi, call me Mara: for the Al- 
mighty hath dealt very bitterly with me.

7 And she said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather after the reapers 
among the sheaves: so she came, and 
hath continued even from the morn- 
ing until now, that she tarried a little 
in the house. 

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Uearest 
thou not, my daughter? Go not to 
glean in another held, neither go from 
lienee, but abide here fast by my 
maidens: 

( J Let thine eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after them: 
have 1 not charged the young men 
that they shall not touch thee? and 
when thou art athirst, go unto the 
vessels, and drink of that which the 
young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and said 
unto him, Why have! found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou shouldest take 
knowledge of me, seeing I am a stranger? 

11 And Boaz answered and said unto 
her, It hath fully been shewed me, all 
that thou hast done unto thy mother 
in law since the death of thine hus- 
band: and how thou hast left thy fa- 
ther and thy mother, and the land of 
thy nativity, and art come unto a peo- 
ple which thou knewest not heretofore. 

12 'fhe Lord recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of the 
Loud God of Israel, under whose wings 
thou art come to trust. 

IB Then she Bald, Let me find favour 
in thy sight, my lord; for that thou 
hast comforted me, and lor that thou 
hast spoken friendly unto thine hand- 
maid, though I be not like unto one 
of thine handmaidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At meal- 
time come thou hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegar. 
And she sat beside the reapers: and 
he reached her parched corn , and she 
did eat, and was sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded hie young men, 
saying, Let her glean even among the 
sheaves, and reproach her not: 

1G And let fall also some of the hand- 
fuls of purpose for her, and leave them, 
that she may glean them, and rebuke 
her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had gleaned : 
and it was about an ephah of barley. 
IS H And she took it up, and went 
into the city: and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned: and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that 
she had reserved after she was sufficed. 
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19 And her mother in law said unto 
her, Where hast thou gleaned to day? 
and where wroughtest thouV blessed 
be he that did take knowledge of thee. 
And she shewed her mother in law 
with whom she had wrought, and said, 
The man’s name with whom I wrought 
to day is Boaz. 

20 And Naomi said unto her daughter 
in law, Blessed be he of the Lord, who 
hath not left otf his kindness to the liv- 
ing and to the dead. And Naomi said 
unto her, The man is near of kin unto 
us, one of our next kinsmen. 

21 And Ruth the Moabitess said, lie 
said unto me also, Thou shalt keep 
fast by my young men, until they have 
ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Rutli her 
daughter in law, It is good, my daughter, 
that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not in any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of bar- 
ley harvest and of wheat harvest; and 
dwelt with her mother in law. 


CHAPTER III. 

T HEN Naomi her mother in law 
said unto her, My daughter, shall 
I not seek rest for thee, that it may 
be well with thee V 
2 And now is not Boaz of our kindred, 
with whose maidens thou wast? Be- 
hold, lie winnoweth barley to night in 
the threshingfloor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore , and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and get thee down to the floor: but 
make not thyself known unto the man, 
until he shall have done eating and 
drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when he lieth down, 
that thou shalt mark the place where he 
shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and un- 
cover his feet, and lay thee down; and 
he will tell thee what thou shalt do. 
5 And she said unto her, All that 
thou sayest unto me I will do. 

6 % And she went down unto the 
floor, and did according to all that her 
mother in law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the 
heap of corn: and she came softly, and 
uncovered his feet, and laid her down. 
H And it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself: and, behold, a woman lay at 
his feet. 

9 And he said, Who art thou? And 
she answered, 1 am Ruth thine hand- 
maid: spread therefore thy skirt over 
thine handmaid; for thou art a near 
kinsman. 

10 And he said, Blessed be thou of 
the Lord, my daughter: for thou hast 
shewed more kindness in the latter 
end than at the beginning, inasmuch 
as thou followedst not young men, 
whether poor or rich. 

11 And now, my daughter, fear not; I 
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will da" to thee all that thou renuirest: 
for all ‘the city of my people doth 
know thnt thou art a virtuous woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman: howbeit there is a kins- 
man nearer than T. 

13 Tarry this night., and it shall be in 
the morning, that if he will perform 
unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; 
let him do the kinsman’s part : but if 
ho will not do the nart of a kinsman 
to thee, then will I do the part of a 
kinsman to thee, as the Lord liveth: 
lie down until the morning. 

14. f And she lay at his feet until 
the morning: and she rose up before 
one could know another. And he said, 
Let it, not he known that a woman 
came into the floor. 

15 Also he said. Bring the vail that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it And 
when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and laid it on her: 
and she went into the city. 

10 And when she came to her mo- 
ther in law, she said. Who art thou, 
my daughter? And she told her all 
that the man had done to her. 

17 And she said, These six measures 
of barley gave ho mo; for he said to me. 
Go not empty unto thy mother in law. 

18 Then said she, Sit still, my daugh- 
ter, until thou know how the matter 
will fall: for the man will not he in rest, 
until he have finished the thing this day. 


CHAPTER IV. 

T HEN went Boaz up to the gate, 
and sat him down there: and, be- 
hold, the kinsman of whom Boaz spake 
came by; unto whom he said. Ho, such 
a one! turn aside, sit down here. And 
he turned aside, and sat down. 

2 And he took ten men of the elders 
of the city, and said, Sit ye down here. 
And they sat down. 

3 And ho said unto the kinsman, Naomi, 
that is come again out of the country 
of Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which 
was our brother Elimelech’s: 

4 And I thought to advertise theei 
saying, Buy it before the inhabitants, 
and before the elders of my people. If 
thou wilt redeem it, redeem it: but if 
thou wilt not redeem it, then tell me, 
that I may know: for there is none to 
redeem it beside thee; and I am after 
thee. And he said, I will redeem it* 

5 Then said Boaz, What day thou 
buyest the field of the hand of Naomi, 
thou must buy it also of Ruth the 
Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to 
raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance. 

6 If And the kinsman said, I cannot 
redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine 
own Inheritance: redeem thou my right 
to thyself; for I cannot redeem it. 

7 Now this was the manner in former 
time in Israel concerning redeeming 
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and concerning changing, for to con- 
firm all things; a man plucked off his 
shoe, and gave it to his neighbour: 
and this was a testimony in Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
Boaz, Buy it for thee. So he drew off 
his shoe. 

9 T And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Te are wit- 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that 7i>a* Elimelech’s, and all that 
was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the 
wife of Mahlon, have I purchased to 
be my wife, to raise up the name of the 
dead upon his inheritance, that the 
name of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren, and from the gate 
of his place: ye are witnesses this day. 

11 And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We are 
witnesses. The Lord make the woman 
that is come into thine house like 
Rachel and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel: and do thou 
worthily in Epliratah, and be famous 
in Beth-leliem: 

12 And let thy house be like the house 
of Pharez, whom Tamar bare unto .Ju- 
dah, of the seed which the Lord shall 
give thee of this young woman. 

13 If So Boaz took Ruth, and she was 
his wife: and when he went in unto 
her, the Lord gave her conception, and 
she bare a son. 

14 And the women said unto Naomi, 
Blessed be the Lord, which hath not 
left thee this day without a kinsman, 
that his name may be famous in Israel. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a re- 
storer of /At/ life, and anourisher of thine 
old age: for thy daughter in law, which 
loveth thee, which is better to thee 
than seven sons, hath born him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became nurse 
unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying, There is a son 
born to Naomi; and they called his 
name Obed: he is the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. 

18 T Now these are the generations 
of Pharez: Pharez begat Hezron, 

19 And Ilezron begat Ram, and Rain 
begat Amminadab, 

20 And Amminadab begat Nahshon, 
and Nahshon begat Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz 
begat Obed, 

22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse 
begat David.

CHAPTER I. 

H OW doth the city sit solitary, that 
was full of people! how is she 
become as a widow! she that was great 
among the nations, and princess among 
the provinces, how is she become tribu- 
tary ! 

2 She weepeth sore in the night, and 
her tears are on her cheeks: among 
all her lovers she hath none to com- 
fort her: all her friends have dealt 
treacherously with her, they are become 
her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone into captivity because 
of affliction, and because of great ser- 
vitude: she dwelleth among the hea- 
then, she findeth no rest: all her perse- 
cutors overtook her between the straits. 
4 The ways ofZion do mourn, because 
none come to the solemn feasts: all 
her gates are desolate : her priests sigh, 
her virgins are afflicted, and she is in 
bitterness. 

6 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lord hath 
afflicted her for the multitude of her 
transgressions: her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed : her princes are 
become like harts that And no pasture, 
and thev are gone without strength 
before tne pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the days 
of her affliction and of her miseries all 
her pleasant things that she had in the 
days of old, when her people fell into 
the hand of the enemy, and none did 
help her: the adversaries saw her, and 
did mock at her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that 
honoured her despise her, because they 
have seen her nakedness: yea, she 
sigheth, and turnetli backward. 

‘J Her filthiness is in her skirts: she 
rememberetli not her last end; there- 
fore she came down wonderfully: she 
had no comforter. O Lord, behold my 
affliction : for the enemy hath magnified 
himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon all her pleasant things: for 
she hath seen that the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command that they should not enter 
into thy congregation. 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their pleasant 
things for meat to relieve the soul: 
see, O Loan, and consider; for I am 
become vile. 

12 Y Is it nothing to you, all ye that 
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pass by? behold, and see if there be 
any sorrow like unto my sorrow, which 
is done unto me, wherewith the Lord 
hath afflicted me in the day of his 
fierce anger. . 

18 From above hath he sent fire into 
my bones, and it prevaileth against 
them : he hath spread a net for my feet, 
he hath turned me back: he hath made 
me desolate and faint all the day. 

14. The yoke of my transgressions is 
bound by his hand: they are wreathed, 
and come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall, the Lord 
hath delivered me into their hands, 
from whom I am not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all my mighty men in the midst of. me: 
he hath called an assembly against me 
to crush my young men: the Lord 
hath trodden the virgin, the daughter 
of Judah, as in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine eye, 
mine eye runneth down with water, be- 
cause the comforter that should relieve 
my soul is far from me: my children are 
desolate, because the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadetli forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her: the 
Lord hath commanded concerning Ja- 
cob, that liis adversaries should he round 
about him: Jerusalem is as a men- 
struous woman among them. 

18 ^ The Lord is righteous; for I have 
rebelled against his commandment: 
hear, I pray you, all people, and be- 
hold my sorrow: my virgins and my 
young men are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, hut they 
deceived me: my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the city, 
while they sought their meat to relieve 
their souls. 

20 Behold, O Lord; for I am in distress: 
my bowels are troubled; mine heart is 
tuwied within me ; for I have grievously 
rebelled: abroad the sword bereaveth, 
at home there is as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh: there 
is none to comfort me: all mine ene- 
mies have heard of my trouble; they 
are glad that thou hast done it: thou 
wilt bring the day that thou hast called, 
and they shall be like unto me. 

22 Let all their wickedness come be- 
fore thee; and do unto them, as thou 
hast done unto me for all my trans- 
gressions: for my sighs are many, and 
my heart is faint. 
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CHAPTER XL 

H OW hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a cloud in 
his anger, and cast down from heaven 
unto the earth the beauty of Israel, 
and remembered not his footstool in 
the day of his anger! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all the 
habitations of Jacob, and hath not pi- 
tied: he hath thrown down in his 
wrath the strong holds, of the daughter 
of Judah; he hath brought th&m down 
to the ground: he hath polluted the 
kingdom and the princes thereof. 

8 He hath cut off in his fierce anger 
all the horn of Israel: he hath drawn 
back his right hand from before the 
enemy, and he burned against Jacob 
like a flaming lire, which devouretli 
round about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an enemy 
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he stood with his right hand aB an adver- 
sary, and slew all that were pleasant to 
the eye in the tabernacle of the daughter 
of Zion : he poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lora was as an enemy: he hath 
swallowed up Israel, he hath swallowed 
up all her palaces: he hath destroyed 
his strong holds, and hath increased in 
the daughter of Judah mourning and 
lamentation. 

G And he hath violently taken away 
his tabernacle, as if it were of a garden : 
ho hath destroyed his places of the 
assembly: the Lord hath caused the 
solemn feasts and sabbaths to be for- 
gotten in Zion, and hath despised in 
the indignation of his anger the king 
and the priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, he 
hath abhorred his sanctuary, lie hath 
given up into the hand of the enemy 
the walls of her palaces; they have 
made a noise in the house of the Lord, 
as in the day of a solemn feast 
H The Lord hath purposed to destroy 
the wall of the daughter of Zion; he 
hath stretched out a line, he hath not 
withdrawn his hand from destroying: 
therefore lie made the rampart and the 
wall to lament; they languished together. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the ground; 
he hath destroyed and broken her bars: 
her king and her princes are among the 
Gentiles: the law is no more; her pro- 
phets also find no vision from the Lord. 

10 'l he elders of the daughter of Zion 
sit upon the ground, rmdkcop silence: 
they have cast up dust upon their heads ; 
they have girded themselves with sack- 
doth: the virgins of Jerusalem hang 
down their heads to the ground. 

11 Mine eyes do fail with tears, my 
bowels arc troubled, my liver is pour- 
ed upon the earth, for the destruction 
of the daughter of my people; because 
the children and the sucklings swoon 
in the streets of the city. 

12 They say to their mothers, Where 
is corn and wine V when they swooned 
as the wounded in the streets of the 
city, when their soul was poured out 
into their mothers 7 bosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to witness 

for thee? what thing shall I liken to 
thee, O daughter of Jerusalem? what 
shall I equal to thee, that I may com- 
fort thee, O virgin daughter of Zion? 
for thy breach is great like the sea/ 
who can heal thee? f : 

14 Thy prophets have seen vain ai ■, 
foolish thingsforthee : and they have n/ ( : 
discovered thine iniquity, to turn awttfu 
thy captivity; but have seen for the\^ 
false burdens and causes of banishment® 

15 All that pass by clap their hands at v 
thee; they hiss and wag their head at the 
daughter of Jerusalem, saying, Js this 
the city that men call The perfection 
of beauty. The joy of the whole earth? 

1G All thine enemieB have opened 
their mouth against thee: they hiss 
and gnash the teeth: they say, We 
have swallowed her up: certainly this 
is the day that we looked for; we have 
found, we have seen it. 

17 The Lord hath done that which lies, 
had devised; he hath fulfilled his word^ 
that he had commanded in the days of 
old : he hath thrown down , and hath 
not pitied: and he hath caused thine 
enemy to rejoice over thee, he hath 
set up the horn of thine adversaries. 

18 Their heart cried unto the Lord, 
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0 wall of the daughter of Zion, let 
tears run down like a river day and 
night: give thyself no rest; let not the 
apple of thine eye cease. 

19 Arise, cry out in the night: in the 
beginning of the watches nour out thine 
heart like water before the face of the 
Lord: lift up thy hands toward him 
for the life of thy young children, that 
faint for hunger in the top of every street. 

20 1 Behold, O I ^oai), and consider to 
whom thou hast done this. Shall the 
women eat their fruit, and children of 
a span long? shall the priest and the 
prophet be slain in the sanctuary of 
the Lord? 

21 The young and the old lie on the 
ground in the streets: mv virgins and 
my young men are fallen by the sword; 
thou hast slain them in the day of thine 
anger; thou hast killed, and not pitied. 

22 Thou hast called as in a solemn 
day my terrors round about, so that 
in the day of the Lord’s anger mom* 
escaped nor remained: those that I 
have swaddled and brought up hath 
mine enemy consumed. 

CHAPTER III. 

I AMt he man that hath seen affliction 
bv the rod of his w'rath. 

2 lie hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, but not into light. 

3 Surely against me is he turned; he 
turneth his hand against wie all the day. 
4 My flesh and my skin hath he made 
old; he hath broken my bones. 

5 He hath builded against me, and 
compassed me with gall and travel, 
fl He hath set me in dark places, as 
they that he dead of old. 

7 He hath hedged me about, that I 
cannot get out: he hath made my 
chain heavy. 

8 Also w-hen I cry and shout, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 

9 He hath inclosed my ways with hewn 
stone, he hath made my paths crooked. 
10 He was unto me as a bear lying 
in wait, and as a lion in secret places. 
11 He hath turned aside my ways, and 
pulled me in pieces: he hath made 
me desolate. 

12 He hath bent his bow, and set me 
as a mark for the arrow. 

13 He hath caused the arrows of his 
kuiver to enter into my reins. 

I was a derision to all my peo- 
and their song all the day. 

I He hath filled me with bitterness, he 
Ith made me drunken with wormwood. 
IlC He hath also broken my teeth with 
r gravel stones, he hath covered me will: 
ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul far 
off from peace: 1 forgat prosperity. 

18 And I said, My strength and my 
hope is perished from the Lord : 

19 Remembering mine affliction and my 
misery, the wormwood and the gall. 

20 My soul hath them still in remem- 
brance t and is humbled in me. 

21 This I recall to my mind, therefore 
have I hope. 

22 t It is of the Loro’s mercies that 
we are not consumed, because his com- 
passions fail not. 

28 They are new every morning: great 
is thy faithfulness. 


19 
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24 The Lord is my portion, saith my 
soul; therefore will I hope in him. 

25 The Lord is good unto them that 
wait for him, to the soul that seeketh him. 

26 Jt is good that a man should both 
hope and quietly wait for the salvation 
of the Lord. 

27 It is good for a man that he bear 
the yoke in his youth. 

28 lie sitteth alone and keepeth silence, 
because he iath borne it upon him. 

29 lie pmleth his mouth in the dust; 
if so be there may be hope. 

30 1 1 e gi verth/iiS ' cheek to him that smit- 
eth him : lie is filled full with reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off forever : 

32 Hut though be cause grief, yet 
will be have compassion according to 
the multitude of liis mercies. 

33 For be doth not afflict willingly 
nor grieve the. children of men. 

34 To crush under his feet all the 
prisoners of the earth, 

35 To turn aside the right of a man 
before the face of the most High, 

36 To subvert a man in his cause, the 
Lord approveth not. 

37 ! Who is he that saith, and it 
cometh to pass, when the Lord com- 
mandeth it not? 

38 Out of the mouth of the most 
High proeeedeth not evil and good? 

39 Wherefore doth a living man com- 
plain, ix man for the punishment of 
his sins? 

40 L#t us search and try our ways, 
and turn again to the Lord. 

41 Let us lift up our heart with our 
hands unto God in the heavens. 

42 We have transgressed and have 
rebelled: thou hast not pardoned. 

43 Thou hast covered with anger, 
and persecuted us: thou hast slain, 
thou hast not pitied. 

44 Thou hast covered thyself with a 
cloud, that our prayer should not pass 
through. 

45 Thou hast made us as the offscouring 
and refuse in the midst of the people. 

46 All our enemies have opened their 
mouths against us. 

47 Fear and a snare is come upon 
us, desolation and destruction. 

48 Mine eye runneth down with 
rivers of water for the destruction of 
the daughter of my people. 

49 Mine eye trickleth down, and 
ccaseth not, without any intermission, 

50 Till the Lord look down, and be- 
hold from heaven. 

51 Mine eye affeetetli mine heart be- 
cause of all the daughters of my city. 

52 Mine enemies chased me sore, like 
a bird, without cause. 

53 They have cut off my life in the 
dungeon, and cast a stone upon me.

55 1 1 called upon thy name, O Lord, 
out of the low dungeon. 

56 Thou hast heard my voice: hide 
not thine ear at my breathing, at my cry. 

57 Thou drewestnear in the da y that 
I called u pon thee : thou saidst, Fear not 

58 () Lord, thou hast pleaded the 
causes of my soul ; thou hast redeemed 
my life. 

59 O Lord, thou hast seen my wrong: 
judge thou my cause. 

60 Thou hast seen all their vengeance 
and All their imaginations against me. 
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61 Thou hast hoard their reproach, 
O Loan, and all their imaginations 
against me; 

62 The lips of those that rose up 
against me, and their device against 
me all the day. 

63 Behold their sitting down, and their 
rising up; I am their musick. 

64 T Bender unto them a recompence, 
0 Lord, according to the work of 
their hands. 

65 Give them sorrow of heart, thy 
curse unto them. 

66 Persecute and destroy them in anger 
from under the heavens of the Lord. 


CHAPTER IV. 

H OW is the gold become dim! lww 
is the most tine gold changed! the 
stones of the sanctuary are poured 
out in the top of every street. 

2 The precious sons of Zion, com- 
parable to fine gold, how are they 
esteemed as earthen pitchers, the work 
of the hands of the potter! 

3 Even the sea monsters draw out 
the breast, they give suck to their 
young ones; the daughter of my peo- 
ple is become cruel, like the ostriches 
in the wilderness. 

4 The tongue of the sucking child 
cleaveth to the roof of his mouth for 
tliirHt: the young children ask bread, 
and no man breaketh it unto them. 

5 They that did feed delicately are 
desolate in the streets: they that, were 
brought, up in scarlet embrace dunghills. 
6 For the punishment of the iniquity 
of the daughter of my people is greater 
than the punishment of the sin of 
Sodom, that was overthrown as in a 
moment, and no hands stayed pn her. 
7 Her Nazarites were purer than 
snow, they were whiter than milk, they 
were more ruddy in body than rubies, 
their polishing was of sapphire: 

8 Their visage is blacker than a coal; 
they are not known in the streets: 
their skin cleaveth to their bones; it 
is withered, it is become like a stick. 
!) They that be, slain with the sword 
are better than they that be slain with 
hunger: for these pine away, stricken 
through for want of the fruits of the field. 
10 The hands of the pitiful women 
have sodden their own children: they 
were their meat, in the destruction of 
the daughter of my people. 

11 llie Lord hath' accomplished his 
fury; he hath poured out his fierce 
anger, and hath kindled a fire in Zion, 
and it hath devoured the foundations 
thereof. 

. 12 The kings of the earth, and all the 
inhabitants of the world, would not 
have believed that the adversary and 
the enemy should have entered into 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

13 I For the sins of her prophets, 
and the iniquities of her priests, that 
have shed the blood of the just in the 
midst of her, 

■ have wandered as blind men 

in the streets, they have polluted them- 
selves with blood, so that men could 
n l ° e t f ^uch their garments. 

15 lliev cried unto them, Depart ye; 
it is unclean; depart, depart, touch not: 
when they fled away and wandered, 
they said among the heathen, They 
shall no more sojourn there, 

16 The anger of the Lord hath divided 
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them; he will 110 more regard them: 
they respected not the persons of the 
priests, they favoured not the elders. 

17 As for us, our eyes as yet failed 
for our vain help: in our watching we 
havo watched for a nation that could 
not save us, 

18 They hunt our steps, that we cannot 
go in our streets: our end is near, our 
days are fulfilled; for our end is come. 

li) Our persecutors are swil'ter than 
the eagles of the heaven : they pursued 
us upon the mountains, they laid wait 
for us in the wilderness. 

20 The breath of our nostrils, the anoint- 
ed of the Lord, was taken in their pits, 
of whom we said, Under his shadow 
we shall live among the heathen. 

21 t Rejoice and be glad, O daughter 
of Edom, that dwellest in the land of 
Uz; the cup also shall pass through 
unto thee: thou shalt be drunken, and 
slialt make thyself naked. 

22 H The punishment of thine iniquity 
is accomplished, O daughter of Zion; 
he will no more carry thee away into 
captivity: he will visit thine iniquity, 
O daughter of Edom; he will discover 
thy sins. 


CHAPTER V. 

T>EMEMBER, O Lord, what is come 
XV upon us: consider, and behold our 
reproach. 

2 Our inheritance is turned to stran- 
gers, our houses to aliens. 

3 \Ve are orphans and fatherless, our 
mothers are as widows. 

T We have drunken our water for 
money; our wood is sold unto us. 

5 Our aiecks are under persecution: 
we labour, and have no rest. 

1) AVe have given the hand to the 
Egyptians, and to the Assyrians, to be 
satisfied with bread. 

7 Our fathers have sinned, and are 
not; and wc have borne their iniquities. 

8 {Servants have ruled over us: there 
is none that doth deliver us out of 
their hand. 

U \Vc gat our bread with the peril of 
our lives because of the sword of the 
wilderness. 

10 Our skin was black like an oven 
because of the terrible famine. 

11 They ravished the women in Zion, 
and the maids in the cities of Judah. 

12 Princes are hanged up by their hand : 
the faces of elders were not honoured. 

13 They took the young men to grind, 
and the children fell under the wood. 

14 The elders have ceased from the 
gate, the young men from their musick. 

15 The joy of our heart is ceased; our 
dance is turned into mourning. 

10 The crown is fallen from our head: 
woe unto us, that we have sinned! 

17 For this our heart is faint; for 
these things our eyes are dim. 

18 Because of the mountain of Zion, 
which is desolate, the foxes walk upon it 

19 Thou, O Lord, remainest for ever; 
thy throne from generation to gene- 
ration. 

20 Wherefore dost thou forget us for 
ever, and forsake us so long time?

21 Turn thou us unto thee, 0 Loud, 
and we shall be turned; renew our 
days as of old.

CHAPTER I. 

n HI K words of the Preacher, the son 
X of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher, 
vanity of vanities; all is vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all liis 
labour which he taketh under the sun? 

T One generation paaseth away, and 
another generation eometh : but the 
earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and liasteth to his place 
where he arose. 

0 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and turnoth about unto the north; 
it whirleth about continually, and the 
wind returneth again according to his 
circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; yet 
the sea is not full; unto the place from 
whence the rivers come, thither they 
return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; man 
cannot utter it: the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear tilled with 
hearing. 

9 The thing that hath been, it is that 
which shall be; and that which is done 
is that which shall be done: and there 
is no new thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it may 
be said, See, this is new? it hath been 
already of old time, which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of former 
things; neither shall there be any re- 
membrance of things that are to come 
with those that shall come after. 
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12 t I the Preacher was king over 
Israel ia Jerusalem. 

IB And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done under heaven: 
this sore travail hath God given to the 
sons of man to be exercised therewith. 

14. I have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun; and, behold, all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot be 
made straight: and that which is want- 
ing cannot be numbered. 

16.1 communed with mine own heart, 
saying, Lo, 1 am come to great estate, 
and have gotten more wisdom than 
all they that have been before me in 
Jerusalem: yea, my heart had great 
experience of wisdom and knowledge. 

17 And 1 gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly : 1 perceived that this also is vexa- 
tion of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much grief: 
and he that increaseth knowledge in- 
creased sorrow. 


CHAPTER II. 

I SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth, there- 
fore enjoy pleasure: and, behold, this 
also is vanity. 

2 I said of laughter, It, is mad: and 
of mirth, What doeth it? 
o I sought in mine heart to give my- 
self unto wine, yet acquainting mine 
heart with wisdom; and to lay hold 
on folly, till 1 might see what was that 
good for the sons of men, which they 
should do under the heaven all the 
days of their life. 

•i I made me great works; I builded 
me houses; 1 planted me vineyards: 
5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits: 

(1 1 made me pools of water, to w r ater 
therewith the wood that bringeth forth 
trees: 

7 1 got me servants and maidens, and 
had servants born in my house; also 
I had great possessions of great and 
small cattle above all that were in Je- 
rusalem before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and 
of the provinces: 1 gat me men singers 
and women singers, and the delights 
ol the sons of men, as musical instru- 
ments, and that of all sorts. 

1) So I was great, and increased more 
than all that were before me in Je- 
rusalem: also my wisdom remained 
with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes desired 
I kept not from them, I withheld not 
my heart from any joy; for my heart 
rejoiced in all my labour: and this 
was my portion of all my labour. 
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11 Then I looked on all the works that 
my hands had wrought, and on the 
labour that I had laboured to do: and, 
behold, all was vanity and vexation 
of spirit, and there was no profit under 
the sun. 

12 T And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh after 
tiie king? even that which hath been 
already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness: and I myself perceived also that 
one event happoneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happeneth 
even to me; and why was 1 then more 
wise? Then I said in my heart, that 
this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of the 
wise more than of the fool for ever; 
seeing that which now is in the days 
to come shall all be forgotten. And 
how dietli the wise man? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because the 
work that is wrought under the sun 
is grievous unto me: for all is vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 

13 f Yea, I hated all my labour which 
I had taken under the sun: because 1 
should leave it unto the man that shall 
be after me. 

19 And who kuoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein 1 have laboured , and where- 
in I have shewed myself wise under 
the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
winch I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he leave it for 
his portion. This also is vanity and a 
great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his labour, 
and of the vexation of his heart, where- 
in he hath laboured under the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows , and 
his travail grief; yea, his heart taketh 
not rest in the night. This is also vanity. 

24 1 There is nothing better for a man, 
than that he should eat and drink, and 
that he should make his soul enjoy 
good in his labour. This also I saw, 
that it was from the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than 1? 

26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in his sight wisdom , and know- 
ledge, and joy: but to the sinner he 
giveth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit.

in that wherein lie labourethV 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men to 
be exercised in it. 

11 lie hath made every thing beauti- 
lul in his lime: also he hath set the 
world in their heart, so that no man 
can find out the work that God maketh 
from the beginning to the end. 

12 i know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and to 
do good in his life. 

13 And also that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God doeth 
it shall be tor ever: nothing can be 
put to it, nor any thing taken from it: 
and God doeth it, that men should fear 
before him. 

l. r > That which hath been is now; and 
that which is to be hath already been; 
and God roquireth that which is past. 

1G f And moreover I saw under the 
sun the place of judgment, that wick- 
edness was there; and the place of 
righteousness, that iniquity was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked: 
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for there is a time there for every 
purpose anil for every work. 

18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 For that which belalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one thing 
befalletli them: as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other; yea, they have all one 
breath; so that a man hath no pre- 
eminence above a beast : for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man 
that goeth upward, and the spirit of 
the beast that goeth downward to the 
earth V 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there is 
nothing better, than that a man should 
rejoice in his own works ; for that is 
his portion: for who shall bring him 
to see what shall be alter him? 


CHAPTER IV. 

S O 1 returned, and considered all the 
oppressions that are done under 
the sun: and behold the tears of such 
ns were oppressed, and they had no 
comforter; and on the side of their 
oppressors there was power; but they 
had no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the dead which 
are already dead more than the living 
which are yet alive. 

•3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath not 
seen the evil work that is done under 
the sun. 

4 1 Again, I considered all travail, 
and every right work, that for this a 
man is envied of his neighbour. This 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit, 
b The fool foldeth his hands together, 
and eateth his own llesli. 

(> Better is an handful with .quietness, 
than both the hands full with travail 
and vexation of spirit. 

7 ! Then I returned, and 1 saw vanity 
under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is not 
a second; yea, lie hath neither child 
nor brother: yet is there no end of all 
his labour; neither is his eye. satistied 
with riches; neither saith he. For whom 
do J labour, and bereave my soul of 
good? This is also vanity, yea, it is a 
sore travail. 

9 1 Two are better than one; because 
they have a good reward for their labour. 
10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up Ins fellow: but woe to him that is 
alone when he fallcth; for he hath not 
another to help him up. 
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11 Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat: but how can one be 
warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against him, two 
shall withstand him; and a threefold 
cord is not quickly broken. 

13 U lietter is a poor and a wise child 
than an old and foolish king, who will 
no more be admonished. 

Id For out of prison lie cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is born in 
his kingdom becometh poor. 

If) I considered all the living which walk 
under the sun, with the second child 
that shall stand up in his stead, 
lb There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before them: 
they also that come alter shall not re- 
joice in him. Surely this also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 


CHAPTER V. 

K EEP thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of Clod, and be more 
ready to hear, than to give the saeri- 
lice of fools: lbr they consider not that 
they do evil. 

2 lie not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
a uj( thing before God: for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth: there- 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business; and a fool’s 
voice is known by multitude of words. 
4 When thou vowest a vow unto God, 
defer not to pay it; for he hath no 
pleasure in fools: pay that which thou 
hast vowed. 

[> Better is it that thou sliouldest not 
vow, than that tliou sliouldest vow 
and not pay. 

h Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
tlesh to sin; neither say thou before 
the angel, that it was an error: where- 
fore should God be angry at thy voice, 
and destroy the work of thine hands? 
7 For in the multitude of dreams and 
many words there are also divers va- 
nities: but fear thou God. 

8 U If thou seest the oppression of 
the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that 
is higher than the highest regardeth; 
and there be higher than they, 
b If Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all: the king himself is served 
by the held. 

10 lie that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that lovetli 
abundance with increase: this is also 
vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are in- 
creased that cat them: and what good 
is there to the owners thereof, saving 
the beholding of them with their eyes? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will not 
suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I have 
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seen under the sun, namely, riches kept 
for the owners thereof to their hurt 

14 But those riches perish by ovil 
travail: and he begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother's 
womb, naked shall he return to go as 
he came, and shall take nothing of his 
labour, which he may carry away in 
his hand. 

1G And this also is a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he 
go: and what prolit hath he that hath 
labourod for the wind ? 

17 All his days also he oatetli in dark- 
ness. and he hath much sorrow and 
wrath with his sickness. 

18 t Behold that which I have seen: 
it is good and comely far one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good of 
all his labour that he taketh under the 
sun all the days of his life, which God 
giveth him: for it is his portion. 

Id .Every man also to whom God hath 
given riches and wealth, and hath given 
him power to eat thereof, and to take 
his portion, and to rejoice in his labour; 
this is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his life; because God an- 
sweretli him in the joy of his heart. 


CHAPTER VI. 

SPHERE is an evil which I have seen 
X under the sun, and it is common 
among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that he 
wanteth nothing for his soul of all that 
he desireth, yet God giveth him not 
power to eat thereof, hut a stranger 
eateth it: this is vanity, and it is an 
evil disease. 

8 t if a man beget an hundred chil- 
dren, and live many years, so that the 
days of his years he many, and his 
soul be not tilled with good, and also 
that he have no burial; I say. that an 
untimely birth is better than lie. 

4 For he eometh in with vanity, and 
departeth in darkness, and his name 
shall be covered with darkness. 

6 Moreover lie hath not seen the sun, 
nor known any thing: this hath more 
rest than the other. 

G f Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he seen no 
good: do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man is for his mouth, 
and yet the appetite is not Idled. 

8 For what hath the wise more than 
the fool? what hath the poor, that 
knoweth to w r alk before the living? 

G If Better is the sight of the eyes 
than the wandering of the desire: this 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath boon is named 
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already, and it is known that it is 
man: neither may he contend with 
him that is mightier than he. 

11 f Seeing there he many things that 
increase vanity, what is man the better? 

12 For who knowetli what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of 
his vain life which he spendeth as a 
shadow? for who can tell a man what 
shall bo after him under the sun? 


CHAPTER VII. 

A GOOD name is better than pre- 
cious ointment; and the day of 
death than the day of one’s birth. 

2 1 It. is better to go to the house of 
mourning, than to go to the house of 
feasting: for that is the end of all men ; 
and the living will lay it to his heart 
3 Sorrow is better than laughter: for 
by tlie sadness of the countenance the 
heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise is in the house 
of mourning; but the heart of fools is 
in the house of mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the rebuke of 
the wise, than for a man to hear the 
song of fools. 

f> For as the crackling of thorns under 
a pot, so is the laughter of the fool: 
this also is vanity. 

7 If Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad; and a gift destroy eth the heart. 
8 Better is the end of a thing than the 
beginning thereof: and the patient in 
spirit is better than the proud in spirit. 
11 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry: 
for anger resteth in the bosom of foois. 
10 Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better than 
these? for thou dost not cmiuire wisely 
concerning this. 

11 1 Wisdom is good with an inherit- 
ance: and hy }t there is profit to them 
that sec the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, and money 
is a defence : but the excellency of 
knowledge is, that wisdom giveth life 
to them that have it. 

13 Consider the work of Cod: for who 
can make that straight, which he hath 
made crooked? 

14 In the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity consider: 
(iod also hath set the one over against, 
the other, to the end that man should 
find nothing after him. 

15 All things have 1 seen in the days 
of my vanity: there is a just man that 
jierisheth in his righteousness, and there 
is a wicked man that prolongcth his life 
in his wickedness. 

10 Be not righteous over much; nei- 
ther make thyselfoverwise: why should- 
est thou destroy thyself? 

17 Be not over much wicked, neither 
be thou foolish: why shouldest thou 
die before thy time? 

18 Jt is good that thou shouldest take 
hold of this; yea, also from this with- 
draw not thine hand: for he that fcar- 
eth God shall come forth of them all. 
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19 Wisdom strengthened the wise 
more than ten mighty men which are 
in the city. 

20 For there is not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken; lest thou hear thy 
servant curse thee: 

22 For oftentimes also thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyself likewise hast 
cursed others. 

23 f All this have I proved by wis- 
dom: I said, I will be wise; but it was 
far from me. 

24 That which is far off, and exceed- 
ing deep, who can find it outV 

25 I applied mine heart to know, and 
to search, and to seek out wisdom, and 
the reason of things, and to know the 
wickedness of folly, even of foolishness 
and madness : 

26 And I find more bitter than death 
the woman, whose heart is snares and 
nets, and lie r hands as bands: whoso 
pleusoth Cod shall escape from her; 
but the sinner shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith the 
preacher, counting one by one, to find 
out the account: 

2H Which yet my soul seeketli, but I 
find not: one man among a thousand 
have I found; but a woman among all 
those have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have 1 found, that 
God hath made man upright; but they 
have sought out many inventions. 


cn APT Kit VIII. 

W 1IO is as the wise man f and who 
knoweth the interpretation of a 
thing? a man’s wisdom maketh his face 
to shine, and the boldness of his face 
shall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, and that in regard of 
the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his sight: 
stand not in an evil thing; for be doeth 
whatsoever pleaseth him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, there 
is power: and who may say unto him, 
Wliat doest thou? 

5 Whoso keepeth the commandment 
shall feel no evil thing: and a wise 
man’s heart discerneth both time and 
judgment. 

6 Because to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man is great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which shall 
be : for who can tell him when it shall be ? 
8 Thei'e is no man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither hath he power in the day of 
death: and there is no discharge in that 
war; neither shall wickedness deliver 
those that are given to it 
9 All this have I seen , and applied 
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my heart unto every work that is done 
under the sun : there is a time wherein 
one man ruleth over another to his 
own hurt. 

10 And so I saw the wicked buried 
who had come and gone from the place 
of the holy, and they were forgotten 
in the city where they had so done: 
this is also vanity. 

*11 Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, there- 
fore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil. 

112 Though a sinner do evil an hun- 
dred times, and his days be prolonged, 
yet surely I know that it shall be well 
with them that fear God, which fear 
before him: 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked . neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are, as a shadow ; because 
he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there be just men, 
unto whom it happeneth according to 
the work of the wicked; again, there 
be wicked men, to whom it happeneth 
according to the work of the righteous: 
I said that this aiso is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, because 
a man hath no better thing under the 
sun, than to eat, and to drink . and to 
be merry: for that shall abide with 
him of his labour the days of his life, 
which God giveth him under the sun. 

Ib 11 W hen I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that is done upon the earth: (for also 
there is that neither day nor night 
seeth sleep with his eyes:) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the sun: be- 
cause though a man labour to seek it 
out, yet he shall not find it; yea far- 
ther; though a wise man think to know 
it, yet shall he not be able to find it. 


CHAPTER IX. 

I ^OR all this I considered in my heart 
even to declare all this, that the 
righteous, and the wise, and their 
works, are in the hand of God: no 
man knoweth either love or hatred by 
all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to all: there is 
one event to the righteous, and to the 
wicked; to the good and to the clean, 
and to the unclean: to him that sacri- 
liceth, and to him that sacrificeth not: 
as is the good, so is the sinner; and he 
thatsweareth, as/*e that feareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things that 
are done under the sun , that there is 
one event unto all: yea, also the heart 
of the sons of men is full of evil, and 
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madness is in their heart while they 
live, and after that they go to the dead. 

4 f For to him that is joined to all 
the living there is hope: for a living 
dog is better than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they shall 
die : but the dead know not any thing, 
neither have they any more a reward; 
for the memory of them is forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished; nei- 
ther have they any more a portion for 
ever in any thing that is done under 
the sun. 

7 ^ Go thy way, eat thy bread with 
ioy, and drink thy wine with a merry 
heart; for God now accepteth thy works. 

K Let thy garments be always white; 
and let thy head lack no ointment. 

1) Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the life of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
under the sun , all the days of thy 
vanity: lor that is thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which thou 
takest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might ; for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest. 

11 If I returned, and saw under the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet fa- 
vour to men of skill; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. 

12 For man also knowctli not his 
time: as the lislies that are taken in 
an evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the snare; so are the sons 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falloth suddenly upon them. 

Ill t This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun , and it seemed great 
unto me : 

14 There mas a little city, and few 
mon within it; and there came a great, 
king against it, and besieged it, and 
built great bulwarks against it: 

lb Now thore was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom de- 
livered the city; yet no man remem- 
bered that same poor man. 

10 Then said I, Wisdom is better than 
strength: nevertheless the poor man’s 
wisdom is despised, and his words are 
not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are heard 
in quiet more than the cry of him 
that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons of 
war: but one sinner destroyeth much 
good.

N ( >AA T it came to pass in the days of 
Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasuerus 
which reigned, from India even unto 
Fthiopia, over an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces:) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Nhushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him: 
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4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty mnny days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were exnired, 
the king made a feast unto all the 
people that were present in Shushan 
the palace, both unto great and small, 
seven days, in the court of the garden 
of the king’s palace; 

G Where were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purtde to silver rings and 
pillars of marble: the beds were of 
gold and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and blue, and white, and black, 
marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in 
abundance, according to the state of 
the king. 

8 And the drinking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers 
of his house, that they should do ac- 
cording to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Yashti the queen made a feast 
for the women in the royal house 
which belonged to king Ahasucrus. 

10 ^ On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, Tlar- 
bona. Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, 
and Carcas, the seven chamberlains 
that served in the presence of Aha- 
suerus the king, 

11 To bring Yashti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew 
the people and the princes her beauty: 
for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by 
his chamberlains: therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger burned 
in him. 

13 H Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, ( for so 
was the king’s manner toward all that 
knew law and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshisli, 
Meres, Marsena, and M emu can, the 
seven princes of Persia and Media, 
which saw the king’s face, and which 
sat the first in the kingdom;) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, bocause she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of the king Ahasuerus by the cham- 
berlains? 

1C And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Yashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and 
to all the people that are in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
coine abroad unto all women, so that

the queen to be brought in before him, 
but she came not. 

IX Likewise, shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of 
the deed of the queen. Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

It) If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment from him, and 
let it be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes, that it be not 
altered, That Yashti come no more be- 
fore king Ahasuerus; and let the king 
give her royal estate unto another that 
is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their 
husbands honour, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memucan: 

22 P 01 * be sent letters into all the 
king's provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to every people alter their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that it should be 
published according to the language of 
every people. 


CHAPTER II. 


A FTER these things, when the wrath 
ol king Ahasuerus was appeased, 
he remembered V asliti, and what she 
had done , and what was decreed 
against her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him, Let there be fair 
young virgins sought for the king; 

:i And let the king appoint oliicers in 
all the provinces of his kingdom, that 
they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shusban the pa- 
lace, to the house of the women, unto 
the custody of Hege the king’s cham- 
berlain, keeper of the women; and let 
their things for purilication be given 
them :

And the tiling pleased the 
kmg; and he did so. 

o Tf Now in Shushan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mordoeai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Niunei, tlm son ol Kish, a lienjamite; 

f> Who had been carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which 
had been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away. 

4 iwl * ie , V rou 8bt up Hadassah, that 
is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and 
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the maid wax lair and beautiful; whom 
Mordecai, when her father and mother 
were dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 f So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were gathered together unto Shushan 
the palace, to the custody of Ilegai, 
that Ksther was brought also unto the 
king’s house, to the custody of Ilegai, 
keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him , ami 
she obtained kindness of him; and he 
speedily gave her her things for puri- 
fication, with such things as belonged 
to her, and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house: and he preferred her and her 
maids unto the best, place of the house 
of the women. 

10 Ksther had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred : for Mordecai had 
charged her that she should not shew tt. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 t Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in to king Ahasuerus, 
after that she bad been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the wo- 
men, (for so were the da> s of their 
purifications accomplished, to nut, six 
months with oil of myrrh, and six 
months with sweet odours, and with 
other things for the purifying of the 
women; ) 

IS Then thus came ercr// maiden unto 
the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the 
house of the women unto the king’s 
house. 

M In the evening she wont, and on 
the morrow she returned into the se- 
cond house of the women, to the cus- 
tody of Shaashgaz, the king's cham- 
berlain, which kept the concubines: 
she came in unto the king no more, 
except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called l>y name. 

15 ^ Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
IMordeeai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing hut what. 
Ilegai the king’s chamberlain, the keep- 
er of the women, appointed. And 
Ksther obtained favour in the sight of 
ill them that looked upon her. 

lb So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in the 
Lenth month, which is the month Te- 
beth, iu the seventh year of his reign. 

17 And the king loved Ksther above, 
ill the women, and she obtained grace 
ind favour iu his sight more than all 
the virgins; so that he set the royal 
?,rown upon her head, and made her 
jueen instead of Vashti. 

18 Then the king made a great feast 
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imLo all his princes and his servants, 
even Estlier’a least; and he made ii re- 
Joaso to the provinces, and gave gilts, 
according to the state ol’ the king. 

l‘J And when the virgins were gather- 
ed together the second time, then 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. 

20 Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mordecai 
had charged her: lor Esther did the 
commandment of Mordecai, like as 
when she was brought up with him. 

21 If In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king's gate, two of the king’s 
chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, 
and sought to Jay hand oil the king 
Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to Mor- 
decai, who told d unto Esther the 
ijuceu; and Esther certified the king 
thereof in Mordecai's name. 

2.‘* And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out; there- 
fore they were both hanged on a tree: 
and it was written in the book of tin* 
chronicles before the king. 


CHAPTER III. 

A FTER these tilings did king Aha 
sucrus promote Hainan the. son of 
llamme.datha the Agagite, and advan- 
ced him. and set his seat above all the 
princes that trere with him. 

2 And all the king’s servants, that 
nere in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Hainan: for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him re- 
x' c re ncc. 

11 Then the king’s servants, which 
//•mi in the king’s gate, said unto Mor- 
decai, Why transgressest thou the 
king’s commandment? 

1 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark- 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Hainan K to see whether Mordecai’s 
matters would stand: Tor he had told 
them that he teas a Jew. 

« r > And when Hainan saw that Morde- 
cai bowed not, nor did him reverence, 
then was Hainan full of wrath. 

f> And he thought scorn to lay hands 
oil Mordecai alone; for they had sliexved 
him the people of Mordecai: wherefore 
Hainan sought to destroy all the Jews 
that irere throughout the whole king- 
dom of Ahasuerus, even the people of 
Mordecai. 

7 ^ In the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Hainan from (lay to 
day and from month to month, to the 
twelfth month, that is, the month A (far. 
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8 h And Haman said unto king Alia- 
suevus, There is a certain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people 
in all the provinces of thy kingdom; 
and their laws are diverse from all 
people; neither keep they the king’s 
Jaws: therefofe it is not for the king’s 
profit to sulfer them. 

0 If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed: 
and I will pay ten thousand talents 
of silver to the hands of those that 
have the charge of the business, to 
bring it into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Haman the 
son of Ilammedutha the Agagite, the 
dews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Hainan, 
The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it seemeth 
good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’s scribes called 
on the thirteenth day of the first month, 
and there was written according to all 
that Hainan had commanded unto the 
king’s lieutenants, and to the gover- 
nors that were over every province, and 
to the rulers of every people of every 
province according to the writing there- 
of, and to every people after their lan- 
guage; in the name of king Ahasuerus 
was it written, and sealed with the 
king’s ring. 

13 And the letters were went by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, 
both young and old , little children 
and women, in one day, even upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar, and to take 
the spoil of them for a prey. 

14. The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published unto all people, that 
they should he ready against that day. 

lf> The posts went out, being hastened 
by the king’s commandment, and the 
decree was given in Shushan the pa- 
lace. And the king ami Hainan sat 
down to drink; but the city Shushan 
was perplexed. 


CHAPTER IV. 

W HEN Mordecai perceived all that 
was done , Mordecili rent his 
clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gate: for none might enter into the 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whitherso- 
ever the king's commandment and his 
decree came, there was great mourn- 
ing among the Jews, and fasting, and 
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wecpiiiR, und wailing; and many lay 
in sackcloth and ashes. 

4 j So Esther’s maids and her chain 
borlains came and told it her. Then 
was the queen exceedingly grieved; and 
she -sent raiment to clothe Mordecai, 
and to take away his sackcloth from 
him: but lie received it not. 

5 Then called Esther for Ilatach, one of 
the king’s chamberlains, whom he had 
appointed to attend upon her, and gave 
him a commandment to Mordecai, to 
know what it was, and why it toas. 

(> So Ilatach went forth to Mordecai 
unto the street of the city, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mordecai told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the 
sum of the money that llaman had 
promised to pay to the king’s treasuries 
for the Jews, to destroy them. 

8 Also lie gave him the copy of the 
w riting of the decree that w r as given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to shew it 
unto Esther, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that she should go 
in unto the king, to make supplication 
unto him, and to make request before 
him for her people. 

b And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordecai. 

JO f Again Esther spake unto Ila- 
tach, and gave him commandment unto 
Mordecai ; 

11 All (lie king’s servants, and the 
people of the king s provinces, do know, 
that whosoever, whether man or wo- 
man shall come unto the king into the 
inner court, who is not called, there is 
one law of his to put him .to death, ex- 
cept such to whom the king shall hold 
out the golden sceptre, that he may 
live: but I have not been called to come 
in unto the king these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Esther’s 
words. 

Id Then Mordecai commanded to an- 
swer Esther, Think not with thyself 
that thou slialt escape in the king’s 
house, more than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether boldest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there en- 
largement and deliverance arise to the 
Jews from another place; but thou and 
thy lather’s house shall be destroyed; 
and who knoweth whether thou art come 
to the kingdom for such a time as this? 

15 If Then Esther bade them return 
Mordecai this answer, 

Id Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast ye 
for me, and neither eat nor drink three 
days, night or day: I also and my maid- 
ens w r ill fast likewise; and so will I go 
in unto the king, which is not according 
to the law: and if I perish, I perish. 
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17 So Mordecai went his way, and did 
according to alJ that Esther had com- 
manded him. 


CHAPTER V. 

N OW it ciune to pass on the third 
(lav, that Esther put on her royal 
apparel, and stood in the inner court of 
the king’s house, over against the king’s 
house: and the king sat upon his royal 
throne in the royal house, over against 
the gate of the house. 

2 And it was so, when the king saw 
Esther the queen standing in the court, 
that she obtained favour in his sight: 
and the king held out to Esther the 
golden sceptre that was in his hand. 
So Esther drew near, and touched the 
top of the sceptre. 

It Then said the king unto her, What 
wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is 
thy request? it shall he even given 
thee to the half of the kingdom. 

•1 And Esther answered, If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king and 
Hainan come this day unto the ban- 
quet that I have prepared for him. 

5 Then the King said, Cause Hainan 
to make haste , that lie may do as 
Esther hath said. So the king and Ha- 
inan came to the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 

b And the king said unto Esther at 
the banquet of wine, What os- thy peti- 
tion? and it shall he granted thee: and 
what is thy request? even to the half 
of the kingdom it shall be performed. 

7 Then answered Esther, and said. 
My petition and my request is; 

H If I have found favour in the sight 
of the king, and it' it please the king 
to grant my petition, and to perform 
my request, let the king and Hainan 
come to the banquet that 1 shall pre- 
pare for them, and 1 will do to mor- 
row as the king hath said. 

0 *| Then went Hainan forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart: hut when 
Human saw Mordecai in the king’s 
gate, that he stood not up, nor moved 
for him, he was full of indignation 
against Mordecai. 

10 Nevertheless Hainan refrained him- 
self: and when he came home, he sent 
and called for his friends, and Zeresh 
his wife. 

11 And Hainan told them of the glory 
of his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all the thimjs wherein the 
king had promoted him, and how lie 
had advanced him above the princes 
and servants of the king. 

12 Hainan said moreover. Yea, Esther 
the queen did let no man come, in 
with the king unto the banquet that 
she had prepared but myself; and to 
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morrow am I invited unto her also 
with the king. 

13 i r et all this availeth ine nothing, 
so long as 1 see Monlecai the deiv 
sitting at the king’s gate. 

14 J Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and to 
morrow speak thou unto the king that 
Mordecai may be hanged thereon: then 
go thou in merrily with the king unto 
the bamiuet. And the thing pleased 
Hainan; and he caused the gallows to 
he made. 


t’llAFTLU VI. 

O N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to bring 
the book of records of the chronicles; 
and they were read before the king. 

'2 And it was found written, that Mor- 
decai had told of lligthana and Tercsh, 
I wo of the king’s chamberlains, the 
keepers of the door, who sought to lay 
hand on the king Ahasuerus. 

3 And the king said, What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mor- 
decai lor this? Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him, 
There is nothing done for him. 

I 1 And the king said, Who ts in the 
court? Now Hainan was come into 
the outward court of the king’s house, 
to speak unto the king to hang Mor- 
decai on the gallows that be had pre- 
pared for him. 

U And the king’s servants said unto him, 
liehold, Human standeth in the court. 
And the king said, Let him come in. 

f> So Hainan came in. Anil the king 
said unto him. What shall be done 
unto the mail whom the king delight- 
eth to honour? Now Hainan thought 
in his heart, To whom would the king 
delight to do honour more than to 
myself? 

T And Hainan answered the king, For 
the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour, 

S Let the royal apparel be brought 
which the king useth to wear, and the 
horse that the king rideth upon, and 
the crown royal which is set upon his 
head: 

!> And let this apparel and horse be 
delivered to the hand of one of the 
king’s most noble princes, that they 
may array the man withal whom the 
king delighteth to honour, and bring 
him on horseback through the street 
of the city, and proclaim before him, 
Thus shall it be done to the man whom 
the king delighteth to honour. 

10 Then the king said to Human, 
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Make haste, and take the apparel and 
the horse, as thou hast said, and do 
even so to Mordecai the Jew, that 
sitteth at the king’s gate: let nothing 
fail of all that thou hast spoken. 

11 Then took Human the apparel and 
the horse, and arrayed Mordecai. and 
brought him on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaimed be- 
fore him. Thus shall it be done unto 
the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 

12 H And Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gate. But Hainan hasted to his 
house mourning, and having his bead 
covered. 

13 And Hainan told Zeresh his wife 
and all his friends every thing that had 
befallen him. Then said his wise men 
and Zeresh his wife unto him, If Mor- 
decai be of the seed of the Jews, be- 
fore whom thou hast begun to fall, 
thou shu.lt not prevail against him, but 
shall surely fall before him. 

hi And while they were yet talking 
with him, came the king’B chamberlains, 
and hasted to bring Hainan unto the 
banquet that Esther had prepared. 


CHAPTER VII. 

S O the king and Hainan came to 
banquet with Esther the. queen. 

2 And the king said again unto Esther 
oil the second day at the banquet of 
wine, What is thy petition, queeuEstberV 
and it Hhall be granted thee : and what 
is thy request? and it shall he per- 
formed, even to the half of the kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen answered 
and said, If 1 have found favour in thy 
sight, O king, and if it please the king, 
let my life he given me at my petition, 
and my people at my request: 

4 For we are sold, 1 and my people, 
to he destroyed, to he slain, and to 
perish. But if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, 1 had held 
my tongue, although the enemy could 
not countervail the king’s damage. 

5 1 Then the king Ahasuerus answered 
and said unto Esther the queen, Who 
is he, and where is lie. that durst pre- 
sume in his heart to do so? 

G And Esther said, The adversary and 
enemy is this wicked Hainan. Then 
Hainan was afraid before the king and 
the queen. 

7 ! And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine, in his wrath went into 
the palace garden: and Hainan stood 
up to make request for his life to 
Esther the queen; for he saw that there 
was evil determined against him by 
the king. 

B Then the king returned out of the 
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palace garden into the place of the 
banquet of wine; .and Hainan was 
fallen upon the bed wliereon Esther 
was. Then said the king, Will he force 
the queen also before me in the house? 
As the word went out of the king’s 
mouth, they covered Hainan’s face. 

9 And Harbonah, one of the chamber- 
lains, said before the king, "Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits high, which 
Hainan had made for Mordecai, who 
had spoken good lor the king, stand- 
eth in the house of Hainan. Then the 
king said, Hang him thereon. 

10 So they hanged Hainan on the 
gallows that he had prepared for Mor- 
decai. Then was the king’s wrath pa- 
cified. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


O N that day did the king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Hainan the .lews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And 
Mordecai came before the king; for 
Esther had told what he was unto her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, 
which he had taken from Hainan, and 
gave it unto Mordecai. And Esther set 
Mordecai over the house of Hainan. 

;> H And Esther, spake yet again be- 
fore the king, and fell down at his feet, 
and besought him with tears to put 
away the mischief of Hainan the Agag- 
ite , and his device that he had de- 
vised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
scentre toward Esther. So Esther arose, 
and stood before the king, 

5 And said, If it please the king, and 
if 1 have found favour in his sight, and 
the thing seem right before the king, 
and I be pleasing in his eyes, let it he 
written to reverse the letters devised 
by Hainan the son of Ilammedntha the 
Agagite, which lie wrote to destroy 
the Jews which are in all the king's 
provinces: 

0 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people? 
or how can I endure to see the destruc- 
tion of my kindred? 

7 f Then the king Ahasuerus said unto 
Esther the queen and to Mordecai the 
Jew, Behold, I have given Esther the 
house of Hainan, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, because he 
laid Ins hand upon the Jews. 

8 Write ye also for the Jews , as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
seal it with the king’s ring: for the 
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writing which is written in the kind’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s ring, 
may no man reverse. 

h Then were the king’s scribes called 
at that time in the third month, that z.s\ 
the month Sivan, on the three and 
twentieth day thereof; and it was 
written according to all that Mordecai 
commanded unto (he dews, and to the 
lieutenants, and the deputies and rulers 
of the provinces which are from India 
unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and 
seven provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
unto every people after their language, 
and to the dews according to their 
writing, and according to their lan- 
guage. 

10 And lie wrote in the king Aha- 
suerus’ name, and sealed it, with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mules, 
camels, and young dromedaries: 

11 Wherein the king granted the dews 
which were in every city to gather 
themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy , to slay, and to 
cause to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that, would assault 
them, hath little ones and women, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the provinces 
of king Ahasuerus, namely , upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. 

Id The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to he given in every 
province was published unto all people, 
and that the dews should lie ready 
against that day to avenge themselves 
on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king's command- 
ment. Ami the decree was given at 
Shushan the palace. 

15 f And Mordecai went out. from the 
presence of the king in royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with ti garment of 
fine linen and purple: and the city of 
Shushan rejoiced and was glad. 

Id The dews had light., and gladness, 
and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersoever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the dews had joy and gladness, a feast 
and a good day. And many of the 
people of the land became .lews; for 
the fear of the dews fell upon them. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

VTOW in the twelfth month, that is, 
^ the month Adar, on the thirteenth 
day of the same, when Hie king’s com- 
inandment. and his decree drew near 
to he put in execution, in the day 
that the enemies of the .lews hoped to 
have power over them, (though it was 
turned to the contrary, that the 
dews had rule over them that hated 
them;) 

J The .1 can's gathered themselves to 
gethor in their cities throughout all 
the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their 
hurt: and no man could withstand 
them; for the fear of them fell upon 
all people. 

9 And all the rulers of the pro- 
vinces , and the lieutenants, and the 
deputies, and officers of the king, 
helped the Jews; because the fear of 
Mordeeai fell upon them. 

4. For Mordeeai mas great in the king’s 
house, and his fame went, out through- 
out all the provinces: for this man 
Mordeeai waxed greater and greater. 

h Thus the Jews smote all their one 
mies with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did 
what they would unto those that hated 
them. 

l» And in Sliuslian the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed live hundred 
men. 

7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, 
and Aspatlia, 

X And Poratha, and Adalia, and Ari 
datha, 

9 And Parmaslita, and Arisai, and 
Aridai, and Ynjozat.hu, 

10 The ten sons of Hainan the son of 
ITammedatha, the enemy of the Jews, 
slew they; but on the spoil laid they 
not their hand. 
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11 On that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shushan the palace 
was brought before the king. 

12 t And the king said unto Esther 
the queen. The Jews have slain and 
destroyed live hundred men in Shushan 
the palace, and the ten sons of Hainan; 
what have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces? now what is thy pe- 
tition? and it shall be granted thee: 
or what is thy request further ? and it 
shall be done. 

1‘3 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shushan to do to morrow 
also according unto this day’s decree, 
and let Hainan’s ten sons be hanged 
upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so to 
be done: and the decree was given at 
Shushan; and they hanged Human's 
ten son 8. 

Jf> For the Jews that were in Shushan 
gathered themselves together on the 
fourteenth day also of the month Adar, 
and slew three hundred men at Shu- 
shan; but on the prey they laid not 
their hand. 

1G Hut the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their lives, 
and had rest from their enemies, and 
slew of their foes seventy and live 
thousand, but they laid not their hands 
on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar; and on the fourteenth day of 
the same rested they , and made it a 
day of feasting and gladness. 

18 Hut the Jews that were at Shushan 
assembled together on the thirteenth 
( lay thereof, and on the fourteenth 
thereof; and on the fifteenth day of the 
same they rested, and made it a day 
of feasting and gladness. 

HI Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the umvalled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month Adar 
a day of gladness and feasting, and a 
good day, and of sending portions one 
to another. 

‘JO ^ And Mordccai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, both nigh and far, 

21 To stahlish this among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day 
of the month Adar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same, yearly, 

2*2 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies , and the 
mouth which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
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and of sending portions one to another, 
and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; 

2*i Because Hainan the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite , the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast 
Bur, that is, the lot, to consume them, 
and to destroy them; 

2f> But when Esther came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that 
his wicked device, which he devised 
against the Jews, should return upon 
his own head, and that he and his 
sons should be hanged on the gallows. 

2b Wherefore they called these days 
1‘urim after the name of Bur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concern- 
ing this matter, and which had come 
unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon 
all such as joined themselves unto 
them, so as it should not fail, that 
they would keep these two days ac- 
cording to their writing, and according 
to their appointed time every year; 

28 And that these days should he re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
vince, and every city; and that these 
days of Burim should not fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed. 

2‘J Then Esther the (jueen, the daugh- 
ter of A bihail, and Mordecai the Jew, 
wrote with all authority, to conlirm 
this second letter of Burim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of Aha- 
suerus, with words of peace and truth, 

31 To comiirm these days of Burim 
in their times appointed , according as 
Mordecai the Jew and Esther the queen 
had enjoined them, and as they had 
decreed for themselves and for their 
seed, the matters of the fastings and 
their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther conlirmed 
these matters of Burim; and it was 
written in the book. 


CHAPTER X. 

A El) the king Ahasuerus laid a tri- 
bute upon the land, and upon the 
isles of the soil 

2 And all the acts of his power and of 
his might, and the declaration of the 
greatness of Mordecai, whereunto the 
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king advanced him, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Media and Persia? 

3 For Mordecai the Jew was next unto 
king Ahasuerus, and great amonp the 
Jews, and accepted of the multitude 
of his brethren, seeking the wealth of 
his people, and speaking peace to all 
his seed. 
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CHAPTER I. 

T N the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came Ne- 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king 
of Judah into his hand, with part of 
the vessels of the house of God: which 
he carried into the land of Shinar to 
the house of his god ; and he brought 
the vessels into the treasure house of 
his god. 

It Tf And the king spake unto Ashpenaz 
the master of his eunuchs, that he 
should bring certain of the children of 
Israel, and of the king’s seed, and of 
the princes; 

4 Children in whom vms no blemish, 
but well favoured, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, 
and understanding science, and such 
as had ability in them to stand in the 
king’s palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongue of 
the Chaldeans. 

b And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, and 
of the wine which he drank : so nourish- 
ing them three years, that at the end 
thereof they might stand before the king. 

(j Now among these were of the chil- 
dren of Judah, Daniel, Ilananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eu- 
nuchs gave names: for he gave unto 
Daniel the name of Belteshazzar; and 
to Ilananiah, of Shadrach ; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach; and to Azariah, 
of Abed-nego. 

X t But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor with 
the wine which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. 

U Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord tho king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink: for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children which 
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are of your sort? then shall ve make 
me endanger my head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Ilananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse 
to eat, ‘and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion 
of the king’s meat: and as thou seest, 
deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances anpeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 If As for these four children. God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams. 

1H Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with them; 
and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Ilananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah: therefore stood they before 
the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king enquired 
of them , he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians and as- 
trologers that were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued eren unto 
the first year of king Gyrus. 


CHAPTER 11. 

A ND in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar Nebu- 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams, where- 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, and 
the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for 
to shew the king his dreams. So they 
came and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriack, (.) king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we 
will shew the interpretation. 
f> The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, The thing is gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me 
the dream , with the interpretation 
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thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a dunghill. 

G Ilut if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great 
honour: therefore shew me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

7 They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would gain 
the time, because ye see the thing is 
gone from me. 

‘J Ilut if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there is but one decree 
for you: for ye have prepared lying 
and corrupt words to Bpeak before 
me, till the time be changed: therefore 
tell me the dream, and I shall know 
that ye can shew me the interpretation 
thereof. 

10 1 The Chaldeans answered before 
the king, and said, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that tho 
king requireth, and there is none other 
that can shew it before the king, ex- 
cept tho gods, whose dwelling is not 
with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of liabylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wise men should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his fellows to be 
slain. 

M f Then Daniel answered with coun- 
sel and wisdom to Arioch the captain 
of the king’s guard, which was gone 
forth to slay the wise men of liabylon: 

If) He answered and said to Arioch 
the king's captain, Why is the decree 
so hasty from the king? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 

1G Then Daniel went in, and desired 
oi the king that lie would give him 
time, and that he would show the 
king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, and 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah, his companions: 

18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning this 
secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
should not perish with the rest of the 
wise men of Babylon. 

lb 1 Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 
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[ 20 Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
‘ be the name of God for ever and over: 
f for wisdom and might are his: 

| 21 And he cliangeth the timos and 
| the seasons: he removeth kings, and 
| setteth up kings : he giveth wisdom 
J unto the wise, and knowledge to them 
» that know understanding: 

| 22 He revcaleth the deep and secret 
1 tilings: he knowoth what is in the dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

I thank thee, and praise thee, () 
tlmu God of my fathers, who hast given 
me wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired 
of thee: for thou hast now made known 
unto us the king’s matter. 

21 f Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon : 
ho went and said thus unto him; De- 
stroy not the wise men of Babylon: 
bring me in before the king, and 1 will 
shew unto the king the interpretation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel be- 
fore the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. 

2(> The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Beltoshaz/ar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof V 

27 Daniel answered in tin* presence 
of the king, and said, The secret which 
the king hath demanded cannot the wise 
metty the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king; 

2K But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known 
to the king Nebuehadne/./ar what shall 
be in the latter days. Thy dream, and 
the visions of thy head upon thy bed, 
are these; 

29 As for thee, () king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and lie 
that revealeth socrots maketh known 
to thee what shall come to puss. 

90 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than any living, but for 
their sakes that shall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that 
thou mightest know the thoughts of 
thy heart. 

91 f Thou, O king, sawcst, and be- 
hold a great image. This great image, 
whose brightness was excellent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof was 
terrible. 

92 This image’s head was of line gold, 
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his breast and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34. Thou sawest till that a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were % of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clav, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and becamo like 
the chad - of the summer threshing- 
lloors ; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
lillod the whole earth. 

36 If This is the dream; and we will 
tell the interpretation thereof before 
tho king. 

37 Thou, O king, art a king of kings: 
for the God of heaven hath given 
thee a kingdom, power, and strength, 
and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all. Thou art this 
head of gold. 

30 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron : forasmuch as iron 
breaketli in pieces and subdueth all 
things: and as iron that breaketh all 
these, shall it break in pieces and 
bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potter’s clay, and 
part of iron, the kingdom shall be di- 
vided; but there shall be in it of 
the strength of the iron, forasmuch as 
thou sawest the iron mixed with miry 
clay. 

42 And as the U>e3 of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so tho 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. 

43 And whereas thou sawest iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall mingle 
themselves with the seed of men: but 
they shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron is not mixed with clay. 

44 And in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven setup a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed: 
and the kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall break in pieces 
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and consume all these kingdoms, and 
it shall Btand for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold; the great God 
hath made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: and the 
dream is certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure. 

4G ^ Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
fell upon his face, and worshipped Da- 
niel, and commanded that they should 
otler an oblation and sweet odours 
unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a rcvealer of secrets, seeing 
thou couldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man , and gave him many great 
gifts, and made him ruler over the 
whole province of Babylon, and chief 
of the governors over all the wise men 
of Babylon. 

49 Then Daniel requested of the king, 
and he set Shadruch, Meshac.h, and 
Abed-nego, over the affairs of the pro- 
vince of Babylon: but Daniel sal in the 
gate of the king. 


CHAPTER III. 


N ebuchadnezzar the king made 

an image of gold, whose height mas 
threescore cubits, and the breadth there- 
of six cubits: he set it up in the plain 
of Dura, in the province of Babylon. 

2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent 
to gather together the princes, the 
governors, and the captains, the judges, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the pro- 
vinces, to come to the dedication of 
the image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had set up. 

3 Then the princes, the governors, and 
captains, the judges, the treasurers, the 
counsellors, the sheriffs, and all the 
rulers of the provinces, were gather- 
ed together unto the dedication of the 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
had set. up; and they stood before the 
image that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then an herald cried aloud, To you 
it is commanded, () people, nations, 
and languages, 

5 That at what, time yc hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds of 
musickj ye fall down and -worship the 
golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
king hath set up: 

6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour be 
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cast into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all the 
people heard the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and all 
kinds of musick, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell down 
and worshipped the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up. 

8 f Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came near, and accused the 
Jews. 

‘J They spake and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, (.) king, live for 
ever. 

10 Thou, O king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery j and dulcimer, and all 
kinds of musick, shall fall (town and 
worship the golden image: 

11 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth , that he should be cast 
into the midst- of a burning fiery fur- 
nace. 

VI There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast set over the allairs of the province 
of Babylon, Shudrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego; these men, () king, have 
not regarded thee: they serve not thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

13 f Then Nebuchadnezzar in hi a rage 
and fury commanded to bring Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-ncgo. Then they 
brought these men before the king. 

H Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Is it true, () Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not ye 
serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
image which I have set up? 

If) Now if ye be ready that at what 
time yc hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all kinds of musick,' ye fall 
down and worship the image which I 
have made; trell: but if ye worship 
not, ye shall be east the same hour 
into the midst of a burning licry fur- 
nace; and who is that God that shall 
deliver you out of my hands? 

Hi Shadrach, Meshach and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, () Ne- 
buchadnezzar, wc are not careful to 
answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and lie will deliver us 
out of thine hand, 0 king. 

18 Hut if not, be it known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy 
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gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

19 T Then was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, and the form of his visage 
was changed against Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego: therefore he 
spake, and commanded that they should 
heat the furnace one seven times more 
than it was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Moshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them into the burn- 
ing liery furnace. 

21 Then tlieso men were bound in 
their coats, thoir hosen, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were cast 
into the midst of the burning liery fur- 
nace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the llame of the tire 
slew those men that took up Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. 

23 And those throe men , Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
liery furnace. 

2d Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, and 
spake, and said unto his counsellors. 
Did not we cast three men bound into 
the midst of the lire? They answered 
and said unto the king, True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 
of the lire, and they have no hurt; and 
the form of the fourth is like the Son 
of God. 

26 H Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning liery fur- 
nace, and spake, and said, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants 
of the most high God, come forth, and 
come hither . Then Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, came forth of the midst 
of the lire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of lire had pass- 
ed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake , and 
said, Blessed he the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent his angel, and delivered his ser- 
vants that trusted in him, and have 
changed the king’s word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
nor worship any god, except their own 
God. 
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2U Thereforo I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which apeak any thing amiss agaiust 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their houses shall be made a dunghill: 
because there is no othor God that can 
deliver after this sort. 

30 Then tho king promoted Shadrach, 
Meshach, andAbod-nego, in tlie province 
of Babylon.

N KBUCIIADNEZZAli the king, unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace bo 
multiplied unto you. 

2 1 thought it good to show tho signs 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward mo. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
is an everlasting kingdom, and his do- 
minion is from generation to generation. 

ill Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in 
mine house, and nourishing in my 
palace : 

. r > I saw a dream which made me afraid, 
ami the thoughts upon my bed and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 

(i Therefore made 1 a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Babylon before 
me, that they might make known unto 
me the interpretation of the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the (lhaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream be- 
fore them ; hut they did not make known 
unto me the interpretation thereof. 

S *|[ But at the last Daniel came in be- 
fore me, whose name was Belteshazzar. 
according to the name of my god, and 
in whom is the spirit of the holy gods: 
and before him I told the dream, saying, 
S) 0 Belteshazzar, master of the ma- 
gicians, because I know that the spirit 
of the holy gods is in thee, and no 
secret troubleth thee, tell mo the vi- 
sions of my dream that I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold a 
tree in the midst of the earth, and the 
height thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 
heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth: 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all: the beasts of the lield had 
shadow under it, and the fowls of the 
heaven dwelt in tho houghs thereof, 
and all flesh was fed or it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head upon 
my bed, and, behold, a watcher amt an 
lmly one came down from heaven; 
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14; He cried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut oft his 
branches , shake off his leaves , and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches: 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a band 
of iron and brass, in the tender grass of 
the field ; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beasts in the grass of the earth : 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be given 
unto him; and let seven times pass 
over him. 

17 This matter is by the decree of the 
watchers, and the demand by the word 
of the holy ones: to the intent that 
the living may know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomsoever lie will, 
and setteth up over it the basest of men. 

18 'this dream I king Nebuchadnezzar 
have seen. Now thou, (> llclteshazzar, 
declare the interpretation thereof, foras- 
much as all the wise men of my king- 
dom arc not able to make known unto 
me the interpretation : butjthou art able ; 
for the spirit of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 f Then Daniel , whose name iras 
Jlelteslnizzar , was astoniod for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him. The 
king spake, and said, Belteshazzar, let 
not tho dream, or the interpretation 
thereof, trouble thee, llclteshazzar an- 
swered and said, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee , and the 
interpretation thereof to thine enemies. 

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven , and the 
sight thereof to all the earth; 

21 Whose leaves mere fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was moat 
lor all; under which the beasts of the 
held dwelt, and upon whose branches 
the fowls of the heaven had their ha- 
bitation : 

22 It is thou, () king, that art grown 
and become strong: for thy greatness 
is grown, and reaeheth unto heaven, 
and thy dominion to the end of the earth. 

26 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and an holy one coming down 
from heaven, and saying, Hew the 
tree down, and destroy it; yet leave 
the stump of the roots thereof in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and 
brass, in the tender grass of the field; 
and let it be wet with the dew of hea- 
ven, and let his portion be with the 
beasts of the ^Jield, till seven times 
pass over him; 

2-i This is the interpretation, O king, 
and this is the decree of the most High, 
which is come upon my lord the king: 
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25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
they shall wef thee with the dew of 
heaven , and seven times shall pass 
over thee, till thou know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomsoever he will. 
20 And whereas they commanded to 
leave the stump of the tree roots; thy 
kingdom shall be sure unto thee, after 
that thou shalt have known that the 
heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my counsel 
be acceptable unto thee, and break off 
thy sins by righteousness, and thine 
iniquities by shewing mercy to the 
poor; if it may be a lengthening of 
thy tranquillity. 

2X f All this came upon the king 
N ebuchadnezzar. 

22 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom 
of Habylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Ilabylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by the 
might of my power, and for the honour 
of my majesty V 

31 While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a *oice from heaven, 
sav'ui<l< O king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
thee it. is spoken; The kingdom is de- 
parted from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall he with 
the, beasts of the field: they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen , and 
seven times shall pass over thee, until 
thou know that the most High ruleth 
in the kingdom of men, and giveth it 
to whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and 
he was driven from men, and did eat 
grass as oxen, and his body was wet 
with the dew of heaven, till liis hairs 
were grown like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ clams. 

34 And at the end of the days 1 Ne- 
buchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding re- 
turned unto me, and I blessed the most 
High, and 1 praised and honoured him 
that livetli for ever, wdiose dominion is 
an everlasting dominion, and his king- 
dom is from generation to generation: 

35 And all the inhabitants of the earth 
are reputed as nothing: and he doetli 
according to his will in the army of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants of 
the earth: and none can stay his hand, 
or say unto him, What doest thou? 

3G At the same time my reason re- 
turned unto me; and for the glory of 
my kingdom, mine honour and bright- 
ness returned unto me; and iny coun- 
sellors and my lords sought unto me; and 
I was established in my kingdom, and 
excellent majesty was added unto me. 
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37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and 
extol and honour the King of heaven, 
all whose works are truth, and Jiis 
ways judgment: and those that walk 
in pride he is able to abase. 


CHAPTER V. 

B ELSHAZZAR the king made a great 
feast to a thousand of his lords, 
and drank wine before the thousand. 

2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, 
commanded to bring the golden and 
silver vessels which his father Nebu- 
chadnezzar had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem; that the king, 
and his princes, his wives, and his con- 
cubines, might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden vessels 
that were taken out of the temple of 
the house of God which was at Jeru- 
salem ; and the king, and his princes, 
his wives, and his concubines, drank 
in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 t In the same hour came forth 
lingers of a man’s hand , and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon the 

{ ilaister of the wall of the king’s pu- 
acc: and the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote. 

G Then the king’s countenance was 
changed , and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring in 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers. And the king spake, and 
said to the wise men of Babylon, Who- 
soever shall read this writing, and shew 
me the interpretation thereof, shall he 
clothed with scarlet, and hare a chain 
of gold about his neck, and shall be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: but they could not read the writ- 
ing, nor make known to the king the 
interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 ^ Now the queen by reason of the 
words of the king and his lords came 
into the banquet house : m/cZthe queen 
spake and said, O king, live for ever: 
let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor 
let thy countenance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods; 
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and in the days of thy father li«lit and 
understanding and wisdom, like the 
wisdom of the gods, was found in him; 
whom the king Nebuchadnezzar thy 
father, the king, / say , thy father, made 
master of the magicians, astrologers, 
Chaldeans, and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing of 
hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteshazzar: now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel brought in before 
the king. And the king spake and said 
unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Judali, whom the king my 
father brought out of Jewry ? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ex- 
cellent wisdom is found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men, the astro- 
logers, have been brought in before me, 
that they should read this writing, and 
made known unto me the interpreta- 
tion thereof: hut they could not shew 
the interpretation of the thing: 

10 And 1 have heard of tbee, that thou 
eanst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts: now if thou eunst read the 
writing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about thy neck, and shalt be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 1 Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king. Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to another; 
yet I will read the writing unto the 
king, and make known to him the in- 
terpretation. 

IS (.) thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a 
kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and 
honour: 

lb And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: whom 
he would he slew; and whom he would 
he kept alive; and whom he would he 
set up; and whom he would he put 
down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from him: 

21 And he was driven from the sons of 
men; and his heart was made like the 
beasts, and his dwelling was with the 
wild asses: they fed him with grass 
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like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the most high God ruled in the king- 
dom of men, and that he appointeth 
over it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; 

23 But hast lifted up thyself against 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
brought the vessels of his house be- 
fore thee, and thou, and thy lords, thv 
wives, and thy concubines, have drunk 
wine in them; and thou hast praised 
the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, 
iron, wood, and stone, which see not, 
nor hear, nor know: and the God in 
whose hand thy breath is, and whose 
ore all thy ways hast thou not glorified: 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing was 
written. 

2f> If And this is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEK EL, 
l PIIAKS1N. 

2f> This is the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TEK EL; Thou art weighed in the 
balunces, and art found wanting. 

28 PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medcs and Persians. 

2‘.) Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and 
put a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be the third ruler 
in t he kingdom. 

30 t In that night was Belshazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, being about threescore and 
two years old. 


CHAPTER VI. 

I T pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom an hundred and twenty 
princes, which should be over the 
whole kingdom; 

2 And over these three presidents; of 
whom Daniel was first : that the prin- 
ces might give accounts unto them, 
and the king should have no damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, be- 
cause an excellent spirit was in him; 
and the king thought to set him over 
the whole realm. 

4 7 Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 
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concerning the kingdom; but they 
could find none occasion nor fault; 
iorasmuch as lie was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 
him. 

5 Then said these men. We. shall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him concern- 
ing the law of his God. 

G Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
lor ever. 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have con- 
sulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to make a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save 
of thee, 0 king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed , according to the law of the 
Medea and Persians, which altereth not. 

1) Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 f Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house ; and his windows being open in 
liis chamber toward Jerusalem, ho 
kneeled upon his knees three times a 
day, and prayed, and gave thanks be- 
fore his God, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king's 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, 0 king, shall be cast into 
the den of lions V The king answered 
and said, The thing is true, according 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said be- 
fore the king, That Daniel, which is of 
the children of the captivity of Judah, 
regardelh not thee, () king, nor the de- 
cree that thou hast signed, but makedi 
his petition three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased with 
himself, and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him: and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, Know, 
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O king, that the law of the Medea and 
Persians is, That no decree nor statute 
which the kins established may be 
changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him into 
the den of lions. Now the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou servest continually, he will de- 
liver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den; and the 
king sealed it with his own signet, 
and with the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose might not be changed con- 
cerning Daniel. 

18 Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting; neither 
were instruments of musick brought 
before him: and his sleep went from 
him. 

1!) Then the king arose very early in 
the morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Da- 
niel: and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, () Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually, able to deliver thee from 
the lions V 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and 
also before thee, O king, have I done 
no hurt 

23 Then was the; king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. 
So Daniel was taken up out of the den, 
and no manner of hurt was found upon 
him, because he believed in his God. 

24 If And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had ac- 
cused Daniel, and they cast them into 
the den of lions, them, their children, 
and their wives; arid the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at 
the bottom of the den. 

25 t Then king Darius wrote unto all 
people, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth; Peace be mul- 
tiplied unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men tremble 
and fear before the God of Daniel: for 
he is the living God, and stedfast for 
ever, and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed, and his dominion 
shall he even unto the end. 

27 lie delivereth and rescueth, and 
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he worketh signs and wonders in hea- 
ven and in earth, who hath delivered 
Daniel from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAPTER VII. 

I N the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon Daniel had a dream and 
visions of his head upon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream, and told the sum 
of the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said , I saw in 
my vision by night, and, .behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea. 

” And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first vntft like a lion, and bad 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made stand 
upon the feet as a man, and a man’s 
heart was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a second, 
like to a hear, and it raised up itself 
on one side, and it had three ribs in 
the mouth of it between the teeth of 
it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much llesh. 

(i After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a Jeopard, which had upon the 
hack of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also lour heads; and domi- 
nion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night visions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, ami strong exceedingly; and 
it had great iron teeth: it devoured 
and brake in pieces, and stamped the 
residue with the feet of it: and it avis- 
diverse from all the beasts that were, 
before it; and it had ton horns. 

K I considered the horns, and, behold, 
there came up among them another 
little horn, before whom there were 
three of the first horns plucked up by 
the roots: and, behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of man, and a 
mouth speaking great things. 

!) f I beheld till the thrones were 
cast, down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head like the 
pure wool: his throne was like the fiery 
tlame, and his wheels as burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand thou- 
sands ministered unto him, and ten 
thousand times ten thousand stood be- 
fore him: the judgment was set, and 
the hooks were opened. 
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1 1 I beheld then because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn 
spake: I boheld even till the beast 
was slain, and his bodv destroyed, and 
given to the burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of days, and they brought 
him near before him. 

14 And there was given him domi- 
nion, and glory, and a kingdom, that 
all people, .nations , # and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed. 

15. IT I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

10 I came near unto one of them that 
stood by, and asked him the truth of 
all this. So he told me, and made me 
know the interpretation of the things. 

17 These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, which shall arise out 
of the earth. 

18 Hut the saints of the most ITigh 
shall take the kingdom , and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

19 Then 1 would know the truth of 
the fourth beast, which was diverse 
from all the others, exceeding dreadful, 
whose teeth mere of iron, and his nails 
of brass; which devoured, brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
iris feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that mere in 
his head, and of the other which came 
up, and before whom three fell; even 
of that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spake very great things , whose 
look was more stout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn made 
war with the saints, and prevailed 
against them; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, 
and judgment was given to the saints 
of the most. High; and the time came 
that the saints possessed the kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that shall arise: and 
another shall rise after them; and he 
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shall be diverse from the first, and he 
shall subdue three kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall wear 
out the saints of the most High, anti 
think to change times and laws: and 
they shall be given into his hand until a 
time and times and the dividing of time. 

2G But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness ol the kingdom under 
tlie whole heaven, shall he given to 
the people of the saints* of the most 
High, whose kingdom an everlast- 
ing kingdom, and all dominions shall 
serve and obey him. 

28 .Hitherto ts the end of tlio matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations much 
troubled me , and my countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter 
in my heart, 


CHAPTER Vlll. 

I K the third year of the reign of king 
Belshazzar a vision appeared unto 
me, even unto me Daniel, after that 
which appeared unto mo at the lirst. 

2 And I saw in a vision; and it came 
to pass, when I saw , that 1 mas at 
Shushan in the palace, which is in the 
province of Elam; and 1 saw in a 
vision, and I was by the river of IJlai. 

8 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood before 
the river a ram which had two horns: 
and the two horns were high; hut one 
was higher than the other, and the 
higher came up last. 

‘1 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so that 
no beasts might stand before him, nei- 
ther was there any that could deliver 
out of his hand; but he did according 
to his will, and became great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, 
an lie goat came from the west on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground: and the goat had a 
notable horn between his eyes. 

b And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the rain, and 
brake his two horns: and there was no 
power in the ram to stand before him, 
but he cast him down to the ground, 
and stamped unon him: and there was 
none that could deliver the ram out 
of his hand. 

8 Therefore the lie goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the 
great horn was broken; and for it came 
up four notable ones toward the four 
winds of heaven. 
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9 And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the 
host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and of the stars to the 
ground, and stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnitied himself even to 
the prince of the host, and by him the 
daily sacrifice was taken away, and the 
place of his sanctuary was cast down. 

12 And an host was given him 
against the daily sacrifice by reason of 
transgression, and it cast down the 
truth to the ground; and it practised, 
and prospered. 

15 1 Then 1 heard one saint speaking, 
and another saint said unto that cer- 
tain saint which spake, How long shall 
be the vision concerning the daily saci'i- 
fice, and the transgression of desolation, 
to give both the sanctuary and the 
host to be trodden under loot? 

IT And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

15 II And it came to pass, when I, 
even 1 Daniel, had seen the \ ision, and 
sought for the meaning, then, behold, 
there stood before me as the appear- 
ance of a man. 

10 And I heard a man's voice between 
the banks of IJiai, which called, and 
said, Gabriel, make this man to under- 
stand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 
and when he came, 1 was afraid, and 
fell upon my face: but he said unto 
me, Understand, O son of man: for at 
the time of the end shall be the vision. 
IS Now as he was speaking with me, 
1 was in a deep sleep on my face to- 
ward the ground: but he touched me, 
and set me upright. 

19 And lie said, Behold, I will make 
thee know what shall he in the last 
end of the indignation: tor at the time 
appointed the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest having 
two horns are the kings of Media and 
Persia. 

21 Amt the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia: and the great horn that a be- 
tween his eyes is the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdoms 
shall stand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. 

25 And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors are 
come to the full, a king of tierce coun- 
tenance, and understanding dark sen- 
tences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper, and practise, and shall destroy 
the mighty and the holy people. 

25 And through his policy also he 
shall cause craft to prosper in his hand; 
and he shall magnify himself in his 
heart, and by peace shall destroy many : 
he shall also stand up against the 
Prince of princes; but. he shall he 
broken without hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening 
and the morning which was told is 
true : wherefore shut thou up the vision ; 
for it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was sick 
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DANIEL, IX. 

certain days; afterward I rose up, and 
did the king’s business; and 1 was 
astonished at the vision, but none un- 
derstood iU 


CHAPTER IX. 

I N the first year of Darius the son 
of Ahasuerus, of the seed of the 
JVledes, which was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; 

2 In the lirst year of his reign I Da- 
niel understood by books the number 
of the years, whereof the wmrd of the 
Louii came to Jeremiah the prophet, 
that he would accomplish seventy years 
in the desolations of Jerusalem. 

J H And 1 set my face unto the Lord 
Cod, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes : 

4 And 1 prayed unto the Loan my 
Cod, and made my confession, and 
said, O Lord, the great and dreadful 
Cod, keeping the covenant and mercy 
to them that love him, and to them 
that keep his commandments; 

f> We have sinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments: 

fi Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, which spake 
in thy name to our kings, our princes, 
and our fathers, and to all the people 
of the land. 

7 () Lord, righteousness belongeth un- 
to thee, but unto us confusion of faces, 
as at this day; to the men of Judah, 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and unto all Israel, that are near, and 
that are far off, through all the coun- 
tries whither thou hast driven them, 
because of their trespass that they 
have trespassed against thee. 

JS () Lord, to us belongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. 

To the laird our Cod belong mercies 
and forgivenesses, though we have 
rebelled against him; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice 
of the Loan our Cod, to walk in his 
laws, which he set before us by his 
servants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Israel have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; therefore 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law of Mo- 
ses the servant of Cod, because we 
ha\ e sinned against him. 

12 And he hath confirmed his words, 
which he spake against us, and against 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the 
whole heaven hath not been done as 
hath been done upon Jerusalem. 

13 As it is written in the law of Mo- 
ses, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the 
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Lord our God, that we might turn 
from our iniquities, and understand thy 
truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lord watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the Lord our God is righteous in 
all his works which he doeth: for we 
obeyed not his voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and hast gotten thee renown, as at this 
day; we have sinned, we have done 
wickedly. 

16 f O Lord; according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, Jet thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away 
from thy city Jerusalem, thy holy 
mountain: because for our sins, and 
for the iniquities of our fathers, Jeru- 
salem and thy people are become a re- 
proach to all that are about us. 

17 Now therefore, () our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his suppli- 
cations, and cause thy face to shine 
upon thy sanctuary that is desolate, 
for the Lord’s sake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, and 
hear; open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called 
by thy name: for we do not present 
our supplications before thee for our 
righteousness, but for thy great mercies. 

19 O Lord, hear; () Lord, forgive; () 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for 
thine own sake, () my God: for thy 
city and thy people are called by thy 
name. 

20 t And whiles 1 was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre- 
senting my supplication before the Loan 
my God for the holy mountain of my 
God ; 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in 
prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom 
1 had seen in the vision at the begin- 
ning, being caused to fly swiftly, touch- 
ed me about the. time of the evening 
oblation. 

22 And he informed mi, and talked 
with me, and said, O Daniel, 1 am now 
come forth to give thee skill and un- 
derstanding. 

29 At the beginning of thy supplica- 
tions the commandment came forth, and 
I am come to shew thee; for thou art 
greatly beloved: therefore understand 
the matter, and consider the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlasting righteousness, and to 
seal up the vision and prophecy, and 
to anoint the most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build Je- 
rusalem unto the Messiah the Prim e 
shall be seven weeks , and threescore 
and two weeks: the street shall be built 
again, and the wall, even in troublous 
times. 
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2b And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for 
himself: and the people of the prince 
that shall come shall destroy the city 
and the sanctuary; and the end there- 
of ahall be with a flood, and unto the 
end of the Avar desolations are deter- 
mined. 

27 And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abominations 
he shall make it desolate, even until 
the consummation , and that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the desolate. 


CHAPTER X. 

T X the third year of Cyrus king of 
Persia a thing was revealed unto 
Daniel, whose name was called Rel- 
feshnzzar; and the. thing was true, hut 
the time appointed tons long: and he 
understood the thing, and had under- 
standing of the vision. 

2 In those days 1 Daniel was mourn- 
ing three full weeks. 

;» I site no pleasant, bread , neither 
came flesh nor wine in ruy mouth, 
neither did 1 anoint myself at all, till 
three whole weeks were fulfilled. 

4 And in the four and twentieth day 
of the first month, as I was by the side 
of the great river, which av iliddckel; 

f> Then 1 lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked , and behold a certain man 
clothed in linen , whose loins were 
girded with line gold of llphaz: 

b His body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, 
and his arms and his feet like in colour 
to polished brass, and the voice of his 
words like the voice of a multitude. 

7 And 1 Daniel alone saw the vision: 
tor the men that were with me saw 
not the vision; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they tied to 
hide themselves. 

H Therefore I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there remained 
no strength in me: for my comeliness 
was turned in me into corruption, and 
I retained no strength. 

A \et heard I the voice of his words: 
and when I heard the voice of his words, 
then was I in a deep sleep on my face, 
and my face toward the ground. 

10 f And, behold, an hand touched 
me, which set me upon my knees and 
upoti the palms of my hands. 

11 And he said unto me, O Daniel, a 
man gieatly beloved, understand the 
words that I speak unto thee, and 
stand upright: for unto thee am I now 
sent. And when he had spoken this 
word unto me, I stood trembling. 


nxiNn nno v. 1 . * 
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12 Then said he unto me, Fear not, 
Daniel: for from the lirst duy tliut thou 
didst set thine heart to understand, 
and to chasten thyself before thy God, 
thy words were heard, and 1 am come 
lor thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdom of 
Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the chief 
princes, came to help me; and I re- 
mained there with the kings of Persia. 

14 Now 1 am come to make thee un- 
derstand what shall befall thy people 
in the latter days: for yet the vision 
is for many days. 

15 And when ho had spoken such 
words unto me. I set my face toward 
the ground, ana I became dumb. 

16 And, behold, one like the similitude 
of the sons of men touched my lips: 
then 1 opened my mouth, and spake, 
and said unto him that stood before 
me, (> my lord, by the vision my sor- 
rows are turned upon me, and 1 have 
retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of this 
my lord talk with this my lord? for 
as for me, straightway there remained 
no strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and touched 
me one like the appearance of a man, 
and he strengthened me, 

13 And said, () man greatly beloved, 
fear not: peace be unto thee, be strong, 
yea, be strong. And when he had 
spoken unto me, 1 was strengthened, 
and said, Let my lord speak ; for thou 
hast strengthened me. 

20 Then said he, Knowest thou where- 
fore 1 come unto thee? and now will 
I return to light with the prince of 
Persia: ami when 1 am gone forth, lo, 
the prince of Grecia shall come. 

21 But I will shew thee that which is 
noted in the scripture of truth: and 
there is none that holdeth with me in 
these things, but Michael your prince. 


CHAPTER XI. 
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A LSO I in the lirst year of Darius 
the Mede, even I, stood to confirm 
and to strengthen him. 

2 And now will 1 shew thee the truth. 
Behold, there shall stand up yel three 
kings in Persia; and the fourth shall 
he far richer than they all: and by his 
strength through his riches he shall 
stir up all against the realm of Grecia. 
3 And a mighty king shall stand up, 
that shall rule with great dominion, 
and do according to his will. 

4 And when he shall stand up, his 
kingdom shall be broken, and shall he 
divided toward the four winds of hea- 
ven ; and not to his posterity , nor 
according to his dominion which he 
ruled: for his kingdom shall be pluck- 
ed up, even for others beside those. 

5 H And the king of the south shall be 
strong, and one of his princes; and he 
shall be strong above him , and have 
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DANIEL, XI. 

dominion; liis dominion shall be a great 
dominion. 

G And in the end of years they shall 
join themselves together; for the king’s 
daughter of the south shall come to 
the king of the north to make an 
agreement: but she shall not retain 
the power of the arm; neither shall 
he stand, nor his arm: but she shall be 
given up, and they that brought her, 
and he that begat her, and he that 
strengthened her in these times. 

7 llut out of a branch of her roots shall 
one stand up in his estate, which shall 
come with an army, and shall enter into 
the fortress of the king of the north, and 
shall deal against them, and shall prevail : 

8 And shall also carry captives into 
Egypt their gods, with their princes, 
and with their precious vessels of silver 
and of gold; and he shall continue 
more years than the king of the north. 

*♦ So 'the king of the south shall come 
into his kingdom, and shall return into 
his own land. 

10 But his sons shall be stirred up, and 
shall assemble a multitude of great for- 
ces; and one shall certainly come, and 
overflow, and pass through: then shall 
he return, and be stirred up, eren to 
his fortress. 

11 And the king of the south shall 
be moved with choler, and shall come 
forth and tight with him, even with the 
king of the north: and he shall set 
forth a great multitude; but the mul- 
titude shall be given into his hand. 

12 And when lie Bath taken away the 
multitude, his heart shall be lifted up; and 
he shall cast down many ten thousands: 
but lie shall not be strengthened bn it. 

i:> For the king of the north snail 
return, and shall set forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and shall cer- 
tainly come after certain years with a 
great army and with much riches. 

1 1 And in those times there shall 
many stand up against the king of the 
south: also the robbers of thy people 
shall exalt themselves to establish the 
vision; but they shall fall. 

1 T> So the king of the north shall 
come, and cast up a mount, and take 
the most fenced cities: and the arms 
of the south shall not withstand, nei- 
ther his chosen people, neither shall 
there be any strength to withstand. 

lb But he that comet h against him 
shall do according to his own will, and 
none shall stand before him: and he 
shall stand in the glorious land, which 
by his hand shall be consumed. 

17 He shall also set his face to enter 
with the strength of his whole kingdom, 
and upright ones with him; thus shall he 
do : and he shall give him the daughter 
of women, corrupting her: hut she shall 
not stand on his side . neither be for him. 

18 After this shall he turn his face 
unto the isles, and shall take many: 
but a prince for his own behalf shall 
cause the reproach offered by him to 
cease; without his own reproach lie 
shall cause it to turn upon him. 

lb Then he shall turn his face toward 
the fort of his own land: but he shall 
stumble and fall, and not be found. 

20 '1 lien shall stand up in his estate 
a raiser of taxes in the glory of the king- 
dom: but within few days he shall be de- 
stroyed, neither in anger, nor in battle. 

21 And in his estate shall stand up 
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a vile person, to whom they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom: but 
be shall come in peaceably, and obtain 
the kingdom by batteries. 

22 And with the arms of a dood 
shall they be overbow n from betore 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also 
the prince of the covenant. 

2d And after the league made with 
him he shall work deceitfully: tor he 
shall come up, and shall become strong 
with a small people. 

24 He shall enter peaceably even upon 
the fattest places of the province; and 
he shall do that which his fathers have 
not done, nor his father’s fathers; he 
shall scatter among them the prey, 
and spoil, and riches : yea, and he shall 
forecast his devices against the strong 
holds, even for a time. 

25 And he shall stir up his power 
and his courage against the king of 
the south with a great army; and the 
king of the south shall be stirred up 
to battle with a very great and mighty 
army; but he shall not stand: for they 
shall loreeast devices against him. 

2(> Yea, they that feed oi the portion 
of his meat shall destroy linn, and Ins 
army shall overllow: and many shall 
lall down slain. 

27 And both these kings’ hearts shall he 
to do mischief, and thev shall speak lies 
at one table ; but it shall not prosper : tor 
yetthecnd.s7m//6e at the time appointed. 

28 Then shall he return into his land 
with great riches; and Ins heart shall he 
against the holy covenant; and he shall 
do exploits, and roturn to his own land. 

29 Af the time appointed he shall re- 
turn, and come toward the south ; but it 
shall not be as the former, or as the latter. 

30 t For the ships ol Chittnn shall 
come against him: therefore he shall 
be grieved, and return, and have in- 
dignation against the holy covenant: 
so shall he do; he shall even return, 
and have intelligence with them that 
forsake the holy covenant. 

31 And arms shall stand on his part, 
and they shall pollute the sanctuary 
of strength, and shall take away the 


daily sacrijice, and they shall place the 
^abomination that maketh desolate. 

| 32 And such as do wickedly against 
Hhe covenant shall he corrupt by tiat- 

i es : but the people that do know their 
l shall be strong, and do exploits . 
And they that understand among 
people shall instruct many: yet they 
1 fall by the sword, and by llame, 
captivity, and by spoil, many days. 
Now when they shall fall, they shall 
lolpen with a little help: but many 
1 cleave to them with batteries. 
And some of them of understand- 
diall fall, to try them, and to purge, 
to make them white , even to the 
s of the end : because it is yet lor 
me appointed. 

And the king shall do according 
is will; and he shall exalt himself, 
magnify himself above every god, 
shall speak marvellous things 
nst the God of gods, and shall prosper 
the indignation be accomplished; 
hat that is determined shall be done. 
Neither shall he regard the God 
is fathers, nor the desire of wo- 
, nor regard any god: for he shall 
mfy himself above all. 

But in his estate shall he honour 
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the God of forces: and a prod whom 
his fathers knew not shall he honour 
with gold, and silver, and with precious 
stones, and pleasant things. 

39 Thus shall he do in the most strong 
holds with a strange god, whom he 
shall acknowledge and increase with 
glory : and he shall cause them to rule 
over many, and shall divide the land 
for gain. 

40 And at the time of the end shall 
the king of the south nush at him: and 
the king of the north shall come against 
him like a whirlwind, with chariots, 
and with horsemen, and with many 
ships; and he shall enter into the coun- 
tries, and shall overflow and pass over. 

41 lie shall enter also into the glo- 
rious land , and many countries shall 
he overthrown: hut these shall escape 
out of his hand, even Edom, and Moab, 
and the chief of the children of Ammon. 

42 He shall stretch forth his hand 
also upon the countries: and the land 
of Egypt shall not escape. 

43 But he shall have power over the 
treasures of gold and of silver, and 
over all the precious things of Egvpt: 
and the Libyans and the Ethiopians 
shall he at his steps. 

44 But tidings out of the east and 
out of the north shall trouble him: 
therefore he shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many. 

45 And he shall plant the tabernacles 
of his palace between the seas in the 
glorious holy mountain; yet he shall 
come to his end, and none shall help 
him. 

CHAPTER XII. 

A K I) at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince which 
standeth for the children of thy peo- 
ple: and there shall be a time of trou- 
ble, such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same time : 
and at that time thy people shall be 
delivered, every one that shall be found 
written in the book. 

2 And many of them that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. 

3 And they that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and ever. 

4 But thou, O Daniel, shut up the 
words, and seal the book, even to the 
time of the end: many shall run to and 
fro, and knowledge shall be increased. 
5 1 Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, 
there stood other two, the one on this 
side of the bank of the river, and the 
other on that side of the bank of the 
river. 

f> And one said to the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of 
the river. How long shall it he to the 
end of these wonders? 

7 And I heard the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of 
the river, when he held up ins right 
hand and his left hand unto heaven, 
and aware bv him thatliveth for ever 
that it shall he for a time, times, and 
an half; and when he shall have ac- 
complished to scatter the power of the 
holy people , all these things shall be 
finished. 
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8 And I heard, but I understood not: 
then said I, O my Lord, what shall be 
the end of these things ? 

9 And he said, Go thy way, Daniel: 
for the words are closed up and sealed 
till the time of the end. 

JO Many shall be purified, and made 
white, and tried; but the wicked shall 
do wickedly: and none of the wicked 
shall understand; but the wise shall 
understand. 

11 And from the time that the daily 
sacrijice shall be taken away, and the 
abomination that maketh desolate set 
up, there shall be a thousand two hun- 
dred and ninety days. 

12 Blessed is he that waiteth, and com- 
eth to the thousand throe hundred 
and live and thirty days. 

13 But go thou thy way till the end 
be: for thou shalt rest, and stand in 
thy lot at the end of the days. 
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CHAPTER I. 


N OW in the first year of Cyrus king 
of Persia, that the word of the Loan 
hy the mouth of Jeremiah might be 
fulfilled, the Lord stirred up the spirit 
of Cyrus king of Persia, that he made a 
proclamation throughout all his king- 
dom, and put it also in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
The Lord Cod of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth; and 
lie hath charged me to build him an 
house at Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 

d Who is there among you of all his 
people? hjs Cod he with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah, and build the house of the Lord 
Cod of Israel, (he is the Cod,) which 
is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaiueth in any 
place where he sojourneth, let the men 
of his place help iiim with silver, and 
with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, beside the freewill offering for 
the house of Cod that is in Jerusalem. 

f> If Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose spirit Cod had raised, to 
go up to build the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem. 

Ci And all they that were about them 
strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and 
with beasts, and with precious things, 
beside all that was willingly offered; 

7 1 Also Cyrus the king brought forth 
the vessels of the house of the Lord, 
which Nebuchadnezzar had brought 
forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
them in the house of his gods; 

K Even those did Cyrus king of Persia 
bring forth hy the hand of Mithredath 
the treasurer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah. 

‘J And this is the number of them: 
thirty chargers of gold , a thousand 
chargers of silver, nine and twenty 
knives, 

10 Thirty basons of gold, silver ba- 
sons of a second sort four hundred and 
ten, and other vessels a thousand. 
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11 All the vessels of gold and of silver 
were live thousand and four hundred. 
All these did Sheshbazzar bring up with 
them of the captivity that were brought 
up from Babylon unto Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER II. 

N OW these are the children of the 
province that went up out of the 
captivity , of those which had been 
carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away 
unto Babylon, and came again unto 
Jerusalem and Judah, every one unto 
his city ; 

2 Which came with Zerubbabel: Je- 
sliua, Nehemiah , Seraiah , Reelaiah, 
Mordecai, Bilshan, Mizpar, Bigvai, lie- 
hum, Baanah.

58 All the Nethinims, and the chil- 
dren of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. 

59 And these were they which went 
up from Tel-melah, Tel-harsa, Cherub, 
Addan, and Immer: but they could 
not shew their father’s house, and their 
seed, whether they were of Israel: 

60 The children of Delaiah , the 
children of Tobiah, the children of 
Nekoda, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 1 And of the children of the 
priests: the children of Habaiah, the 
children of Koz, the children of Barzil- 
lai; which took a wife of the daugh- 
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ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was 
called after their name: 

62 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but they were not found: therefore 
were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. 

63 And the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the most 
holv things, till there stood up a priest 
with Urim and with Thummim. 

64 f The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred ana threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven thou- 
sand three hundred thirty and seven: 
and there were among them two hun- 
dred singing men and singing women. 

66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and live; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand 
seven hundred and twenty. 

68 1 And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Loud which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
set it up in his place: 

69 They gave after their ability unto 
the treasure of the work threescore 
and one thousand drams of gold, and 
five thousand pound of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levitcs, and 
some of the people, and the singers, 
and the porters, and the Methinims, 
dwelt in their cities, and all Israel in 
their cities. 


CHAPTER III. 

A M D when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
themselves together as one man to 
Jerusalem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, 
and his brethren, and buildod the altar 
of the God of Israel, to offer burnt of- 
ferings thereon, as it is written in the 
law of Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
bases; for fear mi upon them because 
of the people of those countries: and 
they offered burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Loan, even burnt offerings 
morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as it is written, and offered the 
daily burnt offerings by number, ac- 
cording to the custom, as the duty of 
: every day required; 

: 5 And afterward offered the continual 
; burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the Lord 
[that were consecrated, and of every 
l r one that willingly offered a freewill 
goffering unto the Loan. 

I 6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
pngs unto the Lord. But the foundation 
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of the temple of the Loup was not yet 
laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, unto them 
of Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring 
cedar trees from Lebanon to the sea 
of Joppa, according to the grant that 
they nad of Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 H Now in the socond year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto Jeru- 
salem; and appointed the Levites, from 
twenty years old and upward, to set. 
forward the work of the house of the 
Lord. 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, to 
set forward the workmen in the house 
of God: the sons of Henadad, with 
their sons and their brethren the Le- 
vites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Loan, 
they set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of David 
king of Israel. 

11 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks unto the 
Lord; because he is good, for his mercy 
enibireth for ever toward Israel. And 
all the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the Loro, 
because the foundation of the house 
of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept 
with a loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy : 

IP. So that the people could not dis- 
cern the noise of the shout of joy from 
the noise of the weeping of the people: 
for the people shouted with a loud 
shout, and the noise was heard afar off. 


CHAPTER IV. 

N OW when the adversaries of Ju- 
dah and Benjamin heard that the 
children of the captivity builded the 
temple unto the Lord God of Israel; 
2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, and 
to the chief of the fathers , and said 
unto them, Let us build with you: for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and we 
do sacrifice unto him since the days 
of Esar-haddon king of Assur, which 
brought us up hither. 

J But Zerubbabel, and Joshua, and 
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the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them. Ye have no- 
thing to do with us to build an house 
unto our Godj but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the Lord God 
of Israel, as king Ovrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weaken- 
ed the hands of the people of Judah, 
and troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

<} And in the reign of Aliasucrus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in- 
habitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 f And in the days of Artaxcrxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and 
the rest of their companions, unto Ar- 
taxorxes king of Persia; and the writ- 
ing of the letter inns written in the 
Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxcrxes the king in 
this sort: 

9 Then wrMe Relnim the chancellor, 
and Nhimshai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Dinaites, the 
Apharsathchites, the Tarpelites, the 
Apharsites, the Archevites, the Baby- 
lonians, the Susanchites, the Dehavites, 
and the Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble Asnapper brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and at such a time. 

11 If This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants the 
men on this side the river, and at 
such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are come unto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set up the walls thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 

IB Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be budded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and ho 
thou shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certified 
the king; 

16 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: so 
shalt thou find in the book of the re- 
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cords, and know that this city is a re* 
bcllious city, and hurtful unto kingB 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of old 
time: for which cause was this city 
destroyed. 

10 We certify the king that, if this 
city be buikled again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
river. 

17 1 Then sont the king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest of 
their companions that dwell in Samaria, 
and unto the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at such a time. 

IS The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

lb And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made insur- 
rection against kings, and that rebellion 
and sedition have been made therein. 

2<> There have been mighty kings also 
over Jerusalem, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute, and custom, was paid unto 
them. 

21 (.live ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until another 
commandment shall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings V 

22, t Now when the copy of king Ar- 
taxerxos’ letter was read before Rehum, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and their 
companions, they went up in haste to 
.Jerusalem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 

2d Then ceased the work of the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 


CHAPTER V. 


rpHEN the prophets, Haggai the 

J. prophet, and Zechariali the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem in the 
name of the God of Israel, even unto 
them. 

2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem: and 
with them were the prophets of God 
helping them. 

S 1 At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and their compa- 
nions, and said thus unto them, Who 
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hath commanded you to build this 
house, and to make up this wall? 

4. Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the 
men that make this building? 

5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, till the matter 
came to Darius: and then they return- 
ed answer by letter concerning this 
matter . 

6 ^ The copy of the letter that Tat- 
nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and his compa- 
nions the Apharsachites, which were 
on this side the river, sent unto Darius 
the king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, where- 
in was written thus; Unto Darius the 
king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, which 
is builded with great stones, and timber 
is laid in the walls, and this work goeth 
last on, and proapereth in their hands. 

i) Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who commanded 
you to build this house, and to make 
up these walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying^ We are the servants of the 
God of heaven and earth, and build 
the house that was builded these many 
years ago, which a great king of Israel 
builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, 
the Chaldean, who destroyed this house, 
and carried the people away into Ba- 
bylon. 

13 But in the lirst year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon the same king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of 
God. 

14. And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which Ne- 
buchadnezzar took out of the temple 
that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, those 
did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple of Babylon, and they were de- 
livered unto one, whose name was 
Sheshbazzar, whom he had made go- 
vernor; 

15 And said unto him. Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the tem- 
ple that is in Jerusalem, and let the 
house of God be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshbazzar, 
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and laid the foundation of the house 
of God which in in Jerusalem: and 
since that time even until now hath 
it been in building, and yet it is not 
linished. . 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made in 
the king’s treasure house, which is 
there at llabylon, whether it be so, 
that a decree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this house of God at 
Jerusalem, and let the king send his 
pleasure to us concerning this matter. 


CHAPTER VI. 

riHIEN Darius the king made a de- 

1 cree, and searcli was made in the 
house of the rolls, where the treasures 
were laid up in Rabylon. 

2 And there was found at Achmetha, 
in the palace that is in the province 
of the Modes, a roll, and therein icas 
a record thus written: 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king 
the same Cyrus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, Let the house be builded, the 
place where they ottered sacrifices, and 
let the foundations thereof be strongly 
laid ; the height thereof threescore cu- 
bits, and tho breadth thereof threescore 
cubits; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and Jet the 
expences be given out of the king’s 
house: 

f> And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Rabylon, lie restored, and 
brought again unto the temple which 
is at Jerusalem, every one to his place, 
and place them in the house of God. 

0 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of the Jews build this 
house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews 
for the building of this house of God: 
that of the kings goods, even of the 
tribute beyond the river, forthwith ex- 
pellees be given unto these men, that 
they be not hindered. 

J And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt offerings of the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and 
oil, according to the appointment of 
the priests, which are at Jerusalem, 
let it be given them day by day with- 
out fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of t lie king, and 
of his sons.

1J Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever slmll alter this word, let 
timber he pulled down from his house, 
and being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon; and let his house be made a 
dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings 
and people, that shall put to their hand 
to alter and to destroy this house of 
God which is at Jerusalem. 1 Darius 
have made a decree; let it be done 
with speed. 

IB If Then Tatnai, governor on tins 
side the river, Nhethar-bo/.nai, and their 
companions, according to that which 
Dariuft the king had sent, so they did 
speedily. 

IT And the ciders of the Jews budd- 
ed, and they prospered through the 
prophesying of Ilaggai the prophet and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
budded, and finished it, according to 
the commandment of the God of Israel, 
and according to the commandment of 
Gyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes 
king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on the 
third day of the month Adar, which 
was in the sixth year of the reign of 
Darius the king. 

16 U And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God an hundred bullocks, 
two hundred rams, four hundred lambs; 
and for a sin offering for all Israel, 
twelve he goats, according to the 
number of the tribes of Israel. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, which 
is at Jerusalem; as it is written in the 
book of Moses. 

ID And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
(lay of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
mere pure, and killed the passover for 
all the children of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

21 And the children of Israel, which 
were come again out of captivity, and 
all such as had separated themselves 
unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land, to seek the Loro 
God of Israel, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy: for the 
Loan had made them joyful, and turn- 
ed the heart of the king of Assyria 
unto them, to strengthen their hands 
in the work of the house of God, the 
God of Israel.

N OW lifter these tilings, in the roign 
of Artaxerxes king ofPersia, Ezra 
the son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, 
the son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shalluin, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Ahitub, 

3 'I’he son of Amariah, the son of 
Azariah, tlie son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zenihiah,thc son of Uzzi, 
the son of Bukki, 

f> Tlie son of Ahishua, the son of 
Phinelias, the son of Kleazar, the son 
of Aaron the chief priest: 

(j This Ezra went up from Babylon; 
and he was a ready scribe in the law 
of Moses, which the Lord God of Is- 
rael had pivcn: and the king granted 
liitn all his request, according to the 
hand of the Lord his God upon him. 

7 And there went Up some of the 
children of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Eevites, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Nethininis. unto 
Jerusalem, in the seventh year of Arta- 
xerxes the king. 

8 And ho came to Jerusalem in the 
lifth month, which was in the seventh 
year of the king. 

i) For upon the first day of the (irst 
month began he to go up from Baby- 
lon , and on the first day of the fifth 
month came he to Jerusalem, accord- 
ing to the good hand of his God upon 
him. 

10 For Ezra had procured his heart 
to seek the law of the Loud, and to do 
d, and to teach in Israel statutes and 
judgments. 

11 If Now this is the copy of the 
letter that the king Artaxerxes gave 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, even 
a scribe of the words of the com- 
mandments of the Louo, and of his 
statutes to Israel. 

12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all the^ of 
the people of Israel, and of his priests 
and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go up 
to Jerusalem, go with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the 
king, and of his seven counsellors, to 
enquire concerning Judah and Jeru- 
salem, according to the laAv of thy God 
which is in thine hand; 

If) And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of Is- 
rael, whose habitation is in Jerusalem, 
Ifi And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst lind in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering of 
the people, and of the priests, offering 
willingly for the house of their God 
which is in Jerusalem: 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, 
with their meat offerings and their 
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drink offerings, and offer them upon 
the altar of the house of your God 
which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do witli 
the rest of the silver and the gold, that 
do after the will of your God. 
li) The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before the 
God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxorxes the king, 
do make a decree to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that what- 
soever Ezra the priest., the scribe of 
the law of the God of heaven, shall 
require of you, it be done speedily, 

22 Unto an hundred talents of silver, 
and to an hundred measures of wheat, 
and to an hundred baths of wine, and 
to an hundred baths of oil, and salt 
without prescribing how much. 

2!i Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven: 
for why should there he wrath against 
the realm of the king and his sons? 

24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
ing any of the priests and Eevites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or mi- 
nisters of this house of God, it shall 
not be lawful to impose toll, tribute, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the river, all such as know the laws 
of thy God; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

2d And whosoever will not do the law 
of thy God, and the law of the king, 
let judgment he executed speedily 
upon him, whether it be unto death, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation of 
goods, or to imprisonment. 

27 Blessed be the Loan God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thimj 
as this in the king’s heart, to beautify 
the house of tho Loud which is in Je- 
rusalem : 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lors, and before all the king’s mighty 
princes. And I was strengthened as 
the hand of the Loan my God was 
upon me, and I gathered together out 
of Israel chief men to go up with me. 


CHAPTER VI II. 

qPHESK are now the chief of their 
JL fathers, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes 
the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phinehas; Gqrshom : 
of the sons of Ithamar; Daniel: of the 
eons of David; Hattush. 
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3 Of the sons of Sheclianiah, of the 
sons of Pharoeh; Zechariah : and with 
him were reckoned by genettlogy of 
the males an hundred ana fifty. 

4 Of the son of Pahath-moab; Eli- 
hoenai the son of Zerahiah, and with 
him two hundred males. 

5 Of the sons of Shechaniah; the 
son of Jahaziel, and with him three 
hundred males. 

6 Of the sons also of Adin; Ebed the 
son of Jonathan, and with him fifty 
males. 

7 And of the sons of Elam; Jeshaiah 
the son of Athaliah , and with him 
seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shophatiah; Ze- 
badiali the son of Michael, and with 
him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two hun- 
dred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith ; the 
son of Josiphiah, and with him an 
hundred and threescore males. 

11 And of the sons of Bebai ; Ze- 
ebariab the son of Bebai , and with 
him twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Azgad; Johanan 
the son of Ilakkatan, and with him an 
hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adonikam, 
whose names are these, Eliphelet, Jeiel, 
and Shemaiah, and with them three- 
score males. 

14 Of the sons also of Bigvai; Uthai* 
and Zabbud, and with them seventy 
males. 

15 1 And I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to Ahava; 
and there abode we in tents three 
days: and I viewed the people, and 
the priests, and found there none of 
the sons of Levi. 

IG Then sent \ for Eliezer, for Ariel, 
for Shemaiah, and for Klnathan, and 
for Jarib, and for Elnatban, and for 
'Nathan , and for Zechariah , and for 
Mcsliullam. chief men; also for Joiarib, 
and for Klnathan, men of understanding. 

17 And I sent them with command- 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Casiphia, and 1 told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his bre- 
thren the Ncthinims, at the place 
Casiphia, that they should bring unto 
us ministers for the house of our God. 

18 And by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of 
understanding, of the sons of Mahli, 
the son of Levi, the son of Israel; and 
Sherebiah, with his sons and his bre- 
thren, eighteen ; 

10 And Hashahiah , and with him 
Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Nethinims, whom 
David and the princes had appointed 
for the service of the Levites, two 
hundred and twenty Nethinims: all of 
them were expressed by name. 

21 ^ Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at the river of Ahava, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, to 
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seek of him a right way for us, and for 
our little ones, and for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require of 
the king a band of soldiers and horse- 
men to help us against the enemy in 
the way: because we had spoken unto 
the king, saying, The hand of our God 
is upon all them for good that seek 
him; but his power and his wrath is 
against all them that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and ho was intreated of us. 

24 1 Then i separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Sherebiah, Haslia- 
biah, and ten of their brethren with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our God, which 
the king, and his counsellors, and his 
lords, and all Israel there present, had 
offered: 

2ti I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of silver, 
and silver vessels an hundred talents, 
and of gold an hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
line copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them , Ye are 
holy unto the Loan; the vessels are 
holy also; and the silver and the gold 
are a freewill offering unto the Loud 
God of your fathers. 

21) Watch ye, and keep them , until 
ye weigh them before the chief of the 
priests and the Levites, and chief of 
the fathers of Israel, at , Jerusalem, in 
the chambers of the house of the Lord. 

30 So took the priests and the Levites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring them to Je- 
rusalem unto the house of our God. 

31 T Then we departed from the 
river of Aliava on the twelfth day of 
the first month, to go unto Jerusalem: 
and the hand of our God was upon us, 
and he delivered us from the hand of 
the enemy, and of such as lay in wait 
by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 f Now on the fourth day was 
the silver and the gold and the ves- 
sels weighed in the house of our 
God by the hand of Meremoth the soil of 
Uriah the priest; and with him teas 
Eleazar the son of I'hinehas; and with 
them was Jozabad the son of Jesliua, 
andNoadiahthe sou of Binuui, Levites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one: and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

35 Also the children of those that had 
been carried away, which were come 
out of the captivity, offered burnt of- 
ferings unto the God of Israel, twelve 
bullocks for all Israel, ninety and six 
rams, seventy and seven lambs, twelve 
he goats for a sin ottering: all this was 
a burnt offering unto the Lord. 
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3G K And they delivered the king’s 
commissions under the king’s lieute- 
nants, and to the governors on this 
side the river: and thy furthered the 
people, and the house of God. 


CHAPTER IX. 

N OW when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, 
'The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not separated 
themselves from the people of the 
lands, doing according to their abomi- 
nations, even of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the .lebusites, 
the Ammonites, the Moabites, the 
Egyptians, and the Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of their daugh- 
ters for themselves, and for their sons: 
so that the holy seed have mingled 
themselves with the people of those 
lands: yea, the hand of the princes 
and rulers hath been chief in this 
trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I rent 
my garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head and 
of my benrd, and sat down astonied. 

4 'then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Israel, boeause of the 
transgression of those that had been 
carried away; and I sat astonied until 
the evening sacritice. 
f> 1 And at the. evening sacrifice I 
arose up from my heaviness; and having 
rent my garment and my mantle, I 
fell upon my knees, and spread out 
my hands unto the Loan my God, 

(> And said, O my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to thee, 
my God: for our iniquities are increased 
over our head, and our trespass is 
grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day; and for our iniquities have we, 
our kings, and our priests, been deliver- 
ed into the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, and 
to a spoil, and to confusion of face, as 
it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the Loan our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
and to give us a nail in his holy place, 
that our God may lighten our eyes, 
and give us a little reviving in our 
bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen; yet our 
God bath not forsaken us in our bond- 
age , but bath extended mercy unto 
us in the sight of the kings of Persia, 
to give us a reviving, to set up the 
house of our God, and to repair the 
desolations thereof, and to give us a 
wall in Judah and in Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this? for we have for- 
saken thy commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded by 
thy servants the prophets, saying, The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, 
is an unclean land with the filthiness 
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of the people of the lands, with their 
abominations, which have filled it from 
one end to another with their unclean- 
ness. 

12 Now therefore give not your daugh- 
ters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor seek 
their peace or their wealth for ever: 
that ye may be strong, and eat the 
good of the land, and leave it tor an 
inheritance to your children for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our great 
trespass, seeing that thou our God 
hast punished us less than our ini- 
quities deserve , and hast given us such 
deliverance as this; 

14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in affinity with 
the people of these abominations V 
wouldest not thou be angry with us 
till thou hadst consumed ns, so that 
there should be no remnant nor escaping? 

15 O Lord God Israel, thou art right- 
eous: for we remain yet escaped, as 
it is this day : behold, we are before 
thee in our trespasses: for we cannot 
stand before thee because of this.

f be done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter belorigeth unto 
** thee: we also null be with thee: be of 


- good courage, and do it . 

! 5 Then arose Ezra, and made the 
j, chief priests, the Lcvites, and all Israel, 
j to swear that they should do accord- 
| ing to this word. And they aware. 

< 0 Then Ezra rose up from before 
tthe house of God, and went into the 
\ chamber of Johanan the son of Elias hib: 
l and token he came thither , he did eat 
|tio bread, nor drink water: for he mourn- 
led because of the transgression of them 
|that had been carried away. 

1' 7 And they made proclamation 
hroughout Judah and Jerusalem unto 
ill the children of the captivity, that 
Jiey should gather themselves together 
onto Jerusalem; 
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8 And that whosoever would not 
come within thx'ee days, according to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, all his substance should be for- 
feited, and himself separated from the 
congregation of those that had been 
carried away. 

9 f Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves together 
unto Jerusalem within three days. 
It was the ninth month, on the twen- 
tieth (lay of the month; and all the 
people sat in the street of the house 
of God, trembling because of matter, 
and for the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them, Ye have transgressed, 
and have taken strange wives, to in- 
crease the trespass of Israel. 

11 Now therefore make confession 
unto the Loan God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and sepurate 
yourselves from the people of the land, 
and from the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation answer- 
ed and said with a loud voice, As thou 
hast said, so must we do. 

Ill But the people are many, and it is 
a time of much rain, and wo are not 
able to stand without, neither is this 
a work of one day or two: for we are 
many that have transgressed in this 
thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every city, 
and the judges thereof, until the tierce 
wrath* of our God for this matter be 
turned from us. 

If) 1 Only Jonathan the son of Asahel 
and Jahaziah the son of Tikvalr were 
employed about this matter: and Me- 
shullam and Shabbethai the Levite 
helped them. 

10 And the children of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra the priest, with cer- 
tain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by their names, were separated, and 
sat down in the tirst day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange wives 
by the first day of the tirst month. 

18 ! And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives: namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren; Maaneiah, andEliezer, 
and Jarib, and Gedahah. 

19 And they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives; and 
being guilty, they offered a ram of the 
Hock for their trespass. 

20 A ml of the sons of Jmmer; llanani, 
and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harirn; Maa- 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah , and 
Jehiei, and IJzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Eashur; Klioenai, 
Maaseiah, Ishinael, Methaneel, Jozabad, 
and Elasah. 

28 Also of the Levites; Jozabad, and 
Sliimei, and lvelaiah, (the same is Iie- 
lita, ) l’ethahiah, Judah, and Eliezer. 
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24 Of the singer3 also; Eliashib: and 
of the porters; Shallum, and Telem, 
and Ori. 

25 Moreover of Israel : of the sons 
of Parosli; Ramiah and Jeziah , and 
Malchiah. and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malcliijah, and Benaiah. 

20 And of the sons of Elain; Mattan- 
iah, Zechuriah, and .Jehiel, and Abdi, 
and Jeromoth, and Eliah. 

27 And of the sons of Zattu; Elioenai, 
Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jercmoth, ami 
Zabad, and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Behai; Jelm- 
lianan, Hananiah, Zabbai, and Athlai. 

20 And of the sons of Bani; Meshul- 
lam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and 
Sheal, and Ramoth. 

20 And of the sons of Pahath-moab; 
Adna, and Ohelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, 
Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Biunui, and

21 And of the sons of Jlarim; Eliezer, 
Ishijah, Malchiah, Shemaiah, Shirneon,

22 Of the sons of Ilashum; Mattenai, 

Mattathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Jeremai, 
Manasseh, and Shimei.

BOOK OF NEHEMI AH. 


CHAPTER I. 

T HE words of Nehemiah the son of 
HachaHah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chisleu, in the twentieth 
year, as 1 was in Shushan the palace, 

2 That Ilanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and i asked them concerning the Jews 
that had escaped, which were left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me , The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity there 
in the province arc in great affliction 
and reproach: the wall of Jerusalem 
also is broken down , and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire. 

A 1 And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that J sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the God 
of heaven, 

f> And said, 1 beseech thee, O Loro 
G od of heaven , the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy 
for them that love him and observe 
his commandments: 

f> Let thine ear now he attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which 1 pray 
before thee now, day and night, for 
tho children of Israel thy servants, 
and confess the sins of the children of 
Israel, which we have sinned against 
thee: both I and my father’s house 
have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly against 
thee, and have not kept the command- 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judg- 
ments, which thou commandedat thy 
servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the word* 
that thou commandedat thy servant 
Moses, saying, If ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the nations: 

9 Rut if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out unto 
the uttermost part of the heaven, yet 
will I gather them from thence, and 
will bring them unto the place that I 
have chosen to set my name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
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some few men with me; neither told 
I any man what my God had put in 
my heart to do at Jerusalem: neither 
was there any beast with me, save the 
beast that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even oefore the 
dragon well, and to the dung port, and 
viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates there- 
of were consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the oeast that 
was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned bark, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the work. 

17 f Then said I unto them. Ye 9ee 
the distress that we are in, how Jeru- 
salem lieth waste, and the gates thereof 
are burned with fire: come, and let us 
build up the wall of Jerusalem, that 
we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then 1 told them of the hand 
ol my God which was good upon me; 
as also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said, Let us 
rise up and build. So they strengthened 
their hands for this good work. 

l‘J But when Sanballat the Iloronite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammon- 
ite, and Geshem the Arabian, heard it. 
they laughed us to scorn, and despised 
us, and said, What is this thing that 
ye do? will ye rebel against the king? 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them. The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build: but ye have 
no portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER III. 


T HEM Eliaslub the high priest rose 
up with his brethren the priests, 
and they builded the sheep gate; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of 
it; even urito the tower of Meali they 
sanctified it, unto the tower of Hana- 
neel. 

2 And next unto him builded the men 
of Jericho. And next to them builded 
Zaccur the son of Imri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of 
Hassenaah build, who also laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired Mc- 
remoth the son of Urijah, the son of 
Ko/.. And next unto them repaired 
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Meshullam the son of Berechiali , the 
son of Meshezabeel. And next unto 
them repaired Zadok the sou of Raana. 

5 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not their 
necks to the work of their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired Jo- 
hoiada the son of Paseah, and Me- 
shullam the son of Besodeiah; they 
laid the beams therereof, and set up 
the doors thereof, and the locks there- 
of, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiali the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite , the men of Gibeon. and 
of Mizpah, unto the throne of the 
governor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah , of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hananiah 
the son of owe of the apothecaries, and 
tliev fortified Jerusalem unto the broad 
wall. 

1) Aud next unto them repaired Rc- 
phaiah the son ol‘ Ilur, the ruler of the 
half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Jc- 
daiah the son of Harumaph, even over 
against his house. And next unto him 
repaired Hattush the son of Hashab- 
niali. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim , and 
Hashub the son of Puhath-moab, re- 
paired the other piece, and the tower 
of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shal- 
lum the son of llalohesh, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem, he and his 
daughters. 

18 The valley gate repaired llanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the son of Rcehab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haeecrem; he built it, and 
set, up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

If) But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shall un the son of Gol-lmzch, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
; thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
Siloah by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city 
of David. 

Jb After him repaired Nehemiah the 
son of Azbuk, the ruler of the half 
part of Beth-zur, unto the place over 
against the sepulchres of David, and 
to the pool that was made, and unto 
the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Rehum the son of Buni. Next unto 
him repaired llashabiah, the ruler of the 
j half part of Keilah, in his part 
: 18 After him repaired their brethren, 
i Bavai the son of Ilenadad, the ruler 
of the half part of Keilah. 

\ 19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah, 
l another piece over against the going 
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up to the armoury at the turning of 
the mall, 

20 After him Baruch the son of Zabbai 
earnestly repaired the other piece, from 
the turning of the wall unto the door 
of the house of Eliashib the high priest. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth the 
son of Urijah the son of Koz another 
piece, from the door of the house of 
Eliashib even to the end of the house 
of Eliashib. 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Benjamin and 
Hasliub over against their house. After 
him repaired Azariah the sou of Maa- 
seiah the son of Ananiali by his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the son 
of llenudad another piece, from the 
house of Azariah unto the turning of 
the wall, even unto the corner. 

25 Palal the son of Uzai, over against 
the turning of the wall , and the tower 
which lietli out from the king’s high 
house, that man by the court of the 
prison. After him Pedaiah the son of 
Parosh. 

2t> Moreover the Nethinims dwelt in 
Ophel, unto the place over against the 
water gate toward the east, and the 
tower that lietli out. 

27 After thorn the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tbwer that lietli out, even unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horBe gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the son 
of Immer over against his house. After 
him repaired also Shemaiah the son of 
Shechaniah, the keeper of the cast gate. 

30 After him repaired Ilananiah the 
son of Shclcmiah, and llanun the sixth 
son of Zalapli, another piece. After 
him repaired Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah over against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nethinims, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants. 


CHAPTER IV. 

B UT it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat heard that we builded 
the wall, he was wroth, and took great 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and said, 
What do these feeble Jews? will they 
fortify themselves? will they sacrifice? 
will they make an end in a day? will 
they revive the stones out of the heaps 
of the rubbish which are burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by 
him, and he said, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are de- 
spised: and turn their reproach upon 
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f their own head, and give them for a 
! prey in the land of captivity: 

I 5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin bo blotted out from 
before thee: for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the hall' 
thereof: lor the people had a mind to 
work. 

7 f But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, and the Ammonites, and the 
Ashdodites, heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were made up, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then 
they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them together 
to come and to fight against Jerusalem, 
and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbish; so that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times, From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they will he upon you. 

13 If Therefore set I in the lower places 
behind the wall, and oil the higher 
places, I even set the people after their 
families with their swords, their spears, 
and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the rest of the people, Be not 
ye afraid of them: remember the Lord, 
which is great and terrible, and fight 
for your brethren, your sons, and your 
daughters, your wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our ene- 
mies heard that it was known unto us, 
and God had brought their counsel to 
nought, that we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that time 
forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, und the other 
half of them held both the spears, the 
shields, and the bows, and the haber- 
geons; and the rulers were behind all 
the house of Judah. 

17 They -which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with those 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands -wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 
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18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and 00 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

ID If And I said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the reBt of 
the people , The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon the 
wall, one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us: our God shall light for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 1 
unto the people, Let every one with 
his servant lodge within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they mav be a guard 
to us, and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 
my servants, nor the men of the guard 
which foJlowod me, none of us put off 
our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 


CHAPTER V. 

A N I) there was a great cry of the 
. people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there wero that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn /or them, 
that we may eat, and live. 

J Some also there wero that said, We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, 
because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We have 
borrowed money for the king’s tribute, 
and that upon our lands and vineyards. 
5 Yet now our tlesh is as the flesh 
of our brethren, our children as their 
children: and, lo, we bring into bond- 
age our sons and our daughters to be 
servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage already: 
neither is it in our power to redeem 
them; for other men have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 If And I was verv angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them, Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set a 
great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our brethren 
the Jews, which were sold unto the 
heathen; and will ye even sell your 
brethren? or shall they be. sold unto 
us? Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing to answer . 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach of 
the heathen our enemies? 
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10 I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, 1 pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and 
of the corn ? the wine, and the oil, that 
ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of them; 
so will we do as thou sayest. Then I 
called the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do according 
to this promise. 

13 Also 1 shook my lap, and said, So 
God shako out cverv man from his 
house, and from his labour, that per- 
formeth not this promise, even thus 
be he shaken out, and emptied. And 
all the congregation said. Amen, and 
praised the Lord. And the people did 
according to this promise. 

H If Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that hail 
been before me were chargeable unto 
the people , and hud taken of them 
bread and wine, beside forty shekels 
of silver; yea, even their servants bare 
rule over the people: but so did not 
I, because of the fear of God. 

10 Yea, also I continued in tho work 
of this wall, neither bought we any 
land; and all my servants were gather 
ed thither unto the work. 

| 17 Moreover there were at my table 

I an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
! rulers, beside those that came unto 
f us from among the heathen that are 
about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared/or me 
daily was one ox and six choice sheep ; 
also fowls were prepared for me, and 
once in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this required not I the 
bread of the governor, because the 
bondage was heavy upon this people. 

10 Think upon me, my God, for good, 
according to all that I have done for 
this people. • 


CHAPTER VI. 


N OW it came to pass, when San- 
ballat, and Tobiah, and Geshem 
the Arabian, and the rest of our ene- 
mies , heard that I had budded the 
wall, and that there was no breach left 
therein; (though at that time 1 had 
not set up the doors upon the gates;) 
2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
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unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages 
in the plain of Ono. Hut they thought 
to do me mischief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down: why should 
the work cease, whilst f leave it, and 
come down to you? 

4. Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

0 Wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashinu saith 
it, that thou and the Jews think to 
rebel: for which cause thou buildcst 
the Avail, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed pro- 
phets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, There is a king in Judah: 
and now shall it be reported to the 
king according to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

X Then I sent unto him, saying, There 
are no such things done as thou say- 
est, but thou feignest them out of thine 
own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say- 
ing, Their hands shall be Aveakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the 
son of Mehetabeel, avIio was shut up; 
and ho said, Let us meet together in 
the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the tem- 
ple: for they av ill come to slay thee; 
yea, in the night will they come to 
slay thee. 

11 And 1 said, Should such a man as 
I dec? and who is there, that, being as 
I am, would go into the temple to save 
his life? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for Tobiah 
and Sanballat bad hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired , that l 
should he afraid, and do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for 
an ev>Ycport, that they might re- 
proach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah 
and Sanballat according to these their 
works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, 
and the rest of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 

15 ? So the wall was finished in the 
tAventy and fifth day of the month Elul, 
in fifty and two days. 

1(5 And it came to pass, that when all 
our enemies heard thereof \ and all the 
heathen that were about us saw these 
things, they were much cast down in 
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their own eyes: for they perceived that 
this work was wrought of our God. 

17 f Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters 
unto Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah 
came unto them. 

18 For there wei'e many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Shechaniali the son of 
Arah; and his son Johanan had taken 
the daughter of Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah. 

1!) Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to put 
me in fear. 


CHAPTER VII. 


N OW it came to pass, when the wall 
was built, and I had set up the 
doors, and the porters and the singers 
hnd the Levites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Hanani, 
and Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful man, and feared God above many. 
3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until 
the sun be hot; and while they stand 
by, let them shut the doors, and bar 
them: and appoint watches of the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, every one in his 
watch, and every one to he over against 
his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great: 
but the people were few therein, and 
the houses were not budded. 

5 ^ And my God .put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I found 
a register of the genealogy of them 
which came up at the first, and found 
written therein, 

b These are the children of the pro- 
vince, that went up out of the capti- 
vity, of those that had been carried 
away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away, and 
came again to Jerusalem and to Ju- 
dah, every one unto his city; 

7 Who came with Zerubbabel, Jesliua, 
Nehemiah, Azuriah, Uaainiah, N;iha- 
mani, Mordecai, Bishan. Mispereth, 
Bigvai, Nehum, Baanuh. The number, 
I say, of the men of the people of Is- 
rael was this ; 

8 The children of Parosli, two thou- 
sand an hundred seventy and two. 

3 The children of tthephatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Arah, six hundred 
fifty and two. 

11 The children of Pahath-moab, of 
the children of Jeshua and Joab, two 
thousand and eight hundred and 
eighteen. 

12 The children of Elam, a thousand 
two hundred fifty and four. 

13 The children of Zattu, eight hun- 
dred forty and five. 
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14 The children of Zaccai, seven 
hundred and threescore. 

15 The children of Binnui, six hun- 
dred forty and eight. 

1G The children of Bebai, six hundred 
twentv and eight. 

17 The children of Azgad, two thou- 
sand three hundred twenty and two. 

18 The children of Adonikam, six 
hundred threescore and seven. 

1 ( J The children of Bigvai, two thou- 
sand threescore and seven. 

20 The children of Adin, six hundred 
fifty and five. 

21 The children of Ater of Hezekiah, 
ninoty and eight. 

22 The children of Hashum, three 
hundred twenty and eight 

2tt The children of Bezai, three hun- 
dred twenty and four. 

24 The children of Hariph, an hun- 
dred and twelve. 

25 The children of Gibeon, ninety and 
five. 

26 The men of Beth-lehem and Neto- 
phali, an hundred fourscore and eight.

43 ^ The Levites: the children of Je- 
shua, of Kadmiel, and of the children 
of Hodevah, seventy and four. 

44 f The singers: the children of 
Asaph, an hundred forty and eight 

45 f The porters: the children of 
Shallum, the children of Ater, the chil- 
dren of Talmon, the children of Akkub, 
the children of Hatita, the children of 
Shobai, an hundred thirty and eight. 

46 T The Nethinims: the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hashupha, the 
children of Tabbaoth, 

47 The children of Keros, the children 
of Sia, the children of Padon, 

48 The children of Lebana, the chil- 
dren of Hagaba, the children of Shalmai, 
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49 The children of Hanau, the children 
of Gitjdel, the children of Gahar, 

50 The children of Roaiah, the chil- 
dren of Kezin, the children ofNekoda, 

51 The children of Gazzam, the chil- 
dren of Uzza, the children of l'liaseah, 

52 The children of Besai, the children 
ofMeunim, the children ofNephishesim, 

53 The children of Bakbuk, the children 
of Hakupha, the children of Harhur, 

54 The children of Bazlith, the children 
of Mehida, the children of Harsha, 

55 The children of Barkos, the chil- 
dren of Sisera, the children of Tamah, 

56 The children of Neziah, the chil- 
dren of Ilatipha. 

57 t The children of Solomon’s ser- 
vants : the children of Sotai, the chil- 
dren of Sophereth, the children of 
1‘erida, 

58 The children of Jaala, the children 
of Darken, the children of Giddel, 

59 The children of Shcphatiah , the 
children of ITattil, the children of 
Pochcreth of Zobaim, the children of 
Atnon. 

60 All the Nethinims and the chil- 
dren of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. 

61 An\l these ’were they which went 
up also from Tel-melah, Tel-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, and limner: but they 
could not shew their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they were of 
Israel. 

62 The children of DeJaiah, the chil- 
dren of Tobiah, the children of Nekoda, 
six hundred forty and two. 

63 f And of the priests: the children 
ofllabaiah, the children ofKoz, the 
children of Barzillai, which took one 
of the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite to wife, and was called after 
their name. 

64 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but it was not found: therefore were they, 
as polluted, put from the priesthood. 

65 And the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not cat of the most 
holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with Urim and Thummim. 

66 ^ The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and their 
maidservants, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and 
seven: and tlieyiiad two hundred forty 
and live singing men and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six : their mules, two hundred forty 
and live: 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and live: six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 H And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir- 
shatha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons , live hun- 
dred and thirty priests’ garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the fathers 
gave to the treasure of the work twenty 
thousand drams of gold, and two thou- 
sand and two hundred pound of silver. 
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72 And thal which the rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drams of gold, and two thousand pound 
of silver, and threescore and seven 
priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, and 
the porters, and the singers t and some 
of the people, and the Ncthinims, and 
all Israel, dwelt in their cities; and 
when the seventh month came, the 
children of Israel were in their cities. 


CHA1TKU VIII. 


A N D all the people gathered them- 
selves together as ohe man into 
the street that was before the water 
gate; and they spake unto Ezra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law of 
Moses, which the Lord had commanded 
to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
bear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 Aral he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, before 
the men and the women, and those 
that could understand; and the ears 
of all the people were attentive unto the 
hook of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose; and beside him stood 
Matt.ithiah , and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and IJrijah, and Ililkiab, and Maaseiah, 
on his right hand; and on his left 
hand, Pedaiab, and Misbaol, and Mal- 
ehiali, and llashum, and llashbadana, 
Zeehariah, aud Meshnllam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in- the 
sight of all the. people; (for he was 
above all the poople;) and when lie 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

0 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands: and they bowed their 
heads j and worshipped the Lord with 
their laces to the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Shere- 
biah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbetliai, Hodi- 
jiili, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, .lozabad, 
II anan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, caused 
the people to understand the law : and 
the people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the law 
of God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand the 
reading. 

9 f And Nehemiah, which is the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the scribe, 
and the Levites that taught the peo- 
ple, said unto all the people, This day 
is holy unto the Lord vour God ; mourn 
liot, nor weep. For all the peome wept, 
when they heard the words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
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waf, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and tend portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this day is 
holy uuto our Lord: neither be ye 
sorry; for the joy of the Loan is your 
strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying. Hold your peace, for tne day 
is holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to send por- 
tions, and to make great mirth, because 
they had understood the words that 
were declared unto them. 

13 f And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fa- 
thers of all tlie people, the priests, and 
the Levites, tin to Ezra the scribe, even 
to understand the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Loud had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the least of 
the seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jeru- 
salem, saying, Go forth unto the mount, 
and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is written. 

16 So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his 
house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the 
street, of the water gate, and in the 
street of the gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat, under the 
booths: for since the days of Joshua 
the sou of Nun unto that day had not 
the children of Israel done so. Ami 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the lirst 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they kept 
the feast seven days; and on the eighth 
day was a solemn assembly, according 
unto the manner. 


CHAPTER TX. 

N OW in the twenty and fourth day 
of this month the children of Is- 
rael were assembled with fasting, and 
with sackdothes, and earth upon them. 
2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers , and 
stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of 
the Lord their God one fourth part of 
the day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lord 
their God. 

4 t Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Rani, Kad- 
miel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 
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Bani , and Chenani , and cried with a 
loud voice unto the Loan their Gad. 

6 Then the Levites, Joshua, and Kad- 
miel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, 
-Hodijah, Shebaniah , and Pethahiah, 
said, Stand up and bless the Loed your 
God for ever and ever: and blessed be 
thy glorious name, which is exalted 
above all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, ei>e» thou, art Lord alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and ail things that are therein, the 
seas, and all that is therein, and thou 
preservest them ail; and the host of 
heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtestliim 
forth out of tJr of the Chaldees, and 
gavest him the name of Abraham; 

8 And foundest his heart faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a covenant with 
him to give the land of the Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and the 
Girgashites, to give it, I say, to his 
seed, and hast performed thy words; 
for thou art righteous: 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
cry by the Hod sea; 

10 And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 
a name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

\2 Moreover thou leddest them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of lire , to give them light 
in the way wherein they should go. 

13 Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good sta- 
tutes and commandments: 

11 And madest known unto them thy 
holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts ? statutes, and laws, by the 
hand of Moses thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from hea- 
ven for their hunger, and broughtest 
forth water for them out of the rock 
for their thirst, and promisedst them 
that tliev should go in to possess the land 
which thou hadst sworn to give them. 

1G But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
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and in their rebellion appointed a 
captain to return to their bondage: 
but thou art a God ready .to pardon, 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
and of great kindness, and forsookest 
them not 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, 
and had wrought great provocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not 
from them by day, to lead them in the 
way; neither the pillar of tire by night, 
to shew them light, and the way wherein 
they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their * mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing; their clothes waxed 
not old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst, divide 
them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, and the bind of the 
king of Ileshbon, and the land of ()g 
king of Bashan. 

2!i Their children also multipliedst thou 
as the stars of heaven, and broughfest 
them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, 
that they should go in to possess it. 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subdnedst 
before them the inhabitants of the land, 
the (Jan min ites, and gavest them into 
their bands, with their kings, and the 
people of the land, that they might do 
with them as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and a 
fat land, and possessed houses full of 
all goods, wells digged, vineyards, and 
oliveyards, and fruit trees in abun- 
dance: so they did eat, and were tilled, 
and became fat, and delighted them- 
selves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their hacks, and slew thy 
prophets which testitied against, them 
to turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst. them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; and 
according to thy manifold mercies thou 
gavost them saviours, who saved them 
out of the hand of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee: therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the dominion 
over them: yet when they returned, 
and cried unto thee, thou heardest 
them from heaven; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according to 
thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
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thou mightest bring them again unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy commandments, 
but sinned against thy judgments, 
(which if a man do, he shall live in 
them;) and withdrew the shoulder, and 
hardened their neck, and would not 
hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
them , and testifiedst against them by 
thy spirit in thy prophets: yet would 
they not give ear: therefore gavest 
thou them into the hand of the people 
of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies' 
sake thou didst not utterly consume 
them, nor forsake them-, for thou art a 
gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not 
all the trouble seem little before thee, 
that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, and 
on our prophets, and on our lathers, 
and on all thy people, since the time 
of the kings of Assyria unto this day. 

33 Howbeit thou art just in all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: • 

31 Neither have our kings, our prin- 
ces, our priests, nor our fathers, kept 
thy law, nor hearkened unto thy com- 
mandments and thy testimonies, where- 
with thou didst testify against them. 
35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
large and fat land which thou gavest 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

30 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest unto 
our lathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are ser- 
vants in it: 

37 And ityieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over 
our cattle, at their pleasure, and we 
are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write it; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal unto it..

28 J And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinims, and all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the people of the lands unto the law 
of God. their wives, their sons, and 
their daughters, every one having 
knowledge, ami having understanding; 

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, 
which was given by Moses the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all the 
commandments of the Lord our Lord, 
and his judgments and his statutes; 

30 And that we would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons: 

31 And if the people of the land bring 
ware or any victuals on the sabbath 
day to sell, that we would not buy it 
of them on the sabbath, or on the holy 
day: and that, we would leave tin* 
seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third paFt of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God; 

33 For the shew bread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and for 
the sin offerings to make an atonement 
for Israel, and for all the work of the 
house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, for 
the wood offering, to bring it. into the 
house of our God, alter the houses of 
our fathers, at times appointed year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the 
Lord our God, as it is written in the 
law: 

35 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees , year by year, unto the 
house of the Lord : 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle , as it is written in the 
law, and the firstlings of our herds and 
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of our flockR, to bring to the house of 
our God, unto the priests that minister 
in the house of our God: 

37 And that wo should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our offerings, 
and the fruit of all manner of trees, of 
wine and of oil, unto the priests, to 
the chambers of the house of our God; 
and the tithes of our ground unto the 
Lcvites, that tho same Lcvites might 
have the tithes in all the cities of 
our tillage. 

38 And the priest tho son of Aaron 
shall be with tho Lcvites, when the 
Lcvites take tithes: arid the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

33 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Levi shall bring the oller- 
ing of the corn, of the new wine, and 
the oil, unto the chambers, where ore 
the vessels of the sanctuary, and tho 
priests that minister, and the porters, 
and the singers: and we will not for- 
sake the house of our God. 


CIIAPTKR XL 

A N 1> the rulers of the people dwelt 
at Jerusalem: the rest of the peo- 
ple also cast lots, to bring one of ten 
to dwell in Jerusalem the holy city, 
and nine parts to dwell in other cities. 
2 And the people blessed all the men, 
that willingly offered themselves to 
dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 t Now these ore the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem: but 
in the cities of Judah dwelt every one 
in his possession in their cities, to wit,, 
Israel, the priests, and the Levites, 
and the Nethinims, and the children 
of Solomon’s servants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of 
tho children of Judah, and of the chil- 
dren of Benjamin. Of the children of 
Judah; Athaiah the son ofIJzziah, the 
son of Zechariah, the son of Amariah, 
the son of Shephatiah, the son of Ma- 
halaleel, of the children of Perez; 

5 And Maaseiah the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozeh, the son of 11a- 
zaiah, the son of Adaiah, the son of 
Joiurib, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Shiloni. 

fi All the sons of Perez that dwelt at. 
Jerusalem were four hundred three- 
score and eight valiant men. 

7 And these ore the sons of Benjamin; 
Sallu the son of Meshullam, the son 
of Joed ; the son of Pedaiah, tho son 
of Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiah, the 
son of Jthiel, the son of Jesaiah. 

8 And after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

3 And Joel the son of Zichri was 
their overseer: and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

10 Of the priests: Jedaiah the. son of 
Joiarib, Jachin. 1 

11 Seraiah the son of llilkiah, the son 
of Meshullam, the son of Zadok, the 
Ron of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, 
was the ruler of the house of God. 
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12 And tlieir brethren that did the 
work of tli c house were ei§lit hundred 
twenty and two: and Aclaiah the son 
of Jeroliam, the son of Pelaliah, the 
son of Anizi, the son of Zecliariah, the 
son of Pashur, the son of Malc.hiah, 

Hi And his brethren, chief of the la- 
thers, two hundred forty and two: and 
Amashai the son of Azareel, the son 
of Ahasai, the son of Meshillemoth, 
the. son of limner, 

14 And their bretliren, mighty men 
of valour, an hundred twenty and 
eight: and their overseer was Zabdiel, 
the son of one of the great men. 

lf> Also of the Levites: Shemaiah the 
son of llashub, the son oi' Azrikam, 
the son of Hashabiali, the son of Bunni; 
lb And tShabbethai and Jozabad, of 
the chief of the Levites, had the over- 
sight ot the outward business of the 
house of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Micha, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, 
was the principal to begin the thanks- 
giving in prayer: and Bakbukiah the 
second among his brethren, and Abda 
the son of Sharnmua, the son of Galal, 
the son of Jeduthun. 

18 All the Levites in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

Id Moreover the porters, Akkub, Tal- 
mon, and their brethren that kept the 
gates, mere an hundred seventy and two. 

20 1 And the residue, of Israel, of 
the priests, amt the Levites, were in 
all the cities of Judah, every one in 
his inheritance. 

21 But. the Nethinims dwelt in Ophel: 
and Ziha and Gispa were over the 
Nethinims. 

22 Tlie overseer also of the Levites 
at Jerusalem was ITz/J the son of Bani, 
the. son of Ilashabiah, the son of Mot- 
taniah, the son of Micha. Of the sons 
of Asapli, the singers were over the 
business of the house of God. 

2d For it was the king's command- 
ment concerning them, that a certain 
portion should be for the singers, due 
for every day. 

24 And l’ethahiah the son of Meshe- 
zabeel, of the children of Zerah the 
son of Judah, was at the king's hand 
in all matters concerning the people. 
2f» And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and in the vil- 
lages thereof, and at Dibon, and in the 
villages thereof, and at. Jekabzeel, and 
in the villages thereof, 

20 And at Jesliua, and at Moladah, 
and at Bet.h-phelet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
slieba, and in the villages thereof, 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, 
and in the villages thereof. 

And at En-rimmon, and at Zareali, 
and at Jarmuth, 

‘.VO Zanoah , Adullam, and in their 
villages, at Lachish , and the fields 
thereof, at Azekah, and in the villages 
thereof. And they dwelt from Beer- 
sheba unto the valley of Hinnom.

‘J Also Bakbukiali and llnni , their 
brethren, were over against them in 
the watches. 

H> f And Jeshua begat Joiakim, Joiu- 
kim also begat Eliashib, and Eliashib 
liegat Joiada, 

11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
.Jonathan begat Jaddua. 

1*2 And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, the chief of the fathers: of Se~ 
raiah, Aleruiah; of Jeremiah, Ilananiah ; 
13 Of Ezra, Meshullam; of Amariah, 
Jehohanan; 

14 Of Melicu. Jonathan; of Shebaniah, 
Joseph ; 

15 Of Ilarim, Adna; of Mcraioth, 
llelkai ; 

16 Of Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, 
Meshullam ; 

17 Of Abiiah, Ziehri; of Miniamiu, of 
Moadiah, riltai; 

1H Of Bilgah, Shammua; of Shemaiah, 
Jehonathan ; 

13 And of , loiarib, Mattenai; oi' Je- 
daiah, Uzzi ; 

*20 Of Sallai, Kallai; of Amok, Eber; 
21 Of Hilkiah, Hashabiah; of Je- 
daiah, Nethaneel. 

22 If The Levites in the days of Elia- 
shib, Joiada, and Johanan, and Jaddua, 
were recorded chief of the fathers: also 
the priests, to the reign of Darius the 
Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of 
the chronicles, even until the days of 
Johanan the son of Eliashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites: Ila- 
shabiah, Sherebiah, and Jeshua the 
son of Kadmiel, with their brethren 
oyer against them, to praise and to 
give thanks, according to the command- 
ment of David the man of God, ward 
over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiali. Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, were 
porters keeping the ward at the thres- 
holds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of .Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in the days of Nehemiah the go- 
vernor, and of Ezra the priest, the scribe.

27 f And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem thev sought the Levites 
out of all their places, to bring them 
to Jerusalem, to keep the dedication 
with gladness, both with thanksgiv- 
ings, and with singing, with cymbals, 
psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And the sous of the singers gather- 
ed themselves together, both out of the 
plain country round about Jerusalem, 
and from the villages of Netophathi;

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purilied themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

31 Then J brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed 
two great companies of them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung 
gate : 

32 And after them went Iloshaiah, 
and luiH' of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, 
31 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
maiah, and Jeremiah, 

3f> And certain of the priests’ sons with 
trumpets; namely, Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Sheinaiah, the 
son of Mattuniah, the son of Michaiah, 
the son of Zaeour, the son of Asaph: 
30 And his brethren. Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Gilulai, Maui, Netlm- 
neel, and Judah, lJanani, with the mu- 
sical instruments of David the man of 
God, and Ezra the scribe before them. 

37 And at the fountain gate which 
was over against them, they went up 
by the stairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half of 
the people upon tin; wall, from beyond 
the tower of the furnaces even unto 
the broad wall; 

31) And from above the gate of Kphraim, 
and above the old gate, and above the 
lish gate, and the tower of Hananeel, 
and the tower of Meah, even unto the 
sheep gate: and they stood still in the 
prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 
them that gave thanks in the house of 
God, and 1, and the half of the rulers 
with me: 

41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maaseiali, 
Miniamin, Michaiah , Elioenai, Zeeha- 
riali, and Haminiah, with trumpets; 

42 And Maaseiali, and Shemaiah, and 
Eleazar, and Dzzi, and Jehohanan, and 
Malchijah, and Elam, and Kzer. And 
the singers sang loud, with Jezrahiah 
their overseer.. 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced: for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: the 
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wives also and the children rejoiced: 
so that the joy of Jerusalem was heard 
even afar on. 

44 If And at that time were some 
appointed over the chambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
tirstlruits, and for the tithes ? to gather 
into them out of the fields ol the cities 
the portions of the law for the priests 
and Levites: for J udah rejoiced for the 
priests and for the Levites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the port- 
ers kept the ward of their God, and 
the ward of the purification, according 
to the commandment of David, and of 
Solomon his soil. 

41) For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there were chief of the 
singers, and songs of praise and 
thanksgiving unto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Ze- 
rubbabel, and in the days of Xehemiah, 
gave the portions of the singers and 
the porters, every dav his portion : and 
they sanctified holy things unto the Le- 
vites; and the Levites sanctified them 
unto the children of Aaron. 


CH AFTER XIII. 

O N that day they read in the book 
of Moses in the audience of the 
people; and therein was found written, 
that the Ammonite and the Moabite 
should not come into the congregation 
of God for ever; 

2 llecause they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them: howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a blessing. 
3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separated 
from Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 1 And before this, Eliashib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, was 
allied unto Tobiah : 

5 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and 
the vessels, and the tithes of the corn, 
the new wine, and the oil, which was 
commanded to be given to the Levites, 
and the singers, and the porters; and 
the offerings of the priests, 
b But in nil this time was not I at 
.Jerusalem: for in the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes king of Babylon 
came I unto the king, and after cer- 
tain days obtained 1 leave of the king: 
7 And I came to Jerusalem, and un- 
derstood of the evil that Eliashib did 
for Tobiah, in preparing hirn a cham- 
ber in the courts of the house of God. 
8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I east forth all the household stuff of 
Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then f commanded, and they cleans- 
ed the chambers: and thither brought 
I again the vessels of the house of 
God, with the meat offering and the 
frankincense. 
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10 T And I perceived that the por- 
tions ol’ the Levites lmd not been 
given them: for the Levites and tho 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulors, 
and said ; Why is the house of God 
forsaken? And I gathered them to- 
gether, and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and the new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurercs over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levitos, 
Pcdaiah: and next to them was Hanan 
the son of Zaoeur, the son of Matta- 
uiah: for they were counted faithful, 
and their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

14 Remember mej () my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds that I have done for the house 
of my God, and for the offices thereof. 

15 K In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading wine presses on the sab- 
bath , and bringing in sheaves, and 
lading asses; as also wine, grapes, and 
figs, and all manner of burdens, which 
they brought into Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day: and I testified against 
them in the day wherein they sold 
victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the sab- 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them, What 
evil thing is this that ye do, and pro- 
fane the sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon 
us, and upon this city? yet ye bring 
more wrath upon Israel by profaning 
the sabbath. 

10 And it came to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, 1 commanded 
that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be opened 
till after the sabbath: and some of my 
servants set I at the gates, that there 
should no burden be brought in on the 
sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about 
the wall? if ye do so again, I will lay 
hands on you. From that time forth 
came they no m<yre on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. 
Remember me, 0 my God, concerning 
this also, and spare me according to 
the greatness of thy mercy. 

23 f In those days also saw I Jews 
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that had married wives of Ashdod, of 
Am moil, and of Moab: 

24 And their children spake half in 
the speech pf Ashdod, and could not 
speak in the Jews’ language, but accord- 
ing to the language of each people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of them, 
and plucked off their hair, and made 
them swear by God, saying, Ye shall 
not give your daughters unto their 
sons, nor take their daughters unto 
your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things V yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel: never- 
theless even him did outlandish women 
cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil , to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, the 
son of Kliashib the high priest, was son 
in law- to Sanballat the Horonite: there- 
fore I chased him from me. 

20 Remember them, 0 my God, be- 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, 
and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards of 
the priests and the Levites , every one 
in his business; 

31 And for the wood offering, at times 
appointed, and for the lirstfruits. Re- 
member me, () my God, for good.

99 And these are the singers, chief of 
the fathers of the Levites, who remain- 
ing in the chambers were free : for they 
were employed in that work day and

8 U And it came to pass on the 
morrow, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his sons fallen in mount Gilhoa. 

0 And when they had stripped him, 
they took his head, and his armour, 
and sent into the land of the Philistines 
round about, to carry tidings unto 
their idols, and to the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of their gods, and fastened his 
head in the temple of Pagon. 

11 t And when all Jabesh - gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had done 
to Saul, 

12 They arose, all the valiant men, 
and took away the body of Saul , and 
the bodies of his sons, and brought 
them to Jabesh, and buried their bones 
under the oak in Jabesh, and fasted 
seven days. 

13 ^ So Saul died for his transgression 
which he committed against the Loan, 
even against the word of the Loan, 
which he kept not, and also for asking 
counsel of one that had a familiar spirit, 
to enquire of it ; 

14 And enquired not of the Lohu: 
therefore he slew him, and turned the 
kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 


CHAPTER XI. 

T HEN all Israel gatherod themselves 
to David unto Hebron, saying, Up- 
hold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. 
2 And moreover in time past, even 
when Saul was king, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughtest in Israel: 
and the Lord thy God said unto thee, 
Thou shalt feed my people Israel, and 
thou shalt be ruler over my people 
Israel. 
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L CHRONICLES, XL 

3 Therefore came all the elders of 
Israel to the king to Hebron: and 
David made a covenant with them in 
Hebron before the Lord ; and they 
anointed David king over Israel, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord by 
Samuel. 

4 t And David and all Israel went 
to Jerusalem, which is Jebus: where 
the Jebusites ?aere, the inhabitants of 
the land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said 
to David, Thou shalt not come hither. 
Nevertheless David took the castle of 
Zion, which is the city of David. 

0 And David said, Whosoever smiteth 
the Jebusites first shall be chief and 
captain. So Joab the son of Zeruiah 
went first up, and was chief. 

7 And David dwelt in the castle: there- 
fore they called it the city of David. 

8 And he built the city round about, 
even from Millo round about: and* 
Joab repaired the rest of the city. 

1) So David waxed greater and greater: 
for the Lord of hosts was with him. 

10 t These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
strengthened themselves with him in 
his kingdom, and with all Israel, to 
make lmn king, according to the word 
of the Lord concerning Israel. 

11 And this is the number of the 
mighty men whom David had; Jaslio- 
beam, an llachmonite , the chief of 
the captains: he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred slain by him at 
one time. 

12 And after him was Kleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was 
one of the three mighties. 

13 lie was with David at Pas-dammiin 
and there the Philistines were gathered 
together to battle, where was a parcel 
of ground full of barley; and the peo- 
ple tied from before the Philistines. 

11 Ami they set themselves in the 
midst of that parcel 2 and delivered it, 
and slew the Philistines; and the Loro 
saved them by a great, deliverance. 

15 f Now three of tho thirty captains 
went down to the rock to David, into 
the cave of Adullam ; and the host of 
the Philistines encamped in the valley 
of Uephnim. 

JO And David was then in the hold, 
and the Philistines’ garrison was then 
at Ileth-lehom. 

17 And David longed, and said. Oh 
that one would give me drink of tho 
water of the well of Both-lehem, that 
is at the gate! 

18 A ml the three brake through the 
host of the Philistines, and drew water 
out of the well of Beth-lehem, that 
was by the gate, and took it t and 
brought it to David: but David would 
not drink of it, but poured it out to 
the Lord, 
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19 And said, My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this thing: shall 1 
drink the blood of these men that have 
put their lives in jeopardy? for with 
the jeopardy of their lives they brought 
it Therefore he would not drink it. 
These things did these three mightiest. 

20 If And Abishai the brother of Joab, 
he was chief of the three: for lifting 
up his spear against three hundred, 
he slew them, and had a name among 
the three. 

21 Of the three, he was more honour- 
able than the two; for he was their 
captain: howbcit he attained not to 
the Jirst three. 

22 Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, the 
son of a valiant man of Kabzeel, who 
had done many acts; he slew two 
lionlike men of Moab: also he went 
down and slew a lion in a pit in a 
snowy day. 

23 And he slew an Egyptian, a man 
of great stature, five cubits high; and 
in the Egyptian’s hand was a spear 
like a weaver’s beam; and he went 
down to him with a staff, and plucked 
the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, 
and slew him with his own spear. 

24 These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
the three mighties. 

25 Behold, he was honourable among 
the thirty, but attained not to the 
jirst three: and David set him over 
'his guard. 

2G Tf Also the valiant men of the 
armies were, Asahel the brother of 
Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of 
Beth-lehem, 

27 Shammoth the Harorite, llelez the 
Pelonite, 

28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tckoite, 
Abi-ezer the Antothite, 

29 Sibbecai the Ilushat.hite, llai the 
Ahohite, 

.30 Maharai the Netophathite, Ileled 
the son of Baanah the Netophathite. 

31 1th ui the son of Ribai of Giboah, 
that pertained to the children of Ben- 
jamin, Benaiah the Rirathonite, 

32 Hurei of the brooks of Uaash, 
Abicl the Arbathite, 

33 Azmaveth the Barharumite, Eliah- 
ba the Shaalbonite. 

31 The sons of II ash cm the Gizonitc, 
Jonathan the son of Shagc the Hararite. 
35 Allium the son of Baca* the Hararite, 
Eliphal the son of Ur, 

3G Hepher the Mechcrathite, Ahijali 
the Belonite, 

37 Ilezro the Carmelite, Naarai the 

son of Ezbai, . 

38 Joel the brother of Nathan, Mibhar 

tne son of Haggeri, . 

39 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the 
Berothite, the annourbearer of .Foal) 
the son of Zeruiah, 

40 Ira the Ithrite, Garel) the Ithrite, 

41 Uriah the Dittite, Zabad the son 

of Ahlai, , 

42 Adina the son of Shi/.a the Heu- 
benite, a captain of the Reubenites, 
and thirty with him, 

43 Uanan the son of Maachah-, and 
•loshaphat the Mithnite, 
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44 Uzzia the ABhterathite , Sliama 
and Jeliiel the sons of Hothan the 
Aroerite, 

45 Jediael tlie son of Sliitnri , and 
John his brother, the Tizite, 

4t> Eiiel the Maliavite, and Jeribai, 
and doshaviah, the sons of Elnaam. 
and lthniah the Moabite, 

47 Eiiel, and Obed, and Jasiel the 
Mesobaite. 


CHAPTER XII. 

N OW these are they- that came to 
David to Ziklag, wnile he yet kept 
himself close because of Saul the sou 
of Kish: and they mere among the 
mighty men, helpers of the war. 

"2 They were armed with bows, and 
could use both the right hand and 
the left in hurling stones and shooting 
arrows out of a now, even of Saul’s 
brethren of llenjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezer, then Joash, 
the sons of Shemaah the Gibeathite ; 
and .Teziel, and Pelet, the sons of Az- 
maveth; and Berachah, and Jehu the 
Antothite, 

4 And Ishmaiah the Gibeonite , a 
mighty man among the thirty, and 
over the thirty: and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad 
the Gederathite, 

5 Eluzai, and Jerimoth, and Bealiah, 
and Sbemariah, and Sbophatiali the 
llaruphite, 

0 Klkanah, and Jesiali, and Azareel, 
and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the 
Korhites, 

7 And Joelah, and Zebadiah, the sons 
of .feroham of Gedor. 

8 And of the Gadites there separated 
themselves unto David into the hold 
to the wilderness men of might, and 
men of war Jit for the battle, that 
could handle shield and buckler, 
whose faces were like the faces or 
lions, and were as swift as the roes 
upon the mountains; 

9 Ezer the iirst, Obadiah the second, 
Eliab the third, 

10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jeremiah 
the fifth, 

1J Attai the sixth, Eiiel the seventh, 
12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh. 

14 These were of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host: one of the least 
was over an hundred, and the greatest 
over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over Jor- 
dan in the first month, when it had 
overflown all his banks; and they put 
to flight all them of the vallevs, both 
toward the east, and toward the west. 
10 And there came of the children 
of Benjamin and Judah to the hold 
unto David. 

17 And David went out to meet them, 
and answered and said unto them, If 
ye be come peaceablv unto me to help 
me, mine heart shall be knit unto you: 
but if ye be come to betray me to mine 
enemies, seeing there is no wrong in 
mine hands, the God of our fathers 
look thereon, and rebuke it 
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18 Then the spirit came upon Amasai, 
who was chief of the captains, and he 
said, Thine are we, David, and on thy 
side, thou son of Jesse: peace, peace 
l>e unto thee, and peace be to thine 
helpers; for thy God helpeth thee. 
Then David received them, and made 
them captains of the band. 

19 And there fell some of Manasseli 
to David, when he came with the 
Philistines against. Saul to battle: hut 
they helped them not: for the lords of 
the Philistines upon advisement sent 
him away, saying, He will fall to his 
master Saul to the jeopardy of our heads. 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell 
to him of Manasseli, Adnah, and Jo- 
zabad , and Jediael, and Michael, and 
Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zilthai, cap- 
tains of the thousands that were of 
Manasseli. 

21 And they helped David against 
the band of the rovers: for they were 
all mighty men of valour, and were 
captains in the host 

22 For at that time day by day there 
came to David to help him, until it 
was a great host, like the host of God. 

23 t And these are the numbers of 
the bands that were ready armed to the 
war, and came to David to Hebron, 
to turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to the word of the Loan. 

24 The children of Judah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 

25 Of the children of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven thou- 
sand and one hundred. 

26 Of the children of Levi four thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

27 And Johoiada was the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him were three 
thousand and seven hundred: 

28 And Zadok, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains, 

29 And of the children of Benjamin 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand: 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kept the ward of the house of Saul. 

30 And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous through- 
out the house of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Manasseh 
eighteen thousand, which were ex- 
pressed by name, to come and make 
David king. 

32 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understand- 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all their brethren 
were at their commandment 

33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all in- 
struments ot war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank: they were not 
of double heart. 
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34 And of Naphtali a thousand cap- 
tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in war 
twenty and eight thousand and six 
hundred. 

30 And of Asher, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, forty thousand 

37 And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of war 
for the battle, an hundred and twenty 
thousand. 

3<s All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart to 
Hebron, to make David king over all 
Israel: and all the rest also of Israel 
were of one heart to make David king. 

39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking: for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 

•10 Moreover they that were nigh 
them, even unto Issacluir and Zebulun 
and Xaphtali, brought bread on asses, 
and on camels, and on mules, and on 
oxen, and meat, meal, cakes of ligs, 
and bunches of raisins, and wine, and 
oil, and oxen, and sheep abundantly: 
for there was joy in Israel. 


CHAPTER XIII. 
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A X D David consulted with the cap- 
tains of thousands and hundreds, 
and with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con- 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you, and that it he of the Lord 
our God, let us send abroad unto our 
brethren every where, that are left in 
all the land of Israel, and with them 
also to the priests and Levites which 
are in their cities and suburbs, that 
they may gather themselves unto us: 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us: for we enquired not at 
it in the days of Saul. 

1 And all the congregation said that 
they would do so: for the thing was 
right in the eyes of all the people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel together, 
from Shihor of Egypt even unto the 
entering of Remath, to bring the ark 
of God from Ivirjath-jearim. 

0 And David went up, and all Israel, 
to I3aalah, that is. to Kirjath-jearim, 
which belonged to Judah, to bring up 
thence the ark of God the Lord , that 
dwelleth between the cherubitns, whose 
name is called on it. 

7 And they carried the ark of God in a 
new cart out of the house of Abinadab: 
and Uzza and Ahio drave the cart. 
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8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and with 
psalteries, and with timbrels, and with 
cymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 t And when they came unto the 
tlireshingfloor of Cliidon, Uzza put 
forth his hand to hold the ark; for 
the oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Loan was 
kindled against Uzza, and he smote 
him, because he put his band to the 
ark; and there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, because 
the Lord had made a breach upon 
Uzza: wherefore that place is called 
Perez-uzza to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God that 
day, saying. How shall 1 bring the ark 
of God home to me? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-edom the Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God remained with 
the family of Obed-edom in Ids house 
three months. And the Lord blessed 
the house of Obed-edom. and all that 
he had. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

N OW Iliram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and timber 
of cedars, with masons and carpenters, 
to build him an house. 

2 And David perceived that the Lord 
had confirmed him king over Israel, 
for his kingdom was lifted up on high, 
because of bis people Israel. 

3 1 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of hi* 
children which lie had in Jerusalem; 
Shammuar, and Shobab, Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

f> And Ibhar, and Klishua, and Elpalel. 
0 And Nogah, and Nephcg, and Japliia. 
7 And Elishama, and Heeliada , and 
Eliphalet. 

8 % And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over all 
Israel, all the Philistines went up to 
seek David. And David heard of /(, 
and went out against them. 

9 And the Philistines came and spread 
themselves in the valley of Keplmim. 
10 And David enquired of God, saying. 
Shall I go up against the Philistines V 
and wilt thou deliver them into mine 
hand? And. the Lord said unto him. 
Go up; for I will deliver them into 
thine hand. 

11 So they came up to Baal-perazim ; 
and David smote them there. Then 
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David aaid, God hath broken in upon 
mine enemies by mine hand like the 
breaking forth of waters: therefore 
they called the name of that place 
Baal-perazim. 

12 And when they had left their gods 
there, David gave a commandment, 
and tiiey were burned with fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again spread 
themselves abroad in the valley. 

14. Therefore David enquired again of 
God; and God said unto him, Go not 
up after them; turn away from them, 
and come upon them over against the 
mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shalt 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou 
shalt go out to battle: for God is gone 
iiorth before thee to smite the host of 
the Philistines^ 

1G David therefore did as God com- 
manded him: and they smote the host 
of the Philistines from Gibeon even 
to Gazer. 

17 And the fame of David went out 
into all lands; and the Lord brought 
the fear of him upon all nations. 


CHAPTER XV. 

A N D David made him houses in the 
city of David, and prepared a place 
for the ark of God, and pitched for it 
a tent 

2 Then David said, None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the Lord chosen to 
carry the ark of God , and to minister 
unto him for ever. 

3 And David gathered all Israel to- 
gether to Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the Lord unto his place, which 
he had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the children 
of Aaron, and the Levites: 

5 Of the sons of Kohath; Uriel the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and twenty: 

G Of the sons of Merari; Asaiali the 
chief, and his brethren two hundred 
and twenty: 

7 Of the sons of Gershom ; Joel the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and thirty: 

8 Of the sons of Klizaphan ; She- 
maiali the chief, and Ins brethren 
two hundred : 

y Of the sons of Hebron; Eliel the 
chief, and his brethren fourscore: 

10 Of the sons of Uzziel; Amnm 
nadab the chief, and his brethren an 
hundred and twelve. 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiatlnir the priests, and for the Le- 
vites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, She- 
maiab, and Eliel, and Ainminadab, 

12 And said unto them, Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites: 
sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
brethren, that ye may bring up the ark 
of the Lord God of Israel unto the 
place that I have prepared lor it 
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13 For because ye did it not at the 
first, the Lord our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not 
after the due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Loan God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their shoulders 
with the staves thereon, as Moses com- 
manded according to the word of the 
Loan. 

1G And David spake to the chief of 
the Levites to appoint their brethren 
to be the singers with instruments of 
musick, psalteries and harps and cym- 
bals, sounding, by lifting up the voice 
with joy. 

17 So the Levites appointed Ileman 
the son of Joel; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of 
the sons of Merari their brethren, Ethan 
the son of Kushaiah; 

18 And with them their brethren of 
the second degree , Zeehariah, Ben, and 
Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, Eliab, and Benaiah, and 
Maaseiah,and Mattithiah,andElipheleh, 
and Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and 
Jeiel, the porters. 

19 So the singers, Ileman, Asaph, and 
Ethan, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zeehariah, and Aziel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiali, 
with psalteries on Alamoth; 

21 Arid Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, 
and Azaziah , with harps on the Slie- 
minith to excel. 

22 And Chenaniah, chief of the Le- 
vites was for song: lie instructed about 
the song, because he was skilful. 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and Jelioshaphat, 
and JSethaneel, and Amasai, and Ze- 
chariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the 
priests, did blow with the trumpets be- 
fore the ark of God: and Obed-edom 
and Jehiah were doorkeepers for the ark. 

25 f So David, and the elders of Is- 
rael, and the captains over thousands, 
went to bring up the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord out of the house of 
Obed-edom with joy. 

2G And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Levites that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, that they 
offered seven bullocks and seven rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a robe 
of fine linen, and all the Levites that 
bare the ark, and the singers, and 
Chenaniah the master of the song with 
the singers: David also had upon him 
an epliod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the ark 
of the covenant, of the Lord with shout- 
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ins, and with sound of the cornet and 
with trumpetSj and with cymbals, mak- 
ing a noise with psalteries and harps. 

29 If And it came to pass, as the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord came to 
the city of David, that Michal the 
daughter of Saul looking out at a 
window saw king David dancing and 
playing: and she despised him in her 
heart 


CHAPTER XVI. 

S O they brought the ark of God, and 
set it in the midst of the tent that 
David had pitched for it: and they of- 
fered burnt sacrifices and peace offer- 
ings before God. 

2 And when David had made an end 
of offering the burnt offerings and the 
peace offerings, lie blessed the people 
in the name of the Loitn. 

3 And he dealt to every one of Israel, 
both man and woman, to every one 
a loaf of bread, and a good piece of 
flesh, and a flagon of wive. 

4 P And he appointed certain of the 
Levites to minister before the ark of’ 
the Loan, and to record, and to thank 
and praise the Lord God of Israel: 
f> Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Obed-edom : and Jeiel 
with psalteries and with harps; but 
Asaph made a sound with cymbals; 

C> Benaiah also and Jaliaziel the priests 
with trumpets continually before the 
ark of the covenant of God. 

7 f Then on that day David delivered 
first this psalm, to thank the Lord into 
the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 

8 Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
upon his name, make known his deeds 
among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name: let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Loan. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

\:\ O ye seed of Israel hts servant, ye 
children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; his judg- 
ments are in all the earth, 
lft Be ye mindful always of his cove- 
nant; the word which he commanded 
to a thousand generations; 

16 Even of the covenant which he made 
with Abraham, and of his oath unto 
Isaac; 

17 And hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant, 

18 Saying, TTnto thee will T give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your inher- 
itance; 

19 When ye were but few, even a 
few, and strangers in it 
20 And when they went from nation 
to nation, and from one kingdom to 
another people ; 
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21 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong: yea, lie reproved kings for their 
sakes, 

22 Saying , Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

23 Sing unto the Loan, all the earth; 
shew forth from day to day his sal- 
vation. 

24 Declare his glory among the hea- 
then; his marvellous works among all 
nations. 

25 For great is the Loan, and greatly 
to be praised: he also is to be feared 
above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people are 
idols: but the Lord made the heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his pre- 
sence; strength and gladness are in 
his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds 
of the people, give unto the Lord glory 
and strength. 

29 Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto his name: bring an offering, and 
come before him: worship the Lord in 
the beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth: the 
world also shall be stable, that it be not 
moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and let 
the earth rejoice: and let men say 
among the nations, The Lord reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof: let the fields rejoice, and all 
that is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the wood 
sing out at the presence of the Lord, 
because he eometh to judge the earth. 

34 O give thanks unto the Lord; for 
he is good; for his mercy endnreih for 
ever. 

35 And say ye, Save us, () God of 
our salvation, and gather us together, 
and deliver us from the heathen, that 
we may give thanks to thy holy name, 
and glory in thy praise. 

36 Blessed he the Lord God of Israel 
for ever and ever. And all the people 
said, Amen, and praised the Lord. 

37 K So he left there before the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord Asaph and 
his brethren, to minister before the ark 
continually, as every day’s work re- 
quired: 

38 And Obed-edom with their brethren, 
threescore and eight; Obed-edom also 
the son of Jeduthun and Hosah to he 
porters: 

39 And Zaclok, the priest, and his bre- 
thren the priests, before the tabernacle 
of the Lord in the high place that nuts 
at Gibeon, 

40 To oiler burnt offerings unto the 
Lord upon the altar of the burnt offer- 
ing continually morning and evening, 
and to do according to all that is written 
in the law of the Lord, which he com- 
manded Israel; 

4 1 And with them Homan and Jedu- 
thun, and the rest that were chosen, 
who were expressed by name, to give 
thanks to the Lord, because his mercy 
endnreih for ever: 

42 And with them Ileman and Jedu- 
thun with trumpets and cymbals for 
those that should make a sound, and 
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with musical instruments of God. And 
the sons of Jeduthun were porters. 

43 And all the people departed every 
man to his house: and David returned 
to bless his house. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

N OW it came to pass, as David sat 
in his house, that David said to 
Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an 
house of cedars, but the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord remiineth under 
curtains. 

2 Then Nathan said unto David, Do 
all that is in thine heart; for God is 
with thee. 

3 ^ And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of God came to 
Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant, Thus 
saitli the Lord, Thou shalt not build 
me an house to dwell in: 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day that I brought up Israel 
unto this day: but have gone from tent 
to tent, and from one tabernacle to an- 
other. 

0 Wheresoever 1 have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any of the 
judges of Israel, whom I commanded to 
feed my people, saying, Why have ye 
not built me an house of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saitli 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, even from following the sheep, 
that thou shouldest be ruler over my 
people Israel: 

8 And 1 have been with thee whither- 
soever thou hast walked, and have cut 
off all thine enemies from before thee, 
and have made thee a name like the 
name of the great men that are in the 
earth. 

'.I Also 1 will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, and 
they shall dwell in their place, and 
shall be moved no more; neither shall 
the children of wickedness waste them 
any more, as at the beginning, 

10 And since the time that 1 com- 
manded judges to he over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all thine 
enemies. Furthermore I tell thee that 
the Lord will build thee an house. 

11 "If And it shall come to pass, when 
thy days be expired that thou must 
go to be with thy fathers, that I will 
raise up thy seed after thee, which 
shall be of thy sons; and 1 will establish 
his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, and 1 
will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 1 will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took it from 
him that was before thee: 

14 But I will settle him in mine 
house and in my kingdom for ever: 
and his throne shall be established for 
evermore. 

15 According to all these words, and

according to all this vision, so did Nathan 
speak unto David. 

1(> ^ And David the king came and 
sat before the Loan, and said. Who am 
T, O Lord God, and what is mine house, 
that thou hast brought me hitherto? 
17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, O God; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house for a 
great while to come, and hast regarded 
me according to the estate of a man 
of high degree, O Lord God. 

IS What can David speak more to 
thee for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 O Lord, for thy servant’s sake, and 
according to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all this greatness, in making known 
all these great things. 

20 () Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, 
according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem to he his own people, 
to make thee a name of greatness and 
terribleness, by driving out nations from 
before thy people, whom thou hast re- 
deemed out of Egypt? 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, becainest their God. 

23 Therefore now, Lord, let the thing 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant and concerning his house be 
established for ever, and do as thou hast 
said. 

24 Let it even be established, that 
thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying, The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel: and let 
the house of David thy servant he 
established Indore thee. 

25 For thou, O my God, hast told thy 
servant that thou wilt built him an 
house : therefore thy servant hath found 
in his heart to pray before thee. 

2<> And now, Lord, thou art God, and 
hast promised this goodness unto thy 
servant: 

27 Now therefore let it please thee to 
bless the house of thy servant, that it 
may be before thee for ever: ljor thou 
hlessest, () Lord, and it shall he blessed 
for ever. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

N OW after this it came to pass, that 
David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them, and took Gath and her 
towns out of the hand of the Philis- 
tines. 

2 And he smote Moab; and the Moab- 
ites became David’s servants , and 
brought gifts. 

3 H And David smote Hadarczer king 
of Zobah unto Hamath, as he went to 
stablish his dominion by the river 
Euphrates. 
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4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot- 
men : David also houghed all the cha- 
riot horses, but reserved of them an 
hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to help Iladarezer king of 
Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 

ti Then David put garrisons in Syria- 
damascus; and the Syrians became 
David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
Thus the Lord preserved David whi- 
thersoever lie went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hada- 
rezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 Likewise from Tibhath , and from 
Chun, cities of ITadarezer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and the 
pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

1) If Now when Toil king of Hamath 
heard how David had smitten all the 
host of Hadarezer king of Zobah; 

10 He sent Hadoram his son to king 
David, to enquire of liis welfare, and 
to congratulate him, because he had 
fought against Hadarezer, and smitten 
him; (for Hadarezer had war with 
Ton;) and with him all manner of ves- 
sels of gold and silver and brass. 

1 1 t Them also king David dedicated 
unto the Lord, with the silver and the 
gold that he brought, from all these 
nations; from Edom, and from Moab, 
and from the children of Ammon, anil 
from the Philistines, and from Amalek. 

12 Moreover Abishai the son of Ze- 
ruiali slow of the Edomites in the 
valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 f And he put garrisons in Edom, 
and all the Edomites became David’s 
servants. Thus the Loan preserved Da- 
vid whithersoever he went. 

14 If So David reigned over all Is- 
rael, and executed judgment and jus- 
tice among all his people. 

lfi And Joab the son of Zcruiah was 
over the host; and Jehoshaphat the 
son of Ahilud, recorder. 

I<> And Zadok the son of Ahitub, and 
Abimclcch the son of Abiathar, were 
the priests; and Nhavsha was scribe; 

17 And Bonaiah the son of Jehoiada 
nuts over the Chcrethitcs and the Pe- 
lethites; and the sons of David were 
chief about the king. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

N ( )W it came to pass after this that 
Nahash the king of the children 
of Ammon died, and his son reigned 
in his stead. 
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2 And David said, 1 will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness to 
me. And David sent messengers to 
comfort him concerning his father. So 
the servants of David came into the 
land of the children of Ammon to Hu- 
nun, to comfort him. 

3 But the princes of the children of 
Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkest thou 
that David doth honour thy father, 
that t he hath sent comforters unto 
thee? are not his servants come unto 
thee for to search, and to overthrow, 
and to spy out the land? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s ser- 
vants, and shaved them, and cut off 
their garments in the midst hard by 
their buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
David how the men .were served. And 
ho sent to meet them: for the men 
were greatly ashamed. And the king 
said , Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

6 f And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they had made them- 
selves odious to David, llanun and the 
children of Ammon sent a thousand 
talents of silver to hire them chariots 
and horsemen out of Mesopotamia, and 
out of Syria-maaehah , and out of 
Zobali. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Maa- 
chah and his people; who came and 
pitched before Medebu. And the chil- 
dren of Ammon gathered themselves 
together from their cities, and came to 
battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

W And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate of the city: and the kin^s 
that were come were by themselves in 
the field. 

10 Now when Joab saw that the battle 
Avas set against hiin before and be- 
hind, he chose out of all the choice of 
Israel, and put them in array against 
the Syrians. 

11 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered unto the hand of Abishai his 
brother, and they set themselves in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou slialt help 
me : but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong for thee, then I will help 
thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our peo- 

f »le, and for the cities of our God: and 
et the Lord do that which is good in 
his sight. 

14 So Joab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syrians 
unto the battle; and they tied before 
him. 

15 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians Avere fled , they 
likewise fled before Abisliai his bro- 
ther, and entered into the city. Then 
Joab came to Jerusalem. 

1G f And when the Syrians suav that 
they were put to the worse before Is- 
rael, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syrians that were beyond the 
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1. CUHONICLES, XX. 


river: and Shophach the captain of 
the host of Hadarezer went before 
them. 

17 And it was told David; and he 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and set 
the battle in array against them. So 
when David hat put the battle in arrav 
against the Syrians, they fought with 
him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Israel; 
and David slew of the Syrians seven 
thousand men tohich fought in chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and killed 
Shophach the captain of the host 

li) And when the servants of Hada- 
rezer saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they made peace 
with David, and became his servants: 
neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 


CHAPTER XX. 

A ND it came to pass, that after the 
year was expired, at the time that 
kings go out to battle , Joab led forth 
the power of the army, and wasted 
the country of the children of Ammon, 
and came and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. And Joab 
smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 

2 And David took the crown of their 
king from otf his head , and found it 
to weigh a talent of gold , and thei'e 
were precious stones in it; and it was 
set upon David’s head: and he brought 
also exceeding much spoil out ofthe city. 

3 And he brought out the people that 
were in it, and cut them with saws, and 
with harrows of iron , and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities 
of the children of Ammon. And David 
and all the people returned to J erusalem. 

4 ^ And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines; at which time Sibbe- 
ehai the Hushathite slew Sinpai, that 
was of the children of the giant: and 
they were subdued. 

5 And there was war again with* the 
Philistines; and Elhunan the son of 
Jair slew Lalimi the brother of Goliath 
the Gittite, whose spear staff was like 
a weaver’s beam. 

0 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man' of great sta- 
ture, whose lingers and toes were four 
and twenty, six on each hand, and six 
on each foot: and he also was the son 
of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jonathan 
the son of Shimea David’s brother 
slew him. 

8 These were horn unto the giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his ser- 
vants. 
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CHAPTER XXI. 

A ND Satan stood up against Israel, 
and provoked David to number 
Israel. 

2 And David said to .loab and to the 
rulers of the people. Go, number Israel 
from Beer -sheba even to Dan; and 
bring the number of them to me, that 
I may know it. 

3 And Joab answered, The Loan make 
his people an hundred times so many 
more as they be: but, my lord the 
king, are they not all my lord’s 
servants? why then doth my lord re- 
quire this thing? why will he he a 
cause of trespass to Israel? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre- 
vailed againRt Joab. Wherefore .loab 
departed, and went throughout all Is- 
rael, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 t And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. And 
all they of Israel were a thousand thou- 
sand and an hundred thousand men 
that drew sword: and Judah was lour 
hundred threescore and ten thousand 
men that drew sword. 

fi But Levi and Benjamin counted lie 
not among them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote Tsraol. 

s And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing: but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thv servant ; 
for T have done very foolishly. 

0 f And the Loan spake unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saving. Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three things: 
choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Loro, Choose 
thee 

12 .Either three years’ famine; or three 
months to be destroyed before thy foes, 
while that the sword of thine enemies 
overtaketh thee ; or else three davs the 
sword of the Loan, oven the pestilence, 
in the land, and the angel of the Lord 
destroying throughout all the coasts 
of Israel. Now therefore advise thy- 
self what word I shall bring again to 
him that sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, 1 am in 
a great strait: let me fall now into the 
hand of the Lord; for very great are 
his mercies: but let me. not fall into 
the hand of man. 

14 f So the Lord sent pestilence upon 
Israel: and there fell of Israel seventy 
thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Je- 
rusalem to destroy it: and as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld, and he 
repented him of the evil, and said to 
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the angel that destroyed, It is enough, 
stay now thine hand. And the angel 
of the Lord stood by the threshingtioor 
of Oman the Jebusite. 

1G And David lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the angel of the Lord stand be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, hav- 
ing a drawn sword in his hand stretched 
out over Jerusalem. Then David and 
the elders of Israel, who were clothed 
in sackcloth, fell upon their faces, 

17 And David said unto God, Is d 
not I tluit commanded the people to 
be numbered? even I it is that have 
sinned and done evil indeed; but as 
for these sheep, what have they done? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, O Lord 
my God, be on me, and on my father’s 
house;* but nut on thy people, that they 
should be plagued. 

18 t Then the angel of the Lord com- 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and set up an 
altar unto the Lord in the threshing- 
ltoor of Oman the Jebusite. 

1J And David went up at the saying 
of Gad, which he spake in the name 
of the Loud. 

20 And Oman turned back, and saw 
the angel; and his four sons with him 
hid themselves. .Now Oman was thresh- 
ing wheat 

21 And as David came to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 
went out of the threshingtioor, and 
bowed himself to David with his face 
to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the place of this threshingtioor, that 
I may build an altar therein unto the. 
Lord: thou slialt grant it me for the 
full price : that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 

2d And Oman said unto David, Take 
it to thee, and let my lord the king do 
that which is good in his eyes: lo, I 
give thee the oxen also for burnt offer- 
ings, and the threshing instruments for 
wood, and the wheat for the meat of- 
fering; I give it all. 

24 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay; but I will verily buy it for the 
full price: for 1 will not take that which 
is tnine for the Loud, nor otter burnt 
offerings without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekels of gold by 
weight. 

2G And David built there an altar unto 
the Lord, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, and called upon 
the Lord; and he answered him from 
heaven by lire upon the altar of burnt, 
offerings. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword again 
into the sheath thereof. 

28 f At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him in 
the threshingtioor of Oman the Jebus- 
ite, then he sacrittced there. 

2tt For the tabernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt ottering, 
were at that season in the high place 
at Gibeon. 

:M> Hut David could not go before it 
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to enquire of God: for he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of 
the Lord, 


CHAPTER XXII. 

nPHEN David said, This is the house 
X of the Lord God, and this is the 
altar of the burnt offering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together the strangers that mere in the 
land of Israel; and he set masons to 
hew wrought stones to build the house 
of God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abun- 
dance for the nails for the doors of the 
gates, and for the joinings; and brass 
in abundance without weight; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: for 
the Zidonians and they of Tyre brought 
much cedar wood to David. 

5 And David said, Solomon mv son 
is young and tender, and the house 
that is to be builded for the Lord must 
he exceeding magnifical, of fame and 
of glory throughout all countries: T will 
therefore now make preparation for it. 
So David prepared abundantly before 
his death. 

6 *1 Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build an house 
for the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son. as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an house unto the name of the 
Lord my God: 

8 But the word of the Lord came to 
me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abun- 
dantly,' 'and hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood 
upon the earth in my sight. 

9 Behold, a spn shall be born to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his enemies 
round about: for his name shall he 
Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build an house for my 
name; and he shall be my son, and I 
mill be his father; and I will establish 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel 
for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lord be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build the 
house of the Lord thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. 

12 Only the Lord give thee wisdom 
and understanding, andgivethee charge 
concerning Israel, that thou mayest keep 
the law of the Lord thy God. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fullil the statutes and 
judgments which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel: be 
strong , and of good courage ; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 
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H Now, behold, in my trouble I have 
prepared for the house of the Lord an 
hundred thousand talents of gold, and 
a thousand thousand talents of silver; 
and of brass and iron without weight: 
for it is in abundance : timber also and 
stone have I prepared; and thou mayest 
add thereto. 

15 Moreover there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and workers 
of stone and timber, and all manner 
of cunning men for every manner of 
work. 

lb Of*the gold, the silver, and the 
brass, and the iron, there is no number. 
Arise therefore, and be doing, and the 
Loan be with thee. 

17 1 David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Js not the Lord your God with 
youV and hath he not given you rest 
on every side? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of the land into mine hand; 
and the land is subdued before the 
Lord, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your soul 
to seek the Lord your God ; arise there- 
fore, and build ye the sanctuary of the 
Lord God, to bring the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord, and the holy vessels 
of God, into the house that is to be 
built to the name of the Lord. 


CHAPTER XX III. 

S O when David was old and full of 
days, he made Solomon his son 
king over Israel. 

2 if And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levites. 

3 Now the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and up- 
ward: and their number by their polls, 
man by man, was thirty and eight 
thousand. 

4 Of which , twenty and four thou- 
sand were to set forward the work of 
the house of the Lord; and six thou- 
sand were, officers and judges: 

5 Moreover four thousand were port- 
ers; and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise therewith. 

6 And David divided them into cour- 
ses among the sons of Levi, namely, 
Gershon, Kohath, and Meniri. 

7 t Of the Gershonites were, Laadan 
and Shiinei. 

8 The sons of Laadan ; the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and 
llazielj and llaran, three. These were 
the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, Ja- 
hath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. 
These four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second: but Jeush and Be- 
riah bad not many sons; therefore 
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they were in one reckoning, according 
to their father’s house. 

12 5 The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The sons of Amram; Aaron and 
Moses : and Aaron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn in- 
cense before the Lord, to minister 
unto him, and to bless in his name 
for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man of 
God, his sons were named of the tribe 
of Levi. 

If) The sons of Moses were, Gershom, 
and Eliezer. 

10 Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel 
max the chief. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, lie- 
luibiah the chief. And Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of Ke- 
ll abiah were very manv. 

18 Of the sons of Izhar; Shelomith 
the chief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron.; Jeriah the 
first, Amariah the second, Jahaziel the 
third, and Jekameum the fourth. 

20 Of the sons of llzziel; Mieali the 
first, and .Jesiah the second. 

21 f The sons of Merari; Malili, and 
Muslii. The sons of Malili; Eleazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no 
sons, but daughters: ami their bre- 
thren the sons of Kish took them. 

23 The sons of Mushi; Malili, and 
Eder, and .leremoth, three. 

24 If These mere the sons of Levi 
after the house of their fathers; even 
the chief of the fathers, as they were 
counted by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the service 
of the house of the Lord, from the age 
of twentv years and upward. 

2b For David said, The Lord God of 
Israel hath given rest unto his people, 
that they may dwell in Jerusalem for 
ever: 

26 And also unto the Levites; they 
shall no irwre carry the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the service 
thereof. 

27 For by the last words of David 
the Levites were numbered from twen- 
ty years old and above: 

28 Because their office was to wait 
on the sons of Aaron for the service 
of the house of the Lord, in the courts, 
and in the chambers, and in the puri- 
fying of all holy things, and the work 
of the service of the house of God; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for 
the fine flour for meat offering, and 
for the unleavened cakes, and for tfuit 
which is baked in the pan, and for that 
which is fried, and for all manner of 
measure and size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like- 
wise at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices 
unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in the 
new moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to the order com- 
manded unto them, continually before 
the Lord: 

32 And that they should keep the 
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charge of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the son» of 
Aaron their brethren, in the service of 
the house of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

N OW these are the divisions of the 
sons of Aaron. The sons of Aaron: 
Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, ana 
Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe- 
cuted the priest’s office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of Ithamar, ac- 
cording to their offices in their service. 
4 And there were more chief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among the sons of 
Eleazar there were sixteen chief men 
of the house of their fathers, and eight 
among the sons of Ithamar according 
to the house of their fathers. 
f> Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors of the 
house of God, were of the sons of 
Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

0 And Shemaiah the son of Netha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and Ahi- 
melech the son of Abiathur, and before 
the chief of the fathers of the priests 
and Levites: one principal household 
being taken for Eleazar, and one taken 
for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to Je- 
hoiarib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 The third to Harim, the fourth 
to Seorim, 

3 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to 
Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth 
to Abijah, 

11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth 
to Shecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the six- 
teenth to Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the eigh- 
teenth to Aphses, 

Id The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezekel, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two and twentieth to Gamul, 

18 The three and twentieth to De- 
laiali, the four and twentieth to Maa- 
ziah. 

19 These were the orderings of them 
in their service to come into the house 
of the Lord, according to their man- 
ner, under Aaron their father, as the 
Lord God of Israel had commanded 
him. 

20 J And the rest of the sons of Levi 
were these: Of the sons of Amram; 
Shubael: of the sons of fthubael; Jeh- 
deiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah: of the sons 
of Rehabiah, tne first was Isshiab. 
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22 Of the Izharites; Shelomoth: of 
the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. 

23 And the sons of Hebron ; Jeriah 
the jirst, Amariah the second, Jahaziel 
the third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24. Of the sons of Uzziel; Michah: of 
the sons of Michah ; Shamir. 

26 The brother of Michah was Is- 
shiah: of the sons of Isshiah; Zecha- 
riah. 

23 The sons of Merari were Mahli and 
Mushi: the sons of Jaazinh; Beno. 

27 5 The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; 
Beno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, and 
Ibri. 

28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Kish: the son of Kish 
was Jerahmeel. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Eder, and Jerimoth. These wei'e 
the sons of the Levites after the house 
of their fathers. 

31 These likewise cast lots over against 
their brethren the sons of Aaron in 
the presence of David the king, and 
Zadok, and Ahimelech, and the chief 
of the fathers of the priests and Le- 
vites, even the principal fathers over 
against their younger brethren. 


CHAPTER XAV. 

M OREOVER David and the cap- 
tains of the host separated to the 
service the sons of Asaph, and of 
Heman, and of Jeduthun, who should 
prophesy with harps , with psalteries, 
and with cymbals: and the number of 
the workmen, according to their ser- 
vice was: 

2 Of the sons of Asaph; Zaccur, and 
Joseph, and Nethaniah, and Asarelah, 
the sons of Asaph under the hands 
of Asaph, which prophesied according 
to the order of the king. 

3 Of .Jeduthun: the sons of Je- 
duthun; Gedaliah, and Zeri , and 
Jeshaiah, Haslntbiah, and Mattithiah, 
six, under the hands of their father 
Jeduthun, who prophesied with a harp, 
to give thanks and to praise the Lord. 

i Of Heman: the sons of Heman; 
Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, 
and Jerimoth, llananiah, llanani, Klia- 
thah,Giddalti, and Bomamti-ezer, Josh- 
bekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, awr/Mahu- 
zioth: 

f» All these were the sons of Heman 
the king’s seer in the words of God, to 
lift up the horn. And God gave to 
lleman fourteen sons and three daugh- 
ters. 

0 All these were under the hands of 
their father for song in the house of 
the Loud, with cymbals, psalteries, and 
harps, for the service of the house of 
Bod, according to the king’s order to 
Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. 

7 So the number of them, with their 
brethren that were instructed in tho 
songs of the Lord, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred fourscore 
and eight 

8 f And they east lots, ward against 
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ward, aa well the small as the great, 
the teacher as the scholar. 

9 Now the first lot came forth for 
Asaph to .loseph: the second to Geda- 
liah, who with his brethren and sons 
were twelve: 

10 The third to Zaccur, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

11 The fourth to Izri, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

12 The fifth to Nethaniah, he, his sous, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

13 The sixth to Bukkiah, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

11 The seventh to Jesharelah, he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve:

CHAPTER XXVI. 

C oncerning the divisions of the 

porters: Of the Korhites was Me- 
shelemiah the son of Kore, of the sons 
of Asaph. 

2 Ana the sons of Meshelemiah were, 
Zechnriah the firstborn, dediael the 
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second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel 
the fourth. 

8 Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the sixth, 
Elioenai the seventh. 

4 Moreover the sons of Obed-edom 
were, Shemaiah the firstborn, Jehozabad 
the second, Joali the third, and Sacar 
the fourth, and Nethaneel the fifth, 

6 Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the 
seventh, Peulthai the eighth: for God 
blessed him. 

6 Also unto Shemaiah his son were 
sons born, that ruled throughout the 
house of their father: for they were 
mighty men of valour. 

7 The sons of Shemaiah ; Otlnii , and 
Rephael, and Obed, Elzabad, whose 
brethren were strong men, Elihu, and 
Semachiah. 

8 All these of the sons of Obed-edom : 
they and their sons and their bretlirem 
able men for strength for the service^ 
wei'e threescore and two of Obed-edom. 

9 And Meshelemiali had sons and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also Hosah, of the children of 
Merari, had sons; Simri the chief, (for 
though he was not the firstborn, yet 
his father made him the chief;) 

11 Hilkiah thp second, Tebaliah the 
third, Zecharian the fourth: all the sons 
and brethren of Ilosali were thirteen. 

12 Among these were the divisions of 
the porters, even among the chief men, 
having wards one against another, to 
minister in the house of the Loud. 

18 T And they cast lots, as well the 
small as the great, according to the 
house of their fathers, for every gate. 

14 And the lot eastward fell to She- 
lemiali. Then for Zechariah his son, a 
wise counsellor, they cast lots; and his 
lot came out northward. 

15 To Obed-edom southward; and to 
his sons the house of Asuppim. 

Id To Sliup pirn and Hosah the lot came 
forth westward, with the gate Shalle- 
cheth, by the causeway of the going up, 
ward against ward. 

17 Eastward were six Levites, north- 
ward four a day, southward four a day, 
and toward Asuppim two and two. 

18 At Parbar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Parbar. 

19 These are the divisions of the porters 
among the sons of Kore, and among 
the sons of Merari. 

20 J And of the Levites , Ahijah was 
over the treasures of the house of God, 
and over the treasures of the dedicated 
tilings. 

21 As concerning the sons of Laadan ; 
the sons of the Gershonite Laadan, 
chief fathers, even of Laadan the Ger- 
shonite, were Jehieli. 

22 The sons of Jehieli; Zetham, and 
-loel his brother, which were over the 
treasures of the house of the Loud. 

28 Of the Amramites, and the Izhar- 
ites, the Hebronites, and the Uzzielites: 
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24 And Shebuel the son of Gershom, 
the eon of Moses, was ruler of the 
treasures. 

25 And his brethren by Eliezer; Re- 
habiah his son, and Jeshaiah his son, 
and Joram his son, and Zichri his son, 
and Shelomith his Ron. 

26 Which Shelomith and his brethren 
t/we over all the treasures of the de- 
dicated things, which David the king, 
and the chief fathers, the captains over 
thousands and hundreds, and the cap 
tains of the host, had dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles 
did they dedicate to maintain the house 
of the Lord. 

2H And all that Samuel the seer, and 
Saul the son of Kish, and Abner the 
son of Mer, and Joab the son of Zeruiah, 
had dedicated; and whosoever had de- 
dicated any thing , it was under the 
hand of Shelomith, and of his brethren. 
2‘.) 1 Of the Izhurites, Chenaniah and 
his sons were, for the outward business 
over Israel, for officers and judges. 

2*0 And of the Hebronites, Hashabiah 
and his brethren, men of valour, a thou- 
sand and Hoven hundred, were officers 
among them of Israel on this side Jor- 
dan westward in all the business of 
the Lord, and in the service of the 
king. 

31 Among the Hebronites was Jerijah, 
the chief, even among the Hebronites, 
according to the generations of his fa- 
thers. In the fortieth year of the reign 
of David they were sought for, and 
there were found among them mighty 
men of valour at Jazer of (iilead. 

32 And his brethren, men of valour, 
were two thousand and seven hundred 
chief fathers, whom king David made 
rulers over the Heuhenites, the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, for 
every matter pertaining to God , and 
affairs of the king. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

N OW the children of Israel after 
their number, to wit, the chief fa- 
thers and captains of thousands and 
hundreds, and their officers that served 
the king in any matter of the courses 
which came in and went out month 
by month throughout all the months 
of the year, of every course were 
twenty ami four thousand. 

2 Over the first course for the tirRt 
month was Jashobeam the son of Zab- 
diel: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

3 Of the children of Perez was the 
chief of all the captains of the host for 
the first month. 

4 And ower the course of the second 
month was Dodai an Ahohite, and of 
his course wa \s Mikloth also the ruler: 
in his course likewise were twenty and 
four thousand. 
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5 The third captain of the host for 
the third month was Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, a chief priest: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

G This is that Benaiah, who was mighty 
among the thirty, and above the thirty: 
and in his course was Animizabad his 
son. 

7 The fourth captain for the fourth 
month was Asahel the brother of Joab, 
and Zebadiah his son after him : and 
in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

8 The fifth captain for the fifth month 
teas Shamhuth the Izrahite: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

9 The sixth captain for the sixth month 
was Ira the son of Ikkesli the Tekoite: 
and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the seventh 
month was ITelez the Pelonito, of the 
children of Ephraim: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sibbecai the llushathitc, 
of the Zarhites: and in his course were 
twenty und four thousand. 

12 The ninth captain for the ninth 
month was Abiezer the Anetothite, ol 
the Benjamites: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Maharai the Netophatite, of 
the Zarhites: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

14 The eleventh captain for the ele- 
venth month was Benaiah the I’ira- 
thonite , of the children of Ephraim: 
and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

15 The twelfth captain for the twelfth 
month was Ileldai the Netophathite, ol 
Othniel: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

10 t Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel: the ruler of ‘the s Reuhenites was 
Eliezer the son of Zichri: of the Simeon- 
ites, Shephatiah the son of Maachah: 

17 Of the Lcvites, Hashabiah the son 
of Kemuel: of the Aaronitcs, Zadok: 

18 Of Judah, Elihu, oneoi' the brethren 
of David: of Issachar, Omri the son of 
Michael: 

19 OfZehulun, Ishmaiah the son of 
Ohadiah: of Naptituli, Jerimoth the son 
of Azriel: 

20 Of the children of Ephraim, Iloshea 
(he son of Azaziali: of tho half tribe of 
Matnisseh, Joel the son of Pedaiah: 

21 Of the half tribe of Mauasseh in 
Gilead, Iddo the son of Zechariah: of 
Benjamin, Jaasiel the son Of Abner: 

22 Of Dan, Azareel the son of Jeroliam. 
These were the princes of the tribes ol 
Israel. 
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28 ^ But David took not the number 
of them from twenty years old and 
under: because the Lord had said he 
would increase Israel like to the stars 
of the heavens. 

24 .Joab the son of Zeruiah began to 
number, but he finished not, because 
there fell wrath for it against Israel; 
neither was tho number put in the 
account of the chronicles of king David. 

25 f And over the kings treasures 
was Azmaveth the son of Adiel: and 
over the storehouses in the fields, in 
the cities, and in the villages, and in 
the castles, was Jehonathan the son of 
Ilzziah : 

26 And over them that did the work 
of the field for tillage of the ground 
was Ezri the son of Chelub: 

27 And over the vineyards was Shimei 
the Ramathite: over the increase of the 
vineyards for the wine cellars was Zabdi 
the Shiphmite: 

28 And over the olive trees and the 
sycomore trees that were in the low 
plains ims Baal-hanan the Gederite: 
and over the cellars of oil teas Joasli: 

21) And over the herds that fed in 
Sharon was Shitrai the Sharonite : and 
over the herds that were in tho valleys 
was Shaphat the son of Adlai: 

30 Over the camels also was Obil the 
lshmaelite: and over the asses was 
«lehdeiah the Meronothite: 

31 And over the docks 7 ras Jaziz the 
Hagerite. All these were the rulers of 
the substance which was king David’s. 

32 Also .Jonathan David’s uncle was 
a counsellor, a wise man, and a scribe : 
and Jehiel the sou of Haehmoni ivas 
with the king’s sons: 

33 And Ahithophel was the king’s 
counsellor: and llushai the Archite ums 
the king’s companion: 

34 And after Ahithophel ums Jehoiada 
the son ofBenaiah, and Abiathar: and 
the general ol the king’s army teas 
Joab. 


CHAPTER XXYIII. 

A ND David assembled all the princes 
of Israel, the princes of the tribes, 
and the captains of the companies that 
ministered to the king by course, and 
the captains over the thousands, and 
captains over the hundreds, and the 
stewards over all the substance and 
possession of the king, and of his sons, 
with the officers, and with the mighty 
men, and with all the valiant men, 
unto Jerusalem. 

2 Then David the king stood up upon 
bis feet, and said, Hear me, my brethren, 
and my people: As far 7/*e, I had in 
mine heart to build an house of rest 
for the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and for the footstool bf our God, and 
had made ready for the building: 

3 But God said unto me, Thou shalt 
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not build an house for my name, be- 
cause thou hast been a man of war, 
and hast shed blood. 

4 Howbeit the Lord God ot Israel 
chose me before all the house of my 
father to be king over Israel for ever: 
for he hath chosen Judah to be the 
ruler; and of the house of Judah, the 
house of my father; and among the 
sons of my father he liked me to make 
me king over all Israel: 

5 And of all my sons, (for the Loro 
hath given me many sons,) he hath 
chosen Solomon my son to sit upon 
the throne of the kingdom of the Loro 
over Israel. 

6 And he said unto me, Solomon thy 
son, he shall build my house and my 
courts: for 1 have chosen him to be my 
son, and I will he his father. 

7 Moreover l will establish his king- 
dom for ever, if he be constant to do 
my commandments and my judgments, 
as at this day. 

H Now therefore in the sight, ot all 
Israel the congregation of the Lord, 
and in the audience of our God, keep 
and seek for all the commandments of 
the Lord your God: that ye may pos- 
sess this good land, and leave it for an 
inheritance for your children after you 
for ever. 

y H And thou, Solomon my son, know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve 
him with a perfect heart and with a 
willing mind: for the Lord searcheth 
all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts: if thou 
seek him, he will he found of thee; hut 
if thou forsake him, he will cast thee 
oft’ for ever. 

10 Take heed now; for the Lord hath 
chosen thee to build an house for the 
sanctuary: he strong, and do it. 

11 t Then David gave to Solomon 

his son the pattern of the porch, and 
of the houses thereof, and of the trea- 
suries thereof, and of the upper cham- 
bers thereof, and of the inner parlours 
thereof, and of the place of the mercy 
seat, ... , , , 

12 And the pattern ol all that he had 
by the spirit, of the courts of the house 
of the Lord, and of all the chambers 
round about, of the treasuries of the 
house of God, and of the treasuries of 
the dedicated things: 

13 Also for the courses of the priests 
and the Levites, and for all the work 
of the service of the house of the Lord, 
and for all the vessels of service in the 
house of the Lord. 

14 lie gave of gold by weight lor 
things of gold, for all instruments of all 
manner of service; silver also for all 
instruments of silver by weight, tor all 
instruments of every kind of service: 

15 Even the weight for the candlesticks 
of gold, and for their lamps of gold, by 
weight for every candlestick, and lor 
the lamps thereof: and for the candle- 
sticks of silver by weight, both for the 
candlestick, and also for the lamps 
thereof, according to the use of every 
candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for the 
tables of snewbread, lur every table; 
and likewise silver for the tables of 
silver: 
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17 Also pure gold for the fleshhooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups: and for 
the golden basons he gave gold by weight 
for every bason; and likewise silver by 
weight tor every bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight; and gold for the pattern 
of the chariot of the cherubims, that 
spread out their wings, and covered the 
ark of the covenant of the Loan. 

11) All this, said David, the Lord made 
me understand in writing by his hand 
upon me, even all the works of this 
pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son, Be strong and of good courage, 
and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed: 
for the Lord God, even my God, will 
he with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee, until thou has t finish- 
ed all the work for the service of 
the house of the Lord. 

21 And, behold, the courses of the 
priests and the Levites, even they shall 
he with thee for all the service of the 
house of God: and there shall he with 
thee for all manner of workmanship 
every willing skilful man, for any man- 
ner of service: also the princes and 
all the people will he wholly at thy 
commandment. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

1 FURTHERMORE David the king 
said unto all the congregation. 
Solomon my son , whom alone God 
hath chosen, is yet young and tender, 
and the work is great : for the palace 
is not for man. but for the Lord God. 
2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God the 
gold for things to be made of gold, and 
the silver lor things of silver, and the 
brass for things of brass, the iron for 
things of iron , and wood for things 
of wood; onyx stones, and stones to 
he set, glistering stones, and of divers 
colours, and all manner of precious 
stones, and marble stones in abun- 
dance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, T 
have of mine own proper good, of gold 
and silver, which I have given to the 
house of my God, over and above all 
that I have prepared for the holy 
house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of gold, 
of the gold of Ophir, and seven thou- 
sand talents of refined silver, to over- 
lay the walls of the houses withal : 
f> The gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, and for all 
manner of work to be made ,hv the 
hands of artificers. And who then is 
willing to consecrate his service this 
day unto the Lord? 

G f Then the chief of the fathers and 
princes of the tribes of Israel, and the 
captains of thousands and of hun- 
dreds, with the rulers of the king’s 
work, offered willingly. 

7 And gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thousand 
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talents and ten thousand drains , and 
of silver ten thousand talents, and of 
brass eighteen thousand talents, and 
one hundred thousand talents of iron. 

8 And they with whom precious stones 
were found gave them to the trea- 
sure of the house of the Lord, by the 
hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, because with 
perfect heart they offered willingly to 
the Lord: and David the king also 
rejoiced with great joy. 

10 t Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the congregation: and 
David said, Blessed be thou, Lord God 
of Israel our father, for ever and ever. 

11 Thino, 0 Lord, is the greatness, 
and the power, and the glory, and the 
victory, and the majesty: for all that 
is in the heaven and in the earth is 
thine; thine is the kingdom, () Lord, 
and thou art exalted as head 'above all. 

12 Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and thou reignest over all; and 
in thine hand is power and might; 
and in thine hand it is to make great, 
and to give strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we thank 
thee, and praise thy glorious name. 

14. But who am I, and what is my 
people, that we should be able to offer 
so willingly alter this sort? for all 
things come of thee, and of thine own 
have we given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all our fathers : 
our days on the earth are as a sha- 
dow, and there is none abiding. 

Id O Lord our God, all this store 
that we have prepared to build thee 
an house for thine holy name comet k 
of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

17 I know also, my God, that thou 
triest the heart, and hast pleasure in 
uprightness. As for me, in the upright- 
ness of mine heart 1 have willingly 
offered all these things: and now have 
I seen with joy thy people, which are 
present here, to offer willingly unto 
thee. 

18 0 Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, our lathers, keep this 
for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy people, 
and prepare their heart unto thee: 

19 And give unto Solomon my son 
a perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy sta- 
tutes, and to do all these things, and 
to build the palace, for the which 1 
have made provision. 

20 ^ And David said to all the con- 
gregation, Now bless the Lord your 
God. And all the congregation blessed 
the Lord God of their fathers, ami 
bowed down their heads, and wor- 
shipped the Lord, and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto 
the Lord, and offered burnt offerings 
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unto the Loud, on the morrow after 
that day, even a thousand bullocks, a 
thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, 
with their drink offerings, and saeri- 
lices in abundance for all Israel: 

22 And did eat and drink before the 
hoitn on that day with great gladness. 
And they made Solomon the son of 
David king the second time, and 
anointed him unto the Lotto to he the 
chief governor, and Zadok to he priest. 
2d Then Solomon sat on the throne 
of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father, and prospered; and all Is- 
rael obeyed him. 

2d And all the princes, and the migh- 
ty men, and all tire sons likewise of 
king David, submitted themselves unto 
Solomon the king. 

2b And the Loan magnified Solomon 
exceedingly in the sight of all Israel, 
and bestowed upon him such royal 
majesty as had not been on any king 
before him in Israel. 

2d H Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. 

27 And the time that he reigned over 
Israel trus forty years; seven years 
reigned be in Hebron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

2S And lie died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, ami honour: and 
Solomon his son reigned in his stead. 
2'.) .Now the acts of David the king, 
first and last, behold, they are written 
in the book of Samuel the seer, and 
in the book of Nathan the prophet, 
and in the book of Gad the seer, 

JO With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, 
and over Israel, and over all the king- 
doms of the countries. 
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CHAPTER I. 


A N D Solomon the son of David was 
strengthened in his kingdom , and 
the Lord nis God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all Is- 
rael, to the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, and to the judges, and to 
every governor in all Israel, the chief 
of the fathers. 

8 So Solomon, and all the congrega- 
tion with him, went to the high place 
that was at Gibeon; for there was the 
tabernacle of the congregation of God, 
which Moses the servant of the Lord 
had made in the wilderness. 

4 Hut the ark of God had David 
brought up from Kirjath-jearim to th c, 
place which David had prepared for it: 
for he had pitched'a tent for it at Je- 
rusalem. 

5 Moreover the brasen altar, that He- 
zaleel the son of Uri, the son of llur, 
had made, he put before the tuber 
nacle of the Lord : and Solomon and 
the congregation sought unto it. 

G And Solomon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the Lord, which 
was at the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and offered a thousand burnt 
offerings upon it. 

7 f In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto him, Ask 
what I shall give thee. 

H And Solomon said unto God, Thou 
hast shewed great mercy unto David 
my father, and hast made me to reign 
in his stead. 

8 Now, 0 Lord God, let thy promise 
unto David my father be established: 
for thou hast made me king over a 
people like the dust of the earth in 
multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and know- 
ledge, that 1 may go out and come in 
before this people: for who can judge 
this thy people, that is so groat V 

11 And God said to Solomon, Because 
this was in thine heart, and thou hast 
not asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor 
the life of thine enemies, neither yet 
hast asked long life; but hast asked 
wisdom and knowledge for thy- 
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self, thlit thou mayest Judge my people, 
over whom I have made thee king: 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted 
unto thee; and 1 will give thee riches, 
and wealth, and honour, such as none 
of the kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall there any 
after thee have the like. 

13 5 Then Solomon came from his 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gibeoii to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen : and he had a thousand 
and lour hundred chariots and twelve 
thousand horsemen, which he placed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as plenteous as stones, and 
cedar trees made lie as the sycornore 
trees that are in the vale for abun- 
dance. 

Id And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at 
a price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an horse 
for an hundred and iifty : and so brought 
(hey out horses for all the kings of the 
ilittites, and for the kings of Syria, by 
their means. 


CHAPTER II. 

A N1> Solomon determined to build 
an house for the name of the Loro, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out threescore 
and ten thousand men to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six 
hundred to oversee them. 

3 If And Solomon sent to Huram the 
king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal 
with David my father, and didst send 
him cedars to build him au house to 
dwell therein, even so deal with me. 

4 llehold, 1 build au house to the 
name of the Lord my Cod, to dedicate 
it to him, and to burn before him sweet 
incense, and for the continual shew- 
bread, and for the burnt offerings morn- 
ing and evening, on the sabbaths, and 
on the new moons, and on the solemn 
feasts of the Lord our God. This is an 
ordinance for ever to Israel, 

5 And the house which I build is 
great: for great is our God above all 
gods. 

6 But who is able to build him an 
house, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him? who 
am I then, that I should build him an 
bouse, save only to burn sacrifice be- 
fore him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ning to work in gold, and in silver, and 
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in brass, and in iron, and in t>urple, 
and crimson, and blue, and that can 
skill to grave with the cunning men 
that are with me in .ludah and in Je- 
rusalem, whom David my father did 
provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, llr trees, 
and algum trees, out of Lebanon : for 
I know that thy servants can skill to 
cut timber in Lebanon; and, behold, 
my servants shall be with thy servants, 

0 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance: for the house which I am about 
to build shall be wonderful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy ser- 
vants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand measures 
of barley, and twenty thousand baths 
of wine, and twenty thousand baths of 
oil. 

11 f Then Iluram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
{Solomon, Because the Loan hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king 
over them. 

12 Iluram said moreover, Blessed be 
the Loan God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued 
with prudence and understanding, that 
might build an house l'or the Lord, and 
an house for his kingdom. 

LI And now I have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Iluram 
my father’s, 

14 'l'he son of a woman of the daugh- 
ters of Dan, and his father mis a man 
of Tvre, skilful to work in gold, and 
in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in purple, in blue, and 
in tine linen, and in crimson; also to 
grave any manner of graving, and to 
tind out every device which shall he 
put to him, with thy cunning men, and 
with the cunning men of my lord David 
thy lather. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which 
my lord hath spoken of, let him send 
unto his servants: 

1<> And we will cut wood out of Le- 
banon, as much as thou shalt need: 
and we will bring it to thee in llotes 
by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry 
it up to Jerusalem. 

17 H And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that mere in the land of Is- 
rael, after the numbering wherewith 
David his father had numbered them; 
and they were found an hundred and 
lifty thousand and three thousand ami 
six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of 
burdens, and fourscore thousand to hr 
hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred, overseers to 
set the people a work.

CHAPTER III. 

ri^HEN Solomon began to build the 
X house of the Lord at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where theLORJ) appear- 
ed unto David his father, in the place 
that David had prepared in the thresh- 
ingHoor of Oman the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

3 f Mow these are the things wherein 
Solomon was instructed for the build- 
ing of the house of God. The length 
by cubits alter the first measure was 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of it was ac- 
cording to the breadth of the house, 
twenty cubits, and the height was an 
hundred and twenty: *and he overlaid 
it within with pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled 
witli lir tree, which he overlaid with 
line gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 

(» And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold 
was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also tho house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls there- 
of, and the doors thereof, with gold; 
and graved cherubims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof twenty cubits: 
and he overlaid it with line gold, amount- 
ing to six hundred talents. 

1) And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he overlaid 
the upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 1 Ami the wings of the cherubims 
were twenty cubits long: one wing of 
the one cherub was five cubits, reaching 
to the wall of the house: and the other 
wing was likewise five cubits, reaching 
to the wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 

was live cubits , reaching to the wall 
of the house: and the other wing was 
five cubits also, joining to the Aving of 
the other cherub. . 

13 The wings of these cherubims spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and 
they stood on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. 

14 1 And he made the vail of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine linen, 
and wrought cherubims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, 
and the chapiter that was on the top 
of each of them was five cubits. 

10 And he made chains, as in the 
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oracle , and put them on the heads of 
the pillars; and made an hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars be- 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand 
.Tachin, and the name of that on the 
left Boaz. 


CHAPTER IV. 

M OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height 
thereof. 

2 ^ Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round in 
compass, and live cubits tne height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about 

3 And under it teas the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen , three 
looking toward the north , ami three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and tho sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

f> And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadtn, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
Mowers of lilies; and it received and 
held three thousand baths. 

G ^ He made also ten layers, and put 
live on the ripht hand, and live on the 
left, to wasli in them: such tilings as 
they offered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them ; but the sea was for 
the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form , and set 
them in the temple , live on the right 
hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, live on the right 
side , and live on the left. And he 
made an hundred basons of gold. 

3 t Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, 
and dooQJ for the court, and overlaid 
the doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right, 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

11 And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And Hu- 
ram linished the work that lie was to 
make for king Solomon for the house 
of God ; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the

on the top of the two pillars, and the 
two wreaths to cover the two pommels 
of the chapiters which were on the 
top of the pillars ; 

IB And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of pome- 
granates on each wreath, to cover 
the two pommels of the chapiters 
which wei'e upon the pillars. 

14 lie made also bases, and lavers 
made ho upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

1G The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all theft in- 
struments, did Huram his father make 
to king Solomon for the house of the 
Lord of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them , in the clay ground 
between Sueeoth and Zeredathali. 

18 'i'll us Solomon made all these ves- 
sels in great abundance: for the weight 
of the brass could not be found out 

ID f And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that were for the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set ; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, of 
pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of 
pure gold: and the entry of the house, 
the inner doors thereof for the most 
holy place, and the doors of the house 
of the temple, were of gold.

rrillJS all the work that Solomon 
JL made for the house of the Lord 
was finished : and Solomon brought 
in all the things that David his father 
had dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put he 
among the treasures of the house of 
God. 

2 T Then Solomon assembled the eld- 
ers of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto Jerusalem, to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord out of the city of David, 
which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in the seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came ; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
all the holy vessels that were in the 
tabernacle, these did the priests and 
the Levites bring up. 
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6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel that were assembled 
unto him before the ark; sacrificed 
sheep and oxen, which could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Loro unto his 
place, to the oracle of the house, into 
the most holy plate, ever) under the 
wings of the cherubims: 

8 For the cherubims spread forth their 
wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends ot the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle; but they were not seen with- 
out. And there it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put therein 
at Horeb, when the Lord made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of Egypt. 

11 5 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests that were present 
were sanctified, and did not then wait 
by course: 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, oflleman, 
of Jeduthun, with their sons and their 
brethren, being arrayed in white linen, 
having cymbals and psalteries and 
harps, stood at the east end of the 
altar, and with them an hundred and 
twenty priests sounding with trumpets: ) 

1ft It came even to pass, as the trum- 
peters and singers were as one to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Loro; and when they 
lifted up their voice with the trumpets 
and cymbals and instruments of musiek, 
and praised the Loro, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endnreth for ever: 
that then the house was tilled with a 
cloud, even the house of the Loro; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud: 
Jor the glory of the Loro had filled the 
house of God.

my people out of the land of Egypt I 
chose no city among all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house in, that my 
name might be there ; neither chose I 
any man to be a ruler over my people 
Israel: 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, that 
my name might be there; and have 
chosen David to be over my people 
Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Loan God of Israel 

8 But the Lord said to David my fa- 
ther, Forasmuch as it was in thine 
heart to build an house lor my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in thine 
heart: 

Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house: but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, he 
shall build the house for my name. 

10 The Lord therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken; for I am 
risen up in the room of* David my fa- 
ther, and am set on the throne of Is- 
rael, as the Lord promised, and have 
built the house for the name of the 
Lord God of Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the Lord, 
that he made with the children of 
Israel. 

12 ^ And he stood before the altar of 
the Lord in the presence of all the con- 
gregation of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands: 

in For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of live cubits long, and live 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the court: 
and UDon it he stood, and kneeled down 
upon his knees before all the congre- 
gation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lord God of Israel; 
(here is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which keepest cove- 
nant, and she> rest mercy unto thy ser- 
vants, that walk before thee with all 
their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him; and spakest. 
with thy mouth, and hast, fulfilled it 
wdth thine hand, as it is this day. 

1G Now therefore, O Lord God of Is- 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that which thou hast promised 
him, saying, There shall not fail thee 
a man in my sight to sit upon the 
throne of Israel; yet so that tny chil- 
dren take heed to their way to walk 
in my law, as thou hast walked be- 
fore me. 

17 Now then, O Lord God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth V behold, heaven 
and the heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee: how much less this 
house which I have built! 

1H Have respect therefore to the prayer 
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ottering and the sacrifices; and the 
glory of the Lord tilled the house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord , because 
the glory of the Lord had tilled the, 
Lord’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel 
saw how the lire came down, and the 
glory of the Loud upon the house, 
they bowed themselves with their faces 
to the ground upon the pavement, 
and worshipped, and praised the Loud, 
saying , For he is good; for his mercy 
endnreth for ever. 

4 5 Then the king and all the peo- 
ple offered sacrifices before the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacri- 
fice. of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep: so the king and all the people 
dedicated the house of God. 

G And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Levites also with instru- 
ments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise 
the Lord, because his mercy endnreth 
for ever, when David praised by their 
ministry; and the priests sounded 
trumpets before them, and all Israel 
stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat of 
the peace offerings, because the brasen 
altar which Solomon had made was 
not able to receive the burnt offerings, 
and the moat offerings,, and the fat. 

8 ^ Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Is- 
rael with him, a very groat congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath 
unto the river of Lsypt. 

1) And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, 
and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and 
merry in heart for the goodness that 
the Lord had shewed unto David, and 
to Solomon, and to Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord , and the king s house : 
and all that came into Solomon’s heart 
to make in the house of the Lord, 
and in his own house, he prosperously 
effected. 

12 t And the Lord appeared to So- 
lomon by night, and said unto him, 

I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an 
house of sacrifice. 

13 If 1 shut up heaven that there he 
no rain, or if 1 command the locusts 
to devour the land, or if I send pesti- 
lence among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called by 
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my name , shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven , and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent unto the prayer that 
is made in this place. 

1G For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever: and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I have 
commanded thee , and shalt observe 
my statutes and my judgments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of 
thy kingdom, according as I have co- 
venanted with David thy father, say- 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
to be ruler in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, 
which I have set before you, and shall 
go and serve other gods, and worship 
them ; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have 
given them; and this house, which I 
have sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to he a proverb and a byword among 
all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, 
Why hath the Lord done thus unto 
this land, and unto this house? 

22 A nd it shall be answered. Because 
they forsook the Lord God of their 
fathers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath he brought 
all this evil upon them. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

A N 1) it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Is- 
rael to dwell there. 

.T And Solomon went to Hamath-zo- 
bah, and prevailed against it 
4 And he built Tadmor in the wil- 
derness, and all the store cities, which 
he built in Hamath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the upper, 
and Beth-horon the nether, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, 
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and all that Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
throughout all the land of his domi- 
nion. 

7 J As for all the people that were 
left of the IlittiteB, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites, which were not of 
Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until 
this day. 

1) But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
chief of his captains, and captains of 
his chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the 
people. 

11 f And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had 
built for her: for he s:iid. My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are 
holy whereunto the ark of the Lord 
hath come. 

12 If Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the Loud on the altar 
of the Loud, which he had built before 
the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the now moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feast of unleavened bread, 
and in the feast of weeks, and in the 
feast of tabernacles. 

14 If And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required: the 
porters also by their courses at every 
gate: for so had David the man of 
God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the founda- 
tion of the house of the Loan, and un- 
til it was finished. So the house of the 
Lord was perfected. 

17 f Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him by the hands 
of his servants ships, and servants 
that had knowledge of the sea; and 
they went with the servants of Solo- 
mon to Ophir, and took thence four 
hundred and fifty talents of gold, and 
brought them to king Solomon. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

A N I) when the aueen of Sheba heard 
of the fame oi Solomon, she came 
to prove Solomon with hard questions 
at Jerusalem, with a very great com- 
pany, and camels that bare spices, and 
gold in abundance, and precious stones: 
and when she was come to Solomon, 
she communed with him of all that 
was in her heart 

2 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was nothing hid 
from Solomon which he told her not. 

3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attend- 
ance of his ministers, and their ap- 
parel; his cupbearers also, and their 
apparel; and his ascent by which he 
went up into the house of the Lord; 
there was no more spirit in her. 

5 And she said to the king, It was a 
true report which I heard in mine 
own land of thine acts, and of thy 
wisdom : 

0 nowbeit I believed not their words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 
it: and, behold, the one half of the 
greatness of thy wisdom was not told 
me : for thou exceedest the fame that 
I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand con- 
tinually before thee , and hear thy 
wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lord thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his 
throne, to be king for the Lord thy 
God: because thy God loved Israel, to 
establish them for ever, therefore made 
he thee king over them, to do judg- 
ment and justice. 

‘J And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of 
spices great abundance, and precious 
stones: neither was there any such 
spice as the queen of Sheba gave king 
Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Huram 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought algum 
trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
Lord, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: and 
thorc were none such seen before in 
tho land of Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So she 
turned, and went away to her own 
land, she and her servants. 
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13 1 Now tlio weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threescore and six talents 
of gold; 

11 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the coun- 
try brought gold and silvor to So- 
lomon. 

15 t And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold went 
to one target. 

13 And three hundred shields mode 
he of beaten gold: three hundred she- 
kels of gold went to one shield. And 
the king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
mere fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting place, and 
two lions standing by the stays: 

13 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps. There was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

20 t And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all 
the vessels of the house of the forest 
of Lebanon were of pure gold : none 
mere of. silver; it was not any tiling 
accounted of in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tar- 
shish witli the servants of Muram: 
every three years once came the ships 
of Tarshish bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wis- 
dom. 

23 If And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon , to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put 
in his heart. 

2d And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver , and vessels 
of gold , and raiment, harness, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

25 If And Solomon had four thou- 
sand stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he 
bestowed in the chariot cities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

2G U And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river evon unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the bor- 
der of Egypt. 

27 And the king made silver in Je- 
rusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycomorc trees that 
{ire in the low plains in abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all 
lands. 
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29 1 Now tli« rest of the acta of So- 
lomon , first and last , are they not 
written in the book of Nathan the pro- 
phet, and in the prophecy of Ahijah 
the Shilouite , and in tho visions of 
Iddo the seer against Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem 
over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his fa- 
thers, and he was buried in the city 
of David his father: and Kehoboam 
his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER X. 

A N D Kehoboam went to Shechem : 

for to Shechem were all Israel 
come to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was in 
Egypt, whither he had tied from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard 
it, that Jeroboam returned out of 
Egypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. So 
Jeroboam and all Israel came and 
spake to Kehoboam, saying, 
i Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefore ease thou some- 
what the grievous servitude of thy 
father , and his heavy voke that he 
put upon us, and we will serve thee. 
5 Ami he said unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. And 
the people departed. 
t> U And king Kehoboam took coun- 
sel with the old men that had stood 
before Solomon bis father while he yet 
lived, saying, What counsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him,, saying, 
If thou be kind to this people , ami 
please them, and speak good words to 
them , they will be thy servants for 
ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took coun- 
sel with the young men that were 
brought up with him, that stood be- 
fore him, 

9 And he said unto them, What ad- 
vice give ye that we may return an- 
swer to this people, which have spo- 
ken to me, saying, Ease somewhat the 
yoke that thy father did put upon us? 
10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that *spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, hut 
make thou it somewhat lighter for us; 
thus shalt thou say unto them, My 
little Jinger shall be thicker than my 
father’s loins. 

1 1 For whereas my father put a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will put more to 
your yoke: my father chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions. 
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12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Kehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saving, Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly; and king Kehoboam forsook 
the counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the ad- 
vice of the young men, saying, My 
father made your yoke heavy, but 1 
will add thereto: my father chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of God, 
that the Lord might perform his word, 
which he spake by the hand of Ahijah 
the Shilonite to Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat. 

16 t And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hearken unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David? and 
we have none inheritance in the son 
of Jesse: every man to your tents, () 
Israel: and now, David, see to thine 
own house. So all Israel went to their 
tents. 

17 But as for the. children of Israel 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, Re 
hoboam reigned over them. 

IK Then king Rehohoam sent Ha- 
dorani that was over* the tribute; and 
the children of Israel stoned him with 
stones, that he died. Hut king Reho 
hoatn made speed to get him up to 
his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

ID And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 


CHARTER XI. 

A ND when Kehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he gathered of the 
house of Judah and Benjamin an hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors , to tight 
against Israel, that he might bring the 
kingdom again to Kehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came to 
Nhemaiah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Kehoboam the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and to all Is- 
rael in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not 
go up, nor tight against your brethren: 
return every man to his house: for 
this thing is done of me. And they 
obeyed the words of the Lord, and re- 
turned from going against Jeroboam. 

5 ! And Kehoboam dwelt in Jeru- 
salem, and built cities for defenco in 
Judah. 

fl He built even Beth-lehem, and 
Etam, and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and Adul- 
lam, 

& And Gath, and Mareshah, and Zipli, 
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9 And Adoraim, and Lacliish, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and He- 
bron, which are in Judah and in Ben- 
jamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store 
of victual, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 f And the priests and the Levites 
that were in all Israel resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and 
his sons had cast them off from exe- 
cuting the priest’s office unto the 
Lord : 

15 And he ordained him priests for 
the high places, and for the devils, 
and for the calves which he had made. 

lb And after them out of all the tribes 
of Israel such as set their hearts 
to seek the Lord God of Israel came 
to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah, and made Kehoboam the son 
of Solomon strong, three years: for 
three >^ears they walked in the way 
of David and Solomon. 

18 ^ And Kehoboam took him Maha- 
lath the daughter of Jerimoth the son 
of David to wife , and A hi hail the 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; 

19 Which bare him children; Jeush, 
and Shamnriah, and Zaham. 

20 And after her he took Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom; which bare 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

21 And Kehoboam loved Maachah the 
daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines: (tor he took 
eighteen wives, and threescore concu- 
bines; and begat twenty and eight 
sons, and threescore daughters.) 

22 And Kehoboam made Abijah the 
son of Maachah the chief, to he ruler 
among his brethren: for he thought to 
make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his children throughout all 
the countries of Judah and Benjamin, 
unto every fenced city: and he gave 
them victual in abundance. And he 
desired many wives. 


CHAPTER XIL 


A N D it came to nass, when Reho- 
boam had established the kingdom, 
and had strengthened himself, he for- 
sook the law of the Lord, and all Is- 
rael with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the 
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fifth year of king Rehohoam Shieliak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, because they had transgressed 
against the Lord, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and 
the people were without number that 
came with him out of Egypt ; the Lu- 
bims, the Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. 
4 . And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and came 
to Jerusalem. 

5 ^ Then came Shemaiah the pro- 
phet to Rehoboam, and to the princes 
of Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the Loan, 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the hand of 
Shishak. 

f> Whereupon the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, The Loan is righteous. 

7 And when the Loan saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lord came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; therefore 
1 will not destroy them , but I will 
grant them some deliverance; and my 
wrath shall not be poured out upon 
.Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his ser- 
vants; that they may know my ser- 
vice, and the service of the kingdoms 
of the countries. 

9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of the Loud, 
and the treasures of the king’s house ; 
lie took all: he carried away also the 
shields of gold which Solomon had 
made. 

10 Instead of which king Rehoboam 
made shields of brass, and committed 
theta to the hands of the chief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 

ti And when the king entered into 
the house of the Lord, the guard came 
and fetched thorn , and brought them 
again into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether; and also in Judah things 
went well. 

13 ^ So king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: for 
Rehoboam mas one and forty years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, 
the city which the Loan had chosen 
out of all the tribes of Israel, to put 
bis name there. And his mother’s name 
was Naamah an Ammonitess. 

H And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the Loan. 

1T> Now the acts of Rehoboam, tirst 
and last, are they not written in the 
laa Shemaiah the prophet, and of 
Iddo the seer concerning genealogies V 
And there were wars between Reho- 
boam and .leroboam continually. 
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1C And Hehobonm slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David: and Abijah his son reigned in 
liis stead. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

N OW in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusa- 
lem. His mother’s name also was Mi- 
chaiah the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. 
And there was war between Abijah 
and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men: Jeroboam also set the battle in 
array against him with eight hundred* 
thousand chosen men , being mighty 
men of valour. 

4 % And Abijah stood up upon mount 
Zemaraim, which is in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, 
and all Israel; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Israel gave the kingdom 
over Israel to David for ever, even to 
him and to his sons by a covenant of 
salj; ? 

f> Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the 
servant of Solomon the son of David, 
is risen up, and hath rebelled against 
bis lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender- 
hearted, and could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lord in the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye be a great mul- 
titude, and there are with you golden 
calves, which Jeroboam made you for 
gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests 
of the Lord, the sons of Aaron, and 
the Lcvites, and have made you priests 
after the manner of the nations of 
other lands V sp that whosoever cometh 
to cousecrate himself with a young 
bullock and seven rams, the same may' 
he a priest of them that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the Lord, are the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites wait upon tfieir business: 

11 And they burn unto the Lord 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set ihetj in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn evenr evening: for we keep 
the charge of the Lord our God; but 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, beholdj God himself is with 
us for our captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
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you, 0 children of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lord God of your fathers ; 
for ye shall not prosper. 

13 T But Jeroboam caused an ain- 
bushment to come about behind them : 
so they were before Judah, and the 
ambusnment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and be- 
hind: and they cried unto the Lord, 
and the priests sounded with tiie 
trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Judah shout- 
ed, it came to pass, that God smote 
Jeroboam and all Israel before Abijah 
and Judah. 

10 And the children of Israel fled be- 
fore Judah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero- 
boam, and took cities from him, Beth- 
el with the towns thereof, and Jesha- 
nali with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah : 
and the Lord struck him, and he (lied. 

21 If But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives , and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are 
written in the story of the prophet 
Iddo. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


S O Abiiah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of Da- 
vid: and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead. In his days the land was quiet 
ten years. 

2 And Asa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God: 

3 For he took aw r ay the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, anti 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lord God of their fathers, and to do 
the law and the commandment. 

6 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 f And he built fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: for the land had rest, and he had 
no war in those years; because the 
Lord had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 
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us build these cities, and make abotit 
them walls, and towers, gates, and bars, 
while the land is yet before us; be- 
cause we have sought the Lord our 
God, we have sought him , and he hath 
given us rest on every side. So they 
built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men of 
valour. 

9 And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of 
a thousand thousand, and three hun- 
dred chariots; and catne untoMareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Loro his 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing with 
thee to help, whether with many, or 
with them, that have no power: help 
us, () Lord our God; for we rest on 
thee, and ’in thy name Ave go against 
this multitude. () Lord, thou art our 
God; let not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the Loud smote the Ethiopians 
before Asa, and before Judah; and the 
Ethiopians fled. 

Ill And Asa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gerar: 
and the Ethiopians Avere overthrown, 
that they could not recover themselves; 
for they Avere destroyed before the Lord, 
and before his host; and they carried 
away very much spoil. 

11 And they smote all the cities round 
about Gerar; for the fear of the Loro 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities; for there was exceeding 
much spoil in them. 

Id They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried UAvay sheep and camels in 
abundance, and returned to Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER XV. 


A X D the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And lie Avent out to 'meet Asa, and 
said unto him, Hear ye me, Asa, and 
all Judah and Benjamin; The Loan is 
with you, Avhile ye be with him; and 
if ye seek him, he will he found of you; 
hut if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 
J Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and Avith- 
out a teaching priest, and Avithout law. 
1 But Avhen they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lord God of Israel, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexations 
were upon all the inhabitants of the 
countries. 

0 And nation Avas destroyed of nation, 
and eitv of city : for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 
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7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak : for your work 
ffiall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took courage, and put away 
the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Beniamin, and out 
of the cities which he nad taken from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the altar 
of the Lord, that ioa.8 before the porch 
of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin, ana the strangers with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and 
out of Simeon: for they fell to him 
out of Israel in abundance, when thev 
saw that the Lord his God was with 
him. 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and 
seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a covenant 
to seek the Lord God of their fathers 
with all their heart and with all their 
soul; 

18 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be nut 
to death, whether small or great, whe- 
ther man or woman. 

14. And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath : for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their whole 
desire; and he was found of them : and 
the Lord gave them rest round about. 

16 t And also concerning Maachah the 
mother of Asa the king, he removed 
her from being queen, because she had 
made an idol in a grove : and Asa cut 
down her idol, and stamped it, and 
burnt it at the brook Kidron. 

17 But the high places .were not taken 
away out of Israel : nevertheless 
the heart of Asa was perfect all his 
days. 

18 f And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father had 
dedicatedj and that he himself had de- 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto 
the five and thirtieth year of the reign 
of Asa. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

I N the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa Baasha king of Israel 
came up against Judah, and built Ha- 
mah, to the intent that he might let 
none go out or come in to Asa king 
of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lord and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
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and thy father: behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break thy 
league with Baasiia king of Israel, that 
he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities or Israel ; and 
they smote Ijtm, and Dan, and Abel- 
maim, and all the store cities of Naphtali. 

f> And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard it, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

0 Then Asa the king took all Judah; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where- 
with Baasha was building; and he built 
therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

7 t And at that time Ilanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast relied on 
the king of Syria, and not relied on 
the Loan thy God, therefore is the 
host of the king of Syria escaped out 
of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen V yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lord, he deli- 
vered them into thine hand. 

9 For the eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth, 
to shew himself strong in the behalf 
of them whose heart is perfect toward 
him. Herein thou hast done foolishly: 
therefore from henceforth thou shalt 
have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a prison house; for he 
was in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the 
people the same time. 

11 1 And, behold, the acts of Asa, first 
and last, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet , until his disease was exceeding 
great: vet in his disease he sought not 
to the Lord, but to the physicians. 

18 t And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres , which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and laid 
him in the bed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of spices 
prepared by the apothecaries’ art: and 
they made a very great burning for him. 


CHAPTER XVII. 
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A N D Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
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fenced cities of Judah , and set garri- 
sons in the land of Judah, and in the 
ci, is of Ephraim, which Asa his father 
had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jehoshaphat, 
because he walked in the first ways of 
his father David, and sought not unto 
Baalim ; 

4 But sought to the LORD God of 
his father , and walked in his com- 
mandments, and not after the doings 
of Israel. 

f> Therefore the Lord stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents: ami 
he had riches and honour in abundance. 

fi And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lord: moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

7 t Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to his princes, even to 
Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and to Ze- 
chariah, and to Nethaneel, and to 
Michaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 

8 And with them he sent Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijah, and Tob- adonijah, Le- 
vites: and with them Klishama and 
Jchoram, priests. 

U And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all 
the cities of Judah, and taught the people. 

10 f And the fear of the Lord fell upon 
all the kingdoms of the lands that were 
round about Judah, so that they made 
no war against Jehoshaphat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines brought 
Jehoshaphat presents, and tribute silver; 
and the. Arabians brought him docks, 
seven thousand and seven hundred 
rams, and seven thousand and seven 
hundred he goats. 

12 ! And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built in Judah 
castles, and cities of store. 

13 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah: and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jerusalem, 

14 And these are the numbers of them 
according to the house of their fathers: 
Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Adnah the chief, and with him mighty 
men of valour three hundred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hundred 
and fourscore thousand. 

lfi And pext him was Amasiah the 
son of Zichri, who willingly ofiered 
himself unto the Lord; and with liiui 
two hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour. 

17 And of* Benjamin ; Eliada a mighty 
man of valour, and with him armed 
men with bow and shield two hundred 
thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehozabad, and 
with him an hundred' and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 
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19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Judah, 


CHAPTER XVIIL 

N OW Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance , and joined 
affinity with Ahab. 

2 And after certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in abun- 
dance, and for the people that he had 
with him, and persuaded him to go up 
with him to Ramoth-gilead. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
dehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth-gilead? And he 
answered him , l am as thou art, and 
my people as thy people; and we will 
be with thee in the war. 

4 U And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel , Enquire , I pray thee, 
at the word of the Loro to day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel gathered 
together of prophets four hundred men, 
and said unto them, Shall we go to 
Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I for- 
bear? And they said, Go up; for God 
will deliver it into the king’s hand. 

6 Rut Jehoshaphat said. Is there not 
here a prophet of the Loan besides, 
that we might enquire of him? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat , There is yet one man, 
by whom we may enquire of the Loan: 
but 1 hate him; for ho never prophesied 
good unto me. but always evil: the 
same is Micaiah the sou of Imla. And 
Jehoshaphatsaid, Let not thekiugsuy so. 

8 And the king of Israel called lor 
one of fits ofliers, and said. Fetch 
quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat king of Judah sat either of 
them on his throne , clothed in their 
robes, and they sat in a void place at 
the entering in of the gate of Samaria; 
and all the prophets prophesied before 
them. 

10 AndZedekiah the sou of Chenaanah 
had made him horns of iron, and said, 
Thus saith the Lord, With these thou 
shalt push Syria until they be con- 
sumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper: for the Lord shall deliver 
it into the baud of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying, Be- 
hold, the words of the prophets declare 
good to the king with one assent; let 
thy word therefore, I pray thee, be like 
one of their’s, and speak thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
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liveth , even what my God saith , that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Micaiah, 
shall we go to liamoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall I forbear V And he said, Go 
ye up, and prosper, and they shall be 
delivered into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the Lord V 

16 Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the Lord 
said, These have no master; let them 
return therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said to Je- 
hoshaphat , Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophesy good unto me, 
but evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Loan; 1 saw the Lord 
sitting upon his throne , and all the 
host of heaven standing on his right 
hand and oh his left. 

19 And the Loud said, Who shall entice 
Ahab king of Israel, that he may go 
up and tail at Ramoth-gilead? And 
one spake saying after this manner, 
and another saying after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, I will 
entice him. And the Lord said unto 
him | Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be 
a lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And the LORD said, Thou 
shaft entice him, and thou slialt also 
prevail: go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of these thy prophets, ami the Lord 
hath spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
mianah came near, and smote Micaiah 
upon the cheek, and said, Which way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me 
to speak unto thee? 

24 And Micaiah said, Rehold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou slialt 
go into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

25 Then the king of Israel said, 'l ake 
ye Micaiah , and carry him back to 
Ainon the governor of the city , and 
to Joash the king’s son; 

2G And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I return in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said, If thou certainly 
return in peace, then hath not the Lord 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up to 
liamoth-gilead. 

29 Aud the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle ; but put thou 
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on thy robes. So the king of Israel 
disguised himself; and they went to 
the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him , saying , Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only with 
the king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jehosha- 
phat, that they said, It is the king of 
Israel. Therefore they compassed about 
him to fight: but Jehoshapliat cried 
out, and the Loan helped him; and 
God moved them to depart from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back again from pursuing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of Is- 
rael between the joints of the harness: 
therefore he said to his chariot man, 
Turn thine hand, that thou mayest car rv 
me out of the host; for I am wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that day : 
howbeit the king of Israel stayed Aim- 
self up in his chariot against the Syrians 
until the even: and about the time of 
the sun going down he died. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

A ND Jehoshaphat the king of .Tudah 
returned to his house in peace to 
Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him , and said 
to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that 
hate the Lord? therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast taken 
away the groves out of the land , and 
hast prepared thine heart to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusa- 
lem: and he went out again through 
the people from Iieer- sheba to mount 
Ephraim, and brought them back unto 
the Lord God of their fathers. 

5 If And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Ju- 
dah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take heed 
what ye do: for ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lord, who is with you in 
the judgment 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you; take heed and do 
it: for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of persons, 
nor taking of gifts. 

8 5 Moreover in Jerusalem did Jeho- 
shaphat set of the Levites, and of the 
priests, and of the chief of the fathers 
of Israel, for the judgment of the Lord, 
and for controversies, when they re- 
turned to Jerusalem. 
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9 And he charged them, saying, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the Loan, 
faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall come 
to you of your brethren that dwell in 
their cities, between blood and blood, 
between law and commandment, sta- 
tutes and judgments, ye shall even 
warn them that they trespass not 
against the Lord, and so wrath come 
upon you, and upon your brethren: 
this do, and ye shall not trespass. 

11 And, behold, Amariah the chief 
priest is over you in all matters of 
the Lord; and Zebadiah the son of 
Ishinael, the ruler of the house of Ju- 
dah, for all the king’s matters: also 
the Levites shall be officers before you. 
Deal courageously, and the Lord shall 
be with the good. 


CHAPTER XX. 

I T came to pass after this also, that 
the children of Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and with them other 
beside the Ammonites, came against 
.Ichoshaphat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
Jehoshaphat, saying, There coineth a 
great multitude against thee from be- 
yond the sea on this side Syria; and, 
behold, they be in Hazazon-tamar, which 
is Kn-gedi. 

9 And .Tehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek the Lord , and pro- 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. 

■1 And Judah gathered themselves 
together, to ask help of the Lord: even 
out of all the cities of Judah they 
came to seek the Lord. 

5 H And Jehoshaphat stood in the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusalem, 
in the house of the Lord, before the 
new court, 

(5 And said, O Lord God of our fa- 
thers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the king- 
doms of the heathen? and in thine 
hand is there not power and might, so 
that none is able to withstand thee ? 

7 Art not tlmu our God , who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gnvest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever? 

K And they dwelt therein , and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or 
famine , we stand before this house, 
and in thy presence, (for thy name is 
in this house,) and cry unto thee in 
our affliction, then thou wilt hear and 
help. 

10 And now, behold, the children of 
Ammon and Moab and mount Seir, 
whom thou wouldest not let Israel in- 
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vade, -when thev came oiU of the land 
of Egypt, but they turned from them, 
and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, 1 say , horn thejr reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy pos- 
session, which thou hast given us to 
inherit 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them ? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh against 
us; neither know we *what to do: but 
our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Loro, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 f Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the son 
of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Le- 
vite of the sons of Asaph , came the 
Spirit of the Lord in the midst of the 
congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Ju- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith 
the Lord unto you, Be not afraid nor 
dismayed by reason of this great mul- 
titude; for the battle is not your’s, but 
God's. 

Id To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
did' of Ziz ; and ye shall ti rid them at 
the end of the brook, before the wil- 
derness of J cruel. 

17 Ye shall not need to light in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye still, 
and see the salvation of the Lord with 
you, () Judah and Jerusalem: fear 
not, nor he dismayed; to morrow go 
out against them: for the Lord will be 
with you. 

IS And Jehoshaphat bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem fell before the Lord, worshipping 
the Lord. 

l'J And the Levites, of the children 
of the Kohathites, and of the children 
of the Korhites, stood up to praise the 
Lord God of Israel with a loud voice 
on high. 

20 1 And they rose e;irly in the 
morning, and went forth into the wil- 
derness of Tekoa: and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jerusalem; Believe in the Loud 
your God, so shall ye he established; 
believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with 
the people, lie appointed singers unto 
the Lord, and that should praise the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out 
before the armv , and to say , Praise 
the Lord; for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

22 T And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set ambush- 
men ts against the children of Ammon, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were 
come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. 

. 23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay and de- 
stroy them: and when they had made 
an end of the inhabitants of Seir, every 
one helped to destroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch tower in the wilderness , they 
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looked unto the multitude, and, be- 
hold, they were dead bodies fallen to 
the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil of 
them , they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more than 
they could carry away: and they were 
three days in gathering of the spoil, it 
was so much. 

26 T And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of 
Berachah; for there they blessed the 
Lord: therefore the name of the same 
place was called, The valley of Be- 
rachah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat 
in the forefront of them, to go again 
to Jerusalem with joy; for the Lord 
had made them to rejoice over their 
enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem with 
psalteries and harps and trumpets 
unto the house of the Lord. 

*211 And the fear of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries when 
they had heard that the Lord fought 
against the enemies of Israel 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat vjas 
quiet: for his God gave him rest round 
about 

31 f And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and tive years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and live years in Je- 
rusalem. And his mothers name was 
Azubah the daughter of Sbillii. 

32 And he walked in the way of Asa 
his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord. 

33 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away: for as yet the people had 
not prepared their hearts unto the 
God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, lirst and last, behold, they 
are written in the book of Jehu the 
son of Hanani , who is mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

35 t And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aha- 
ziah king of Israel , who did very 
wickedly: 

3G And he joined himself with him to 
make ships to go to Tarshish: and 
they made the ships in Eziou-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah 
of Mareshah prophesied against Jeho- 
shaphat, saying, Because thou hast 
joined thyself with Ahaziah, the Loro 
hath broken thy works. And the ships 
were broken, that they were not able 
to go to Tarshish. 


CHAPTER XXI. 

N OW Jehoshaphat slept with his. 

fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And Je- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
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and Shephatiah: all these were the 
sons of Jehoshaph&t king of Israel. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, andofpre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: but the kingdom gave he to Je- 
ll oram; because lie was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of bjs father, he streng- 
thened himself, and slew all his bre- 
thren with the sword, and divers also 
of the princes of Israel. 

5 ^ Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when lie began to reign , and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

G And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab: for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and lie wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Loan. 

7 Howboit the Loan would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, ami as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 

8 f In his days the Edomites revolt- 
ed from under the dominion of Judah,' 
and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
the Edomites which compassed him in, 
and the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Dilmah 
revolt from under his hand; because 
he had forsaken the Lord God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, ann caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com- 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. 

12 f And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord God of David thy fa- 
ther, Because thou hast not walked in 
tiie ways of Jehoshaphat thy father, 
nor in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made Ju- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to go a whoring, like to the whore- 
doms of the house of Ahab , and also 
hast slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
house, which were bettor than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods: • 

15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of tby bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 ^ Moreover the Lord stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
listines,’ and of the Arabians, that ivere 
near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives ; so that there was never 
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a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the 
youngest" of his sons. 

18 If And after all this the Loan 
smote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. 

19 And it came to pass , that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason of 
his sickness: so he died of sore disea- 
ses. And his people made no burning 
for him, like the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem eight years, and departed 
without being desired. Howbeit they 
buried him in the city of David, but 
not in the sepulchres of the kings. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

A N D the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead : for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So Alm- 
ziah the son of Jehoram king of , Judah 
reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old tons Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and lie 
reigned one year in Jerusalem, llis 
mother’s name also urns Atlmliah the 
daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Aliah: for his mother was 
his counsellor to do wickedly. 

J Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Loan like the house of A hah: 
for they were his counsellors after the 
death of his father to his destruction. 

5 t He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Aliah king of Israel to war against 
Iiazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gilcad : 
and the Syrians smote Jorum. 

b And he returned to be healed in 
Jezrccl because of the wounds which 
were given him at Hamah, when he 
fought with Iiazael king of Syria. And 
Azariah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram the 
son of Aliah at Jezroel, because lie 
was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of Cod by coming to Joram: for 
when ho was como, be went out with 
Jehoram against Jehu the son of 
Nimslii, whom tho Lord had anointed 
to cut oil' the house of Aliah. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the prin- 
ces of Judah, and the sons of the bre- 
thren of Ahaziah, that ministered to 
Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 And' he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sama- 
ria,) and brought him to Jehu: and 
when they had slain him, they buried 
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him : Because, said they, he is the son 
of Jehoshaphat, who sought the Lord 
with all liis heart So the house of 
Ahuziah had no power to keep still 
the kingdom. 

10 f But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziali saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah. 

11 But .lehoslmbeatli, the daughter of 
the king, took Joasli the son of Aha- 
ziali, and stole him from among the 
king’s sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse in a bedchamber. 
So .lehoslmbeatli, the daughter of king 
Jehoram , the wife of Jehoiada the 
priest, (for she was the sister of Aha- 
ziali, ) hid him from Athaliah, so that 
she slew him not 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of Clod six years: and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 


CHAPTER XXITI. 

A ND in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son 
of Jeroham, and Ishmael the soli of 
dehohanan, and Azariah the son of 
()l>ed, and Maaseiah the son of Adaiah, 
and Klishaphat the son of Zicliri, into 
covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, and 
gathered the Levites out of all the 
cities of Judah, and the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, and they came to 
Jerusalem. 

And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house 
of God. And he said unto them, Be- 
hold, the king’s son shall reign, as the 
Loan hath said of the sons of David. 
4 This is the thing that ye shall do; 
A third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the Le- 
vites, shall be porters of the doors; 
f> And a third part shall be at the 
king’s house; and a third part, at, the 
gate of the foundation: and all the 
people shall be in the courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

C> But let none come into the house 
of the Loan, save the priests, and they 
that minister of the Levites; they shall 
go in, for they are holy: hut all the 
people shall keep the watch of the 
Loro. 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with 
his weapons in his hand; and whoso- 
ever else cometli into the house, lie 
shall be put to death : hut he ye with 
the king when lie cometli in, and when 
he goeth out. 

H So the Levites and all Judah did 
Recording to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that were 
to go out on the sabbath : for Jehoiada 
the priest dismissed not the courses. 

9 Aloreover Jehoiada the priest de- 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
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spears, and bucklers, and shields, that 
had hem king David’s, which were in 
the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made him 
kin$. And Jehoiada and his sons 
anointed him, and said, God save the 
king. 

12 *1 Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and prais- 
ing the king, she came to the people 
into the house of the Lord: 

IB And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering 
in, and the princes and the trumpets 
by the king: and all the people of the 
land rejoiced, and sounded with trum- 
pets, also the singers with instruments 
of musick, and such as taught to sing 
praise. Then Athaliah rent her clothes, 
and said, Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and 
whoso followeth her, let him be slain 
with the sword. For the priest said, 
Slay her not in the house of the Lord. 

If) So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering of 
the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16 f And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between him . and between all the 
people , and between the king , that 
they should be the Lord’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in 
pieces, and slew Mattan the priest of 
Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the offices 
of the house of the Lord by the hand 
of the priests the Levites, whom Da- 
vid had distributed in the house of the 
Lord, to offer the burnt offerings of 
the Lord, as it is written in the law of 
Moses, with rejoicing and with singing, 
as it teas ordained by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the gates 
of the house of the Lord, that none 
which was unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and' the gover- 
nors of the people, and all the people 
of the land, and brought down the 
king from the house of the Lord: and 
they came through the high $ate into 
the king’s house, and set the king upon 
the throne of the kingdom. 
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21 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced: and the citv was quiet, after 
that they* had slain Athaliah with the 
sword. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

J OASH was seven years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
forty years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Joash did that which was right 
in the sight of the Loro all the days 
of Jehoiada the priest. 

J And Jehoiada took for him two wives ; 
and he begat sons and daughters. 

4 1 And it came to pass after this, 
that Joash was minded to repair the 
house of the Lord. 

5 And he gathered together the priests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Judah, and gather 
of all Israel money to repair the house 
of your God from year to year , and 
see that ye hasten the matter. Howbeit 
the Levites hastened it not. 
fi And the king called for Jehoiada 
the chief, and said unto him. Why 
hast thou not required of the Levites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of 
Jerusalem the collection, according to 
the commandment of Moses the servant 
of the Lord , and of the congregation 
of Israel, for the tabernacle of witness? 
7 For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God: and also all the dedicated things 
of tne house of the Lord did they 
bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house of the Lord. 
1) And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring 
in to the Lord the collection that Mo- 
ses the servant of God laid upon Israel 
in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest , until they had 
made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Le- 
vites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king’H scribe 
and the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied the chest, and took, it, and 
carried it to his place again. Thus 
they did day by (lay, and gathered 
money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the ser- 
vice of the house of the Lord, and 
hired masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of the Lord, and also such 
as wrought iron and brass to mend 
the house of the Lord. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his state, and 
strengthened it 

14 And when they had finished it , 
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they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jehoiada, whereof 
were made vessels for the house of 
the Loro, even vessels to minister, and 
to offer withal, and spoons, and vessels 
of gold and silver. And they offered 
burnt offerings in the house of the Loud 
continually all the days of Jehoiada. 

15 ^ Hut Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when lie died; an 
hundred and thirty years old was he 
when he died. 

lb And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because lie 
had done good in Israel, both toward 
God, and toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the prineos of Judah, and made 
obeisance to the king. Then the king 
hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the 
Loro God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols: and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them , to 
bring them again unto the Loro; and 
they testified against them; hut they 
would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the 
priest, which stood above the people, 
and said unto them. Thus saith God, 
Whv transgress ye the commandments 
of the Loro, that ye cannot prosper? 
because ye have forsaken the Lord, 
he hath also forsaken you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
commandment of the king in the court 
of the house of the Lord. 

22 Thus Joasli the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son. And when he died, he said, The 
Lord look upon it, and require it.. 

23 1 And it came to pass at the end 
of the year, that the host of Syria came 
up against him: and they came to Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem, and destroyed all 
the princes of the people from among 
the people, and sent all the spoil of 
them unto the king of Damascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lord delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lord God of their fathers. So they 
executed judgment against Joasli. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases,) his own servants conspired 
against him for the hlood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and they bu- 
ried him in the city of David, but they 
buried him not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 

20 And these are they that conspired 
against him; Zubad the son of Shi- 
ineath an Ammonitess, and Jeho/abad 
the son of tfhimrith a Moabitess. 

27 ! Now concerning his sons, and 
the greatness of the burdens fawr/upon 
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him, and the repairing of Uie house 
of God, behold, they am written in 
the story of the book of the kings. 
And Amaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

A MAZIAH was twenty and five 
years okL/ite lie began to reign, 
and he reigned twenty and nine years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was .lehoaddan of Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Loan, but not with 
a perfect heart 

3 ^ Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him. that 
he slew liis servants that had killed 
the king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, but 
did as it is written in the law in the 
book of Moses, where the Lord com- 
manded, saying, The fathers shall not 
die for the children, neither shall the 
children die for the fathers, but every 
man shall die for his own sin. 

5 f Moreover Amaziah gathered Ju- 
dah together, and made them captains 
over thousands , and captains over 
hundreds, according to the houses of 
their fathers, throughout all Judah 
and Benjamin: and he numbered them 
from twenty years old and above, and 
found them three hundred thousand 
choice men , able to go forth to war, 
that could handle spear and shield. 

(5 He hired also an hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel 
for an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, 0 king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the Lord 
is not with Israel, to wit , with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

H But if thou wilt go, do it, be strong 
for the battle: Goa shall make thee 
fall before the enemy: for God hath 
power to help, and to cast down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the *man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel? And the man 
of God answered, The Lord is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, to 
wit, the army that was come to him 
out of Ephraim, to go home again: 
wherefore* their anger was greatly 
kindled against Judah,' and they re- 
turned home in great anger. 

11 J And Amaziah strengthened him- 
self, and led forth his people, and went 
to the valley of salt, and smote of the 
children of Neir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did the children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 f But the soldiers of the army 
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which Amaziah sent back, that thev 
should not go with him to battle, fell 
upon the cities of Judah, from Sama- 
ria even unto Beth-horon, and smote 
three thousand of them, and took 
much spoil. 

14 ^ Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaughter 
of the Edomites, that he brought the 
gods of the children of Seir , and set 
them up to be his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burned 
incense unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the Loan 
was kindled against Amaziah. and he 
sent unto him a prophet, winch said 
unto him, Whv hast thou sought after 
the gods of the people, which could 
not deliver their own people out of 
thine hand? 

1G And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel? 
forbear; why shouldest thou be smit- 
ten ? Then the prophet forbare , and 
said, I know that God hath determined 
to destroy thee, because thou hast 
done this, and hast not hearkened unto 
my counsel. 

17 ! Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Jonah, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king 
of Israel, saying, Come, let us see one 
another in the face. 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that was in Lebanon sent to 
the cedar that was in Lebanon, say 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife: and there passed by a wild beast 
that vms in Lebanon, and trode down 
the thistle. 

l l J Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten 
the Edomites; and tiling heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at home; 
why shouldest thou meddle to thine 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; for 
it came of God , that he might deliver 
them iato the hand qf their enemies, 
because they sought after the gods of 
Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of Ju- 
dah, at Beth-shemesh, which belongeth 
to Judah. . 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled fvUry man 
to his tent 

2J And Joash the king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, at Beth- 
shemesh, and brought him to Jerusa- 
lem, and brake down the wall of Je- 
rusalem from the gate of Ephraim to 
the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Obed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 ^ And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
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Joaah son of Jehoalia/. king of Israel 
fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Aina- 
ziah, first and last, behold, are they 
not written in the book of the kings 
of Judah and Israel? 

27 T Now after the time that Ama- 
ziali did turn away from following the 
Loan they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem; and he tied to Ea- 
ch ish : but thev sent to Laehish after 
him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers in 
the city of Judah. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 

fpHEN all the people of Judah took 
A Uzziah, who wax sixteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of 
his father Amaziah. 

2 He built Kloth, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

J Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
and two years in Jerusalem. His mo- 
ther’s name also was Jecoliah of Je- 
rusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Amaziah did. 
f» And he sought God in the days of 
Zechariah, who had understanding in 
the visions of God : and as long as he 
sought the Lord, God made him to 
prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake down 
the wall of Gath , and the wall of 
Jabrieh, and the wall of Ashdod , and 
built cities about Ashdod, and among 
the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to 
Uzziah: and his name spread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he strengthened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning of 
the wall, and fortified them. 

JO Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country, 
and in the plains: husbandmen also , 
and vinedressers in the mountains, 
and in Carmel: for he loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
lighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of 
their account by the hand of Jeiel the 
scribe .and Maaseiah the ruler, under 
the hand of Hananiah , one of the 
king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of va- 
lour were two thousand and six hun- 
dred. 
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IB And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and live hundred, that 
made war with mighty power, to help 
the king against the enemy. 

14. And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields , and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem engines, 
invented by eunning men, to be on 
the towers and upon the bulwarks 
to shoot arrows and great stones with- 
al. And his name spread far abroad; 
for he was marvellously helped, till 
he was strong. 

10 H But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruction: 
lor he transgressed against the Lord 
his God, and went into the temple of 
the Lord to burn incense upon the 
altar of incense. 

17 And Azariah the priest went in 
after him , and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lord, tluit were valiant 
men : 

18 And they withstood IJzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It appertaineth 
not unto thee, IJzziah, to burn incense 
unto the Lord, but to the priests the 
sons of Aaron, that are consecrated 
to burn incense: go out of the sanc- 
tuary; for thou hast trespassed; nei- 
ther shall it be for thine honour from 
the Lord God. 

19 Then IJzziah was wroth, and had 
a censer in his hand to burn incense : 
and while he was wroth with the priests, 
the leprosy even rose up in his fore- 
head before the priests In the house 
of the Lord, from beside the incense 
altar. 

20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out from thence; 
yea, himself hasted also to go out, be- 
cause the Lord had smitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt 
in a several house, being a leper j for 
he was cut off from the house ol the 
Lord: and Jotham his son was over 
the king’s house, judging the people 
of the land. 

22 t Now the rest of the acts of Uz- 
ziah, first and last, did Isaiah the pro- 
phet, the son of Ainoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the field of the burial which belonged 
to the kings; for they said, He is a 
leper; and Jotham his son reigned in 
his stead. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

J OTHAM was twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign , and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Jerushah, 
the daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
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the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Uzziah did: howbeit he 
entered not into the temple of the 
Lord. And the people did yet corruptly. 
3 He built the high gate of the house 
of the Lord, and on the wall of Ophel 
he built much. 

4. Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the forests 
he built castles and towers. 

5 1 He fought also with the king of 
the Ammonites, and prevailed against 
them. And tha children of Ammon 
gave him the same year an hundred 
talents of silver , and ten thousand 
measures of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the 
second year, and the third. 

U So Jotham became mighty, because 
he prepared his ways before the Lord 
bis God. 

7 If Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
tham, and all his wars, and his ways, 
lo, they are written in the book of the 
kings of Israel and Judah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

H 1 And Jotham slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the city 
of David: and Aha/, his son reigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

A JIAZ was twenty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem: but he did 
not that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord, like David his father: 

2 For lie walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images lor Baalim. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom , and 
burnt bis children in the lire, after the 
abominations of the heathen whom 
the Lord had cast out before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

4 fie sacrificed also and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, 
and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God deli- 
vered him into the hand of the king 
of (Syria; and they smote him, and 
carried away a great multitude of 
them captives, and brought them to 
Damascus. And he was also delivered 
into the hand of the king of Israel, 
who smote him with a great slaughter, 
fi t For Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah an hundred and twenty 
thousand in one day, which were all 
valiant men; because they had for- 
saken the Lord God of their fathers. 
7 AndZichri, a mighty man ofEphraim, 
slew Maaseiah the king's son. and 
Azrikam the governor of the house 
and Elkanah that was next to the king. 
8 Anc^ the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their brethren two

hundred thousand, women, sons, and 
daughters, and took also away much 
spoil from them, and brought the spoil 
to Samaria. 

9 But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name was Oded: and he 
went out before the host that came 
to Samaria, and said unto them, Be- 
hold, because the Lord God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he 
hath delivered them into your hand, 
and ye have slain them in a rage that 
reaoheth up unto heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep under 
the children of Judah and Jerusalem 
for bondmen and bondwomen unto 
you : but are there not with you, even 
with you, sins against the Loud your 
God? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and deliver 
the captives again, which ye have 
taken captive of your brethren : for 
the fierce wrath of the Lord is upon 
you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of Ephraim, Azariah the sou 
of Johanan, Berecbiah the son of Me- 
shillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son of 
Shallum . and Ainasa the son of Had- 
lai, stood up against them that came 
from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall not 
bring in the captives hither : for where- 
as we have offended against the 
Lord already, ye intend to add more 
to our sins and to our trespass: for 
our trespass is great, and there is 
fierce wrath against Israel. 

Id So the armed men left the cap- 
tives and the spoil before the princes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were expressed 
by name rose up , and took the cap- 
tives, and with the spoil clothed all 
that were naked among them , and 
arrayed them , and shod them , and 
gave them to eat and to drink . and 
anointed them, and carried all the 
feeble of them upon asses, and brought 
them to Jericho, the city of palm trees, 
to their brethren: then they returned 
to Samaria. 

16 t At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 

17 For again the Edomites had come 
and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of 
the south of Judah, and had taken 
Beth-shemesh, and Ajalon, and Gede- 
roth, and Shoc.ho with the villages 
thereof, and Timnah with the villages 
thereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of Israel; for 
he made Judah naked, and transgress- 
ed sore against the Lord. 

20 And Tilgath-pilneser king of As- 
syria came unto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion out 
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of the house of the Loud, and out of 
the lums6 of the king, and of the prin- 
ces, and gave it unto the king of As- 
syria: but he helped him not. 

22 1 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord; this is that king Almz. 

23 For lie sacrificed unto the gods of 
Damascus, which smote him: and he 
said, Because the gods of the kings of 
Pyrui help them, therefore will I sacri- 
lice to them, that they may help me. 
But they were the ruin of him, and 
of all Israel. 

24. And Aliaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and he made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Ju- 
dah lie made high places to burn in- 
cense unto other gods, and provoked 
to anger the Loud God of his fathers. 

2d t Now the rest of his acts and of 
all his ways, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem: but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the. kings 
of Israol: and ilezekiuh his sou reigned 
in hia stead. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

H EZEKIAII began to reign when he 
was live and twenty years old, 
and he reigned nine and twenty years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. 
2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that David his father had done. 

3 1 He in the lirst year of his reign, 
in the lirst month, opened the doors 
oi the house of the Loud, and repaired 
them. 

4. And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them to- 
gether into the east street. 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctity the house of the Loud God 
of your lathers, and carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. 
f> For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
iorsnken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Loud, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Loan 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 
l J For, lo, our lathers have fallen by 
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the sword, and our sons and our daugh- 
ters and our wives ore in captivity for 
this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Loan God of Is- 
rael, that his lierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the Lord hath chosen you to stand 
before him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and burn 
incense. 

12 Then the Levites arose, Mahath 
the son of Amass i, and Joel the son 
of Azariah, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathit.es :and of the sons of Merari, Kish 
the son of Abdi, and Azariah the son 
ot Jehalelel : and of the Gershonit.es; 
Joah the son of Zimmah, and Eden 
the son of Joah : 

13 And of the sons of Elizaplian; 
Shirnri, and Jeiel : and of the sons of 
Asaph; Zec.hariah, and Mat.taniah: 

14 And of the sons of Hcman; Je- 
hiel, and Shimci : and of the sons of 
Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of (lie 
king, by the words of the Loan, to 
cleanse the house of the Loan. 

If) And the priests went into the 
inner part of the house of the Loan, 
to cleanse it, and brought out all the 
uneleanness that they found in the 
temple of the Loan into the court of 
the house of the Loan. And the Le- 
vites took it, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first, <hn/ 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Loro : H o they 
sanctified the house of the Lord in 
eight days; and in the sixteenth day 
of the first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to ITezekiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the Loup, and the 
altar of burnt, offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the shewbrcad 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

I'd Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Aliaz in his reign did cast awav 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctitied, and, behold, they ore 
before the altar of the Lord. 

20 ^ Then ITezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
Loan. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanc- 
tuary, and for Judah. And he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to other them on the altar of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
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poats for the ain offering before the 
king and the congregation; and they 
laid their hands upon them; 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an atone- 
ment for all Israel; for the king 
commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made for 
all Israel. 

2f> And he set the LeviteR in the 
house of the Lord with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and of 
Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan the 
prophet: for so mas the commandment 
of the Lord by his prophets. 

20 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
when the burnt offering began, the 
song of the Lord began also with the 
trumpets, and with the instrumend 
ordained bv David king of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation worship- 
ped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded: and all this con- 
tinued, until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

21> And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

do Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praise unto the Lord with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

d! Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ve have consecrated yourselves 
unto the Lord, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank offerings into the 
house of the Lord. And the congre- 
gation brought in sacrifices and thank 
offerings; and as many as were of a 
free heart burnt offerings. 

32 And the, number of the burnt 
offerings , which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul- 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred lambs: all these were for a burnt 
offering to the Loro. 
d.‘> And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

2*4 Hut the priests were too few, so 
that they could uot flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work 
was ended, and until the other priests 
had sanctified themselves: for the Le- 
vites mere more upright in heart to 
sanctify themselves than the priests. 
B5 And also the burnt offerings were 
in abundance, with the fat of the 
peace offerings, and the drink offer- 
ings for evert/ burnt offering. So the 
service of the house of the Lord was 
set in order. 

36 And Ilezekiah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was done sud- 
denly. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

A N D Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters also 
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to Ephraim and Manasseli, that they 
should come to tiie house of the Lord 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the Loro God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congre- 
gation in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not sanc- 
tilied themselves sufficiently, neither 
had the people gathered themselves 
together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

f> No they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all Is- 
rael, from lleer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the Loud God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: lor they had not done 
it of a long time in suck sort as it was 
written. 

0 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through- 
out all Israel and Judah, and accord- 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye children of Israel, turn 
again unto the Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and he will return 
to the remnant of you, that are escaped 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. 
7 And be not ye like your lathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lord God of their 
fathers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

« Now be ye not stiffneckod, as your 
fathers were , but yield yourselves unto 
the Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the Loito your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
Jind compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
again into this land: for the Lord your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away his face from you, if 
ye return unto him. 

10 No the posts passed from city to 
city through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseli even unto Zebuiun : but 
they laughed them to scorn, and mock- 
ed them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseli and of Zebuiun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

LI U And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second month : 
and the priests and the Lcvites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, 
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and brought in the burnt offerings into 
the house of the Loro. 

16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of the hand of the Levites. 

\1 For there were many in the con- 
gregation that were not sanctified: 
therefore the Levit.e9 had the charge 
of the killing of the passovers lor 
every one that was not clean, ta sanc- 
tify them unto the Loan. 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of Ephraim, ami Manasseh, ls- 
saeliar, ami Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the pass- 
over otherwise than it was written. 
Hut ITuzekiah prayed for them, say- 
ing, The good Lord pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Loan God of his fathers, 
though he he not cleansed according to 
(he purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Loup hearkened to Heze- 
kiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Loud day 
by day, singing with loud instruments 
unto the Lord. 

22 And llezekiah spake comfortably 
unto all the Levites that taught the 
good knowledge of the Loan: and they 
did eat throughout the feast seven 
days, offering peace offerings, and 
making confession to the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

28 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: and 
they kept other seven days with gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; 
and the princes gave to the congre- 
gation a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep: and a great number 
of priests sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel , and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem: for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there, 
was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 U Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard , and their prayer 
came up to his holy dwelling place, 
even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 

N OW" when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and brake the 
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images in pieces, and cut down the 
groves , and threw down the high 
places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and 
Manasseli, until they had utterly de- 
stroyed them all. Then all the chil- 
dren of Israel returned, every man to 
his possession, into their own cities. 

2 5 And Hezekiah . appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Le- 
vites for burnt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise- in the gates of 
the tents of the Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt offer- 
ings, to wit, for the morning and even- 
ing burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
neAv moons, and for the set feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Loan. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the Le- 
vites, that they might be encouraged 
in the law of the Lord. 

5 f And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of Is- 
rael brought in abundance the first- 
fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and ho- 
ney, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things brought, 
they in abundantly. 

B And concerning* the children of Is- 
rael and Judah, that dwelt in the ci- 
ties of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con 
secrated unto the Lord their God, and 
laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

H And when Hezekiah and the prin- 
ces came and saw the heaps, they 
blessed the Lord, and his people Israel. 
J Then Hezekiah questioned with the 
priests and the Levites concerning the 
lieaps, 

10 And Azariali the chief priest of 
the house of Zadok answered him, and 
said, Since the people began to bring 
the offerings into the house of the 
Lord, we have had enough to eat, and 
have left plenty: for the Lord hath 
blessed his people; and that which is 
left, is this great store. 

1 1 H Then Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house of the 
Lord; and they prepared them, 

12 Ahd brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shiinei his bro- 
ther was the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Na- 
hatb, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, 
and Mahath, and Benaiah, wei'e over- 
seers under the hand of Cononiah and 
Shimei his brother, at the command- 
ment of Hezekiah the king, and Aza- 
riah the ruler of the house of God. 
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14 A lid Kore the sou of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of God, 
to distribute the oblations of the Lobd, 
and the most holy things. 

15 And next him we\'t Eden, and Mi- 
niamin, and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities 
of the priests, in their set office, to 
give to their brethren by courses, as 
well to the great as to the small: 

Hi Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, even 
unto every one that enteretli into the 
house of the Lord , his daily portion 
for their service in their charges ac- 
cording to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the 
Levites from twenty years old and 
upward, in their charges by their 
courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the 
congregation: for in their set office 
they sanctified themselves in holiness : 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of the 
suburbs of their cities, in every several 
city, the men that were expressed by 
name, to give portions to all the males 
among the priests, and to all that were 
reckoned by genealogies among the 
Levites. 

20 H And thus did Hezekiah through- 
out all Judah, and wrought that which 
was good and right and truth before 
the Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that lie began 
in the service of the house of God, and 
in the law, and in the commandments, 
to seek his God, he did it with all his 
heart, and prospered. 


CHAPTER XXX11. 

A F T E 11 these things, and the esta- 
blishment thereof, Sennacherib king 
of Assyria came, and entered into Ju- 
dah, and encamped against the fenced 
cities , and thought to win them for 
himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sen- 
nacherib was come, and that he was 
purposed to fight against Jerusalem, 

J He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the wa- 
ters of the fountains which were with- 
out the city: and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much peo- 
ple together, who stopped all the foun- 
tains, and the brook that ran through 
the midst of the land, saying, Why 
should the kings of Assyria come, and 
find much water? 

5 Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to the towers , and 
another wall without, and repaired 
Millo in the city of David and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

G And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them together 
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' CHAPTER XXXIII. 

M ANASSEH was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned lifty and five years in Jeru- 
salem : 

2 But did that which was evil in the 
siplit of the Loan, like unto the abo- 
minations of the heathen, whom the 
Loan had cast out before the children 
of Israel 

3 T For he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
broken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and made groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, and 
served them. 

4 Also he built altai*9 in the house 
of the Loud , whereof the Lord had 
•said, In Jerusalem shall my name he 
for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

() And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom: also he observed times, 
and used enchantments , and used 
witchcraft, and dealt with a familiar 
spirit, and with wizards: he wrought 
much evil in the sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image , the 
idol which he had made, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to Da- 
vid ana to Solomon his son, In this 
house, and in Jerusalem, which 1 have 
chosen before all the tribes of Israel, 
will 1 put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will l any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa- 
thers; so that they will take heed to 
do all that I have commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 
statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and 
to do worse than the heathen , whom 
the Lord had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

10 And the Loud spake to Manasseh, 
and to bis people: but they would not 
hearken, 

11 H Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria , which took Ma- 
nasseh among the thorns, and bound 
him with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
besought the Lord his God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God 
of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated of him , and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again to 
Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then Ma- 
nasseh knew that the Lord he was 
God. 

14 Now alter this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west 
side of Gihon , in the valley , even to 
the entering in at the fish gate, and 
compassed about Ophel, and raised it 
up a very great height, and put cap- 
tains of war in all the fenced cities of 
Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
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gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the Lo&d, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them out pi the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and com- 
manded Judah to serve the Lord God 
of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sacri- 
fice still in the high places, yet unto 
the Lord their God only. 

lb If Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseli, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of the seers that spake 
to him in the name of the Lord God 
of Israel, behold, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

1H His prayer also, and how God was 
intreated ot him, and all his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places wherein 
he built high places, and set up groves 
and graven images , before he was 
humbled: behold , they are written 
among the sayings of the seers. 

20 If So Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in his own 
house: and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

21 ^ Amon was two and twenty years 
old when lie began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But lie did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loud, as did Manasseh 
his father: for Amon sacrificed unto 
all the carved images which Manasseh 
his father had made, and served them; 

23 Ami humbled not himself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself; but Amon trespassed 
more and more. 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 If But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon: and the people of the 
land made Josiah his sou king in his 
stead. 


CHAPTKU XXXIV. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one ami thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, and walked in 
the ways of David his father, and de- 
clined neither to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

3 If For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet youngj he be- 
gan to seek after the God ot David 
his father: and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the high places, and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the molten 
images. 

4 And they brake down the altars 
of Baalim 111 his presence; and the 
images, that were on high above them, 
lie cut down; and the groves, and the 
carve'd images, and the molten images, 
he brake in pieces, and made dust qf 
them , and strowed it upon the graves 
of them that had sacrificed unto them. 
5 And he burnt the bones of the 
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house of the Lord, and all the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem. and the priests, and the Levites, 
and all the people, great and small: 
and he read in their ears all the words 
of the book of the covenant that was 
found in the house of the Lord. 

81 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments, and his testimo- 
nies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per- 
forin the words of the covenant which 
are written in this book. 

82 And he caused all that were pre- 
sent in Jerusalem and Henjainin to 
stand to it. And the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem did according to the covenant 
of God, the God of their fathers. 

38 And Josiah took away all the abo- 
minations out of all the countries that 
pertained to the children of Israel, and 
made all that were present in Israel 
to serve, even to serve the Lord their 
God. And all his days they departed 
not from following the Lord, the God 
of their fathers. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

M OREOVER Josiah kept a pass- 
over unto the Lord in Jerusalem: 
and they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lord, 

8 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in 
the house which Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel did build; it shall 
not be a burden upon your shoulders: 
serve now the Lord your God, and 
his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yonrselvesby the houses 
of your fathers, after your courses, 
according to the writing of David king 
of Israel, and according to the writing 
of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the fathers of your brethren the peo- 
ple, and after the division of the fa- 
milies of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
that they may do according to the 
word of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
paasover offerings, for all that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand bullocks: 
these were of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah and 
Jehiel , rulers of the house of God, 
gave unto the priests for the passover 
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offerings two thousand and six hun- 
dred small cattle , and three hundred 
oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
hiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for pasBover offerings five thousand 
small cattily and five Hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, according 
to the king’s commandment 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the i priests sprinkled the blood from 
their hands, and the Levites flayed 
them. 

12 And they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according 
to the divisions of the families of the 
people, to offer unto the Loan, as it is 
written in the book of Moses. And so 
did thej/ with the oxen. 

19 And they' roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance: 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied in offering of burnt offer- 
ings and the fat until night; therefore 
the Levites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their place, according to the 
commandment of David , and Asaph, 
and Ileman, and Jeduthun the king’s 
seer; and the porters waited at every 
gate ; they might not depart from their 
service; for their brethren the Levites 
prepared for them. 

10 So all the service of the Loan was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the Loan, according 
to the commandment of king Josiah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like to 
that kept in Israel from the days of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all 
the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept 

20 1 After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Necho king of 
Egypt came up to tight against Char- 
chemisli by Euphrates: and Josiah 
went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying. What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? / come not against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God com- 
manded me to make haste: forbear 
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thee from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Necho from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

2‘1 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
siali ; and the king said to his servants. 
Have me away; for I am sore wounded. 

24. Ills servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had; and 
Jioy brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of the 
sepulchres of his fathers. And all Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. 

25 t And Jeremiah lamented for Jo- 
siah: and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of Josiah in their 
lamentations to this day , and made 
them an ordinance in Israel : and, be- 
hold, they are written in the lamen- 
tations. 

2t> Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
siah, and his goodness , according to 
that which was written in the law of 
the Loan, 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel find Judah. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

riMIEN the people of the land took 
X Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and 
made him king in his fathers stead in 
Jerusalem. 

2 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, 
and lie reigned three months in Je- 
rusalem. 

8 And the king of Egypt put him 
down at Jerusalem, and condemned 
the land in an hundred talents of sil- 
ver and a talent of gold. 

4 And the king of Egypt made Elia- 
kim his brother king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and turned his name to 
Jchoiakim, And Necho took Jehoahaz 
his brother, and carried him to Egypt. 

5 H Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem : 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Loan his God. 

fi Against him came up Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, and bound him 
in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. 

7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the 
vessels of the house of the Loan to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple 
at Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoia- 
kim, and his abominations which he 
did, and that which was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah: and 
Jehoiaehin his son reigned in his stead. 

9 1 Jehoiaehin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed three months and ten days in Je- 
rusalem: and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Loan. 
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10 And when the year was expired, 
kiii£ Nebuchadnezzar sent, and brought 
him to Babylon, with the goodly ves- 
sels of the house of the Lord, and 
made Zedokiali his brother king over 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 t Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And lie did that which teas evil in 

the sight of the Loro his (lod, nvrf 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. ‘ ; 

12 And he also rebelled against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him 
swear by God: hut ho stillened his 
neck, and hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Loan God of Israel. 

14 Moreover all the chief of the priests, 
and the people, trausgressod very much 
after all the abominations of the hea- 
then; and polluted the house of the 
Lord which he had hallowed in Jeru- 
salem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fathers 
sent to them by his messengers, rising 
up betimes, and sending; because lie 
had compassion on his people, and on 
his dwelling place: 

10 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised his words, and 
misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age: lie gave them all into his hand. 

IK And all the vessels of the house 
of God, great and small, and the trea- 
sures of the house of the Lord , and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 
princes; all these he brought to Ba- 
bylon. 

Id Ami they burnt the house of God, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
lire, and destroyed all the goodly ves- 
sels thereof. 

20 And them that had escaped from 
the sword carried lie away to Babylon ; 
where they were servants to him and 
his sons until the reign of the king- 
dom of Persia: 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord by 
the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land 
had enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long 
as she lav desolate she kept sabbath, 
to fulfil threescore and ten years.' 

22 If Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah 
might be accomplished, the Lord stirred 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that lie made a proclamation through- 
out all his kingdom, and put it also in 
writing, saying, 

22 'flius saitb Cyrus king of Persia, 
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All the kingdoms of the earth hath 
the Loro God of heaven given me; 
and he hath charged me to Duild him 
an house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among you of all 
his people? The Lord his God be with 
him, and let him go up. 
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
